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PART  SIX— LOCAL  OPTION:  BY  COUNTIES 


The  following  is  the  evidence  arranged  and  introduced  according 
to  counties.  The  correspondence  quoted  is  given  in  date  order  under 
each  county  and  the  counties  are  given  in  alphabetical  order: 

ANDERSON  COUNTY. 

1903. 
A  local  option  election  was  ordered  in  Anderson  County  during 
the  year  1903.  The  ordering  of  the  election  was  expected  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  and  in  order  to  prepare  for  it,  provision  was  made 
for  the  payment  of  poll  taxes.  On  or  about  February  2,  1903,  Mr. 
J,  H.  Benton,  a  wholesale  beer  dealer  of  the  American  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation at  Palestine,  wrote  a  letter  to  the  American  Brewing  Associa- 
tion, Houston,  Tex.,  relative  to  the  matter,  in  which  he  said: 

"The  anti-prohibition  ticket  raised  over  $500.  Sol  Maier,  whole- 
sale beer  dealer  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  gave  for  the 
San  Antonio  Brewery  $10;  Oppermann,  wholesale  beer  dealer  for  the 
Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company,  gave  for  the  Houston  brewery 
$100,  and  I  took  the  liberty  to  subscribe  $100  for  you  and  charge  to  you, 
making  in  all  over  $800."    (A-779.) 

On  August  7,  1903,  the  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  a 
letter  to  j.  H.  Benton  of  Palestine,  its  wholesale  beer  dealer,  in  which 
the  following  statement  is  made: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  5th,  and  note  that  the  prohi- 
bitionists have  their  petition  before  the  Commissioners'  Court. 

"Mr.  Hamilton,  while  on  his  way  home  from  his  Northern  trip, 
stopped  at  Palestine  and  informed  the  writer  he  had  a  conference  with 
Mr.  Sol  Maier  and  Mr.  Oppermann  regarding  the  expected  eelction. 
From  the  general  part  of  his  conversation  had  with  him,  both  the 
Houston  breweries  will  contribute  towards  the  campaign  fund,  but  at 
this  writing  are  unable  to  state  as  to  the  amount. 

"Will  have  another  conference  within  the  next  day  or  two,  when 
we  will  promptly  advise  you  of  the  result. 

"We  were  in  hopes  that  the  election  would  be  put  off  until  about 
October,  but  as  it  has  already  been  decided  to  hold  the  election  at  an 
early  date,  prompt  action  will  have  to  be  taken  in  organizing  by  the 
antis  in  time  to  meet  the  opposing  forces." 

On  August  10,  1903,  Sol  Maier  of  Palestine  wrote  a  letter  to  the 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  stating: 

"The  local  option  election  for  this  county  is  set  for  Thursday, 
September  3rd.  I  need  not  tell  you  that  it  requires  a  large  amount  of 
money  to  defray  the  expenses  necessary  to  make  a  successful  fight; 
it  will  cost  from  'four  to  five  thousand  dollars/   We  have  the  assurance 
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of  assistance  from  the  wholesale  liquor  dealers  doing  business  here. 
I  also  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Hamilton  from  Houston  a  few  days  ago 
and  he  assured  me  that  he  would  take  up  this  matter  immediately  and 
was  in  favor  of  making  a  liberal  donation.  You  also  expressed  your 
willingness  to  do  your  part  when  I  had  the  pleasure  of  calling  on  you 
some  weeks  ago. 

"Now  please  give  this  matter  your  attention  at  once.  Our  saloon 
men  are  doing  all  that  can  be  expected  of  them,  but  are  not  able  to 
make  this  fight  without  your  liberal  assistance,  which  I  feel  sure  you 
will  give  us.  I  believe  we  can  win  and  that  your  money  will  not  be 
wasted."    (S-1011.) 

On  August  13,  1903,  H.  F.  Kauffmann,  traveling  salesman  of  the 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  wrote  Otto  Wahrmund  a  letter  in 
which  he  makes  the  following  statement: 

"We  will  meet  again  tonight  and  outine  the  work  to  be  done.  Am 
glad  to  note  that  the  majority  of  the  committee  favor  our  method  of 
lighting  this  campaign,  i.  e.,  without  much  talking  and  speech-making. 

"As  to  the  money  part  of  it,  it  is  Mr.  Maier's  opinion  that  it  will 
take  $4,000  to  win  this  fight.  He  is  pledged  to  get  $3,000  of  this 
amount  as  follows:  $2,000  from  the  saloon  interest,  including  himself 
and  other  agents;  $500  from  the  whiskey  people  and  $500  from  the 
business  men.  He  expects  the  remaining  $1,000  to  come  from  the 
breweries.  I  pointed  out  to  him  that  the  business  men  could  well  afford 
to  raise  $1,000,  but  he  claims  that  with  but  few  exceptions  they  are 
rather  non-commital,  not  caring  to  put  themselves  on  record.  In  this 
respect  they  are  like  our  big  daily  newspapers  and  erstwhile  friends 
in  the  Legislature."    (S-1019.) 

On  August  17,  1903,  Mr.  H.  F.  Kauffmann  wrote  Otto  Wahrmund 
another  letter  in  which  he  stated  the   following: 

"Had  really  intended  to  write  you  sooner,  but  as  things  were  not 
shaped  up  just  to  suit  me  and  a  great  deal  of  work  had  to  be  done  to 
make  it  so,  I  deferred.  Am  glad  to  state  that  the  organization  of  the 
county  perfect  as  near  so  as  possible  to  make  it  in  so  short  a  time. 
Every  precinct  has  its  presiding  officer,  is  furnished  with  a  letter  of 
instruction  together  with  a  list  of  the  qualified  voters  of  that  particular 
precinct  and  from  what  I  can  learn  good  men  have  been  selected. 

"All  these  people  (six  precincts)  will  have  to  report  to  the  head- 
quarters here  and  will  be  in  constant  communication.  Will  start  out 
in  the  morning  to  instruct  three  of  the  main  precincts  as  to  the  man- 
ner of  conducting  the  campaign.  Am  glad  to  state  that  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  executive  committee  this  morning  it  was  agreed  upon  to  have 
but  very  little  speech-making  and  absolutely  no  joint  debates;  what- 
ever speeches  are  made  will  be  made  by  local  men,  who  know  the 
people  and  know  what  to  say  to  them. 

"The  negroes,  about  1,500  votes,  are  well  taken  care  of.  Mr. 
Maier  foreseeing  this  election,  has  paid  out  about  $1,000  paying  poll 
taxes  for  negroes,  which  are  in  his  safe. 
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"If  you  can  see  your  way  clear  to  raise  the  amount  of  money 
asked  for  by  Mr.  Maier  would  suggest  it  be  sent  him,  as  they  will 
surely  need  it."    (S-1027.) 

On  August  19,  1903,  H.  Hamilton,  president  of  the  Houston  Ice 
and  Brewing  Company,  wrote  a  letter  to  A.  C.  Oppermann,  its  whole- 
sale beer  dealer  at  Palestine,  stating: 

"Today  I  had  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Otto  Wahrmund  over  the 
telephone,  and  he  stated  that  Mr.  Kauffmann  had  been  in  Palestine, 
and  had  gone  out  into  the  country  in  some  of  the  precincts  organizing; 
this  I  presume  you  had  done  before. 

"Mr.  Kauffmann  is  a  good  man  and  a  good  worker,  and  I  know 
he  will  do  you  some  good,  but  as  stated  before,  I  do  not  think  that 
outside  workers  will  do  you  very  much  good.  However,  I  think  thai 
Mr.  Kauffmann  will  do  as  much  as  anybody  else. 

"You  all  seem  very  anxious  to  get  Capt.  Paget  to  go  to  Palestine 
and  we  will  try  to  get  him  there  as  soon  as  possible.  Of  course,  you 
are  aware  that  the  expenses  of  Mr.  Kauffmann  will  have  to  be  paid  by 
the  Texas  breweries;  that  is,  the  three  breweries  doing  business  in 
Anderson  County.  I  understand  you  have  received  only  $50  from 
Busch,  Lemp  and  Schlitz;  it  seems  to  me  that  this  is  rather  a  small 
donation  from  them.  The  three  breweries  here  agreed  to  give  $250 
apiece,  as  that  is  all  that  they  can  afford  to  give.  The  expenses  of  Mr. 
Kauffmann  will  be  at  least  $250,  which  would  make  $1,000;  that  is  the 
first  idea  we  had  to  spend  $1,000  in  Anderson  County.  We  do  not 
want  the  county  lost  for  the  want  of  money,  but  our  expereince  has 
been  that  money  does  but  little  good;  it  is  impossible  to  buy  up  any 
voters,  and  men  who  have  got  to  be  hired  to  work,  as  a  rule,  only 
work  strictly  for  what  there  is  in  it  for  them,  and  the  others  are  jealous 
because  they  are  being  paid  for  their  services.  However,  it  is  im- 
possible to  carry  on  a  campaign  of  that  nature  without  the  expendi- 
ture of  money,  and  how  it  is  spent  we  do  not  want  to  know  as  long 
as  it  is  spent  for  a  good  cause. 

"You  will  find  our  check  enclosed  for  $250  to  be  paid  over  to  the 
committee.  Write  me  if  this  is  satisfactory.  As  you  are  aware,  the 
breweries  are  taxed  with  three  or  four  elections  of  this  kind  every 
month,  and  have  been  for  the  past  year,  and  it  has  eaten  up  all  of 
the  profits  and  more.  We  know  you  are  heavily  interested  in  Palestine 
yourself,  as  is  also  the  brewing  company,  and  it  is  to  our  interest 
to  work  together  and  win  this  election."    (S-1031.) 

On  August  20,  1903,  H.  F.  Kauffmann,  traveling  salesman  for  the 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  wrote  a  letter  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  in 
which  he  said: 

"As  phoned  you  last  night,  leave  for  Brownwood  this  morning  and 
be  there  tonight.  Could  not  make  connection  by  leaving  last  night, 
as  I  would  have  had  to  lay  over  either  in  Milano  or  Temple.  After 
phoning  you  met  Mr.  Oppermann,  the  Magnolia  agent  here,  who  had 
just  had  a  talk  over  the  phone  with  Mr.  Hamilton.  The  latter  assured 
Mr.  Oppermann  that  the  breweries  would  come  up  with  $900  sure,  and 
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he  thought  with  the  outside  breweries'  assistance  $1,200  at  least  should 
be  raised.  Of  course,  Mr.  Oppermann  rusher  over  to  Sol  Maier  with 
the  news;  so  when  Mr.  Maier  gets  your  letter  this  morning  stating 
that  you  think  $750  would  be  a  liberal  donation  it  will  look  rather 
funny. 

"As  stated  to  you  over  the  phone,  I  wish  the  outlook  in  the  city 
was  as  favorable  as  it  is  in  the  country,  for  we  will  get  a  majority  of  ■  \ 
the  votes  cast  in  the  outside  precincts  sure.  But  the  city  (while  people 
that  ought  to  know  assure  me  Palestine  will  give  500  majority)  is  an 
unknown  quantity  to  me  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  the 
business  men  are  either  pros  or  non-commital,  while  all  the  banks 
are  pro.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  get  the  business  men  to  come 
out  and  declare  themselves,  but  without  effect. 

"We  have  selected  a  new  committee  of  five  prominent  men  (in- 
fluential) to  wait  on  the  business  men  this  week  and  see  what  they 
can  do."    (S-1033.) 

H.  Hamilton,  president  of  the  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company, 
wrote  Otto  Wahrmund  a  letter  on  August  25,  1903,  as  follows: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  favor  of  the  23rd  regarding  Palestine.  After 
my  conversation  with  you  over  the  telephone,  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Opper- 
mann as  per  copy  of  letter  enclosed,  and  you  can  see  that  my  idea  was 
$250  each  for  the  breweries.  I  had  a  conversation  with  him  over  the 
telephone  some  time  before  that  in  which  I  mentioned  that  I  thought 
the  breweries  would  give  $1,200,  being  under  the  impression  at  that 
time  that  Anheuser-Busch,  Lemp  and  Schlitz  would  give  their  propor- 
tions; that  is  the  reason  I  mentioned  $1,200. 

"I  am  afraid  Palestine  will  be  lost,  as  the  women  all  decided  last 
Sunday  to  turn  out  en  masse  on  election  day,  and  this  is  a  very  hard 
feature  to   overcome. 

"I  have  instructed  Mr.  Oppermann  today  over  the  phone  that  we 
have  got  to  do  some  good  work,  and  there  must  be  no  letup.  If 
Palestine  is  lost  it  means  the  loss  of  the  entire  I.  &  G.  N.  Railroad 
outside  of  Austin  and  Taylor."  (S-1038.) 

Local  option  was  defeated  at  the  election  and  on  September  5, 
1903,  the  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  its  wholesale  dealer 
at  Palestine,  J.  H.  Benton,  a  letter  containing  the  following: 

"We  have  yours  of  the  4th  advising  of  the  glorious  success  you 
have  achieved  in  the  last  prohibition  election.  We  congratulate  you 
and  your  co-workers  heartily  upon  the  grand  success.  Special  con- 
gratulations are  due  to  your  honorable  Mayor. 

"We  only  regret  that  there  are  not  more  men  of  the  same  kind 
of  material  in  the  State  of  Texas  who  is  not  afraid  to  express  his 
opinion  and  sentiments  openly.  Had  we  them,  the  fanatics  would  have 
to  go  back  to  the  State  of  Maine  where  they  originated  from."  (A-936.) 

It  appears  that  the  officials  of  the  I.  &  G.  N.  Railroad  Company 
took  some  interest  in  said  election  in  favor  of  local  option  and  by 
reason   thereof  the   American   Brewing   Association   wrote   a  letter  on 
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September  29,    1903,   to   the   Anheuser-Busch   Brewing   Association   at 
St.  Louis,  making  the  following  statement: 

"In  the  fight  of  the  local  option  election  held  in  Anderson  County 
we  find  that  the  I.  &  G.  N.  Railroad  officials  had  taken  a  very  active 
part  on  the  prohibition  side,  not  only  having  furnished  transportation 
to  the  prohibition  women  from  Tyler,  Jacksonville  and  Troupe  to  go 
to  Palestine  to  manage  the  campaign,  but  had  posted  up  notices  in 
the  shops  of  the  railroad  company,  one  of  the  originals  of  which  we 
herewith  enclose.  (As  we  borrowed  this  from  one  of  the  anti's  cam- 
paign workers,  and  promised  to  return  it  to  him,  we  would  therefore 
ask  that  you  make  as  many  copies  of  it  as  you  will  require  and  return 
us  the  original,  as  we  promised  to  return  it.) 

"Now,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  railroad  officials  have  com- 
menced to  take  such  active  steps  against  our  interests,  it  is  no  more 
than  right  that  each  and  every  brewery  should  withhold  all  the  patron- 
age that  they  possibly  can  from  that  road. 

"We  are  willing  for  the  first  one  to  request  that  you  have  no 
shipments  made  to  us  over  the  I.  &  G.  N.  system.  It  is,  we  think, 
absolutely  necessary  for  the  high  railroad  officials  should  attend  to 
the  duties  they  are  paid  for  and  not  use  their  official  positions  in  a 
manner  that  is  detrimental  to  their  patrons. 

"We  trust  that  you  will  coincide  with  our  views  in  the  steps  we 
have  taken  in  the  matter,  and  hope  that  we  will  not  only  have  your 
support,  but  will  use  your  influence  with  others  to  pursue  the  same 
course."    (A-959.) 

1904 

It  appears  that  during  the  latter  part  of  1904  the  proposition  for 
a  local  option  election  in  the  Palestine  precinct  was  up  and  that  the 
petition  was  denied.  Upon  this  point  O.  Paget,  traveling  campaign 
manager  for  all  of  the  breweries,  on  September  5,  1904,  reported  as 
follows : 

"Palestine,  Anderson  County — The  pros  in  Palestine  demanded  an 
election  for  that  precinct.  Friendly  counsel  was  given  to  the  County 
Commissioners,  who  decided  to  refuse  application  for  election.  They 
did  so  and  denying  a  writ  of  mandamus  no  order  for  election  has  been 
granted,  nor  will  be  except  by  mandate  of  court."    (S-1556.) 

1905. 

On  August  15,  1905,  O.  Paget,  traveling  campaign  manager  for 
all  the  breweries,  reported  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  as  follows: 

"I  believe  that  I  have  successfully,  for  the  present,  prevented  elec- 
tions in  the  counties  of  ,  Anderson  and  ,  which 

fact  I  am  proud  to  inform  you  of."    (S-2267.) 

(See  T-404.) 

1911. 
An  election  for  the  Palestine  precinct  was  called  for  August,  1911, 
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and  with  reference  thereto  certain  wholesale  beer  dealers  and   others 
at  Palestine  wrote  a  letter  to  the  breweries  interested,  as  follows: 

"Palestine,  Texas,  August  1,  1911. 
"Gentlemen: 

"After  one  of  the  hardest  fought  battles  of  my  county  in  the  State 
of  Texas  against  State-wide  prohibition  we  are  now  facing  a  local 
option  election  for  the  precinct  in  which  this  city  is  situated. 

"During  all  of  the  bitter  campaign  just  closed  the  total  expense 
which,  indeed  was  very  large,  has  been  borne  by  a  few  men  engaged 
in  the  liquor  business  here.  We  have  neither  asked  nor  received  a 
dollar  from  any  other  source. 

"Wish  to  assure  you  it  is  with  the  greatest  regret  that  we  are 
now  compelled  to  appeal  to  our  friends  for  their  generous  assistance. 
While  we  think  our  chances  are  good  to  win  yet  the  struggle  we  are 
now  facing  is  no  ordinary  one,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  work  hard 
and  zealously  to  attain  our  end.  Unfortunately  for  us  this  is  the  home 
of  ex-Governor  Campbell,  who  is  doing  all  in  his  power  to  put  this 
county  in  the  'dry'  column. 

"The  election  will  be  held  here  August  17th,  1911,  and  no  time 
should  be  lost.  We,  therefore,  kindly  request,  if  you  feel  so  inclined  to 
help  us,  that  you  mail  at  once  your  check  to  Mr.  S.  Maier,  who  will 
be  pleased  to  acknowledge  receipt,  and  we  beg  to  assure  you  your 
prompt  attention  and  generous  action  will  be  appreciated. 

"It  is  possible  that  we  may  lose  out  here  after  all,  but  some  of  us 
at  least  will  be  doing  business  at  some  other  point  when,  you  may 
rest  assured,  we  will  gratefully  remember  the  friends  who  came  to 
eur  assistance  in  the  time  of  trouble.

"We  therefore  kindly  request,  if  you  should  feel  inclined  to  help 
us,  that  you  mail  at  once  your  check  to  Mr.  Sol  Maier,  who  will  be 
pleased  to  acknowledge  receipt,  and  we  beg  to  assure  you  your  prompt 
and  generous  action  will  be  appreciated. 

"It  is  possible  that  we  may  lose  out  here  after  all,  but  some  of  us 
at  least  will  be  doing  business  at  some  other  point  when  you  may  rest 
assured  we  will  gratefully  remember  the  friends  who  came  to  our  assist- 
ance in  the  time  of  trouble.

On  August  2,  1911,  J.  H.  Benton  at  Palestine,  wholesale  beer  dealer 
for  the  American  Brewing  Association,  wrote  said  association  as  follows: 

"As  you  are  probably  aware  there  has  been  ordered  for  August  17th, 
1911,  an  election  here  for  prohibition.  And  unless  we  have  some  assist- 
ance from  the  outside  I  am  afraid  that  we  shall  lose,  as,  'unfortunately,' 
this  is  the  home  of  ex-Governor  Campbell,  and  he  is  doing  everything 
in  his  power  to  make  this,  'Palestine,'  a  prohibition  town. 

"We  are  sure  to  have  an  awfully  hard  fight  if  we  win.  And,  of 
course,  need  absolutely  all  of  the  assistance  we  can  possibly  get  from 
the  outside,  as  well  as  from  the  voters  here.  Therefore  I  write  this 
letter  as  a  personal  request  to  you,  to  assist  us  in  this  fight  in  every 
way  that  you  possibly  can. 

"I  have  written  to  all  of  my  liquor  men  the  same  as  I  do  you,  ask- 
ing them  to  assist  us  in  this,  our  hardest  fight. 

"So  hoping  sincerely  that  you  will  assist  us  as  you  see  fit,  and  any 
advice  from  you  will  be  highly  appreciated."    (A-3351.) 

On  August  2,  1911,  O.  Paget,  traveling  campaign  manager  for  all 
the  breweries,  wrote  the  American  Brewing  Association  a  letter  as  fol- 
lows: 
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"H.  Prince,  Esq., 

''Houston,  Texas. 
"Dear  Sir: 

"If  you  need  any  literature  for  the  campaign  in  Palestine  I  will 
be  pleased  to  furnish  it  to  you. 

"I  was  in  the  last  campaign  there  in  1903,  September  3.  We  de- 
feated them  by  an  anti  majority  of  835. 

"This  would  be  an  opportunity  to  measure  swords  with  Tom  Camp- 
bell and  I  know  strong  men  aching  to  do  it. 

"If  I  can  assist  you,  command  me.     Sincerely  yours. 

"By  the  way,  is  Mr.  Lindsay  (your  agent)  still  at  Lufkin?"  (A-3350.) 

To  which  letter  the  American  Brewing  Association  replied,  August 
3,  1911,  as  follows: 

"I  beg  to  own  this  receipt  of  yours  of  the  2nd  inst.,  and  in  reply 
beg  to  state  that  I  don't  know  who  is  going  to  take  charge  of  the  Pales- 
tine campaign,  and,  therefore,  cannot  make  a  suggestion  as  to  the  litera- 
ture needs.  I  would  advise  that  you  communicate  with  Mr.  Sol  Maier 
cf  Palestine  for  the  necessary  information.  He  seems  to  be  chairman 
of  the  committee  to  raise  funds. 

"Mr.  Lindsay  is  still  at  Lufkin,  but  expects  to  go  to  Alabama  in5 
a  very  short  time."    (A-3352.) 

On  August  6,  1911,  Sol  Maier  at  Palestine,  wholesale  beer  dealer  for 
the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  wrote  the  American  Brewing 
Association  a  letter  as  follows: 

"I  have  been  out  of  town  otherwise  your  favor  of  the  3rd  would 
have  had  immediate  attention.  Regarding  our  organization,  I  fully 
agree  with  you,  we  should  have  a  strong  business  men's  organization. 
Unfortunately  such  cannot  be  had  at  this  time.  I  will  not  trouble  you 
with  detail,  but  if  you  care  to  know,  kindly  see  Mr.  Autrey  of  the  Mag- 
nolia. I  fully  discussed  the  situation  with  him  Friday  night,  he  can  en- 
lighten you.  So  far  we  have  done  the  best  we  could.  We  are  making 
the  fight  and  have  not  lost  any  ground.  I  also  saw  Col.  Wahrmund  at 
Austin  Friday  and  Mr.  Autrey  can  tell  you  about  that  also.  Will  be 
pleased  to  let  you  hear  from  me  at  any  time."    (A-3353.) 

On  August  7,  1911,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote  O. 
Paget  a  letter,  stating  "Palestine  matter  is  in  hands  of  the  local  people 
Ihere  (meaning  beer  dealers)  and  they  have  promised  to  keep  me  ap- 
prised of  developments."    (S-6947.) 

On  August  18,  191 1,  Sol  Maier  wired  the  breweries  the  result  of  the 
election  as  follows: 

"Wired  you  yesterday  evening,  anti  majority  69."    (A-3359.) 

On  August  21,  1911,  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  its  beer 
dealer  at  Palestine  as  follows: 

"We  beg  to  own  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  18th  inst.,  and  are 
pleased  to  hear  from  you  and  most  especially  are  greatly  pleased  at  the 
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result  of  the  last  election.  The  citizens  of  Palestine  deserve  the  con- 
gratulations of  the  community  in  asserting  at  the  ballot  box  the  verdict 
against  the  ambitious  peanut  politicians. 

"The  several  items  that  you  claim  credit  for  will  have  proper  atten- 
tion, and  regular  statement  will  be  forwarded  to  you  in  due  time/'  (See 
TT-13.) 

1913, 

On  or  about  June  10,  1913,  the  various  beer  dealers  at  Palestine 
wrote  a  letter  to  the  breweries  announcing  a  local  option  election,  as 
follows: 

''We  are  now  confronted  with  a  county  prohibition  election  to  take 
place  July  3rd,  1913. 

"This  action  taken  by  the  local  prohibitionists  in  face  of  present 
Legislature  legislation  and  additional  restrictions,  came  as  a  surprise 
to  us,  and  while  now  is  the  time  to  take  out  our  license,  which  will  doubt- 
less work  a  hardship  on  most  of  us,  we  have,  nevertheless,  decided  to 
strain  our  financial  condition  and  make  the  fight.  We  hope  to  win  in 
the  end  and  indications  are  favorable  to  us.  However,  it  will  require 
considerable  money  in  order  to  make  a  winning  fight,  and  we,  therefore, 
appeal  to  you  for  your  liberal  support  and  help. 

"The  time  being  very  short,  we  will  appreciate  your  prompt  atten- 
tion and  liberal  contribution,  which  kindly  forward  to  our  treasurer, 
Mr.  Sol  Maier,  who  will  issue  you  a  receipt  for  same. 

"Hoping  to  hear  from  you  by  return  mail,  we  are."    (A-3736.) 

On  June  11,  1913,  Otto  Wahrmund  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association  wrote  Sol  Maier,  its  beer  dealer  at  Palestine,  a  letter  in 
which  he  said: 

"What  is  the  situation  relative  to  proposed  local  option  election? 
We  will  appreciate  hearing  from  you  on  the  subject.  Of  course,  if  we 
can  help  out  you  know  we  are  yours  to  command."    (S-7484.) 

To  which  letter  Sol  Maier  replied  on  June  13,  1913,  as  follows: 

"Replying  to  your  favor  11th,  relative  the  situation  of  the  proposed 
local  option  election  for  this  county,  beg  to  say  it  has  been  my  inten- 
tion to  see  you  before  now,  but  a  lot  of  things  prevented  my  doing  so, 
have  considerable  trouble  to  procure  permit  from  Austin  for  our  friends, 
the  Comptroller  is  making  all  kinds  of  objections  and  these  have  to  be 
overcome;  so  far  but  four  saloons  here  received  permits.  That,  together 
with  the  critical  condition  here,  have  kept  me  busy.  Kindly  let  me  know 
if  I  can  find  you  in  your  office  during  all  of  next  week,  as  I  would  not 
care  to  make  the  trip  and  fail  to  see  you.  I  want  to  go  over  the  situation 
with  you  so  you  may  understand  affairs."  (S-7483.) 

Sol  Maier  wrote  Otto  Wahrmund  another  letter  on  June  13th,  as 
follows: 

"Have  been  expecting  to  hear  from  you  to  what  extent  I  may  figure 
on  yourself  and  friends.    We  have  only  one  more  week  for  work  and  as 
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I  do  not  want  any  misunderstanding,  please  inform  me  at  once  the 
amount  I  can  depend  upon.  Am  willing  to  make  the  advance  as  I  have 
been  doing  right  along,  but  want  to  know  how  far  I  can  go.  You  said 
it  would  not  be  less  than  $1,500  and  would  try  to  make  it  $2,000. 

"Now  you  know  such  affairs  always  cost  more  than  expected  and 
some  one  is  left  to  hold  the  bag.  I  have  done  this  several  times  and 
am  used  to  it,  but  have  no  desire  to  hold  a  balloon,  hence  would  kindly 
ask  you  to  state  amount  and  greatly  oblige."    (S-7489.) 

On  June  18,  1913,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote  the 
United  States  Brewing  Association,  with  headquarters  at  NewTork  City, 
as  follows: 

"We  have  just  wired  you,  and  now  beg  to  confirm,  as  follows:  'A 
local  option  election  will  be  held  in  Anderson  County,  population  20,000, 
on  July  3rd.  Please  express  immediately  to  Sol  Maier,  Palestine,  Texas, 
a  miscellaneous  supply  of  literature,  such  as  you  deem  will  serve  our 
purpose.  Ans.,'  which  we  trust  you  received,  and  have  complied  with 
request,  as  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance. 

"Thanking  you  in  advance  for  favor  of  prompt  attention,  we  are.'r 
(S-7491.) 

On  June  18,  1913,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote  its 
beer  dealer,  Sol  Maier,  as  follows: 

"After  our  conversation  this  morning  I  ascertained  that  the  party 
whom  I  mentioned  to  you,  and  to  whom  I  was  going  to  write,  had  turned 
traitor  and  had  joined  the  enemy  in  recent  election.  There  is  certain 
party  by  the  name  of  Henderson,  however,  who  will  call  on  you  with 
letter  of  introduction  from  Autrey,  who,  I  am  told,  is  absolutely  all  right. 

"Autrey  informed  me  that  they  had  no  literature  there  to  speak  of 
that  would  be  of  much  help  to  you,  so  I  have  wired  this  morning  to 
New  York,  asking  that  a  supply  be  sent  you  immediately  by  express,  and 
I  am  sure  that  it  will  be  done,  and  hope  that  it  will  accomplish  a  lot  of 
good."   (S-7492.) 

On  June  20,  1913,  the  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association  at  St. 
Louis,  through  E.  S.  Clauss,  wrote  Otto  Wahrmund  a  letter  stating  the 
following: 

"Your  favor  of  the  18th  inst.  has  been  duly  noted  and  we  also 
received  a  letter  from  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  local  option  cam- 
paign in  Anderson  County.  I  certainly  appreciate  the  necessity  of  win- 
ning the  fight  and  as  our  friends  were  successful  before  they  ought  to 
succeed  again  and  will  do  so  if  they  have  an  effective  organization  and 
don't  rely  too  much  on  the  power  of  the  dollar. 

"The  necessary  expense  of  the  campaign  must,  of  course,  be  pro- 
vided for  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  bring  out  vote,  but  we 
have  always  found  that  our  friends  are  in  danger  of  losing  the  cam- 
paign unless  they  succeed  in  enlisting  the  support  and  active  co-operation 
of  the  citizens  who  are  not  directly  interested  in  the  traffic. 

"We  are  not  informed  as  to  whether  such  an  organization  exists 
and  our  business  at  Palestine  is  very  limited,  but  we  contributed  $100 
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to  their  campaign  fund  and  as  you  and  the  other  brewers  who  are  doing 
a  large  business  will  do  doubt  contribute  liberally,  there  ought  to  be  no 
difficulty  in  providing  the  necessary  fund."    (S-7493.) 

To  which  Wahrmund  replied,  on  6-23-13,  as  follows: 

"Noting  and  appreciating  yours  of  the  20th  inst.,  beg  to  state  that 
I  can  but  repeat  it  is  extremely  important  that  we  win  out  in  Palestine 
en  the  day  set  out.  I  have  had  a  talk  with  the  Houston  people  and  they 
have  agreed  to  do  the  same  as  we,  and  I  hope  that  you  will  do  likewise." 
(S-7496.) 

On  June  21,  1913,  the  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  R.  L. 
Autrey,  general  manager  of  the  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company,  as 
follows: 

"I  have  yours  of  the  20th  inst.,  with  carbon  copy  of  letter  addressed 
to  Colonel  Wahrmund,  with  reference  to  Anderson  County  matter.  In 
conversation  over  phone  the  other  day  with  the  Colonel,  I  suggested 
that  he  take  care  of  the  campaign  and  if  necessary  to  go  there  himself 
and  see  that  nothing  is  left  undone  that  will  in  any  way  lessen  our  chance 
of  success."   (A-3739.) 

On  June  25,  1913,  the  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  Theo- 
core  Baughman,  editor  of  a  negro  paper  at  Palestine,  as  follows: 

"All  arrangements  have  been  made  for  taking  care  of  the  campaign 
in  Anderson  County  by  a  committee  of  citizens.  They  no  doubt  will 
deal  liberally  with  you.  I  have  today  written  Mr.  Sol  Maier.  If  you 
call  on  him  no  doubt  satisfactory  arrangements  will  be  made  with  you 
for  furthering  the  interest  of  the  cause."    (A-3742.) 

On  June  27th,  1913,  Otto  Wahrmund  wrote  Sol  Maier  relative  to 
Baughman  as  follows: 

"I  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  letter  from  Mr.  Theodore  Baughman, 
colored  man,  and  will  state  that  I  have  written  him  to  call  on  you, 
that  anything  which  is  done  will  have  to  be  by  and  through  you.  I  think 
that  we  should  help  those  who  help  us."    (S-7499.) 

On  June  30,  1913,  F.  X.  Semmelmann,  Palestine,  Texas,  wrote  Otto 
Wahrmund  from  Palestine  as  follows: 

:'I  had  to  wire  you  again  today  for  a  speaker,  as  all  the  antis  bother 
me  to  death  for  one,  as  they  have  no  one  to  speak  for  their  cause. 

"If  you  are  not  able  to  get  any  one  to  speak  Wednesday  night  we 
will  try  to  get  Jake  Wolters,  if  possible.  Everybody  is  downhearted  on 
account  having  no  one  to  speak.  I  will  try  to  do  my  best  to  have  some 
one  here  if  Jake  Wolters  cannot  be  gotten. 

"This  is  a  bad  mixed  up  affair  and  well  planned  by  our  friends  the 
pros.  Today  I  was  out  and  catching  the  pros  wind  and  found  that  they 
don't  know  for  themselves  where  they  are  on  account  the  antis  are  so 
quiet. 
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"It  takes  very  hard  work  to  beat  the  pros,  but  I  still  believe  the 
antis  will  win  out.  Well  we  do  the  best  we  can,  but  if  the  pros  succeed 
in  scaring  off  the  negro  votes  I  fear  will  lose."    (S-7502.) 

Semmelmann  wrote  Wahrmund  again  on  July  8,  1913,  reporting  the 
result  of  the  election  as  follows: 

"I  am  ready  to  report  to  you  on  the  last  prohibition  election  of 
Palestine,  where  the  antis  have  won  out  by  the  big  majority  of  23  votes. 
Well,  it  was  a  winner  and  I  am  more  than  glad  of  it;  it  was  a  mixed  up 
affair  up  there. 

"Any  time  you  wish  to  see  me  I  am  at  liberty,  but  I  am  watched 
by  very  jealous  people,  who  think  there  is  something  up,  but  these 
people  have  not  sense  enough  to  know  that  I  am  doing  good  to  them 
also. 

"Please  name  date  and  time  when  I  can  see  you."    (S-7511.) 

It  appears  that  some  sort  of  an  agreement  was  made  between  the 
pros  and  antis  relative  to  the  closing  of  saloons  after  a  certain  time, 
provided  the  pros  would  not  contest  this  election.  Relative  thereto  the 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote  Sol  Maier  on  July  18,  1913,  as 
follows: 

"I  note  from  The  Express  this  morning  that  some  of  our  pro  friends 
pre  not  entirely  satisfied  with  the  recent  arrangement.  If  you  can  favor 
me  with  another  copy  of  the  newspaper  which  you  sent  containing  ac- 
count of  the  election  agreement,  etc.,  I  will  appreciate  it,  as  I  sent  the 
ether  one  to  Mr.  Koehler  in  Germany. 

"The  mem.  which  vou  left  with  me  when  here  last  has  had  my  at- 
tention."   (S-7528.) 

And  on  July  19,  1913,  O.  Paget,  traveling  campaign  manager  for 
all  the  breweries,  wrote  Wahrmund,  saying: 

"Your  courteous  letter  of  the  17th  received,  which  moves  me  to 
reply  and  say  that  whatever  action  may  be  taken  in  the  Palestine  matter 
the  trade  or  compromise  will  not  stand  the  test  of  the  courts.  It  is 
exra:judicial  and  without  warrant."    (S-7531.) 

On  July  17,  1913,  Herbert  M.  Hinzie,  Palestine,  wrote  the  San  An- 
tonio Brewing  Association  as  follows: 

"I  notice  that  Williamson  County  is  in  line  for  a  whirlwind  prohi- 
bition campaign. 

"It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  successfully  manage  four 
campaigns  in  this  county,  and  the  result  is  largely  due  to  systematic 
work. 

"If  you  think  that  the  people  of  Williamson  County  would  be  bene- 
fited by  our  inside  work  it  will  give  me  pleasure  to  assist  them.  It  is 
at  a  time  of  the  year  that  I  can  devote  time  to  it  and  at  the  same  time 
reap  some  compensation  for  such  work."    (S-7526.) 

On  August   18,    1913,  the  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association  at 
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St.  Louis,  through  E.  S.  Clauss,  wrote  Otto  Wahrmund  relative  to  the 
expenses  of  this  campaign  as  follows: 

"Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  1st,  beg  to  state  that  I  had  already 
made  a  contribution  of  $100  to  the  Palestine  campaign,  which,  as  in 
former  years,  was  remitted  to  our  wholesale  dealer  there,  but  I  quite 
sgree  to  apportion  the  expense  on  the  basis  of  sales,  and  if  you  will 
give  me  the  total  amount  of  expense  and  the  number  of  barrels  of  beer 
sold  in  Anderson  County,  we  can  soon  arrive  at  the  assessment,  and  I 
believe  the  other  breweries  interested  will  make  their  contribution  on 
the  same  basis."   (S-7559.) 

ANDREWS  COUNTY. 

On  August  15,  1910,  O.  Paget  wrote  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion a  letter  relative  to  local  option  election  in  Andrews  County  as 
follows: 

"I  notice  that  an  election  has  been  called  for  Andrews  County.  Do 
you  know  any  person  there  to  whom  we  could  write?  I  think  it  is  an 
unorganized  county.     The  population  is  exceedingly  limited. 

"Anything  you  know  of  the  matter  please  notify  Galveston,  which 
information  will  come  to  me  in  due  time."    (S-6352.) 

ANGELINA  COUNTY. 

1903. 

An  election  was  called  for  this  county  for  September  12,  1903. 
Relative  thereto  the  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  the  Dal- 
las Brewery  a  letter  on  8-22-03  as  follows: 

"Kindly  send  a  good  supply  of  literature  to  T.  N.  Humason,  Lufkin, 
Texas.  Local  option  has  been  called  for  Angelina  County,  election  to 
be  held  on  September  12th.  The  local  people  seem  to  be  well  organized, 
but  need  a  supply  of  literature  for  distribution. 

"Nacogdoches  County  will  have  an  election  on  September  5th.  We 
fear  the  prohibitionists  will  get  the  best  of  us  there,  as  many  of  the 
precincts  of  that  county  are  now  dry. 

"With  the  election  near  at  hand  in  Anderson  County,  should  we 
lose  the  three  places,  our  loss  would  be  a  heavy  one. 

"We  hope,  however,  to  at  least  save  two  out  of  the  three."  (A-928.) 

H.  F.  Kauffmann,  traveling  representative  of  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association,  visited  the  county  in  the  effort  to  defeat  local 
option.    (A-930,  S-1036.) 

On  August  27,  1903,  the  Dallas  Brewery  wrote  the  American  Brew- 
ing Association  that  it  had  sent  "an  assortment  of  literature"  to  Mr. 
Humason,  beer  dealer  at  Lufkin.  (A-934.) 

The  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  the  Dallas  Brewery, 
8-29-03,  that  "we  have  always  considered  the  territory  in  question  a 
very  valuable  one  for  us  to  hold."    (A-934.) 
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On  9-7-03  the  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  T.  N.  Humason, 
its  beer  dealer  at  Lufkin,  as  follows: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  6th,  and  acting  on  your  ex- 
pressed needs,  we  phoned  the  president  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association  to  engage  Mr.  Pendleton  and  have  him  go  to  Lufkin  at 
once.  They  promised  to  take  up  this  matter  and  will  wire  me  the  result 
of  their  labors,  and  as  soon  as  we  receive  the  advice  I  will  advise  you. 

"We  also  called  up  Mr.  Morgan,  president  of  the  Dallas  Brewery, 
with  reference  to  engaging  Mr.  Ashley  and  Mr.  Paget  to  visit  you,  who 
also  stated  that  he  will  do  his  best  to  comply  with  request  and  will  wire 
as  to  the  result. 

"Now,  if  all  three  would  pay  you  a  visit  you  could,  no  doubt,  use 
all  of  them  to  advantage  for  a  short  time.  I  would  not  advise  keeping 
sll  three  of  them  any  longer  than  you  possibly  can  help,  as  it  is  rather 
an  expensive  luxury  to  keep  three  such  notables  in  the  field.  However, 
whatever  the  expense  might  be  if  they  will  be  the  means  of  changing 
the  sentiments  to  carry  the  election,  it  would  be  money  well  spent." 
(A-939.) 

On  9-14-03  the  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  a  letter  to  its 
beer  dealer  at  Shreveport,  saying: 

"In  the  local  option  election  held  at  Lufkin  on  last  Saturday  we  lost 
Angelina  County  by    14  votes."    (A-945.) 

In  a  letter  to  its  beer  dealer  at  Lufkin  on  date  9-17-03  the  Ameri- 
can Brewing  Association  suggests  a  contest  of  the  result  of  the  election. 
(A-950.)  And  in  a  letter  to  L.  W.  Levy  &  Co.,  Galveston,  10-12-03,  the 
American  Brewing  Association  says: 

"Regarding  Angelina  County,  Judge  Townsend  arrived  in  Houston 
this  morning.  He  is  now  in  consultation  with  our  attorneys  here.  The 
intention  now  is  to  perfect  the  application  before  Judge  Ashe,  and  make 
an  attempt  to  obtain  the  injunction."    (A-973.) 

On  10-22-03  the  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  the  following 
letter  to  Judge  Townsend,  Lufkin: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  20th,  and  note  your  remarks 
with  reference  to  assistance  required  for  prosecuting  the  prohibition 
election.  We  shall  have  a  talk  with  our  attorneys  regarding  the  names 
you  have  in  view  to  call  to  your  assistance. 

"Regarding  the  expenses,  we  are  willing  to  contribute  our  portion 
and  would  suggest  that  you  write  to  those  who  you  know  are  interested 
ii  this  matter  and  they  will,  no  doubt,  come  in  for  their  pro  rata 
promptly."  (A-988.) 

And  on  10-26-03  it  wrote  its  beer  dealer,  T.  N.  Humason,  at  Lufkin, 
a  letter,  in  part  saying: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  24th,  and  note  your  remark  with 
reference  to  the  status  of  the  prohibition  suit."  (A-989.) 


LOCAL  OPTION:  BY  COUNTIES  591 

In  another  letter  to  its  Lufkin  dealer,  T.  M.  Humason,  on  11-7-03, 
it  says: 

"Our  attorneys  are  of  opinion  that  local  option  will  not  be  in 
effect  until  at  least  one  more  publication  is  made  after  dissolution  of 
the  injunction;  will  ship  car  beer  to  you  or  Chaney,  as  you  may  wire." 
(A-994.) 

It  appears  that  an  agreement  was  reached  between  the  saloon 
keepers  and  the  people  that  the  saloon  would  be  closed  pursuant  to 
the  result  of  the  election  not  later  than  2-15-04;  this  agreement  occa- 
sioned the  following  protest  from  the  American  Brewing  Association 
on  11-16-03: 

"We  have  your  telegram  ordering  car  beer,  and  stating  that  you 
have  all  agreed  to  close  up  on  the  15th  February.  We  regret  indeed 
that  you  have  gone  in  such  an  agreement,  our  attorneys  ought  to  have 
been  consulted  before  coming  to  such  conclusions,  for  they  told  us 
that  matters  looked  very  favorable  to  win  the  suits.  If  matters  have 
not  gone  too  far  we  would  like  to  have  our  attorney's  opinion  on  the 
subject  before  you  all  sign  away  your  right  of  contest.  We  have 
gone  to  considerable  expense  and  trouble  and  are  prepared  to  fight 
the  cause  as  long  as  our  attorneys  say  we  are  right  and  have  the  law 
on  our  side,  and  as  we  have  considerable  at  stake,  we  do  not  approve 
cf  a  half-way  compromise."      (A-1002.) 

And  on  11-20-03  the  American  Brewing  Association,  in  a  letter  to 
T.  N.  Humason,  its  beer  dealer  at  Lufkin,  thus  describes  its  intentions 
and  plans  to  contest  and  set  aside  the  agreement: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  18th  and  in  reply  beg  to  state 
that  from  the  conversation  had  with  Mr.  Sherwood,  our  attorney,  since 
his  return  from  Lufkin,  he  reports  that  it  was  the  expressed  wish  of 
all  of  the  saloon  men  to  agree  on  a  compromise.  It  seems  that  some 
pre  willing  to  discontinue  at  once,  and  some  were  willing  to  discontinue 
immediately  after  new  year,  providing  pending  prosecutions  should  be 
dismissed;  and  as  it  seemed  to  be  the  general  opinion  that  all  the 
saloon  men  would  join  the  compromise  there  was  nothing  left  to  do 
for  our  attorney  but  to  fill  their  wishes. 

"In  making  you  a  party  to  the  pending  suits,  we  understood  the 
attorney  to  say  that  it  was  the  safest  plan,  as  well  as  those  who  were 
joined  into  the  original  suit  if  the  injunction  would  be  positively  in- 
cluded in  the  dismissal  of  all  pending  supposed  violation.  He  there- 
fore considers  that  he  included  your  name  as  a  safeguard. 

"Now,  with  reference  to  what  will  be  done  thereafter  still  remains 
to  be  agreed  on. 

"The  writer  is  led  to  believe  that  someone  will  be  agreed  upon  to 
immediately  after  the  compromise  goes  into  effect  for  the  purpose 
of  being  arrested,  and  the  matter  taken  up  to  the  higher  courts.  This, 
however,  is  a  policy  outlined  by  our  attorney,  but  wish  that  for  the 
uresent  that  you  would  keep  this  matter  strictly  confidential. 

"The  first  time  you  come  to  Houston  we  will  go  with  you  to  our 
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attorneys  and  ascertain  as  to  their  purpose  in  the  policy  they  intend 
to   pursue."     (A-1003.) 

On  12-23-03,  O.  Paget,  traveling  campaign  manager  for  all  the 
breweries,  reported  that  he  spent  five  days  in  the  Angelina  County 
injunction   case.      (S-1136.) 

On  1-13-04  the  American  Brewing  Association  in  a  letter  to  B 
Adoue  reports  the  remittance  by  it  of  $50  "account  legal  expense"  in 
the  injunction  case.     (A-1022.) 

1906. 

The  correspondence  relative  to  the  election  for  1906  in  this  county 
is  as  follows: 

On  5-25-06  the  American  Brewing  Association  writes  O.  Paget, 
Galveston,  as  follows: 

"We  have  a  letter  from  one  of  our  traveling  representatives  from 
Lufkin  stating  that  the  general  impression  in  that  territory  is  that  it* 
the  antis  are  not  kept  in  good  organization  they  will  lose  out.  You 
have  taken  this  matter  in  hand  and  we  feel  confident  that  you  do  not 
lose  sight  of  the  importance  of  attending  to  all  requirements  in  order 
to  win  out.  Would  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  as  to  what  you  think 
the  outcome  of  the  work  in  hand  will  be  in  that  section."     (ABA-1599.) 

On  5-26-06  Paget  replies  to  the  above  thusly: 

"Yours  of  the  25th  received.  Contents  carefully  noted.  I  made 
two  visits  and  spent  some  time  in  the  city  of  Lufkin.  I  organized  two 
sssociations  there — one  of  the  citizens,  one  of  the  saloon  men — both 
gave  promise  of  active  work  and  more  than  astonished  me  to  get  a 
letter  not  only  from  you  but  parties  in  Lufkin  telling  me  that  very 
little,  if  anything,  had  been  done  by  the  antis.  I  have  not  spent  one 
day  this  week  in  this  office — I  have  been  to  the  extreme  verges  of 
Texas.  There  are  three  counties  now  involved  and  I  have  to  handle 
oil  of  them  in  LaSalle,  Runnels  and  Angelina,  therefore,  you  can  read- 
ily see  what  that  means,  but  I  will  be  in  Angelina  Monday  and  I 
guarantee  they  will  either  wake  up  or  they  will  hear  from.  Yours 
very  sincerely,  etc."     (ABA-1602.) 

And  again  on  5-28-06   Paget  reports  from  Lufkin   as  follows: 

"I  beg  to  advise  you  that  the  conditions  here  are  better  than  the 
surface  indications  show. 

"Your  Mr.  Lockwood  did  not  get  on  the  inside. 

"We  can  win  this  county  but  it  will  take  work  and  money.  I  am 
trying  to  get  in  both. 

"I  will  leave  for  Runnels  County  tomorrow  but  will  come  back 
here,  and  keep  'em  busy."     (ABA-1608.) 

And  on  6-14-06  Paget  wires: 

"We  have  carried  Angelina  County  by  immense  majority.  Con- 
gratulations."     (ABA-1634.) 
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O.  Paget  thus  describes  the  contest  in  a  letter  to  Otto  Wahrmund 
of  date  6-16-06: 

"*  *  *  The  battle  in  Angelina  was  bitter — perhaps  most  bitter 
of  any  election  that  we  have  yet  fought  but  we  contested  every  inch 
of  ground  and  won  out  by  a  handsome  majority — considering  the  fact 
that  the  pros  won  the  last  time  by  one  hundred  forty-seven  votes." 
(SABA-2611.) 

The  American  Brewing  Association  also  participated,  with  money 
contributions,  in  an  election  in  the  Burke  precinct  in  September,  1906. 

1907. 

On   10-11-07  B.  Adoue  reported  to  Otto  Wahrmund  that: 

"Last  Saturday  *  *  *  we  lost  (an  election)  at  Huntington, 
Angelina  County,  due  to  over-confidence  of  local  parties  who  asserted 
they  'could  not  lose  if  they  wanted  to.'  Paget  says  he  will  make  a 
contest  and  will  keep  the  precinct  in  wet  column."     (S-3644.) 

1908. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1908  a  local  option  election  was  proposed 
to  be  held  in  the  Diboll  precinct,  Angelina  County. 

On  11-21-08  Paget  writes  the  American  Brewing  Association  as 
follows: 

"I  understand  that  an  election  has  been  called  in  Diboll  precinct  in 
Angelina  County.  Is  there  anything  you  wish  done  in  the  matter? 
If  so,  who  is  the  best  person  to  get  into  communication  with  in  refer- 
ence thereto?"     (A-2510.) 

To  which  the  American  Brewing  Association  replies,   11-23-08: 

"We  have  yours  of  the  21st  and  note  that  you  have  information 
icgarding  a  precinct  local  option  election  called  in  Angelina  County 
(or  the  Diboll  district.  We  are  not  doing  any  business  in  Diboll,  nor 
its  immediate  vicinity,  but,  yet,  at  the  same  time,  if  there  is  an  oppor- 
tunity of  winning  the  contest  we  ought  to  use  every  effort  to  do  so. 
We  understand  that  Mr.  B.  F.  Florence  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Allison,  both  of 
Diboll,  can  be  relied  upon  for  information  and  local  work."  (ABA-2511.) 

On  11-24-08  Paget  reports  that  "it  is  a  small  precinct,  but  impor- 
tant."     (ABA-2515.) 

And  on  11-30-08,  in  a  letter  to  the  American  Brewing  Association, 
Paget  says: 

"I  have  also  visited  Diboll,  Angelina  County,  and  will  say  the 
election  in  that  precinct  is  invalid  and  do  not  believe  it  will  be  held 
because  the  notice  of  election  gives  as  the  boundarv  'where  the  T.  & 
w.  O.  crosses  the  Neches  River.'  It  does  cross,  but  it  is  thirty  mifes 
from  Diboll.  They  should  have  indicated  the  H.,  E.  &  W.  T.  R.  R  — 
this  renders  the  election  null.  The  County  Commissioners  have  been 
notified  to  that  effect.     Should  they  persist  in  holding  the  election   I 
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will  have  it  knocked  out.     There  are  other  crudities  in  the  calling  of 
the  election  which  would  render  it  absolutely  void."     (ABA-2521.) 

And  in  a  general  report  to  B.  Adoue  of  date  12-1-08,  he  says: 

"Angelina  County,  Precinct  No.  4.  If  the  election  is  held  there 
as  things  now  look  it  will  go  dry,  but  it  is  not  likely  an  election  will 
be  held,  as  the  notices  of  election  in  indicating  the  metes  and  bounds 
of  the  precinct  gave  the  'crossing  of  the  T.  &  N.  O.'  as  the  one  ex- 
tremity, when  it  should  have  read  the  'H.,  E.  &  W.  T.  R.  R.'— it  is  a 
difference  of  twenty-eight  miles  of  territory — this  might  not  be  an 
error  from  the  pro  standpoint,  but  the  courts  have  held  that  an  elec- 
tion where  extra  territory  is  included,  to  be  invalid.  There  is  another 
reason  why  the  election  if  held  would  be  invalid  but  the  writer  deems 
it  best  to  reserve  it,  therefore  will  not  mention  it.  If  the  election  is 
called  off,  it  may  be  necessary  to  get  the  saloons  to  pay  just  a  little 
attention  to  the  wishes  of  the  people  of  Diboll."  (ABA-5090.)  (See 
also  H-1479.) 

An  election  was  called  for  the  Zavala  precinct  for  12-5-08-  It  pro- 
voked the  following  correspondence: 

M.  H.  Cansler  of  Zavala  wrote  the  American  Brewing  Association, 
12-1-08,  as  follows: 

"On  Saturday,  Dec.  5th,  there  will  be  held  a  local  option  election, 
taking  in  Zavala,  Rock  Quarry,  near  Aldridge  and  Letner's  Ferry,  in  all 
three  saloons.  We  have  a  hard  fight  and  have  up  to  date  spent  a  lot 
of  money  to  win  out,  but  we  need  assistance  and  would  kindly  ask 
you  to  donate  as  much  as  you  think  you  can  stand  and  your  trade 
here  justifies. 

"Your  reply  will  be  highly  appreciated,  would  not  ask  this,  but  am 
necessitated  by  the  heavy  outlay  I  already  had  and  it  takes  a  good 
o.eal  to  do  any  good  and  our  chances  favorable."     (ABA-2524.) 

The  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  O.  Paget,  12-2-08,  as 
follows: 

"We  are  today  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  Mr.  M.  H. 
Cansler  of  Zavala,  Texas,  advising  that  an  election  is  on  foot  and  is 
called  for  December  5th.  This  is  the  first  intimation  that  we  have  of 
this  election  being  called,  therefore  the  time  for  work  is  rather  limited. 
They  are  asking  us  for  assistance,  and  as  we  are  not  informed  as  to 
what  good  can  be  done  with  the  assistance,  we,  therefore,  will  with- 
hold answering  until  we  hear  from  you.  As  the  time  is  short,  we 
would  ask  that  you  either  phone  or  wire  us  what  answer  to  make." 
(ABA-2525.) 

On  12-17-08  O.  Paget  wrote  a  letter  to  all  the  breweries'  saying: 

"I  will  take  the  liberty  of  again  addressing  you  upon  a  subject, 
which  is  well  nigh  worn  threadbare;  viz:  the  notifying  of  this  office 
when  you  hear  of  anything  indicating  the  coming  of  a  local  option 
election  in  a  territory  covered  by  your  patrons,  or  otherwise.     If  due 
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notice  is  given  we  can  sometimes  stop  the  election  by  making  conces- 
sions, or  removing  objectionable  features,  but  we  can  at  all  times  be 
in  better  position  to  make  a  fight. 

"Let  me  give  you  a  case  in  point.  In  precinct  No.  6  (Zavala),  in 
Angelina  County,  an  election  was  called  for  the  5th  inst  This  office 
got  notice  on  the  3rd.  Zavala  is  hard  to  reach — takes  a  full  day — of 
course,  nothing  could  be  done — it  went  dry. 

"For  the  same  day  an  election  was  called  for  No.  4  precinct 
(Diboll)  in  same  county.  The  office  had  twelve  days  notice.  Investi- 
gated, found  the  call  for  election  illegal.  The  matter  was  dropped  and 
no  election  held.  Not  one  cent  expense  except  railroad  fare  of  the 
writer.  Many  such  instances  could  be  given."  (ABA-2536.)  (See  also 
H-1497,  S-5112.) 

1909. 

Paget,  on  5-17-09,  reports  to  Otto  Wahrmund  that  an  election 
has  "materialized"  in   Manning  precinct,  Angelina  County: 

"Yours  of  the  16th  received  and  turned  over  to  Mr.  Adoue  for 
reply. 

"Four  more  elections  have  materialized  since  writing  you,  to-wit: 

"Coryell,  10th;  Dallam,  5th;  Angelina  (Manning  precinct),  5th; 
Freestone  County,   12th. 

"So  you  see  we  are  busy — to  depend  upon  Mr.  Wortham  would  be 
very  much  of  a  broken  reed."     (SABA-5456.) 

"Confirming  my  telegram  of  today  as  follows: 

"  'I  am  informed  this  morning  by  Mr.  Adoue  that  a  change  has 
taken  place  in  the  duties  of  this  office  and  that  from  now  on,  I  must 
act  under  direct  instructions  from  the  brewers  interested.' 

"For  a  starter — yourself  have  undertaken  to  manage  the  elections 
ui  Berclair,  Alice  and  Cotulla — I  will  therefore  not  do  anything  more 
?i  these  three  places  until  I  receive  orders  from  you;  Dr.  Lincoln  is 
now  on  his  way  to  Alice — must  I  recall  him?  I  can  use  him  advan- 
tageously at  other  places — if  you  do  not  need  him,  let  me  know  so  I 
can  stop  him  en  route.    He  was  to  take  up  Alice,  Berclair  and  Cotulla. 

"And  acknowledging  yours  in  reply  to  same  I  desire  to  say  that  it 
is  just  possible  for  the  present  determination  of  the  association  to 
flter  plans  may  produce  a  little  confusion. 

"I  am  now  busy  and  desire  to  add  the  information  that  Freestone, 
Coryell  and  Dallam  Counties  have  called  elections  since  I  wrote  you — 
and  Angelina  in  the  precinct  of  Manning. 

"I  will  take  up  the  matter  more  actively  and  discuss  the  new  plan 
rs  soon  as  I  get  time. 

"Dr.  Lincoln  will  organize  Goliad  and  Alice,  leaving  Cotulla  to 
you.  If  the  doctor  goes  in  he  will  not  like  any  interference  or  'cross- 
ing of  lines' — he  understands  his  business  thoroughly  and  if  there  is' 
one  chance  in  a  hundred  he  will  get  that  chance  in  a  hundred;  he  will 
get  that  chance  of  winning.  Brewery  traveling  agents  are  good  men 
in  handling  their  product  but  organizing  a  county  or  precinct  for  a 
local  option  election  is  quite  a  different  matter.     If  you  desire  me  to 
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order  the  doctor  out  of  either  county  or  precinct  I  will  do  so  imme- 
diately, as  we  have  plenty  of  work  for  him."     (SABA-5458.) 

On  June  3,  1909,  he  reports  that  the  "election  called  in  Manning, 
in  Angelina  County,  is  being  fought  out  by  the  local  people.  The 
chances  are  against  us."     (S-5504.) 

An  election  was  held  in  the  Huntington  precinct,  Angelina  County, 
in  October,  1909.  Paget  on  11-5-09  reports:  "We  lost."  (H-1549.) 
Paget  went  to  Huntington  to  arrange  for  a  contest  of  the  election,  and 
on   10- 17-09  reports  as  follows: 

"I  have  just  returned  from  Huntington,  and  on  arrival  there  and 
going  over  the  matter  with  their  lawyers  and  with  Mr.  Sam  Jones,  the 
leading  saloon  man  in  the  section  in  which  the  election  was  held,  I  saw 
very  clearly  that  the  lawyers  were  not  acquainted  with  the  proper  pro- 
cedure. 

"As  i  take  it,  our  sole  purpose  is  to  keep  the  saioons  open  and 
conducted  according  to  law,  which  being  the  case,  any  mode  of  legal 
procedure  which  accomplishes  this  end  is  the  right  one.  The  lawyers 
seem  to  be  at  sea  as  how  to  act,  and  I  thought  it  wise* to  have  Mr. 
Clough  to  come  down  and  assist  them.  The  local  people  will  pay  all 
expenses,  except  of  course  of  Mr.  Clough. 

"There  are  two  modes  of  procedure. 

"One  is  to  enjoin  the  Commissioners  from  counting  the  vote;  the 
second,  to  enjoin  from  publication.  If  either  injunction  is  granted 
the  saloon  men  can  go  on  doing  business  until  the  case  is  decided  for 
cr  against  them.  Provided  the  injunctions  do  not  lie  there  is  contest 
in  the  District  Court.  But  while  this  contest  would  be  pending  the 
saloons  would  have  to  close. 

"The  saloon  men  gave  me  three  reasons  for  the  contest.  One, 
twenty  votes  cast  illegally;  second,  the  Commissioners  on  the  day  of 
the  election  made  new  boundaries  in  the  precinct  in  which  the  election 
was  held  to  conform  to  their  order  of  election,  cleverly  leaving  out  a 
group  of  negroes  whose  anti  votes  would  have  altered  the  result,  as 
the  pros  claim  only  five  majority.  I  think  the  case  of  Wayman  vs. 
State,  from  Cook,  has  solved  this  question  in  our  favor.  Third,  they 
told  me  that  three  election  notices  only  had  been  posted.  This,  if 
true,  would  render  the  election  void,  but  that  was  a  part  which  I  could 
personally  investigate,  and  that  I  found  to  be  incorrect,  as  the  legal 
number  (5)  had  been  posted  and  due  returns  made  thereon. 

"I  found  Mr.  Clough  at  Fort  Worth  and  wired,  him  to  report 
immediately  at  Lufkin,  and  a  message  received  from  him  at  11  o'clock 
last  night  indicates  that  he  was  en  route  for  Lufkin. 

"I  will  send  copies  of  this  to  the  American,  and  Houston  Ice  & 
Brewing  Companies."     (ABA-2794.) 

1910. 

On  May  27.  1910,  George  G.  Clough,  attorney  for  Brewers'  Asso- 
ciation, reports  that  he  had  just  tried  and  won  the  contest.     (S-6151.) 
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1911. 

In  March,  1911,  an  election  w^s  called  for  the  county.  B.  Adoue 
thus  reports  the  call  to  Otto  Koehler,  3-22-11: 

"We  have  lost  too  many  elections  lately  to  suit  me.  Election  was 
called  yesterday  for  Angelina,  and  I  am  making  the  same  inquiry  from 
Hamilton,  who  is  often  opposed  to  making  a  fight.  The  cause  of  the 
call  there  is  given  to  be  a  dive  which  the  citizens  wanted  closed,  and 
were  not  able  to  do  it."     (SS-127.) 

On  March  23,  1911,  the  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  O. 
Paget  as  follows: 

"We  are  just  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  22nd,  with  copy  of  letter 
to  Mr.  Autrey,  regarding  the  Angelina  County  election.  Mr.  Hamilton 
was  in  our  office  this  morning,  and  from  the  conversation  had  with 
him  we  could  not  exactly  get  an  expression  from  him  as  to  what  he 
proposed  doing  towards  fighting  that  election,  as  he  had  never  done 
much  business  in  the  county.  He  therefore  seems  to  be  indifferent. 
It  would  be  a  bad  precedent  for  us  to  allow  the  election  to  go  by 
c'efault.     No  doubt  he  will  give  financial  aid  in  making  the  fight. 

"Our  brewery  has  for  years  done  the  principal  business  in  Lufkin, 
rnd  as  there  are  now  only  ourselves  and  the  Schlitz  Brewery  repre- 
sented, both  in  keg  and  bottle  beer,  the  fight  will  have  to  be  made 
regardless  of  any  contributions  that  you  may  be  able  to  get  from  the 
outside.  We  cannot  afford  to  lose  the  county  if  by  proper  manage- 
ment and  judicious  expenditure  of  the  needed  expenses  can  save  it." 
(ABA-3216.) 

The  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  Paget,  3-22-1 1,  as  follows: 

"Since  writing  you  in  regard  to  the  Lufkin  matter,  we  of  course 
expect  you  to  go  there  at  once  and  see  that  the  county  is  properly 
organized.  The  saloon  men  of  Lufkin  are  well  to  do,  and  are  able  to 
give  substantial  financial  aid  for  this  fight.  You  will  have  to  use 
your  best  influence  amongst  them  in  getting  at  least  over  half  of  the 
expenses  needed."     (ABA-3217.) 

To   the  above  letters  Paget  replied,  3-23-11,  thus: 

"Your  valued  favor  of  the  22nd  received  and  same  has  been  care- 
fully noted.  I  have  tried  today  to  get  into  communication  with  Clay 
Binion,  who  is  a  practical  leader  in  that  town  (Lufkin)  and  in  the 
county. 

"As  soon  as  I  get  into  communication  with  him  and  arrange  a 
meeting  with  our  friends  I  will  go  into  Angelina  County  and  take 
pleasure  in  making  you  a  full  report  of  conditions  in  the  county." 
(ABA-3214.) 

The  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  B.  H.  Lindsey,  Lufkin, 
3-30-11,  as  follows: 

"We  beg  to  own   the  receipt   of  yours  of  the  29th  inst.,  and  are 
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indeed  glad  to  note  the  encouragement  you  are  giving  us  on  the  con- 
ditions of  the  local  option  election.  We  hope  that  our  highest  expecta- 
tions may  be  realized. 

"In  order  to  succeed,  the  best  business  people  of  your  community 
must  be  put  to  the  front  in  order  to  win  the  fight.  Capt.  Paget,  a  very 
good  organizer,  and  knows  everything  that  is  required  about  a  fight 
of  this  kind,  outsiders  who  are  unknown  to  the  voters  cannot  gain 
their  confidence,  therefore  people  who  are  known  to  the  voters  must 
be  the  ones  on  whom  you  must  depend  for  the  successful  termination 
of  this  election. 

"I  hope  that  the  people  of  your  county,  who  are  financially  inter- 
ested in  the  outcome  of  this  election,  will  give  their  financial  aid  to 
the  full  extent  of  its  requirements,  as  you  are  aware  that  State-wide 
prohibition  election  is  a  very  expensive  undertaking,  and  as  I  have  to 
meet  a  liberal  share  of  that  expense,  I  hope  that  your  community  will 
be  able  to  conduct  this  local  campaign  without  calling  on  me  for  finan- 
cial aid,  however,  I  will  most  assuredly  extend  such  financial  aid  as  is 
necessary,  but  I  hope  that  you  will  be  able  to  arrange  matters  so  that 
you  will  not  have  to  call  on  me  for  any  large  amount. 

"Will  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  frequently  how  matters  are  pro- 
gressing."     (ABA-3224.) 

Paget  reported  to  B.  Adoue,  4-11-11,  as  to  contributions,  as  follows- 

"I  have  come  to  the  end  of  the  rope,  and  I  see  nothing  further  to 
do  now  but  to  pack  my  grip  and  quit  the  county.  The  reason  is  we 
have  no  more  money  to  spend. 

"As  per  my  report  to  you,  and  your  letter  to  Mr.  Hamilton,  an 
agreement  was  made  that  the  saloon  men  would  put  up  two-thirds  and 
the  brewers  one-third  (the  latter  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  their 
sales  in  the  county).  The  American  Brewing  Association  third  of  it, 
?nd  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company  a  fraction. 

"The  Schlitz  people  sent  their  agent  here  (Mr.  Binion)  $100.  We 
have  written  them  as  a  committee  and  as  individuals;  Mr.  Binion  has 
written  and  wired  them.    They  have  not  replied  to  him. 

"The  agent  of  the  American  Brewery  here,  Mr.  Lindsey,  met  the 
Schlitz  check  of  $100  with  his  check  for  $200.  The  agent  of  the 
Schlitz  refuses  to  make  up  the  deficiency;  and  under  the  circumstances 
1  do  not  think  the  American  Brewery  should  be  asked  to  meet  all  the 
shortage;  which  would  be  in  round  figures  about  $1,000.  The  cam- 
paign can  be  conducted  economically  for  about  $3,000.  Of  this  $3,000 
the  saloon  men  amongst  themselves  have  raised  nearly  $2,000.  The 
agent  of  the  American  Brewery,  Mr.  Lindsey,  being  one  of  the  largest 
contributors  (without  reference  to  any  contribution  which  the  Amer- 
ican Brewery  may  make).  Now  there  is  the  position  exactly.  I  cannot 
promise  that  the  American  Brewery  will  advance  another  $500,  and 
the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  say,  $200,  and  let  the  Schlitz 
people  go  entirely. 

"With  this  amount  of  money,  and  an  extra  subscription  which  we 
may  be  able  to  squeeze  out  of  the  saloon  men,  we  have  a  chance  to 
win  the  fight;  without  it;  not  any. 
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"This  letter  will  be  handed  you  by  Miss  Fanny  some  time  in  the 
forenoon  of  tomorrow.  Will  you  kindly  read  it  and  she  will  telegraph 
your  message  to  me.  Provided  this  money  is  not  raised  or  the  agent 
to  the  American  Brewery  authorized  to  pay  it,  I  will  leave  the  county 
with  Mr.  Maunsell  on  the  next  train;  which  will  be  a  little  after  1 
o'clock;  as  it  is  a  waste  of  time  to  continue  the  battle  any  longer.  I 
do  not  guarantee  that  with  that  money  we  will  win;  but  without  it 
we  will  lose. 

"I  have  sent  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  Mr.  Autrey  and  to  Mr.  Prince 
so  that  you  need  not  call  them  over  the  phone  and  find  out  what  dis- 
position they  desire  to  make  of  it.    I  wired  Mr.  Autrey  as  follows: 

"  'What  amount  if  any  will  you  subscribe  to  the  contest  in  this 
county?'     I  enclose  you  his  reply. 

"I  regret  that  these  things  have  taken  this  turn.  If  I  had  not  been 
here  they  would  have  taken  the  turn  long  ago.  The  hardest  fight  I 
have  had  to  make  is  against  our  own  people,  and  especially  so  with  the 
Schlitz  agent.  I  am  willing  to  fight  if  there  is  a  chance  of  success,  but 
there  is  no  use  of  being  in  front  of  the  enemy  without  powder. 

"Awaiting  your  reply,  I  am  respectfully  yours.

And  on  the  next  day  Paget  wired  the  American  Brewing  Associa- 
tion:   "Have  forced  Schlitz  hand.    They  have  come  across."     (A-3241.) 

On  April  11,  1911,  B.  Adoue  wrote  O.  Koehler:  "We  have  an 
even  chance."     (SS-139.) 

It  seems  that   Mr.  H.  A.  Huntley,   Lufkin,  boarded   speakers   for 
anti-local  optionists,  and  had  some  trouble  in  collecting  his  bills.     He 
wrote   the  American  Brewing  Association  about  it,  and  they  replied, 
6-3-11,  as  follows: 
W 

"I  beg  to  own  receipt  of  yours  of  the  2nd  inst.  and  note  what  you 
say  with  reference  to  a  bill  owed  you  for  board  by  the  anti-prohibition 
speakers,  which  you  state  was  a  debt  agreed  to  be  paid  by  Capt.  O. 
Faget.  You  surely  take  the  proper  view  of  the  matter  that  you  ought 
to  be  paid,  but  as  I  have  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  campaign, 
nor  have  I  obligated  myself  to  pay  anything  towards  the  expense  of 
the  campaign,  I  am,  therefore,  in  no  position  to  assist  you  in  the  col- 
lection of  your  claim.  I  shall,  however,  use  my  best  efforts  in  having 
Capt.  Paget  make  good  his  obligations,  and  as  you  have  been  informed, 
Capt!  Paget  will  not  return  until  about  the  10th  instant."     (ABA-3287.) 
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And  on  the  same  day  the  American  Brewing  Association  sent  the 
board  bill  to  Paget,  saying: 

"We  herewith  beg  to  hand  you  letter  received  from  Mr.  H.  A. 
Huntley,  proprietor  of  Hotel  Bonner,  Lufkin,  Texas,  and  carbon  copy 
of  our  reply  thereto.  If  the  $72  that  Mr.  Huntley  claims  is  an  obliga- 
tion of  yours,  it  surely  ought  to  be  paid,  as  unsettled  matters  of  this 
kind  do  not  help  the  anti  cause."     (ABA-3288.) 

It  appears  that  Paget  was  indicted  by,^tne  grand  jury  of  Angelina 
County,  charging  him  with  having  paid  money  to  Webster  Wilson  "tc 
induce  others  to  vote  against  prohibition."  The  correspondence  on 
the  subject  is  as  follows: 

Letter,  E.  W.  Bounds,  Marlin,  Texas,  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  An- 
tonio, Texas,  dated   10-30-11: 

"Following  the  local  option  election  held  in  Angelina  County  on 
the  15th  day  of  April  this  year,  the  grand  jury  of  that  county  indicted 
Capt.  O.  Paget  of  Galveston  and  charged  him  with  having  paid  money 
to  one  Webster  Wilson  to  induce  others  to  vote  against  prohibition. 
The  case  is  set  for  trial  on  the  9th  of  November  at  Lufkin  and  we  have 
ir  on  good  authority  that  there  is  a  local  frame-up  there  to  convict 
the  captain  in  case  he  refuses  to  expose  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association, 
which  of  course  he  will  never  do.  I  was  present  and  took  in  that  cam- 
paign and  know  that  the  captain  is  an  innocent  man.  I  further  know 
that  in  case  of  a  conviction  that  the  case  will  not  stand  the  test  of  the 
law  in  the  higher  courts.  But  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  a  bond  for 
the  defendant  to  keep  him  from  going  to  jail.  Knowing  what  I  do 
about  the  case,  I  have  taken  it  upon  myself,  without  the  knowledge  or 
consent  of  the  captain,  to  write  you  and  the  other  members  of  the 
defunct  Texas  Brewers'  Association  and  call  your  attention  to  the  im- 
portance of  seeing  that  ample  bail  is  afforded  the  captain  in  case  of 
his  conviction.  This  matter  should  be  privately  arranged  in  advance 
of  the  trial  so  that  he  may  not  be  humiliated  by  going  to  jail  to  wait 
on  the  perfecting  of  arrangements  for  bail."     (ABA-7020.) 

To  which  Otto  Wahrmund  replied  on  Nov.  1,   1911,  as  follows: 

"A  reply  to  your  favor  of  the  20th  ult.  was  delayed  one  day  due 
to  my  absence  from  the  city. 

"I  have  spoken  to  Mr.  Adoue,  and  have  pleasure  in  advising  that 
Judge  Stubbs  of  Galveston,  Texas,  will  be  in  Lufkin  on  the  9th  inst., 
v  hen  the  case  is  called  for  trial,  at  which  time  he  will  be  prepared  to 
make  any  bond  that  may  be  necessary. 

"Trusting  satisfactory  and  that  everything  will  turn  out  all  right 
as  anticipated,  I  beg  to  remain."     (ABA-7021.) 

1913. 

Another  election  was  called  for  this  county  for  May  8th.   1913. 
On  4-26-13  the  American   Brewing  Association  wrote  J.  Goldstein, 
Dallas,  representative  of  a  bar  fixture  manufacturer,  as  follows:    .. 
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"A  local  option  election  has  been  called  in  Angelina  County  for 
May  8th,  and  indications  are  that  we  will  win.  I  would  strongly  recom- 
mend that  you  send  your  representative  on  the  ground  before  the 
election  and  get  lined  up  in  order  to  be  prepared  to  fill  such  orders  for 
saloon  outfits  that  will  be  required  on  short  notice.  1  would  suggest 
that  you  give  instructions  to  your  representatives  not  to  sell  high  price 
stuff,  and  would  be  glad  to  have  you  keep  us  posted  as  to  the  result 
of  his  visit.    Yours,  etc. 

"P.  S. — A  contribution  from  you  to  help  campaign  expenses  would 
be  appreciated  by  the  campaign  managers  at  Lufkin."     (ABA-3695.) 

The  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  T.  W.  Largent,  Lufkin, 
4-26-13,  saying: 

"I  am  just  in  receipt  of  your  telegram,  and  wired  you  that  the 
man  had  left  for  Lufkin  last  night.  I  hope  he  has  reached  his  destina- 
tion.    If  he  has  not  please  advise  us,  so  we  can  get  someone  else. 

"Are  you  still  in  need  of  a  lady  stenographer  in  addition  to  the 
man?  Kindly  advise  and  I  will  try  and  secure  one  that  has  worked  in 
that  line  before. 

"I  wired  to  the  secretary  of  the  United  Brewers'  Association  to 
send  you  an  assortment  of  literature,  which  I  hope  you  will  receive 
and  that  the  assortment  will  be  one  that  you  can  distribute  and  it  will 
oo  some  good."     (ABA-3696.) 

The  United  States  Brewers'  Association  sent,  upon  request  of  the 
American  Brewing  Association,  "an  assortment  of  literature  to  W.  D. 
Newsom  of  Lufkin,   Texas,  on   April  25th."     (ABA-3699.) 

It  appears  that  the  county  was  "dry"  and  election  was  called  "too 
soon,"  and  that  the  breweries  immediately  began  their  plans  to  get 
around  this  difficulty  and  to  get  a  new  election  called,  as  shown  by 
the  following  correspondence: 

"April  30,  1913,  Mr.  J.  Goldstein,  Dallas,  Texas.  Dear  Sir:  We 
teg  to  own  receipt  of  yours  of  the  29th  inst.,  and  are  pleased  to  note 
the  promptness  which  you  took  up  the  matter  at  Lufkin.  We  regret 
indeed  to  advise  that  we  are  just  in  receipt  of  a  phone  message  from 
Lufkin  that  the  court  had  rendered  a  decision  that  the  election  was 
called  too  soon.  The  managers  have  therefore  concluded  to  withdraw 
the  present  petition  and  apply  for  an  election  at  a  later  date,  that  is, 
to  have  it  within  the  time  specified  by  the  court,  which  we  hope  will 
be  not  more  than  thirty  days  later.  Yours  truly,  American  Brewing 
Association,  H.  Prince,  S.  and  T."     (A-3700.) 

"May  1,  1913,  Dr.  T.  W.  Largent,  Lufkin,  Texas.  Dear  Sir:  We 
note  from  letters  received  that  the  election  is  called  off  and  a  new 
application  will  have  to  be  made,  and  presented  to  the  County  Court 
and  order  an  election  at  some  later  date. 

"As  the  matter  stands  it  is  much  better  that  these  conditions  were 
ascertained  before  the  campaign  had  advanced  further.  It  will  of 
course  now  be  necessary  to  settle  all  accounts  incurred  thus  far  and 
begin  anew  when  the  time  comes.    Yours  truly,  H.  Prince."     (A-3701.) 
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"May  5,  1913,  Mr.  T.  W.  Largent,  Lufkin,  Texas.  Dear  Sir:  I  beg 
to  own  receipt  of  yours  of  the  3rd  inst.,  and  note  that  you  have  con- 
cluded to  continue  the  election.  Had  a  talk  with  our  attorneys  this 
morning,  and  they  say  that  the  only  thing  that  can  now  be  done  is  to 
try  and  win  the  election,  and  then  when  the  Commissioners'  Court 
meets  for  the  purpose  of  declaring  the  result,  to  then  enjoin  them  from 
declaring  the  same.  In  doing  so  it  would  put  us  in  the  same  status 
as  though  no  election  had  been  held.  We  can  then  at  the  proper  time 
petition  the  County  Court  to  order  a  new  election.  If  the  Commis- 
sioners' Court  is  not  enojined  from  declaring  the  result  of  the  election, 
the  prohibitionists  would  carry  us  up  for  several  years.  Of  course  you 
must  not  let  the  pros  know  your  plans. 

"Will  be  glad  to  hear  from  you,  and  no  doubt  you  will  have  your 
attorney  to  guide  you  in  the  proceedings.  Yours  truly,  H.  Prince." 
(A-3704.)      (ABA-3700-370 1-3703-3704.) 

ARANSAS  COUNTY. 

1904. 

In  1904  the  breweries  participated  by  money  contributions  in  a 
local  option  election  in  Aransas  County.     (L-1193.) 

1909. 

An  election  was  held  in  this  county  in  August,  1909. 

J.  B.  Rayner  of  Calvert  is  a  negro  preacher,  who  has  been  in  the 
employment  of  the  breweries  for  many  years.  On  July  12,  1909,  he  was 
engaged  in  an  election  in  Goliad  County — "working  to  secure  the  col- 
ored vote  for  the  antis" — and  wrote  Otto  Wahrmund  to  have  him  sent 
to  Rockport  to  "secure  the  colored  vote  there  for  the  antis."     (S-5613.) 

To  this  request  Wahrmund  replied  as  follows,  7-14-09: 

"I  have  yours  of  the  12th  instant,  written  from  Goliad  and  I  desire 
to  thank  you  very  much  for  your  splendid  efforts.  I  appreciate  your 
services  very  much,  and  will  be  only  too  glad  to  communicate  with  you 
and  avail  ourselves  of  the  same  when  occasion  arises,  and  while  I  do 
rot  intend  to  be  disrespectful,  I  beg  of  you  not  to  write  me  a  letter 
every  other  day  as  I  am  extremely  busy  and  will  not  have  time  to 
answer.    The  election  for  Rockport  has  not  been  ordered."     (S-5617.) 

O.  Paget  on  September  1,  1909,  reports: 

"We  lose  Rockport  in  Aransas  County."     (S-5736.) 

The  breweries  participated  in  the  election  through  Paget  (S-5736) 
and  by  money  contributions.     (S-5794-5799.) 

ATASCOSA  COUNTY. 
1906. 
An  election  was  threatened  at   Lytle   during   1906.     E.  Saunders, 
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lytle,  on    6-15-06,  thus  writes  the   San   Antonio   Brewing   Association 
about  it: 

"I  was  very  pleased  to  hear  from  you  in  regards  to  our  interest 
and  would  be  glad  to  get  advice  any  time,  I  will  most  certainly  do  all 
I  can  to  help  and  I  must  ask  a  favor  of  you  as  these  people  are  getting 
another  petition  against  me,  please  look  out  for  it,  it  is  in  motion  they 
have  another  meeting  tomorrow,  Saturday,  and  if  I  find  anything  out 
I  will  let  you  know,  but  they  have  asked  me  to  close  and  I  say  no  and 
they  have  tried  to  buy  me  out,  but  I  won't  sell  and  now  they  are  going 
to  put  me  out.     Hoping  we  will  come  out  all  right."     (S-2607.) 

To  which  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied,  on  6-16-06, 
stating  their  willingness  to  help  out,  as  follows: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  advice  of  the  15th  inst.,  and 
certainly  appreciate  the  kind  attention!  Please  do  all  you  can,  and 
have  your  friends  do  all  possible  for  the  party  mentioned! 

"In  regard  to  your  own  affairs,  beg  to  state  that  we  will  help  you 
all  that  we  possibly  can.  Let  us  know,  please,  if  anything  should  de- 
velop, so  that  we  can  take  prompt  action!"     (S-2609.) 

1911. 

Atascosa  County  was  "dry."  The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion thus  suggests  that  it  be  made  "wet": 

"7-11-11,  Hon.  J.  F.  Wolters,  Dallas,  Texas.  Dear  Friend:  The 
enclosed  correspondence  is  submitted  for  your  information.  Mr. 
Ramirez,  the  gentleman  mentioned  by  our  friend  Martin,  called  to  see 
me  the  other  day,  and  he  talked  all  right,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  it 
5s  any  attempt  to  graft,  that  he  is  sincere  in  a  desire  to  help  iis. 

"It  would  be  worth  a  great  deal  to  us  to  bring  Atascosa  County 
back  into  the  'wet'  column,  and  I  think  that  the  sum  of  $150,  if  the 
amount  can  possibly  be  spared,  would  prove  a  very  good  investment. 

"Kindly  return  the  enclosed  communications  with  your  reply,  and 
oblige."     (S-6912.) 


BASTROP  COUNTY. 

1903. 

The  Texas  Brewing  Company,  5-9-03,  thus  reports  to  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  an  election  in  the  McDade  precinct,  Bastrop 
County: 

"Mr.  Max  Hirsch  of  Elgin  writes  us  today  that  there  is  going  to 
be  a  local  election  at  McDade,  where  he  is  doing  some  business,  and 
makes  a  request  for  financial  assistance.  If  you  conclude  to  do  the 
same,  we  will  donate  $25  towards  this  election,  and  request  you  to 
kindly  let  us  know  by  return  mail  whether  you  are  inclined  to  con- 
tribute."    (S-926.) 
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The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  reports  a  contribution  on 
7-8-03.     (S-981.) 

The  Texas  Brewery  reports  a  contribution   on  8-17-03.     (S-1026.) 

1913. 

(See  T-1574.) 

W.  J.  Althans,  representative  of  Anheuser-Busch,  St.  Louis,  on 
5-19-13,  wrote  the  following  to  H.  Prince,  Houston,  anent  an  election 
at  Elgin  in  1913: 

"There  is  to  be  an  election  held  in  Elgin  on  June  1.2th,  and  if  you 
are  at  all  interested  there,  as  I  think  you  are,  I  hope  you  will  do  all 
that  can  be  done  to  insure  a  victory,  for  if  Elgin  is  lost  to  us  it  will 
make  the  pros  transfer  their  field  of  activity  to  South  Texas,  as  they 
have  about  cleaned  up  North  Texas. 

"Please  be  active,  and  solicit  the  co-operation  of  Hamilton  and 
the  San  Antonio  people."     (A-3719.) 

G.  H.  Luedde,  Waco,  5-10-13,  thus  writes  the  Texas  Brewery,  Fort 
Worth,  about  this  election: 

"  believe  you  are  still  interested  in  Elgin  by  selling  your  keg  beer 
there.  I  notice  there  is  a  prohibition  election  called  for  Elgin,  Bastrop 
County.  We  are  not  interested  in  the  keg  beer  business,  as  that,  I  be- 
lieve, is  done  by  you  and  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Company,  but  we 
are  interested  in  the  sale  of  our  Budweiser.  Let  me  know  what  you 
think  of  the  situation,  and  what  you  are  figuring  on  doing. 

"It  seems  to  me  that  we  ought  to  see  that  the  matter  is  placed  in 
the  hands  of  a  good  citizens'  committee  and  give  them  such  assistance 
as  we  can  in  this  matter.  We  certainly  cannot  afford  to  let  them  vote 
Elgin  'dry.'  It  is  bad  enough  to  have  all  North  Texas  'dry'  without 
getting  down  in  the  southern  part.  I  noticed  by  the  papers  yesterday 
that  Angelina  County,  Lufkin  county  seat,  went  dry.  Let  me  hear 
from  you."     (T-1574.)      (See  T-197-198.) 

1914. 

The  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association,  St.  Louis,  7-14-1914, 
makes  the  following  reference  to  an  election  at  Elgin  in  a  letter  to 
Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio: 

"Our  defeat  in  Elgin,  I  am  informed,  was  due  to  a  lack  of  organiza- 
tion and  perhaps  over-confidence  on  the  part  of  our  friends,  but  we 
have  always  found  that  wherever  the  business  men  and  the  leading 
citizens  not  directly  interested  in  the  liquor  traffic,  but  as  business 
men  and  liberal  citizens,  come  out  in  the  open  to  oppose  prohibition, 
and  actively  co-operate,  the  elections  have  been  won.  That  has  been 
our  experience  in  Missouri,  where,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  we  lost  thirteen 
elections  just  because  the  business  men  were  in  our  favor  (so  it  was 
said),  but  they  were  not  organized  or  refused  to  declare  themselves," 
(S-7839.)

BEE  COUNTY. 

1908. 

The  following  reference  is  made  to  a  local  option  election  in  the 
Normanna  precinct,  Bee  County,  in  a  letter  from  H.  F.  Kauffmann, 
written  from  Beeville,  Texas,  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, 
2-19-08: 

"At  Normanna  in  Precinct  No.  8,  Bee  County,  66  signers  presented 
a  petition  to  the  Commissioners  Court  to  order  a  local  option  election. 
As  there  were  only  83  poll  taxes  paid  in  this  precinct  it  looks  bad  on 
the  face  of  it.  However,  as  the  petition  was  circulated  by  a  woman 
whose  husband  can't  control  himself  it  may  be  that  not  all  the  signers 
will  vote  in  conformity  to  the  petition.  Besides  this,  I  learn  the 
Commissioners'  Court  will  not  act  until  the  next  term  of  court,  which 
will  give  the  antis  three  months'  time."    (S-3994.) 

And  in  a  letter  to  its  beer  dealer,  A.  C.  Marsden,  Beeville,  2-20-08, 
the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  says: 

"We  should  very  much  regret  to  see  Normanna  go  'dry'  but  on  the 
face  of  his  report  it  does  not  look  good,  and  we  very  much  fear  the 
result,  unless,  perhaps,  some  of  the  signers  of  the  petition  could  be 
induced  to  withdraw,  thus  leaving  an  insufficient  number  for  the  Com- 
missioners to  declare  the  election?  The  probability  is  that  good  many 
of  the  signers  put  their  name  down  through  sheer  sympathy  to  the 
lady  referred  to,  and  if  this  is  the  case,  they  might  be  induced  to 
withdraw?  All  they  would  have  to  do  would  be  to  write  a  little  note 
to  the  County  Judge  and  Commissioners  stating  that  they  signed  under 
a  misapprehension,  and  wished  to  withdraw,  and  if  you  could  get  a 
sufficient  number  to  do  this,  when  the  petition  was  presented  it  would 
not  have  the  desired  result.  Please  see  what  it  is  possible  to  do  in  this 
respect,  and  very  much  oblige.  We  should  not  permit  them  to  get  the 
entering  wedge,  if  it  is  possible  in  any  way  to  get  ahead  of  them,  so 
we  appreciate  kind  advice  and  any  suggestions  you  may  be  pleased 
to  offer."     (S-3998.) 

1909. 

There  was  an  election  in  Bee  County  in  1909.  Paget  said,  3-25-09: 
"I  can  handle  Bee  County."     (S-5291.) 

In  a  letter  to  Otto  Koehler,  4-21-09,  O.  Paget  says. 

"The  office  wired  me  this  day  that  they  heard  from  you,  re  Adams, 
the  pro  speaker  who  is  speech-making  in  Bee  County,  and  suggesting 
you  would  like  to  have  someone  answer  him.  We  have  a  man  Dr.  G.  S.  * 
Lincoln,  who  is  here  with  me  today,  having  come  in  from  Lamar  js, 
County  (Paris  county  seat),  where  he  is  engaged  in  such  work.  If  you 
remember,  doctor  is  the  only  speaker  we  have  regularly  employed,  and 
the  only  cost  additional  is  his  traveling  expenses."     (S-5383.) 

(See  S-5391.) 
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The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  repHed  to  the  above  on 
4-20-09,  as  follows: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  19th  inst.,  and  note  carefully 
contents.  Yes,  I  would  like  for  you  to  arrange,  so  as  to  have  Dr.  Lincoln 
meet  the  pros'  man  Adams.  If  the  latter  has  the  reputation  you  say  he 
has,  then  we  should  be  able  to  make  short  work  with  him.  It  would 
not  accomplish  anything  for  you  to  send  me  the  evidence  against  him; 
take  that  up  with  Dr.  Lincoln,  please.  My  suggestion  in  regard  to  Dr. 
Lincoln  is  contingent  on  seeing  the  antis  that  you  refer  to  in  Beeville 
first,  so  that  there  may  be  no  possible  conflict.  Your  suggestion  in 
that  respect  is  a  good  one."     (S-5388.) 

BELL  COUNTY. 

1903. 

The  election  was  called  for  August  8,  1903,  says  Mr.  A.  T.  Stevens, 
en  7-20-03,  representative  of  August  A.  Busch  &  Company,  Dallas: 

"I  hope  Bell  County  on  the  8th  of  August  will  be  as  successful  as 
Williamson  and  I  believe  it  will  be."     (S-989.) 

John  F.  Onion  visited  the  county  at  the  expense  of  the  breweries 
in  the  election.     (S-1067.) 

1905. 

During  1905  the  breweries  contested  an  election  at  which  the 
county  was  voted  "dry."    The  correspondence  upon  the  subject  follows: 

"Temple,  Tex.,  July  23,  1905,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, 
San  Antonio,  Texas.  Dear  Sir:  In  response  to  your  favor  dated  the 
21st  inst.,  concerning  our  conversation  over  phone,  beg  to  state  that 
our  ex-Judge  Felps  is  the  one  who  undertakes  declaring  the  past  pro 
election  void,  he  was  County  Judge  at  that  time  and  refuses  to  give 
information  as  to  his  form  of  work  for  fear  other  attorneys  detect  his 
plan.  The  amount  required  is  $1,500  if  he  is  successful,  otherwise  it 
costs  nothing,  but  he  is  sure  that  he  can  do  this.  Among  whiskey  deal- 
ers and  breweries  the  amount  is  $1,000  and  local  dealers  agreed  on  $500 
which  is  ready  and  Judge  Felps  instructed  to  proceed  with  his  work. 

"Trusting  this  will  meet  your  satisfaction  and  may  be  able  to  give 
further  information  as  the  work  advances.  Yours  truly,  William  F. 
Blum."     (S-2195.) 

"7-25-05,  Mr.  W.  F.  Blum,  Temple,  Texas.  Friend  Willie:  We  are 
in  receipt  of  your  kind  advice  of  the  23rd  inst.  which  is  appreciated.  As 
stated  by  you,  this  is  a  matter  about  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  be 
very  careful,  and  it  will  have  to  be  handled  in  the  strictest  of  con- 
fidence!

1906. 

It  was  anticipated  that  an  election  would  be  called  in  the  county 
during  1906.  To  get  ready  for  it  poll  taxes  were  paid  by  brewing 
interests.  On  this  subject,  G.  H.  Luedde,  manager  for  August  A. 
Busch  &  Company,  Waco,  on  January  26,  1906,  wrote  the  following 
letter  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association : 

"San  Antonio  Brewing  Company,  San  Antonio,  Texas.  Gentle- 
men: You  will  please  send  me  exchange  for  $250.  I  have  up  to  the 
present  time  paid  out  $500  to  the  parties  at  Temple,  $250  for  each 
one  of  us,  and  provided  they  need  more  for  the  poll  tax  campaign,  I 
will  pay  it  to  them.  If  not,  we  will  hold  the  balance  of  the  $250  each 
that  we  agreed  to  pay,  for  election  purposes,  the  election  taking  place 
shortly  after  this  poll  tax  campaign  is  over. 

"Hoping  this  will  meet  with  your  approval,  beg  to  remain  yours 
\ery  respectfully,  G.  H.  Luedde. 

"P.  S.— Tear  this  up."     (S-2658.) 

To  the  above  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied  Jan- 
uary 27,   1906,  as  follows: 
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"Mr.  G.  H.  Luedde,  Waco,  Texas.  Dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of 
your  recent  favor,  and  have  pleasure  in  handing  you  herewith  ex- 
change for  the  sum  of  $250,  for  value  received,  as  per  your  letter. 
Hope  that  you  may  have  success.  I  note  postscript,  and  have  complied 
with  your  request. 

"With  kind  wishes,  believe  me,  yours  truly."      (S-2660.) 

Luedde  wrote  another  letter  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion, February   16,   1906,  as  follows: 

"San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  San  Antonio,  Texas.  Gentle- 
men: I  called  on  you  some  time  ago  with  reference  to  assisting  in 
Bell  County  poll  tax  campaign.  When  I  wrote  you  a  short  time  ago 
drawing  on  you  for  $250  I  told  you  then  that  I  thought  we  would  have 
some  money  left  out  of  this  fund  towards  carrying  on  the  election 
expenses.  But  during  the  last  two  days  of  the  time  of  taking  out  poll 
taxes  the  committee  decided  the  best  thing  that  they  could  do  was  to 
get  everyone  they  possibly  could  to  take  out  a  poll  tax,  and  they  spent 
every  dollar  of  the  money  raised  for  that  purpose — so  I  was  notified 
today  by  the  committee. 

"I  met  today  with  the  committee  of  Bell  County  in  the  office  of 
Banks  &  Hair;  they  have  organized  and  elected  Mr.  Hamill  as  chair- 
man of  the  campaign  committee  and  are  today  figuring  with  one  of 
the  best  posted  men  in  Bell  County  for  their  secretary — a  man  who 
has  been  in  public  office  for  some  time  and  is  well  posted — have  rented 
their  rooms  and  everything  of  the  kind  and  are  ready  for  work.  The 
election  is  called  for  March  10th,  and  the  prospects  are  very  good  for 
carrying  the  county  provided  we  can  hold  what  we  now  have.  It  de- 
pends on  what  the  pros  do  towards  rousing  sentiment  against  us.  We 
have  figured  today  on  the  expenses  of  the  campaign  and  it  will  cost 
at  a  low  estimate  from  $3,000  to  $3,500. 

"I  pledged  at  least  $500  more  for  you  and  us — $250  each.  You 
understand  you  are  now  due  us  $250  for  the  poll  tax  campaign  as  I 
only  drew  on  you  for  $250  and  had  arranged  with  you  for  $500.  I 
promised  them  that  this  money  would  be  forthcoming  at  once.  Mr. 
Winn,  who  is  our  representative  there,  advanced  the  $500  account  of 
the  poll  taxes  for  you  and  us  during  the  last  days  of  the  time  of  taking 
out  poll  taxes. 

"I  wish  you  would  phone  me  or  wire  me  that  it  will  be  agreeable 
for  you  to  be  assessed  another  $250  account  of  carrying  on  this  cam- 
paign. The  few  saloon  men  that  are  there  who  have  been  running 
clubs  have  put  in  every  dollar  they  could  raise  for  taking  out  poll 
taxes,  and  what  money  that  is  raised  must  be  raised  from  outsiders. 

"I  wrote  Mr.  Adoue  today  telling  him  that  we  must  have  $1,000 
from  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association.  You  will  find  copy  of  letter  to 
Mr.  Adoue  attached  hereto  which  explains  itself. 

"Upon  receipt  of  this  call  me  up  by  telephone  either  Saturday, 
Sunday  or  Monday  up  until  noon  and  let  me  know  your  wants  in  this 
matter,  as  I  am  to  return  to  Bell  County  on  Monday  at  noon  to  meet 
with  the  committee  again  to  show  them  what  we  have  done  in  the  way 
of  raising  money  for  carrying  on  this  campaign. 
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"As  I  have  stated  to  you  before,  I  am  confident  the  bulk  of  the 
business  that  is  done  in  Bell  County  will  be  done  by  you  and  us.  Of 
course  there  are  other  brewers  that  are  going  to  do  some  business 
but  we  cannot  call  on  them  now.  I  understand  today  from  Mr.  Mitchell, 
the  manager  of  the  ice  factory  at  Temple,  that  the  Lone  Star  Brewery 
is  figuring  on  doing  business  in  Temple  when  the  county  goes  wet. 
When  I  spoke  to  you  about  this  a  few  weeks  ago  you  said  you  thought 
you  could  control  that  situation  and  keep  them  out  of  the  market.  I 
hope  that  you  can  see  your  way  clear  to  look  into  this  matter  at  once 
and  see  they  do  not  go  into  the  market. 

"Of  course  our  mutual  friend  Hugh  Hamilton  will  try  to  do  some 
business  but  Mitchell  tells  me  that  he  done  so  little  before  while  the 
county  was  wet  and  has  done  hardly  nothing  since  the  town  went  dry, 
that  he  thinks  the  amount  of  business  they  will  do  when  the  county 
goes  wet  again  will  amount  to  but  very  little. 

"I  await  your  earlv   reply.    Yours  very  respectfully, 

"G.  H.  LUEDDE."  (S-2691.) 

And  on  the  same  date  he  wrote  B.  Adoue  as  follows: 

"Mr.  B.  Adoue, 

"Galveston,  Texas. 
'Dear  Sir: 

"Mr.  Paget  and  I  spent  the  day  in  Temple  and  we  had  a  very 
pleasant  and  profitable  meeting  with  a  number  of  the  leading  busi- 
ness men  of  Temple,  there  being  only  one  of  the  club  men  present, 
that  being  Mr.  Winn,  who  is  the  best  worker  in  that  line  there  is  in 
Temple.  The  antis  have  organized  by  electing  Mayor  Hamill  as  the 
chairman,  and  are  looking  out  for  a  firts-class  man  as  secretary, 
and  expect  to  pick  him  up  in  the  next  day  or  two.  They  have 
established  headquarters  and  expect  tomorrow  to  have  one-half 
of  the  polling  list  done,  and  in  the  hands  of  the  voting  boxes  of  the 
county;  and  have  sent  for  a  number  of  leading  men  from  each  voting 
box  to  call  on  them  tomorrow  to  arrange  with  two  or  three  men  to 
take  care  of  each  voting  box.  They  will  keep  on  in  this  work  until 
all  the  poll  tax  list  has  been  turned  over  to  them,  and  arrangements 
made  for  workers  in  every  voting  box. 

"Mr.  Pendelton  and  I  figured  up  with  the  committee  as  to  what 
the  probable  expenses  would  be  for  carrying  on  the  election  in  Bell 
County  and  at  a  very  low  estimate  it  is  going  to  cost  from  $3,000  to 
$3,500;  that  is  figuring  matters  very  close,  it  may  cost  more.  Some 
time  ago  I  took  up  with  the  Bell  County  people  the  matter  of  taking 
out  their  poll  taxes,  and  I  arranged  with  the  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association  for  them  and  us  to  put  up  $1,000 — $500  each.  They  also 
raised  some  money  from  the  liquor  dealers  and  some  money  from 
the  club  men  and  some  few  citizens.  All  of  this  money  they  have  in- 
vested in  poll  taxes. 

"Now  the  question  is  of  raising  money  for  making  this  prohibition 
fight.  Mr.  Rankin  has  already  opened  his  campaign,  having  preached 
in  several  of  the  leading  churches  there  during  the  past  week.  Gran- 
ville Jones  is  there  today,  and  they  expect  to  make  the  fight  of  their 
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lives  to  retain  Bell  County  in  the  prohibition  ranks.  You  see  they 
carried  Bell  County  two  years  ago  by  480  majority  and  for  them  to 
lose  it  now  would  give  them  a  terrible  black  eye  and  they  realize  it. 

"Now  we  must  have  money  to  carry  on  this  campaign.  I  believe 
that  I  will  be  able  to  raise  among  the  brewers  and  liquor  dealers  who 
are  interested  in  the  business  in  Bell  County  part  of  this  money,  but 
we  must  have  one  thousand  dollars  from  the  Texas  Brewers'  Associa- 
tion. There  is  no  getting  around  this,  Mr.  Adoue.  You  must  excuse 
me  for  being  frank  and  blunt,  but  there  is  no  use  of  mincing  words, 
we  have  got  to  have  one  thousand  dollars  from  the  Brewers'  Associa- 
tion and  it  is  the  best  money  that  you  can  spend.  Bell  County  carried 
for  the  antis  will  do  us  more  good  than  any  other  half  a  dozen  counties 
that  we  can  carry.  Mr.  Paget  will  in  all  probability  be  home  again 
in  the  next  day  or  so,  and  you  can  take  this  matter  up  with  him,  but 
I  would  like  to  hear  from  you  by  next  Monday  morning,  because  I  in- 
tend to  leave  here  for  Temple  on  the  noon  train  Monday,  that  we  can 
expect  $1,000  from  you.  I  have  today  written  to  Mr.  Wahrmund  and 
also  to  several  of  the  liquor  dealers  that  they  must  put  up  their  shares. 
We  must  be  in  a  position  to  assure  this  committee  when  we  meet  with 
them  on  next  Monday  (as  Mr.  Paget  and  I  both  expect  to  meet  with 
them)  that  we  have  the  money  ready  for  them. 

"We  expect  on  next  Monday  night  at  Temple  to  have  a  meeting 
of  all  parties  interested  in  the  liquor  business  in  Bell  County,  and  raise 
all  the  money  that  we  can  out  of  this  meeting,  but  as  stated  before, 
there  are  no  saloon  men  left  in  the  county,  and  the  few  who  have  been 
iunning  clubs  are  nearly  all  broke,  having  given  all  the  money  that 
they  could  spare  for  the  poll  tax  assessment,  so  that  we  cannot  expect 
to  raise  much  money  out  of  Bell  County;  the  money  will  have  to  be 
raised  on  the  outside. 

"So  let  me  hear  from  you,  Mr.  Adoue,  with  the  good  news  that  I 
can  depend  on  $1,000  from  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association  and  I  will 
see  about  arranging  for  the  balance. 

"We  have  also  today  notified  our  mutual  friend  (?)  J.  B.  Rayner 
to  Icok  after  the  colored  brethren  in  Bell  County,  and  I  enclose  you 
letters  from  him.  Mr.  Paget  and  I  have  both  written  to  him  today  to 
meet  us  in  Temple  on  Monday.  There  are  nearly  one  thousand  votes 
in  Bell  County  and  we  must  get  every  one  of  them.  Mr.  Paget  tells 
me  that  this  will  cost  $100,  this  being  what  we  will  have  to  pay  Rayner. 
Ke  will  take*  this  matter  up  with  you  on  his  return  home. 

"So  thanking  you  kindly  in  advance  for  your  prompt  reply,  and 
assuring  you  that  we  will  do  everything  that  we  can  to  win  this  county 
(and  the  prospects  are  fair  if  we  can  bring  the  people  to  the  polls),  I 
remain."    (S-2294.) 

(See  T-620.) 

Local  option  was  defeated  and  Otto  Wahrmund  wired  congratula- 
tions to   E.   P.  Hamill,  Temple,  Tex.,  March    11,    1906,  as  follows: 

"I  congratulate  you  on  your  great  victory!  The  good  effects  will 
not  be  confined  to  your  county,  but  will  reach  the  entire  State  of 
Texas!     Let  us  now  sincerely  hope  that  the  people  engaging  in  liquor 
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business  territory  opened  up  will  conduct  same  within  limits  of  law 
and  orderly.  Whatever  we  can  do  to  aid  in  this  matter  will  be  cheer- 
fully done.  OTTO  WAHRMUND."     (S-2550.) 

1909. 

An  election  was  held  in  the  county  in  1909,  the  breweries  expected 
one  and  prepared  for  it  as  shown  by  the  following  report  of  Paget 
jiff  date  1-7-09: 

'T  have  reports  from  Lamar,  Grayson,  Ellis,  Collin  and  Parker  and 
Bell  Counties  and  nothing  has  been  done  in  them.  I  most  respectfully 
suggest  that  you  have  work  done  in  these  counties  or  permit  me  to 
do  it,  because  if  the  question  is  not  submitted,  and  the  poll  taxes  are 
paid  we  can  bring  them  into  the  wet  column."     (H-1517.) 

And  report  of  Paget  dated  3-2-09: 

"I  respectfully  enclose  report  for  February.  It  was  not  quite  so 
busy  a  month  as  January,  but  there  were  few  idle  hours. 

"The  reports  from  the  various  counties  are  in  and  show  the  result 
of  work  done  by  your  agents  in  the  advocating  the  payment  of  poll 
taxes,  and  will  cite  here  just  one  county,  Bell,  where  an  election  was 
threatened.  This  is  taken  from  the  record  of  the  Collector's  office  and 
the  election  returns. 

"Ten  boxes  that  voted  dry  in  1906  show  a  loss  in  poll  tax  payments 
in  1908  of  192.  While  in  nine  other  boxes  that  went  dry  the  gain  in 
poll  tax  receipts  for  1908  over  the  total  vote  cast  in  1906  is  203,  show- 
ing a  net  dry  gain  of  11  votes.  Eight  boxes  that  voted  wet  in  1906 
show  a  loss  in  poll  taxes  compared  with  the  actual  vote  three  years 
ago  of  166,  while  on  the  other  hand  fifteen  boxes  that  gave  wet  ma- 
jorities in  the  last  local  option  election  show  an  increase  in  poll  tax 
payments  over  the  vote  cast  of  761,  thus  giving  the  anti  boxes  a  net 
gain  in  the  county  of  595,  as  compared  with  a  net  dry  gain  of  11, 
leaving  a  difference  in  favor  of  the  wets  of  5,84  votes.  The  total  vote 
cast  in  the  local  option  election  in  1906  was  6,389  and  the  wet  majority 
was  740."    (H-1521.) 

On  1-22-09  G.  H.  Luedde,  manager  for  August  A.  Busch  &  Co., 
Waco,  wrote  the  following  letter  to  Otto  Koehler: 

"I  wrote  you  several  days  ago  with  reference  to  the  poll  tax  situa- 
tion in  Bell  County,  and  asked  you  to  kindly  give  this  your  early  atten- 
tion by  notifying  your  representative  in  Bell  County.  So  far  we  have 
heard  nothing  from  you.  They  have  just  called  me  from  Temple, 
stating  that  Gov.  Pendleton  had  heard  nothing  from  you,  neither  had 
your  representative,  Mr.  Blum.  Would  state  that  they  are  needing 
the  assistance  badly  in  the  work  they  are  doing.  Messrs.  Autrey  and 
Hamilton  remitted  them  on  their  own  account  $250.  I  helped  them  out 
with,  as  stated  in  my  former  letter,  $500.  Hope  you  will  be  kind  enough 
to  take  this  up  by  mail  immediately  and  instruct  your  representative 
to  pay  Gov.  Pendleton  $250  or  let  me  know  and  I  will  attend  to  the 
same."     (S-5158.) 
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On  1-30-09  Geo.  C.  Pendleton  wrote  a  letter  to  O.  Paget  as  follows: 

"Temple,  Texas,  January  30,  1909. 
"Capt.  O.  Paget, 

"Galveston,  Texas. 
"Dear  Friend: 

"If  all  the  counties  are  paying  poll  tax  like  Bell  I  wish  we  could 
have  an  election  next  week.  I  think  this  county  will  pay  1,000  more 
polls  than  last  year  and  900  of  them  anti.  I  wish  you  could  persuade 
our  folks  at  Austin  to  let  the  election  come  off.    Your  friend, 

"GEO.  C.  PENDLETON."  (SS-35.) 

To  which  letter  B.  Adoue  added  the  postscript:  "Too  optimsitic." 

And  Paget  added: 

"Mr.  Adoue:  All  our  reports  indicate  the  same  state  of  affairs. 
The  antis  have  paid  their  poll  taxes."    (SS-35.) 

The  election  came  on  in  the  summer.  On  8-26-09  Paget  wrote  Otto 
Wahrmund  as  follows: 

"Judge  Linden  is  wanted  in  Bell  County  and  I  would  thank  you 
to  let  me  know  whether  we  can  get  him  or  not.  I  will  be  in  Temple 
tomorrow  and  if  his  services  are  immediately  available  I  would  be  glad 
to  have  you  wire  to  me  that  effect  at  Temple — otherwise  write  me  when 
we  could  expect  him,  if  at  all."    (S-5723.) 

Paget  wrote  Wahrmund  again  from  Temple  on  8-27-09  as  follows: 

"There  is  a  large  number  of  Germans  in  this  county.  The  anti 
committee  is  very  anxious  to  have  a  German  of  wide  reputation  and 
good  address  come  up  and  work  amongst  the  German  communities 
for  a  few  days.     Is  there  any  one  that  you  could  suggest? 

"There  was  a  man  at  Hallettsville,  a  friend  of  ypurs,  an  editor  of 
a  German  paper,  who  would,  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  fill  the  bill. 

"Will  you  please  communicate  on  the  subject  with  Hon.  Fred  P. 
Hamill,  Temple?"     (S-5727.) 

To  which  Wahrmund  replied,  8-28-09,  saying: 

"I  have  yours  of  the  26th  inst.,  and  agreeable  request,  I  wired 
you  to  Temple,  care  of  Mr.  Hamill,  this  morning,  as  follows: 

"  'Wired  Hamill  this  morning.  Now  trying  locate  party  mentioned 
your  letter,'  which  telegram  I  trust  you  received.  Judge  Linden  is  on 
his  way  back  from  Sonora,  where  he  helped  win  the  election  for  us, 
and  I  understand  that  he  will  be  in  San  Antonio  tomorrow  or  the  day 
after  and  I  will  arrange  to  send  him  to  Temple  at  once;  will  also  try 
to  get  another  good  speaker,  as  Mr.  Hamill  requested  that  two  be  sent." 

On  the  same  day  Wahrmund  wrote  W.  C.  Linden  at  Kerrville, 
Texas,  thus: 

"In  further  relation  to  our  conversation  over  the  phone,  even  date, 
beg  to  state  that  the  connection  was  not  good,  and  it  is  possible  that 
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you  may  not  have  understood  me.  The  idea  is  for  you  to  proceed  to 
Temple  and  get  into  the  contest  there  just  as  soon  as  possible.  You  are 
to  report  to  Hon.  F.  B.  Hamill,  ex-Mayor  of  Temple,  and  be  guided 
by  his  suggestions.  I  have  advised  him  that  you  might  arrive  there 
Monday,  but  surely  not  later  than  Tuesday.  The  election  will  be  held 
on  the  11th  of  September,  so  there  is  no  time  to  be  lost,  and  in  order 
to  be  sure  that  you  understand  what  is  desired,  I  will  have  our  cashier, 
Mr.  Phillippi,  call  you  up  at  Kerrville  tomorrow  in  order  to  ascertain 
if  you  received  this  letter.  He  will  call  up  tomorrow  morning.  When 
you  arrive  in  San  Antonio,  if  you  should  need  some  expense  money, 
kindly  call  at  the  brewery  and  call  for  Mr.  Phillippi,  our  cashier,  whom 
I  have  instructed  to  advance  you  any  amount  which  may  be  required 
up  to  the  sum  of  $200.  In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  Temple 
election,  I  will  appreciate  any  special  effort  on  your  part  to  get  there 
just  as  soon  as  you  possibly  can."    (S-5731.) 

F.  P.  Hamill,  Temple,  9-3-09,  wrote  Wahrmund,  saying: 

"Your  telegram  received,  referring  to  Judge  Linden.  I  talked  to 
the  judge  this  morning.  He  still  expresses  himself  as  having  to  leave 
us.  Now,  Mr.  Wahrmund,  HE  MUST  NOT  LEAVE  BELL  COUNTY. 
I  find  he  is  having  more  effect  than  any  man  we  have  in  the  field,  and 
I  don't  think  I  flatter  him  in  the  least  when  I  say  he  is  worth  even 
more  to  me  than  Barry  Miller,  and  his  cases  in  court  must  be  put  off 
some  way  at  whatever  cost.  Please  do  not  fail  to  make  this  arrange- 
ment at  whatever  cost.  I  MUST  HAVE  HIM  IN  BELL  COUNTY. 
I  also  need  another  good  speaker.  Could  you  not  send  me  one?  I 
have  been  looking  for  two  from  you,  Judge  Linden  being  the  only  one, 
however,  to  come. 

"Hoping  you  will  not  fail  to  keep  Judge  Linden  in  the  county  until 
the  close  of  the  campaign,  I  am,  etc."    (S-5741.) 

G.  H.  Luedde,  Waco,  manager  for  August  A.  Busch  &  Co.,  9-4-09, 
wrote  Wahrmund,  saying: 

"Your  letter  received  this  morning,  and  Mr.  Hamill  called  me  up 
late  last  evening  and  wanted  me  to  be  sure  and  call  you  by  phone  and 
talk  to  you  with  reference  to  Judge  Linden,  stating  that  they  must 
have  him  all  next  week.  It  seems  the  judge  strikes  the  right  chord 
with  the  people.  He  knows  how  to  talk  to  the  masses,  and  is  a  man 
that  is  thoroughly  posted  and  he  strikes  the  right  chord  and  that  is 
what  counts.  He  meets  Rankin  this  afternoon  and  they  want  him  to 
meet  several  of  the  other  notables  next  week.  So  if  possible,  friend 
Wahrmund,  call  him  by  phone  and  talk  to  him.  It  seems  that  Judge 
Linden  claims  that  he  has  some  cases  that  must  be  looked  after  that 
probably  you  can  have  some  other  attorney  arrange  to  have  those 
cases  continued  for  a  few  days.  See  what  can  be  done  at  once,  and 
oblige."    (S-5743.) 

And  Luedde  wrote  Wahrmund  again  on  9-5-09,  thus: 

"I  write  to  impress  upon  you  the  necessity  of  seeing  Judge  Linden 
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and  using  your  influence  to  see  that  he  returns  to  Bell  County  as 
quickly  as  possible,  as  we  MUST  HAVE  HIM  THERE.  With  the  going 
cry  on  yesterday  of  Childress  and  Clay  Counties  and  of  Limestone 
County  two  weeks  ago,  we  must  WORK  AND  WORK  HARD  in  order 
to  save  Bell  County  and  we  need  Judge  Linden. 

"See  the  judge  in  the  morning  and  help  him  to  arrange  his  cases 
so  that  he  can  return  immediately  to  Bell  County,  and  by  so  doing 
you  will  greatly  aid  the  cause  in  that  county. 

"Assuring  you  of  appreciation  in  advance  and  of  the  appreciation 
of  Mr.  Hamill  and  the  anti  committee,  I  remain."    (S-5747.) 

Wahrmund  thus  replied  to  Luedde,  9-5-09: 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  4th  inst.,  beg  to  state  that  I  feel  satisfied 
that  Judge  Linden  can  do  us  a  world  of  good,  and  I  tried  to  get  him 
to  the  phone  all  yesterday  afternoon,  finally  succeeded  this  morning, 
and  had  a  talk  with  him.  It  would  seem  that  he  has  some  cases  to 
attend  to  at  Junction,  Blanco  County,  this  week  which  he  cannot  afford 
to  neglect,  nor  could  I  ask  him  to  do  so.  He  has  been  on  them  for 
some  time  now  for  us,  first  to  Mason,  from  there  to  Sonora,  and  from 
the  latter  place  to  Temple.  Ordinarily  he  would  not  be  averse  to  re- 
maining, and  so  expressed  himself,  but  as  stated,  he  cannot  neglect 
those  cases,  so  will  proceed  there  and  determine  if  it  is  possible  to 
have  them  continued,  and  in  the  event  that  he  can,  he  will  then  go 
right  back  to  Temple  and  help  out  until  the  election  is  over.  This  is  the 
best  that  can  be  done,  however,  at  least  for  the  time  being. 

"To  get  the  right  kind  of  speakers  is  a  hard  matter.  I  had  an  idea 
of  sending  Judge  Ward  there,  than  whom  there  is  none  better,  but 
unfortunately  he  went  to  El  Paso,  Texas,  where  he  will  locate,  so  I 
could  not  secure  his  services.  I  am  still  engaged  in  an  effort  to  get 
Mr.  Carlos  Bee  of  this  city,  a  very  good  and  forcible  talker,  to  go, 
but  he  is  in  Houston  on  law  business.  I  am  told  that  he  will  return 
home  tomorrow,  and  I  will  then  see  what  can  be  done  and  advise 
promptly."    (S-5748.) 

On  9-7-09  O.  Paget  wrote  Wahrmund  from  Temple  as  follows: 

"The  danger  in  this  county  lies  in  this:  Some  white  preachers  on 
Sunday,  in  the  negro  churches  here  and  in  Belton,  declared  that  any 
man  who  had  not  personally  paid  his  poll  tax  would  be  prosecuted  if 
he  attempted  to  vote.  This  would  mean  between  300  and  400  negroes 
who  authorized  the  payment  of  their  taxes  by  agents,  as  they  had  a 
perfect  legal  right  to  do.  After  conference  with  the  colored  leaders 
I  got  out  this  circular.  It  will  restore  confidence  and  hold  the  colored 
man  in  line. 

"The  pros  have  centered  all  their  forces  upon  this  county.  There 
are  at  date  28  speakers  in  the  field.  The  antis  are  holding  their  own. 
But  it  is  not  a  walkover  by  any  means. 

"The  enclosed  cartoon  has  struck  a  popular  chord  and  is  much 
admired — by  the  antis. 

"If  there  is  anything  special  you  wish  done  here  would  be  pleased 
to  attend  to  it."    (S-5753.) 
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The  circular  referred  to  in  the  above  is  as  follows: 

"It  having  come  to  our  knowledge  that  threats  and  intimidations 
are  being  used  by  some  of  the  pro  speakers  in  an  endeavor  to  'scare' 
ignorant  voters  and  keep  them  away  from  the  polls,  we,  the  under- 
signed voters  and  citizens  of  the  county  who  is  legally  entitled  to  cast 
a  ballot  on  the  11th  day  of  this  month  regardless  of  proclivity  or  color 
snail  be  protected  in  the  right  of  franchise,  and  any  attempt  to  deprive 
him  of  that  right  illegally  will  be  prosecuted  according  to  the  statute 
in  that  case  made  and  provided.    Signed:

Paget,  on  10-4-09,  thus  reports  the  result  in  a  general  report  to 
all  the  breweries: 

"Bell  County — This  was  a  hard-won  victory.  At  one  time  sixty-two 
speakers  for  the  pros  were  in  the  field.  The  defeat  in  Bell  County 
was  a 'Serious  matter  for  the  pros,  and  they  are  making  strenuous 
efforts  to  'even  up.'  A  detailed  report  of  the  conduct  of  the  contest 
would  read  like  ancient  history,  so  many  new  matters  have  come  up 
since  the  polling  day,  and  you  were  kept  advised  daily  of  the  progress 
of  events."    (H-1547.) 

1910. 

It  was  expected  that  an  election  would  be  called  in  the  county 
during  1910,  and  to  prepare  for  it  the  payment  of  poll  taxes  was  looked 
after  by  the  breweries.  On  2-24-10,  relative  to  this  matter,  G.  H.  Luedde. 
Waco,  manager  Aug.  A.  Busch  &  Co.,  wrote  Otto  Wahrmund  as  follows: 

"I  am  drawing  on  you  today  for  $300  account  of  cash  advanced 
for  Temple  as  per  my  letter  of  recent  date.  We  spent  $750  in  Temple, 
of  which  I  charged  $300  to  our  account,  $300  to  you  and  $150  to  the 
Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company.  This  is  about  on  a  basis  of  the 
business  done  by  the  three  breweries  represented  in  that  county. 

"Thanking  you  kindly  to  honor  draft  upon  presentation,  I  beg  to 
remain."    (S-6016.) 

(See  T-1437.) 

In  another  letter  to  Wahrmund  and  Koehler,  5-18-10,  Luedde  makes 
th;s  statement: 

"So  when  this  last  election  that  we  had  a  few  months  ago  in  Bell 
County  was  over,  I  told  our  dealer,  Mr.  C.  E.  Winn,  who  is  very  close 
to  Mayor  Hamill,  to   go  to  him  and  tell  him   that  we  did  not  expect 
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him  to  do  this  work  for  nothing,  and  that  we  would  give  him  $500  He 
told  Mr.  Winn  that  if  this  would  come  to  him  in  a  confidential  way, 
so  it  was  not  used  by  outsiders,  why  he  would  accept  the  same.  Other- 
wise, he  would  not.  He  stated,  of  course,  that  he  could  not  afford  to 
lose  the  time,  yet  at  the  same  time  he  was  in  our  hands,  and  he  would 
do  the  best  he  could. 

"Now  I  believe  that  this  expense  should  be  borne  by  the  Breweis' 
Association.  Mr.  Adoue  seems  to  think  not.  Now  as  the  three  brew- 
cries  represented  there  are  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  the 
Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company  and  ourselves,  I  feel  that  we  should 
divide  this  expense  between  the  three,  according  to  the  business  done. 
As  the  business  of  the  City  Brewery  and  ours  is  on  an  equal  basis  in 
Temple,  I  feel  that  we  ought  to  pay  $200  each  and  our  mutual  friend 
Autrey  $100. 

"I  thank  you  kindly  to  let  me  hear  from  you  along  these  lines. 
I  am  sending  Mr.  Autrey  a  copy  of  this  letter,  asking  him  to  send 
us$100. 

"Now  our  dealer  Mr.  Winn  paid  this  money  to  Mr.  Hamill  right 
after  the  election,  and  I  feel  that  this  is  an  expense  that  should  be 
borne' by  us,  but  should  be  divided  equally  by  the  breweries  represented 
in  Temple. 

"Thanking  you  kindly  to  let  me  hear  from  you  with  check  as  re- 
quested, I  am."    (S-6125,  6126.) 

In  a  letter  to  Luedde,  5-21-10,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion says,  with  reference  to  the  election  of  1909: 

"We  contributed  very  liberally  to  the  cause  when  local  option 
campaign  was  on."    (S-6141.) 

1911. 

G.  H.  Luedde  wrote  Otto  Wahrmund,  3-14-11,  as  follows: 

"As  you  know,  some  few  months  ago  I  advanced  $1,250  in  Belton 
account  of  the  attorney's  fees  and  other  expenses  incurred  at  the  time 
the  prohibitionists  tried  to  call  an  election  for  Bell  County.  This  mat- 
ter I  took  up  with  you  while  in  San  Antonio  and  told  you  a  little  later 
on  I  would  send  you  statement  for  same  and  suggested  that  we  take 
up  part  of  this  with  Mr.  Autrey,  but — you  told  me  afterwards  that  you 
had  taken  this  matter  up  with  Mr.  Autrey  and  as  his  business  was 
so  limited,  and  he  had  been  to  so  much  other  expense,  that  he  would 
not  stand  any  of  this  expense. 

"Such  being  the  case  this  will  be  for  you  and  I  to  divide,  and 
as  we  have  arranged  for  the  raise  on  the  price  of  keg  beer  to  take 
care  of  this,  which  was  done  by  mutual  agreement  as  between  you  and 
I,  I  thank  you  kindly  to  mail  me  your  check  for  $625  so  that  I  can 
clean  up  this  matter  on  our  books,  as  our  auditor  is  here  and  I  want 
to  clean  up  these  matters  while  he  is  here. 

"Thanking  you  to  give  this  your  attention  by  return  mail,  beg 
to  remain,  Yours  truly."    (S-6717.) 
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To  the  above  Wahrmund  replied,  3-17-11,  in  this  wise: 

"Noting  yours  of  the  14th  inst.,  beg  to  state  that  I  can  see  no 
just  reason  why  the  expense  referred  to  should  be  divided  as  you  sug- 
gest. On  the  contrary,  considering  all  that  we  have  already  done,  I 
have  about  come  to  the  conclusion  to  call  a  halt,  to  do  absolutely 
nothing  more.  I  appreciate  what  you  did  also,  and  rather  than  have 
all  of  that  additional  $1,250  fall  on  your  shoulders,  will  take  care  of 
one-third  of  the  amount,  if  that  is  satisfactory,  but  positively  not  one 
cent  more!"   S-6732a.) 

Luedde  on  3-21-11  again  wrote  Wahrmund,  saying: 

'Tour  letter  at  hand  and  in  reply  would  state  that  I  thought  I 
explained  the  situation  to  you  fully  while  I  was  in  San  Antonio,  and 
did,  but  I  know  that  you  have  been  so  busy,  as  stated  in  my  former 
letter,  that  same  has  probably  slipped  your  memory. 

"In  the  first  place,  $500  was  given  to  handle  this  case  before  the 
Commissioners'  Court.  Out  of  this  the  attorneys  got  nothing.  (You 
can  judge  where  it  went.)  In  the  next  place,  when  the  pros  took 
this  case  up  into  the  court,  and  finally  went  up  to  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State,  we  hired  Curtis  and  Pierce,  for  which  they  charged  $750, 
which  was  very  reasonable,  taking  into  consideration  the  amount  of 
work  that  had  to  be  done.    This  was  the  $1,250. 

"Now  then,  your  point  is  well  taken,  that  we  were  not  to  pay  any 
more;  that  you  had  arranged  with  Mr.  Blum,  that  Mr.  Blum  and  Mr. 
Winn  and  the  saloon  men  were  to  take  ci.'.re  of  the  poll  tax  proposition, 
but  a  few  days  before  the  close  of  the  poll  taxes  Mr.  Blum  called  me 
up  and  stated  that  he  had  just  taken  the  matter  up  with  the  brewery, 
and  they  had  given  him  $200.  Besides  that,  our  Belton  man  called 
me  up  and  told  me  that  things  were  going  slow,  and  there  seemed  to 
be  no  money  in  sight,  and  I  told  him  to  use  h«s  judgment  and  get  those 
that  he  felt  must  be  taken  out,  so  when  I  settled  with  him  the  following 
month  he  had  $380.  So  you  can  readily  see,  friend  Wahrmund,  that 
I  am  in  $580  in  Bell  County,  besides  the  amount  that  I  ask  you  for. 
So  I  am  in  worse  shape  than  you  are.  I  would  not  have  paid  this 
$200  or  advanced  it  for  Bell  County  had  not  your  man  Mr.  Blum 
stated  that  the  brewery  told  him  to  use  the  money  and  that  they  would 
pay  it.  Now  such  being  the  case,  friend  Wahrmund,  I  do  not  see  that 
there  is  anything  else  to  explain  to  you,  and  we  agreed  when  we  raised 
the  price  that  we  would  divide  this  $1,250  equally  between  us,  because 
you  stated  to  me  that  you  had  talked  to  Mr.  Autrey  and  Mr.  Autrey 
agreed  to  the  raise  in  price  of  beer,  but  said  he  would  not  and  could 
not  afford  to  pay  any  of  the  $1,250,  but  would  help  take  care  of  poll 
taxes,  which  he  did.     I  understand  he  gave  $100  toward  poll  taxes. 

"Thanking  you  kindly  to  make  remittance  as  requested,  I  am,  yours 
truly,  (Signed)  G.  H.  LUEDDE. 

"P.  S. — Upon  Mr.  Blum  stating  that  he  had  orders  from  you  to 
use  $200  for  poll  taxes,  I  gave  my  dealer,  Mr.  Winn,  orders  to  use 
$200;  otherwise  I  would  not  have  done  so,  and  Mr.  Blum  did  not  state 
the  brewery,  but  stated  it  was  you.     I   questioned  him   at  the   time 
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about  it,  and  he  stated  he  had  convinced  you  that  it  was  necessary  to 
do  so  and  you  agreed."    (S-6738.) 

To  the  above  Wahrmund  replied,  3-25-11,  as  follows: 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  21st  inst.,  must  still  insist  that  I  do 
not  think  it  would  be  just  to  share  the  expense  referred  to  equally 
with  you.  So  far  we  have  taken  care  of  all  expense  in  Bell  County  at 
that  ratio,  but  as  stated,  it  is  not  fair  and  the  expense  should  be  pro 
rated  on  basis  of  sales.  We  are  not  doing  any  business  at  all  in  Belton; 
you  have  virtually  all  at  that  place  and  the  cream  of  the  trade  in 
Temple  as  well  as  several  other  places  in  the  immediate  vicinity  thereof. 

"In  regard  to  the  item  of  $200  that  you  speak  of,  beg  to  state  that 
if  Mr.  Blum  stated  to  you  that  he  spoke  to  me  in  regard  to  that  matter 
he  did  not  tell  you  the  truth.  The  fact  is  that  he  called  Mr.  Koehler 
up  by  phone  and  spoke  to  him,  taking  advantage  of  my  absence  in 
Austin,  and  Mr.  Koehler,  not  knowing  of  the  understanding  which  we 
had,  authorized  that  amount,  provided  that  you  did  the  same."  (S-6746.) 

And  on  4-3-11  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote  Luedde, 
saying: 

"We  have  paid  your  draft  on  us  for  the  sum  of  $500,  but  if  any- 
thing further  should  come  up  in  that  territory  of  similar  nature,  we 
hope  that  you  will  not  figure  on  us  to  help  out."    (S-6767.) 

1912. 

In  a  letter  from  Otto  Wahrmund  to  Otto  Koehler,  Hamburg,  Ger- 
many, 8-8-12,  it  is  said: 

"A  local  option  election  has  been  ordered  for  Bell  County,  and 
while  the  chances  are  in  our  favor,  still  we  are  going  to  have  a  very 
hard  fight."    (S-7259.) 

On  8-23-12  R.  L.  Autrey  of  the  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company, 
Houston,  wrote  the  following  letter  to  the  American  Brewing  Associa- 
tion: 

"A  terrific  local  option  fight  is  on  in  Bell  County.  The  pros  have 
plenty  of  money  and  thirty-five  speakers  in  the  field,  making  a  total  of 
seventy  speeches  a  day  in  forty-four  voting  boxes  in  the  county  which 
have  a  voting  strength  of  8,000. 

"The  antis  have  Lon  E.  Curtiss,  the  leading  attorney  of  the  county, 
for  their  chairman,  and  their  organization  is  well  nigh  perfect.  The 
business  men  of  Temple  are  with  the  antis  and  working  hard,  three 
bankers  are  making  speeches  daily.  We  are  going  to  win,  but  the 
cost  will  be  very  high;  I  estimate  it  at  $10,000. 

"The  brewers  doing  business  in  Bell  County  are  going  to  bear 
the  brunt  of  the  fight,  but  they  deem  it  proper  to  say  that  the  fight 
in  Sell  County  considered  with  the  fight  in  McLennan  County  really 
State-wide  in  importance,  and  they  ask  that  other  brewers  in  the  State 
contribute   liberal   within   their  own   discretion.     Therefore,   I   ask  that 
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each  of  you  make  a  liberal  donation,  sending  your  checks   to   me  to 
be  turned  over  to  the  campaign  committee. 

"It  is  unnecessary  to  say  that  action  must  be  had  immediately  and 
I  request  that  you  let  me  have  your  replv  and  contribution  not  later 
than  Monday.     Yours  truly."    (A-3596.) 

On  9-9-12  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote  G.  H.  Luedde 
as  follows: 

'On  my  return  here  this  morning  I  find  your  telegram  asking  me 
whan  I  think  of  the  result.  I  think  that  it  is  simply  fine,  all  that  could 
te  desired  considering  everything,  and  in  both  places,  Bell  as  well 
as  McLennan.     I  congratulate  you."    (S-7295.) 

1913. 

On  7-21-13  the  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association,  through  E. 
S.  Clauss,  St.  Louis,  wrote  the  following  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association  relative  to  local  option  election  in   Bell   County: 

"The  agitation  has  become  epidemic.  Bell  County  pros  have  called 
a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  considering  taki.ig  the  vote  of  seven  pre- 
cincts, which  will  comprise  all  the  wet  portion  of  the  county  "  (S-7533.) 

BLANCO  COUNTY. 

1910. 

Paget,  9-8-10,  reported  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"You  are  aware,  of  course,  that  we  carried  the  election  in  Johnson 
City,  Blanco  County."  (S-6391.) 

BOSQUE  COUNTY. 

1904. 
Extracts  from  O.  Paget's  report,  3-2-04: 

"I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  report  for  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary : 

"The  first  portion  of  the  month  was  devoted  to  statistical  work 
and  to  getting  out  of  various  reports,  copies  of  which  have  in  most 
instances  been  sent  to  the  members,  and  on  the  12th  I  started  for 
Burnet,  where  an  election  had  been  ordered  by  the  antis,  and  done  so 
in  a  premature  way,  as  they  were  not  ready  and  had  no  funds.  The 
county  had  been  intelligently  exploited  by  the  prohibitionists  who  had 
&t  various  times  held  elections  in  every  precinct  except  Burnet,  and  then 
two  years  ago,  aided  by  this  condition,  held  a  county  election,  winning 
by  a  good  big  majority.  They  were  prepared  to  spring  an  election  at  any 
time,  either  in  the  Burnet  precinct,  which,  if  it  went  dry,  would  have  the 
whole  county  dry  by  precincts,  or  in  the  county,  so  the  antis  took  up 
the  gage  and  applied  for  an  election. 

"I  perfected  a  good  organization,  as  good  as  possible  under  the 
circumstances,  and  enlisted  the  favor  of  County  Judge  White  and  Judge 
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Hammond  accepted  the  position  of  chairman.  They  insisted  upon 
my  return,  and  as  my  traveling  expense  account  shows,  I  did  come 
back  on  the  26th. 

"I  found  that  with  the  exception  of  $25  received  from  the  Fort 
Worth  brewery,  and  $20  from  Peter  Schramm  of  Taylor,  up  to  this  date 
not  one  dollar  had  been  contributed  by  the  liquor  dealers.  Mr.  Warren 
Galloway,  ex-saloon  man,  has  put  thus  far  all  the  money  expended.  I 
have  personally  contributed  $10,  and  as  the  business  men  are  afraid 
to  contribute,  it  v/ill  be  almost  impossible  to  win.  I'd  like  your  associa- 
tion to  understand  the  conditions  in  this  county,  and  this  is  why  I 
enlarge  upon  it  in  this  report. 

"Granville  Jones,  Cyclone  Davis  and  preachers  without  number  are 
stumping  the  county.  I  can  only  circulate  literature,  which  I  have  most 
thoroughly  done.  The  Cotton  Sermon  and  'Texas  Data'  are  the  best 
of  the  campaign  literature.  Jones  has  flooded  the  county  with  his  Fort 
Worth  sermon  in  reply.  I  am  perforce  running  a  still  hunt  campaign. 
If  I  had  funds  I  would  advise  one  speech  night— night  before  the  elec- 
tion, but  the  home  people  will  not  make  it,  and  I  can't  hire  an  outsider. 
This  is  Burnet  in  a  nut  shell. 

"Bosque  County — The  prohibitionists  first  called  an  election  for 
this  county,  also  on  the  5th  inst.  Through  ill-advised  action  on  the 
part  of  our  friends  they  discovered  that  the  notice  given  did  not  comply 
with  statutory  requirements  and  called  another  election,  which  is  called 
for  the  19th.  I  have  something  to  say  about  this  matter,  but  not  now 
or  in  a  report. 

"On  the  18th  I  reached  Clifton  and  conferred  with  our  friends  and 
was  asked  to  return,  which  I  did  on  the  22nd.  On  the  23rd  a  meeting 
of  the  men  upon  whom  we  could  depend  was  held  in  Clifton,  and 
thorough  organization  perfected.  Judge  Dillard  of  Meridian  was  elected 
chairman  and  J.  N.  Fallis  of  Clifton,  an  unusually  bright  and  educated 
saloon  man,  secretary.  I  advised  as  quiet  a  campaign  as  possible,  and 
have  sent  the  Cotton  Sermon  and  all  classes  of  literature  to  the  secre- 
tary and  mailed  same  to  voters.  I  hear  from  them  almost  daily.  They 
expect  me  to  go  to  Bosque  County  on  or  about  the  12th,  but,  that,  of 
course,  lies  in  the  hands  of  the  executive  of  your  association."  (S-1224.) 

1906. 

B.  Adoue  reports  to  Zane  Cetti,  president  Texas  Brewing  Company, 
Fort  Worth,  11-24-06: 

"Local  option  elections:  There  are  now  seven  ordered — Bosque, 
etc. — which  means  plenty  of  work  and  expense.  All  will  receive  the 
best  actions  at  our   command."     (T-715.) 

December   1,   1906,  O.  Paget  reports  to  B.  Adoue:

"I  am  also  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Texarkana  from  which  I 
understand  that  an  election  has  been  called  for  Bowie  County  to  take 
place  on  March  5th.  My  friend  from  this  county  also  asks  for  a  dona- 
tion and  I  am  writing  him  by  this  mail  asking  how  much  has  been 
contributed,  and  also  for  the  names  of  the  contributors,  so  you  will  see 
they  are  coming  in  on  us  pretty  thick,  and  unless  we  get  some  outside 
help  the  burden  is  going  to  be  very  heavy."    (D-1062.) 

1912. 

Letter  Dallas  Brewery  to  F.  M.  Ball,  Texarkana,  4-4-12: 

"We  have  your  favor  of  the  third  instant  and  have  carefully  noted 
contents. 

"In  reply  will  thank  you  to  try  and  locate  the  party  who  appro- 
priated our  house,  and  when  you  do  so  take  whatever  steps  you  think 
proper. 

"We  note  what  you  say  about  the  conversation  had  with  Mr. 
Gallagher  and  we  thank  you  for  your  kindness  and  will  appreciate  it 
if  you  will  advise  us  if  the  election  has  been  called  and  on  what  date 
it  will  be  held,  along  with  other  information  you  can  give  us  concern- 
ing the  election;  that  is,  as  to  the  chances  of  the  county  going  wet."

Letter  A.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  to  its  beer  dealer  at  Texar- 
kana, Dan  Gallagher,  4-5-12: 

"Your  favor  of  the  third  instant  to  hand  and  contents  noted. 

"In  reply  I  will  state  that  I  will  be  more  than  pleased  to  come  up 
and  see  you  on  any  day  you  may  suggest,  and  you  may  rest  assured 
it  will  be  a  pleasure  for  me  to  do  all  I  can  to  assist  you  and  our  other 
good  friends  toward  bringing  your  county  back  into  the  'wet'  column. 

"I  note  what  you  say  about  a  meeting  with  your  Business  Men's 
League  and,  of  course,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned  personally  I  would 
be  glad  to  do  so,  but  I  doubt  the  wisdom  of  such  a  move  in  connection 
with  the  election,  as  what  I  might  say  or  suggest  might  get  into  the 
papers  or  at  least  it  would  reach  the  ears  of  the  prohibitionists,  who 
would  undoubtedly  try  to  make  political  medicine  by  saying  that  out- 
siders were  trying  to  dictate  as  to  what  the  people  of  Bowie  County 
should  do.     I  think  the  better  plan  would  be  for  you  and  I  to  call  on 
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the  individual  members  of  the  league  and  other  influential  citizens 
of  your  city  who  believe  as  I  do  and  I  can  then  give  them  my  views. 
'Please  give  the  above  suggestion  your  careful  consideration  and 
bear  in  mind  that  I  am  at  your  service  and  will  do  in  the  matter  what- 
ever you  may  think  best.  Please  let  me  know  as  soon  as  the  election 
is  called  and  the  day  on  which  it  will  be  held  and  then  you  can  advise 
me  what  day  I  had  best  come  up  and  I  will  make  my  arrangements 
to  do  so."    (D-1269.) 

Letter  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  to  F.  G.  Cook,  Texarkana, 
4-23-12: 

'T  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  a  friend  in  South  Texas,  a  part 
of  which  reads  as  follows: 

"  'A  negro,  Theodore  Baughman  of  Palestine,  editor  of  the  Texas 
Guide,  says  that  he  has  a  large  circulation  in  Bowie  County,  and  says 
that  he  has  a  large  personal  following  and  could  do  a  great  deal  of 
work  when  the  election  is  called,  and  would  like  to  get  his  hand  in. 

'  'He  never  was  on  the  payroll,  Paget,  and  is  not  one  of  the  old- 
time  grafters,  although  he  is  pretty  well  inclined  that  way. 

'  'You  might  give  his  name  to  the  people  who  have  charge  of  the 
campaign,  and  if  they  want  to  use  him  or  his  paper,  they  can  correspond 
with  Theodore  Baughman,  Texas  Guide,  Palestine,  Texas.' 

"I  know  nothing  about  the  party  mentioned,  so  you  will  have  tu 
look  into  the  claim  that  he  makes  as  to  his  influence  in  your  county, 
and  be  governed  accordingly."    (D-1272.) 

On  4-27-12  S.  T.  Morgan  wired  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Associa- 
tion, St.  Louis,  relative  to  the  election,  as  follows: 

"The  business  men  have  spent  so  much  time  and  means,  and  in 
my  judgment,  are  making  the  fight  in  such  an  intelligent  manner,  that 
I  feel  that  we  should  assist  to  the  amount  twelve  hundred,  and  will  send 
them  my  part,  four  hundred,  today.  Believing  the  game  to  be  worth 
the  candle."   (D-1275.) 

On  5-1-12  F.  T.  Cook,  chairman  anti-pro  committee,  Texarkana. 
acknowledged  receipt  of  contribution   as  follows: 

"Your  very  kind  letter  containing  check  No.  1941  for  $400  received 
and  you  know  it  was  appreciated,  and  I  took  the  liberty,  for  which 
please  pardon  me,  of  copying  it  and  sending  it  to  a  warm  friend  in  St. 
Louis.  Am  sure  with  this  and  other  information  I  gave  him  he  went 
straight  to  Anheuser-Busch  Co.,  as  I  received  a  check  for  $400  this 
a.  m.,  so  you  see  our  united  efforts  have  been  successful  at  last.  Now 
I  expect  to  hear  from  Lemp  soon.  Now  I  believe  your  earnest  efforts 
were  a  great  deal  of  help  in  this  matter  and  we  will  reciprocate  it  later. 
I  again  wish  to  thank  you  and  will  drop  in  on  you  the  first  time  I 
get  anywhere  near  Dallas.  Will  keep  you  posted  on  our  progress  and 
if  there  is  anything  you  want  up  here  call  on  me  now  or  later.  Yours 
very  truly,  (Signed)  F.  T.  COOK.

"Your  favor  of  the  13th  instant  to  hand  and  contents  noted,  and 
in  reply  will  state  that  I  am  very  much  disappointed  at  the  result  of 
the  election  in  Bowie  County  and  same  has  about  convinced  me  that 
it  is  useless  for  us  to  assist  in  any  other  election  until  there  is  a  change 
in  public  sentiment.  When  we  cannot  win  under  conditions  that  appear 
so  favorable  in  Bowie  County  we  certainly  cannot  win  in  other  counties 
where  the  fight  is  not  made  by  an  organization  of  the  best  citizens,  as 
was  the  case  in  Bowie  County."     (D-1281.) 

BRAZORIA  COUNTY. 

1907. 

Relative  to  local  option  activities  in  Brazoria  County,  the  American 
Brewing  Association  wrote  the  following  letter,  12-28-07,  to  S.  Jones, 
Alvin,  Texas: 

"We  have  yours  of  the  26th,  and  note  what  you  say  with  reference 
to  the  movements  of  the  prohibitionists.  We  have  an  organized  com- 
mittee who  is  looking  after  our  interest.  It  is,  however,  a  matter  of 
impossibility  to  keep  the  prohibitionists  out  of  the  press,  as  many  of 
the  newspapers  are  only  too  anxious  to  get  items  from  them,  as  they 
imagine  it  is  popular  with  the  followers.  Whenever  an  opportunity 
offers,  our  committee,  as  a  general  thing,  gets  its  work  in  with  articles 
contradictory."    (A-2148.) 

BRAZOS  COUNTY. 

1903. 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  the  American  Brewing  Association  to 
O.  W.  Rayder,  Welborn,  Texas,  6-24-03: 

"We  regret  to  note  that  you  have  a  prohibition  movement  in  your 
vicinity.  The  breweries  as  a  general  thing  assist  in  every  possible 
manner  in  trying  to  do  whatever  they  can,  but  have  not  been  very 
successful  on  account  of  the  demoralized  condition  of  the  local  liquor 
traffic. 

"The  breweries  of  this  State  have  under  contemplation  a  general 
meeting  within  the  next  few  days  for  the  purpose  of  formulating  a 
plan  by  which  the  present  prohibition  movement  can  be  checked.  As 
soon  as  that  meeting  is  held  we  will  have  some  one  to  visit  you  and 
ascertain  the  true  condition  of  affairs  and  will  then  formulate  a  plan, 
pfter  a  thorough  investigation  as  to  what  financial  and  other  aid  will 
be  necessary  to  make  a  success. 

"The  recent  elections  had  in  your  adjoining  counties  had  been 
so  disastrous  to  our  cause  the  simple  contribution  of  money  is  not 
sufficient,  and  proves  that  every  combined  effort  will  have  to  be  used 
on  the  part  of  the  citizens  who  oppose  prohibition,  in  order  to  be 
successful,  which  can  only  be  attained  by  having  some  one  outside  of 
the  liquor  traffic  to  take  hold   of  the  movement.     As  experience  has 
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taught  us  that  if  depended  entirely  upon  the  liquor  dealers  to  make  the 
fight  without  the  aid  of  the  influential  citizens  that  are  not  in  the 
business  proves  of  no  avail.  The  expenditure  of  money  without  such 
sid  will  not  have  the  desired  result. 

"We  will  take  pleasure  in  communicating  with  you  immediately 
after  the  contemplated  meeting  is  had."     (A-884.) 

BREWSTER  COUNTY. 

1908. 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  its 
beer  dealer  at  Marfa,  Presidij  County,  V.  Hogan,  6-29-08: 

"In  regard  to  Brewster  and  Fort  Davis  Counties,  do  not  think  that 
it  would  be  advisable  to  do  anything  just  at  this  time,  but  later  on, 
perhaps,  when  we  have  not  so  much  on  hand,  we  might  take  that  ques- 
tion up,  give  the  situation  the  study  and  attention  that  it  deserves,  and 
possibly  something  might  be  accomplished,  and  in  the  meantime,  if 
primaries  are  held  in  those  counties,  a  little  missionary  work  in  order 
to  get  the  people  to  vote  for  local  option  would  not  be  amiss  at  this 
time,  but  further  than  that  we  would  not  advise  going  until  later  on. 

"If  there  are  any  special  developments  in  the  political  situation 
between  now  and  the  25th  of  July,  we  will  appreciate  your  keeping  us 
posted,  for  we  may  be  in  a  position  to  help  you  out  with  suggestions." 
(S-4578-9.) 

1909. 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to 
George  C.  Miller,  Marathon,  Texas,  9-8-09: 

"We  are  so  Ty  to  note  that  you  lost  the  election,  at  least  that 
the  antis  did,  and  we  hope  that  you  will  be  able  to  have  same  set  aside 
on  grounds  that  you  mention.  We  are  afraid,  however,  that  this  will 
not  do  much  good,  for  the  probability  is  that  we  will  be  defeated  again 
unless  we  can  secure  the  co-operation  of  the  Hess  Bros.  How  would 
it  do  to  see  them  and  suggest  to  them  that  in  the  event  we  won  that 
a  nice  saloon  would  be  started  for  the  sale  of  beer  only.  We  under- 
stand their  principal  objection  is  to  the  sale  of  whiskey  on  account  of 
the  trouble  it  creates  with  certain  of  the  boys  who  go  there  to  trade. 
Beer  would  not  set  any  one  wild,  and  if  you  and  other  good  friends 
there  and  in  that  vicinity  wanted  a  little  whiskey  you  can  always  get 
it,  just  as  you  do  now.  Possibly  a  compromise  along  lines  suggested 
would  have  the  desired  effect,  and  they  could  put  in  Crede  Taylor  or 
some  other  good  man  to  run  the  beer  saloon  and  have  a  nice,  quiet, 
orderly  place.  See  what  you  can  do,  please,  and  advise  us  the  result."

1903. 

Brooke  Smith,  Brownwood,  8-7-03,  wrote  the  following  letter  to 
the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  about  an  election  in  Brown 
County: 

"We  novvr  have  on  hand  a  prohibition  election  for  this  county  and 
1  have  been  appointed  campaign  manager  for  the  antis.  We  believe 
that  we  can  win  the  fight,  but  it  will  take  money  and  work  to  do  it, 
and  we  must  not  go  at  it  i;i  a  half-way  manner.  The  Fort  Worth  Brew- 
ing Company  has  given  us  $400  for  this  fund  and  I  have  personally 
donated  $500.  We  must  have  good  speakers,  a  lot  of  good  literature 
mailed  out  direct  to  the  voters  and  above  all  we  want  good  employed 
workers  at  every  box  in  the  county.  It  is  needless  for  me  to  mention 
the  importance  of  this  contest  and  I  will  certainly  appreciate  it  if  you 
will  send  me  your  check  by  first  mail  for  the  sum  of  $250.  It  is  highly 
important  that  I  know  at  once  what  I  have  at  my  command  so  that 
I  can  line  out  my  action.  Hoping  to  have  an  early  and  favorable  re- 
sponse, I  am."    (S-1009.) 

On  8-15-03  Paget's  office  said  O.  Paget  is  at  Brownwood.  (S-1023.) 

The  Texas  Brewery  says,  8-17-03: 

"We  have  a  half  dozen  fights  on  hand  in  the  following  counties: 
Brown,  etc."    (S-1026.) 

H.  F.  Kauffmann,  traveling  representative  of  the  San  Antonio 
Brev/ing  Association  went  to  Brownwood  in  the  election,  8-20-03. 
(S-1033.) 

1906. 

An  election  was  held  in  Brown  County  in  9-06.  O.  Paget  thus 
reports  on  the  county,  9-1-06: 

"Brown  County — Splendidly  organized.  Mr.  Luedde  was  with 
the  writer  in  this  county  and  he  will  vouch  that  we  did  not  miss  many 
points,  and  we  look  for  success  in  Brown.  I  expect  to  spend  consider- 
able time  there  if  I  can  possibly  do  so."    (G-56.) 

Extracts  from  Paget's  report,  dated  Brownwood,  9-12-06: 

"My  time  here  now  is  a  waste — it  is  too  late  to  fight.  The  com- 
mittee is  positively  scared.  The  county  could  have  been  won  if  a  fight 
had  been  made.     I  fear  it  is  too  late  now."    (S-2803.)

BURNET  COUNTY. 

1904. 

Paget  thus  writes  Otto  Wahrmund  about  an  election  in  Burnet 
County  on  2-8-04: 
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"I  suppose  you  are  'keeping  tab'  on  Burnet  County.  I  think  an 
election  will  be  ordered  there  somewhere  about  30th  inst.  Our  friends 
the  antis  are  calling  at  this  time,  Burnet  County  at  present  being  dry. 

"The  prohibitionists  are  going  to  make  a  strong  fight,  I  have  been 
informed,  to  hold  the  county  dry,  and  it  seems  that  this  is  the  chance 
for  our  people  to  take  a  hand  in  the  fight  and  help  out  the  movement 
in  Burnet.  We  took  an  active  hand  in  Amarillo  and  won  it  splendidly. 
I  believe  if  Burnet  is  properly  organized  it  can  be  brought  into  the 
wet  column,  and  I  think  our  people  ought  to  have  somebody  up  there 
to  look  after  it.  I  am  sending  some  literature  to  a  leading  anti  there 
today,  with  request  that  he  will  place  it  where  it  will  do  the  most  good." 
(S-1190.) 

And  again  on  2-9-04  he  says: 

"Yours  received.  I  immediately  sent  one  hundred  or  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars'  worth  of  literature  to  Mr.  Stanley,  free  of  all  expense, 
r.nd  told  him  I  would  come  to  his  county,  if  he  deemed  same  necessary. 

"In  my  judgment,  it  is  eminently  proper  that  this  association  should 
use  every  reasonable  effort  to  carry  Burnet  County,  because  one  county 
carried  by  the  antis  which  has  suffered  under  the  curse  of  prohibition 
during  the  legal  time  limit  is  worth  ten  counties  which  have  never  been 
cursed  with  the  fallacy.  In  the  event  of  my  going  there,  I  will  first 
go  to  Marble  Falls,  and  I  wish  that  you  would  mail  me  as  soon  as  this 
is  received  a  letter  of  introduction  to  some  person  in  Marble  Falls 
who  is  on  our  side  of  the  questoin.  Letters  of  introduction  help  won- 
derfully. The  prohibitionists  sent  some  grafter  into  the  county,  and 
all  he  is  after  is  the  'long  green.'  When  I  go  into  a  piace  I  want  it 
understood  that  I  am  not  looking  for  their  money,  and  I  would  rather 
pay  every  dollar  out  of  my  own  pocket  than  take  one  cent  from  any 
man  engaged  in  a  struggle  with  the  prohibitionists.  I  have  spent  thou- 
sands of  dollars  in  this  way,  and  I  have  no  regret  for  it.  I  believe 
that  money  spent  in  an  effort  to  do  good,  whether  other  people  ap- 
preciate it  or  not,  I  do  so  myself. 

"Send  me,  if  possible,  letters  of  introduction  to  people  in  Marble 
Falls,  Burnet  and  Bertram,  and  mail  all  to  Marble  Falls.  If  I  go  to 
that  county  and  have  a  week  with  them,  I  guarantee  that  the  prohi- 
bitionists will  at  least  get  a  run  for  their  money. 

(  "I  will  turn  over  your  letter  to  the  president,  L.  W.  Levy,  and  I  am 
eure  he  will  see  the  necessity  of  my  going  to  Burnet — Marble  Falls  or 
Bertram.    Wire  me  on  receipt  where  you  think  it  best  to  go."    (S-1191.) 

In  a  letter  from  Max  B.  Mayer,  San  Antonio,  2-10-04,  to  Otto 
Wahrmund,  the  election  is  thus  discussed: 

"You  are  undoubtedly  aware  that  the  antis  have  called  an  election 
for  Burnet  County.  A  gentleman  connected  with  one  of  the  largest 
banks  of  Burnet  told  me  this  morning  that  never  in  the  history  of 
Burnet  County  have  the  antis  had  a  chance  as  good  as  at  the  present 
time,  provided  some  capable  heads  were  at  the  head  of  the  movement. 
Knowing  full  well  that  you  realize  what  it  would  mean  to  us  to  have 
Burnet   County   go   wet   in   the   face   of   the  vicious   prohibition   move- 
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ment  now  goink  over  the  State,  I  would  ask  you  to  use  your  good 
offices  and  have  O.  Paget  at  Galveston  sent  to  Burnet  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  part  in  this  campaign. 

"It  is  my  opinion  that  if  Burnet  will  go  wet  that  it  would  have 
a  most  salutary  effect  upon  the  present  fanatic  craze  and  will  do  a 
great  deal  to  check  certain  other  counties  from  having  elections  in  the 
near  future. 

"If  you  would  think  well  of  the  above,  I  would  ask  you  to  com- 
municate with  some  of  your  friends  at  Galveston  to  that  effect." 
(S-1194.) 

Paget  reports  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  2-28-04, 
the  conditions  in  Burnet  as  follows: 

"I  came  here  yesterday  as  I  notified  you  from  Galveston,  and  I 
beg  to  acquaint  you  with  the  condition. 

"I  find  the  pros  have  a  large  campaign  fund.  They  have  Gran- 
ville Jones  at  $125  a  week  and  'Cyclone'  Davis  at  $75  with  expenses 
(both)  and  six  preachers  at  work  day  and  night  speech-making  and 
sermonizing. 

"The  antis  wrote  to  the  brewers  and  wholesalers.  They  had  one 
response  from  Fort  Worth  Brewery,  $25,  «.nd  one  from  Peter  Schramm 
(cigar  man)  at  Taylor,  $20.     This  $45  is  the  entire  campaign  fund. 

"Mr.  Galloway  is  the  only  one  who  is  taking  an  interest  and  he 
certainly  is  a  worker.  There  is  a  fighting  chance  certainly  here,  but  if 
they  do  not  get  help  they  cannot  win.  Money  is  wanted  not  to  buy 
votes,  but  to  hire  workers.  Farmers  cannot  leave  their  fields  now 
except  they  can  put  someone  in  their  place. 

"I  have  the  county  flooded  with  literature,  and  it  has  done  won- 
•ders.     The  Cotton  Sermon  has  been  of  great  help. 

"I  have  written  Galveston  and  explained  the  situation.  If  you 
people  can  help  now  is  the  time  to  send  it  to  Mr.  Galloway;  in  fact, 
to  wire  him  draw  on  you  for  anything  you  can  contribute  would  bs 
best  way. 

"I  will  do  my  best  but  conditions  are  not  at  all  promising.  ' 
(S-1222.) 

And  on  3-2-04  he  thus  describes  his  work  in  the  county: 

"I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  report  for  the  month  of 
February. 

"The  first  portion  of  the  month  was  devoted  to  statistical  work 
and  to  getting  out  of  various  reports,  copies  of  which  have  in  most 
instances  been  sent  to  the  members,  and  on  the  12th  I  started  for 
Burnet,  where  an  election  had  been  ordered  by  the  antis,  and  done  so 
in  a  premature  way,  as  they  were  not  ready  and  had  no  funds.  The 
county  had  been  intelligently  exploited  by  the  prohibitionists  who  had 
at  various  times  held  elections  in  every  precinct  except  Burnet,  and 
then  two  years  ago,  aided  by  this  condition,  held  a  county  election, 
winning  by  a  good,  big  majority.  They  were  prepared  to  spring  an 
election  at  any  time,  either  in  the  Burnet  precinct,  which,  if  it  went 
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dry,  would  have  the  whole  county  dry  by  precincts,  or  in  the  county, 
so  the  antis  took  up  the  gauge  and  applied  for  an  election. 

"I  perfected  a  good  organization,  as  good  as  possible  under  the 
circumstances,  and  enlisted  the  favor  of  County  Judge  White  and 
judge  Harmond  accepted  the  position  of  chairman.  They  insisted  on 
my  return  and,  as  my  traveling  expense  account  shows,  I  did  come 
back  on  the  26th. 

"I  found  that  with  the  exception  of  $25  received  from  the  Fort 
Worth  Brewery  and  $20  from  Peter  Schramm  of  Taylor,  up  to  this 
oate  not  one  dollar  had  been  contributed  by  the  liquor  dealers.  Mr. 
Warren  Galloway,  ex-saloon  man,  has  put  up  thus  far  all  the  money 
expended.  I  have  personally  contributed  $10,  and  as  the  business  men 
are  afraid  to  contribute,  it  will  be  almost  impossible  to  win.  I'd  like 
your  association  to  understand  the  conditions  in  this  county,  and  this 
is  why  I  enlarge  upon  it  in  this  report. 

"Granville  Jones,  Cyclone  Davis  and  preachers  without  number 
are  stumping  the  county.  I  can  only  circulate  literature,  which  I  have 
most  thoroughly  done.  The  Cotton  Sermon  and  Texas  Data'  are  the 
best  of  the  campaign  literature.  Jones  has  flooded  the  county  with  his 
Fort  Worth  sermon  in  reply.  I  am,  perforce,  running  a  still  hunt 
campaign.  If  I  had  funds  I  .would  advise  one  speech  night  before  the 
election,  but  the  home  people  will  not  make  it,  and  I  can't  hire  an  out- 
sider.

What  is  your  opinion 
as  to  the  sentiment  of  the  community?  Have  they  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  prohibition  does  not  prohibit,  and  is  there  a  reversal  of 
sentiment?  Have  your  business  men  taken  hold  of  the  election,  and 
will  they  work  for  the  defeat  of  prohibition,  preferring  an  open  saloon 
properly  conducted  to  the  so-called  local  option?  If  the  sentiment  of 
the  community  is  with  our  side,  and  the  business  men  take  hold  of  the 
election  as  they  should,  putting  good,  responsible  men  in  charge  of 
the  campaign,  we  would  not  be  averse  to  helping  out  to  some  extent, 
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but  to  go  in  there  with  the  sentiment  of  the  people  against  our  cause, 
pnd  wage  an  uphill  fight,  that  we  would  not  care  to  do.  We  await 
your  further  advice,  and  beg  to  remain."     (S-3324.) 

1910. 

Adolphus  Busch,  from  his  villa  at  Pasadena,  Cal.,  on  3-1-10,  thus 
notified  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  of  an  election  in  Burnet 
County:

Letter  from  E.  B.  Coopwood,  Lockhart,  to  Otto  Koehler,  5-20-02: 

"As  you  have  doubtless  heard,  the  election  will  come  off  on  the 
31st  of  this  month.  Since  I  saw  you  in  San  Antonio  I  have  gone  over 
the  ground  and  think  at  this  writing  that  we  are  in  very  nice  shape.  I 
have  men  at  work  in  every  voting  precinct  in  the  county  and  will  not 
call  them  in  until  the  polls  are  closed.  We  are  having  a  hard  fight, 
the  opposition  have  plenty  of  money,  and  are  using  it  freely.  They 
have  gone  so  far  as  to  put  their  women  out  in  the  field  with  petitions 
asking  the  people  to  vote  for  prohibition.  Every  preacher  in  the 
county  with  one  or  two  exceptions  are  in  the  field  hard  at  work.  So 
far  we  have  worked  without  means,  but  the  time  is  now  at  hand  when 
v/e  must  have  money.  The  enemy  have  made  it  known  that  they  have 
plenty  of  money  to  use  on  the  day  of  the  election,  and  unless  we  are 
in  a  like  condition,  we  will  likely  lose.  So  far  we  have  the  promise 
from  the  outside  of  about  $700,  including  the  $500  to  come  from  you. 
We  will  not  be  able  to  raise  sufficient  in  the  county  to  make  the  fight 
on.  With  another  $1,000  success  would  be  certain.  If  our  friends 
expect  to  do  anything  they  must  act  at  once  otherwise  it  will  be  too 
late.  Send  me  at  once  all  the  money  you  intend  to  place  in  this  county, 
send  us  every  dollar  you  can."     (S-296.) 

Reply  to  the  above,  dated  5-23-02,  follows: 

"I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  22nd  inst., 
and  replying  thereto  will  state  that  I  have  referred  same  to  the  proper 
committee,  who  will  give  your  request  the  very  best  attention."  (S-301.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  S.  T.  Morgan  of  Dallas  Brewery  and  also 
secretary  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  5-23-02,  to  Otto  Koehler.  presi- 
dent of  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 
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"In  regard  to  the  letter  of  Mr.  E.  B.  Coopwood,  which  I  herewith 
ieturn,  will  state  that  Caldwell  County  being  in  your  territory  you  are 
much  closer  to  these  people  than  we  are,  and  will  know  what  is  besc 
to  be  done,  but  it  would  seem  to  me  that  Mr.  Coopwood  is  somewhat 
extravagant  in  his  ideas. 

"You  failed  to  enclose  copy  of  your  reply  to  Mr.  Coopwood,  as 
noted  in  your  letter. 

'T  also  received  this  morning  the  enclosed  letter  from  Mr.  Coop- 
wood and  have  written  him  as  per  copy  herewith."     (S-300.) 

Letter,  E.  B.  Coopwood,   Lockhart,  to   Otto   Koehler,  5-28-02: 

"Your  favor  of  the  23rd  inst.,  with  contents  come  to  hand  in  due 
time,  for  which  you  have  our  thanks.  At  this  writing  we  have  the 
field  in  very  nice  condition,  but  I  am  yet  very  uneasy  about  the  results. 
I  have  raised  every  cent  we  can  in  this  county,  and  I  find  that  by  the 
day  of  election  our  funds  will  be  exhausted.  The  enemy  claims  to  have 
plenty  of  money  to  use  on  the  day  of  election,  which  means  to  the 
floating  vote  that  money  will  be  on  hand  to  buy  their  votes.  Unless 
we  can  get  funds  to  offset  this,  I  cannot  say  what  the  results  will  be. 
We  are  doing  everything  we  can,  and  will  continue  to  do  so  until  the 
polls  are  closed,  but  we  need  money  badly,  and  if  you  can  find  -any 
for  us,  am  sure  we  will  win  out."

Coopwood,  and  in  reply  will  state  that  as  Caldwell  County  is  in  your 
territory  both  Mr.  Eppstein  and  myself  and  I  am  satisfied  the  other 
members  of  the  committee  are  willing  to  abide  by  whatever  you  may

"We  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  letter  from  our  representative  at 
Lockhart,  Texas,  Mr.  E.  A.  Griesenbeck,  which  is  self-explanatory 
also  copy  of  our  reply  thereto. 

"The  last  time  that  we  had  an  election  in  Caldwell  County  we  won 
out   by    about  600  votes,   but  we  will    have   a   harder   fight   there   this 
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time,  so  it  behooves  us  to  get  organized  and  prepared  for  the  fray 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  as  the  two  (2)  years  will  soon  be  up 
now,  and   the  election  is  inevitable. 

"In  line  with  our  suggestion,  we  hope  that  you  will  arrange  to 
be  in  Lockhart  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  call  on  our  representa- 
tive for  further  information,  and  then  gel  out  your  lines  advising  them 
as  to  organization,  etc.,  etc. 

"Please  let  us  know  when  you  are  in  position  to  do  this  so  that 
we  may  in  turn  apprise  Mr.  Griesenbeck."      (S-1495.) 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  E.  A.  Griesenbeck, 
its  beer  dealer  at  Lockhart,  3-1-04: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  31st  ult.,  and  note  care- 
fully contents.  As  we  understand  it,  there  can  be  no  question  about 
the  election  in  question  being  held,  so  the  first  thing  for  us  to  do  is 
to  perfect  organization  so  as  to  be  prepared  for  the  fight  which  is 
inevitable. 

"We  must  go  into  this  to  win,  not  alone  on  account  of  Lockhart 
but  the  effect  that  it  will  have  on  contiguous  territory,  and  to  enable 
us  to  make  the'  best  showing,  as  stated,  we  must  first  organize.  Then 
we  must  impress  upon  all  the  saloon  men  the  necessity  of  conducting 
their  places  strictly  within  the  limits  of  the  law.  Do  not  permit  any 
boisterous  conduct  on  their  premises,  do  not  sell  to  minors,  do  not 
permit  lewd  women  to  congregate  in  their  saloons  if  it  has  been  done, 
do  not  sell  to  habitual  drunkards,  in  fact  try  and  conduct  their  places 
so  that  no  one  can  take  offense.  Close  up  on  Sundays,  at  least  during 
church  hours,  and  if  these  suggestions  are  carried  out,  half  of  the 
tattle  is  won,  and  it  will  take  all  of  the  ammunition  out  of  the  hands 
of  the  opposition.  This  will  be  a  starting  suggestion,  and  in  addition 
to  this  we  will  take  the  matter  up  in  executive  session,  and  will  have 
Mr.  Paget  of  Galveston,  our  organizer,  in  your  city  for  the  purpose 
cf  perfecting  organization  and  advising  how  further  to  proceed,  in 
fact  to  give  you  full  and  complete  advice  as  far  as  it  lies  in  our  power. 

"You  may  assure  our  friends  there  that  this  matter  will  have 
weighty  consideration  at  our  hands,  and  we  propose  to  do  everything 
m  our  power  that  we  can  do,  legitimately,  to  win  out. 

"We  feel  that  it  is  well  to  get  organized  at  once,  and  with  that 
object  in  view  we  are  writing  Mr.  Paget  today,  and  will  have  him 
on  the  ground  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  We  are  writing  him 
today,  and  will  have  pleasure  in  advising  further  on  receipt  of  his 
reply."     (S-1496.) 

Excerpt  from  Paget's  report,  9-5-04: 

"Ninth  and  tenth  spent  in  Lockhart,  Caldwell  County,  where  a 
petition  was  in  circulation  for  an  election,  cause  alleged  being  the 
lawlessness  of  saloon  men  in  the  county.  Upon  being  assured  that  the 
Brewers'  Association  would  guarantee  a  strict  compliance  with  law 
the  petition  was  withdrawn.  An  extended  report  was  sent  at  the 
t.me  to  the  Brewers'  Association."     (S-1557.) 
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Letter  from  E.  A.  Griesenbeck  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation, 11-22-04: 

"The  Commissioners'  Court  has  ordered  an  election  to  be  held  on 
Dec.  17th,  1904.  I  wrote  to  Mr.  O.  Paget,  as  he  wanted  me  to  advise 
if  anything  like  this  should  happen. 

"Judge  Storey  and  myself  done  what  we  could  to  not  have_an 
election  but  it  was  all  in  vain.  I  am  somewhat  afraid  this  time,  all 
en  account  of  the  saloons  doing  business  on  Sundays.  I  do  not  mean 
to  say  all,  only  some  of  them. 

'T  have  been  preaching  to  them  on  that  one  question  for  more  than 
one  year.  There  is  no  mistake,  we  will  have  a  hard  fight  on  this  time. 
I  will  take  the  matter  up  with  Judge  Storey  and  E.  B.  Coopwood  today 
and  see  what  steps  will  be  taken,  and  I  will  let  you  know  if  anything  of 
interest  presents  itself."     (S-1683.) 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Griesenbeck,  11-23-04: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  22nd  inst.,  and  note  care- 
fully what  you  have  to  say,  and  beg  to  state  in  reply  that  at  the  ap- 
pointed time  we  will  do  what  we  can  to  help  out.  When  this  same 
question  came  up  before,  we  advised  you  that  we  would  gladly  help 
out,  and  we  did  so,  with  the  result  which  is  well  known,  and  we  now 
beg  to  reiterate  that  we  would  gladly  help  out  again,  did  we  feel  or 
could  we  be  assured  that  our  efforts  would  be  appreciated  to  the 
extent  that  they  should  be.  To  be  more  explicit,  will  state,  for  instance, 
that  we  feel  that  our  good  friends  there  should  buy  their  bottled  beer 
from  the  breweries  that  contributed  to  the  defeat  of  the  opposition. 
You,  as  well  as  our  other  friends  there,  know  full  well  that  the  brew- 
eries located  thousands  of  miles  away  from  the  scene  of  action,  even 
though  they  desired  to  do  so,  could  not  help  out  but  one  way,  and 
that  would  be  financially,  and  you  are  aware  to  what  extent  they  have 
complied  with  that  requirement,  and  we  know  that  you  realize  that  it 
will  take  other  than  financial  considerations  to  encompass  the  defeat 
of  the  opposition."     (S-1685.) 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  O.  Paget,  12-10-04: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  9th  inst.,  and 
note  carefully  contents,  and  we  desire  to  thank  you  for  the  information 
conveyed. 

"The  question  of  finances  is  one  that  we  will  take  up  with  Mr. 
Griesenbeck  direct,  and  we  will  see  what  is  best  to  be  done  and  what 
can  be  accomplished  in  that  respect."

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  B.  Adoue,  12-10-04: 

"We  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  report  of  Mr.  Paget  as  to  the  situa- 
tion in  Caldwell  County.  You  will  note  that  he  sums  up  by  stating 
that  he  thinks  we  can  win,  but  thai  it  will  require  funds  in  order  to 
do  so,  and  we  beg  to  inquire  if  it  would  not  be  possible  for  our  associa- 
tion to  help  us  out  some  in  this  respect?  The  two  breweries  in  San 
Antonio   have   been    large   contributors,   are   vitally    interested    in    the

We 
have  the  strongest  men  in  Caldwell  County  at  the  head.  I  had  a  talk 
with  Mr.  Storey  a  few  moments  ago.  It  was  arranged  that  the  two 
breweries  could  be  able  to  stand  $300,  $150  each.  If  you  can  stand 
more  we  will  be  pleased  to  put  same  to  good  use.  Mr.  Storey  asked 
me  also  if  we  could  get  the  money  by  Tuesday  because  it  is  hard  to 
work  the  people  on  no  funds;  also  please  state  the  matter  to  the  Lone 
Star  people.  I  am  somewhat  afraid  of  Luling,  and  will  go  there  to- 
morrow if  my  absence  from  home  allows  me.  I  have  made  the  whole 
county  nearly  in  few  days.  I  have  several  hundred  dollars  here  in 
bank  for  you.  I  could  pay  your  donation,  if  would  phone  me.  I  also 
turned  over  the  citation,  P.  Schumann,  to  Constable  for  service;  same 
will  be  attended  to  in  the  morning."     (S-1720.) 

Letter  Lone  Star  Brewing  Company,  San  Antonio,  to  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association,   12-19-04: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.  and  herewith 
enclose  check  for  one  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($150)  covering  the  Lock- 
hart  disbursements,  as  per  receipt  from  your  Mr.  Griesenbeck." 
(S-1727.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  San  Antdnio  Brewing  Association  to  J.  M. 
Dunlap,  its  beer  dealer  at  Luling,  12-23-04: 

"Noting  your  further  remarks,  beg  to  state  that  we  made  a  good 
donation  to  the  central  committee  in  order  to  take  care  of  the  elec- 
tion, and  we  were  under  the  impression  that  it  would  cover  for  all; 
however,  when  you  come  up  here  we  will  discuss  this  matter  with  you 
and  confer  with  the  Lone  Star,  and  will  see  then  what  can  be  done. 
We  are  always  disposed  to  do  the  right  thing."     (S-1741.)

An  election  was  expected  to  be  called  in  the  county  during  1906.

Letter,  E.  A.  Griesenbeck,  beer  dealer  at  Lockhart,  to  the  San 
Antonio   Brewing  Association,    1-13-06: 

"Your  favor  of  Jan.  11th,  1906,  to  hand  and  noted.  Beg  to  say 
you  are  perfectly  correct  in  the  matter.  We  have  made  every  effort 
to  have  the  antis  go  and  pay  their  poll  tax,  which  they  have  done.  I 
have  posted  cards  sent  me  by  my  friend,  Capt.  O.  Paget,  Galveston, 
also  had  one  newspaper  to  urge  the  tax  paying  element  go  and  pay 
your  poll  tax,  also  our  daily  paper  in  column  after  column  asking  to 
pay  taxes.     Nevertheless  we  are  working  in  quiet  way. 

"We  expect  the  pros  to  order  an  election  in  November  to  be  held 
in  December  which  time  expires  for  two  years. 

"The  worst  of  all  is  some  of  the  saloons  keep  open  on  Sundays, 
and  that  is  making  against  us.  I  think  our  County  Attorney  has  noti- 
fied Capt.  O.  Paget  at  Galveston,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  some 
saloon  men  will  wake  up  some  Monday  morning  thinking  lightning 
struck  them  in  the  way  of  paying  fines.  One  saloon  man  out  in  the 
country  was  caught  selling,  cost  was  $140  for  that  day's  business.  Our 
County  Attorney  is  an  anti  as  good  as  anywhere. 

"Well,  I  have  explained  matters  above  as  they  are,  and  I  shall  do 
all  I  can  in  my  power  to  see  they  all  will  pay. 

"I  have  been  confined  to  my  room  several  days  with  a  sore  eye. 
With  best  regards  to  all,  I  remain."     (S-2598.) 

Excerpt  from  reply  to  above,   1-14-06: 

"We  are  pleased  to  note  the  interest  manifested  by  you  in  matter 
of  having  our  friends  pay  their  poll  tax.  It  is  very  important,  and  we 
cannot  impress  the  necessity  on  you  too  strongly."     (S-2602.) 

1908. 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  J.  M.  Dunlap,  beer  dealer  at  Luling,  to  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association,  7-18-08: 

"I  am  kept  pretty  busy  trying  to  get  things  in  as  good  shape  for 
this  coming  election  as  I  can.  All  saloon  men  have  turned  me  down, 
so  you  see  it  leaves  it  all  up  to  me  to  do.  They  are  somewhat  sore 
over  the  county  election  we  had  here  before  all  money  sent  to  help 
out  was  sent  to  Lockhart  and  what  we  had  to  use  in  the  election  was 
put  up  by  two  or  three  of  us,  one  or  two  of  the  saloon  men  would 
not  help  doing  what  I  can  myself.  I  am  having  to  use  money  but  1 
am  doing  the  best  I  can."     (S-4687.) 

The  election  was  called  for  12-8-08.  O.  Paget  wrote  the  following 
letter  about  it  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, 
and  H.  Bruhn  of  the  Lone  Star  Brewing  Company,  San  Antonio, 
11-10-08: 
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"I  received  last  night  from  Carey  Smith,  Esq.,  of  Lockhart,  a  tele- 
gram of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

'  'Court  ordered  election  today  for  Tuesday,  December  8th.  Could 
not  get  it  on  Saturday.     Write  full  instructions.' 

"I  handed  same  to  Mr.  Adoue  this  a.  m.  and  he  advised  that  you 
be  communicated  with,  and  ask  just  as  you  gentlemen  wish,  as  you  may 
have  theories  of  your  own  and  may  have  a  plan  of  campaign  that  you 
desire  to  follow.  In  conformity  with  this,  I  wrote  today  to  Mr.  Carey 
Smith  and  enclose  you  a  copy  of  letter  so  that  there  be  no  nrsunder- 
standing  of  the  subject. 

"I  wrote  you  briefly  on  the  6th  inst.  that  I  had  been  to  Lockhart 
and  had  had  a  meeting  with  the  parties  most  interested,  at  which  meet- 
ing a  chairman  and  secretary  had  been  elected.  The  former  County 
Attorney,  Roberts,  chairman;  Mr.  Carey  Smith,  editor  of  the  Daily 
Courier,  secretary,  and  certain  tentative  plans  suggested,  as  described

"Therefore,  following  advice  of  Mr.  Adoue  I  write  to  know  your 
pleasure  in  the  premises  and  what,  if  anything,  you  wish  this  office 
or  the  writer  to  do. 

"I  would  advise  that  you  phone  Messrs.  Griesenbeck  and  Long, 
your  agents,  and  they  will  give  you  the  situation  in  detail. 

"Awaiting  your  reply,  I  am."     (S-5053.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  Carey  Smith,   Lockhart,   11-10-08,  as  follows: 

"Your  telegram  notifying  me  that  the  election  has  been  ordered 
for  December  8th  received  and  might  be  called  the  first  round  in  the 
prohibition  fight  in  Lockhart — and  the  pros  have  scored.  It  is  very 
much  to  be  regretted  that  the  day  could  not  have  been  Saturday.  It 
will  mean  an  expenditure  of  more  money.  The  prohibitionists  seem 
to  have  realized,  as  we  did  long  ago,  that  Saturday  is  the  day  of  the 
colored  man — it  is  his  half  holiday  and  few  negroes,  if  any,  will  work 
on  Saturday  afternoon.  They  frequent  the  towns  and  will  vote  if  re- 
quested to  do  so.  All  it  needs  is  some  active  workers  to  tell  the  negro 
what  is  required  of  him  for  his  own  good  and  will  invariably  vote  the 
anti  ticket,  but  you  cannot  induce  him  to  quit  his  job  in  the  field, 
house  or  store  because  he  is  always  under  the  eye  of  some  prohibition- 
ist boss  or  foreman,  who  does  not  believe  the  negro  has  a  right  to  a 
glass  of  beer  at  any  time.  You  are  facing  a  condition  which,  in  my 
judgment,  looks  rather  gloomy  for  the  antis  and  if  your  paper  does  not 
change  the  current  of  public  opinion,  I  am  afraid  of  defeat.  Of  course, 
you  understand,  it  will  not  do  to  say  this  in  public,  nor  generally,  but 
it  is  far  better  to  realize  that  you  have  a  fight  on  your  hands  than 
have  over-confidence.  Any  anti  in  Caldwell  County  who  believes  he 
has  a  'walk-over'  in  that  county  is  either  not  a  wise  man  or  has  not 
studied  conditions. 

"You  say  to  me  'write  full  particulars.'     Now,  Friend  Smith,  this 
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would  be  hard  for  me  to  do,  as  it  would  be  like  usurping  the  position  of 
chairman  and  on  showing  your  telegram  to  Mr.  Adoue,  he  advises  me 
to  write  to  Messrs.  Wahrmund  and  Bruhn  of  San  Antonio,  and  ask 
them  what  they  desire  me  to  do  beyond  what  I  have  already  done.  The 
San  Antonio  breweries  and  the  retailers  in  your  county  are,  of  course, 
the  most  seriously  affected  by  the  results  of  the  election,  although,  as 
I  said  in  my  talk  to  you  people  last  week,  it  is  not  a  saloon  man's  fight 
by  any  means.  Every  man  who  has  a  dollar  invested  in  Lockhart  or 
Caldwell  County  is  personally  affected  by  the  results  therefrom.  As 
you  explained,  the  merchants  are  half-hearted,  timid  or  positively 
afraid  and  are  taking  no  action  in  the  matter.  I  believe  the  election 
can  be  won,  but  it  will  take  fighting  and  hard  fighting.  The  first 
work  is  to  perfect  an  organization,  such  as  we  started  on  the  occasion 
of  my  last  visit  and  the  one  essential  thing  for  you  to  do  now  is  to  get 
cut  an  address  signed  by  the  best  people  in  the  county,  merchants, 
business  men,  farmers  and  others,  deploring  the  calling  of  the  election 
fit  this  time,  on  the  lines  of  the  copy  of  circular  which  I  sent  you — ■ 
which  was  used  in  Angelina  County. 

"I  have,  as  you  know,  a  great  deal  of  literature  subject  to  your 
command,  which  I  will  send  you  as  soon  as  you  designate  the  kind 
you  want.  The  colored  workers,  Rayner  and  Stokes,  I  am  almost  cer- 
tain will  be  sent  in,  but  until  I  hear  from  the  gentlemen  mentioned,  f 
will  not  ask  them  to  come  into  the  county.  You  will  realize,  of  course, 
that  whatever  is  done  by  the  San  Antonio  gentlemen,  is  done  as  in 
dividuals  and  not  as  corporations,  as  I  formerly  explained. 

"To  get  the  saloon  men  into  active  participation  in  the  contribu- 
tion of  funds,  etc.,  I  believe  it  will  need  another  talk  to  them  and  if 
tne  San  Antonio  people  desire  me  to  go  to  Lockhart,  I  am  ready  and 
willing  to  go  and  do  anything  I  can  to  assist  you.  Meantime  keep  me 
posted  upon  events,  as  they  occur,  always  remembering  that  the  last 
ten  days  of  the  fight  are  the  most  effective  in  a  campaign — that,  and 
the  organization. 

"If  I  am  requested  by  the  San  Antonio  people  to  go  into  your 
county  again  and  help  you  organize,  I  will  take  pleasure  »n  so  doing, 
and  remain."     (S-5047.) 

Letter,  H.  Bruhn,  Lone  Star,  to  Otto  Koehler,  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  11-11-08,  as  follows: 

"In  the  mail  addressed  to  Mr.  Wahrmund  this  morning,  you  will 
find  a  letter  from  Mr.  O.  Paget,  referring  to  the  Lockhart  situation. 
I  have  asked  our  wholesale  dealer  there,  Mr.  W.  W.  Long,  to  be  here 
Saturday  morning,  and  it  may  perhaps  be  advisable  for  you  to  invite 
Mr.  Griesenbeck  to  be  here  at  the  same  time,  so  that  we  may  talk  over 
matters  together.  If  you  think  that  you  would  also  have  Mr.  Carey 
Smith,  chairman  of  the  anti-prohibition  committee  in  Lockhart,  here 
for  the  conference,  kindly  write  him  a  letter  and  I  am  convinced  that 
he  would  make  it  a  point  to  be  here  at  the  same  time."     (S-5054.) 

The  following  is  the  report  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  relative  to 
situation,   11-21-08: 
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"I  am  now  able  to  report  Jn  full  on  the  situation  in  Caldwel! 
County,  and  it  looks  better  than  it  did  when  I  came  here  three  days 
ago.  I  had  a  meeting  with  the  saloon  men  and  others,  at  Lockhart, 
and  then  went  over  to  Luling  and  had  similar  meeting  there. 

"There  has  been  more  work  done  in  Caldwell  County  in  the  two 
days  past  than  there  had  been  since  I  came  here  over  two  weeks  ago. 
Other  men  have  become  interested,  notably  the  Storey  family;  Judge 
A.  B.  Storey,  chairman  of  the  State  Democratic  Committee,  and  Jim 
Storey,  District  Attorney.  They  are  now  actively  though  severely 
engaged  on  the  anti  side  and  there  is  little  if  any  friction  between  the 
saloon  men  and  the  members  of  the  executive  committee.  I  was  com- 
pelled to  speak  very  plainly  to  the  saloon  men  before  they  fell  into 
line,  and  there  are  yet  two  who  are  recalcitrant,  who  will  not  subscribe 
and  who  will  do  nothing  to  assist  the  cause.  Some  measure  should  be 
taken  with  them  and  I  suggest  they  be  cut  off  from  beer,  as  it  is  not 
just  to  the  other  men  and  the  latter  will  appreciate  it.  Both  the  Lone 
Star  people  and  I  wish  you  would  take  it  up  with  them. 

"I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  agreement  signed  by  every  saloon  man 
in  the  county  but  three — these  are  in  remote  parts  of  the  county,  where 
I  had  not  time  to  go,  but  Mr.  Griesenbeck,  agent  of  the  'City'  Brewery, 
will  get  their  names  on  Monday. 

"The  danger  point  is  Luling.  The  men  there  do  not  want  to  work 
with  the  rest  of  the  county,  but  to  carry  on  an  independent  campaign 
and  they  are  not  competent  to  do  it.  When  the  submission  question 
was  up  a  few  months  ago  they  took  a  similar  view — it  went  87  for 
submission — but  the  whole  county  went  27  against  it.  This  action  on 
the  part  of  Luling  precipitated  this  election,  as  the  pros  count  on  just 
such  a  majority  for  local  option,  which  if  it  so  goes,  the  fight  is  lost 
to  the  antis. 

"There  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance  which  the  Lone  Star  can 
control  which  is  this:  Their  local  agent  at  Luling  has  sold  out  his 
livery  business  and  beer  agency  to  one  Gus  Bell.  Bell  does  not  suit 
two  of  the  saloon  men  there,  who  prefer  a  barkeeper  to  him,  and  they 
charge  him  (Bell)  of  being  a  'pro'  and  will  probably  so  report  to  the 
brewery.  It  is  not  true.  Bell  is  of  an  influential  family.  His  father 
is  a  pro  and  his  father-in-law  was  chairman  of  the  pro  committee  last 
election — now,  since  the  son  and  son-in-law  has  invested  his  money 
in  the  agency,  they  are  taking  no  part  in  the  fight  and  it  means  twenty- 
five  anti  votes — if  they  will  take  no  active  part  in  the  election.  Gus 
Bell  is  not  a  pro — his  people  are — his  wife  is  one  of  the  most  active  of 
the  female  pro  workers — now  she  is  as  silent  as  an  oyster. 

"I  am  writing  you  the  facts — not  in  any  way  to  interfere  in  the 
business  of  the  brewery  or  its  agents,  but  to  just  advise  that  things 
remain  as  they  are — till  after  the  election  is  over  on  the  8th  of 
December. 

"Money  is  the  chief  want.  The  saloon  men  will  contribute  about 
$1,100— outsiders  and  citizens  about  $500— it  will  take  $3,000  to  win- 
where  it  is  to  come  from  is  the  problem. 

"I  have  done  all  I  could — they  are  satisfied  with  my  work,  but  I 
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would  not  be  surprised  if  I  was  asked  to  return  later  on."     <S~b07i  ) 
(See  T-1164.) 

Excerpt  from   Paget's  general  report  to   B.   Adoue,   12-1-08: 

''Caldwell  County — It  will  vote  on  the  8th.  There  is  an  active  cam- 
paign there.  Writer  spent  several  days  in  the  county.  The  pros  are 
spending  money  freely — the  antis  are  short  of  funds.  There  lies  the 
danger,  and  only  there.  If  the  funds  are  at  hand  the  county  will  go 
wet,  if  not  the  negroes  will  be  bought  up  by  the  pros."  (S-5089.) 
(H-1478.) 

J.  B.  Rayner,  negro  preacher  of  Calvert,  wrote  the  following  letter 
to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  12-1-08: 

"I  am  here  in  Caldwell  County,  helping  in  this  local  option  contest, 
and  doing  all  I  can  to  persuade  the  colored  people  to  pay  their  poll 
taxes.  I  will  be  here  in  the  county  until  next  Tuesday  morning.  I 
spoke  here  last  night  to  a  good  crowd.  Will  speak  every  night  this 
week.  Your  humble  servant,  J.  B.  Rayner,  Luling,  Texas,  Dec.  1st, 
1908.     To  Mr.  Otto  Koehler,  San  Antonio,  Texas."     (S-5091.) 

The  following  is  a  telegram  sent  by  Frank  S.  Roberts,  chairman 
anti-pro  committee,  Lockhart,  Texas,  to  O.  Paget,   Galveston,    12-3-08: 

"Griesenbeck  followed  your  instructions.  Long  has  not  paid,  i 
relied  on  your  agreement  and  made  obligations  accordingly.  Short 
three-fifty.  I  will  not  move  another  peg  till  deferred  $450  is  paid  and 
my  obligations  satisfied.  If  Lone  Star  wants  to  manage  campaign 
have  him  take  charge  at  once.  Jones  is  on  ground  waiting  for  him. 
If  agreements  are  kept  we  win,  otherwise  defeat.  Answer,  my  ex- 
pense."    (S-5092.) 

On  Dec.  6,  1908,  O.  Paget  wrote  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association 
is  follows: 

"Just  returned  from  Caldwell  County.  If  we  can  hold  our  own 
at  Luling  and  Prairie  Lee,  we  win,  but  things  are  bad  at  Luling.  Did 
all  I  could. 

"If  we  win  the  county,  credit  'Ike'  Griesenbeck.  If  he  had  not 
backed  up  Mr.  Roberts,  the  latter  would  have  thrown  up  the  job. 
Everything  is  now  all  right.  I  did  not  go  to  Lockhart  till  I  had  all 
the  information  wanted  or  obtainable  in  other  parts  of  county — so  as 
to  be  able  to  act  intelligently. 

"Everything  is  now  working  smoothly  and  it  is  up  to  Luling  to 
win  or  lose.  I  have  set  certain  things  in  motion  there  that  will  help, 
I   feel  assured."     (S-5096.) 

The  following  is  the  reply  to  the  above,  Dec.  8,  1908: 

"Your  recent  favor  addressed  to  our  Mr.  Wahrmund  is  to  hand, 
and  noted.  We  are  certainly  glad  to  hear  that  our  representative  in 
Lockhart,  Mr.  Ike  Griesenbeck,  has  beer,  able  to  get  such  good  results 
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as  outlined  by  you,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  the  election  will  turn 
cut  as  calculated,  and  that  we  will  win  there  today/'     (SS-22.) 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, 
12-11-08: 

"Replying  to  yours  of  the  8th  I  would  like  to  say  that  Mr.  Griesen- 
beck  is  one  of  the  best  workers  that  I  have  ever  met  in  a  local  option 
campaign.  He  is  a  man  who  does  not  spare  himself  either  time,  trouble 
or  expense  and  has  intellect  and  ability  far  above  the  average  and  has 
a  well  defined  idea  of  how  to  act  so  as  to  obtain  the  best  results. 

"I  was  very  much  adverse  to  going  back  to  Caldwell  County  dur- 
ing the  last  few  days  of  the  contest  and  would  not  have  done  so  if  it 
had  not  been  by  express  orders  of  Mr.  Adoue.  The  reason  for  his 
action  is  indicated  by  copy  of  telegram  herein  enclosed,  received  from 
the  chairman  of  the  antis.  As  I  wrote  you  before,  after  having  ascer- 
tained in  other  parts  of  the  county  the  exact  status  of  affairs,  I  was 
fortunate  enough,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Griesenbeck,  to  get  the 
matter  smoothed  out. 

"I  received  this  morning  from  Carey  Smith,  secretary,,  the  enclosed, 
which  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  sent  me,  and  it  is  quite  gratifying  to  know 
that  the  efforts  I  made  in  Caldwell  County  were  appreciated  by  some 
of  the  best  citizens  there  and  hope  that  you  and  the  Lone  Star  will  be 
also  satisfied. 

"Outside  of  the  fact  that  it  is  my  duty,  I  will  take  great  pleasure 
in  giving  my  best  efforts  wherever  your  interests  are  involved,  and 
remain."     (S-5102.) 

Letter  from  F.  S.  Roberts  et  al  to  O.  Paget,  12-10-08: 

"Lockhart,  Texas,  Dec.  10,  1908,  Capt.  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  Texas. 
Dear  Sir  and  Friend:  Now  that  the  fiercest  fight  that  the  anti-pro- 
hibitionists of  Caldwell  County  ever  had  has  ended  and  the  success  all 
our  own,  we,  who  are  some  of  those  who  went  through  the  fight,  do 
not  want  to  appear  unmindful  of  those  whose  intelligence,  experience, 
courage  and  energy  so  powerfully  assisted  us  to  win  the  victory.  We, 
Captain  Paget,  refer  particularly  to  you  and  the  magnificent  work  you 
have  done  for  us.  The  fight  and  the  success  of  it  amounted  to  much 
more  to  some  of  us,  many  of  whom  are  not  saloon  men,  than  you  can 
imagine,  and  as  anti-prohibitionists,  we  want  you  to  accept  our  heartiest 
thanks  for  your  valuable  services.

On  Dec.  12,  1908,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote 
Paget  as,  follows: 

"Your  favor  of  the  11th  inst.,  with  enclosure  has  been  received, 
and  I  appreciate  the  kind  advice. 

"The  'boys'  may  well  feel  proud  of  you,  considering  that  you 
pulled  them  out  of  such  a  bad  hole,  for  if  it  had  not  been  for  the 
valuable  assistance  rendered  by  you  personally,  no  doubt  but  what 
Caldwell  County  would  have  gone  'dry.' 

"Such  action  is  necessary  in  great  many  counties,  especially  so 
when  there  are  a  large  number  of  saloon  men  who  are  virtually  pulling 
against  each  other,  and  there  is  not  the  unanimity  of  sentiment  among 
the  antis  that  there  should  be.  What  I  cannot  understand,  however, 
is  the  very  small  majority  that  we  had  considering  our  anticipations? 
Something  must  have  happened  about  which  I  know  nothing,  to  bring 
about  this  result,  for  according  to  reports  at  the  last  election  the 
county  went  in  favor  of  submission  by  some  600  or  700  votes?  Keep 
up  the  good  lick  until  after  the  Legislature  convenes,  and  I  think  that 
thereafter  you  will  have  easier  or  smoother  sailing."     (SS-23.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  12-15-08: 

"Your  valued  favor  of  the  12th  to  hand  and  noted.  You  express 
surprise  at  the  small  majority  received  by  the  antis  in  the  recent 
election  in  Caldwell  County.  I  am  not  at  all  surprised  at  it,  but  I  am 
very  much  pleased  that  the  majority  was  as  large  as  it  was.  If  you 
knew  conditions  prevailing  in  Lockhart  your  surprise  would  be  that 
we  won  at  all.  I  have  on  my  desk  now  some  documents  which  I  will 
hand  Mr.  Adoue  when  he  returns  from  the  East  and  beg  to  say  that 
if  our  promises  made  to  the  County  Attorney,  Messrs.  Roberts,  Smith 
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and  others,  that  of  making  the  saloons  in  Lockhart  and  Luling  obey 
the  law,  we  will  have  a  precinct  election  in  Luling,  which  will  go  pro- 
hibition— also  one  in  Lockhart. 

"I  thank  you  for  your  complimentary  letter  in  re  my  work  and 
would  say  in  that  connection  that  any  man  who  will  make  a  study  of 
the  situation  and  who  is  not  engaged  in  the  sale  of  beer  or  whiskey, 
who  can  obtain  the  confidence  of  the  business  community  could  do 
as  well  as  I  did,  if  not  better.  I  look  upon  the  victory  in  that  county 
as  a  signal  one  and  have  much  to  be  thankful  for."     (S-5105.) 

Letter  F.  S.  Roberts,  Lockhart,  Texas,  to  O.  Paget,  12-20-08: 

"Your  letter  of  11th  instant  was  duly  received  and  I  am  gratified 
that  you  rejoice  over  our  victory  in  the  late  local  option  election.  I 
desire  to  say  that  I  feel  grateful  to  all  the  boys  for  their  loyal  assist- 
ance, but  especially  to  you  and  Griesenbeck;  had  it  not  been  for  your 
timely  assistance  on  your  last  visit,  the  result  may  have  been  different. 
J  had  to  meet  my  obligations  and  promises;  they  were  met,  and  we  won. 

"The  statement  made  to  you  heretofore  that  Lockhart  citizens 
desired  a  clean  town,  still  remains  true,  and  personally  I  desire  to  say 
that  the  saloon  men  of  the  county  must  obey  the  law  or  the  county 
will  go  dry,  I  therefore  make  request  through  you  to  the  Texas  Brew- 
ers' Association  to  help  us  compel  observance  of  the  law  in  Caldwell 
County,  on  the  part  of  the  saloons,  and  any  assistance  I  can  render  will 
be  cheerfully  given.  The  better  class  of  anti-prohibitionists  in  the 
county  demand  that  the  saloons  obey  the  law. 

"My  wife  has  been  quite  ill  for  three  weeks,  hence  the  delay  in 
writing  you."     (S-5116.) 

Letter,  O.- Paget  to  F.  S.  Roberts,  12-21-08: 

"Your  esteemed  favor  of  the  20th  received  and  I  am  glad  to  note 
that  you  think  my  last  visit  to  your  county  was  of  benefit  to  the 
cause;  but,  if  there  is  any  credit  due  it  should  be  given  to  B.  Adoue 
of  this  city,  who  realized  upon  reading  your  telegram  that  there  was 
something  radically  wrong  with  things  in  general  and  that  some- 
thing had  to  be  done  to  smooth  it  out  so  you  could  act  freely  and 
intelligently.  He  therefore  instructed  me  to  go  to  Lockhart,  though 
I  was  very  much  opposed  to  doing  so,  as  I  wanted  all  the  credit  of  the 
victory  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  local  people. 

"Now,  as  to  the  saloon  men  obeying  the  law;  that  is  on  your  part, 
as  well  as  on  mine,  a  solemn  obligation.  You  promised  the  citizenship 
of  Caldwell  County  that  it  would  be  done,  and  I  promised  you  that  so 
far  as  lay  in  the  power  of  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association  it  would  be 
done.  Rest  easy  on  that  promise  and  in  the  course  of  a  very  short 
time  we  will  send  our  men  into  your  county,  who  will  procure  the 
necessary  evidence,  and  while  I  am  very  friendly  towards  each  and 
every  man  engaged  in  the  traffic  both  in  Luling  and  Lockhart,  I  am 
very  much  afraid  that  some  of  them,  if  they  do  not  mend  their  ways, 
will  have  to  go  out  of  business.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  election 
which  was  so  quickly  sprung  upon  us,  the  evidence  obtained  previous 
thereto  would  have  been  carried  into  the  courts.    Of  course,  you  know, 
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to  have  done  so  during  the  progress  of  the  campaign  would  have  been 
ill-timed,  and  worked  to  our  detriment  instead  of  helping  us. 

"Hoping  that  your  good  wife  has  entirely  recovered  her  health, 
2nd  wishing  you  the  compliments  of  the  season,  I  am  very  sincerely 
yours. 

"Mr.  Koehler,  Mr.  Adoue  asks  me  to  send  these  two  letters  to  you. 
Here  they  are.  I  have  written  today  to  Lockhart  and  Luling.  Bruhn." 
(S-5119.) 

Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  report  for  the  month  of  December,  1908, 
dated  1-1-09: 

"The  month  of  December,  1908,  was,  perhaps,  the  busiest  of  the 
entire  year.  Elections  were  held  in  the  counties  of  Caldwell,  Hender- 
son precinct,  Terrell,  Montague. 

"The  election  was  hard  fought  and  expensive  in  a  measure  in 
Caldwell — the  hardest  fight  the  writer  has  been  in  for  many  months 
and  was  won  for  us,  by  a  promise  to  see  that  the  law  would  be  enforced 
in  Caldwell  County.  That  promise,  of  course,  will  be  kept  and  re- 
deemed, which  will  be  the  means  of  postponing  future  elections  in  the 
county."     (H-1513.)

Letter,  John  Hurst,  Commissioner  Precinct  No.  4,  Caldwell  County, 
to  O.  Paget,  11-22-10: 

"The  Lytton  Springs  precinct  is  the  strongest  pro  box  in  the 
county  to  the  number  of  votes.  The  precinct  will  vote  about  150  votes 
and  I  am  sure  135  of  that  number  will  vote  pro. 

"The  people  thought  at  Lytton  Springs  that  they  had  local  option 
vntil  J.  B.  Lamb  was  indicted  for  violating  local  option  law.  Election 
is  ordered  for  the  17th  day  of  December,  1910.  I  am  sure  the  Lytton 
Springs  precinct  can't  be  put  into  wet  column."     (S-6537.) 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  E.  A.  Griesenbeck, 
Lockhart,    11-24-10: 

"We  have  heard  some  rumors  in  regard  to  local  option  election  at 
Lytton  Springs,  but  have  not  been  able,  so  far,  to  get  any  particulars. 
What  do  you  know  about  this,  or  what  can  you  ascertain? 

"Please  look  the  matter  up  and  write  me  fully,  advising  all  details, 
and  very  much  oblige."     (S-6538.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  O.  Paget  to  O.  Wahrmund,  11-25-10: 

"I  enclose  you  two  copies  of  letters,  in  re  Lytton  Springs;  one  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  Hurst,  and  the  other  being  sent  to  Mr.  Griesenbeck. 
They  tell  the  story  more  elegantly  than  I  could.  I  think  we  had  better 
let  Lytton  Springs  alone  under  the  circumstances."      (S-6541.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  Griesenbeck,  Lockhart,  11-25-10: 

"I  enclose  you  a  letter  received  from  John  W.  Hurst  in  re  the 
Lytton  Springs  affair.    What  do  you  think  of  it?    Under  the  circum- 
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stances,  as  explained  in  his  letter,  I  believe  it  would  be  useless  for  us 
to  waste  time  and  money  in  taking  any  part  in  it. 

''Of  course,  there  is  plenty  of  time  to  act  between  now  and  the 
17th,  and  before  taking  any  steps  in  the  matter  I  will  wait  to  hear 
from  you. 

"Please  return  the  enclosed  letter. 

"How  are  you  people  organized,  or  what  steps  have  you  taken 
looking  to  the  enjoining  upon  your  friends  the  payment  of  poll  taxes? 
We  must  be  ready  for  the  fight  that  is  coming  next  year."     (S-6542.) 

1911. 

An  election  was  held  in  the  county  during  1911.     The  brewery  in 
terests  expected  and  prepared  for  it  via  poll  tax  route.   The  following  is 
a  letter  from  E.  A.  Griesenbeck,  beer  dealer  of  the  San  Antonio  Brew- 
ing Association  at  Lockhart,  to  O.  Paget,  of  date  1-21-11: 

"I  heard  from  Luling  last  night,  they  are  not  doing  anything 
down  there  in  the  way  of  paying  poll  tax.  We,  from  this  end  of  the 
county,  gave  them  a  good  scare.  I  am  calling  a  meeting  for  Monday 
night,  Jan.  23rd,  and  I  am  trying  to  get  Luling  to  meet  with  us  and 
get  busy.  We  are  doing  very  well  here,  the  boys  are  not  overlooking 
any  of  the  negro  voters. 

"The  pros  have  about  200  signers  to  their  petition  to  present  in 
February  term,  so  I  have  been  told.  I  am  going  to  try  in  some  way 
to  get  this  election  put  off  until  the  State  election  is  over,  but  cannot 
say  what  the  result  may  be. 

"We  expect  to  make  a  good  run  on  the  negroes  today  and  next 
week  wish  you  would  jack  up  Luling  so  we  could  get  them  fellows 
hooked  up  in  the  harness,  so  they  would  do  something,  and  not  let  all 
this  work  be  put  onto  me,  as  chairman,  treasurer  and  secretary,  with 
some  assistance  from  the  others. 

"With  kind  regards,  I  am  your  friend,  E.  A.  Griesenbeck. 

"P.  S. — The  brewery  has  been  wanting  to  know  what  I  have  been 
doing  in  this  direction.  You  can  write  them  and  state  what  statement 
I  made  in  regard  to  affairs."     (S-6647.) 

Paget  enclosed  the  foregoing  letter,  with  the  following  written  by 
himself,  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  1-23-11: 

"Enclosed  is  clipping  from  this  morning's  Galveston  News  which 
speaks  for  itself.  I  have  been  doing  the  best  I  could  in  Caldwell 
County,  but  they  are  very  slow. 

"I  enclose  letter  from  Mr.  Griesenbeck  and  respectfully  ask  that 
you  will,  upon  receipt  of  this  letter,  call  your  agent  at  Luling  over  the 
phone  and  tell  him  to  get  busy,  impressing  upon  him  the  importance 
of  the  matter  of  seeing  that  our  friends  qualify  themselves  to  vote. 
One  of  our  people  will  be  at  Luling  not  later  than  Wednesday  at  the 
outside  in  this  matter  and  will  do  everything  to  stir  up  interest.  We 
have  no  time  to  lose,  and  the  pros  are  going  to  try  to  carry  Caldwell 
County  dry  and  will  unless  we  get  in  in  time  to  protect  it.  Our  best 
friend   there,    Carey   Smith,   is   not   there    any    longer,   he   claims   the 
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saloon  men  did  not  treat  him  right  after  the  last  election. 

"Thanking  you  in  advance  to  take  this  matter  up  at  the  earliest 
Possible  moment,  and  remain."     (S-6653.) 

On  2-25-11  Paget  wrote  Otto  Wahrmund  as  follows: 

"I  gave  Mr.  Adoue  your  message  and  he  said  he  would  write  you 
upon  the  subject  of  the  Runnels  and  Caldwell  Counties'  affairs. 

"Mr.  Giesecke  came  down  and  spent  the  day  with  us  and  I  went 
wer  the  situation  with  him.  Depending  upon  your  expressed  views 
i  told  Mr.  Giesecke  to  go  back  and  draw  for  the  amount  (two  thou- 
sand dollars)  and  that  by  the  time  this  draft  would  reach  here,  the 
cash  would  be  to  meet  it. 

"As  you  truthfully  said,  Mr.  Wahrmund,  this  is  no  time  to  'pare 
cheese.'  If  there  are  any  savings  to  be  made  they  should  be  made  in 
some  other  direction.  Your  people  cannot  afford  to  lose  these  two 
counties.  I  would,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  that  as  soon  as  this 
letter  is  received  you  wire  me  to  honor  the  draft,  which  will  be  here 
on  Monday.  I  will  meet  it  by  my  personal  check  and  you  can  instruct 
your  bookkeeper  to  send  me  a  check  to  cover.  I  would  suggest  that 
a  similar  action  in  Caldwell  County,  where  they  will  at  least  need 
$3,000. 

"I  have  sent  two  speakers  into  Runnels  County — they  want  more, 
but  we  have  not  got  them — could  you  get  Mr.  Linden  for  a  while? 
They  would  like  him  in  Runnels  County,  but  not  in  Caldwell. 

"I  have  also  sent  a  large  quantity  of  literature  to  Runnels  County 
and  arranged  with  Mr.  Giesecke  to  go  up  myself  when  called  upon. 
They  have  things  in  very  good  working  shape  there  now. 

"Requesting  you  give  this  your  immediate  attention,  so  as  not  to 
disappoint  these  men  who  have  been  waiting  for  two  weeks,  relying 
on  Mr.  Wolters'  promise,  and,  awaiting  your  reply,  I  am."     (SS-89.) 

On  2-25-11  Otto  Koehler,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  wrote 
the  following  letter  to  B.  Adoue: 

"I  am  just  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  24th  inst.,  with  enclosure 
of  letter  from  Mr.  Wolters,  which  I  beg  to  return  herewith,  having 
taken  careful  note  of  all  that  he  says.  I  wrote  you  on  same  subject 
yesterday,  and  while  the  result  of  the  election  may  be  of  great  political 
moment,  as  he  says,  still,  I  fail  to  see  why  we  would  be  justified  in 
spending  the  amount  of  money  indicated  on  this  election,  in  fact,  if 
the  sum  of  $1,000  was  spent,  it  would  be  ample  to  cover  two  weeks' 
work,  and  if  the  saloon  men  and  merchants  cannot  raise  one-half  of 
that  amount  then  the  former  should  be  permitted  to  go  out  of  busi- 
ness. If  they  did  raise  the  sum  of  $500  that  would  leave  for  us  to 
take  care  of  the  sum  of  $500,  which  would  be  reasonable.  The  Sheriff 
as  well  as  the  other  officials  of  that  county  are  as  much  interested  in 
the  outcome  as  we  are,  as  they  were  elected,  apparently,  on  the  anti 
ticket,  and  it  is  up  to  them  in  a  measure  to  see  that  the  pros  are  de- 
feated.    I  hope  that  you  will  concur  with  me  in  this. 

"I  had  a  phone  message  from  Lockhart  this  afternoon  from  the 
secretary  of  the  anti  committee  in  regard  to  my  sending  them  a  German 
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speaker.  I  waited  all  morning  in  vain,  thinking  to  hear  from  them  and 
Mr.  William  Wurzbach  the  gentleman,  who  I  had  in  mind  to  send  there, 
left  for  his  ranch  about  noon,  so  that  it  was  impossible  for  me  to 
comply  with  their  request,  and  I  so  advised  them.  They  stated,  how- 
ever, that  they  had  party  in  view  from  New  Braunfels,  and  I  hope  that 
they  will  be  able  to  arrange  for  his  services."     (SS-90-91.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  B.  Adoue,  head  of  Texas  Brewers'  Associa- 
tion, Galveston,  Texas,  to  San   Antonio  Brewing  Association,   2-25-11: 

"The  election  of  Caldwell  and  Runnels  Counties  are  in  your 
charge.     Mr.  Paget  is  instructed  to  obey  your  instructions."     (SS-94.) 

Wahrmund  wired  Paget,  2-26-11,  as  follows: 

"Your  letter  25th.  Wish  you  would  see  Mr.  Adoue,  have  him 
advance  money  and  we  will  see  that  it  is  repaid."    (SS-95.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  Otto  Koehler  to  B.  Adoue,  2-26-11: 

"In  regard  to  Caldwell  and  Runnels  Counties,  beg  to  state  that 
all  seems  to  be  in  good  shape  and  they  are  well  taken  care  of,  as  Messrs. 
Wahrmund  and  Wolters  had  agreed  to  let  them  have  the  sum  of  $2,000, 
which,  I  am  told,  will  win  the  election.  Our  interests  are  in  the  hands 
of  the  right  people,  so  Mr.  Wahrmund  informs  me,  and  Capt.  Paget 
has  been  fully  instructed  or  informed,  having  seen  Mr.  Wahrmund  and 
Mr.  Wolters  in  Austin,  so  that  he  is  in  position  to  give  you  more  informa- 
tion than  I  can.  Caldwell  County  is  well  organized,  and  I  hardly  think 
that  we  can  do  more  than  has  been  done.  If  anything  further  should 
be  necessary  they  will  let  us  know."    (SS-96.) 

Letter  from  Otto  Koehler  to  B.  Adoue,  3-1-11: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  two  (2)  favors  of  the  28th  ult.  with 
enclosures,  all  of  which  I  have  carefully  noted,  and  1  hereby  return 
the  latter. 

"I  am  glad  to  see  that  you  have  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Wolters  in 
legard  to  local  option  fight  so  that  he  will  not  interfere,  for  he  is  en- 
tirely too  liberal.  While  I  know  and  appreciate  the  fact  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  spend  money  to  save  the  various  counties  from  going  'dry,'  on 
the  other  hand,  I  do  not  think  that  the  same  should  be  thrown  away. 
I  also  believe  that  Capt.  Paget  is  pretty  well  up  in  the  art  of  putting 
his  hand  in  the  'big  sack,'  for  the  idea  of  our  spending  the  sum  of 
$3,000  in  Caldwell  County  is  simply  absurd.  We  have  had  elections 
in  that  particular  county  for  the  last  ten  years,  every  two  years,  and 
they  have  never  asked  us  to  contribute  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $200, 
in  some  instances  $300  or  on  the  outside  $400,  i.  e.,  each  brewery 
doing  business  there,  and  if  we  take  into  consideration  the  amount 
contributed  by  the  merchants  and  saloon  men,  the  sum  that  I  name 
would  be  more  than  ample  to  meet  all  requirements.  To  be  called 
on  for  the  sum  of  $3,000  to  be  blown  in  is  something  that  passes  my 
comprehension,  and  I  wish  that  you  would  have  Capt.  Paget  tell  us 
for  what  purpose  this  immense  sum  of  money  is  to  be  spent.     It  cer- 
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tainly  cannot  be  question  of  buying  negro  votes,  for,  as  I  understand 
it,  there  are  none  to  be  bought  in  that  county,  and  the  only  expense 
that  really  should  be  incurred  as  I  see  things  would  be  the  pay  of 
speakers  and  a  few  dodgers  and  some  legitimate  newspaper  adver- 
tising. While  I  realize  the  importance  of  winning  both  of  the  elections 
referred  to,  my  contention  has  been  and  still  is  that  it  will  require 
something  aside  from  money  in  order  to  do  it,  and  taking  it  for 
granted  that  two  of  the  very  best  speakers  should  be  engaged  for  two 
weeks,  if  paid  the  sum  of  $10  per  day  and  expenses  that  would  be 
more  than  ample,  and  figuring  this  as  well  as  certain  other  incidentals, 
I  still  insist  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  would  be  more  than  enough  to 
defray  everything.  I  admit,  however,  that  if  brought  in  face  of  the 
fact  that  the  breweries  have  lots  of  money  to  spend,  and  are  lavish 
in  dishing  it  out,  that  they  will  not  hesitate  to  ask  for  it,  for  that  is 
a  very  simple  matter.  For  instance,  to  ask  for  so  much  money  for 
Caldwell  County,  where  we  have  had  so  many  elections,  time  and  time 
again,  I  repeat  that  it  is  absolutely  ridiculous,  for  no  more  will  be  re- 
quired for  the  purpose  which  I  have  previously  set  out,  and  any  money 
spent  in  excess  of  that  would  be  of  no  value,  would  not  accomplish 
anything. 

"Getting  back  to  my  letter  of  the  10th  ult.,  beg  to  state  that  I 
may  not  have  made  myself  perfectly  clear  to  you.  The  idea  that  1 
intended  to  express  was  not  that  Capt.  Paget  should  not  go  there,  for 
I  realize  that  we  have  to  have  some  one  such  as  he  to  help  perfect 
organization  and  get  things  started,  still  this  should  be  done  under 
direction  of  the  breweries  doing  business  in  the  place,  and  any  money 
asked  for  or  expended  should  be  under  their  direction  and  control. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  the  services  of  Capt.  Paget,  especially  in  place  like 
Lockhart,  where  our  two  local  representatives  at  'logger-heads'  was 
imperative,  and  I  feel  that  he  did  good  work  there.  We  cannot  keep 
proper  party  for  this  purpose  in  our  employ  constantly,  and  I  have 
always  inferred  that  that  was  the  reason  Capt.  Paget  was  in  charge 
of  our  Galveston  office,  that  he  might  be  called  on  when  required,  but 
he  should  report  to  us,  for  our  experience  gives  us  a  knowledge  of 
conditions  that  no  outsider  could  have,  and  we  are  in  better  position 
to  outline  plans  for  its  proper  expenditure.  I  still  maintain  that  posi- 
tion taken  in  my  letter  of  the  10th  ult.  is  correct,  that  the  breweries 
interested  in  the  various  sections  should  take  care  of  the  expense, 
but  that  the  fight  and  money  expended  should  be  under  their  direction. 

"I  wrote  you  previously  in  regard  to  Runnels  County,  and  still 
feel  that  we  should  not  be  asked  for  more  than  $1,000  at  the  outside 
there,  but  as  Mr.  Wolters  insists  that  the  balance  or  additional  $1,000 
will  be  required  by  reason  of  the  impending  State-wide  election,  why, 
then  let  the  latter  take  care  of  it  and  pay  the  amount,  not  ask  us. 

"As  stated  before,  I  am  glad  that  you  had  understanding  with 
Wolters  in  regard  to  local  option  affairs,  so  that  he  will  not  interfere, 
and  for  heaven's  sake  please  do  not  let  Paget  make  promise  of  funds 
in  the  various  county  elections  without  first  consulting  us."  (SS-106- 
108.) 
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Excerpt  from  letter  Otto  Koehler  to  B.  Adoue,  3-3-11: 

"Now  as  to  Capt.  Paget's  great  'kick,'  I  do  not  know  if  I  should 
answer  the  same  or  not.  His  entire  remarks  or  assertions  are  really 
too  ridiculous  to  be  worthy  of  serious  consideration  in  my  estimation, 
is  he  infallible?  I  had  absolutely  no  intention  of  reflecting  on  his 
probity  in  any  sense,  have  the  utmost  respect  for  the  gentleman's 
ability  as  a  worker  and  co-operator,  feeling  assured  that  he  has  our 
best  interests  at  heart  at  all  times,  but  when  it  comes  to  considering 
his  estimate  of  financial  requirements  for  Caldwell  County,  I  still  con™ 
tend  that  when  the  Lockhart  committee  conferred  with  him  and  made 
him  believe  that  they  would  require  the  sum  of  $6,000,  and  he  agreed 
with  them,  that  he  did  use  good  judgment.  I  can  readily  understand 
and  appreciate  just  why  they  should  give  him  any  figure  that  might 
suit  or  serve  their  purpose.  The  larger  the  amount  (if  countenanced) 
the  better,  for  when  they  realized  that  big  representative  of  the  brewery 
was  coming  it  was  in  order  for  them  to  get  all  that  they  possibly 
could,  but  I  still  insist  that  there  is  nothing  in  history  or  otherwise 
which  would  warrant  them  in  asking  for  such  a  large  sum  of  money, 
and  just  why  it  should  be  required  at  this  time,  considering  the  prece- 
dents established,  I  cannot  conceive.  If  we  take  into  consideration 
the  manner  in  which  the  captain  proposes  to  remunerate  our  workers, 
according  to  his  letter  addressed  to  you,  then  the  sum  of  $10,000  would 
hardly  be  sufficient  with  which  to  make  both  ends  meet.  The  captain 
may  have  been  right  in  his  judgment  at  all  other  times  and  places_,  but 
I  contend  that  he  is  not  right  in  this  instance."    (SS-114.) 

Letter  B.  Adoue  to  Otto  Koehler,  3-3-11: 

"Your  letter  2nd  inst.  received.  I  note  your  remarks  relative  to 
elections  of  Lockhart  and  at  Marfa. 

"There  may  be  too  much  agitation  in  Caldwell  County,  but  my 
observation  during  the  past  six  years  has  been  'still  hunt'  never 
wins  an  election,  the  pros  know  it  and  for  that  reason  they  invariably 
are  on  the  spot  with  their  speakers,  making  great  deal  of  noise.  Re 
Marfa,  I  have  sent  a  report  under  another  cover. 

"Re  funds  for  Caldwell  County,  this  office  has  not  sent  any  money 
and  has  made  no  promise  of  any.  My  information  is  that  about  $6,000 
was  spent  on  the  last  election  and  we  supplied  $1,500  of  it,  in  addition 
to  paying  the  speakers,  so  there  must  have  been  some  noise  and  great 
deal  of  it."    (SS-115.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  Otto  Koehler  to  B.  Adoue,  3-4-11: 

"In  regard  to  Caldwell  County  beg  to  state  that  I  showed  Mr. 
Bruhn,  also  Mr.  Wahrmund,  who  returned  this  morning,  your  letter, 
and  they  were  very  much  surprised  to  learn  that  the  sum  of  $1,500 
had  been  spent  in  the  last  election  in  addition  to  pay  for  speakers,  they 
not  being  aware  of  the  fact,  all  that  they  asked  of  the  brewers  being 
$750.  Mr.  Wahrmund  returned  home  sick  this  morning,  but  will  go 
over  our  correspondence  tomorrow  morning  perhaps,  and  I  return  cer- 
tain other  letters  which  you  sent  me  later."    (SS-116.) 
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Excerpt  from  letter  Otto  Warhmund  to  O.  Paget,  3-15-11: 

"As  every  one  predicted,  the  election  in  Caldwell  County  was  very 
close;  in  fact,  the  negro  vote,  to  a  certain  extent,  controlled  the  situa- 
tion, and  in  this  connection  beg  to  state  that  request  was  made  of  us 
for  a  certain  negro  porter  in  House  of  Representatives  just  two  days 
prior  to  the  election,  we  having  been  informed  that  he  could  do  whole 
lot  of  good,  and  I  think  that  he  did."    (SS-124.) 

1913. 

The  following  is  a  letter  from  E.  A.  Griesenbeck,  beer  dealer,  Lock- 
hart,  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  of  date  11-23-13: 

"In  regards  to  the  prohibition  election,  beg  to  say  things  are  look- 
ing 'good'  except  the  Luling  boxes,  and  we  are  overcoming  a  good  deal 
of  that  trouble;  and  our  chairman,  Mr.  W.  H.  Fielder,  will  also  write 
you  regarding  the  election.  Now  the  most  important  point  is  we  will 
need  more  money,  but  just  what  amount  I  could  not  say  today.  We 
are  going  to  have  carnival  week,  commencing  November  25,  and  we 
will  use  about  twenty  men  here  in  town  and  keep  things  going  our 
way.    We  must  win  this  fight  and  win  with  a  handsome  majority. 

"Well,  if  anything  new  occurs  I  shall  keep  you  posted.  With  best 
regards."    (S-7608-9.) 

San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied  to  above  as  follows, 
11-25-13: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  23rd  inst.,  have  taken  care- 
ful note  of  contents  and  appreciate  kind  advice.  Matter  referred  to 
will  have  my  attention  today."    (S-7611.) 

The  following  is  a  letter  from  J.  M.  Dunlap,  beer  dealer  at  Luling, 
to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  of  date  11-25-13: 

"Our  people  here  have  asked  me  to  write  each  of  you  and  ask 
if  you  can  contribute  as  much  as  one  hundred  dollars  each  toward 
our  trouble  here  Each  one  here  has  come  in  with  his  share  and  we 
ar»^  somewhat  helped  up  over  things  at  present,  and  unless  something 
we  are  not  aware  of  comes  up  I,  as  well  as  others,  believe  we  stand  a 
sure  thing.  I  would  think  best  City  and  Lone  Star  send  together  in 
one  pr.  and  it  will  not  be  detected.  Send  via  express,  no  mark  from 
biewery  and  you  may  send  to  J.  J.  Davis,  as  he  is  the  one  we  have  at 
head  of  things,  with  Walker  as  adviser."    (S-7609.)

An  election  was  ordered  for  June  7th,  1902.  J.  B.  Maxwell,  Baird, 
Texas,  5-14-02,  wrote  Martin  Casey  &  Co.,  Fort  Worth,  wholesale  liquor 
dealer : 

"We  will  need  all  the  help  we  can  get,  etc."    (S-279.)     This  letter 
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was    transmitted    to    the    San    Antonio    Brewing    Association,    5-16-02. 
(S-284,  S-322.) 

1904. 

Paget  reported,  9-5-04,  to  all  the  breweries  that: 

"This  has  been  the  busiest  month  since  I  have  had  the  honor  of 
working  for  your  association.  A  glance  at  the  itinerary  of  where  days 
were  spent  will  show;  the  report  will  also  show  that  where  this  office 
took  part  in  elections  the  antis  won,  where  they  did  not  have  our  assist- 
ance they  lost. 

"We  won  in  Baird  County  by  a  majority  of  75  votes. 

"On  the  11th  your  agent  went  to  Baird  and  mapped  out  with  our 
friends  there  a  plan  of  campaigning,  which  I  am  pleased  to  report  was 
successful.  This  office,  by  direction  of  president  of  Brewers'  Associa- 
tion, mailed  to  the  individual  voters  of  that  county  over  30,000  pieces 
of  anti  literature."    (S-1556,  1557.)

1907. 

Excerpt   from  Paget's  report,  8-3-07: 

"The  Callahan  County  election  (the  second  election)  went  against 
us  by  only  37  votes.  A  few  months  ago  it  was  160.  It  is  again  in  the 
courts  and  I  think  we  will  win  out."    (S-3432.)

signed  by  Manuel  Villareal,  candidate  for  City  Marshal. 

"We  hope  you  do  not  fail  to  see  the  strong  and  hidden  hand  of 
prohibition.  We  consider  it  your  sacred  duty  to  tender  us  your  pro- 
tecting hand,  and  to  further  our  cause  we  request  you  to  call  on  the 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  for  such  financial  help  as  they  may 
feel  disposed,  thereby  helping  us  to  win  this  election  and  to  give  pro- 
hibition its  first  blow  in  Cameron  County.

Letter  from  T.  Crixell,  by  O.  Fisher,  to  Otto  Koehler,  San  Antonio, 
Texas,  4-8-10,  as  follows: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  4th  instant  and  beg  to  thank 
you  very  much  for  your  kind  reply  to  the  joint  letter  of  the  malt  and 
liquor  dealers  of  this  city.  I  am  very  pleased  to  report  to  you  that 
ve  have  won  a  decisive  victory  over  the  antagonist  party,  which  was 
aided  by  the  church  and  prohibition  element  of  this  city.  I  can  assure 
you  that  we  had  a  very  hard  time,  and,  therefore,  had  to  go  to  the 
limit.  I  took  the  liberty  to  make  use  of  your  kind  permission  and  have 
donated  $500,  which  money  was  partly  subscribed  by  myself  and  partly 
by  my  brother,  V.  L.  Crixell,  with  the  understanding  to  pay  him  back 
in  case  it  should  meet  your  approval.  Therefore,  I  ask  you  the  favor 
to  credit  my  account  with  the  sum  above  mentioned  and  assure  you  that 
this  transaction  will  be  strictly  confidential. 

"In  the  election  we  carried  all  our  candidates  with  exception  of 
one  Alderman,  and  I  am  more  than  sure  that  now  all  our  expenses  will 
be  over  and  that  we  will  have  no  more  interference  from  the  other  side."

Excerpt  from  letter  of  C.  Schunior,  Samfordyce,  Texas,  to  Hous- 
ton Ice  and  Brewing  Association,  12-26-10: 

"In  regard  to  the  placard  urging  the  payment  of  poll  taxes,  I  have 
got  them  and  posted  in  different  places  and  ranches,  places  that  I  be- 
lieve that  they  will  do  good;  also  wrote  to  Capt.  O.  Paget  that  have 
attended  to  this  precinct  for  several  years  and  I  know  how  to  handle 
this  precinct.  All  our  votes  are  Mexicans,  but  we  need  money  to  work 
it.  Very  near  all  are  good  votes,  but  they  do  not  pay  their  poll  taxes 
unless  someone  does  it.  For  that  reason  we  have  to  have  money  to 
attend  to  that  part  and  also  money  for  the  day  of  the  election,  because 
my  business  is  so  small  and  the  revenues  of  the  same  do  not  justify 
me  to  make  such  expense  besides  the  work  that  has  to  be  done,  as  I 
told  Mr.  Dinele."    (H-312.)

The  following  letter  was  written  by  Teofilo  Crixell,  beer  dealer  at 
Brownsville,  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  on  8-19-11: 
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"In  answer  to  yours  of  the  16th  inst.  in  regard  to  local  opiton 
election  at  Harlingen  I  judge  that  this  is  the  result  of  the  light  vote 
polled  for  the  antis  last  month.  There  are  only  three  saloons  in  that 
place  and  they  are  working  together.  I  am  leaving  in  the  next  few 
minutes  to  assist  them  as  much  as  I  can. 

"You  ask  me  in  what  way  you  can  assist  them.  I  would  suggest 
a  good  speaker  in  both  Spanish  and  English  to  make  a  couple  of 
speeches  between  now  and  the  election,  as  that  is  something  that  we 
are  short  of  on  this  country  could  not  know.  I  would  secure  the  services 
of  a  Spanish  speaker,  but  I  think  I  be  able  to  secure  them. 

"I  heard  last  night  that  Lon  Hill  was  supporting  the  pros,  which 
I  would  not  believe  to  be  so.  Will  know  more  about  it  today.  When 
I  get  there  tomorrow  I  will  write  my  opinion  as  to  the  result.  It  is 
very  essential  for  us  to  win  this  fight,  as  it  depends  on  the  result  of 
this  as  to  whether  San  Benito  will  follow  suit."    (S-6970.)

"Will  you  please  give  me,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  the  name 
of  the  best  man  in  any  of  those  counties  in  which  you  are  interested 
with  whom  this  office  can  get  into  correspondence?"  (A-2122,  S-3782, 
D-642.) 

1908. 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  2-24-08: 

"An  election  has  been  called  in  Camp  County  for  the  13th  day  of 
March.  Please  write  or  wire  me  immediately  the  name,  or  names,  of 
one  or  two  of  the  best  in  the  county  to  get  into  communication  with." 
(D-692.) 

On  February  29,  1908,  O.  Paget  reported  to  B.  Adoue  relative  to 
Camp  County,  as  follows: 

"By  request  of  certain  antis  at  Pittsburg,  Camp  County,  I  went 
to  that  city,  arriving  there  on  the  26th  and  got  into  as  close  touch  with 
the  situation  as  possible. 

"Without  going  into  unnecessary  and  tedious  detail  I  find  the  situa- 
tion about  as  follows: 
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"There  are  about  fifteen  hundred  poll  taxes  paid,  with  exemptions, 
in  the  county.  Outside  of  Pittsburg  the  county  is  anti,  but  the  city  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  most  extreme  prohibition  faction  possible  to  con- 
ceive. So  rabid  are  they  that  if  it  is  necessary  to  use  shotguns  to  keep 
.whiskey  out  of  that  city  they  will  use  the  gun.  Of  course,  it  is  all 
'moonshine,'  but  it  has  its  effect  in  scaring  the  merchants  and  the 
v/eak-kneed  antis. 

"I  met  many  of  our  friends  who  were  instrumental  in  calling  the 
election,  and  they  had  placed  the  management  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Kesterson,  a  livery  stable  keeper,  and  a  man  of  considerable  intelli- 
gence. He  and  his  friends  advocated,  for  the  present  at  least,  a  'still 
hunt'  campaign,  and  taking  into  account  all  the  circumstances,  they  are 
justified. 

"They  claim  a  fair  majority  in  the  county,  and  that  they  will  make 
some  gains  in  the  town  (a  thing  I  doubt  very  much).  After  going 
over  the  case  and  considering  it  from  all  sides,  they  decided  to  ask 
for  one  colored  worker,  and  they  were  promised  Mr.  Rayner,  who  is,  or 
ought  to  be  at  this  writing,  working  in  that  county.  They  are  to  have 
no  money  sent  or  advanced.  They  will  defray  all  expenses  and  in  the 
event  of  carrying  the  county  expect  to  be  reimbursed  to  the  extent  of 
$500.  If  an  open  fight  is  made  it  will  cost  them  $2,000 — a  'still  hunt' 
about  $1,500. 

"They  have  received  from  this  office  various  pieces  of  literature 
to  the  extent  of  about  12,000  pieces,  and  they  are  to  hire  men  who  will 
make  a  house  to  house  canvass  and  distribute  the  literature. 

"They  have  matters  well  in  hand  and  if  they  made  an  open  fight 
could  win — as  it  is  they  will  lose  by  a  large  majority — larger  than  in 
the  last  election. 

"I  would  not  advise  the  expenditure  of  one  dollar  in  this  campaign, 
except  that  the  colored  preacher's  salary  be  paid — they  to  meet  all  his 
other  expenses  as  agreed."    (D-699.)

Excerpt  from  report  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  8-21-09: 

"I  desire  to  give  you  a  short  report  on  the  situation  in  Childress 
County — it  discloses  a  new  feature  in  campaigns  in  dry  counties  and 
one  which  is  likely  to  figure  largely  in  other  elections  in  the  near  future 
in  dry  localities.     It  is  this: 

"It  has  been  impossible  under  the  old  law  to  stop  the  sale  of  in- 
toxicants in  dry  counties  or  boot-legging.  When  caught  they  paid  a 
small  fine  and  cheerfully  took  up  the  old  trade  again.  To  cure  this 
the  last  Legislature  passed  a  law  making  such  sales  felonies — but,  as 
laws  cannot  be  retroactive  in  their  application,  counties  which  were 
dry  before  the  passage  of  the  act  are  not  affected  thereby,  so  the  pros 
stir  up  elections  in  dry  counties  and  claim  that  boot-legging  will  cease 
after  the  counties  go  dry  the  second  time — all  of  which  is  a  good  argu- 
ment— and  this  with  a  couple  of  ex-saloon  men  who  imagine  the  brew- 
eries will  'come  across'  with  a  contribution,  is  sufficient  to  start  the 
ball  rolling. 

'The  above  are  the  exact  conditions  in  Childress  County."  (S-5700.) 

This  report  was  sent  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  on  the 
same  date.    (S-5701.) 

And  to  it  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied  on  8-25-09: 

"I  have  yours  of  the  21st  inst.,  with  enclosure,  which  I  have  read 
with  a  great  deal  of  interest.  This  is  new  departure,  and  I  agree  with 
you  fully  that  it  would  be  waste  of  time  and  money  to  make  fight  in 
Childress  under  the  circumstances,  and  I  am  bitterly  opposed  to  the 
calling  of  elections  in  'dry'  counties  unless  the  sentiment  of  the  people, 
the  business  elements  especially,  is  with  us,  unless,  perhaps,  it  is  done 
to  harass.  In  this  particular  instance  it  would  seem  to  be  a  case  of 
'scheme'  on  one  side,  'graft'  on  the  other,  and  we  should  not  'come 
across.'"    (S-5719.) 

Excerpt  from  Paget's  report  to  B.  Adoue,  September  1,   1909: 

"There  are  pending  elections  at  Childress,  etc.,  Counties,  the  result, 
to  say  the  least,  doubtful.  The  best  thing  to  be  done  in  all  is  to  get 
along  on  the  smallest  expense  possible.  This  is  not  always  easily  done, 
especially  in  dry  counties,  where  the  election  is  usually  called  by  some 
few  who  think  they  can  make  wages  out  of  the  contest."  (H-1543,

Excerpt  from  Paget's  report  to  Adoue,  October  4th,    1909: 

"Childress  County — This  fight  was  brought  on  by  the  pros  in  the 
hope  that  the  felony  clause  against  boot-legging  would  be  enforced. 
A  few  'grafters'  pertaining  to  be  antis  organized  themselves  into  a 
committee.  They  were  active  in  collecting  funds,  but  right  there  their 
activity  ceased.  There  was  nothing  done  by  the  antis  and  the  whole 
county  knew  the  character  the  anti  committee  and  voted  pro  almost 
unanimously."    (H-1546.) 
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CLAY  COUNTY. 

1903. 

Excerpt  from  Paget's  report  to  B.  Adoue  and  sent  to  all  the

"I  went  to  Clay  County,  where  an  election  had  been  held,  and 
prepared  an  injunction  for  stay  of  proceedings  in  that  county,  which 
injunction  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Judge  Nat  Turney  of  Dallas."

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  July  26

as  far  as  you  know  them,  and  as  soon  as  I  can  get  rid  of  matters  in 
Limestone  County  I  will  go  up  to  Henrietta  and  see  what  is  to  be  done."

Reply  to  the  above,  7-27-09,  as  follows: 

"Complying  with  your  request  of  the  26th  inst.,  I  today  write  Mr. 
A.  P.  Miller,  our  wholesale  dealer  at  Henrietta,  also  Col.  W.  B.  Worsham, 
who  is  interested  with  us  there,  and  hand  you  copy  of  my  letters.  As 
soon  as  I  hear  from  the  gentlemen  will  advise  you."    (D-986.) 

Letter  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  to  A.  P.  Miller,  Henrietta, 
7-28-09,  as  follows: 

"I  understand  that  a  local  option  election,  if  not  already  called, 
will  soon  be  called  in  your  county.  If  I  am  correctly  informed  please 
give  me  full  particulars,  and  especially  state  what  you  think  the  pros- 
pects are  to  win,  and  if  the  business  men  and  property  owners  will 
take  the  fight  in  hand  and  get  together  a  strong  organization  and  if 
they  will  need  any  outside  speakers,  or  will  you  make  the  fight  with 
home  talent?  You  cannot  bring  enough  pressure  to  bear  on  the  pros  to 
have  them  not  to  call  the  election."    (D-991.) 

|         Reply  to  the  above  is  as  follows,  7-30-09: 

"In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  28th  I  will  say  we  are  just  on 
the  eve  of  a  big  prohibition  fight.  Their  aim  is  to  have  the  Commis- 
sioners' Court  order  the  election  for  some  time  in  September,  and  we 
pre  doing  everything  in  our  power  to  stop  this  election  or  stop  it  before 
rhe  election  is  ordered.  There  is  some  good  work  being  done,  but  we 
cannot  tell  yet  just  what  the  results  will  be.  I  believe  that  things  look 
now  like  we  will  get  them  to  put  this  election  off  for  a  while  at  least. 
I  understand  there  will  be  a  speaker  here  Saturday  from  Dallas  by  the 
name  of  Jones.  Will  speak  at  courthouse.  The  antis  have  made  no 
arrangements  yet  in  regard  to  speakers,  as  they  have  been  trying  all 
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the  time  to  stop  it  in  the  bud.  I  am  afraid  if  it  comes  to  a  fight  we 
will  have  to  have  some  speakers  from  the  outside.  Can't  tell  yet.  I 
will  let  you  know  later  on  what  the  results  of  our  work  has  been 
in  the  way  of  getting  them  to  stop  the  election."    (D-992.) 

Letter  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  to  O.  Paget,  7-31-09,  is  as 
.  follows: 

"Referring  to  my  letter  of  a  few  days  ago  relative  to  proposed  local 
option  election  in  Clay  County,  I  have  pleasure  in  handing  you  herewith 
letter  from  Mr.  A.  P.  Miller,  our  wholesael  dealer  in  Henrietta,  Texas, 
giving  an  account  of  how  matters  stand  to  date.  After  reading  Mr. 
Miller's  letter  please  return  same  to  me.  I  write  Mr.  Miller  by  this 
mail  thanking  him  for  the  information,  and  also  ask  that  he  keep  me 
advised  on  the  situation."    (D-995.) 

Reply  to  the  above,  8-2-09,  is  as  follows: 

"Your  letter  in  regard  to  the  Henrietta  matter  received.  I  return 
the  correspondence  to  you  and  will  take  up  the  matter  direct  with  your 
agent.  A  copy  of  the  letter  sent  him  you  will  find  herein  enclosed. 
I  believe  the  best  thing  for  me  to  do  would  be  to  slip  into  Henrietta 
cuietly  and  let  no  one  know  me  or  what  my  intentions  are  and  get  close 
to  the  heart  of  things  and  then  let  you  know  either  by  person  or  by 
letter."    (D-999.) 

Letter  O.  Paget  to  A.  P.  Miller,  Henrietta,  8-2-09,  is  as  follows: 

"Sam  T.  Morgan  forwarded  to  me  your  letter  of  July  30th  to  him 
in  re  to  election  which  is  to  be  called  in  your  county. 

"This  office  is  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  anti- 
prohibitionists  in  sucl}  matters.  To  supply  information,  circulars,  ad- 
vice, literature  and  any  other  aid  which  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association 
can  extend  to  its  patrons  when  the  prohibitionists  attack  them.  If 
you  think  it  advisable  I  will  come  up  to  your  city  and  meet  you  and 
other  antis  and  go  over  the  situation  and  supply  you  with  whatever 
you  may  need  in  the  lines  indicated  above."    (D-1000.) 

Letter  W.  H.  Sartain,  secretary  anti-local  option  committee,  Henri- 
etta, Texas,  to  the  Dallas  Brewery,  8-19-09,  is  as  follows: 

"On  September  4th  we  have  a  prohibition  election  in  this  county, 
and  the  present  indications  are  we  are  going  to  have  a  hard  fight. 
And,  of  course,  to  win  it  will  take  considerable  money  for  our  actual 
expense  account.  Our  local  merchants  and  saloon  men  are  contributing 
very  liberally,  but  we  feel  that  the  wholesalers  ought  to  also  assist  us 
in  this  campaign.  From  the  business  you  are  doing  in  this  town  we 
believe  you  will  not  consider  it  excessive  to  ask  $200  of  you,  which 
contribution  you  will  please  hand  to  Mr.  A.  P.  Miller.  We  assure  you 
that  all  contributions  will  be  used  as  judiciously  as  the  committee  thinks 
will  be  best,  and  the  donor's  name  will  not  be  divulged  by  any   one. 

"Thanking  you  in  advance  for  your  courtesy  to  Mr.  Miller  and  the 
donation,  we  beg  to  remain."    (D-1007.) 
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Excerpt  from  report  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  9-1-09: 

"There  are  pending  elections  in  ,  Clay  and  

Counties.  The  result  is,  to  say  the  least,  doubtful.  The  best  thing  to 
be  done  in  all  is  to  get  along  on  the  smallest  expense  possible." 
(H-1543.) 

Letter  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  to  O.  Paget,  9-16-09,  is  as 
follows: 

"Upon  my  return  home  yesterday  I  found  your  several  letters  and 
reports  awaiting  me.  I  regret  to  note  that  we  lost  Clay  County,  and 
as  I  was  away  from  home  at  the  time  the  election  was  held,  will  you 
please  give  me  a  brief  outline  of  the  campaign  in  that  county. 

"I  note  from  a  letter-head  received  from  the  campaign  headquarters 
cf  that  county  that  they  had  quite  a  strong  and  lengthy  local  committee, 
hence  I  do  not  understand  why,  if  the  men  composing  the  committee 
did  any  work  and  were  sincere,  how  the  results  were  so  disastrous. 

"Any  time  I  can  serve  you  in  this  part  of  the  State  do  not  hesitate 
to  command  me."    (D-1017.) 

Letter  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  9-18-09,  is  as  follows: 

"I  have  just  returned  from  Henrietta,  Clay  County,  from  investi- 
gating the  manner  of  conducting  the  election  in  that  county  and  found 
such  a  condition  of  affairs  as  leaves  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the 
courts  will  decide  that  the  election  is  void.  Yet,  taken  as  a  whole, 
is  not  any  worse  than  in  other  counties  where  through  ignorance  or 
cowardice,  or  both,  the  antis  permit  the  pros  to  'run  over'  them — a 
condition  which  prevails  in  every  county  where  there  is  not  a  strong 
man  directing  the  anti  campaign. 

"Mr.  Clough,  being  in  Fort  Worth,  accompanied  me  to  Henrietta 
When  we  arrived,  a  few  hours  before  the  County  Commissioners  were 
ready  to  count  the  returns,  we  consulted  with  Messrs.  Allen,  Jones  & 
Allen,  local  attorneys — good  men  in  a  way,  but  utterly  ignorant  of 
knowledge  of  procedure  in  such  cases.  Our  presence  in  the  county 
created  consternation  amongst  the  Commissioners.  They  were  surely 
at  sea — and  are  yet.  We  demanded  a  count  of  the  ballots,  not  the 
returns,  alleging  that  there  were  irregularities  in  various  boxes  which 
justified  such  a  request.  Then  the  ball  opened — they  sent  for  their 
lawyer  and  discussed  the  matter  the  entire  day — on  his  advice  they 
declined  to  grant  the  request. 

"Meantime  we  began  obtaining  data  for  a  contest  and  found  a 
few  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  viz: 

"In  one  box  two  girls  took  charge  of  the  polls,  and  no  one  voted 
anti;  in  another  a  preacher  remained  in  the  polls  all  day,  exhorting 
and  threatening.  There  were  five  anti  votes  cast  out  of  seventy  ballots. 
Women  led  men  in  like  sheep  in  other  boxes  and  they  meekly  voted 
a.7,  the  females  directed.  One  man  openly  bought  men  to  stay  away 
from  the  polls.  We  have  sworn  affivadits  of  this,  and  we  find  that 
over  one  hundred  poll  taxes  were  issued  AFTER  FEBRUARY  1,  1909, 
and   voted    upon.      In   some   boxes   more    votes    were   cast    than    there 
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bad  been  poll  taxes  paid,  and  altogether,  if  there  were  any  legally  con- 
ducted voting  places  we  did  not  find  them. 

"In  the  fight  was  made  on  Henrietta  by  all  the  other  towns  in 
the  county,  assisted  by  pros  and  money  from  Wichita  County,  having 
in  view  the  election  threatened  in  the  latter  and  knowing  if  Clay  re- 
mained wet  Wichita  would  not  go  dry. 

"We  left  the  gathering  of  evidence  in  the  hands  of  the  local  at- 
torneys, which  when  complete,  Mr.  Clough  will  go  up  and  file  contest. 
I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  prosecutions  be  instituted  against 
some  of  the  parties  in  the  county  who  rendered  themselves  liable — it 
would  have  a  salutary  effect  upon  other  elections."    (S-5769.) 

Excerpt  from  Paget's  report  to  Adoue,  October  4,  1909,  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Clay  County — This  county  went  dry  because  the  pros  rode  rough- 
shod over  the  antis.  They  did  what  they  liked  and  took  charge  of  the 
various  boxes.  The  writer  and  Mr.  Clough  went  to  Henrietta  and 
unearthed  enough  crookedness  to  set  aside  the  election  and  put  some 
good  pros  in  jail — but  the  cowardice  of  the  local  people  prevents  any 
action  being  taken."    (H-1546.) 

1910. 

The  breweries  contested  the  result  of  the  election  and  a  full  report 
thereof  is  to  be  found  on  Page  H-1550,  also  S-5848. 

Letter  S.  T.  Morgan  to  W.  B.  Worsham,  6-30-10,  is  as  follows: 

"I  have  your  favor  of  the  27th  inst.,  enclosing  check  for  $1,574.65, 
for  which  please  accept  my  thanks. 

"I  note  what  you  say  relative  to  the  manner  in  which  the  local 
cption  contest  case  has  been  handled  in  your  (Clay)  county.  I  am 
writing  Mr.  B.  Adoue  of  Galveston  concerning  the  matter  by  this  mail, 
and  when  I  have  his  reply  will  write  you  further.  In  the  meantime 
should  you  visit  either  at  the  bank  or  hotel,  should  you  find  it  incon- 
venient to  call  at  our  office. 

"I  agree  with  you  to  some  extent  about  the  parties  mentioned  in 
your  letter,  and  this  is  one  of  the  matters  I  would  like  to  discuss  with 
you,  as  the  work  that  is  done  by  those  people  is  so  varied  it  is  hard 
to  say  whether  they  got  beneficial  results  or  work  as  injury  to  the 
cause,  but  taking  their  working  all  through  I  think  it  is  a  benefit. 

"In  the  matter  of  expenses  same  I  admit  is  very  heavy,  but  it 
would  seem  there  is  no  way  to  cut  this  out,  and  I  am  sure  every  dollar 
spent  is  carefully  considered  by  Mr.  Adoue,  Mr.  Wahrmund  and  others, 
and  the  strictest  economy  is  practiced,  and  am  sure  if  you  knew  the 
many  costly  propositions  that  are  presented  to  us  -and  which  are  in 
one  way  or  another  turned  down  that  you  would  agree  that  under 
the  circumstances  our  expenses,  though  extremely  heavy,  is  the  best 
that  can  be  done  at  this  time."    (D-1100.) 
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Letter  S.  T.  Morgan  to  B.  Adoue,  6-30-10,  is  as  follows: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  W.  B.  Worsham  of  Henrietta, 
Texas,  in  which  Mr.  Worsham  expresses  some  dissatisfaction  over  the 
manner  in  which  the  local  option  contest  case  of  Clay  County  has  been 
handled.  I  don't  know  the  name  of  the  attorney  that  had  this  case  in 
charge,  but  I  think  he  is  a  Galveston  man,  and  if  so  will  greatly  ap- 
preciate it  if  you  will  ask  him  to  write  me  fully  in  the  premises,  in 
order  that  I  may  refer  the  letter  to  Mr.  Worsham,  and  thereby  show 
him  that  everything  that  could  possibly  be  done  in  the  case  has  had 
attention. 

"Mr.  Worsham  also  seems  to  be  under  the  impression  that  some  of 
our  workers  do  more  harm  than  good,  but  this  is  an  old,  old  story, 
and  I  am  satisfied  that  when  I  see  Mr.  Worsham  in  person  I  can  satisfy 
him  that  our  people  are  doing  good  work,  and  that  the  fault  lies  solely 
with  the  local  people,  who  do  not  wake  up  to  the  seriousness  of  the 
situation  until  it  is  too  late,  and  then  they,  of  course,  look  around 
for  some  one  on  whom  they  can  lay  the  blame."    (D-1101.) 

The  breweries  paid  the  cost  of  the  contest.   (D-1379,  D-1380.) 

COLLIN  COUNTY. 

1907. 

Letter  B.  Adoue  to  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  June  12,  1907, 
is  as  follows: 

"What  do  you  know  about  local  option  election  in  Collin  County? 
This  morning's  News  repeats  application  has  been  made  for  an  order 
of  election. 

"If  the  call  is  made  by  some  of  the  leading  citizens  and  if  the  antis 
are  in  earnest  and  if  the  breweries  controlling  the  trade  in  that  county 
want  it  wet  it  will  go  wet.  Past  experience  has  proven  that  brewers 
interference  in  the  way  of  money  or  speakers  will  avail  nothing  unless 
local  conditions  are  favorable. 

"Last  Saturday  Freestone  County  was  voted  wet  after  14  years  of 
prohibition.     We  assisted,  but  local  influences  carried  the  election. 

"Before  sending  Mr.  Paget  to  McKinney  to  investigate  the  situation 
I  would,  like  to  know  your  views  and  your  wishes.  Collin  is  your  terri- 
tory and  we  must  avoid  repetition  of  Ellis  County  election."   (D-463.) 

Letter  L.  R.  (or  L.  T.)  Callaway,  Corsicana,  Texas,  to  S.  T.  Morgan, 
Dallas  Brewery,  June  13,  1907:    (Rayner  is  a  negro  preacher.) 

"J.  B.  Rayner  is  here  helping  us,  and  he  is  patriotic  enough  not 
to  make  any  specific  charges  for  his  labors;  he  leaves  his  wages  to  us. 
1  believe  he  can  do  us  some  good  in  Collin  County."    (D-468.) 

Reply  to  above,  6-14-07,  is  as  follows: 

"Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  13th  inst.,  will  state  that  I  under- 
stand a  petition  has  been  filed  for  a  local  option  election  in  Collin 
County,    but    that    the    Commissioners'    Court    has    not    as    yet    acted. 
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Should  the  election  be  called  I  will  be  glad  to  refer  Mr.  J.  B.  Rayner 
to  the  campaign  committee  with  your  recommendations. 

"Hoping  that  you  will  win  tomorrow,  and  thanking  yourself  and 
other  good  friends  for  the  great  interest  you  have  taken  in  the  election, 
I  beg  to  remain."    (D-472.) 

Letter  S.  T.  Morgan  to  B.  Adoue,  6-14-07,  is  as  follows  (excerpt) : 

"Your  letter  14th  received.  I  am  pleased  to  read  'I  would  like  to 
see  Collin  County  in  the  wet  column  etc'  If  the  election  is  called  the 
antis  can  win  and  will  carry  the  election  if  properly  handled.  I  have 
learned  a  thing  or  two  during  the  past  three  years  relative  to  managing 
elections — and  Paget  is  now  a  much  better  worker;  he  has  been  edu- 
cated."   (D-477.) 

Letter  Dallas  Brewery  to  J.  B.  Rayner,  a  negro  preacher  at  Cal- 
vert, Texas,  6-20-07 : 

"Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.  will  state  that  we  believe 
it  will  be  better  for  you  to  write  direct  to  the  anti-prohibition  com- 
mittee at  McKinney,  Texas,  as  we  understand  the  committee  does  not 
want  any  outside  interference;  hence  we  would  not  feel  like  'butting' 
in  unless  requested  by  the  committee."    (D-483.) 

Rayner  replied  to  next  above  on  June  22,  1907,  as  follows: 

"I  am  always  glad  when  I  can  help  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association. 
These  citizens'  committees,  recently  organized  to  oppose  the  bigotry 
of  prohibition,  'does  not  want  any  outside  interference,'  because  they 
want  plenary  powers  to  handle  somebody's  money.  I  will  help  you 
whenever  you  need  my  services."  (  D-483.) 

Letter  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  to  B.  Adoue,  6-25-07,  is-  as 
follows: 

"Concerning  further  the  Collin  County  election,  .will  state  that 
Mr.  Stevens  was  in  McKinney  last  Friday  or  Saturday,  and  from  his 
report  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  we  have  little,  if  any,  show  to  win. 
Mr.  Stevens  says  that  the  parties  whose  names  I  gave  you  took 
part  in  getting  up  the  petition,  still  they  don't  seem  to  be  in- 
clined to  an  active  part  in  the  election,  and  that  most  all  of  them 
are  inclined  to  stay  in  the  background.  If  they  hold  to  this  plan  of 
making  the  campaign  I  believe  you  will  agree  with  me  when  I  say  it 
will  be  foolishness  to  spend  much  money  in  the  county.  Mr.  Stevens 
?nd  myself  will  keep  in  touch  with  the  campaign,  and  if  the  proper 
parties  will  come  to  the  front  and  take  the  matter  in  hand  we  will 
assist,  otherwise  there  will  be  no  use  to  get  mixed  up  with  a  losing 
proposition."    (D-490.) 

Reply  to  the  above  is  as  follows,  6-27-07: 

"Your  letter  of  yesterday  received,  and  its  contents  are  in  full 
accord  with  the  report  made  by  Mr.  Paget.  The  callers  of  the  election 
expected  that  somebody  else  would  do  the  work. 
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''Llr.  Fa^ot  told  tlicm  what  they  had  to  qo  in  plain  language,  and 
unless  they  follow  his  advice  we  are  entirely  out  of  the  campaign.  The 
antis  cannot  win  under  the  present  conditions,  but  could  probably  carry 
the  election  if  leading  citizens  would  make  the  fight  like  it  was  done 
in  Navarro  and  Freestone  Counties. 

"The  election  is  17  days  off,  and  we  are  going  to  encourage  the 
antis  by  supplying  literature  and  moral  support,  but  they  must  come 
cut  in  the  open  to  win,  and  they  may  do  it  yet."    (D-491.) 

Excerpt  from  report  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  July  4,  1907,  is  as 
follows: 

"An  election  was  called  in  Collin  County  and  after  a  thorough 
investigation  believe  it  is  a  prohibition  trick  to  hold  the  county  two 
more  years.  In  fact,  Rankin  almost  admits  as  much.  At  all  events 
your  association  is  advised  not  to  spend  a  dollar  in  the  county."  (G-123.) 

Excerpt  from  report  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  August  3,  1907: 

"The  Collin  County  election  went  as  my  last  report  indicated, 
'dry.'  There  was  never  a  moment  when  the  antis  had  any  chance  to 
win.  It  was  an  attempt  at  'graft'  pure  and  simple,  but  it  did  not  work.. 
Your  association  took  no  part  in  it  and  contributed  nothing,  not  even 
literature  or  a  speaker."    (S-3432.) 

COLORADO  COUNTY. 

1903. 

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association  to  J.  E.  Causey,  Eagle 
Lake,  6-25-03: 

"Your  letter  of  the  19th  inst.  addressed  to  the  Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing  Association  has  been  referred  to  us,  and  which  we  herewith 
beg  to  return  enclosed. 

"We  regret  that  there  will  be  a  prohibition  election  held  in  your 
county,  and  would  advise  that  you  use  every  effort  in  preventing  a 
sufficient  number  of  signers  going  on  the  petition  in  order  that  the 
petition  will  be  delayed  as  long  as  possible  before  it  is  presented  to 
the  Commissioners'  Court. 

"If  an  election  is  ordered,  we  advise  that  the  saloon  men  use  every 
effort  to  get  the  prominent  men  of  the  county  to  assist  in  making  the 
fight,  as  our  experience  has  shown  that  if  the  fight  is  made  only  by 
the  saloon  men  it  has  not  proven  successful.  The  present  crazy  wave 
that  has  become  so  very  popular  in  this  State  cannot  be  checked  by 
the  people  who  are  in  the  liquor  business,  but  the  fight  has  to  be  made 
by  prominent  men  of  the  different  counties  who  oppose  this  fanatical 
idea  of  the  prohibitionists. 

"In  every  instance  where  prohibition  won  they  have  used  unfair 
means  by  putting  their  wives  and  daughters  at  the  ballot  boxes  and 
prevented  the  voters  from  exercising  their  rights  and  privileges,  and 
unless  the  officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  the  laws  are  enforced 
will  enforce  the  law  in  the  same  manner  against  the  women  as  they 
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clo  against  the  men,  the  chances  of  winning  out  ought  to  be  favorable, 
but  it  has  been  shown  of  late  that  the  officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  see 
the  laws  enforced  on  the  day  of  election  generally  find  that  their  duty 
calls  them  elsewhere. 

"The  breweries  of  this  State  contemplate  having  a  meeting  in  the 
very  near  future  for  the  purpose  of  adopting  some  plan  by  which  the 
antis  will  have  a  fair  show  at  these  elections  and  as  soon  as  the  meeting 
is  held  no  doubt  a  representative  will  visit  your  locality  for  the  purpose 
of  organizing  and  adopting  a  line  of  action."  (ABA-885.) 

COMANCHE  COUNTY. 

1909. 
(See  T-240.) 

Report  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  May  1st,  1909: 

"By  your  instructions  I  went  to  Comanche  County  and  beg  to  re- 
port result. 

"You  will  remember  that  about  five  weeks  ago  I  went  up  and 
tried  to  prevent  the  presenting  of  the  petition  which  was  then  in  the 
hands  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Payne.  So  far  as  he  was  concerned  he  refused  to 
present  it,  but  Messrs.  Blue,  Calloway  and  the  Atwood  brothers,  all 
either  ex-saloon  or  'frosty'  men,  put  the  petition  in  and  the  election 
;s  ordered  for  the  5th  inst. 

"I  did  not  then  think,  nor  do  I  now,  that  there  is  a  winning  in 
sight,  but  they  claim  they  will  win  by  100  majority.  I  place  it  at  150 
the  other  way. 

"When  I  was  in  Comanche  on  my  first  visit  there  had  been  no 
rain  since  the  early  part  of  November  last.  I  looked  for  a  heavy  vote 
to  be  polled.  Within  the  past  three  weeks  they  have  had  copious  rains 
and  a  destructive  cyclone  within  22  miles  of  Comanche  city.  The  farm- 
ers are  busy  putting  in  crops — some  even  work  by  moonlight — the  vote 
will  be  small.  DeLeon  and  Sipe  Springs  are  very  much  pro  and  will  roll 
up  a  pro  majority.    Comanche  is  likely  to  go  wet  or  'split'  even. 

"I  have  been  to  all  these  places.  Bailey  and  anti-Bailey  cuts  a  wide 
figure  in  this  election.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  men  that  ran 
for  the  Legislature  took  issue  on  the  question  and  a  few  weeks  after 
the  election  one  shot  the  other  down  on  the  street. 

"This  was  the  reason  alleged  for  a  still  hunt.  The  feelings  of 
both  parties  are  deep,  but  suppressed,  and  the  antis  fear  a  'flare  up' 
if  they  fought  in  the  open.  We  sent  them  large  quantities  of  literature, 
which  they  industriously  distributed,  and  advised  them  the  best  we 
could  as  to  the  manner  of  procedure. 

"Not  a  dollar,  outside  the  literature,  the  money  paid  for  the  poll 
tax  list  of  the  county  and  making  ten  copies  of  same,  has  been  spent 
in  the  county.  But  there  is  an  agreement  that  if  the  county  goes  wet 
they  will  be  reimbursed  to  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $500,  which  I  fear  is 
a  safe  proposition. 

"In  respecting  their  motives  for  a  quiet  campaign  •!  was  careful 
not  to  be  at  all  conspicuous,  and  outside  of  the  parties  named  my  two 
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visits  to  Comanche  and  other  sections  of  the  county  are  not  known. 

"I  could  go  deeply  into  the  pros  and  cons  of  this  contest,  but  the 
foregoing  is  enough  to  show  the  general  direction  of  things. 

"Summed  up,  the  vote  cast  will  be  light.  The  majority  either  way 
will  be  correspondingly  light.  I  figured  on  my  last  visit  on  a  large 
pro  majoritv,  but  since  things  have  changed."    (S-5416.) 

(See  T-1249-50,   1266,   1270.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  O. 
Paget,  5-16-09: 

"As  to  Comanche,  we  are  informed  by  people  who  are  in  position 
to  and  should  know  that  a  figfrt  there  would  be  a  hopeless  one." 
(S-5452.) 

Excerpt  from  report  of  Paget  to  Adoue,  6-3-09: 

"Comanche  County — When  the  subject  of  an  election,  called  by  the 
antis,  was  first  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  office  in  the  latter 
part  of  April,  I  went  up  there  and  looked  over  the  situation.  I  did 
not  see  much  hopes  of  success.  Everything  was  against  us.  There  had 
been  no  rain  since  last  November  and  discouragement  was  everywhere. 
The  preacher  and  revivalist  were  at  work  and  I  looked  for  a  large  pro 
majority.  The  petition  had  numerous  signers  and  was  in  the  hands 
cf  an  ex-County  Commissioner,  one  J.  B.  Payne,  who  had  been  a 
pro,  but  saw  the  fallacy  of  it.  He  saw  the  thousands  of  dollars  going 
out  of  the  county  for  whiskey  and  desired  a  change.  He  agreed  that 
the  time  was  not  propitious  and  withdrew  the  petition.  Messrs.  Blue, 
Calloway  and  the  Atwood  brothers  are  all  ex-saloon  men,  and  some 
impatient  farmers  presented  the  petition  and  the  election  was  called. 
The  office  sent  them  literature,  etc.,  and  as  they  decided  on  a  still 
hunt  campaign  were  not  interfered  with.  Bailey  and  anti-Bailey  is  the 
most  prominent  feature  in  Comanche.  The  Representatives  ran  on  that 
ticket  and  feuds  sprang  up.  When  the  county  election  was  over  and 
candidate  elected,  he  shot  and  killed  his  opponent  on  the  street  at 
Comanche.  The  fires  are  now  smoldering  and  the  antis  feared  that 
a  vigorous  campaign  on  their  part  would  provoke  strife.  Outside  the 
local  preachers  and  a  few  weak  importations  the  pros  have  done  noth- 
ing. The  antis  are  at  work  silently  in  every  voting  box  in  the  county. 
So  confident  are  they  of  winning  that  they  are  financing  the  election 
themselves — not  one  dollar  contribution  from  any  source,  but  if  they 
carry  the  county  they  are  to  get  a  little  help."    (S-5503-4.) 

COOKE  COUNTY. 

1902. 

On  5-21-02  S.  T.  Morgan  writes  to  Otto  Koehler  at  San  Antonio  with 
reference  to  local  option  elections  in  general  and  Cooke  County  in 
particular,  as  follows: 

"Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  20th  inst.  beg  ,to  advise  you  that 
I  am  today  writing  all  the  breweries  relative  to  additional  funds  needed 
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by  our  organization,  and  I  now  hand  you  herewith  copy  of  letter. 

"If  the  members  do  not  respond  promptly  I  will  write  them  again 
in  a  few  days,  as  it  is  very  neseccasy  that  we  make  strong  and  successful 
fights  in  all  the  counties  in  which  elections  have  been  ordered,  and  to 
do  this  you  know  it  takes  money. 

"We  now  have  three  general  organizers  in  the  field,  and  expect 
to  secure  the  services  of  several  more  in  the  next  few  days.  These 
men,  together  with  the  local  campaign  manager,  we  think  can  get  our 
forces  thoroughly  organized  in  time  to  get  the  desired  results. 

"The  brewers  and  wholesale  liquor  dealers  were  instructed  to 
send  all  communications  concerning  elections  to  Mr.  Wahrmund  and 
myself  who  would  refer  same  to  Mr.  J.  W.  Riggins  of  Waco,  and  I 
would  suggest  that  if  anything  comes  up  in  your  section  that  requires 
attention  that  you  take  same  up  direct  with  Mr.  Riggins,  or  do  in  the 
case  whatever  you  think  necessary. 

"In  regard  to  donations  and  other  expenditures,  will  say  that 
with  your  approval  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  to  wait  on  the  execu- 
tive committee,  as  I  know  whatever  you  see  proper  to  do  will  have 
their  approval,  and  should  any  of  the  counties  in  your  section  of  the 
State  need  funds  advise  me  the  amount  you  think  necessary  and  I 
will  send  draft. 

"We  gave  to  Cooke  County  $1,000  on  account  of  it  being  a  large 
county  and  the  first  to  vote,  but  we  are  holding  the  others  down  to 
$500  and  less,  and  where  the  election  is  only  for  a  precinct  we  give 
one  to  two  hundred  dollars. 

"We  are  having  the  local  manager  to  work  strongly  on  the  saloon 
and  business  men  in  their  respective  counties  for  funds,  and  in  this 
way  we  hope  to  get  the  burden  well  divided. 

"I  will  keep  you  advised  how  matters  are  progressing  in  this 
section,  and  I  ask  that  whenever  I  can  serve  you  in  any  way,  that  you 
command  me."      (S-294.) 

Mr.  S.  T.  Morgan  having  referred  Mr.  Koehler's  letter  of  May  — , 
1902,  to  Max  Eppstein,  the  latter  writes  Mr.  Koehler  on  May  31,  1902: 

"We  have  considered  in  this  section  that  a  contribution  of  $500 
to  a  county  was  about  all  that  we  could  afford  to  give.  In  two  coun- 
ties, however,  namely,  Cooke  County  and  Hill  County,  which  are  large 
and  very  populous  counties,  we  have  overstepped  that  mark  and 
given  more.  We  have,  however,  assisted  these  counties  up  here  by 
sending  our  speakers  into  them  and  furnishing  them  campaign  litera- 
ture." "(S-322.)      (See  T-240.) 

1905. 

On  Aug.  9,  1905,  Otto  Wahrmund,  writing  to  B.  Adoue,  calls  atten- 
tion to  an  election  called  in  Cooke  County,  and  declares  his  intention 
cf  participating  therein,  saying: 

"I  beg  to  advise  that  the  prohibitionists  of  Cooke  County  have 
gotten  up  a  petition,  which  I  understand  has  the  required  number  of 
signatures,  which  will  be  presented  to  the  County  Commissioners  for 
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action  on  the  14th  inst.,  and  the  impression  prevails  generally  that  the 
election  will  be   ordered. 

"We  are  doing  a  splendid  business  in  that  county  and  vicinity,  and 
are  more  directly  interested  in  this  matter  than  all  of  the  rest  of  the 
breweries  put  together,  and  we  would  lose  a  great  deal  of  business  if 
voted  out,  and  I  shall  leave  nothing  undone  to  prevent  this! 

"I  have  had  pretty  good  success  in  other  elections  that  I  have 
handled  in  conjunction  with  people  of  experience  in  these  matters, 
and  it  is  my  intention  to  give  this  county  special  attention.  I  have  two 
(2)  parties,  friends  of  ours,  who  are  well  posted  and  experienced  in 
matters  of  this  kind,  and  they  will  be  on  the  ground  in  the  next  day  or 
so  to  investigate  separately,  to  hear,  feel  and  see  all  that  they  possibly 
can,  and  then  report  to  me. 

"Under  the  circumstances,  I  kindly  ask  that  no  one  from  our  asso- 
ciation be  sent  there  until  further  advised."     (S-2252.) 

And  on  Aug.  9,  1905,  E.  E.  Stephenson,  secretary  of  the  anti-pro- 
hibition organization  at  Gainesville,  Cook  County,  writes  O.   Paget: 

"Yours  of  yesterday,  addressed  to  O.  F.  Haley,  just  to  hand. 

"Yes,  we  are  to  have  another  prohibition  election  here,  and  I  here- 
with hand  you  clipping  from  paper  showing  what  they  have  done  so  far. 
As  you  will  note,  the  lists  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Commissioners' 
Court  on  14th  instant,  at  which  time  the  date  will  fee  set  for  the  election. 

"They  are  going  to  put  up  the  strongest  fight  they  are  capable 
of  this  time,  and  we  are  in  for  a  death  struggle  sure  enough. 

"Yes,  we  are  organized.  We  certainly  will  hail  with  delight  any- 
thing that  will  aid  us  in  our  organization,  and  will  be  grateful  indeed 
for  the  assistance  of  your  association. 

"We  need  literature  but  do  not  want  speakers. 

"One  thing  is  certain,  it  is  going  to  take  a  great  deal  of  hard  cash 
to  handle  our  matters  this  time,  and  financial  aid  is  needed  above  all 
else. 

"Please  keep  us  advised  as  to  your  whereabouts,  and  we  will  wire 
you  whta  date  to  be  here.  Our  chairman,  Mr.  William  Schwarz,  directs 
me  to  say  to  you  that  it  is  his  intention  to  call  a  meeting  for  next  Tues- 
day night,  15th  instant,  which  will  be  a  very  important  meeting,  as  we 
will  then  know  the  date  of  the  election,  and  will  conclude  matters  we 
had  up  before  our  meeting  last  night.  As  to  having  antis  from  the 
various  boxes  on  hand  on  that  occasion,  am  not  in  a  position  to 
promise,  but  believe  it  would  be  well  for  you  to  be  present  if  you  can. 
Kindly  let  us  know  your  views  in  the  matter  at  once,  and  greatly 
oblige."     (S-2253.) 

And  Mr.  Paget  answers  on  Aug.   11,  1905,  as  follows: 

"Your  valued  favor  of  the  9th  received.  The  Cooke  County  matter 
will  be  left  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Otto  Wahrmund  of  San  Antonio,  who 
believes  he  can  handle  the  situation  successfully  and  all  communica- 
tions relative  same  will  be  directed  to  him.  I  have  sent  him  samples 
of  literature,  which  no  doubt  he  will  send  to  you — the  literature  is  for 
free  distribution. 
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"Should  Mr.  Wahrmund  so  desire  I  will  come  up  to  your  county 
and  advise  with  you,  but  not  otherwise."     (S-2257.) 

Aug.  15,  1905,  O.  Paget  writes  to  Otto  Wahrmund: 

"I  beg  to  notify  you  (though  I  suppose  you  are  already  aware) 
that  the  election  in  Cook  County  has  been  called  for  the  9th  of  Sep- 
tember. 

"We  have  a  great  deal  of  necessary  literature,  such  as  forms  of 
affidavit  to  be  used  where  persons  have  lost  their  poll  tax  receipts, 
come  of  age,  coming  from  one  county  to  another  or  from  another  State 
into  Texas,  samples  of  election  tickets — all  of  which  will  be  necessary 
for  conducting  an  election  according  to  law  and  successfully.  All  of 
v/hich  are  at  your  service.  Should  you  desire  speakers,  we  have  some 
that  we  can  furnish."     (S-2267.) 

In  a  letter  to  O.  F.  Haley,  Gainesville,  of  Aug.  16,  1905,  Otto  Wahr- 
mund promises  assistance  in  the  election  and  sends  literature,  saying: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  15th  inst.,  signed 
by  yourself  and  the  balance  of  the  executive  committee,  and  note  care- 
fully contents.  I  desire  to  state  now  that  we  are  going  to  aid  you  in 
every  way  that  we  can  consistently,  and  do  all  and  everything  in  our 
power  to  help  you  win  this  fight,  for  we  appreciate  the  situation  to  a 
nicety ! 

"I  am  sending  you  under  separate  cover  samples  of  some  litera- 
ture that  our  educational  bureau  is  getting  out  and  disseminating  and 
I  am  also  writing  them  today  to  send  you  a  liberal  supply  of  everything 
that  they  have  on  hand  in  this  line,  but  I  beg  to  suggest  that  you  have 
some  committee  appointed  to  censor  carefully  all  this  literature  before 
the  same  is  given  out  to  the  voters,  for  what  would  have  a  splendid 
effect  in  one  community  might  mean  death  in  another,  a  fact  which 
you  will  no  doubt  appreciate. 

"As  stated,  I  will  do  everything  that  I  can  to  aid  you,  and  with 
this  object  in  view,  I  will  have  our  Mr.  Moede  leave  here  tomorrow 
night,  in  order  to  be  with  you  Friday,  and  he  will  then  confer  with  you 
and  other  friends  that  are  interested,  size  up  the  situation,  etc.,  see 
what  is  necessary,  and  report  back  to  me,  and  I  will  then  take  further 
action,  and  I  shall  be  only  too  glad  to  do  everything  that  I  can  possibly 
do  to  help  you  in  winning  your  fight!"     (S-2273.) 

Aug.  18,  1905,  O.  Paget  sends  to  Cooke  County  samples  of  litera- 
ture and  promises  to  send  any  amount  desired.  On  said  date  he 
writes  O.   F.  Haley,  Gainesville: 

"By  request  of  Otto  Wahrmund  of  San  Antonio  I  send  you  here- 
with samples  of  literature  which  are  at  your  disposal.  If  you  will  kindly 
look  over  same  and  see  what  is  appropriate  for  Cooke  County  and 
notify  me  by  mail  or  wire  the  quantity  of  each  kind  you  want,  same 
will  be  sent  to  you  immediately  by  express  free  of  expense."     (S-2280.) , 

And  on  Aug.  18,  1905,  O.  Paget  writes  to  Otto  Wahrmund  with 
reference  to  literature  for  Cooke  County: 
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"Your  telegram  to  Mr.  Adoue  handed  me  for  action.  In  reply 
thereto  will  say  the  literature  of  which  I  sent  you  samples  is  not  all 
appropriate  for  Cooke  County.  Some  is — some  is  not — it  is  so  in  every 
county  and  that  is  why  we  send  samples  before  sending  it  in.  I  will, 
therefore,  send  this  day  samples  of  literature  to  Mr.  Haley.  I  enclose 
you  a  copy  of  letter  to  him  and  remain,  etc."     (S-2281.) 

To  which  Mr.  Wahrmund  replies  on  Aug.  19,  1905,  as  follows: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  18th  inst.  and  thank  you  for 
kind  attention. 

"I  realize  that  all  of  the  literature  is  not  suitable  or  appropriate 
for  Cooke  County,  for  what  will  do  good  in  one  county  is  poison  in 
another,  and  for  that  reason  I  have  suggested  to  those  interested  and 
especially  to  Mr.  Haley,  to  have  a  committee  appointed  to  censor  every- 
thing before  permitting  distribution,  and  this,  I  feel  sure  will  be  done." 
(S-2286.) 

On  Aug.  19,  1905,  Walter  Gresham,  Galveston,  writes  Otto  Wahr- 
mund referring  to  the  Cooke  County  election: 

"Stafford  reports  that  a  large  committee  of  business  men  or- 
ganized in  Cooke  County  in  behalf  of  the  antis.  He  seems  quite  san- 
guine that  we,  by  proper  management,  can  carry  that  county.  What 
is  your  report  from  that  county?"     (S-2290.) 

Aug.  21,  1905,  Otto  Wahrmund  writes  O.  Paget: 

"I  had  a  long  interview  yesterday  with  Messrs.  Schramm  and  King, 
and  I  am  writing  Col.  Gresham  today,  and  will  state  that  our  friends 
there,  as  in  Cooke  County,  do  not  want  anything  especially  from  our 
association."     (S-2297.) 

Wahrmund's  brewery  is  willing  to  contribute  to  the  election  fund 
in  this  county  and  assist  in  other  respects.  In  a  letter  of  Aug.  21,  1905, 
to  O.  F.  Haley,  Gainesville,  Mr.  Wahrmund  writes: 

"I  beg  to  advise  that  our  Mr.  Moede,  traveling  representative,  has 
returned  and  submitted  his  report  on  the  conditions  there,  and  from 
all  that  he  was  able  to  see  and  hear,  it  would  seem  that  we  have  a  good 
chance  of  winning  the  election. 

"If  there  is  anything  that  our  educational  bureau  can  do  for  you, 
in  the  way  of  speakers,  literature  or  anything  else,  please  let  me  know, 
as  it  is  our  desire  to  help  you  in  every  way  that  we  possibly  can. 

"I  realize  also  that  there  is  always  more  or  less  expense  connected 
with  the  conduct  of  a  campaign  of  this  kind,  and  we  will  contribute 
to  the  extent  of  $500,  if  necessary,  which  amount  we  can  send  you  in 
the  shape  of  exchange,  or  you  may  deduct  from  the  amount  of  your 
next  remittance,  as  you  may  prefer."     (S-2301.) 

On  the  same  date,  8-21-05,  Otto  Wahrmund  writes  Col.  Walter 
Gresham  at  Galveston  as  follows: 

"Since  writing  you  this  morning,  beg  to  advise  that  Mr.  Moede,  one 
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of  our  traveling  representatives,  returned  from  Gainesville,  Texas, 
where  he  was  partially  on  business,  also  to  see,  observe  and  report  as 
to  election  conditions  at  that  place,  and  from  what  he  could  learn,  and 
he  came  in  contact  with  a  great  many  people,  we  have  a  very  favorable 
chance  to  win  the  election! 

"I  am  writing  a  letter  to  Mr.  O.  F.  Haley  today.  He  is  a  strong 
and  capable  man  there,  and  has  been  handling  our  product  in  carload 
lots,  and  have  asked  him  if  we  could  render  any  assistance  in  the  way 
of  speakers,  literature,  etc.,  and  will  keep  you  advised.  We  have  already 
extended  to  them  financial  aid."     (S-2303.) 

On  Aug.  22,  1905,  O.  F.  Haley  writes  the  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association: 

"Your  Mr.  Moede  was  with  us  on  18th  and  19th  instant  and  went 
over  the  ground  thoroughly,  and  we  are  sure  told  you  all  the  ins  and 
outs  of  our  fight  here.  We  are  putting  up  the  fight  of  our  lives,  for 
our  lives,  and  have  every  assurance  of  being  victorious.  We  certainly 
appreciate  your  kind  offer  of  assistance,  and  certainly  appreciate  your 
sending  Mr.  Moede  here  to  look  over  the  situation  personally.  We  wish 
to  state  that  your  offer  of  financial  aid  is  hailed  with  delight,  and  we 
know  that  you  will  do  the  proper  thing  that  way.  That's  what  is 
needed,  money,  for  we  are  going  in  the  race  with  the  determination  of 
winning,  and,  as  you  know,  in  order  to  keep  in  the  lead  from  the  fall 
of  the  flag  to  the  judges'  stand,  and  there  be  proclaimed  the  winner, 
v/ill  cost  a  merry  penny,  and  we  must  be  ready  with  it  at  all  times  and 
places. 

"Relative  to  your  offer  to  furnish  speakers,  beg  to  state  that  it  is 
not  our  intention  to  use  speakers,  but  if  we  should  later  on  decide 
it  best  to.  do  so  will  advise  you.  We  will  be  thankful  at  any  and  all 
times  to  receive  suggestions  from  you,  and  your  wise  counsel  is  solicited. 

"It  is  not  necessary  to  detain  you  with  a  lengthy  letter  on  this  sub- 
ject for  Mr.  Moede  is  well  able  to  give  you  all  the  information  you  may 
desire,  for  he  has  the  situation  down  to  a  nicety."  (S-2304-2305.)  (See 
T-402.) 

Aug.  23,  1905,  Mr.  Otto  Wahrmund  writes  to  G.  A.  Heilig  at 
LaGrange,  Texas,  the  following: 

"I  beg  to  advise  that  I  have  had  a  conference  with  Friend  Bauer  in 
regard  to  the  local  option  election  in  Cooke  County,  to  be  held  on  Sep- 
tember the  9th.  If  we  lose  Cooke  County,  we  lose  a  whole  lot,  but  the 
result  would  be  an  election  in  Tarrant  County  which  means  Fort  Worth 
and  Dallas,  both  of  which  places  are  in  great  danger,  for  the  moral 
effect  of  our  defeat  would  cause  it  to  spread  like  wild  fire! 

"Mr.  Bauer  has  requested  me  to  write  you  that  he  would  leave  here 
on  the  7th  inst.  and  stop  over  a  day  at  Gainesville,  in  order  to  meet 
some  of  the  people  there  and  impress  on  them  the  great  danger,  also 
the  necessity  of  having  every  voter  that  is  opposed  to  prohibition  to 
be  on  hand  and  vote,  and  also  urge  his  neighbor  to  do  so.  Please  let 
me  hear  from  you."     (S-2313.) 
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Mr.  Otto  Wahrmund  invokes  the  aid  of  the  officers  of  the  Sons  of 
Hermann  of  Texas  and  also  of  a  Catholic  priest. 

Aug.  24,  1905,  he  writes  O.  F.  Haley,  Gainesville: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  22nd  inst.  and  ap- 
preciate contents. 

"I  am  trying  to  arrange  with  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Sons  of  Hermann  of  the  State  of  Texas,  an  organization  that  num- 
bers over  10,000  intelligent  people,  and  all  antis  from  a  'way-back.' 
They  are  going  to  attend  their  annual  meeting  which  will  take  place  at 
some  point  in  Minnesota  about  the  12th  prox.,  and  they  have  partially 
promised  me  to  stay  over  a  day  or  so  at  Gainesville  and  vicinity,  and 
have  a  talk  with  a  large  number  of  their  fellow  members  in  regard  to 
the  election.  While  there  is  no  doubt  as  to  their  feeling  and  sentiment, 
still,  a  little  inspiration  will  go  a  long  way! 

"I  am  also  trying  to  arrange  with  Father  Held,  a  Catholic  priest 
who  commands  a  great  deal  of  influence,  to  go  up  there,  if  he  can  pos- 
sibly spare  the  time,  and  with  people  like  this,  it  should  do  our  cause 
a  world  of  good!"     (S-2319.) 

And  again  on  Aug.  26,  1905,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association 
writes  to  O.  F.  Haley,  Gainesville: 

"I  have  pleasure  in  advising  you  that  the  Rev.  Barnaby  Held,  a 
Catholic  priest,  who  has  had  charge  of  quite  a  number  of  churches  in 
your  section,  has  volunteered  his  service  in  the  election,  and  is  ready 
to  go  and  help  all  that  he  can  at  any  time. 

"Kindly  give  me  the  names  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  citizens' 
committee  which  you  have  appointed  with  whom  I  may  have  him  confer 
when  he  comes. 

"Your  kind  and  prompt  attention,  will  oblige."     (S-2330.) 

On  8-28-05  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  O.  Paget: 

"Noting  and  appreciating  your  favor  of  the  26th  inst.  beg  to  state 
that  at  present  we  need  no  one,  either  in  Williamson  or  Cooke  County." 
(S-2335.) 

On  Aug.  28,  1905,  August  A.  Busch  &  Company  writes  to  Otto 
Wahrmund  making  inquiry  with  reference  to  this  Cooke  County  elec- 
tion, saying: 

"I  have  been  requested  by  the  citizens'  committees  from  both  Wil- 
liamson and  Cooke  Counties  to  donate  in  aid  of  local  option  election 
campaign  funds.  Learning  that  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association  had 
subscribed  $500  to  Williamson  County,  before  responding,  wrote  to  Mr. 
B.  Adoue  for  information,  who  by  letter  today  states  that  these  matters, 
Cooke  and  Williamson,  are  in  your  hands  and  that  I  should  communi- 
cate with  you.  Will  you  therefore  have  the  kindness  to  advise  me 
whether  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association  is  subscribing  from  the  funds 
of  the  association  or  are  the  individual  members  of  the  association  sub- 
scribing through  you? 
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"My  understanding  was,  when  I  last  met  you,  that  individual  brew- 
eries interested  in  the  trade  at  points  where  local  option  elections  were 
called  would  have  to  take  care  of  them.  But  certainly  if  the  association 
from  any  fund  in  their  hands  intends  to  donate,  why  it  will  be  paying 
twice  if  we  respond  to  these  calls  for  money. 

"Thanking  you  for  an  early  reply  am,  etc."     (S-2339.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association's  reply,  on  Aug.  29,  1905, 
to  the  above  letter,  is  as  follows: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  28th  inst.  and  note  contents. 
Replying,  beg  to  state  that  in  the  case  of  Williamson  County  it  was 
distinctly  understood,  and  I  so  informed  your  Mr.  King,  that  the  con- 
tribution therefor  would  be  taken  care  of  out  of  the  educational  fund  of 
the  Texas  Brewers'  Association. 

"As  to  Cooke  County,  beg  tc  state  that  I  wrote  Mr.  Haley  some 
time  ago  that  we  would  donate  to  the  extent  of  $500  if  necessary,  but 
had  no  positive  understanding  as  to  who  should  contribute  the  amount, 
and  I  have  received  no  reply  from  Mr.  Haley.  I  only  learned  recently 
that  you  were  interested  in  Gainesville,  so  I  am  writing  Mr.  Haley  again 
today,  and  will  advise  you  further,  as  to  this,  just  as  soon  as  I  have 
his  reply."     (S-2346.) 

The  letter  to  Mr.  Haley  from  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, 
spoken  of  in  above  letter,  dated  Aug.  29,  1905,  reads: 

"I  beg  to  address  you  again  in  regard  to  the  subscription  for  cam- 
paign fund  in  that  county.  You  will  recall  that  I  wrote  you  some  time 
ago  that  we  would  contribute  to  the  extent  of  $500  if  necessary,  but  as 
yet  have  not  been  favored  with  a  reply,  and  will  state  to  you  confi- 
dentially now  that  there  are  others  interested  in  knowing  what  we  sub- 
scribe, and  we  have  no  desire  to  take  any  advantage  of  others  that  are 
doing  business  in  the  town  of  Gainesville,  but  it  is  a  question  as  to 
whether  we  shall  subscribe  individually  as  brewers,  or  if  the  total 
s.mount  subscribed  shall  be  taken  care  of  by  the  educational  bureau  of 
the  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  and  this  includes  all  of  the  Texas  brew- 
ers, also  the  Busch  and  Lemp  people. 

"I  understand  now  that  the  Busch  people  are  represented  there, 
also  the  Fort  Worth  people,  and  as  stated,  inasmuch  as  I  have  no  desire 
to  take  advantage  in  any  way,  I  will  appreciate  it  if  you  will  kindly 
advise  me  what  each  one  of  the  breweries  represented  there  should  con- 
tribute, in  your  opinion,  to  the  campaign  fund.  I  will  appreciate  an 
early  reply,  and  thank  you  in  advance  for  the  favor."     (S-2344.) 

On  this  same  date,  8-29-05,  acknowledging  receipt  of  letter  from 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  with  reference  to  donation  to  Cooke 
County  election  expense,  O.  F.  Haley  of  Gainesville  writes  to  Mr. 
Wahrmund : 

"We  had  overlooked  not  having  formally  acknowledged  receipt  of 
your  valued  favor  of  21st  instant,  and  crave  your  pardon.  We  have 
talked  so  much  about  the  letter,  and  showed  same  to  so  many  where 
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we  knew  it  would  be  of  value  to  you  in  the  future,  and  having  made 
use  of  same  so  often  we  allowed  the  fact  of  not  having  formally  ac- 
knowledged receipt  thereof  to  escape  us.  Another  thing,  as  you  know 
on  occasions  of  this  kind  the  whole  thing  is  thrown  upon  the  shoulders 
of  one  or  two  to  handle,  and,  as  always  heretofore,  I  am  one  of  the 
lone  two  that  have  everything  to  attend  to,  and,  as  a  natural  conse- 
quence, I  sometimes  overlook  things  that  really  should  have  my  atten- 
tion. As  Mr.  Moede,  or  Mr.  Onion,  can  tell  you,  Mr.  William  Schwarz 
and  myself  are  supposed  to  attend  to  everything,  and,  of  course,  if 
everything  does  not  come  out  just  right  we  have  to  take  the  'cussing,' 
and  if  things  do  come  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  all,  then  it  was  'we-uns' 
what  done  it.    You  understand  how  such  things  go. 

"Now,  Col.  Wahrmund,  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  your  letter  before 
mentioned  was  thoroughly  appreciated,  and  the  contents  of  same  in 
keeping  with  the  reputation  of  the  writer  thereof — head  and  shoulders 
above  them  all!  Only  wish  we  had  a  few  more  of  your  kind  in  our 
Grand  Old  Texas,  then  there  would  be  no  such  thing  as  a  prohibition 
victory  anywhere  in  the  State  at  any  time! 

"Relative  to  the  manner  of  paying  your  subscription,  believe  it 
best  that  you  send  same  in  shape  of  your  check,  or  draft,  as  we  propose 
to  make  the  most  possible  out  of  same  advertising  way,  as  well  as 
handling  same  to  put  the  fanatics  in  the  scrap  pile.  Your  check  would 
show  up  fine,  and  would  have  a  salutary  effect  on  the  brethren  here 
in  getting  them  to  see  who  is  really  the  friends  of  the  cause. 

"Wish  to  state  that  I  think  all  your  suggestions  good,  and  will  at 
all  times  do  as  you  suggest,  and  handle  such  tools  as  you  put  in  my 
hands  in  the  manner  outlined  by  you,  and  know  that  same  will  have  a 
good  deal  to  do  with,  and  go  a  long  way  toward,  shaping  the  work  we 
have  in  hand  to  our  liking. 

"Again  assuring  you  of  our  deep  appreciation  of  your  work  in  our 
behalf,  and  further  assuring  you  that  we  will  do  our  very  all  to  make 
our  victory  be  a  glorious  one,  I  am,  very  truly. 

"P.  S. — We  were  directed  by  the  Texas  Brewing  Company  to  write 
to  Mr.  Adoue.  We  are  satisfied  for  you  to  have  charge,  and  more  than 
satisfied."     (S-2342.) 

To  which  letter  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  on  Aug.  30, 
1905,  made  the  following  reply: 

"I  am  just  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  29th  inst.  and  assuredly 
appreciate  greatly  the  very  kind  expressions  contained  in  your  letter! 
i  wired  you  immediately  and  now  beg  to  confirm  as  follows: 

"  'Do  not  reply  to  my  letter  of  yesterday  until  you  receive  my 
letter  written  today.' 

"And  in  further  relation  thereto,  beg  to  state  that  the  time  is  so 
short  that  we  will  subscribe  to  the  extent  of  $500,  for  which  I  beg  to 
hand  you  exchange  herewith,  which  I  trust  safely  and  timely  to  hand. 

"I  have  also  called  up  Mr.  Stevens  at  Dallas  and  have  spoken  to  him 
by  phone,  advising  that  we  had  subscribed  that  amount  individually, 
and  that  the  others  interested  were  privileged  to  subscribe  as  their 
interests  demanded  or  required.     You  will  readily  appreciate  the  fact 
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that  it  was  only  courtesy  on  my  part,  they  being  members  of  our  educa- 
tional bureau,  that  prompted  me  to  ask  for  the  information  which  I  did 
in  my  letter  of  yesterday,  with  a  view  of  apprising  them  in  turn,  and 
which  I  have  since  done,  as  stated,  by  phone. 

"Wishing  you  success  in  this  election  and  in  all  things,  and  again 
thanking  you  for  kindly  expressions,  believe  me,  etc."     (S-2350.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  requests  that  arrangements 
be  made  to  meet  Father  Held,  a  Catholic  priest,  at  Gainesville,  to  help 
in  the  local  option  election  of  Cooke  County.  On  Sept.  1,  1905,  the 
brewing  association  writes  O.  F.  Haley  of  Gainesville: 

"I  wrote  you  recently  asking  that  you  kindly  advise  me  the  names 
of  the  most  influential  of  the  citizens'  committee  to  whom  Father  Held 
should  report  when  he  gets  there,  but  I  have  not  yet  been  favored  with 
a  reply. 

"As  he  will  leave  here  Sunday  next,  I  will  appreciate  it  if  you  will 
wire  me  immediately  on  receipt  of  this  letter  the  name  of  the  best  or 
most  influential  of  the  citizens'  committee,  so  that  I  may,  in  turn,  have 
Father  Held  report  to  him. 

"Thanking  you  in  advance  for  the  courtesy,  and  hoping  that  you 
will  wire  me  without  fail,  I  beg  to  remain,  etc."     (S-2359.) 

Sept.  5,  1905,  O.  F.  Haley  acknowledges  receipt  of  the  $500  con- 
tribution to  the  Cooke  County  local  option  election,  and  writes  the  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association,  through  Otto  Wahrmund,  as  follows: 

"The  draft  for  $500  received  in  due  time,  and  same  placed  on  the 
subscription  list  to  the  credit  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association. 
Everyone  is  praising  you  and  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, 
and  the  subscription  will  certainly  prove  'bread  cast  upon  the  waters.' 
You  will  certainly  have  a  lot  to  do  with  our  victory  here,  and  I  fail  to 
find  words  in  my  vocabulary  to  sufficiently  praise  your  efforts.  I  have 
never  allowed  an  opportunity  to  pass  to  call  attention  to  what  you  have 
done,  and  what  you  are  doing,  to  cause  intelligence  to  win  a  victory 
over  fanaticism,  and  great  will  be  your  reward  when  our  victory  is 
announced! 

"They  have  all  their  big  ones  here  now,  and  are  bellowing  like  a 
lot  of  wild  bulls!  I  must  state  that  we  have  still  more  reasons  for  be- 
lieving that  we  will  win  than  when  I  last  wrote  you,  and  I  feel  confi- 
dent of  being  able  to  report  to  you  a  glorious  victory.  We  are  doing 
all  that  it  is  possible  to  be  done,  and  cannot  but  believe  that  we  are  to 
be  rewarded  for  our  earnest  effort  by  putting  the  calamity  howlers  out 
of  business  so  far  as  Cooke  County  is  concerned. 

"Again  assuring  you  of  deep  appreciation  of  your  efforts  in  behalf 
of  our  cause,  yours  truly,  etc."     (S-2366.) 

"N.  B. — Father  Held  just  this  minute  arrived." 

To  which  letter  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  on  Sept.  7, 
1905,  replied: 

"I  have  your  recent  favor,  for  which  I  thank  you!  From  reports 
which  I  received  from  Mr.  Onion,  he  is  of  the  same  opinion  as  you,  but 
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in  this  connection  beg  to  state  that  it  is  well  not  to  be  too  sure,  and 
to  try  our  utmost  until  the  contest  is  over! 

"I  firmly  believe  that  Father  Held  will  do  a  whole  lot  of  good,  and 
as  previously  advised,  I  also  have  some  very  particular  friends,  mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Sons  of  Hermann,  who  will  go  there, 
not  for  the  purpose  of  parading  themselves  as  anti-prohibitionists  in 
this  particular  fight,  but  as  being  opposed  to  the  enactment  of  all 
sumptuary  legislation,  Trw«  tb?t  ■'  n  any  manner  affect  or  curtail 
our  personal  liberty.  While,  as  I  stated  to  you  before,  these  people 
are  all  right,  still,  the  inspiration  of  their  presence  and  advice  will 
have  a  good  and  salutary  effect  on  a  great  many  of  the  anti  voters!" 
(S-2368.) 

The  antis  won  the  battle  in  Cooke  County,  and  on  9-10-05  O.  F. 
Haley  wires  from  Gainesville  to  Otto  Wahrmund  that: 

"A  battle  royal  from  start  to  finish.  Our  majority  15."  (S-2374.) 
(See  T-415.) 

And  on  the  same  day  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes 
Mr.  Haley: 

"I  beg  to  confirm  my  wire  of  even  date,  as  follows:  'Although  the 
majority  is  small,  still,  I  congratulate  you  on  your  great  victory  against 
fanaticism,  and  in  the  interest  of  personal  liberty!'"     (S-2374.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  Hon.  R.  N.  Stafford 
of  Mineola  on  Oct.  7,  1905,  calling  attention  to  the  victory  in  Cooke 
County,  as  follows: 

"Yes,  the  results  in  Bowie  and  Cooke  Counties  were  great  vic- 
tories! The  pros  calculated  their  majority  in  Cooke  at  not  less  than 
500,  and  then  ranged  all  the  way  up  to  1,500,  and  while  our  majority 
was  not  large,  still,  it  was  a  great  victory,  and  Bowie  as  much  if  not 
more  so!"     (S-2413.) 

1906. 

The  antis  in  the  year  1906  prepared  themselves  in  the  way  of  pro- 
curing poll  tax  receipts  in  Cooke  County,  as  witness  the  following  letter 
from  O.  F.  Haley  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  dated  Feb.  2,  1906: 

"Our  friend  completed  his  duties  and  departed  yesterday  morning, 
and  we  write  to  state  that  he  did  far  better  than  we  at  any  time  hoped 
for.  He  proved  to  be  much  more  than  we  thought  he  would,  and  when 
we  met  him  we  said  at  once  he  was  the  man  for  the  place.  His  work 
was  in  every  way  satisfactory,  and  there  was  never  one  single  question 
asked,  or  any  suspicion  aroused  in  any  way.  In  our  wildest  anticipa- 
tion we  could  not  have  framed  up  anything  to  equal  the  way  the  scheme 
terminated — it  was  beautiful.  We  cannot  say  enough  in  praise  of  our 
friend,  and  he  is  certainly  a  deserving  man,  and  will  at  all  times  have 
our  best  wishes. 

"In  settling  up  with  the  party  we  asked  him  what  his  expenses  were, 
and  he  advised  us  that  you  had  given  him  expense  money  before  leaving 
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there.  We  told  him  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  you  had  offered  to 
give  us  his  services  we  certainly  would  not  allow  you  to  pay  his  ex- 
penses also.  He  showed  us  where  his  outlay  for  expenses  while  here, 
and  back  and  forth  from  there,  was  $43.60,  and  we  gave  him  that 
amount  to  reimburse  him.  We  also  advanced  him  $45  for  his  personal 
account,  which  amount  you  will  take  into  consideration  when  settling 
up  finally  with  him. 

"In  the  beginning  we  set  the  number  at  200,  and  he  got  269!  We 
are  sending  you  copies  of  our  local  papers,  and  you  will  observe  that 
there  is  a  healthy  increase  in  the  number  this  year  over  that  of  last  year. 
We  have  watched  our  fences  carefully,  and  never  allowed  same  to  get 
down  any  place  along  the  line,  and  have  strengthened  it  very  materially 
in  places,  and  are  in  a  better  position  now  to  guard  our  rights  than  at 
any  time  heretofore.  We  have  not  relaxed  vigilance  for  a  moment,  nor 
allowed  interest  to  lag,  and  have  maintained  a  perfect  organization  of 
our  forces.  This  we  will  continue  to  do,  and  propose  to  be  found  with 
our  lamps  trimmed  and  lights  burning  brightly  any  time  they  happen 
to  call  upon  us. 

"The  269  we  secured  through  that  source,  and  in  addition  to  that 
gathered  in  a  goodly  number,  which  accounts  for  the  increase  over  last 
year  in  the  totals — at  least,  to  a  great  extent. 

"We  take  this  occasion  to  again  thank  you  for  the  kindness  and 
aid  extended  us  by  yourself  and  Mr.  Koehler,  and  want  you  both  to 
know  that  we  duly  appreciate  what  you  have  done.  Personally  we  wish 
to  state  that  it  has  never  been  our  pleasure  to  transact  business  with 
any  concern  or  set  of  people  so  uniformly  consistent. 

"Again  thanking  you  for  your  interest  manifested  in  our  behalf, 
in  addition  to  the  material  aid  given,  and  with  best  wishes  and  highest 
personal  regards,  we  are."     (S-2669.) 

Mr.  O.  F.  Haley  of  Gainesville  on  Nov.  30,  1906,  calls  on  the  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association  through  Otto  Wahrmund  for  a  rhan  to 
handle  the  poll  tax  situation  "like  before,"  saying: 

"We  want  a  man  to  handle  matters  for  us  here  like  before,  and  I 
write  to  ask  if  you  cannot  prevail  upon  our  friend  to  return  and  spend 
a  couple  of  months,  or  such  matter,  with  us.  We  had  rather  have  him 
than  anyone  else,  but  if  he  cannot  come,  then  we  ask  that  you  select 
someone  else  and  send  him  to  us  right  away.  We  want  to  get  at  that 
proposition  right  now,  and  will  not  wait  until  after  next  month  to  begin. 

"Now,  please  to  understand  that  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion has  already  done  many,  many  times  more  than  its  share,  and  you 
are  not  to  be  put  to  any  expense  whatever  this  time.  It  is  my  personal 
wish  that  you  desist  from  making  any  donation  whatever,  or  in  any 
manner  expending  any  money  at  this  point,  and  it  will  be  best  that 
you  do  not,  for  we  have  already  told  the  other  fellows  that  it  was  up 
to  them  to  do  something.  Anyway,  please  do  not  volunteer  any  as- 
sistance whatever,  unless  I  personally  ask  it  of  you. 

"Trusting  that  you  will  be  able  to  send  the  same  good  brother 
to  us,  and  with  best  wishes  and  highest  personal  regards,  I  am,  etc." 
(S-2912.) 
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1907. 

Another  local  option  election  was  called  in  Cooke  County  in  1907, 
and  on  Oct.  22,  1907,  O.  Paget  writes  the  Dallas  Brewery: 

"I  understand  that  there  has  been  a  prohibition  election  called  in 
Cooke  County.  Please  give  me  the  name  of  a  good  anti  with  whom  I 
could  get  into  communication.  If  they  are  going  to  have  a  'still  hunt' 
campaign  in  that  county  we  will  lose/'     (D-629.)     (See  T-896-923,925.) 

The  anti-prohibition  committee  at  Gainesville  call  on  the  Dallas 
Brewery  for  financial  aid  in  the  election  in  Cooke  County,  and  on  Oct. 
25,  1907,  write  to  said  brewery  as  follows: 

"A  prohibition  election  has  been  called  for  this  (Cooke)  county,  to 
be  held  Nov.  16th  next.  This  is  their  fourth  trial  at  this  county,  and 
if  we  defeat  them  we  are  sure  it  will  be  their  last;  the  last  election  was 
held  Sept.  9,  1905,  we  defeated  them  then  by  only  40,  but  had  been 
organized  only  a  few  weeks.  We  have  kept  up  our  organization  ever 
since,  having  the  same  executive  committee  and  officers,  and  are  now 
in  much  better  shape  for  the  fight  than  before.  We  need  money,  and 
with  financial  support  from  the  outside  like  we  had  last  time  we  will 
win  with  a  good  majority.  We  know  now  just  what  it  takes,  and  how 
to  best  use  the  funds.  We  told  you  before  that  we  knew  you  were 
called  upon  from  time  to  time  to  donate  for  purpose,  and  we  said  to 
you  then  that  we  would  not  take  your  money  if  we  were  not  sure  of 
success,  and  would  not  spend  your  money  in  a  losing  fight,  and  told 
you  your  donation  would  be  'bread  cast  upon  the  waters  to  return  to 
you  fourfold.'  We  now  make  that  statement  to  you  again,  and  assure 
you  that  we  need  the  money  now,  and  guarantee  that  it  will  be  used  to 
bring  abDut  the  right  result.  The  time  is  short  (Nov.  16th)  and  you 
will  please  let  us  hear  from  you  right  away,  and  make  your  donation  as 
large  as  you  possibly  can,  remembering  that  it  is  going  to  help  bring 
victory  to  the  cause  that  means  so  much  to  all  of  us. 

"Make  your  check  payable  to  O.  F.  Haley,  treasurer.  Thanking 
you  in  advance  for  doing  the  grand. 

"(Signed)  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE,

"O.  F.  HALEY,  Treasurer,

O.  Paget,  writing  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  on  Oct.  29,  1907,  reports 
on  the  Cooke  County  situation  as  follows: 

"I  have  just  got  back  to  Dallas  from  a  visit  to  Gainesville,  Cooke 
County. 

"That  county  ought  to  go  wet  with  a  good  majority,  if  properly 
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handled.  It  seems  that  some  of  the  men  want  a  still  hunt,  and  if  they 
depend  on  it  they  are  lost. 

"I  met  some  of  the  leading  antis  and  had  a  pleasant  talk  with 
them  and  gave  a  few  facts  and  experiences.  Mr.  O.  F.  Haley,  a  whole- 
saler, is  a  very  bright  politician,  and  has  a  good  grasp  of  the  situation. 
They  have  a  fine  local  organization,  and  are  amply  able  to  take  care 
of  themselves;  if  they  do  not  let  the  office-holders  or  seekers  with 
axes  to  grind  dominate  them. 

"Things  will  liven  up  in  a  few  days  and  they  will  agajn  send  for 
me.  They  have  been  given  all  the  literature  and  'experience'  neces- 
sary.    I  will  report  to  you  as  the  matter  progresses."     (S-3686.) 

And  again  on  Oct.  31,  1907,  O.  Paget  writes  to  Otto  Wahrmund 
that: 

"I  have  just  received  from  Gainesville  a  request  for  35,000  pieces 
of  literature,  which  I  will  send  promptly."    S-3691.) 

Nov.   18,   1907,  Otto  Wahrmund  wires  O.  F.  Haley  at  Gainesville: 

"A   great  victory!     Our  heartiest    congratulations!"      (S-3733.) 

And  on  the  same  date  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association 
writes  Mr.  Haley: 

"We  received  your  wire,  for  which  we  thank  you  very  much,  and 
confirm  ours  in  reply,  as  follows:  'A  great  victory!  Our  heartiest 
congratulations!'  which  we  now  repeat.  The  news  was  indeed  gratify- 
ing to  us,  not  alone  on  account  of  Cooke  County,  but  the  bearing 
that  it  will  have  on  other  places  in  the  State  and  the  liberal  element 
of  the  county  have  good  cause  for  congratulation.  It  was,  as  stated, 
a  case  of  'Greek  meeting  Greek'  and  under  your  able  generalship,  we 
won  the  battle!"     (S-3734.) 

O.  Paget,  in  his  report  to  B.  Adoue  for  November,  1907,  dated 
Dec.  7,  1907,  writes  as  follows: 

"November  has  been  a  banner  month  for  the  antis  of  Texas.  We 
carried  four  counties — one  of  which  (Cooke)  will  have  a  far-reaching 
effect;  in  fact,  it  has  had  already,  as  the  'Junior  Senator,'  Joe  Bailey, 
seeing  the  result  in  his  home  town  and  county,  has  in  a  public  speech 
practically  repudiated  the  doctrine  of  prohibition. 

"We  carried  in  succession  Cooke,  Tom  Green,  Wichita  and  Wil- 
liamson Counties.  In  each  and  all  the  business  element  were  put  in 
charge,  in  Wichita  it  was  close  but  decisive  and  when  it  is  remem- 
bered that  in  each  county  only  (practically)  the  county  seat  (except 
in  Williamson)  was  involved  in  the  result,  it  cannot  fail  to  impress 
you  in  the  change  of  public  sentiment. 

"Thousands  upon  thousands  of  pieces  of  literature  have  been  sent 
from  the  office  into  the  several  counties."     (H-898.)      (See  T-937.) 

1908. 

Poll  tax  receipts   are   receiving   attention   in    1908.     On  Jan.   20, 
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1908,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  Ollie  Haley,  Gaines- 
ville: 

"I  beg  to  advise  having  had  the  pleasure  of  a  call  this  morning 
from  our  mutual  friend,  Gen.  Hulen,  and  I  am  sure  from  what  I  can 
hear  that  with  your  help  especially,  and  that  of  other  good  friends,  that 
matters  in  your  section  will  be  so  arranged  as  to  give  them  the  desired 
results. 

"I  wish  that  you  would  be  good  enough  to  hand  Friend  B.  the 
sum  of  $200  for  which  amount  I  enclose  herewith  my  check."  (S-3845.) 

Replying  to  this  letter,  O.  F.  Haley  writes  Otto  Wahrmund  of 
date  Jan.  22,   1908,  as  follows: 

"Your  letter,  with  enclosure  as  stated,  received  in  due  time,  and 
I   today  gave  our  friend  B.  the  goods."     (S-3859.) 

And  on  Jan.  24,  1908,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes 
O.  F.  Haley  at  Gainesville: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  kind  favor  of  the  22nd  inst.,  and  desire 
to  thank  you  for  your  kind  and  prompt  attention  to  my  request!" 
(S-3866.) 

1910. 

On  April  21,  1910,  O.  F.  Haley  of  Gainesville,  Cooke  County,  writes 
Otto  Wahrmund: 

"Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  19th  in  which  you  inquire  if  the 
wholesale  as  well  as  the  retail  liquor  dealers  in  this  city  cannot  take 
care  of  the  political  situation.  In  reply  to  this  beg  to  advise  that  we 
have  been  taxed  very  severely  in  our  local  option  troubles  and  have 
since  November  been  compelled  to  raise  $4,000  to  be  used  for  this 
purpose  directly  and  indirectly,  so  you  can  readily  see  that  it  has 
worked  quite  a  hardship  on  us,  and  as  the  assistance  we  have  asked 
for  is  to  be  used  in  our  flotorial  race  which  embraces  the  counties  of 
Cooke,  Denton,  Wise  and  Tarrant;  we  are  taking  care  of  the  local 
option  matter  ourselves,  but  feel  that  you  should  render  us  some  aid 
in  the  other  matter  and  we  do  not  think  the  request  we  have  made  is 
unjust  or  unreasonable."     (S-6084.) 

May  2,  1910,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  O.  Paget, 
with  reference  to  Cooke  County: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  letter  from  our  representative  at  Gaines- 
ville, Texas,  Mr.  L.  R.  Bradley,  advising  that  they  are  circulating  a 
petition  there  for  local  option  election. 

"We  are  writing  him  today  for  further  particulars,  and  will  ad- 
dress you  again  just  as  soon  as  we  hear  from  the  gentleman."  (S-6103.) 

On  May  31,  1910,  O.  F.  Haley  of  Gainesville  writes  the  San  An- 
tonio Brewing  Association: 

"We  regret  to  inform  you  that  we  lost  in  the  local  option  election 
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here  Saturday  by  399  votes,  the  campaign  though  well   managed  and 
hard  fought  fell  before  a  landslide  for  the  pros."     (S-6158.) 

To  which  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied  on  June  3, 
1910,  as  follows: 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  31st  ult.,  beg  to  state  that  while  we 
appreciate  kind  advice  and  disposition  it  is  matter  of  regret  that  we 
lost  out.  As  previously  advised  we  never  had  much  confidence  in  the 
'still  hunts,'  still,  we  know  that  the  local  people  should  understand  the 
situation  better,  and  we  were  willing  to  defer  to  their  good  judgment. 
Well,  it  cannot  be  helped.  We  did  the  best  that  we  could,  and  have  to 
reconcile  ourselves  to  the  inevitable."     (S-6165.) 

1913. 

On  Nov.  3,  1913,  Dallas  Brewery  writes  E.  H.  Rierdon,  Gainesville, 
Texas: 

"We  note  what  you  say  about  your  county  voting  on  local  option, 
and  in  this  connection  would  suggest  that  before  an  election  is  called 
yourself  and  others  first  get  the  county  well  organized,  as  otherwise 
we  are  inclined  to  the  belief  that  you  would  not  be  successful;  that  is, 
from  our  experience  and  observation  the  antis  have  lost  most  of  the 
election  on  account  of  not  taking  sufficient  time  to  organize  before 
holding  an  election.  Should  an  election  be  called  we  wish  you  every 
success,  and  if  the  writer  can  be  of  any  assistance  we  trust  you  will 
not  hesitate  to  call  on  him."     (D-1358.) 

CORYELL  COUNTY. 

1906. 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  B.  Adoue  to  Zane  Cetti,  president  of  the 
Texas  Brewing  Company,  at  Fort  Worth,   11-24-06: 

"Local  option  elections.  There  are  now  seven  ordered.  Coryell, 
etc.,  *  *  *  which  means  plenty  of  work  and  expenses,  but  guided 
by  our  experience  in  Ellis  County  I  hope  to  obtain  better  results  with 
much  less  expense.  All  will  receive  the  very  best  attention  at  our 
command."     (T-715.) 

Excerpt  from  Paget's  report  to  Adoue  on  December   1,  1906: 

"Your  office  has  organized.  *  *  *  Coryell  is  being  looked 
after  by  Mr.  Luedde  up  to  the  present  writing."     (S-2914.) 

1909. 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  O.  Paget  to  Otto  Koehler,  5-17-09: 

"I  am  very  busy,  and  desire  to  add  the  information  that  *  *  * 
Coryell  *  *  *  have  called  election  since  I  wrote  you.  *  *  *  I 
will  take  up  the  matter  more  actively  and  discuss  the  new  plan  as  soon 
as  I  get  there."     (S-5458.)

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Excerpt  from  Paget's  report  to  B.  Adoue,  June  3,   1909: 

"Coryell  County — another  county  where  your  office  tried  to  keep 
off  calling  an  election  and  succeeded  for  over  two  months,  but  it 
was  finally  called  by  the  action  of  some  parties  in  Gatesville — there 
is  a  fighting  chance  in  the  county  and  if  it  were  not  for  the  Smith 
County  election  we  could  rally  our  forces  there  and  stand  a  good 
chance  of  winning.  It  will  be  a  hard  fight  but  it  is  not  possible  to 
predict  the  result."      (S-5503-5504.)      (See  T-1270.) 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  dated  Gatesville,  June 
8th,  1909: 

"Your  telegram  received  in  re  speaker  for  Berclair,  received  too 
late  to  get  out  of  this  town  when  there  is  only  one  train  daily.  Every 
vehicle  in  the  city  was  engaged  either  by  pro  or  anti  speakers — but  I 
managed  to  stop  the  doctor   (Lincoln)   at  Mexia. 

"I  will  not  at  this  time  hazard  any  prediction  as  to  how  the  county 
is  going.  There  is  a  chance  to  win — only  a  chance.  They  are  making 
a  clean  fight.  W.  B.  Davis  of  Waco,  who  is  acting  as  secretary,  is  the 
life  of  the  movement.  I  had  to  hire  him  to  come  here  as  there  was 
not  a  local  man  with  ability  to  handle  it. 

"I  enclose  two  more  endorsements  of  the  plan  of  campaign. 
Please  read  and  comment. 

"I  leave  today  for  Lamar  County."     (S-5520.) 

Excerpt  from  report  of  O.  Paget,  July  2nd,  1909: 

"Coryell  County — Contrary  to  the  advice  of  your  office  was 
brought  on  by  ex-saloon  men — the  writer  advised  that  not  a  dollar  be 
spent  there  nor  a  speaker  be  sent  in.  The  association  felt  that  as  they 
asked  for  aid  it  should  be  given.  A  fight  was  made  but  only  by  the 
people  we  sent  in — our  speakers  and  a  secretary — $500  was  contributed 
and  they  returned  $349.10  of  the  amount  .  If  it  were  not  for  the  moral 
effect  we  lost  nothing  in  Coryell  County."     (S-5499.) 

DALLAM  COUNTY. 

1909. 

Paget  to  O.  Koehler,  5-17-09: 

"I  am  very  busy  and  desire  to  add  the  information  that     *     *     * 
Dallam  County  has  called  election  since  I  wrote  you.     *     *     * 
"I  will  take  up  the  matter  more  actively,  etc."     (S-5458.) 

Excerpt  from  Paget's  report  to  B.  Adoue,  6-3-09: 

"The  election  in  Dalhart,  Dallam  County,  is  in  charge  of  Mrs. 
Morgan  of  Amarillo — we  are  giving  her  all  the  assistance  we  can. 
Dalhart  is  important  inasmuch  as  the  election  in  Amarillo  soon  to  be 
called  will  be  largely  affected  by  the  result  in  Dallam."  (S-5504.) 
(See  T-1272.) 

Excerpt  from  Paget's  report  to  Adoue,  7-2-09: 
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"Dallam  County — This  county  had  been  exploited  by  preachers, 
proselytes  and  anti-saloon  leaguers  till  the  people  were  stirred  up  into 
a  frenzy.    We  went  in  and  made  a  vigorous  defense  and  won."  (S-5498.) 

DALLAS  COUNTY. 

1903. 

An  election  in  Dallas  County  was  expected  during  1903.  Prepara- 
tions were  made  for  it  via  the  poll  tax  route,  etc.  On  1-23-03  E.  Epp- 
stein  &  Co.,  Dallas,  wholesale  liquor  dealers,  and  a  member  of  the 
Texas  Brewers'  Association,  wrote  the  following  letter  to  Otto  Wahr- 
mund,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"I  beg  to  own  receipt  of  your  recent  favor  and  am  pleased  to 
note  you  have  matters  in  good  shape.  I  trust  that  nothing  will  occur 
to  interrupt  the  progress  of  your  work  and  that  it  will  be  a  complete 
success,  as  we  cannot  afford  to  fail.  I  really  feel  that  if  we  can  have 
this  law  passed  as  we  have  it  outlined  it  will  stop  most  of  these  elec- 
tions, and  that  we  will  have  no  further  use  for  a  paid  organization 
and  consequently  save  future  expense. 

"I  called  Mr.  Paget  in  and  told  him  that  we  would  discontinue  all 
work  for  the  next  two  months,  and  also  cautioned  him  to  express  no 
views  in  regard  to  our  matters. 

"From  the  tenor  of  your  letter  I  inferred  that  you  could  get  along 
very  well  without  the  assistance  of  Fitzgerald  on  the  press  and  I  there- 
fore today  told  him  that  for  the  present  we  would  not  require  his  serv- 
ices. It  suited  him  very  well  to  remain  here,  as  we  have  a  local  cam- 
paign on  in  Dallas  County  and  he  will  possibly  take  part  in  it. 

"You  can  therefore  handle  the  press  as  you  see  fit.  It  might  be 
best  not  to  use  the  columns  of  the  papers  with  our  paid  matter,  but  to 
so  handle  that  department  of  work  from  Austin,  so  that  all  matter  will 
simply  go  in  as  news  items.  The  correspondents  of  the  papers  with 
whom  we  have  contracts  would  no  doubt,  if  properly  handled,  give  us 
all  the  space  we  want,  as  our  matter  will  be  matter  of  interest  to  the 
public,  and  our  arguments  unanswerable.  In  any  event,  so  that  there 
may  be  no  conflict.  I  will  do  absolutely  nothing  without  your  instruc- 
tions, and  should  you  at  any  time  conclude  you  want  the  services  of 
Fitzgerald,  we  can  get  it  on  short  notice. 

"We  are  going  to  have  a  lively  campaign  in  this  county,  and  hope 
to  win  strong  enough  to  make  an  impression  on  the  balance  of  the 

I  State  and  also  upon  the  Legislature. 
"We  are  also  going  to  show  a  good  example  to  other  counties  by 
not  asking  the  association  for  any  assistance. 
"Communities  from   now  on  must  be  taught  to  be  self-reliant."

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"I  have  your  favor  enclosing  newspaper  clippings  relative  to  the 
proposed  local  option  in  Tarrant  County  and  Dallas  County.  I  don't 
think  the  pros  will  have  any  trouble  to  secure  the  necessary  signatures 
numbering  250,  as  Tarrant  County  has  about  10,000  votes,  and  we  have 
about  15,000  votes.  Out  of  this  number  of  votes  it  is  an  easy  matter 
to  get  250  people  to  do  most  anything  one  might  petition  for,  and  I 
don't  believe  our  Commissioners'  Court  will  lend  themselves  to  the 
scheme  proposed.  That  is  to  agree  with  the  Commissioners'  Court  of 
Tarrant  County  and  the  pros  to  set  the  date  of  the  elections  in  both 
counties  on  the  same  date.  We  are  satisfied  that  we  can  win  in  this 
county  but  would  not  be  glad  to  see  an  election  called,  as  during  the 
time  that  same  was  pending  all  lines  of  business  would  be  greatly  dis- 
turbed. I  believe  the  conservative  pros  will  use  their  best  efforts  to 
keep  down  the  election,  but  in  view  of  the  small  number  of  signatures 
necessary  they  may  not  be  able  to  do  so.

"Under  such  conditions  there  must  be  some  reason — it  was  easily 
found.  A  local  Baptist  preacher  and  Anti-Saloon  Leaguer,  following 
instructions  from  headquarters  and  the  trouble  raiser,  John  Carney,  The 
Saloon  Must  Go'  faker,  stirred  up  the  community  and  Carney  got  60 
signers. 

"The  community  is  largely  German  and  Bohemian,  quiet  and 
industrious,  who  are  opposed  to  strife  and  contention,  but  there  are 
just  enough  non-tax-paying  busy-bodies  to  get  up  an  agitation. 

"I  made  a  short  talk  to  the  men  present  and  enlisted  their  good 
offices  and  good  will.  The  election  as  contemplated  is  illegal,  as  it 
onlv  includes  a  'voting  precinct,'  which  is  not  a  political  subdivision 
in  which  an  election  can  be  held,  includes  Richmond,  the  county  seat, 
and  where  the  saloons  are  run  in  defiance  of  all  law.  There  is  the 
danger. 

"Laid  out  a  plan  which  the  citizens  agreed  to  follow — and  will 
await  events. 

"Mr.  C.  W.  Baker,  the  American  beer  agent,  is  a  man  of  unusual 
ability  and  highly  respected;  stands  very  high  in  the  community."

Aug.  A.  Busch  &  Co.  of  Waco,  who  wrote  us  about  a  month  ago  that 
they  were  looking  after  the  election  in  that  town  and  if  successful 
expected  to  make  arrangements  for  the  sale  of  our  beers,  just  in- 
formed us  that  arrangements  had  been  perfected  by  them.  Under  the 
circumstances  we  must  let  them  take  care  of  the  business  in  that  town."

"In  reply  to  your  favor  of  the  13th  inst.  regarding  Teague,  we 
refer  to  our  respects  of  the  same  date,  in  which  we  informed  you  that 
Mr.  Luedde,  the  manager  of  the  Waco  branch  of  Aug.  A.  Busch  &  Co., 
had  been  figuring  on  supplying  the  trade  in  that  town  before  it  voted 
license.  In  fact,  he  was  instrumental  in  calling  the  election  for  that 
purpose  and  under  the  circumstances  it  is  only  proper  that  he  should 
have  the  care  of  that  trade.  We  can  only  assure  you  that  it  would 
have  been  just  as  satisfactory  to  us  if  our  beer  was  supplied  in  said 
town  through  you  and  are  rather  of  the  opinion  that  you  are  judging 
Mr.  Luedde  too  harshly  in  accusing  him  of  unfriendliness  towards 
your  association  and  showing  a  preference  for  the  Magnolia  people. 
In  a  letter  just  received  from  Mr.  Luedde  he  writes  as  follows: 

"  'We  have  had  a  man  watching  this  place  (Teague)  for  two  months.

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  19th,  and  are  pleased  to  note 
that  the  citizens  are  organizing  for  the  coming  campaign,  and  hope 
that  you  will  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  we  should  win  the  battle.

"Will  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  frequently  as  the  organization 
of  the  campaign  progresses,  and  would  be  glad  to  have  you  make  such 
suggestions  as  you  may  find  from  time  to  time  that  is  necessary  to 
be  done."

Letter  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  2-21-11: 

"I  desire  to  report  on  Fairfield,  Freestone  County.  It  is  another 
case  of  the  lawless  saloon  so  flagrantly  violating  all  the  laws  of  decency, 
that  the  antis  instigated  the  election,  and,  of  the  one  hundred  names 
on  the  petition  nearly  half  are  well-known  antis. 

"Here  are  the  FACTS — There  are  two  saloons  in  Farfield,  one 
is  conducted  by  A.  Winbourn  and  the  other  by  a  man  named  Jim  Casey. 
J  N.  Scott,  who  formerly  conducted  the  business  where  Casey  is,  got 
deeply  in  debt  to  the  Archinhold  people,  and  they  attached  him  and 
sold  him  out  and  put  Casey  in  his  place.  As  a  cotton  picker  with  a 
couple  of  years'  hard  practice  he  might  earn  a  pittance,  but  as  a  saloon 
man  he  is  a  flat  failure,  ignorant  and  lawless.  His  chief  offense  is 
that  he  has  a  pool  hall  attached  to  his  saloon  with  window  opening  into 
the  bar,  both  under  one  roof,  and  there  congregates  the  young,  law- 
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less  element  who  make  nights  hideous  and  when  weary  of  raising 
hades  in  the  house  go  out  and  shoot  up  the  town. 

"Do  you  blame  the  people  for  calling  a  local  option  election? 

"The  Winbourn  place  also  has  a  pool  hall  attachment,  but  it  is 
across  the  alley  and  has  no  physical  connection  with  the  saloon,  but 
drinks  are  carried  across.  It  is  not  nearly  so  bad  as  Casey's,  but  just 
bad  enough  to  be  a  nuisance.  Neither  man  is  fit  for  the  saloon  busi- 
ness. 

"The  City  Marshal  will  do  nothing  to  abate  the  trouble,  and  when- 
ever there  is  any  difficulty  the  new  Sheriff  always  has  a  sick  cow  or 
calf  down  at  his  farm.  And  add  to  these  offenses  that  they  have 
a  gang  of  negroes  who  pick  banjos  and  play  other  musical  instruments 
in  and  about  their  places.  They  sell  to  minors,  they  keep  open  when- 
ever they  please  and  do  as  they  please.  All  this  information  came 
from  our  friend  or  I  saw  myself. 

"I  interviewed  pro  and  anti — the  same  information  from  all.  One 
leading  anti  told  me  plainly  that  while  he  knew  the  voting  of  the 
precinct  dry  would  hurt  his  business  he  would  prefer  to  let  things  go 
and  quit  rather  than  have  things  continue  as  they  are. 

"Having  secured  all  the  information  possible  I  then  sought  the 
anti  chairman  of  the  county,  Hon.  Marion  Edwards,  late  County  At- 
torney, and  a  right  good  man  for  the  place.  True  he  was  defeated  for 
the  position  last  election,  but  he  has  not  lost  heart,  courage  not  interest. 
We  went  over  the  situation  carefully,  went  to  the  saloon  men  and 
tried  to  get  them  to  quit  the  pool  room  adjunct,  consolidate  and  re- 
move the  pools  from  the  vicinity  of  the  saloons,  but  did  not  gather 
much  comfort  from  our  work. 

"Mr.  Edwards  is  not  hopeless — he  thinks  it  might  be  won,  but  only 
on  the  promise  I  made  him,  viz:  If  the  precinct  goes  wet  the  saloons 
will  obey  the  law  or  quit.  If  he  can  get  our  anti  friends  convinced  of 
this  he  will  he  thinks,  and  on  this  basis  he  agreed  to  manage  the  cam- 
paign, though  no  other  man  in  the  county  would  touch  it. 

"It  will  take  $300,  $200  from  the  breweries  and  $100  from  the 
saloon  men.    He  agrees  to  show  vouchers  for  every  cent  spent. 

"He  wants  Rayner  at  once  and  Dr.  Lincoln  on  call.  Rayner  will 
report  to  him  Thursday. 

"To  sum  up — the  loss  of  precinct  will  not  affect  the  status  of  the 
county  in  the  State-wide  election.  It  will  go  anti  with  a  decent  ma- 
jority, but  it  is  a  bad  precedent  to  establish  and  only  gives  encourage- 
ment to  the  enemy. 

"There  is  one  card  the  antis  can  play — and  it  is  a  trump — if  Fair- 
field goes  dry  the  county  seat  will  go  to  Teague.  This  is  well  under- 
stood and  it  is  the  only  thing  that  may  save  the  precinct. 

"Had  this  office  known  of  this  thirty*  days  ago,  in  time  to  suppress 
Casey,  there  would  be  no  election. 

"I  also  hunted  up  Tilden  Childs,  ex-Mayor  of  Teague,  who  is  now 
road  contracting.  He  agrees  to  go  to  Fairfield  and  help  Judge  Ed- 
wards. Zack  Anderson,  City  Marshal  of  Teague  (one  of  the  best  of- 
ficers in  the  State  and  has  the  cleanest  town),  agrees  to  do  what  he 
can  for  the  antis. 
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"This  is  the  very  briefest  way  I  could  put  this  report.  It  is  up  to 
the  American  Brewery  and  the  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company. 
If  they  will  give  the  amount  required  the  election  will  go  on  and  Judge 
Edwards  will  do  his  very  best,  but  if  you  desire  no  fight  then  do  not 
subscribe  and  I  will  wire  the  judge  to  call  it  off. 

"Awaiting  your  decision,  I  am,  Very  respectfully,       O.  PAGET. 

"Mr.  Prince:  Just  as  soon  as  you  read  this  phone  me  what  you 
want  done.  There  is  no  time  to  lose — the  election  is  ordered  for  the 
4th. 

"Mr.  Hamilton:  I  think  we  better  contribute  $100  each  and  let 
Capt.   Paget  manage  the  affair.     If  you  agree  with  me  phone  Paget. 

"H.  PRINCE."    (A-3193-94.) 

Reply  to  above,  2-22-11: 

"Immediately  upon  receipt  of  your  report  on  Fairfield  I  had  a 
talk  with  Mr.  Hamilton.  He  agreed  to  contribute  $100  towards  the 
campaign.  I  will  also  contribute  a  like  amount,  and  as  Mr.  Hamilton 
stated  that  he  had  some  matters  he  wanted  to  talk  to  you  over  the 
phone  about,  he  would  inform  you  about  the  conclusion  we  have  ar- 
rived at  regarding  the  matter,  which  I  herewith  confirm. 

"I  do  hope  that  after  the  election  is  over  that  necessary  steps  will 
be  taken  to  clean  out  these  two  saloons,  even  if  both  have  to  be  closed 
and  none  reopened.  As  far  as  the  breweries  deriving  much  benefit 
from  the  saloon  business  in  that  place,  it  is  not  sufficient  to  justify 
the  blame  laid  at  their  doors  for  existing  conditions."    (A-3195.)

"I  note  what  you  say  about  the  wagon  for  Somerville.  They  have 
just  called  me  up  and  asked  me  about  it,  and  I  want  you  to  send  them 
one  tomorrow  if  possible.  Don't  have  any  lettering  on  it  at  all.  They 
promise  to  start  at  once  on  some  Southern  select  bottle  beer  and  con- 
tinue to  use  it.  If  the  Miller  people  offer  any  objections  they  will  give 
up  their  account  and  pu>  in  your  product  entirely. 
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"I  note  you  say  the  wagon  costs  $55.  If  I  find  they  do  not  buy 
enough  your  beer  to  justify  their  keeping  the  wagon  I  will  see  that 
you  get  the  $55  back. 

"I  have  been  to  Teague  and  Mexia  the  past  two  days,  and  just 
returned  today.  I  went  through  the  country  and  saw  a  good  many 
negro  voters,  and  we  are  solid  with  them,  and  if  they  all  vote  it  looks 
like  a  victory  to  me,  but  I  am  afraid  they  will  be  intimidated. 

"At  this  box  (cotton  gin)  I  was  told  by  a  prominent  anti  that  the 
whites  were  pro  about  3  to  1,  but  the  negro  vote  would  carry  the  box 
by  5f>.  I  told  Frank  to  go  to  this  part  of  the  precinct  and  see  that  the 
negroes  all  went  to  vote.  This  box  is  close  to  Mexia,  being  half  way 
between  Teague.  At  Teague  I  think  it  about  a  standoff,  but  at  Shanks, 
from  all  accounts,  we  ought  to  get  40  majority.  Frank  is  very 
sanguine,  but  he  does  not  come  in  contact  with  the  pros,  and  cannot 
estimate  their  strength.  Luedde  has  paid  in  nothing,  and  I  told  him 
last  night  it  was  a  shame  that  his  combined  bottle  and  keg  beer 
business  was  more  than  any  of  the  others  yet  he  contributed  nothing. 
He  says  he  took  it  up  with  St.  Louis,  and  would  hear  from  there  today. 
In  the  meantime  the  Teague  parties  are  complaining  about  not  getting 
this  money  as  promised  by  Paget: 

"They  have  the  250  by  you  and  the  same  amount  from  the  Ameri- 
can. I  have  a  man  working  for  me  who  lives  at  Teague,  and  I  sent 
him  home  to  vote — this  cost  me  $7.50;  i.  e.,  the  Navasota  plant,  I  will 
keep  in  touch  with  Teague  tomorrow,  and  if  we  win  I  will  let  you 
know  as  soon  as  it  is  known."    (H-393-94.)

"We  desire  to  save  the  county  the  cost  of  an  election,  and  as  no 
saloon  can  or  will  be  opened  in  this  precinct,  we  feel  that  you  will  be 
satisfied  with  our  attention  in  thus  meeting  your  desires  without  an- 
noyance to  you  or  expense  to  the  county."     (G-122.)

"Amongst  other  work  of  your  office  done  in  June,  and  completed 
a  few  days  since,  was  the  preventing  of  an  election  in  the  Point  Bolivar 
district  of  Galveston  County,  by  going  to  the  Commissioners  and 
guaranteeing  no  saloon  would  open.

Excerpt  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,   11-3-08: 

"An  election  was  called  for  Precinct  No.  7,  Galveston  County- 
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Kemah — in  its  new  name.  Three  saloons  were  running  things  to  suit 
themselves.  The  citizens  revolted.  An  election  was  called  and  set 
for  the  31st.  We  went  into  the  precinct  and  arranged  with  the  citizens 
to  put  the  lawless  saloonists  out  of  business.  They  signed  a  petition 
to  the  County  Court  and  the  election  was  called  off.  The  saloons  are 
out  of  business  permanently.  The  citizens  are  not  objecting  to  a 
decent  saloon  but  will  not  stand  for  such  as  have  been  there.  In  a 
short  time  a  saloon  will  be  in  operation  that  will  have  the  consent 
and  support  of  the  citizens. 

"A  petition  was  in  circulation  in  League  City — Precinct  6  of  Gal- 
veston County.  There  was  complaint  of  the  only  saloon  there,  the 
proprietor  of  which  is  a  very  good  man.  He  was  ill  and  away  and 
while  absent  one  of  the  saloon  men  who  was  closed  at  Kemah  went 
over  and  stopped  at  his  saloon.  The  people  supposed  he  was  to  be 
put  in  charge  and  seized  upon  that  as  a  pretext  for  calling  an  election. 
The  wife  of  one  of  the  County  Commissioners  was  very  active  in  get- 
ting the  petition  for  an  election  signed.  We  went  in  and  by  written 
agreement  that  the  saloon  would  be  closed  or  obey  the  law,  induced 
the  signers  to  withdraw  the  petition.  The  saloon  would  be  closed  or 
decent.  The  saloon  man,  as  before  said,  is  an  exceptionally  good 
citizen,  and  on  advice  of  your  representative  a  counter  petition  was 
circulated  which  received  sixty-five  per  cent  of  the  voters  of  League 
City — the  man  agreed  to  comply  with  the  law,  as  he  is  doing  busi- 
ness and  if  the  pros  are  not  satisfied  and  demand  an  election  we  can 
beat  them  at  the  polls.  Local  political  affairs  were  largely  to  blame 
for  the  circulation  of  the  petition  at  this  place,  but  an  election  could 
have  been  called  and  it  were  best  to  avoid  it."     (S-5035.)

Letters,  American  Brewing  Association  to  Jos.  Tamberello,  Dick- 
inson, 6-18-13: 

"We  beg  to  advise  that  the  organization  to  take  care  of  the  com- 
ing local  option  election  at  Dickinson  and  League  City  is  well  organ- 
ized, and  the  matter  is  placed  in  good  hands,  and  in  order  that  the  pro- 
hibitionists should  not  be  posted  and  be  informed  as  to  our  line  of 
action,  we  must  request  that  all  friends  of  the  anti  cause  should  not 
talk  of  the  work  that  is  before  us.  It  is,  of  course,  expected,  that  each 
anti  will  discuss  the  matter  amongst  themselves,  but  under  no  circum- 
stances talk  publicly  where  prohibitionists  would  get  undesired  infor- 
mation. 

"As  it  is  generally  known  that  you  have  taken  quite  an  interest 
in  the  movement,  we  would  ask  that  you  be  very  cautious  in  your 
conversation  amongst  your  friends,  as  it  is  desired  very  much  to  keep 
from  the  pros  the  information  regarding  the  work  from  our  side,  and 
the  only  way  we  can  obtain  results  is  to  depend  on  those  who  have  the 
work  in  hand  without  interference  from  others, 

"Mr.  Walker,  a  lawyer  at  Dickinson,  is  leader  for  the  antis,  who 
vou  may  consult  if  you  so  desire  as  to  what  assistance  you  can  render 
him."

"I  have  been  in  the  West  since  Friday,  looking  after  the  pending 
election  in  Glasscock  County  and  there  are  many  things  to  be  looked 
after  at  this  end  of  the  line."

Excerpt  from  letter  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  Houston  Ice  &  Brew- 
ing Company,   10-13-08: 

"I  herewith  send  you  a  report  on  Glasscock  County  to  which  place 
I  went  on  the  9th.  I  went  to  Big  Springs  where  I  met  Mr.  Allen  of 
Garden  City,  the  county  seat  of  Glasscock  County,  and  as  that  county 
has  no  courthouse,  all  the  necessary  information  could  be  obtained  in 
Howard  County   (Big  Springs). 

"Here  are  the  salient  points:  when  in  1893  the  county  of  Glass- 
cock was  formed  there  was  a  tacit  agreement  that  no  liquor  should 
be  sold  in  the  county.  It  was  then  a  'free  range'  cattle  county.  No 
record  was  made  of  the  agreement,  and  it  would  not  make  any  differ- 
ence if  it  had,  since  the  formation  of  the  county  no  liquors  have  been 
sold  there — and  only  recently  a  man  by  the  name  of  Allen,  added  to 
his  stock  of  general  merchandise  Hiawatha.  Immediately  two  preach- 
ers, Wilford,  a  Baptist,  and  Holland,  a  Methodist  (recently  an  Epis- 
copalian), started  to  get  up  an  election — got  only  23  signatures,  but 
the  County  Commissioners  'on  their  own  motion'  (which  they  have  a 
legal  right  to  do)  called  an  election  for  the   19th. 

"Mr.  Allen  believes  some  speeches  made  the  last  days  of  the  cam- 
paign may  help  and  Dr.  G.  S.  Lincoln  will  be  on  the  ground  on  the 
14th  to  make  them  and  in  every  way  assist.  Literature  has  been  sent 
and  full  instructions  given  as  to  how  to  conduct  the  campaign. 

"So  far  as  Glasscock  is  concerned  it  does  not  amount  to  much 
except  for  the  moral  effect,  but  if  it  goes  wet  it  will  help  greatly  in 
getting  Howard  back  into  the  wet  column,  as  the  saloon  men  who 
called  the  election  are  gone  and  the  Baskin-McGregor  law  can  control." 
(H-1395.) 

Reply  to  above,  10-14-08: 

"Yours  of  Oct.  13th  received  and  account  of  conditions  at  Garden 
City  and  Glasscock  County  noted.  I  wish  very  much  that  we  could 
make  a  success  of  the  fight  in  that  county,  because  it  will  be  a  fine 
thing  to  make  a  white  spot  in  the  big  cloud  of  black  that  the  pros  have 
made  the  Northwest  Texas.  It  would  look  well  on  the  map.  I  note 
with  much  interest  what  you  say  about  the  good  moral  effect  upon 
Howard  County,  and  am  glad  to  see  that  you  are  sending  Dr.  Lincoln,  "j* 
our  best  speaker,  to  take  up  the  battle  four  days  before  the  election."

"I  can  handle  Bee  and  Nueces  Counties  and  have  asked  Mr.  Adoue 
to  have  you  send  me  forthwith  the  names  of  the  best  men  in  Goliad, 
Kerr  and  Wilson  Counties  with  whom  I  can  get  into  communication 
?nd  let  us  get  into  the  field  immediately."     (S-5291.) 

Letter,  Otto  Koehler  to  O.  Paget,  April  4,  1909,  is  as  follows: 

"We  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  report  and  we  find  it 
very  good  Sunday  reading  and  have  perused  it  with  a  great  deal  of  in- 
terest. We  have  always  felt  that  in  the  work  of  reform  lay  our  only 
salvation,  and  the  news  which  you  give  us  now  is  not  really  surprising. 
In  fact  we  agree  with  you  entirely  in  your  remarks. 

"While  advertised,  we  hardly  think  that  elections  will  be  held  in 
Kerr,  Goliad,  Bee  and  Wilson,  and  even  if  ordered,  we  hardly  think 
that  the  pros  would  be  successful;  in  fact,  we  feel  confident  that  they 
cannot  win  after  proper  organization  on  our  part.

Our  representative  at 
Floresville,  Wilson  County,  Mr.  J.  C.  Houston,  one  of  the  most  sub- 
stantial men  of  that  community,  favored  us  with  call  this  morning 
rnd  advises  that  he  has  the  situation  well  in  hand,  and  that  we  have 
nothing  to  fear.  He  states  that  they  will  hardly  order  an  election,  and 
if  they  do,  they  will  be  beat. 

"We  have  heard  nothing  from  Kerr  other  than  what  we  have  read 
in  the  papers,  but  we  think  the  same  conditions  apply  there.  If  any- 
thing should  come  up,  you  may  address  Capt.  Schreiner  or  our  repre- 
sentative, Mr.  Chas.  Heinen  at  Kerrville. 

"Mr.  A.  F.  Jecker,  our  representative  at  Goliad,  Texas,  writes  us 
that  the  Anti-Saloon  League  has  been  hard  at  work  there,  and  he  can- 
not foretell  the  result,  but  will  keep  us  posted  in  regard  to  develop- 
ments, and  we  will,  in  turn,  advise  you.

"I  am  very  busy  and  desire  to  add  the  information  that  Freestone, 
Coryell  and  Dallam  Counties  have  called  elections  since  I  wrote  you — 
and  Angelina  in  the  precinct  of  Manning. 

"I  will  take  up  the  matter  more  actively  and  discuss  the  new  plan 
a:>  soon  as  I  get  time. 

"Dr.  Lincoln  will  organize  Goliad  and  Alice,  leaving  Cotulla  to 
you.  If  the  doctor  goes  in  he  will  not  like  any  interference  or  'cross- 
ing of  lines' — he  understands  his  business  thoroughly  and  if  there  is 
one  chance  in  a  hundred  he  will  get  that  chance  of  winning.  Brewery 
traveling  agents  are  good  men  in  handling  their  product  but  organiz- 
ing a  county  or  precinct  for  a  local  option  election  is  quite  a  different 
matter.  If  you  desire  me  to  order  the  doctor  out  of  either  county  or 
precinct  I  will  do  so  immediately,  as  we  have  plenty  of  work  for  him."

I  haven't 
mailed  any  of  the  slips  you  sent  me,  only  sent  a  lot  to  Arnold  and  told 
him  to  distribute  them.  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Paget  on  the 
18th  saying  Dr.  Lincoln  would  see  me  within  the  next  48  hours,  but  up 
to  date  have  seen  or  heard  nothing  from  him.  Arnold  told  me  Lincoln 
was  in  Berclair  but  decided  to  do  nothing  when  there,  but  would  be 
back;  someone  ought  to  come  to  Goliad  and  try  to  get  the  saloon  men 
together  and  have  them  to  organize.

I  was  out  to  a  school  picnic  in  the  Berclair 
precinct  last  Saturday  and  had  a  talk  with  a  good  man  and  was  told 
that  he  was  certain  his  box  would  go  wet. 

"Have  Mr.  Kauffmann  to  see  Mr.  W.  H.  Powell  of  Charco,  he  has 
a  few  men  that  he  can  work  in  our  favor,  but  I  heard  he  would  hold  no 
election  at  his  box;  hoping  you  will  get  someone  here  before  it  is  too 
late."

Consequently  to 
prove  to  these  people  that  Mr.  Cochran  has  lied  behind  the  pulpit  of 
the  Baptist  Church,  I  would  ask  you  to  either  write  me  about  four 
letters  in  reference  to  same,  or  send  me  a  few  posters  to  tack  up  too, 
in  the  four  different  precincts  he  is  going  to  speak  in,  and  if  you  will 
send  me  posters  I  will  distribute  them  through  the  county.  I  want 
to  prove  to  the  people  that  this  man  lied,  and  I  want  your  assistance."

"I  note  from  a  letter  I  received  from  Mr.  O.  Paget  that  the  wind- 
up  of  this  campaign  is  left  in  your  hands,  and  I  feel  perfectly  confident 
that  you  will  help  me  in  every  way  you  can  in  this  fight,  for  it  is  alto- 
gether left  to  a  fight  what  side  will  win,  as  they  are  shooting  it  into 
us  all  they  can,  and  in  the  meantime  we  are  doing  likewise,  however, 
they  have  had  some  advantage  of  us,  in  speakers.  We  have  not  quit 
fighting,  and  we  don't  intend  losing  if  there  is  a  possible  chance,  and 
I'm  confident  we  will  win;  but  as  the  old  adage  is,  it  takes  money  to 
make  the  horse  go,  consequently  I  need  some  help. 

"While  Mr.  Kauffmann  was  in  place  he  told  me  I  might  expect 
some  assistance  and  that  he  would  send  same  in  a  few  days. 

"In  reference  to  our  telephone  conversation  of  yesterday  p.  m.  I 
have  up  to  now  no  answer. 

"Rev.  Maples  spoke  here  last  night  in  behalf  of  the  pros.  Mr.  J. 
P.  Fell  took  notes  of  his  speaking  and  we  would  like  very  much  to 
answer  him  with  some  good  man. 

"They  have  invited  us  for  a  one-half  time  discussion,  but  we 
could  not  give  them  any  satisfaction  as  we  have  none  in  view.  As  well 
as  we  can  learn  they  expect  to  have  some  of  their  big  guns  here  next 
week  and  they  think  they  will  put  it  to  us  good  and  strong  at  the 
vind-up. 

"Do  what  you  can  for  me  and  I'm  sure  with  some  good  speakers 
and  other  assistance  we  will  win.     There  is  a  chance  for  us. 

"Kindly  let  me  hear  from  you."     (S-5512.) 

Telegram  Otto  Wahrmund  to  O.  Paget,  June  7th,  1909: 

"Exhausted  every  effort  to  get  right  man  make  speech  Berclair. 
All  our  friends  busy  in  court.     How  about  Dr.   Lincoln?     Answer."     /^

Letter  A.  F.  Jecker,  Goliad,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, 
June  13,   1909,  as  follows: 

"I  am  almost  certain  that  the  pros  are  fixing  to  give  Goliad  a  shot 
in  a  very  few  days,  and  as  nothing  has  been  done  here  in  way  of  or- 
ganizing against  them  ask  you  to  please  have  someone  come  here  and 
help  to  organize.    I  wrote  Mr.  Paget  of  Galveston  to  send  someone  as 
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soon  as  the  election  was  called  at  Berclair  but  have  heard  nothing 
from  him,  I  can't  do  anything  myself  although  a  good  many  will  go 
in  the  organization  providing  someone  comes  that  knows  how  to  go 
at  the  thing.  Please  send  someone  and  I  assure  you  a  good  organiza- 
tion; without  this  we  will  be  able  to  do  nothing."     (S-5528.) 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  A.  F.  Jecker,  June 
15th,   1909: 

"We  have  your  favor  of  the  13th  inst.  and  have  pleasure  in  cred- 
iting your  account,  as  follows:  Ex.  bill  No.  2110,  $24;  ex.  bill  No. 
2220,  $24. 

"Noting  your  further  remarks,  as  we  advised  you  before,  felt  satis- 
fied that  if  they  won  in  Berclair  that  an  election  would  be  held  in 
Goliad  County.  We  will  consider  and  take  this  matter  up  with  the 
proper  parties  and  will.     *     *     *■"     (S-5529.) 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  O.  Paget,  June  16th, 
1909: 

"We  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  letter  from  Messrs.  Patton  and 
Patton,  attorneys,  of  Goliad,  Texas,  the  same  being  self-explanatory. 
If  they  have  proper  grounds  on  which  to  base  a  contest,  we  want  the 
election  at  Berclair  contested.  We  have  had  no  experience  in  such 
matters  and  really  do  not  know  what  would  be  a  proper  fee,  so  think 
that  it  would  be  preferable  for  you  to  handle  this. 

"You  will  note  from  letter  of  our  Goliad  representative  herewith 
that  something  will  soon  be  doing  there  as  well,  and  we  should  take 
matters  in  hand  now  and  perfect  an  organization.  Considering  every- 
thing, we  believe  that  it  would  be  well  for  you  to  take  a  run  over 
there  as  soon  as  possible  and  help  them  shape  up  everything.  Can  it 
not  be  done?  You  could  then  take  matter  up  with  Messrs.  Patton  and 
Patton  as  well.     Please  let  us  hear  from  you."     (S-5531.) 

O.  Paget  to  Otto  Koehler,  letter  as  follows,  June  17,   1909: 

"Your  valued  favor  of  the  16th  to  hand  enclosing  letters  from 
Mr.  Jecker  of  Goliad  and  Messrs.  Patton  of  the  same  city. 

"I  will  take  up  the  Jecker  matter  first.  He  says  he  wrote  to  us 
and  we  did  not  answer  him.  I  respectfully  enclose  copies  of  my  letters 
to  him.  I  will  very  likely  be  in  Berclair  tomorrow,  from  there  go  to 
Goliad. 

"Mr.  Jecker's  idea  of  having  an  organization  in  advance  is  a  good 
one  though  I  fear  it  will  not  be  adopted  in  Goliad  or  any  other  county. 
They  never  move  until  the  election  is  upon  them. 

"Now,  as  to  Patton  and  Patton's  letter:  I  do  not  like  the  tone  of 
it.  There  is  too  much  in  it,  how  much  'we'  are  going  to  make  out  of 
it,  and  until  I  get  there  and  find  out  just  how  things  are  I  would 
advise  that  you  make  no  movement  in  the  matter  nor  make  them  an 
offer.  When  I  get  in  Berclair  I  can  tell  very  quickly  whether  we 
have  any  chance  of  winning  or  not.     Upon  my  return  I  will  write  you. 
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"The  Mr.  Chambliss  referred  to  is  a  lifelong  friend  of  mine  from 
Beeville  and  he  is  by  no  means  a  grafter.  I  do  not  know  who  sent 
him  into  Goliad,  but  there  is  one  thing — if  you  have  any  business  with 
Mr.  Chambliss  it  will  be  perfectly  square.  I  would  advise  that  you 
withhold  your  reply  to  Messrs.  Patton  until  you  hear  from  me.  There 
is  no  use  of  throwing  good  money  after  bad.  If  there  is  a  first  chance 
of  a  successful  issue  in  the  contest  I  will  let  you  know  very  quickly. 

"I  would  be  glad  in  your  correspondence  with  Mr.  Jecker  that 
you  would  enclose  copies  of  the  letters  I  send  you.  I  also  enclose 
copy  of  letter  written  him  this  day."     (S-5532.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  A.  F.  Jecker,  June   17,  1909: 

"Your  letter  of  the  15th  to  the  San  Antonio  brewery  sent  to  me. 
There  is  an  expression  therein  where  you  say  'I  wrote  to  Mr.  Paget  of 
Galveston  to  send  someone  as  soon  as  the  election  was  called  at  Ber- 
claim,  but  have  heard  nothing  from  him  since,'  in  view  of  the  fact  I 
wrote  you  on  the  17th  of  May  as  follows: 

"  'I  cannot  at  this  time  come  myself  to  your  county  to  organize  for 
the  election  at  Berclair,  but  I  will  send  Dr.  G.  S.  Lincoln  to  organize 
and  do  what  he  can  in  your  county.  You  can  expect  him  within  the 
next  48  hours. 

"  'Give  him  all  the  assistance  in  your  power.' 

"I  cannot  understand  why  you  say  you  did  not  hear  from  me  ex- 
cept that  you  did  not  get  the  letter  or  did  not  go  after  it.  It  has  never 
been  returned  to  this  office — copy  of  same  is  in  the  possession  of  the 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association. 

"Your  idea  of  organization  in  advance  is  a  good  one'  and  I  will, 
if  possible,  do  myself  the  honor  of  calling  upon  you  within  the  next 
few  days  with  the  view  of  organizing  the  county  against  the  prohibi- 
tion attack  which  you  fear  and  which  I  agree  is  pending. 

"Fearing  that  you  will  not  get  this  letter  I  am  sending  it  to  you 
special  delivery,  and  remain."      (S-5532a.) 

San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  A.  F.  Jecker,  June  19th,  1909, 
letter  as  follows: 

"Noting   your   favor  of  the    18th   inst.   would   respectfully  advise 
that  we  are  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  letter  written  you  by  Capt.  Paget 
on  the  17th  inst.  in  which  he  stated  that  it  would  be  impossible  for      < 
him  to  call  personally,  but  that  you  might  expect  Dr.  Lincoln  within 
48  hours.     No  doubt  the  latter  is  now  with  you."     (S-5536.) 

Brief  report  on  Goliad,  about  6-20-09,  from  O.  Paget.  (S-5542.)

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  Tune  20th, 
1909: 

"I  enclose  herewith  a  brief  statement  of  affairs  in  Berclair  and 
Goliad. 

"My  impression  is  that  if  we  had  had  persons  in  Berclair  to  man- 
age that  fight,  it  need  not  have  been  lost,  but  that  is  another  subject. 

"I  met  Mr.  Adoue  by  appointment  in  the  depot  this  morning.  He 
read  the  report,  told  me  to  send  it  to  you  and  ask  you  to  telegraph 
him  immediately  what  you  want  done  in  the  premises. 

"I  saw  our  lawyer,  Mr.  Clough,  and  also  Judge  Linthicum  of  Dal- 
las, both  believe  there  is  a  splendid  chance  for  declaring  the  election 
void  or  in  favor  of  the  antis  and  either  are  willing  to  go  into  the  county 
and  make  the  fight,  but  neither  will  move  until  you  give  your  consent. 

"I  ask  you  to  wire  Mr.  Adoue  because  I  am  leaving  in  a  few  hours 
tor  Hardin  County  and  thence  to  Lamar,  but  the  office  is  in  daily,  in 
fact,  always,  in  touch  with  Mr.  Adoue  and  he  will  notify  the  office  of 
the  purport  of  the  telegram. 

"Asking  that  you  give  this  your  immediate  attention,  as  there  is 
not  a  moment  to  lose,  I  am."     (S-5544.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  June  20th,   1909: 

"I  have  just  returned  from  Berclair  and  Goliad,  having- at  your 
suggestion  gone  there  to  investigate  the  election  held  in  Berclair — 
and  the  call  for  an  election  in  Goliad. 

"I  found  in  Berclair  the  most  positive  evidence  of  fraud  and  be- 
lieve there  is  good  ground  for  setting  aside  the  election. 

"Briefly — There  are  six  boxes  in  the  Commissioner's  precinct.  One 
did  not  vote.  The  total  vote  in  the  precinct  was  148.  The  pro  ma- 
jority 26. 

"In  one  of  the  boxes  the  election  was  held  in  the  home  of  one,  W. 
A.  Pettus,  an  old  man  with  several  relatives,  including  two  sons.  He  is 
well  known  in  the  county  and  is  a  political  boss.  He  does  as  he  likes 
and  heretofore  has  had  no  opposition.  The  voting  was  held  in  his 
house  and  the  face  of  the  returns  shows  30  pro  votes,  0  anti.  This  looks 
strange  on  its  face  but  he  has  used  every  kind  of  threat  and  intimida- 
tion and  no  man  dared  vote  other  than  he  permitted — and  there  is 
where  he  made  his  blunder.  The  votes  cast  show  30 — there  were  only 
24  poll  taxes  paid  in  that  box — and  of  that  number  7  did  not  vote,  re- 
ducing the  voting  strength  of  the  box  to  17;  granting  3  for  over  and 
under  age,  there  were  10  illegal  votes  cast  in  that  box,  which  if  thrown 
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out,  as  it  should  be,  the  election  would  be  either  ordered  anew  or  given 
against  prohibition. 

"I  secured  the  names  of  all  of  voters  in  the  box — the  names  of 
the  men  who  did  not  vote  and  went  to  Goliad  and  saw  the  lawyers, 
Messrs.  Patton  &  Patton,  whom  the  City  Brewery  has  been  in  corre- 
spondence. The  elder  member  of  the  firm,  J.  Gus  Patton,  has  lived 
there  52  years,  is  an  anti  and  the  best  lawyer  in  the  county.  His  part- 
ner is  a  young  man  but  knows  little  of  the  laws  governing  such  cases. 

"Went  over  the  proceedings  with  the  judge  and  it  will  cost  $200 
for  himself,  and  the  County  Attorney,  one  J.  H.  Passmore,  to  take  up 
the  case,  besides  we  will  have  to  send  one  of  our  own  lawyers  to  prose- 
cute as  Pettus'  influence  is  too  great  and  his  relatives  so  numerous 
that  a  local  man  would  not  dare  prosecute  him.  His  sons  and  those 
about  him  have  run  a  reign  of  terror  so  long,  over  ignorant  Mexicans 
and  poor  whites  that  they  will  brook  no  interference. 

"I  wrote  form  of  affidavit,  of  which  the  younger  Patton  made  the 
requisite  number  of  copies  and  got  the  matter  well  started.  It  would 
take  twenty  pages  to  tell  all  of  what  was  done.  A.  F.  Jecker,  local 
beer  agent,  was  with  me  most  of  the  time  and  is  aware  of  every  move. 

"I  advise  procuring  affidavits  from  the  men  who  could  have  but 
did  not  vote  in  the  disputed  box,  or  get  affidavits  from  those  who 
heard  them  say  they  did  not;  go  before  the  District  Judge  and  secure 
a  peremptory  mandamus  to  count  all  the  votes  cast  in  the  election. 
This  will  show  fraud  in  that  box — bound  to — then  demand  that  the  box 
be  thrown  out  and  proceed  criminally  against  all  and  every  person 
guilty  of  fraud.  If  you  can  send  some  of  these  religious  scoundrels 
to  jail  you  will  have  done  more  to  help  the  anti  cause  than  winning 
three  dry  counties.  Pettus  boasts  he  has  money  to  fight — the  sons 
threaten  to  kill  anyone  who  comes  on  the  premises  to  'bother  the  old 
man,'  but  the  Sheriff  is  with  us  and  told  me  he  will  execute  any  man- 
date the  court  delivers.  Hundreds  would  be  glad  to  see  these  bull- 
dozers that  have  rode  rough  shod  over  the  people  for  years  get  a  set- 
back. 

"The  votes  will  be  counted  on  the  28th  and  if  we  are  to  do  any 
thing  it  has  got  to  be  done  now.     For  this  reason  I  ask  you  to  meet 
me  at  the  depot  before  going  to  Houston,  as  I  must  remain  here  today 
and  plan  it  with  the  lawyers  whom  you  will  send  into   the  county  to 
prosecute. 

"You  are  bound  to  make  this  fight.  The  fraud  is  too  glaring  and 
defiant  to  permit  it  to  go  unchecked  and  you  would  lose  Goliad  in  the 
coming  contest. 

"Re  Goliad,  will  be  separate  report;  have  not  time  to  make  it  now." 
'S-5539-5541.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  Patton  &  Patton,  Goliad,  June  20,   1909: 

"Hon.  George  C.  Clough  will  be  in  your  city  on  Tuesday,  arriving 
from  Houston  in  the  early  afternoon.  Will  you  kindly  have  Mr.  Jecker 
meet  him  at  the  train?  He  is  a  man  of  about  five  feet  eight,  dark 
complexioned,  smooth  faced  and  left  eye  injured.  Have  Mr.  Jecker 
take  him  in  charge  and  bring  him  to  your  office  immediately. 
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"Try  and  have  all  the  affidavits  signed  by  the  time  of  his  arrival." 
(S-5550.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  Patton  &  Patton,  June  22,  1909,  as  follows: 

"I  gave  full  report  on  the  work  done  by  me  in  your  county  in  re 
the  contesting  of  the  election  in  Berclair  and  they  instructed  me  to 
have  you  refer  all  matters  to  them.  Please  do  so,  especially  in  re  Mr. 
Passmore  and  the  affidavits.  Either  call  them  (the  San  Antonio 
Brewery),  wire  them  or  write  them  and  find  out  their  pleasure  therein. 
If  they  decide  to  abandon  the  work  they  will,  of  course,  pay  for  what 
you  have  done."     (S-5555.) 

Excerpt  of  letter  O.  Paget  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, 
dated  6-25-09: 

"In  re  the  matters  in  Goliad  County:  On  Sunday  morning  (20th 
inst.)  I  came  back  from  Goliad  and  asked  Mr.  Adoue  to  meet  me,  which 
he  did  at  the  depot.  I  went  over  the  matter  with  him  thoroughly,  came 
back  and  wrote  the  report,  which  you  will  find  enclosed,  marked  'A. 
On  same  date  I  wrote  Mr.  Koehler,  copy  of  which  I  sent  to  Mr.  Adoue, 
the  original  you  will  find  in  Mr.  Koehler's  correspondence.  I  therein 
explained  the  urgency  of  haste  and  asked  for  an  immediate  telegraphic 
reply  to  Mr.  Adoue.  Also  wrote  Patton  &  Patton  on  same  date.  Copy 
of  letter  enclosed,  marked  'B.' 

■"*  *  *  In  a  few  minutes  he  sent  me  over  a  letter  received  from 
you,  with  an  endorsement  from  Mr.  Adoue,  as  follows:  'This  means 
keep  out  of  Goliad  County.  The  San  Antonio  people  will  take  care  of 
it.'  I  wrote  then  to  Messrs.  Patton  &  Patton — copy  of  letter  enclosed, 
marked  *C\ 

"Since  then  I  had  two  letters  from  Mr.  Arnold  of  Berclair  com- 
plaining bitterly  that  he  had  been  'left  in  the  hole' — one  of  the  letters 
I  turned  over  to  Mr.  Adoue,  who  has  no  doubt  forwarded  it  to  you. 

"Since  I  have  had  the  honor  of  being  with  your  association  I  have 
never  assumed  the  authority  of  spending  a  dollar  of  their  money  or 
engaged  legal  assistance  without  notifying  Mr.  Adoue  and  the  parties 
at  interest  and  I  confess  I  felt  a  little  'put  out'  because  of  the  treat- 
ment of  my  report  in  the  Goliad  matter.  I  make  no  errors  in  law  as 
your  association  is  aware  of,  and  there  never  was,  in  my  judgment,  a 
better  case  to  vindicate  the  position  of  the  brewers  than  in  Goliad 
County,  but  I  am  not  setting  myself  up  now,  nor  have  I  ever  done  so, 
rgainst  the  better  judgment  of  the  association.  Personally,  I  believe 
Mr.  Pettus  should  be  prosecuted.  It  would  have  a  salutary  effect  in 
the  State.  The  case  can  be  made  out  against  him  if  the  lawyers  have 
the  courage  to  prosecute  him — but,  if  you  people  deem  it  bad  policy,  it 
can  be  abandoned. 

"Please  return  enclosures  as  they  are  file  copies,  and  oblige." 
(S-5563.) 

Letter,  A.  F.  Jecker  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  as  fol- 
lows, dated  6-28-09: 
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"I  call  you  by  phone  today  at  noon  to  tell  you  the  election  has 
been  ordered  for  July  13th.  We  haven't  organized  yet.  Some  strong 
antis  hardly  think  it  necessary  to  organize.  I  can't  say  why  they  think 
so  and  honestly  don't  know  what  to  do.  There  are  several  taking  dish 
in  the  matter.  The  negro  and  Mexican  vote  must  tell  the  tale  as  there 
are  about  175  votes  among  them.  We  have  two  good  men  here  well 
versed  in  the  Mexican  language,  in  fact  half-breeds  and  good  honest 
men,  one  of  them  county  interpreter,  that  can  do  us  worlds  of  good 
among  the  Mexicans. 

"The  negroes,  I  think,  also  are  all  right;  the  pros  are  hard  at  work 
and  I  promise  you  that  the  antis  are  not  asleep  but  stirring,  but  it  will 
require  something  else  besides  talk.  Will  let  you  hear  from  me  occa- 
sionally."    (S-5568.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  A.  F.  Jecker,  Esq.,  6-30-09: 

"I  note  the  election  has  been  ordered  and  called  for  the  13th  of 
July.  A  worse  day  could  not  have  been  selected  than  Tuesday — why 
the  election  was  not  called  for  Saturday  I  cannot  understand. 

"You  will  have  to  organize  thoroughly  in  that  precinct,  if  you  do 
not  you  will  be  beaten  world  without  end.  If  you  need  me  to  come 
down  there  send  a  written  request  or  telegram,  otherwise  I  will  have 
to  go  into  some  other  section.  I  am  mailing  you  under  separate  cover 
literature  which  could  be  used  if  you  so  desire — any  of  which  will 
be  furnished  to  you  free  of  all  expense."     (S-5573.) 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  A.  F.  Jecker,  June 
30th,   1909: 

"We  have  your  favor  of  the  28th  inst.  and  appreciate  kind  advice, 
as  we  desire  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  situation  and  to  aid  you  all  that 
we  can.  With  that  object  in  view  we  will  send  our  Mr.  Kauffmann 
there  just  as  soon  as  possible. 

"Was  this  election  ordered  at  a  special  or  regular  meeting  of  the 
Commissioners'  Court?     Please  let  us  know,  and  oblige."     (S-5574.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  date  7-1-09: 

"In  re  Goliad:  that  man  Adams  has  been  the  sole  cause  of  the 
election  in  Goliad  and  Alice — he  is  immoral,  indecent  and  yet  none 
of  our  speakers  except  M.  Ballew  will  openly  accuse  him  of  immoral- 
ity. If  Adams  can  be  discredited  we  can  win  the  election.  Ballew  is 
the  man  to  do  it  and  he  will  go  if  he  receives  sufficient  notice.  I  am 
merely  writing  to  inform  you  of  this  fact. 

"I  have  a  call  to  go  into  Goliad  but  as  the  entire  matter  is  in  your 
hands  I  will  not  go  until  requested  to  do  so  by  you."     (S-5576.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  A.  F.  Jecker,  7-1-09: 

"Your  valued  favor  of  the  30th  received  and  contents  carefully 
ncted.  I  believe  that  a  good  organization  in  your  precinct  would  win — 
without  it,  you  will  lose  and  lose  badly,  but  the  matter  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  and  except  on  request 
from  them  I  cannot  come  into  your  territory. 
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"Hon.  W.  W.  Ballew  is  ready  at  any  time  to  go  to  Goliad  and  ex- 
pose this  man  Adams,  who  has  raised  all  the  trouble,  but  till  Mr. 
Ballew  is  asked  by  the  San  Antonio  people  he  will  not  come. 

"You  had  better  get  to  work  and  organize — read  over  the  litera- 
ture I  have  sent  you.  Write  in  for  what  you  want  and  same  will  be 
furnished  you  free  of  charge."     (S-5575.) 

Excerpts  from  O.  Paget's  report  on  elections,  to  B.  Adoue,  7-2-09: 

"Berclair,  Goliad  County — Was  wet,  had  one  saloon.  The  pro- 
prietor of  same  and  t^e  political  boss  of  the  precinct  had  a  quarrel. 
The  Anti-Saloon  Leaguers  and  Adams  'tore  up'  the  earth  making 
speeches.  The  election  was  run  to  suit  the  pros'  boss,  illegal,  but  no 
one  has  the  courage  to  swear  to  the  facts  and  it  will  remain  dry.  The 
precinct  got  no  anti  help  from  any  source  practically  and  the  result 
was  to  be  expected."     (S-5499.) 

"Goliad  County — The  county  seat  of  Goliad  is  involved.  This  on 
the  heels  of  the  pro  success  of  Berclair;  stirred  up  by  this  man  Adams, 
means  that  if  they  win  in  Goliad  precinct  a  county  election  will  be 
called.  I  cannot  for  want  of  information  give  even  a  remote  guess 
at  the  result."

Letter  O.  Paget  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  7-5-09: 

"Without  any  desire  to  interfere  in  the  Goliad  election,  but  realiz- 
ing the  difficulty  of  the  proposition,  I  take  the  liberty  of  writing  to 
you  on  the  subject  and  advise  that  if  Adams,  the  prohibition  agitator 
who  spent  so  much  time  in  that  district,  can  be  discredited  and  'shown 
up,'  it  will  go  a  great  way  to  turn  the  tide  in  our  favor.  There  is  only 
one  man  connected  with  the  work  who  has  the  courage  and  ability  to 
unmask  Adams — that  is  W.  W.  Ballew,  Corsicana,  and  if  you  call  for 
him  he  will  go  there  on  the  8th — or  subsequently.

As  stated  before,  Mr.  Kauff- 
mann will  be  with  you  tomorrow,  Tuesday,  and  we  will  then  see  further 
relative  organization,  etc."    (S-5589.) 
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Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  O.  Paget,  7-6-09: 

"I  have  yours  of  the  5th  inst.,  appreciate  advice  and  the  interest 
taken  in  matters  referred  to.

I  am  going  to  depend  upon  you  in  this  matter 
and  ask  you  to  wire  me  as  soon  as  Rayner  leaves,  and  oblige."  (SS-55.) 

Letter  written  from  Goliad  by  H.  F.  Kauffmann  to  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association,  7-9-09: 

"As  phoned  to  you  yesterday  relative  the  situation  here,  it  is  as 
Mated:  If  we  get  our  force  to  come  to  the  polls  and  vote  next  Tuesday 
there  is  no  doubt  the  antis  will  win  and  we  are  bending  all  our  energy 
to  accomplish  this  result.  The  pros  are  doing  all  they  can,  of  course. 
The  Rev  Adams  is  still  ranting,  but  his  audiences  are  so  small  and 
composed  nearly  altogether  of  women  and  children,  the  respectable 
pros  having  become  disgusted  with  his  harangue  and  the  campaign 
outside  of  Adams'  agitation  is  as  quiet  as  can  be.  The  majority  of 
the  business  men  and  bankers  here  are  or  claim  to  be  anti,  but,  as 
has  been  our  experience  in  other  places,  decline  to  take  an  active  part. 

"The  number  of  poll  taxes  paid  and  overs  and  unders  comprise  a 
total  vote  of  400  apportioned  as  follows:  White,  226,  negroes  102  and 
Mexican  60  The  committee  here,  knowing  every  voter,  claim  100 
white  90  negro  and  40  Mexican  voters,  which  would  give  a  majority 
of  60'  should  everybody  vote.     But  I  believe  that  by  getting  the ■  ful1 
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strength  of  the  negro  and  Mexican  vote  to  come  out  we  would  win 
easily  because  of  the  indifference  of  some  of  the  pros  in  the  matter 
because  of  the  parties  that  started  it.  This  is  Mr.  Jim  Pettus,  former 
Sheriff  of  this  county  and  brother  to  old  man  Buck  Pettus,  who,  as  I 
stated  before,  are  trying  by  this  means  to  regain  their  lost  political 
prestige  in  this  county.  The  county  officials,  with  the  exception  of 
the  County  Judge,  who  is  keeping  quiet  through,  are  all  with  us  and 
working  like  good  fellows.  We  have  the  negroes  and  Mexicans  with 
us  solid.  It  is  only  necessary  to  hold  together  that  which  we  have  in 
hand  now.  Sanchez  and  Pons  arrived  yesterday  and  we  instructed 
them  what  to  do. 

"Should  anything  turn  up  will  call  you  up   by  phone."   (S-5602.) 
P.  S.  to  above  letter:   "Judge   Patton   requests  me  to  state   that 
we  will  carry  this  precinct  by  not  less  than  75  majority  and  he  says 
he  ought  to  know."     (S-5602.) 

Letter  J.  B.  Rayner,  Goliad,  Texas,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation, 7-12-09: 

"I  am  here  working  to  secure  the  colored  vote  for  the  antis.  The 
election  will  take  place  tomorrow.  The  colored  vote  will  go  solidly 
for  the  antis.  I  want  to  go  to  Rockport  and  secure  the  colored  vote 
there  for  the  antis,  and  I  wish  you  would  get  your  Mr.  Kauffmann 
to  send  me  there.  If  you  apprecaite  my  work  here,  please  let  me  hear 
from  you  and  send  my  letter  to  Calvert,  Texas.  Your  humble  servant,"' 
(S-5613.) 

Letter  J.  Gus  Patton,  chairman  anti-prohibition  organization, 
Goliad,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  7-14-09: 

"It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  state  to  you  Hon.  F.  N.  Sanchez 
and  Hon.  A.  F.  Pons  have  been  with  us  since  last  Thursday  and  have 
done  yeoman  service  night  and  day  with  our  Mexican  voters  and  in 
the  face  of  very  strong  opposition,  backed  by  some  of  our  best  citizens, 
the  Protestant  ministry  and  church,  supplied  as  they  are  with  all  of 
the  necessary  implements  for  carrying  on  a  successful  campaign.

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  A.  F.  Jecker,  7-27-09: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  26th  inst.,  with 
draft,  as  advised,  and  we  have  pleasure  in  crediting  your  account  with 
the  amount  thereof,  $500.    Thanks. 

"Noting  advice,  beg  to  state  that  we  had  already  credited  your 
account  with  the  value  of  one  leak,  and  we  now  credit  the  other. 

"We  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  a  letter  from  Mr.  George  W.  Lane, 
a  colored  man,  who  claims  that  he  did  very  efficient  work  prior  to 
the  last  election,  and  feels  as  though  he  should  be  remunerated  to 
some  extent.  We  know  nothing  of  the  facts,  although  we  have  tried 
hard  to  ascertain.  Kindly  let  us  know  what  you  think  of  this,  what 
he  did  and  what  he  expects,  and  very  much  oblige."

I  intended  to  mail 
you  a  paper  each  week  since  the  election  so  you  could  see  how  the 
pros  are  taking  their  defeat,  but  knowing  Mr.  Kauffmann  had  been 
taking  the  paper,  thought  he  would  take  it  to  you  after^getting  through 
with  it.  I  will  try  to  get  a  copy  of  each  week  since  the  election  and 
send  them  to  you. 

"My  idea  is  that  Mr.  Ballew  hurt  a  little,  for  I  know  of  two  or 
three  men  turning  after  his  remark  about  Adams.  If  his  charge  is 
.correct,  which  I  think  it  must  be,  he  ought  to  have  the  papers  to  prove 
them  with. 

"I  thought  sure  they  would  take  him  out  for  a  rail  ride  the  night 
he  spoke  here  and  am  satisfied  had  it  not  been  for  Mr.  J.  Gus  Patton 
they  would  have  done  something  with  him. 

"His  talk  was  all  right  until  he  made  the  charge  against  Adams 
(which  charge  you  no  doubt  heard)  and  the  preachers.  This  talk  was 
what  lost  us  several  votes.  Dr.  Lincoln  took  fine,  but  Ballew  spoiled 
the  whole  thing;  had  Ballew  been  kept  awaye  we  would  have  won  by 
100  votes."    (S-5734.) 

Result  of  election,  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  September  1,  1909.  (S-5736.) 
Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  report  to  B.  Adoue,  July,  1909: 

This  was  only  a  precinct 
election,  but  it  practically  meant  the  county,  as  outside  of  Goliad  there 
is  not  much  in  the  county.

GONZALES  COUNTY. 

1905. 

On  May  4th,  1905,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote 
J.  H.  Autrey,  at  Gonzales  as  follows: 

"■*  *  *  Noting  your  further  remarks  in  regard  to  local  option 
election,  beg  to  state  that  we  have  taken  the  matter  up  with  our  State 
organization,  and  will  have  a  man  there  in  the  near  future  in  order 
to  size  up  things  generally,  and  advise  as  to  best  method  of  procedure, 
etc."    (S-1972.) 

Mr.  B.  Adoue  received  the  following  letter  from  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association,  5-4-05: 

"We  beg  to  advise  that  our  wholesale  dealer  in  Gonzales,  Texas, 
Mr.  J.  H.  Autrey,  writes  us  as  follows: 

"  T  regret  to  advise  that  they  will  have  a  local  option  election 
here  in  the  near  future,  and  it  is  going  to  be  a  close  call.  And  ayvice 
or  assistance  that  you  can  give  me  pertaining  to  same  will  be  very 
much  appreciated.  We  have  ho  time  to  lose!  We  have  got  to  work  or 
lose  out,'  and  in  view  of  the  same  would  respectfully  suggest  that  Mr. 
0.  Paget  be  sent  to  Gonzales  for  the  purpose  of  looking  into  conditions, 
sizing  up  the  situation  and  for  general  advice.  You  might  suggest  that 
he  kindly  confer  with  our  representative,  Mr.  J.  H.  Autrey."    (S-1971.) 

On  May  5,  1905,  Mr.  Adoue  wrote  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation, in  reply  to  the  above,  as  follows: 

"Your  letter  of  yesterday  received;  Mr.  Paget  has  already  sent 
anti-prohibition  literature  to  Mr.  Jos.  Schlinder  and  next  Monday  will 
go  to  Gonzales  to  confer  with  J.  H.  Autrey. 

"Yesterday  I  requested  Mr.  Morgan  to  call  a  meeting  of  our  asso- 
ciation for  Thursday,  18th.  We  must  reorganize  for  systematic  work, 
not  only  to  meet  Rankin,  Davis,  Jones  and  Company,  but  to  make  an 
aggressive  campaign. 

"My  observation  during  past  two  years  convinces  me  that  we  must 
commence  now  to  prepare  for  1906  election.  The  prohibitionists  are 
continually  in  the  field  and  we  must  be  there  also  if  we  want  to  pre- 
vent them  from  carrying  one  county  a/ter  another.  At  our  next  meet- 
ing I  will  be  prepared  to  present  a  plan  of  action,  and  it  is  important 
that  all  the  members  do  the  same;  we  need  the  combined  wisdom  of 
all  to  protect  our  business."    (SS-1.) 
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The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  on  May  6,  1905,  wrote  J. 
H.  Autrey  further: 

"In  further  relation  to  our  recent  correspondence,  we  now  have 
pleasure  in  handing  you  herewith  letter  from  Capt.  O.  Paget  of  Gal- 
veston, Texas,  which  is  self-explanatory.  Wish  that  you  would  make 
arrangements  to  meet  him,  as  suggested,  on  arrival  there.  He  will 
discuss  the  whole  matter  with  you,  outline  plan  of  campaign,  etc.;  in 
fact,  advise  you  fully  to  best  method  of  procedure.  Your  kind  and 
prompt  attention  will  oblige,  etc."    S-1977.) 

On  his  return  to  Galveston  O.  Paget  reported  to  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  relative  to  Gonzales  County  as  follows,  dated 
5-9-05 : 

"As  per  your  request  to  Mr.  Adoue,  I  went  to  Gonzales  County 
and  now  report  its  condition  as  I  saw  it.  I  met  your  agent,  Mr. 
Autrey,  but  he  is  far  too  sanguine  to  results  and  I,  therefore,  made 
some  investigations  on  my  own  account. 

"The  saloon  men,  by  request,  met  me  at  a  private  meeting.  Nine 
of  the  eleven  engaged  in  business  were  presnt  at  the  meeting — the 
others  were  absent  from  the  city.  Had  also  some  of  the  leading  citizens 
at  the  meeting  and  we  laid  out  certain  lines  of  action.  I  deemed  it 
unwise  to  remain  at  this  time,  as  certain  forces  are  at  work  to,  perhaps, 
prevent  the  presenting  of  the  petition,  but  as  soon  as  the  election  is 
ordered  I  will  return  and  direct  it  as  in  the  case  of  Caldwell  County. 

"The  following  facts  developed  which  are  important  for  you  to 
understand,  viz:  There  are  eight  Justice  Precincts  in  Gonzales  County. 
Five  of  same  are  now  dry.  In  the  dry  precincts  there  are  1,545  votes. 
In  the  wet  precincts  1,236 — total  2,781.  Provided  the  figures  submitted 
to  me  are  correct  we  have  about  100  votes  in  our  favor  IF  WE  CAN 
GET  THEM  OUT  TO  THE  POLLS. 

"The  female  portion  of  the  community,  a  couple  of  preachers 
and  two  reformed  topers  are  the  head  and  form  of  the  move. 

"There  are  fifteen  saloons  in  the  county  and  we  should  spare  no 
efforts  to  hold  it."    (S-1986.) 

In  reply  to  the  above  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote 
Paget  on  May  11,  1905,  as  follows: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  kind  advice  of  the  9th  inst.  and  appreciate 
the  attention  given  my  request.  I  have  nothing  special  to  suggest  at 
this  time  except,  perhaps,  to  state  that  it  would  be  well  for  you  to 
go  back  there  at  the  appointed  time  and  take  up  matter  again  with  our 
local  representative  and  the  others  interested  and  then  outline  your 
plan  of  campaign.  As  you  gentlemen  have  been  and  will  be  on  the 
ground,  you  are  more  familiar  with  conditions  than  I  possibly  could 
be  so  it  will  be  up  to  you  to  outline  the  best  plan  of  campaign  and 
I  shall  rely  on  your  implicity  to  do  the  best  possible  under  the  cir- 
cumstances. My  idea  is  that  we  have  a  hard  fight  on  hand,  and  it 
behooves  us  to  take  every  possible  precaution!"    (S-1988.) 
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J.  H.  Autrey,  on  May  11,  1905,  wrote  the  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association  thusly: 

"I  am  sorry  to  inform  you  that  we  will  have  a  pro  election  the 
3rd  of  June.  The  court  today  has  decided  it.  Your  special  agent, 
Capt.  O.  Paget  was  here  on  the  8th  and  left  the  same  day.  The  saloon 
men  of  this  city  met  him  for  only  a  few  minutes.  We  are  all  willing 
to  do  anything  to  help  him  out.  I  think  if  we  had  a  leader  that  has 
been  working  at  this  he  would  be  a  great  deal  of  help  to  us,  and  as 
we  only  have  a  few  days  to  work  in,  I  will  ask  of  you  to  please  send  a 
man  over  to  help  us  out.  Judge  Hopkins  of  your  city  has  offered  his 
services  to  us.  I  think  it  well  for  you  to  see  him  at  once  for  further 
advice."    (S-1989.) 

In  answer  to  this  Autrey  received  from  the  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  May  15th,  1905,  the  following: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  11th  inst.  and  note  con- 
tents. We  will  go  to  work  on  your  suggestion  at  once,  and  will  have 
Mr.  Paget  or  some  one  else  with  you  just  as  soon  as  possible,  who  will 
confer  with  you  and  others  and  outline  plan  of  action."    (S-1999.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  J.  H.  Autrey_,  May  23,  1905,  to  the  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

V*  *  *  We  are  getting  along  very  nice  with  the  election.  I 
think  we  will  win.  We  had  a  hard  lecture  from  a  preacher  from  San 
Marcos.  I  will  send  you  his  letter,  so  if  there  be  any  advice  it  will  be 
gladly  received."    (S-2021.) 

Excerpt  from  Paget's  report  for  the  month  of  May,  1905,  to  L. 
W.  Levy,  Galveston: 

"Gonzales  *  *  *  Counties  will  all  hold  elections  between  now 
and  the  10th.  Gonzales  if  not  lost  will  be  through  poor  manage- 
ment.    *     *     * 

"The  brewers  have  been  very  heavily  taxed  in  the  counties  where 

elections    were   held    for   literature,    speakers   and   cash    contributions. 
*     *     * 

"The  office  sent  out  over  20,000  pieces  of  literature,  some  of  which 
is  new  and  very  interesting,  and  have  order  many  thousands  held  as 
reserve."    (S-2051.) 

(See  T-364.) 

On  June  6,  1905,  Paget  wrote  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion as  follows: 

"Our  victories  in  Liberty  and  Gonzales  Counties  emphasize  one 
fact — that  the  only  way  to  win  a  victory  is  to  make  a  fight  and  a 
hard  one.     *     *     * 

"This  letter  is  written  to  you  asking  you  to  pay  special  attention 
to  the  counties  now  dry,  and  as  soon  as  you  have  the  first  inkling  that 
the  antis  are  going  to  bring  on  an  election  write  or  wire  this  office, 
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giving  the  names  of  good  antis  with  whom  I  could  get  into  communi- 
cation.   The  bringing  on  of  elections  by  inexperienced  and  irresponsible 
persons  works  a  great  injury  to  the  anti  cause.     *     *     *"  (S-2063.) 
(See  T-367.) 

In  the  course  of  a  letter  from  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion of  September  14,  1905,  to  John  H.  Autrey  at  Gonzalesu  the  follow- 
ing statement  is  made: 

"*  *  *  As  you  are  well  aware,  only  recently  in  the  election 
there  we  went  to  great  expense  (you  know  about  the  figures),  and  as 
stated,  in  matters  of  this  kind  we  really  should  not  be  called  on. 
*     *     •"    (S-2386.) 

1907. 

On  June  16,  1907,  G.  Hausmann,  Nixonville,  wrote  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  as   follows: 

"Owing  to  the  splendid  work  done  in  this  community  by  Mr.  Reich 
of  Lavernia  the  anti-prohibitionists  carried  this  place,  over  which  we 
are  highly  elated.  We  feel  very  much  indebted  to  him  for  his  untiring 
effort  in  helping  us  to  continue  the  prosperity  of  this  town  and 
country. 

"We  desire  also  to  thank  you  for  your  letter  of  encouragement  of 
the.  1st  instant.  This  town  could  not  afford  to  get  such  a  setback  in  its 
infancy  as  prohibition  would  have  caused."    (S-3325.) 

And  on  June  17,  1907,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied 
to  Hausmann: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  fact  of  the  16th  inst.,  and 
appreciate  your  kind  advice,  and  congratulate  you  at  the  same  time,  on 
the  result  of  your  election!  It  is  a  great  stride  forward,  for  we  are 
advised  that  much  depended  on  the  result  of  your  election,  and  we 
are  told  that  the  immigration  agents  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company 
were  awaiting  the  result  before  turning  the  tide  of  immigration  to 
your  section.  Not  that  alone,  but  you  are  now  destined  to  get  the 
liberty-loving  element  with  you,  and  in  view  of  this,  fanaticism  soon, 
we  are  confident,  will  be  numbered  with  the  things  of  the  past!  It 
is  a  God-send  to  your  section  of  the  country  and,  as  stated,  we  con- 
gratulate you  on  the  result,  feeling  that  it  is  due  to  you,  Mr.  Reich 
and  other  good  friends  that  the  sway  of  the  narrow-minded  people 
was  not  permitted  to  prevail."    (S-3326.) 

On  June  25,  1907,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing .  Association  wrote 
Captain  Paget  that  they  "were  pleased  with  the  result  at  Smiley  and 
Nixonville,"  and  that  they  were  "grateful  for  the  work  which  he  did 
there."    (S-3344.) 

1909. 

Paget  wrote  the  following  communication  to  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  on  July  10,  1909: 
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"Your  valued  favor  of  the  18th  this  day  to  hand;  also  letters  from 
Messrs.  Autrey  and  Tally. 

"I  have  sent  Mr.  Tally  some  literature — five  hundred  of  each  kind 
— as  he  did  not  send  me  the  number  of  voters  in  the  precinct  I  estimated 
it  at  five  hundred — sending  in  all  five  or  six  thousand  pieces  of  litera- 
ture.    *     *     *"   (S-5605.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote  Autrey  at  Gonzales. 
July  16,  1909,  as  follows: 

"The  Express  this  morning  speaks  of  two  precinct  elections  which 
will  be  held  in  Gonzales  County.  This  is  the  first  intimation  we  have 
of  any  such  intention.  I  will  appreciate  your  kindly  writing  me  fully 
on  the  subject  so  that  I  may,  in  turn,  be  in  a  position  to  take  up  with 
the  Texas  Brewers'  Association  with  a  view  to  organization,  etc.,  and 
giving  the  enemy  battle."    (S-5618.) 

And  on  July  17,  1909,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  received 
the  following  reply  from  Autrey: 

"Your  letter  of  16th  to  hand,  and  with  pleasure  will  give  you  all 
information  I  know.  Precinct  No.  8,  Nixon,  and  Precinct  No.  4,  Lees- 
ville,  the  election  will  be  held  on  3rd  dc->  of  August.  Both  precincts 
are  laying  on  southwest  part  of  the  county,  containing  about  one- 
third  of  the  county.  Chances  are,  as  my  opinion,  it  will  be  closely 
fought,  as  there  being  one  precinct,  No.  4,  already  dry."    (S-5619.) 

In  a  communication  addressed  to  O.  Paget,  July  18,  1909,  the  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association  stated: 

"For  your  information,  I  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  letter  from 
our  representative  at  Gonzales,  Texas,  Mr.  J.  H.  Autrey;  also  from  Mr. 
H.  W.  Tally,  a  patron  of  ours  at  Nixonville,  Texas,  the  same  being 
self-explanatory. 

"I  will  have  one  of  our  men  go  there  some  time  during  the  week 
with  view  to  perfecting  organization,  etc.,  and  in  the  meantime  suggest 
that  you  kindly  look  out  for  request  in  regard  to  literature."  (S-5620.) 

Acknowledging  receipt  of  the  above  letter  from  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association,  July  19,  1909,  Paget  stated  that  he  sent  literature 
to  Mr.  Tally,  and  further  says: 

"I  beg  to  say  in  this  connection  that  the  election  is  clearly  illegal 
*     *     *     it  was  decided  so  in  the  following: 

"  'Ex  parte  Elliott  *  *  *  but  recently  in  a  case  brought  by 
your  association  *  *  *  If  your  representative  go  before  the  proper 
oarties — that  is,  get  a  meeting  of  the  County  Commissioners'  Court  and 
lay  the  whole  matter  before  them,  the  election  might  be  withdrawn,  but 
if  held  the  Court  of  Criminal  Appeals  would  hold  it  null  and  void.'  " 
(S-5623.) 

On  July  20th,  1909,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote 
Capt.  Paget: 
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"I  have  yours  of  the  19th  inst.,  and  thank  you  for  your  kind  and 
prompt  attention  to  my  request.  I  appreciate  advice,  and  as  suggested, 
will  take  the  matter  up  with  our  representative,  Mr.  Autrey,  of  Gon- 
zales, Texas,  with  a  view  of  having  the  Commissioners  withdraw  order 
of  election;  will  also  advise  Mr.  Tally.  *  *  *  P.  S. — You  fail  to 
state  why  the  election  would  be  illegal,  although  I  presume  you  have 
reference  to  the  proceedings  in  which  the  County  Commissioners' 
Court  and  the  manner  in  which  the  election  was  ordered.  Will  be  glad 
to  have  full  details  as  to  this."    (S-5626.) 

And  on  the  same  day,  July  20th,  1909,  Autrey  received  the  follow- 
ing from  the  San  Antonio   Brewing  Association: 

"In  further  relation  to  your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.,  have  pleasure 
in  handing  you  herewith  letter  from  Capt.  Paget  of  Galveston,  Texas, 
which  is  self-explanatory.  He  does  not  say  why  the  proposed  elections 
are  illegal,  but  I  presume  he  has  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  the 
County  Commissioners  and  manner  in  which  the  election  were  ordered. 
We  will  write  him  in  order  to  ascertain  more  definitely,  but  in  the 
meantime  you  might  take  the  matter  up  in  our  behalf,  and  if  the  order 
is  illegal,  as  claimed,  it  is  possible  that  they  may  withdraw  it  and  no 
election  be  held.  See  what  you  can  do  in  this  respect,  and  let  us  hear 
from  you  promptly."    (S-5628.) 

Paget  wrote  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  July  23rd,  1909, 
as  follows: 

"Your  valued  favor  of  the  20th  received  in  re  the  election  in 
Gonzales  County. 

"The  illegality  of  the  election  consists  in  the  fact  that  the  County 
Commissioners  cannot,  legally,  take  two  or  more  parts  of  a  Commis- 
sioner's or  Justice  Precinct  to  form  a  political  subdivision  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  a  local  option  election. 

"The  second  to  the  last  paragraph  of  my  letter  of  the  19th  covers 
the   case   exactly.     *     *     *"     (S-5631.) 

Excerpt  from  Paget's  report  to  B.  Adoue  for  the  month  of  July, 
1909: 

"An  election  for  the  3rd  has  been  called  for  two  precincts  in  Gon- 
zales County.  The  election  is  illegal,  no  matter  what  the  result." 
(SS-61.) 

On  August  6th,  1909,  Paget  wrote  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation: 

"Please  give  me  all  the  information  that  you  can  regarding  the 
election  held  in  Gonzales  County  on  the  3rd  and  if  I  can  be  of  any 
use  in  the  contest  call  on  me."     (S-5658.) 

In  reply  to  the  foregoing  Paget  received  from  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association,  August  7th,   1909,  the  following  communication: 

"Noting  and  appreciating  yours  of  the  6th  inst.,  beg  to  state  that 
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1  have  just  had  a  talk  with  friends  relative  to  the  Smiley-Nixonville, 
Gonzales  County,  precinct  election,  and  they  assure  me  that  there  is 
absolutely  no  question  about  the  election  being  illegal,  consequently 
we  will  be  able  to  contest  it  successfully,  and  if  another  election  is 
ordered  I  will  see  this  time  that  we  win  without  taking  chances  on 
certain  people."    (S-5661.) 

October  31,  1909,  Paget  wrote  a  Mr.  Murray  of  Nixonville: 

"Enclosed  find  a  petition  to  the  County  Commissioners  Court. 
Go  to  Gonzales  when  the  Commissioners  meet — present  this  petition, 
and  it  is  almost  certain  they  will  refuse.  If  they  refuse,  it  is  a  ground 
tor  contest — if  they  open  the  ballot  boxes  see  that  the  ballots  have 
been  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  each  box. 

"See  letter  marked  'CONFIDENTIAL'— get  all  the  facts  just  as 
they  are  marked  there  and  make  note  of  them. 

"Fill  in  the  NUMBER  of  the  Commissioners'  precinct  before  pre- 
senting. 

"Do  your  part — we  will  do  ours — and  be  sure  to  sign  your  name 
to  the  petition,  as  this  is  very  important."    (S-5916a.)

1910. 

C.  S.  Curry,  Nixon,  Texas,  on  August  15,  1910,  wrote  to  the  San 
Antonio   Brewing  Association  as  follows: 

"As  you  know,  our  town  or  precinct  was  voted  on  last  year  and 
went  dry.  Can  we  now  vote  and  incorporate  our  town  and  then  hold 
another  election  for  or  against  saloons?  If  you  are  not  posted  on  this 
kindly  see  your  attorney.     *     *     *"   (S-6351.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  in  reply  to  the  above  letter 
oi)  August  16,  1910,  advised  Curry  that  same  had  been  referred  to 
Galveston  office  for  answer,  and  on  August  17th  George  G.  Clough 
advised  Paget  that  said  election  could  not  be  held.    (S-6358.) 

GRAYSON   COUNTY. 

1903. 

Excerpt  from  letter  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  to  Otto  Wahr- 
tnund,   1-23-03: 

"Relative  to  the  election  in  Grayson  County,  will  state  that  it  is 
my  understanding  that  same  has  been  called  off.  Mr.  Eppstein  had 
a  talk  with  some  of  the  Denison  and  Sherman  people,  and  he  informed 
them  that  our  association  would  contribute  $500,  but  this  would 
be  all,  and  that  this  amount  would  not  be  contributed  until  the 
election  had  been  called,  and  under  no  circumstances  would  the 
association  contribute  towards  paying  poll  taxes,  neither  should 
the    individual   members     of    the    association    be    expected    to    con- 
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tribute  to  this  fund  except  local  members  in  their  respective  counties, 
as  you  know,  we  have  an  agency  both  in  Sherman  and  Denison,  and 
while  we  may  be  called  on  to  contribute  to  the  poll  tax  fund,  we  do  not 
propose  to  do  so  unless  the  other  breweries  interested  should  take 
the  lead,  for  certainly,  Mr.  Wahrmund,  if  we  start  this  line  of  contribu- 
tions there  is  no  telling  what  it  will  amount  to,  and  I  feel  that  we 
should  let  the  local  people  know  that  in  such  matters  they  must  take 
care  of  themselves."    (S-809-10.) 

Letter  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  2-19-03: 

"I  have  your  favor  of  the  18th  inst.  and  replying  thereto  will 
state  that  a  committee  consisting  of  the  beer  agents  of  Denison  and 
Sherman  was  to  see  us  last  week,  and  stated  that  they  had  an  unusual 
hard  fight  on  their  hands.  This  I  know  to  be  a  fact,  as  all  of  Gray- 
son County  is  dry  outside  of  Denison  and  Sherman.  Furthermore,  the 
outside  precincts  are  to  a  great  extent  a  prohibition  'hot  bed,'  and 
Grayson  County  being  one  of  the  largest  counties  in  North  Texas,  it 
was  thought  advisable  to  help  the  committee  out  in  addition  to  the 
amount  that  will  be  contributed  by  our  association.  I  think  a  bad 
precedent  would  be  set  if  our  association  gave  more  than  $500,  and  I 
held  the  contribution  down  to  that  amount,  but  inasmuch  as  the  fight 
is  going  to  be  one  of  the  'hottest'  that  we  have  had,  and  the  county 
being  of  such  importance,  I  agree  with  the  other  breweries  interested 
to  help  out  to  the  extent  of  20  cents  per  barrel  on  our  last  year's  sales 
in  Denison  and  Sherman.  This  will  tax  us  to  the  amount  of  about 
$500,  but  I  believe  it  is  necessary,  as  we  should  not  allow  the  prohi- 
bitionists to  win  another  county  election,  especially  in  a  county  like 
Grayson.  The  committee  estimated  that  it  would  take  about  $5,000  to 
make  a  successful  campaign.  They  agreed  to  raise  among  the  saloon 
men,  wholesaler  liquor  dealers  and  property  owners  $2,500.  Our  asso- 
ciation will  give  $500,  which  will  leave  $2,000  to  be  raised  among  the 
breweries  doing  business  in  the  two  towns.  It  was  estimated  that 
Denison  and  Sherman  sold  annually  about  ten  thousand  barrels,  in- 
cluding keg  and  bottled  beer,  in  which  case  the  assessment  as  above 
stated  will  be  about  20  cents  per  barrel,  but  I  believe  that  this  will  be 
money  well  spent,  for  if  we  win  in  Grayson  County  it  will  go  a  long 
ways  towards  discouraging  the  prohibitionists  from  calling  other  elec- 
tions, especially  in  the  counties  adjoining  Grayson. 

"In  addition  to  the  Grayson  County  election,  we  have  on  our  hands 
elections  in  Waller,  Camp  and  Wood  Counties,  and  several  precinct 
elections,  in  all  of  which  I  believe  we  will  win,  as  the  tide  seems  to 
be  turning  very  rapidly  in  our  favor."    (S-840.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  Otto  Wahrmund  to  Adolphus  Busch,  St. 
Louis,  3-28-03: 

"Anent  the  injunction  proceedings  started  by  you  at  Sherman,  beg 
to  state  that  we  are  looking  for  the  decision  of  the  Federal  judge  there 
today,  and  while  we  may  not  win  on  all  the  points  raised,  on  the  other 
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hand,  we  hope  that  the  decision  will  be  such   as  to   render   us  some 
relief."    (S-881.) 

1907. 

Letter  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  to  George  W.  Carver,  Deni- 
son,  9-7-07: 

"Your  favor  of  the  6th  inst.  to  hand  and  contents  carefully  noted. 
If  I  can  possibly  arrange  it  I  will  come  up  to  see  you  about  next 
Wednesday,  the  11th  inst.  I  cannot  well  get  off  before  that  date,  as 
Monday  is  election  day,  and  Tuesday,  the  10th,  is  our  monthly  pay  day. 

"Should  anything  come  up  to  prevent  my  coming  up  on  Wednesday 
will  advise  you.  In  the  meantime  I  think  you  and  other  conservative 
antis  should  consider  carefully  the  advisability  of  calling  an  election 
at  this  time,  and  be  sure  after  checking  over  the  poll  tax  list  whether 
or  not  there  is  a  fighting  chance  to  win,  otherwise  we  will  be  tied  up 
for  two  years  more  and  for  this  reason  the  antis  should  take  no  chances." 
(D-571.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  B.  Adoue  to  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery, 
9-9-07: 

"Grayson  and  Williamson  Counties  are  the  next  to  give  trouble, 
and  we  must  do  all  in  our  power  to  put  off  the  election  until  next 
spring."    (D-573.) 

Letter    from   J.    B.    Rayner    (negro   preacher),   Calvert,   to    S.   T. 

Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  9-11-07: 

"Grayson  County  is  to  have  a  local  option  election,  and  if  you 
brewers  at  Fort  Worth  and  Dallas  will  send  me  into  the  campaign 
I  will  vote  90  per  cent  of  the  negroes  for  the  antis. 

"I  managed  the  campaign  in  McLellan,  Freestone,  Limestone  and 
Milam  for  the  antis.  I  refer  you  to  G.  H.  Luedde,  Waco;  R.  L.  Autrey 
and  Hugh  Hamilton,  Houston;  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio;  B.  Adoue 
and  O.  Paget  at  Galveston."    (D-579.) 

Reply  to  the  above,  9-13-07: 

"Your  favor  of  the  11th  inst.  to  hand  and  contents  noted,  and  in 
reply  will  state  that  I  write  Mr.  E.  Arnoldi  of  Sherman,  Texas,  by  this 
mail,  enclosing  your  letter,  and  now  suggest  that  you  write  him  direct, 
as  he  will  be  in  close  touch  with  the  oxganization  in  Grayson  County." 
(D-582.) 

Letter  Morgan  to  E.  Arnoldi,  Sherman,  Texas,  9-13-07: 

"Enclosed  find  letter  from  J.  B.  Rayner  together  with  copy  of 
my  reply.  My  understanding  is  that  Rayner  is  a  very  intelligent  negro, 
and  knows  how  to  handle  the  colored  vote,  but  like  all  politicians,  he 
is  inclined  to  get  all  that  he  can,  and  more  perhaps  if  given  an  oppor- 
tunity, so  if  you  come  to  terms  with  him  it  would  be  well  to  have  a 
clear  understanding  as  to  expenses,  etc. 

"Rayner,  you  will  understand,  is  a  negro  politician  and  preacher." 
(D-585.) 
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Letter  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  9-13-07: 

"I  think  it  best  to  submit  to  you  a  written  report  upon  the  Gray- 
son County  condition,  so  that  copies  of  same  may  be  forwarded  to 
Mr.  S.  T.  Morgan,  Col.  A.  T.  Stevens  and  Col.  Zane  Cetti. 

"I  visited  both  Sherman  and  Denison  and  interviewed  many  anti 
and  pro  and  find  matters  to  be  about  as  follows: 

"Sherman  is  in  the  lead  this  time — Denison  opposed  bringing  on  the 
election  at  this  time,  as  they  did  not  deem  it  opportune. 

"The  petition  was  circulated  by  Frank  Bowles  of  the  Sherman 
Democrat,  and  a  man  named  Sam  Riesenberg,  an  ex-saloon  man,  but  a 
man  rather  well  liked.  The  petition  was  signed  almost  exclusively  by 
farmers  and  had  about  600  names. 

"About  six  days  ago  thirty  of  the  leading  business  men  of  Sherman 
went  to  Denison  and  conferred  with  Denison  citizens  about  presenting 
the  petition,  and  they  agreed  as  the  petition  was  ready  to  let  it  go 
before  the  Commissioners,  and  that  they  (Denison)  could  be  counted 
upon  to  do  their  part. 

"The  petition  was  presented  and  the  Commissioners  set  the  day 
the  antis  asked,  and  favored  them  in  all  ways. 

"On  the  11th  a  committee  of  five  men  from  Denison  met  at  Sher- 
man with  a  committee  of  equal  number  at  the  latter  city  and  mapped 
out  a  plan  of  campaign.  At  that  meeting  Judge  C.  F.  Calloway,  Assist- 
ant County  Attorney,  presided  and  they  agreed  upon  whom  they  wanted 
for  permanent  chairman,  naming  S.  W.  Porter,  if  he  would  serve.  On 
the  13th  he  agreed  so  to  do.  They  also  decided  on  an  executive  com- 
mittee of  seven,  the  best  men  of  the  city  being  amongst  the  number, 
W.  R.  Brentz  being  the  first  on  the  list.  They  also  decided  that  they 
needed  100  business  men  to  identify  themselves  with  the  movement. 
The  names  were  secured  without  difficulty  and  the  movement  has 
started  under  the  most  favorable  auspices.  Denison  will  have  her 
own  committee  and  executive  committee  and  agreed  to  handle  the 
north  end  of  the  county,  Sherman  to  take  the  south  end. 

"They  propose  to  have  no  outside  speakers;  to  conduct  it  entirely 
with  home  people,  in  which  the  writer  encouraged  them. 

"They  are  supposed  to  have  available  $2,000  in  Sherman  and  $1,500 
in  Denison.  The  writer  informed  them  that  the  TEXAS  BREWERS' 
ASSOCIATION  could  not  contribute  a  dollar,  which  seemed  to  them 
a  disappointment,  and  I  am  certain  that  appeals  will  be  made  for  assist- 
ance. 

"THEY  WERE  FURNISHED  WITH  SAMPLES  OF  LITERATURE 
and  were  told  same  would  be  supplied  to  them,  and  if  in  future  they 
needed  a  conference  with  the  writer  that  he  would  come  and  meet  them. 

"My  opinion  is  there  never  was  a  better  chance  to  win  in  Grayson 
County  than  now,  and  it  altogether  depends  on  the  management.  It 
is  too  early  to  predict  how  the  management  will  act,  as  they  are  not 
yet  fairly  started,  and  would  advise  that  not  one  dollar  be  contributed 
by  the  individual  brewers  till  they  were  assured  that  the  campaign  will 
be  managed  intelligently. 

"It  is  but  fair  to  say  that  the  writer  met  some  strong  prohibition- 
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ists  who  are  confident  of  victory  with  an  increased  majority,  though 
the  enthusiasm  of  Judge  Galloway  led  him  to  tell  me  the  antis  would 
win  by  at  least  2,000.  This  is,  of  course,  rot.  If  they  win  by  500  it 
will  be  a  Waterloo. 

"There  are  many  changes  since  last  election,  but  not  enough  to 
win  by  a  very  large  majority,  but  the  fight  can  and  ought  to  be  won 
now.  In  a  hundred  years  more  there  might  not  be  a  better  chance. 
The  clubs  are  open.  More  beer  and  whiskey  are  sold  than  when  the 
county  was  wet,  convictions  cannot  be  secured  in  the  courts,  and  if 
we  can  convince  the  pros  that  the  T.  B.  A.  will  help  enforce  the  Baskin- 
McGregor  law  there  is  no  reason  why  Grayson  should  not  be  in  the 
wet  column.  Brewers'  money  will  not  win.  It  will  take  work  and 
hard  work.  If  the  T.  B.  A.  sends  any  considerable,  or,  in  fact,  any 
amount  the  home  people  will  'lay  down.'  'Money  makes  the  mare  go.' 
The  man  who  contributes  will  work.  It  would  be  all  right  to  help 
them  if  they  win.  This  is  a  LOCAL  fight  and  ^should  be  so  treated. 
Let  them  have  any  literature  thev  want,  but  stop  at  that  for  the  present."

"I  have  just  received  the  enclosed  letter  from  Mr.  Arnoldi.  His 
new  method  of  campaigning  will  be  sure  to  defeat  the  interest  of  those 
brewers  who  sell  beer  in  Grayson  County. 

"The  pros  will  use  outside  help^  and  will  succeed  in  keeping  Gray- 
son County  in  the  dry  column.  Whenever  Mr.  Arnoldi  or  his  committee 
attempt  to  use  only  the  men  he  has  in  his  county  he  will  stir  up  a 
rivalry  among  the  leaders  in  his  county,  and  this  rivalry  will  cause 
the  negro  vote  to  support  the  pros.  The  antis  will  not  get  the  negro 
vote  of  Grayson  County.  Campaign  management  is  art  and  science, 
which  only  a  very  few  men  understand. 

"How  to  influence  men  and  secure  their  sympathy  and  help  in 
any  cause  is  an  art  and  science  too  high  for  the  ordinary  mind  to 
comprehend.  You  cannot  reason  with  intolerant  bigotry,  nor  discuss 
with  religious  fanaticism — you  have  to  outgeneral  it."

"I  have  long  ago  discovered  that  brewers'  money  has  no  good 
effect  on  local  option  elections:  it  is  the  breweries'  fight,'  creates  in- 
difference among  the  antis.  I  will  say  this,  however,  if  after  the  elec- 
tion, whether  antis  or  pros  win,  the  anti  committee  discovers  a  shortage 
in  its  finances,  I  will  personally  contribute  to  the  extent  of  $1,000  if 
necessary  to  cover  deficit,  leaving  it  to  you  as  to  amount  I  shall  con- 
tribute. I  believe  that  this  offer  should  be  strictly  private,  not  even 
the  members  of  your  committee  should  know  it.  I  suppose  liquor 
dealers  and  breweries  will  contribute  to  the  fighting  fund.

"Your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.  to  hand  and  contents  carefully  noted. 
In  reply  will  state  that  I  have  known  Mr.  Webster  for  several  years 
as  a  strong  and  aggressive  local  optionist,  and  a  man  who  has  always 
taken  an  active  part  in  such  matters;  in  fact,  he  got  up  the  petition 
and  lead  the  fight  in  this  county  several  years  ago;  hence  I  am  at  a 
loss  to  understand  his  change  of  views  unless  for  some  reason  he  is 
at  outs  with  the  other  side.  He  is  a  rather  strong  speaker,  and  I 
understand  he  attributes  his  change  of  belief  to  the  Baskin-McGregor 
law,  holding  that  under  so  strict  a  regulation  the  open  saloon  is  better 
than  the  blind  tiger.  However,  I  would  advise  that  you  be  very  careful, 
as  I  a  mone  of  those  who  are  somewhat  suspicious  of  the  "Present- 
bearing  Greeks,"  and  I  would  further  suggest  that  before  any  arrange- 
ments are  made  that  you  have  Captain  Paget  of  Galveston,  to  whom 
I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  referring  your  letter,  to  carefully  investi- 
gate this  party  before  entering  into  any  arrangements  with  him. 

"I  would  not  under  any  circumstances  do  Mr.  Webster  any  in- 
justice, but  I  believe  in  working  in  the  open  in  such  matters,  and  hav- 
ing a  thorough  understanding  on  all  points."

These  facts  I  have  been  unable  to  find  out  here;  hence, 
you  will  note  in  my  letter  to  Mr.  Nauwald  herewith  enclosed  that  I 
advised  him  to  do  nothing  with  this  party  without  your  approval,  and 
after  you  had  investigated  his  proposition  carefully. 

"I  have  heard  that  he  is  quite  an  advocate  of  the  Baskin-McGregor 
law,  claiming  that  the  saloon  can  be  so  well  regulated  under  said 
measure  that  they  would  be  preferable  to  prohibition,  but  knowing  this 
party  as  well  as  we  do  you  will  know  how  much  faith  to  place  in  this 
statement.  He,  of  course,  is  a  free  agent,  and  there  is  only  one  way 
to  keep  him  out  of  the  field,  whether  he  takes  one  side  or  the  other, 
and  this  step  I  do  not  propose  to  take;  hence,  I  believe  it  would  be 
well  for  you  to  give  the  party  some  attention."  (D-599.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  S.  T.  Morgan  to  B.  Adoue,  9-23-07: 

"I  do  not  know  how  to  advise  concerning  Mr.  Webster,  as  neither 
myself  or  any  one  else  can  control  him,  but  I  think  if  he  is  left  alone 
he  will  soon  withdraw  of  his  own  accord,  unless,  of  course,  he  is  in  the 
pay  of  the  pros. 
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"I  will  today  write  both  of  the  parties  mentioned  in  your  letter, 
and  ask  them  to  send  in  their  September  assessment. 

"I  was  in  Grayson  County  last  week  and*  I  agree  with  Captain 
Paget  that  if  the  local  people  will  take  change  of  the  election  and  do 
the  proper  work  we  may  win,  but  there  is  considerable  dissension  in 
our  own  ranks;  that  is,  some  think  that  the  present  is  the  proper  time 
to  call  the  election  while  others  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  election 
should  have  been  postponed  until  after  next  February.  Furthermore, 
there  are  a  good  many  clubs  in  existence  that  seem  to  be  doing  a 
good  business,  and  I  fear  that  the  people  interested  in  such  clubs  will 
do  considerable  'knifing,'  in  which  case  the  count  will  remain  'DRY.' 
Captain  Paget  has  the  situation  sized  up  I  think  correctly,  and  any 
large  contribution  made  them  from  the  outside  would  be  money  thrown 
away. 

"I  told  some  of  my  personal  friends  that  we  would  be  glad  to  help 
aiong  the  cause  by  a  personal  contribution,  but  under  no  circumstances 
would  my  company  contribute  one  cent. 

"Sherman  seems  to  be  very  sanguine  of  success,  while  the  senti- 
ment in  Denison  is  just  to  the  contrary,  and  while  they  claim  the 
two  towns  have  about  1,000  more  poll  taxes  paid  than  at  the  time  of  the 
last  election,  still  as  an  offset  against  this  they  say  the  county  is  about 
1,400  poll  taxes  short,  and  you  know  as  a  matter  of  fact  if  this  is  the 
case  a  large  percentage  of  the  shortage  in  the  country  is  among  the 
antis;  hence  I  think  the  chances  are  against  the  county  going  'Wet.' ,! 
(D-600,  601.) 

Letter,  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  to  S.  W.  Porter,  Sherman, 
9-28-07 : 

"Complying  with  promise  made  you  by  Mr.  Stevens,  I  have  pleas- 
ure in  handing  you  herewith  my  personal  check  No.  811,  on  the  Ameri- 
can Exchange  National  Bank  of  Dallas  for  $500  as  a  contribution  to 
your  anti-prohibition  campaign  fund.

Our  prospects 
at  this  time  look  very  favorable,  though  we  have  a  great  deal  of  work 
yet  to  do,  but  are  using  every  honorable  means  to  carry  our  point. 

"Trusting  that  we  may  be  able  to  give  you  some  good  news  Thurs- 
day night,  I  beg  to  remain."     (D-608.)

An  election  was  expected  in  Grayson  County  during  1910.  The 
payment  of  poll  taxes  was  looked  after  by  the  breweries  in  anticipa- 
tion of  it. 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  to  R.  I  . 
Autrey,  Houston  Ice   &  Brewing  Company,  2-12-10: 

"One  of  our  friends  from  Denison  was  here  today  and  informed 
me  that  you  had  made  them  a  donation  of  $600.  Is  that  correct?  I 
ask  for  this  information  for  the  reason  that  they  want  me  to  help 
them  out  for  a  like  amount."     (D-1052-1053.) 

Letter  from  S.  T.  Morgan  to  O.  Paget,  2-15-10: 

"Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  14th  inst.  will  state  that  I  under- 
stand a  local  option  election  will  soon  be  called  in  Grayson  County. 
There  is  also  talk  of  an  election  being  called  in  Navarro  County,  but  I 
have  nothing  definite  relative  to  the  last  mentioned  county.  Some 
parties  were  here  a  few  days  ago  from  Grayson  County  and  they  say 
they  have  matters  in  an  unusually  good  condition.  That  is,  the  cities 
of  Denison  and  Sherman  show  a  nice  increase  in  the  payment  of  poll 
taxes,  while  the  county  outside  of  these  two  cities  shows  a  decrease. 
The  division  of  payment  of  poll  taxes  being  about  even.  That  is,  Deni- 
son and  Sherman  have  about  the  same  number  of  paid  polls  as  the 
balance  of  the  county,  and  they  think  the  proportion  of  the  antis  in 
the  city  will  be  larger  than  the  proportion  of  the  pros  in  the  county.  I 
am  also  informed  that  the  business  men  of  Denison  and  Sherman  will 
have  the  election  in  hand,  and  that  no  ex-saloon  man  or  beer  agent  will 
take  any  part  therein,  and  that  the  prospects  to  win  the  election  are 
very  favorable."     (D-1059.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  S.  T.  Morgan  to  B.  Adoue,  2-19-10: 

"I  have  several  calls  to  help  out  in  local  option  elections.  One 
will  soon  be  called  in  Grayson  County,  one  that  is  already  called  in 
Wood  County,  and  we  are  looking  for  an  election  to  be  called  in 
Navarro  County.  All  three  counties  should  be  won,  but  our  friends 
therein  will  need  help,  especially  as  those  formerly  interested  in  the 
business  have  moved  away,  and  as  you  know  the  property  owners  and 
merchants  are  very  slow  in  the  matter  of  contributions,  and  those 
that  do  contribute  make  their  donations  very  small,  so  I  write  to  ask 
what  the  policy  of  the  association  is  relative  to  helping  out,  financially 
and  otherwise,  in  such  elections.  If  I  remember  correctly  I  think  the 
association  last  year  adopted  the  plan  of  making  reasonable  donations 
in  case  of  such  elections,  and  if  the  county  or  territory  voted  and  re- 
mained in  the  dry  column  the  association  stood  the  loss,  but  if  the 
county  and  territory  defeated  local  option  then  those  doing  business 
in  the  territory  would  be  expected  to  reimburse  the  association.  Please 
advise  me  if  I  am  correct,  and  also  state  what  amount  you  think  we 
should  contribute  in  the  Wood  County  election.  I  have  letter  from 
Friend  Stafford  in  which  he  says  that  they  have  raised  a  fund  of  $700, 
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$200  of  which  he  contributed  himself,  and  that  they  expected  to  raise 
$200  more  and  he  asked  me  for  a  donation  of  $300  which  I  expect  I 
will  have  to  send  him. 

"There  has  already  been  considerable  expense  incurred  in  Grayson 
County,  the  particulars  of  which  you  can  get  from  Mr.  Autrey  and,  of 
course,  when  the  election  is  ordered  and  the  campaign  opens  there 
will  be  other  expenses  that  we  will  no  doubt  be  called  on  to  pay. 

"I  am  also  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Texarkana  from  which  I 
understand  that  an  election  has  been  called  for  Bowie  County  to  take 
place  on  March  5th.  My  friend  from  this  county  also  asks  for  a  dona- 
tion and  I  am  writing  him  by  this  mail  asking  how  much  has  been  con- 
tributed, and  also  for  the  names  of  the  contributors,  so  you  will  see 
they  are  coming  in  on  us  pretty  thick  and  unless  we  get  some  outside 
help  the  burden  is  going  to  be  very  heavy."     (D-1062.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  to  Thos. 
F.  Keeley,  president  Dallas  Brewery,  at  Chicago,  3-16-10: 

"Grayson  County  (Denison  and  Sherman)  which  is  now  'dry'  will 
vote  on  Saturday,  March  19th,  and  our  friends  seem  confident  that 
we  will  win,  and  this  we  should  do,  as  both  Denison  and  Sherman  show 
a  large  increase  in  poll  tax  payments  over  last  year,  while  the  balance 
of  the  county  shows  quite  a  decrease.  That  is,  heretofore  the  propor- 
tion of  poll  tax  payments  has  been  about  two-thirds  in  the  county  at 
large,  and  as  the  pros  have  won  the  last  three  elections  by  not  over 
about  600  majority  this  large  increase  in  the  payment  of  poll  taxes  in 
Denison  and  Sherman  should  overcome  this  majority.  The  anti  forces 
are  well  organized  and  the  campaign  is  in  the  hands  of  some  of  the 
best  men  in  Denison  and  Sherman,  composed  of  bankers,  merchants 
and  property  owners,  and  if  we  cannot  win  under  these  circumstances 
it  looks  like  it  will  be  almost  useless  to  make  another  fight."

"Enclosed  please  find  carbon  copy  of  'A  practical  lesson  in  com- 
mon sense,'  which  I  prepared  last  night.  I  am  working  along  similar 
lines  and  furnishing  Llano  County  with  same.  I  can  also  furnish  the 
other  counties  carbons,  if  desired,  when  furnished  with  the  names  of 
proper  parties,  and  they  can  revamp  to  suit  local  conditions.  This  is 
only  a  sample.  I  am  grinding  out  a  world  of  dope  which  I  am  sure 
will  be  interesting,  instructive  and  argumentative."     (H-76.) 

Copy  of  letter  from  M.  B.  Davis  Jr.  to  Monta  Moore,  dated  3-8-10, 
enclosed  with  above: 

"The  Denison  Herald  is  now  getting  to  be  quite  interesting,  and 
is  replete  with  a  lot  of  good  dope.  Every  issue  is  worth  careful  perus- 
ing now.  However,  Mr.  Thompson  will  publish  none  of  our  Anti- 
Saloon  League  'dope'  until  the  hirelings  come  in.  He  is  holding  all 
that  back.  I  have  some  mighty  fine  stuff  in  his  hands  for  use  when 
the  occasion  arises,  should  it  do  so.  I  have  written  an  article,  if  used, 
which  should  be  calculated  to  arouse  the  Jews,  the  Catholics  and  the 
laboring  element,  including  the  farmers,  against  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
and  Rockefeller.  For  the  Jews,  I  quote  from  the  St.  Louis  rabbi,  and 
for  the  Catholics,  I  quote  the  St.  Louis  priest.  I  see  Samuel  Gompers, 
the  great  labor  leader,  has  come  out  against  prohibition. 

"I  am  enclosing  under  separate  cover  a  large  batch  of  my  written 
newspaper  argument,  which  will  appear  from  time  to  time  in  the 
Herald,  if  space  permits.  I  have  sent  Piff  a  copy  of  everything  to

"Advise  me  promptly  the  names  of  the  chairmen  in  the  other  coun- 
ties and  I  will  do,  as  I  am  doing  Tiff,  send  a  carbon  to  them. 

"I  am  revising  to  some  extent  all  the  stuff  you  send  me  to  copy, 
as  it  needs  going  over  on  account  of  some  peculiar  local  conditions, 
this,  in  turn,  is  handed  to  Mr.  Thompson's  right-hand  man,  who  goes 
over  it,  then  it  goes  to  Mr.  Thompson,  and  when  it  finally  comes  out  in 
print  it  is  about  as  free  from  any  'come-back'  as  anything  ever  pre- 
pared.    In   fact,  there  are  no  gaps  laid  down   for  legitimate  answer, 
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and  if  we  but  supplement  the  magnificent  newspaper  work  by  a  great 
rally  here  and  in  Sherman  I  would  have  brighter  hopes  for  a  victory. 

"Judge  Ben  G.  Jones,  District  Judge  up  this  way,  spoke  tonight  in 
Denison,  and  made  about  the  poorest  out  of  it  I  ever  heard.  He  ac- 
knowledged he  was  raised  in  this  county — been  here  55  years,  and  his 
every  appearance  would  indicate  that  he  is  a  sturdy,  strong  individual, 
surrounded  in  the  olden  times  with  the  worst  sort  of  saloons,  and  yel 
he  has  withstood  all  by  his  will-power.  Yet  he  wants  to  have  the  fu- 
ture generation  raised  by  law  and  sent  to  heaven  via  the  statute  book 
route. 

"I  have  not  been  able  to  see  Mr.  Thompson  personally;  I  have 
found  headquarters,  and  while  there  is  no  activity  there,  I  presume  it 
is  a  good  sign,  as  no  doubt  the  boys  are  working  on  the  streets,  losing 
no  time  in  and  around  headquarters.  If  we  win,  it  will  be  a  remark- 
able victory. 

"Whatever  notes  you  may  sit  down  and  write,  I  will  copy  and  take 
the  liberty  of  changing  slightly  here  and  there,  taking  from  and  adding 
to,  as  the  local  conditions  demand,  and  will  immediately  send  carbons 
to  Tiff  and  any  others  that  might  be  named. 

"I  received  telegram  from  Mr.  A.  H.  Culwell,  of  the  Santa  Fe, 
desiring  me  in  Belton  next  week  to  report  some  big  personal  injury 
suits,  but  of  course  have  wired  impossibility,  etc. 

"My  wife  is  here  with  me,  and  I  am  having  her  watch  the  papers, 
clip  out  all  articles  of  interest,  neatly  scrapbook  the  same,  and  am 
preserving  a  careful  record  of  the  Sherman  Democrat  and  Denison 
Herald. 

"I  subscribed  for  the  Sherman  Democrat  for  a  month  yesterday, 
ordering  it  sent  to  Cameron.  That  is  the  least  time  I  could  subscribe — 
fifty  cents. 

"If  you  have  not  already  done  so,  I  would  be  pleased  to  have  a 
substantial  check  sent  at  once,  as  I  am  under  heavy  expense  here,  and 
do  not  feel  that  I  should  be  called  upon  to  advance  the  association  my 
expense  money.  You  will  note  I  have  a  balance  coming  from  last  month 
on  expenses,  and  also  a  balance  on  salary. 

"I  have  concluded  to  remain  here  at  the  Denison,  which  is  a  fine 
temporary  headquarters  for  me;  I  have  all  my  papers,  scrapbooks, 
typewriter,  carbon,  etc.,  the  complete  phone  system,  convenient  mailing 
point,  and  all  proper  and  satisfactory  service.  Mr.  Johnson,  the  hotel 
man,  and  all  his  clerks  are  very  clever,  and  lend  me  all  assistance  pos- 
sible. My  wife,  as  stated,  is  with  me,  also  the  kids,  and  my  old-time 
friends  up  here  enjoy  having  them  with  them  during  the  day,  and  I 
enjoy  them  what  little  spare  time  I  have  at  meals  and  after  speaking  at 
night.  I  attend  all  pro  speakings,  and  almost  get  on  the  mourner's 
bench,  but  am  afraid  they  would  withdraw  their  cleanly  skirts  from 
such  a  mean,  low-down,  dirty,  stinking  anti  as  I  am,  so  I  save  them 
this  trouble. 

"I  believe  this  is  about  all  I  can  call  to  mind  that  would  be  of  in- 
terest, after  a  strenuous  day.  I  believe  I  advised  Mr.  Autrey  over  the 
phone  that  we  had  the  complete  files  of  the  Fort  Worth  Star,  out  of 
which  Mr.  Thompson  has  selected  several  fine  articles,  which  we  will 
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i  e vamp  and  publish,  and  they  will  be  good  for  other  campaigns,  too, 
\  ith  slight  modifications,  alterations  or  additions. 

''Please  do  not  overlook  the  check  proposition,  as  I  am  unable  to 
hear  from  any  railroad  vouchers,  and  am  straining  my  bank  account 
mighty  bad;  in  fact,  am  a  little  in  the  red,  again.  It  is  a  constant  dig, 
dig,  here.  I  have  to  buy  stamps,  scrapbooks,  various  sundries,  and 
paying  cash  for  cafe  meals  is  some  'pumpkin'  itself.  Besides  I  see 
some  mighty  pretty  spring  clothes  that  look  good  to  'muh,'  and  it's 
getting  a  little  warm  for  a  continuation  of  winter's  raiment. 

"If  Mr.  Thompson  will  publish  all  I  have  given  him  and  will  con- 
tinue to  turn  in,  if  we  can  have  two  or  three  rallies  the  latter  end,  in 
vhirl-wind  fashion,  if  we  don't  come  out  victorious,  the  people  will  at 
least  have  had  some  mighty  truths  placed  before  them  for  considera- 
tion. I  feel  sure  that  Mr.  Thompson  is  doing  fine  work,  though  I  have 
not  had  the  pleasure  of  being  able  to  get  very  much  out  of  him  as  yet." 
(H-71.) 

Letter  from  Houston  Ice  &  Brewery  Company  to  M.  B.  Davis  Jr., 
Denison,  dated  3-12-10: 

"I  have  received  your  report  of  the  speaking  of  the  pros  in  Sher- 
man on  March  5th.  It  is  clear  that  they  are  very  bitter  and  that  they 
all  have  it  in  for  Mr.  Thompson,  and  they  are  scoring  him  heavily  in 
their  speeches.  The  campaign  has  now  progressed  far  enough  to  judge 
of  what  the  result  will  finally  be,  and  although  you  say  that  Mr.  Thomp- 
son is  always  too  busy  to  give  you  much  of  his  time,  and  that  your 
stuff  is  not  put  into  the  paper  just  as  you  hand  it  in,  still  you  are  now 
in  position  to  say  what  your  judgment  is  of  the  manner  of  conducting 
the  campaign,  and  whether  you  consider  that  it  will  be  effectual  or  not. 
So  far  the  only  effective  thing  that  I  have  seen  is  the  holding  of  the 
higher  prohibition  speakers  from  the  field.  Either  the  arguments  of 
Mr.  Thompson  that  the  interference  of  outside  speakers  should  be  re- 
sented by  the  voters,  and  having  the  effect  of  making  the  pros  fearful 
of  the  results,  or  else  they  think  so  little  of  the  campaign  method  of  Mr. 
Thompson  that  they  do  not  think  it  is  worth  while  to  incur  the  expense 
of  having  the  important  speakers  on  the  ground  and  make  the  usual 
fight.  Perhaps  they  think  the  fight  is  so  easy  that  they  can  handle  it 
with  the  local  talent  assisted  by  Sterling  B.  Strong  and  the  Anti-Saloon 
League.  I  hope  to  get  a  report  from  you  tomorrow  showing  exactly 
what  you  think  of  the  situation  at  the  close  of  today."     (H-78.) 

Letter  from  M.  B.  Davis  Jr.  to  Monta  Moore  and  R.  L.  Autrey, 
dated  3-14-10: 

"I  beg  to  report  that  I  had  quite  a  little  talk  with  Mr.  Thompson 
this  morning — the  first  opportunity,  and  he  is  sanguine  of  an  over- 
whelming victory  if  we  can  get  out  our  vote  in  Sherman  and  Denison, 
but  the  lower  country  is  going  to  do  the  usual.  I  will  attend  the  pro 
meetings  as  much  as  possible,  and  keep  Mr.  Thompson  as  well  as  you 
gentlemen  advised  of  any  new  turns  they  take.  I  would  advise  Mr. 
Autrey  to  send  all  my  mail  in  plain  envelopes,  also  that  it  is  hard  to 
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talk  much  over  long  distance  phone.  First,  on  account  of  not  hearing 
very  plainly  and  having  to  talk  pretty  loud,  and  second,  as  I  understand, 
we  want  to  keep  in  the  background  as  much  as  possible.  Reports  or 
no  reports,  rest  assured  that  I  am  doing  all  possible  and  I  desire  above 
all  to  win  this  county.  In  talking  over  the  phone  I  always  have  to 
weigh  carefully  in  my  mind  before  giving  prompt  answers  to  see  if  it 
will  divulge  anything  to  any  operator  or  outsider  that  may  be  listening. 

"Saturday's  Herald  was  a  dandy,  and  I  hope  each  of  you  will  keep 
a  complete  file;  I  am  doing  so  here,  and  will  have  it  in  scrapbook  form. 
This  is  undoubtedly  the  most  complete  newspaper  fight,  editorially  and 
otherwise,  I  ever  saw  and  will  be  invaluable  in  the  future  campaigns. 
If  we  had  just  had  the  bankers  and  merchants  to  have  shown  their 
nerve,  if  they  have  any,  and  had  some  speaking,  I  feel  that  chances 
would  have  been  all  in  our  favor.  However,  as  I  have  said  before,  we 
may  win  without  the  speaking,  but  a  speech  seems  to  arouse  enthusiasm 
and  impresses  the  people  in  the  lower  walks  more  than  newspaper 
articles,  though  both  are  fine  for  certain  purposes.  When  combined 
they  are  almost  a  sure  winner,  when  standing  alone,  the  results  are 
always  in  grave  doubt,  that  is,  to  me,  from  my  past  experience. 

"I  would  suggest  that  any  important  county  be  made  to  under- 
stand that  the  business  men  and  professional  men  on  the  anti  side,  will 
be  expected  to  sign  a  conservative  appeal,  at  least,  and  not  be  afraid 
or  ashamed  to  stand  up  for  the  principle  they  think  is  right,  and  another 
thing,  that  endorsement  be  given  high-class  speakers,  and  band  concerts 
and  rallies  be  by  all  means  used. 

"Those  are  the  only  two  ingredients  that  I  would  mix  with  the 
medicine  to  knock  out  the  pros  within  this^  county  that  are  lacking. 
Otherwise,  I  feel  safe.  Not  being  in  the  first  counsels  here,  I  presume 
that  those  two  features  were  perhaps  considered  unnecessary  by  the 
local  men,  and  I  am  not  in  position  to  pass  a  criticism.  I  am  told  that 
the  negro  vote  is  being  absolutely  attended  to.  I  have  done  a  lot  of 
my  own  writing,  as  per  copies  forwarded;  I  have  revised  and  added  to 
a  lot  of  my  old  work.  I  have  copied  from  others,  have  turned  in  lots 
of  Mr.  Moore's  writings,  have  copied  about  six  articles  from  the  files 
of  the  Fort  Worth  Star;  I  am  preserving  our  newspaper  campaign  dope 
here  in  scrapbook  form;  am  watching  the  pro  meetings  as  closely  as 
possible,  and  catching  on  to  any  new  argument  they  may  add  to  their 
old  stock;  I  am  retaining  a  carbon  copy  or  two  of  everything  I  write 
for  immediate  turning  in  to  any  paper  in  any  county  I  may  soon  go  to 
so  as  to  have  a  right-of-way  for  new  matter  that  may  arise;  have  prof- 
fered my  services  to  Mr.  Thompson  and  the  committee;  I  went  to  the 
court  dockets  to  see  about  statistics  as  to  drunkenness,  but  as  they  are 
against  us  in  comparison  (I  suppose  on  account  of  the  drunks  now 
being  more  secretive,  upstairs,  etc.)  I  quickly  withdrew.  I  started 
statistics  to  show  the  decrease  in  rental  values  in  Denison,  and  as  I  have 
explained,  I  was  informed  it  was  best  not  to  use  them  on  account  of 
the  three  engineers. 

"I  feel  my  labors  are  almost  concluded  here  now  as  far  as  any 
more  newspaper  dope  is  concerned,  and  will  remain  here  more  in  an 
advisory  capacity,  putting  the  threads  together,  as  it  were,  and  getting

ammunition  ready  for  next  onslaught,  wherever  it  is,  I  will  get  out  on 
the  streets  and  keep  my  eyes  and  ears  open  for  anything  that  might 
'drap'  that  needs  immediate  attention."     (H-81.) 

Letter  from  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company  to  M.  B.  Davis  Jr., 
dated  3-17-10: 

"I  received  copies  of  your  letters  to  Mr.  Monta  J.  Moore,  dated 
March  14th  and  15th.  They  are  very  interesting.  I  met  Mr.  Thompson 
at  Dallas  day  before  yesterday  and  we  talked  the  situation  over.  He 
feels  not  only  encouraged  but  almost  positive  that  he  is  going  to  win 
the  fight.  He  places  the  crucial  point  now  at  the  negro  vote  in  Denison, 
of  which  there  are  575  qualified  poll  tax  payers.  If  he  can  hold  the 
negro  vote  and  keep  the  pros  from  stealing  any  part  of  them,  we  are 
going  to  win  the  fight  he  says.  Please  counsel  with  Mr.  Thompson 
and  tell  him  of  all  the  tricks  that  you  may  know  in  connection  with  the 
handling  of  negro  votes."     (H-86.) 

Letter  from  M.  B.  Davis  Jr.  to  M.  J.  Moore,  dated  3-18-10: 

"Enclosed  please  find  itemized  statement  of  account,  showing  bal- 
ance still  due  me,  and  I  shall  await  in  Waco  for  check,  as  I  will  be 
slightly  over-drawn  at  the  bank  and  will  need  this  balance  which  is  due 
in  order  to  put  me  in  the  clear.  I  never  got  the  check  for  $150  which 
you  state  was  mailed  from  Fort  Worth.  Same  must  have  gotten  lost  in 
the  shuffle.  The  hotel  proposition  has  been  heavy  here,  but  has  been 
a  necessary  expense,  as  my  room  has  practically  been  headquarters,  and 
I  have  almost  stayed  in  same  24  hours  at  the  time,  sleeping  and  working 
therein,  and  only  going  down  to  meals  and  over  to  the  Herald  office 
and  over  to  Sherman.  I  have  gotten  off  a  world  of  stuff,  a  good  deal 
of  which  I  regret  to  say  was  never  used;  I  was  unable  to  get  those 
people  to  issue  an  appeal,  and  they  would  never  consent  to  speakers, 
and  am  fearful  of  the  results,  though  I  hope  the  victory  will  be  ours.  I 
have  done  all  I  could — angels  could  do  no  more. 

"Please  let  me  have  the  check  for  $100.80  right  away  so  that  I  can 
square  up  with  the  Waco  bank  for  my  overdrafts,  and  then  will  be 
ready  to  start  out  on  a  clean  sheet  again  . 

"I  would  suggest  that  we  have  statements  prepared  of  the  financial 
condition  of  the  wet  and  dry  counties,  comparison  of  criminal  statistics 
and  grand  jury  reports,  etc.  We  should  have  all  information  of  this 
sort  right  at  hand,  so  that  we  can  give  it  right  off  the  reel  when 
asked  for. 

"I  feel  that  I  have  been  rather  shabbily  treated  over  here  by  the 
anti  folks  in  this  county,  and  Tiff  has  also  gotten  the  cold  shoulder,  but 
by  one  fell  blow  he  handed  a  regular  solar  plexus  on  Rice  Maxey,  H.  O. 
Head  et  al,  on  the  question  of  the  status  of  dry  precincts  in  case  the 
county  goes  wet.  I  am  hoping  and  longing  for  an  anti  victory,  as  I 
realize  it  would  be  the  grandest  thing  that  could  happen,  yet  I  am 
scared.  I  could  not  impress  upon  any  of  the  local  people  the  importance 
of  a  strong  appeal  from  the  business  men,  bankers,  lawyers,  etc.,  nor 
would  I  get  any  satisfaction  as  to  speakers,  but  am  trusting  that  by 
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some  hook  or  crook  the  voters  are  with  us  this  time,  and  that  we  will 
be  all  right.

"Certainly  congratulate  you  on  magnificent  fight  you  put  up  in 
Denison  and  Sherman!  Unfortunately  rural  sentiment  too  strong  to 
overcome."     (S-6045.) 

Letter,  M.  B.  Davis  Jr.  to  Monta  Moore  and  R.  L.  Autrey,  Houston 
Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  3-23-10: 

"In  Grayson  County  campaign  the  information  got  out  that  the 
antis  were  in  touch  with  Galveston  and  the  brewery  association.  I 
suppose  this  might  have  occurred  through  the  telephone — long  dis- 
tance, or  the  freight  shipments  to  me  from  Galveston — the  Fitzhugh- 
Robertson  law,  which  are  still  in  Denison,  Mr.  Thompson  not  deeming 
it  best  to  send  same  out,  they  having  arrived  late.  They  could  be  sent 
to  me  at  Waco  or  at  Cameron — whichever  would  be  a  convenient  point 
to  ship  out  from  in  some  other  county  fight.  They  are  all  packed  and 
no  delay  need  be  experienced  this  time.  In  fact,  if  there  is  a  contem- 
plated campaign  on  now  anywhere,  it  would  be  well  to  have  the  ship- 
ment sent  from  Denison  to  the  proposed  campaign  headquarters — to  be. 

"I  have  previously  suggested  the  advisability,  if  possible,  of  or- 
ganizing the  merchants,  bankers  and  leading  professional  men  of  the 
anti  persuasion  into  a  State  organization  of  some  kind — for  instance, 
the  Texas  Progressive  League,  with  a  small  membership  fee  of  say  50 
cents  or  $1  per  month  for  the  sole  and  only  purpose  of  fighting  pro- 
hibition in  the  larger  centers.     The  speakers  could  be  sent  out  under 
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the  auspices  of  this  league  and  thus  with  one  fell  blow  rob  the  pro 
orators  of  their  stock  saying  that  the  breweries  and  distillers  are  fight- 
ing for  existence  and  are  the  ones  that  are  carrying  on  the  fight.  If 
this  kind  of  an  organization  is  possible  it  would  serve  several  purposes, 
mainly  solidifying  the  live  anti  merchants,  bankers  and  progressive 
professional  men  in  a  fight  as  a  body,  doing  away  with  petty  sectional 
jealousies,  relieve  the  brewers  of  the  burden  of  the  fight,  keep  a  fight- 
ing organization  in  good  shape  ready  for  the  fray  at  any  moment,  and 
giving  the  speakers  and  workers  a  better  standing  when  they  go  into 
certain  counties. 

"If  we  could  have  gone  into  Grayson  County  with  high-class  speak- 
ers and  workers  under  the  auspices  of  a  progressive  organization,  other 
than  exclusively  brewers  with  Sherman  and  Denison  business  men 
vitally  interested  instead  of  having  Sherman  fighting  Denison  as  it 
cid,  with  the  solid  support  of  some  of  the  leading  financiers  and  pro- 
iessional  men  of  Texas,  it  would  have  meant  a  good  deal.  This  for 
consideration. 

"I  also  think  we  ought  to  throw  out  some  interviews  to  the  public 
through  the  leading  State  papers  of  the  direful  effects  of  prohibition 
seen  by  traveling  men,  covering  a  range  of  subjects,  for  instance,  when 
men  are  denied  beer  they  go  to  whiskey;  and  if  moderate  users  of  whis- 
key they  are  driven  to  the  whole  bottle  and  jug;  that  men  are  falling 
away  from  church."     (H-94.) 

Excerpt  from  letter,  M.  B.  Davis  Jr.  to  Monta  Moore  and  R.  L. 
Autrey,  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  3-23-10: 

"You  have  both  probably  had  full  reports  of  Grayson  County  de- 
feat, and  no  one  could  regret  it  more  than  I,  especially  as  I  believe  the 
county  really  is  not  'dry'  in  sentiment,  and  if  the  proper  course  had 
been  pursued  we  could  have  perhaps  won.  No  one  would  pay  any 
attention  to  the  proposed  appeal  from  the  business  men  et  al  to  offset 
the  argument  of  the  pros  that  prohibition  had  not  affected  rentals  and 
property  values;  no  attention  was  paid  to  the  matter  of  having  some 
high-class  speaking,  and  Sherman  not  only  voted  against  Denison  in- 
stead of  voting  against  prohibition,  but  I  am  satisfied  the  Sherman 
people  used  their  influence  in  the  southern  end  of  the  county  to  get 
out  prohibition  votes,  realizing  that  the  open  saloons  would  not  help 
Sherman  very  materially  perhaps,  but  would  give  a  great  commercial 
impetus  to  Denison,  allowing  that  city  to  attract  trade  from  Okla- 
homa and  surrounding  dry  counties.  We  never  got  out  our  full  vote 
in  Denison  either.  When  I  approached  Mr.  Thompson  on  the  negro 
vote  proposition  he  said  not  to  bother  with  that,  that  it  was  being 
looked  after,  and  such  was  in  substance  about  the  satisfactoin  I  got 
from  every  source  on  any  feature. 

"A  good  deal  of  my  'dope'  for  the  newspapers  was  blue-penciled, 
being  answers  to  the  many  arguments  made  locally  by  the  prohibition 
orators,  being  the  course  pursued  in  other  counties  and  which  has 
proven  beneficial  to  our  side,  in  offsetting  some  foolish  statements. 

"The  treatment  accorded  me  in  Denison  by  'our  friends'  was  coarse, 
and  the  same  holds  good  as  to  Tiff.  Lawyer  Mathews  would  not  let 
\ 
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me  have  an  old  book  or  something  to  put  in  a  chair,  so  as  to  raise  the 
seat  some  and  allow  me  to  work  on  the  typewriter  comfortably,  so  I 
had  to  take  a  drawer  out  of  an  old  desk,  turn  it  bottom  side  up  and 
sit  on  it  "to  be  at  a  proper  elevation  for  fast  work. 

"Banker  Foley  would  not  give  me  a  statement  of  decreased  rentals 
after  promising  same  faithfully  to  me. 

"I  presume  maybe  the  defeat  will  be  a  blessing  in  disguise,  as  it 
will  teach  those  people  that  someone  else  knows  something  about  pro- 
hibition elections  aside  from  themselves,  and  perhaps  will  take  a  little 
kindly  and  friendly  advice  next  time.  I  made  two  or  three  other  sug- 
gestions and  was  told  they  would  not  be  worth  a  d — m.  We  had  no 
letter-heads,  no  secretary  and  no  stationery  at  all.  I  am  waiting  in 
Waco  for  my  final  expense  and  salary  check  as  per  letter  and  state- 
ment rendered,  and  am  putting  in  the  time  on  Colquitt  club  member- 
ship, securing  several  new  names  to  our  list  here.  I  have  also  had  pri- 
vate information  obtained  that  the  leading  pros  are  not  in  favor  of  an 
election  in  this  county  at  this  time,  and  feel  sure  that  no  anxiety  need 
be  felt,  though  hard  pressure  has  been  brought  to  bear  by  the  radicals, 
especially  in  view  of  the  recent  occurrences  in  the  red  light  district 
and  the  fatal  stabbing  a  few  days  ago  of  a  popular  Deputy  Constable 
by  a  reeling  drunken  Mexican.  These  things  cause  prohibition  senti- 
ment, yet  we  are  working  hard  on  the  Cotton  Palace  matters  here, 
and  as  Hamilton  County  people  are  trying  to  keep  railroads  uppermost 
in  the  minds  of  those  folks,  we  are  here  trying  to  keep  the  pro  minds 
diverted  from  prohibition  by  the  Cotton  Palace  project  I  think  all  due 
prominence  should  be  given  proposed  development  in  wet  sections." 
(H-95.) 

Letter,  R.  L.  Autrey,  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  to  M.  B. 
Davis  Jr.,  Waco,  3-26-10: 

"Your  several  letters  addressed  to  Mr.  Monta  J.  Moore  and  myself 
at  Denison  and  Waco  have  been  duly  received  and  carefully  noted.  I 
am  sure  you  put  forward  a  great  deal  of  intelligent  effort  in  conduct- 
ing the  campaign  in  Grayson  County.  I  am  aware  that  the  stuff  that 
you  furnished  for  publication  in  the  Denison  Herald  was  not  used.  I 
know  that  Mr.  Thompson  did  not  consider  it  timely.  He  thought  that 
which  you  were  writing  had  no  reference  to  local  conditions  in  Grayson 
County,  and  you  know  his  purpose  was  to  advance  only  arguments 
that  had  local  application.  I  believe  that  the  Grayson  County  cam- 
paign was  well  handled  except  in  one  respect,  and  that  is  the  condition 
at  Sherman.

He  is  a  shrewd 
politician  and  saw  that  the  vote  of  Denison  and  the  vote  of  the  county 
would  offset  one  another  and  that  he  could  stand  by  his  fight  in  Sher- 
man and  win."

campaign  in  Grayson  County,'  but  I  would  amend  by  saying  that  it  was 
not  T  who  conducted  the  campaign  in  Grayson  County,  for  it  would 
have  been  a  different  kind  of  a  fight.  I  never  have  believed  in  a  still 
hunt  and  never  will.  I  have  been  in  a  string  of  counties  that  either 
stayed  wet  or  went  from  dry  to  wet  by  a  strong,  aggressive,  live,  wide- 
awake speaking  campaign,  and  Grayson  County  is  the  fourth  losing 
fight  I  have  been  in,  all  invariably  the  result  of  the  antis,  locally,  tak- 
ing the  'limber  tail'  and  not  having  any  rallies  and  proper  speaking 
dates.  I  cannot  see,  in  the  second  place,  how  Mr.  Thompson  could  con- 
sider my  stuff  other  than  very  timely,  for  it  was  all  completely  revised 
and  brought  right  down  to  date,  to  fit  local  conditions  as  explained  to 
me  by  his  right-hand  man,  and  as  understood  by  Mr.  Monta  J.  Moore, 
as  he  took  especial  pains  to  jot  off  some  very  strong  and  timely  argu- 
ments, in  the  nature  of  short,  readable,  interesting  paragraphs,  which 
were  never  used.  There  was  not  a  line  in  all  my  stuff  nor  Mr.  Moore's 
stuff  that  could  let  the  bars  down  for  attack,  whereas  the  pros  jumped 
on  to  Mr.  Thompson  right  and  left  for  his  attacks  on  the  ministry,  etc. 

"I  am  glad  that  everything  moved  strictly  in  accord  with  your  ex- 
pectations with  the  exception  of  Sherman,  and  am  sorry  that  I  was  not 
apprised  of  this,  as  maybe  it  would  have  been  best  for  me  to  have  gone 
to  Sherman  and  remained  there.  It  is  gratifying  to  me  in  respect  to 
to  the  fact  that  my  own  ideas  were  not  carried  out  and  loss  was  suf- 
fered, for  then  it  might  have  proven  I  could  be  wrong  in  my  theory  of 
a  successful  campaign,  but  inasmuch  as  the  other  fellow's  plan  was 
allowed  to  have  full  sway  and  lost,  it  certainly  proves  that  it  must  have 
been  wrong.  I  may  be  thick-headed,  but  I  can't  see  how  a  man  who 
would  give  such  legal  opinions  as  Rice  Maxey  could  have  such  a  won- 
derful political  prestige,  and  if  he  is  such  a  shrewd  politician  it  looks 
like  those  who  were  on  the  ground  and  locally  acquainted  with  that 
state  of  affairs  would  have  directed  their  entire  efforts  to  that  gentle- 
man, instead  of  a  bitter  fight  on  the  churches  and  the  ministry  which 
has  never  been  a  wise  idea. 

"Without  extensively  reviewing  any  of  my  written  argument  for 
the  paper,  .and  as  to  it  being  timely,  I  would  simply  draw  attention  to 
the  fact  that  it  drew  parallels  as  to  prosperous  wet  counties,  few  grand 
jury  indictments,  as  compared  to  retarded  growth  and  tremendous  vol- 
ume of  felonies  and  misdemeanors  in  dry  counties;  the  enormous 
amount  of  whiskey  consumption  and  shipments  into  dry  counties,  with 
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facts  as  to  Grayson,  loss  of  legitimate  revenue,  etc.,  the  bootlegger 
proposition  and  with  the  timely  advice,  aid  and  counsel  of  Mr.  Tiff 
Moore,  brother  of  Monta  J.  Moore,  full,  complete  and  up-to-date  argu- 
ment as  to  the  certain  precincts  only  that  would  be  wet  in  case  the 
county  voted  anti  in  contrast  to  Maxey's  false  argument,  concurred  in 
by  a  few  of  the  pro  lawyers  in  Sherman,  that  the  entire  county  would 
be  wet.  It  would  be  pretty  far-fetched  to  say  that  such  stuff  could  not 
apply  locally  and  was  not  in  fact  right  in  point.  Mr.  Thompson's  right- 
hand  man  sent  me  to  some  old  files  of  the  Fort  Worth  Star  for  some 
Kansas  statistics  and  statements  and  of  course  that  gave  me  the  'qt' 
that  some  practical  experience  would  be  acceptable,  and  I  gave  them 
the  benefit  of  some  good  stuff,  never  used. 

"As  stated,  I  regret  exceedingly  that  we  lost,  but  I  cannot  wholly 
agree  that  it  was  caused  by  Mr.  Rice  Maxey's  shrewdness  or  political 
prestige,  but  it  is  my  opinion  that  we  lost  because  a  real,  live,  aggres- 
sive fight  was  not  waged.  They  dared  us  on  the  stump  and  had  lots 
of  fun  because  we  appeared  cowardly  in  that  respect;  they  say  we  have 
no  one  who  dares  take  the  stump;  that  anybody  can  buy  newspaper 
space.  They  also  had  lots  of  fun  because  we  claimed  prohibition  had 
a  demoralizing  effect  on  business,  and  my  efforts  were  in  vain  in  try- 
ing to  get  the  bankers  of  Denison  to  come  out  boldly  in  a  financial 
statement  as  to  decrease  rentals  and  arrested  progress. 

"As  also  stated,  it  is  perhaps  fortunate  that  the  fight  was  lost 
under  the  other  man's  theories  of  campaigning,  rather  than  under  the 
plan  I  have  seen  work  successfully,  for  it  leaves  the  aggressive  plan  still 
with  a  clean  record,  and  the  still  hunt  proposition  with  another  defeat 
at  its  door/'     (H-100-101.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  B.  Adoue  to  Otto  Koehler,  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association,  3-2-11: 

"Autrey  spent  over  $8,000  to  regain  Grayson  County  and  failed, 
and  borrowed  the  money  to  make  the  fight;  I  divided  the  loss  with  him; 
and  some  time  after  the  San  Antonio  meeting  reimbursed  us."

go  in  and  either  prevent  it  or  carry  it  on  as  experience  dictates."

"Local  option  elections  have  been  ordered  in  Grimes  and  Lam- 
pasas Counties,  and  my  firm  has  been  asked  to  come  to  the  aid  of  the 
citizens'  committees  with  money.  Before  making  any  promises  or 
donations,  you  being  interested  in  trade  of  Navasota  and  Lampasas,  I 
would  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you.  The  Texas  Association,  as  you 
know,  is  not  in  position  to  extend  any  more  financial  aid,  therefore  it 
itow  devolves  on  the  breweries  interested,  to  donate  as  individuals  if 
they  donate  at  all,  and  on  account  of  the  moral  effect  it  would  have 
on  the  pros  were  we  to  lie  down  and  not  continue  the  fight,  we  will 
have  to  give  something,  and  I  feel  that  you  will  also  be  so  disposed. 
Should  therefore  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you  as  to  the  amount  (if  any) 
you  would  consider  fair  for  these  towns. 

"We  have  preached  to  the  retailers,  merchants  and  others  inter- 
ested that  they  must  be  more  self-reliant  and  not  expect  the  brewers 
tc  carry  the  load  or  do  all  the  fighting  for  them.  Their  interests  being 
as  much  affected  as  ours,  but  that  kind  of  doctrine  does  not  suit,  unless 
accompanied  by  financial  aid.     Awaiting  your  reply,  am."     (S-951.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  A.  T.  Stevens  to  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  7-7-03: 

"I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  telegram  of  even  date  with 
the  news  that  Judge  Clark  had  granted  an  injunction  in  Grimes  County 
election  contest,  therefore  the  town  of  Navasota  will  continue  busi- 
ness for  a  short  time  longer.  I  believe  as  a  matter  of  principle  where 
there  are  grounds  for  a  contest  the  courts  should  always  be  resorted 
to.  The  pros  require  a  strict  observance  of  the  law  by  us,  therefore 
our  side  should  require  a  strict  observance  of  the  law  by  them;  for  if 
we  lie  down  without  a  struggle  it  is  an  acknowledgment  we  are  cowed 
and  have  lost  courage."

"Received  of  the  San  Anotnio  Brewing  Association  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250),  payment  of  fee  in  case  of  the 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  et  al  vs.  J.  G.  McDonald  et  al.  Case 
in  District  Court  of  Grimes  County,  Texas.  Haynes  Shannon."  (S-1052.) 

Letter  from  Aug.  C.  Noack,  Navasota,  9-8-03,  to  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association,  enclosing  above  receipt: 

"Enclosed  please  find  receipt  from  Mr.  Shannon  for  the  $250 
check.

"Mr.  August  Noack  on  my  advice  drew  a  draft  on  you  for  $100, 
as  per  your  telegram,  and  I  received  same  from  bank  here  and  will 
today  pay  his  fine  and  costs  and  tomorrow  the  papers  will  go  to  the 
Governor  for  a  remission  of  the  jail  penalty.  In  all  local  option  cases 
when  the  parties  have  plead  guilty  and  paid  their  fines  and  costs  we 
have  a  verbal  agreement  with  the  County  Judge  and  County  Attorney 
that  no  other  prosecuting  will  be  entertained  by  them  for  any  past 
violations  of  the  local  option  law.  The  County  Judge  say  he  will 
dismiss  any  cases  filed  against  these  parties  in  his  court.  We  could 
not  and  would  not  ask  for  a  written  agreement  in  this  matter,  as  it 
would  look  like  we  were  doubting  their  sincerity,  and  if  we  had  asked 
for  such  agreement  our  entire  scheme  might  have  failed.  It  required 
most  excellent  diplomacy  to  get  the  county  officials  to  sign  the  pe- 
tition to  the  Governor,  as  they  were  all  pros  and  we  knew  without 
their  signatures  the  boys  would  have  to  lay  out  their  time  in  jail.  We 
have  done  the  best  we  could  under  existing  circumstances — taking 
into  consideration  the  feeling  which  a  pro  usually  has  in  such  cases."

There  is  nothing  con- 
cerning the  election  in  Grimes  County  of  which  I  am  not  well  aware, 
as  I  happen  to  have  'put  up  the  job'  in  the  last  election,  which  ren- 
dered it  possible  for  us  to  have  the  contest  and  order  a  new  election, 
forcing  the  Commissioners  to  obey  the  county  mandate  and  followed 
it  step  by  step  until  the  present  moment.  I  have  visited  Navasota  on 
half  dozen  occasions  and  thoroughly  organized  on  the  last  visit.  Every- 
thing you  say  in  your  letter  is  good  and  a  failure  to  comply  with  it 
loses  the  election — it  is  by  just  such  procedure  that  we  win  our  battles.

We  ought  not 
to  lose  Grimes  if  there  is  any  possible  chances  in  getting  it  into  the 
v/et  column,  as  there  is  a  verp  large  beer-consuming  population  in  that 
county."

"The  District  Court  of  Grimes  County  ordered  an  election  held 
in  that  county  on  the  8th  of  September.  I  thoroughly  organized  the 
county  under  splendid  management.  The  citizens  (anti)  spent  about 
$900  doing  so,  but  the  pros  obtained  the  election  till  we  get  a  hearing 
in  the  courts.  Because  I  had  information  of  the  inside  workings  of 
the  pros  and  being  informed  that  the  officials  were  in  the  lead  of 
graft,  getting  money  from  the  joints  now  openly  run  in  the  county,  I 
knew  they  would  not  give  up  the  'plant'  without  a  struggle,  and  so 
the  association  did  not  expend  a  dollar  in  Grimes  County.  We  have 
the  county  won  in  despite  of  the  crooked  officials — the  'frosty'  joints 
and  the  pros. 

"We  will  get  the  decision  all  right  as  soon  as  we  can  get  the  courts."

"We  note  your  remarks  with  reference  to  an  attorney  offering 
to  contest  the  recent  prohibition  election  and  asking  for  our  contribu- 
tion towards  defraying  the  expenses.  In  reply  beg  to  state  that  we 
are  at  all  times  ready  and  willing  to  join  in  any  movement  of  the  kind 
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as  you  suggest,  but  before  contributing  towards  the  expenses  we  would 
like  to  know  on  what  grounds,  if  any,  there  is  for  contesting  it.  The 
attorney  whom  you  have  consulted,  no  doubt,  considers  that  he  has 
sufficient  grounds  to  bring  up  a  successful  suit  and  if  that  being  the 
case  we  would  suggest  that  you  retain  the  attorney  at  a  nominal  fee 
and  should  he  succeed  in  his  undertaking  that  he  be  paid  in  full  fee: 
If  an  agreement  on  that  line  can  be  agreed  upon  between  you  and  the 
attorney  we  would  be  willing  to  contribute  $5  towards  an  effort  in 
that  direction  whether  successful  or  not,  and  if  successful  we  would  be 
willing  to  pay  $25  additional  towards  the  expense. 

"Kindly  let  us  know  whether  our  suggestion  meets  with  your 
views  and  if  agreeable  in  so  far  as  the  amount  we  state  we  will  con- 
tribute you  may  depend  on  receiving  it  promptly  when  required." 
(A-422.) 

1906. 

On  11-23-06  American  Brewing  Association  writes  W.  H.  Kelly 
of  Votaw,  Hardin,  County,  Texas: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  22nd,  and  note  that  a  local 
option  election  for  your  school  district  is  under  consideration  to  be 
presented  at  the  next  session  of  the  County  Commissioners,  and  note 
what  you  say  with  reference  to  requiring  some  assistance  in  securing 
counsel  in  heading  off  the  movement.  We  would  like  the  best  in  the 
world  to  assist  you  in  every  manner  possible,  and  would  like  to  know 
to  what  extent,  and  in  what  way  we  can  be  of  assistance  in  the  move- 
ment. If  the  requisite  number  to  the  petition  are  legal  voters  we  see 
no  way  how  you  can  forestall  the  Commissioners'  Court  from  granting 
the  petition.  You  may  depend  on  us  to  do  what  we  can,  and  in  so  far 
as  financial  assistance,  we  are  willing  to  do  our  might  towards  the 
movement,  providing  you  have  legal  grounds  to  fight  on.  We  will  be 
glad  to  hear  from  you,  and  remain,  etc."    (A-1763.) 

In  a  letter  to  Zane  Cetti  of  date  November  24,  1906,  B.  Adoue  says: 

"Local  option  elections — There  are  now  seven  ordered:  Johnson, 
Bosque,  Delta,  Coryell,  now  dry;  Ector,  Howard,  Delta,  now  weVwhich 
means  plenty  work  and  expenses,  but  guided  by  our  experience  in  Ellis 
County,  I  hope  to  obtain  better  results  with  much  less  expense.  All 
will  receive  the  best  attention  at  our  command."    (T-715.) 

On  December  1,  1906,  in  his  report  for  November,  1906,  written  to 
B.  Adoue,  O.  Paget  writes: 

"The  coming  month  will  see  us  very  busy — in  the  following  coun- 
ties elections  have  been  or  were  to  be  called:  Ector,  Howard,  Votaw 
^precinct  of  Hardin,  wet),  Johnson,  Bosque,  Coryell,  Delta,  dry.  There 
will  not  be  an  election  held  in  Delta  County,  at  least  that  is  my  sincere 
hope  at  this  moment.  I  would  not  feel  justified  in  telling  why  in  a 
report.  The  same  applies  to  Hardin  County — there  will  be  no  election 
there  before  February. 

"It  is  too  early  to  predict  the  results  in  any  county,  but  your  asso- 
,  ciation  will  be  kept  duly  informed  on  the  progress  of  the  work.     We 
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have  sent  out  many  thousands  sheets  of  literature,  many  reports  and 
keep  your  association  advised  of  everything  of  value  concerning  the 
trade  as  related  to  this  office."    (S-2913.) 

1908. 

On  February  27,  1908,  American  Brewing  Association  writes  Fred 
Morris,  Saratoga: 

"We  have  yours  of  the  24th,  and  note  what  you  say  with  reference 
to  the  prohibition  movement.  We  have  communicated  to  Capt.  Paget, 
our  campaign  manager,  to  give  the  matter  attention.  He  is  at  present 
out  of  the  city,  and  we  are  inclined  to  think  that  he  has  gone  to  Sara- 
toga, and  is  in  all  probability  with  you  at  this  time.  As  he  is  well 
posted  on  the  manner  as  to  how  to  proceed  in  organizing  the  anti 
forces,  and  as  all  these  matters  have  always  been  left  to  him,  we  do 
not  know  what  advice  to  give  you  until  we  can  hear  from  him.  How- 
ever, let  us  know  the  date  that  is  set  for  the  election  to  come  off 
and  who  have  you  in  your  community  who  could  take  charge  of  the 
work  in  hand  in  the  event  Capt.  Paget  does  not  show  up  immediately. 
From  your  letter  we  suppose  that  the  time  for  action  is  short;  we 
would,  therefore,  like  to  have  the  necessary  information  at  the  very 
earliest  moment."    (A-2189.) 

On  May  23,  1908,  O.  Paget  writes  H.  Prince,  Houston,  as  follows: 

"An  election  is  being  ordered  for  the  Saratoga  precinct  in  Hardin 
County.  My  advice  would  be  to  fight  it.  You  can  win  if  you  fight — 
if  you  'lay  down'  you  are  lost.  I  await  your  pleasure  in  the  premises." 
(A-2290.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  the  American  Brew- 
ing Association  on  May  26,  1908: 

"We  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  letter  from  Mr.  Fred  Morris,  our 
joint  representative  at  Saratoga,  Texas,  which  is  self-explanatory. 

"We  also  received  letter  from  Mr.  Paget  on  the  same  subject, 
and  referred  it  to  Mr.  Morris  for  further  and  detailed  information 
as  to  the  situation,  our  chances  of  winning  the  election,  what  was  best 
for  us  to  do,  etc.,  etc.,  but  have  not,  as  yet,  been  favored  with  reply 
to  our  communication;  in  fact,  he  had  hardly  had  time,  as  we  only  wrote 
him  referring  Mr.  Paget's  letter,  day  before  yesterday.  We  would 
appreciate,  however,  an  expression  from  you  in  the  meantime.  What 
do  you  think  of  the  situation,  and  what  had  we  better  do?"  (A-2293.) 

In  a  letter  to  O.  Paget  dated  May  27,  1908,  the  American  Brewing 
Association  says: 

"We  are  again  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  our  wholesale 
dealer  at  Saratoga,  Mr.  Fred  Morris,  stating  that  the  prohibitionists 
are  making  preparations  for  the  coming  election,  and  that  nothing  thus 
far  has  been  done  by  the  anti  side.  However,  as  this  matter  has  been 
referred  to   you   for  attention,  we  would   kindly  ask   that  you   do   not 
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overlook  the  necessity  of  giving  this  matter  your  usual  consideration." 
(A-2294.) 

And  on  the  same  date,  5-27-08,  the  American  Brewing  Association 
writes  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  saying: 

"We  have  yours  of  the  26th  with  letter  of  Mr.  Fred  Morris,  re- 
garding the  Saratoga  prohibition  movement.  As  the  matter  has  been 
placed  in  Capt.  Paget's  hands,  we  do  not  know  what  to  say  with  ref- 
erence to  conditions  until  we  hear  from  him.  We  surely  must  make 
a  bold  fight  and  not  lose  the  territory,  though  it  is  not  a  very  profit- 
able one,  yet,  nevertheless,  we  ought  to  win  if  there  is  any  possible 
chance  to  do  so. 

"I  again  addressed  a  letter  to  Capt.  Paget,  and  to  give  the  matter 
his  immediate  attention. 

"As  Mr.  Morris  has  not  thus  far  advised  us  to  when  the  election 
is  coming  off,  we  are,  therefore,  unable  to  state  whether  we  have 
ample  time  to  organize  the  anti  forces  and  make  a  bold  fight."  (A-2295.) 

To  which  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replies  on  May 
28,  1908,  as  follows: 

"We  have  your  favor  of  the  27th  inst.  and  appreciate  kind  advice, 
noting  that  matters  are  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Paget,  as  far  as  the  Sara- 
toga election  is  concerned. 

"We  hope  that  he  will  have  success,  and  feel  just  as  you  do  about 
it.  While  we  do  not  sell  much  in  Saratoga,  and  have  but  very  small 
margin  of  profit  on  what  is  sold,  still  we  cannot  afford  to  lose  on 
account  of  the  moral  effect  that  it  would  have. 

"If  any  further  developments,  and  you  are  apprised  by  Capt. 
Paget,  kindly  keep  us  advised  ,and  very  much  oblige."    (A-2298.) 

And  again  on  May  29,  1908,  the  American  Brewing  Association 
writes  the  San   Antonio   Brewing    Association: 

"We  have  yours  of  the  28th,  and  in  reply  beg  to  state  that  we  are 
today  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Capt.  Paget's  office  stating  that  he 
was  absent,  attending  the  Democratic  convention  at  Fort  Worth,  and 
that  he  had  full  knowledge  of  the  Saratoga  movement,  and  would 
give  the  matter  his  personal  attention  as  soon  as  he  returns."  (A-2301.) 

On  June  4,  1908,  O.  Paget  writes  H.  Prince,  at  Houston,  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"Yours  of  the  3rd  re  election  in  Hardin  County  received.  I 
have  tried  to  get  some  information  from  the  Houston  Ice  and  Brew- 
ing Company  as  to  who  would  be  a  good  man  to  communicate  with  in 
Sour  Lake  and  they  do  not  seem  to  know  anyone.  Will  you  please, 
by  return  mail,  send  me  the  desired  information,  and  I  will  get  in 
touch  with  him  or  them  immediately. 

"That  man  Carney  who  is  making  speeches  is  as  infamous  a 
blackguard  as  ever  spoke  from   a  cart-tail,  but   he  is   always  able  to 
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enthuse  the  fanatical  prohibitionists  and  is,  therefore,  a  dangerous  man. 
Awaiting  your  reply,  I  am,  etc."    (A-2303.) 

J.  B.  Hooks  of  Kountze  reported  to  the  American  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation on  August  10,  1908,  with  reference  to  his  efforts  to  postpone 
and  prevent  a  local  option  election  in  this  county  which  had  been 
ordered.     He  says: 

"The  Commissioners'  Court  ordered  a  local  option  election  in  this 
county  today,  for  the  29th  of  this  month,  but  I  succeeded  in  getting 
them  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  it  was  ordered  and  the  matter 
is  set  down   for  the  25th   of  this  month   for  hearing. 

"The  petition  they  presented  was  signed  by  361  alleged  qualified 
voters.  It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners'  Court  by  law  to 
order  a  local  option  election  in  a  county  when  they  are  petitioned  to 
do  so  by  250  qualified  voters.  I  contended  that  all  the  signers  to  the 
petition  presented  were  not  qualified  voters,  and  they  gave  me  till  the 
25th  of  this  month  to  produce  the  proof. 

"It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  we  get  together  and  organize 
thoroughly,  and  prevent  them  from  having  the  election,  if  possible, 
and  if  we  do  not  succeed  in  that  we  must  be  organized  to  beat  them 
in  the  election.  I  am  writing  every  saloon  man  in  the  county  and 
asking  them  to  meet  in  Kountze  on  Friday,  the  14th,  at  1  o'clock  p.  m. 
If  you  can  possibly  be  here  on  that  day,  do  not  fail  to  do  so. 

"I  suggest  that  we  keep  our  counsel,  and  it  is  not  necessary  for 
the  'enemy'   to  know  anything  about  our  plans."    (A-2385.) 

F.  H.  Carpenter  of  Sour  Lake  writes  to  H.  Prince  on  8-12-08, 
among  other  things  informing  him  that  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation and  others  are  contemplating  putting  up  a  saloon  near  a  certain 
lumber  company  and  that  such  action  would  work  against  the  liquor 
business  in  the  election,  saying: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  kind  favor  of  the  11th  and  note  contents. 
In  regard  to  it  will  say  R.  L.  Durham,  Kountze,  ex-County  Attorney; 
Phil  Gerick  with  Gossett  of  Brent,  backed  by  the  San  Antonio  Brew- 
ing Association,  will  put  up  a  place  at  once  by  the  mill,  antagonizing 
them  so  they-will  make  a  desperate  fight  to  oust  them  and  will  throw 
all  their  power  into  a  local  option  election,  even  to  spending  money 
and  bringing  in  speakers  and  doing  everything  possible  to  help  defeat 
us  if  the  thing  cannot  be  stopped.  I  took  it  up  with  Mr.  H.  Hamilton 
over  phone  yesterday  and  .think  he  talked  to  San  Antonio,  and  I  hope 
has  been  able  to  have  the  brewery  call  off  their  agent  at  Brent,  for 
if  they  do  not  we  will  surely  go  dry.  I  enclose  you  a  letter  received 
from  Kountze  today  which  is  self-explanatory  and  think  I  had  better 
go  to  Kountze  and  if  you  can  offer  me  any  suggestions  would  be  glad 
to  hear  from  you. 

"We  were  and  are  still  in  good  standing  with  the  mill  people  from 
the  fact  that  I  have  not  allowed  any  saloons  to  open  next  to  them  and 
done  them  other  favors,  but  I  am  afraid  all  my  work  will  have  been 
in  vain,  for  they  will  see  that  while  I  can  control  my  own  customers, 
I  cannot  control  outsiders.     Pabst  will  do  nothing.     I  think  at  present

I  had  the  promise  of  the  mill  people  to  keep  hands  off  of  any  election 
and  will  help  us  if  we  looked  like  getting  the  worst  of  it  and  in  re- 
turn I  was  to  let  no  one  start  up  right  at  the  mill.  They  are  willing 
for  their  people  to  come  up  town  for  the  beer  and  whiskey.  You 
can  be  sure  that  whoever  starts  there  will  have  a  hard  time,  for  they 
will  have  spotters  out  at  all  times  looking  for  law  violations.  I  am 
having  a  fine  time  with  Vido.  He  uses  two  and  one  half  a  day  Pabst 
and  yesterday  threatened  me  with  all  kinds  of  serious  trouble  if  I 
did  not  quit  making  it  hard  for  him.  Do  not  think  it  amounts  to 
much.  I  was  there  this  morning  and  later  on  a  friend  advised  me 
to  be  very  careful  when  going  around  his  place.  Guess  I  am  hurting 
him.  I  hate  it  just  at  this  time.  We  ought  to  have  close  co-operation 
now  more  than  ever.  I  am  fearful  if  an  election  is  ordered  it  will 
carry"    (A-2386.) 

To  which  the  American  Brewing  Association  replied  on  8-13-08 
as  follows: 

"We  have  yours  of  the  12th,  together  with  a  copy  of  a  call  for  a 
meeting  of  the  liquor  dealers  regarding  taking  action  in  the  local  option 
election  that  has  been  requested  of  the  Commissioners'  Court. 

"We  are  up  to  this  writing  without  a  reply  from  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  and  have  addressed  them  again  today,  in  pre- 
venting the  San  Antonio  Brewery  from  entering  that  market.  In 
talking  to  Mr.  Hamilton  over  the  phone  this  morning,  he  said  that  he 
had  also  addressed  them  on  the  subject,  but  says  that  he  has  had  no 
leply.     As  soon   as  we  hear  from  them  we  will  advise  you  promptly. 

"We  regret  to  note  that  you  anticipate  trouble  with  Vido.  You 
should  pay  no  attention  to  his  threats,  but  be  prepared  at  all  times  to 
protect  yourself  against  any  attacks  made  on  you.  His  threats  should 
not  at  all  lessen  the  move  you  have  inaugurated  to  make  him,  as  well 
as  the  other  saloon  men,  conduct  their  business  strictly  within  the 
meaning  of  the  law.  The  only  course  for  you  to  pursue  in  heading 
oft  the  prohibition  movements  is  by  seeing  that  the  saloons  are  con- 
ducted properly,  and  those  who  violate  the  law  should  be  made  to 
go  out  of  business,  regardless  of  the  consequence,  as  you  will  readily 
find  that  those  remaining  in  business  will  sell  as  much  beer  for  you 
and  you  will  lose  nothing  by  closing  out  objectionable  saloons." 
(A-2390.) 

The  letter  from  American  Brewing  Association  to  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  spoken  of  above,  dated  8-13-08,  reads  as  follows: 

"We  are  still  without  a  reply  from  you  regarding  Sour  Lake.  We 
are  today  in  receipt  of  a  letter  in  which  they  enclose  copy  of  a  com- 
munication to  the  Commissioners'  Court  ordering  a  local  option  elec- 
tion, to  which  three  hundred  and  eighty-one  signers  are  attached. 
This  election  was  inaugured  by  the  sawmill  people,  near  whose  place 
•>f  business  your  Beaumont  agent  is  backing  parties  by  the  names  of 
Phil  Gerick  and  Gossett  of  Beaumont,  who  are  supposed  to  have  com- 
menced the  erection  of  a  saloon.  If  work  of  this  kind  is  continued 
by  the  breweries  we  think  it  a  waste  of  money  in  fighting  prohibition

movements,  when  the  breweries  are  continuing  to  bring  about  such 
conditions  as  now  confronts  us  in  Hardin  County.  We  would  thank 
you  for  the  courtesy  of  a  reply."     (A-2391.) 

And  on  8-14-08  the  American  Brewing  Association  writes  F.  H. 
Carpenter,  Sour  Lake,  this*  letter: 

"We  beg  to  advise  that  we  are  today  in  receipt  of  an  answer 
from  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  regarding  the  Sour  Lake 
affair,  from  which  we  give  you  the  following  paragraph: 

"  'There  was  a  question  of  a  loan  involved  which  has  been  pend- 
ing for  some  time,  but  the  writer  did  not  know  the  parties  were  located 
so  close  to  the  place  which  you  mention.  In  view  of  this,  and  additional 
advice  received  on  the  subject,  we  have  promptly  requested  our  local 
representative  at  Beaumont  to  cancel  all  obligations  if  any  has  been 
made.' 

"From  this  you  may  infer,  as  previously  written  you,  that  we  were 
under  the  impression  that  we  would  be  able  to  stop  the  San  Antonio 
Brewery  from  entering  the  objectionable  field.  Kindly  advise  promptly 
whatever  movement  is  made  by  anyone  else,  and  we  will  take  pleasure 
in  taking  it  up  promptly,  as  it  is  our  aim  to  prevent  the  locating  of  a 
saloon  in  an  objectionable  neighborhood."    (A-2392.) 

And  on  the  same  date,  8-14-08,  the  American  Brewing  Association 
writes  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  as  follows: 

"We  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  13th,  and  are 
indeed  pleased  to  note  the  stand  you  have  taken  with  reference  to  the 
objectionable  saloon  that  your  Beaumont  agent  was  about  to  install  in 
Sour  Lake. 

"You  may  rest  assured  that  at  any  time  that  you  learn  of  a  move- 
ment on  the  part  of  any  of  our  representatives,  if  advised,  the  same 
prompt  action  will  be  taken."    (A-2393.) 

The  American  Brewing  Association  again  writes  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  on  8-15-08: 

"Since  writing  you  regarding  Sour  Lake,  we  are  this  morning  in 
receipt  of  the  enclosed  communication  from  our  wholesale  dealer, 
which  is  self-explanatory. 

"You  can  readily  see  how  easy  it  is  for  the  prohibitionists  to 
get  up  an  election  when  anything  is  done  by  the  brewery  agents  to 
their  disliking.  By  our  positive  promise  in  advance  of  the  receipt  of 
your  letter  that  you  would  have  your  agent  withdraw  from  the  estab- 
lishing of  the  saloon  at  the  mill,  the  mill  men  withdrew  from  the  Com- 
missioners' Court  the  application  for  an  election,  but  it  seems  now 
that  the  other  prohibitionists  are  going  to  take  up  the  fight  and  renew 
the  petition  at  the  next  session  of  the  Commissioners'  Court.  Of 
course,  we  will  continue  to  do  our  best  in  blocking  the  issuing  of 
the  order  for  an  election,  which  can  only  be  accomplished  by  con- 
servative action  on  the  part  of  the  different  brewery  agents  in  not 
allowing  saloons  to  be  built  and  operated  in  objectionable  localities." 
(A-2395.) 


LOCAL  OPTION:  BY  COUNTIES  761 

O.  Paget  reports  on  the  Sour  Lake  situation,  writing  to  H.  Prince, 
Houston,  on  October  3,  1908,  as  follows: 

"As  soon  as  matters  take  shape  at  Sour  Lake  definitely  I  will 
notify  you.  Under  instructions  from  Mr.  Adoue  we  are  sending  an 
attorney  over  there  on  Tuesday.  I  believe  we  will  be  able  to  stop  the 
building  of  the  saloon  there,  at  least  prevent  Durham  from  opening. 
.411  of  which  will  be  duly  reported  to  you  in  season.  I  enclose  telegram 
from  Mr.  Lanier."   (A-2449.) 

And  again  on  October  8,  1908,  he  writes  Mr.  Prince: 

"I  am  pleased  to  say  that  Ralph  Durham  at  Sour  Lake  has  been 
refused  a  license.  The  Texas  Brewers'  Association  intervened  and  ap- 
peared by  counsel  yesterday  at  Kountze  with  the  result  as  indicated. 
You  will  find  enclosed  copy  of  Mr.  Clough's  report,  describing  matters 
at  Kountze."    (A-2455.) 

On  October  13,  1908,  Mr.  O.  Paget  again  writes  to  H.  Prince  at 
Houston: 

"I  will  take  up  the  matter  of  the  account  in  Kountze  tomorrow 
or  the  day  after — just  as  soon  as  I  can  get  caught  up  with  my  affairs." 
vA-2470.) 

1909. 

F.  H.  Carpenter  of  Sour  Lake  writes  to  American  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation on  February  11,  1909,  as  follows  with  reference  to  the  election: 

"Enclosed  report  past  ten  days  and  check  to  cover  item  of  $17.50 
spendings.  I  will  explain  fully  when  I  come  in,  but  you  can  call  up 
Mr.  Autrey  or  better  see  him.  It  was  expense  sending  a  man  to 
Kountze  and  some  other  labor  relating  to  a  coming  election.  Every- 
body here  paid  part  but  Vido,  who  would  not  help  and  did  not  pay 
his  poll  tax  himself  or  his  brother.  However,  I  think  we  have  this 
box  by  100  majority."    (A-2578.) 

And  again  on  2-26-09  he  writes  the  American  Brewing  Association : 

"Replying  to  your  favor  25th  will  say  the  election  is  now  on.  It 
is  going  to  be  as  hard  a  fight  as  has  been  pulled  off  in  a  long  time. 
It  is  reasonably  quiet  here,  that  is,  there  is  no  hard  feelings  yet.  Before 
this  fight  is  half  over  prohibition  will  not  be  the  leading  issue,  but 
it  will  be  a  life  and  death  struggle  between  two  political  sides.  The 
antis  are  not  as  thoroughly  organized  as  they  should  be,  but  Capt. 
Paget  will  be  here  tomorrow  and  I  hope  put  the  ginger  as  well  as 
thorough  organization  up  to  them. 

"I  have  done  everything  I  could  practically  single-handed  here, 
but  am  getting  men  to  work  now.  There  are  a  lot  of  things  I  can't 
write  you.  Mr.  Hamilton  will  be  out  one  day  soon  and  I  can  talk  freely 
to  him.  This  is  not  a  common  prohibition  election,  it  is  going  to  be 
an  extraordinary  one  and  money  is  going  to  cut  a  big  figure.  I  am 
already  learning  something  of  politics  and  they  are  fierce.  We  expect 
to  carry  the  county  by  a  safe  majority. 
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"They  claim  everything  is  very  modest.  It  will  be  necessary  for 
everybody  who  wants  to  see  an  anti  victory  work  day  and  night." 
(A-2588.) 

O.  Paget  seeks  to  prevent  another  man  from  starting  up  a  saloon 
at  Sour  Lake  near  the  Thompson-Ford  Lumber  Company,  as  he  thinks 
it  is  calculated  to  cause  the  precinct  and  the  county  to  go  dry.  On 
March  9,  1909,  Paget  writes  to  the  American  Brewing  Association  as 
follows: 

"A  man  by  the  name  of  W.  J.  Hart,  now  owning  a  saloon  at  Dear 
born  is  preparing  to  open  a  saloon  at  Sour  Lake  in  the  neighborhood 
of  the  Thompson-Ford  Lumber  Company  plant.  This  firm  employs 
about  300  men,  who,  with  their  families,  live  there,  and  have  a  day 
school  and  church  within  one  hundred  yards  of  the  place.  Hart  wants 
to  put  his  saloon  in  defiance  of  local  sentiment — knowing  that  if  he 
is  not  estopped  the  lumber  company  can  and  will  call  an  election  in 
the  Sour  Lake  precinct  and  it  is  bound  to  go  dry — and  the  county  will 
follow.  Ralph  Durham  tried  to  put  up  a  saloon  in  this  place,  the 
Brewers'  Association  intervened  and  prevented  the  erection  of  same. 
There  is  fierce  indignation  in  Sour  Lake.  The  local  agent,  Mr.  Car- 
penter, refuses  to  sell  him  beer — and  I  respectfully  desire  to  warn 
your  association  of  the  conditions  existing  in  Sour  Lake  regarding  this 
matter. 

"The  office  records  show  he  has  paid  U.  S.  I.  R.  for  both  Sour 
Lake  and  Saratoga.  He  will  try  to  transfer  his  license  from  one  of 
these  places  to  Sour  Lake."    (A-2601.) 

To  which  letter  of  O.  Paget  the  American  Brewing  Association 
replied  on  3-10-09: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  9th,  advising  regarding  con- 
templating starting  of  a  saloon  by  W.  J.  Hart  near  the  Thompson-Ford 
Lumber  Company's  plant  near  Sour  Lake.  We  had  this  matter  up 
with  our  local  agent,  Mr.  F.  H.  Carpenter,  who  will  use  every  effort 
in  forestalling  the  issuing  of  the  license  of  Mr.  Hart.  In  the  event 
that  he  does  not  succeed,  he  will  not  be  furnished  with  beer  by  Mr. 
Carpenter,  who  represents  the  American  and  the  Houston  Ice  and 
Brewing  Company — there  is  no  other  beer  agency  at  the  place,  but 
we  understand  that  the  party  threatens  to  get  his  supplies  from  either 
the  Lemps  or  the  San  Antonio  Brewery,  the  beer  to  be  shipped  by 
express  from  Beaumont.  As  we  have  no  influence  over  their  action, 
we  hope  that  you  will  be  able  to  block  the  shipment  of  the  beer  to 
him  from  these  parties."    (A-2602.) 

O.  Paget  answered  the  American  Brewing  Association  on  March 
11,  1909,  as  follows: 

"Yours  of  the  10th  received  concerning  the  opening  up  of  the 
saloon  in  Sour  Lake.  I  think  I  will  arrange  matters  in  Beaumont  so 
that  city  will  not  become  a  supply  depot  for  him.  I  expect  to  make 
a  personal  visit  there  and  see  Lemp  and  all  the  other  beer  agents  and 
lay  the  matter  before  them."    (A-2605.) 
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F.  H.  Carpenter,  wholesale  beer  dealer  for"  the  American  Brewing 
Association  and  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company  at  Sour  Lake, 
is  willing  to  co-operate  to  prevent  Hart  from  opening  up  a  saloon  near 
the  lumber  company.  He  writes  the  American  Brewing  Association 
on  4-12-09: 

"A  letter  just  received  from  Capt.  Paget  says  that  in  all  prob- 
ability W.  J.  Hart  will  be  granted  a  license  to  open  a  saloon  down  by 
the  mill  and  asked  me  not  to  sell  him  beer.  Mr.  Hart  was  here  just 
a  few  moments  ago  to  see  about  fixtures  and  I  told  him  I  could  not 
furnish  him  any.  That  the  breweries  had  been  asked  by  the  lumber 
company  not  to  put  in  down  there  and  had  decided  not  to.  He  said 
very  little,  just  drove  off.  Kindly  advise  just  what  to  do  in  this 
matter."    (A-2636.) 

Thereupon  the  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  to  O.  Paget, 
Galveston,  on  4-13-09,  the  following,  requesting  him  to  adopt  measures 
to  prevent  Hart  from  opening  up: 

"We  are  just  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  F.  H.  Carpenter, 
representing  both  this  and  the  Magnolia  Brewery  in  the  sale  of  its 
product  in  Sour  Lake,  advising  that  Mr.  W.  J.  Hart  will  be  granted 
a  license  to  open  a  saloon  near  the  sawmill,  and  that  on  calling  on  him 
he  informed  Mr.  Hart  that  he  would  not  sell  him  any  beer.  He  did 
not  say  anything  and  left  the  office.  From  his  action  we  suppose  that 
he  will  endeavor  to  secure  the  shipments  of  beer  by  express  from 
Beaumont.  We,  therefore,  addressed  a  communication  to  our  whole- 
sale dealer,  copy  of  which  we  herewith  beg  to  enclose.  As  we  hardly 
think  any  attention  will  be  paid  to  our  request  by  the  other  dealers, 
we  refer  the  matter  to  you,  as  in  all  probability  you  will  be  able  to 
iMopt  such  measures  that  will  prevent  Mr.  Hart  from  opening  the 
saloon  at  the  objectionable  place."    (A-2638.) 

But  Hart  was  granted  a  license,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  follow- 
ing letter  from  O.  Paget  to  H.  Prince,  dated  April  14,   1909: 

"Mr.  Hart  has  been  granted  his  license.  We  have  done  everything 
in  our  power  to  prevent  it,  but  I  beg  to  assure  you  of  one  thing — he 
will  not  be  long  in  the  saloon  business  in  Sour  Lake. 

"I  enclose  you  a  copy  of  the  letter  sent  to  the  breweries  from 
whom  he  might  be  liable  to  get  beer.  What  effect  it  will  have  I  do 
not  know.  If  necessary  I  will  go  to  Beaumont  myself.  I  have  Sour 
Lake  thoroughly  in  hand  and  I  will  know  when  and  from  whom  he 
gets  his  first  shipment  of  beer."    (A-2640.) 

O,  Paget  proceeds  in  his  effort  to  prevent  any  of  the  breweries 
from  furnishing  Hart  with  beer,  and  on  4-14-09  addressed  a  circular 
letter  to  all  the  breweries,  one  of  which  was  sent  to  the  American 
Brewing  Association,  and  is  as  follows,  to-wit: 

"One  J.  W.  Hart  has,  under  protest  and  contrary  to  the  wishes 
of  the  residents  of  Sour  Lake  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Thompson- 
Ford   Lumber   Company   and  in    close   proximity   to   a   public   school, 
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erected  a  building  and  furnished  it  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a 
saloon.  This  means  trouble  in  Hardin  County,  as  the  school  trustees 
declare  positively  that  they  will  call  an  election  in  the  county,  if  not, 
then  in  the  precinct  of  Sour  Lake.  You  know  the  result  of  the  last 
election  held  in  that  county — we  were  beaten,  but  kept  it  open  through 
the  intervention  of  the  courts. 

"Your  association  has  kept  a  saloon  from  being  opened  in  that 
neighborhood  for  the  past  four  months — kept  a  former  applicant  from 
obtaining  his  license,  but  we  could  not  prevent  this  man. 

"The  American  Brewing  Association,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation and  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Association  have  declined  to  sell 
beer  to  Mr.  Hart  under  these  circumstances  and  I  take  the  liberty  of 
calling  your  attention  to  the  conditions  as  they  exist  in  this  matter  for 
your  consideration,  and  remain,  etc."    (A-2641.) 

Hart  continues  to  prepare  to  open  up  his  saloon.  On  4-16-09  F. 
H.  Carpenter,  Sour  Lake,  writes  the  American   Brewing  Association: 

"Yours  pertaining  to  saloon  of  Hart  near  sawmill  to  hand  and 
noted.  Mr.  Hart  is  putting  in  his  fixtures  today  and  says  he  will  open 
up  Monday.  Told  teamster  he  had  to  buy  his  fixtures,  as  no  one  would 
furnish  them.  Do  not  know  what  beer  he  will  use.  Of  course  I  will 
not  furnish  him,  but  he  will  get  it  some  way  from  somewhere. 

"We  furnish  A.  Lewis,  who  runs  a  beer  saloon  between  Hart's 
location  and  town,  and  the  mill  people  are  perfectly  satisfied  that  he 
should  run.  You  have  heard  no  complaint  I  am  sure.  I  know  where 
the  kick  will  originate  if  any  does.  If  we  were  able  to  satisfy  the 
mill  people  on  strictly  a  beer  saloon  that  is  our  good  fortune  and  none 
of  San  Antonio's  affair,  it  seems  to  me,  but  it  is  this  whiskey  saloon 
they  are  fighting  and  I  think  it  will  be  a  losing  game  for  them  and 
it  will  also  be  a  losing  game  for  Hart."  (A-2645.) 

To  which  the  American  Brewing  Association  replied  on  4-17-09: 

"We  beg  to  own  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  16th  and  in  reply 
beg  to  state  that  we  have  had  the  assurance  of  the  San  Antonio  Brew- 
ing Association  that  they  will  not  ship  any  beer  by  express  to  Sour 
Lake  to  Mr.  Hart.  It  now  remains  to  be  seen  from  whom  he  will  get 
his  beer. 

"If  Mr.  Hart  obtained  his  license  after  the  1st  of  April  we  are 
under  the  impression  that  he  will  not  be  able  to  have  same  renewed 
when  the  new  law  goes  into  effect,  which  will  be  about  the  last  of 
June,  as  the  new  law  provides  that  those  who  are  in  business  on  the 
1st  of  April  may  continue  to  do  so  by  obtaining  new  license  under  the 
new  law  and  allow  those  who  have  obtained  license  after  the  1st  of 
April  new  license  will  not  be  issued  to  them  until  the  population  of 
a  community  increased  to  the  extent  of  one  saloon  to  each  five  hundred 
inhabitants.  As  the  present  inhabitants,  therefore,  if  Mr.  Hart  ob- 
tained his  license  after  the  1st  of  April  he  will  not  be  able  to  have 
same  renewed,  as  the  new  law,  we  understand,  will  be  strictly  enforced 
by  the  authorities  in  Austin.  However,  should  he  continue  to  do  busi- 
ness at  the  place  that  is  undesirable,  if  he  is  made  to  conform  to  all 
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the  requirements  of  the  present  law,  he  would  not  be  able  to  remain 
long  at  the  objectionable  location."    (A-2646.) 

The  election  was  called  in  Hardin  County  for  1909,  however,  and 
the  American  Brewing  Association  is  willing  to  contribute  thereto.  On 
6-25-09  said  brewing  association  writes  F.  H.  Carpenter,  Sour  Lake,  the 
following: 

"We  have  not  heard  from  you  regarding  the  movement  of  the 
present  prohibition  election  that  has  been  ordered  in  your  county. 
We  hope,  however,  that  indications  point  to  a  favorable  termination 
of  the  election.  We  suppose  that  the  chairman  or  treasurer  of  the 
anti  forces  has  applied  to  all  interested  parties  for  contribution  to- 
wards the  necessary  expense.  As  we  have  not  had  a  line  from  him, 
and  as  the  writer  is  ready  to  contribute  his  mite  towards  the  needs, 
we  would  like  to  hear  fully  from  you  what  is  being  done,  and  as  to 
whether  the  anti  forces  are  properly  organized  to  meet  the  emergency. 
Be  glad  to  hear  from  you."     (A-2703.)      (See  T-1295.) 

The  election  was  called  for  July  9,  1909,  and  each  brewery  was 
assessed  $250  to  cover  the  campaign  expenses.  The  anti-prohibition 
committee,  at  Kountze,  writes  the  American  Brewing  Association  on 
June  28,   1909: 

"You  are  no  doubt  aware  that  a  local  option  election  has  been 
called  for  old  Hardin  County  to  be  held  July  9th,  and  the  pros  are 
bound  to  win  a  South  Texas  county  and  have  jumped  on  this  county 
for  an  easy  mark,  but  we  can  beat  them  with  the  proper  financial  as- 
sistance, and  as  we  have  assessed  each  brewery  $250  we  would  like  to 
receive  your  check  for  same.  We  will  acknowledge  receipt  promptly 
on  receipt."     (A-2705.) 

American  Brewing  Association  donates  $250  to  Hardin  County 
election. 

On  6-30-09  the  American  Brewing  Association,  through  H.  Prince, 
forwards  to  T.  B.  Coe,  for  the  anti  committee  at  Kountze,  a  contribu- 
tion of  $250  for  campaign  expenses,  the  letter  reading  as  follows: 

"In  compliance  with  yours  of  the  28th,  I  herewith  beg  to  enclose 
check  for  $250  covering  your  assessment  towards  meeting  the  cam- 
paign expenses.    We  hope  that  your  work  will  be  crowned  with  success. 

"We  have  written  to  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association  for  a 
special  contribution  for  Hardin  County,  but  as  they  have  many  fights 
to  take  care  of  in  other  sections  of  the  country,  they  hardly  ever  con- 
tribute tov/ards  local  option  elections,  as  they  claim  they  are  liberal 
contributors  toward  the  State  funds  in  general.  We,  however,  are 
trying  to  have  them  make  special  concession  in  the  Hardin  County 
affair,  and  as  soon  as  we  hear  from  them  will  promptly  advise  you. 
Kindly  advise  us  how  much  the  Schlitz  Brewery  has  contributed." 
(A-2706.) 

On   the    same   date,   6-30-09,   the   American    Brewing    Association 
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writes  the  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association  at   St.   Louis,   asking 
them  to  donate  to  the  Hardin  County  election  expense,  as  follows: 

"Before  Mr.  Althans  left  us  last  week,  we  were  notified  that  a 
local  option  election  had  been  ordered  in  Hardin  County,  Sour  Lake 
being  its  principal  town,  which  is  a  large  Budweiser  consumer.  The 
Texas  Brewers'  Association  do  not  contribute  towards  needed  ex- 
penses in  fighting  these  local  option  elections;  it  is  expected  that  the 
breweries  doing  business  in  these  different  places  should  meet  the 
necessary  expense  by  their  own  contributions.  We  have  sent  our  check 
for  $250.  We  understand  that  the  Schlitz  Brewery  has  sent  $100,  and 
all  the  other  breweries  doing  business  in  the  county  have  contributed 
liberally.  We  are  doing  all  that  can  be  done  to  win  the  election,  but 
as  the  prohibitionists  have  sent  all  their  head  leaders  and  speakers  to 
the  county,  it  is  going  to  be  a  hot  contested  fight,  the  result,  however, 
cannot  be  foretold  until  the  ballots  are  counted.  We  must  ask  of  you 
to  send  us  your  subscription  towards  aiding  this  fight."     (A-2707.) 

On  July  1,  1909,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  to 
T.  B.  Coe,  at  Kountze,  Texas: 

"I  have  your  favor  of  the  28th  inst.  and  note  request.  I  also  had 
occasion  to  speak  to  my  friend,  Mr.  Prince,  of  the  American  Brewing 
Association,  Houston,  Texas,  this  morning,  in  regard  to  the  matter, 
and  while  we  do  not  sell  much  beer  in  Hardin  County,  still  we  are 
interested  in  the  result  in  a  general  way  especially,  and  for  that  reason 
we  told  Mr.  Prince  that  we  were  willing  to  do  what  was  right  and 
would  subscribe  such  amount  as  he  might  deem  proper,  so  he  promised 
to  take  care  of  this  for  us  and  charge  us  with  the  amount  donated." 
(S-5579.) 

And  on  July  1,  1909,  the  same  association  writes  to  its  agent  at 
Beaumont: 

"We  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  letter  from  Mr.  T.  B.  Coe,  secretary 
of  the  anti-prohibition  committee  of  Hardin  County,  together  with 
copy  of  our  reply  thereto,  the  same  being  self-explanatory. 

"Mr.  Prince  remarked  that  we  sold  considerable  bottled  beer  in 
Hardin  County,  through  you,  and  he  thought  that  a  donation  of  $100 
by  us  would  be  fair  and  just.    What  do  you  think  of  it?"     (S-5580.) 

On  July  2,  1909,  in  his  report  for  June,  1909,  to  B.  Adoue,  presi- 
dent of  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  O.  Paget  says,  with  reference 
to  Hardin  County: 

"The  Anti-Saloon  League  has  been  actively  engaged  writing  to 
all  its  agents  in  the  State  in  stirring  up  strife  and  secured  the  services 
of  one  Welch  in  Hardin  County.  They  sent  him  copy  of  a  letter— he 
issued  same — petition  was  presented  to  the  County  Commissioners  on 
request  of  the  writer — it  was  turned  down.  Sterling  P.  Strong  got 
active,  more  names  were  obtained  and  an  election  was  called.  This 
campaign  is  an  anti-saloon  campaign.  They  have  joined  forces  with 
all  the  pro  politicians — they  have  at  this  writing  over  twenty  speakers 
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in  the  field  including  Cone  Johnson,  S.  P.  Strong,  Arthur  Jones  and 
every  prominent  stump  speaker  in  the  State,  white  and  colored.  We 
have  the  best  force  we  can  muster,  but  at  this  writing  the  pros  un- 
questionably have  the  best  of  it,  and  it  will  require  some  extraordinary 
work  on  our  part  to  win.  The  pros  say  they  will  break  into  Southeast 
Texas,  and  carry  Hardin  County  by  any  and  all  means.  And  with  the 
Congressman,  Dies,  and  his  following  on  the  pro  side,  and  the  no- 
torious manner  of  the  conducting  of  saloons  in  that  county,  it  is  an 
uphill  fight  but  not  necessarily  a  losing  one.  We  have  a  chance,  but 
a  slim  one,   for  a  winning."     (S-5500.) 

July  1,  1909,  the  anti-prohibition  committee  at  Kountze,  per  T.  B. 
Coe,  acknowledges  receipt  of  the  American  Brewing  Association  do- 
ration  of  $250  contribution  to  Hardin  County  local  option  campaign 
fund,  as  follows: 

"This  is  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  favor  of  recent  date, 
enclosing  check  for  $250,  as  a  contribution  to  our  campaign  fund, 
for  which   please  accept  our.  sincere  thanks."      (A-2708.) 

And  also  acknowledge  receipt  of  donation  of  $100  to  the  same 
fund  by  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  in  a  letter  to  American 
Brewing  Association,  dated  July  2,   1909: 

"Yours  of  July  1st,  enclosing  check  for  $100  as  a  donation  to- 
wards our  campaign  fund  contributed  by  Col.  Otto  Wahrmund  of 
San  Antonio,  received,  for  which  the  colonel  has  our  sincere  thanks. 
Carbon  copy  to  Col.  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio,  Texas."  (S-5582.) 
(A-2709.) 

The  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association  of  St.  Louis  donates  to 
the  Hardin  County  campaign  fund.  On  7-5-09  the  American  Brewing 
Association  writes  them: 

"We  are  thankful  for  the  small  donation  of  $50,  but  inasmuch  as 
the  Schlitz  people  have  given  $100,  we  hardly  think  that  you  ought  to 
give  less  than  that  amount.  The  fight  in  Hardin  County  does  not 
altogether  center  on  the  quantity  of  goods  sold,  but  it  will  have  a 
great  bearing  on  what  course  the  prohibitionists  will  take  towards  Jef- 
ferson, Orange  and  Liberty  Counties.  If  we  lose  Hardin  County,  we 
may  expect  a  fight  in  all  three  of  these  counties  in  the  very  near  fu- 
ture. We,  therefore,  must  not  stand  on  the  question  of  trying  to 
diminish  the  proposed  requirements  of  the  committee  that  are  at  work, 
which  will  undoubtedly  hamper  their  usefulness.  All  the  leading  pro- 
hibitionists are  scattered  in  Hardin  County.  We  are  told  by  our  man- 
agers in  the  field  that  it  is  going  to  be  a  hard  fought  battle.  We  have 
contributed  $250  and  expect  to  be  called  upon  for  an  additional  amount 
before  the  battle  is  over.  In  making  our  application  to  you  for  $100 
we  did 'not  consider  the  amount  at  all  out  of  proportion  for  you  to 
contribute,  so  send  the  other  $50."     (A-2710.) 

The  negro,  Rayner,  was  used  in  Hardin  County.  On  July  8,  1909, 
O.  Paget  wrote  J.  B.  Hooks,  at  Kountze: 
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"Confirming  my  telegram  of  this  date  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  Mr.  Rayner  will  leave  Hardin  County  so  as  to  reach  Goliad  Satur- 
day morning.  Let  him  report  to  Mr.  Kauffmann  of  the  City  Brewery 
of  San  Antonio,  in  the  town  of  Goliad.  The  way  to  find  Mr.  Kauff- 
mann is  to  ask  for  Mr.  A.  F.  Jecker,  the  San  Antonio  Brewery  agent 
in  that  city. 

"I  am  sending  this  to  you  under  special  delivery  and  it  is  very 
important  that  you  find  Rayner  as  soon  as  possible  and  have  him 
report  in  Goliad  on  Saturday.  I  arrt  going  to  depend  upon  you  in  this 
matter  and  ask  you  to  wire  me  as  soon  as  Rayner  leaves,  and  oblige, 
etc."     (SS-55.) 

On  the  same  date,  7-8-09,  O.  Paget  addresses  Otto  Wahrmund  the 
following  letter  with  reference  to  the  negro  Rayner: 

"Your  telegrams,  etc.,  in  re  Mr.  Rayner  received. 

"Mr.  Rayner  is  doing  very  effective  work  in  Hardin  County — in 
fact,  no  one  there  is  doing  better.  The  election  comes  off  tomorrow 
and  he  will  be  needed  there  until  the  last  moment,  but  he  will  come  to 
Goliad  the  first  minute  he  can  leave  Hardin  County. 

"I  am  somewhat  afraid  of  the  result  in  Hardin,  as  the  pros  have 
turned  loose  all  of  their  speakers  and  made  it  a  personal  matter  be- 
tween two  political  factions. 

"Find  telegrams  to  and  from  the  anti  chairman,  also  copy  of  my 
letter  to  him.     They  speak  for  themselves."     (SS-52.) 

Telegram  from  J.  B.  Hooks,  at  Kountze,  to  O.  Paget,  dated  July 
8,  1909,  reads: 

"Can't  send  Rayner  before  tomorrow  night."     (SS-53.) 

The  Hardin  County  1909  election  went  wet,  and  on  July  12,  1909, 
F.  H.  Carpenter,  Sour  Lake,  writes  O.  Paget  the  following: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  kind  favor  of  11th  asking  for  an  honest 
expression  of  why  Sour  Lake  went  dry.  And  in  reply  will  say  I  hardly 
know  even  now  except  that  we  were  out-voted.  I  do  not  think  there 
was  anything  wrong  at  the  voting,  for  we  supposed  if  there  was  to  be 
any  favors  there  they  were  to  be  in  our  favor.  The  pros  cannot  tell 
you  how  it  was  done  and  were  as  much  surprised  at  the  result  as  were 
we.  They  conceded  defeat  at  noon  and  did  little  or  no  work  after 
noon.  One  thing  is  sure,  lots  of  people  whom  we  thought  were  anti 
and  who  rode  to  the  polls  in  hacks  must  have  voted  pro,  but  the  ma- 
jority walked  out  of  the  oil  field  in  the  afternoon.  The  mill  people, 
Thompson  &  Wallace,  made  a  strong  fight  and  after  Wallace  was  put 
out  of  the  100-foot  line  for  trying  to  challenge  colored  votes.  There 
wees  no  colored  voters  come  from  the  mill.  I  do  not  think  over  two- 
thirds  of  the  negroes  voted  and  I  think  one-half  of  what  did  vote  voted 
pro  tickets.  Then  I  am  confident  a  great  many  of  the  drinkers  that 
were  counted  on  voted  pro.  But  the  big  defeat  came  in  100  votes  that 
came  out  of  the  oil  field.  All  people  who  had  come  in  here  since 
January   1st.     There  were  fully  a  hundred  votes  cast  that  we  never 
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saw  the  people  at  all.  Did  not  know  who  they  were  and  how  they 
would  vote.  People  voted  who  had  been  here  only  a  short  time  and 
had  poll  taxes  from  other  places.  As  far  as  we  went,  that  is  on  the 
poll  list,  we  had,  I  think  it  was  well  worked.  If  another  election  is 
held  it  will  have  to  be  fought  on  other  lines.  I  am  of  the  opinion  now 
that  closing  up  did  harm  instead  of  good,  although  that  is  hard  to  say. 
Some  of  the  people  in  the  business  think  we  could  win  a  precinct  elec- 
tion, but  it  is  doubtful.  I  feel  sure  it  was  the  outside  vote  from  the 
field  that  swamped  us.  Pennock  was  no  more  surprised  than  the  rest 
of  us  and  the  pros  also.  I  thought  Pennock  did  alright,  but  it  seems 
he  did  not  go  far  enough.  Whether  this  floating  vote  could  have  been 
touched  I  do  not  know.  If  another  comes  we  will  have  to  get  down 
to  the  bottom  of  things  and  work  up."     (A-2711.) 

There  was  much  expense  attached  to  the  campaign  on  the  part  of 
the  anti  forces.  On  July  22,  1909,  F.  H.  Carpenter  writes  the  American 
Brewing  Association: 

"I  will  leave  this  evening  to  be  gone  about  7  days.  I  got  my  re- 
ports off  and  will  be  home  by  next  report  day.  Everything  seems 
quiet  here  on  the  prohibition  business,  but  you  can't  tell  what  will 
come  next. 

"Mr.  Hooks  sent  a  check  which  I  received  today  and  will  pay  off 
the  claims  against  the  election.  The  check  is  about  $150  short  of  the 
bills.  I  am  trying  to  make  another  raise  among  the  saloon  men  and 
headed  the  list  with  $25,  but  I  do  not  expect  much.  The  kind  of  people 
we  have  to  contend  with  is  a  fright.  Lots  of  the  bills  are  a  straight 
hold-up,  but  they  must  be  paid. 

"If  needed  a  wire  to  Gentry,  Ark.,  will  reach  me  and  I  can  be 
home  in  24  hours."     (A-2729.) 

In  his  general  report  to  B.  Adoue,  president  of  the  Texas  Brewers' 
Association,  at  Galveston,  O.  Paget  has  this  to  say  about  Hardin 
County.     The  report  is  for  July,  1909: 

"The  bitterest  fight,  which  is  not  yet  concluded,  was  in  Hardin 
County.  We  met  the  sawmill  interests  who  spent  much  money  on  the 
pro  side  and  an  unscrupulous  political  faction,  as  well  as  a  horde  of 
politicians  out  of  a  job.  It  was  and  is  an  ugly  situation — they  openly 
bought  votes  in  Batson,  as  openly  intimidated  voters  in  Silsbee — in 
fact,  there  was  no  scheme  or  device  left  untried  by  the  pros  to  carry 
their  point,  yet  we  won  by  a  majority  of  29.  If  the  election  could 
have  been  fairly  conducted  we  would  have  won  by  300  votes. 

"Not  satisfied,  they  have  raked  up  an  old  obsolete  election  passed 
as  illegal  five  years  ago  (by  the  same  men  who  are  now  pros)  and  are 
trying  to  force  prohibition  in  practically  the  whole  county.  At  this 
writing  the  cases  are  being  tried."     (SS-61.) 

And  in  a  similar  report  for  the  month  of  August,  1909,  dated  Sept. 
1,  1909,  O.  Paget  says: 

"But  we  gained  a  legal  decision  in  the  Hardin  County  case,  which 
sets  at  rest  the  contention  in  that  county.    The  plans  laid  down  by  the 
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Hardin  people  on  my  first  visit  to  that  city  on  the  30th  of  July  were 
carried  out  to  the  letter,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  successfully." 
(S-5736.) 

Concerning  the  same  contest,  William  Saenger,  of  Beaumont, 
agent  for  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  at  that  place,  on  Nov. 
16,  1909,  writes  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  as  follows: 

"Judge  F.  J.  Duff  handed  us  enclosed  bill  with  the  remark  that 
he  thought  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association  was  at  least  due  him  a  suit 
of  clothes.  *  *  *  It  was  through  F.  J.  Duff's  influence  that  the 
Hardin  County  prohibition  contest  was  thrown  aside  a  couple  of 
months  ago  and,  whereas  he  was  paid  for  this  service,  still  he  feels 
that  the  brewers  as  a  whole  owe  him  a  suit  of  clothes.  We  are  writing 
you  because  you  are  in  a  better  position  to  put  this  matter  up  to  head- 
quarters than  we  are."     (S-5840.) 

1910. 

Another  local  option  election  was  called  in  1910  in  Hardin  County. 
On  Feb.  22,  1910,  William  Saenger,  Beaumont,  writes  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing   Association: 

"Covering  your  circular  of  the  15th  inst.,  in  which  you  ask 
whether  there  is  any  talk  of  a  local  option  election  either  here  or  in 
our  vicinity,  we  beg  to  advise  that  there  will  be  such  election  in  Hardin 
County,  which  county  adjoins  us,  in  the  early  part  of  March."  (S-6010.) 

And  on  March  1,  1910,  he  writes  the  same  company  as  follows: 

"In  reference  to  the  letter  of  the  Hardin  County  Anti-Prohibition 
Association,  we  beg  to  advise  that  we  did  as  requested,  calling  your 
Mr.  Andy  Stevens  up  over  long  distance  and  giving  him  the  desired 
information."  ♦  (S-6024.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  contributes  to  the  campaign 
fund  in  this  election.  Letter,  March  1,  1910,  from  San  Antonio  Brew- 
ing Association  to  P.  G.  Ellis,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  Hardin  County 
Anti-Prohibition  Association,  as  follows: 

"Your  recent  favor  would  have  had  attention  ere  this,  but  for 
absence  from  the  city  of  the  writer,  so  pray  excuse. 

"We  have  pleasure  in  handing  you  herewith  New  York  exchange 
for  the  sum  of  $100,  stated  purpose,  and  hope  that  you  may  have  suc- 
cess."    (S-6020.) 

On  March  1,  1910,  R.  Knippenberg,  secretary  to  Adolphus  Busch, 
writes  from  Pasadena,  Cal.,  to  Otto  Wahrmund: 

"Mr.  A.  Busch  received  notice  from  Mr.  B.  Adoue  that  elections 
will  take  place  on  early  dates,  and  asks  you  to  have  prominent  speakers 
at  the  various  elections  to  reply  and  answer  intelligently  the  lies  and 
deceiving   arguments   of    our   common    enemy   who    never   make   any 
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other  argument.    Mr.  Busch  hopes  for  immediate  action  on  your  part 
and  hopes  for  success." 

The  above  applies  to  Hardin  County  as  will  be  seen  from  a  list  of 
counties  in  which  elections  are  to  be  held  on  letter-head  of  Mr.  Busch 
at  Pasadena,  Cal.,  found  at  page  S-6023.  The  Hardin  County  election 
was  called  for  March  5,  1910. 

On  March  9,  1910,  F.  H.  Carpenter,  Sour  Lake,  writes  to  Capt.  O. 
Paget,  reporting  on  the  outcome  of  the  election  at  his  box: 

"Your  favor  received.  The  election  is  over  and  passed  off  quietly. 
We  did  not  make  the  showing  that  should  have  been  made,  but  we 
could  have  done  much  worse  and  much  better.  Anything  we  have 
agreed  to  do  or  promised  to  do  must  be  done  and  all  agreements  re- 
ligiously kept.  This  is  what  beat  us  here.  If  the  oil  well  business 
had  been  completed  and  we  had  had  his  help,  and  we  could  have  got  it, 
i  am  sure  as  I  sit  here  writing  that  this  box  would  have  been  anti,  but 
my  hands  were  tied,  I  could  not  go  to  him  for  anything  and  when  he 
found  out  for  sure  I  was  not  coming,  he  broke  loose  and  he  swung  a 
vote,  and  for  your  information  I  will  repeat  a  conversation  that  hap- 
pened. Mr.  Wallace  said  to  Mr.  E.  on  election  day  that  if  he  has 
worked  as  hard  last  year  as  he  did  this,  that  this  election  would  never 
have  happened.  The  pros  would  have  had  a  big  victory.  Now  by  fail- 
ing to  complete  that  trade  $750  was  saved  last  July  or  August  and 
$3,000  more  spent  now  besides  the  work  and  trouble,  and  another  elec- 
tion in  sight,  and  after  the  part  he  has  taken  I  don't  see  how  he  could 
help  us  in  this  if  we  paid  him  what  is  his  due. 

'"Mr.  Hooks  told  me  several  times  that  that  should  be  settled,  but 
I  am  afraid  it  is  too  late;  of  course,  he  might  be  made  to  see  it  that 
precinct  is  not  the  kind  of  prohibition.  If  Mr.  F.,  who  has  gone  to 
Kountze  to  try  to  stop  this  thing  now,  is  successful,  it  will  be  the  best 
day's  work  done  in  some  time.  I  am  sure  as  I  sit  here  that  the  saloon 
men  cannot  carry  this  box.  My  plan  would  be  to  put  it  up  to  the 
people,  make  every  anti  declare  himself  and  work  and  have  no  saloon 
man  actively  engaged.  Now  will  enough  work  for  it.  Everything 
we  had  done  before  we  had  to  pay  for.  I  would  suggest  that  you  pre- 
pare and  send  50  or  100  cardboard  circulars  to  be  nailed  up  all  over 
town  and  in  the  saloons,  saying  that  the  laws  governing  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  will  be  enforced  and  ask  all  the  people  to  report 
to  the  officers  anything  they  see  that  is  wrong  and  that  guilty  parties 
would  be  punished.  You  can  fix  that  up  better  than  I,  then  we  can 
have  a  good  deputy  appointed  who  would  send  the  pros  to  enforce 
the  law  and  I  believe  it  would  do  wonders.  I  feel  this  is  the  only 
chance  left. 

"The  saloon  element  here  is  all  broke  except  Malavoras  and  Vido 
and  we  want  to  break  them  if  possible,  at  least  close  them  out.  I  did 
not  get  to  see  Mr.  Hamilton  last  night  and  had  to  come  home.  I  go 
to  Beaumont  tonight  to  confe"  *r  \  Bud  Hooks,  who  tells  me  the 
petitions  are  now  at  Kountze  for  the  precinct  election  and  it  will  be 
ordered  maybe  Monday  if  my  man  can't  stop   it.     I   know  very  little 
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about  handling  these  matters  and  need  some  advice  if  this  place  is  to 
be  kept  in  the  wet  column.     I  am  scared,  Capt."     (A-2863.) 

On  4-14-10,  the  Hardin  County  Anti-Prohibition  Association,  by 
P.  G.  Ellis,  writes  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"We  have  recently  had  two  prohibition  elections  in  this  county, 
and  we  won  out  in  both  elections.  Now  the  pros  have  called  an  elec- 
tion in  Commissioner  Precinct  No.  4,  which  includes  Sour  Lake,  Sara- 
toga, Batson,  Dearborn,   White  Oak  and  Votaw. 

"Precinct  No.  4  includes  at  least  one-half  the  population  of  this 
county,  and  more  than  one-half  the  saloons  in  number. 

''Our  chances  to  win  this  election  look  very  favorable  to  us  now, 
but  of  course  we  must  have  some  help  financially. 

"We  hate  to  call  on  you  so  often  for  help,  but  if  we  can  win  out 
in  the  precinct  election,  which  will  be  held  on  April  30th,  we  feel  sure 
that  they  (the  pros)  will  not  attempt  to  have  another  election  in  any 
precinct  for  the  next  two  years. 

"The  saloon  men  of  the  entire  county  are  contributing  to  us, 
although  this  is  a  precinct  election. 

"Hoping  to  hear  from  you  at  once,  enclosing  us  a  nice  contribu- 
tion, we  are."     (S-6072.) 

On  4-20-10,  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  P.  G.  Ellis,  at 
Kountze,  Texas,  as  follows: 

"We  beg  to  own  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  18th,  and  in  reply 
beg  to  advise  that  matters  of  the  kind  referred  to  in  your  communica- 
tion is  attended  to  by  our  campaign  manager,  Capt.  O.  Paget,  and  your 
letter  has  been  referred  to  him.  Capt.  Paget  has  power  from  the 
Texas  Brewers'  Association  to  attend  to  all  such  matters  promptly. 
We  feel  confident  that  he  is  giving  the  matter  in  question  his  atten- 
tion."    (A-2886.)      (See  A-2888.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  on  April  22,  1910,  writes 
the  same  party  as  secretary  of  the  Hardin  County  Anti-Prohibition 
Association : 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  14th  inst.,  just  to  hand,  beg  to  state 
that  matter  referred  to  is  one  that  will  be  handled  by  our  Galveston 
headquarters.  Hoping  that  you  will  win  out,  we  beg  to  remain." 
(S-6088.) 

O.  Paget  writes  H.  Prince  that  the  Hardin  County  election  will 
be  handled  from  his  office,  and  on  April  23,  1910,  writes  Mr.  Prince 
at  Houston: 

"Yours  of  the  20th  in  re  Hardin  County  received.  Give  no  money 
in  the  premises,  as  the  matter  is  being  taken  care  of  from  this  office." 
(A-2891.) 

The  antis  won  the  election,  as  will  be  inferred  from  the  following 
letter  from  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  F.  H.  Carpenter,  Sour 
Lake,  dated  May  4,  1910: 
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"We  have  your  favor  of  the  2nd  inst.,  and  will  state  in  reply  that 
the  cask  of  beer  will  be  all  right.  We  are  referring  your  letter,  to- 
gether with  copy  of  our  reply,  to  our  representative  at  Beaumont, 
Texas,  with  request  that  he  take  care  of  the  credit  of  $8.50. 

"Noting  your  remarks,  beg  to  state  yes,  no  doubt  the  parties  that 
you  mention  deserve  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  the  result,  but  in  addi- 
tion to  that,  good  work  must  have  been  done  by  yourself  and  other 
friends,  for  from  what  we  had  been  able  to  learn,  our  chances  for 
success  at  one  'time  were  very  slim! 

"We  beg  to  congratulate  you  and  others  on  the  result."     (S-6105.) 

1911. 

Much  money  was  spent  in  Hardin  County,  as  will  be  seen  from  a 
letter  from  B.  Adoue,  president  of  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  to 
Otto  Koehler,  president  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  of 
date  March  2,  1911,  in  which  he  says: 

"We  cannot  afford  to  take  any  risk  and  for  that  reason  we  are 
going  to  spend  enough  money  sufficient  to  build  a  fine  brewery!  The 
same  argument  holds  good  for  local  option;  Hamilton  and  Prince  have 
paid  over  $4,000  once  and  $3,000  another  time  to  hold  Hardin  County 
wet."     (SS-110.) 

1914. 

Another  election  was  called  in  Hardin  County  in  the  year  1914,  for 
the  latter  part  of  August.  On  8-26-14,  William  Saenger  of  Beaumont, 
agent  for  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  writes  the  latter  com- 
pany as  follows: 

"A  local  option  election  has  been  called  for  the  county  of  Hardin, 
for  the  latter  part  of  this  month,  and  we  were  called  on  for  a  contribu- 
tion to  pay  for  advertising,  in  the  amount  of  $50,  and  whereas  we 
have  a  customer  at  Sour  Lake,  Mr.  F.  G.  Carpenter,  and  one  at  Loeb, 
Mr.  W.  J.  Hart,  we  met  them  in  the  spirit  desired,  and  trust  that  this 
is  in  accordance  with  your  wishes.  Receipt  covering  same  will  accom- 
pany vouchers  with   monthly  statement."      (S-7908.) 

HARRIS  COUNTY. 

1903. 

An  election  was  called  for  Harris  County  for  1903,  prior  to  Jan- 
uary 28,  1903.  The  breweries  paid  a  large  number  of  poll  taxes  to  get 
ready  for  it. 

The  following  is  a  letter  on  the  subject  from  H.  Prince,  manager 
the  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  to  Otto  Wahrmund, 
1-28-03: 

"After  several  trials  to  get  you  by  phone  today,  having  been  in- 
formed that  you  desired  to  do  some  talking,  and  after  being  unsuc- 
cessful, being  informed  you  would  not  be  in  the  office  until  tomorrow 
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morning,  I  met  Mr.  Hamilton,  who  gave  me  the  outlines  of  the  con- 
versation had  between  you  this  morning.  I  am  fully  in  accord  with 
the  sentiments  Hamilton  tells  me  you  had  expressed  regarding  the 
payment  of  poll  tax.  Calls  for  assistance  from  several  places  were 
declined.  The  Beaumont  request,  which  I  had  at  first  refused  to  enter- 
tain, I  had  finally  concluded  to  consent  to  contribute  to  the  same 
amount  that  Hamilton  had,  it  being  the  first  contribution  of  the  kind 
and  I  suppose  it  will  be  the  last. 

"There  is  a  call  for  a  local  option  election  in  this  county.  We  have 
not  as  yet  been  able  to  see  a  list  but  are  told  that  as  many  as  six  or 
seven  hundred  names  have  already  been  signed  to  the  petition. 

"I  fear  the  result  of  the  election  unless  we  protect  ourselves  before 
it  is  too  late. 

"While  we  are  not  willing  to  contribute  or  uphold  the  paying  of 
poll  tax  generally  throughout  the  country,  but  we  consider  it  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  brewing  industry  that  when  a  local  option  election 
is  called  in  a  town  where  a  brewery  is  established,  steps  must  be  taken 
to  protect  against  any  possible  chance  of  losing. 

"We  cannot  afford  to  depend  entirely  on  our  friends  or  citizens 
at  large. 

"I  proposed  to  Mr.  Hamilton  that  we  should  have  between  four 
or  five  hundred  voters  that  we  should  pay  the  poll  tax  for,  the  majority 
of  whom  could  be  depended  upon  to  exercise  the  right  of  voting  when 
the  time  comes.  Even  though  a  good  percentage  of  those  that  we  pay 
for  cannot  be  found  on  election  day  yet  I  think  that  the  investment 
would  go  a  long  way  towards  easing  your  chances  of  success. 

"In  talking  to  Mr.  Hamilton  yesterday,  on  this  subject,  he  agreed 
that  we  should  follow  out  this  plan,  but  since  talking  to  you  this 
morning  his  sentiments  regarding  the  matter  is  changed  entirely. 

"I  therefore  address  you  on  the  subject,  and  would  ask  that  you 
phone  me  your  views  tomorrow  morning  on  this  local  question. 

"I  really  think  that  the  venture  that  is  liable  to  cost  us  a  thousand 
dollars,  part  of  which,  no  doubt,  we  can  collect  from  those  who  are 
interested  in  the  defeating  of  the  prohibition  movement  that  the  in- 
vestment will  be  one  that  will  be  apt  to  help  us  in  successfully  defeat- 
ing the  prohibitionists  at  their  first  attempt  in  this  county."     (S-817.) 

The  following  is  another  letter  on  the  subject  of  poll  taxes,  etc., 
from  H.  Prince  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  2-2-03: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  31st,  which  came  rather  late,  as 
the  views  I  desired  from  you  was  intended  to  guide  my  action  in  mat- 
ters that  had  to  have  attention  before  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  your 
letter. 

"My  action  regarding  the  question  in  view  was  based  on  a  posi- 
tive self-protection  which  we  think  we  have  accomplished  with  com- 
paratively little  expense  to  either  of  the  breweries  here. 

"Had  we  allowed  the  time  to  lapse  without  taking  some  definite 
step  we  would  be  in  great  doubt  as  to  the  result  in  the  event  that  a 
local  option  election  would  have  been  had  in  Harris  County,  but  as  it 
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is  now,  we  feel  perfectly  safe,  as  the  work  accomplished  puts  us  on  a 
basis  of  being  able  to  carry  an  election  by  at  least  two  to  one. 

"We  are  today  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  our  wholesale  dealer  at 
Palestine,  in  which  he  states  as  follows: 

"The  anti-prohibition  ticket  raised  over  $500;  Sol  Maier  gave  for 
the  San  Antonio  Brewery  $100;  Oppermann  gave  for  the  Houston 
Brewery  $100,  and  I  took  the  liberty  to  subscribe  $100  for  you  and 
charge  to  you.     (Making  in  all  over  $800.)' 

"Now,  this  is  the  first  intimation  that  we  had  of  the  action  taken 
in  Palestine. 

"Our  wholesale  dealer  closes  his  letter,  saying:  'Hoping  this  will 
meet  with  your  approval,  I  am,  etc.,  etc.' 

"Before  answering  this  letter  we  would  like  to  have  your  views 
on  the  subject  as  to  the  action  you  propose  taking  on  Mr.  Sol  Maier's 
subscription  for  you. 

"I  have  not  interviewed  Mr.  Hamilton  on  his  subscription,  but  will 
do  so  at  the  first  chance  I  have. 

"However,  I  would  recommend  that  the  amounts  by  the  respective 
parties  be  allowed  and  not  create  any  dissension,  as  Palestine  is  look- 
ing forward  at  no  distant  day  to  having  a  prohibition  election  and  the 
steps  these  people  have  taken  will  in  all  probability  assist  our  side  to 
the  extent  of  having  some  chance  of  winning,  the  fight."     (S-824.) 

1904. 

Excerpt  from  Paget's  report  to  Louis  Schneider,  representative  of 
the  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  9-5-04: 

"I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  month  of  August  and  excuse 
the  delay  from  the  first  inst.  to  this  date  on  the  grounds  that  I  was 
personally  conducting  election  in  Crosby,  Harris  County. 

"Fourteenth  and  15th  was  spent  in  Houston  in  an  endeavor  to 
have  election  withdrawn  which  the  residents  of  Brunner,  a  suburb  of 
Houston,  had  ordered.  Various  meetings  were  held  with  pro  repre- 
sentatives, and  as  agent  of  the  Brewers'  Association  an  offer  to  have 
them  place  their  own  law  officer  to  enforce  obedience  to  the  statute, 
the  Brewers'  Association  agreeing  to  pay  for  services  of  said  officer 
and  guarantee  to  assist  the  prosecuting  officer — everything  we  offered 
was  declined.  At  a  later  date  your  agent  met  other  influential  pros 
and  they  are  at  this  writing  endeavoring  to  recall  the  order  for  election, 
having  so  publicly  announced. 

"Sixteenth  went  to  Crosby,  in  Harris  County,  and  organized  for  a 
vigorous  fight.  This  was  a  most  uncommon  state  of  affairs.  This 
precinct  for  years  has  been  'carried  in  the  pocket'  of  a  most  corrupt 
gang  of  politicians,  and  the  saloon  man  at  Crosby  became  objectionable 
to  them,  and  they  desired  to  drive  him  out  of  the  county.  He,  himself, 
was  not  blameless,  and  had  given  offense  to  the  Southern  Pacific 
system  (who  barbed  wired  fenced  his  main  entrance)  and  also  to  many 
of  the  so-called  best  citizens,  and  taking  the  situation  as  a  whole,  it 
was  most  unpromising  for  us.     The  precinct  in  itself  did  not  count 
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for  much,  but  it  was  a  part  of  a  well-defined  plan  to  attack  all  the  city 
of  Houston.  The  usual  pro  tactics,  which  lost  Lamar  for  us  last  month. 
"The  campaign  was  conducted  by  your  agent  and  an  assistant  of 
his  own  choosing.  We  won  by  a  majority  of  one.  A  severe  storm  held 
back  all  of  our  friends  and  while  the  victory  was  close  and  small  it 
will  have  a  wide  bearing  in  Harris  County."     (S-1556-first,  1557rlast.) 

1910. 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  Hugh  Hamilton,  president  Houston  Ice 
&  Brewing  Company,  and  H.  Prince,  manager  American  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation,  12-14-10: 

"In  regard  to  the  matter  at  Humble,  I  am  'all  at  sea.'  After 
spending  over  an  hour  with  you  and  Mr.  Prince  yesterday,  and  laying 
the  situation  before  you  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  you  gentlemen 
agreed  to  go  to  Sheriff  Anderson  and  to  let  me  know  this  morning 
what  the  result  of  your  interview  was,  about  changing  his  deputy  in 
Humble.  I  have  heard  nothing  from  you,  but  I  enclose  you  a  letter 
from  one  of  the  saloon  men  there.  I  believe  he  is  right.  I  think  that 
at  the  expense  of  about  $200  we  could  defeat  the  election.  It  would 
not  be  necessary  for  the  brewers  to  spend  that  money;  they  might  be 
called  upon  for  about  $25  each;  the  saloon  men  would  put  up  the 
Dalance. 

"Now,  Mr.  Hamilton,  if  you  will  kindly  let  me  know  what  you 
want  done,  if  anything,  I  will  try  and  do  it.  If  I  hear  nothing  from 
you  I  will  consider  that  you  will  let  the  matter  go,  and  take  chances 
of  the  incorporation  of  the  town.  I  am  ready  to  make  any  move  you 
designate,  but  will  do  nothing  without  your  express  instructions. 

"Copy  of  this  letter  and  copy  of  the  enclosed  letter  will  be  sent 
to  Mr.  Prince."     (A-3154.)

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  7-14-03: 

"By  the  request  of  the  Houston  Brewing  Company,  I  went  to 
Marshall  on  the  4th  of  July,  and  took  charge  of  the  campaign  in  the 
county  of  Harrison.  I  respectfully  submit  a  very  brief  synopsis  of  the 
work  done  in  that  county,  which  may  be  of  service  to  some  person, 
who  may  conduct  campaigns  in  other  counties  in  the  State."     (S-986.) 

1910. 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  3-29-10: 

"I  wired  you  this  day  re  Alexander  Pope  of  Dallas,  it  needs  some 
explanation.  To  go  over  the  whole  matter  now  would  be,  for  ypu, 
tedious  and  uninteresting.  Briefly,  this  is  the  most  important  election 
held  in  Texas  in  five  years. 
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"To  lose  here  means  an  election  in  Anderson  and  McLennan  Coun- 
ties— and  we  will  lose  unless  a  miracle  prevents. 

"The  whole  situation  has  been  reported  to  Mr.  Adoue.  Briefly, 
the  saloon  men  here  brought  it  all  on  by  sales  to  minors.  There  are 
twenty-one  indictments  by  this  grand  jury.  I  came  here  several  days 
ago  and  showed  them  a  way  in  which  they  might  win — they  would  not 
take  the  advice.  Not  a  single  solitary  man,  outside  of  the  saloon  busi- 
ness, would  permit  his  name  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  anti 
side.  The  pros  filled  every  church,  hall  and  available  space  with 
white  and  colored  people  and  speakers.  Our  people  would  not  permit 
a  white  speech  to  be  made,  and  so  far  only  one  from  a  colored  man. 
I  quit  in  disgust,  now  they  see  their  error.  The  white  vote  is  lost — 
and  too  late  they  waked  up  to  see  it.  Mr.  Pope  is  well  known  here, 
highly  respected.  He  was  here  but  went  back  and  made  no  talk.  The 
pros  were  circulating  the  story  that  he  left  on  request  of  the  ladies. 
This  is  why  I  asked  you  to  send  him  back.  He  phoned  he  would  come 
Monday  and  wind  up  the  campaign.     It  will  be  too  late. 

"At  the  request  of  Mr.  Adoue  I  returned  and  they  are  now  willing 
to  listen,  but  I  do  not  see  any  earthly  chance  to  win.  There  are  nearly 
1,400  white  votes  and  less  than  700  negroes.  The  pros  are  reaching  out 
for  the  colored  votes  and  will  get  many;  so  far  our  people  allowed  the 
white  votes  to  be  stampeded  to  the  pros.     It  is  deplorable,  but  a  fact. 

"I  will  do  all  I  can,  but  it  is  a  hopeless  fight,  I  fear.  This  is  about 
as  short  as  I  can  put  it,  and  remain."     (SS-83.) 

Letter  from  A.  "Sandoloski,  beer  dealer  at  Marshall,  to  Houston 
Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  4-1-10: 

"I  just  arrived  from  Marshall  and  the  saloons  are  going  to  close 
up  tonight  and  are  not  going  to  open  up  until  Wednesday  morning. 
They  thought  that  was  the  best.  There  is  no  doubt  she  will  go  dry 
something  like  200  votes,  unless  they  can  get  all  the  negroes  to  come 
out  and  vote  in  that  precinct  and  vote  our  way,  we  are  sure  beat. 

"I  am  going  to  stay  here  until  Thursday  noon  and  go  to  Gilmer. 
The  County  Judge  of  Harrison  County  and  two  Commissioners  are 
strong  antis  and  in  case  it  goes  'dry'  they  will  extend  our  time  until 
ihe  license  gives  out,  which  is  the  11th  of  July. 

"Send  me  to  Tyler  some  analysis  you  have  on  Hiawatha  and  also 
beer, 

"Would  like  for  you  to  order  for  me  half  a  car  of  Schlitz  so  I 
will  have  something  to  sell  so  I  can  make  a  little  more  money.  All  of 
the  people  are  working  hard,  but  I  don't  think  it  will  do  much  good." 
(H-114.) 

A  letter  from  George  G.  Clough,  attorney  for  the  Texas  Brewers' 
Association,  to  O.  Paget,  5-23-10,  together  with  a  notation  thereon  by 
Paget's  office  follows: 

"Capt.  Paget  is  in  Palo  Pinto  County  assisting  in  an  election  there. 
He  is  desirous  that  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association  be  made  aware  of 
the  state  of  affairs  in  Harrison  County,  and  asked  that  a  copy  be  sent 
to  each  member.     Respectfully,  F.  R.  von  B..    (A-2941.) 
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"'Copy.  Capt.  Paget,  City.  Dear  Sir:  Pursuant  to  your  instruc- 
tions I  went  to  Marshall  and  conferred  with  our  friends  there  with  ref- 
erence to  contesting  the  election,  recently  held  for  the  justice  precinct, 
of  which  Marshall  is  a  part,  also  the  election  held  for  the  city  of  Mar 
shall. 

"  'There  was  a  representative  meeting  called  of  the  parties  at  in- 
terest, and  after  a  prolonged  discussion  of  the  situation,  pro  and  con, 
it  was  decided  by  a  vote  of  9  to  2  not  to  contest  either  the  election,  one 
retail  and  one  wholesale  man  voting  to  contest. 

"  'It  was  the  opinion  practically  of  all  those  present  that  the  local 
political  situation  was  such  that  it  was  inadvisable  at  this  time  to 
make  this  fight;  also  that  if  the  election  was  contested  a  county  elec- 
tion would  be  immediately  called,  and  we  might  lose  the  territory  in 
that  county  which  is  now  wet. 

"'The  situation  is  like  this:  The  majority  of  the  present  county 
officers  are  antis,  the  present  Representative  to  the  Legislature  and 
the  Senator  from  that  district  are  both  pros.  At  the  primary  to  be 
held  in  July,  the  regular  Representative,  I  believe,  is  not  a  candidate 
for  re-election,  but  one  of  the  strongest  men  in  the  county  and  a 
strong  anti  is  a  candidate,  almost  certain  of  election,  and  the  flotorial 
representative  is  also  strong  anti;  Blachfield,  the  Senator,  is  not  a 
candidate,  but  a  strong  anti  from  Marshall  is,  and  he  is  practically  sure 
of  election,  several  strong  pro  newspapers  supporting  him,  including 
the  Marshall  Messenger.  Our  friends  there  are  for  some  extra  reason 
very  anxious  to  land  all  of  these  people  and  were  so  solicitous  that 
they  did  not  hesitate  to  declare  that  they  would  rather  sacrifice  these 
two  elections  and  gain  these  officers;  if  their  judgment  is  good  we 
will  gain  two  members  of  the  House  and  a  Senator. 

"  'There  was  also  a  strong  sentiment  against  contesting  this  elec- 
tion and  thus  bringing  up  the  question  of  the  right  of  negroes  to  vote. 
One  of  the  strongest  antis  in  that  county  was  an  original  member  of 
the  'committee  of  17'  of  carpet-bagging  and  reconstruction  days,  and 
declared  that  the  question  of  white  man  supremacy  in  Harrison  County 
was  of  more  local  importance  than  the  sale  of  intoxicant  liquor  in  that 
or  any  other  county;  that  the  precedent  of  contesting  elections  would 
be  bad  if  started,  and  he  was  unalterably  opposed  to  it;  he  also  declared 
that  the  bringing  of  this  contest  would  almost  certainly  bring  about 
a  killing;  that  both  sides  were  on  the  verge  of  shooting  several  times 
already,  and  that  it  would  require  but  the  scratching  of  a  match  to 
bring  about  a  bloody  feud. 

"  'Under  such  circumstances  there  was  nothing  to  be  done.  That 
Ihe  election  could  have  been  set  aside  there  is  not  the  slightest  doubt, 
for  the  reason  that  the  proof  was  ample  that  the  election  notices  were 
posted  outside  of  the  boundaries  of  the  precinct,  and  as  for  city  elec- 
tion, there  was  no  authority  to  order  it,  for  the  reason  that  the  justice 
precinct  in  which  Marshall  is  situated  was  local  option  territory  under 
the  first  election. 

"  'It  was  fully  conceded  by  all  that  had  the  negroes  been  allowed 
to  vote  and  had  fraud  and  intimidation  not  been  openly  practiced  at 
the  polls  that  we  could  and  would  have  won  both  elections;  we  were 
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exonerated  from  all  blame  for  losing  either  of  the  elections,  and  you 
and  your  associates  were  highly  commended  for  the  important  work 
you  did,  in  the  face  of  the  numerous  threats  of  personal  violence,  and 
the  several  attempts  made  to  carry  them  into  execution.  And  it  was 
also  conceded  that  these  elections  could  be  easily  set  aside,  but  it  was 
considered  that  it  was  to  the  best  interest  of  the  parties,  as  citizens  of 
Harrison  County,  to  stop  the  proceedings,  not  jeopardize  white  man 
supremacy  and,  if  possible,  gain  two  Representatives  and  the  Senator 
for  the  good  of  the  cause  at  large/"     (S-6146.)     (A-2941.)

Will 
you  give  me  the  name  of  a  man — some  good  anti,  in  that  county  with 
whom  this  office  can  get  in  communication? 

"With  proper  management  Haskell  can  be  brought  into  the  wet 
column."

Reply  to  above: 

"Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.,  relative  to  the  Haskell 
County  election,  will  state  that  up  to  the  time  the  non-intoxicating 
malt  liquor  tax  effect,  we  sold  Mr.  J.  H.  McLain  of  Knox  City  (Knox 
County),  Texas,  and  we  have  always  found  him  to  be  a  very  honest 
and  intelligent  gentleman,  and  we  would  advise  that  you  write  him, 
as  he  did  considerable  business  in  Haskell  County. 

"JVJr.  McLain   formerly  lived  in  Navarro  County. 

"We  do  not  know  of  anyone  in  Haskell  County  that  we  could 
lefer  you  to. 

"If  there  is  any  further  information  that  we  can  give  you,  or  any 
assistance,  please  advise  us."     (D-529.)

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  G.  H.  Luedde,  Waco,  manager  Aug.  A.  Busch 
#  Co.,  and  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Breweries,  12-11-08: 
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"You  are,  no  doubt,  aware  of  the  result  of  the  local  option  election 
in  Henderson  County,  held  on  November  28th.  We  carried  the  county, 
but  in  the  election  held  for  the  Athens  precinct  on  the  same  day  we 
lost  by  three  votes  because  of  the  illegal  and  overbearing  conduct  of 
the  prohibition  judge  of  election.  If  a  contest  is  entered  into  I  think 
we  can  set  it  aside. 

"A  local  option  election  has  been  called  in  Trinidad  and  Malikoff, 
and  I  am  called  upon  to  know  what  can  be  contributed  in  the  way  of 
a  donation  for  their  defense. 

"My  understanding  is  that,  through  your  agent  at  Corsicana,  you 
supply  most  of  the  beer  in  that  section,  therefore  this  letter.  I  have 
also  been  informed  that  Mr.  Morgan  disposes  of  some  of  the  product 
of  the  Dallas  Brewery  there,  so  I  will  send  him  a  copy  of  this  letter. 

"Besides  the  speakers  in  the  county  election  we  contributed  $250 
cash  and  much  literature.  Before  I  make  any  reply  to  the  chairman  it 
is  necessary  for  me  to  hear  from  you  and  Mr.  Morgan.  Will  you 
kindly  give  this  letter  your  immediate  attention,  and  awaiting  your 
reply,  I  am,  very  sincerely  yours,  (Signed)   O.  Paget. 

"Mr.  Morgan:  Will  you  please  read  and  reply  to  above  and 
oblige."     (D-896.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  J.  E.  Weeden,  general  manager  Texas  Brewing 
Company,  Fort  Worth,   12-22-08: 

"An  election  has  been  called,  as  you  are  no  doubt  aware,  in  the 
county  of  Henderson  in  the  Trinidad-Malikoff  precinct.  Those  men  are 
asking  for  financial  assistance  in  their  fight.  We  had  a  county  election 
last  month  and  won,  as,  of  course,  you  know.  They  received  a  donation 
of  $250. 

"The  pros  promptly  called  an  election  for  the  above  named  precinct 
and  they  now  need  another  donation.  I  applied  to  Mr.  Morgan  of  Dal- 
ias  and  Mr.  Luedde  of  Waco  and  received  from  the  latter  gentleman 
the  information  that  your  brewery  supplied  most  of  the  beer.  If  this 
is  the  case  will  you  please  let  me  know  by  next  mail  or  wire  what  we 
can  do  for  them?  They  want  $100  and  I  believe  it  would  be  to  good 
advantage.  Prof.  Stokes,  a  colored  man,  is  now  there  and  is  doing 
some  good.

'The  heated  campaign  for  the  'antis'  is  now  on  in  Henderson 
County,  election  Saturday,  the  4th  prox.  in  the  following  towns  and 
precincts,  viz:  Chandler,  Brownsboro,  Murchison  and  Leagueville.  I 
hired  a  teacher  and  gave  my  school  up  last  week  to  assist  the  'antis'  in 
rhis  hot  campaign.  I  have  made  three  speeches  and  have  had  three  Re- 
publican clubs  pledged  to  our  support  Saturday.  Now  I  have  not  re- 
ceived a  dollar  to  start  with  and  I  have  paid  my  own  railroad  expenses 
and  board  bill  and  private  conveyance  expenses  myself.  I  thought 
it  my  duty  as  county  chairman  of  the  Republican  Executive  Committee 
of  this  county  to  work  for  the  interest  of  'anti-prohibition.'  I  will 
speak  at  Brownsboro  Thursday  night,  September  2nd,  and  at  Jerome 
churchhouse,  near  Chandler,  Friday  night,  September  3rd.  I  need  a 
few  dollars  expense  money  at  once.  I  would  like  to  have  a  few  quarts 
of  good  whiskey  prepaid  to  Brownsboro  to  me  by  Thursday,  September 
2nd,  by  noon.  Send  me  a  few  dollars  at  once  to  pay  expenses  and  a 
tew  quarts  of  whiskey  for  the  boys,  and  if  we  don't  beat  the  pros 
Saturday  'Bettie  Stark's  a  widow.'  I  have  been  hustling  night  and  day 
ever  since  last  Tuesday  one  week  ago,  and  my  money  will  soon  be  out 
and  I  have  a  great  deal  to  do  yet."    (D-1009.) 

Letter  from  Ed  D.  Smith,  La  Rue.  to  Dallas  Brewery,  9-15-09: 

"I  write  to  inform  you  that  we  lost  in  our  campaign  on  the  4th  inst. 
I  did  all  that  I  could  possibly  do  for  our  cause  and  carried  the  town 
of  Brownsboro.  I  spent  the  4th  there  and  we  thought  it  the  hardest 
of  all  places  to  carry  and  I  only  liked  two  votes  of  carrying  League- 
ville. We  had  12  antis  to  13  pros.  I  was  forbdiden  to  make  an  anti 
speech  in  Chandler  on  pain  of  death  and  I  was  not  allowed  to  be  there 
on  election  day  and  very  near  100  antis  would  not  come  to  the  polls 
on  account  of  threats. 

"I  am  ready  to  serve  you  at  any  time  that  you  may  think  you  need 
me.  Now  I  borrowed  $25  from  Mr.  T.  P.  Norman  of  Chandler,  Texas, 
to  make  that  campaign  and  he  expects  me  to  pay  it  back.  I  wrote 
Capt.  Paget  last  week,  but  have  not  heard  from  him.  I  suppose  he 
is  away  quite  busy.  Any  time  that  I  can  serve  you  let  me  know  and 
I  am  ready,  and  oblige."    (D-1016.) 

Letter  from  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  to  O.  Paget,  9-17-09, 
enclosing  last  written  above,  together  with   Paget's  notation: 

"Enclosed  find  letter  from  Mr.  E.  D.  Smith  of  La  Rue,  Texas, 
together  with  copy  of  my  reply.  As  stated  in  my  letter  to  Mr.  Smith, 
I  have,  as  you  know,  been  out  of  the  State  for  some  time,  and  Mr.

"I  have  yours  of  the  29th  inst.,  in  which  you  state  that  we  are  hav- 
ing quite  a  little  trouble  in  Henderson  County  over  the  alleged  failure 
of  Capt.  Paget  to  pay  costs  of  court  in  a  contested  election  case  tried 
at  Athens  a  short  time  ago,  and  asking  me  for  the  facts  and  circum- 
stances of  the  case. 

"Replying  thereto,  beg  to  say  that  there  was  an  election  held  in 
Justice  Precinct  No.  1,  which  included  the  town  of  Athens,  and  the 
same  was  carried  for  prohibition  by  a  very  good  majority.  Afterwards 
I  was  instructed  by  Capt.  Paget  to  go  to  Athens  and  contest  this 
election. 

"Capt.  Paget,  however,  went  with  me  and  arranged  with  Dr.  Larkin 
to  contest  the  election  and  promised  Dr.  Larkin  that  if  he  would  fur- 
nish a  local  attorney  to  assist  me  that  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association 
would  stand  all  of  the  other  expenses  of  the  contest. 

"I  brought  this  suit,  but  when  the  boxes  were  opened  it  was  found 
t^at  our  friends  had  made  an  error  in  their  calculations  and  that  there 
were  more  illegal  anti  votes  than  pros,  and  consequently,  the  contest 
failed;  no  appeal  was  taken,  for  there  would  have  been  no  use  to  have 
carried  the  case  to  the  higher  courts. 

"I  had  a  cost  bill  sent  to  Capt.  Paget  and  I  thought  that  that 
ended  the  matter,  but  a  short  time  ago,  possibly  a  month  or  so  ago, 
I  learned  by  accident  that  Capt.  Paget  repudiated  his  agreement  to 
pay  the  costs  and  that  the  sureties  on  the  cost  bond  had  been  com- 
pelled to  pay  the  same,  amounting  to  something  like  $300.  I  im- 
mediately wrote  to  Dr.  Larkin  asking  if  this  was  a  fact  and  I  received 
a  reply  that  it  was  and  I  herewith  enclose  you  copy  together  with 
statement  of  the  clerk  of  the  District  Court  that  Dr.  Larkin  had  paid 
the  bill. 

"You  may  consider  that  this  is  intermeddling  with  another's  busi- 
ness, but  the  fact  is  that  my  personal  honor  was  somewhat  at  stake 
in  this  matter,  as  attorney  of  record,  and  I  was  compelled  for  my  own 
protection  to  make  this  inquiry. 

"I  understand  that  Capt.  Paget  claims  he  did  not  make  such  a 
promise,  but  he  is  absolutely  mistaken  as  to  this,  as  can  be  abundantly 
established.  I  regret  to  say  that  this  is  not  the  first  experience  of 
this  kind;  we  are  having  a  similar  difficulty  at  Henrietta,  Texas,  where 
Capt.  Paget  also  promised  to  pay  the  cost  of  contest  and  failed  to  do 
so,  and  thereby  made  default.  I  am  rather  afraid  this  has  caused  some- 
what of  a  breach  between  he  and  myself,  for  which  I  am  extremely 
sorry,  but  the  fact  nevertheless  remains  that  he  did  make  these  prom- 
ises as  he  has  made  many  others,  and  that  he  did  not  perform  them 
just  as  he  has  defaulted  in  a  number  of  other  cases,  as  I  have  since 
learned.

"I  have  just  returned  home  from  Mission  and  fully  investigated 
the  status  of  affairs  there.  There  is  about  300  votes  to  be  polled  in 
case  they  have  a  full  turnout  the  day  of  the  election. 

"I  organized  our  side  thoroughly,  placing  the  leading  Mexicans  to 
look  after  that  vote,  and  the  saloon  men  each  and  every  one  to  line 
up  their  customers  and  do   all  they  can  otherwise. 

"The  time  will  be  set  Monday  next  for  the  election  by  the  Com- 
missioners' Court.  I  will  be  at  Edinburg  on  Monday  morning  and  see 
that  the  saloon  men  are  fully  and  fairly  represented  with  officers  to 
conduct  the  election. 

"The  fight  will  be  close,  but  with  the  proper  management  we  will 
win  easily  with  a  majority  that  will  not  be  contested. 

"One  newspaper  man  is  with  us  and  I  cautioned  the  editor  not 
lo  be  rabid,  and  that  I  would  write  a  piece  for  his  paper  each  week 
until  the  election.  The  other  paper  is  against  us,  but  they  are  not 
very  caustic.  After  I  get  the  proper  men  on  the  board  to  hold  the 
election,  will  advise  you  further.  They  promised  me  faithfully  that 
they  would  act  upon  my  suggestion.  If  they  do  I  feel  no  fear  as  to 
the   result."     (S-7542.) 

Telegram  from  Dan  Devilliers,  traveling  representative  of  the  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company, 
dated  8-11-13: 

"Have  authorized  Brown  to  use  one  hundred  dollars.  If  Mission 
goes  dry  you  can  charge  me  with  fifty.  We  will  beat  them,  but  antis 
live  in  very  wide  area  and  must  be  transported  to  polls."    (H-789.)

1902. 

"Enclosed   find    letter   which    I    today   received    from    Mr.    Busch, 
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which  fully  explains  itself,  and  shows  he  is  heartily  in  accord  with 
the  work  we  are  doing,  only  he  seems  to  think  we  should  have  gone 
this  alone  without  the  liquor  dealers.  You  will  notice  what  he  says 
with  reference  to  assessments,  etc. 

"Now  I  received  a  telephone  communication  from  Mr.  Eppstein 
last  night  that  he  had  received  a  letter  from  Cincinnati  with  an  en- 
closure of  $3,500.  This,  of  course,  is  very  good,  as  far  as  it  goes.  He 
also  received  word  that  the  wholesale  dealers  there  had  a  man  they 
had  been  using  in  local  option  districts  and  that  they  would  send  him 
to  Texas  if  we  wanted  him — as  Mr.  Eppstein  understood  it — for  just 
his  expenses.  Mr.  Archenhold  and  I  were  talking  this  over  today  and 
the  trouble  with  a  man  of  that  kind,  we  fear,  would  be  that  it  would 
soon  leak  out  that  he  was  a  representative  sent  there  from  the  North 
or  East  by  the  liquor  dealers,  and  that  would  do  us  more  harm  than 
good.  Mr.  Archenhold  thinks  we  should  have  a  local  man — that  is,  a 
man  who  is  a  resident  of  Texas,  who  is  known  in  the  State  and  who 
is  above  reproach. 

"We  have  arranged  with  Mr.  Riggins  to  make  a  speech  at  Green- 
ville on  next  Saturday,  the  26th,  and  another  besides  that  a  day  or 
two  later  if  they  want,  and  have  also  arranged  for  the  publication  of 
his  speech  in  the  Dallas  News.  We  can  get  a  number  of  extra  copies 
of  the  Dallas  News  and  use  the  same  in  the  campaign  in  Hunt  County. 

"You  can  notice  by  Mr.  Busch's  letter  that  he  is  thoroughly  awak- 
ened on  this  subject,  and  I  believe  that  we  ourselves  are  not  woke  up 
as  we  should  be.  I  think,  as  Mr.  Busch  says,  we  should  raise  more 
money  and  enter  this  work  with  heart  and  soul.  Mr.  Archenhold  and 
I  were  talking  this  matter  over  further  this  morning  with  reference 
to  this  money  question.  We  passed  resolutions  at  the  last  meeting 
that  we  would  not  give  any  assistance  financially  to  these  local  option 
fights.  If  we  do  not,  where  are  these  people  to  get  the  assistance  from? 
To  carry  on  this  election  in  Hill  County  will  cost  at  least  $5,000. 
Where  is  this  money  to  come  from  if  we  do  not  assist  them  in  raising 
it?  Think  over  these  matters  carefully  by  the  time  we  meet  again  and 
let  us  devise  some  plan  whereby  we  can  aid  these  parties  financially. 
Mr.  Eppstein  has  promised  to  go  with  Mr.  Archenhold  if  possible  next 
Saturday  to  Greenville  and  hear  the  speech  of  Mr.  Riggins,  and  we  are 
going  to  insist  on  as  many  of  the  committee  going  as  possible,  so 
that   they  will  be  enabled  to  judge  what  he  can  do. 

"Mr.  Archenhold  made  some  suggestion  of  having  the  meeting 
changed  to  Waco  so  that  we  could  have  Judge  Clarke  come  before  the 
meeting  and  give  us  an  outline  of  what  should  be  done,  as  it  will 
be  impossible  to  get  Judge  Clarke  to  go  to  our  meeting  at  Fort  Worth. 
Mr.  Archenhold  and  I  had  a  long  talk  yesterday  with  Judge  Clarke. 
He  and  Judge  Ethridge  go  to  Austin  tomorrow  (Sunday)  night  and 
will  argue  the  habeas  corpus  case  on  Monday,  but  he  says  we  must 
not  depend  on  that  even  if  they  win  it.  We  must  organize  in#good 
shape  so  as  to  be  able  to  work  politically  and  locally.  He  says  we 
have  got  the  fight  of  our  lives  before  us  and  if  we  do  not  go  to  work 
we  will  have  a  worse  fight  than  we  did  in  1887.  *  *  *"  (S-245, 
246,  247.) 
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Excerpt  from  letter  of  Max  Eppstein,  May  31,  1902,  to  the  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"We  have  considered  in  this  section  that  a  contribution  of  $500 
to  a  county  was  about  all  that  we  could  afford  to  give.  In  two  counties, 
however,  namely,  Cooke  and  Hill,  which  are  large  and  very  populous 
counties,  we  have  overstepped  that  mark  and  given  more.  We  have, 
however,  assisted  these  counties  up  here  by  sending  our  speakers  into 
them  and  furnishing  them  campaign  literature.     *     *     *"  (S-322.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  G.  H.  Luedde,  May  23,  1902,  to  the  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"Mr.  Archenhold  and  I  went  to  Hillsboro  last  night  and  met  two 
delegations.  We  put  the  business  men  on  the  right  track  and  gave 
them  courage  to  go  into  the  work  and  organize  a  citizens'  committee. 
We  then  met  the  saloon  men  and  read  the  riot  act  and  put  them  in 
line  to  raise  the  money."    (S-302-3.) 

On  June  3,  1902,  J.  W.  Riggins  of  Waco  wrote  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  as  follows: 

"Your  favor  of  the  2nd  received  and  contents  noted.  I  have 
been  so  intensely  busy  in  furnishing  and  editing  about  20  papers  for 
pur  cause,  furnishing  instructions  and  literature  to  the  chairmen  and 
making  about  four  speeches  a  week  that  I  am  almost  broken  down; 
still  I  am  going  to  work  as  near  night  and  day  as  I  can  until  the 
elections  now  ordered  are  over,  namely:  June  14  in  Hill  and  Hood 
Counties     *     *     *"    (S-336.) 

The  Dallas  Brewery  on  June  26th,  1902,  wrote  G.  H.  Luedde  as 
follows: 

"Messrs.  Eppstein  and  Levy,  being  out  of  the  State  and  in  view 
of  the  heavy  donations  already  made  to  Hill  County,  I  beg  to  return 
herewith  papers  enclosed  in  your  favor  of  the  23rd  inst.,  as  I  do  not 
feel  like  taking  the  responsibility  of  issuing  draft  to  cover  same  with- 
out instructions  from  the  executive  committee.  In  this  connection 
will  state  that  if  the  other  members  of  the  committee  approve  the 
accounts  I  shall  offer  no  objections,  but  you  know  how  I  feel  concern- 
ing such  heavy  outlays  and  I  believe  that  the  campaigns  should  be 
conducted  along  more  economical  lines."    (S-381.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  Dallas  Brewery  to  the  San  Antonio  Brew- 
ing Association,  dated  9-22-02: 

"Enclosed  find  for  your  signature  and  return  the  following  drafts:

"Will  you  please  send  me  the  amounts  you  have  advanced  for 
like  items  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  executive  committee,  anc^ 
upon  receipt  of  same  I  will  draw  draft  in  your  favor  for  the  amount." 
(S-636.) 
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1904. 

On  November  26th,  1904,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association 
wrote  H.  P.  Jones,  Hillsboro,  Texas,  thusly: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  24th  inst.  and  have  taken 
the  liberty  of  referring  the  same  to  our  committee  in  charge  of  such 
requests."    (S-1688.) 

And  on  the  same  date,  November  26,  1904,  Paget  received  the 
following  letter  from  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"We  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  letter  from  Mr.  H.  P.  Jones  of 
Hillsboro,  which  is  self-explanatory. 

"We  are  not  making  these  indiscriminate  donations  of  $100  right 
and  left,  have  not  the  money  so  to  do,  but  ask  that  you  kindly  advise 
us  how  matters  stand  in  that  place,  and  what  show,  as  far  as  you  can 
judge,  we  have  to  win  out.  In  other  words,  what  are  the  prospects, 
and  what  would  it  accomplish  to  donate  a  certain  amount  of  money?" 
(S-1690.) 

Replying  to  the  above  Paget  writes  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation, November  30,   1904,  as  follows: 

"Your  favor  of  the  26th  at  hand.  I  have  just  returned  from  a 
visit  to  Hillsboro,  Hill  County,  and  I  believe  if  any  dry  county  has  a 
chance  to  be  voted  back  into  the  wet  column,  it  is  Hill.  They  are 
making  a  hard  fight.  It  has  been  dry  two  years.  The  pros  are  mass- 
ing to  win  the  county  by  hook  or  crook,  and  while  I  am  not  in  favor 
ol  indiscriminate  donations,  I  think  that  a  donation  to  Hill  County 
would  not  be  amiss.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  they  will  win, 
tut  the  outlook  is  encouraging."     (S-1701.) 

Excerpts  from  Paget's  report  for  the  month  of  November,  1904, 
to  L.  W.  Levy,  Galveston: 

"Thirteenth  and  fourteenth  made  a  trip  to  Hillsboro  and  endeavor- 
ed to  have  the  antis  hold  up  order  for  election — they  could  not  or 
would  not  do  it,  and  the  contest  is  on.  Our  friends  claim  they  will  win, 
tut  I  cannot  quite  see  how.     *     *     * 

"Fifty  pages  could  be  interesting  writing  on  Hill  County,  but 
Above  are  the  main  points — $500  to  $750  spent  in  that  county  employ- 
ing local  workers  could  carry  it.  Its  cost  will  be  hard  for  our  side, 
as  in  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  it  would  be  worked  for  all 
it  is  worth.  The  carrying  of  Hill  County  wet  would  be  the  best  thing 
that  could  happen  and  be  priceless  to  our  side.  In  counties  like  Hill 
cur  people  could  concentrate  their  entire  strength  by  leaving  the 
people  practically  to  their  own  resources  is  not  quite  the  best  kind  of 
politics.  But  that  is  a  matter  left  to  your  association  and  the  Brewers' 
Association.  We  lost  Parker  County  last  year  by  just  such  neglect." 
(S-1702.) 

H.  P.  Jones  of  Hillsboro  writes  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion on  December  6,  1904: 
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"We  have  not  heard  from  you  yet  with  a  contribution  for  our 
campaign.  The  other  breweries  have  given  us  $100.  We  believe  we 
have  the  race  won  and  the  county  will  go  wet  the  17th  inst.  if  we  can 
get  funds  enough  to  defray  expenses.  Our  expenses  are  pretty  heavy, 
having  good  men  out  in  every  direction.  The  farmers  are  with  us  and 
we  must  keep  urging  them  to  keep  them  firm  and  go  to  the  polls.  If 
you  can  assist  us  it  will  certainly  be  appreciated."  (S-1713.) 

In  answer  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote  Jones  at 
Hillsboro  on  December  7,  1904,  as  follows: 

"Your  favor  of  the  6th  instant  is  to  hand  and  noted,  and  in  reply 
beg  to  state  that  your  previous  communication  On  the  subject  was 
referred  to  our  State  association  for  attention. 

"While  we  appreciate  the  efforts  that  you  gentlemen  are  making, 
will  state  that  we  have  not  found  it  advisable  to  make  these  special 
donations  whenever  a  local  option  election  is  held,  as  we  are  con- 
tributing right  along  to  our  State  organization  which  we  maintain  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  in  every  way  to  the  defeat  of  prohibition.  We 
have  found  that  in  local  communities  it  is  pretty  much  a  question  of 
sentiment;  if  the  sentiment  is  with  us,  we  win,  and  if  not  we  lose,  and 
this  sentiment  cannot  be  bought. 

"We  enclose  herewith  the  Galveston  address  of  our  association, 
and  will  state  that  Mr.  Paget  has  only  recently  been  with  you." 
(S-1714.)     (See  T-250.) 

HOOD  COUNTY. 

1902. 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  J.  W.  Riggins,  Waco,  representative  of 
the  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  dated  6-3-02: 

"Your  favor  of  the  2nd  received  and  contents  noted.  I  have  been 
so  intensely  busy  in  furnishing  and  editing  about  twenty  papers  for  our 
cause,  furnishing  instructions  and  literature  to  the  chairmen  and  mak- 
ing about  four  speeches  a  week  that  I  am  almost  broken  down;  still 
I  am  going  to  work  as  near  day  and  night  as  I  can  until  the  elections 
now  ordered  are  over,  namely:  June  14th,  in  Hill  and  Hood  Counties." 
(S-336.) 

Letter  from  Casey-Swasey  Company,  wholesale  liquor  dealers,  Fort 
Worth,  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  6-18-02: 

"Just  arrived  home  this  morning  after  my  very  delightful  trip  to 
vour  city,  and  first  of  all  beg  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
gentlemanly  courtesies  and  the  royal  hospitality  extended  me  while 
in   San  Antonio. 

"On  my  return  this  morning  I  find  a  mass  of  correspondence 
awaiting  me,  and  amongst  it  I  find  two  letters  from  some  friends  and 
customers  of  ours  from  Montague  and  Hood  Counties.  They  inquire 
as  to  where  would  be  the  best  place  for  them  to  put  in  their  applica- 
tion for  an  injunction  against  the  local  option  law  that  has  gone  into 
effect  in  their  respective  counties.     It   struck  me  that  Bexar  County 
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would  be  the  best  place,  and  I  accordingly  referred  them  to  that  coun- 
ty, and  in  this  connection  I  also  took  the  liberty  to  ask  them  to  call 
on  you  first,  before  presenting  their  petition,  as  I  thought  you  might 
be  able  to  render  them  some  valuable  assistance  in  this  regard. 

"I  trust  you  will  pardon  this  imposition  upon  your  good  nature, 
but  if  there  is  anything  that  you  can  do  for  these  gentlemen  it  will 
certainly  be  appreciated,  as  it  is  a  cause  in  which  we  are  all  virtually 
interested.  In  case  these  men  call  on  you,  may  I  rely  on  your  assisting 
them  in  every  possible  way?"    (S-364.)

"Yours  of  July  26th  received.  We  are  willing  to  accept  $100  in 
full  settlement  of  the  Cuero  matters,  and  await  your  check."   (S-487.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  J.  W.  Riggins,  Waco,  to  the  breweries, 
8-7-02: 

"While  it  is  very  little  consolation  to  us,  I  have  the  statement 
from  the  leaders  in  the  campaigns  in  both  Houston  and  Limestone 
Counties  that  the  continual  downpour  of  rain  simply  kept  the  antis 
away  from  the  polls,  and  the  pros,  always  active,  always  ready,  went 
through  the  rain  and  voted.  It  is  simply  the  old  case  of  zeal  and 
delusion  on  one  side  and  indifference  with  truth  and  principle  on  the 
other,  and  the  only  way,  in  my  judgment,  to  reach  this  proposition  is 
by  a  systematic  educational  work,  which  we  are  doing  as  rapidly  as 
possible."  (S-533.) 

1904. 

Excerpt  from  report  of  O.   Paget,  9-5-04: 

"I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  month  of  August  and  excuse 
the  delay  from  the  first  inst.  to  this  date  on  the  grounds  that  I  was 
personally  conducting  election  in   Crosby,  Harris  County. 

"This  has  been  the  busiest  month  since  I  have  had  the  honor  of 
working  for  your  association — a  glance  at  the  itinerary  of  where  days 
were  spent  will  show — the  report  will  also  show  that  where  this  office 
took  part  in  elections  the  antis  won,  where  they  did  not  have  our 
assistance  they  lost     *     *     * 

"We  won  in  Baird  County  by  a  majority  of  75  votes  *  *  *  5th 
and  6th  were  spent  in  Crockett  and  Palestine.  In  former  city  (County 
tyf.  Houston)  there  were  some  antis  who  believed  an  election  should  be 
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ordered  for  the  county.  After  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  con- 
ditions existing  your  agent  believed  there  was  no  possible  chance  of 
a  victory  for  our  side,  and  after  calling  a  meeting  in  Crockett  of  our 
friends  and  submitting  to  them  the  result  of  inquiries,  they  decided 
that  no  election  should  be  held  till  after  February  1st,  1905  (reported 
in  full  at  time  to  Mr.  Levy.)     *     *     * 

"Ninth  and  tenth  spent  in  Lockhart,  Caldwell  County,  where  a 
petition  was  in  circulation  for  an  election — cause  alleged  being  the 
lawlessness  of  saloon  men  in  the  county.  Upon  being  assured  that 
the  Brewers'  Association  would  guarantee  a  strict  compliance  with 
law,  the  petition  was  withdrawn.  An  extended  report  was  sent  at 
the  time  to  the  Brewers'  Association. 

"On  the  11th  your  agent  went  to  Baird  and  mapped  out  with  our 
friends  there  a  plan  of  campaigning,  which  I  am  pleased  to  report 
was  successful.  This  office,  by  direction  of  president  of  Brewers' 
Association,  mailed  to  the  individual  voters  of  that  county  over  30,000 
pieces  ot  anti  literature. 

"Fourteenth  and  fifteenth  were  spent  in  Houston  in  an  endeavor 
to  h?ve  election  withdrawn  which  the  residents  of  Brunner,  a  suburb 
of  Houston,  had  ordered.  Various  meetings  were  held  with  pro  repre- 
sentatives, and  as  agent  of  the  Brewers'  Association  an  offer  to  have 
them  place  their  own  law  officer  to  enforce  obedience  to  the  statute, 
th:  Brewers'  Association  agreeing  to  pay  for  services  of  said  officer 
and  guarantee  to  assist  the  prosecuting  officers — everything  we  offered 
was  declined.  At  a  later  date  your  agent  met  other  influential  pros, 
and  they  are  at  this  writing  endeavoring  to  recall  the  order  for  elec- 
tion, having  so  publicly  announced. 

"Sixteenth  went  to  Crosby,  in  Harris  County,  and  organized  for 
a  vigorous  fight.  This  was  a  most  uncommon  state  of  affairs.  This 
precinct  for  years  has  been  'carried  in  the  pocket'  of  a  most  corrupt 
gang  of  politicians,  and  the  saloon  man  at  Crosby  became  objectionable 
to  them,  and  they  desired  to  drive  him  out  of  the  county.  He  himself 
was  not  blameless,  and  had  given  offense  to  the  Southern  Pacific  Sys- 
tem (who  barbed-wire  fenced  his  main  entrance),  and  also  to  many  of 
the  so-called  best  citizens,  and  taking  the  situation  as  a  whole,  it  was 
most  unpromising  for  us.  The  precinct  in  itself  did  not  count  for 
much,  but  it  was  part  of  a  well-defined  plan  to  attack  all  and  every 
precinct  in  Harris  County  before  the  main  attack  on  the  city  of  Hous- 
ton.  The  usual  pro  tactics,  which  lost  Lamar  for  us  last  month. 

"The  campaign  was  conducted  by  your  agent  and  assistant  of 
his  own  choosing.  We  won  by  a  majority  of  one.  A  severe  storm 
held  back  six  of  our  friends,  and  while  the  victory  was  close  and  small 
it  will  have  a  wide  bearing  in  Harris  County."    (S-1556.)

"I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  valued  favor  of  16th  inst., 
together  with  enclosure  letter  from  Mr.  F.  L.  Welch  of  Taylor,  which 
I  return,  and  now  take  pleasure  in  handing  you  check  for  $250  to 
cover  our  donation  towards  fund  for  fighting  local  option  election  in 
Williamson  County,  the  arrangements  stated  in  your  letter  being  en- 
tirely satisfactory  to  us.  The  two  victories  on  Saturday  last,  William- 
son and  Falls  Counties,  may  dampen  the  ardor  of  the  pros,  but  it  is.

"There  has  been  a  petition  filed  for  a  prohibition  election,  and  it 
will  be  acted  upon  by  the  Commissioners'  Court  this  week,  and  in 
my  experience  to  defeat  such  measures  it  is  quite  an  expensive  under- 
taking, and  hope  you  will  respond  as  liberally  as  your  interests  will 
allow,  as  I  am  satisfied  the  head-strong  pro  agitators  are  not  going 
to  stand  back  on  any  expense  to  attain  their  end.  They  cannot  charge 
any  violation  of  law  whatever,  no  drunkenness  or  loud  language  or 
any  crimes  connected  with  the  saloon  in  this  locality,  and  knowing 
the  people  as  I  do,  I  believe  it  best  to  have  no  speakers,  and  try  and 
get  the  people  not  to  encourage  them  in  their  meetings,  have  some 
good  campaign  literature,  of  which  I  have,  and  to  reach  them  in  that 
way.  This  election  is  so  uncalled  for  that  a  part  of  their  own  following 
will  not  take  any  active  part,  but  they  are  fighting  for  the  negro  vote, 
which  we  got  the  last  time,  but  at  present  are  in  a  shaky  condition.  I 
will  advise  you  further  but  the  fight  is  really  on,  and  is  on  right  now." 
(S-2269.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  C.  Branch  &  Co.,  Edna, 
8-17-05: 

"We  beg  to  advise  that  we  have  had  some  correspondence  with 
Mr.  J.  O.  B.  Young  of  your  town  in  regard  to  proposed  local  option 
election  to  be  held  there,  and  we  enclose  herewith  his  last  letter.  You 
will  note  that  he  states  amongst  other  things  that  'I  hope  you  will 
respond  as  liberally  as  your  interests  will  allow,  etc.' 
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"Now  what  we  would  like  to  know  is,  to  what  extent  has  he  the 
right  to  ask  this  of  us?  We  know,  as  a  matter  of  principle,  that  he 
has  the  right  to  ask  this  of  us,  but  we  mean  now,  from  a  business 
standpoint,  what  can  he  consistently  expect  of  us,  or  in  other  words, 
to  what  extent  has  he  dealt  with  us? 

"As  a  matter  of  principle,  we  want  to  help  defeat  local  option 
whether  we  are  directly  interested  or  not,  we  want  to  do  all  that  we 
can  consistently,  but  unless  we  are  very  much  mistaken  this  very  Mr. 
Young  has  never  done  very  much  for  us;  on.  the  contrary,  if  what 
we  hear  is  true,  and  our  information  is  pretty  straight,  he  has  been 
one  of  the  greatest  of  agitators  for  foreign  beer,  and  we  mean  by 
'foreign'  beer,  a  beer  that  is  made  outside  of  the  State  of  Texas.

Letter  J.  0.  B.  Young  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  9-8-05: 

"I  hear  there  are  about  15  negro  anti  votes  at  Runge,  Texas,  and 
will  want  them  back  here,  will  need  them.  The  people  out  there  need 
the  labor  and  are  hostile  to  anybody  that  tries  to  take  any  of  them 
away. 

"I  want  you  to  write  a  letter  to  all  of  your  customers  urging  them 
to  encourage  the  negroes  from  Edna  to  come  back  and  vote  and  get 
any  other  brewery  that  may  be  doing  business  there  to  assist.  If  you 
will  attend  to, this  at  once  it  will  pave  the  way  for  me  to  get  them 
back.

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  James  O.  B.  Young, 
Edna,  9-9-05: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  8th  inst.  and  have  pleasure 
in  advising  that  we  are  today  writing  our  good  friends  Messrs.  Ditt- 
furth  &  Friedrich  of  Runge,  Texas,  and  are  sending  them  a  copy  of 
your  letter,  and  will  ask  them  to  kindly  do  all  in  their  power  and 
have  their  friends  in  turn  likewise  do  all  they  can  to  have  the  darkies 
referred  to  go  back  and  vote.  You  do  not  state,  however,  the  date 
that  the  election  is  to  be  held,  and  we  have  never  been  advised.  Will 
you  kindly  let  us  know?"    (S-2371.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Dittfurth  &  Friedrich, 
Runge,  September  9th,  1905: 

"We  take  the  liberty  of  handing  you  herewith  copy  of  a  letter 
just  to  hand  from  Mr.  James  O.  B.  Young,  a  good  friend  of  ours  in 
Edna,  Texas,  which  is  self-explanatory. 

"We  will  appreciate  it  very  much  if  you  will  kindly  interest  your- 
selves, and  have  your  friends  also  interest  themselves,  in  asking  and 
trying  to  get  the  darkies  referred  to  go  back  to  Edna  and  vote.  It 
will  help  out  considerably,  and  we  will  appreciate  very  much  anything 
that  you  may  do. 

"He  does  not  advise  the  date  of  the  election,  but  we  have  written 
him  today  in  order  to  ascertain,  and  will  let  you  know  as  soon  as  we 
have  his  reply,  but  in  the  meantime  please  do  all  in  your  power  in 
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our  interest  and  in  the  interest  of  personal  liberty   as  against  prohi- 
bition."   (S-2373.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  James  O.  B.  Young, 
9-12-05: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  10th,  and  note  carefully 
contents.  Immediately  on  receipt  of  the  same  the  writer  called  up 
Mr.  Adoue,  the  head  of  our  educational  bureau  in  Galveston,  and  ex- 
plained to  him  the  situation. 

"He  promised  the  writer  that  he  would  send  Prof.  Rayner  (col.) 
there  at  once  to  offset  the  efforts  of  the  colored  woman  that  you 
refer  to,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  Mr.  Rayner  will  do  our  cause  a  world 
of  good!  He  is  intelligent,  has  great  weight  with  his  people,  and  is 
not  a  'paid'  anti,  but  one  from  principle  and  at  heart!"    (S-2378.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Dittfurth  &  Friedrich, 
9-13-05: 

"Not  having  been  favored  with  a  reply  to  our  recent  letter,  and 
not  knowing  what  to  expect,  and  being  very  anxious,  we  tried  to  call 
you  up  by  phone  this  morning,  without  success,  so  beg  to  ask  that 
vou  kindly  call  us  by  phone  tomorrow  morning  on  receipt  of  this 
letter. 

"We  have  been  given  the  name  of  Mr.  Jasper  Singleton,  a  colored 
man,  who,  we  are  told,  is  now  there,  and  we  beg  to  inquire  if  this 
Mr.  Singleton  could  not  undertake  the  work  that  we  outlined  to  you? 
Any  little  expense  that  you  might  possibly  have  in  this  connection 
we  will  gladly  defray,  and  we  should  be  glad,  as  stated,  to  have  you 
call  us  up  by  phone.     *     *     *"    (S-2382.) 

Letter  J.  O.  B.  Young  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  10-8-05: 

"I  send  to  you  duplicate  letter  which  I  sent  to  Mr.  O.  Paget,  also 
some  letters  from  Mr.  Paget.  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Paget  shortly  after  the 
election  and  sent  him  statement  as  I  did  you  all,  and  did  not  get  any 
repiy,  so  I  wrote  him  again  and  he  answered  as  you  will  see  by  his 
R.  October  6th,  which  is  not  in  line  with  his  former  letter,  but  maybe 
when  I  get  his  mind  clear  on  the  subject  he  will  do  the  right  thing. 
Really  if  he  gives  the  $100  as  promised  I  should  draw  a  draft  on  him 
for,  $150,  as  the  $25  advanced  Prof.  Mathews  had  nothing  to  do  with 
this  fight.  I  want  to  get  this  matter  straightened  up  before  it  gets 
cold,  as  I  am  the  man  that  is  out  the  money.  I  am  doing  a  good  beer 
business  now,  the  town  is  full  of  soldiers  and  Rangers  and  there  has 
been  outside  people  here  from  many  outside  counties,  but  the  negro 
has  fled  as  mysteriously  as  the  terrible  crime  he  is  supposed  to  have 
committed,  seems  to  us.  I  think  it  is  the  greatest  puzzle  of  all  the 
crimes  I  have  ever  heard  or  read  of.  Return  Paget's  letter  to  me,  as 
I  may  have  to  send  him  the  original."    (S-2418.) 

Letter  from  to  O.  Paget,  10-8-05: 

"Yours  of  the  6th  inst.  to   hand   and  noted  and  in  reply  beg  to 
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inform  you  that  I  sent  you  statement  covering  actual  cash  money  paid 
out  in  this  matter  while  I  must  have  given  away  from  $15  to  $25  worth 
of  stuff  during  the  campaign  which  I  kept  no  note  of.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  this  campaign  in  yours  of  August  28th  you  wrote  me  as  fol- 
lows: 'As  long  as  you  are  conducting  the  election  and  we  are  not 
going  into  the  county  all  the  aid  I  can  be  to  you  is  this:  If  the  county 
goes  wet  draw  a  draft  on  me  for  $100  and  same  will  be  honored,  but 
if  it  goes  dry  we  could  not  pay  anything  under  the  circumstances.' 
You  also  prior  to  and  since  said  date  stated  that  you  were  ready  to 
furnish  speakers  free  when  they  were  needed.  While  we  won  the  elec- 
tion, I  consider  we  made  two  mistakes,  and  that  is  in  not  having  a 
colored  speaker  here  one  day  sooner  or,  in  other  words,  that  we  did 
not  begin  immediately  upon  the  trail  of  the  negro  woman  and  let  his 
appointments  follow  the  following  day  or  night  after  hers.  In  joint 
debate  she  did  bulldooze  and  get  two-thirds  of  the  time  and  if  there 
are  two  separate  speakings  as  was  the  last  night  here  at  Edna  with 
the  signing  and  drilling  of  the  young  negroes,  she  will  get  the  crowd. 
We  should  have  had  the  white  speaker  here  two  nights  sooner  also. 
I  merely  mention  this  in  view  of  future  campaigns  that  you  may  have. 

''As  to  what  the  $25  was  given  to  Prof.  Mathews  for;  I  do  not 
know.  I  was  instructed  both  by  wire  and  letter  from  your  office  to 
make  the  advance  and  did  so.  That  advance  was  made  aside  from  any 
expense  that  occurred  in  this  election.  I  gave  Prof.  Mathews  $15 
extra  for  his  expenses  and  besides  this  paid  a  board  bill  for  him  of 
$3.75.  I  gave  Judge  Firmin  $24.90  to  pay  his  expenses,  as  shown  by 
statement  given  me  which  I  sent  to  you.  I  also  paid  a  claim  of  $1  for 
lodging  after  his  departure.  As  to  the  credit  of  this  election  you  are 
entitled  to  as  much  of  it  as  anybody  or  more  so,  for  it  was  conducted 
along  the  lines  of  your  advice  and  about  all  I  know  about  conducting 
a  prohibition  election  properly  I  have  learned  through  you  in  the  Mata- 
gorda County  campaign,  and  when  the  liquor  interests  of  Texas  will 
get  out  and  make  an  open  fight  as  well  as  a  systematic  still  hunt, 
there  will  be  'ess  prohibition  victories  in  Texas,  because  we  should 
not  and  ought  not  to  be  ashamed  to  voice  our  sentiments  and  not  let 
the  people  get  the  impression  that  we  are  afraid  to  open  our  mouths 
in  defense  of  our  cause,  but  we  must  make  it  a  point  to  have  good 
speakers  or  none. 

"Now  as  to  the  expense  of  this  matter,  I  am  willing  to  share  my 
part  of  it  in  actual  cash.  I  think  it  my  duty  to  stand  one-third  of  the 
expense,  your  association  one-third  and  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation the  remaining  one-third.  The  Brewing  Association  offered  to 
donate  $100  at  the  beginning  of  the  campaign,  but  I  would  not  take 
it  then  and  told  them  I  did  not  think  it  would  be  necessary  to  expend 
that  much  as  it  seemed  to  me  at  that  time  to  be  smooth  sailing  and 
I  could  not  see  then  that  I  was  up  against  a  strong  political  combina- 
tion; that  is  a  small  portion  of  the  former  anti  element  joined  forces 
with  the  pros  along  the  line  of  a  combination.  The  election  we  had 
here  on  June  9th,  1903,  we  carried  the  negro  vote  by  about  85  per 
cent,  but  in  this  election  we  did  not  get  over  about  57  per  cent,  and 
our  majority  was  really  the  white  vote.    I  kept  a  check  list  of  everybody 
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that  voted.  I  knew  how  the  white  vote  stood  by  sentiment,  so  I  am 
convinced  that  many  a  negro  misled  us  and  voted  a  pro  instead  of  an 
anti  ticket.  It  is  true  that  at  the  time  of  this  election  I  had  the  saloon 
business  to  myself  here  I  bore  the  burden  of  the  election  fight.  Now 
it  seems  that  nearly  every  man  in  the  country  wants  to  open  a  saloon 
here,  so  I  will  not  profit,  etc.     *     *     *"  (S-2415.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  James  O.  B.  Young, 
10-10-05: 

"I  am  just  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  8th  inst.,  with  en- 
closures as  advised,  which  I  have  carefully  noted,  also  your  suggestions, 
but  at  no  place  can  I  find  what  your  total  expense  was. 

"If  you  will  be  kind  enough  to  advise  me  what  the  total  expense 
of  conducting  the  campaign  was,  I  will  at  once  take  the  matter  up  and 
help  you  to  straighten  the  same  out. 

"I  shall  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  further."  (S-2422.) 

Letter  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  James  O.  B.  Young, 
10-11-05: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  10th  inst.,  and 
appreciate  what  you  say,  and  will  be  governed  accordingly. 

"Noting  and  returning  letter  of  Mr.  Paget  herewith,  beg  to  state 
that  if  vou  will  kindly  advise  us  the  amount  expended,  as  previously 
suggested,  we  will  act  promptly."    (S-2427.) 

1910. 

Letter  M.  Hutcheson  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  about 
September  6,  1910: 

"I  learned  that  Ganado  is  going  to  have  an  election  to  try  and 
get  a  saloon  there.  It  is  dry  now,  but  the  people  seem  to  think  that 
they  can  get  the  saloon  alright,  and  the  Magnolia  people  are  figuring 
with  them,  so  I  thought  it  best  to  let  you  know  about  it."    (S-6386.) 

Reply  to  above  letter,  9-7-10: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  recent  favor  and  thank  you  for  informa- 
tion given  us  relative  an  election  to  be  held  in  Ganado,  and  will  take 
this  up  with  our  Galveston  office  at  once.  Can  you  inform  us  date 
set  for  election."    (S-6387.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  O.  Paget,  9-7-10: 

"We  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  copy  of  letter  received  from  our 
representative,  Mr.  Mack  Hutcheson  of  Edna,  also  of  our  reply  thereto, 
the  same  being  self-explanatory. 

"We  have  no  further  particulars  in  regard  to  the  matter,  but  it 
is  possible  that  you  may  know  all  about  the  proposed  election,  by 
whom  called,  date  set,  etc."  (S-6389.) 

Letter  O.  Paget  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  9-8-10: 
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"Your  valued  favor  of  the  7th  received,  containing  two  enclosures 
— one  from  Edna  in  re  a  prospective  election  in  Ganado;  and,  your 
answer  thereto.  This  matter  I  have  taken  up  with  Mack  Hutcheson 
at  Edna  and  will  keep  you  advised  as  to  the  situation. 

''You  are  aware,  of  course,  that  we  carried  the  election  in  Johnson 
Citv,  Blanco  County;  also  that  the  election  order  in  Duval  County  has 
been  rescinded."    (S-6391.) 

JASPER  COUNTY. 

1902. 

A  local  option  election  was  called  for  June  7,  1902,  in  Jasper  County 
and  the  breweries  participated  therein.  On  May  25,  1902,  the  Ameri- 
can Brewing  Association  writes  Wm.  Frisby,  secretary,  Jasper,  Texas: 

"I  have  yours  of  the  21st  advising  that  you  will  hold  a  prohibition 
election  on  the  7th  of  June.  I  have  submitted  your  letter  to  our  ad- 
visory board,  who  has  such  matters  in  hand,  and  asked  for  immediate 
action.  I  regret  very  much  that  you  give  the  board  so  short  a  time 
in  which  to  prepare  the  fight.  You  will  please  put  yourself  in  im- 
mediate communication  with  Mr.  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas,  Tex.,  who  is  in 
the  position  to  urge  action."    (A-572.) 

And  on  May  25,  1902,  H.  Prince  of  the  American  Brewing  Associa- 
tion, writes  S.  T.  Morgan  of  the  Dallas  Brewery: 

"I  herewith  beg  to  enclose  letter  received  from  Mr.  Wm.  Frisby, 
Jasper.  You  will  note  that  the  election  is  called  for  June  7th;  there 
is  but  little  time  given  to  act.  Have  answered  the  letter  stating  the 
matter  has  been  referred  to  the  advisory  board  for  action,  and  that  as 
the  time  given  for  preparation  is  so  short  they  should  communicate 
with  you  at  once."    (A-573.) 

On  June  6th,  1902,  H.  Prince  writes  S.  T.  Morgan  at  Dallas: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  5th  and  in  reply  beg  to  state  that 
Mr.  Hamilton  had  procured  an  attorney  who  is  well  acquainted  with 
Jasper  County  to  attend  to  our  requirements  and  had  also  selected 
a  good  darkey  from  Houston  who  is  also  on  the  ground.  In  addition 
thereto  Mr.  Hamilton  has  sent  one  of  his  traveling  men  who  is  well 
acquainted  in  Jasper  County,  and  I  trust  that  our  efforts  in  behalf 
of  helping  Jasper  County  will  be  crowned  with  success."   (A-583.) 

JEFF  DAVIS  COUNTY. 

1908. 

On  June  29,  1908,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  to  V. 
Hogan  at  Marfa,  Texas,  as  follows:, 

"In  regard  to  Brewster  and  Fort  Davis  (Jeff  Davis  County)  do 
not  think  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  do  anything  just  at  this  time, 
but  later  on  perhaps,  when  we  have  not  so  much  on  hand,  we  might

take  that  question  up,  give  the  situation  the  study  and  attention  that 
it  deserves,  and  possibly  something  might  be  accomplished,  and  in  the 
meantime,  if  primaries  are  held  in  those  counties,  a  little  missionary 
work  in  order  to  get  the  people  to  vote  for  local  option,  would  not  be 
amiss  at  this  time,  but  further  than  that  we  would  not  advise  going 
until  later  on.  If  there  are  any  special  developments  in  the  political 
situation  between  now  and  the  25th  of  July,  we  will  appreciate  your 
keeping  us  posted,  for  we  may  be  in  a  position  to  help  you  out  with 
suggestions."    (S-4579.) 

1911. 

Letter  dated  September  30,  1911,  from  Bell  &  Cassidy,  at  Valen- 
tine, Texas,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"There  is  a  petition  being  circulated  here  in  this,  Jeff  Davis  Coun- 
ty, for  a  prohibition  election  to  cover  the  whole  county.  Fort  Davis, 
which  is  the  county  seat  of  said  county,  is  already  dry  and  has  been 
for  years.  Our  saloon  is  the  only  saloon  in  the  county.  They  voted 
Fort  Davis  precinct  dry  eight  or  ten  years  ago,  but  never  have  had 
an  election  for  local  option  in  this  precinct.  At  the  State-wide  elec- 
tion in  July  there  was  forty  seven  (47)  votes  cast  at  Valentine,  but 
the  whole  county  went  dry  by  seven  (7)  votes,  so  knowing  that  they 
could  not  vote  us  out  in  this  precinct  they  are  trying  to  get  a  county 
election,  as  they  would  be  stronger. 

"There  is  about  two  hundred  votes  in  the  whole  county  and  from 
what  we  can  learn  quite  a  number  of  the  votes  will  be  wet  at  Fort 
Davis,  would  guess  about  one-half  of  them  would  be  wet,  and  with  a 
little  work  we  think  we  could  carry  that  place  and  if  we  can  the  county 
would  go  wet.  About  one-half  of  the  votes  at  Fort  Davis  are  Mexicans 
and  we  think  are  friendly  towards  us,  and  also  some  Americans  that 
live  there  would  help  us.  It  might  cost  anywhere  from  fifty  ($50)  to 
two  hundred  ($200),  not  more  than  that,  to  find  out  where  we  are  at, 
and  we  can  carry  half  of  the  load;  could  you  help  us  out  or  can  you 
suggest  anything?  Pelase  let  us  hear  from  you  soon.  The  election 
has  not  been  ordered  yet,  but  may  be  inside  of  one  or  two  weeks.  We 
think  the  Commissioners'  Court  meets  next  week  after  and  will  act 
on  it."    (S-6998.) 

On  October  3rd,  1911,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  re- 
plied to  above  letter  as  follows: 

"Noting  and  appreciating  your  advice  of  the  30th  ult.,  beg  to  state 
that  the  writer  personally  will  take  care  of  one-half  of  amount  stipu- 
lated and  expense  to  be  incurred. 

"Trusting  that  this  is  satisfactory,  hoping  that  you  will  have  suc- 
cess, I  beg  to  remain,  with  kind  personal  regards."    (S-7002.) 

On  November  16,  1911,  Bell  &  Cassidy,  at  Valentine,  wrote  the 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  as  follows: 

"We  got  word  from  Fort  Davis,  which  is  the  county  seat  of  this 
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county,  that  they  have  ordered  a  county  election  to  be  held  on  Dec. 
13th,  and  we  thought  we  had  better  write  you  people  and  let  you 
know  about  it.  We  don't  know  how  it  will  go,  but  think  there  is  a 
good  chance  for  it  to  go  wet.  Anyway,  will  do  the  best  we  can.  We 
think  we  received  letter  from  you  some  time  ago  to  let  you  know  if 
anything  of  this  kind  was  to  show  up."     (S-7027.) 

To  which  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied  on  Nov. 
20,   1911: 

"We  have  your  favor  of  the  16th  inst.,  and  appreciate  kind  advice, 
as  it  is  our  desire  to  be  posted  on  all  such  events. 

"I  repeat  offer  made  you  in  my  letter  of  the  3rd  ult.  and  while 
not  familiar  with  local  conditions,  suggest  that  if  anything  unusual 
mould  turn  up,  or  if  you  should  have  any  suggestions  to  make  where- 
by we  can  be  of  assistance,  that  you  let  us  hear  further  from  you,  and 
we  will  act  promptly.  Wishing  you  success,  we  beg  to  remain."  (S-7028.) 

1912. 

But  Jeff  Davis  County  went  dry.  On  Jan.  18,  1912,  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  writes  Bell   &  Cassidy,  at  Valentine,  as  follows: 

"We  have  your  kind  favor  of  the  15th  inst.,  and  note  with  sincere 
regret  that  you  have  been  voted  out  of  business.  It  is  really  a  pity 
that  outside  interests  should  be  able  to  do  this,  that  people  in  the 
country,  who  really  have  no  interest  in  the  affairs  of  Valentine  should 
be  able  to  do  this,  and  it  strikes  us  as  being  very  unjust,  for  we  know 
what  a  nice,  clean,  orderly  place  you  conducted.  As  stated,  we  are 
truly  sorry,  for  in  all  of  our  business  relations,  we  cannot  recall. a 
single  instance  where  everything  has  been  more  pleasant  and  satis- 
factory. 

"As  far  as  the  beer  is  concerned,  we  are  more  than  willing  to  do 
anything  that  you  desire.  Will  help  you  in  that  or  any  other  respect, 
but  it  occurs  to  us  that  it  will  really  not  be  necessary  for  you  to  close 
up.  Why  not  conduct  a  legitimate  club?  You  could  get  the  railroad: 
boys  to  join  the  same  in  good  faith,  take  out  a  charter,  and  if  properly 
conducted,  our  honest  opinion  is  that  you  would  have  absolutely  no 
trouble  at  all.  If  this  suggestion  appeals  to  you,  and  we  can  be  of 
further  service  in  any  respect,  hope  that  you  will  not  hesitate  to  com- 
mand us."     (S-7068.) 

JEFFERSON  COUNTY. 

1902. 

On  July  20th,  1902,  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company  wrote 
the  Dallas  Brewery  as  follows: 

"Our  expense  incurred  in  behalf  of  the  prohibition  election  at 
China,  Jefferson  County,  of  which  we  wrote  you  several  times  during 
the  pendency  of  the  campaign,  amounts  to  $76,  for  which  we  now 
enclose  you  bill.  We  presume  that  you  have  been  informed  before 
that  we  were  successful."     (S-409.) 
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And  in  a  letter  of  July  the  23rd,  1902,  the  Dallas  Brewery  writes 
the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  that  they  enclose  a  "draft  for 
$76,  in  favor  of  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  covering  money 
advanced  by  them  for  election  at  China,  Texas."     (S-418.) 

1903. 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  H.  Prince  (Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Com- 
pany)  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  January  28th,  1903: 

"After  several  trials  to  get  you  by  phone  today  *  *  *  I  met 
Mr.  Hamilton.  *  *  *  I  am  fully  in  accord  with  the  sentiments 
Hamilton  tells  me  you  had  expressed  regarding  the  payment  of  poll 
tax.  *  *  *  The  Beaumont  request,  which  I  had  at  first  refused 
to  entertain,  I  had  finally  concluded  to  consent  to  contribute  the  same 
amount  that  Hamilton  had.  It  being  the  first  contribution  of  the 
kind,  and  I  suggest  it  will  be  the  last.  There  is  a  call  for  local  option 
in  this  county.  We  have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  see  a  list,  but  are 
told  that  as  many  as  six  or  seven  hundred  names  have  already  been 
signed  to  the  petition.     *     *     *"     (A-776.) 

Excerpt  from  Paget's  report  to  L.  W.  Levy  &  Company,  Galves- 
ton, December  23rd,   1903: 

"I  went  also  to  Beaumont  to  ascertain  the  conditions  of  matters 
in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  and  discovered  that  no  effort  was  being 
made  to  pav  poll  taxes  therein,  and  reported  the  matter  in  full  upon 
my  return."'     (S-1137.) 

1904. 

On  February  3,  1904,  J.  T.  Gullahorn,  Beaumont,  wrote  the  San 
Antonio   Brewing  Association   as  follows: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  1st  inst.  and  beg  to  hand  you 
herewith  sworn  statement  of  Mr.  Bernard  which  is  self-explanatory. 
It  proves  that  Mr.  Hamilton's  people  did  donate  $50.  And  to  my  own 
certain  knowledge  they  donated  $25  more  for  the  same  purpose,  but 
to  different  parties.  And  I  can  get  the  same  proof  that  they  did  so  if 
necessary.  When  I  asked  you  for  the  additional  donation  of  $50  it 
was  understood  between  all  of  the  beer  agents  that  their  breweries 
would  do  the  same,  but  they  failed  to  do  so. 

"The  whiskey  and  saloon  men  made  liberal  donations.  Wright  & 
Taylor  of  Louisville  gave  $50,  Garrett  &  Co.  of  Weldon,  N.  C,  gave 
$50  and  Japhet  &  Co.  of  Houston  gave  $50.  We  have  all  worked 
like  'beavers'  and  feel  safe  against  prohibition  for  this  year.  If  your 
additional  donation  is  not  all  right  you  may  charge  same  to  my 
account.     *     *     *"      (S-1180.) 

On  page  S-1179  is  found  the  affidavit  of  L.  A.  Bernard,  above  re- 
ierred  to,  in  which  he  swears  that  "fifty  dollars  was  paid  by  the  local 
agent  for  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  for  campaign  pur- 
poses to  be  used  in  the  city  of  Beaumont  during  the  month  of  Jan- 
uary,  1904." 
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1905. 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  the  American  Brewing  Association  to  W. 
H.  Bartholomew,  Beaumont,  of  date  January  23rd,   1905: 

"*  *  *  Regarding  the  assessment  levied  for  anti-prohibition 
fund,  see  what  the  other  brewery  agents  have  contributed.  You  may 
make  draft  on  us  for  the  same  amount,  but  are  really  inclined  and 
think  that  $100  from  each  should  be  plenty,  but  we  want  to  contribute 
an  amount  the  same  as  others  are  doing."     (A-1254.) 

1907. 

H.  P.  Falkenhagen  of  Beaumont,  on  January  4th,  1907,  wrote  H. 
Prince,  secretary  of  the  American  Brewing  Association,  as  follows: 

"There  is  very  little  doubt  but  what  we  will  have  a  prohibition 
election  in  the  near  future,  as  I  understand  the  pros  are  only  waiting 
to  see  how  the  antis  pay  up  their  poll  taxes.  v 

"The  saloon  and  liquor  had  a  meeting  last  night  and  started  a 
fund  to  aid  those  antis  who  are  not  able  to  pay  their  poll  taxes.  They 
contributed  very  liberally  and  the  beer  agents  were  asked  to  correspond 
with  the  breweries  in  regard  to  helping  them  out.  Please  let  me  hear 
from  you  in  regard  to  this,  as  we  will  have  another  meeting  Wednes- 
day night  and  we  are  to  report  at  that  time."     (A-1790.) 

And  on  January  15th,  1907,  Falkenhagen  again  wrote  the  Ameri- 
can Brewing  Association: 

"We  had  a  meeting  in  regard  to  the  paying  of  poll  tax.  The 
saloon  men  that  were  present  subscribed  something  over  $700  and 
ihere  are  several  to  come  in  yet.  They  seem  to  think  that  the  brew- 
eries ought  to  subscribe  as  much  as  $200  each.  Of  course  you  know 
they  expect  the  world  from  the  brewers.  Mr.  Kauffmann  of  the  San 
Antonio  Brewery  said  he  would  do  whatever  the  Houston  brewers 
would  do.  Mr.  Harlan  said  he  would  take  it  up  with  his  people  today. 
1  wish  you  would  see  the  Magnolia  people  and  come  to  some  arrange- 
ment and  let  me  know,  as  we  will  have  another  meeting  tomorrow 
night  and  I  would  like  to  be  prepared  to  give  a  decided  answer  at 
that  time.  If  we  pay  up  those  poll  taxes  that  are  unable  to  pay  I  don't 
think  we  will  be  worried  with  an  election  this  year  and  in  case  we  do 
have  an  election  we  will  be  in  position  to  put  up  a  strong  fight." 
(A-1801.) 

Excerpts  from  Paget's  report  of  the  month  of  March,  1907: 

"I  herein  report  result  of  visit  to  the  voting  boxes  of  Nederland 
and  Neches  in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  where  a  prohibition  election 
has  been  called  for  the  13th  of  April. 

"I  went  first  to  Beaumont  and  then  got  the  information  necessary 
to  an  intelligent  understanding  of  affairs  and  whom  to  call  upon.  1 
had  a  very  nice  interview  with  Mr.  Gary  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association  at  Beaumont  and  through  him  got  into  touch  with  the 
men  in  the  places  named.     *     *     * 
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"I  took  from  Beaumont  a  well-known  labor  man  connected  with 
the  Labor  News,  as  I  found  there  at  Neches  many  union  men  and 
Neches  is  the  danger  point. 

"Messrs.  Taylor,  saloon  man;  Freeman,  hardware  merchant,  and 
others  met  me  at  Nederland,  and  we  went  into  an  executive  session 
and  the  facts  seem  to  be  there.     *     *     * 

"The  laborers  are  anti — Neches  box  has  thirty-nine  voters,  but 
they  will  vote  pro  to  hold  their  jobs.  The  company  has  circulated  the 
report  that  they  will  discharge  any  man  who  votes  an  anti  ticket,  and 
tnere  you  are! 

"The  labor  man  will  return  to  Neches  Sunday  and  work  with  the 
company's  hands  and  report  at  the  meeting  to  be  held  at  Nederland 
on  Tuesday.  After  said  meeting  I  can  give  you  a  better  idea  of  the 
situation."     (S-3145.) 

On  March  25th,  1907,  Paget  wrote  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation as  follows: 

"Your  valued  favor  of  the  22nd  inst.,  to  hand,  contents  noted.  I 
leave  again  tomorrow  for  Nederland  and  Neches,  in  Jefferson  County, 
;n  the  meantime  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  enclosed  clipping 
from  the  Beaumont  Journal  relative  to  a  proposed  election  in  Port 
Arthur,  but  I  think  through  the  labor  organizations  I  may  be  able  to 
prevent  the  calling  of  the  election,  or  if  called,  to  defeat  them  in  the 
election.  I  will  notify  you  in  full  upon  my  return  from  Jefferson 
County.     *     *     *"     (S-3152.) 

On  May  5th,  1907,  the  American  Brewing  Association  received  the 
following  letter  from  their  Beaumont  manager: 

"The  local  wholesale  liquor  houses  and  representatives  of  the 
different  breweries  have  decided  to  be  present  at  the  polls  in  Neder- 
land, Texas,  on  Saturday,  May  11th.  The  local  option  election  is  called 
for  said  date,  and  we  will  try  to  save  the  precinct  from  going  dry. 
Should  you  desire  to  send  someone  else  besides  myself,  kindly  advise 
and  oblige."     (A-1877.) 

And  on  May  15th,  1907,  the  Beaumont  manager  of  the  American 
Brewing  Association  wrote  them  again: 

"Mr.  O.  Paget,  special  agent  of  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association, 
asked  me  to  notify  you  that  all  arrangements  are  made  to  contest  the 
local  option  election  at  Nederland,  on  the  grounds  that  one  of  the 
election  judges  was  just  a  qualified  voter."     (A-1884.) 

Excerpt  from  Paget's  letter  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion  of  June  26,   1907:      , 

"I  suppose  you  got  my  telegram  notifying  you  of  our  victory  in 
Faunette,  LaBelle  and  Hamshire  (sixth  precinct  of  Jefferson  County). 
This  is  a  victory  worth  counting  as  we  beat  Rev.  (?)  George  Carroll  of 
Beaumont  with  his  own  men."     (S-3347.) 
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Excerpt  from  letter  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to 
Mr.  I.  M.  Gary,  Beaumont,  July   1st,  1907: 

"We  have  not  been  advised  in  regard  to  item  of  $125,  expense  at 
Faunette,  although  it  is  possible  that  Capt.  Paget  may  have  spoken 
to  our  Mr.  Wahrmund  by  phone  on  the  subject.  The  latter  is  not  here 
at  present,  so  will  hold  this  matter  in  abeyance  until  his  return,  which 
will  be  in  about  a  week  from  now.  What  did  the  other  breweries 
donate  for  like  purposes?  Please  let  us  know  in  the  meantime,  and 
oblige."     (S-3364.) 

Under  date  of  July  30,  1907,  O.  Paget  wrote  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  from  Cameron,  Texas,  relative  to  the  above,  as 
follows: 

"Yours  re  Gary  matter  in  Faunette  election  forwarded  me  here. 
Mr.  Gary's  action  was  the  only  possible  way  to  win.  It  might  not  be 
strictly  moral,  but  was  justified  under  the  circumstances.  If  the 
devil  is  to  be  fought,  fire  is  the  only  weapon  at  all  effective.  *  *  *" 
(S-3423.) 

On  July  28th,  1907,  Paget  received  the  following  from  the  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  26th  inst.,  and  will  state  that 
the  letter  to  which  you  refer  was  never  received  by  us.  In  view  of 
your  explanation,  however,  will  state  that  the  item  of  expense  referred 
to  is  all  right,  and  Mr.  Gary's  account  will  be  credited  accordingly." 
(S-3415.) 

Excerpt  from  Paget's  letter  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion, July  26,  1907: 

"Regarding  your  letter  of  the  25th  this  day  received,  I  believe 
my  files  will  show  that  I  promptly  answered  your  letter  of  July  1st, 
but  I  will  again  answer  it  and  give  you  the  necessary  information. 

"Elections  were  held  in  three  precincts  in  Jefferson  County,  of 
which  Faunette  was  the  principal,  and  were  carried  anti  because  of 
the  action  of  your  Mr.  Gary  in  that  precinct — he  and  I  made  two  trips 
there  and  we  'fixed'  matters  so  that  the  election  would  be  declared 
*n  our  favor.  If  we  had  not  done  so,  the  elections  would  have  gone 
pro.  The  agreement  which  was  made  by  your  Mr.  Gary  was  that  $40 
would  be  needed  to  employ  riders  to  bring  the  antis  out  to  vote  and 
provided  certain  parties  would  deliver  into  the  hands  of  the  antis  two 
certain  boxes,  they  were  to  have  $85 — making  a  total  of  $125.  It  was 
the  cheapest  election  where  so  much  was  involved,  I  was  ever  in — or 
had  anything  to  do  with.  Mr.  Gary  asked  me  to  notify  you  people 
about  the  deal,  which  I  did — the  goods  were  delivered — the  three  boxes 
were  declared  anti  by  a  decent  majority  and  Mr.  Gary  was  bound  to 
keep  his  word  with  the  parties  with  whom  he  had  made  the  promise.  I 
know  of  no  other  brewery  selling  beer  there  (other  than  yourself). 
*  *  *  Of  course,  if  any  other  brewer  is  interested  he  should  put  up 
his  pro  rata  and  if  you  will  instruct  me  as  to  whom  is  therein  inter- 
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ested,  we  will  take  it  up  with  him.  If  you  will  write  me  to  that  effect, 
I  will  see  Mr.  Adoue  and  have  it  charged  to  the  association  as  a  whole." 
(S-3413.) 

The  last  two  paragraphs  of  Paget's  letter  to  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  on  October  29,   1907,  read: 

"Jefferson  County  I  am  afraid  is  in  for  a  fight;  this  is  one 
county  the  antis  cannot  afford  to  lose  and  a  strong  fight  should  be 
made  there. 

"I  will  get  in  communication  with  Mr.  Gary  just  as  soon  as  I  get 
to  Galveston  on  Thursday;  if  there  is  anything  special  you  need  to 
have  done  in  Beaumont,  let  me  know  and  I  will  try  to  do  it."    (S-3686.) 

On  October  31st,  1907,  Wahrmund  received  from  Paget  the  fol- 
lowing letter: 

"1  will  be  in  Beaumont  at  9  o'clock  Saturday  morning.  Please 
instruct  Mr.  Gary,  your  agent,  to  find  me  some  of  his  valuable  time, 
as  I  will  need  him  in  Port  Arthur  and  perhaps  one  or  two  other  places 
in  the  county.  We  cannot  afford  to  lose  Jefferson  County.  We  must 
win  it,  and  by  an  overwhelming  majority.  There  are  eight  counties 
involved.     *     *     *"     (S-3691.) 

The  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company  writes  a  joint  letter  October 
30,  1907,  to  the  American  Brewing  Association  and  to  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association,  which  reads: 

"An  unprincipled  scoundrel  by  the  name  of  Adams,  who  styles 
himself  as  a  minister  of  the  Gospel,  is  in  Beaumont  raising  Cain,  and 
circulating  a  petition  for  a  local  option  election,  in  which  he  is  going 
to  succeed  unless  checked. 

"I  am  writing  to  Judge  W.  W.  Ballew  of  Corsicana,  asking  what 
it  will  cost  for  him  to  go  to  Beaumont  and  make  a  couple  of  speeches 
and  denounce  this  fellow  as  a  rape  fiend,  criminal  and  scoundrel  and 
run  him  out  of  Beaumont.  Will  you  bear  a  part  of  this  expense?" 
(A-2113.)      (See  A-2118.) 

On  November  14,  1907,  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company  wrote 
the  American  Brewing  Association  as   follows: 

"We  hand  you  herewith  account  of  expenses  incurred  in  the  send- 
ing of  Mr.  A.  L.  Anthony  to  Beaumont  to  run  John  G.  Adams  out  of 
the  town  in  accord  with  my  letter  of  November  2nd. 

"The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  have  remitted  us  one-third 
of  this  expense — $17.80 — and  we  ask  that  you  kindly  mail  a  check  for 
like  amount  covering  your  one-third  proportion  of  the  expense.  We 
have  reimbursed  Capt.  O.  Paget  in  the  full  sum  $53.40.  Kindly  re- 
turn all  papers."     (A-2124  and  2125  for  statement  of  account.) 

R.  L    Autrey  wrote  Paget,  November  4th,  1907: 

"I  reached  home  last  night  7  p.  m.    Found  no  letter  from  Gaines- 
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ville;  enclosed  find  bill.     If  you  can't  send  by  check — make  it  P.  O. 
money  order. 

"In  Beaumont  Mr.  George  Corral  and  Mr.  Weiss  concluded  they 
*  could  not  make  it  just  now  against  the  business  men  with  present  busi- 
ness  conditions,   and  were   induced   to    abandon   election    proceeding, 
after  parley  all  day  Saturday,  and  report  was  brought  to  Gossett  about 
7:30  p.  m.  by  Mr.  McGary,  editor  of  papers  there."     (A-2115.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  O.  Paget  to  R.  L.  Autrey,  November  8th, 
1907: 

"Is  it  not  time  something  was  being  done  about  poll  taxes  for  next 
year?  I  sincerely  hope  that  your  association  will  realize  the  impor- 
tance of  seeing  that  the  poll  taxes  are  paid.  We  failed  last  year  and 
you  see  the  result."     (A-2117.) 

In  a  post  script  to  his  letter  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion, of  date  November  12,  1907,  Paget  added: 

"That  meddlesome  'busybody'  Andrew  Jackson  Houston,  who  has 
lived  and  traded  on  the  reputation  of  his  father,  will,  I  am  afraid,  bring 
on  an  election  in  Jefferson  County.  If  he  does,  I  want  to  have  the 
handling  of  that  election  and  if  I  do  not  make  it  warm  for  Mr.  Hous- 
ton, he  will  think  so,  before  I  get  through  with  him."     (S-3719.) 

On  November  13,  1907,  Paget  sent  out  the  following  letter  to  the 
breweries: 

"The  following  counties  have  called  elections  or  pending:  *  *  * 
and  Jefferson. 

"Will  you  please  give  me,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  the 
name  of  the  man  in  any  of  these  counties,  in  which  you  are  interested, 
with  whom  this  office  can  get  into  correspondence,  and  oblige." 
(DB-642,  S-3782.     (Also  A-2122.) 

Paget  writes  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  from  Beau- 
mont of  date  December  6,  1907,  as  follows: 

"In  response  to  a  telegram  from  your  Mr.  Gary  I  came  here  from 
Goldthwaite  in  Mills  County,  and  am  well  pleased  that  I  did  so,  as 
he  had  been  wrongfully  advised  on  a  legal  proposition  which,  if  he 
had  adopted  would  certainly  have  resulted  in  defeat  for  his  side  of 
the  question.  I  find  that  the  San  Antonio  Brewery  has  two  business 
places  in  the  precinct  involved  (Commissioner's  Precinct  No.  4) ; 
Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  two  places,  and  the  American  one 
place.  I  also  find  that  Mr.  Gary  is  the  only  one  in  the  precinct  who 
is  taking  an  active  interest  in  the  matter,  and  he  is  doing  so  unremit- 
tingly and  intelligently.  It  will  cost  a  little  money  and  I  have  in- 
formed him  that  I  believe  the  Houston  firms  involved  will  meet  their 
share  of  the  expenses  and  I  believe  an  equitable  way  would  be  to  divide 
the  cost  into  five  parts,  the  City  Brewery  paying  two,  H.  I.  &  B.  pay- 
ing two  and  the  American  paying  part. 
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"I  believe  that  this  election  can  be  won  very  nicely  and  arrange- 
ment was  made  here  today  with  Mr.  Gary  and  others  interested,  which 
if  followed  out,  will  result  in  the  precinct  remaining  in  statu  quo 
ante   belium.     *     *     *"      (S-3776.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  on  December  13th,  1907, 
answered  Paget: 

"In  further  relation  to  you  favor  of  the  6th,  relative  the  Beaumont 
matter,  beg  to  state  that  I  understand  the  expense  involved  will  amount 
to  approximately  the  sum  of  $200,  and  will  state  that  we  will  take  care 
of  one-third  (1-3)  of  that  amount,  and  no  more!  Please  see  the  other 
parties  at  once,  and  advise  Mr.  Gary,  for,  under  no  circumstances,  will 
we  take  the  entire  responsibility."     (S-2783.) 

Paget  wrote  Otto  Wahrmund,  December  16,  1907,  as  follows: 

"Your  favor  of  the  10th  received  relative  to  the  election  at  Spindle 
Top  district  in  Jefferson  County.  As  to  the  matter  of  expenses,  divid- 
ing same  into  five  parts,  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company  pay- 
ing two  parts,  the  American  one,  and  your  brewery  twov  The  Houston 
Ice  &  Brewing  Company  agreed  to  pay  their  part.  I  have  not  heard 
from  the  American  Brewery,  but  will  today,  as  I  am  going  to  Hous- 
ton.    *     *     *"     (S-5111.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  the  American  Brewing  Association  to  J. 
Boutroue,  12-23-07,  at  Sabine  Pass: 

«*  *  *  ^g  note  w|tj1  pieasure  what  you  have  to  say  with  ref- 
erence to  the  prohibition  movement,  and  as  you  have  matters  well  in 
hand  we  do  not  think  that  you  need  any  outside  interference,  though 
should  it  become  necessary  that  you  will  require  assistance,  we  would 
recommend  that  you  communicate  with  Capt.  O.  Paget,  Galveston, 
Texas.  Capt.  Paget  is  the  campaign  manager  for  the  Texas  Brewers' 
Association.  Should  you  at  any  time  need  his  services,  do  not  hesitate 
io  call  on  him."     (A-2142.) 

1908. 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote  the  Houston  Ice  & 
Brewing   Company,  Jan.  6th,   1908,  as  follows: 

"Agreeable  advice  of  Mr.  Paget  under  date  of  Dec.  16th,  1907,  we 
had  an  expense  at  Spindle  Top,  Beaumont,  of  $174.50,  and  take  the 
liberty  of  handing  you  herewith  bill  to  cover  your  proportion.  Kindly 
remit  to  cover,  and  oblige."     (S-3824.) 

This  same  letter  was  also  addressed  to  the  American  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation, Houston,  on  the  same  date.     (S-3826.) 

This  letter  also  appears  in  A-2152  to  the  same  parties,  but  with 
this  post  script:  "Your  proposition  one-fifth  would  amount  to  the 
sum  of  $34.90."     (A-2152.) 
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In  S-3842  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  credits  the  Ameri- 
can Brewing  Association  with  this  amount,  $34.90,  dating  same  1-17-08. 
(S-3842.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  receives  bill  from  Houston 
Ice  &  Brewing  Company  as  follows,  dated  1-18-08: 

"March  18  to  40  per  cent  of  cost  of  Spindle  Top  elec- 
tion expense   $70.50 

"Paid  to  G.  C.  Clough 100.00 

"Paid  to  expenses 26.25 

"Paid   to  Collins 50.00 


(S-4083.)  "$176.25" 

And  on  March  19,  1908,  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company 
writes  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  as  follows: 

"Enclosed  we  hand  you  statement  (the  above)  amounting  to  $70.50. 
This  is  40  per  cent  of  the  whole  expenses  incurred  by  us  in  connection 
with  the  Spindle  Top  election.  We  have  apportioned  this  out  between 
your  good  selves,  the  Galveston  Brewing  Company  and  ourselves  re- 
spectively in  the  ratio  of  40  per  cent,  20  per  cent  and  40  per  cent. 

"We  trust  that  this  will  meet  with  your  approval  and  that  we  shall 
be  favored  with  a  check  at  your  early  convenience.  (Letter  Paget  at- 
tached does  not  mention  Galveston  Brewery.)"     (S-4086.) 

In  S-4087-4088  appear  itemized  statements  of  the  Spindle  Top  elec- 
tion expenses  and  the  amount  borne  by  each  brewery.     (S-4087-4088.) 

On  March  26th,  1908,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote 
the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company  thusly: 

"Your  favor  of  the  19th  inst.  was  received  in  due  course  and  would 
have  had  attention  ere  this,  but  for  absence  of  the  writer. 

"You  speak  of  having  incurred  an  expense  at  Spindle  Top  of 
$176.25,  which  amount  you  have  prorated  as  indicated  in  your  letter, 
but  in  this  connection  would  respectfully  advise  that  we  took  care  of 
an  item  of  $174.50,  very  same  purpose,  through  our  former  agent  at 
Beaumont,  Texas,  Mr.  I.  M.  Gary,  and  this  expense  we  also  pro  rated 
at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Paget,  charging  you  with  the  sum  of  $69.80, 
but  which  amount  you  never  remitted.  Reference  is  had  to  our  letter 
to  you  under  date  of  Jan.  6th,  '08. 

"In  addition  to  item  of  $174.50,  which  we  took  care  of,  our  Mr. 
Kauffmann  subsequently  reported  an  expense  of  $22.50,  same  purpose, 
which  we  directed  him  to  pay  when  in  Beaumont  during  the  month  of 
January  this  year. 

"Kindly  advise  us  if  the  amount  to  which  you  refer  is  in  addition 
to  the  amount  which  we  paid.     The  amounts  are  very  nearly  alike. 

"In  addition  to  this,  our  present  local  representative  at  Beaumont 
advises  us  that  he  had  also  been  asked  to  pro  rate  the  same  expense 
with  the  representative  of  your  company  and  the  American  Brewing 
Association,  so  apparently  there  is  considerable  of  a  mix-up  on  this, 
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and  in  order  to  get  things  straight,  will  appreciate  your  kindly  advising 
us  fully."     (S-4119.) 

On  April  1,  1908,  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company  writes  the 
American  Brewing  Association: 

"We  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  bill  of  your  proportion  of  the 
Spindle  Top  election  expense  paid  by  us.  We  have  divided  up  the 
total  expense  of  $176.25  on  the  ratio  of  20  per  cent  to  yourselves,  40 
per  cent  San  Antonio  City  Brewery  and  40  per  cent  to  ourselves.  Your 
t:heck  to  cover  same  will  oblige,  etc."     (A-2236.)

You  will  no  doubt  recall  the  heavy  majority  Jefferson  County 
gave  in  the  State-wide  election,  and,  incredible  as  it  might  seem,  still 
writer  personally  knows  that  some  of  the  women  behind  this  project 
constituted  great  support  on  our  side.  Mrs.  J.  F.  Keith,  for  instance, 
wife  of  otfe  of  our  capitalists,  stated  that  the  committee  was  going  to 
call  on  every  saloon  in  Beaumont.  We  understand  that  C.  R.  Toliver, 
a  wholesaler,  handling  Lemp's  and  New  Orleans  beer,  subscribed  $100. 

"Awaiting  your  pleasure  in  the  matter,  we  are,  etc."     (S-7593.) 

1914. 

On  May  7th,  1914,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  received 
the  following  letter  from  Saenger: 

"Enclosed  herewith  we  are  handing  you  statement  of  April  busi- 
ness, Beaumont  agency.     *     *     * 

"Item  $48  charged  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  repre- 
sents our  part  of  the  advertising  expense  entailed  in  the  recent  Nome, 
China  and  Amelia  local  option  elections.  Said  election  was  won  by 
the  antis  by  a  goodly  majority."     (S-7750.) 

JIM   WELLS  COUNTY. 

1913. 

Letter  from  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Mr.  Santos  Gon- 
zales, LaGloria,  Texas,,  dated  10-16-13: 

"We  regret  to  state,  but  very  much  fear,  that  when  your  present 
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license  as  a  retail  dealer  expires,  that  you  will  not  be  granted  another 
permit  by  the  State  Comptroller.  We  recently  had  occasion  to  help 
another  friend  and  patron  in  your  precinct  in  an  effort  to  obtain  new 
permit  with  view  of  renewing  his  license  when  it  expired,  and  had  mat- 
ter up  with  our  Austin  representative,  who  writes  us  as  follows: 

"  'Mr.  Lane  insists  that  precinct  No.  4,  Jim  Wells  County,  is  "dry" 
end  he  says  that  he  will  continue  to  consider  this  territory  "dry"  until 
it  has  been  proven  wet,  and  only  when  so  proved  through  the  courts, 
regardless  of  all  affidavits  furnished  his  department  from  the  County 
Clerk  or  otherwise.' 

"We  are  further  advised  that  the  records  of  Nueces  County  show 
that  precinct  No.  4,  now  in  Jim  Wells  County,  was  voted  dry  25  years 
ago,  and  has  not  since  been  voted  'wet,'  so  that  legally  speaking  you 
could  be  prevented  from  doing  business  right  now  if  the  authorities 
felt  disposed  to  act. 

"In  view  of  the  situation,  we  would  respectfully  suggest  that  you 
take  this  matter  up  at  once  with  others  interested  in  the  same  precinct 
rnd  make  petition  to  the  County  Commissioners  to  order  an  election. 

"If  we  can  be  of  any  service  to  you  in  the  way  of  suggestions  or 
otherwise,  kindly  let. us  know,  also  advise  what  action  you  will  take 
and  oblige."     (S-7589.) 

JOHNSON  COUNTY. 

1904. 

A  local  option  election  was  called  in  Johnson  County  in  1904  and 
+he  brewing  companies  contributed  much  money  to  the  campaign.  On 
Feb.  22,  1904,  Dallas  Brewery  writes  to  Tom  W.  Mayes,  Cleburne: 

"We  note  what  you  say  concerning  a  prohibition  election  and  while 
it  might  have  been  better  to  have  kept  this  matter  off,  still  it  may  be 
for  the  best  to  settle  the  question  as  soon  as  possible,  in  order  that  we 
may  all  know  where  we  are  at.  When  the  fight  comes  on  let  us  know, 
and  we  will  be  ready  to  do  our  part  towards  making  a  successful  fight." 
D-77.) 

And  on  3-22-04  the  Dallas  Brewery  writes  to  Thomas  F.  Keeley, 
Chicago,  111.,  a  large  stockholder  in  the  Dallas  Brewery: 

"The  United  States  Supreme  Court  handed  down  a  few  days  ago 
a  decision  in  the  Johnson  County  (Cleburne)  local  option  case.  The 
decision  was  against  us,  and  the  saloons  closed  in  Cleburne  on  the  night 
of  the  18th  inst.,  but  as  the  case  has  been  in  the  courts  something  over 
two  years,  we  have  the  right  under  the  law  to  ask  for  another  election. 
This  we  did,  and  the  election  will  take  place  on  the  7th  of  April. 

"I  was  over  at  Cleburne  yesterday,  and  the  antis  have  matters  in 
fairly  good  shape,  and  I  believe  if  they  will  make  the  fight  along  the 
same  lines  as  we  did  in  this  county  that  they  will  win;  that  is,  have  no 
speakers,  or  get  up  no  newspaper  controversy  on  the  question,  but 
make  the  fight  quietly  and  avoid  any  conflict  whatever  with  the  pro- 
hibitionists.    I  suggested  this  plan  to  the  committee,  also  talked  to  a 
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good  many  of  the  large  property  owners,  bankers  and  merchants  in 
Cleburne,  and  they  all  agreed  with  me  that  it  was  the  only  way  to  win, 
and  a  good  many  of  them  promised  me  that  if  the  saloon  men  would 
keep  in  the  background,  and  let  the  chairman,  who  is  a  good  lawyer, 
and  well  posted  on  the  conditions  in  Johnson  County,  handle  the  matter 
without  any  fuss  or  advertisement,  they  would  give  him  every  assist- 
ance and  would  in  a  quiet  way  talk  to  their  customers  scattered  through- 
out the  county,  and  where  they  could  not  get  a  man  to  vote  the  anti 
ticket  to  do  what  they  could  to  keep  the  prohibitionists  from  taking  an 
active  part. 

"As  the  matter  now  stands  I  think  the  county  will  go  wet,  but  this 
will  depend  largely  upon  the  action  of  the  saloon  men  between  now  and 
election  day.  They  have  all  promised  to  keep  their  places  tightly  closed, 
and  not  give  away  or  sell  a  single  drink.  If  they  do  this,  and  do  the 
work  they  should  do  among  their  friends,  the  county,  in  my  opinion, 
will  go  wet.    Otherwise  the  prohibitionists  will  carry  the  day."    (D-lll.) 

On  3-30-04  S.  T.  Morgan  of  the  Dallas  Brewery  writes  to  J.  E.  Black- 
well,  Cleburne,  as  follows: 

"Your  favor  of  the  21st  inst.  to  hand  and  contents  noted,  and  in 
reply  will  state  that  we  have  instructed  Mr.  Newberry  to  pay  over  to 
you,  or  to  the  committee,  the  same  amount  as  donated  by  the  other 
breweries.  We  hope  that  this  will  be  entirely  satisfactory,  and  that  the 
campaign  is  progressing  nicely,  and  that  we  will  win  on  election  day. 

"When  in  your  city  I  promised  Judge  McCoy  a  copy  of  the  general 
election  law  as  passed  by  the  last  Legislature,  and  I  overlooked  this 
matter  until  today,  and  now  hand  you  herewith  a  copy  of  the  law, 
which  I  ask  that  you  hand  to  Judge  McCoy."     (D-125.) 

1906. 

On  Nov.  24,  1906,  B.  Adoue  writes  to  Zane  Cetti  of  the  Fort  Worth 
Brewery : 

"Local  option  elections — There  are  now  seven  ordered:  Johnson, 
Bosque,  Delta,  Coryell,  now  dry;  Ector,  Howard,  Hardin,  now  wet, 
vhich  means  plenty  work  and  expenses,  but  guided  by  our  experience  in 
Ellis  County,  I  hope  to  obtain  better  results  with  much  less  expense. 
All  will  receive  the  best  attention  at  our  command."     (TB-715.) 

In  his  report  for  the  month  of  November,  1906,  to  B.  Adoue,  O. 
Paget  writes,  said  report  dated  Dec.  1,  1906: 

"The  coming  month  will  see  us  very  busy — in  the  following  coun- 
ties elections  have  been  or  were  to  be  called:  Ector,  Howard,  Votaw, 
(precinct  of  Hardin,  wet),  Johnson,  etc.  Johnson  is  not  yet  organized, 
kt  has  been  visited  and  matters  are  being  forwarded.  It  is  too  early  to 
predict  the  results  in  any  county,  but  your  association  will  be  kept  duly 
informed  on  the  progress  of  the  work."  m 

On  12-13-06  A.  S.  Bledsoe  of  Cleburne  writes  the  Texas  Brewing 
Company : 
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"I  have  been  requested  by  Mr.  Benson  to  write  you  and  ask  that 
you  kindly  send  check  for  $50,  promised  our  campaign  fund,  by  your 
Mr.  Cetti.  The  undersigned  will  receive  and  receipt  for  same  and  see 
that  it  is  placed  in  proper  hands."     (TB-726.) 

The  following  notation  by  Mr.  Cetti  appears  on  said  letter: 

"If  Benton  owes  us  tell  him  to  pay  $50  and  take  credit  for  it. 
Charge  to  Galveston  account."     (TB-726.)      (See  T-240.) 

JONES  COUNTY. 

1904. 

In  a  report  dated  Sept.  5,  1904,  covering  the  month  of  August  of 
that  year,  O.  Paget  writes  B.  Adoue: 

"We  have  in  gaining  a  victory  in  that  (Callahan)  county  saved 
Nolan  County  from  another  election,  as  well  as  rendering  a  possible 
success  in  Taylor  and  Anson  (Jones)  counties,  should  either  of  them 
desire  to  open  a  campaign."

"We  note  and  appreciate  your  advice  of  the  5th  inst.  and  very  glad 
to  note  that  we  won  at  Runge,  as  matter  of  principle,  although  we  are 
not  doing  any  business  there."     (S-3246.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  John  Kolodzie  to  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  7-8-07: 

"I  would  beg  to  advise  you  that  the  Kenedy  people  are  contemplat- 
ing of  having  local  option  election,  and  what  I  can  understand  that  this 
time  the  antis  are  going  to  win  out  which  would  put  Kenedy  wet."

Reply  to  above,  7-9-07: 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  8th  inst.,  beg  to  state  that  we  hope  that

I  note 
your  views  to  the  effect  that  the  election  will  be  void  because  it  does 
not  include  the  same  limits  that  voted  at  the  previous  election.  They 
may  have  cause  to  put  the  result  of  the  election  into  effect  regardless 
of  its  irregularity  without  anyone  raising  the  question. 

"I  thank  you  for  the  information  regarding  the  attitude  of  W.  B. 
Berreum  in  relation  to  the  pending  fight.  It  will  help  me  as  a  guide  in 
my  dealings  with  Berreum.  I  think  it  is  best  to  take  no  active  part  in 
the  fight  and  let  the  local  people  in  the  precinct  handle  the  matter. 

*"I  am  informed  that  Wallis  will  go  wet,  the  chief  reason  to  cause 
the  change  from  dry  to  wet  being  that  a  certain  saloon  man  very  close 
to  Wallis  is  anxious  to  keep  the  precinct  dry  and  has  made  a  $50  dona- 
tion to  the  pros. 

"Rayner  was  here  this  morning  and  he  told  me  he  was  on  his  way 
to  Wallis. 

'T  am  writing  to  San  Antonio,  suggesting  that  he  see  Mr.  Hillie." 
(H-1326.) 

1909. 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  John  Kolodzie,  beer  dealer,  Karnes  City, 
to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  9-1-09: 

"I  would  also  beg  to  advise  further  that  the  Cestohoma  and  Panna 
Maria  local  option  election  has  been  ordered  by  the  Commissioners' 
Court,  same  to  come  off  on  the  23rd  inst.  I  myself  do  not  think  now 
that  there  is  much  danger  since  the  Panna  Maria  precinct  was  added  in."

"I  have  today  concluded  arrangements  with  Maxwell  Dunne  of 
Corpus  Chnsti  (past  dictator  of  our  Moose  lodge  here),  who  speaks 
Spanish  as  fluently  as  English,  to  assist  F.  A.  Morales  of  Riviera  in 
stumping  Kleberg  County  for  five  days  prior  to  the  local  option  elec- 
tion August  1st.

Letter  from  J.  J.  Dermody  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio  Brew- 
ing Association,  and  R.  L.  Autrey,  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company, 
7-26-14: 

"Despite  the  fact  that  Ball  ran  about  40  ahead  of  Ferguson  in 
this  county  and  submission  carried  by  a  like  figure,  I  wish  to  say  that 
this  WILL  POSITIVELY  NOT  INDICATE  that  we  cannot  carry  the 
county  wet  next  Saturday.  I  have  inside  dope  on  this  and  would  not 
hesitate  to  bet  even  money  if  we  will  put  in  force  the  working  arrange- 
ment I  have  in  mind.  I  stated  that  to  put  the  two  speakers  and  the 
full  committee  at  work  it  would  cost  the  combined  liquor  interests  $500. 

"Now  I  will  make  this  proposition.  If  you  will  put  up  $200  im- 
mediately I  and  Niemann  will  put  it  to  the  best  possible  use  and  account 
for  ever  cent  expended.  We  have  lived  in  this  dry  berg  so  long  that 
we  propose  to  use  our  best  efforts  to  make  it  wet  regardless  of  the 
contributions.  However,  should  we  succeed  with  the  small  sum  of 
$200  we  would  expect  the  balance  as  a  bonus  if  we  make  things  wet. 
Now  I  believe  this  proposition  is  fair  enough.  Remember  that  we  will 
work  to  the  best  possible  advantage  with  the  means  at  hand,  whether 
you  help  us  out  or  not.     You  might  wire  me  upon  receipt  of  this.     I 
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was  re-elected  to  the  county  chairmanship  yesterday  by  a  large  ma- 
jority regardless  of  the  fact  that  the  pro  fanatics  and  church  people 
know  where  I  stand  on  the  wet  proposition.  Mr.  Niemann  approves 
the  above  and  states  that  if  we  should  lose  by  10  or  12  votes  from  lack 
'of  assistance  we  will  all  have  a  kick  at  ourselves  for  at  least  two  years/'

Letter  from  J.  J.  Dermody  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio  Brew- 
ing Association,  8-1-14: 

"Kleberg  County  in  today's  election  went  dry  by  162  votes.  Had 
we  held  the  election  last  Wednesday  we  would  have  won  out  by  about 
that  figure.  The  ranch  interests  became  alarmed  Thursday  and  every 
means  possible  during  the  last  three  days  was  used.  It  is  said  Mrs. 
King  sent  word  over  that  the  county  must  go  dry  at  all  hazards.  Some 
cf  our  strongest  adherents,  C.  H.  Flato,  Bill  Niemann  and  others  were 
practically  bottled  up.  The  entire  gang  from  the  Mayor  down  who 
were  so  strong  'wet'  up  to  last  Wednesday  all  turned  dry  from  the 
pressure. 

"Three  large  floats,  each  containing  one  or  two  ministers  with 
their  Sunday  School  classes,  paraded  the  streets  Friday  and  Saturday 
all  day  long  singing  'Hallelujah,  We  Are  Going  Dry,'  or  words  of  that 
effect. 

"Three  large  counters  containing  coffee  and  sandwiches  of  all 
sorts  and  each  manned  by  a  preacher  with  the  'ladies  of  his  church' 
were  permitted  right  at  the  polls  and  everybody  going  to  vote  was 
buttonholed. 

"I  assure  you  we  did  all  a  mule  could  do  to  stem  the  tide,  but 
the  pressure  was  too  great.  Banners  and  streamers  were  strung  within 
two  blocks  surrounding   the  polls  containing  all   sorts  of  pro  verses. 
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One  strung  clear  across  the  street  right  at  the  polls  read:  'The  saloon 
claims  every  fifth  boy.  Have  you  a  boy  to  lose?'  and  similar  dope. 
In  face  of  all  this,  which  did  not  develop  until  after  Thursday  night, 
I  believe  we  made  a  creditable  showing.  Prior  to  Wednesday,  or  up 
to  Thursday  evening,  all  the  sports  were  giving  odds  that  the  town 
would  go  wet.  We  are  here,  however,  to  abide  our  time  and  will  be  of 
service  to  you  in  any  way  we  can  in  the  future. 

"I  expect  to  go  to  the  El  Paso  convention  as  a  delegate  from  this 
county  and  if  we  stop  at  San  Antonio  will  endeavor  to  see  you  per- 
sonally."   (S-7886.) 

LAMAR  COUNTY. 

1902. 

Excerpt  from  letter  J.  W.  Riggins  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  July  23, 
1002: 

"I  have  visited  Limestone  and  Lamar  Counties  and  returned  last 
night  at  12  o'clock.  We  have  these  counties  well  organized  and  in  good 
working  trim,  but  the  same  old  demand  is  made — MONEY,  MONEY, 
MONEY — they  want  more  money  everywhere,  but  up  to  this  time  I 
have  ruled  them  down  to  our  decision  at  San  Antonio  of  $500  only  in 
each  county.

"I  have  your  favor  of  the  18th  inst.,  enclosing  drafts  No.  59,  No. 
6C  and  No.  61,  and  I  have  delivered  same  to  the  parties  to  whom  pay- 
able, excepting  the  $500  for  Limestone  County,  which  I  sent  to  Mr. 
Riggins,  as  he  had  advanced  the  money  to  this  county  out  of  the  funds 
in  his  hands.  He  will  use  the  $500  drawn  for  Limestone  County  in 
the  Lamar  County  election.  Concerning  this  election  will  state  that 
as  you  know,  Lamar  is  one  of  the  largest  counties  in  North  Texas, 
and  the  same  demands  have  been  made  on  us  from  there  as  was  made 
from  Cooke  and  Hill  Counties.  I  have  taken  a  most  decided  stand 
against  donating  over  $500,  and  Messrs.  Levy  and  Eppstein  take  the 
same  position. 

"Mr;  Riggins  passed  through  this  city  on  the  night  of  the  14th, 
on  his  way  to  Paris,  and  Mr.  Eppstein  and  myself  met  him  at  the 
train  and  talked  over  the  situation.  I  called  his  attention  to  the  under- 
standing had  at  the  San  Antonio  meeting  to  the  effect  that  no  donation 
exceeding  $500  was  to  be  made  to  any  county,  and  that  he  must  be 
governed  accordingly,  otherwise  I  did  not  think  the  committee  would 
approve  of  his  actions.  He  said  that  he  would  do  this,  and  on  his  way 
home  last  evening  I  met  him  at  the  train  and  he  said  that  he  had 
informed  tne  anti  committee  at  Paris  that  $500  would  be  all  they 
could  get  from  us.  He  said  they  kicked  good  and  strong,  and  that 
the  biggest  kicker  was  Mr.  L.  C.  Clark,  a  wholesale  liquor  dealer,  who 
represents  the  Schlitz  Brewing  Company.  Mr.  Riggins  said  that  he 
answered  Mr.  Clark  to  the  effect  that  if  the  other  breweries  had  con- 
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tributed  no  more  to  the  campaign  fund  than  had  the  Schlitz  Brewing 
Company  that  instead  of  $500  the  donation  would  be  about  $5.  This 
he  said  seemed  to  quiet  Mr.  Clark  and  in  a  measure  satisfied  the  com- 
mittee, and  he  is  of  the  opinion  they  can  handle  the  campaign  very 
nicely  with  the  $500  and  the  money  that  can  be  raised  locally.  I  agree 
with  you  that  we  should  reduce  the  donations  even  lower  than  $500, 
but  in  the  large  counties  this  is  hard  to  do,  especially  where  the  entire 
county  is  now  dry  except  the  county  seat  and  perhaps  one  or  two  smaller 
towns.  You  know  the  position  I  have  always  taken  on  the  donation 
question,  and  I  am  satisfied  if  the  donation  to  Cooke  County  had  not 
been  increased  to  $1,000  at  the  Fort  Worth  meeting  that  we  would  have 
today  in  our  treasury  $2,500  more  than  we  have.  The  refusal  to  in- 
crease the  donation  to  Cooke  County  from  $500  to  $1,000  would  have 
established  a  precedent  and  fully  $2,000  would  have  been  saved  in  Hill 
County.  Mr.  Riggins  informed  me  that  Mr.  Luedde  recommended 
very  strongly  that  we  give  Lamar  County  $1,000.  I  told  Mr.  Riggins 
that  I  was  satisfied  Mr.  Luedde  would  find  himself  greatly  in  the 
minority  on  the  proposition  and  that  I  as  one  of  the  committee  had 
enough  of  Mr.  Luedde's  liberality  in  the  Hill  County  and  McGregor 
elections  to  do  me  for  a  while,  and  that  I  was  satisfied  the  majority 
of  the  committee  felt  just  as  I  did,  all  of  which  I  hope  will  meet  with 
your  approval."    (S-417.) 

Letter  J.  W,  Riggins  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  July  28,  1902: 

"Your  favor  of  the  27th  received.  I  have  just  returned  from 
Houston  County.  We  had  arranged  to  have  a  big  barbecue  on  last 
Saturday  and  would  have  had  about  10,000  people  present  and  it  looked 
like  we  would  have  swept  the  county,  but  the  rain  came  and  the  water 
poured,  so  the  meat  we  could  not  eat — it  was  too  wet. 

"I  am  hard  at  work  with  Houston,  Limestone  and  Lamar  Counties, 
and  with  threatened  fights  in  Navarro,  Ellis,  Titus,  Grayson  and  Fannin 
Counties."    (S-486.) 

Excerpt  letter  from  J.  W.  Riggins  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation, 8-7-02: 

"We  are  fortunate  enough  to  get  into  Lamar  County  .about  six 
weeks  before  the  election  and  place  literature  through  the  mail  every 
four  or  five  days.  We  believe  that  had  a  more  favorable  effect  in  carry- 
ing that  county  than  any  other  thing  done."  (S-533.) 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  one  of  our  Greenville  friends  in 
which  he  says  that  the  opposition  is  becoming  active  in  several  of  the 
North  Texas  counties,  especially  in  Fannin,  Collin,  Lamar  and  Hunt,  and 
he  is  of  the  opinion  that  we  should  commence  work  in  this  section 
soon  as  possible. 

"Mr.  Gresham  writes  me  that  he  has  referred  this  particular  mat- 
ter to  you,  and  I  would  suggest  that  we  have  a  meeting  soon  as  Mr, 
Wahrmund   is  permitted  to  attend."    (S-1091.) 
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1903. 

Excerpt  letter  O.  Paget  to  members  of  the  State  Anti-Prohibition 
Association,  December  24,   1903: 

"Since  the  sending  out  of  my  last  report  I  am  pleased  to  say  that 
there  seems  to  be  a  change  in  public  sentiment,  which  I  think  is  largely 
due  to  the  educational  work  of  this  office  within  the  past  six  months. 

"In  all  counties  not  personally  conducted  by  the  writer,  literature 
and  letters  of  instruction  were  sent  from  this  office  to  those  who  were 
active  on  the  anti  side. 

"Since  October  31st  elections  have  been  held  in  the  following 
counties:  Nolan,  Kimble,  Lamar,  Potter,  Leon,  Live  Oak  and  San 
Augustine.  On  December  5th,  Paris,  in  Lamar  County,  held  an  election, 
which  went  anti."    (S-1141.) 

1907. 

Letter  to  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas,  from  B.  Adoue,  1-21-07: 

"For  your  information  and  action,  I  send  herewith  press  copy  of 
my  letter  to  Mr.  Moss. 

"Lamar  County  is  asking  for  assistance  and  we  have  sent  them 
literature  and  speakers;  no  money  until  the  county  has  gone  wet.  It 
seems  the  antis  feel  strong  enough  to  win,  but  they  must  have  our 
assistance.  It  may  be  a  repetition  of  Ellis  County  defeat,  with  the 
difference  that  our  association  will  only  supply  speakers  and  literature, 
which  means  a  few  thousand  dollars  in  our  favor.  If  they  carry  wet, 
we'll  be  liberal  with  them  by  refunding  part  of  their  expenditures. 
Paget  says  they  claim  having  a  cash  subscription  of  over  $5,000.  If 
that  is  true,  the  chance  of  winning  is  good. 

"Mr.  Wahrmund  is  very  active  with  his  attacks  against  my  empty 
treasury."    (D-389.) 

Excerpt  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  February  4,  1907: 

"Two  elections  were  held,  one  in  Grimes  County,  which  we  won; 
one  in  Lamar  County,  which  was  dry  and  remains  dry.  We  had  no 
chance  of  winning,  and  spent  no  money  except  for  speakers  and  litera- 
ture, which  we  were  compelled  to  do.  Lamar  remains  dry,  and  the 
whiskey  men  will  make  money."  (  S-3022.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  February  2,  1909: 

"In  the  anti  counties  they  did  the  work.  The  'Black  Belt'  they 
let  alone,  except  in  Lamar  and  Grayson  Counties.  In  the  former  the 
antis  are  ahead;  in  the  latter  it  is  claimed  that  the  antis  are  in  the 
majority  in  payments."   (T-1193.) 

Letter  S.  T.  Morgan  to  O.  Paget,  4-5-09 : 

"Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  1st  inst.,  making  inquiry  relative 
to  the  right  party  to  look  after  a  local  option  election  in  Lamar  County, 
will  state  that  I  have  no  personal  acquaintance  in  that  county,  as  my 
company  never  has  had  a  wholesale   depot  at    Paris.     I   understand 
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> 


Mr.  John  L.  Wortham  has  a  large  acquaintance  and  quite  a  number  of 
warm  personal  friends  as  well  as  some  relatives  in  Lamar  County,  and 
I  would  suggest  that  you  write  him  concerning  the  matter.  I  am  sure 
he  can  put  you  in  the  way  of  getting  interested  in  the  proposition  some 
of  the  best  people  in  the  county."  (D-938.) 
(SeeT-1254.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  O.  Paget  to  various  breweries,  May  12,  1909: 

"*  *  *  Elections  have  been  called  for  the  following  places  and 
dates     *     *     *     Lamar — About  to  be  called. 

"I  respectfully  ask  can  you  give  me  any  assistance  in  the  counties 
where  you  are  doing  business — the  kind  of  assistance  I  want  is  a  man 
capable  of  organizing  and  taking  charge — he  must  be  absolutely  sober 
and  have  no  bad  habits  of  any  kind — a  good  organizer  and  agreeable. 
If  in  Southwest  Texas,  a  knowledge  of  Spanish  would  help. 

"This  is  the  first  time  this  office  has  ever  asked  help  and  would 
not  now  but  all  the  elections  are  called  at  once.  This  is  the  crucial 
time  for  the  brewers — get  into  the  fight — the  life  of  your  business  de- 
pends upon  it.  The  prohibitionists  have  sixty-two  men  in  the  field  and 
you  have  only  one.  They  seem  to  have  unlimited  money  and  every 
church  is  a  collecting  bureau  for  them.  Get  into  the  fight  and  get  in 
quick.  The  day  for  quibbling  is  past — you  will  get  the  glame  anyhow, 
and  you  may  as  well  have  the  game  as  the  fame — get  in  and  fight 
them — get  in  the  first  lick,  the  last  and  put  in  a  few  in  the  middle. 

"Notify  this  office  whom  you  will  send,  if  anyone,  giving  the  date 
of  his  arrival  and  the  place  where  you  are  sending  him  so  that  the 
lines  will  not  get  crossed.  Samples  of  literature  which  we  have  in  the 
office  will  have  been  sent  to  some  person  in  each  county  or  precinct 
affected  and  as  many  as  will  be  called  for  will  be  sent."  (S-5425, 
A-2662.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  May  4, 
1909: 

"The  writer  traveled  more  miles  in  the  past  month  than  any  other 
month  since  his  connection  with  your  association. 

"The  first  trip  was  made  to  Paris,  Lamar  County,  where  the  antis 
are  active  and  believe  that  if  an  election  were  held  it  would  go  anti. 
Met  the  business  men  and  others  interested  and  they  asked  that  an 
anti  speaker  be  sent  in  to  test  the  feeling  of  the  people.  Dr.  G.  S. 
Lincoln  went  and  remained  nearly  two  weeks — he  made  a  series  of 
addresses  and  from  letters  received  at  this  office  from  the  men  in 
Lamar  County  he  was  very  successful  and  gave  general  satisfaction. 
The  affairs  of  that  county  are  in  good  hands  and  when  the  time  is 
ripe  an  election  will  be  called,  but  it  will  not  be  called  till  the  time  is 
propitious."    (H-1528.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Capt.  O. 
Paget,  May  16,  1909: 

"Lamar,  we  must  repeat,  as  in  the  case  of  Smith  County,  if  any- 
thing is  to  be  accomplished  there  it  should  be  through  the  Wortham 
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family,   John   and  Walter,  their  relatives  and   friends,   as   they   know 
all  about  the  situation,  conditions,  etc."  (S-5452.) 
(See  T- 1277-8.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  7-2-09: 

''With  the  exception  of  literature  in  large  quantities,  we  took  no 
part  in  the  election  in  this  county — the  association  as  such  did  not 
contribute  a  cent,  nor  did  we  have  a  speaker  in  the  county.  The  result 
shows  that  the  pros  won  by  three  times  as  many  as  at  the  former  elec- 
tion. Your  office,  same  as  in  Smith  County,  tried  to  hold  off  the 
election  and  for  a  time  succeeded,  but  the  antis  grew  impatient  and 
called  it.  In  the  end  they  allowed  the  women  and  preachers  to  run 
over  them  and  wound  up  with  an  illegal  ballot."    (S-5499.) 

LAMPASAS  COUNTY. 

1903. 

May  22,  1903,  A.  T.  Stevens  of  the  August  A.  Busch  &  Company 
at  Dallas,  writes  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio,  as  follows,  from  which 
it  is  seen  that  a  local  option  election  was  called  in  1903  for  Lampasas 
County: 

"Local  option  elections  have  been  ordered  in  Grimes  and  Lampasas 
Counties,  and  my  firm  has  been  asked  to  come  to  the  aid  of  the  citi- 
zens' committees  with  money.  Before  making  any  promises  or  dona- 
tions, you  being  interested  in  trade  in  Navasota  and  Lampasas,  I  would 
be  pleased  to  hear  from  you.  The  Texas  association,  as  you  know, 
is  not  in  position  to  extend  any  more  financial  aid,  therefore  it  now 
devolves  on  the  brewers  interested  to  donate  as  individuals  if  they 
donate  at  all,  and  on  account  of  the  moral  effect  it  would  have  on  the 
pros  were  we  to  lie  down  and  not  continue  the  fight,  we  will  have  to 
give  something,  and  I  feel  that  you  will  also  be  so  disposed.  Should 
therefore  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you  as  to  the  amount  (if  any)  you 
would  consider  fair  for  these  towns. 

"We  have  preached  to  the  retailers,  merchants  and  others  interested 
that  they  must  be  more  self-reliant  and  not  expect  the  brewers  to 
carry  the  load  or  do  all  the  fighting  for  them,  their  interests  being 
as  much  affected  as  ours,  but  that  kind  of  doctrine  does  not  suit  unless 
accompanied  by  financial  aid.    Awaiting  your  reply,  am,  etc."  (S-951.) 

In  a  letter  from  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Messrs. 
Coker  &  Hoover,  Lampasas,  July  13,   1903,  it  is  said: 

"Kindly  keep  us  advised  of  the  result  of  the  injunction  proceedings, 
and  we  will  donate  another  $20  to  help  along  the  good  cause,  and  trust 
this  will  be  satisfactory."    (S-984.) 

To  which  Coker  &  Hoover  replied  on  August  11,  1903: 

"We  return  you  a  letter  of  July  13th  in  which  you  allowed  us 
twenty  dollars  campaign  fund. 
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"We  also  return  statement  in  which  you  credit  us  with  $35.  Please 
correct  and  tell  us  what  you  have  us  credited  with  on  your  books  and 
we  will  send  you  check  for  the  amount.  We  used  the  first  $25  you 
sent  or  allowed  us  and  are  thankful  for  it,  but  believe  we  can  get 
through  without  the  last  donation.  We  appreciate  it  just  the  same  and 
if  in  the  future  we  need  it  we  will  let  you  know."    (S-1013.) 

1904. 

On  October  6,  1904,  W.  S.  Hoover  writes  the  San  Antonio  Brew- 
ing Association  from  Lampasas: 

"The  result  of  our  election  is  being  contested  today.  We  paid  an 
attorney  $500  to  represent  us  in  this  court  and  if  it  goes  higher  it  will 
be  more.  This  seems  pretty  expensive,  but  we  had  it  to  pay.  Now  if 
you  can  help  us  to  the  extent  of  twenty  or  twenty-five  dollars  it  will 
help  some  and  be  appreciated."     (S-1621.) 

1905. 

On  June  24,  1905,  W.  S.  Hoover,  Lampasas,  writes  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association: 

"Can't  promise  for  sure  that  we  will  beat  them,  but  am  just  as 
confident  as  can  be  without  knowing.  Somewhere  about  twenty  or 
twenty-five  dollars  would  be  appreciated. 

"Wrote  the  'Busch'  people  same  time  that  I  wrote  you  and  suppose 
I  will  hear  from  them  this  evening. 

"Have  about  $550  now,  but  don't  think  it  enough.  Will  not  have 
a  speaker  out  and  won't  use  any  newspaper.  Working  different  way." 
(S-2108.) 

On  June  25th,  1905,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  respond- 
ed to  above  request  for  funds,  saying: 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  24th  inst.,  beg  to  state  that  we  shall  be 
glad  to  help  out  to  the  extent  desired,  and  hand  you  herewith  our 
check  for  the  sum  of  $25.     We  certainly  wish  you  success."  (S-2110.) 

July  1,  1905,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  C.  Fahren- 
dorff  of  Cameron: 

"We  just  won  in  Lampasas,  and  if  Milam  gets  back  again  into  the 
right  fold  it  will  be  cause  for  congratulation  all  around."   (S-2121.) 

October  7,  1905,  they  write  W.  S.  Hoover,  Lampasas: 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  6th  inst.,  beg  to  state  that  you  can 
count  on  us  for  the  $25.  Glad  to  be  able  to  help  out  to  that  extent, 
and  hope  that  you  will  win  out."    (S-2411.) 

1906. 

The  breweries  prepare  for  emergencies  and  urge  poll  tax  pay- 
ments in  Lampasas  County.  W.  S.  Hoover  of  Lampasas  on  1-12-06 
writes  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 
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"In  reply  to  yours  of  recent  date  warning  us  in  regard  to  pay- 
ment of  poll  tax  will  say  that  we  will  leave  nothing  undone.  We  have 
a  hearing  on  17th  inst.  in  Austin  and  will  know  then  if  our  election 
holds  good  or  if  we  will  have  another  one.  If  you  have  any  'strings' 
you  can  pull,  please  pull  them,  as  another  election  is  dangerous,  and 
very  expensive."    (S-2594,  first  series.) 

And  on  February  3,  1906,  the  same  party  writes  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association: 

"Replying  to  yours  regarding  election  will  say  that  we  will  order 
election  just  as  soon  as  possible,  in  about  thirty  days.  We  have  paid 
about  one  hundred  taxes  and  are  sure  of  defeating  them  in  next  elec- 
tion.    Will  keep  you  posted."    (S-2675.) 

On  August  3,  1906,  H.  E.  Hedeman  writes  the  San  Antonio  Brew- 
ing Association  from  Llano: 

"The  prohibition  election  in  Lampasas  County  is  called  for  August 
15th.  Our  plan  of  action  is  to  carry  on  a  still  hunt  and  have  a  man 
in  each  precinct  to  look  out  for  our  interest.  We  feel  very  hopeful 
and  believe  that  we  can  win  this  fight  easily.  If  you  can  see  your  way 
clear  to  lend  us  any  financial  assistance  we  would  be  pleased  to  receive 
it.  Should  we  succeed  in  winning  this  fight,  and  from  every  indica- 
tion we  think  that  we  will,  Mr.  Coker  and  myself  would  like  to  figure 
with  you  in  regard  to  taking  your  agency  for  Lampasas.  I  will  keep 
you  thoroughly  posted  on  future  developments."    (S-2717.) 

To  which  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied  on  August  4, 
1906: 

"We  are  just  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  3rd  inst.  and  note 
contents.  As  in  the  past,  we  are  always  willing  to  do  our  share,  so 
kindly  advise  us  what  others  are  contributing,  and  what  is  expected 
of  us,  and  we  will  do  the  right  thing. 

"In  regard  to  the  agency,  etc."    (S-2721.) 

W.  S.  Hoover  of  Lampasas  also  calls  for  funds.  On  August  6, 
1906,  he  writes  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  as  follows: 

"We  will  have  an  election  on  15th  inst.  and  if  you  can  help  us  to 
extent  of  fifty  or  seventy-five  dollars  I  assure  you  that  it  will  be 
appreciated. 

"We  are  quite  sure  of  winning  out  this  time,  and  will  conduct 
election  in  such  way  as  to  have  no  contest."    (S-2726.) 

To  which  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replies  on  August 
7,  1906: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  6th  inst.,  and  appreciate 
the  kind  advice.  We  hope  that  you  may  be  successful  in  this  election, 
as  you  seem  to  anticipate  that  you  will  be. 
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"In  regard  to  financial  assistance,  beg  to  state  that  we  had  the 
matter  up  and  arranged  same  previously  with  other  friends  there." 
(S-2729.)     (See  T-868.) 

On  August  17,  1906,  H.  E.  Hedeman,  Llano,  writes  to  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association: 

"The  corrected  returns  at  Lampasas  show  an  anti  majority  of 
21  votes.  I  believe  that  the  pros  are  satisfied,  and  will  not  contest  the 
election. 

"It  seems  that  Mr.  Hoover  had  subscribed  $50  to  the  campaign 
fund  for  you,  and  when  he  found  he  was  not  to  be  your  agent  he 
withdrew  it.  I  replaced  the  fifty  for  you,  as  instructed  by  your  Mr. 
Kauffmann,  have  also  written  Mr.  Kauffmann  more  fully  in  regards  to 
matters  at  Lampasas."    (S-2760.) 

O.  Paget  in  his  report  to  B.  Adoue  for  the  month  of  August,  1906, 
dated  September  1,  1906,  says: 

"The   only  election   held  was  in   Lampasas,  which   we   won   by   a 
small  majority,  but  quite  enough  to  prevent  further  trouble."    (G-56.) 
(See  T-677,   1119.) 

1908. 

O.  Paget,  in  his  report  for  September,  1908,  to  B.  Adoue,  chairman 
of  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  says: 

"Lampasas  County  (only  the  city  of  Lampasas  was  wet)  went  dry, 
not  politically,  but  physologically.  There  had  been  a  vigorous  and 
successful  fight  made  in  the  county,  the  city  was  known  to  be  safe — 
it  gave  99  anti  majority  two  years  ago,  and  we  expected  115  this  time 
and  would  have  gotten  it  if  it  were  not  that  a  keeper  of  a  billiard  hall 
beat  up  one  young  man  and  shot  another  fatally  three  days  before 
the  election.  The  man  killed  had  always  been  connected  with  the 
saloon  business.  The  shooting  took  place  on  Friday  night,  the  man 
died  Saturday,  the  election  was  held  Monday  and  the  funeral  procession 
went  past  the  voting  place.  Every  church  in  the  county  was  pressed 
into  the  crusade  Sunday;  nothing  was  preached  but  the  blighting  in- 
fluence of  the  saloon.  There  was  no  time  to  reply.  The  funeral  pro- 
cession was  the  last  straw — the  antis  did  not  come  out  to  vote — in  fact, 
kept  off  the  streets — the  city  gave  112  majority  for  the  pros  and  though 
we  gained  in  the  county  boxes,  the  county  went  88  dry — a  small  ma- 
jority under  the  circumstances."    (S-4930.) 

On  September  16,  1908,  O.  Paget  made  a  special  report  on  Lam- 
pasas County,  addressed  to  B.  Adoue,  as  follows: 

"I  beg  to  report  on  Lampasas  County  as  follows: 
"I  spent  sufficient  time  there  to  interview  many  persons — pro 
and  anti,  and  the  consensus  of  opinion  seems  to  be  that  at  this  time 
there  was  no  need  to  call  an  election  and  that  it  practically  is  the  work 
of  one  man  and  a  few  of  his  friends.  The  party  is  the  Sheriff,  in- 
cumbent, who  previous  to  the  primaries  told  certain  of  the  saloon  men 
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that  if  they  would  support  him  there  would  be  no  election;  but  if 
they  would  not,  he  would  bring  on  a  prohibition  contest.  They  did 
not  support  him — he  lost  the  nomination,  and  proceeded  to  keep  his 
word — the  election  is  called  for  the  28th  inst. 

"The  report  in  the  newspapers  that  there  were  seven  hundred 
signatures  is  not  true — there  were  not  three  hundred — there  was  enough 
for  the  Commissioners  to  act  upon  and  they  acted  promptly. 

"I  found  upon  investigation  that  the  saloons  are  all  run  according 
to  the  code.  There  was  not  complaint  from  any  person,  and  this  is 
going  to  help  the  anti  side. 

"This  is  the  fourth  election  in  eight  years  and  the  people  are 
tired  of  it.  Many  antis  say  'Oh,  what  is  the  use?'  If  it  does  not  go 
dry  now  the  d — d  pros  will  call  an  election  just  as  soon  as  ever  they 
can — nothing  satisfies  them.  This  will  work  against  us.  The  vote 
has  never  been  over  twenty-five  in  favor  of  the  antis,  and  calling  the 
election  now  while  the  colored  antis  are  away  in  the  cotton  fields  of 
other  counties  will  make  it  a  tight  squeeze.  Thirty-seven  good  anti 
negroes  out  of  the  eighty-four  votes  are  away.  Seven  antis  have 
died  or  moved  since  last  election.  Three  pros  have  passed  in  and  the 
fact  that  the  election  will  be  held  on  Monday  works  in  favor  of  the 
pros.    The  vote  will  be  very,  very  close. 

"The  antis  have  come  together  and  elected  C.  N.  Witcher  as  chair- 
man. He  was  successful  the  last  two  elections — but  he  is  not  at  all 
as  sanguine  this  time — the  pros  took  snap  judgment  on  them  and 
called  it  at  a  bad  time,  on  a  day  when  everybody  will  be  engaged  in 
the  fields  (Monday),  and  gave  only  a  short  time  to  work  in.  There 
are  but  five  saloons  in  the  county.  The  only  beers  sold  there  are 
sent  in  by  Messrs.  Luedde  and  Wahrmund  and  very,  very  small  quantity 
of  Schlitz.  Mr.  Luedde's  agent  is  W.  S.  Hoover,  who  also  handles 
Schlitz — the  San  Antonio  beer  is  handled  by  J.  F.  Colker — both  very 
nice  men — away  above  the  average  in  many  respects.  They  say  they 
sell  large  quantities  of  beer,  in  which  the  profits  are  small — very  little 
whiskey  on  which  profits  are  large — that  it  is  a  beer-drinking  county 
(and  that  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  last  grand  jury  could  not  get 
a  felony  indictment),  that  they  made  little  money  the  past  year  on 
account  of  bad  crops  and  hard  times.  They  raised  amongst  them- 
selves $600 — $450  of  which  was  handed  in  at  the  meeting.  Mr.  Luedde 
told  his  agent  to  guarantee  $500  and  Mr.  Colker  said  his  people  would 
contribute  from  $150  up,  as  that  was  about  the  proportion  their  products 
were  sold.  The  Schlitz  will  do  nothing,  but  sent  them  some  anti- 
prohibition  facts.  If  the  election  is  carried  it  looks  to  me  as  though 
no  more  of  Schlitz  beer  will  be  handled  in  Lampasas. 

"We  went  into  a  plan  of  campaign  and  they  selected  about  30,000 
pieces  of  literature,  including  1,500  of  the  Baskin-McGregor  law.  There 
were  several  things  discussed — amongst  others  the  fact  that  it  is  no 
longer  necessary  to  use  the  'OFFICIAL  BALLOT.'  Your  association 
will  remember  that  when  the  pros  won  in  1905  we  carried  the  case  into 
the  courts  and  it  was  set  aside  because  the  judge  of  election  failed  to 
sign  his  name  on  the  tickets  in  the  Lometa  box.  The  case  was  styled 
Anderson  vs.  Arnold  and  was  considered  good  law  till  Justice  Brown 
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of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  case  of  Walker  vs.  Mobley,  in  1907,  ruled 
that  the  Terrell  election  law  did  not  govern  a  prohibition  election  in 
so  far  as  the  ballots  were  concerned.  This  seemed  agreeable  surprise 
to  our  friends  and  though  I  had  a  copy  of  the  Supreme  Court  decision 
with  me,  they  thought  it  too  good  to  be  true,  so  I  got  permission  to  use 
the  chairman's  name  and  sent  a  telegram  to  the  Attorney  General, 
which,  for  the  benefit  of  some  of  the  association's  agents,  who  may 
be  called  upon  to  answer  a  similar  question,  I  copy  in  full  with  its 
answer.  (Here  is  copied  telegram  asking  for  an  opinion  from  the  At- 
torney General  and  answer  giving  opinion  that  official  ballot  is  not 
necessary  in  local  option  elections.)  They  do  not  know  yet  if  they  will 
use  the  speakers — they  wanted  the  Farmers'  Union  man,  H.  F.  Marr — 
and  he  reports  at  once  to  Mr.  Witcher.  There  was  much  other  business 
performed,  and  I  was  requested  to  return,  which  I  promised  to  do 
if  they  really  needed  me."    (S-4934,  S-4932.) 

September  23,  1908,  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  writes  S.  E.  Lainer, 
Marquez: 

"Your  telegram  of  the  22nd  received.  I  am  at  present  engaged 
in  two  elections — one  in  Lampasas  and  one  in  the  Louise  precinct  in 
WTharton  County.  They  will  keep  me  busy  until  Monday,  therefore, 
at  that  time  you  can  call  your  friends  from  all  over  the  county  and  get 
them  in  a  meeting  at  Marquez  on  Wednesday,  etc."    (A-2434.) 

1910. 

On  November  18,  1910,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes 
O.  Paget  at  Galveston. 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  16th  inst.,  with  copy  of  letter  from  Mr. 
Witcher  of  Lampasas,  Texas,  all  of  which  we  have  carefully  noted, 
beg  to  state  that  our  experience  in  trying  to  do  business  in  that  town 
in  the  past,  both  from  a  business  as  well  as  financial  standpoint,  is  not 
very  pleasant  to  contemplate,  for  reasons  which  we  will  not  outline 
at   this  time. 

"We  have  quite  an  investment  there,  however,  so  if  the  place  should 
go  'wet'  and  we  re-enter  that  market,  we  would  be  willing  to  stand  our 
pro  rata  of  the  expense  referred  to — $1,000 — in  connection  with  the 
ether  parties  enumerated."    (S-6522.) 

To  which  O.  Paget  on  November  19,  1910,  replied  as  follows: 

"Your  valued  favor  of  the  18th  received  in  re  Lampasas  County. 
Same  was  carefully  noted  and  handed  to  Mr.  Adoue,  who  approved  of 
it."    (S-6527.) 

On  11-19-10  the  Lampasas  County  Anti-Prohibition  Committee, 
headed  by  C.  N.  Witcher  as  president  and  Frank  Beauman,  secretary, 
wrote  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  as  follows: 

"As  you  are  aware,  a  local  option  election  has  been  called  for 
this  county  for  the  30th  of  this  month.     The  petition  for  an  election 
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was  circulated  by  the  antis,  and  they  obtained  the  signatures  of  854 
antis  thereon;  which  is  MORE  THAN  60  PER  CENT  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  this  county.  By  this  you  will  readily  see  that  when  we  say 
we  are  going  to  win  it  is  not  merely  an  idle  boast.  A  very  large 
quantity  of  beer  is  consumed  in  this  district,  and  we  now  ask  you  to 
send  us  a  donation  to  help  us  keep  our  workers  going  in  order  that 
they  may  be  able  to  get  the  antis  to  the  polls  on  the  30th.  We  can 
get  all  the  money  we  need  after  the  county  is  wet,  but  we  need  some 
ready  money  to  insure  the  carrying  on  of  a  successful  campaign.  There 
is  not  the  faintest  doubt  but  that  we  can  win,  and  win  easily,  provided 
we  get  the  necessary  financial  help.  The  local  people  have  contributed, 
and  we  feel  sure  that  you  will  do  likewise;  as  in  the  event  of  victory, 
which  is  certain,  it  would  be  an  excellent  business  investment  for  you, 
and  we  need  not  tell  you  that  the  moral  effect  of  this  county  going 
back  to  the  wet  column  after  trying  prohibition  for  two  years  would 
be  excellent  and  would  bear  good  results  throughout  the  State.  The 
field  here  is  open,  and  the  giving  of  financial  aid  at  present  by  you 
(the  other  breweries  not  having  contributed)  would  no  doubt  bear 
good  fruit. 

"Asking  you  to  send  us  your  check  for  as  large  an  amount  as 
you  think  the  occasion  justifies,  with  the  promise  of  so  much  after 
the  county  is  carried  wet,  and  thanking  you  in  advance  for  an  early 
reply  (we  have  very  little  time  left)  we  beg  to  remain,  etc."  (S-6529.) 

To  which  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replies  on  Novem- 
ber 20,  1910,  as  follows: 

"Noting  and  appreciating  your  advice  of  the  19th  inst.,  beg  to 
state  that  matter  referred  to  is  being  handled  by  the  Galveston  office. 
No  doubt  Capt.  Paget  has  seen  you  ere  this  and  apprised  you  relative 
our  position? 

"Wishing  you  success  in  your  endeavors,  we  beg  to  remain,  etc." 
(S-6531.) 

November  15,  1910,  C.  N.  Witcher,  Lampasas,  writes  O.  Paget 
at  Galveston: 

"I  presented  the  petition  to  the  Commissioners'  Court  yesterday. 
We  had  854  signers;  about  60  per  cent  of  the  voters  of  this  county. 
I  have  never  seen  our  prospect  look  half  so  well,  and  if  I  can  get  the 
necessary  funds  to  push  this  fight  we  shall  surely  win.  The  election 
is  just  two  weeks  off  and  whatever  is  done  must  be  done  quickly. 
Please  advise  me  at  once  what  you  can  do  and  send  me  a  check  so 
I  can  know  how  to  plan  my  fight.  You  can  make  it  if  you  wish  so 
much  cash  and  so  much  in  the  event  we  win.  We  would  be  very  glad 
indeed  to  have  you  meet  us.  The  pros  have  a  meeting  called  for 
Wednesday."  (A-3123.) 

And  B.  Adoue  makes  the  following  notation  on  the  above  letter: 

"Write  Wahrmund,  Hamilton,  Prince  and  Bruhn  whether  they  agree 
to  contribute  their  share  of  cost  of  election  pro  rata  number  of  saloons 
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they  will  supply  if  county  goes  wet.  Approximate  cost  $1,000.  If 
county  remains  dry  no  cost  to  you.  Luedde  has  agreed  to  contribute 
$250  of  above  amount  whether  county  goes  wet  or  not."  (A-3123, 
S-6515.) 

November  16,  1910,  O.  Paget  writes  Otto  Wahrmund  at  San  An- 
tonio: 

"This  letter  is  written  at  the  request  of  Mr.  B.  Adoue.  I  will  give 
you  a  brief  resume  of  affairs  so  that  you  will  understand. 

"Early  last  month,  before  the  meeting  of  your  association,  I  went 
to  Lampasas,  by  the  request  of  Mr.  C.  N.  Witcher,  and  other  leading 
citizens  of  that  place,  to  consult  with  them  upon  the  advisability  of 
holding  an  election  in  that  county,  which,  by  the  way,  is  now  dry. 
We  met  at  the  opera  house,  and  after  going  over  the  situation  I 
advised  that  no  election  be  called  except  they  could  get  50  per  cent 
of  the  voters  to  sign  the  petition,  and  that  the  brewers  would  not 
contribute  except  the  county  went  wet.  With  that  understanding  I 
reurned  to  Galveston  and  reported  in  full  to  Mr.  B.  Adoue.  They 
proceeded  at  once  at  their  own  expense  to  get  up  a  petition  for  an 
election  (the  blank  forms  of  which  were  sent  from  this  office),  and 
they  say  they  have  succeeded  in  getting  nearly  60  per  cent  of  the 
voters'  signatures. 

"I  received  this  day  a  letter  from  Mr.  Witcher,  a  copy  of  which 
I  enclose,  and  also  the  notation  on  the  bottom,  which  was  written  by 
B.  Adoue. 

"Mr.  Witcher's  letter  and  the  notation  of  Mr.  Adoue  speak  for 
themselves;  and  it  leaves  nothing  further  for  me  to  say  except  to  re- 
quest an  immediate  reply,  by  wire  if  possible,  so  I  will  know  what 
to  say  to  these  people. 

"I  also  received,  while  writing  this  letter,  a  telegram  of  which 
the  following  is  a  copy,  and  I  expect  to  be  in  Lampasas  tomorrow: 
'Lampasas,  Texas,  Nov.  16,  1910 — O.  Paget,  Galveston:  Election  ordered 
for  thirtieth.  Come  at  once.  Wrote  you  yesterday.  C.  N.  Witcher.' 
I  will  say  in  conclusion  that  I  advised  Mr.  Luedde  to  pay  the  $250, 
as  it  will  be  a  working  base  for  those  men  to  operate  on. 

"Awaiting  your  reply,  which  I  hope  will  be  immediate,  I  have  the 
honor  to  remain,  etc."     (A-3124,  S-6516.) 

On  November  17,  1910,  American  Brewing  Association  writes  O. 
Paget  at  Galveston  as  follows,  in  which  they  decline  to  contribute  to 
the  campaign  fund  of  the  Lampasas  County  election,  as  they  do  no 
business  there: 

"We  have  copies  of  correspondence  of  November  15th  and  16th, 
relative  to  Lampasas  local  option  election,  and  note  Mr.  Adoue's  re- 
marks thereto. 

"In  reply  beg  to  state  we  have  never  been  in  that  territory,  and 
as  it  is  the  policy  of  this  association  to  not  interfere  in  any  new  terri- 
tory that  might  be  open  for  business,  you  need  therefore  not  expect 
any  contribution  towards  election  expense  from  us."     (A-3125.)

1905. 

Post  script  to  letter  written  by  Neal  Bros.,  Cotulla,  Texas,  to  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association,  dated  January   19,  1905: 

"In  regard  of  what  you  all  have  to  say  about  helping  us  out  on 
the  election,  about  $15  would  be  plenty  with  other  help  we  can  get 
We  would  like  to  pay  about  30  Mexican  poll  taxes.  Garcia  will  help 
us  out  on  this."     (S-1785.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to 
Neal  Bros.,  Cotulla,  Texas,  dated  January  20,   1905: 

".*  *  *  Noting  your  further  remarks,  beg  to  state  that  we  will 
donate  the  sum  of  $15,  stated  purpose,  and  will  credit  your  account 
with  the  amount,  and  trust  satisfactory."     (S-1791.) 

On  December  11,  1905,  O.  Paget  wrote  Otto  Wahrmund  the  fol- 
lowing letter: 

"The  prohibitionists  of  LaSalle  County  are  endeavoring  to  bring 
on  a  prohibition  election.  You  are  also  aware,  of  course,  that  the 
dominating  factor  in  that  county  is  the  Mexican  vote.  I  am  in  com- 
munication with  some  of  your  friends  in  Cotulla,  and  they  tell  me 
that  they  cannot  induce  the  Mexicans  to  pay  their  poll  tax,  claiming 
that  they  have  not  the  money  to  do  it.  You  are  probably  better  aware 
of  the  financial  condition  in  that  county  than  I  am  and  can  therefore 
determine  whether  this  is  true  or  not.  I  deem  it  advisable  that  some 
steps  be  taken  in  this  matter.  The  county  paid  last  year  a  little  over 
600  poll  taxes.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  there  are  250  Mexicans  in  LaSalle 
County  who  would  pay  their  poll  tax  if  they  had  the  money. 

"If  there  is  any  suggestion  that  you  can  make  along  this  line  I 
would  be  glad  to  have  you  do  so.  You  can,  perhaps,  get  into  com- 
munication with  the  Cotulla  people.  I  can  give  you  the  names  of  my 
correspondents,  or  any  other  way  satisfactory  to  you."     (S-2537.) 

1906. 

Excerpt  from  letter  written  by  E.  G.  Garcia  &  Co.,  Cotulla,  Texas, 
to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  May  16,  1906: 

"*  *  *  I  don't  know  if  you  are  posted  that  on  the  2nd  of 
June  we  will  have  an  election  for  local  option.  We  are  organizing  to 
fight  the  issue  and  would  be  pleased  to  know  if  you  are  willing  to 
contribute  some  to  the  expenses  it  will  take,  and  how  much.  We  will 
also  be  very  thankful  for  any  advice  you  may  give  us  how  to  proceed, 
etc.  Please  use  your  influence  in  some  shape  to  help  us  out  in  this 
matter,  which  is  expected  to  be  a  hard  fight."     (S-2496.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  written  to  E.  G.  Garcia,  Cotulla,  Texas,  by 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  May  17,  1906: 
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"Noting  your  further  remarks,  beg  to  state  yes,  we  were  aware 
of  what  you  advise  us,  and  you  will  no  doubt  recall  that  we  made  a 
donation  some  time  back  of  the  sum  of  $25,  stated  purpose,  having 
credited  your  account  with  that  amount. 

"We  are  willing  to  contribute  another  $50  to  the  good  of  the 
cause,  if  you  think  that  it  will  accomplish  anything.  We  also  had  our 
Mr.  Moede  instruct  you  how  best  to  proceed,  and  we  do  not  know 
now  what  further  can  be  done  on  our  part.  If  you  can  suggest  any- 
thing whereby  we  can  be  of  assistance  to  you  gentlemen,  we  shall 
be  glad  to  take  the  matter  up  further."     (S-2499.) 

Letter  from  M.  A.  Petty,  Cotulla,  Texas,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  dated  May   19,   1906: 

"I  beg  to  advise  you  that  a  prohibition  election  has  been  ordered 
on  the  2nd  day  of  June  for  this  one  precinct,  Cotulla,  and  I  realize 
that  we  saloon  men  need  assistance  financially  in  fighting  the  oppos- 
ing party.     Will  you  assist  us,  should  you  feel  justified  in  so  doing? 

"Awaiting  your  early  reply,  I  beg  to  remain."     (S-2505.) 

On  May  21,  1906,  Max  B.  Mayer  of  San  Antonio,  Texas,  wrote 
to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  the  following  letter: 

"I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  a  local  option  election  which  is 
called  at  Cotulla  for  June  2nd. 

"There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  organization  whatever,  but  I 
believe  that  with  proper  management,  we  can  win  hands  down,  as 
there  are  enough  poll  taxes  paid  to  insure  us  the  election  if  the  voters 
are  prevailed  upon  to  come  out  and  vote  and  not  let  it  go  by  default, 
as  has  been  done  in  many  of  our  western  counties. 

"Hoping  you  will  give  this  your  attention."     (S-2515.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  on  May  21,  1906,  wrote  to 
Mr.  M.  A.  Petty,  Cotulla,  Texas,  the  following  letter: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  19th  instant,  and  note 
carefully  contents.  We  have  thought  best  to  send  a  representative  to 
Cotulla  to  take  up  and  discuss  this  matter  with  you,  advise  what  is 
best  to  be  done,  etc.,  so  our  Mr.  Moede  is  leaving  here  this  morning. 

"Trusting  that  the  election  will  turn  out  all  right,  and  with  kind 
wishes,  believe  us."     (S-2516.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote  Mr.  Max  B.  Mayer 
on  May  22,  1906,  the  following: 

"Noting  and  appreciating  your  favor  of  the  21st  inst.  have  pleas- 
ure in  advising  that  we  have  representative  on  the  ground  now  with 
full  instructions  as  to  organization,  etc.,  and  we  expect  him  to  return 
and  report  to  us  either  today  or  tomorrow.  In  fact,  we  have  been 
watching  developments  right  along  and  acting  accordingly."  (S-2519.) 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  H.  Prince,  Houston,  Texas,  dated  May 
26,    1906: 
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"Yours  of  the  25th  received.  Contents  carefully  noted.  I  made 
two  visits  and  spent  some  time  in  the  city  of  Lufkin.  I  organized  two 
associations  there — one  of  the  citizens,  one  of  the  saloon  men — both 
gave  promise  of  active  work  and  more  than  astonished  me  to  get  a 
letter  not  only  from  you,  but  parties  in  Lufkin,  telling  me  that  very 
little,  if  anything,  had  been  done  by  the  antis.  I  have  not  spent  one 
day  this  week  in  this  office — I  have  been  to  the  extreme  verges  of 
Texas.  There  are  three  counties  now  involved  and  I  have  to  handle 
all  of  them  in  LaSalle,  Runnels  and  Angelina,  therefore,  you  can 
readily  see  what  that  means,  but  I  will  be  in  Angelina  Monday  and  I 
guarantee  they  will  either  wake  up  or  they  will  hear  from.  *  *  *" 
(A-1602.) 

Letter  of  date  June  12,  1906,  written  by  O.  Paget  to  H.  Prince: 

"Happy  to  say  antis  won  in  both  Runnels  and  LaSalle  Counties. 
Congratulations,"      (A-1638.) 

On  June  16th,  1906,  Otto  Wahrmund  wrote  E.  G.  Garcia  the  fol- 
lowing letter: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  15th  instant 
with  check  for  the  sum  of  $109.95,  for  which  our  best  thanks!  After 
applying  this  remittance  to  your  credit,  we  enclose  herewith  statement 
of  account  merely  for  comparison,  and  hope  that  you  will  find  the 
same  correct. 

"We  are  aware  that  we  won  the  fight,  and  that  the  credit  is  due 
in  a  great  measure  to  the  cause  stated  by  you.  We  do  not  understand, 
however,  how  the  opposition  can  keep  up  the  'fight.'  In  what  way 
are  they  fighting?  If  you  will  kindly  be  more  explicit,  and  we  are 
in  a  position  to  be  of  service,  we  will  gladly  help  out  all  in  our  power!" 
(S-2610.) 

R.  D.  Lindsey  of  San  Antonio,  Texas,  on  July  9,  1906,  wrote  the 
San   Antonio  Brewing  Association  the  following  letter: 

"The  enclosed  bill  for  three  kegs  beer  shipped  to  Chas.  Neal; 
Cotulla,  Texas,  was  intended  for  campaign  purposes.  After  winning 
the  prohibition  election  the  boys  wanted  to  give  a  dance  to  the  Mexi- 
cans who  stayed  with  us  so  loyally  in  the  fight  and  as  the  Lone  Star 
had  sent  five  kegs  for  the  barbecue,  thought  you  would  willingly 
donate  for  the  dance.  However,  if  you  still  demand  pay,  will  see  that 
you  get  it.     Let  me  hear  from  you."     (S-2664.) 

Otto  Wahrmund  on  July  10th,  1906,  wrote  B.  D.  Lindsey  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  9th  inst.  with  enclosure,  beg  to  state 
that  the  item  referred  to,  $7.50,  will  be  charged  off,  but  in  this  con- 
nection, it  might  not  be  amiss  to  inform  you  that  we  had  previously 
donated  the  sum  of  $75  to  help  out,  and  for  the  good  of  the  cause. 

"As  stated,  we  are  not  averse  to  making  this  additional  concession, 
but  we  do  want  our  friends  to  know  what  we  have  done."     (S-2667.) 
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1909. 

Excerpt  from  letter  written  by  O.  Paget  to  the  various  breweries, 
including  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  dated  March  25,   1909: 

«*  *  *  you  have,  no  doubt,  seen  the  published  declaration  of 
our  friends,  the  pros,  in  which  they  threaten  elections  in  Wilson,  Kerr, 
Goliad  and  Bee  Counties — add  Nueces  to  the  list  and  that  makes  your 
section  complete  for  the  present.  The  first  place  I  am  looking  for  an 
election  is  in  the  county  of  LaSalle  and — we  will  lose,  as  the  best  man 
in  that  county  (anti)  is  now  engaged  in  business  at  Alice.  *  *  *" 
(S-5291.) 

Excerpt  from  a  letter  written  by  O.  Paget  to  the  various  brew- 
eries, including  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  dated  May  12,  1909: 

"Elections  have  been  called  for  the  following  places  and  dates: 
"•  *  *  Cotulla,  LaSalle  County,  June  8th,  1909.  *  *  * 
"I  respectfully  ask  if  you  can  give  me  any  assistance  in  the  coun- 
ties where  you  are  doing  business — the  kind  of  assistance  I  want  is  a 
man  capable  of  organizing  and  taking  charge.  He  must  be  absolutely 
sober  and  have  no  bad  habits  of  any  kind — a  good  organizer  and  agree- 
able.    If  in  Southwest  Texas,  a  knowledge  of  Spanish  would  help. 

"This  is  the  first  time  this  office  has  ever  asked  help  and  would 
not  now,  but  all  the  elections  are  called  at  once.  This  is  the  crucial 
time  for  the  brewers.  Get  into  the  fight — the  life  of  your  business  de- 
pends upon  it.  The  prohibitionists  have  sixty-two  men  in  the  field 
and  you  have  only  one.  They  seem  to  have  unlimited  money  and 
every  church  is  a  collecting  bureau  for  them.  Get  into  the  fight  and 
get  in  quick.  The  day  for  quibbling  is  past.  You  will  get  the  blame 
anyhow  and  you  may  as  well  have  the  game  as  the  fame — get  in  and" 
fight  them — get  in  the  first  lick,  and  last  and  put  in  a  few  in  the 
middle. 

"Notify  this  office  whom  you  will  send,  if  anyone,  giving  the* date 
of  his  arrival  and  the  place  where  you  are  sending  him,  so  that  the 
lines  will  not  get  crossed.  Samples  of  literature  which  we  have  in  the 
office  will  have  been  sent  to  some  person  in  each  county  or  precinct 
affected  and  as  many  as  will  be  called  for  will  be  sent."  (S-5425.) 
(See  also  A-2662.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  written  by  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association 
to  O.  Paget,  dated  May  16,  1909: 

"*  *  *  Cotulla,  yours  is  the  first  advice  or  intimation  that  we 
have  of  an  election  to  be  held  there,  and  we  thank  you  for  this  in- 
formation. We  will  send  a  representative  down  there  tomorrow  to 
look  up  the  situation  and  report  to  /Us  for  further  instructions.  We 
will  keep  in  touch  with  our  friends  there,  and  think  we  can  win.  *  *  *" 
(S-5452.) 
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Copy  of  telegram  sent  by  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to 
Capt.  O.  Paget,  May  17,   1909: 
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"Have  arranged  for  Cotulla.  With  that  exception  do  not  alter 
your  plans  for  present."     (SS-45.) 

Copy  of  telegram,  dated  May  17,  1909,  sent  by  O.  Paget  to  Mr. 
Otto  Koehler  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"I  am  informed  this  morning  by  Mr.  Adoue  that  a  change  has 
taken  place  in  the  duties  of  this  office,  and  that  from  now  on  I  must 
act  under  direct  instructions  from  the  brewers  interested.  For  a 
starter,  yourself  have  undertaken  to  manage  the  elections  at  Ber- 
clair,  Alice  and  Cotulla.  I  will  therefore  not  do  anything  more  at 
these  three  places  until  I  receive  orders  from  you.  Dr.  Lincoln  is  now 
on  his  way  to  Alice.  Must  I  recall  him?  I  can  use  him  advantageous- 
ly at  other  places,  if  you  do  not  need  so  I  can  stop  him  en  route.  He 
was  to  take  up  Alice,  Berclair  and  Cotulla."     (SS-46.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  O.  Paget  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation, dated  May  17,  1909,  in  which  letter  he  confirmed  the  telegram 
of  date  May  17,  1909,  copied  just  above: 

«#  *  *  rjr  Lincoln  will  organize  Goliad  and  Alice,  leaving 
Cotulla  to  you.  If  the  doctor  goes  in  he  will  not  like  any  interference 
or  'crossing  of  lines.'  He  understands  his  business  thoroughly  and 
if  there  is  one  chance  in  a  hundred  he  will  get  that  chance  of  winning. 
Brewery  traveling  agents  are  good  men  in  handling  their  product,  but 
organizing  a  county  or  precinct  for  a  local  option  election  is  quite  a 
different  matter.  If  you  desire  me  to  order  the  doctor  out  of  -  ither 
county  or  precinct  I  will  do  so  immediately,  as  we  have  plenty  of  work 
for  him.     *     *     *"      (S-5458.) 

Excerpt  from  report  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  dated  July  2,  1909: 

/*  *  *  Cotulla,  LaSalle  County,  cause,  result  and  work  exactly 
like  Rock  Springs.  Another  victory  for  the  antis."  (S-5498.)  (See 
also  HIB-1537.) 

1910. 

Excerpt  from  report  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  dated  January  4, 
1910: 

"*  *  *  In  the  year  1908  we  had  24  elections.  In  1909  we  had 
52,  and  from  the  present  outlook,  there  will  be  a  proportionate  increase 
this  year.  I  furnished  you  with  a  list  of  the  counties  in  which  the 
pros  have  up  to  the  present  slated  for  elections,  within  the  next  two 
or  three  months,  and  one  more  can  be  added,  a  precinct  election  in 
LaSalle  County,  which  will  be  called  in  the  immediate  future.  *  *  *" 
(SS-75.) 

1913. 

Copy  of  letter  from  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Neal,  Cotulla,  Texas,  dated  November  17,  1913:

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"We  note  that  they  have  called  a  local  option  election  for  the 
Cotulla  precinct.  Our  Mr.  McArthur  had  been  advised  by  a  friend 
there  that  it  would  not  be  called,  at  least  not  this  year. 

"What  are  you  doing  in  the  way  of  organization,  etc.,  in  order 
to  defeat  the  pros?  What  are  our  prospects?  W'hat  is  proposed,  and 
in  what  way  can  I  be  of  service  to  you  good  folks? 

"I  will  appreciate  hearing  from  you  on  the  subject,  just  as  soon 
as  convenient,  and  remain  with  best  wishes."      (S-7602.) 

On  November  18,  1913,  Chas.  E.  Neal  of  Cotulla,  Texas,  wrote  Otto 
Wahrmund,  as  follows: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  17th  inst.  in  regards  of  the  local 
option  election,  have  one  ordered  for  Tuesday,  Dec.  9th,  the  people 
all  seem  to  be  very  interested,  we  are  working  right  ahead,  and  will 
be  able  to  check  the  votes  in  a  few  days  and  will  be  in  position  to  let 
you  know  more  definite  as  to  how  we  stand,  i  haven't  asked  any  of 
my  friends  for  any  aid  yet,  but  if  of  any  assistance  you  may  be  in 
position  to  offer  will  be  greatly  appreciated  and  I  will  keep  you  posted 
on  all  points  of  interest,  if  any,  that  we  may  be  able  to  gain.  I  am 
very  glad  to  know  that  you  feel  interested  in  us  and  assure  you  that 
any  assistance  that  you  may  offer  will  be  greatly  appreciated,  thank- 
ing you  very  much."     (S-7603.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  on  November  20th,  1913, 
wrote  Mr.  Chas.  E.  Neal,  Cotulla,  Texas,  as  follows: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  18th  inst.,  and  appreciate 
kind  advice. 

"As  previously  advised,  it  is  my  desire  to  help  out,  so  when  you 
have  things  in  shape,  will  be  glad  to  hear  further  from  you,  outlining 
plan  of  campaign,  what  others  are  doing,  what  you  think  is  necessary, 
what  would  be  the  right  thing  for  me  to  do,  etc.,  etc.  Let  me  have 
further  particulars  as  soon  as  you  are  in  position  to  advise,  and  very 
much  oblige."     (S'-7605.) 

On  December  12,  1913,  Chas.  Neal  of  Cotulla,  Texas,  wrote  the 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  as  follows: 

"Our  campaign  fund  was  very  small  in  the  recent  election,  and 
not  near  enough  to  pay  us  out.  So  we  are  forced  to  call  on  our  friends 
to  assist  us  some.  So  anything  you  see  fit  to  give  us  will  be  appre- 
ciated."

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote  Chas.  E.  Neal  on 
December   16th,   1913,  the  following  letter:

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LAVACA  COUNTY. 
1904. 
Letter,  O.  Paget  to  Otto  Koehler,  5-11-04: 

"I  beg  respectfully  to  report  on  the  condition  of  Lavaca  County, 
which  you  asked  me  to  investigate  some  time  since.  Taking  it  as  a 
general  proposition,  the  affairs  in  that  county  are  bad. 

"The  W.  C.  T.  U.,  at  the  instigation  of  some  ladies  who  came 
from  the  north  portion  of  Texas,  presented  to  Judge  Kennon,  District 
Judge,  last  month  on  the  meeting  of  the  grand  jury,  quite  a  strong 
petition  in  regard  to  the  saloons  run  in  the  county.  The  judge  made 
a  very  explicit  and  powerful  charge  and  asked  the  grand  jury  to  in- 
vestigate it.  They  returned  seven  indictments,  three  against  parties 
in  Moulton,  three  in  Shiner  and  one  in  Hallettsville,  and  the  County 
Attorney  reports  that  he  was  not  able  to  procure  evidence  sufficient 
to  warrant  conviction,  and  the  cases  have  been  practically  dismissed. 

"Hallettsville  has  nine  places  in  which  liquors  are  disposed  of; 
Shiner,  seven,  and  Moulton,  four,  and  the  little  village  of  Sublime,  one. 
There  are  other  saloons  scattered  throughout  the  county  at  cross-roads 
places  to  number  three,  with  licenses  to  sell  beer  only,  but  the  claim 
is  made  that  they  sell  all  kinds  of  liquor.  The  complaints  mostly  stand 
against  Shiner  and  Moulton.  The  Sunday  law  is  violated  in  every  re- 
spect in  these  towns;  sales  to  minors  and  habitual  drunkards  are  fre- 
quent, and  little  or  no  restriction  put  on  them. 

"In  the  town  of  Hallettsville  some  pretensions  are  made  towards 
obeying  the  law,  and  the  doors  are  closed  on  Sunday,  but  the  saloons 
are  all  open  nevertheless. 

"In  my  judgment,  if  something  is  not  done  in  Lavaca  County  to 
curb  the  present  tendency  to  disregard  the  law  of  the  courts,  there 
will  be  a  prohibition  election  ordered  possibly  in  July.  If  the  election 
is  ordered,  in  my  judgment  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  will  be  carried  by 
the  antis,  but  if  the  prohibitionists  make  the  fight  they  threaten  to,  it 
will  be  a  costly  affair  and  entirely  unnecessary  if  steps  are  taken  at 
once  to  have  the  saloon  men  pay  some  regard  to  the  statutes. 

"I  was  in  no  position  to  report  to  you  before,  as  it  was  only  last 
week  that  I  got  the  result  of  the  grand  jury's  investigation.  When  I 
was  in  Austin  I  called  you  over  the  telephone,  but  you  were  not  ob- 
tainable. If  you  had  been,  I  would  have  gone  to  San  Antonio  and 
made  to  you  a  personal  report,  which  at  that  time  was  not  as  full  or 
complete  as  this. 

"Awaiting  your  reply,  I   am."      (S-1295.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  Otto  Koehler,  5-12-04: 

"I  handed  Mr.  Adoue  a  report  upon  Lavaca  County  and  asked  him 
to  hand  it  to  you.  He  told  me  that  he  did  so.  Please  study  the  matter 
over  and  let  me  know  what  you  will  do  in  the  premises. 

"I  have  the  honor  to  remain."     (S-1298.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  Otto  Koehler,  5-23-04: 
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"Your  valued  favor  of  the  14th  to  hand.  I  have  four  elections 
under  way  and  have  not  been  in  Galveston,  this  communication  is 
going  to  you  from  Houston. 

"In  the  matter  of  Lavaca  County  the  last  meeting  of  the  Demo- 
cratic committee  in  D was  brought  prominently  before  the  com- 
mittee, that  something  ought  to  be  done  in  that  county,  if  not  we  are 
going  to  have  a  fight  on  hand,  as  I  told  you  before  we  can  win,  but 
'an  ounce  of  prevention  is  better  than  a  pound  of  cure,'  and  my  advice 
is  to  take  up  the  matter  immediately  and  send  a  man  to  Hallettsville 
and  compel  these  people  to  have  some  regard  for  a  statute.  In  fact, 
I  have  been  ordered  by  Mr.  Adoue  to  do  so,  but  would  not  until  I  con- 
sulted you  in  the  matter."     (S-1306.) 

1905. 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  O.  Paget,  5-20-05: 

"In  further  relation  to  our  conversation  while  here,  beg  to  state 
that  I  had  a  conversation  over  phone  this  morning  with  our  represen- 
tative at  Shiner,  Texas,  Mr.  E.  P.  Luck,  and  he  assures  me  that  there 
is  nothing  in  the  report  of  which  you  made  mention  to  me.  He  stated 
that  he  had  had  a  hint  to  the  same  effect,  which  he  investigated  thor- 
oughly, and  convinced  himself  that  there  was  not  a  word  of  truth  in 
ic,  on  the  contrary,  our  friends  in  Shiner  are  aiding  our  cause  in  every 
way  that  they  can  consistently! 

"I  find  on  making  inquiry  that  Judge  Linden  is  not  in  the  city,  is 
in  Rock  Springs  attending  court  and  will  not  be  back  for  at  least  8  or 
10  days,  so  we  cannot  count  on  his  services,  but  if  you  deem  it  ad- 
visable, there  are  others  that  we  might  get  here.  Mr.  Autrey  suggested 
a  Mr.  Hopkins,  now  in  our  city,  but  formerly  of  Gonzales,  Texas.  I 
do  not  know  much  about  him,  but  will  make  an  effort  to  ascertain,  and 
shall  be  glad  to  hear  further  as  to  this.     Yours  truly."     (S-2011.)

1903.

Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  report  to  Louis  Schneider,  9-5-04: 

"Seventeenth — From  Crosby  the  writer  went  to  Centerville,  where 
an  election  has  been  ordered.  This  is  the  county  seat  of  Leon  County, 
18  miles  off  the  railroad,  and  difficult  to  reach.  Organized  defense 
there,  and  went  on  19th  to  Groesbeck,  Limestone  County,  in  which 
the  antis  had  called  an  election.  On  this  date  went  over  the  situation 
and  laid  plans  for  a  future  meeting  for  purpose  of  organizing."

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"We  are  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  Mr.  S.  E.  Lanier  of 
Marquez  recommending  the  engagement  of  Mr.  Joe  Eagle  of  Houston 
to  visit  the  place  as  speaker. 

"Mr..  Joe  Eagle  stands  well  as  a  speaker,  and  is  no  doubt  well  ac- 
quainted in  Leon  County.  It  might  be  well  for  you  to  interview  him 
on  the  subject,  and  if  his  services  can  be  had  on  what  you  might  con- 
sider favorable  basis  we  think  the  investment  will  be  remunerated,  as 
Mr.  Lanier  no  doubt  knows  of  his  being  well  acquainted  in  that  sec- 
tion, and  will  make  many  new  friends  for  our  cause  if  you  can  get  him 
to  go  to  Leon  County."     (A-1692.) 

Excerpt  from  Von  B.  to  H.  Prince,  8-29-06: 

"*  *  *  I  do  not  doubt  that  he  can  do  splendid  work  in  that 
county.  The  prospects  in  Leon  are  very  good.  There  are  quite  a  num- 
ber of  elections  pending  now  and  Captain  Paget  is  exceedingly  busy 
going  from  one  county  to  another  and  keeping  all  situations  well  in 
hand."

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  H.  Prince,  8-30-06: 

'Tours  of  the  28th  re  the  engagement  of  Joe  Eagle  to  speak  at 
Marquez  received. 

"I  do  not  know  Mr.  Eagle  and  suppose  you  are  acquainted  with 
him.  Will  you  therefore  send  for  him  and  see  what  can  be  done  in 
that  direction,  and  let  me  know  immediately,  or  if  you  can  arrange  a 
meeting  any  time  Friday  or  Saturday  I  will  come  up.  After  that  I 
will  be  away."     (A-1686.) 

1908. 

Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  report  for  the  month  of  September,  19G8, 
to  B.  Adoue: 

"At  this  writing  a  peculiar  condition  of  affairs  exists  in  Leon 
County.  An  election  has  been  called  for  the  22nd  inst.  The  last  elec- 
tion was  held  in  the  county  on  the  15th  of  September,  1906.  The 
Commissioners  met  on  the  27th  of  same  month  (1906)  and  declare..! 
the  result.  The  pro  County  Attorney  holds  the  election  cannot  be 
legally  held  upon  that  date.  The  act  of  1895  made  it  two  years  from 
day  of  holding  a  prohibition  election  before  another  could  be  held. 
This  was  amended  in  1905,  making  it  from  date  of  last  publication,  but 
if  there  was  no  publication  necessary  then  from  the  date  of  declaration. 
There  was  no  publication  necessary  in  this  case,  as  the  county  was 
wet,  therefore  it  dates  from  the  date  the  Commissioners  announced  the 
result.  This  leaves  a  question  which  has#not  yet  been  tried  out  in  the 
courts;  the  pros  in  their  usual  haste  have  gotten  things  into  a  pretty 
tangle. 

"This  office  was  very  busy.  We  sent  out  many  thousands  of 
pieces  of  literature  and  advised  and  helped  out  cases  and  matters  in 
several  sections.  All  of  which  you  were  advised  of  either  orally  or 
in  writing,  as  they  developed. 
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"The  reform  work  went  on  very  satisfactorily  in  Jefferson,  Leon, 
Harris,  Tarrant  and  McLennan  Counties.  Many  cases  have  been  car- 
ried over.  At  Waco,  one  Gregory,  'jumped  his  bond'  and  one  Fabian 
got  out  before  arrest.  In  the  Concord  Pit  case  Hunter's  partner  and 
himself  have  been  indicted  and  the  saloon  closed.  In  Fort  Worth  the 
cases  have  been  continued.  In  Beaumont  not  a  case  was  lost — nine 
tried;  in  one  case  the  largest  fine  ever  assessed  by  a  jury  in  this  State 
for  a  like  offense,  was  brought  in — this  was  the  Gleason  '  case." 
(S-4931.)      (See  T-1234.) 

B.  Adoue  to  H.  Hamilton,  9-23-08: 

"Please  send  me  check,  $1,080,  and  oblige.  (Local  option  election 
has  been  called  for  Louise,  Wharton  County,  and  for  Leon  County.) 
This  office  will  endeavor  to  prevent  the  success  of  the  prohibitionists." 
(H-1366.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  H.  Prince,  9-23-08: 

"Yours  of  the  22nd  in  re  election  in  Leon  County  received.  I 
enclose  copy  of  letter  to  Mr.  S.  E.  Lanier,  which  speaks  for  itself,  and 
remain."     (A-2433.) 

Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  letter  to  S.  E.  Lanier,  9-23-08: 

"I  am  going  to  leave  this  matter  in  your  hands  up  to  the  time 
mentioned  and  do  not  fail  to  get  your  friends  interested  and  get  as 
many  as  you  can — as  big  crowd  as  possible  to  meet  me.  If  this  is  too 
late,  in  your  judgment,  let  me  know  and  I  will  do  the  best  I  can  to 
reach  your  city  sooner,  but  in  a  county  as  sparsely  inhabited  as  that 
of  Leon,  I  see  no  reason  why  we  cannot  make  a  good  and  winning 
fight  in  twenty-two  days.

"We  are  just  in  receipt  of  your  telegram,  advising  us  of  the  pro- 
hibition election  ordered  for  October  22nd,  which  we  regret  very  much 
indeed.  We  have  notified  our  campaign  manager  and  no  doubt  he  will 
want  some  information  regarding  conditions.  Kindly  let  me  know  the 
number  of  precincts  that  is  embraced  in  this  election,  the  number  of 
voters,  and  whether  you  think  the  prohibitionists  are  in  the  majority, 
and  what  men  of  influence  you  could  recommend  to  head  the  campaign 
for  the  antis,  and  if  you  are  organized,  or  will  you  require  someone 
to  come  there  and  organize  the  forces  for  you.  Unless  there  is  a  good 
organization  of  home  people  there  is  no  earthly  chance  of  winning  out. 
Our  experience  has  been  with  all  elections  that  wherever  there  was  a 
good  home  organization  headed  by  good  people,  eliminate  saloon  men 
and  whiskey  dealers  from  the  organization,  but  they,  of  course,  must 
be  liberal  with  their  financial  assistance  to  make  the  fight.  If  a  strong 
pull  is  made  on  those  lines,  we  see  no  reason  why  we  should  not  win 
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out.     It  therefore  is  very  necessary  that  no  time  is  lost,  obtain  the 
necessary  information  and  give  it  to  us  as  soon  as  possible."     (A-2435.)

The  writer  was 
Culled  by  the  county  and  with  local  counsel  and  against  his  (writer's) 
judgment  applied  for  a  writ  of  injunction  to  prevent  the  Commission- 
ers from  opening  the  boxes  and  going  behind  the  returns.  The  writer 
did  not  believe  the  writ  would  be  granted  as  there  is  an  adequate  rem- 
edy by  civil  process.  The  writ  was  refused.  The  Leon  County  Attorney 
md  one  of  the  saloon  men  came  to  Galveston  with  aid  of  Mr.  Clough; 
we  drew  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  them  to  count  every  vote  cast 
r  none.  This  writ  was  presented  to  Judge  Pope  at  Beaumont,  who 
granted  a  peremptory  mandamus.  The  Commissioners  in  obedience  to 
same  did  not  open  boxes  but  declared  the  result  on  the  face  of  the  re- 
turns, declaring  the  county  wet  by  seven  majority. 

"This  is  a  lawless  community — the  saloon  men  are  the  best  citizens. 
"When  it  is  understood  that  Centerville  and  Marquez  are  the  only  wet 
boxes  in  the  county  out  of  24  voting  boxes.  You  can  realize  what  a 
fight  meant  in  Leon."     (S-5321.)

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"Some  few  months  ago  we  had  occasion  to  send  you  a  memorandum 
of  expenditures  made  by  Mr.  Jos.  Riviere  of  Liberty  in  connection 
with  a  prohibition  election.  He  was  instructed  to  make  such  payments 
as  he  considered  necessary  in  order  to  defeat  the  election  with  the 
promises  that  he  would  be  treated  right  in  the  matter  and  his  expendi- 
tures promptly  refunded.  You  remitted  to  him  $150  on  account  and 
he  says  that  you  stated  that  as  soon  as  the  committee  was  in  funds 
you  would  remit  him  the  balance.  There  are  also  items  on  the  list 
enclosed  for  expenses  to  Dallas,  Galveston  and  Houston  to  attend  to 
committee  work.  The  writer  is  positive  that  these  items  were  promised 
prompt  payment  as  soon  as  the  bill  would  be  rendered. 

"Mr.  Riviere  states  that  he  has  been  out  of  this  money  for  a 
considerable  length  of  time  and  requests  of  us  to  write  you,  urging  an 
early  settlement.     *     *     *"    (A-1565.) 

Letter  O.  Paget  to  H.  Prince,  May  9,  1906: 

"In  reply  to  your  letter  containing  a  communication  from  Joe 
Riviere,  I  beg  to  say  that  I  have  had  a  great  deal  of  correspondence  with 
Mr.  Riviere — the  last  being  on  the  4th  of  March. 

"In  his  previous  letter  he  notified  me  that  when  all  his  accounts 
were  paid  he  was  $270  behind.  I  sent  him  a  check  for  $150,  which  I 
consider  a  very  liberal  amount,  considering  the  fact  that  we  paid  for 
speakers  and  many  other  expenses  and  do  not  see  why  the  Brewers' 
Association  should  carry  the  entire  expenses  of  the  Dayton  election 
and  think  that  $120  is  at  least  very  small  sum  for  the  retailers  in  the 
precinct  to  contribute  to  a  cause  which  keeps  the  roof  over  their  heads 
and  enables  them  to  continue  their  business. 

"I  know  nothing  of  any  committee  work  which  Mr.  Riviere  did 
necessitating  a  visit  to  Dallas — that  is  purely  a  matter  of  'high  politics' 
and  Mr.  Gresham  is  the  man  to  approach  on  that  subject  or  some  party 
delegated  by  that  gentleman.  It  is  a  branch  of  the  business  which  I 
let  severely  alone."    (A-1545.)

ing believe  that  it  will  be  done.    He  is  quite  an  influential  politician

If  you 
and  Daniels  authorised  Mr.  Riviere  to  spend  some  money  let  me  know 
the  amount  and  I  will  send  you  a  check  drawn  against  my  overdrawn 
account  at  the  bank.  (See  enclosed  copy  of  letter,  may  get  Paget 
to  you.)  What  do  you  think  now  of  the  Houston  purification  work?"

Letter  H.  Prince  to  B.  Adoue,  9-27-06: 

"We  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  yours  of  the  26th  with  copy 
of  Mr.  Paget's  letter,  dated  May  9th,  and  in  reply  beg  to  state  the 
money  claimed  by  Mr.  Riviere  was  amounts  that  he  had  himself  paid, 
which  he  expected  would  be  refunded  to  him,  in  sending  out  canvassers 
throughout  the  country  in  obtaining  revoking  orders  to  signatures  that 
had  been  signed  to  a  petition  for  a  prohibition  election  for  the  entire 
county.  The  three  or  four  saloons  that  were  then  in  the  county  had 
contributed  seme  little  towards  that  expense,  but  they  were  not  enough 
interested  in  the  trade  to  make  the  contribution  ample  to  defray  ex- 
penses. Our  advice  to  him  was  that  he  should  not  allow  the  work  to 
go  by  default,  but  should  proceed  with  the  work  as  outlined  by  him, 
and  that  we  would  stand  by  him  in  so  far  as  the  expense  to  be  incurred 
would  be  refunded.  In  view  of  the  promises  made  to  him,  we  are 
willing  to  stand  a  good  portion  of  this  expense,  but  as  there  is  but 
little  beer  business  done  by  us  in  the  county,  we  hardly  think  that  we 
should  stand  the  expense  ourselves,  nor  is  it  right  to  throw  the  burden 
of  expense  on  Mr.  Riviere.  We  therefore,,  hope  that  you  will  give 
this  matter  favorable  consideration  and  help  us  out  in  settling  this 
account. 

"Regarding  the  second  passage  of  Mr.  Paget's  stating  about  'high 
politics'  we  cannot  exactly  at  this  time  state  whether  Mr.  Riviere's 
trips  to  Dallas.  Galveston  and  San  Antonio  was  made  at  the  instigation 
of  Mr.  Paget  ^r  Mr.  Gresham.  We,  however,  do  know  that  he  was 
called  to  go  there  through  us,  and  was  promised  that  his  expenses  would 
be  paid.  As  this  matter  has  been  standing  in  abeyance  for  a  long  time, 
we  kindly  request  that  you  take  this  matter  up  at  your  earliest  con- 
venience and  make  such  disposition  of  the  application  as  you  may 
see  proper.

I  felt  it  my  duty  to  do 
so,  for  God  knows  the  association  is  grafted  enough  and  when  I  see 
a  chance  to  save  you  a  dollar  I  am  going  to  do  so.  I  told  you  to  honor 
no  draft  for  three  reasons: 

"First — They  have  money  enough  at  present  and  for  the  work  there 
is  to  do. 

"Second — I  do  not  think  much  we  will  carry  the  election.

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Letter  American  Brewing  Association  to  James  B.  Sterling,  Dayton, 
Tex.,  8-13-09: 

"We  beg  to  own  the  receipt  of  yours  of  even  date,  and  in  reply 
beg  to  state  that  we  are  just  informed  this  morning  that  a  local  option 
election  has  been  ordered  for  Liberty  County  to  take  place  on  Sep- 
tember 1st.  We  have  made  no  arrangements  to  make  the  contest. 
The  matter  will,  no  doubt,  be  placed  before  our  proper  committee  for 
immediate  action.  In  the  meantime  we  would  suggest  that  the  citizens 
in  each  precinct  organize  and  prepare  for  the  election.  Outsiders 
would  have  very  little  influence  with  the  inhabitants   in   general. 

"We  understand  that  the  election  has  been  called  more  for  the 
purpose  of  strengthening  the  political  party  that  is  now  in  power,  and 
that  they  are  using  the  prohibition  election  scheme  for  that  purpose.

Cooke,  hence,  I  suggest  that  before  taking  any  definite  steps  that  the 
association  should  get  the  best  legal  opinion  obtainable.  Please  under- 
stand this  is  only  a  suggestion  on  my  part,  as  above  stated.  I  have 
not  referred  the  matter  to  our  attorneys."    (D-1022.) 

Report  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  the  head  of  the  Texas  Brewers' 
Association,  on  Liberty  County,  10-2-09: 

"On  request  I  went  to  Cleveland,  Liberty  County,  to  see  what  was 
best  to  be  done  in  the  election  ordered  for  that  precinct,  to  be  held 
on  the  9th  of  October. 
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"To  give  you  an  intelligent  idea  of  the  situation  you  must  be  made 
aware  that  Commissioners'  Precinct  No.  3  consists  of  two  Justices' 
Precincts — one  Lamb,  which  has  been  dry  for  years,  and  Cleveland, 
which  has  been  wet  always.  There  was  an  election  held  in  this,  the 
Third  Commissioners'  Precinct  of  Liberty  County,  on  July  27th,  1907 — 
the  two  Justices'  Precincts  were  run  together  by  the  pros  for  the  pur- 
pose of  holding  a  prohibition  election.  The  writer  discovered,  previous 
to  the  election,  that  the  tickets  read  'FOR  LOCAL  OPTION"  and 
"AGAINST  LOCAL  OPTION"  instead  of  the  statutory  requirement, 
"FOR  PROHIBITION"  and  "AGAINST  PROHIBITION."  He  arranged 
with  a  few  antis  to  not  vote  till  late,  and  being  on  the  ground  saw  that 
they  did  not.  Their  ballots  were  legal  and  after  a  hard  fight  with  the 
judges  compelled  them  to  accept  the  ballots.  When  the  Commissioners 
met  to  count  the  votes,  he  was  again  present  with  attorney  and  after  a 
memorable  'scrap'  the  Commissioners  permitted  us  to  write  the  'Form 
of  return' — we  promptly  declared  the  election  in  favor  of  the  antis — 
it  was  so  accepted  and  till  this  day  the  saloons  are  open.  The  pros 
charged  us  with  'tricking'  them  and  went  into  the  courts.  The  case 
has  become  famous  in  its  way — it  was  decided  in  our  favor  in  the 
District  Court,  but  the  Court  of  Civil  Appeals  on  the  30th  day  of 
August,  1909,  reversed  the  opinion  and  ordered  a  new  election  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  not  possible  to  truly  ascertain  the  result  of  the 
former  election.  The  case  is  known  as  Griffin  vs.  Tucker.  In  our 
brief  rejoinder  to  the  pros  we  set  up  the  claim  that  it  was  not  legal  to 
combine  two  or  more  subdivisions  of  a  county  for  the  purpose  of  hold- 
ing a  local  option  election — being  sustained  in  this  contention  by  many 
decisions  of  the  Court  of  Criminal  Appeals.  The  civil  court,  in  which 
no  anti  ever  gets  a  favorable  decision,  ruled  adversely.  Now  that  is 
plain. 

"On  the  first  day  of  this  month  an  election  for  the  whole  of  Liberty 
County  was  held,  resulting  in  an  anti  victory  of  131  votes.  But  pre- 
cinct No.  3  gave  a  pro  majority  of  57 — Cleveland  going  wet  by  17 
votes,  the  Lamb  or  country  boxes  being  largely  pro;  the  total  vote  cast 
being  280.  Understanding  this  condition,  you  will  see  how  hopeless  it 
is  to  carry  the  box  for  the  antis. 

"I  had  the  parties  at  interest  meet  me  at  Cleveland  on  the  17th  and 
go  over  the  matter  from  beginning  to  end — there  was  a  large  meeting 
at  which  some  pros  were  present — made  them  a  talk  and  told  them 
if  the  box  went  dry  the  saloons  would  remain  open,  as  the  antis  would 
try  it  out  in  the  criminal  courts  and  otherwise  made  an  anti  dis- 
course, shov/ing  the  injustice  of  piling  up  the  expenses  on  the  county 
in  these  numerous  elections,  which  were  useless  and  of  no  effect. 

"We  then  had  an  executive  meeting  and  laid  before  our  people  the 
legal  aspect  of  the  case.  To  support  the  pro  contention  there  is  only 
the  sole  decision  in  a  weak  count  in  Griffin  vs.  Tucker,  while  our 
side  has  many  decisions,  notably  ex  parte  Hyman,  ex  parte  Randall, 
ex  parte  Mills,  ex  parte  Elliott  and  numerous  others.  Told  them  to 
deliberate  whether  it  was  best  to  let  the  election  go  by  default  and 
fight  it  out  in  the  court  or  do  both.  They  were  to  hold  a  meeting  at 
night  and  let  me  know  the  result  of  their  deliberations. 
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"The  precinct  could  be  won  at  the  ballot  box  by  an  expenditure 
of  say  $500,  not  to  buy  votes,  but  to  employ  the  men  who  have  hereto- 
fore worked  against  the  antis  to  work  for  them — to  see  that  the  elec- 
tion is  conducted  according  to  law  and  to  put  courage  into  the  negro 
voters  (about  fifty  in  the  precinct)  by  assuring  them  of  protection— 
but  there  is  one  way  by  which  the  election  could  be  won  and  in  my 
opinion  ought  to  be  tried — for  if  sustained  by  the  courts  it  would  mean 
much. 

"Please  note  carefully  this  matter:  THE  CONSTITUTION  OF 
TEXAS  has  pointed  out  as  plainly  as  possible  the  prerequisites  to 
voting,  viz: 

"To  be  over  21,  to  be  a  citizen  or  having  declared  intention  of 
citizenship,  to  live  in  the  State  one  year,  in  the  county  six  months,  and 
VOTE  in  the  precinct  in  which  he  resides — carry  that  in  your  mind. 

"A  recent  pro  Legislature  has  added  that  in  a  precinct  election 
the  voter  must  have  lived  in  the  precinct  six  months. 

"Now,  no  Legislature  can  amend,  add  to  or  abrogate  any  provision 
of  the  Constitution.  No  burden  can  be  put  upon  or  taken  off  the  voter 
except  by  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  voted  upon  by  the  whole 
people  in  an  election  held  for  that  purpose  or  at  the  time  of  a  general 
election.  NOTE  THE  POLL  TAX  AMENDMENT— the  six  months' 
provision  has  never  been  passed  upon  and  is,  therefore,  not  legal.  Such 
being  the  case,  it  will  or  would  be  legal  for  all  parties  who  care  to 
come  into  Precinct  No.  3  in  Liberty  County,  with  a  bona  fide  intention 
to  there  remain,  and  claim  it  as  their  place  of  residence  to  vote  on 
the  9th  of  October.  This  is  not  'colonizing'  voters — it  is  neither  wrong 
nor  illegal— and  ought  to  be  settled  one  way  or  the  other.  There  is 
much  work  going  on  and  to  be  started  in  Cleveland  within  the  next 
few  days,  and  our  friends  might  as  well,  as  not,  get  the  positions.  If 
this  is  done  we  can  win — of  course,  the  pros  will  carry  it  into  the  courts, 
but  it  will  be  at  THEIR  expense  and  the  retailers  can  go  on  doing 
business  as  they  have  for  the  past  twenty-six  months;  till  the  courts 
finally  pass  upon  the  proposition."    (S-5787-88.) 

Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  report  to  B.  Adoue,  for  the  month  of 
September,  dated  October  4,  1909,  at  Galveston: 

"Liberty  was  well  fought  and  well  conducted  and  under  the  man- 
agement of  local  people.  No  speeches  were  made — but  a  great  deal 
of  literature  was  circulated  and  the  colored  voter  looked  after.  The 
colored  vote  was  largely  anti."    (H-1546.) 

Also  in  same  report: 

"The  Liberty  County  precinct  seems  hopeless.  A  short  review  is: 
"Nearly  two  years  ago  it  went  dry — we  contested  and  held  the 
place  open — last  month  the  entire  county  held  an  election — it  went 
wet — but  out  of  385  votes  in  the  Cleveland  precinct  it  gave  a  pro 
majority  of  67.  While  the  county  election  was  pending  the  court 
passed  upon  our  contention,  sustained  our  point  and  ordered  a  new 
election. 
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"The  chances  are  slim  for  an  anti  success,  as  you  can  understand 
from  the  returns  in  the  county  election."    (H-1548.) 

1910.

Letter  O.  Paget   to  H.  Prince,  November   18th,   1910: 

"I  have  taken  up  the  matter  with  the  proper  parties  in  re  Fuqua, 
and  I  have  the  affair  well  in  hand.  I  am  afraid  that  if  the  election 
goes  on  the  precinct  will  be  dry,  but  I  will  make  every  effort  to  stop  it. 

"I  am  returning  you  the  letter  which  you  sent  me  in  regard  to 
same,  and  remain."    (A-2996.) 

Letter  H.  Prince  to  O.  Paget,  December  7,  1910,  follows: 

"We  are  today  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  5th  inst.,  with  copy  of 
letter  addressed  to  Mr.  Otto  Wahrmund  of  San  Antonio,  in  which  we 
note  that  the  sum  of  $500  had  been  promised  as  a  bonus  in  the  Fuqua 
local  option  election,  in  which  you  state  you  expect  from  the  San  An- 
tonio Brewery  $250  and  from  the  American  Brewery  a  like  amount. 
If  the  sum  of  $500  was  to  be  spent  by  the  organization  for  legitimate 
expenses  in  the  election,  the  writer  would  not  hesitate  in  paying  his 
pro  rata,  but  as  this  $500  appears  to  us  has  been  promised  to  one  of 
the  saloons  as  a  bonus,  in  order  that  he  may  discontinue  business,  we 
do  not  see  the  justness  of  having  the  burden  of  the  payment  of  the 
bonus  to  fall  on  the  breweries,  as  the  parties  who  remain  in  the  busi- 
ness expect  to  be  individually  benefited  by  the  transaction. 

"The  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company  is  doing  as  much  if  not 
more  in  that  neighborhood  as  we  are,  and  from  late  reports  we  learn 
that  the  City  Brewery  of  San  Antonio  has  recently  shipped  in  enough 
bottle  beer  and  distributed  among  all  three  of  the  saloons  to  supply 
that  territory  for  some  time  to  come. 

"With  these  facts  before  us,  de  do  not  see  the  justness  of  your 
expecting  the  $250  from  us."  (A-3147.) 

Letter  O.  Paget  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  12-5-10, 
is  as  follows: 

"I  am  writing  you  this  letter  of  explanation  in  re  the  election 
called  in  Fuqua  precinct  of  Liberty  County  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Adoue. 

"In  that  precinct  there  were  two  saloons;  one  at  Rye  and  one  at 
Milvid.  A  wholesale  liquor  dealer  by  the  name  of  Weil  opened  a 
saloon  at  Fuqua  opposite  the  Kirby  Lumber  Company's  mill,  which 
immediately  started  a  ruction  in  that  concern.  A  local  option 
election  was  immediately  ordered,  headed  by  a  man  named 
Moore,  a  saloon  keeper  in  the  Rye  neighborhood  who  had  lost  his 
trade  because  of  the  opening  of  the  saloon  at  the  lumber  mill.  He 
declared  that  as  he  was  put  out  of  business  by  the  opening  of  this 
saloon  he  would  vote  the  place  dry  so  that  he  could  get  his  money 
back  from  the  county.  A  firm  of  your  patrons,  namely,  Curley  & 
Musgrove,  got  into  the  deal  and  Mr.  Moore  has  been  bought  out,  the 
saloon  at  Fuqua  closed,  the  mill  people  once  more  satisfied  and  happy 
and  the  cost  has  been  $500  (five  hundred  dollars). 
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"Mr.  Adoue  believes  that  this  cost  should  be  divided  between  the 
City  Brewery,  the  American  Brewing  Association  and  Curley  &  Mus- 
grove;  and  told  me  to  notify  you  and  the  American  Brewing  Associa- 
tion, asking  if  it  would  be  satisfactory  to  you,  the  check  to  be  sent 
after  the  election,  which  will  be  held  on  the  13th. 

"Please  notify  me  by  next  mail  your  pleasure  in  this  matter.  Copy 
of  this  letter  has  been  sent  to  the  American  Brewing  Association.'' 
(A-3145.) 

Letter  Wm.  Saenger,  Beaumont,  agent  for  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  12-8-10: 

"No  doubt  you  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  a  local  option  election 
takes  place  in  Liberty  County  in  a  precinct  composed  of  Milvid,  Fuqua, 
Rye  and  another  town,  the  name  of  which  I  have  forgotten,  on  the 
13th  inst.  As  we  have  carload  customers  in  this  precinct  who  have 
asked  us  to  come  across  with  something  to  assist  them  in  their  fight, 
we  would  be  pleased  to  have  your  wishes  in  the  premises."   (S-6571.) 

Letter  O.  Paget  to  H.  Prince,  12-8-10: 

"Your  valued  favor  of  December  7th,  in  re  the  Fuqua  election, 
received.  If  you  will  look  at  the  second  last  paragraph  in  my  com- 
munication of  December  5th  you  will  note  I  did  not  say  you  were  to 
put  up  half  and  the  City  Brewery  the  other  half.  It  was  to  be  divided 
into  three  parts,  viz:  City  Brewery,  American  Brewing  Association 
and  Curley  &  Musgrove.  The  election  will  take  place  on  Tuesday  next 
and  after  that  the  whole  matter  can  be  taken  up  and  straightened 
out.  In  the  meantime  be  as  patient  as  possible,  and  we  will  try  to 
make  a  satisfactory  arrangement  for  you."    (A-3150.) 

Letter,  excerpt,  from  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Wm. 
Saenger,  Beaumont,  Texas,  dated  12-10-10: 

"We  are  writing  Capt.  Paget  today  advising  that  we  would  take 
care  of  our  pro  rata  of  the  $500  expense  referred  to,  this  in  line  with 
your  advice."    (S-6577.) 

1911. 

Letter  American  Brewing  Association  to  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  4-18-1 1 : 

"I  beg  to  own  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  17th  inst.  with  enclosures 
appertaining  to  local  option  election  at  Fuqua,  which  I  return  here- 
with enclosed. 

"In  regard  to  claim  made  by  Messrs.  Curley  &  Musgrove,  in  which 
your  Mr.  Saenger  claims  that  we  promised  one-third  of  $500,  is  not 
correct.  I  have  no  recollection  of  every  having  made  any  such  promise. 
In  fact,  we  were  doing  no  business  in  the  locality.  Messrs.  Curley  & 
Musgrove  had  agreed  to  buy  out  Mr.  Moore,  who  was  a  customer  of 
ours,  and  on  whose  license  we  held  a  mortgage.  The  gentlemen  call- 
ing on  us  was  in  the  interest  of  having  the  mortgage  released  before 
the  indebtedness  was  paid  to  us,  to  which  we  agreed.     However,  in 
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the  course  of  conversation  regarding  the  election,  I  had  voluntarily 
told  the  gentlemen  who  called  on  us  that  while  we  were  not  financially 
interested  in  the  outcome  of  the  election,  the  American  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation would  at  all  times  contribute  its  share  towards  fighting  prohi- 
bition. I  have  no  recollection  of  ever  having  been  called  on  for  a 
contribution,  nor  is  there  anything  in  our  office  showing  that  there 
was  any  correspondence  with  reference  to  the  matter  between  our 
office  and  the  gentlemen  who  had  charge  of  the  election.  *  *  *" 
(A-3245.)    (See  A-3249,  3249.)

Letter  B.  H.  Hayden,  Liberty,  Texas,  to  R.  L.  Autrey,  1-11-13: 

"Mr.  N.  Q.  Henderson  of  Houston,  a  friend  of  mine,  was  here  to 
see  me  today  relative  to  the  prohibition  election  soon  to  take  place 
tfere,  and  possibly  throughout  the   country. 

"I  have  agreed  to  enter  your  service  and  give  you  the  best  I  can 
render,  if  I  suit  you  or  you  consider  my  services  necessary  to  your 
success.  I  gladly  recommend  you  to  Hon.  C.  F.  Stevens,  Hon.  F.  M. 
Stevens  and  Hon.  E.  B.  Pickett  Jr.  for  testimonials  of  my  fitness  and 
capacity  for  the  work  among  my  race."  (H-650.) 

Reply  to  above  by  R.  L.  Autrey,   1-15-13: 

"Replying  to  your  letter  of  January  11th,  which  we  note  with  in- 
terest. The  first  opportunity  I  have  I  will  talk  to  the  Honorable  F. 
M.  Stevens  about  you,  but  I  can  now  say  that  a  recommendation  from 
N.  Q.  Henderson  has  enough  weight  with  me,  because  I  have  much 
confidence  in  his  ability  to  judge  men  and  I  know  his  integrity. 

"What  is  necessary  to  do  now  is  to  promote  the  paying  of  poll 
taxes  by  the  colored  men.  If  they  can  be  brought  to  realize  that  the 
holding  of  a  poll  tax  receipt  is  the  best  asset  they  can  possess  to  gain 
standing  in  the  community  int  which  they  live  it  ought  to  be  a  con- 
vincing argument  to  stimulate  them  to   qualify  as  voters. 

"I  am  not  sure  that  any  local  option  election  will  be  called,  but 
if  one  should  be  called  I  will  want  your  services  in  the  cause."  (H-657.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  E.  S.  Clauss,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  to  San  An- 
tonio Brewing  Association  regarding  different  counties,  dated  7-21-13: 

"*  *  *  while  Liberty  County,  casting  about  200  votes,  will  hold 
an  election  on  August  2nd."

Letter  Wm.  Saenger,  Beaumont,  Texas,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  8-26-13: 

"No  doubt  you  are  aware  that  a  local  option  election  took  place 
for  the  whole  county  of  Liberty  a  couple  of  weeks  ago,  in  which  the 
anti  side  won  by  a  small  margin  of  thirty  some  odd  votes.  We  donated 
for  advertising  expense  $25.  Mr.  Riviere  of  Liberty  informed  us  that 
they  are  today  confronted  by  a  debt  of  something  over  $500,  represent- 
ing expenses  incurred  over  and  above  the  expense  money  they  had 
set  aside.    He  requests  additional  succor.    Our  customers  in  that  county

Are  leaving  the  matter,  however,  entirely  in  your  hands.

P.  S. — The  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company, 
American  Brewing  Association  and  the  Galveston  Brewing  Company 
have  not  paid  second  assessment.  Please  write  Hamilton  and  Prince, 
and  Adams,  or  ask  Mr.  Koehler  to  do  so,  especially  to  Mr.  Adams, 
relative  to  American  Brewing  Company  and  Galveston  Brewing  Com- 
pany.   S.  T.  M."    (S-403.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  J.  W.  Riggins,  Waco,  Texas,  to  San  An- 
tonio Brewing  Association,  July  23rd,   1902: 

"I  have  visited  Limestone  and  Lamar  Counties  and  returned  last 
night  at  12  o'clock.  We  have  these  counties  well  organized  and  in 
good  working  trim,  but  the  same  old  demand  is  made — MONEY, 
MONEY,  MONEY — they  want  more  money  everywhere,  but  up  to  this 
time  I  have  ruled  them  down  to  our  decision  at  San  Antonio  of  $500 
only  in  each  county."    (S-419.) 

Letter  J.  W.  Riggins  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  July 
28th,    1902: 

"Your  favor  of  the  27th  received.  I  have  just  returned  from 
Houston  County.  We  had  arranged  to  have  a  big  barbecue  on  last 
Saturday  and  would  have  had  about  10,000  people  present  and  it  looked 
like  we  would  have  swept  the  county,  but  the  rain  came  and  the  water 
poured,  so  the  meat  we  could  not  eat — it  was  too  wet. 

"I  am  hard  at  work  with  Houston,  Limestone  and  Lamar  Counties, 
and  with  threatened  fights  in  Navarro,  Ellis,  Titus,  Grayson  and  Fannin 
Counties."    (S-486.) 

Letter  H.  Prince  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  August 
15th,  1902: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  telegram  advising  that  Senator  Onion  will 
go  to  Nacogdoches  Monday  or  Tuesday,  sure. 
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"I  am  indeed  thankful  to  you  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  Onion, 
as  I  had  received  a  letter' from  Nacogdoches  stating  that  they  had  to 
have  some  one  to  start  them  off  on  the  right  road  to  organize. 

'T  hope  that  his  mission  will  be  the  outcome  of  doing  our  cause 
a  great  deal  of  good. 

"It  seems  that  the  pros  are  going  into  a  territory  where  it  is  going 
to  cut  quite  an  item  with  our  business. 

"Having  had  no  experience  in  battling  wtih  the  pros,  we  will  have 
to  depend  on  the  services  of  the  best  man  that  we  possibly  can  get  to 
manage  the  campaign  for  us. 

"I  have  copy  of  your  letter  to  Mr.  Hamilton,  with  reference  to  the 
Wharton  matter,  and  will  avail  myself  of  the  first  opportunity  that  I 
have  in  setting  him  right  on  this  question."    (S-554.) 

1904. 

Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  letter  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion, dated  2-10-04: 

"In  a  letter  from  a  gentleman,  well-known  citizen  of  Freestone 
County,  I  am  informed  that  the  boll  weevil  played  such  havoc  with 
the  farmers  in  that  county  last  season  that  it  would  be  ill-advised  to 
bring  on  an  election  at  this  time,  but  when  the  crops  are  in,  and  if 
same  should  be  even  fair,  Freestone  County  can  be  brought  into  the 
wet  column.  There  are  three  small  saloons  now  in  one  school  precinct 
adjoining  Limestone  County,  and  they  are  doing  the  business  of 
both  counties. 

"HEPBURN-DOLLIVER  BILL. 

"The  prohibitionists  are  sending  in  numerous  petitions,  letters  and 
telegrams  to  the  Representatives  at  Washington,  both  the  House  and 
Senate,  to  vote  for  the  Hepburn-Dolliver  bill.  This  association,  either 
as  such  or  as  individuals,  should  get  in  immediate  telegraphic  or  other 
communication  with  the  Representatives  with  counter  requests  and  ask 
that  they  use  their  influence  to  defeat  the  aforesaid  measure."  (S-1192.) 

Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  report  to  Texas  Brewers'  Association, 
dated  9-5-04: 

"23rd.  Went  to  Limestone  County  and  thoroughly  organized  the 
county,  and  from  indications,  so  far  as  I  could  see,  that  county  should 
go  wet  by  small  majority."    (S-1558.) 

1907. 

Excerpt  from  a  similar  report  of  O.  Paget,  dated  March  1,  1907, 
addressed  to  B.  Adoue: 

"An  election  in  Limestone  County,  which  was  being  exploited  by 
undesirable  parties,  has  been  postponed  for  a  more  propitious  occasion, 
when  we  can  get  the  right  people  to  back  it."    (S-3091.) 

Excerpt  from  O.    Paget's  report  to  B.  Adoue,  7-4-07: 

"The  Commissioners  addressed  a  letter  to  each  signer  of  the  pe- 
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tition  solely  because  they  had  faith  in  your  promise  and  the  signers 
called  the  election  off.  Copy  of  letter  enclosed.  In  this  connection 
let  me  say  that  not  one  of  the  victories  won  by  us  was  won  on  any 
other  plea  than  that  the  Brewers'  Association,  with  the  aid  of  the 
Baskin-McGregor  bill,  guarantee  to  the  citizens  a  decent  saloon  ele- 
ment and  if  we  fail  in  this  promise  then  there  will  be  a  reaction  against 
us — it  was  the  battle  cry  in  Navarro,  Waller  and  Freestone,  and  it  is 
proclaimed  by  Pendleton,  Stafford,  Marr,  Ashby  and  Ballew  on  every 
platform  in  Limestone.  I  have  been  told  that  your  association  was 
about  to  give  up  the  work.  If  you  do,  my  advice  is  to  abandon  the 
field  altogether.  There  need  be  no  great  expenditure.  The  B.  M.  bill 
makes  it  easy  work,  and  when  George  Rankin  reads  the  news  item  in 
the  Globe-Democrat,  off  the  platform,  how  the  association  had  quit 
the  reform  work,  it  does  us  more  injury  than  anything  else  could  do. 
We  have  no  chance  to  defend  the  old  system  of  the  saloons — we  ask 
just  give  us  a  chance  to  try  the  new — and  the  recent  elections  show 
that  generally  the  people  are  willing  to  do  so."  (G-124.)

Letter  R.  L.  Autrey  to  B.  Adoue,  7-29-07: 

"When  figuring  on  voting  at  Teague,  George  D.  Hunter  came 
dov/n  to  see  us  and  laid  the  matter  before  us,  and  we  were  of  the 
opinion  that  the  chances  were  good  to  carry  Teague  and  Fairfield  in 
Freestone  County,  and  gave  a  check  to  Mr.  Hunter  for  $250.  All  this 
with  the  knowledge  and  sanction  of  Captain  Paget.  Hunter  had  been 
our  customer  for  years  at  other  places  and  we  expected  to  continue 
business  with  him.  Mr.  Prince  went  to  Teague  and  took  our  customer 
Hunter  away  from  us  and  has  practically  captured  the  town  by  a 
very  liberal  outlay  of  cash.  Don't  you  think  that  the  American  Brew- 
ing Association  ought  to  refund  us  say  one-half  of  our  prohibition 
expense  at  Teague,  $125? 

"Mr.  Prince:  If  that  is  true,  sending  a  $125  check  will  be  neigh- 
borly action  and  might  be  bread  cast  upon  the  waters. 

"What  have  you  done  at  Mexia?  The  anti  committee  is  expecting 
a  subscription  from  all  the  breweries."    (A-1996.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  J.  B.  Rayner,  a  negro  preacher,  to  Sam  Morgan, 
manager  of  the  Dallas  Brewery,  September   11,   1907: 

"I  managed  the  campaign  in  McLennan,  Freestone,  Limestone  and 
Milam  for  the  antis.  I  refer  you  to  G.  H.  Luedde,  Waco;  R.  L.  Autrey 
and  Hugh  Hamilton,  Houston;  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio;  B. 
Adoue  and  O.  Paget  at  Galveston."     (D-578.) 

1909. 

O.   Paget's  notification   of   elections,  etc.     (A-2662.) 

Letter  John  L.  Wortham  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, 
July  24,  1909: 

"I  went  by  Houston  and  saw  the  parties  and  from  there  to  Lime- 
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stone  County,  and  made  a  thorough  and  detailed  investigation  of  the 
situation  there  and  returned  to  Houston  and  made  what  I  believe  to 
be  a  satisfactory  report.  I  feel  that  I  got  the  situation  in  such  detail 
that  they  will  be  able  to  reach  a  conclusion  as  to  what  they  feel  will 
be  best  to  be  done.  My  judgment  is  that  it  will  be  about  an  even 
break.  With  proper  management  the  fight  can  be  whipped,  but  by 
no  more  than  a  narrow  margin. 

"I  succeeded  in  quieting  some  disturbances  that  had  been  brought 
about  by  our  Waco  friend,  which  I  fully  explained  to  the  Houston 
parties,  and  which  I  believe  they  fully  appreciated.  I  told  the  Hous- 
ton people  that  with  Galveston  and  Waco  parties  on  the  scene  would 
mean  sure  defeat,  and  advised  them  to  have  the  matter  left  entirely 
and  absolutely  in  the  hands  of  the  home  people.  They  promised  to 
make  an  effort  along  this  line.  I  do  not  hope,  however,  they  will  suc- 
ceed in  doing  this  entirely,  for  my  information  was  that  the  Galveston 
party  was  leaving  that  day  for  that  county.  I  will  keep  in  touch  with 
my  friends  and  will  advise  the  Houston  people  from  time  to  time." 
(SS-60.) 

Letter  O.  Paget  to  Sam  T.  Morgan,  7-26-09: 

"There  is  going  to  be  an  election  in  Clay  County  and  you  are  very 
deeply  interested  therein.  I  wish  you  would  give  me  all  the  facts,  as 
far  as  you  know  them,  and  as  soon  as  I  can  get  rid  of  matters  in  Lime- 
stone County  I  will  go  up  to  Henrietta  and  see  what  is  to  be  done." 
(D-985.) 

Reply  to  above: 

"Complying  with  your  request  of  the  26th  inst.,  I  today  write  A.  P. 
Miller,  our  wholesale  dealer  at  Henrietta,  also  Col.  W.  B.  Worsham, 
who  is  interested  with  us  here,  and  hand  you  copy  of  my  letters.  As 
soon  as  I  hear  from  the  gentlemen  will  advise  you."    (D-986.) 

Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  report  to  B.  Adoue  for  the  month  of 
July,  1909: 

"Another  election  to  be  decided  on  the  7th  is  being  conducted  in 
Limestone  County.  This  is  a  hard-fought  battle  and  it  will  be  just  as 
bitter  and  the  same  tactics  are  being  employed  by  the  pros  as  in  Hardin 
— purchase  of  negro  votes  and  intimidation.  At  this  writing  it  looks 
safe  for  us,  but  something  may  turn  up  at  any  moment  to  defeat  us. 
All  our  speakers  are  there — white  and  colored — meeting  the  pros  at 
every  point,  and  our  people  seem  to  be  getting  the  best  of  it."  (SS-61.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  John  L.  Wortham,  Dallas,  Tex.,  to  San  An- 
tonio Brewing  Association,  dated  8-5-09: 

"I  have  made  some  midnight  trips  to  Limestone.  I  am  glad  to 
report  that  I  have  succeeded  in  getting  all  the  disaffected  elements 
that  ever  trained  with  me  and  my  crowd  lined  up  for  the  fight.  I  feel 
that  I  have  done  some  effective  work.  The  negro  condition,  of  which 
I  wrote  you,  was  in  such  bad  condition,  I  have  succeeded  in  getting 
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in  first-class  shape.  I  now  believe  that  we  will  get  95  per  cent  of 
the  negro  votes.  It  required  more  money  than  it  would  have  taken 
had  it  not  been  for  the  Luedde  play  with  the  negro  saloon  keeper. 
*  *  *  We  will  pit  him  against  the  member  that  laid  down  on  his 
instructions  in  the  last  Legislature.  *  *  *  I  shall  in  the  same  way 
continue  to  get  out  strong  young  men  for  the  Legislature  in  the  various 
districts  in  this  section  of  the  State.  I  want  to  look  after  Limestone 
and  Freestone  just  as  soon  as  the  fight  is  over  in  Limestone.  I  feel 
that  this  work  should  be  done  as  early  as  possible,  for  to  get  them 
out  and  talking  to  their  friends  will,  in  some  instance  at  least,  keep 
others  out  of  the  race.     *     *     *"    (S-5654.) 

Excerpt  from  John  L.  Wortham's  letter  to  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  8-11-09: 

"The  unexpected  happened  in  Limestone.  I  cannot  account  for 
the  result.  While  there  was  discord  in  the  ranks  of  both  white  and 
black  when  I  first  got  into  the  county,  I  had  every  assurance  on  my 
leaving  the  county  that  all  was  smooth."    (S-5675.)

We  will  write  you  again  on  the  subject  in  the  next  two 
or  three  days,  advising  how  they  should  proceed,  or  what  can  be  done, 
and  trust  satisfactory."

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  A.  C.  Marsden,  Bee- 
ville,  7-13-10: 

"We  are  sorry  that  you  did  not  refer  the  Oakville  correspondence 
to  us  sooner.  We  are  returning  the  same  herewith,  together  with  letter 
from  Capt.  Paget  of  Galveston,  Texas,  the  same  being  self-explanatory, 
and  from  which  you  will  observe  that  the  election  in  question  is  clearly 
illegal."

Letter  Otto  Wahrmund  to  O.  Paget,  7-13-10: 

"I  received  your  kind  favor  of  the  12th  inst.,  special  delivery,  also 
various  enclosures,  and  I  thank  you  sincerely  for  the  prompt  as  well 
as  deltailed  reply,  which  is  just  what  I  desired. 

"I  also  appreciate  the  fact  that  you  endeavored  to  reach  me  by 
phone,  but  I  was  tied  up  here  to  such  an  extent  and  so  extremely  busy 
that  we  simply  could  not  get  chance  to  talk  to  each  other,  which  I 
regret.  Will  state,  however,  that  it  would  hardly  have  accomplished 
anything,  for  what  they  desired  especially  was  an  opinion  as  to  the 
legality  of  the  election.  I  realized  that  it  was  too  late  for  anything 
else,  but  the  neglect  was  on  their  part,  not  ours."  (S-6280.) 

Letter  A.  C.  Marsden  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  7-27-10: 

"Your  letter  in  regard  to  the  Oakville  election.  Will  say  that  the 
parties  have  decided  to  let  it  go,  as  the  pros  won  by  five  votes,  but 
will  later  put  in  an  order  for  an  election  for  Precinct  No.  1. 
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"In  regard  to  the  lease  on  the  McCurdy  Building,  will  say  that 
you  can  send  the  contract  to  Mr.  McCurdy  at  once  and  he  will  execute 
same  as  before."

Letter  O.  Wahrmund  to  Capt.  O.  Paget,  7-30-10: 

"I  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  letter  from  Mr.  A.  C.  Marsden  of 
Beeville,  Texas,  the  same  being  self-explanatory. 

"As  I  am  extremely  busy  and  will  have  to  leave  again  for  Austin 
Monday  next,  I  will  appreciate  it  if  you  will  address  Mr.  Marsden  and 
our  friends  in  that  vicinity  how  best  to  proceed.  While  I  have  not 
gone  into  the  merits  of  the  thing,  still,  speaking  off-handed,  I  think 
that  they  are  not  proceeding  right.  You  will  recall  the  correspondence 
that  we  had  on  the  subject  before,  no  doubt?"

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  A.  C.  Marsden,  Beeville,  Texas,  8-2-10: 

"My  understanding  is  that  an  election  was  held  in  Oakville  pre- 
cinct of  Live  Oak  County. 

,  "Some  weeks  ago  a  letter  was  received  at  this  office  from  the  City 
Brewery  of  San  Antonio,  enclosed  in  which  was  a  letter  sent  by  a  man 
from  Oakville,  and  I  reviewed  the  situation  from  a  legal  standpoint, 
and  believed  the  election  to  be  illegal.  If  you  will  kindly  put  me  in 
touch  with  some  person  who  is  an  authority  in  that  precinct,  I  will  take 
the  matter  up  with  him  and  if  they  are  to  contest  the  election  we  will 
do  so  promptly.  There  is  not  much  time  to  be  lost  in  this  matter,  as 
under  the  new  law,  a  contest  must  be  filed  within  30  days  after  the 
result. 

"Awaiting  your  reply,  and  thanking  you  in  advance  for  same,  I 
am."

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  Hon.  Otto  Koehler,  City  Brewery,  San  An- 
tonio, 8-2-10: 

"In  response  to  your  letter,  enclosing  one  from  Mr.  Williams,  I 
beg  to  say  that  your  request  has  been  complied  with.  I  also  enclose 
you  a  copy  of  a  letter  sent  to  Mr.  Marsden  in  regard  to  the  Oakville 
election.     Same  will  be  satisfactory,  I  hope."     (S-6338.) 

LLANO  COUNTY. 

1902. 

A  local  option  election  was  called  for  Llano  County  in  1902.  On 
Dec.  8,  1902,  J.  W.  Riggins  writes  to  D.  F.  Roberts,  Llano,  Texas,  as 
follows: 

"Your  favor  of  Dec.  4th,  addressed  to  Messrs.  L.  W.  Levy  &  Co., 
has  been  referred  to  me  for  attention,  and  reply,  and  I  note  that  you 
will  likely  have  a  prohibition  election  in  your  county.  We  hand  you 
herewith  some  samples  of  the  literature  which  will  be  sent  to  your 
voters,  provided  we  receive  your  polling  list  in  time  to  distribute  same. 

"I  desire  to  say  to  you  that  it  is  the  policy  of  this  campaign  com- 
mittee to  educate  the  public  with  what  we  know  to  be  genuine  truths, 
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the  facts  in  the  case;  to  do  this  requires  time.  Therefore  it  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  that  we  begin  work  in  this  direction  as  soon  as 
possible. 

"I  would  suggest  that  you  call  a  meeting  of  your  citizens,  and 
organize  immediately.  Get  your  best  men  on  your  committees.  Get 
a  county  manager,  who  will  devote  his  entire  time  to  this  work,  upon 
a  salary  that  you  may  agree  upon. 

"When  I  can  be  of  anv  further  service  to  you,  kindly  command 
me."     (S-753.) 

1903. 

H.  E.  Hedeman  of  Llano  writes  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association 
on  March  9,  1903: 

"After  the  most  interesting  election  in  the  history  of  Llano,  the 
'antis'  will  win  by  about  20  majority.  The  voters  had  to  fight  their 
way  to  the  box  through  a  solid  mass  of  children,  women  and  preachers. 
Children  were  lined'  up  and  placarded:  'Won't  you  vote  to  save  me?' 
Women  were  beseeching  voters  to  save  their  boys,  etc.  Every  scheme 
known  to  the  'pro'  fanatics  was  brought  to  bear.  We  thank  you  for 
your  kind  assistance."      (S-862.) 

1905. 

The  breweries  spent  money  in  the  1905  election  in  this  county  as 
will  appear  from  the  following  correspondence: 

O.  Paget,  Galveston,  writes  E.  Hedeman  at  Llano  on  March  23, 
1905: 

"As  per  promise,  I  send  you  by  Wells  Fargo  Express  this  day 
samples  of  literature. 

"I  will  write  a  circular  to  go  with  the  liquor  dealers'  bond  and 
have  it  printed  and  send  them  to  you.  We  will  send  you  tomorrow 
two  or  three  of  the  copies  of  the  poll  tax  list  of  your  county. 

"Let  me  know  whether  you  want  us  to  send  any  of  the  literature, 
which  is  this  day  sent  you,  or  would  you  prefer  that  we  send  it  to  you 
and  let  you  distribute  it.  If  there  is  any  of  it  that  you  do  not  want 
or  cannot  use  let  me  know.  You  can  have  just  as  much  of  any  of  it 
as  you  want."     (S-1885.) 

And  on  March  18,  1905,  Paget  writes  the  same  party  as  follows: 

"Yours  of  the  17th  received.  Look  for  me  in  Llano  sometime 
Tuesday.  It  may  be  that  I  will  stop  in  Austin  for  a  day.  If  there  is 
anything  further  you  desire,  telegraph  me  at  my  expense  Monday." 
(S-1880.) 

O.  Paget  writes  H.  E.  Hedeman  at  Llano  on  March  28,   1905: 

"You  wrote  me  a  letter  dated  on  25th  inst.,  but  did  not  post  it 
until  the  27th  (Monday),  consequently  it  did  not  reach  me  until  today 
and  you  have  requested  me  to  have  Stump  Ashby  there  on  Friday, 
which  is  practically  impossible,  as  I  told  you  he  was  in  the  Indian  Ter- 
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ritory  and  I  could  not  reach  him  in  time  now  to  be  there  on  that  date. 
II  you  had  mailed  your  letter  on  the  date  of  writing  I  would  have  re- 
ceived it  Sunday  and  could  possibly  have  had  Mr.  Ashby  there  on  the 
day  indicated.  Even  if  I  had  received  your  letter  I  do  not  think  that 
I  would  have  asked  Mr.  Ashby  to  put  in  fifteen  days  in  that  county,  as 
he  will  charge  $100  and  expenses  for  one  week  and  our  people  cannot 
afford  to  pay  Mr.  Ashby  $400  and  expenses.  It  may  be  difficult  for 
me  to  get  the  association  to  pay  even  $100.  So  many  demands  have 
been  made  upon  them  that  there  are  no  funds  to  meet  them. 

"I  have  ordered  the  circulars  printed,  containing  the  liquor  dealers' 
bond  and  same  will  be  sent  to  you  directly.  I  expect  to  be  in  Austin 
tomorrow  at  the  Sutor  Hotel  and  will  be  pleased  to  have  you  call  me 
there  after  you  receive  this  letter,  or  send  me  a  telegram. 

"I  enclose  you  two  copies  of  the  poll  tax  lists  of  your  county.  Do 
not  delay  too  long  in  ascertaining  whether  the  literature  sent  you  is 
available  or  not."     (S-1895.) 

April  3,  1905,  Paget  writes  the  same  party: 

"I  send  you  by  express,  this  day,  the  literature  you  asked  for  upon 
my  recent  visit.    You  have  received  the  literature  sent  you  from  Dallas. 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  a  telegram  from  Stump  Ashby,  who  agrees  to 
meet  me  in  Austin  on  the  fifth.  He  will  be  in  your  city  on  the  sixth. 
I  wish  that  you  would  take  care  of  him — see  that  he  gets  proper  atten- 
tion. I  will  pay  his  fare  and  give  him  $100  as  a  fee.  I  will  give  him  a 
letter  of  introduction  to  you  and  you  can  discuss  whatever  plans  that 
suit  you. 

"Awaiting  to  hear  from  you  at  Austin  on  the  fifth,  at  the  Sutor 
Hotel,  I  am.  If  this  letter  reaches  you  too  late  to  write,  phone  me,  at 
my  expense  in  Austin,t  on  the  day  indicated."     (S-1907.) 

In  his  report  to  L.  W.  Levy,  dated  April  4,  1905,  enclosing  a  gen- 
eral report  for  March,  Paget  says  he  spent  some  time  in  Llano  County: 

"You  will  note  from  'days  where  spent'  that  I  was  in  Waller  and 
Llano  Counties  twice.  I  reported  to  you  special  separate  report  upon 
Llano  County  upon  which  I  hope  you  wiV  act."     (S-1911.)      (T-322.) 

On  April  5,  1905,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  to  H.  E. 
Hedeman,  at  Llano: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  two  favors  of  the  4th  inst.,  and  note 
carefully  contents.  We  hope  that  your  calculations  will  turn  out  all 
right,  and  if  you  enlist  the  people  referred  to  we  also  think  that 
chances  of  success  will  be  good. 

"In  regard  to  financial  assistance,  beg  to  state  that  we  want  to  do 
the  correct  thing  in  this  respect,  but  you  realize  that  our  expense  ac- 
count of  this  and  for  other  reasons  has  been  extremely  heavy,  and 
cur  margin  of  profit  in  consequence  has  not  been  what  it  should  be  by 
any  manner  of  means,  still,  we  realize  that  it  is  our  'fight'  as  well  as 
yours,  and  will  donate  the  sum  of  $75,  stated  purpose.  We  have  also 
spoken  to  Mr.  Bruhn,  the  manager  of  the  'Lone  Star,'  and  while  his 
interests  are  not  as  extensive  as  ours,  still  he  is  willing  to  subscribe 
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the  sum  of  $25  so  that  would  make  $100  from  tfie  two  breweries.  In 
making  these  donations,  beg  to  state  that  we  always  bear  in  mind  that 
the  spending  of  any  great  amount  of  money  generally  does  not  accom- 
plish the  object  sought  to  be  attained,  on  the  contrary,  the  spending 
of  a  reasonable  amount  along  legitimate  grounds  is  all  right,  but  then 
you  have  to  be  backed  up  by  sentiment.  We  trust  that  our  action  in 
this  respect  will  be  satisfactory."     (S-1913.) 

April  18,  1905,  O.  Paget  writes  to  H.  E.  Hedeman,  at  Llano,  saying: 

"Yours  of  recent  date,  also  telegram  from  Mr.  Ashby.  As  to  what 
to  do  in  the  matter  of  injunction,  I  cannot  advise  until  you  give  me 
the  facts,  as  to  infringements,  etc.,  etc.  Judge  Bryant  decided,  in  the 
Lamar  County  case,  referring  to  articles  41  and  42,  that  the  Terrell 
election  law  governed  local  option  elections.  Judge  Brooks,  in  a  later 
decision  decided  that  it  did  not,  therefore,  not  knowing  what  the 
special  demand  is,  I  could  not  give  you  any  advice  as  to  what  to  do. 

.  "I  regret  that  I  cannot  send  you  $150,  as  you  request.  I  told  you 
personally  and  told  Mr.  Ashby  to  tell  you  and  explain  it  to  you,  that 
except  the  county  went  wet  the  association  would  not  put  up  any 
money. 

"I  have  already  paid  Mr.  Ashby  $50  and  will  pay  his  bill.  Further 
than  this  contributions  cannot  be  obtained  from  the  Brewers'  Associa- 
tion. That  is  their  policy  and  they  will  not  change  it.  Waiting  your 
reply  at  your  very  earliest  convenience,  I  am."      (S-1939.) 

And  on  April  22,  1905,  he  writes  the  same  party: 

"Yours  of  the  20th  at  hand,  contents  noted.  So  far  as  mistaking 
my  expression  and  intention  is  concerned  relative  to  the  $250 — I  tried 
to  impress  upon  you  that  I  did  not  know  whether  I  could  get  the  money 
for  you  or  not,  but  that  the  association  would  send  Stump  Ashby  into 
your  county  and  pay  him  and  his  expenses  and  by  time  that  was  paid 
there  would  be  very  little  left.  The  night  before  Mr.  Ashby  left  for 
that  county  I  told  him  to  explain  to  you  emphatically  that  in  the 
event  of  the  county  going  wet  the  money  could  be  obtained,  but  in 
the  event  that  it  went  dry  the  association  would  not  put  up  a  dollar. 
I  employed  Mr.  Ashby  on  my  own  responsibility  and  do  not  know  what 
action  the  association  will  take  in  the  matter. 

"Llano  is  not  Texas.  There  are  other  counties.  Hardly  a  week 
goes  by  that  there  is  not  some  county  involved  in  a  contest. 

"I  herewith  enclose  an  opinion  of  W.  W.  Ballew  of  Corsicana,  who 
has  made  a  close  study  of  the  situation  and  his  opinion  is  endorsed  by 
Judge  Firmin  of  Dallas.  You  can  submit  same  to  your  local  lawyer  if 
you  so  desire."     (S-1958.) 

On  the  same  letter  Mr.  Hedeman  makes  the  following  notation: 

"Mr.  Paget  told  me  plainly  that  he  would  give  us  $250,  but  if  he 
furnished  a  speaker,  he  would  have  to  deduct  his  fee.  We  paid  Mr. 
Ashby's  expenses  here.  Mr.  Ashby  did  not  say  as  above,  on  the  con- 
trary, he  told  me  that  Mr.  Paget  said  that  he  would  send  me  some 
money,  and  said  nothing  about  'wet  or  dry.'  "     (S-1958.) 
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On  5-19-05,  H.  E.  Hedeman  writes  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation as  follows: 

'The  Mason  Anti-Local  Option  Committee  have  requested  me  to 
ask  you  if  you  could  assist  them  in  their  election  which  takes  place 
on  June  2nd.  I  can't  ask  the  Lone  Star  people,  for  the  reason  that 
the  Mason  customers  have  been  using  your  beer  almost  exclusively. 
The  'pros'  are  getting  busy.  They  will  have  speakers  in  the  field  next 
week.  The  'antis'  have  engaged  Judge  Meeks  of  Mason  to  speak  on 
their  side.  They  may  also  employ  W.  C.  Linden.  My  information  is 
that  they  will  have  a  close  race,  however,  the  population  is  mostly 
German,  and  they  ought  to  vote  anti. 

"Mr.  Paget  promised  me  $250  for  our  election,  afterwards  he  said 
he  would  have  to  deduct  Stump  Ashby's  fee,  which  was  $100.  He 
finally  refused  to  give  me  anything,  saying  that  it  was  the  custom  of 
the  association  not  to  give  anything  unless  the  fight  was  won.  This 
bit  of  experience  cost  me  personally  over  $100.  I  can't  understand  what 
service  the  association  amounts  to,  for  if  we  win,  we  can  better  afford 
to  pay  the  expenses  than  if  we  lose."     (S-2009.) 

To  which  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied,  date  of 
letter  May  20,   1905: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  19th  inst.,  with  enclosure, 
and  note  carefully  contents. 

"We  will  donate  the  sum  of  $50  account  of  the  Mason  local  option 
election,  and  you  may  so  inform  the  committee,  and  we  hope  that  they 
may  win  the  election.  We  fancy>  from  what  we  have  heard,  that  the 
election  will  be  a  close  one,  but  as  stated,  hope  that  our  friends  will 
win  out. 

"We  are  not  familiar  with  your  contention  with  Mr.  Paget.  As 
you  are  aware,  we  donated  the  sum  of  $75  and  the  Lone  Star  $25  for 
that  particular  purpose.  Certainly  if  Mr.  Paget  made  you  a  promise 
he  should  see  that  it  is  fulfilled,  and  we  are  going  to  take  this  up  with 
the  president  of  the  association,  in  a  confidential  manner  today,  and 
will  advise  further  later  on."     (S-2013.) 

O.  Paget,  in  a  letter  to  B.  Adoue,  dated  May  22,  1905,  gives  his 
version  of  the  controversy  about  the  expense  of  the  Llano  County 
election: 

"In  regard  to  the  Llano  matter — wherein  you  so  kindly  gave  me 
the  letters  of  Mr.  Hedeman,  the  San  Antonio  Brewery  and  Mr.  Koehler. 
I  beg  to  say  that  Mr.  Hedeman  is  simply  mistaken,  in  proof  of  which 
I  send  you  a  copy  of  all  my  correspondence  with  that  gentleman,  and 
in  justice  to  this  office,  I  request  that  you  will  send  same  to  the  San 
Antonio  people. 

"At  no  time  did  I  promise  Mr.  Hedeman  $250.  I  did  explain  to 
him  that  in  the  event  of  the  county  going  wet,  the  association  would  be 
willing  to  expend  that  amount  of  money,  but  out  of  same  would  have 
to  come  the  expenses  and  fee  charged  by  any  speaker  that  we  might 
send. 
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"I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  copy  of  my  letter  of  the 
18th — second  paragraph.  Your  association  sent  into  the  county,  by 
request  of  Mr.  Hedeman,  literature  specially  gotten  up  for  him,  cost- 
ing considerable,  also  the  poll  tax  list  of  that  county  was  procured  and 
two  copies  furnished  Mr.  Hedeman,  which  list  I  paid  for.  Mr.  Ashby's 
expenses  were  $75,  which  I  paid,  and  the  balance  due  him  of  $100  is 
this  day  mailed,  vide  his  request  in  letter  received  this  day,  copy  of 
mine  to  him  in  sending  the  check  accompanies  this  letter. 

"In  many  instances  in  conducting  the  various  campaigns  and  ex- 
penditures in  other  directions,  I  have  evidence  to  prove  that  I  have 
saved  your  association  many  hundreds  of  dollars — in  demands  made 
upon  the  association  I  would  neither  endorse  nor  submit  to.  Mr.  Koeh- 
ler  ought  to  know  that  I  have  no  desire  to  mislead  him  or  Mr.  Hedeman 
in  regard  to  the  facts.  I  think  it  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  say 
that  I  did  not  promise  Mr.  Hedeman  or  anyone  else  a  dollar  without 
the  consent  of  the  association  and  as  I  consult  you  upon  all  matters 
of  the  kind,  I  would  not  make  an  exception  of  Llano  County. 

"I  have  two  witnesses — one  of  whom  is  V.  V.  Daniels,  who  was 
in  Austin  at  that  time  and  heard  me  say  to  Mr.  Ashby  to  inform  Mr. 
Hedeman  once  and  for  all  time  that  any  money  spent  in  Llano  County 
would  be  contingent  upon  the  result  therein.  The  other  is  at  present 
in  Galveston,  and  heard  the  message  given  to  Mr.  Ashby,  who  was  at 
that  time  leaving  Austin  for  Llano  County  and  there  was  no  time  then 
to  write  to  Mr.  Hedeman.  What  Mr.  Ashby  told  Mr.  Hedeman,  I  have 
no  manner  of  knowing,  but  I  do  know  that  Mr.  Hedeman  was  not 
promised  $250  by  me. 

"I  have  no  suggestion  to  make.  I  simply  give  you  the  facts  and 
leave  it  to  you  to  act  as  your  judgment  dictates, .  remaining,  etc." 
(S-2018.) 

1907. 

Another  local  option  election  was  called  in  Llano  County  in  1907. 
On  Aug.  16,  of  that  year,  O.  Paget  writes  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  San 
Antonio:  , 

"The  letter  of  Mr.  Hedeman  of  Llano  which  you  sent  Mr.  Adoue 
he  showed  me.  The  calling  of  the  election  in  that  county  at  this  time 
is  premature,  but  as  it  is  called  the  thing  for  us  to  do  is  to  go  in  and 
fight  and  do  the  best  we  can  to  win.  An  engagement  in  Milam  County 
prevents  me  going  to  Llano  before  Wednesday,  at  which  time  I  will 
be  there. 

"If  you  know  of  any  other  man  besides  Mr.  Hedeman,  with  whom 
I  could  get  into  communication  or  call  on  while  in  that  city  let  me 
know  and  I  will  call  upon  him  also  while  there."     (S-3490.) 

To  which  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replies  on  Aug. 
17,   1907: 

"Noting  and  appreciating  yours  of  the  16th  inst.,  beg  to  state  that 
I  will  write  Mr.  Hedeman  that  you  will  be  there  with  view  of  helping 
out,  on  Wednesday  next,  the  21st  inst. 
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"There  are  a  number  of  others  to  whom  I  could  refer  you,  but 
that  is  really  not  necessary.  Mr.  Hedeman  is  the  right  party,  and 
through  him  you  will  meet  the  others  interested.  Trusting  your  fur- 
ther kind  attention,  I  beg  to  remain,  etc."     (S-3495.) 

On  Aug.  24,  1907,  B.  Adoue,  in  a  letter  to  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas, 
says: 

"We  are  having  a  warm  fight  in  Milam  and  Llano  Counties  with 
fair  chance  of  success.  The  people  are  making  the  fight.  Wahrmund, 
Bruhn  and  Luedde  are  furnishing  money;  not  much.  The  association 
supplies  literature,  speakers  and  Paget's  services."     (D-559.) 

O.  Paget,  on  Aug.  24,  1907,  makes  a  special  report  on  the  Llano 
County  local  option  campaign,  written  to  all  members  of  the  Texas 
Brewers'  Association: 

"There  was  a  time  on  the  22nd  inst.  when  I  believed  I  had  come 
to  the  hardest  proposition  I  had  ever  tackled,  when  I  tried  to  enlist 
the  business  men  of  Llano  into  taking  an  active  or  any  part  in  the 
local  option  election,  and  it  looked  as  though  I  would  have  to  give  it  up. 

"The  success  of  the  movement  is  detailed  later  on,  and  wish  you 
would  read  the  report  carefully.  If  there  be  any  credit,  let  us  give  the 
greater  part  to  H.  E.  Hedeman,  who  stuck  to  me  loyally. 

"I  will  now  proceed  in  detail  and  give  you  the  facts  leading  to  the 
election,  and  the  chance  for  an  anti  success.  Up  to  July  12th,  there 
were  three  clubs  successfully  conducted  in  Llano,  and  making  a  good 
profit.  Upon  the  non-intoxicating  drink  license  going  into  effect,  two 
of  them  closed;  one,  Umby  John  LaFrance,  remained  open,  till  the 
Sheriff  called  upon  him  and  told  him  to  close.  He,  LaFrance,  called 
a  meeting  of  the  club  and  they  being  attacked  by  that  prevailing  anti 
disease,  'cold  feet,'  decided  to  close,  though  there  was  no  legal  reason 
why  they  should,  as  a  copy  of  their  by-laws  now  before  me  shows  it 
closed  and  LaFrance  got  mad,  hired  an  ex-county  official  who  circu- 
lated a  petition,  secured  the  required  number  of  names,  presented  the 
petition  and  the  election  was  ordered  for  September  7,  1907,  and  the 
distinguished  John  found  himself  with  an  elephant  on  his  hand  which 
he  could  neither  control  or  direct.  He  quietly  sat  down  and  'let  her 
up,'  never  moved  hand  or  foot — but  with  a  sublime  trust  in  providence 
waited  for  something  to  turn  up. 

"If  you  raked  the  State  from  Llano  to  the  Gulf,  you  could  not  find 
a  more  incompetent  or  impossible  man  than  the  Sam  LaFrance.  Honest, 
clean,  decent,  with  as  much  initiative  as  a  Durham  cow,  and  as  much 
activity  as  an  over-grown  Berkshire.  Under  these  conditions  I  saw  it 
was  uphill  work.  I  had  met  H.  E.  Hedeman  before,  the  agent  of  the 
San  Antonio  brewers — a  man,  the  exactly  opposite  of  LaFrance,  a 
highly  respected,  successful  and  prominent  business  man. 

"I  proceeded  to  get  the  actual  facts  as  to  conditions  in  the  county, 
and  find  that  the  people  are  tired  of  prohibition,  and  want  a  change, 
but  because  of  the  manner  of  bringing  it  about,  no  business  men 
would  identify  himself  with  the  movement. 
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"I  interviewed  both  sides,  amongst  others,  a  lifelong  friend,  a 
preacher,  Dr.  Harrell,  now  a  temporary  resident  of  Llano,  also  Franklin 
Sitting,  a  large  property  owner  and  deacon  in  the  Methodist  church, 
know  him  for  23  years,  even  they  said  they  were  antis.  I  called  a 
meeting— well,  I  do  think  I  never  talked  so  hard  for  one  hour  as  I  did 
then;  in  fact,  I  began  to  believe  myself — got  some  life  into  the  part, 
and  formed  committees  to  interview  the  leading  business  men  and  ad- 
journed next  day.  I  was  not  sure  of  success,  but  hoped  and  was  not 
idle. 

"At  our  next  meeting  things  changed  wonderfully.  The  little  talk 
had  been  digested  and  those  who  attended  had  their  war  paint  on,  and 
the  result  was  a  splendid  body  of  men  were  enlisted,  and  I  believe  suc- 
cess is  assured.  Here  are  the  names;  not  a  saloon  man  amongst  them, 
and  John  LaFrance  was  not  even  called  to  the  last  meeting.  It  was 
better  so:  President,  Dr.  Louis  H.  Bruhl,  consul  general  to  Italy  under 
Cleveland  Administration;  secretary,  William  Orr  (wholesale  mer- 
chant); treasurer,  A.  L.  Jones  (leading  jeweler)."     (S-3510.) 

On  Aug.  24,  1907,  O.  Paget  transmits  copy  of  above  report  to 
Otto  Wahrmund,  saying: 

"I  enclose  you  herewith  copy  of  my  report  from  Llano  and  re- 
spectfully ask  that  the  same  get  patient  reading  and  immediate  reply." 
(S-3509.) 

Mr.  Paget  further  says  in  the  next  above  mentioned  report: 

"They  will  expect  from  each  brewery — three — the  City,  Lone  Star 
and  Mr.  Luedde,  $150,  and  it  is  modest.  They,  themselves  will  raise 
all  else. 

"I  would  advise  that  $100  be  sent  by  each  of  the  parties  named, 
ar  once,  and  if  they  can  get  along  with  that,  no  further  demand  will 
bt  made. 

"There  are  no  salaried  officers,  nor  a  grafter  in  the  entire  crowd. 
These  men  are  enlisted  for  the  war  and  I  honestly  believe  will  win. 

"They  will  put  men,  one  or  two,  at  $2  per  day  in  each  of  the  20 
voting  boxes  and  will  make  a  house-to-house  canvass  of  the  county. 
There  are  no  niggers  here  to  sponge  or  graft;  it  is  white  man's  country, 
and  will  be  fought  out  on  decent  lines. 

"Of  course,  I  was  begged  to  remain,  and  were  it  not  for  the  elec- 
tion in  Milam,  I'd  have  been  strongly  inclined  to  do  so,  but  promised 
to  return  several  days  before  the  election  and  help  them  out. 

"I  will  send  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  each  of  the  breweries  named 
and  to  Mr.  Adoue."     (S-3512.) 

In  a  letter  dated  Aug.  27,  1907,  to  H.  E.  Hedeman  at  Llano,  the 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes: 

"We  have  your  recent  favor,  and  have  also  heard  from  Mr.  Paget 
on  the  same  subject.  He  gives  you  great  praise  for  your  able  work 
and  the  aid  extended  him,  and  we  also  desire  to  thank  you!  With  such 
able  men  as  outlined  enlisted  in  our  cause,  it  strikes  the  writer  that 
we  should  have  very  good  chance  to  win. 
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"I  have  pleasure  in  handing  you  herewith  exchange  for  the  good 
of  the  cause,  which  kindly  turn  over  to  the  committee,  and  I  under- 
stand that  others  interested  will  do  likewise.  Kindly  acknowledge  re- 
ceipt, and  keep  us  advised  from  time  to  time  of  the  progress  of  affairs, 
obliging."     (S-3519.) 

And  on  the  same  date,  8-27-07,  they  write  O.  Paget  as  follows: 

"We  have  your  recent  favor  relative  conditions  at  Llano,  Texas, 
which  we  have  carefully  noted,  and  for  which  our  thanks! 

"You  certainly  must  have  done  some  very  excellent  work  to  have 
gotten  things  in  the  shape  indicated  and  with  such  able  men  in  the 
fight  in  our  behalf,  our  impression  is  that  we  should  be  able  to  win 
cut.  We  certainly  appreciate,  and  congratulate  you  on  the  good  work 
done,  and  sincerely  hope  that  you  may  be  able  to  spare  Mr.  Hedeman 
a  little  more  of  your  valuable  time  later  on. 

"In  regard  to  finances,  we  have  complied  with  your  request  and 
feel  satisfied  that  our  other  friends  mentioned  will  do  the  same." 
(S-3520.) 

H.  Hedeman  at  Llano  writes  to  O.  Paget,  8-28-07: 

"Your  favor  of  the  26th  received.  We  will  have  Mr.  Ballew  make 
two  speeches  here  Saturday,  one  in  the  afternoon  and  one  at  night. 
We  are  waiting  for  the  pros  to  show  their  hand  before  making  dates 
for  Mr.  Firmin.  We  want  to  follow  them  up  if  possible.  The  pros  are 
getting  busy,  and  the  committee  want  you  to  come  here  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, .and  remain  until  the  day  of  election.  They  believe  your  advice 
would  be  of  great  advantage  to  us. 

"We  have  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  Williams  to  take  care  of  our 
speakers  over  the  county.  He  is  a  good  man,  and  well  acquainted  over 
the  county,  having  run  for  Sheriff  last  year.  Mr.  Barler,  Deputy 
Sheriff,  will,  I  believe,  take  the  pro  speaker  out.  If  you  send  Mr. 
Marr  up,  we  can  get  a  good  man  to  take  him  out  also.  Don't  dis- 
appoint us,  in  regard  to  speakers.  We  have  advertised  both  Mr.  Ballew 
and  Mr.  Firmin."     (S-3524.) 

On  Aug.  29,  1907,  O.  Paget  writes  to  Otto  Koehler,  at  San  Antonio: 

"Yours  re  Llano  received.  I  am  pleased  if  my  work  there  satisfies 
you.  It  was  hard,  but  it  was  child's  play  to  this  place  (Cameron).  I 
would  not  take  all  the  wealth  of  the  T.  B.  A.  combined  and  exist  another 
week  as  I  have  this  one  here."     (S-3526.) 

And  on  Sept.  4,  1907,  Paget  again  writes  Mr.  Koehler: 

"On  my  return  here  (Llano)  I  find  'nothing  done.'  The  organiza- 
tion which  we  perfected,  as  soon  as  \  left  'laid  down'  all  but  Hedeman 
and  one  or  two  others.  Result:  we  will  lose  the  county.  Hedeman  has 
done  all  he  could.  If  some  active  outsider  could  have  been  here  dur- 
ing the  fight  we  could  have  won.  Y  fear  it  is  now  too  late,  as  I  have 
only  two  more  working  days.  I  will  do  the  best  I  can,  but  it  looks 
hopeless."     (S-3534.) 
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The  county  went  dry.  On  Sept.  9,  1907,  H.  Hedeman  writes  the 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  from  Llano  and  thanks  the  brewery 
for  ''the  assistance  rendered  us."     He  says: 

'T  am  very  sorry  to  report  that  we  were  beaten.  This  is  no  more 
than  I  expected,  the  election  was  pulled  off  at  the  wrong  time.  Relig- 
ious meetings  were  being  held  all  over  the  county,  and  many  of  the 
voters  had  a  case  of  'six  weeks'  religion.'  The  majority  of  us  were 
strongly  in  favor  of  going  slow  and  waiting  until  next  February,  if 
necessary,  but  we  could  do  nothing  with  John  LaFrance,  the  agent 
for  the  Anheuser-Busch,  who  acted  very  stubborn  in  the  matter  and 
lost  us  the  fight.  Mr.  Paget  and  his  men  did  very  good  work.  We 
cut  the  majority  from  159,  in  1895,  to  about  86,  this  time.  Thanking 
you  for  the  assistance  rendered  us,  I  remain,  etc."     (S-3553.) 

To  which  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replies  on  Sept. 
10,   1907: 

"We  have  your  favor  of  the  9th  inst.,  and  as  you,  regret  that  we 
lost  out  in  the  recent  election  there.  Well,  better  luck  next  time!  We 
appreciate  the  causes  which  brought  this  about,  and  know  only  too 
well  that  it  was  a  matter  beyond  your  control,  and  in  view  of  the 
same,  we  had  our  doubts  as  to  the  result  being  in  our  favor  right  from 
the  start;  it  could  hardly  be  otherwise,  everything  considered. 

"You  did  splendid  work,  and  if  the  rest  had  taken  a  similar  interest, 
the  result  might  have  been  different^;  even  as  it  is,  we  feel  that  you 
have  cause  for  congratulation  in  making  the  showing  which  you  did." 
(S-3559.) 

1910. 

Another  local  option  election  was  called  in  1910  in  Llano  County. 
On  Feb.  15,  1910,  O.  Paget  writes  to  the  various  breweries,  including 
San  Antonio   Brewing  Association,  as   follows: 

"We  understand  in  this  office  that  an  election  is  going  to  be  called 
in  Llano  County.  Will  you  kindly  give  me  the  name  of  your  represen- 
tative or  agent  in  that  county,  or  do  you  people  care  to  handle  the 
county  from  that  end  of  the  line?"     (S-5999.) 

To  which  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied  on  2-16-10: 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  15th  inst.,  beg  to  state  that  the  Llano 
election  has  been  ordered  for  the  12th  of  March.  It  will  not  be  neces- 
sary for  you  to  take  this  up.  Judge  Moore  will  be  here  tomorrow,  and 
it  is  my  intention  to  have  him  go  there,  as  I  have  a  large  number  of 
personal  friends  in  that  town  and  vicinity,  who  will  help  us  out  I  am 
sure,  and  we  can  handle  the  situation."     (S-6002.) 

O.  Paget  writes  to  Otto  Wahrmund  on  2-19-10,  as  follows: 

"Yours  of  the  15th  and  16th  received  upon  my  return  this  morning 
from  North  Texas.  In  re  the  Llano  County  matter— we  have  shipped 
the  literature  this  day  to  the  president,  Dr.  Bruhl.     Mr.  G.  Tiff  Moore, 
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brother  of  Monta  J.,  is  in  charge.  From  all  accounts  received  from 
that  county,  where  I  have  many  friends,  prospects  are  good,  and  I  sin- 
cerely hope  we  will  win."     (S-6006.) 

In  a  letter  dated  March  1,  1910,  R.  Knippenberg,  Pasadena,  Cal., 
writes  for  Adolphus  Busch  to  Otto  Wahrmund  that  he  had  received 
notice  from  B.  Adoue  that  elections  will  take  place  at  different  places. 
and  says: 

"And  ask  you  to  have  prominent  speakers  at  the  various  election^ 
to  reply  and  answer  intelligently  the  lies  and  deceiving  arguments  c 
our  common  enemy  who  never  make  any  other  argument."     (S-6022. 

The  above  applies  to  Llano  County.     (See  S-6023.) 

The  antis  lost  the  election  in  Llano  County.  Letter,  3-13-10,  from 
H.  E.  Hedeman  to  Otto  Wahrmund: 

"We  were  defeated  by  forfy-one  votes.     We  attribute  our  defea 
to  traitors  within  our  camp.     The  'pros'  seem  to  have  unlimited  funds 
at  their  command,  and  had  more  speakers  than  we  did,  and  whenevt 
one  of  our  speakers  spoke  at  any  point  in  the  county,  they  would  immt 
diately  follow  us  up  with  one  of  their  speakers.     Besides  this,  they  had 
one  or  two  that  stayed  in  the  country  all  the  time.     In  town  they  mac 
an  appeal  through  the  women,  to  the  'antis,'   that   if  they  could   no 
conscientiously  vote  the  'pro'  ticket,   to  remain   away  from  the  polls 
Their  main  argument  was  that  they  could  get  all  at  the  Llano  clui 
that  was  wanted  to  drink,  and  that  they  ought  to  vote  against   oper 
saloons  to  save  their  boys  and  our  boys.     This  seems  to  have  the  dc 
sired  effect.     Several  of  our  'anti'   friends  who  were  members  of  th 
Llano  club  stayed  away  from  the  polls. 

"I  was  one  of  the  judges  of  the  election,  and  was  in  position  to  dc 
a  little  detective  work,  and  you  will  doubtless  be  surprised  to   knov 
that  some  of  our  people  that  we  thought  were  strong  'antis,'  and  wh 
furnished   vehicles  to   take   our  speakers   over   the   country,   and   wh 
accompanied   them    on   their   trips,   voted   the   prohibition    ticket, 
asmuch  as  we  had  practically  bought   thirty-four  votes,   all  of  whic 
.we  have  reason  to  believe  voted  the  'anti'  ticket,  we  thought  that  our 
majority  would  be  at  least  seventy-five  in  this  box,  but  so   many 
cur  people  remained  away  from  the  polls,  or  when  pressed  to  vote  < 
such   an   extent   that  they   could    not  avoid   it,   either  voted   the     pr 
ticket,   or   dropped   in   a    blank   ticket,    that   is,    one    which   was    no 
scratched,  either  for  or  against.     Several  of  this  kind  were  found  i 
the  box.     Our  majority  was  less  than  it  was  in  the  last  election.     Ou 
gains  in  the  country  were  quite  satisfactory,  and  had  the  town  not  gone 
back  on  us,  we  would  have  easily  won  the  election. 

"The  work  of  the  speakers  furnished  us  was  highly  satisfactory 
as  shown  by  the  gain  in  several  of  the  country  boxes.     My  opinion  ic 
that  as  long  as  the  Llano  club  remains  in  existence,  we  will  never  win 
in  this  box,  because  the  most  rabid  'pros'  in  the  county  are  entertained 
by  its  members.    They  can  get  all  the  'booze'  they  want,  and  under  the 
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present  conditions  there  is   no  inducement  to   get  them  to  vote  any- 
thing else  than  the  prohibition  ticket."     (S-6034.) 

On  May  12,  1910,  T.  H.  McGregor  writes  Otto  Wahrmund  as  fol- 
lows: 

• 

"I  have  just  returned  from  Llano,  where  I  was  called  for  the  pur- 
pose of  defending  some  pending  cases  against  the  Llano  club.  This 
club  has  been  consuming  from  four  to  five  carloads  of  beer  each  year, 
which  they  have  bought  from  the  Busch  people. 

"In  their  recent  election  up  there,  the  Busch  people  refused  to  help 
them  out  and  now  that  they  are  being  indicted  and  prosecuted,  they 
still  refuse  to  help  the  boys  out,  notwithstanding  that  they  had  been 
good  customers.  Some  of  the  members  of  the  club  are  very  sore  about 
this  and  while  there,  I  suggested  to  them  that  they  were  served  right, 
as  they  ought  to  buy  their  beer  either  from  you,  as  you  are  a  personal 
friend  to  a  great  many  of  them,  or  from  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing 
Company,  etc."     (S-6118.) 

1912. 

Still  another  election  was  called  in  this  county  for  1912.  Letter 
from  Lone  Star  Brewing  Company  to  H.  E.  Hedeman,  Llano,  dated 
April  3,  1912: 

"Your  letter  addressed  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, 
with  regard  to  the  coming  election  at  Li-no,  was  referred  to  us,  and 
we  would  like  to  hear  from  you,  should  Llano  go  wet  again,  whether 
you  will  be  willing  to  take  care  of  our  interests  there.  If  not,  of  course, 
we  would  have  to  make  other  arrangements,  etc."     (L-97.) 

1914. 

It  appears  also  that  an  election  was  called  in  this  county  in  1914, 
for  on  May  22,  1914,  O.  Paget  writes  Otto  Wahrmund: 

"You  are  aware,  of  course,  that  an  election  has  been  called  for 
Llano  County  to  be  held  on  the  6th  of  June.  Our  mutual  friend,  H.  E. 
Hedeman  wrote  me  and  asked  that  I  send  him  some  literature,  and, 
while  I  am  in  no  way  connected  with  the  brewers,  I  am  sufficiently  in- 
terested to  send  him  what  I  consider  the  best  for  his  purpose,  so  far  as 
it  goes,  at  my  own  individual  expense. 

"Mr.  Wahrmund,  there  is  no  sense  in  losing  Llano  County — let 
me  say,  rather,  letting  it  remain  in  the  dry  column.  There  are  only 
28  votes  to  overcome  and  it  seems  to  me  a  pity  that,  a  fight  is  not  made 
in  that  county. 

"Find  enclosed  samples  of  literature  sent,  and  if  I  can  do  anything 
to  aid,  I  will  do  so,  without  money  or  price."     (S-7764.) 

To  which  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied  on  May  25, 
1914,  as   follows: 

"I  have  your  kind  favor  of  the  22nd  inst.  and  was  pleased  to  hear 
fiom  you;  in  fact,  I  am  always  glad  to  receive  your  communications. 
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"I  must  confess  that  I  fully  agree  with  you,  and  there  is  no  use  or 
sense  in  permitting  Llano  County  to  remain  in  the  'dry'  column,  for, 
with  proper  effort  the  slight  majority  could  be  overcome.  The  day  of 
election  will  tell  the  tale,  however,  and  it  will  be  a  question  as  to  how 
Jennie  and  Annie  want  him  to  vote.  While  I  have  no  desire  to  appear 
egotistical,  I  know  quite  a  number  of  people,  have  a  great  many  friends 
in  Llano  County,  and  if  I  was  not  connected  with  the  brewery  business, 
I  think  that  I  could  do  a  great  deal  of  good  and  aid  in  adding  Llano 
County  to  the  'wet'  column  without  question  of  a  doubt."     (S-7767.) 

O.  Paget  again  writes  Otto  Wahrmund  on  May  26,  1914: 

"Your  kindly  and  interesting  letter  of  the  25th  to  hand. 

"I  am  glad  there  is  one  man  connected  with  the  brewing  interests 
who  seems  to  have  the  courage  to  defend  his  business. 

"Of  all  the  foolish  weakness  that  of  being  afraid  of  what  the  'pros' 
may  say  or  think,  is,  to  me,  the  most  inane.  When  I  was  not  inter- 
fered with  I  won  fight — and  I  followed  the  idea  of  the  great  Von 
Moltke,  which  was:  'Strike  the  first  blow — and  keep  up  your  attack, 
keeping  the  enemy  so  busy  he  cannot  attack  you.' 

"There  are  many  elections  called  that  have  no  chance  of  winning — 
some  have  a  chance.  The  thing  to  do  when  an  election  is  called,  by  pro 
oi  anti,  is  send  a  man  to  investigate — then  if  there  is  a  fighting  chance 
to  win — fight,  and  fight  hard.  If  there  is  no  chance — quit  and  stay 
quit  and  don't  spend  a  dollar.  Any  man  who  knows  the  game  can 
quickly  determine  whether  it  is  best  to  make  a  fight  or  not. 

"Now,  as  to  Llano:     On  another  business  I  will  be  in  the  town  of 
.      ./  . 

Llano  tomorrow,  and  will,  if  you  wire  me  there,  wait  for  your  letters 

if  you  care  to  send  them — will  see  the  parties  and  urge  them  to  work 

for  an  anti  success. 

"This  will  b'e  done  without  one  cent  of  cost  to  you.     Just  for  the 

sake  of  the  time  that  I  was  with  your  association.     If  you  think  the 

game  is  worth  it,  wire,  if  not,  let  it  go."     (S-7770.) 

May  27,  1914,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  H.  E. 
Hedeman,  Llano: 

"I  have  just  wired  you,  and  now  beg  to  confirm  as  follows:  'My 
friend,  Capt.  Paget,  will  arrive  Llano  today  on  personal  business. 
Piease  meet  him  at  train,  and  inform  him  that  you  do  so  at  my  request.' 
Which   I   trust   you   received,   and     have    kindly   done   as    suggested." 

■,S-7774.) 

On  May  28,  1914,  O.  Paget  writes  from  Llano  to  Otto  Wahrmund 
as  follows: 

"If  some  man  (and  you  have  several)  who  knows  how  to  conduct 
a  pro  election  had  come  here  ten  days  ago,  this  county  would  be  in 
the  wet  column.  I  fear  it  is  now  too  late.  We  have  practically  only 
24  hours  more,  yet  if  we  could  get  the  reply  from  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral we  might  yet  win. 

"Jones  County  is  going  to  hold  an  election  June  6th,  etc. 
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"This  (Llano)  county  ought  to  be  wet.  There  are  good  antis  here, 
willing  and  eager  to  work,  but  they  don't  know  Curtis  and  several  out- 
side preachers  have  stumped  the  county.  Our  anti  friends  did  nothing. 
They  are  afraid  of  local  influence,  this  is  why  someone  who  knows  the 
game  should  be  here  to  stiffen  their  backs. 

"They  have  asked  me  to  remain.  I  will  do  so  till  tomorrow  a.  m., 
but  I  have  not  much  hope,  but  we  have  lost  nothing."     (S-7775.) 

MADISON  COUNTY. 

1904. 

On  November  26th,  1904,  H.  Prince,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
American  Brewing  Association,  wrote  to  Capt.  O.  Paget,  Galveston, 
Texas,  the  following  letter: 

"We  are  today  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  Madisonville, 
Madison  County,  Texas,  advising  that  the  election  will  take  place  on 
December   14th. 

"Mr.  R.  M.  Conner,  box  98,  Madisonville,  is  chairman  of  the  anti- 
prohibitionists,  and  Mr.  D.  M.  Leby,  treasurer.  They  are  badly  in  need 
of  someone  to  organize  them  and  prepare  for  the  election.  They  also 
ask  for  contributions,  which  we,  of  course,  will  not  make  until  after  we 
have  your  recommendations  in  the  matter."     (A-1224.) 

On  November  26th,  1904,  H.  Prince,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
American  Brewing  Association,  wrote  to  Mr.  R.  M.  Connor,  Madison- 
ville, Texas,  as  follows: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  24th;  contents  carefully  noted. 
We  have  a  campaign  manager,  Capt.  O.  Paget,  whose  business  it  will 
be  to  pay  you  a  visit  and  see  that  your  forces  are  properly  organized. 
As  to  contributions  towards  the  campaign  fund,  we  would  prefer  to 
await  his  report.  We  are  at  all  times  ready  and  willing  to  assist  in 
the  campaign  expenses,  but  we  would  like  to  be  first  advised  whether 
the  citizens  and  property  owners  are  going  to  do  some  active  work  for 
the  campaign  on  the  anti  side.  Unless  they  do,  all  the  funds  that  you 
might  receive  from  the  outside  would  do  you  no  good. 

"Regarding  the  beer  that  you  will  need  for  the  occasion,  same  will 
be  sent  to  you  any  time  required,  with  our  compliments,  and  all  that 
we  ask  of  you  is  to  see  that  the  kegs  are  all  promptly  returned  to  us. 

"We  have  forwarded  your  letter  to  Capt.  Paget,  at  Galveston,  who 
is  expected  to  go  to  Trinity  County  early  next  week,  and  will,  no  doubt, 
extend  his  journey  to  pay  you  a  visit."     (A-1225.) 

Excerpt  from  report  dated  about  Dec.  1,  1904,  written  by  O.  Paget 
to  L.  W.  Levy,  Galveston,  Texas: 

"In  Madison  there  is  a  fair  chance  of  success.  The  County  Attor- 
ney advised  holding  of  two  elections  on  one  day,  viz:  the  entire  county 
and  the  Madison  precinct.  This,  in  my  opinion,  will  work  mischief 
ard  complicate  things.  There  is  a  chance  of  success  in  Madison — a 
fighting  chance."     (S-1703.)      (See  T-250.) 
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MARION  COUNTY. 

1910. 

On  January  13,  1910,  O.  Paget  of  Galveston,  Texas,  wrote  the  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association,  as  follows: 

"An  election  was  held  in  Jefferson,  the  county  seat  of  Marion 
County,  on  the  11th  inst.  It  had  been  dry  for  two  years.  The  anti- 
prohibitionists  wrote  to  this  office  some  time  ago,  and  were  told  not 
to  bring  on  the  election  until  after  February,  but  to  get  to  work 
amongst  our  friends,  especially  the  colored  voters,  and  induce  them  to 
pay  their  poll  taxes,  and  then  when  they  could  vote  on  the  poll  taxes 
thus  paid,  to  call  the  election.  Colored  men  were  interested,  and 
many  paid  their  poll  taxes,  more  than  sufficient  to  have  carried  the 
election  for  the  antis.  An  indiscreet  anti-prohibitionist  talked  too 
much,  and  said  they  would  not  call  the  election  until  after  the  first  of 
February.  The  pros  took  snap  judgment,  and  called  the  election  them- 
selves, in  January,  when  the  newly  paid  poll  taxes  would  not  be  avail- 
able, with  the  result  that  the  precinct  was  carried  by  forty  majority. 
If  the  election  had  been  held  the  2nd  of  February  the  antis  would  have 
carried  the  precinct  by  not  less  than  75.  In  this  connection,  I  desire  to 
say  that  no  money  was  spent  in  the  election,  no  contributions  made, 
because  the  writer  saw,  after  going  over  the  situation,  that  even  under 
the  most  favorable  circumstances,  the  pros  had  at  least  37  majority, 
therefore  advise  that  no  contribution  be  made  towards  the  campaign. 

"Dr.  G.  S.  Lincoln  was  present  the  day  before  the  election,  and  I 
send  you  a  copy  from  a  letter  to  me,  as  follows: 

"  'Captain  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  Texas.  Dear  Sir:  I  was  in  Jeffer- 
son yesterday,  till  2  o'clock,  and  watched  the  proceedings.  The  women 
and  children,  both  black  and  white,  marched,  sang  and  prayed,  and  ab- 
solutely grabbed  the  voters,  to  keep  them  from  voting.  If  we  allow 
such  violations  of  the  law  to  go,  it  is  too  bad.  Better  lose  a  few  elec- 
tions and  stop  it.  We  cannot  get  women,  who  will  make  counter-dem- 
onstrations. It  most  certainly  has  a  wonderful  influence  on  the  voters, 
especially  in  the  smaller  towns.  Can't  we  stop  it?  Our  committee 
was  bluffed,  and  we  lost  several  votes,  that  I  saw,  not  to  mention  those 
who  heard  of  it,  and  kept  away.  When  a  negro  would  come,  they 
would  ask  him  if  he  was  21,  or  had  a  tax  receipt,  and  if  he  had  to 
swear  in  his  vote,  they  would  tell  him  that  he  had  to  swear,  and  that 
if  he  swore  falsely,  it  meant  two  years  in  the  pen.  The  negro  usually 
quit  right  there,  and  our  committe  laid  right  down,  and  stood  for  it. 
Their  methods  (the  pros)  were  a  revelation  to  me,  and  something 
ought  to  be  done  to  protect  our  voters.     (Signed)    (Dr.)  G.  S.  Lincoln.' 

"I  send  the  above  to  show  you  what  we  have  to  contend  with  from 
the  pros.  Such  things  never  occur  when  I  am  present,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  I  will  not  stand  for  it.  I  always  compel  the  local  officers 
to  do  their  duty.  My  advice  is,  as  I  have  said  on  more  than  one  occa- 
sion, that  we  should  prosecute  some  of  these  people,  as  an  example  to 
the  State.  We  give  them  a  kid-gloved  hand,  when  we  should  give  them 
the  mailed  fist.     I  sincerely  hope  that  both  as  an  association  and   as 
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individuals,  you  would  take  this  matter  under  serious  consideration. 
The  more  license  that  is  allowed  them  the  farther  they  will  go.  The 
pros  will  not  meet  our  speakers.  They  have  a  better  card  to  play,  and 
that  is  the  Texas  woman.  How  long  are  we  going  to  stand  it?  I  would 
like  to  have  some  expression  from  each  individual  member  of  the 
association,  and  remain,  etc."      (S-5963.)

MASON  COUNTY. 

1905. 

H.  E.  Hedeman,  Llano,  Texas,  wrote  the  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association  on  May  19,  1905,  as  follows: 

"The  Mason  anti-local  option  committee  have  requested  me  to  ask 
if  you  could  assist  them  in  their  election  which  takes  place  on  June  2nd. 
I  can't  ask  the  Lone  Star  people,  for  the  reason  that  the  Mason  cus- 
tomers have  been  using  your  beer  almost  exclusively.  The  'pros'  are 
getting  busy;  they  will  have  speakers  in  the  field  next  week.  The 
'antis'  have  engaged  Judge  Meeks  of  Mason  to  speak  on  their  side. 
They  may  also  employ  W.  C.  Linden.  My  information  is  that  they  will 
have  a  close  race;  however,  the  population  is  mostly  German,  and  they 
ought  to  vote  anti. 

"Mr.  Paget  promised  me  $250  for  our  election,  afterwards  he  said 
he  would  have  to  deduct  Stump  Ashby's  fee,  which  was  $100.  He 
finally  refused  to  give  me  anything,  saying  that  it  was  the  custom  of 
the  association  not  to  give  anything  unless  the  fight  was  won.  This 
bit  of  experience  cost  me  personally  over  $100.  I  can't  understand 
what  service  the  association  amounts  to,  for  if  we  win,  we  can  better 
afford  to  pay  the  expenses  than  if  we  lose."     (S-2009.) 

On  May  20th,  1905,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote 
Mr.  Hedeman  as  follows: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  19th  inst.,  with  enclosure, 
and  note  carefully  contents. 

"We  will  donate  the  sum  of  $50,  account  of  the  Mason  local  option 
election,  and  you  may  so  inform  the  committee,  and  we  hope  that  they 
may  win  the  election.  We  fancy,  from  what  we  have  heard,  that  the 
election  will  be  a  close  one,  but  as  stated,  hope  that  our  friends  will 
win  out. 

"We  are  not  familiar  with  your  contention  with  Mr.  Paget.  As 
you  are  aware,  we  donated  the  sum  of  $75  and  the  Lone  Star  $25  for 
that  particular  purpose.  Certainly  if  Mr.  Paget  made  you  a  promise 
he  should  see  that  it  is  fulfilled,  and  we  are  going  to  take  this  up  with 
the  president  of  the  association,  in  a  confidential  manner  today,  and 
will  advise  further  later  on."     (S-2013.) 

1907. 

On  June  7,  1907,  J.  W.  White  of  Mason,  Texas,  wrote  Otto  Wahr- 
mund,  as  follows: 
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"The  anti-prohibitionists  have  begun  a  campaign  to  carry  this 
county  out  of  the  ranks  of  the  local  option  counties,  and  nearly  all  of 
the  business  men  of  our  town  are  with  the  antis  and  are  taking  an 
active  part  in  the  movement.  A  great  change  has  taken  place  in  the 
sentiment  of  our  people,  and  the  prospects  for  winning  are  very  flat- 
tering. 

"However,  those  in  favor  of  local  option  are  organizing  for  the 
purpose  of  defeating  us,  and  have  today  held  a  meeting  and  appointed 
committees.  They  will  doubtless  inaugurate  a  campaign  of  speaking, 
and  make  it  necessary  for  us  to  do  the  same.  At  the  last  electoin  we 
let  them  have  things  their  own  way,  but  are  determined  to  do  all  we 
c^n  this  time  to  win.  To  do  this  we  will  need  money,  as  we  will  have 
to  send  our  speakers  over  the  county,  and  probably  have  considerable 
printing  done,  besides  space  in  the  county  newspapers  to  pay  for.  We 
understand  that  the  breweries  have  organized  for  the  purpose  of  assist- 
ing in  carrying  on  the  contest  against  local  option,  and  that  they  will 
contribute  funds  for  this  purpose  when  there  is  a  reasonable  prospect 
to  win,  and  if  so,  we  would  be  glad  for  you  to  assist  us.  We  feel  sure 
we  have  the  thing  won  if  we  can  hold  our  present  strength.  Now,  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  not  assist  us  for  you  to  send  speakers 
to  us,  because  we  see  that  in  McCulloch  County  a  great  argument  is 
made  by  the  pros  in  regard  to  the  hired  speakers  sent  in  by  breweries, 
and  their  influence  is  so  destroyed  that  their  presence,  in  our  opinion, 
does  more  harm  than  good.  We  have  all  of  the' attorneys  of  our  town 
with  us,  and  believe  that  they  can  make  a  reasonable  snowing  against 
anybody  the  pros  may  bring  in,  and  that  their  efforts  would  meet  with 
better  success.  We  want  to  pay  them  for  their  time  and  trouble,  as 
well  as  the  expense  of  their  trips  through  the  country,  if  we  can  get 
the  means  to  do  so,  and  in  fact  do  not  feel  that  we  should  call  upon 
them  to  give  three  weeks  of  their  time  to  the  cause  without  payment 
of  their  expenses  and  reasonable  compensation.  The  business  men  of 
cur  town  will  contribute  money  to  the  cause,  at  least  we  have  the  assur- 
ance from  many  that  they  would. 

"Now,  we  would  be  glad  for  you  to  consider  this  matter,  and  act 
upon  same  as  soon  as  possible,  as  the  campaign  will  start  next  week, 
our  petition  being  filed,  and  the  meeting  of  the  court  is  to  take  place 
Monday. 

"Do  what  you  can  for  us  in  regard  to  this  matter,  and  help  us  all 
you  can.  If  your  committee  has  any  literature  for  distribution  have 
same  expressed  to  me  via  Llano,  and  we  will  use  what  we  can,  or  if 
you  prefer,  you  may  have  the  committee  to  forward  samples  of  what 
you  have,  and  I  will  put  in  an  order  for  what  we  decide  we  can  use. 

"Address  all  communications  simply  to  J.  W.  White,  in  plain  en- 
velope, and  if  your  committee  decides  to  assist  us  make  the  remittance 
also  to  me.  I  have  been  appointed  by  the  campaign  committee  to  take 
charge  of  the  finances  for  our  side."     (S-3309.) 

On  June  12th,  1907,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote 
Mr.  J.  W.  White,  Mason,  Texas,  the  following  letter: 
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"Your  kind  letter  of  the  7th  inst.  was  received  in  due  course  and 
has  been  handed  me  on  my  return  from  Mexico,  otherwise  it  would 
have  had  attention  sooner. 

"I  appreciate  the  information  which  you  give  me,  and  will  state 
that  you  gentlemen  are  going  about  the  matter  in  the  right  way,  and 
with  your  name  and  that  of  other  good  citizens  of  Mason  that  I  observe 
are  taking  an  active  interest  in  the  campaign,  I  feel  assured  that  you 
will  win  out,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  your  efforts  may  be  crowned 
v/ith  success,  for  it  is  a  well  known  fact  that  prohibition  does  not  pro- 
hibit, on  the  contrary,  I  had  that  demonstrated  to  my  entire  satisfac- 
tion long  before  I  engaged  in  the  brewery  business,  and  especially  so 
right  in  your  town  that  I  revere  so  much,  many  years  ago.  Saloons, 
when  properly  conducted,  are  really  conducive  to  sobriety,  at  least  to 
a  very  large  extent,  and  are,  in  a  measure,  the  true  solution  of  the 
temperance  question. 

'T  have  pleasure  in  handing  you  herewith  my  check  for  the  sum 
of  $200,  which  amount  represents  the  contribution  made  by  the  Lone 
Star  and  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  for  the  good  of  the 
cause,  and  I  am  writing  Capt.  Paget  at  Galveston,  Texas,  today  to  send 
you  the  necessary  literature  for  distribution,  which  I  am  sure  will  be 
done  immediately. 

"Sincerely  hoping  that  victory  may  be  yours,  and  with  kindest  per- 
sonal regards,  believe  me,  etc."     (S-3319.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote  the  following  letter 
to  Capt.  O.  Paget,  on  June  12th,  1907: 

"As  you  are  no  doubt  aware,  they  will  shortly  have  a  local  option 
election  at  Mason,  Texas,  and  I  would  respectfully  request  that  you 
mail  to  Mr.  J.  W.  White,  care  of  the  German-American  National  Bank, 
a  full  line  of  anti  campaign  literature,  and  oblige.  Please  acknowledge 
receipt  of  request,  that  I  may,  in  turn,  refer  to  Mr.  White."     (S-3320.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  date  June  23,  1907,  written  by  H.  E.  Hede- 
man  of  Llano,  Texas,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"*  *  *  There  will  be  an  election  held  in  Mason  County  on  July 
2nd.  These  people  are  our  friends,  and  we  should  do  everything  we 
can  to  assist  them  in  their  fight.  My  information  is  that  they  have  a 
very  good  chance  to  win  out.  I  told  our  friend,  William  Graf,  that  we 
were  ready  to  render  them  all  the  assistance  we  could,  and  he  said  that 
Mr.  J.  W.  White  and  Mr.  A.  N.  Moursund  were  managing  the  campaign 
for  the  antis.     *     *     *"     (S-3338.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  written  by  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association 
to  O.  Paget,  of  date  June  25,  1907: 

"*  *  *  Noting  your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.  addressed  to  Mr.

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Excerpt  from  a  letter  written  by  O.  Paget  to  Col.  Otto  Wahrmund, 
of  date  June  26,  1907: 

"*  *  *  I  have  no  faith  in  the  elections  in  Burnet  and  Mason 
and  do  not  believe  the  intention  of  the  callers  were  to  make  the  county 
wet.  I  am  positive  as  to  Burnet,  but  might  modify  the  statement  re- 
garding Mason.  The  mistake  is  that  our  recent  victories  have  induced 
our  anti  friends  in  dry  counties  to  bring  on  elections  without  thought 
or  preparation,  not  counting  on  the  ability  and  strength  of  the  opposi- 
tion*. I  have  asked  on  very  many  occasions  that  the  various  brewers 
would  instruct  their  agents  in  the  different  precincts  and  counties  to 
let  this  office  know  when  an  election  is  being  agitated  or  there  is  any 
movement  in  such  direction.     *     *     *"     (S-3347.)      (See  S-3432.) 

1909. 

On  July  28,  1909,  O.  Paget  wrote  Otto  Wahrmund  the  following 
letter: 

"Enclosed  copy  of  letter  to  Mason  explains  itself.  If  you  desire 
me  to  go  up  and  get  the  facts  I  will  do  so,  and  then,  if  you  wish  to 
take  charge  of  it,  it  will  be  left  to  you,  with  any  assistance  I  can  render 
you  at  your  service. 

"Of  course,  there  seems  to  be  no  immediate  hurry,  but  the  pros 
would  delight  to  get  Mason  County  back  into  the  dry  column  if  pos- 
sible."   (S-5639.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  date  July  28,  1909,  written  by  O.  Paget  to 
M.  F.  Carter,  Mason,  Texas: 

"This  office  has  just  come  into  the  knowledge  that  a  local  option 
election  has  been  called  for  Mason  County  for  August  3rd. 

"Please  write  me,  giving  all  the  information  you  can  in  the 
premises  and  what  you  think  of  our  prospects  of  winning,  etc.  *  * 
*"    (S-5640.) 

Letter  from  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Capt.  O.  Paget, 
dated  July  29,   1909: 

"I  have  yours  of  the  28th  inst.,  with  enclosure  and  will  state  that 
I  appreciate  advice.  This  is  the  first  intimation  that  I  have  that  an 
election  would  be  held  in  Mason  County  in  the  near  future,  although 
from  what  I  have  heard,  account  of  the  manner  in  which  the  saloons 
have  been  conducted,  we  are  destined  to  have  a  hard  fight  if  the  elec- 
tion is  called.  Our  traveling  representative  has  just  returned  from 
Mason,  but  he  failed  to  report  in  regard  to  the  possibility  of  an  election 
being  held.  We  want  to  talk  to  him,  and  will  let  you  know  further 
shortly,  as  he  is  out  of  the  city  today,  and  will  be  absent  for  a  day 
or  two."    (S-5641.) 

On  August  3,  1909,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote 
Mr.  Louis  Schmidt,  Mason,  Texas,  the  following  letter: 

"We  are   advised  that  an  election  has   been  called — local   option 
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election — for  Mason  County  on  the  23rd  inst.,  but  we  have  not  had  the 
pleasure  of  hearing  from  you  with  particulars. 

"Will  you  kindly  advise  us  at  once  if  this  report  is  correct,  and  if 
so  what  has  been  done  by  the  antis  in  the  way  of  organization,  etc., 
with  view  of  winning  the  election?  We  want  to  help  out  all  that  we 
possibly  can,  but  in  the  absence  of  particulars  relative  plans,  etc., 
we  are  at  sea,  so  to  speak. 

"Please  let  us  hear  from  you  at  once,  as  there  is  no  time  to  lose, 
and  very  much  oblige."    (S-5647.) 

Excerpt  from  report  made  by  O.  Paget,  August  3,  1907,  to  B.  Adoue, 
Esq.,  Galveston,  Texas: 

"*  *  *  Elections — Mason  County,  for  many  years  dry,  has  come 
into  the  wet  column.     *     *     *"   (S-3432.) 

Letter  written  by  Louis  Schmidt,  Mason,  Texas,  to  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association,  dated  August  5,  1907: 

"The  election  for  local  option  is  ordered  to  be  held  on  August 
21st,  1909,  for  Mason  County.  So  far  nothing  has  been  done  on  either 
side  that  is  in  the  way  of  having  speakers  here.  Our  chairman  of  the 
antis  is  absent  from  town,  but  will  be  in  in  day  or  two.  As  much  as 
I  could  find  out  the  pros  have  no  speaker  yet.  We  will  go  to  work 
at  once  and  organize  to  be  ready  in  time.  I  do  so  far  believe  that 
everything  is  favorable  for  us,  but  still  we  will  do  all  we  can  to  hold 
them  down.  If  anything  more  particular  shows  up  I  will  let  you  know 
at  once. 

"Thanking  you  very  much  for  your  kindness  to  help  us,  hoping  that 
we  will  win."    (S-5656.) 

Letter  from  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Louis  Schmidt, 
dated  August  7,  1909: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  5th  inst.,  and 
appreciate  kind  advice.  As  soon  as  the  anti  chairman  returns  will  thank 
you  to  see  him  at  once  and  write  us  fully  relative  to  your  plans,  in 
what  way  we  can  be  of  assistance,  etc.,  and  we  will  act  promptly. 
As  the  time  is  rather  short  now,  we  should  proceed  to  get  extremely 
busy;  no  time  to  be  lost."  (S-5664.) 

On  August  8th,  1909,  Louis  Schmidt  wrote  the  San  Antonio  Brew- 
ing Association  the  following: 

"We  have  oganized  and  had  two  meetings.  Last  night  we  decided 
that  we  would  get  W.  C.  Linden,  who  will  be  here  tomorrow  night, 
to  speak  wherever  the  pros  will  have  their  men  to  speak.  They  have  a 
Mr.  Jones  to  speak  for  them.  The  amount  we  have  to  pay  Mr.  Linden 
is  $250  and  all  expenses,  which  will  probably  run  to  about  from  $350 
to  $400.  Whatever  you  want  to  do  to  help  us  meet  these  expenses 
send  check  to  me.  I  was  instructed  from  the  committee  to  let  you 
know  what  was  done  in  regard  to  this  election.  It  was  impossible  for 
me  to  talk  to  you  Saturday  morning  when  you  called  on  me.  Everything 
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looks  very  favorable  for  the  antis,  and  we  will  not  lose  any  time  in 
doing  all  we  can  to  win  this  election.  The  pros  will  have  their  man 
here  Tuesday  night,  so  we  will  be  ready  in  due  time  to  meet  them. 
Will  write  you  again  soon."    (S-5666.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  on  August  10,  1909,  wrote 
B.  Adoue  as  follows: 

"I  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  letter  from  our  representative  at 
Mason,  Texas,  Mr.  Louis  Schmidt,  which  looks  more  or  less  encourag- 
ing. If  he  and  Mr.  White  will  direct  matters,  I  think  that  everything 
will  turn  out  all  right,  and  I  do  not  know  that  it  would  accomplish 
anything  for  any  outsider  with  exception  of  Judge  Linden,  who  is 
all  right  in  every  way,  to  go  in  there.  It  might  be  well,  however,  to 
have  Mr.  Paget  send  literature. 

"I  am  writing  Mr.  Schmidt  relative  finances,  etc.,  today,  and  hope 
for  the  best."    (S-5672.) 

On  August  10th,  1909,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  worte 
Mr.  Louis  Schmidt  the  following: 

"I  have  your  recent  favor  and  very  glad  indeed  to  note  that  you 
have  perfected  organization,  also  that  you  have  decided  to  have  Judge 
Linden  with  you,  stated  purpose.  That  is  all  right,  do  not  think  that 
you  could  have  selected  better  man. 

"I  have  requested  our  Galveston  headquarters  to  send  you  a  lot 
of  suitable  literature  which  you  may  be  able  to  use  to  good  advantage, 
and  I  enclose  herewith   exchange  for  the  sum  of  $100  to  help  along. 

"I  sincerely  hope  that  everything  will  turn  out  all  right,  and  if 
any  further  suggestions,  will  be  pleased  to  have  them."    (S-5671.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  on  August  16,  1909,  wrote 
Mr.  Louis  Schmidt,  Mason,  Texas,  as  follows: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  14th  inst.,  with 
check  for  the  sum  of  $300,  for  which  our  best  thanks.  We  ap- 
preciate the  favor,  also  advice  relative  manner  in  which  things  are 
moving,  local  option  election,  and  we  hope  that  we  will  win  out,  in 
fact,  we  must."    (S-5688.) 

Louis  Schmidt  on  August  18,  1909,  wrote  the  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association  as  follows: 

"Your  letter  dated  August  16th  to  hand,  contents  noted  in  regard 
to  Herbert  Zork.  Will  say  time  is  so  short  it  would  not  be  to  any 
advantage  for  him  to  come,  although  Mr.  Zork  is  a  man  who  has  many 
friends  in  this  county  and  would  have  done  some  good  here  if  he  had 
been  here  in  time.  I  tried  my  best  to  talk  to  you  over  phone  this 
morning,  but  could  not  get  you  to  understand  what  I  wanted  to  say. 
So  far  I  still  believe  everything  is  in  our  favor.  One  thing  I  wanted 
to  call  your  attention  to  that  was  they  have  ordered  an  election  in 
Sonora  for  prohibition  to  be  voted  on  on  the  26th  of  this  month.  I 
heard  Arthur  Jones,  the  great  prohibition  speaker,  who  is  here  now, 
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say  that  he  was  going  to  leave  here  on  the  21st  to  go  to  Sonora,  that 
they  had  a  prohibition  election  ordered  to  be  held  on  26th  of  August. 
Mr.  Jones  and  Mr.  Linden  will  both  be  through  here  by  Friday  night. 
Will  let  you  know  the  result  of  the  election  as  soon  as  we  know  how 
it  went. 

"Hoping  again  that  we  will  win  the  race  all  O.  K.  We  are  doing 
all  we  can  to  win."    (S-5692.) 

On  September  1,  1909,  O.  Paget  in  a  report  to  Mr.  B.  Adoue, 
among  other  things,  said: 

"It  is  not  necessary  to  call  your  attention  to  the  activity  of  the 
month  of  August  on  the  part  of  the  prohibitionists  and  a  corresponding 
activity  on  our  part.  In  the  July  report  it  was  said  that  there  would 
be  many  elections  in  August,  and  there  certainly  were.  *  *  *  We 
won  Mason  County.     *     *     *"    (S-5736.) 

MATAGORDA  COUNTY. 

1904. 

The  breweries  participated  in  the  1904  election  in  Matagorda  Coun- 
ty. August  30,  1904,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  to 
James  O.  B.  Young  at  Edna,  Texas: 

"Your  kind  favor  of  the  29th  inst.  is  the  first  intimation  we  have 
that  there  was  to  be  a  local  option  election  in  Matagorda  County,  and 
as  we  have  a  State  organization  perfected  for  the  purpose  of  looking 
out  of  such  things,  we  will  take  the  matter  up  at  once,  and  will  do  all 
in  our  power  to  aid  you  in  encompassing  the  defeat  of  the  pros. 

"We  will  write  to  our  organizer  today,  who  will  in  turn  send  the 
necessary  literature,  etc.,  into  your  county.  In  fact,  we  propose  to 
follow  this  thing  right  up,  and  you  will  hear  from  us  again  in  regard 
to  the  same  as  soon  as  possible! 

"Again  thanking  you  for  directing  our  attention  to  the  matter, 
we  are,  etc."    (S-1545.) 

The  brewery  kept  its  word  and  notified  its  "organizer,"  for  on 
August  30,  1904,  the  same  date  the  above  letter  bears,  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association*  writes  O.  Paget  at  Galveston: 

"We  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  letter  from  Mr.  J.  O.  B.  Young 
of  Edna,  Texas,  which  is  self-explanatory.  Please  let  us  know  what 
information  you  have  as  to  the  proposed  election,  also  what,  is  proposed 
to  be  done  in  the  way  of  organization,  etc. 

"If  you  have  not  as  yet  had  the  matter  up,  you  had  better  investi- 
gate with  a  view  to  perfecting  organization,  dissemniating  literature,  etc. 

"Your  kind  and  prompt  attention,  also  advice  with  return  of  the 
Young  letter  will  be  appreciated."    (S-1546.) 

To  which  O.  Paget  replied  on  9-2-04: 

"Your  letter  dated  on  30th  enclosing  a  letter  Jos.  O.  B.  Young 
of   El  Campo,  dated   29th,  received.     Pay  no  attention   to    the  letter. 
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In  regard  to  the  prohibition  election  in  Matagorda  that  matter  has  had 
prompt  attention,  as  you  will  see  in  a  day  or  so  when  you  receive  a 
copy  of  my  report. 

"If  you  will  instruct  your  agent  in  Matagorda  to  discontinue  the 
sale  of  beer  on  Sunday  to  his  customers  it  will  help  a  great  deal  in 
the  coming  election."    (S-1554.) 

On  September  5,  1904,  O.  Paget,  in  his  monthly  report  for  August, 
1904,  addressed  to  B.  Adoue,  and  covering  many  counties,  says  with 
reference  to  Matagorda  County: 

"30th  and  31st,  Bay  City — An  election  will  be  ordered  here  within 
the  next  few  days.  It  will  include  all  of  Matagorda  County.  The  con- 
duct of  the  saloon  men  is  so  outrageously  bad  that  out  of  a  petition 
containing  287  names  91  were  leading  antis.  At  this  visit  only  pre- 
liminary work  could  be  done,  but  the  saloon  men  were  made  to  see  their 
error,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Magnolia  Brewery,  the  Ameri- 
can Brewery  and  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  whose  agents 
agreed  that  any  man  who  failed  to  keep  agreement  as  to  Sunday  clos- 
ing would  not  be  supplied  with  beer  or  ice  for  seven  days,  they  all 
came  into  the  agreement.  If  they  do  not  live  up  to  it  prosecutions 
will  follow.  When  election  is  ordered  I  must  return  to  Matagorda 
County  to  organize  for  defense."   (S-1559.) 

The  anti-prohibition  campaign  committee,  by  Jno.  E.  Linn,  man- 
ager, of  Bay  City,  calls  for  funds  in  a  letter  to  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association  dated  September  -11,  1904: 

"At  a  meeting  held  in  this  city  on  the  night  of  the  9th  inst.  an 
executive  committee  of  the  anti-prohibitionists  of  the  County  of  Mata- 
gorda was  formed,  of  which  Mr.  Henry  Rugley  was  appointed  chair- 
man, and  his  bank  as  treasurer,  and  ex-Senator  John  E.  Linn  as  man- 
ager. 

"The  election  was  ordered  on  the  7th  and  will  be  held  on  the  27th 
inst.  The  prohibitionists  are  thoroughly  organized  and  seem  to  have 
plenty  of  funds.  They  have  one  daily  paper  at  their  command  and  one 
weekly. 

"To  win  this  election  for  the  antis  will  require  a  considerable  of 
a  campaign  fund.  You  can  realize  the  importance  of  this  section 
of  the  State  keeping  Matagorda  County  amongst  the  wet  counties. 
It  is  an  open  secret  that  should  Matagorda  County  lose  out  in  this 
fight,  Wharton  County  will  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  County  Com- 
missioners present  a  petition  for  an  election  within  her  boundaries. 
We  want  to  assure  you  that  the  saloon  men  and  the  regular  guard  of 
antis  here  are  doing  and  have  done  all  in  their  power,  but  they  cannot 
take  care  of  the  entire  expense. 

"The  committee,  therefore,  asks  that  you  send  us  the  most  liberal 
contributions  at  your  command,  and  not  only  that,  but  that  you  enlist 
yourselves  in  our  behalf  with  the  dealers  and  brewers  to  send  to  our 
treasurer  the  largest  possible  contributions  which  they  can  consistently 
donate.    This  fight  is  going  to  be  an  expensive  one. 
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"The  executive  committee  of  the  county  and  the  special  com- 
mittees of  the  various  voting  precincts  are  of  the  best  citizenship,  and 
any  contributions  sent  will  be  spent  religiously  for  the  purpose  in- 
tended."   (S-1573.) 

September  13,  1904,  American  Brewing  Association  writes  John  E. 
Linn,  Bay  City: 

"In  answer  to  your  circular  letter  of  the  10th  regarding  the  neces- 
sity of  providing  campaign  fund,  we  beg  to  advise  that  after  consulting 
Mr.  H.  Hamilton,  president  of  the  Magnolia  Brewery,  and  Capt.  Paget, 
it  was  agreed  that  Mr.  Paget  would  visit  you  one  day  this  week,  and 
he  will  inform  you  as  to  the  amount  that  will  be  available  for  the 
purpose  from  the  two  breweries. 

"We  trust  that  your  efforts  in  the  direction  outlined  will  be 
crowned  with  success."    (A-1180.) 

On  September  16,  1904,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes 
Jno.   E.   Linn,  Bay  City: 

"Your  letter  of  the  11th  inst.  addressed  to  the  San  Antonio  Bar 
Supply  Company  was  delivered  to  us  this  morning,  and  contents  noted. 
Same  will  have  due  consideration  and  will  be  referred  to  the  proper 
parties."    (S-1586.) 

November  22,  1904,  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company  writes 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"The  expense  and  worry  connected  with  the  Matagorda  County 
prohibition  campaign  has  been  the  worst  thing  in  our  experience  in  the 
line.  The  total  expense  incurred  thus  far  (and  we  are  not  yet  through) 
is  $653.13.  This  fight  is  undertaken  for  the  common  good,  and  equal 
distribution  of  the  cost  between  the  two  San  Antonio  breweries  and 
the  two  Houston  breweries  appears  equitable,  and  we  hope  you  will 
so  view  the  matter  and  accept  the  bill  as  now  rendered.  The  worry 
connected  with  it,  this  brewery  is  bearing  it  all."    (S-1680.) 

And  on  the  7th  of  December,  1904,  the  same  brewing  company 
writes  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  again: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  December  6th  enclosing  check  lor 
$163.13  in  payment  your  proportion  of  the  Matagorda  County  pro- 
hibition expense  account.  We  return  herewith  bill  duly  receipted, 
and  thank  you  very  much  for  promptness  in  making  remittance." 
(S-1712.) 

1907. 

O.  Paget,  in  his  monthly  report  for  February,  1907,  dated  March 
1,  1907,  addressed  to  B.  Adoue,  says: 

"There  are  now  four  counties  in  which  elections  are  in  progress — 
Matagorda,  Kimble,  DeWitt,  Live  Oak.  In  Matagorda  the  county  is 
ery — the  election  was  brought  on  by  the  antis.    A  man  who  is  the  club 
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owner  instigated  it.     Personally  I  have  no  hope  of  an   anti  victory." 
(S-3092.) 

And  in  his  report  for  March,  1907,  dated  April  2,  of  that  year, 
O.  Paget  says: 

"Matagorda — dry,  remains  dry.  We  took  no  part  in  the  contest. 
It  was  a  jointist  proposition  and  it  stays  just  as  the  jointists  wish  it." 
(G-97.) 

McCULLOCH  COUNTY. 

1905. 

An  election  was  called  for  McCulloch  County  in  1905,  and  H. 
Hennersdorf,  writing  from  Brownsville,  Texas,  on  February  26  of 
that  year,  in  a  letter  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  San  Antonio, 
Texas,  called  for  funds  to  be  spent  in  the  election.  His  letter  reads 
as  follows: 

"No  doubt  you  have  learned  that  there  has  been  a  prohibition 
election  ordered  for  Brady  or  rather  for  the  whole  county,  to  be  held 
on  March  11th,  1905.  I  have  been  over  there  for  the  last  few  days 
and  was  requested  by  parties  interested  in  our  cause  to  write  you. 

"We  have  a  hard  fight  on  our  hands  to  win  this  election,  but  still, 
under  the  plan  that  was  decided  on  to  conduct  this  campaign,  I  think 
we  have  a  good  chance  to  win.  There  has  been  no  organization  ef- 
fected so  far,  nor  will  be  there  much  further  than  to  decide  on  a  com- 
mittee who  will  have  charge  of  the  managing  of  what  we  intend  to 
do.  And  the  plan  we  are  going  to  conduct  this  campaign  under  is 
about  this:  We  will  not  have  public  speaking  or  demonstrations  of  any 
kind.  All  our  work  will  be  on  the  quiet.  The  committee  in  charge 
will  select  one  or  more  good  workers  in  each  precinct  or  voting  box 
to  see  and  work  on  each  voter  privately  and  on  the  quiet,  the  man 
elected  for  that  will  be  man  who  can  control  votes  and  have  the  proper 
influence.  Now  these  men  we  have  to  pay  for  their  time  that  they 
devote  to  it;  in  other  words,  we  intend  to  pay  so  much  for  each  box, 
according  to  the  amount  of  votes  cast,  provided  the  county  goes  anti. 
It  it  goes  dry  these  men  get  no  pay.  I  doubted  if  we  could  get  men 
to  work  on  those  terms,  but  several  who  will  be  on  the  committee 
assured  me  that  we  could,  provided  we  guarantee  that  they  will  get 
their  money  if  they  carry  the  election.  We  have  only  two  weeks  more, 
and  in  order  to  know  just  how  much  money  we  could  raise,  I  was 
requested  to  write  to  you,  your  Mr.  Bennett  not  being  present,  but 
I  have  since  told  him  and  he  said  he  would  also  write  you. 

"Now,  how  much  will  you  give  if  we  win  the  election?  If  it 
goes  pro  you  pay  nothing.  Please  let  us  hear  from  you  as  soon  as 
possible."     (S-1855.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied  to  Mr.  Henners- 
dorfs  letter  next  above  set  out,  on  February  28,  1905,  transmitting 
$100  as  a  donation  to  the  election  fund  mentioned  in  Hennersdorfs 
letter.     The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  said:

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  26th  inst.  and 
note  carefully  contents.  We  will  donate  the  sum  of  $100  for  the  good 
of  the  cause  on  the  conditions  which  you  name,  if  we  win  we  pay, 
otherwise  not.  Of  course,  we  would  have  it  understood  that  after 
you  have  made  collections  from  the  various  parties  interested,  and  have 
pro  rated  the  expense  incurred,  if  our  proportion  should  be  less,  then 
we  would  subscribe  a  lesser  amount;  in  other  words,  if  all  of  this 
amount  is  not  required  then  that  it  be  not  asked  for. 

"Hoping  that  you  will  have  success,  and  thanking  you  for  the  in- 
terest manifested,  we  beg  to  remain,  etc."     (S-1856.) 

1907. 

In  his  report  for  the  month  of  March,  1907,  to  B.  Adoue,  dated 
April  2,  1907,  O.  Paget  says: 

"McCulloch  County — Your  lawyer  went  to  Brady  in  the  county 
and  won  two  cases  of  selling  in  a  dry  county.  We  can  have  the  election 
declared  illegal,  but  in  that  event  the  pros  would  call  an  election  at" 
once  and  win.  It  would  cost  money  and  perpetuate  prohibition.  Next 
year  the  antis  will  pay  their  tax  and  we  can  ^vin."  (G-97,  bottom  of 
page.)     (See  T-796.) 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  John  E.  Weeden,  Fort  Worth,  May  17, 
1907:

Telegram  May  27,  1907,  from  B.  Adoue  to  Texas  Brewing  Company 
is  as  follows: 

"Brady  ask  assistance.  What  amount  will  you  contribute?  Answer 
wire."

Upon  which  last  mentioned  telegram  is  a  notation  by  Texas  Brew- 
ing Company  as  follows: 
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"Trade  Brady  small  but  satisfactory;  no  contribution  necessary." 
(T-805.) 

To  which  last  mentioned  notation  (which  was  evidently  a  telegram) 
B.  Adoue  replies  on  May  28,  1907: 

"I  have  received  your  answer  to  my  telegram,  Trade  Brady  small 
but  satisfactory;  no  contribution  necessary.'  The  chances  for  opening 
that  county  are  fairly  good;  some  leading  men  are  making  the  fight, 
and  ask  only  moderate  assistance.  Mr.  Bruhn  and  Mr.  Luedde  have 
agreed  to  grant  the  request,  and  I  regret  to  see  you  are  not  in  line 
wtih  them."    (T-808.) 

June  2,  1907,  O.  Paget,  in  his  general  report  to  B.  Adoue  for 
May  of  that  year,  says: 

'The  elections  to  be  held  in  May  are:  Eastland  and  McCulloch 
Counties     *     *     *     All  of  these  to  be  held  on  the  8th  inst. 

"McCulloch  County:  Your  agent  went  there  and  organized.  He 
succeeded  in  getting  good  men  at  the  head  of  the  movement.  All  of 
which  was  duly  reported  in  person  to  you.  They  are  making  a  hard 
fight — to  be  honest,  I  do  not  hope  to  win  in  Brady.  The  men  who  are 
running  'joints'  there  are  so  objectionable  to  the  people  of  the  county 
that  they  fear  to  license  them.  I  had  to  promise  in  two  public  meet- 
ings in  speeches  that  if  the  county  went  wet  the  T.  B.  A.  would  compel 
a  strict  enforcement  of  the  law.  I  submit  with  other  correspondence 
a  circular  signed  by  34  leading  citizens  a  promise  to  assist  in  so  do- 
ing. McCulloch  County  could  be  won  'hands  down'  if  three  men 
now  selling  beer  there  were  out  of  it.  For  a  dry  town  they  sell  about 
as  much  beer  as  any  other  of  its  size  in  the  State  or  out  of  it.  Fifty- 
nine  indictments  against  one  man,  and  many  against  the  others,  but 
I  told  them  frankly  and  fairly  that  if  the  county  went  wet  they  would 
be  either  good  or  lose  their  license.    They'll  be  good  all  right."  (T-812.)

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  23rd  inst.,  and  have  for- 
warded same  to  our  agent  at  Waco,  Mr.  O.  Oberlander,  and  have  asked 
him  to  hand  you  for  our  account  the  sum  of  $50  for  the  purpose  stated 
in  your  letter.

Should  these  people 
succeed  in  their  crusade  in  the  State  of  Texas,  it  would  not  be  long 
until  they  would  invade  this  State,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  aid  each  other 
in  the  defense  of  our  rights  against  the  common  enemy."

"I  beg  to  add  that  the  precinct  known  as  No.  2  in  McLennan  County 
held  an  election  on  the  21st,  including  the  towns  of  Mart,  Risel,  Har- 
rison and  Battle,  resulting  in  a  victory  for  the  antis  of  seventy-six 
votes.

"I  presume  you  are  well  aware,  without  us  telling  you,  that  we  are 
in  the  midst  of  the  worst  prohibition  fight  that  we  ever  had  on  our 
hands.  We  have  got  the  citizens  here  thoroughly  organized,  and  the 
citizens  are  making  this  fight.  It  is  not  a  saloon  men's  fight,  but  we 
must  back  up  the  citizens  in  a  financial  way.  The  citizens  are  con- 
tributing to  this  cause.  Just  how  much,  I  don't  know  at  present,  for 
the  committee  is  hard  at  work.  Our  saloon  men  are  also  contributing 
all  that  they  are  able  to,  so  the  balance  will  have  to  come  from  the 
wholesame  liquor  dealers  and  the  brewers.  We  will  have  an  appeal 
to  all  of  the  wholesale  liquor  dealers,  and  explained  the  situation  and 
asked  their  hearty  co-operation,  and  we  have  received  favorable  replies 
from  several.  I  have  further  taken  this  matter  up  with  Mr.  Adoue, 
and  suggested  that  the  Brewers'  Association  make  a  contribution,  but 
he  seems  to  differ  with  me  upon  this  subject,  so  I  am  making  a  per- 
sonal appeal  to  every  brewer  who  is  doing  business  in  Waco  and  also 
to  every  brewer  in  Texas,  asking  them  to  contribute  to  this  cause. 

"Mr.  Hamilton  of  the  Magnolia  Brewery  seems  to  be  very  much 
interested  in  this  matter,  and  coluntarily  phoned  me  that  he  would 
subscribe  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  to  the  campaign  fund.  Now  it 
is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  you  all  know  that  the  pros  have  carried 
everything  dry  down  to  Dallas,  Fort  Worth  and  Waco,  and  if  they  break 
the  firing  line  it  will  not  be  but  a  few  years  until  they  clean  up  the 
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entire  State,  so  it  appears  to  me  that  this  is  a  matter  in  which  you 
are  all  vitally  interested.  This  fight  will  cost  at  a  low  estimate  fifteen 
thousand  dollars,  as  you  are  aware  that  everything  that  we  do  we 
have  to  pay  for,  whereas  with  the  other  side  all  the  preachers  are  work- 
ing continually  and  without  pay.  There  are  35  preachers  in  the  field 
now  in  McLennan  County,  trying  to  win  this  fight.  They  are  going 
from  voting  box  to  voting  box  making  personal  appeals,  and  preaching 
every  night.  This  must  be  counteracted,  and  the  only  way  we  can  do 
it  is  by  getting  the  very  best  men  in  the  country  to  do  this  work,  and 
these  men  cannot  always  be  had  for  patriotism.  So  hoping  that  you 
can  see  your  way  clear  Xo  make  us  a  good,  liberal  contribution  in  this 
matter,  and  appreciating  your  check  for  same,  we  beg  to  remain."

Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  report  to  B.  Adoue,  4-2-07: 

«*  *  *  Several  counties  expected  to  be  stirred  up  with  elections, 
but  escaped,  as  the  pros  are  not  quite  sure  what  the  Legislature  will 
do,  but  upon  its  adjournment  elections  may  be  looked  for  in  Dallas, 
Tarrant,  McLennan  and  Travis  Counties.  In  either  and  all,  anti  victories 
may  be  looked  for.  Tarrant  and  McLennan  are  better  prepared  in 
the  matter  of  poll  taxes  than  usual.  Dallas  Commercial  Club  can 
and  ought  to  control  the  situation,  and  the  commercial  bodies  in  each 
of  the  counties  can  prevent  an  election.  I  would  not  be  surprised  to 
know  that  in  any  and  all  'the  election  has  been  postponed.'  "  (G-97.)

"Your  letter  of  the  6th  received  and  I  answer:  All  the  Texas 
brewers  are  interested  in  the  McLennan  County  election,  but  their 
power  or  influence  is  very  limited;  their  interference  in  any  way  would 
be  disastrous  to  our  cause. 

"The  campaign  must  be  managed  openly  by  a  committee  of  busi- 
ness men,  who  must  assume  the  responsibility  of  success  or  defeat. 

"The  question  of  finances,  to  which  you  attach  much  importance, 
must  also  be  settled  by  the  business  men's  committee,  and  not  by  the 
Brewers'  Association. 

"You  have  often  expressed  your  belief  in  the  strong  power  of 
brewers'  money,  which  is  correct  in  some  things,  but  not  in  local  option 
elections  in  Texas. 

"During  the  past  three  years  we  have  lost  nearly  all  the  elections 
where  we  spent  large  sums,  and  have  carried  nearly  all  where  we  spent 
only  small  amounts. 
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"Under  your  leadership  McLennan  County  can  be  retained  in  the 
wet  column,  but  the  fight  must  be  made  by  the  county  anti-prohibition- 
ists, and  not  by  the  Brewers'  Association;  this  is  my  firm  conviction, 
based  on  the  result  of  three  years'  observance,  and  now  let  me  have 
your  side  of  the  question. 

"(This  has  been  sent  to  all  members  of  our  association.  I  believe 
Mr.  Luedde  can  handle  the  situation.)"    (S-3172.)

"I  am  sorry  to  inform  you  that  we  are  in  trouble,  and  the  worst 
kind  of  trouble — a  prohibition  election  for  this  county.  This  fight 
is  being  made  by  the  business  men  and  best  citizens  of  the  county. 
We  are  only  calling  on  a  few  of  the  outside  speakers,  of  which  you 
are  one;  we  are  not  having  anything  to  do  with  Mr.  Paget  and  that 
crowd  that  he  generally  handles  in  the  other  campaigns,  but  as  stated 
before,  the  citizens  are  making  this  fight  themselves. 

"Your  friend  Mr.  Seth  Mills  says  that  you  are  the  man  that  we 
need  to  make  a  few  speeches,  to  educate  some  of  our  other  speakers. 
The  election  takes  place  on  the  27th,  a  week  from  next  Saturday.  We 
would  like  for  you  to  make  us  three  or  four  speeches,  probably  two 
this  week  and  two  next  week  in  the  larger  towns  of  the  county,  such 
as  Waco,  McGregor,  West,  Mart. 

"Now,  friend  Stafford,  we  need  you  and  we  need  you  bad,  and 
we  want  you  to  let  us  hear  from  you  at  once.  I  can  send  you  an 
invitation,  if  you  want  it,  signed  by  100  of  the  leading  citizens  of  this 
county,  but  we  are  in  a  hurry,  and  would  like  an  immediate  reply 
from  you.    Kindly  wire  me  upon  receipt  of  this  when  we  can  expect  you. 

"I  have  just  left  a  committee  meeting  of  the  Business  Men's  Club, 
where  this  matter  was  taken  up,  and  Mr.  Seth  Mills  stated  if  I  would 
be  kind  enough  to  write  you,  he  would  appreciate  it,  because  he  was 
so  busy  with  other  work  that  hardly  had  time  to  do  so,  and  the  citizens 
generally  joined  in   this  request.     *     *     *"   (S-3191.) 

Letter  G.  H.  Luedde  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  4-15-07: 

"We  want  Mr.  R.  N.  Stafford  of  Mineola  to  make  us  a  few  good 
speeches  in  McLennan  County,  in  such  places  as  Waco,  McGregor, 
Mart,  West,  etc.,  where  we  can  draw  good  crowds,  and  where  we  need 
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just  such  a  man  as  Mr.  Stafford,  who  is  a  high-toned,  convincing  gen- 
tleman. 

"Understand,  we  are  not  making  this  fight  with  the  crowd  that 
Mr.  Paget  generally  has  to  make  these  speeches.  We  are  not  calling 
on  any  outsider  at  all,  outside  of  Waco,  excepting  Mayor  Hamill,  Gov. 
Pendleton  of  Temple,  who  are  making  us  speeches  tonight  in  Waco. 
Gov.  Pendleton  may  make  us  one  or  two  more  in  the  county.  Also 
the  Hon.  Monta  J.  Moore  from  Cameron,  Milam  County,  which  is  now 
dry,  and  he  can  give  us  his  experience  here,  he  will  make  us  one  or 
two  speeches.  We  are  also  having  tonight  Mr.  McGregor,  a  member 
of  the  Legislature,  and  co-author  of  the  McGregor-Baskin  license  bill, 
who  will  make  an  address  at  Waco.  We  are  running  this  campaign  on 
the  very  highest  plane  possible  by  the  citizens  of  Waco  and  McLennan 
County.  As  stated  before,  this  is  not  a  saloon  man's  fight,  but  is  a 
fight  by  the  very  best  business  men  and  citizens  of  this  county.  We 
know  that  Mr.  Stafford  is  a  most  forceful  speaker  and  the  best  man 
to  make  an  anti-prohibition  speech  in  the  State.     *     *     *"   (S-3193.) 

Letter  H.  Prince  to  B.  Adoue,  4-16-07: 

«•*  *  *  As  we  are  not  doing  any  business  in  Waco  nor  in  the 
territory  tributary  thereto,  if  the  proposition  is  taken  on  business 
grounds  I  do  not  think  that  we  should  contribute  anything  towards  the 
fight,  but  it  is  to  the  interest  of  all  the  breweries  that  the  contest  should 
not  be  lost  at  Waco  or  Fort  Worth.  As  the  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing 
Association  is  well  able  to  finance  the  battle  of  both  those  places  with- 
out the  financial  aid  from  outsiders,  I,  therefore,  do  not  think  that  the 
American  Brewing  Association  ought  to  contribute  towards  that  fight, 
but  if  you  think  that  we  ought  to  do  something,  kindly  advise  to  what 
amount  you  think  a  contribution  from  us  should  be."    (A-1860.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  G.  H.  Luedde,  4-16-07: 

'Tour  letters  of  the  15th  inst.,  with  enclosed  carbon  copy  of  letter 
written  to  Senator  Stafford,  havg  been  received  and  noted,  and  I  am 
sure  that  Senator  Stafford  will  be  only  too  glad  to  respond  to  your 
request. 

"You  state  in  your  letter  that  it  is  not  a  saloon  man's  fight,  but 
that  you  have  a  thorough  organization  of  the  best  citizens  of  your 
county.

well  as  liquor,  I  should  think  that  you  would  have  absolutely  no  trouble 
in  raising  the  amount  mentioned  in  your  letter.     *     *     *"  (S-3202.) 

Letter  J.  B.  Rayner,  a  negro  preacher  of  Calvert,  Texas,  to  San

he  is  no  doubt  a  diplomat. 

"What  do  you  think  of  Mr.  Rice's  Sunday  closing?  It  will  no 
doubt  reduce  sales.    Galveston  will  be  next,  I  suppose."    (A-1868.) 
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Letter  G.  H.  Luedde  to  H.  Prince,  4-20-07: 

"*  *  *  Mr.  Adoue  is  overestimating  my  capability,  and  further, 
the  amounts  that  I  stated  we  would  be  able  to  raise  are  about  the 
limit.  Our  saloon  men  so  far  have  subscribed  $1,375,  and  up  to  last 
night  we  had  collected  $1,225  from  the  citizens.  Our  citizens  are  too 
overconfident.  They  say  it  is  unanimous  with  the  citizens,  that  we 
are  going  to  carry  this  election,  whereas  they  are  all  talking  for  us, 
and  working  among  their  friends.  They  say  there  is  no  use  of  being 
scared  or  spending  any  large  amount  of  money;  for  that  reason  the 
bulk  of  the  expense  will  have  to  be  borne  by  the  Archenhold  Co.  and 
ourselves.  The  outside  help  from  liquor  dealers  is  very  limited.  They 
always  make  the  excuse  that  Mr.  Adoue  does,  literature,  etc.  The 
Schlitz  Brewing  Company  so  far  has  not  sent  us  a  cent.  They  offered 
their  agent  here,  Mr.  Simmons,  $100,  and  he  was  so  ashamed  to  show 
it  that  he  wrote  them  another  letter.  I  learned  today  that  they  offered 
the  Fort  Worth  people  $300  and  they  declined  to  accept  it.  However, 
I  am  not  worrying  about  the  financial  part  of  it,  because  I  know  Mr. 
Busch  will  back  me  up  in  this  matter,  and  if  we  win,  he  will  say  that 
we  are  good  fellows.  If  we  lose,  we  will  have  to  take  the  consequences. 
So  when  this  war  is  over,  I  am  just  going  to  (for  Mr.  Adoue's  informa- 
tion) show  him  what  this  expense  amounts  to,  and  leave  it  for  his 
generosity  as  to  whether  he  thinks  this  agency  should  bear  the  expense, 
or  whether  it  should  be  borne  equally  by  the  association.  I  received  a 
letter  from  Mr.  Morgan  today  in  which  he  says  they  are  having  con- 
siderable expense  on  their  own  account,  and,  therefore,  does  not  feel 
like  making  a  personal  subscription,  but  believes  the  association  should 
bear  their  share  of  the  expense.     *     *     *"    (A-1869.) 

Letter  B.  Adoue  to  H.  Prince,  4-29-07: 

"The  Texas  Brewers'  Association's  non-interference  in  the  Waco- 
Fort  Worth  elections  has  brought  good  results,  an  anti  success  at  both 
places.  The  citizens  made  the  fight  and  won.  Had  we  entered  the 
field  at  the  start,  as  desired  by  Mr.  Luedde,  the  result  might  have  been 
disastrous.  If  the  past  three  years'  experience  have  taught  anything, 
it  is  this:  Whenever  the  citizens  lead  the  anti  work  they  win,  with  or 
without  assistance  from  the  breweries. 

"When  the  saloon  keepers  and  brewers  lead,  invariably  the  pros  win. 

"How  did  Houston  look  yesterday?  Less  beer  sold,  but  the  people 
lived,  I  suppose. 

"My  firm  conviction  is,  the  prohibition  movement  could  be  greatly 
minimized  by  obedience  to  laws  regulating  sale  of  liquors,  and  the 
breweries  would  live,  in  spite  of  reduced  sales,  which  might  be  caused 
by  good  behavior  of  the  dealers.  It  seems  we  are  nearing  the  point, 
'It  will  pay  to  be  good.'  "  (  A-1874.) 

Letter,  B.  Adoue  to  H.  Prince,  May  1st,  1907:

"He  will  contribute  $500  to  the  fund  of  the  campaign  and  that 
you  will  do  the  same — the  association  to  furnish  literature  and  speak- 
ers. This,  I  think,  is  reasonable,  and  in  event  of  county  going  wet, 
which  I  confidently  expect,  it  will  be  a  good  investment.  I  have  not 
time  to  tell  you  here  of  the  condition  of  things,  but  if  you  desire,  will 
come  to  see  you  and  go  over  the  entire  matter  in  detail,  or,  send  one 
of  your  men  up  to  investigate."     (S-3423.) 

Excerpt  from  report  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  for  the  month  of 
August,   1907: 

"The  battle  in  Milam  demonstrates  that  if  the  negro  is  led  by 
men  in  whom  they  have  confidence,  men  who  speak  the  truth  and 
having  spoken,  maintain  it,  they  will,  in  about  85  per  cent  vote  the 
anti  ticket;  but  it  needs  management.  They  are  half  child  and  wholly 
grafter — you  must  know  them  to  handle  them.  We  won  by  about  300 
votes."     (T-891.) 

Excerpt  from  letter,  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  Aug.  3,  1907: 

"Milam  County — A  battle  royal  is  now  on  in  that  county,  and 
though  the  election  is  not  yet  ordered,  both  sides  are  organized  and 
lined  up  for  the  fray.  The  writer  made  two  trips  to  Cameron  for  the 
purpose  of  perfecting  an  organization  and  it  looks  very  favorable  for 
an  anti  victory — but  the  pros  will  concentrate  all  their  forces  in  Milam; 
in  fact,  Zahner  and  Rankin  are  now  there,  and  several  local  speakers 
are  in  the  field,  though  the  election  will  not  be  ordered  before  the  12th 
hist.  This  will  be  a  hotly  contested  county  and  while  the  antis  will 
have  over  1,500  signers  to  the  petition,  it  is  not  safe  to  make  any  pre- 
dictions either  way."     (S-3433.) 

Letter,  G.  H.  Luedde  to  Monta  J.  Moore,  Cameron,  Texas,  Aug. 
3,   1907,  follows: 

"You  must  write  personal  letters  to  the  wholesale  liquor  dealers 
and  explain  the  situation  to  them  thoroughly  about  the  election,  that 
there  are  no  saloon  men  left  in  the  county,  that  this  is  a  fight  being 
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made  by  the  business  men  of  your  county,  and  as  you  are  sacrificing 
your  time  and  reputation,  etc.,  that  they  certainly  ought  to  furnish 
part  of  the  money,  and  ask  the  following  named  firms:  The  Archen- 
hold  Company,  Waco;  Casey-Swasey  Company,  Fort  Worth;  Martin 
Casey  Company,  Fort  Worth;  Epstein  &  Co.,  Dallas;  William  Wilker- 
son,  representing  William  H.  Lee  &  Co.,  Waco,  to  send  you  at  least 
$100  each;  in  fact,  you  ought  to  ask  them  for  more  than  $100,  and 
unless  you  write  them  an  impressive  letter  they  will  be  sure  to  send 
you  one  of  their  old  stereotyped  letters  that  they  have  on  hand  for 
such  occasions,  with  a  $25  check  and  wish  you  success.  So  take  this 
in  hand  on  your  own  account,  Friend  Monta,  and  I  believe  you  will 
get  results."     (S-3430.) 

Letter,  G.  H.  Luedde  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, 
Aug.  3,  1907: 

"I  visited  Cameron  a  few  days  ago  in  company  with  Mr.  Paget 
and  was  there  the  day  the  anti  campaign  committee  was  organized. 
The  election  will  be  called  next  Monday,  when  the  Commissioners  meet. 
The  very  best  business  men  of  the  town  are  taking  hold  of  this  elec- 
tion. One  of  the  prominent  merchants  of  the  town  is  chairman,  and 
one  of  the  bankers  of  the  town  of  Cameron  is  treasurer.  I  presume 
that  Mr.  Paget  has  written  you  as  he  told  me  that  he  would. 

"It  will  be  necessary  for  the  brewers  and  liquor  dealers  to  bear 
the  expense  of  the  campaign,  as  we  cannot  ask  these  business  men  to 
put  up  any  money,  when  they  are  giving  us  their  time  and  influence. 
Now,  as  you  will  probably  do  the  largest  business  in  the  county  and 
we  the  next,  I  told  Mr.  Paget  that  I  would  subscribe  $500  and  thought 
that  you  would  do  the  same. 

"Mr.  Monta  J.  Moore  called  me  by  phone  this  morning  and  re- 
quested that  I  send  some  money,  so  that  they  could  have  some  money 
on  hand  next  Monday  when  the  workers  would  be  coming  in  from  the 
country  to  be  assigned  to  their  duty,  and  you  know  that  the  first  thing 
they  want  is  some  money.  So  I  am  today  sending  to  the  treasurer, 
Mr.  G.  Sampson,  Cameron,  Texas,  our  check  for  $250  and  I  hope  that 
you  will  kindly  do  the  same."     (S-3431.) 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  T.  G.  Sampson,  Cam- 
eron, Texas,  Aug.  5,  1907: 

"For  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  anti  campaign  now  about  to  be 
waged  in  your  county,  Milam,  we  have  pleasure  in  handing  you  here- 
with our  check  for  the  sum  of  $250,  receipt  of  which  kindly  ac- 
knowledge. 

"We  hope  that  this  may  be  of  material  assistance  to  you  and  the 
rest  of  our  liberal  friends,  and  sincerely  trust  that  your  efforts,  which 
will  be  duly  appreciated,  may  be  crowned   with  success."     (S-3435.) 

Letter  from  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  G.  H.  Luedde, 
Aug.  5,  1907: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  3rd  inst.,  and  note  care- 
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fully  contents.  On  receipt  of  your  communication,  we  discussed  mat- 
ter with  Mr.  Bruhn  of  the  Lone  Star  Brewing  Company,  this  city;  in 
fact,  we  have  discussed  this  very  matter  with  him  on  several  occasions, 
and  if  we  remember  aright,  the  Lone  Star  and  ourselves  were  the 
only  two  doing  keg  business  in  Milam  County  when  it  went  dry,  and 
we  have  ice  houses  now  at  Rockdale,  Cameron  and  Thorndale.  If  our 
assertion  that  we  were  the  only  ones  there  is  correct,  then,  of  course^ 
it  is  our  intention  to  go  in  there  again,  and  try  to  secure  a  reasonable 
proportion  of  the  trade,  in  the  event  that  that  the  county  should  go 
wet,  which,  of  course,  we  hope  that  it  will.  In  this  connection  would 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  have  not  gone  into  any  terri- 
tory of  late  by  reasons  of  the  elections  having  gone  into  our  favor. 
We  did  go  into  Temple,  but  we  were  represented  there  before,  and  we 
understand  that  the  Lone  Star  went  into  Bremond,  but  they  were  also 
there  before.  In  view  of  the  situation,  we  believe  that  it  would  be  well 
to  arrange  for  a  conference,  as  there  are  several  things  that  we  would 
like  to  discuss  with  you  bearing  on  the  points  at  issue,  that  we  cannot 
very  well  do  by  letter,  and  in  order  that  you  may  better  appreciate 
the  situation. 

"Mr.  Bruhn  advises  that  he  will  this  day  send  to  Mr.  T.  G.  Samp- 
son, treasurer,  Cameron,  Texas,  check  for  the  sum  of  $250  and  we 
will  do  likewise. 

"We  shall  be  glad  to  hear  further  from  you,  and  remain."  (S-3436.) 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  O.  Paget,  Aug.  6,  1907: 

"Your  letter  of  the  30th  ult.  has  been  received  and  carefully  noted. 
I  had,  together  with  Mr.  Bruhn,  discussed  the  situation  in  Milam 
County  several  times  and  after  reading  your  letter  Mr.  Bruhn  espe- 
cially seems  to  think  that  you  are  losing  sight  of  the  interest  of  the 
Texas  breweries.  He  and  I  had  decided,  in  fact,  to  act  in  concert  with 
you,  but  you  state  in  your  letter  that  you  had  made  arrangements  with 
Mr.  Luedde,  who  had  stated  to  you  that  he  thought  he  and  I  could 
control  the  situation,  whereas  I  thought  that  Mr.  Bruhn  and  I  could 
and  should  do  it. 

"If  my  memory  serves  me  aright,  Mr.  Luedde  has  no  keg  beer 
interest  in  Milam  County  prior  to  local  option  going  into  effect,  and 
if  this  is  so,  I  trust  that  he  will  extend  to  us  the  same  consideration 
which  we  have  shown  him  in  various  other  places,  which  have  been 
opened  up  due  to  victories  of  the  antis. 

"Mr.  Bruhn  and  I  have  both  addressed  the  treasurer,  as  suggested 
by  you,  in  regard  to  legitimate  campaign  expenses,  and  are  now  in 
communication  with  him,  and  we  may  decide  to  send  one  of  our  rep- 
resentatives, who  has  a  great  many  personal  friends  in  Milam  County 
up  there  with  a  view  of  encouraging  and  enthusing  our  people. 

"I  appreciate  inquiry  in  regard  to  Mills  County  and  while  wishing 
success,  beg  to  state  that  we  have  never  done  any  business  there." 
(S-3439.) 

Letter,  George  F.  Moore,  secretary  Anti-Prohibition  Committee, 
Cameron,  Texas,  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  Aug.   12,  1907: 
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"As  you  are  probably  aware,  I  have  been  selected  as  the  secretary 
of  the  anti-prohibition  committee,  who  will  have  charge  of  the  anti 
side  of  the  question  during  the  forthcoming  campaign  in  this  county. 
The  county  is  already  dry,  but  prospects  are  very  bright  this  time  for 
an  anti  victory,  as  the  pros  only  won  before  by  a  small  majority,  when 
we  did  not  have  near  the  perfect  organization  that  we  have  now.  Dur- 
ing the  heat  of  the  day  and  the  turmoil  of  a  warm  campaign,  when  the 
mind  reverts  to  the  possession  of  a  good  cold  bottle  of  Texas  Pride, 
and  we  have  not  it,  the  thought  has  come  that  perhaps  the  San  Antonio 
Brewery  would  not  object  to  supplying  the  soldiers  in  the  cause  with 
a  donation  of  some  bottled  goods  which  can  be  placed  on  ice  and  form 
an  oasis  in  the  dismal  desert  of  protracted  prohibition.  We  desire 
that  this  not  for  general  drinking  purposes,  but  for  the  staunch  mem- 
bers of  the  working  force,  who  might  occasionally  desire  some  liquid 
refreshments  soothing  to  the  feeling  of  thirst  so  often  experienced 
in  these  parts.  Therefore  if  consistent  we  feel  that  a  cask  of  Texas 
Pride  would  come  in  very  handy,  and  prove  a  great  treat  until  we  can 
be  able  to  go  in  and  buy  same  in  a  well  regulated  and  appointed  place 
of  business."     (S-3466.) 

Letter,  O.   Paget  to  Otto  Wahrmund,   Aug.   13,   1907: 

"I  write  to  ask  if  you  will  interest  yourself  so  far  in  the  election 
in  Milam  County  as  to  procure  some  way  of  reaching  the  Bohemian 
votes,  either  by  or  through  a  good  German  or  Bohemian  speaker,  or 
through  the  papers  of  that  (Bohemian)  language,  published  at  La- 
Grange  and  Hallettsville.

They  have,  of  course,  German  and  one  Bohemian  worker, 
but  it  is  not  enough  to  cover  our  field,  so  the  committee  asked  me  if 
you  would  interest  yourself  to  get  a  speaker  or  an  article  in  the 
Nov'y  Demov  (New  Home),  of  which  Jos.  Kopecky  is  editor,  published 
at  Hallettsille,  and  in  the  Hoboda,  A.  Haidusek,  editor,  published  at 
LaGrange.  The  local  committee  to  furnish  the  article  in  English,  the 
papers  to  translate  and  publish  it.  As  the  election  is  ordered  for  the 
31st  inst.  you  will  see  there  is  no  time  to  lose.  Please  answer  me  at 
Galveston  as  soon  as  possible  and  oblige."     (S-3471.) 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Mr.  George  T.  Moore, 
Cameron,   Texas,  Aug.   14,   1907: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  12th  inst.  and 
assuredly  your  point  is  well  taken.  Such  disinterested  efforts  should 
certainly  meet  with  due  appreciation,  and  as  far  as  we  are  concerned, 
you  may  be  sure  that  they  are,  and  the  cask  of  beer,  Texas  Pride,  will 
be  sent  you  at  once,  and  I  trust  that  you  will  accept  the  same  with 
our  compliments. 

"I  am  pleased  to  observe  that  the  prospects  are  bright  for  an  anti 
victory,  and  in  behalf  of  the  liberty-loving  people  of  our  dear  old 
State,  it  is  my  sincere  desire  to  see  Milam  County  fall  in  line  with  the 
liberal  element."     (S-3477.) 
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Letter,  Monta  J.  Moore,  Cameron,  Texas,  to  G.  H.  Luedde,  Waco, 
Aug.  15,  1907: 

"As  you  have  already  been  advised,  the  election  has  been  called 
for  the  31st  inst.  instead  of  about  the  10th  of  September,  as  we  had 
calculated.  Thus  you  see  the  time  is  very  short  in  which  to  make  the 
campaign.  However,  we  feel  that  we  have  the  situation  well  in  hand, 
and  that  by  prompt  and  energetic  effort  the  county  can  be  thoroughly 
organized  and  the  fight  won.  Mr.  R.  H.  Hicks  of  Rockdale  is  leading 
the  fight  for  the  pros.  He  is  a  leading  merchant  and  banker  of  that 
community,  and  one  of  the  most  forceful  personalities  of  that  com- 
munity you  will  find  anyhere.  His  enthusiasm  and  readiness,  as  well 
as  ability  to  spend  all  the  money  necessary  or  that  can  profitably  be 
spent  for  his  cause,  makes  the  fight  ahead  of  us  exceedingly  hard  and 
difficult.  Already  many  evidences  exist,  showing  that  the  'colored 
brother'  has  been  pretty  well  'greased.'  Quite  a  number  of  the  in- 
fluential ones  have  begun  organizing,  using  livery  teams,  have  begun 
putting  on  good  clothes  and  in  many  ways  make  it  manifest  that  they 
have  been  properly  'seen'  by  the  leaders  of  the  pro  movement.  The 
pros  already  have  in  the  county  about  25  speakers.  In  addition  to  this, 
camp  meetings  have  sprung  up  in  almost  every  community  and  turned 
into  prohibition  rallies,  and  prayer  meetings  are  organized  into  cam- 
paign clubs,  and  all  church  forces  are  being  worked  absolutely  up  to 
the  limit.  Notwithstanding  all  this,  we  can  win  this  fight  by  infusing 
courage  in  our  people  to  stand  up  for  their  rights. 

"We  already  have  several  speakers  in  the  county,  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  three  of  the  newspapers  by  which  an  anti  page 
will  be  edited  for  the  balance  of  the  campaign,  we  to  pay  so  much 
per  page;  several  trusted  and  good  workers  have  been  employed  and 
n  systematic  arrangement  entered  into  by  which  we  will  get  a  thorough 
poll  of  the  county  and  get  in  touch  with  every  anti  voter  at  every  box. 

"You  will  at  once  appreciate  the  fact  that  the  campaign  planned 
and  the  only  one  that  can  possibly  stand  any  show  of  winning,  means 
an  expenditure  of  considerable  money.  Milam  County  has  been  in 
fie  pro  column  now  four  years,  losing  at  the  last  election  by  128  votes. 
We  have  no  saloons  to  put  up  any  campaign  funds,  nor  have  we  pros- 
pet  live  liquor  dealers  to  put  up  for  the  fight  in  any  way.  .  We  are 
dependent  entirely  upon  the  disinterested  citizenship  for  funds,  and 
you  can  readily  understand  that  we  cannot  expect  very  much  from 
tn's  source.  I  am  not  disposed  to  make  a  persona4!  request  for  con- 
tributions from  persons  out  of  the  county,  and  will  have  to  ask  you  to 
undertake  this  very  necessary  end  of  the  campaign.  I  had  hoped 
that  we  could  make  this  fight  on  $3,000,  but  I  confess  that  it  looks  to 
me  at  this  time  as  if  that  is  not  going  to  be  enough. 

"Enclosed  you  will  find  letter  from  Alf  Deickman,  southwestern 
a^ent  of  S.  Grabfelder,  distillers,  offering  to  make  a  contribution,  and 
I  would  suggest  that  you  take  the  matter  up  with  him  as  to  the  amount 
that  would  be  fair  for  him  to  contribute.

"Mr.  Ragsdale  is  a  very  strong  speaker,  speaks  the  Bohemian  lan- 
guage perfectly,  and  I  feel  sure  will  do  us  a  whole  lot  of  good. 

"I  will  refer  him  to  the  committee  up  there,  and  they  can  decide 
how  best  to  proceed."     (S-3488.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  Aug.  16,  1907: 

"The  letter  of  Mr.  Hedeman  of  Llano,  which  you  sent  Mr.  Adoue, 
he  showed  me.  The  calling  of  the  election  in  that  county  at  this  time 
is  premature,  but  as  it  is  called  the  thing  for  us  to  do  is  to  go  in  and 
fight  and  do  the  best  we  can  to  win.  An  engagement  in  Milam  County 
prevents  me  going  to  Llano  before  Wednesday,  at  which  time  I  will 
be  there.

"When  you  wrote  me  about  a  week  or  ten  days  ago  with  reference 
tc  Milam  County,  you  told  me  that  you  were  sending  a  check  for  $250 
and  that  Mr.  Bruhn  of  the  Lone  Star  Brewery  was  also  sending  check 
for  $250.  I  wrote  you  then  that  I  had  already  sent  check  for  $250 
and  I  have  advanced  about  $200  since  for  other  purposes,  because  they 
phoned  me  yesterday  that  they  were  entirely  out  of  money.  I  asked 
them  how  much  they  had  received,  and  they  stated  $250.  Whichever 
of  you  have  overlooked  this,  I  would  thank  you  to  mail  the  same  to 
them  at  once,  and  as  you  are  probably  aware  this  election  will  take 
place  on  the  last  day  of  this  month,  and  they  are  needing  money  and 
needing  it  badly  now,  we  must  each  one  send  them  $250  more,  so  they 
will  have  money  on  hand  to  work  with. 

"I  wrote  to  Mr.  Adoue  on  the  subject  and  he  stated  that  those  of 
us  who  expected  to  do  business  there  would  have  to  take  care  of  the 
election  expenses.  As  no  doubt  the  territory  will  be  divided  as  between 
the  Lone  Star  Brewery,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  and  our- 
selves, we,  of  course,  will  have  the  bulk  of  this  fight  to  make,  so  be 
sure  and  remit  these  parties  by  return  mail. 

"In  instructing  Mr.  Monta  J.  Moore  this  morning  to  notify  Mr. 
Sampson,  the  treasurer,  to  honor  his  check,  and  we  would  cover  the 
same  by  the  first  of  the  week.  So  have  Mr.  Bruhn  or  yourself,  which- 
ever one  failed  to  make  the  remittance  before,  remit  them  $500  and 
the  other  send  $250  and  we  will  do  the  same. 

"Enclosed  find  copy  of  letter  I  received  from  Monta  J.  Moore 
which  explains  itself.  Would  state  that  while  Mr.  Moore  was  in  Dallas 
a  few  days  ago,  I  requested  him  to  call  on  Epstein  &  Co.  and  he  did 
so  in  company  with  Mr.  Paget,  Mr.  Paget  introducing  him,  and  Mr. 
Paget  says  that  he  never  saw  any  man  get  such  a  cold  deal  in  his  life 
as  Mr.  Epstein  gave  Mr.  Moore,  and  Mr.  Moore  said  then  and  there 
that  he  would  do  all  the  work  he  could  in  the  county  towards  getting 
the  voters  to  the  polls  and  towards  converting  voters,  and  everything 
of  that  kind,  but  that  he  would  not  ask  any  more  people  for  money 
for  campaign  purposes;  so  this  matter  has  devolved  upon  me,  Mr. 
Wahrmund,  and  I  am  trying  to  do  the  best  that  I  can;  and  if  some- 
times I  seem  a  little  officious  in  these  matters,  I  hope  that  you  will 
pardon  me,  because  I  assure  you  I  am  doing  what  I  think  is  for  the 
best  interests  of  all  of  us,  and  it  is  certainly  to  say  the  least  of  it,  con- 
siderable work  to  try  to  raise  campaign  funds  for  these  elections. 

"I  am  writing  a  letter  to  all  the  liquor  dealers  and  putting  the 
matter  plainly  before  them,  requesting  them  if  they  expect  to  do  busi- 
ness in  these  towns,  they  certainly  ought  to  help  us  out;  that  it  is  a 
matter  that  should  not  entirely  be  left  with  the  brewers,  who  have 
always  shown  more  liberality  than  anyone  else  in  these  matters. 

"If  there  is  anything  that  you  can  do  or  say,  or  any  suggestions 
that  you  can  give  me,  would  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you."     (S-3491.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  Aug.  17,   1907: 

"Your   kind    favor   of  the    16th   received.     I   am   exceedingly   glad 
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that  you  have  taken  up  the  matter  in  Milam  County  and  will  send  Mr. 
Ragsdale  there.  I  will  be  in  Cameron  on  Monday  and  will  devote  con- 
siderable time  to  that  county  until  the  end  of  the  campaign.  I  will 
have  to  go  to  Llano  on  Wednesday.  To  Haskell  County  at  the  end  of 
the  week,  where  an  election  has  been  called  by  the  antis  and  I  am 
afraid  we  have  not  a  ghost  of  a  chance. 

"I  know  Mr.  Ragsdale  very  well — almost  as  well  as  I  know  Mr. 
Paulus  and  he  is  a  very  good  man.  You  failed  to  notify  me  in  your 
letter  whether  you  could  do  anything  in  the  Hallettsville  and  LaGrange 
papers  (Bohemian).  It  would  be  a  great  satisfaction  to  me  if  one  of 
your  representatives  could  reach  Milam  County  in  the  earlier  portion 
of  the  week.  There  are  some  matters  which  it  would  be  well  for  him 
to  take  up  at  that  time. 

"Will  you  kindly  have  Mr.  Ragsdale  communicate  with  Mr.  Monta 
J.  Moore  or  W.  W.  Chambers  at  Cameron,  advising  at  what  time  he 
will  be  there,  so  they  can  regulate  their  program  accordingly — make 
dates  for  him,  etc.  I  have  planned  out  for  all  the  speakers  up  to  the 
afternoon  of  Tuesday  and  if  you  could  phone  or  get  into  communica- 
tion there  before  that  time,  letting  me  know  at  what  time  Mr.  Rags- 
dale will  be  there  and  how  long  he  can  stay,  I  could  intelligently  place 
him  on  the  speaking  list. 

"Thanking  you  for  the  promptness  and  courtesy  of  your  reply, 
and  awaiting  your  further  communication,  I  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
scribe myself."     (S-3493.) 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  O.  Paget,  Aug.  18, 
1907: 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.,  from  Galveston,  beg  to  state 
that  I  have  given  Mr.  Ragsdale  a  letter  of  introduction  to  Mr.  George 
T.  Moore,  the  secretary  of  the  Anti-Prohibition  Committee  of  Milam 
County,  and  he  will  report  there  on  Monday  or  Tuesday  next.  He  is 
to  discuss  with  the  committee  as  to  the  best  way  of  reaching  the  good 
Bohemian  vote  of  that  county,  this  having  been  all  understood  in  con- 
versation had  with  him  over  the  phone,  which,  if  omitted  to  mention 
in  my  previous  letter  was  an  oversight."     (S-3497.) 

Letter,  Monta  J.  Moore,  Cameron,  Texas,  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  San 
Antonio,  Texas,  Aug.  20,   1907: 

"I  have  read  the  letter  of  this  date  by  Mr.  Paget  to  you  with  ref- 
erence to  the  condition  of  the  campaign  in  this  county.  In  my  humble 
judgment  Mr.  Paget  has  underestimated  our  strength,  and  I  feel  sure 
that  if  the  election  were  held  today  we  would  win  by  nearer  one  thou- 
sand than  the  figure  that  he  has  named.  Unless,  however,  we  can  have 
sufficient  funds  to  continue  the  fight  until  the  close  of  the  polls  we 
will  in  all  probability  lose.  The  enemy  is  well  supplied.  He  is  directed 
by  Mr.  R.  H.  Hicks  of  Rockdale,  who  is  rich  and  is  one  of  the  most 
forceful  personalities  in  Texas.  The  pros  are  staking  everything  upon 
this  campaign,  and  in  their  desperation  anything  will  be  resorted  to. 
Not  only  should  we  have  funds,  but  it  is  equally  as  important  that  we 
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have  them  at  once.  We  should  know  exactly  the  amount  of  cloth  to 
put  in  our  garment  instanta. 

"The  campaign  will  not  probably  cost  as  much  as  was  calculated 
in  the  beginning,  but  with  the  reports  industriously  circulated  by  our 
friends,  the  enemy,  that  the  barrel  of  the  breweries  is  on  tap,  even 
our  own  people  raise  the  price  on  everything  they  can  handle. 

"I  wish  to  add  to  Mr.  Pagt's  appeal  for  funds,  my  own  personal 
request  for  funds  sufficient  to  finish  this  fight,  and  for  immediate 
information  that  they  are  forthcoming."     (S-3549.) 

Letter,  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  Texas,  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  An- 
tonio, Aug.  20,  1907: 

"Upon  arrival  here  and  going  over  the  situation  carefully  can- 
vassing the  returns  from  every  box,  at  a  conservative  estimate  the 
county  will  go  anti  by  250,  provided  we  can  hold  things  as  they  now  are. 

"There  has  been  no  error  so  far  on  our  side;  the  committee  have 
worked  well,  earnestly  and  intelligently,  and  considering  the  funds  at 
their  disposal  have  done  wonders,  but  if  more  funds  are  not  forth- 
coming they  may  as  well  throw  up  their  hands. 

"I  put  in  a  call  for  you  this  morning,  and  one  for  Mr.  Luedde.  I 
did  not  succeed  in  getting  you,  but  did  get  Mr.  Luedde.  He  is  aware 
of  conditions  existing  and  advised  me  to  inform  you  and  Mr.  Bruhn 
of  the  same,  which  I  now  do.  If  money  from  some  source  is  not  forth- 
coming the  campaign  will  fail.  If  a  reasonable  amount  is  furnished 
they  will  win. 

"We  have  here  as  speakers:  (White)  Ashby,  Ballew,  Marr  and 
others;  (colored)  Rayner,  Stokes  and  Jackson,  the  latter  sent  by  and 
at  the  expense  of  Mr.  Luedde.  The  Texas  Brewers'  Association  must 
pay  those  speakers  and  the  interested  brewers  are  called  on  to  help  out 
financially. 

"The  local  people  have  raised  funds  ($750)  for  a  big  barbecue 
here.    The  local  men  are  making  speeches  and  doing  their  part  nobly. 

"I  am  giving  you  the  facts.  I  wish  you  would  call  Mr.  Bruhn, 
read  this  and  consult  with  him,  and  then  call  either  Mr.  Moore  or 
myself,  and  tell  them  just  what  they  can  expect. 

"Remember,  I  am  neither  advising  nor  asking  any  funds.  I  give 
you  these  facts  as  I  see  them.  I  asked  you  to  send  up  a  representative 
authorized  to  act  for  you,  and  renew  the  request. 

"I  cannot  reach  Llano  before  Thursday.  I  am  needed  here,  but 
will  be  there  upon  that  date."     (S-35G4.) 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Monta  J.  Moore, 
Cameron,  Texas,  Aug.  21st,  1907: 

"Your  favor  of  the  20th  inst.  to  Mr.  Wahrmund  is  noted  in  his 
absence,  he  being  in  Mexico  at  present. 

"For  reasons  which  you  will  appreciate,  beg  to  state  that  this  is 
a  matter  that  cannot  very  well  be  discussed  in  a  letter. 

"You  know  what  has  been  done  heretofore,  and  will  state  now  that 
I  cannot  see  my  way  clear  to  improve  on  same,  and  I  say  to  you  in  all 
kindness,  judge,  that  if  the  election  in  Milam  County  is  to  be  won  by, 
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the  liberal  element  or  antis,  then  the  sentiment  of  the  people  must  be 
with  us.  Our  efforts  will  have  to  be  backed  up  by  the  representative, 
the  business  people.  Without  that  there  would  be  no  chance  to  win. 
Experience  has  taught  me  that  it  would  be  a  very  bad  plan  to  make 
donation  for  an  amount  in  excess  of  what  is  really  necessary  for  legiti- 
mate purposes;  when  that  is  exceeded  it  almost  invariably  acts  as  a 
boomerang,  and  even  in  your  letter,  you  admit  that  the  opposition  is 
circulating  such  reports  very  industriously.  We  must  not  permit  such 
reports  to  be  founded  on  facts. 

"We  should  make  a  clean,  open  and  above-board  fight,  and  not 
resort  to  any  methods  that  are  not  absolutely  proper.  Our  cause  is  a 
just,  a  righteous  one,  and  it  appeals  to  all  liberty-loving  people.  If 
that  element  is  lacking  in  Milam  County,  we  lose;  if  they  preponderate, 
we  win,  that  is  all  there  is  to  it.  My  honest  impression  is  that  we  have 
a  majority  in  Milam  County  and  they  have  seen  the  ill  effects  of  local 
option,  and  I  am  confident  they  will  express  their  disapproval  in  no 
unmeasured  terms  when  it  comes  to  voting,  so  let  it  not  be  said  that 
they  were  influenced  or  actuated  by  other  than  their  own  good,  sound 
judgment  in  throwing  off  the  fanatical  yoke. 

"I  realize  how  you  feel  about  this  matter,  judge,  and  will  state 
that  your  efforts  are  very  much  appreciated  by  all.  What  I  have  said 
in  this  letter  is  the  result  of  actual  experience,  and  I  feel  that  after 
calm  review  of  the  same,  and  due  reflection,  that  you  will  coincide 
with  me  in  my  views.  If  we  are  to  win  in  Milam  County  it  will  not 
be  accomplished  with  money — you  may  safely  put  that  down. 

"Wishing  you  and  the  rest  of  our  liberal  friends  success,  I  beg  to 
remain,  etc. 

"P.  S. — Kindly  refer  you  to  section  5,  page  312,  General  Laws, 
1907.  This,  of  course,  applies  to  corporations,  but  on  the  same  prin- 
ciple, what  right  have  the  pros  to  openly  raise  funds  for  a  purpose  of 
which  they  make  no  secret?  If  this  would  not  apply  to  the  case,  how 
about  the  Terrell  election  law?"     (S-3592.) 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  G.  H.  Luedde,  Waco, 
Texas,  Aug.  21,  1907: 

"Your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.,  addressed  to  Mr.  Wahrmund,  is 
noted  in  his  absence,  he  having  gone  on  a  trip  to  Mexico. 

"Would  respectfully  advise  that  remittance  of  $250  was  made  by 
both  parties  referred  to,  and  no  doubt  now  to  hand. 

"While  I  appreciate  your  remarks  bearing  on  the  subject,  beg  to 
state  that  I  regret  I  cannot  see  my  way  clear  to  make  further  dona- 
tion, nor  do  I  deem  it  advisable  so  to  do.  Experience  has  taught  me 
that  such  methods  very  rarely  win  out.  We  have  got  to  have  the  senti- 
ment with  us,  backed  by  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  business  men,  and 
if  that  is  lacking  then  we  might  just  as  well  not  make  any  effort.  All 
the  money  in  the  world  would  not  do  any  good  otherwise.  A  reason- 
able amount  for  legitimate  expenses  is  all  right,  but  beyond  that,  in 
my  estimation,  it  is  all  wrong.  For  to  express  myself  by  means  of 
letter  as  I  would  like,  but  I  feel  sure  that  you  will  appreciate  the  cor- 
rectness of  my  contention. 
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"There  is  also  another  thing  that  I  would  direct  your  attention  to, 
and  that  in  all  kindness,  and  it  is  the  giving  away  of  beer  on  occasions 
of  this  kind.  That  is  all  wrong.  I  do  not  know  how  you  feel  about 
this,  nor  do  I  know  what  action  you  have  taken  on  such  requests,  but 
merely  mention  it  due  to  the  fact  that  we  were  asked  to  contribute  a 
half  dozen  casks  of  beer  the  other  day  that  it  might  be  used  in  cam- 
paigning. We  refused  to  make  that  kind  of  a  fight.  It  must  be  a 
perfectly  clean  campaign,  open  and  above  board,  and  if  liquor  of  any 
kind  is  dished  out,  and  some  of  our  good-natured  friends  should  happen 
to  come  or  get  under  the  influence,  rather  than  accomplish  the  object 
sought,  it  would  have  just  the  reverse  effect. 

"These  are  all  points  that  those  conducting  the  campaign  should 
give  serious  weight  to,  and  experience  has  taught  us  what  is  best  to  be 
done  under  the  circumstance.  As  you  are  taking  quite  an  interest  in 
affairs,  for  reasons  which  we  fully  appreciate,  I  deem  it  pertinent,  in 
fact  advisable,  to  direct  your  attention  to  this."     (S-3504.) 

Letter,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  B.  Adoue,  Aug.  23, 
1907: 

"The  enclosed  correspondence  with  Mr.  Luedde  of  Waco,  Texas, 
is  self-explanatory.  Although  the  envelope  is  addressed  to  us,  letter  to 
the  Lone  Star,  still,  they  have  received  communication  of  similar  import 
addressed  to  us,  so  that  it  is  really  intended  for  us,  and  I  have  pleasure 
ir  handing  you  herewith  copy  of  letter  which  we  wrote  Mr.  Luedde  re- 
cently, which  will  explain  our  attitude  in  the  matter,  and  I  will  state 
for  your  information  that  I  deem  it  a  very  foolish  policy  to  pursue, 
to  permit  of  the  impression  going  forth  that  the  breweries  are  so 
flushed  and  have  that  'big  barrel'  at  their  disposal,  that  we  are,  so  to 
speak  'mints'  and  the  money  can  be  turned  out  at  will.  I  would  also 
suggest  that  you  kindly  disabuse  Mr.  Paget's  mind  as  well,  of  any  such 
impression,  and  the  good  people  should  not  be  made  to  believe  that  we 
have  money  ad  libitum  to  take  care  of  such  expenses.  Anything  in 
reason  and  for  legitimate  purposes  is  all  right,  and  in  this  connection 
beg  to  state  that  we,  as  well  as  the  Lone  Star,  donated  the  sum  of  $250, 
which  was  quite  liberal,  and  Mr.  Luedde,  apparently,  did  his  share,  so 
in  view  of  this,  we  should  not  be  asked  further  contribution,  for  those 
elections  are  not  won  by  the  'big  barrel/  on  the  contrary,  there  is  a 
principle  involved.  We  have  done  our  duty  and  all  that  should  reason- 
ably be  expected  of  us  and  the  good,  liberal  element  of  Rockdale  and 
Cameron,  which  should  have  the  interest  of  their  respective  towns  at 
heart,  should  take  care  of  the  rest. 

"In  addition  to  amount  of  our  contribution  previously  referred  to, 
beg  to  state  that  we  shipped  them  five  (5)  casks  of  beer,  amounting  in 
value  to  approximately  the  sum  of  $50,  this  beer  not  to  be  dished  out 
to  the  various  voters,  but  for  the  use  of  the  better  or  more  fastidious 
element  at  the  head  of  affairs,  who  are  conducting  the  campaign  and  as 
a  sort  of  solace  when  compelled  to  make  long  trips,  speeches,  etc.,  this 
explanation  was  vouched  us  after  we  had  at  first  refused  to  make  the 
shipment,  a  fact  which  you  will  better  appreciate  after  reading  our  let- 
ter to  Mr.  Luedde. 
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"In  regard  to  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  $1,000  to  Mr.  Luedde's 
attorney,  as  outlined  in  his  letter,  beg  to  state  that  I  deem  that  ridicu- 
lous, to  say  the  least.  The  liquor  dealers  represented  by  Mr.  Wolters 
took  it  upon  themselves  to  make  the  fight  in  this  case,  and  as  we  all 
know  full  well,  made  a  beautiful  mess  of  it,  just  as  we  expected  they 
would.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  they  insisted  on  handling  mat- 
ters their  way,  our  attorney  being  relegated  to  the  rear,  still,  when  the 
case  came  up  in  Dallas,  they  worked  just  as  hard  as  any  of  them,  and 
aside  from  their  regular  contract  with  us  charged  nothing,  other  than 
the  expense  of  the  trip,  so  that  in  case  Mr.  Luedde's  attorney  should 
make  an  additional  demand  of  him,  then  I  would  suggest  that  he  be 
permitted  to  pay  them,  not  the  association. 

"As  to  meeting  on  Sunday  as  suggested,  beg  to  state  that  I  am 
averse  to  so  doing,  as  it  would  not  accomplish  anything  and  if  they 
advised  additional  expense  being  incurred  under  the  promise  that  the 
breweries  interested  would  take  care  of  the  same,  then  it  was  without 
authority,  and  they  should  be  made  to  foot  the  bill,  for  they  had  no 
right  to  make  any  such  promises  in  our  behalf.  I  have  had  a  talk  with 
Mr.  Bruhn  and  agree  with  him  fully  on  the  subject,  and  I  will  state 
further  that  I  have  noted  particularly  that  it  is  almost  invariably  the 
case  that  where  the  breweries  spend  large  amounts  on  these  elections 
that  they  very  rarely  win  them."     (S-3506.) 

Excerpt  letter,  B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  Texas,  to  S.  T.  Morgan  of 
Dallas  Brewery,  Aug.  21,  1907: 

"I  return  herewith  Mr.  Stafford's  letter;  the  negro  preacher  wanted 
is  now  employed  in  Milam  County,  cannot  be  taken  out  of  there  until 
end  of  next  week. 

"The  suggestion  of  'making  money  subscriptions  as  individuals' 
does  not  strike  me  favorably;  it  is  that  very  game  which  created  the 
Bailey-Pierce  unpleasantness.  Above  all  things,  we  must  keep  within 
the  law.  If  we  cannot  give  active  support  to  local  option  elections,  the 
pros  will  also  be  prevented,  and  I  would  be  willing  not  to  do  anything 
if  Rankin  and  company  are  eliminated.  Ask  Mr.  Eckford  whether  or 
not  we  can  prevent  prohibitionists  making  speeches.  Where  is  the  dif- 
ference between  us  sending  speakers  and  them  sending  speakers?  Ours 
work  for  pay,  theirs  work  for  pay.  Stop  the  pros  speakers  and  local 
option  is  dead."     (D-544.) 

Letter,  H.  Bruhn,  manager  Lone  Star  Brewing  Company,  to  Otto 
Koehler,  president  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  Aug.  26,  1907': 

"During  your  absence  from  the  city  I  received  another  letter  from 
Mr.  Luedde,  and  also  one  from  Mr.  Adoue.  The  situation  in  Milam 
County  seems  to  be  favorable  for  us,  but  more  money  has  to  be  forth- 
coming, and  inasmuch  as  Mr.  Luedde  states  that  if  we  did  not  win  that 
county  he  would  never  ask  us  to  contribute  another  dollar  to  any  other 
county  election  in  which  we  were  jointly  interested,  I  sent  the  com- 
mittee yesterday  my  check  for  $250.  I  told  Mr.  Luedde  at  the  same 
time  that  you  would  also  contribute  the  same  amount. 
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"It  seems  that  there  is  no  other  way  out  of  the  matter  and  we 
simply  have  to  dig  into  our  pocketbooks  once  more,  although  it  may 
not  be  exactly  to  our  liking."     (S-3518.) 

Letter,  J.  B.  Rayner,  a  negro  preacher  of  Calvert,  Texas,  to  Otto 
Wahrmund,  Sept.   1,   1907: 

"You  own  much  interests  at  Rockdale  and  Cameron,  in  Milam 
County,  and  I  want  you  to  know  what  I  have  been  doing  in  that  county. 
In  the  management  of  the  campaign  in  that  county  I  had  plenary 
powers  given  me  by  Capt.  Paget,  and  the  local  campaign  committee, 
and  I  hear  this  morning  that  Milam  County  has  redeemed  herself  from( 
bigotry,  and  freed  herself  from  intolerance.  In  that  campaign  I  did  my 
hardest  work,  and  I  suffered  many  insults,  and  endured  much  abuse, 
I  had  it  to  suffer  to  win.  In  this  campaign  as  in  other  campaigns  I 
was  not  a  hireling,  because  Capt.  Paget  did  not  tell  me  what  I  was  to 
receive  for  my  work,  and  I  do  not  know  what  I  am  to  receive.  What- 
ever I  am  to  receive,  I  will  be  compelled  to  use  it,  to  go  to  Washington, 
D.  C,  to  meet  the  National  Baptist  Convention,  which  meets  there  the 
middle  of  this  month.  For  the  last  three  years  I  have  been  holding 
this  convention  in  line  on  the  prohibition  question.  If  I  fail  to  attend 
these  meetings  of  the  preachers  and  leaders  I  will  lose  my  influence. 
The  greater  my  influence  the  greater  the  service  I  can  render  to  the 
cause  of  'personal  liberty.'  I  hope  you  and  Mr.  Koehler  will  think  well 
of  the  work  I  did  in  Milam  County."     (S-3528.) 

»  Excerpt  letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Herman  Curr- 
lin,  Cuero,  Texas,  Sept.  7,  1907: 

"In  further  relation  to  our  conversation  of  yesterday,  we  beg  to 
state  that  I  had  hoped  that  Mr.  Moede  would  be  back  here  this  morning, 
and  in  that  event  the  intention  was  to  have  sent  him  there  at  once,  if  it 
would  accomplish  anything.  He  has  been  detained  in  Milam  County." 
(S-3541.) 

Letter,  H.  C.  Meyer  and  E.  A.  Wallace,  Rockdale,  Texas,  to  Otto 
Wahrmund,  Sept.   7,   1907: 

"We  are  again  writing  you  relative  to  prohibition  matters  here. 
We  do  so  from  the  standpoint  of  a  possible  precinct  election,  which,, 
while  we  do  not  expect  it,  yet,  on  account  of  the  very  peculiar  condi- 
tions, we  must  anticipate. 

"We  do  not  think  the  conditions  are  similar  anywhere  else  in  the 
State.  The  leader  of  the  pros,  Mr.  H.  H.  Hicks,  is  a  man  of  unusually 
lsrge  personal  following,  which  is  augmented  by  the  fact  that  he  is  a 
creditor  of  a  lar^e  part  of  the  population.  While  we  do  not  believe 
that  he  would  likely  favor  a  beat  election,  yet,  if  the  liquor  traffic  is 
not  properly  conducted,  and  the  agitation  for  a  beat  election  is  started 
by  a  few  extremists,  he  will  make  the  fight;  and  if  it  comes  on  we  will 
be  hard  put  to  it  to  win. 

"We  understand  that  Mr.  Luedde  is  opening  an  agency  through 
one  of  our  helpers,  and  we  fear  that  if  it  is  done  that  the  competition 
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will  cause  the  opening  of  places  at  undesirable  and  improper  points, 
2nd  will  induce  undesirable  people  to  enter.  If  it  starts  it  may  get 
beyond  our  control  and  put  us  at  great  disadvantage,  and  give  the 
opposition  all  they  want  in  the  way  of  object  lessons. 

"This  leads  up  to  the  suggestion  we  wish  to  make,  i.  e.,  that  some 
arrangement  be  made  between  you  and  Mr.  Luedde  whereby  there  will 
be  but  the  one  agency  here,  temporarily  at  last.  And  if  such  can  be 
arranged  that  you  take  the  initiative  with  Mr.  Luedde,  leaving  us  in 
such  position  that  the  people  with  whom  he  is  negotiating  will  incur 
no  ill  will  against  us,  as  they  are  our  personal  customers  and  clients, 
besides  our  helpers  politically. 

"We  are  disposed  in  this  matter  by  no  personal  desire  to  help  our- 
selves, or  anybody  else  in  a  business  way,  but  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  a  political  victory,  in  a  matter  essential  to  us  all,  to  do 
which  we  have  spent  much  time  and  money,  and  made  many  enemies. 

"If  the  suggestion  here  made  seems  to  be  practicable  we  would 
like  for  you  to  adopt  it,  and  to  write  us  relative  thereto. 

"We  are  writing  to  Mr.  Koehler,  stating  that  we  have  written  you, 
our  letter  to  him  being  directed  towards  another  matter."     (S-3546.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  Messrs.  Mayer  & 
Wallace,  Rockdale,  Texas,  September  9,  1907: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  and  appreciate  your  favor  of  the  7th  inst.,  the 
contents  of  which  I  have  very  carefully  noted,  and  will  state  in  reply 
that  I  will  be  glad  to  do  all  in  my  power,  but  am  afraid.  Do  not  know 
to  what  extent  Mr.  Luedde  will  permit  himself  to  be  controlled  by  us  or 
Any  one  else. 

"I  will  arrange  to  have  a  conference  with  Mr.  Bruhn  of  the  Lone 
Star  Brewing  Company,  this  city,  who  is  now  absent,  but  will  return, 
\n  all  probability,  in  the  next  day  or  so,  and  will  then  let  you  know 
what  we  can  do. 

"Your  letter  to  Mr.  Koehler  will  have  attention  through  Mr.  J.  J. 
Dlsen."    (S-3551.) 

Letter  George  F.  Moore,  secretary  of  the  anti  organization,  Cam- 
eron, Texas,  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  9-12-07: 

"While  it  may  appear  too  late  for  me  to  now  thank  you  for  the 
cask  of  'Our  Pride'  sent  us  during  the  campaign,  still  it  may  be  better 
to  do  so  with  an  apology  for  the  delay  than  neglect  it  altogether.  I 
presume  that  our  campaign  was  not  an  exception,  but  at  the  time  the 
cask  was  received  we  were  entirely  overrun  with  work.  The  enemy 
threw  their  whole  forces  into  Milam  County,  hoping  to  make  a  break 
in  the  anti  lines  and  stop  the  succession  of  defeats,  and  on  that  ac- 
count we  were  made  to  bear  a  greater  burden  than  perhaps  would  have 
been  necessary  under  ordinary  conditions,  and  as  a  consequence  I 
feel  that  we  have  cause  to  feel  prouder  of  the  victory,  which  in  exact 
figures  are  shown  by  yesterday's  official  count  as  280. 

"We  kept  the  'cold  storage'  in  small  quantities  in  my  office  and 
partook  of  them  during  the  long,  hot  days  in  a  very  temperate  man- 
ner and  I  assure  you  that  it  was  very  refreshing  to  the  weary  soldiers. 
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"I  understood  through  Mr.  Luedde  that  a  request  was  made  of 
some  of  the  breweries  for  some  half  dozen  casks  under  the  pretense 
that  it  was  to  be  used  in  this  campaign.  I  asked  Mr.  Davis  to  request 
Mr.  Luedde  to  trace  the  matter  and  see  who  had  made  such  a  demand 
so  as  to  brand  it  as  unauthorized,  and  I  trust  that  Mr.  Luedde  has  be- 
fore this  given  you  the  assurance  that  we  were  conducting  an  honor- 
able campaign  that  was  entirely  divorced  from  the  appearance  of 
'rowdyism  and  drunkenness.'  During  the  campaign  I  made  it  one  of 
my  duties  to  see  that  not  a  drop  of  intoxicants  was  drunk  in  the  build- 
ing occupied  as  headquarters  and  I  feel  sure  that  manner  of  campaign- 
ing made  us  votes. 

''Again  thanking  you  for  the  courtesies  shown  us  during  the  cam- 
paign, I  beg  to  remain."    (S-3565.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  George  T.  Moore, 
secretary  anti  forces,  Cameron,  Texas,  September  14,   1907: 

"Your  favor  of  the  12th  inst.  is  to  hand,  noted  and  appreciated. 
I  feel  that  the  'shoe  is  on  the  other  foot'  however,  that  our  thanks  are 
due  you  and  the  other  gentlemen  interested  for  the  splendid  campaign 
which  was  waged,  resulting  in  such  a  magnificent  victory  for  the  liberal 
forces.  If  we  were  instrumental,  in  an  humble  way,  in  helping  out, 
then  I  am  glad  of  the  fact,  also  to  note  that  it  was  appreciated  by  our 
good  friends  there. 

"With  renewed  assurances  of  our  esteemed  regards,  and  again 
thanking  you  and  all  the  rest  for  the  interest  manifested,  I  beg  t6 
remain."    (S-3573.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  J.  B.  Rayner,  a  negro  preacher  of  Calvert, 
Texas,  to  Sam  Morgan,  manager  of  the  Dallas  Brewery,  9-11-07: 

"I  managed  the  campaign  in  McLennan,  Freestone,  Limestone  and 
Milam  for  the  antis.  I  refer  you  to  G.  H.  Luedde,  Waco;  R.  L.  Autrey 
and  Hugh  Hamilton,  Houston;  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio;  B.  Adoue 
and  O.  Paget  at  Galveston.    Wire  me  if  you  need  me."   (D-578.)     ' 

Note  B.  Adoue  to  Mr.  S.  T.  Morgan,  9-18-07: 

"Another  claim  for  $1,000  to  cover  Milam  County  shortage." 
(D-590.) 

Letter  B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  Texas,  to  George  H.  Luedde,  Waco, 
Texas,  9-21-07: 

"Reading  over  your  letters  September  2nd,  3rd  and  11th,  I  see 
Milam  County  expenses  for  last  election  are  not  yet  paid,  and  as  the 
Brewers'  Association  is  not  prepared  to  supply  the  money,  I  suggest 
that  it  be  supplied  by  the  brewers  and  liquor  dealers  who  are  supplying 
the  trade  in  that  territory."    (D-594.) 

Excerpt  letter  B.  Adoue  to  George  H.  Luedde,  Waco,  Texas,  9-21-07: 

"Mr.  Paget  informs  me  he  did  not  ask  Mr.  Pendleton  to  go  to 
Milam  County,  that  either  Mr.  Moore  or  yourself  did  it.     Now  I  say 
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this:  Mr.  Pendleton  is  a  good,  strong  friend  of  ours  and  must  be  paid 
for  his  services  by  whomsoever  engaged  him  for  that  work  and  if 
the  'engager'  in  this  case  cannot  be  found  I  authorize  you  to  draw  on 
me  personally  for  amount  due  to  Mr.  Pendleton,  who  is  certainly  en- 
titled to  remuneration."    (D-596.) 

Letter  J.  W.  Ragsdale,  Hallettsville,  Texas,  to  O.  Wahrmund, 
September  23,  1907: 

"In  pursuance  of  your  request  I  went  to  Milam  County  in  the 
interest  of  the  anti-prohibition  cause. 

"I  was  there  several  days,  left  home  Tuesday  and  returned  Satur- 
day via  LaGrange,  where  I  had  some  newspaper  work  done  in  the  cause. 

"My  actual  expense  in  the  trip,  railroad  fare  and  hotel  bills,  was 
$16.50. 

"You  may  fix  the  per  diem  in  accordance  with  what  you  think 
right  and  proper.  I  note  with  considerable  pleasure  that  the  Bohemian 
vote  of  the  county  was  solid — absolutely  so  for  the  anti  side."    (S-3598.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  B.  Adoue,  Galveston, 
Texas,  October  8,  1907: 

"Referring  back  to  yours  of  the  25th  ult.,  in  connection  with  letter 
from  Mr.  Luedde  in  regard  to  Milam  County  finances,  beg  to  state 
that  the  Lone  Star  and  ourselves,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Luedde, 
have  straightened  the  matter  out,  and  we  have  paid  our  part,  amount- 
ing to  the  sum  of  $500,  for  us  two.  This  for  your  information." 
(S-3628.) 

1909. 

Excerpt  from  report  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue  (report  of  Texas 
Brewers'  Association,  February,  1909),  dated  March  2,  1909: 

"Milam  County  has  over  seven  hundred  anti  votes  and  gained 
about  275  in  poll  tax  payments.  This  county  was  also  slated  for  a 
local  option  election."    (H-1521,  S-5245.) 

Letter  G.  H.  Luedde  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  October  19,  1909: 

"I  notice  that  you  have  arranged  with  Monta  J.  Moore  to  look 
after  certain  interests.  Mr.  Moore  and  I  have  been  talking  matters 
ever  with  reference  to  McLennan,  Falls  and  Milam  Counties.  In  con- 
versation with  him,  I  find  that  he  is  figuring  on  making  his  head- 
quarters at  Houston.  Now  as  nearly  all  the  headquarters  are  either 
at  Galveston,  Houston  or  San  Antonio,  don't  you  think  it  would  be 
best  to  have  Mr.  Moore  make  his  headquarters  at  Dallas,  Fort  Worth 
or  Waco,  so  that  he  could  keep  in  touch  with  the  northern  and  central 
part  of  the  State.  It  seems  to  me  it  would  be  a  saving  of  railroad  fare, 
and  would  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  interest  that  he  is  to  look  after. 
I  am  merely  offering  this  as  a  suggestion,  Mr.  Wahrmund  and  you 
can  do  as  you  think  best  in  the  matter.  He  is  arranging  with  M.  B. 
Davis  Jr.  for  stenographer.  He  is  a  man  that  has  had  lots  of  experi- 
ence and  was  formerly  a  stenographer  of  mine,  and  for  the  past  several 
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years  has  been  one  of  the  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Waco;  is  quite 
well  posted  in  politics  and  has  also  given  us  lots  of  assistance  in  the 
prohibition  work  we  have  done  in  Texas,  and  I  think  Mr.  Moore  will 
find  him  a  very  valuable  man,  because  he  is  very  thoroughly  posted 
in  Central  Texas,  living  in  Waco,  his  family  living  here,  and  I  think 
he  could  make  better  arrangements  with  Mr.  Davis  at  Waco  than  he 
could  to  move  him  to  Houston  or  elsewhere,  and  for  that  reason  1 
make  the  foregoing  suggestions."    (S-5806.) 

1910. 

Letter  Monta  J.  Moore,  Cameron,  Texas,  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  June 
10,   1910: 

"Yours  of  the  7th  making  inquiry  into  the  situation  of  Justice 
Precinct  No.  7  in  this  county,  in  which  an  election  has  been  called 
on  the  25th,  received. 

"This  precinct  is  normally  upon  county  and  State-wide  prohibition, 
strong  anti.  There  are  saloons  in  two  places  in  the  beat,  viz:  Ben 
Arnold  and  Burlington,  and  these  saloons  have  been  conducted  in  such 
manner  as  to  be  entirely  free  of  criticism.  The  complaint  does  not 
come  about  because  of  misconduct  of  the  saloons.  There  are  two 
points  in  the  precinct  where  folks  want  saloons  established,  but  the 
general  sentiment  of  those  communities  is  very  decidedly  against 
having  saloons  located  therein,  and  this  sentiment  has  succeeded  so 
far  in  preventing  applicants  getting  license.  This  has  incensed  the 
young  crowd  who  are  anxious  for  the  saloons.  One  of  the  grounds 
upon  which  the  effort  to  get  saloons  located  in  these  places  has  been 
the  contention  that  prohibition  prevailed  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
long  years  ago  it  was  voted  in  a  school  precinct  composing  this  terri- 
tory. The  petition  was  gotten  up  by  a  lot  of  anti-prohibitionists  with 
the  idea  that  by  holding  another  election  for  this  particular  beat  this 
question  would  be  entirely  eliminated,  and  I  understand  that  the 
petition  contains  only  anti-prohibitionists. 

"In  view  of  the  division  among  our  own  friends,  there  is  some 
probability  that  we  may  lose  this  beat.  The  situation  is  so  extremely 
delicate  as  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  reach  it.  I  have  taken  hold 
of  the  matter  and  may  be  able  to  straighten  it  out.  Capt.  Paget  will 
be  back  Saturday  for  a  conference  in  regard  to  the  situation."  (S-6177.) 

Letter  Monta  Moore,  Cameron,  Tex.,  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  June 
27,  1910: 

"The  result  of  the  election  in  beat  7  of  this  county  last  Saturday 
was  in  our  favor,  169  majority.  The  official  count  may  vary  this  a 
few  votes.  In  this  connection  I  wish  to  compliment  the  splendid  serv- 
ices of  Capt.  Paget,  and  under  all  of  the  circumstances  I  am  constrained 
to  lay  aside  all  question  of  modesty  and  suggest  that  the  plan  mapped 
out  and  the  shaping  up  of  the  fight  by  myself  alone  made  it  possible 
for  Capt.  Paget  to  win  the  victory. 

"Of  course,  you  thoroughly  appreciate  the  fact  that  the  State 
primary  election  will  soon  be  at  hand,  nevertheless  there  seems  to  be 
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a  great  deal  for  us  to  do  in  the  remaining  time.  From  my  investiga- 
tions I  feel  that  the  election  of  one-third  of  the  next  House  by  the 
antis  is  in  very  great  doubt.  Davidson's  campaign  is  endangering  our 
legislative  ticket  all  over  the  State  and  particularly  in  this  section.  I 
believe  that  our  hope  lies  mainly  in  defeating  submission  in  the  pri- 
mary, and  if  this  is  to  be  accomplished  the  Walters  committee  ought 
to  be  furnished  with  sufficient  ammunition  to  make  the  fight  red 
hot  from  now  till  the  close  of  the  polls."    (S-6226.) 

Report  for  June,   1910,  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  July  1,  1910: 

''As  you  are  aware,  an  election  was  held  in  Precinct  7,  Milam 
County.  In  itself  the  election  was  not  of  importance;  it  was  the 
skirmish  line  of  an  attack  upon  the  county  at  large.  This  was  well 
understood  by  all  parties  concerned;  in  fact,  the  writer  was  told  by 
a  leading  pro  that  if  Precinct  7  voted  dry  inside  of  24  hours  a  county 
petition  would  be  in  circulation. 

"Your  office  had  exclusive  charge  of  the  contest  and  if  nothing 
else  was  demonstrated  but  the  fact  that  an  election  can  be  run  on  a 
moderate  scale,  this  contest  is  a  clear  proof.  I  have  on  many  occasions 
in  these  reports  said  if  your  office  had  charge  of  the  expenditures 
from  25  to  40  per  cent  could  be  saved. 

"In  the  contest  under  discussion  we  collected  $155  and  the  amounts 
so  far  paid  out  total  $173.75;  there  are  yet  a  few  outstanding  obliga- 
tions which  will  be  covered  by  $60  at  the  outside,  making  a  grand 
total  of  $233.75,  which  is  small  indeed,  and  when  you  consider  that 
one  hungry  politician  offered  to  carry  the  Burlington  box  wet  for 
$350,  which  box  gave  us  a  majority  of  77  votes,  you  will  see  how  much 
the  genial  gentleman  might  ask  for  the  other  four  boxes  which  were 
doubtful. 

"I  have  an  itemized  expense  account  of  every  cent  received  or 
disbursed  and  it  is  subject  to  scrutiny.  When  all  bills  are  paid  I  will 
be  glad  to  furnish  it  to  you."    (S-6246.) 

MILLS  COUNTY. 

1907. 
(See  T-796,  T-854.) 

Excerpt  from  Paget's  report  to  B.  Adoue,  8-3-07: 

"The  writer  went  to  Mills  County,  where  the  antis  are  desirous 
of  bringing  on  an  election.  The  Commissioners'  Court  refuses  to 
grant  the  order,  and  the  antis  have  by  advice  of  your  agent  brought 
mandamus  proceedings  to  compel  them.  The  refusal  is  made  on  false 
premises,  and  will  not  hold,  but  cannot  be  tried  till  the  District  Court 
meets  in  October.  The  pros  are  fighting  for  time,  as  they  know  the 
county  well. 

"Mills  County  was  reported  in  full  to  yourself,  Mr.  Adoue  and 
Mr.  Wahrmund;  while  it  is  a  nice  point,  it  would  take  up  too  much 
time  to  include  in  a  monthly  report."    (S-3432.) 

Letter  from  O.   Paget  to  Zane  Cetti,  Esq.,   Fort  Worth,   11-29-07: 
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"I  have  just  returned  from  the  County  of  Mills  (Goldthwaite)  and 
the  situation  is  thus:  By  request  of  the  Brewers'  Association,  I  went 
in  the  earlier  portion  of  the  year  to  investigate  the  legality  of  the 
election  held  two  years  before,  and  after  getting  a  transcript  of  all 
papers  in  the  case,  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  election  was  illegal 
and  so  advised. 

"Judge  Doughty,  in  behalf  of  those  interested,  carried  the  case 
into  the  courts  about  a  week  ago  and  it  was  promptly  decided  that  the 
election  in  that  county  was  illegal  and  the  judge  ordered  an  election 
to  be  held  December  16. 

"With  the  exception  of  a  man  by  the  name  of  Sexton,  who  has 
heretofore  borne  the  expenses  of  the  contest  and  elections  for  the 
past  five  years,  and  even  borrowed  money  from  his  friends  to  carry 
this  matter  into  the  court  last  time,  is  about  the  only  one  who  is  deeply 
interested  in  the  result,  as  all  the  men  engaged  in  the  saloon  business 
heretofore  have  left  that  community.  The  business  men  are  evenly 
divided  and  it  is  only  upon  the  country  vote  that  the  antis  have  to 
depend.  This  election  was  not  brought  on  by  the  pros  nor  the  antis, 
but  ordered  by  the  courts,  and  we  stand  a  fair  chance  of  winning — 
what  might  be  called  a  'fighting  chance' — but  it  will  take  some  money 
to  win  it.  I  discussed  the  matter  over  the  phone  with  Mr.  Luedde 
and  he  made  the  suggestion,  asking  me  to  write  to  you,  informing  you 
that  he  would  donate  $125  if  you  would  donate  the  same  amount,  and 
also  suggested  that  Mr.  Adoue  contribute  $250.  I  called  upon  Mr. 
Adoue,  laid  the  proposition  before  him  and  while  he  did  not  specifically 
say  that  he  would  advance  the  money  indicated  he  seemed  to  agree  with 
the  proposition  and  said,  'go  ahead.' 

"I  have  a  wire  on  my  desk  calling  me  to  meet  the  committee  at 
Goldthwaite  tomorrow,  which  I  intend  to  do,  reaching  there  about 
9  o'clock  tomorrow  morning.  Will  you  kindly  wire  me  at  said  point, 
advising  what  you  will  do  in  the  premises,  so  I  can  advise  the  committee? 

"Hoping  to  hear  from  you  as  early  as  you  can,  I  am."    (TB-931.)

MITCHELL  COUNTY. 

1902. 

Letter  from  E.  W.  Bounds,  Colorado,  Texas,  to  J.  W.  Riggins, 
Waco,  8-15-02: 

"Your  letter  of  August  12th,  concerning  prohibition  in  this  county, 
is  at  hand,  and  in  reply  will  say  that  Mitchell  County  went  dry  on  the 
4th  day  of  March  of  this  year,  and  the  town  has  been  going  down 
ever  since.  'Twas  a  sin  and  a  shame,  for  this  was  one  of  the  most 
city-like  little  places  in  Texas  before  the  agitation  came  up;  everybody 
pulled  together  and  worked  together  as  one  man  for  everything  that 
was  of  interest  to  the  town;  there  was  no  division,  no  discord,  no  strife 
and  no  jealous  hatred;  but  alas!  poor  town,  it  seems  now  that  its 
doom  is  sealed.  Some  of  the  wealthiest  men  that  we  had  in  the  county 
have  quit  the  town  cold,  as  it  were,  and  gone  to  Big  Springs  to  do 
all  of  their  business. 
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"The  streets,  once  a  busy  scene,  have  assumed  a  Sunday  appear- 
ance, and  the  numerous  vacant  houses  all  over  the  town  tell,  in  strong- 
er terms  than  Y  am  able  to  write,  that  the  gaunt  specter  of  'PRO- 
HIBITION' is  stalking  abroad  in  our  midst,  withering  bright  hopes 
and  sure  prospects  with  its  blighting  touch.  To  my  mind,  there  was 
never  a  greater  fraud  perpetrated  upon  a  free,  liberty-loving  people 
than  that  ponderous  old  fake  known  as  prohibition.  It  was  conceived 
in  INIQUITY  and  brought  forth  in  SIN,  and  is  today  a  'blot  on  the 
landscape/  and  the  biggest  barnacle  on  the  'Ship  of  Progress.'  I  am 
'agin  it'  in  every  form  and  from  every  standpoint;  first,  last  and 
all  the  time;  now,  henceforth  and  forever,  and  am  always  ready,  will- 
ing and  anxious  to  do  anything  and  everything  within  my  power  to 
kill,  injure  or  deter  it. 

"When  I  can  serve  you  in  any  way  let  me  know."    (S-556.) 

MONTGOMERY  COUNTY. 

1902. 

The  American  Brewing  Association  makes  inquiry  as  to  local 
option  elections  in  this  county  in  1902.  On  July  29,  1902,  that  com- 
pany writes  J.  B.  McShan  at  Conroe,  Texas,  as  follows: 

"In  order  that  we  may  be  in  position  to  lend  you  a  helping  hand 
in  fighting  the  cause  for  our  mutual  interest,  we  are  desirous  of  being 
in  possession  of  the  information  of  the  first  movement  that  is  made 
in  your  community  by  the  prohibitionists  in  calling  for  a  local  option 
election. 

"Will  you  kindly  do  two  things  in  your  own  interest  as  well  as 
cur  own? 

"1st.  Is  there  any  talk  or  probability  of  a  local  option  or  pro- 
hibition election  being  ordered  in  your  county  in  the  near  future? 
This  you  may  quietly  find  out  from  the  County  Judge  or  County 
Commissioners. 

"2nd.  If  there  is,  then  you  will  please  ascertain  what  it  will  cost 
to  secure  a  polling  list,  giving  the  names  and  postoffice  address  of 
each  voter  in  your  county. 

"Before  doing  this,  however,  you  might  confer  with  other  dealers 
as  well  as  the  County  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector  and  ascertain  whether 
this  has  already  been  done,  and  if  it  has  not  been  done,  then  consult 
with  other  dealers  and  give  us  the  information  AT  ONCE.  This  is 
VERY  IMPORTANT."    (A-681.) 

On  August  5,   1902,  H.  Prince  writes  S.  T.  Morgan  of  the  Dallas 

Brewery : 

"In  answer  to  your  circular  letter  regarding  prohibition  move- 
ments, I  beg  to  enclose  answer  from  G.  B.  McShan,  Conroe. 

"Kindly  make  such  disposition  of  the  matter  as  you  may  see 
proper."  (A-687.) 

And  on  the  same  date,  8-5-02,  American  Brewing  Association  writes 
G.  B.  McShan,  Conroe: 
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"We  have  yours  of  the  4th.  Thanks  for  the  required  information. 
Have  forwarded  your  information  to  the  committee  who  has  our  in- 
terest in  hands  for  prompt  action,  who  will  communicate  with  you 
dIrect.,,    (A-688.) 

In  a  letter  to  R.  A.  Henry,  Livingston,  Texas,  dated  August  20, 
1902,  the  American  Brewing  Association  says: 

"One  of  the  noted  organizers  is  expected  here  in  the  next  day 
or  two  on  his  way  to  Montgomery  County.  We  shall  arrange  with 
him  to  extend  his  visit  to  Livingston."    (A-704.) 

And  on  8-25-02  H.  Prince  writes  the  same  party: 

"He  (Mr.  Riggins)  also  states  that  he  had  secured  the  services 
of  a  colored  orator  by  the  name  of  R.  T.  Thompson  to  attend  the 
Montgomery  election."    (A-711.) 

Money  and  literature  were  sent  to  Montgomery  County  by  the 
breweries.  S.  T.  Morgan  of  the  Dallas  Brewery  on  8-24-02  writes  to 
Otto  Wahrmund  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  the  follow- 
ing: 

"I  have  your  favor  of  the  23rd  inst.,  and  replying  thereto  will 
state  that  the  sum  of  $250  has  been  donated  to  the  Montgomery  Coun- 
ty election,  and  I  understand  that  Mr.  Riggins  and  Mr.  Miller  have 
both  been  at  work  in  that  county;  furthermore,  the  polling  list  was 
secured  some  time  ago,  and  considerable  literature  has  been  mailed 
out  by  Mr.  Riggins'  office  and  by  Mr.  Turner  of  Cincinnati.  I  have 
referred  your  letter  to  Mr.  Riggins,  with  the  request  that  he  advise 
you  fully  in  the  matter.  I  think  as  soon  as  all  the  elections  now 
ordered  are  over  that  we  should  have  a  meeting  of  the  board."  (S-574.) 

On  August  25,  1902,  J.  W.  Riggins,  Waco,  writes  to  Otto  Wahr- 
mund, San  Antonio: 

"I  have  your  favor  of  the  23rd.  The  letter  was  not  enclosed,  but 
I  have  a  letter  from  Mr.  S.  T.  Morgan  of  Dallas  enclosing  your  letter 
to  him. 

"I  am  pleased  to  say  that  I  visited  Montgomery  County  on  Sat- 
urday, August  16th,  organized  them,  and  made  a  speech  on  Saturday 
night. 

"They  are  in  good  working  trim  and  are  making  a  hard  fight 
with  fair  prospects  to  win."    (S-576.) 

On  August  27,  1902,  American  Brewing  Association  writes  F.  M. 
Sarrels,  Splendora,  Texas,  as  follows: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  26th,  and  note  your  remarks 
with  reference  to  the  prohibition  election  that  you  are  to  have  there 
at  an  early  day,  and  in  reply  beg  to  state  that  the  matter  has  had  our 
very  careful  attention. 

"The  necessary  funds  and  all  plans  laid  for  winning  the  fight  is 
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in  the  hands  of  the  proper  committee.  We  have  contributed  very 
liberally  to  the  general  fund  to  fight  the  prohibition. 

"You  will  no  doubt  learn  that  every  effort  possible  has  been  already 
made  for  the  coming  election.  The  campaign  fund  has  been  placed  in 
the  hands  of  reliable  workers,  who  are  not  identified  with  the  liquor 
traffic. 

"In  order  to  win  the  fight  we  must  have  influential  men  at  work 
who  are  not  in  the  liquor  business,  but  those  who  are  in  the  liquor 
business  will  have  to  put  their  shoulders  to  the  wheel  and  work  faith- 
fully on  the  day  of  election,  and  see  that  every  man  who  favors  our 
cause  is  brought  to  the  polling  place  and  made  to  vote.     *     *     * 

"We  hope  that  you  will  do  everything  that  you  can  and  secure  as 
many  influential  voters  as  you  possibly  can  to  assist  you  in  the  work 
that  is  before  us."    (A-715.) 

In  a  letter  dated  September  22,  1902,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association  and  other  breweries,  J.  W.  Riggins  advocates  an  active 
policy  in  fighting  prohibition,  and  says: 

"I  consider  the  effect  of  this  manifested  in  the  last  bunch  of 
elections.  We  carried  Montgomery  County  by  a  large  majority — we 
had  been  mailing  literature  into  that  county  for  nearly  sixty  days 
prior  to  the  election."    (S-635.) 

1903. 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  makes  a  donation  to  the 
campaign  in  this  county  in  1903.  On  August  12th  of  that  year  they 
write  L.  A.  Stapp  at  Stapp's  Mill,  Texas: 

"Noting  that  you  are  in  the  throes  of  a  prohibition  campaign, 
beg  to  state  that  we  always  like  to  help  out  our  good  friends,  and 
although  we  have  but  you  and  one  other  patron  in  Montgomery  County, 
still  we  will  donate  the  sum  of  $50  for  the  good  of  the  cause. 

"We  wish  you  good  luck,  and  as  soon  as  we  have  the  name  of 
the  manager  or  treasurer  of  the  campaign  fund  we  will  send  him  our 
check  for  that  amount,  and  trust  satisfactory."    (S-1014.) 

On  August  15,  1903,  G.  W.  Evans  &  Co.  of  Montgomery,  Texas, 
writes  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"Yours  of  the  12th  inst.  to  hand  and  note  you  will  send  $50  to 
the  campaign  in  this  county.  You  can  make  the  check  payable  to 
I.  C.  Davis  of  Montgomery,  Texas.  He  will  manage  the  campaign  in 
this  part  of  the  county.  The  election  comes  off  on  the  29th  of  August, 
so  you  can  see  we  have  a  very  short  time  to  make  the  fight.  But  I 
believe  we  can  win  if  we  can  get  some  help.  We  are  going  to  make 
a  strong  fight  and  believe  we  can  win,  hoping  to  hear  from  you  soon, 
we  are,  etc."    (S-1021.) 

1905. 

On  August  15,  1905,  O.  Paget,  in  a  letter  to  Otto  Wahrmund  at 
San  Antonio,  says: 


LOCAL  OPTION:  BY  COUNTIES  935 

"Montgomery  County  will  hold  election  on  same  day  (Sept.  9th.)" 
(S-2267.) 

And  on  August  16,  1905,  Paget  writes  H.  Prince  at  Houston  that 
he  (Paget)  will  be  in  "Conroe  tomorrow."    (A-1393.) 

On  8-19-05  Walter  Gresham  of  Galveston,  Texas,  writes  Otto 
Wahrmund: 

"Mr.  Paget  has  been  in  Montgomery  County  and  reports  that  he 
thinks  he  will  be  able  to  manage  the  canvass  in  that  county.  The 
chairman  of  the  anti  committee  will  meet  Mr.  Hamilton  and  myself 
some  day  next  week  in  Houston  to  discuss  the  situation  in  that  county." 
(S-2290.) 

San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  on  August  22,  1905,  writes  to 
G.  W.  Evans  &  Co.  at  Montgomery,  Texas: 

"Noting  your  further  remarks,  beg  to  state  that  we  hope  that 
you  will  have  success  in  the  election,  and  we  want  to  aid  you  all  in 
our  power,  and  in  every  way  that  we  can  to  win  the  fight.  We  have 
been  advised  that  the  conduct  of  the  campaign  there  is  in  the  hands 
of  our  educational  bureau  at  Galveston,  and  we  are  writing  them  on 
the  subject  today.    Will  write  you  again  in  a  day  or  so."    (S-2306.)

Write  your  customer, 
Pete  West  of  Conroe  (one  of  the  best  saloon  men  in  Texas),  and  he 
will  give  you  any  information  desired.  Our  chances  for  success  are 
very  good.    The  association  will  give  them  some  funds."    (S-2310.) 

San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replies  on  8-24-05: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  two  (2)  favors  of  the  23rd  inst.  and 
appreciate  the  information  given!"    (S-2314.) 

And  on  August  24,  1905,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes 
G.  W.  Evans  &  Co.,  Montgomery,  Texas: 

"In  further  relation  to  your  recent  favor,  as  advised,  we  took  the 
matter  up  with  our  headquarters  at  Galveston,  Texas,  and  they  now 
advise  that  the  conduct  of  the  campaign  in  your  county  will  be  taken 
care  of  from  that  end.  If,  therefore,  there  is  anything  especially 
to  do,  or  required,  kindly  advise  Mr.  B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  Texas,  and 
oblige."    (S-2315.) 
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O.  Paget  on  8-16-05,  in  letter  to  H.  Prince,  says: 

"I  will  be  in  Conroe  tomorrow."    (A-1393.) 

1908. 

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  Texas,  to 
O.  Paget,  Galveston,  Texas,  dated  11-16-08: 

"We  herewith  beg  to  enclose  you  copy  of  an  order  of  the  Com- 
missioners' Court  of  Montgomery  County  for  a  prohibition  election 
to  be  held  in  Precinct  No.  2  of  that  county  on  December  5th. 

"As  we  do  not  know  any  one  in  the  county  who  we  could  recom- 
mend to  take  up  the  fight  in  our  interest,  we,  therefore,  leave  the 
matter  in  your  hands,  and  as  the  time  apparently  being  short,  we  hope 
that  you  will  give  it  your  immediate  attention.  We  herewith  beg  to 
enclose  copy  of  letter  written  to  Mr.  J.  S.  Sullivan,  our  customer  at 
New  Caney.

The  letter  to  J.  S.  Sullivan,  spoken  of  in  next  above,  same  date, 
is  as  follows: 

"We  acknowledge  receipt  of  copy  of  the  order  of  the  Commis- 
sioners' Court,  ordering  a  prohibition  election  in  Precinct  No.  2,  your 
county,  Saturday,  December  5th. 

"We  have  referred  the  matter  to  our  State  manager  to  give  it 
his  proper  attention.

the  measures. 

"We  would  also  like  to  know  who  would.be  the  best  man  to  put 
at  the  head  of  such  an  organization."    (A-2498.) 

Letter  from  "Von  B.,"  an  employe  in  office  of  O.  Paget  at  Gal- 
veston, to  H.  Prince  of  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  Texas, 
of  date  11-18-08,  reads: 

"Your  letter  in  re  the  election  in  Precinct  No.  2,  Montgomery 
County,  has  been  taken  up.  *  *  *  I  have  forwarded  your  letter 
to  Capt.  Paget."    (A-2506.) 

American  Brewing  Association  writes  to  T.  H.  McGregor  at  Hous- 
ton, Texas,  on   11-20-08: 

"There  is  a  prohibition  election  ordered  for  December  5th  by  the 
County  Commissioners  of  Montgomery  County  for  Precinct  No.  2  of 
that  county. 

"We  are  today  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  a  petition  to  which  there 
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are  thirty-six  names  signed,  of  which  six  are  supposed  to  be  non- 
voters.  We  would  kindly  ask  that  you  let  us  know  if  the  election 
held  under  that  petition  would  be  considered  legal?"  (A-2508.) 

On  the  same  date,  11-20-08,  the  American  Brewing  Association 
writes  O.  Paget  at  Galveston: 

"We  herewith  beg  to  enclose  copy  of  petition  for  a  prohibition 
election  in  Precinct  No.  2,  Montgomery  County.  You  will  note  there 
are  thirty-six  names  signed  to  the  petition,  of  which  there  are  six 
marked  'X'  that  are  not  voters.  If  you  consider  the  petition  as  it  is 
not  a  legal  one,  steps  should  be  immediately  taken  to  enjoin  them 
from  holding  the  election,  or  if  you  consider  it  best,  to  let  the  election 
go  on  and  fight  them  in  court  on  account  of  the  illegality  of  the  peti- 
tion, is  a  matter  for  you  and  your  attorney  to  determine. 

"We  would  be  glad  to  be  advised  as  to  the  course  you  propose 
to  pursue,  and  greatly  oblige."    (A-2509.) 

O.  Paget  writes  the  American  Brewing  Association  on  11-21-08 
as  follows: 

"I  have  taken  the  Montgomery  County  matter  and  will  go  there 
on  Monday."    (A-2510.) 

On  11-24-08  "Von  B.,"  an  employe  in  Paget's  office  at  Galveston, 
writes  H.  Prince,  Houston: 

"Captain  Paget  is  at  present  in  Montgomery  County  and  will  re- 
port to  you  upon  his  arrival  in  the  city,  which  will  be  tomorrow,  or 
the  day  after.    I  believe  the  prospects  are  very  good."    (A-2515.) 

November  24,  1908,  American  Brewing  Association  to  Sullivan  & 
Sorrels,  New  Caney,  Texas: 

"With  reference  to  the  local  option  election  ordered  in  Commis- 
sioner's Precinct  No.  2,  on  submitting  same  to  our  attorneys  they 
write  us  as  follows: 

"'1st.  The  law  requires  that  any  petition  for  a  local  option  elec- 
tion in  any  subdivision  of  the  county  shall  carry  the  names  of  as  many 
as  fifty  voters.    (Article  3384,  Revised  Statutes  as  amended  in    1897.) 

"  '2nd.  That  any  election  held  upon  a  petition  carrying  a  less  num- 
ber of  names  of  voters  is  illegal.' 

"We  would  recommend  that  you  call  the  County  Commissioners' 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  petition  was  not  signed  by  the  legal 
number  required  and  that  if  an  election  is  held  under  that  petition  the 
court  will  declare  such  an  election  void.  We  would  urge  upon  you 
the  necessity  of  calling  the  Commissioners'  attention  to  the  law  gov- 
erning local  option  elections,  and  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
election  being  ordered  without  the  requisite  legal  number  having 
signed  the  petition,  that  they  might  consider  the  advisability  of  rescind- 
ing the  order  for  the  election.  By  doing  so  it  would  save  the  county 
the  expense  of  the  election  and  save  the  expense  of  litigating  it  in 
court  if  the  election  is  held.  Let  us  hear  from  you  on  the  subject." 
(A-2516.) 
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On  November  30,  1908,  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  Texas,  writes  H. 
Prince,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  American  Brewing  Association, 
Houston,  Texas,  as  follows: 

"I  have  been  to  New  Caney  and  saw  Messrs.  Sullivan  &  Sorrels. 
We  went  over  the  situation  thoroughly.  They  have  a  fairly  good  chance 
to  win,  but  I  think  I  will  have  to  send  a  man  up  on  Saturday  to  see 
that  they  get  a  square  deal.  They  will  need,  and  expect  to  get  from 
you,  a  donation  of  $100."    (A-2521.) 

And  on  December  1,  1908,  in  his  monthly  report  for  November  of 
that  year,  addressed  to  B.  Adoue,  Esq.,  Mr.  Paget  has  this  to  say 
concerning  Montgomery  County: 

"Montgomery  County,  No.  6  Precinct — New  Caney  is  the  largest 
village  of  the  three  involved.  The  election  will  be  held  on  the  5th 
and  it  is  about  an  'even  break.'  There  is  no  fight  being  made;  the 
pros  are  preaching  in  the  churches,  but  no  speaking  outside."  (S-5090, 
HIB-1478.) 

And  on  his  report  for  December  1,  1908,  to  Mr.  B.  Adoue,  O.  Paget 
lists  several  counties  wherein  elections  have  been  called,  saying: 

"The  following  counties  have  had  elections  called  therein,  either 
by  pro  or  anti — only  two  have  so  far  been  held.  (After  naming  several 
counties.)  Montgomery  County,  Precinct  No.  6,  wet — called  by  pros." 
(HIB-1478-9,  S-5089-90.)     (See  T-1164.) 

On  12-2-08  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  Texas,  writes 
O.  Paget  at  Galveston: 

"We  beg  to  own  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  30th,  and  note  that 
you  have  promised  Messrs.  Sullivan  &  Sorrells  that  we  would  donate 
$100  towards  the  expense  in  the  election  that  is  to  come  off  in  the 
New  Caney  district.  As  in  all  probability  they  will  call  on  others  to 
make  a  like  donation,  we  would  prefer  that  the  financial  matters  should 
go  through  your  hands,  and  if  only  a  hundred  dollars  is  needed  to- 
wards defraying  the  expense,  you  should  advance  the  money  for  the 
association  and  assess  each  of  the  respective  breweries  that  are  doing 
business  in  the  neighborhood  their  proportion.  If  we  are  the  only 
ones  doing  business  we  will,  of  course,  stand  the  $100  ourselves,  but 
would  prefer  that  distribution  of  the  funds  should  go  through  you." 
(A-2525.) 

1909. 

On  5-7-09  American  Brewing  Association  writes  O.  Paget  at  Gal- 
veston: 

"We  are  today  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  J.  A.  Williams  of 
Richards,  Montgomery  County,  Texas,  stating  that  there  is  talk  of  a 
movement  being  inaugurated  by  the  antis  to  call  a  local  option  elec- 
tion, as  the  locality  had  been  dry  for  over  two  and  a  half  years,  and 
as  the  present  law  prohibiting  the  sale  of  near-beers  or  non-intoxicating 
beverages  is  causing  great   dissatisfaction   amongst  the  prohibitionists, 
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the  writer  seems  to  think  prospects  are  favorable  for  an  election,  and 
asks  that  our  campaign  manager  visit  the  place.  Would,  therefore, 
be  glad  if  you  could  make  it  convenient  to  visit  the  locality  some  time 
in  the  near  future."    (A-2657.) 

To  which  O.  Paget  replies  on  5-8-09: 

"I  will  take  up  the  matter  with  Mr.  Williams  of  Montgomery 
County  forthwith  and  let  you  know  the  result."  (A-2658.) 

1910. 

On  August  29,  1910,  O.  Paget  writes  to  H.  Prince  as  follows: 

"Yours  of  the  26th  in  re  visit  to  Noble  Garvey,  making  a  claim 
for  $180,  received.  He  received  no  instructions  from  me  to  pay  money 
to  any  one,  and  he  spent  no  $450  in  that  election.  He  is  an  elegant 
gentleman,  but  this  is  simply  a  mistake.  The  election  was  fought  and 
won  by  this  office  force  and  all  the  expenses  have  been  paid,  and,  so 
far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  would  not  pay  Noble  Garvey  one  cent.  It 
cost  us,  with  speakers  and  other  matters,  around  $500,  and  we  paid 
every  bill  when  it  was  presented.  It  is  entirely  too  late  now  to  take 
up  any  such  matter."    (A-3079.) 

1911. 

Letter  from  Theo  Baughman,  Palestine,  to  R.  L.  Autrey  of  the1 
Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company,  dated  December  12,  1911,  is  as 
follows  with  reference  to  this  county: 

"I  am  just  home  and  found  yours.  Accept  thanks  for  $25.  It 
helped  out  wonderfully.  I  am  ready  to  go  to  Montgomery  County 
at  a  minute's  notice.  It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  serve  my  friends,  and 
especially  you.

1915. 

On  March  18,  1915,  the  anti-prohibition  committee  at  Conroe, 
for  Montgomery  County,  writes  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association 
through  Otto  Wahrmund  as  follows: 

"You  are  aware,  of  course,  that  a  local  option  election  has  been 
called  for  this  county.  A  committee  waited  upon  Mr.  Hamilton  and 
Mr.  Prince  this  day,  and  each  of  these  gentlemen  made  individual 
contributions  and  requested  us  to  ask  you  to  assist  in  the  legitimate 
expenses  of  the  campaign.  They  named  $100  as  the  sum  they  thought 
it  would  be  fair  to  ask  you  for,  and  we  therefore  make  this  our  re- 
cuest  for  same. 

"We  are  hoping  to  win,  of  course,  but  success  will  depend  largely 
upon  the  vigor  of  the  fight  we  can  make,  and  that  will  depend  upon 
our  finances. 

"Please  send  check  to  our  treasurer  and  the  earliest  possible 
response  will  be  appreciated."    (S-8203.) 
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The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  to  J.  F.  Lyon  at 
Somerville,  March  25,  1915,  as  follows: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  23rd  inst.,  with  return 
of  letter  in  regard  to  the  Montgomery  County  election,  and  we  thank 
you  very  much  for  the  information.  Matter  has  since  had  our  atten- 
tion through  a  friend. 

"Please  favor  us  with  reply  to  our  letter  in  regard  to  the  outfit 
for  Mr.  White,  and  oblige."    (S-8216.)

1902. 

Letter  from  Sam  Levy,  president,  the  Casey-Swasey  Co.,  Fort 
Worth,  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  6-18-02: 

"Just  arrived  home  this  morning  after  my  very  delightful  trip 
to  your  city  and  first  of  all  beg  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
gentlemanly  courtesies  and  the  royal  hospitality  extended  me  while 
in  San  Antonio. 

"On  my  return  this  morning  I  find  a  mass  of  correspondence 
awaiting  me,  and  amongst  it  I  find  two  letters  from  some  friends  and 
customers  of  ours — from  Montague  and  Hood  Counties.  They  inquire 
as  to  where  would  be  the  best  place  for  them  to  put  their  application 
for  an  injunction  against  the  local  option  law  that  has  gone  into  effect 
in  their  respective  counties.

There  is  to  be  a 
still  hunt,  and  surely  it  is  nearly  time  our  people  learned  the  value 
of  still  hunts — but  as  they  want  it  that  way  the  only  thing  to  do  is 
let  them  have  it.  If  it  were  not  for  the  moral  effect  it  would  not 
matter.  There  are  five  places  in  Bowie  (county  seat)  and  two  at 
Nacona  and  one  in  Montague  where  thirst  can  be  quenched  and  bad 
whiskey  purchased,  so  the  pros  will  not  suffer  very  badly."  (HIB-1478.)

Excerpt  from  Paget's  report  to  B.  Adoue,  1-1-09: 

"Montague — (Dry) — Was  a  'still  hunt.'  We  sent  in  literature,  a 
good  quantity,  but  the  pros  shelled  the  woods  and  our  people  were 
silent;  the  result,  of  course,  as  expected,  a  pro  victory,  but  withal  the 
pro  majority  was  cut  down  over  300  votes."    (HIB-1513.)   (See  T-1179.) 

NACOGDOCHES  COUNTY. 

1903. 

On  July  21,  1903,  the  American  Brewing  Association  writes  W.  C. 
Lockwood  at  Nacogdoches,  Texas,  as  follows: 

"We  have  yours  of  the  20th  and  note  the  movement  for  a  local 
option  election  is  now  going  on.  The  several  elections  recently  held 
the  antis  beat  the  pros  badly.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary  that  you  should 
organize  at  once,  not  only  with  the  saloon  men,  but  with  the  citizens 
in  general  who  oppose  prohibition. 

"It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  an  organization  be  formed  and  put 
the  best  men  at  its  head. 

"The  saloon  men  as  well  as  all  those  who  are  interested  in  busi- 
ness of  any  kind  ought  to  belong  to  it,  as  you  can  hardly  do  anything 
without  the  aid  of  the  leading  citizens,  as  without  their  aid  we  cannot 
be  successful. 

"We  shall  lay  this  matter  before  those  interested  in  this  warfare 
for  our  side,  and  they  will  communicate  with  you  as  soon  as  possible, 
though  in  the  meantime  do  not  lose  any  time  in  getting  up  the  organi- 
zation. The  leading  influential  men  who  are  known  to  be  favorable 
to  the  antis  should  be  put  to  the  front.  The  expense  incurred  will 
have  to  be  obtained  through  private  subscriptions  not  only  in  your 
county,  but  from  every  other  source  that  can  be  obtained. 

"Talk  this  matter  over  with  some  of  your  leading  citizens  who  are 
liberal-minded  and  are  willing  to  contribute  some  of  their  time  in 
fighting  tbje  battle  for  liberty.     Please  let  us  hear  from  you."  (A-911.) 

The  American  Brewing  Association  makes  a  donation  of  $25. 
Letter  dated  July  27,  1903,  to  W.  O.  Lockwood,  Mgr.,  Nacogdoches, 
Texas: 

"We  are  in  receipt   of  yours  of  the  25th  and  note  your  remarks

with  reference  to  the  local  option  movements  that  in  your  judgment 
it  is  necessary  for  us  to  make  a  contribution  of  $25;  if  so,  you  may  do  so. 

"We  hope  that  the  movement  that  you  have  inaugurated  in  pre- 
venting an  election  being  held  will  be  the  proper  course  to  pursue. 
We,  however,  will  do  our  part  towards  any  expense  incurred  in  the 
fight  when  it  becomes  absolutely  necessary  to  make  it. 

"If  an  election  can  be  prevented,  it  would  be  much  better  than 
having  to  fight  one."     (A-913.) 

On  August  11,  1903,  American  Brewing  Association  writes- W.  G. 
Lockwood  at  Nacogdoches: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  10th  regarding  prohibition 
and  regret  to  note  that  they  had  already  presented  their  petition  to 
the  County  Commissioners  and  ordered  an  election. 

"Now,  in  order  to  meet  the  emergencies,  it  will  be  absolutely 
necessary  for  somu  one  to  take  hold  of  the  management  of  the  cam- 
paign of  the  antis. 

"It  will  never  do  to  depend  on  the  saloon  men  or  any  one  con- 
nected in  any  way  with  the  liquor  traffic. 

"Organizations  at  different  points  will  have  to  at  once  be  had. 
You  will  have  to  enlist  the  business  men  and  property  holders  whose 
interests  are  identically  as  ours  in  maintaining  the  freedom  that  is 
allowed  us  by  law,  and  not  allow  the  prohibitionists  to  enforce  their 
fanatical  ideas  on  a  free  law-loving  people. 

"You  all  ought  to  meet  at  once,  and  decide  upon  a  leader,  one  who 
is  well  known  in  your  county,  whose  views  are  liberal. 

"We  note  that  you  have  under  consideration  a  visit  from  Mr. 
Paget.  He  is  well  posted  on  all  matters  and  can,  no  doubt,  give  your 
leader  some  very  good  points  and  advice. 

"Regarding  the  expense  of  the  campaign,  each  of  the  breweries 
will  contribute  liberally  and  no  doubt  the  Shreveport  Ice  Company 
will  come  in  on  the  proposition  also,  as  the  fight  will  cover  a  good 
deal  of  territory,  considerable  money  will  be  required,  and  it  will, 
therefore,  become  necessary  for  every  man  who  is  identified  with  the 
business,  as  well  as  all  property  holders  of  Nacogdoches  to  come  for- 
ward liberally,  and  be  prepared  with  sufficient  funds  in  the  commit- 
tee's hands  to  defray  all  necessary  expenses  of  the  campaign. 

"We  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  as  to  what  steps  have  been 
taken."    (A-916.) 

On  August  15,  1903,  H.  Prince  writes  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  An- 
tonio, as  follows: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  telegram  advising  that  Senator  Onion 
will  go  to  Nacogdoches  Monday  or  Tuesday,  sure. 

"I  am  indeed  thankful  to  you  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr. 
Onion,  as  I  had  received  a  letter  from  Nacogdoches  stating  that  they 
had  to  have  some  one  to  start  them  off  on  the  right  road  to  organize. 
I  hope  that  his  mission  will  be  the  outcome  of  doing  our  cause  a  great 
deal  of  good.  It  seems  that  the  pros  are  going  into  a  territory  where 
it  is  going  to  cut  quite  an  item  with  our  business. 
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"Having  had  no  experience  in  battling  with  the  pros,  we  will  have 
to  depend  on  the  services  of  the  best  man  that  we  possibly  can  get 
to  manage  the  campaign  for  us."    (S-554,  A-919.) 

On  August  17,  1903,  American  Brewing  Association  writes  to 
W.  G.  Lockwood,  Nacogdoches,  as  follows: 

"I  have  yours  of  the  16th.  As  I  have  written  you  yesterday  con- 
firming my  telegram  of  Saturday  as  to  Senator  Onion,  will  visit  you. 
I  have  nothing  new  to  add.  I  most  assuredly  would  go  to  Nacogdoches 
if  I  thought  I  could  do  you  any  good.  I  never  had  any  experience  in 
the  line  of  organizing  political  bodies  and  being  an  entire  stranger  in 
your  community,  I  might  do  the  cause  more  harm  than  good.  From 
reports  I  have  from  the  different  places  where  we  were  defeated,  it 
is  claimed  the  defeat  was  caused  from  the  lack  of  interest  shown  by 
th  local  people.  The  more  that  outsiders  take  a  public  part  in  the  elec- 
tions the  more  harm  is  done  the  cause.  Senator  Onion,  who  I  believe 
knows  all  your  public  men,  and  I  suppose  he  will  shape  matters  so  that 
they  will  take  an  interest  in  the  coming  contest.  I  hope  your  repre- 
sentative will  take  the  field  for  your  side.  I  know  he  is  not  a  pro- 
hibitionist nor  a  friend  of  its  followers,  and  if  he  has  the  time  and 
inclination  to  take  hold  and  manage  the  campaign  your  success  would 
be  assured.  There  are  several  good  men  in  your  county  that  could 
make  it  hot  for  the  pros,  but  whether  they  are  inclined  to  go  into 
the  fight  openly  is  for  your  committee  to  ascertain.  I  don't  think  you 
can  win  unless  your  influential  citizens  take  a  lively  interest  in  the 
contest.  It  is  not  a  contest  as  the  pros  call  it,  against  the  saloon  men, 
but  is  a  contest  that  every  free  man  not  to  let  a  fanatic  vote  away 
his  rights  and  destroy  the  value  of  a  man's  property. 

"I  hope  you  will  be  successful  in  organizing  with  local  people 
and  put  your  best  man  forward.  The  outsiders  can  no  doubt  help 
some,  but  your  success  must  depend  on  the  interest  your  business  men 
will  take  on  the  side  with  the  liberals."  (A-918,  A-919.) 

On  8-19-03  H.  Prince  writes  O.  Paget  at  Nacogdoches: 

"My  views  fully  outlined  in  letters  to  Lockwood.  I  can  do  no 
good  in  Nacogdoches.  The  local  people  should  take  sufficient  interest 
i:i  the  contest,  the  community  well  organized  with  the  local  people 
taking  prominent  part  in  the  contest,   you  cannot  lose."   (A-920.) 

On  8-20-03  American  Brewing  Association  writes  to  the  Shreve- 
pcrt  Ice  and  Brewing  Company  the  following: 

"No  doubt  you  are  advised  that  local  option  election  is  to  be 
held  at  Nacogdoches.  It  is  necessary  for  a  campaign  fund  to  be  had, 
?nd  the  only  way  it  can  be  obtained  is  by  liberal  contributions  from 
those  who  are  interested  in  the  defeat  of  the  prohibitionists. 

"We  will,  therefore,  ask  that  you  send  your  contribution  to  Mr. 
}.  K.  McKnight,  chairman  and  secretary. 

"Hoping  that  you  will  send  a  liberal  contribution,  as  it  is  to  our 
mutual  interest  to  use  our  best  effort?  in  gaining  the  contest,  we 
iemain."

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On  the  same  date,  8-20-03,  the  American  Brewing  Association 
writes  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"Our  local  manager,  Mr.  W.  G.  Lockwood  of  Nacogdoches  reports 
that  Mr.  Onion  did  not  stay  long  enough  in  Nacogdoches  to  put  them 
on  the  right  track  for  an  organization.  They  are  badly  in  need  of 
someone  to  put  them  on  the  right  track. 

"Mr.  Paget  was  there  for  a  couple  of  days,  who  has  done  all  he 
could  towards  perfecting  an  organization,  but  Mr.  Lockwood  writes 
that  they  ought  to  have  someone  to  help  the  cause  along. 

"We  think  that  if  your  Mr.  Kauffmann  could  spend  a  few  days 
there  it  would  be  of  great  benefit  and  help  them  considerably."  (A-925.) 
(S-1032.) 

On  Aug.  20,  1903,  American  Brewing  Association  writes  W.  G. 
Lockwood  at  Nacogdoches: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  19th  and  note  what  you  have 
to  say  with  reference  to  the  start  that  you  have  made  towards  organiz- 
ing. If  the  writer  thought  that  it  would  be  of  any  service  to  you  he 
would  pay  you  a  visit,  and  knowing  that  he  would  not  be  able  to  do 
any  good  towards  the  cause  he  will  endeavor  to  pay  you  a  visit  some 
clay  the  coming  week. 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  Mr.  Paget,  who  says 
he  has  so  many  places  to  attend  to  that  it  necessarily  compelled  him  to 
leave  you. 

"You  ought  to  write  to  Mr.  Eppstein  direct  to  Dallas,  as  it  might 
have  some  effect,  but  by  us  writing  to  him  it  would  not  be  near  as 
effective  as  it  would  be  for  your  committee  to  write  to  him  direct. 

"We  have  written  to  the  Shreveport  Ice  &  Brewing  Company  and 
hope  they  will  give  you  some  beneficial  assistance. 

"Regarding  the  means  of  the  campaign  fund,  how  are  you  obtain- 
ing same?  You  may  contribute  for  us  as  much  as  anyone  else  is  doing. 
You  should  also  write  to  the  Magnolia  Brewery  and  have  them  to 
contribute,  or  authorize  you  to  do  so."     (A-926.) 

In  a  letter  dated  Aug.  22,  1903,  to  S.  T.  Morgan,  at  Dallas,  the 
American  Brewing  Association  says: 

"Nacogdoches  County  will  have  an  election  on  Sept.  5th.  We  fear 
the  prohibitionists  will  get  the  best  of  us  there,  as  many  of  the  pre- 
cincts of  that  county   are  now  dry."     (A-928.) 

And  on  Aug.  24,  1903,  the  American  Brewing  Association  writes 
W.  G.  Lockwood,   Nacogdoches: 

"We  are  today  in  receipt  of  a  telegram  from  Mr.  Otto  Wahrmund, 
president  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  advising  that  their 
Mr.  Kauffmann,  who  has  been  very  successful  in  battling  against  pro- 
hibitionists at  all  places  where  he  has  been  called,  will  leave  San  An- 
tonio tonight  and  will  in  all  probability  be  with  you  some  time  to- 
morrow evening. 
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''With  Mr.  Paget  on  the  ground,  and  Mr.  Kauffmann's  visit,  will 
no  doubt  enthuse  life  into  the  antis,  and  your  chances  for  success  ought 
to  be  very  favorable. 

"We  would  request  that  you  ask  Mr.  Kauffmann  as  well  as  Mr. 
Paget,  if  they  have  the  time  to  spare,  to  pay  a  visit  to  Lufkin.  Their 
fight  comes  off  one  week  later  than  yours."     (A-929.) 

On  the  same  day,  8-24-03,  American  Brewing  Association  writes 
Ctto  Wahrmund  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  22nd  and  note  the  cause  of  Mr. 
Onion's  inability  to  remain.  We  understand  that  Mr.  Paget  is  there 
now  and  with  your  Mr.  Kaufmann  together,  there  ought  to  be  some- 
thing doing  in  that  town. 

"We  wrote  to  our  manager  at  Nacogdoches,  Mr.  W.  G.  Lockwood, 
to  ask  Mr.  Kaufmann  to  pay  a  visit  to  Lufkin,  which  is  the  adjacent 
county  in  which  an  election  will  be  held  one  week  later  than  Nacog* 
tioches."     (A-930.)      (S-1036.) 

On  Aug.  26,  1903,  American  Brewing  Association  writes  W.  G. 
Lockwood,  Nacogdoches,  as  follows: 

"We  have  yours  of  the  25th  relative  to  prohibition  election.  We 
regret  very  much  that  we  were  unable  to  put  ourselves  in  communica- 
tion with  Mr.  Paget.  We  received  a  letter  from  him  dated  at  Palestine, 
Aug.  24th,  and  should  have  reached  us  yesterday  in  which  he  requested 
us  to  call  him  up  by  phone,  and  advised  he  is  going  to  Nacogdoches. 
Immediately  upon  receipt  of  the  letter,  we  called  him  up  at  Palestine, 
and  found  that  he  had  already  left  and  hope  that  he  is  with  you  now. 
If  not  in  Nacogdoches,  we  do  not  know  where  a  communication  will 
reach  him. 

"We  have  no  one  else  to  recommend  to  go  to  Nacogdoches  to 
assist  you. 

"Unfortunately  the  traveling  auditor  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association  was  killed  at  El  Paso  yesterday,  which  we  understand  will 
necessarily  compel  Mr.  Kaufmann  to  remain  in  San  Antonio  instead 
of  paying  the  contemplated  visit  to  Nacogdoches. 

"If  Capt.  Paget  cannot  be  with  you  all  the  time  you  require  him 
we  hope  that  he  will  be  able  to  suggest  someone  else  that  he  may  be 
able  to  obtain  to  fill  the  requirements."     (A-932.) 

Nacogdoches  went  dry.  Letter,  American  Brewing  Association  to 
W.  G.  Lockwood,  Nacogdoches,  Sept.  5,  1903: 

"We  regret  to  note  that  Nacogdoches  went  so  large  a  majority  for 
the  pros.  The  election  could  not  have  been  a  fair  one.  The  fanatics 
must  have  had  full  sway  of  the  voting  booths  and  voted  everything  that 
came  along  so  long  as  he  or  she  voted  their  ticket.  You  all  ought  to 
thoroughly  investigate  the  cause  of  the  result  of  the  election,  each 
voters'  standing  ought  to  be  known,  whether  he  is  a  legal  voter  or  not, 
and  if  your  people  think  there  has  been  enough  of  illegal  ballots  cast 
to  change  the  result,  counsel  ought  to  be  employed  and  a  contest  made. 
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We  would  not  recommend  a  contest  unless  the  counsel  you  engage  fully 
satisfies  you  all  that  there  is  sufficient  grounds  to  win.  If  you  have 
to  give  up,  we  will  find  a  place  for  you  somewhere."     (A-937.) 

On  9-14-03  American  Brewing  Association  writes  H.  C.  Brewster 
at  Shreveport,  La.: 

"We  recently  lost  Nacogdoches  County."     (A-945.) 

On  9-17-03  American  Brewing  Association  writes  W.  G.  Lockwood, 
Nacogdoches: 

"We  have  yours  of  the  15th  and  in  reply  beg  to  state  we  were  not 
informed  that  a  contest  was  contemplated.  Should  the  liquor  men 
conclude  to  make  a  contest,  they  have  no  doubt  investigated  the  manner 
of  the  conditions  of  the  last  election  and  if  found  sufficient  irregu- 
larities to  overthrow  the  election,  they  will  most  assuredly  make  the 
contest. 

"Insofar  as  the  expense,  we  always  paid  our  proportion  in  all 
such  matters.  If  the  contest  is  to  be  handled  by  the  liquor  dealers' 
association  they  will  have  no  trouble  in  raising  the  needed  funds. 
Keep  us  advised."      (A-949.) 

And  on  Sept.  23,  1903,  the  American  Brewing  Association  wires 
the  same  party: 

"Inform  Judge  Dial  to  proceed  with  the  work  as  per  information 
given  us  by  Capt.  Paget."     (A-955.) 

And  on  the  same  day  writes  Mr.  Lockwood  a  letter  as  follows: 

"On  the  return  of  Mr.  Paget  from  a  visit  to  Nacogdoches,  he  in- 
formed us  that  Judge  Dial  and  his  associates  have  offered  to  undertake 
the  handling  of  the  contest  of  the  last  election  for  the  sum  of  $250 
and  will  see  the  case  through  in  all  the  State  courts  until  it  is  finally 
disposed  of,  based  on  those  conditions  we  wired  you  this  morning  as 
follows:  'Inform  Judge  Dial  to  proceed  with  the  worjc  as  per  informa- 
tion given  us  by  Capt.  Paget,'  which  we  herewith  beg  to  confirm. 

"We  trust  that  when  the  fight  against  the  prohibitionists  is  once 
commenced  it  will  keep  up  and  will  ultimately  result  in  our  victory." 
(A  957.) 

On  the  same  day,  9-23-03,  American  Brewing  Association  sends  the 
following  telegram  to  Brewer  &  Dial  at  Nacogdoches: 

"Capt.  Paget  will  be  at  his  Dallas  office  tomorrow."     (A-956.) 

J.  F.  Onion  of  San  Antonio  sends  in  expense  account  on  account  of 
Hips  to  Bell  and  Nacogdoches  Counties,  dated  Sept.  28,  1903,  addressed 
to  Otto  Wahrmund  of  the  same  city: 

"In  accordance  with  your  request  of  some  time  ago  to  send  in  a 
bill  of  my  expenses  on  account  of  my  trips  to  Bell  and  Nacogdoches 
Counties,  I  submit  the  following: 
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"To  expenses  to  Bell  County,  $20;  to  expenses  to  Nacogdoches 
County,  $25."     (S-1067.) 

On  Sept.  30,  1903,  the  Lone  Star  Brewing  Company  of  San  Antonio 
made  a  contribution  to  the  Nacogdoches  County  election  contest,  as 
appears  from  its  ledger  entry  of  that  date  as  follows: 

"Sept.  30,  1903,  contribution  prohibition  election,  Nacogdoches, 
$25."     (L-1192.) 

H.  Prince  writes  L.  W.  Levy  &  Company,  Galveston,  on  Oct.  12, 
1903,  as  follows: 

"Regarding  the  Nacogdoches  matter:  I  can  hardly  expect  favor- 
able results  for  the  reason  that  the  saloon  men  have  all  quit  the  busi- 
ness, and  there  is  not  an  anti  in  that  town  who  would  come  forward  to 
take  any  interest  in  the  fight  and  the  lawyer  who  had  undertaken  the 
job,  as  previously  expressed,  I  do  not  think  can  hardly  handle  the 
subject  without  other  legal  aid,  which  is  not  to  be  had,  in  Nacogdoches, 
and  as  the  prohibitionists  had  carried  the  day  by  so  an  overwhelming 
majority  it  would  have  to  take  considerable  legal  objections  and  proof 
of  violations  in  order  to  overcome  as  overwhelming  a  majority,  and 
besides  all  the  county  officials  being  pronounced  prohibitionists,  our 
only  hope  remains  for  a  fight  on  technical  points  in  the  higher  courts 
which  conclusion  cannot  be  arrived  at  now,  but  will  have  to  be  decided 
on  later  after  knowing  our  strong  points  which  can  better  be  ascer- 
tained after  the  case  has  been  thoroughly  tested  in  the  lower  courts." 
(A-973.) 

On  Dec.  4,  1903,  American  Brewing  Association  writes  to  L.  W. 
Levy,  Galveston,  as  follows: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  1st  relative  to  Nacogdoches, 
and  in  reply  beg  to  state  that  inasmuch  as  Mr.  Paget  and  yourself  are 
very  well  posted  on  conditions  in  Nacogdoches,  I  will  withhold  passing 
an  opinion  or  making  any  suggestions  as  to  outlining  any  policy  for 
future  action. 

"We  are  willing  to  join  you  in  any  movement  that  in  your  judg- 
ment will  be  necessary  to  attain  our  object  in  view. 

"Messrs.  Brewer  &  Dial  have  received  from  us  $125  on  account 
of  the  $250  promised  them  with  the  understanding  that  they  will  be 
paid  as  the  work  in  hand  was  progressing.  They  now  write  us  to  send 
them  the  balance  of  $125  due  them,  to  which  we  had  made  no  reply, 
and  would  ask  your  advice  as  to  what  is  best  to  do  in  the  matter. 

"We  do  not  think  that  they  are  entitled  to  the  balance  of  their  fee 
a$3  their  work,  we  hardly  think,  is  half  completed. 

"We  await  your  answer,  upon  receipt  of  which  we  will  write  Brewer 
&  Dial."     (A-1009.) 

On  Dec.  18,  1903,  American  Brewing  Association  writes  Messrs. 
Brewer  &  Dial,  attorneys,  at  Nacogdoches,  the  following: 

"The  writer  having  just  returned  from  a  trip  and  finds  yours  of 
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the  12th  advising  having  drawn  draft  on  us  of  $125.  Not  having  had 
an  opportunity  of  looking  into  the  matter  the  draft  will  not  be  paid, 
as  we  generally  pay  our  bills  as  they  mature. 

"The  writer  is  under  the  impression  that  the  arrangement  had 
with  your  Mr.  Dial  was  that  the  $250  agreed  to  be  paid,  was  to  be  paid 
as  the  case  progresses,  and  balance  to  be  paid  when  the  cases  were 
entirely  settled. 

"Mr.  Paget  expects  to  be  there  within  a  few  days,  who  will  no 
doubt  report  on  the  general  standing  of  the  pending  suits."     (A-1015.) 

On  Dec.  23,  1903,  in  his  report  for  October  and  November  of  that 
year,  O.  Paget  writes  to  Messrs.  L.  W.  Levy  &  Company  with  reference 
tc  this  county: 

"On  the  1st  of  November  I  went  to  Nacogdoches  to  consult  with 
Messrs.  Dial  &  Brewer  regarding  the  injunction  which  they  had  ob- 
tained in  that  county,  and  wherein  their  cilent  deliberately  threw  up 
his  hands  and  settled  the  case  out  of  court,  without  the  consent  of 
Erewer  &  Dial,  which  makes  it  necessary  to  get  a  new  case  in  court, 
and  this  time  we  hope  to  do  so  under  habeas  corpus  proceedings." 
(S-1137.)

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  secretary-treasurer  American  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation, Houston,  Texas,  to  Dallas  Breweries,   11-11-99: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  9th,  and  in  reply  beg  to  state 
that  we  had  received  a  circular  from  the  saloon  men's  organization  in 
Corsicana,  asking  assistance  in  defeating  suits  brought  against  them 
for  the  violation  of  the  minor  law,  and  have  agreed  to  contribute  as 
much  as  any  of  the  other  breweries. 

"We  believe  it  is  to  our  joint  interest  to  give  them  all  the  aid  and 
assistance  possible  in  defeating  these  cases.  Should  the  plaintiffs  suc- 
ceed in  obtaining  a  judgment,  it  will  give  others  and  in  many  other 
localities,  the  encouragement  to  inaugurate  a  system  of  prosecutions 
everywhere.  While  we  do  not  consider  the  plaintiffs  in  these  cases 
are  directly  seeking  damages,  but  no  doubt  are  endeavoring  to  harass 
and  persecute  the  saloon  men  in  general.  Therefore  it  becomes  neces- 
sary for  all  that  are  interested  in  defeating  such  cases  to  give  defense 
all  the  assistance  possible."     (TB-139.) 

Letter,  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas  Brewery,  to  Texas  Brewing  Company, 
Fort  Worth,  11-20-99: 

"Again  referring  to  the  request  made  by  the  Corsicana  Liquor 
Dealers'"  Association,  we  beg  to  enclose  you  herewith  another  letter 
from  the  American  Brewing  Association,  also  a  letter  from  our  agent, 
from  which  you  will  note  that  the  secretary,  Mr.  Cohn,  informs  him 
that  all  the  breweries,  except  ourselves,  had  instructed  him  to  draw  on 
them  for  $100.  This  is  not  a  fact  so  far  as  the  Anheuser-Busch  Brew-

"Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.  will  state  that  it  has  been 
our  understanding  all  along  that  the  American  Brewing  Association 
would  not  contribute  to  the  Corsicana  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  on 
account  of  some  unpleasantness  that  seems  to  exist  between  them  and 
their  agent,  but  Mr.  Allen  had  informed  the  officers  of  the  association 
that  he  would  contribute  the  same  amount  that  he  gave  last  year.

"When  we  first  received  notice  through  our  agent  that  the  liquor 
dealers  were  asking  for  contributions  from  the  brewers  we  instructed 
him  to  see  Mr.  Allen  and  say  to  him  that  if  he  would  refuse  to  con- 
tribute that  we  would  do  likewise  and  not  to  make  any  promise  until  it 
was  a  settled  fact  that  Mr.  Allen  had  subscribed.  We  have  received 
no  reply  to  these  instructions,  but  as  soon  as  we  do  so,  will  advise  you 
what  has  been  done."     (TB-153.) 

Letter  from  Dallas  Brewery,  S.  T.  Morgan,  president,  to  Texas 
Brewing  Company,  Fort  Worth,   11-22-1900: 

"Your  favor  of  the  20th  inst.  to  hand  and  contents  noted  and  reply- 
ing will  state  that  our  Mr.  Bogel  returned  from  Corsicana  last  night 
and  while  in  that  city  he  was  reliably  informed  that  a  Mr.  Frey,  one  of 
Mr.  Allen's  best  customers,  stated  at  a  meeting  of  the  Corsicana  Liquor 
Dealers'  Association  that  he  was  authorized  by  Mr.  Allen  to  subscribe 
$100  and  that  if  the  association  needed  further  help,  Mr.  Allen  said  he 
would  increase  his  subscription  to  $150.

"We  fully  realize  that  this  is  a  bad  precedent  to  set,  and  it  is  one 
if  taken  in  hand  and  worked  by  the  attorneys  will  be  very  expensive 
tc  the  breweries  and  we  agree  with  you  that  it  should  be  discontinued 
and  we  stand  ready  to  join  with  all  in  putting  a  stop  to  such  practice, 
but  when  a  firm  like  the  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association  leads 
off,  we,  of  course,  will  have  to  follow  suit.

I  know  he  is  not  popular 
with  your  people  because  you  think  him  a  little  harsh,  but  you  will  find 
if  you  continue  to  do  business  in  Texas  that  ultimately  Ballew  ideas 
will  be  adopted  and  if  the  brewery  business  is  to  be  saved  at  all  they 
must  concentrate  their  fire  on  the  preacher.

In  my  judgment  the  proper  way  to  proceed  would  be  to  get  up 
the  number  of  names  of  qualified  voters,  apply  to  the  Commissioners 
for  the  ordering  of  a  new  election,  and  in  the  event  of  their  refusal 
mandamus  them.

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"With  this  as  a  preface  I  will  begin  by  saying: 

"I  have  no  faith  in  the  mode  of  procedure  advanced  by  Judge 
Neblett,  knowing,  as  I  do,  the  proclivities  of  the  County  and  District 
Judges  where  the  case  would  have  to  be  tried  and  the  amount  of  feel- 
ing and  prejudice  which  the  act  would  engender.  I  do  not  advise  its 
trial.  In  my  judgment — and  again  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  not  setting 
myself  up  against  Judge  Neblett  and  his  colleagues — I  believe  it  would 
be  best  to  wait  until  next  month  when  the  time  limit  expires  (of  two 
years),  then  demand  of  the  County  Commissioners  to  call  a  new  elec- 
tion— I  believe  they  will  grant  it — if  not,  try  it  out  under  mandamus 
proceedings,  which  I  believe  would  give  you  much  better  show  winning, 
because  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  under  the  peculiar  circumstances 
surrounding  Navarro  County  election  that  the  legislative  enactment  of 
'two  years  from  actual  time  of  closing'  does  not  apply. 

"If  Judge  Neblett  would  take  it  up  on  a  contingent  fee,  I  believe 
you  would  be  wise  .in  advancing  a  reasonable  amount  to  pay  for  his 
legal  proceedings,  but  to  merely  get  into  the  courts  and  then  get  de- 
feated with  the  chance  of  putting  a  man  in  jail,  thus  giving  the  pros 
a  club  to  beat  you  in  the  next  election  to  be  called  would  be  very  unwise. 

"The  foregoing  is  exactly  as  I  feel  on  the  subject  and  I  believe  that 
my  contention  would  be  sustained  by  many  men  versed  in  law.  I  give 
my  views  for  what  they  are  worth,  leaving  you  to  do  the  thing  which 
seems  best  under  the  circumstances."

"I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  15th,  with  letter  from  Mr.  Paget 
enclosed.  Yes,  we  had  a  man  get  ready  to  open,  shipped  some  liquor  in, 
cleaned  up  his  place  and  advertised  he  would  open  on  Tuesday  morn- 
ing, during  his  getting  ready  we  had  it  all  arranged  that  the  owner  of 
the  building  should  enjoin  him  which  was  properly  done,  this,  as  you 
see,  puts  us  in  court.  We  have  taken  the  case  to  the  Court  of  Appeals 
at  Dallas  and  will  get  a  hearing  next  Friday.  If  we  do  not  get  what  is 
due  us  from  that  court  we  can  go  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

"One  of  the  main  objects  in  this  move  is  to  remove  all  obstruc- 
tions to  have  an  election  this  coming  month,  which  is  two  years  from 
the  announcement  of  our  last  election.  Now  if  we  have  the  election 
and  defeat  them  they  cannot  keep  us  from  doing  business.  You  are 
aware  that  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  regarding  whether  we  can 
legally  hold  an  election  at  this  time  or  whether  we  should  wait  until 
two  years  from  the  date  of  the  mandate  of  the  Court  of  Appeals.    Mr. 
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Mays,  the  attorney  for  the  pros,  had  the  Commissioners'  Court  re- 
announce  that  the  Court  of  Appeals  had  declared  this  county  dry  and 
he  says  we  cannot  have  a  legal  election  until  two  years  from  this  last 
announcement  of  the  Commissioners'  Court  and  should  the  Commis- 
sioners' Court  order  an  election  and  it  was  held  and  we  win  out  he 
would  enjoin  the  court  from  declaring  the  results  of  the  election  and 
so  put  it  in  court  and  try  the  legality  of  the  election,  which  would 
mean  remain  closed  for  the  time  it  would  take  to  go  through  all  the 
courts,  which  would  mean  nearly  two  years. 

"I  do  not  think  Mr.  Paget  has  as  clear  an  idea  of  the  situation 
here  as  he  thinks  he  has. 

"I  should  have  replied  to  yours  sooner,  but  was  waiting  until  we 
had  passed  the  District  Court  and  went  to  the  Court  of  Appeals.  I  will 
keep  you  informed."     (A-2698.) 

Letter,  S.  T.  Morgan  to  B.  Adoue,  7-8-09: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  a  friend  at  Corsicana,  Texas,  in 
which  he  asks  me  to  donate  the  sum  of  $250  toward  the  local  option 
election  campaign  in  that  county,  provided  the  Commissioners'  Court 
of  Navarro  County  will  grant  the  petition  signed  by  some  3,000  signers 
asking  for  a  local  option  election  in  that  county.  The  party  says  that 
Mr.  Luedde  of  Waco  has  agreed  to  assist  them  to  the  amount  of  $500. 
I  called  Mr.  Luedde  up  by  phone  and  find  the  statement  to  be  true, 
and  I  am  inclined  to  the  belief  that  Mr.  Prince  has  also  been  asked  to 
contribute  the  same  amount  they  have  asked  me  for,  and  I  now  write 
to  ask  if  the  association  will  take  care  of  this  expense  with  the  under- 
standing that  if  the  county  goes  wet  these  breweries  entering  the 
market  will  reimburse  the  association,  and  if  the  county  goes  'dry'  the 
expense  will  be  borne  by  the  association.  This  matter  was  mentioned 
at  the  Sunday  meeting  and  the  above  is  about  the  way  I  understood 
that  the  work  would  be  carried  on  in  the  future.  I  mentioned  this 
matter  to  Mr.  Luedde,  which,  of  course,  was  agreeable  to  him,  so  I  will 
appreciate  hearing  from  you  at  your  earliest  convenience  in  order  that 
I  may  answer  my  friend  at  Corsicana."     (D-962.) 

Letter,  S.  T.  Morgan  to  B.  Adoue,  7-13-09: 

"Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  10th  inst.  will  state  that  I  agree 
with  you  that  it  is  a  serious  error  for  the  antis  to  call  elections  in  dry 
counties,  but  Navarro  County  is  an  exception  for  the  reason  that  when 
the  votes  of  the  last  election  held  in  that  county  were  counted  the 
Commissioners'  Court  held  that  the  antis  had  won.  This  decision  of 
the  court  was  contested.  The  antis  won  in  the  District  Court,  but  an 
appeal  lost  out,  so  you  might  say  the  question  of  whether  the  county 
is  now  wet  or  dry  is  a  debatable  one,  and  under  the  circumstances  if 
the  antis  can  get  the  business  men  and  property  owners  to  lead  the 
fight  they  should  make  it,  otherwise  the  matter  will  be  allowed  to  rest; 
however,  I  don't  see  that  I  can  do  anything  toward  stopping  the  elec- 
tion or  getting  away  from  making  a  donation,  as  Luedde  has  already 
offered  to  contribute  $500  which  I  believe  you  will  admit  forces  me  to 
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also  make  a  contribution,  or  place  myself  in  a  position  when   I  would 
more  than  likely  be  put  out  of  the  market  should  the  county  go  wet. 

"I  will  try  and  find  out  whether  the  local  people  want  to  make  the 
fight  independently  or  whether  they  will  want  outside  help.  As  soon 
as  I  can  get  further  information  will  advise  you."     (D-967.) 

Letter,  L.  M.  Coates,  Corsicana,  Texas,  to  S.  T.  Morgan,  7-17-09: 

"Yours  of  the  13th  to  hand.  Contents  noted.  Our  fight  will  com- 
prise the  same  crowd  we  had  before  Capt.  Garrity  was  our  temporary 
chairman,  but  we  thought  best  to  elect  a  chairman  from  the  country 
with  L.  R.  Calloway  as  campaign  manager.

I  have  no  desire  to  get  into  any  election  in  East 
Texas.  If  Mr.  Morgan  cares  to  go  in  he  can  doubtless  get  enough 
volunteers  to  'queer  the  business.' 

"As  to  Navarro,  it  was  lost  before  it  was  begun.  The  men  or  man 
at  the  head  was  a  blunder — three  times  I  put  off  the  election  in  that 
county  in  December,  1910,  and  in  1911 — made  enemies  thereby,  one  of 
whom  is  George  Luedde — and  every  grafter  in  the  county.  It  was  a 
crime  to  lose  Navarro  because  of  the  effect  on  other  counties. 

"The  colored  vote  was  the  balance  of  power — and  handled  rightly, 
85  per  cent  would  vote — and  75  per  cent  of  that  would  vote  anti.  The 
colored  man  sent  in  by  our  friends  had  no  influence  and  had  no  white 
support.  There  lay  the  trouble.  The  negro  has  got  to  have  a  white 
man  behind  him  whom  he  thinks  he  can  depend  upon — then  he  is  all 
right,  otherwise  he  is  afraid  to  vote. 

"Well,  it  is  only  one  more  added  to  the  long  list  of  mistakes — and 
it  looks  like  there  will  be  more. 

"I  do  not  think  I  will  show  your  letter  to  Mr.  Adoue.  He  realizes, 
as  no  one  else  does,  the  result  of  'amateur  managers.'"

1903. 

On  Dec.  23,  1903,  in  his  report  for  the  month  of  October  of  that 
year,  O.  Paget  writes  L.  W.  Levy  &  Co.  at  Galveston  with  reference 
to  Nolan  County  as  follows: 

"From  Amarillo  I  went  to  Sweetwater  and  conducted  the  election 
in  that  county,  which,  as  you  are  aware,  went  anti  by  a  very  small 
majority."

Schneider,  Galveston,  O.  Paget  says  with  reference  to  this  county:

"Nolan  County — The  association  is,  of  course,  aware  that  the  cam- 
paign conducted  by  your  agent  in  that  county  last  November  was  suc- 
cessful, but  went  into  the  courts  by  the  pros.  The  court  held  the 
election  was  legal  and  anti,  but  the  clerk  failed  to  transmit  the  decision 
or  mandate  to  the  County  Judge  of  Nolan  County  or  to  any  parties 
at  interest  in  the  case,  consequently  so  far  as  Nolan  County  is  offi- 
cially concerned  it  is  still  pendente  lite,  and  the  Commissioners  being 
informed  that  under  the  circumstances  the  ordering  of  an  election  at 
this  time  would  be  in  contempt.  They  concluded  to  let  it  go  by  for 
the  present."     (S-1557.)

"Noting  your  remarks  in  regard  to  the  prohibitionists,  beg  to  state 
that  we  will  take  this  question  up  with  our  State  organization,  but  in 
the  meantime,  you  should  look  out  and  see  that  all  of  our  friends,  the 
fishermen  and  the  rest  of  the  citizens  there  take  out  their  poll  tax  re- 
ceipts.

In  a  case  of  this  kind  it  does  not  wholly  depend  on  those  whom  you 
interview — much  depends  on  not  seeing  certain  others.     *     *     * 

"A  man  by  the  name  of  J.  F.  Harrod  about  a  year  ago  sold  out 
the  Elite  Bar  to  a  party — bought  it  for  W.  S.  Delaney,  while  he  is  the 
owner,  is  ostensibly  only  the  manager,  because  of  the  two-year  resi- 
dence clause  in  the  Baskin-McGregor  law.  He  is  as  keen  as  a  briar — 
not  particular  as  to  methods — he  is  in  the  business  'not  for  his  health, 
but  for  money,'  so  he  says. 

"The  local  brewery  agent  (Lone  Star)  at  Alice  is  a  A.  F.  Holm- 
green,  who  owns  and  runs  an  ice  factory — three-ton  daily  capacity. 
Delaney  tried  to  buy  or  control  this  little  ice  plant,  but  Holmgreen 
would  not  sell;  then  borrowed  money  from  Holmgreen  to  help  open 
the  saloon,  get  fixtures,  etc.,  did  not  pay — got  all  the  favors  possible 
from  the  Lone  Star  and  then  transferred  his  trade  to  the  Miller  people. 
Since  this  time  there  has  been  a  war  on  between  the  two. 

"There  was  a  saloon  here  run  by  Petty  &  Perkins,  known  as 
'Andy's  Place' — it  closed  on  the  7th  of  February  last — and  within  the 
past  few  days  was  opened  by  M.  A.  Petty,  Mr.  Holmgreen  furnishing 
him  with  the  material — practically  Mr.  Holmgreen's  place. 

"The  Mr.  Harrod,  before  mentioned,  is  owner  and  proprietor  of 
a  pool  hall  diagonally  opposite  to  Mr.  Delaney's.     He  owns  the  build- 
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ing  and  another  next  door  to  it;  he  contemplates  opening  a  saloon  in 
the  pool  building  and  moving  the  pool  room  next  door. 

"These  start  the  local  option   fight. 

"Delaney  did  not  seroiusly  object  to  the  opening  of  Andy's  Place, 
as  it  is  too  far  away  to  interfere  seriously  with  him  and  the  trade  is 
largely  Mexican,  but  for  Harrod  to  open  up  would  be  quite  another 
matter! 

"The  property  in  which  Delaney  is  doing  business  belonged  to  a 
German  who  got  into  trouble  about  selling  mortgaged  property  and 
who  hired  a  lawyer,  one  Sid  Overton.  Overton  worked  it  so  that  the 
property  now  is  in  possession  of  a  relative  of  his — he  is  not  very 
scrupulous  and  fears  if  Harrod  gets  into  business  the  Delaney  property 
would  depreciate.  He  is  a  sort  of  political  'boss,'  some  of  his  leading 
clients  are  pros — and  with  a  George  Adams,  another  would-be  boss, 
they  cooked  up  the  local  option  scheme,  influenced  by  Delaney. 

"This  is  the  meat  in  the  cocoanut.  The  petition  is  drawn — a  few 
signatures  obtained — and  there  is  a  lull  in  the  proceedings,  as  they 
did  not  get  signatures  very  rapidly.  The  whole  scheme  is  to  keep  Mr. 
Harrod  from  going  into  business,  but  Mr.  Harrod  is  the  most  popular 
of  all  the  parties  mentioned.  He  knows  the  facts  as  they  are  and  is 
naturally  sore — and  is  inclined  to  make  a  fight.  I  saw  him  and  I  put 
up  a  sign  'to  let'  on  one  of  his  houses,  and  lay  low  for  a  few  weeks 
till  this  blows  over.  He  so  agreed  to  do  and  I  saw  Mr.  Holmgreen,  who 
also  agrees  that  this  is  best,  and  both  of  them,  if  they  keep  their  word, 
can  hold  this  off.  Now  they  have  evidence  agianst  Delaney  which,  if 
made  cause  of  complaint  might  be  serious,  but  to  make  any  fight  now 
would  precipitate  trouble  because  of  the  anti-saloon  agitators  flooding 
this  section. 

"I  recommend  that  the  breweries,  Lone  Star  and  City,  advise  Mr. 
Holmgreen  to  go  slow  in  advising  Mr.  Harrod  to  open.  Harrod  is 
well  off — is  a  good  saloon  man,  able  to  pay  for  his  fixtures  and  asks 
no  favors — it  will  not  do  to  antagonize  him.  He  can  be  led,  but  not 
driven,  and  he  is  amenable  to  reason — a  nice  letter  to  Mr.  Holmgreen, 
which  he  could  show  to  Mr.  Harrod,  advising  to  wait  a  few  weeks,  will 
do  a  great  deal  of  good.  Delaney  is  trying  to  get  out  of  the  saloon 
business — he  made  a  proposition  to  certain  parties  for  employment, 
who  contemplate  the  erection  of  an  oil  mill  here,  and  he  is  likely  to 
sell  out  at  any  time  if  he  can  get  a  reasonable  price.  If  he  sells  out 
it  would  end  the  whole  matter. 

"You  will  ask  what  would  be  the  probable  result  if  an  election  is 
called?  I  will  answer — doubtful.  I  have  gone  over  the  matter  with 
the  best  man  in  the  precinct — a  Mr.  Doughty,  an  anti,  and  we  figured 
about  fifteen  majority  for  the  antis  as  it  now  stands.  The  Mexican 
is  the  dominating  factor  and  he  is  a  very  unstable  quantity.  Adams 
has  many  Mexicans  in  his  employ — if  he  cracks  the  whip  over  them 
and  makes  them  vote  pro  the  case  would  be  about  even — if  not,  three 
or  four  in  favor  of  the  pros. 

"I  have  asked  the  County  Clerk  for  the  poll  list — when  obtained 
will  make  several  copies  and  our  people  will  get  into  the  field  and 
prepare  for  a  fight — if  it  must  come  off. 
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"Of  course,  I  heard  many  and  various  complaints  of  Mr.  Holm- 
green,  and  the  noisy  place  called  'Andy's.'  I  investigated  as  far  as 
I  could  and  am  pleased  to  say  that  I  could  not  find  any  proof  to  sub- 
stantiate them.     *     *     *"    (S-5294-96.) 

Excerpt  letter  of  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  O.  Paget 
of  Galveston,  3-26-09: 

"*  *  *  We  note  exactly  where  the  trouble  lies,  and  we  hope 
that  the  local  people  there  will  be  governed  by  your  suggestions  in  the 
premises  in  order  to   prevent   further  trouble. 

"We  note  especially  that  you  do  not  mention  any  of  our  patrons 
as  being  the  instigators  or  cause  of  any  trouble,  and  as  you  have 
mailed  similar  report  to  the  Lone  Star  Brewing  Company,  we  feel 
satisfied  that  the  management  of  that  institution  will  appreciate  the 
situation  and  co-operate  with  you  in  your  efforts  to  the  fullest  extent, 
thus  doing  away  with  the  root  of  the  evil.  We  thank  you  for  the 
interest  maniefsted.     *     *     *"    S-5297.) 

Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  report  for  the  month  of  March,  dated 
April  3,   1909,  addressed  to  B.  Adoue: 

»•  *  *  An  election  was  held  in  the  Kingsville  precinct  of 
Nueces  County  in  the  earlier  portion  of  the  month.  We  lost  it,  of 
course,  as  it  is  a  part  of  the  King  ranch,  sold  to  land  speculators,  and 
each  purchaser  of  a  lot  has  to  sign  an  agreement  that  no  liquors  should 
ever  be  sold  at  retail  on  the  property  under  penalty  of  reversion. 
There  are  a  large  lot  of  Mexican  voters  in  the  precinct  who  were 
herded  into  the  polls  like  sheep  and  voted  en  bloc  by  the  ranch  owners. 
Under  such  conditions  one  can  see  how  impossible  it  was  to  make  a 
winning.  The  records  show  that  the  free  and  independent  white  voter 
voted  anti,  but  the  same  old  gang  that  controls  the  town  of  Kingsville, 
who  will  not  even  allow  a  man  to  dig  a  well  on  his  land  beyond  a 
certain  depth,  forced  their  peons  in  to  vote  as  Mrs.  King  and  her 
satalities  desired.     *     *     * 

"The  writer  was  sent  to  Alice  to  stop,  if  possible,  an  election  in 
that  precinct  (Nueces  County).  He  succeeded,  he  believes.  A  full 
report  thereon  was  submitted  to  you  and  the  breweries  supplying  the 
trade."    (S-5321,  T-1234.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  O.  Paget,  4-9-09: 

"We  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  letter  from  our  patron,  Mr.  A. 
Gomez  of  Alice,  Texas,  together  with  copy  of  newspaper  and  transla- 
tion of  marked  editorial  contained  therein,  all  of  which  is  self-explana- 
tory. It  would  seem  that  they  are  to  have  an  election  there  after  all, 
at  least  we  judge  so  from  this,  although  no  date  for  holding  same  is 
stipulated.  We  have  written  Mr.  Gomez  asking  if  the  Commissioners 
have  ordered  the  election  and  date  set  for  same,  and  in  the  meantime, 
as  you  are  more  or  less  familiar  with  the  situation,  would  appreciate 
an  expression  from  you  with  your  views  relative  organization,  etc., 
also  if  you  deem  it  advisable  to  make  another  trip  to  Alice  so  as  to 
instruct  them  just  how  to  proceed,  etc.?"    (S-5339.) 
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Excerpt  from  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  A.  Gomez,  Alice, 
Texas,  4-9-09: 

"*  *  *  We  are  very  glad  that  you  wrote  us,  so  that  we  may 
arrange  for  the  necessary  organization,  etc.,  to  make  fight  against  the 
pros.  The  paper  does  not  give  date  on  which  election  is  to  be  held. 
Please  write  us  at  once  in  regard  to  this.  *  *  *  P.  S. — Have  the 
Commissioners  ordered  the  election?  If  so,  what  date  has  been  set 
for  holding  the  same?   Let  us  know  at  once,  please."    (S-5338.) 

Excerpt  O.  Paget's  letter  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, 
4-11-09: 

«*  *  *  ]\jr  Gomez  is  mistaken.  I  have  ordered  the  poll  tax 
list  and  did  leave  my  address  twice  in  his  place — once  with  his  friend 
Mr.  Doughty,  one  with  Mr.  Gomez  Sr. 

"I  have  the  Alice  situation  well  in  hand.  Nothing  will  happen 
there  without  my  being  notified. 

"I  will  have  to  return  to  Alice  and  will  duly  notify  you  before  I 
return. 

"(P.  S.  from  A.  C.  Doughty.) 

"I  saw  Paget  about  two  minutes.  Took  a  drink  with  him.  He 
did  not  leave  his  address  with  me.  He  took  letter  of  Tax  Collector 
to  me,  but  have  not  received  any  poll  tax  list."    (S-5343.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  O. 
Paget,  4-13-09: 

"*  *  *  letter  enclosed  from  our  patron  at  Alice,  Tex.,  Mr.  A. 
Gomez,  which  is  self-explanatory.  We  have  no  reply  to  our  last,  and 
would  appreciate  an  expression  from  you,  for  we  cannot  afford  to  lose 
the  election;  must  be  properly  organized  and  ready  for  the  fray." 
(S-5356.) 

Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  letter  to  A.  Gomez,  Alice,  Texas,  4-14-09: 

«*  *  *  you  were  wrong  in  supposing  that  I  had  not  ordered 
the  poll  tax  list.  You  are  also  wrong  in  thinking  that  I  did  not  leave 
my  address.  *  *  *  I  am  in  constant  communication  with  the  people 
in  Alice  and  upon  my  next  visit  to  that  city  I  will  give  myself  the 
pleasure  of  calling  upon  you."    (S-5366.) 

Letter  O.  Paget  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  4-14-09: 

"Enclosed  I  send  you  a  copy  of  letter  this  day  mailed  to  Mr.  Gomez, 
which  answers  his  questions.  I  expect  to  hear  in  a  few  days  something 
definite  as  to  the  calling  of  the  local  option  election  in  Alice,  and 
the  moment  I  hear  it  is  called  I  will  immediately  proceed  to  Alice  and 
do  the  best  I  can  to  keep  it  in  the  wet  column."    (S-5365.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  O.  Paget,  4-16-09: 

"You  will  note  from  enclosed  letter  of  Mr.  Gomez  of  Alice,  Texas, 
that  valuable  time  is  being  lost  apparently.     Kindly  wire  us  on  receipt 
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of  this  letter  if  you  will  be  able  to  go  there  without  further  delay, 
and  if  not,  we  will  then  arrange  to  send  some  one  from  here.  We  must 
not  lose  that  election. 

"We  also  enclose  a  letter  just  to  hand  from  our  representative  at 
Beaumont,  Texas,  the  same  being  self-explanatory.  We  feel  that  this 
is  a  matter  that  should  be  handled  by  the  association,  and  we  will 
appreciate  your  kind  attention  along  those  lines.  We  have  written 
Mr.  Saenger  to  the  same  effect."    (S-5371.) 

Letter  A.  Gomez,  Alice,  Texas,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion, 4-17-09: 

"We  have  secured  a  list  of  men  who  paid  poll  tax  and  you  can 
advise  Capt.  Paget  that  he  need  not  send  a  list  of  poll  tax  payers. 
On  account  of  Capt.  Paget's  dilatory  actions  we  do  not  think  he  would 
be  useful  in  the  cause.  You  may  have  use  for  him  in  other  parts 
where  he  can  do  you  some  good. 

"If  he  manages  here  as  he  did  at  Benavides  it  may  result  in  a 
similar  manner."    (S-5374.) 

Excerpts  from  O.  Paget's  letter  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion, 4-18-09: 

"Your  letter  of  the  16th  not  received  until  this  morning  and 
reply  thereto  in  saying  that  our  friend  Gomez  is  needlessly  alarmed — 
very  much  so.  I  am  in  communication  with  Alice.  Mr.  Holmgreen 
has  the  situation  well  in  hand  and  a  letter  received  this  morning  from 
that  city  written  by  Mr.  Delaney  says  the  election  will  not  be  called 
until  June. 

"I  am  enclosing  to  you  a  copy  of  the  poll  tax  list  of  that  precinct 
(Alice)  and  I  am  also  sending  one  to  Mr.  Gomez. 

"I  took  your  letter  over  to  Mr.  Adoue  and  he  believes  that  if  you 
so  desire  it,  I  had  better  go  back  to  Alice,  though  I  do  not  see  any 
good  that  I  can  do  at  this  time. 

"Mr.  George  C.  Clough,  the  attorney  who  has  prosecuted  our  vari- 
ous cases,  is  in  Alice  at  this  moment  and  will  get  and 'give  me  all  the 
information  possible  to  be  obtained.  I  am  sure  the  election  will  be 
called.  I  am  also  sure  no  earthly  power  can  stop  it,  and  I  am  almost 
convinced  that  properly  managed  we  can  win  it.  When  the  time  comes 
I  believe  that  Mr.  Gomez  will  be  a  strong  factor  and  can  do  wonderful 
good  amongst  the  Mexican  population.  I  hope  to  call  upon  him  and 
have  his  full  co-operation.  If  I  receive  the  telegram  from  Mr.  Clough 
tomorrow  (Sunday)  calling  me  to  Alice,  which  he  will  send  if  he  deems 
my  presence  necessary,  I  will  go  at  once  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  I  have  an  appointment  in  Smith  County.     *     *     * 

"You  will  receive  this  letter  on  Sunday  morning — will  you  kindly 
wire  me  if  it  is  satisfactory  to  you  or  is  it  your  desire  that  whatever 
may  be  the  decision  of  Mr.  Clough  I  go  at  once  to  Alice.  *  *  *" 
(S-5377.) 

Letter  O.  Paget  to  A.  Gomez,  Alice,  Texas,  4-18-09: 
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"Your  letter  of  the  15th  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association 
received.  It  was  delayed  two  days  in  getting  here.  I  replied  to  it 
at  once.  I  believe  that  nothing  can  be  done  at  this  time  to  prevent  an 
election.  As  soon  as  the  election  is  called  we  will  have  to  form  a 
perfect  organization — it  is  organization  that  wins,  and  in  the  matter 
of  organization  I  hope  to  give  you  my  best  efforts. 

"I  sent  you  a  copy  of  the  poll  tax  list  of  the  Alice  precinpt.  I 
do  not  think  it  would  be  wise  for  us  to  take  any  public  action  at  this 
time  or  to  canvass  the  city  except  for  this:  If  we  can  get  100  signatures 
to  a  petition  to  the  County  Commissioners,  asking  them  not  to  hold  an 
election,  they  might  pay  attention  to  it,  but  if  the  prohibitionists  hava 
fifty  names  on  their  petition  they  can  compel  the  Commissioners  to 
call  the  election.  The  only  thing  we  can  do  is  to  wait  and  when  the 
proper  time  comes  get  into  action  and  get  in  vigorously. 

"Please  tell  Mr.  Doughty  there  is  no  use  in  replying  to  his  letter. 
My  impression  was  and  still  is  that  I  left  him  my  card,  as  well  with 
your  father.  It  makes  no  difference,  however,  one  way  or  the  other. 
You  know  you  could  reach  me  through  the  brewery  and  that  my  ad- 
dress was  Galveston.  Further  tell  that  gentleman  that  I  have  a  very 
high  regard  for  him,  as  my  report  of  the  situation  in  Alice  indicates, 
and  I  sincerely  hope  to  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  him  when  I  reach 
chere  and  have  his  active  co-operation  in  the  fight  when  it  comes  off. 

"It  is  just  possible  that  I  will  be  in  Alice  some  time  next  week, 
but  you  will  have  a  call  today  from  our  attorney,  George  C.  Clough  of 
this  city,  whom  you  will  find  a  very  nice  gentleman,  and  if  there  is 
any  information  that  you  can  give  him,  please  do  so,  and  oblige.  If 
you  will  write  me  directly  you  will  save  time,  as  your  letter  lost  two 
days  in  going  to  San  Antonio."    (S-5375.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  O. 
Paget,  4-18-09: 

"I  have  your  letter  of  the  17th  inst.,  and  note  carefully  contents. 
Have  just  wired  you,  and  now  beg  to  confirm,  as  follows:  'You  may 
defer  trip  to  Alice  if  you  deem  it  advisable.'  And  in  further  relation 
thereto,  considering  your  remarks,  beg  to  state  that  it  will  be  all 
right,  we  judge,  for  you  to  go  there  later  on."    (S-5379.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  A.  Gomez,  Alice,  Texas, 
4-19-09: 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.,  beg  to  state,  as  we  understand 
matters,  it  will  be  impossible  to  prevent  the  calling  of  an  election,  so 
we  must  try  and  prepare  for  the  fight. 

"Capt.  Paget  has  had  a  great  deal  of  experience,  and  we  thought 
that  it  would  be  well  to  have  him  there  to  confer  with  you  and  advise 
relative  organization,  etc.,  and  he  was  to  return.  If  you  do  not  deem 
this  advisable,  however,  we  will  have  to  call  him  off,  and  will  now  await 
suggestions  from  you  in  the  premises.  We  are  willing  to  help  out 
in  any  way  that  we  can  consistently."    (S-5382.) 
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Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  letter  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion, 4-19-09: 

"Re  Alice,  the  petition  will  be  presented  on  the  10th  day  of  May. 
The  election  will  be  held  about  June  1st.  It  will  be  very  close.  What 
we  want  chiefly  is  a  bright  man  who  can  speak  Spanish  fluently.  If 
you  can  find  such  a  one,  and  have  him  meet  me,  we  can  go  over  a  plan 
of  campaign.  A  man  of  this  kind  will  be  kept  busy  for  the  next  few 
months  in  your  section,  except  all  signs  fail.     *     *     *"   (S-5384.) 

Excerpt  of  letter  of  O.  Paget's  office  to  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  4-20-09: 

"Be  that  as  it  may,  he  very  much  regretted  disappointing  you  in 
not  going  to  Alice  immediately,  as  per  your  suggestion.  He  has  been 
watching  the  Alice  situation  very  closely  nad  has  it  well  in  hand,  and 
knowing  that  the  election  would  not  be  called  for  some  days  (about 
the  10th  of  May),  he  did  not  deem  it  necessary  to  return  until  the 
time  came  for  instituting  a  vigorous  campaign  with  a  good  organiza- 
tion, for  which  purpose  he  will  go  there  the  latter  part  of  this  week. 
Referring  to  Mr.  Gomez's  uneasiness  of  the  subject — it  is  not  always 
well  to  let  the  saloon  men  or  those  interested  locally  in  a  precinct 
cr  county  know  when  they  are  safe  on  the  proposition  of  an  election, 
for  the  reason  that  overconfidence  loses  more  elections  than  any  other 
fault  among  our  friends.  Let  them  remain  uneasy  until  the  night  of 
the  election  and  they  will  be  fighting  all  along  the  line — and  win. 

"We  are  threatened  with  a  veritable  epidemic  of  elections,  both 
county  and  precinct;  but  this  office  is  in  constant  communication  with 
them  and  Capt.  Paget  is  not  only  well  advised  as  to  existing  conditions, 
but  is  administering  to  the  needs  in  each  individual  case.  This,  of 
course,  calls  for  work  somewhat  of  the  'never  sleeping'  kind,  but  he 
proves  himself  equal  to  it — possibly  because  his  whole  soul  seems 
involved  in  the  one  object — that  of  defeating  prohibition  fanaticism 
in  this  State.     *     *     *"    (S-5386.) 

Excerpt  from  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association's  letter  to  O. 
Paget,  4-20-09: 

"In  regard  to  Alice,  beg  to  state  that  I  think  we  have  the  man 
that  you  want,  a  bright  Mexican,  in  the  person  of  F.  N.  Sanchez.  He 
is  a  fluent  speaker,  and  will  be  able  to  arouse  a  great  deal  of  enthusi- 
asm among  his  people,  and  my  impression  is  that  he  will  be  able  to 
etc  our  cause  a  great  deal  of  good  in  that  place.  If  you  will  kindly 
notify  me  promptly,  say  a  day  or  so  ahead,  where  and  when  you  desire 
to  meet  him,  I  will  be  glad  to  arrange  accordingly.     *     *     *"  (S-5388.) 

Letter  O.  Paget  to  Messrs.  Gomez,  Holmgreen,  Harrod  and  Petty, 
Alice,  Texas,  4-24-09: 

"I  am  enclosing  you  a  counter  petition  to  the  Commissioners'  Court 
asking  them  to  call  a  local  option  election  for  the  Alice  precinct  at 
this  term  of  the  court.     Read  it  carefully. 

"Send  out    one   or  two   good   men   and  canvass    the   precinct   im- 
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mediately  and  four  or  five  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Commis- 
sioners' Court  send  the  petitions  to  me  and  I  will  see  that  they  are 
properly  presented  to  the  Commissioners.  Get  none  but  qualified 
voters,  but  get  all  of  them  you  can  and  especially  the  ones  who  signed 
the  petition  calling  for  the  election. 

"I  am  sending  you  a  list  of  the  qualified  voters  in  your  precinct, 
so  you  can  make  no  mistake.  Just  as  soon  as  these  petitions  are  signed 
ao  not  fail  to  send  them  to  me  immediately,  so  I  can  use  them  properly. 

"This  letter  and  petitions  to  be  signed  are  being  sent  to  Messrs. 
Holmgreen,  Gomez,  Harrod  and  Petty. 

"You  will  please  write  and  let  me  know  what  you  can  and  will  do 
in  this  matter  and  very     *     *     *"  (S-5390,  5391.) 

Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  letter  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion, 4-21-09: 

'T  am  very  glad  you  have  a  Mexican  gentleman  who  can  handle 
the  Spanish  speaking  voters  in  Nueces  County.  He  will  be  needed 
in  other  counties  as  well  in  southwest  section  of  the  State,  where  we 
are  sure  to  have  elections  in  the  near  future."

(Alice),  and  a  man  who  likes  his  nip,  has  joined  with  the  pros  and  was 
elected  second  or  third  vice  president.  His  crew  under  him  are  pro, 
while  the  agent  and  crew  of  the  Tex.-Mex.  are  the  reverse.  Leeds  is  out 
doing  missionary  work  for  the  pros.     Wouldn't  it   be  a  good  plan  to 
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ship  (freights  and  time  about  the  same)  around  by  Laredo,  and  if 
you  would  instruct  all  dealers  (at  Alice)  to  ship  via  Tex.-Mex.  I  will 
do  so,  and  four  or  five  cars  per  month  to  met  might  cause  inquiry  and 
Mr.  L.  will  have  to  come  across  and  let  others  do  the  fighting.  Train 
coming."

They  seem  to  have  unlimited  money  and  every 
church  is  a  collecting  bureau  for  them.  Get  into  the  fight  and  get  in 
quick.  The  day  for  quibbling  is  past — you  will  get  the  blame  anyhow 
and  you  may  as  well  have  the  game  as  the  fame — get  in  and  fight  them 
— get  in  the  first  lick,  the  last  and  put  in  a  few  in  the  middle. 

"Notify  this  office  whom  you  will  send,  if  anyone,  giving  the  date 
of  his  arrival  and  the  place  where  you  are  sending  him,  so  that  the 
lines  will  not  get  crossed.  Samples  of  literautre  which  we  have  in 
the  office  will  have  been  sent  to  some  person  in  each  county  or  precinct 
affected  and  as  many  as  will  be  called  for  will  be  sent."  (S-5425,

Letter  Newton  &  Ward  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association 
10-9-12- 
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"Your  favor  of  the  9th  inst.  introducing  Mr.  A.  F.  Holmgreen  of 
Alice,  duly  to  hand. 

"He  submitted  to  us  certain  alleged  defects  in  the  recent  local 
option  election  held  in  Commissioner's  precinct  embracing  the  town 
of  Alice.     You  request  written  opinion  of  us  on  the  matters  submitted. 

"The  first  claimed  defect  in  the  election  proceeding  consists  of 
the  fact  that  the  Commissioner's  precinct  in  the  order  of  the  election 
and  in  the  notice  of  election  was  referred  to  by  number,  and  the  metes 
and  bounds  of  the  same  omitted. 

'Art.  3384,  Revised  Statutes,  only  requires  the  metes  and  bounds 
to  be  set  forth  where  the  subdivision  of  the  county  in  which  the  elec- 
tion is  to  be  held  is  composed  of  two  or  more  complete  precincts  or 
districts,  but  where  an  election  is  held  in  only  one  of  such  subdivisions, 
as  in  the  present  case  the  law  only  provides  for  the  designation  of  the 
precinct  by  its  number,  omitting  the  metes  and  bounds.  The  Court 
of  Criminal  Appeals  in  the  case  of  Holden  vs.  State,  55  S.  W.  337, 
cleariv  i-ni'ounces  ihe  doctrine  as  above  stated.  This  case  has  been 
followed  by  subsequent  decisions. 

"The  second  contention  was  that  the  notice  of  the  election  had 
to  be  published  in  some  newspaper.  This  position  is  untenable,  as 
Art.  3387,  Revised  Statutes,  only  requires  notice  of  the  election  to  be 
posted  at  five  different  places  within  the  proposed  limits  of  the  pre- 
cinct in  which  the  election  is  to  be  held  twelve  days  prior  to  the  day 
a  election.  The  law  does  not  require  publication  of  the  notice  of  the 
election  in  a  newspaper.^  The  law  does  require  that  after  the  election 
is  held  and  the  votes  are  counted  that  the  order  declaring  the  result 
of  the  election  and  prohibiting  the  sale  of  such  liquors  shall  be  pub- 
lished for  four  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper,  but  as  stated,  this 
simply  applies  to  the  final  order  declaring  the  result  of  the  election 
and  does  not  apply  to  the  order  of  the  court  ordering  the  election  or 
the  notice  of  the  election. 

"On  examining  the  papers  submitted  to  us  by  Mr.  Holmgreen,  it 
seems  that  all  the  proceedings  were  perfectly  regular,  and  that  the 
election  cannot  be  set  aside  in  those  respects. 

"He  likewise  submitted  to  us  the  ballot  which  was  voted  and  that 
ballot  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  the  law.  In  other  words,  you 
had  evidently  some  well-posted  pros  engineering  this  election.  If  there 
is  any  invalidity  in  this  election  it  must  be  by  reason  of  fraudulent 
votes  or  some  other  matter  outside  of  the  regular  proceedings  of  hold- 
ing the  election."

Letter  H.  Bruhn  to  A.  F.  Holmgreen,  Alice  ,Texas,  10-17-12: 

"I  noticed  with  a  great  deal  of  regret  that  the  election  turned  out 
against  you.  You  remember  what  I  told  you  whilst  you  were  in  our 
office,  and  I  expect  that  this  conversation  will  be  remembered  by  you 
hereafter.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  people  were  too  overconfident,  and 
inasmuch  as  you  insist  upon  a  'still  hunt'  only,  I  am  not  surprised  at 
the  result,  as  our  experience  has  alv/ays  proved  that  wherever  there  is 
no  speech-making  on  our  side  in  local  option  elections,  and  where  the

"We  have  yours  of  the  9th  inst.  opinion  on  the  Alice  local  option 
election,  and  while  the  same  affords  us  very  little  consolation,  we  thank 
you  nevertheless."    (S-7348.)

Letter  A.  F.  Holmgreen,  Alice,  Texas,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  1 1-1 1-14: 

"Now  that  the  two  years  have  passed,  and  that  we  have  put  in 
new  officers  and  that  quite  a  number  of  new  people  have  moved  into 
this  part  of  the  country,  I  am  going  to  make  an  effort  to  enlist  the 
?ntis  to  bring  about  another  election  and  try  to  get  back  in  the  wet 
column.  I  have  asked  Gomez  and  others  who  are  interested  to  canvass 
the  entire  territory  and  let  me  have  report,  and  to  be  sure  to  get  the 
promise  of  every  one  to  come  and  vote,  especially  those  who  either 
neglected  to  or  voted  against  us  at  the  last  election.

"Business  is  at  a  standstill,  no  one  seems  to  be  doing  anything 
at  all  and  plenty  men  standing  around  hunting  work;  collections  are 
nit;  there  is  such  a  shortage  of  money  that  one  of  the  bank  presidents 
here  claims  that  he  can't  raise  the  money  to  pay  for  the  purchase  of' 
a  pair  of  tires  for  his  family  car. 

"I  am  in  hopes  that  I  will  be  able  to  run  up  to  San  Antonio  as 
soon  as  I  can  get  a  line  on  the  possible  chance  with  another  elec-

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  San  Antonio,  Texas,  to 
A.  F.   Holmgreen,  Alice,  Texas,   11-14-14: 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  11th  inst.,  beg  to  state  that  you  are 
proceeding  along  the  right  lines.  Make  careful  canvass,  and  be  in 
position  to  know  almost  beyond  question  what  the  chances  are,  and 
by  all  means  be  assured  of  the  support  of  the  business  element,  for 
without  the  same  we  are  afraid  that  all  of  your  work  would  be  for 
naught. 

"We  will  be  very  glad  to  see  you,  as  indicated  in  your  letter,  and 
when  that  time  comes  we  can   further  discuss  matters."    (S-8030.) 

Letter  A.  F.  Holmgreen,  Alice,  Texas,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,   dated   12-17-14: 

"I  am  now  preparing  to  make  another  dash  at  the  dear  pros  and 
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will  circulate  a  petition,  'which  I  have  with  me,'  asking  the  County 
Commissioners  for  another  election  to  determine  whether  we  can  have 
this  precinct  wet  again.  If  any  reliance  can  be  placed  upon  the  promises 
cf  the  voters  that  they  will  come  out  and  vote  in  favor  of  the  saloons, 
as  was  made  to  those  that  were  out  canvassing  the  territory.  Besides, 
we  have  quite  a  good  number  of  new-comers  (my  list  shows  over  50 
such)  who  tell  me  that  they  are  antis,  and  plenty  of  them  have  re- 
placed pros  who  have  left  this  part  of  the  country  since  we  had  the 
election  when  we  went  dry. 

"It  was  necessary  that  I  delay  the  circulation  and  presentation  of 
the  petition  until  the  two  years  were  up,  otherwise  I  would  have  had 
the  work  done. 

"We  had  a  fire  here  in  Alice  in  which  the  building  that  I  had  the 
saloon  in,  together  with  some  of  my  own  fixtures,  liquors  and  other 
things  to  the  amount  of  about  $200  were  a  total  loss  to  me,  but  the 
fire  removed  some  old  reekeries  from  in  front  of  the  depot  that  were 
an  eyesore  to  the  town,  and  I  think  that  everything  considered  we 
are  better  off  by  having  the  fire,  and  if  we  can  only  have  some  more, 
and  a  few  funerals  (of  pros,  of  course)   we  would  have  a  better  town. 

"I  have  been  wanting  to  run  up  to  San  Antonio,  but  the  way  the 
finances  have  been  I  just  had  to  put  it  off,  I  need  the  money  to  fight 
pros  with.     *     *     *"    (S-8073.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  A.  F.  Holmgreen,  Alice, 
Texas,  12-20-14: 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.,  beg  to  state  that  we  fancy 
you  will  have  right  good  showing  to  carry  Alice  'wet,'  and  especially 
so  if  we  can  line  up  a  certain  element  with  us.  Feel  sure  they  have 
had  ample  opportunity  to  contrast  conditions,  comparing  things  with 
the  well-regulated  saloon  and  'boot-legging'  and  now  that  the  higher 
CGurts  have  knocked  out  that  provision  of  the  Allison  law  making  it 
possible  to  ship  into  local  option  territory,  feel  satisfied  that  your  town, 
like  others,  will  soon  be  deluged,  and  there  may  be  a  revulsion  of  senti- 
ment. As  you  stated  you  might  take  run  up  here  soon,  we  can  then 
talk  the  situation  over  more  at  length,  and  in  the  meantime  we  ap- 
preciate the  interest  manifested."

Letter  A.  F.  Holmgreen,  Alice,  Texas,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  2-1-15: 

"I  am  compelled  to  say  that  the  election  that  was  held  here  in 
Precinct  No.  1  of  Jim  Wells  County  went  against  us.  I  wish  to  say 
that  for  the  past  year  the  antis  have  been  begging  me  to  assist  in 
having  another  election;  among  them  are  business  men,  mechanics, 
doctors,  real  estate  men,  laborers,  men  of  every  walk  in  life,  and  I 
set  about  to  find  out  the  actual  strength  in  the  precinct  and  went  out 
myself,  then  sent  out  white  men,  after  which  I  sent  out  Mexicans. 
The  reports  that  these  men  made  to  me  were  so  near  in  line  with  what 
1  myself  had  found  that  I  then  decided  to  again  go  out  and  send  out 
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different  men  who  were  anxious  to  get  it  wet  here  and  secure  the 
absolute  promise  of  as  many  as  could  be  gotten  that  would  vote  the 
anti  ticket,  also  sent  with  each  one  advice  and  circulars  instructing 
the  voter  who  promised  just  how  to  vote  so  they  could  make  out  their 
ticket  without  having  to  be  assisted  when  they  arrived  at  the  polls. 
In  all  who  were  so  instructed  there  were  208  that  positively  avowed,  some 
even  swore  they  would  be  sure  to  come  in  and  vote  and  that  they  were 
in  favor  of  having  Alice  wet  and  would  vote  that  way,  again  last 
Friday  we  were  all  out  and  met  many  of  these  same  men  who  reiterated 
that  they  would  be  ready  to  go  to  the  polls  the  next  morning,  some 
even  asked  me  if  I  couldn't  get  in  the  polls  as  one  of  the  clerks  so  that 
they  would  have  no  trouble  in  case  they  needed  any  assistance,  that 
they  had  confidence  in  me,  and  that  they  would  be  sure  that  no  mis- 
take would  be  made.  I  called  all  the  men  together  that  were  to  work 
the  next  day,  and  after  placing  the  matter  before  them  it  was  decided 
that  I  was  to  be  on  hand  in  time  the  next  morning  (two  men  that  had 
been  appointed  would  not  be  there)  and  I  was  placed  as  was  desired; 
one  man  who  was  working  in  our  favor  came  all  the  way  from  Burleson 
County  for  the  express  purpose  of  doing  all  that  was  in  his  power  to 
get  the  voters  out  and  have  them  vote  in  favor  of  the  antis. 

"Patiently  and  full  of  hope  and  confidence  that  the  anti  voters 
would  be  there  to  vote  as  they  had  promised  I  waited  and  very  few 
showed  up  until  later  in  the  day,  but  when  the  time  to  close  came  we 
were  many  short  to  even  up  the  score.  I  learned  afterwards  that  they 
who  had  made  such  strong  pleas  and  such  profuse  promises  refused 
to  come  and  could  not  be  induced  by  any  one  of  the  twelve  men  who 
were  working;  it  wasn't  that  they  voted  wrong,  they  just  didn't  vote 
at  all.  I've  been  sick  ever  since  and  only  the  desire  to  report  to  you 
has  pulled  me  out  from  home.  I  put  every  dollar  I  could  get  in  this 
thing.  I  haven't  slept,  for  the  last  two  weeks  I  have  been  on  the  go 
and  not  a  day  that  I  haven't  been  on  the  go  securing  the  promise  of 
these  men  that  they  were  fully  determined  to  be  with  me  on  this  elec- 
tion. 

"I  will  rest  up  a  little  now  and  in  the  meantime  will  send  you  the 
deed  on  the  lot  as  promised  that  you  may  have  a  deed  of  trust  made, 
and  mail  to  me,  I  will  sign  and  have  it  recorded  and  return  it  to  you, 
cr  have  the  County  Clerk  do  so."     (S-8150-51.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  A.  F.  Holmgreen,  Alice,  Texas,  to  San  An- 
tonio Brewing  Association,  2-13-15: 

"*  *  *  In  regard  to  the  note  mentioned  in  your  letter  will  say 
that  I  had  already  signed  a  note  while  at  the  brewery  on  the  25th  of 
January  last,  your  comments  in  the  next  to  the  last  paragraph,  of  your 
letter  'sorry,'  not  only  was  I  sorry,  I  was  on  the  firing  line  and  for  two 
years  have  been  waging  a  ceaseless  war,  have  never  given  back  an  inch, 
and  this  time  is  for  only  a  time  and  when  sgain,  and  it  is  my  aim  to 
now  see  that  antis,  'Germans,'  are  induced  to  buy  land  and  wherever  it 
is  possible  sell  out  a  pro  and  replace  with  an  anti.  I  have  spent  in 
the  last  two  years  between  sixteen  and  seventeen  hundred  dollars, 
?nd  still  have  'more'  to  pay,  that's  where  some  of  this  $500  that  I  bor- 
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iowed  went  and  is  going;  'sorry,'  God!  man  what  they  haven't  said! 
I  guess  I  feel  sorry,  but  none  can  say  that  I  ever  laid  down,  and  even 
the  pros  have  been  making  me  all  kinds  of  overtures,  and  say  that  a 
man  who  can  and  will  stay  like  I  have  ought  to  be  with  them. 

"I  feel  very  grateful  to  Mr.  Andy  Stevens  for  the  kind  words 
and  good  opinion  as  expressed  in  your  letter,  and  tell  him  that  I  hope 
that  I  never  do  anything  that  will  cause  a  reversal  of  the  opinion  and 
that  he  never  has  to  say — d — m  Holmgreen.     *     *     *"     (S-8162.)

1902. 

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  secretary  and  treasurer  American  Brewing 
Association,  to  W.  R.  Bolin,  Orange,  Texas,  7-29-02: 

"In  order  that  we  may  be  in  a  position  to  lend  you  a  helping  hand 
in  fighting  the  cause  for  our  mutual  interest  we  are  desirous  of  being 
in  possession  of  the  information  as  to  the  first  movement  that  is  made 
in  your  community  by  the  prohibitionists  in  calling  for  a  local  option 
election.  Will  you  kindly  do  two  things  in  your  own  interest  as  weli 
as  our  own? 

"First.  Is  there  any  talk  or  probability  of  a  local  option  or  pro- 
hibition election  being  ordered  in  your  county  in  the  near  future? 
This  you  may  quietly  find  out  from  the  County  Judge  or  County  Com- 
missioners. 

"Second.  If  there  is,  then  you  will  please  ascertain  what  it  will 
cost  to  secure  a  polling  list,  giving  the  names  and  postoffice  address 
of  each  voter  in  your  county. 

"Before  doing  this,  however,  you  might  confer  with  other  dealers, 
a?  well  as  the  County  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector  and  ascertain  whether 
this  has  already  been  done;  and  if  it  has  not  been  done,  then  consult 
with  other  dealers  and  give  us  the  information  at  once.  This  is  very 
important."     (A-678.) 

1903. 

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  secretary  and  treasurer  American  Brew- 
ing Association,  to  W.  R.  Bolin,  Orange,  Texas,  dated  about  May  3,  1903: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  1st,  bill  for  expenditures  at- 
tached which  will  be  credited  to  your  account  and  proper  credit  memor- 
andum mailed  to  you  in  due  time.  We  note  your  remarks  with  refer- 
ence to  the  prohibition  movement  and  are  pleased  to  note  that  you 
have  taken  the  proper  steps  to  defeat  the  prohibitionists  at  the  coming 
election. 

"The  newspaper  you  sent  us  this  morning  is  an  excellent  cam- 
paign document.  The  prohibs  cannot  get  on  the  outside  of  an  official 
document  like  that  given  out  by  your  County  Judge  in  the  argument 
of  the  antis  showing  that  it  goes  into  the  pockets  of  the  prohibs,  which 
will  have  a  great  effect  on  some  of  them  changing  their  minds. 

"We  send  you  by  separate  mail  a   few  pamphlets   regarding   the

question  of  beer.  We  desire  that  you  should  study  its  contents  care- 
fully and  use  it  in  the  prohibs  camp  whenever  an  opportunity  offers 
itself. 

"Now,  regarding  finances,  we  are  not  fully  advised  as  to  what  the 
central  committee  will  do  for  Orange.  Ascertain  and  let  us  know 
what  aid  will  be  necessary  so  that  the  proper  steps  will  be  taken  in  time. 
We  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  you."     (A-871.) 

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  for  American  Brewing  Association,  to 
W.  R.  Bolin, "Orange,  Texas,  dated  May  21,  1903: 

"The  news  we  have  today  from  the  election  is  anything  but  pleas- 
ing. We  were  in  hopes  that  your  peace  officers  would  have  taken  the 
proper  stand  and  eliminated  the  women  from  interfering  with  the  free 
use  of  the  ballot  boxes  by  the  legal  voters,  but  from  the  papers  we 
note  that  they  had  full  control  and  thereby  intimidated  enough  of  the 
voters  who  could  not  resist  their  interference,  and  thereby  evidently 
had  carried  the  election.  It  is  now  necessary  to  see  what  can  be  done 
next.  The  first  thing  to  do  is  to  see  if  the  law  regarding  the  election 
had  been  carried  out  to  the  letter.  If  there  is  any  grounds  by  which 
it  can  be  overthrown  on  account  of  any  informality  or  illegal  voting, 
we  will  most  assuredly  take  immediate  steps  to  contest  the  right  of 
enforcing  the  local  option  in  your  county.  Give  this  matter  your  imme- 
diate attention  at  once,  and  give  it  a  thorough  investigation  and  if 
you  find  there  is  grounds  for  a  contest  immediate  steps  shall  be  had 
without  unnecessary  delay."      (A-875.) 

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  secretary  and  treasurer  American  Brewing 
Association,  to  W.  R.  Bolin,  Orange,  Texas,  dated  5-23-03: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  22nd  enclosing  letter  of  Mr. 
George  E.  Gray.  We  hardly  think  it  advisable  for  Mr.  Gray  to  go  to 
Dallas  to  interview  Mr.  Paget  as  he  cannot  give  you  any  information 
on  the  subject  in  question. 

"It  is  necessary  for  you  to  examine  into  the  manner  in  which  this 
election  has  been  conducted  and  if  sufficient  violations  appear,  an 
injunction  sued  out  will  be  the  first  step  towards  bringing  it  into 
court.  Investigation  on  the  following  lines  should  be  had  thoroughly: 
First,  whether  the  requisite  number  of  legal  voters  have  signed  the 
petition  calling  the  election.  Second,  to  check  the  voters  who  had 
paid  their  poll  taxes.  Third,  such  other  violations  as  had  been  per- 
petrated at  the  election  that  might  be  good  grounds  to  overthrow  the 
election.  ^ 

"These  are  all  matters  that  need  thorough  investigation  and  no  one 
en  the  outside  can  possibly  procure  that  better  than  the  people  at  home. 

"We  would  like  to  know  the  result  of  your  investigation,  and  as 
it  will  be  necessary  to  engage  legal  talent  to  prosecute  the  case,  in  the 
event  that  you  find  grounds  for  a  contest,  the  writer  would  like  to  be 
informed  of  the  basis  of  the  fight  in  order  that  he  may  consult  with 
our  attorneys  here  on  the  subject."     (A-876.) 

Letter  from  Louis  Schneider,  Galveston,  to  Sam  Morgan,  as  secre- 
tary of  the  Texas  Association,  dated  May  28,  1903: 
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"Messrs.  H.  Levy  &  Co.  this  day  presented  me  with  a  bill  of  Mr. 
Paget  for  $31.80  for  expenses  of  his  trip  to  Orange,  Texas,  on  investi- 
gation of  contesting  the  late  election.  Messrs.  Levy  &  Co.  contend, 
?.nd  I  think  justly  so,  that  this  bill  should  be  paid  by  the  association, 
at-  it  is  of  importance  to  all  parties  concerned  and  not  a  local  affair. 
I  have  of  late  been  asked  by  several  of  the  liquor  men  as  to  when  the 
association  would  have  their  annual  meeting,  to  which  I  replied  that  it 
would  be  likely  held  this  month  or  early  next  month.  Can  you  answer 
this  question  more  definitely?  Can  you  without  much  trouble  give  me 
0  memorandum  of  the  finance  receipts  and  expenses,  the  latter  in 
detail?  I  am  asked  so  often  on  this  point  that  I  would  like  to  show  it 
to  the  interested.  I  understand  that  you  and  Mr.  Eppstein  are  some- 
what discouraged  at  our  general  results  and  want  to  disband,  this,  in 
my  opinion,  would  be  a  fatal  mistake,  the  pros  would  make  capital  out 
of  the  fact  that  they  had  driven  us  out  of  the  State;  don't  disband, 
put  on  a  bold  front  even  if  we  don't  succeed  in  getting  another  dollar, 
but  let  them  think  we  are  in  the  fight  to  a  finish."     (S-958.) 

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  for  American  Brewing  Association,  Hous- 
ton, to  Thos.  McGee,  Richmond,  Texas,  dated  July  1st,  1903: 

"We  herewith  beg  to  enclose  statement  of  your  account  showing 
that  since  the  last  statement  rendered  you  about  the  middle  of  the 
month,  on  which  there  was  shown  over  $1,600  to  your  debit,  shipments 
cf  ice  and  beer  since  then  amounting  to  $274.80  had  been  forwarded 
to  you  against  which  no  remittance  has  been  thus  far  received. 

"We  consider  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  account  as  it  stands 
being  a  good  round  sum,  for  the  amount  of  business  as  is  done  in 
Richmond,  we  hardly  see  the  necessity  to  allow  it  to  increase  in  the 
manner  in  which  it  has  been  done  since  the  statement  was  rendered. 

"No  doubt  many  of  your  large  outstanding  accounts  are  of  custom- 
ers who  are  drawing  on  you  for  a  large  line  of  credit  on  account  of  the 
dullness  of  business  and  scarcity  of  money,  but  as  ice  and  beer  is  gen- 
erally considered  a  cash  article  and  is  sold  on  a  cash  basis,  we  would 
kindly  ask  that  you  turn  your  attention  to  making  collections  and 
forward  us  a  good-sized  remittance  for  amount  of  at  least  the  increase 
of  the  shipments  since  the  20th."     (A-898.) 

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  for  American  Brewing  Association,  to  An- 
heuser-Busch Brewing  Association,  St.  Louis,  dated  7-9-03: 

"We  have  yours  of  the  7th  with  letter  of  W.  R.  Bolin,  which  we 
herewith  beg  to  return.  We  are  in  receipt  of  a  similar  letter  to  which 
we  replied  that  any  immediate  financial  assistance  that  may  be  required, 
the  breweries  would  not  withhold.  It  was  our  intention  to  lay  this 
matter  before  the  State  organization  at  a  meeting  which  was  to  be  held 
some  day  this  week.  But  have  just  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Adoue, 
who  has  the  matter  in  charge,  stating  that  no  definite  time  had  yet 
been  set  for  that  meeting,  and  we  would  therefore  recommend  that 
you  contribute  such  assistance  that  you  may  think  that  the  case  de- 
serves, and  the  amount  so  contributed  will  be  deducted  from  the  con- 
tribution that  has  been  agreed  to  be  made  to  the  State  organization. 
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We  cannot  afford  to  allow  the  territory  to  go  by  default  where  the 
fights  have  been  inaugurated;  especially  in  a  place  like  Orange,  where 
the  chances  are  so  favorable  for  success.  The  withholding  of  assistance 
at  this  time  would  only  tend  to  discourage  those  who  have  the  fight 
in  charge.  We  shall  contribute  $100;  will  obtain  the  same  amount  from 
the  Magnolia;  the  Schlitz,  who  are  selling  much  bottle  beer  in  that 
territory,  ought  to  contribute  liberally,  and  would  recommend  that 
you  address  them  on  the  subject. 

"We  called  the  attention  of  Mr.  Cummings  regarding  rent.  He  said 
he  would  send  us  a  check,  but  up  to  this  writing  has  not  done  so,  and 
would  recommend  that  you  draw  draft  on  him  for  the  full  ten  months' 
rent  due.  Should  you,  in  the  meantime,  receive  a  check  from  him,  the 
draft  could  be  returned.  We  would  recommend  that  you  draw  draft 
on  him  monthly  thereafter  and  thereby  prevent  the  accumulation  of  so 
large  an  amount  past  due.  We  were  under  the  impression  that  the 
rent  was  forwarded  to  you  monthly,  and  had  we  been  advised  to  the 
contrary  the  matter  would  have  had  our  attention  long  ere  this." 
(A-903.) 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio,  dated 
10-20-03: 

"Your  esteemed  favor  of  the  19th  inst.  to  hand.  You  take  a  pessi- 
mistic view  of  the  condition  of  affairs.  *  *  *  This  State  is  largely 
anti.  You  see,  the  pros  claim  everything — but  these  claims  will  not 
bear  scrutiny — for  instance,  Dallas,  Tarrant,  Anderson,  Harrison,  Hen- 
derson, Navarro  and  Lamar,  as  well  as  others  are  claimed  by  them, 
while  the  facts  are  they  have  in  each  only  a  few  school  precincts  dry. 

"If  our  people  would  not  lay  down,  but  fight,  we  would  make  a 
better  showing.  Look  at  the  counties  involved  in  the  courts — the  actual 
fact  is,  the  anti  side  is  gaining  and  if  we  look  alive  and  see  that  poll 
taxes  are  paid  we  can  win  a  dozen  counties  between  now  and  first  of 
March.  You  are  mistaken  when  you  think  the  pros  are  not  going  to 
attack.  At  present  elections  are  practically  on  in  Nolan  (30th),  Chil- 
dress, Potter  and  Bowie — I  knocked  the  latter  out  this  month,  but  they 
will  take  it  up  in  November.  Tarrant,  Lamar  and  Dallas  are  threatened. 
I  have  bluffed  them  out  in  Jefferson  by  keeping  Orange  open — but  if 
our  people  will  wake  up  when  the  Terrell  bill  goes  into  effect  we  can 
turn  back  the  tide.  I  am  preparing  a  tabulated  statement  of  all  coun- 
ties in  which  elections  were  held  since  1900  with  results  therein.  I  will 
mail  you  same  when  finished. 

"Bexar,  Galveston  and  El  Paso  are  safe.  They  will  attack  a  school 
precinct  in  Harris  (for  effect)  before  the  1st  of  January,  but  I  believe 
Harris  will  defeat  them."     (S-1086.) 

1905. 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  H.  Prince,  Houston,  Texas,  dated  5-25-05: 

"I  have  had  the  Orange  County  situation  in  hand  for  the  last  two 
weeks.  A  serious  legal  mistake  has  been  made  by  our  friends  in  calling 
the  election   before  the  receipt  of  the  mandate  of   the  United  States 
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Court.  I  am,  at  prsent,  endeavoring,  with  the  assistance  of  Judge 
Wingate  of  Orange,  to  get  the  matter  straightened  out. 

"I  have  this  to  say,  Mr.  Prince.  I  am  an  exceedingly  poor  man, 
but  I  own  a  plant  in  the  city  of  Dallas  for  which  I  gave  $4,000.  I  will 
mortgage  that  plant  and  will  guarantee  to  you  to  pay  every  cent  of  the 
cost  of  the  election  in  Orange  County  if  it  goes  dry,  provided  I  have 
the  management  of  the  election,  but  in  that  event  I  would  have  to  have 
a  free  hand  such  as  I  occasionally  get  in  counties,  and  where  I  do  I 
have  never  yet  lost. 

"The  people  of  Orange  seem  to  know  more  about  the  election  than 
the  average  and  there  is  no  reason  why  they  should  not  make  a  win- 
ning. I  am  ready  at  all  times  to  give  them  any  assistance  in  my  power." 
(A- 1302.) 

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  secretary  and  treasurer  American  Brewing 
Association,  to  B.  Adoue,  dated  May  31,  1905: 

"There  is  a  prohibition  election  ordered  by  the  'antis'  at  Orange 
to  come  off  the  8th  of  June.  As  this  county  had  at  a  previous  election 
been  carried  dry,  and  though  carrying  the  case  from  court  to  court 
finally  it  was  decided  against  us  by  the  United  States  Court;  the  litiga- 
tion in  courts  had  dragged  along  for  two  years.  The  saloons  during 
this  time  had  not  been  closed. 

"The  antis  considering  that  the  chances  are  favorable  had  peti- 
tioned for  the  election  on  the  8th.  It  is  very  necessary  that  we  should 
win  at  this  coming  election.  Mr.  Paget  is  fully  informed  on  the  contest 
that  is  before  us  and  while  we  are  informed  that  the  prohibitionists  are 
apparently  not  making  much  of  an  effort,  it  is  nevertheless  necessary 
for  our  side  to  be  prepared  for  the  contest  and  not  take  any  chances 
of  losing  it. 

"We  would  therefore  request  that  you  have  an  interview  with  Mr. 
Paget  regarding  the  conditions  and  give  him  such  advice  as  you  may- 
think  proper  in  the  handling  of  this  particular  campaign. 

"The  antis,  we  are  advised,  are  organizing  for  the  battle  and  will 
no  doubt  need  some  outside  assistance,  to  what  extent  we  are  not  in- 
formed. If  on  investigation  the  rendering  of  the  required  assistance 
will  materially  help  our  cause,  we  will  recommend  that  such  assistance 
that  you  may  think  proper  may  be  rendered  them  unhesitatingly. 

"Mr.  Levy  informs  me  that  conditions  are  favorable  in  that  county 
and  that  all  necessary  work  has  been  done  by  Mr.  Paget.  B.  Adoue." 
(A-1303.) 

In  O.  Paget's  report,  dated  June  1st,  1905,  to  L.  W.  Levy,  Esq., 
Galveston,  he  says: 

"Gonzales,  Orange,  Gregg  and  Camp  Counties  will  all  hold  elec- 
tions between  now  and  the  10th.  Gonzales,  if  not  lost,  will  be  through 
poor  management.    Orange,  we  will  win."     (T-365.) 

Letter  from  W.  R.  Bolin,  Orange,  Texas,  to  American  Brewing 
Association,  Houston,  Texas,  dated  6-3-05: 
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"The  prohibition  election  was  counted  and  declared  and  Judge 
Tanelly  has  granted  the  pros  an  injunction  against  the  officers  from 
holding  election  next  Thursday,  8th,  and  our  lawyer,  George  Hallana, 
will  be  in  Jasper  next  Monday  and  will  see  Judge  Tanelly  about  what  he 
means  by  issuing  injunction  against  860  voters.  We  are  going  to  hold 
election  and  if  your  attorney  in  Houston  has  anything,  go  over  to 
advise  us.  Please  let  us  know.  I  have  written  Paget  this  evening." 
(A-1305.) 

Letter  from  W.  R.  Bolin,  president  local  Liquor  Dealers'  Associa- 
tion, Orange,  Texas,  to  (among  others)  American  Brewing  Association, 
Houston,  dated  Dec.  23,   1905: 

"We  are  expecting  to  have  another  prohibition  fight  on  our  hands 
in  the  near  future,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  spend  considerable 
money  in  paying  poll  taxes  for  voters,  who  are  friendly  to  us,  and  in 
defraying  other  expenses  which  are  necessarily  incident  to  such  a  fight, 
end  if  you  can  help  us  out  in  the  matter,  we  will  appreciate  it  very 
much.  You  can  send  check  to  our  secretary,  W.  C.  Woods,  or  to  me. 
Hoping  to  have  your  assistance  in  this  fight,  I  am."     (A-1493.) 

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  for  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston, 
to  O.  Paget,  dated  12-27-05: 

"We  beg  to  enclose  communication  received  from  Mr.  W.  R.  Bolin, 
president  of  the  local  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  of  Orange,  stating 
that  there  is  a  prospect  of  a  prohibition  election  being  held  in  the  near 
future  and  asking  for  help.  We  refer  this  matter  to  you  for  disposi- 
tion in  any  manner  that  you  may  see  proper."     (A-1496.) 

Letter  from  H.  Prince  to  W.  R.  Bolin,  Orange,  Texas,  dated 
12-27-05: 

"Your  communication  with  reference  to  the  possibility  of  a  prohibi- 
tion election  being  held  in  your  county  in  the  near  future  has  been  re- 
ceived and  in  reply  beg  to  advise  that  we  have  referred  the  matter  to 
Mr.  O.  Paget  of  Galveston,  whose  business  it  is  to  look  after  such  mat- 
ters for  the  brewers'  association."     (A-1497.) 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  H.  Prince,  Houston,  Texas,  dated  Dec.  28, 
1905: 

"Your  valued  favor  of  the  27th  to  hand.  I  received  a  similar  letter 
from  Mr.  Bolin  and  replied  to  same,  a  copy  of  which  I  send  you.  I  do 
not  see  any  possible  chance  of  a  prohibition  election  taking  place  in 
Orange  County  in  the  year  1905.  Of  course  it  is  desirable  that  they  pay 
their  poll  tax,  but  considering  the  fact  that  we  sent  a  lawyer  there  and 
won  that  case  for  them,  I  think  it  is  all  that  should  be  expected  from 
your  association."     (A-1498.) 

1907. 

Letter  from  R.  L.  Autrey,  an  officer  of  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing 
Company,  to  Zane  Cetti,  an  officer  of  Texas  Brewing  Company,  Fort 
Worth,  Texas,  dated   10-17-07: 
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"The  Woods  case  from  Orange  County,  the  non-intoxicating  malt 
liquor  case,  was  heard  in  the  Court  of  Appeals  yesterday  and  I  am 
extremely  sorry  to  say  that  Judge  Davidson  was  not  on  the  bench. 
The  case  was  heard  from  Judges  Henderson  and  Brooks.  It  was  a 
most  unfortunate  thing  for  us  that  such  a  thing  did  occur  and  I  am 
very  much  afraid  of  the  consequences. 

"Mr.  T.  H.  McGregor  attended  the  hearing  and  Mr.  Aubrey  of 
San  Antonio,  Judge  Eckford  of  Dallas  and  Mr.  Bisland  of  Orange  were 
also  present.  Mr.  McGregor  tells  me  that  Judge  Henderson  failed  to 
show  approval  of  the  arguments  submitted  and  that  Judge  Brooks 
appeared  very  much  interested,  but  did  not  show  indications  of  ap- 
proval or  disapproval.  Mr.  McGregor  further  says  that  he  does  not 
look  for  the  two  judges  sitting  to  render  a  decision  until  Judge  David- 
son returns  and  joins  them;  courtesy  demanding  such  a  course,  because 
ct  the  fact  that  Judge  Davidson  has  already  heard  the  case  himself 
last  July. 

"The  State  was  represented  by  Assistant  Attorney  General  McCord 
and  by  Senator  Looney.  Looney  submitted  a  brief  54  pages  long  and 
his  speech  was  mainly  a  denunciation  of  the  dives."     (T-917.) 

1908. 

Letter  from  J.  B.  Bisland,  chairman  of  14th  Senatorial  District, 
Orange,  Texas,  to  H.  Prince,  Houston,  Texas,  dated  July  7,  1908: 

"We  are  calling  on  the  owners  of  all  buildings  rented  for  saloon 
purposes  in  our  county  for  a  contribution  equal  to  one  month's  rent, 
and  we  find  you  among  the  list  in  this  county.  For  the  good  of  the 
cause  we  ask  you  for  your  check  covering  one  month's  rent  of  the 
building  occupied  by  J.  T.  Moss  on  Front  Street.  The  prohibitionists 
sc  far  have  made  no  move  in  this  county  and  very  little  in  my  district, 
but  I  am  busy  sending  out  the  proper  dope  to  all  voters,  and  hope  to 
be  able  to  start  out  over  the  district  next  Monday.  The  reports  so 
far  received  from  my  district  are  favorable.  I  will  go  up  into  Nacog- 
doches the  last  part  of  next  week  to  help  out  county  chairman  up 
there.  We  are  having  some  trouble  raising  funds,  but  I  hope  that  by 
persistent  efforts  we  will  be  able  to  be  in  shape  to  meet  any  concerted 
opposition."      (A-2359.) 

1912. 

Letter  from  J.  B.  Bisland,  Orange,  Texas,  to  J.  Lilienthal  of  the 
American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  dated  July  17,   1912: 

"The  Ramsey  crowd  in  this  county  are  working  hard,  and  we  have 
got  to  put  up  the  best  fight  we  can  because  every  vote  that  we  can 
cast  for  Colquitt  and  Wolters  will  count  in  the  State  outcome;  and 
besides,  if  the  vote  in  this  county  is  too  close,  the  prohibition  question 
being  the  only  issue,  I  am  afraid  it  might  bring  on  a  local  option  fight, 
unless  we  can  show  a  good  majority.  Now,  the  meaning  of  this  is  that 
I  want  you  to  help  us  out  because  we  are  going  to  need  all  the  help 
that  we  can  get.  Send  me  $50  or  $75  and  I  will  put  it  where  it  will 
do  the  most  good  for  our  cause  for  our  business."     (A-3567.) 
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PALO  PINTO  COUNTY. 

1903. 

A  "fight"  was  on  in  this  county  in  1903.  On  Aug.  17,  1903,  Texas 
Brewing  Company  writes  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"We  have  half  a  dozen  fights  on  hand  in  the  following  counties: 
Brown,  Palo   Pinto.     *     *     *"     (S-1026.) 

1905. 

An  election  was  evidently  called  in  Palo  Pinto  County  in  1905,  for 
O.  Paget  writes  to  all  the  breweries,  including  the  Texas  Brewing 
Company,  on  Oct.  21,  1905: 

"I  beg  to  say  that  this  office,  during  the  month  of  August,  was 
directly  or  indirectly  instrumental  in  postponing  elections  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Palo  Pinto   (wet),   (naming  several  other  counties)."     (T-454.) 

Texas  Brewing  Company  on  Nov.  15,  1905,  writing  to  its  traveling 
salesman,  says: 

"They  are  looking  for  a  prohibition  election  in  Palo  Pinto  County, 
and  at  Mr.  Green's  request,  we  donated  $100  for  election  expenses." 
(T-454.) 

Nov.  20,  1905,  "Von  B.,"  an  employe  in  the  office  of  O.  Paget  at 
Galveston,  writes   O.   Koehler,  San  Antonio: 

"There  are  elections  on  for  the  counties  of  Uvalde,  Walker  and 
Palo  Pinto  for  Dec.  9th.  *  *  *  Therefore  you  see  that  Captain 
Paget  will  be  more  than  busy  for  the  next  few  weeks.  He  has  been  to 
Palo   Pinto."     (S-2512.) 

1909. 

Another  election  was  called  in  this  county  in  1909,  and  O.  Paget 
is  on  the  job.    He  writes  John  E.  Weeden,  Fort  Worth,  on  Oct.  20,  1909: 

"Yours  in  re  an  election  to  be  held  in  Santo,  in  Palo  Pinto  County, 
received.  This  is  a  dry  precinct,  as  you  are  aware,  and  I  believe  gotten 
up  by  the  pros  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  felony  clause  for  sell- 
ing liquor  in  dry  territory. 

"If  it  is  your  desire  I  will  immediately  investigate  and  let  you 
know  the  result.  It  will  not  be  necessary  for  me  to  go  there  myself,  as 
I  have  a  host  of  good  friends  in  that  county  and  can  have  some  one 
cf  them  get  particulars  for  me  depending  upon  the  investigation  we 
can  base  whatever  action  is  desirable."     (T-1322.) 

On  Nov.  18,  1909,  O.  Paget  writes  Texas  Brewing  Company,  Fort 
Worth : 

"I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  valued  favor  of  the  16th 
for  which  I  thank  you. 
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"I  have  just  returned  from  Callahan  and  Palo  Pinto  Counties.  I 
would  not  be  entirely  surprised  if  Santo  precinct  and  Callahan  Coun- 
ties came  back  into  the  wet  column.  There  is  going  to  be  a  royal  fight 
in  both  places,  but  we  will  do  the  best  we  can."     (T-1335.) 

1910. 

On  Jan.  14,  1910,  O.  Paget  writes  to  all  the  breweries,  including 
the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  as  follows: 

"You  are  aware,  of  course,  that  an  attempt  at  an  election  was 
recently  made  in  Palo  Pinto  County.  We  have  filed  notice  of  contest 
and  Mr.  Adoue  suggested  that  I  send  you  a  copy  of  the  papers  in  the 
case.  It  shows  to  what  extent  the  pros  will  go,  and  I  hope  you  will 
find  it  interesting."     (SS-76.)      (T-1363.) 

Copy  of  legal  grounds  of  contest  in  this  election  appears  at  SS-77, 
which  was  sent  by  the  brewery  attorney  or  by  Paget's  office  with  above 
letter  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association.  Same  was  also  sent  to 
Texas  Brewing  Company  and  other  breweries.      (T-1363.) 

On  May  7,  1910,  John  A.  Hulen,  Houston,  writes  R.  L.  Autrey, 
Houston: 

"Letter  received  from  Mr.  J.  C.  Son,  Palo  Pinto,  our  chairman  for 
Palo  Pinto  County,  is  as  follows:  'I  learned  last  night  that  a  petition 
would  be  presented  to  the  Commissioners'  Court,  which  meets  at  this 
place  next  Monday,  asking  for  an  election  in  Precinct  No.  5,  which  is 
the  Mineral  Wells  precinct.  I  also  learned  that  they  intended  to  com- 
bine Palo  Pinto  and  Graford  as  Precinct  Np^  2^with  the  hope  of  carry- 
ing the  Wells  prohibition.  The  matter,  I  think,  grew  out  of  the  Mar- 
shall's election  last  month  at  Mineral  Wells.  The  old  Marshall  was 
defeated  and  he  and  his  friends  charge  his  defeat  to  the  anti  element 
of  that  city  and  are  playing  for  revenge.'  This  for  your  information." 
(T-1382.) 

And  on  the  same  day,  5-7-10,  Mr.  Hulen  writes  to  Mr.  Autrey  as 
follows : 

"The  following  paragraph  is  taken  from  daily  report  of  our  Mr. 
Stuart  Francis,  dated  Mineral  Wells,   May  5th: 

"  'It  has  just  come  to  light  that  there  is  a  list  being  circulated  for 
a  prohibition  election,  started  about  ten  days  ago.  They  want  to  call 
it  in  Precincts  Nos.  1  and  2,  Commissioner's  precinct.  Mr.  Hugh  Cole- 
man told  me  he  saw  it.' 

"In  this  connection,  beg  to  state  that  Mr.  J.  C.  Son  of  Palo  Pinto 
is  our  county  chairman  for  that  county.  He  seems  to  have  the  county 
well  organized,  and  while  I  am  not  personally  acquainted  with  him,  I 
am  told  that  he  is  a  very  good  man. 

"I  merely  give  you  this  for  your  information.  Will  also  state  that 
we  have  poll  tax  list  of  Palo  Pinto  County."     (T-1383.) 

On  May  9,  1910,  R.  L.  Autrey,  Houston,  writes  S.  T.  Morgan, 
Dallas : 
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"I  hand  you  herewith  copies  of  letters  from  Mr.  John  A.  Hulen, 
secretary  of  the  Anti-State-Wide  Prohibition  Organization.  Do  you 
not  think  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  move  about  and  try  to  have  the 
election  stopped?  If  any  other  brewers  and  yourselves  are  interested 
in  Mineral  Wells,  you  ought  to  get  together  and  try  to  see  these  people 
who  have  the  petition  in  hand  and  stop  it."     (T-1384.) 

To  which  S.  T.  Morgan  replies  on  5-11-10  as  follows: 

"I  have  your  favor  of  the  9th  inst.  with  copy  of  letter  from  Mr. 
John  A.  Hulen  attached.  I  think  the  Texas  Brewing  Company  has  this 
trade,  so  I  am  taking  the  liberty  of  referring  the  correspondence  to- 
gether with  copy  of  this  letter  to  Friend  Weeden. 

"Thanking  you  for  sending  me  a  copy  of  the  report,  I  remain,  etc." 
fT-1385.)      (D-1069.) 

And  on  5-11-10  S.  T.  Morgan  writes  J.  E.  Weeden  of  the  Texas 
Brewing  Company: 

"Enclosed  find  letter  from  R.  L.  Autrey,  together  with  copy  of  my 
reply,  also  copy  of  letters  from  Mr.  John  A.  Hulen,  relative  to  Palo 
Pinto  County  affaris.  As  stated  in  my  letter  to  Mr.  Autrey,  we  have 
no  trade  in  that  county  and  are  not  in  touch  with  local  conditions,  so 
refer  the  matter  to  you  with  the  hopes  that  should  an  election  be  called 
you  will  win  out."     (T-1387.)      (D-1068.) 

Telegram  from  O.  Paget  to  American  Brewery,  5-28-10: 

"We  carried  Palo  Pinto  by  over  one  hundred  majority."     (A-2950.) 

On  Dec.  29,  1910,  O.  Paget  writes  Texas  Brewing  Association,  Fort 
Worth,  Texas: 

"I  am  pleased  to  tell  you  that  the  threatened  election  in  Strawn 
and  Lyra  precincts  of  Palo  Pinto  County  will  not  be  called.  We  got 
in  in  time  and  the  result  is  that  the  proper  parties  were  seen  and  there 
will  be  no  election."     (T-1435.) 

He  writes  the  same  letter  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  on 
the  same  day.     (See  S-6618.) 

1911. 

On  8-1-11  O.  Paget  writes  Sam  T.  Morgan  of  the  Dallas  Brewery: 

"I  have  just  received  this  telegram:  'Commissioners'  Court  orders 
county  election  tomorrow;  come  first  train.     Answer.     J.  Tom  Story.' 

"Jim  Tom  Story  was  our  campaign  manager  in  May,  1910,  when 
we  won  such  a  signal  victory  over  the  pros.  I  conducted  three  elec- 
tions in  that  county  and  won  each,  as  follows:  September  5th,  1903, 
anti  majority  5;  December  9th,  1905,  anti  106;  precinct  of  Mineral 
Wells,  May  28th,  1910,  anti  majority  136. 

"It  is  one  county  in  Texas  where  I  believe  I  can  win  if  an  anti 
victory  is  possible.     *     *     * 
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"If  you  care  to  have  me  go  I  will  have  to  do  so  under  your  orders 
and  that  of  the  breweries  interested.  I  am  not  seeking  any  'job/  but 
1  would  be  willing  to  go — and  I  want  to  say  here  and  now,  within  the 
next  thirty  days  you  will  have  numerous  elections  that  will  need  ex- 
perience to  manage. 

''If  you  desire  me  to  go,  wire;  all  other  details  can  be  arranged 
later.  Also  sent  to  American  Brewing  Association,  George  H.  Luedde 
and  City  Brewery,  San  Antonio."     (D-1246.)      (SS-169.) 

On  Aug.  7,  1911,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  O.  Paget 
at  Galveston  as  follows: 

"I  received  your  telegram  of  the  3rd  inst.,  but  have  been  so  ex- 
tremely rushed  that  I  could  not  get  to  it  ere  this.  Kindly  pardon  delay- 
in  my  reply. 

"We  are  not  represented  in  Palo  Pinto  or  McLennan  Counties. 
Palestine  matter  is  in  hands  of  the  local  people  there  and  they  have 
promised  to  keep  me  apprised  of  developments.  San  Angelo  as  well 
as  Bee,  is  in  hands  of  the  proper  people,  and  if  it  should  be  necessary 
for  someone  to  go  there  I  will  promptly  communicate  with  you." 
(S-6947.) 

In  a  letter  dated  Sept.  20,  1911,  O.  Paget  writes  John  E.  Weeden, 
Fort  Worth: 

"Well,  all  is  O.  K.  in  Palo  Pinto.  Jim  Tom  has  been  here  for  a 
veek."     (T-1505.) 

1914. 

On  Oct.  13,  1914,  S.  T.  Morgan  of  the  Dallas  Brewery  writes  M.  F. 
Fanning,  secretary  Liquor  Dealers'  Association,  Fort  Worth: 

"Your  favor  of  the  12th  inst.  to  hand  and  contents  noted.  In 
reply  will  state  that  we  have  no  trade  in  Palo  Pinto  County,  but  at  the 
same  time  I  want  to  see  the  county  remain  in  the  wet  column,  and 
stand  ready  to  do  anything  I  can  to  that  end. 

"Would  advise  you  to  see  Mr.  Jack  Weeden  of  the  Texas  Brewing 
Company,  who  has  in  the  past  looked  after  the  Palo  Pinto  County 
situation.     *     *     * 

"As  is  above  stated,  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  unless  the 
antis  can  get  a  strong  organization  within  their  own  county  who  will 
give  their  time  to  the  cause  free  of  charge  that  all  the  financial  assist- 
ance that  might  be  supplied  from  the  outside  will  be  entirely  wasted, 
and  we  will  lose  the  fight.  The  question  has  been  agitated  so  long 
both  from  a  State  and  local  standpoint  that  everybody  understands  the 
cuestion,  and  can  only  be  influenced  to  vote  one  way  or  another  by 
the  prominent  men  of  the  county,  so  speaking  from  experience  sug- 
gest that  you  and  Mr.  Weeden  confer  and  urge  the  antis  to  get  together 
in  their  respective  districts  through  the  county  and  organize,  and  if 
that  will  do  this  the  cost  will  be  very  light,  which  should  be  taken 
care  of  by  the  local  antis,  otherwise  they  will  not  take  sufficient  in- 
terest in  the  election  to  do  our  side  of  the  question  any  good. 
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"After  conferring  with  Mr.  Weeden,  if  there  is  anything  that  I  can 
do,  let  me  know,  and  I  will  be  glad  to  assist  you  both."     (D-1418.) 

PANOLA  COUNTY. 

1904. 

Excerpt  from  report  of  O.  Paget  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion, dated  December  — ,  1904: 

"*  *  *  In  Red  River  and  Panola  Counties  the  association  took 
no  action — both  counties  said  they  could  manage  their  own  affairs 
and  they  were  beaten  by  most  astonishing  majorities."     (TB-250.) 

PARKER  COUNTY. 

1909. 
Excerpt   from  report  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  dated  January  7, 
1909: 

"I  have  reports  from  Lamar,  Grayson,  Ellis,  Collin  and  Parker 
and  Bell  Counties  and  nothing  has  been  done  in  them.  I  most  respect- 
fully suggest  that  you  have  work  done  in  these  counties  or  permit  me 
to  do  it,  because  if  the  question  is  not  submitted,  and  the  poll  taxes  are 
paid  we  can  bring  them  into  the  wet  column."     (H-1517.) 

PECOS  COUNTY. 

1913. 

Copy  of  letter  written  by  James  Rooney,  representing  the  central 

executive  committee   Anti-Prohibition   Organization   of   Pecos   County, 

Texas,   to  Lone    Star   Brewing   Company,   San   Antonio,    Texas,   dated 
£-9-13: 

"As  you  are  doubtless  aware,  there  is  a  local  option  election  or- 
dered in  this  county,  to  be  held  on  the  16th  of  August,  to  embrace  the 
entire  county. 

"The  majority  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Fort  Stockton,  and  of 
the  county  at  large,  are  ardent  'antis,'  and  have  organized  to  make  a 
fight  against  this  move  on  the  part  of  the  'pros.' 

"Our  chances  for  success  are  very  encouraging,  but  nevertheless, 
to  endeavor  to  make  the  issue  certain,  and  to  make  their  defeat  as 
strong  as  possible,  in  order  to  discourage  further  efforts  of  this  charac- 
ter, we  are  canvassing  the  entire  county  and  interviewing  the  voters, 
presenting  this  matter  to  them  in  its  true  light.  The  area  of  this 
county  being  very  large,  there  has,  and  still  will  be  considerable  ex- 
pense entailed  on  us  for  transportation,  literature  and  other  legitimate 
expenditures. 

"All  of  the  citizens  who  are  working  in  behalf  of  the  'antis'  are 
giving  their  time  and  efforts  freely,  and  a  number  of  them  are  con- 
tributing money  to  assist  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  this  fight,  but 
we  are  still  short  of  funds,  therefore  we  are  appealing  to  you  to  make 
as  liberal  a  donation  to  this  cause  as  you  feel  justified  in  doing. 
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"The  winning  of  this  fight  means  further  and  increased  business 
for  you,  because  this  county,  if  it  continues  'wet,'  will,  as  heretofore, 
require  merchandise  that  you  handle. 

"Hon.  John  M.  Odom,  cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  this 
city,  is  treasurer  of  our  organization,  to  whom  all  remittances  may  be 
made. 

"Trusting  to  hear  from  you  favorably  at  an  early  dated,  we  are." 
(L-481.) 

POLK  COUNTY. 

1902. 

On  August  16,  1902,  the  American  Brewing  Association  wrote 
Messrs.  Bishop  &  Tew,  Livingston,  Texas,  the  following: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  15th  and  are  indeed  pleased  to 
note  that  you  are  on  the  eve  of  securing  an  election,  and  trust  that  the 
movement  will  prove  successful.  We  are  at  all  times  ready  to  give  a 
helping  hand  to  the  cause  we  have  taken  up,  and  you  may  depend  on 
us  and  associates  to  do  everything  that  can  possibly  be  done  in  order 
to  assist  in  bringing  about  a  successful  termination  of  the  undertaking. 

As  we  have  a  regular  organized  association  to  take  up  the  fight 
for  us  on  general  principles,  it  is  very  necessary  that  we  should  be  in- 
formed as  to  the  extent  of  the  fight  that  is  before  us;  aid  will  be  fur- 
nished in  every  way  possible  beyond  that  which  we  might  contribute 
locally. 

"It  is  necessary  that  you  should  give  us  the  following  information: 
Date  of  the  election,  the  number  of  precincts  and  voting  places  in- 
volved, whether  your  town  alone  is  in  this  election  or  does  it  embrace 
a  portion  of  the  county  with  it. 

"Would  also  like  to  be  informed  whether  you  have  a  regular  or- 
ganized association  to  fight  the  battle,  and  if  so  who  is  at  the  head, 
and  who  is  its  secretary,  with  whom  our  head  association  can  communi- 
cate with,  as  there  is  but  very  little  time  to  lose. 

"We  will  kindly  request  that  you  give  us  the  required  information 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  this 
fight  must  be  won,  which  we  really  believe  it  can  be,  but  prompt  and 
aecesive  measures  must  be  inaugurated  without  any  time  to  lose. 

"Hoping  to  have  an  immediate  reply.  In  the  meantime  should  you 
require  any  beer  kindly  advise  us  as  to  your  requirements."     (A-700.) 

The  American  Brewing  Association,  on  August  20,  1902,  wrote 
Mr.  R.  A.  Henry,  Livingston,  Texas,  the  following: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  18th  and  contents  carefully 
noted.  The  work  as  outlined  by  your  organization  ought  to  assure  you 
success.  It  would  be  much  better  if  you  could  employ  a  good  negro 
speaker  from  your  vicinity  where  they  are  known  to  the  masses.  You 
can  no  doubt  secure  some  darkies  here  that  are  good  speakers,  and  can 
pass  off  for  preachers,  but  we  hardly  think  that  they  would  have  suffi- 
cient influence  with  your  voters.    However,  we  will  consult  others  who 
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feel  an  interest  in  your  welfare  and  will  advise  you  as  soon  as  con- 
sultation is  had.  In  the  meantime  we  shall  recommend  that  you  try 
to  secure  such  speakers  that  you  need  from  amongst  your  home  talent. 

"One  of  the  noted  organizers  is  expected  here  in  the  next  day  or 
two  on  his  way  to  Montgomery  County.  We  shall  arrange  with  him  to 
extend  his  visit  to  Livingston. 

"The  State  organization  will  no  doubt  give  you  some  financial  aid, 
and  will  furnish  you  with  all  printing  material  necessary. 

"In  order  to  win  this  fight  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  secure  the 
aid  and  assistance  of  your  influential  men  of  the  town  who  believes  as 
we  do  that  our  rights  ought  not  to  be  voted  away  by  prohibitionists 
and  political  tricksters;  it  will,  therefore,  become  necessary  that  good 
influential  men  outside  of  the  liquor  traffic  should  take  a  hand  in  the 
fight. 

"In  the  northern  part  of  the  State  some  of  the  most  influential 
and  high  standing  Democrats  are  taking  up  the  cause  of  liberty  against 
the  prohibition  party,  and  we  trust  that  the  same  movement  will  spread 
to  our  people  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State. 

"Will  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  as  to  the  nature  of  additional  aid 
that  you  will  require,  and  will  at  once  take  the  matter  up  with  the 
organization  with  the  view  of  giving  you  what  aid  and  assistance  that 
can  be  had  from  Houston."     (A-704.) 

H.  Prince  of  the  American  Brewing  Association,  on  August  23, 
1902,  writes  Mr.  R.  A.  Henry,  Livingston,  Texas,  as  follows: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  22nd,  and  note  your  expected 
requirements  necessary  to  carry  on  the  election  contest. 

"We  have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  get  the  meeting  of  the  liquor 
dealers  of  Houston,  and  therefore  cannot  state  whether  we  will  be  able 
to  get  any  assistance  from  them  for  you  or  not. 

"We  have,  however,  interested  the  Magnolia  Brewery  in  our  cause 
and  they  have  contributed  the  sum  of  $25,  a  check  for  which  we  beg 
tc  enclose,  we  also  add  our  check  for  $25  which  we  wish  you  safe  to 
hand. 

"We  are  today  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  Mr.  Riggins  of 
Waco,  in  which  he  states  that  the  association  had  also  made  a  small 
contribution.  Mr.  Riggins  states  that  there  is  a  colored  orator  at  Pales-* 
tine  by  the  name  of  H.  L.  Price  whom  he  recommends  that  you  should 
secure;  he  also  states  that  he  had  secured  the  services  of  a  colored 
orator  by  the  name  of  R.  T.  Thompson  to  attend  the  Montgomery  elec- 
tion.   He  will  be  instructed  to  pay  you  a  visit  and  make  a  few  speeches. 

"We  expect  the  secretary  of  the  League  of  Liberty  here  Monday 
or  Tuesday.  We  shall  have  him  pay  you  a  visit,  and  give  you  all  the 
assistance  that  he  can. 

"It  seems  that  the  Montgomery  people  had  made  their  wants  known 
earlier,  the  work  of  the  organization,  therefore,  seems  to  have  been 
centering  on  their  requirements. 

"Had  you  made  your  wants  known  earlier,  you  most  assuredly 
would  have  had  an  equal  division  of  the  services  of  the  organization, 
but  as  it  is,  we  will,  however,  do  all  we  can  for  you. 
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"There  are  no  colored  preachers  here  that  we  could  entrust  with 
the  work,  would  therefore  recommend  that  such  ones  be  employed 
that  has  a  reputation  already  established,  and  as  Mr.  Riggins  is  well 
posted  on  all  matters  of  the  kind,  we  therefore  advise  that  his  recom- 
mendations and  advice  be  well  considered  and  acted  upon. 

"Hoping  to  hear  from  you  often,  and  wishing  you  success,  I  re- 
main."    (A-711.) 

1905. 

On  October  16,  1905,  Mr.  O.  Paget  reported  to  members  of  the 
Texas  Brewers'  Association,  among  other  things,  the  following: 

"Since  writing  the  report  for  September  I  beg  leave  to  notify  you 
that  we  have  carried  Polk  County.  The  majority  is  small,  but  when  it 
ir  considered  that  the  whole  county  is  dry  except  the  two  boxes  of 
Moscow  and  Corrigan,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  victory  is  far-reaching. 
Had  we  lost  the  county,  Hardin  on  the  south  and  Angelina  on  the 
north  would  have  elections  as  quickly  as  the  Commissioners  could  be 
gotten  together.  It  opens  a  way  to  attack  several  dry  counties  in  that 
section,  which  we  were  waiting  for  the  result  in  Polk. 

"The  credit  is  due  to  an  extra  open  fight,  and  to  the  saloon  men 
only.  Not  a  so-called  business  or  professional  man  would  raise  hand 
or  voice  for  our  side.  My  only  support  came  from  the  saloon  men  and 
their  friends. 

"Judge  Ballew  of  Navarro,  our  speaker,  who  literally  drove  Cyclone 
Davis  off  the  stump,  deserves  all  the  credit  any  outsider  should  receive. 
The  work  of  our  agent  was  advisory  only — and  in  the  face  of  opposition 
from  our  own  people  advocated  not  merely  an  open  fight  but  a  vigor- 
ous attack  upon  the  enemies'  stronghold,  Livingston,  the  hot-bed  of 
prohibition  murder  and  arson,  with  the  result  that  over  200  pro  voters 
stayed  away  from  the  polls.     *     *     *"     (S-2441.) 

On  October  16,  1905,  O.  Paget  wired  the  American  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation, at  Houston,  Texas,  as  follows: 

"We  have  won  Polk  County  by  safe  majority,  congratulatoins." 
(A-1441.) 

1908. 

The  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  Mr.  J.  W.  Cobb,  Corri- 
gan, Texas,  on  June  21,  1908,  the  following  letter: 

"Kindly  give  us  what  information  you  can  regarding  the  local 
option  election  that  is  to  be  held  in  your  vicinity  on  the  12th  of  Sep- 
tember; whether  it  is  a  county  election  or  simply  taking  in  the  precinct 
in  which  you  are  located.  If  a  precinct  election,  no  doubt  some  good 
work  can  be  done  in  keeping  the  prohibitionists  from  being  successful 
in  their  effort,  but  if  it  is  a  county  election,  the  most  of  the  county 
now  already  being  dry,  all  prohibitionists  therein  having  the  privilege 
of  voting  against  your  precinct,  we  can  hardly  look  for  being  able  to 
ciefeat  them.  However,  we  would  like  to  hear  your  views  on  the  matter, 
and  whether  you  would  recommend  that  an  active  campaign  be  started, 
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which,  of  course,  means  expenditure  of  some  money,  which  we  would 
rot  hesitate  paying  if  there  was  any  chance  of  success. 

"Be  pleased  to  hear  from  you  on  the  subject,  and  remain." 
(A-2401.) 

O.  Paget  of  Galveston  wrote  H.  Prince,  Houston,  on  August  20, 
1908,  as  follows: 

"You  are  doubtless  aware  that  an  election  has  been  called  in  Polk 
County  for  the  12th  of  September.  I  was  there  yesterday  and  had  a 
consultation  with  some  of  the  men  and  will  have  to  return  there  again 
in  a  few  days. 

"J.  W.  Cobb  of  Corrigan,  your  agent,  informs  me  that  you  are  the 
only  brewer  having  an  agency  in  that  county  and  that  his  average  is 
about  a  carload  a  week,  and  in  fact,  that  the  American  Brewery  does 
the  entire  business  there.  There  is  a  fighting  chance  of  success — if 
the  campaign  is  properly  conducted — neither  side  has  a  'walk  over.' 
They  will  need  financial  assistance,  of  course.  I  will  be  glad  to  come 
up  and  go  over  the  matter  with  you,  if  you  are  so  disposed."     (A-2399.) 

On  August  21,  1908,  the  American  Brewing  Association  wrote  O. 
Paget  the  following  letter: 

"We  beg  to  own  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  20th,  and  note  what 
you  say  with  reference  to  the  local  option  election  that  has  been  ordered 
ir  Polk  County  for  the  12th  of  September.  We  are  waiting  on  informa- 
tion from  Mr.  Cobb,  and  as  soon  as  we  hear  from  him,  will  then  be 
better  able  to  take  this  matter  up  with  you.  If  there  is  a  fighting 
chance,  we  will  most  assuredly  want  to  be  considered  in  it."     (A-2400.) 

The  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  on  August  27,  1908, 
v  rote  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  the  following: 

"Since  your  communication  regarding  the  election  called  for  Sep- 
tember 12th,  for  Polk  County,  we  have  addressed  Mr.  J.  W.  Cobb  ask- 
ing his  views  as  to  whether  he  thought  that  by  an  active  movement 
whether  there  would  be  a  chance  for  us  to  gain  the  election.  We  have 
been  waiting  for  his  reply,  and  only  received  it  last  night,  which  we 
herewith  beg  to  enclose.  We  also  beg  to  enclose  copy  of  reply  ad- 
dressed him  today.  While  the  time  for  taking  active  measures  is  get- 
ting rather  short,  we  shall  have  to  be  guided  entirely  upon  what  in- 
formation you  have  on  conditions  and  whether  you  think  that  an  active 
campaign  commenced  at  this  late  a  date  can  be  turned  with  favorable 
results."     (A-2405.) 

The  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  Texas,  wrote  Capt. 
O    Paget,  Galveston,  on  August  28,  1908,  the  following  letter: 

"Since  writing  you  yesterday  regarding  the  election  for  Polk 
County,  in  which  Mr.  J.  W.  Cobb  stated  that  he  was  negotiating  with 
the  prohibitionists  on  a  compromise,  herewith  beg  to  enclose  his  letter 
just  received,  stating  that  they  would  not  agree  on  the  compromise 
proposition,  and  requests  assistance  from   us  and  thinks  that  we  can 
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win.  However,  whether  we  win  or  not,  we  ought  to  put  up  a  good 
fight,  and  would  request  that  you  take  such  steps  in  the  premises  as 
you  may  think  necessary."     (A-2409.) 

On  August  28,  1908,  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  wrote  H.  Prince,  Hous- 
ton, as  follows: 

"Yours  of  the  27th  containing  letter  from  Mr.  J.  W.  Cobb  and  copy 
of  your  reply  to  same  received.  Mr.  Cobb  has  written  me  telling  me 
of  the  contemplated  deal  with  the  prohibitionists  and  I  wrote  to  him 
in  no  uncertain  terms  about  such  dealing,  and  in  my  judgment,  if  they 
ever  had  a  chance  of  winning  the  county  they  have  forfeited  it,  in  this 
foolish  compromise. 

"I  am  going  out  to  Karnes  County  this  evening  and  upon  my  re- 
turn, which  will  be  on  Sunday,  I  will  go  to  Polk  County  on  Monday  or 
Tuesday,  see  what  can  be  done,  and  report  the  situation  to  you.  I 
would  advise  that  you  do  not  spend  a  cent  or  a  dollar  until  you  hear 
from  me  in  the  premises."     (A-2410.) 

Excerpt  from  report  by  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  for  September,  1908: 

"*  *  *  They  carried  Polk  County — already  dry  except  for  two 
places.  This  county  was  lost  to  us  because  the  saloon  men  were  indif- 
ferent; in  fact,  agreed  to  close  up,  without  a  contest  if  the  pros  would 
permit  them  to  run  till  the  first  of  the  year.  Under  such  circumstances 
we  deemed  it  right  to  do  nothing  and  we  withdrew  from  the  county." 
(HIB-1377.)      (See  also  S-4930.) 

On  September  1,  1908,  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  wrote  H.  Prince,  Hous- 
ton, the  following: 

"I  have  just  return  from  Polk  County  and  have  gone  into  an  or- 
ganization as  good  as  I  could  obtain.  They  will  need  about  thirty  men 
to  work  in  the  several  precincts.  In  some  as  many  as  three,  in  others 
as  many  as  one.  The  management  of  D.  L.  Jones  of  Moscow  and  Fox 
Campbell  of  Livingston. 

"At  the  meeting  yesterday  at  Corrigan,  Mr.  Cobb  subscribed  $200; 
D.  L.  Jones,  $200;  Ben  Callease,  $100;  Mr.  Goff,  $100;  C.  T.  Jones  of 
Seven  Oaks,  $50.  They  will  require  in  all  about  $1,500  to  $1,800  to 
make  the  fight  and  ask  from  you  a  subscription  of  $500,  which  fact  I 
have  told  them  that  I  would  advise  you.  It  will  take  that  much  money 
to  make  the  fight.  They  will  also  get  considerable  literature,  which  I 
am  sending  them  by  today's  express.  For  speakers,  H.  F.  Marr  of 
Nacogdoches,  Judge  Firmin  of  Dallas  and  a  colored  preacher,  D.  R. 
Stokes  of  Dallas,  which,  of  course,  will  be  charged  to  the  Brewers' 
Association. 

"If  the  fight  is  made  actively  and  vigorously  and  sharply  it  can 
be  won,  but  it  must  be  made  actively  and  they  must  work  and  work 
hard.  If  they  follow  the  plans  laid  down  at  the  meeting  yesterday 
there  is  a  good  chance  for  them,  but  I  am  afraid  they  are  too  much 
inclined  to  'lay  down.'  Their  proposition  to  the  pros  that  if  the  elec- 
tion could  be  put  off  that  they  would  close  up  on  the  first  of  the  year

I  am  afraid  will  have  a  bad  effect,  but  it  is  done  and  at  this  time  cannot 
be  helped. 

"I  am  leaving  the  matter  in  your  hands  now  and  respectfully  re- 
quest that  you  give  it  your  immediate  attention,  and  oblige."     (A-2415.) 

On  September  2,  1908,  the  American  Brewing  Association  wrote 
B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  Texas,  as  follows: 

"We  have  this  day  received  a  letter  from  Capt.  Paget  on  the  Polk 
County  local  option  election,  stating  that  he  recommends  a  subscrip- 
tion of  $500  from  us.  As  he  does  not  say  who  is  to  disburse  the  funds, 
nor  does  he  seem  to  give  any  encouragement  as  to  what  he  thinks  of 
the  situation  we  do  not  care  to  waste  $500  unless  there  is  some  possible 
chance  of  deriving  some  good  therefrom,  and  as  there  is  no  one  in  this 
office  who  is  qualified  to  take  an  active  part  in  these  election  contests, 
we  therefore  submit  the  matter  for  your  consideration.  If,  from  the 
interview  you  have  had  with  Capt.  Paget  regarding  this  matter,  you 
think  favorable  of  our  subscribing  the  amount,  kindly  let  us  know 
and  we  will  act  accordingly."     (A-2417.) 

Mr.  B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  on  September  4,  1908,  wrote  R.  L.  Autrey, 
Houston,  as  follows: 

"Mr.  Paget  returned  this  morning  from  Polk  County,  and  he  re- 
ports that  conditions  do  not  justify  the  spending  of  any  money.  You 
may  place  it  in  the  dry  column.  Our  next  loss  will  be  Hardin  County; 
conditions  of  Batson  and  Sour  Lake  could  hardly  be  any  worse;  if  no 
remedy  is  applied  it  will  follow  Polk  County  at  an  early  date.  I  could 
send  Mr.  Paget  to  both  places  and  he  might  succeed  in  eliminating  some 
of  the  worse  features,  but  I  would  consider  it  a  useless  work  and  ex- 
pense as  long  as  the  Magnolia  and  American  continue  to  support  the 
dives. 

"Please  read  this  letter  to  Mr.  Pierce  and  let  me  know  result  of 
ycur  conference;  to  me  it  is  a  clear  case  reform  or  local  option.  Which 
will  you  have?    You  are  the  doctors.    Yours  truly,  B.  Adoue. 

"P.  S. — It  is  useless  for  you  or  Mr.  Prince  to  say  'it  is  not  so  bad,' 
I  know  positively  it  is;  if  Paget  goes  there  it  will  be  sure  enough  'clean- 
up,' regardless  of  whom  gets  hurt  in  the  washing;  it  is  not  a  case  to 
be  treated  lightly. 

"I  will  not  call  on  you  next  Sunday.  I  have  requested  Mr.  Luedde 
to  come  here  on  very  important  business."     (HIB-1246.) 

On  September  4,  1908,  O.  Paget  made  the  following  report  on  Polk 
County  to  B.  Adoue: 

"On  the  2nd  I  received  a  very  urgent  telegram  from  Corrigan, 
Polk  County,  asking  me  to  come  there  at  once.  I  did  so  and  spent 
the  third  in  that  county. 

"I  hope  you  will  approve  of  my  action  therein,  as  it  looked  to  me 
that  if  I  pursued  any  other  course  it  would  be  unjust  to  the  association. 

"I  will  reveiw  the  whole  matter,  so  you  can  understand  it.  On 
the  20th  of  August  I  went  down  there  and  at  a  meeting  of  interested 
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parties  a  plan  of  action  was  laid  down,  men  to  take  charge  of  the 
election  selected  and  everything  was  planned  for  a  successful  fight — 
but  all  realized  that  it  would  be  a  tooth  and  nail  scrap,  without  shirking 
or  laying  down.  I  returned,  got  out  all  the  necessary  literature  (three 
boxes)  and  many  things  bearing  on  the  county — even  had  tickets  spe- 
cially for  them. 

"On  the  27th  I  got  from  J.  W.  Cobb  a  letter  telling  me  they  had 
offered  to  compromise  with  the  pros,  agreeing  to  go  out  of  business 
on  the  first  of  the  year,  if  the  pros  would  call  off  the  election.  I 
replied  in   part   as   follows: 

"  'In  the  course  of  twenty  years'  experience  in  fighting  prohibition 
I  have  received  many  extraordinary  letters,  but  I  believe  the  one  I 
received  from  you  yesterday  is  the  worst  ever. 

"  'The  very  idea  of  any  sane  man  or  men  willing  to  give  up  a  good 
business  on  account  of  a  few  hungry  fanatical  idiots  who  threaten 
to  drive  them  out  of  business — and  that  without  a  fight!  It  beats 
anything  I  every  heard  in  my  life. 

"  'If  the  election  is  held  the  chances  are  a  hundred  to  one  that  it 
will  be  conducted  illegally  and  can  be  knocked  out  in  the  courts,  and 
January  will  be  here  before  it  is  decided,  but  even  if  you  were  beaten 
in  the  election,  is  it  not  more  manly  to  give  up  because  you  have  to 
than  without  a  fight? 

'  'I  do  not  know  how  to  reply  to  you — my  impression  is  that  so  far 
as  Polk  County  is  concerned  it  will  be  up  to  you  and  your  committee 
from  now  on.' 

"Here  were  seven  days  lost — on  the  29th  I  got  a  message  asking 
me  to  come  up  again — I  did  so  and  they  were  apparently  eager  for  a 
fight.  Raised  $700  then  and  there  to  carry  it  on — asked  for  speakers, 
etc.,  and  had  me  write  an  address  to  the  voters  of  the  county.  I  wired 
for  Firmin,  Stokes  and  Marr.  The  former  started  at  once  and  Mr. 
Marr  advised  me  of  his  going  immediately.  Literature  was  all  shipped. 
Then  came  the  telegram  of  the  2nd  from  Firmin,  who  found  on  his 
arrival  not  a  hand  had  been  turned,  not  a  man  put  to  work,  the  boxes 
containing  the  literature  had  not  even  been  opened.  No  preparation 
made  for  speakers — not  one  single  thing  had  been  done — nor  were 
they  willing  or  ready  to  do  anything  but  give  up  the  fight. 

"I  promptly  sent  the  speakers  home,  advised  the  American  Brew- 
ery not  to  contribute  one  dollar — and  I  quit  the  county.  If  I  did  not 
do  so  it  would  seem  to  me  to  be  a  criminal  waste  of  time  and  money. 

"The  fight  could  have  been  won,  if  one  had  been  made — it  would 
not  have  been  a  walkover,  but  we  could  have  gotten  95  per  cent  of 
the  negro  vote,  of  which  nearly  50  had  paid  their  poll  taxes. 

"They  have  an  idea  that  they  can  find  some  irregularities  on  elec- 
tion day  which  will  give  them  standing  in  the  court.  They  were  made 
to  understand  that  it  would  be  at  their  own  expense.  Corrigan  and 
Moscow  will  sell  as  much  beer  or  more  when  the  county  goes  dry — 
this  fact  had  much  to  do  with  their  action."    (S-1342.)     (See  H-1342.) 

The  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  on  September  5, 
1908,  wrote  to  J.  H.  Cobb,  Corrigan,  Texas,  the  following: 
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"We  have  yours  of  the  3rd,  and  note  what  you  say  with  reference 
to  the  fixtures.  Will  have  one  of  our  representatives  visit  Corrigan 
shortly  and  will  see  what  can  be  done  in  this  matter. 

"With  reference  to  the  prohibition  fight,  Mr.  Paget,  the  State 
manager  for  the  breweries  in  these  affairs,  reports  that  the  people 
whose  interest  it  was  to  take  hold  and  organize  have  not  done  so,  and 
after  the  speakers  were  engaged  to  go  and  upon  them  reaching  the 
field  of  action,  that  there  had  been  no  preparations  made  or  applica- 
tions set  for  their  speaking,  and,  therefore,  returned  home  without 
doing  anything.  We,  therefore,  consider  that  it  is  altogether  a  waste 
of  time  and  money  to  undertake  and  organize  to  put  up  a  bold  fight 
at  this  late  a  date.  If  there  was  any  assurance  of  winning  we  would 
be  willing  to  contribute  willingly,  but  from  all  reports  we  have  that 
the  citizens  themselves  do  not  propose  to  take  an  active  part  in  the 
fight,  it  would,  therefore,  be  useless  waste,  of  time  and  energy  in  trying 
to  make  a  fight  by  outsiders."    (A-2420.) 

POTTER  COUNTY. 

1903. 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  O.  Paget  to  L.  W.  Levy  &  Co.,  Galveston, 
12-23-03: 

"From  Clay  County  I  went  to  Childress,  and  in  Childress  County 
I  succeeded  by  interviewing  the  Commissioners  in  putting  off  the 
election  for  which  petition  had  been  circulated  and  numerously  signed. 
From  there  I  went  to  Amarillo  and  prepared,  with  the  assistance  of 
Messrs.  Reeder  &  Cooper,  a  plan  of  campaign  for  the  election  which 
was  later  on  held  in  the  County  of  Potter."    (S-1136.) 

1904. 

Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  report,  dated  10-10-04,  to  Louis  Schneider: 

"The  County  of  Potter  was  dry  and  an  election  held  there  under 
the  supervision  of  your  agent  resulted  in  a  sweeping  victory  of  the 
antis."    (T-239.) 

1906. 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  dated  3-23-06: 

"Pursuant  to  complaint  I  came  here  on  the  Canadian  trip  and  I 
find  things  even  worse  than  reported. 

"Robberies  in  saloons,  gambling,  sales  to  minors,  Sunday  open- 
ings and  every  known  violation  of  law,  till  the  citizens  are  in  revolt. 

"This  was  the  first  dry  county  I  ever  carried  into  the  wet  column; 
it  was  a  hard  fight  and  it  will  be  a  blow  to  lose  it.  The  business  men 
who  helped  us  before  are  disgusted  and  will  either  vote  pro  now  or 
be  silent — and  in  either  event  we'd  lose. 

"Mrs.  Morgan,  whose  paper  was  such  a  powerful  influence  in  our 
behalf,  is  despairing  and  says  if  we  don't  step  in  and  do  or  try  to  do 
something  that  we  will  lose  the  county. 
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"I  will  give  you  details  on  my  return,  but  if  you  feel  disposed 
write  to  her  and  she  will  give  you  some  very  discouraging  facts. 

"I  enclose  an  article  of  hers.  She  is  still  with  us  and  keeping  up 
the  fight."    (T-540.) 

Letter  from  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  Zane  Cetti,  Fort  Worth,  dated 
3-26-06 : 

"As  per  promise,  I  made  a  full  report  to  Mr.  Adoue  on  the  Amarillo 
and  Fort  Worth  matters,  and  he  said  he  would  take  the  matter  up  with 
you  direct.  With  his  usual  conservatism  he  does  not  care  to  interfere 
with  any  territory  which  you  might  control. 

"Of  this  thing  be  certain,  Mr.  Cetti,  if  something  is  not  done  in 
Amarillo  we  will  not  only  lose  Potter  County,  but  the  friendship  of 
Mrs.  Morgan,  which  would  cost  us  very  much  more  than  the  County  of 
Potter  in  a  moral  sense.  The  moment  that  Mr.  Adoue  hears  from  you 
I  will  take  the  matters  up  in  the  County  of  Potter  and  Fort  Worth 
also — if  you  instruct."    (T-544.) 

Letter  from  B.'  Adoue  to  Zane  Cetti,  3-26-06: 

"Last  Saturday  I  received  the  enclosed  letter  from  Mr.  Paget 
expressing  his  opinion  on  Amarillo,  this  morning  he  made  a  verbal 
report  on  the  situation  of  Hemphill  and  Potter  Counties. 

"Also  state  that  you  want  us  to  close  the  'Palace  of  Amusements' 
in  your  city,  and  undertake  other  reform  work. 

"Before  complying  with  Mr.  Paget's  demands,  I  desire  to  know 
fiom  you,  how  far  you  want  to  go.  It  is  an  easy  matter  to  say  'the 
place  must  be  closed,'  and  there  are  no  special  difficulties  in  doing  it, 
but  you  no  doubt  know  what  did  happen  at  Waco.  Will  you  stand  a 
repetition  of  what  Luedde  had  to  stand  there  and  of  what  I  have 
stood  here? 

"Please  advise  me  fully.  I  want  to  make  no  mistake  in  Amarillo 
or  Fort  Worth,  as  Galveston  supplies  all  the  troubles  I  want. 

"Another  very  important  question  in  the  beginning  is  that  of 
finances,  the  educational  fund  is  now  overdrawn  about  $10,000  and 
expenses  daily  increasing.  To  police  the  State  from  Amarillo  to  Gal- 
veston, from  Texarkana  to  Brownsville  is  expensive  business."  (T-545.) 

1907. 

Telegram  from  Mitchell  Bros.,  Amarillo,  Texas,  to  Texas  Brewing 
Company,  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  dated  11-12-07: 

"Send  copy  of  resolution  passed  by  your  committee  in  your  pro- 
hibition campaign  at  once."    (T-927.) 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  dated 
11-13-07: 

"The  following  counties  have  elections  called  or  pending:  Tom 
Green,  Williamson,  Camp,  Upshur,  Potter  and  Jefferson. 

"Will  you  please   give  me,   at  the  earliest   possible   moment,   the 
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name  of  the  best  man  in  any  of  these  counties,  in  which  you  are  in- 
terested, with  whom  this  office  can  get  into  correspondence,  and 
oblige."   (A-2122.) 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  members  of  Texas  Brewers'  Association, 
dated  11-13-07: 

"The  following  counties  have  elections  called  or  pending:  Tom

"Will  you  please  give  me,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  the 
name  of  the  best  man  in  any  of  these  counties  in  which  you  are  in- 
terested, with  whom  this  office  can  get  into  correspondence  and 
oblige."

Letter  from  T.  S.  Mitchell,  Amarillo,  Texas,  to  Texas  Brewing 
Company,  dated   11-17-07: 

"You  are  doubtless  aware  that  we  have  a  local  option  election 
ordered  here  for  December  3rd,  and  in  raising  the  funds  for  this 
campaign  the  chairman  of  our  committee  requested  myself  to  ask  you 
by  letter  for  a  donation  of  $100. 

"Of  course,  we  all  know  these  campaigns  are  expensive,  but  per- 
sonally do  not  feel  that  you  should  give  over  $50,  as  I  can't  see  where 
we  can  spend  a  great  deal  of  money  except  among  the  railroad  em- 
ployes. There  will  likely  be  a  great  number  of  those  that  may  be 
called  out  and  will  have  to  be  paid  in  order  to  get  them  to  vote,  other- 
wise they  would  go  ahead  with  their  work.'    (T-930.) 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  Zane  Cetti,  an  officer  of  the  Texas  Brew- 
ing Company,  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  dated  December  16,  1907: 

"I  desire  to  lay  before  you  a  report  on  the  Amarillo  situation. 
On  the  20th  of  November  I  went  to  that  city  by  request.  I  found 
the  situation  in  charge  of  a  committee  of  business  men — five  in  num- 
ber and  very  good  men — but  utterly  ignorant  and  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  a  lawyer  who  was  too  confident  of  victory  and  in  other  ways 
hardly  fitted  for  the  position. 

"I  am  not  here  to  censure  him  or  his  conferees.  Sufficient  to  say 
I  was  told  somewhat  plainly  that  they  had  the  situation  well  in  hand, 
and  wanted  a  still  hunt  campaign,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.,  and  they  could  carry 
it.  That  the  saloon  men  were  to  be  kept  out,  and  all  the  other  'rot' 
that  the  amateur  anti  manager  usually  uses  when  let  alone  and  suc- 
ceeds in  giving  the  pros  the  victory. 

"I  told  them  then  and  there  they  would  lose  and  reminded  them 
of  the  fact  that  nearly  four  years  ago  when  the  county  was  dry  I 
von  by  a  wide-open  fight  and  even  had  to  bring  in  the  State  Rangers. 
But  the  committee  was  simply  dominated  by  the  pros  and  would  have 
their  own  way;  they  had  it  and  the  pros  claim  the  county  by   16  votes. 

"I  am  not  of  those  who  'drive  nails  in  any  man's  coffin'  and  will 
not  say  any  more  about  the  committee,  their  lawyer  or  their  methods, 
but  refer  all  the  interested  to  Sheriff  Hughes,  Mr.  Mitchell  of  Mitchell 
Bros.,  beer   agents,  or  Mrs.   R.  W.   Morgan,  editress  of  the   Paragon, 
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all  of  Amarillo,  any  and  all  of  whom  will  be  more  likely  to  go  into 
details  anent  this  part  of  the  matter. 

"By  request  of  the  committee  I  went  there  on  the  13th  inst.  and 
took  with  me  the  lawyer  in  Galveston  who  contested  elections  and 
o;her  work  for  the  association.  We  discovered  that  in  many,  very 
i;-any,  ways  the  election  was  illegally  held  and  its  validity  attacked. 
We  demanded  an  official  count  of  the  ballot  and  at  this  hour  he  is 
there  to  see  that  it  is  done. 

"In  my  opinion  the  election  will  be  declared  void  and  if  it  is  an- 
other will  be  ordered,  at  which  time  we  will  have  a  very  different  result. 
You  will  be  advised  further  upon  this  subject  so  soon  as  I  know  what 
mode  of  procedure  the  lawyer  will  adopt."  (TB-939.) 

1909. 

Excerpt  from  O.  Paget's  report  to  B.  Adoue  as  head  of  the  Texas 
Brewers'  Association,  dated  April  3,  1909: 

"We  are  engaged  in  the  courts  in  cases  from  Liberty  and  Hender- 
son, and  in  the  Potter  County  case,  just  decided  by  the  appelate  court 
at  San  Antonio  in  our  favor;  we  have  won  a  signal  victory  in  this. 
The  language  used  by  Judge  Neill  in  condemning  the  'fanatic'  pro- 
hibitionists is  the  severest  ever  used  from  the  bench  in  a  similar  case, 
ar-d  it  indicates  that  there  are  at  least  some  jurists  who  are  weary  of 
prohibition  intolerance.  Some  points  favorable  to  the  anti  side  were 
rendered  by  the  judge.  As  soon  as  the  certified  copy  of  the  decision 
is  received  copies  will  be  sent  to  the  members  of  the  association  of 
such  parts  as  are  of  interest  to  them."    (S-5322.) 

1910. 

Excerpt  from  a  similar  report  from  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  7-1-10: 

"The  situation  in  Amarillo  is  very  much  mixed.  The  county  is 
wet  in  law  and  in  fact,  but  cannot  sell  intoxicants  therein,  for  al- 
though the  Comptroller  is  ready  to  issue  permits,  the  County  Judge 
refuses  to  grant  licenses.  Mandamus  proceedings  should  be  com- 
menced, but  there  is  not  anyone  willing  to  take  up  the  case.  The 
County  Commissioners  met  and  refused  to  consider  a  new  election, 
though  the  court  plainly  stated  they  should,  but  failed  to  set  a  time 
within  which  it  should  be  held.  The  Commissioners  are  all  pros,  and, 
cf  course,  can  meet  when  they  please  to  'consider'  the  election.  The 
remedy  is  mandamus.  To  avoid  this  they  have  set  the  date  of  'con- 
sideration' for  the  25th  inst."    (S-6246.) 

Letter  from  T.  S.  Mitchell,  Amarillo,  to  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing 
Company,  Houston,  dated  8-6-10: 

"You  are  doubtless  aware  that  we  are  in  the  middle  of  a  local 
option  election  for  this  county,  to  be  held  August  27th,  1910.  Now,  we 
are  only  slightly  acquainted  and  we  regret  to  show  what  beggars  we 
are,  but  we  are  having  rather  a  hard  time  to  raise  money  for  our  cam- 
paign funds  and  would  ask  you  to  make  us  any  contribution  you  may 
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see  fit.  As  we  realize  you  have  not  done  much  business  here,  but  the 
yriter  will  assure  you  that  you  will  have  your  share  of  the  business 
in  the  future,  providing  you  respond  to  us  in  our  time  of  need." 
(H-232.) 

Letter  from  "F.  R.  von  B.,"  an  employe  in  O.  Paget's  office  at 
Galveston,  to  San  Antonio   Brewing  Association,  dated  8-17-10: 

"Your  letter  to  Capt.  Paget  received.  He  is  out  of  the  city — in 
Amarillo  conducting  the  local  option  election,  which  materializes  on 
the  27th  inst. 

"I  referred  the  matter  to  Mr.  Clough  and  send  you  copy  of  his 
opinion  in  the  premises,  which  opinion  I  have  mailed  to  Mr.  Curry." 
(S-6357.) 

Telegram  from  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  Texas  Brewing  Company, 
Fort  Worth,  dated  8-27-10: 

"Won  in   Potter  County   by  hundred."    (TB-1424.)     (See   A-3078.) 

PRESIDIO  COUNTY. 

1911. 

On  February  25,  1911,  B.  Adoue  writes  Otto  Koehler  of  the  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"Elections  are  also  called  for  Marfa,  Farfield  and  Hale  County, 
so  Mr.  Paget  has  his  hands  well  employed."    (SS-94.) 

To  which  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied  on  February 
26,  1911: 

"The  Marfa  election  is  absolutely  controlled  by  local  parties  in 
that  town  and  we  are  helping  them.  The  situation  looks  quite  good, 
still  the  pros  are  making  an  awful  hard  fight  and  if  we  are  to  win  or 
not  remains  to  be  seen.  Will  use  our  very  best  efforts,  feeling  in- 
clined to  say  that  we  will  win. 

"If  Capt.  Paget  should  learn  anything  further  in  regard  to  elec- 
tions in  which  we  are  interested  have  him  confer  with  us,  for  they 
would  be  more  likely  to  address  him  direct  than  us."    (SS-96,  97.) 

On  March  2,  1911,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  B. 
Adoue,  Galveston: 

"The  telegram  from  Mr.  Pennock,  Marfa,  is  not  clear  to  me,  for, 
as  previously  advised,  we  have  matters  there  well  in  hand.  It  will  not 
be  necessary,  in  my  opinion,  to  spend  much  money  there,  for  the  town 
of  Marfa  is  small,  isolated,  and  the  immediate  sectoin  sparsely  settled, 
8iid  the  people  whom  we  have  at  work  will  be  able,  in  all  probability, 
to  control  the  situation.  We  have  sent  funds  from  here,  and  I  would 
ask  that  no  more  be  sent  without  first  referring  to  us  here."  (SS-109.) 

On  March  3,  1911,  B.  Adoue  writes  Otto  Koehler:

"Your  letter  2nd  inst.  received.  I  note  your  remarks  relative  to 
elections  of  Lockhart  and  at  Marfa. 

"There  may  be  too  much  agitation  in  Caldwell  County,  but  my 
observation  during  the  past  six  years  has  been  'still  hunt'  never  wins 
an  election,  etc.     *     *     * 

"Re  Marfa,  I  have  sent  a  report  under  another  cover."    (SS-115.) 

To  which  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied  on  March 
4,   1911,  as  follows: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  3rd  inst.  with  enclosures, 
all  of  which  have  had  my  attention. 

"I  wrote  you  before  in  regard  to  the  Marfa  situation,  and  I  have 
not  changed  my  opinion  in  regard  to  the  same  since  that  time.  Our 
people  are  absolutely  certain  that  they  will  win  the  election,  and  to 
send  speakers  there  now  is,  in  my  opinion,  all  'rot,'  and  the  request 
is  in  line  with  similar  one  which  I  received  not  alone  to  send  speakers, 
but  to  send  an  ardent  'pro'  there  to  act  as  a  secret  detective  for  us  in 
order  to  ascertain  what  the  other  side  was  doing,  etc.,  to  all  of  which 
little  attention  should  be  paid,  for  those  people  have  very  erratic 
notions  at  times,  and  we  should  endeavor  to  keep  them  down.  Had 
they  followed  our  advice  at  election  before  the  place  went  'dry'  it 
never  would  have  gone  that  way,  but  as  is  so  often  the  case,  the  saloon 
men  and  merchants  were  indifferent,  thinking  that  they  could  not  be 
teat  with  result  that  they  got  stuck."    (SS-116.) 

1914. 

Letter  from  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  J.  R.  Shannon, 
Marfa,  Texas,  November  30,  1914: 

"We  have  just  been  advised  by  a  friend  of  ours  that  there  is  con- 
siderable talk  there  of  having  a  local  option  election,  and  strong  prob- 
ability of  the  place  going  'wet'  in  case  that  the  election  is  held. 

"Could  you  give  us  any  information  in  regard  to  this,  when  the 
time  will  be  up,  if  petition  has  been  presented  to  the  County  Court 
or  if  there  is  probability  of  it  being  done?  If  you  will  kindly  give  us 
what  information  you  can,  or  get  us  in  touch  w'th  the  right  parties  we 
will  be  under  obligations  to  you."

1905. 

In  a  letter  dated  7-18-05,  written  to  Otto  Wahrmund  at  San  An- 
tonio, Walter  Gresham,  Galveston,  says: 

"The  fight  seems  to  be  very  warm  in  Robertson  County  today. 
Our  friends  report  that  there  are  chances  of  winning."    (S-2173.) 

On  July  19,  1905,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writing  to 
P.  N.  Stafford,  Mineola,  says  "we"  defeated  them  in  Robertson  County: 

"But  did  we  not  beat  them  badly  in  Robertson  County?  This 
same  thing  can  be  done  in  a  good  many  other  places  if  we  only  get

1906. 

On  January  28th,  1906,  B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  writes  H.  Prince, 
Houston: 

"Send  me  copies  of  letters  that  you  may  write  on  the  subject  to 
Luedde  and  to  Frank  Myatt  or  anybody  else.  I  am  determined  to  keep 
pace  in  Robertson  County,  where  we  spent  money  and  talent  to  restore 
it  to  the  wet  column."    (A-1507.) 

1910. 

On  9-28-10  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company  writes  Bryan  Ice 
Company,  Bryan,  Texas: 

"Your  letter  in  reference  to  Mr.  J.  B.  Dunn  of  Benchley,  Texas, 
has  had  attention  and  we  have  written  Mr.  Dunn  fully  about  the  local 
option  election  in  Robertson  County."    (H-254.) 

On  October  4,  1910,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  O. 
Paget: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  wire  as  follows:  'There  will  be  no 
election  in  Robertson  County,'  and  we  thank  you  very  much  for  the 
information.     It  is  good  news."    (S-6432.) 

In  his  report  of  September,   1910,  to  B.  Adoue,  O.  Paget  writes: 
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"Since  writing  the  above  the  election  in  Robertson  County  has 
been  rescinded  and  the  annullment  duly  entered  on  the  mintues  of  the 
county  records.  The  reasons  are  known  to  Mr.  Adoue.  They  are  best 
not  written  about.  The  pros  made  a  mistake  which  we  took  advantage 
cf.  If  it  will  'save  their  faces'  to  let  them  say  that  'the  time  was  not 
opportune'  let  it  go  at  that.  We  are  satisfied.  It  is  a  great  victory." 
(T-1438,  T-1437.) 

1914. 

On  July  14,  1914,  G.  H.  Luedde  of  Waco  writes  the  American 
Brewing  Association,  Houston,  as  follows: 

"In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  13th,  would  state  that  I  would  sug- 
gest that  you  immediately  write  the  parties  mentioned  in  your  letter 
and  ask  them  for  a  contribution  and  a  good,  liberal  one  at  that,  be- 
cause it  is  going  to  take  money  to  win  the  Robertson  County  election. 

"There  are  600  negroes  who  will  have  to  be  brought  to  the  polls 
and  it  will  take  more  time  to  hunt  them  up;  men  will  have  to  be  put 
to  work  at  once  to  locate  them,  and  besides  that  the  majority  will  have 
tc  be  hauled  to  the  polls  on  election  day.  Outside  of  this  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  other  work  to  do,  and  I  suggest  that  you  make  this 
plain  to  these  different  people. 

"The  parties  named  hereto  ought  to  pay  at  least  $100  each  in 
order  to  help  win  this  campaign  and  it  will  be  well  for  you  to  so  state 
to  them  the  work  that  will  have  to  be  done. 

"I  would  state  further  that  I  have  arranged  with  Mr.  Friedlander, 
who  you  possibly  know  by  reputation  and  who  has  had  considerable 
experience  in  this  kind  of  work  and  is  now  assisting  in  the  campaign 
headquarters  of  Ferguson,  to  meet  all  of  the  saloon  men  of  Robertson 
County  at  Bremond  next  Sunday,  and  also  some  of  the  interested 
workers,  men  who  they  are  figuring  on  for  chairman,  secretary,  etc., 
and  it  will  be  well  enough  for  you  to  have  a  representative  present, 
and  also  Mr.  Burnett,  who  you  state  formerly  lived  at  Calvert,  and 
possibly  would  be  a  good  man  to  assist  in  this  work. 

"We  have  thought  it  best  to  not  do  any  active  campaign  work 
until  the  primaries  are  over,  but  to  have  everything  ready  the  day  after 
the  primaries  are  over  to  go  to  work  on  this  campaign  with  a  vim; 
the  mailing  matter  and  everything  ready  to  send  out  and  then  put 
several  speakers  in  the  field.  Possibly  at  the  meeting  next  Sunday  we 
can  arrange  for  some  men  who  will  go  to  work  immediately  looking 
up  all  the  colored  voters,  seeing  where  they  are  so  we  will  have  them 
ready  when  we  need  them. 

"Mr.  Friedlander  has  had  considerable  experience  in  this  work, 
end  whereas  he  will  not  be  in  the  foreground — expect  the  home  people 
to  push  to  the  front — but  he  will  be  right  behind  them  and  see  that 
the  work  is  done  because  he  knows  how  to  do  it.  I  consider  him  one 
of  the  best  men  in  the  State  of  Texas  in  this  line  of  work. 

"I  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  with  any  suggestions  because 
we  all  want  to  work  in  perfect  harmony  and  win  this  fight.  We  can- 
not afford  to  lose  it.  Awaiting  your  early  reply,  I  beg  to  remain,  etc." 
(A-3870.) 
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On  July  16,  1914,  H.  Bruhn  writes  the  American  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  yesterday's  favor,  in  reply  to  which  I 
beg  to  advise  you  that  I  have  made  my  personal  contribution  to  Bre- 
mond  yesterday,  forwarding  the  same  to  our  wholesale  dealer,  who 
requests  me  to  contribute  $50."    (A-3872.) 

On  July  16,  1914,  G.  H.  Luedde  writes  H.  Prince  at  Houston: 

"Since  writing  I  have  had  a  talk  with  several  of  the  saloon  men 
of  Robertson  County,  and  they  have  decided  that  it  is  best  not  to 
stir  this  local  option  election  until  the  primaries  are  over  for  fear  it 
may  hurt  our  gubernatorial  candidate.  In  fact,  this  is  all  the  prohi- 
bitionists got  up  this  election  for,  to  stir  up  interest  at  the  primaries. 

"They  have  decided  instead  of  meeting  at  Bremond  next  Sunday 
that  all  saloon  men  of  Robertson  County  will  meet  in  Waco  Sunday, 
July  26th,  at  my  office  and  adjourn  from  there  to  the  Deutscher  Central 
Verein  Club  rooms,  where  we  will  have  our  meeting,  so  make  your 
arrangements  for  you  or  some  of  your  representatives  to  be  present, 
and  oblige,   etc."     (A-3873.) 

And  on  July  17,  1914,  G.  H.  Luedde  again  writes  H.  Prince: 

"The  letter  to  Capt.  Paget  received,  also  I  had  a  letter  from  him 
myself,  this  morning  Mr.  Althans  sent  me  one  from  St.  Louis.  You 
know  this  fellow  is  a  professional  fakir,  a  grafter.  He  beats  anything 
I  ever  saw,  but  on  the  other  hand,  we  will  have  to  use  him  when  the 
time  comes,  but  it  is  too  early  to  commence  giving  him  money  now. 

"Capt.  Paget  knows  how  to  work  him.  Tell  him  to  hold  him  off, 
but  do  not  state  we  are  waiting  until  the  primaries  are  over  before 
having  this  election,  because  we  do  not  think  that  is  any  of  his  busi- 
ness, but  as  I  wrote  you  several  days  ago,  it  is  to  our  interest  to 
wait  until  the  primaries  are  over  and  then  make  a  red  hot  campaign 
in  Robertson  County  and  win  the  fight  if  possible. 

"I  hope  that  you  will  succeed  in  raising  some  money  among  the 
f-iends  that  you  have  written  to."    (A-3875.) 

On  July  20,  1914,  G.  H.  Luedde,  Waco,  writes  to  H.  Prince, 
Houston: 

"I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Ben  C.  Love,  who  formerly  was 
County  Clerk  of  Robertson  County,  who  the  people  have  agreed  upon 
as  the  campaign  manager,  that  they  want  the  saloon  men  and  those 
interested  to  meet  at  my  office  next  Sunday  morning  at  9  o'clock. 

"I  would  be  glad  to  have  you  present,  or  have  a  representative  here 
so  you  v/ill  know  what  is  going  on  and  what  the  line  of  action  will  be. 
Our  time  will  be  short  and  we  must  be  ready  to  act  right  after  the 
primaries  are  over,  as  it  will  not  do  to  mix  this  election  with  the 
primary  election,  so  hoping  to  hear  from  you  that  you  will  be  present, 
or  have  a  representative  here,  I  beg  to  remain,  etc."   (A-3877.) 

July  23,  1914,  H.  Prince  writes  G.  H.  Luedde,  Waco: 
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"With  reference  to  the  Robertson  County  meeting  to  be  held  at 
your  office  Sunday,  I  intend  to  have  a  representative  present,  or  in 
all  probability  will  be  there  myself."  (A-3879.) 

August  26,  1914,  Louis  A.  Adoue,  Galveston,  writes  the  American 
Brewing  Association  through  Mr.  H.  Prince: 

"I  have  been  informed  there  is  an  election  in  Calvert  and  Bremond 
today,  in  the  cities  proper. 

"In  the  county  election  a  week  ago  Calvert  went  'dry'  by  forty- 
three,  but,  of  course,  was  of  no  effect,  as  the  county  lost. 

"I  happened  to  be  talking  to  someone,  and  they  mentioned  you 
were  very  much  interested  in  the  Calvert  fight.  I  do  not  believe 
that  this  is  the  case,  because  I  understand  only  Mr.  Luedde  and  Mr. 
Autrey  sold  beer  to  Mr.  Voile.  It  may  be  they  had  reference  to  the 
Bremond  fight,  which  I  also  understand  is  going  to  hold  an  election 
either  today  or  shortly.  Will  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  at  your  con- 
venience."   (A-3892.) 

October  16,  1914,  G.  H.  Luedde  writes  American  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation: 

"Your  letter  at  hand,  and  in  reply  would  state  that  I  have  taken 
this  matter  up  with  our  attorney,  and  it  is  impossible  to  make  any 
such  arrangements  as  Mr.  Kahn  and  Mr.  Cohen  are  figuring  on.  The 
county  in  question  has  not  any  more  territory  than  the  law  allows  it. 
With  some  of  the  southern  counties,  where  their  territory  is  large, 
some  such  arrangements  have  been  made,  but  it  would  be  impossible 
in  this  county. 

"Now,  we  have  our  attorney,  and  also  one  of  the  attorneys  from 
Franklin  today  in  Waco  conferring  upon  what  can  be  done,  if  pos- 
sible, to  knock  out  this  election.  If  it  is  possible  for  us  to  do  it  and 
can  keep  it  knocked  out  until  after  the  election  in  November,  we  may 
be  able  to  hold  this  county  in  line.  Otherwise  it  is  going  to  go  dry; 
in  other  words,  if  we  cannot  stop  this  election  they  will  vote  Bremond 
and  the  other  precincts  dry,  and  then  immediately  call  an  election  for 
Hearne  in  connection  with  some  of  the  other  precincts,  and  vote  it 
dry,  and  that  will  be  the  end  of  Robertson  County. 

"1  will  keep  you  posted  as  to  what  we  are  doing,  and  hope  that 
we  will  be  able  to  find  a  loop  hole  to  win."    (A-3913.) 

RUNNELS  COUNTY. 

1903. 

The  board  of  trustees  of  Texas  Brewing  Company  on  August  17th 
1903,  wrote  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  as  follows: 

"We  have  your  favor  of  the  15th  inst.,  enclosing  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Hirsch.  We  beg  to  say  that  we  have  also  received  a  letter  from 
him  of  the  same  tenor,  and  have  concluded  to  donaet  $50  towards 
this  election,  which  we  think  is  fair.    Here  we  have  half  a  dozen  fights 
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on  hand  in  the  following  counties:  Brown,   Palo   Pinto  Upshur,  Run- 
nels, Henderson  and  Bowie."    (S-1026.) 

The  Saloon  Men's  Anti-Prohibition  Association  of  Ballinger,  Texas, 
on  August  24,  1903,  wrote  the  following  letter  to  the  Texas  Brewing 
Company: 

"We  desire  to  inform  you  that  a  prohibition  election  has  been 
ordered  for  this  county  to  be  held  September  10,  1903,  and  at  a  meet- 
ing here  of  the  retail  liquor  dealers  Mr.  S.  J.  Carpenter  was  elected 
chairman  and  treasurer. 

"There  has  been  two  distinct  organizations  entered  into  in  this 
county  to  defeat  the  prohibition  movement;  one  is  composed  of  saloon 
man  and  dealers,  the  other  of  prominent  business  men. 

"Now,  of  course,  the  saloon  men  will  be  and  should  be  expected  to 
contribute  liberally  to  the  finances  of  this  campaign  (one  which  so 
vitally  affects  their  individual  interest  as  well  as  the  interest  of  the 
entire  liquor  traffic  in  this  State).  We  are  in  the  midst  of  the  fight 
row  and  must  win  it,  but  to  do  this  it  will  take  money  and  more  money 
than  the  few  saloon  men  in  Ballinger  are  able  to  put  up.  We  under- 
stand the  State  organization  cannot  help  us  in  this  matter,  and  if  we 
get  any  outside  help  at  all  it  must  be  from  the  wholesalers  direct.  We, 
therefore,  appeal  to  you  to  contribute  to  our  defense  such  amount  as 
you  feel  that  you  can,  or  that  you  would  be  justified  in  contributing 
tc  this  cause.  We  assure  you  if  we  were  able  to  conduct  the  fight 
alone  we  would  certainly  do  so. 

"Owing  to  the  limited  time  in  which  to  work,  we  will  ask  that 
you  send  us  your  reply  at  your  very  earliest  convenience. 

"We  assure  you  any  contribution  you  may  make  to  this  cause  will 
be  very  highly  appreciated,  not  only  by  the  undersigned  saloon  men 
(who  will  show  their  appreciation  in  a  substantial  way  in  the  future), 
but  all  antis  in  this  county  as  well. 

"Thanking  you  in  advance  for  any  courtesies  you  may  extend  to 
us  along  this  line,  and  requesting  a  prompt  response,  we  are."  (T-199.) 

1906. 

On  May  3,  1906,  M.  Moede  at  San  Angelo  wrote  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  a  letter,  excerpt  from  which  follows: 

"*  *  *  there  is  a  rumor  that  a  prohibition  election  will  be  held 
in  Runnels  County.  The  antis  claim  that  poll  taxes  have  been  paid 
up,  but  it  takes  good  working  to  win.  I  told  all  antis  what  I  met  to 
work  and  organize  and  get  busy,  and  not  let  everybody  know  what  they 
are  doing,  and  not  to  wait  to  the  last  day  when  it  would  be  too  late." 
(S-2454.) 

On  May  26,  1906,  O.  Paget  wrote  H.  Prince  of  Houston  the  follow- 
ing letter: 

"Yours  of  the  25th  received.  Contents  carefully  noted.  I  made 
two  visits  and  spent  some  time  in  the  city  of  Lufkin.  I  organized 
two  associations  there — one   of  the  citizens,  one  of  the  saloon  men^- 
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both  gave  promise  of  active  work  and  more  than  astonished  me  to  get 
a  letter  not  only  from  you,  but  parties  in  Lufkin,  telling  me  that  very 
little,  if  anything,  had  been  done  by  the  antis.  I  have  not  spent  one 
cay  this  week  in  this  office.  I  have  been  to  the  extreme  verges  of 
Texas.  There  are  three  counties  now  involved  and  I  have  to  handle 
all  of  them  in  La  Salle,  Runnels  and  Angelina,  therefore,  you  can 
readily  see  what  that  means,  but  I  will  be  in  Angelina  Monday  and 
I  guarantee  they  will  either  wake  up  or  they  will  hear  from  *  *  *" 
(A-1602.) 

O.  Paget  on  May  28,   1906,  wrote  H.  Prince  as  follows: 

"I  beg  to  advise  you  that  the  conditions  here  are  better  than  the 
surface  indications  show. 

"Your  Mr.  Lockwood  did  not  get  on  the  inside. 

"We  can  win  this  county,  but  it  will  take  work  and  money.  I  am 
trying  to  get  in  both. 

"I  will  leave  for  Runnels  County  tomorrow,  but  will  come  back 
here  and  keep  'em  busy."    (A-1608.) 

On  June  13,  1906,  O.  Paget  sent  H.  Prince  the  following  telegram: 

"Happy  to  say  antis  won  in  both  Runnels  and  La  Salle  Counties. 
Congratulations."    (A- 1638.) 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  on  June  15,  1906,  wrote  O. 
Paget,  Galveston,  the  following  letter: 

"I  received  your  wire  in  regard  to  Angelina  County,  aiiu  I  beg 
tc  thank  you  very  much  for  the  information,  which  was  very  pleasant 
reading!  Including  Runnels,  this  makes  for  us  three  (3)  straight  'heats,' 
and  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  but  what  the  sentiment  is  changing: 

"Now  if  the  saloon  men  will  only  do  what  is  right,  as  well  as  the 
brewers,  and  the  wholesale  liquor  dealers  as  well,  I  am  firmly  con- 
vinced that  this  whole  tangle  can  soon  be  straightened  out!"   (S-2508.) 

1909. 

The  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  on  March  1,  1909,  wrote 
Capt.  O.  Paget  of  Galveston  as  follows: 

"I  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  letter  from  Mr.  Julius  Wolff,  a 
patron  of  ours  in  Miles,  Texas,  which  is  self-explanatory.  This  is  the 
first  intimation  that  we  have  that  a  local  option  election  would  be 
held  there,  and  as  the  time  is  very  short,  18th  inst.,  we  will  be  under 
obligations  if  you  will  kindly  proceed  there  at  once,  take  the  matter  in 
hand  and  advise  them  relative  organization,  etc.,  and  how  best  to 
pioceed.  Kindly  advise  us  just  as  soon  as  you  can  what  you  think  of 
the  situation,  what  will  be  required  to  win  out,  etc.,  and  we  will  act 
promptly  just  as  soon  as  we  hear  from  you,  as  we  are  represented 
there  alone  with  keg  beer.  You  may  confer  with  Mr.  Wolff  et  al,  but 
would  prefer  that  you  report  to  Mr.  W.  N.  Marshall,  our  representative, 
advising  that  you  have  been  sent  there  at  our  request,  etc. 
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"Please  let  us  hear  from  you  promptly  with  return  of  Mr.  Wolff's 
letter,  so  that  we  may  advise  those  interested  when  to  expect  you,  and 
oblige."    (S-5242.) 

The  Texas  Brewers'  Association  on  March  2,  1909,  wrote  the  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association  as  follows: 

"*  *  *  I  call  your  attention  to  the  enclosed  copy  of  a  letter 
written  yesterday  in  the  matter  of  the  Miles  election,  which,  if  promptly 
and  properly  replied  to,  will  give  the  desired  information  and  Capt. 
Paget  will  no  doubt  go  there  immediately  upon  his  return,  which  will 
be  Thursday  or  Friday.     *     *     *"    (S-5243.) 

Excerpt  from  report  dated  March  2,  1909,  made  by  O.  Paget  to 
B.  Adoue: 

"*  *  *  On  the  18th  a  precinct  election  will  be  held  in  Miles, 
Runnels  County.    I  have  taken  the  matter  up.     *     *     *"   (S-5245.) 

On  March  2,  1909,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote 
Messrs.  Weatherall  &  Co.,  Miles,  Texas,  the  following: 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  1st  inst.,  beg  to  state  that  we  will  be 
glad  to  help  out.  Capt.  Paget  of  Galveston,  who  represents  us  in  mat- 
ters of  that  kind,  will  be  up  there  in  the  next  day  or  so  and  will  then 
take  matter  up  with  you  and  the  others  interested,  will  instruct  you 
relative  organization,  etc.,  and  as  he  has  had  a  great  deal  of  experi- 
ence in  such  matters,  it  would  be  well  to  be  guided  by  his  advice.  He 
has  instructions  to  report  the  situation  fully  to  us,  and  we  will  then 
see  what  is  next  best  to  be  done. 

"Hoping  that  everything  will  turn  out  satisfactorily,  we  beg  to 
remain."    (S-5246.) 

On  March  3,  1909,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote 
Capt.  O.  Paget  the  following  letter: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  letter  this  morning  from  your  secretary, 
and  we  return  enclosure  herewith,  as  requested,  having  noted  the  same. 

"We  hope  that  you  will  be  able  to  proceed  to  Miles  tomorrow  or 
the  day  after,  for,  as  previously  advised,  there  is  no  time  to  be  lost." 
(S-5250.) 

Letter  from  F.  R.  von  B.,  an  employe  in  O.  Paget's  office,  to 
American  Brewing  Association,  dated  3-4-09: 

"Yours  of  the  1st  inst.  to  Capt.  Paget  received  in  re  legal  sub- 
divisions of  a  county.  Captain  is  on  his  way  to  Runnels  County,  hav- 
ing been  in  Leon  County,  report  of  latter  county  will  be  sent  you  later. 

"Immediately  upon  his  return  the  desired  information  will  be 
sent  you."    (A-2596.) 

On  March  7,  1909,  O.  Paget  made  the  following  report  to  B.  Adoue: 

"On  request  of  Mr.  Koehler  I  went  to  Miles,  Runnels  County, 
where  an  election  has  been  called  for  the  18th  inst. 
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"Miles  is  a  town  of  about  2,000,  has  only  two  saloons,  both  orderly 
and  well  conducted.  Not  a  single  complaint  against  them.  The  only 
cause  for  an  election  is  that  one  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  evangelists 
came  in  and  stirred  up  strife  in  a  big  revival  meeting — 66  names  were 
signed  to  the  petition,  and  the  usual  preacher  presented  it — so  an 
election  was  called. 

'T  met  most  prominent  pros,  men  who  represent  things — who 
are  in  business  and  have  something  at  stake.  There  are  at  least  60  per 
cent  of  the  business  element  who  are  opposed  to  a  precinct  election, 
v/ho  would  vote  for  county  or  State  prohibition,  and  the  reason  is  that 
five  miles  south  is  Rowena,  a  very  wet  precinct,  and  a  few  miles  north 
is  San  Angelo — in  fact,  the  edge  of  Tom  Green  County — wet — besides 
there  is  a  company  now  figuring  on  a  new  town  within  four  miles  of 
the  town  of  Miles  if  the  precinct  goes  dry.  One  of  the  leading  pros 
told  me  he  was  a  pro,  but  in  this  fight  he  would  work  for  the  antis, 
that  the  town  of  Miles  would  go  down  if  it  went  dry.  There  are  other 
pros  who  say  they  will  do  the  same.  This  is  the  bright  side  of  the 
picture.  The  dark  side  is,  that  whenever  a  county  election  has  been 
held  the  Miles  precinct  went  overwhelmingly  dry.  So  if  we  win  out 
this  time  it  will  be  because  the  leading  pros  find  themselves  and  their 
business  in  jeopardy. 

"The  saloon  men  will  not  be  known  in  the  contest.  Under  the 
conditions  existing  I  advised  that  they  let  their  pro  friends  fight  for 
them  and  they  so  agreed.  They  asked  for  $100  and  I  thought  it  was 
s  modest  and  reasonable  request  and  told  them  they  would  get  it. 
They  sell  only  San  Antonio  Brewery  beer  and  sell  about  ten  cars  a 
year — more  or  less. 

"Of  course,  I  went  into  all  details  and  instructions.  Met  one  of 
the  judges  of  election,  a  pro,  gave  him  all  the  recent  decisions  regard- 
ing local  option  elections;  found  him  a  fair  man  and  both  sides  will 
get  fair  play.  The  situation  was  a  new  one  to  me.  It  is  the  first  time 
I  ever  had  prominent  pros  in  accord  with  me.  They  had  heard  of 
the  reform  work  of  the  association  and  heartily  endorsed  it.  In  view 
cf  these  circumstances  I  advised  a  house  to  house  canvass  and  to  stir 
up  as  little  strife  as  possible. 

"Mr.  Julius  Wolff,  the  leading  saloon  man,  has  sold  his  place  to 
Mr.  B.  C.  Brookshire,  late  of  Lufkin — a  very  nice  person  he  is.  The 
other  saloon  is  run  by  Mr.  R.  B.  Weatherall — young,  well  liked  and 
respected. 

"I  will  keep  in  touch  with  the  situation  and  hope  the  foregoing 
is  sufficiently  explicit,  aritl  remain."    (S-5256.) 

Mr.  O.  Paget  on  March  19,  1909,  wrote  the  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association  a  letter  containing  among  other  things  the  following: 

"I  wired  you  this  morning  that  we  had  won  in  the  precinct  of 
Miles,  Runnels  County.  They  followed  our  instructions  to  the  letter 
and  we  practically  conducted  the  campaign  from  this  office.  The  tele- 
gram notifying  us  of  the  victory  thanks  us  and  I  am  more  than  pleased 
that  the  election  was  won.     *     *     *"  (S-5283.) 
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Excerpt  from  report  of  O.  Paget  to  B.  Adoue,  dated  April  3,  1909: 

"An  election  was  held  in  Miles,  a  large  precinct  in  Runnels  County. 
Your  office  took  charge  of  same — we  won  by  a  sweeping  big  majority." 
(S-5321.) 

On  December  29,  1909,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association 
wrote  the  following  letter  to  Mr.  W.  N.  Marshall,  Miles,  Texas: 

"We  have  your  favor  of  the  26th  inst.,  and  note  order,  which  we 
appreciate.  It  has  had  our  best  attention.  Loaded  car  yesterday,  and 
we  trust  timely  arrival. 

"Noting  your  further  remarks,  beg  to  state  that  we  understand 
that  Mr.  Armstrong  is  wholesale  dealer  in  the  products  of  the  Anheuser- 
Busch  Brewing  Association  at  Ballinger,  Texas,  and  we  cannot  prevent 
his  soliciting  the  trade  there  any  more  than  he  could  prevent  you  from 
'drumming'  his  trade.  We  take  it  that  he  has  not  cut  the  price.  We 
feel  quite  sure  that  his  assertion  that  he  would  put  in  an  ice  house 
there  is  merely  a  bluff,  for  the  trade  there  would  not  justify  him  in 
going  to  that  expense,  especially  so  as  some  of  the  trade  would  stay 
with  you  regardless  of  whether  he  did  so  or  not.  They  certainly 
should  do  so,  for  you  will  recall  what  was  done  when  you  had  the  last 
local  option  election  there,  and  we  feel  satisfied  that  they  have  not  so 
soon  forgotten  who  their  friends  are.  Their  past  experience  in  that 
respect  (local  option)  may  be  repeated,  so  when  they  are  dispensing 
their  favors  it  would  be  well  for  them  to  remember  the  old  and  tried 
friends  rather  than  fly  to  those  that  they  know  not  of.  We  take  it, 
of  course,  that  you  are  not  anxious  to  sell  your  ice  house,  and  if  such 
should  be  your  desire,  kindly  let  us  know,  also  what  you  will  take  for 
it,  and  we  will  be  glad  to  consider  the  offer  and  advise  promptly 
our  decision. 

"We  wish  to  say  to  you  in  all  candor,  Mr.  Marshall,  that  as  far  as 
the  keg  beer  trade  is  concerned  we  have  made  nothing,  on  the  contrary, 
when  we  consider  your  claim  for  leaks  and  other  concessions  made  the 
trade,  it  has  really  been  a  losing  proposition  with  us.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  would  not,  for  a  moment,  have  you  think  us  unappreciative. 
We  will  go  just  as  far  as  any  one  in  the  world  in  reciprocating  busi- 
ness favors. 

"We  do  not  know  what  suggestions  to  make  to  you  to  hold  the 
trade  other  than  to  have  a  heart  to  heart  talk  with  your  patrons.  You 
might  direct  their  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  are  'home'  people, 
have  a  beer  that  is  second  to  none,  no  matter  where  it  may  come  from, 
that  v/e  have  been  engaged  for  years  in  fighting  the  common  enemy, 
State-wide  prohibition  and  local  option,  and  propose  to  keep  up  the 
good  work  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  involves  large  expense,  that 
you  are  on  the  ground,  a  fellow  townsman  and  have  done  all  in  your 
power  to  foster  and  merit  their  good  will,  all  of  which  should  merit 
their  consideration.  A  talk  along  those  lines  should  have  the  desired 
effect,  but  if  it  should  not,  then  we  are  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to  suggest. 

"We  shall  be  glad  to  hear  further  from  you  in  due  course.  *  *  *" 
$-5942.) 
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1911. 

On  February  1,  1911,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote 
Mr.  R.  B.  Weatherall  of  Miles,  Texas,  the  following: 

"I  understand  that  the  pros  are  figuring  on  holding  an  election 
'in  your  midst,'  and  as  this  office  is  maintained  for  the  purpose  of 
looking  after  such  matters,  I  will  feel  much  complimented  if  you  will 
give  me  any  facts  which  you  may  have  in  your  possession.  It  seems 
the  heighth  of  folly  to  call  an  election  now  and  agitate  the  people 
when  the  State-wide  prohibition  is  already  fixed  for  July,  and  it  would 
seem  to  me  that  the  sensible  people  of  Runnels  County  would  set  the 
stamp  of  their  disapproval  upon  such  a  proceeding.

On  February  1st,  1911,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote 
B.  L.  Zappe,  Esq.,  Ballinger,  Texas,  as  follows: 

"I  understand  that  folks  at  Winter  are  agitating  a  local  option 
election  for  your  county.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  State-wide  pro- 
hibition will  be  voted  not  later  than  July  it  seems  to  me  the  height 
of  folly  that  such  an  agitation  should  be  started  at  this  time,  and  I 
would  strongly  advise  that  you  use  every  legal  means  to  prevent  it 
being  called  at  this  time.  Get  some  of  our  anti  friends  to  call  upon 
the  County  Commissioners  and  explain  to  them  the  futility  of  two 
elections  in  that  county,  and  it  does  seem  to  me  that  the  merchants 
ir  Ballinger  and  Miles  should  be  able  to  bring  enough  pressure  to 
bear  to  prevent  the  calling  of  the  election  in  your  county  before  the 
State-wide  matter  is  settled. 

"Let  me  hear  from  you  as  soon  as' possible,  giving  me  all  the  facts 
ir  your  possession.

"I  gave  Mr.  Adoue  your  message  and  he  said  he  would  write  you 
upon  the  subject  of  the  Runnels  and  Caldwell  Counties  affairs.  *  *  * 
I  have  sent  two  speakers  into  Runnels  County — they  want  more  but 
we  have  not  go  them.     Could  you  get  Mr.   Linden  for  awhile?    They 
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would  like  him  in  Runnels  County,  but  not  in  Caldwell.  I  have  also 
sent  a  large  quantity  of  literature  to  Runnels  County  and  arranged 
with  Mr.  Gieseke  to  go  up  myself  when  called  upon.  They  have  things 
in  very  good  working  shape  there. 

"Requesting  you  give  this  your  immediate  attention,  so  as  not 
to  disappoint  these  men  who  have  been  waiting  for  weeks,  relying  on 
Mr.  Wolter's  promise,  and,  awaiting  your  reply,  etc."    (SS-92.) 

On  February  26,  1911,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  wrote 
B.  Adoue,  excerpt  from  which  follows: 

"In  regard  to  Caldwell  and  Runnels  Counties,  beg  to  state  that  all 
seems  to  be  in  good  shape  and  they  are  well  taken  care  of,  as  Messrs. 
Wahrmund  and  Wolters  had  agreed  to  let  them  have  the  sum  of  $2,000, 
which  I  am  told  will  win  the  election.  Our  interests  are  in  the  hands 
cf  the  right  people,  so  Mr.  Wahrmund  informs  me,  and  Capt.  Paget 
has  been  fully  instructed  or  informed,  having  seen  Mr.  Wahrmund  and 
Mr.  Wolters  in  Austin,  so  that  he  is  in  position  to  give  you  more  in- 
formation than  I  can.  Caldwell  County  is  well  organized,  and  I  hardly 
think  that  we  can  do  more  than  has  been  done.  If  anything  further 
should  be  necessary  they  will  let  us  know."    (SS-96.) 

Excerp  from  letter  written  by  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association 
on  February  27,  1911,  to  B.  Adoue: 

"After  writing  you  yesterday  in  reply  to  yours  of  the  25th  inst., 
I  had  long  talk  with  Mr.  Wahrmund,  he  having  returned  from  Austin 
for  a  day,  and  he  seemed  considerably  exercised  on  account  of  there 
being  an  objection  to  contribution  of  $2,000  for  Runnels  County,  his 
contention  being  that  it  was  not  entirely  a  question  of  local  option 
election  to  be  held  there,  but  the  effect  that  it  would  have  on  the 
State-wide  election  to  be  held  in  July.  I  explained  to  him  that  I  was 
responsible  for  the  objection,  that  it  was  not  with  you,  and  I  contended 
then  and  still  insist  that  it  is  more  money  than  we  should  spend  for 
the  purpose  at  this  time,  as  explained  to  you  before,  and  I  positively 
think  that  it  is  absurd,  still  it  would  seem  that  promise  had  been  given 
by  both  he  and  Wolters,  and  there  is  nothing  left  but  to  see  that  the 
amount  is  paid.  I  suggested  to  Mr.  Bruhn  that  we  each  stand  one- 
half  of  this  amount,  and  the  other  half  be  paid  out  of  the  general 
fund.  I  do  not  think,  however,  that  Mr.  Wolters  should  mix  up  in  our 
local  option  affairs,  and  it  might  be  well  to  have  this  understood.  If 
they  should  ask  anything  of  him  in  this  respect,  let  him  refer  parties, 
either  to  us  or  to  you."     (SS-98.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  written  by  B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  to  Otto 
Koehler,  president  of  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  February  28, 
1911: 

"I  suggest  that  you  read  the  letter  you  sent  me  under  date  of 
10th  inst.,  and  then  read  the  enclosed  four  telegrams.  In  that  letter 
you  stated  that  the  Caldwell  and  Runnels  elections  would  be  managed 
by  the  San  Antonio  breweries  exclusively. 
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"As  you  may  well  understand,  nothing  would  please  me  more  in 
connection  with  local  option  elections  than  to  see  the  interested  brew- 
eries manage  them,  for  every  time  we  have  tried  that  system  it  turned 
out  a   failure.     *     *     *"    (SS-104.) 

Letter  written  by  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  B. 
Adoue,  March  9,  1911: 

"I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  8th  inst.,  with 
enclosure  of  document,  as  advised,  and  as  the  same  are  fraught  with 
so  much  importance,  are  of  such  decided  interest,  and  contain  so  many 
suggestions,  I  prefer  to  retain  all  until  return  of  Mr.  Wahrmund,  which 
will  be  either  tomorrow  or  the  day  after,  that  he  may  have  opportunity 
to  read  all  before  they  are  forwarded. 

"I  hope  that  Capt.  Paget  has  fully  apprised  you  of  the  interview 
had  in  our  office  here  with  Mr.  Bruhn  in  regard  to  Runnels  and  Cald- 
well Counties,  and  I  will  state  that  it  pleased  me  very  much  to  note 
that  he  was  entirely  in  accord  with  my  views  as  outlined  in  recent 
correspondence  had  with  you  in  absolutely  every  respect,  notwith- 
standing his  expression  in  letter  to  you  to  the  contrary  written  pre- 
viously."   (SS-119.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  written  by  Otto  Wahrmund  to  O.  Paget  of 
Galveston,  March   15,   1911: 

"I  beg  to  return  herewith  certain  correspondence  which  was  handed 
by  Mr.  Koehler,  having  taken  due  note  of  the  same.  I  do  not  know 
anything  particularly  in  regards  to  Runnels  County  other  than  the  fact 
that  I  saw  and  had  a  talk  in  Austin  with  Banker  Miller,  Mr.  Maddox 
and  others,  and  it  was  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  if  financial  aid 
was  extended  that  the  election  could  be  handled  by  them,  and  they 
were  almost  sure  of  success."    (SS-124.) 

Copy  of  letter  written  by  Texas  Brewing  Company,  Fort  Worth, 
to  Mr.  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  March  6,  1911: 

"Re  election  at  Ballinger. 

"Referring  to  the  above  mentioned  election  to  be  held  at  Ballinger 
the  16th  instant,  we  are  advised  by  friends  of  ours  in  the  neighborhood 
that  it  promises  to  be  hot  and  close.

RUSK  COUNTY. 
1903. 

Letter  from  Texas  Brewing  Company,  Fort  Worth,  to  San  An- 
tonio Brewing  Association,  dated  5-12-03: 

"We  have  your  valued  favor  of  the  11th  inst.,  and  concur  in  your 
opinion,  which  is  in  line  with  the  conversation  the  writer  had  with 
your  Mr.  Wahrmund  when  last  in  your  city.  We  have,  therefore, 
written  Mr.  Hirsch  about  the  same  as  you  did,  that  we  would  rather 
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give  him  a  few  kegs  than  spend  any  money  at  all.  We  beg  to  say 
here  that  the  Magnolia  people  are  donating  large  amounts  for  elec- 
tions, as  has  been  proven  in  Henderson,  where  we  are  doing  business 
with  them,  and  where  they  gave  $100,  against  which  we  gave  $25.  The 
saloon  men  tried  to  fleece  us  some  more  by  saying  that  they  would 
give  their  trade  to  the  party  who  would  contribute  the  most  money 
to  the  election. 

"We  declined  to  give  any  more  than  $25  and  the  representative 
of  the  Magnolia  gave  $40  on  top  of  the  $100  given  direct  by  the  Mag- 
nolia."   (S-934.) 

1906. 

Letter  from  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  G.  Hausmann  of  the  Texas 
Brewing  Company,  Fort  Worth,  dated  January  17,  1906: 

"Yours  received  containing  a  letter  from  J.  W.  Kitchen,  dated 
January  5,  from  Henderson.  This  is  a  very  long  time,  Mr.  Hausmann, 
to  delay  action  on  this  letter.  I  suppose  the  rush  of  business  pre- 
vented it  going  into  your  hands  earlier — I  see  it  reached  your  desk 
on  the  9th.  I  have  long  been  aware  that  an  election  was  slated  in  Rusk 
County  and  have  tried  to  stave  it  off  until  after  the  poll  taxes  have 
been  paid. 

"The  last  election  was  held  on  the  9th  day  of  June,  1903;  total 
vote  cast,  1,364,  with  216  pro  majority.  To  overcome  that  majority 
will  not  be  an  easy  task. 

"I  am  going,  Mr.  Hausmann,  to  speak  very  frankly.  I  believe 
these  men  should  have  assistance  in  paying  their  poll  taxes  if  you  want 
the  county  to  go  wet.  Ten  dollars  spent  in  this  way  would  save  one 
hundred  in  making  a  contest  when  election  comes  up  and  the  election 
is  going  to  come  up. 

"As  agent  of  your  association  I  cannot  promise  one  dollar  for 
purposes  mentioned,  but  so  far  as  I  know  there  is  no  objection  made 
to  the  manner  in  which  an  individual  brewery  assists  its  immediate 
clients,  therefore,  if  you  say  so,  I  will  go  and  meet  Mr.  Kitchen  or 
have  him  meet  me  and  lay  down  some  plan  by  which  his  friends  could 
be  induced  to  pay  their  poll  taxes.  There  is  no  time  to  be  lost  and 
if  you  wish  me  to  do  so  wire  me  upon  receipt  of  this  and  say  to  what 
extent  we  can  aid  them.  I  will  not  write  to  Mr.  Kitchen  until  I  hear 
from  you,  therefore  I  request  that  you  answer  immediately  and  by  wire 
the  moment  that  this  is  received,  saying  what  you  want  done  and  I  will 
then  write  accordingly  to  your  client.  We  will  assist  Mr.  Henderson 
with  hundred  dollars  and  hundred  fifty  more  if  local  option  is  beaten. 
Magnolia  Brewing  Company  should  do  likewise."  (T-488.) 

Letter  from  O.  Paget  to  G.  Hausmann,  Fort  Worth,  dated  1-21-06: 

"Immediately  upon  receipt  of  your  telegram  of  the  18th  I  got 
into  communication  with  your  correspondent,  J.  W.  Kitchen,  who 
sent  me  the  enclosed  telegram  on  the  20th.  I  went  to  Houston  on  the 
21st  and  in  the  office  of  the  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company  and 
in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Hamilton  we  discussed  the  situation  in  Rusk 
County. 
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"From  his  showing  and  all  documents  in  his  possession  it  is  very 
evident  that  there  is  more  than  a  fighting  chance  in  Rusk  County. 
Good  men  are  at  the  head  of  it  and  it  is  more  than  likely  that  Col. 
Buford  will  take  charge  of  the  campaign  for  the  antis.  Messrs. 
Kitchen,  Buford  and  others  deemed  it  best  (in  view  of  the  fact  that 
an  effort  would  be  made  by  some  friends  to  induce  the  payment  of 
poM  taxes)  for  me  not  to  go  into  the  county  until  after  the  poll  tax 
payments  and  a  list  of  tax  payers  obtained,  which  would  be  between 
the  second  and  sixth  of  February. 

"After  going  over  the  matter  in  detail  Mr.  Hamilton  advanced 
$100,  and  acting  upon  your  telegram  I  advanced  for  you  $100.  I 
enclose  you  the  receipt  for  same  and  you  will  notice  that  it  bears 
upon  its  face  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  given,  'Campaign  expenses 
in  Rusk  County,'  which  is  absolutely  legitimate,  where  to  advance 
same  to  pay  po1J  taxes  would  not  be.  We  have  the  situation  as  well 
covered  ?s  is  possible  at  this  time.  Please  send  check  to  cover  the 
amount  advanced  (receipt  enclosed)  and  oblige."  T-491.) 

The  receipt  for  $100  paid  by  Paget  as  per  his  letter  next  above 
is  as  follows: 

"Houston,  January  22,  1906. 
"Received  from  Capt.  O.  Paget  one  hundred  and  no-100  dollars, 
account  local  option  campaign  expenses  in  Rusk  County. 
"$100.00  E.  L.  DREEBEN." 

The  Texas  Brewing  Company,  through  G.  Hausmann,  reimbursed 
Paget  for  this  $100  paid  to  Dreeben  on  account  of  the  local  option 
expenses  in  Rusk  County,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  letter:

Association,  10-30-08: 

"I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  yours  with  enclosure  for  $541.65. 
I  want  to  thank  you  sincerely  for  complying  with  my  request. 

"You  stated  that  you  might  be.  in  Dallas  yesterday.  I  searcncd 
the  hotels  for  you  and  failed  to  find  you  registered.  I  wanted  t*s 
thank  you  in  person.    I  am  hoping  you  will  be  here  today. 
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"I  am  told  by  our  friends  in  Rusk  County  that  one  William  Shad- 
den  is  o-etting  up  a  petition  to  present  to  the  Commissioners'  Couit 
early  in  November,  asking  for  a  local  option  election.  Our  friends 
all  feel  that  a  movement  of  this  kind  will  be  very  hurtful  to  our  cause. 
You  remember  we  carried  that  county  against  submission.  Our  friends 
tell  me  that  a  hot  election  in  the  county  now  will  cost  us  the  county, 
by  a  big  vote,  should  'State-wide'  be  submitted  by  the  Legislature. 
I  had  a  talk  with  Rob  Stafford  and  he  agreed  with  me  that  it  was 
unwise.  I  suggested  that  he  go  to  Rusk  County  and  see  Shadden  and 
insist  on  him  letting  the  matter  stand  until  after  the  fight  we  now 
have  is  settled.  I  don't  know  whether  Rob  will  go  or  not.  I  am  sure 
he  would  go  if  you  will  request  him  to  do  so.  Stafford  knows  Shadden. 
1  am  told  by  friends  that  Stafford  can  control  him.  I  have  written

Excerpt  letter  from  O.  Paget  to  R.  L.  Autrey,  11-14-08: 

"Can  you  get  me  one  thousand  to  make  fight  in  Rusk  County? 
Will  go  there  and  manage  election  ordered."    (T-1453.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  B.  Adoue,  Galveston, 
12-1-08: 

"Rusk  County  held  its  election  on  the  27th — it  was  a  still  hunt — 
with  the  usual  result.  Dry  by  a  majority  nearly  twice  as  large  as  the 
last  time.  The  association  was  not  in  the  fight — it  was  in  the  hands 
cf  their  own  people.  The  pros  were  active,  shelled  the  woods  with 
speakers  and  women  pararded  in  the  county  seat.  The  antis  tried 
the  gum-shoe  method — did  not  even  promise  to  protect  the  negro. 
The  result  was  inevitable."    (S-5089,  H-1478,  T-1164.) 
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SABINE  COUNTY. 

1908. 

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association  to  Frank  Bell,  Brook- 
land,  Texas,  1-24-08: 

"We  have  yours  of  the  23rd,  and  note  what  you  say  with  reference 
to  the  opportunity  of  overthrowing  the  prohibition  existence  in  your 
vicinity  is  near  at  hand.  We  think  it  is  rather  too  early  to  commence 
this  work,  as  we  are  fully  posted  as  to  the  number  of  those  who 
vre  friendly  to  our  cause  having  paid  their  poll  tax.  It  is,  therefore, 
necessary  for  those  who  favor  the  movement  to  see  that  all  are  pro- 
vided with  the  necessary  credentials  that  will  permit'  them  to  vote 
when  the  time  comes.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  you  see 
that  all  you  can  possibly  reach  have  paid  their  poll  tax,  which  must 
be  paid  before  February  1st,  and  early  in  February,  if,  upon  investiga- 
tion, there  are  ample  voters  that  will  favor  an  election,  we  will  gladly 
take  up  the  matter  with  you."    (A-2165.) 

SAN  AUGUSTINE  COUNTY. 

1903. 

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association  to  Smith  &  Smith, 
San  Augustine,  Texas,  10-6-03: 

"We  have  yours  of  the  30th  to  hand.  Upon  receipt  of  same,  we 
interviewed  our  attorneys  regarding  the  right  to  vote  and  when  to 
pay  poll  tax.  Our  attorneys  rule  that  poll  tax  paid  before  the  first 
day  of  February  of  this  year  can  be  voted  on  any  subject  up  to  the 
end  of  January  of  next  year,  and  that  any  poll  tax  that  is  paid  at 
any  time  before  the  first  day  of  February,  1904,  cannot  be  voted  at 
any  election  that  is  held  prior  to  that  time. 

"We  would  further  advise  that  you  try  to  get  the  postponement 
of  the  election  being  held  until  after  February  1st,   1904.

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  27th  with  copy  of  proceedings 
of  the  Commissioners'  Court  which  had  been  presented  to  our  at- 
torneys and  upon  investigation  have  found  same  to  be  in  order  and 
regular.  Therefore  it  confronts  us  now  to  make  a  bold  fight  and  win 
the  election  if  possible.  The  time  is  very  short  and  those  who  are 
interested  in  defeating  prohibition  election  should  put  their  shoulders 
together  and  go  to  v/ork  in  earnest,  without  any  hesitation,  and  it  is 
very  necessary  that  you  all  should  organize  as  quickly  as  possible, 
and  select  the  very  best  men  in  the  county  as  leaders  of  the  campaign.

He  will  be  there  the 
early  part  of  next  week,  and  as  he  is  well  posted  in  all  matters  apper- 
taining to  local  option  elections,  he  will,  in  all  probability,  remain  with 
you  to  the  end  of  the  contest,  and  as  to  defraying  the  expenses  of 
the  campaign,  it  will  be  necessary  for  you  all  to  get  up  as  large  a  fund 
as  possible.  The  outsiders,  as  well  as  ourselves,  will  contribute  when- 
ever called  on.

"I  am  today  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  W.  T.  Jones  of  Oak- 
hurst,  San  Jacinto  County,  that  a  prohibition  election  had  been  ordered 
for  that  county  to  be  held  March  10th,  and  asks  for  assistance.  Kindly 
put  yourself  in  direct  communication  with  him."    A-795.) 

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association  to  W.  T.  Jones,  Oak- 
hurst,  Texas,  2-21-03: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  20th  and  note  that  a  prohibition 
election  had  been  ordered  for  your  district  March  10th. 

"We  have  been  giving  all  our  assistance  possible  wherever  an 
election  had  been  ordered  and  presume  that  we  will  do  the  same  for 
you. 

"Under  all  the  circumstances,  however,  it  is  necessary  for  the 
people  that  are  interested  in  defeating  the  prohibition  movement  to 
organize  and  obtain  assistance  from  the  leading  citizens  and,  tax

"As  the  time  is  so  short  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  for  you 
to  put  the  best  man  available  in  the  field  that  you  can  secure,  not  for 
public  speech  making,  but  a  man  of  influence  who  will  visit  the  voters 
and  win  the  cause  of  freedom."

The  present  crazy  wave  that  has  become  so  very  popular  in  this  State 
cannot  be  checked  by  the  people  who  are  in  the  liquor  business,  but 
the  fight  has  to  be  made  by  prominent  men  of  the  different  counties 
who  oppose  this  fanatical  idea  of  the  prohibitionists. 

"In  every  instance  where  prohibition  won  they  have  used  unfair 
means  by  putting  their  wives  and  daughters  at  the  polls  and  pre- 
vented the  voters  from  exercising  their  rights  and  privileges,  and 
unless  the  officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  the  laws  are  enforced 
will  enforce  the  law  in  the  same  manner  against  the  women  as  they 
do  against  the  men  the  chances  of  winning  out  ought  to  be  favorable, 
but  it  has  been  shown  of  late  that  the  officers  whose  duty  it  is  to 
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see  the  laws  enforced  on  the  day  of  the  election  generally  find  that 
their  duty  calls  them  elsewhere. 

"The  breweries  of  this  State  contemplate  having  a  meeting  in  the 
very  near  future  for  the  purpose  of  adopting  some  plan  by  which 
the  antis  will  have  a  fair  show  at  these  elections,  and  as  soon  as  the 
meeting  is  held  no  doubt  a  representative  will  visit  your  locality  for 
the  purpose  of  organizing  and  adopting  a  line  of  action."  (A886.)

"It  is  not  necessary  to  call  your  attention  to  the  activity  of  the 
month  of  August  on  the  part  of  the  prohibitionists  and  a  correspond- 
ing activity  on  our  part.  In  the  July  report  it  was  said  that  there 
would  be  many  elections  in  August,  and  there  certainly  were. 

"There  are  pending  elections  in  Liberty  County,  in  Shelby,  Clay 
and  Childress  Counties.  *_  *  *  In  Liberty,  Bell  and  Floresville 
(Wilson)  I  am  looking  for  a  victory — in  the  others  the  result  is  to 
say  the  least  doubtful.  The  best  thing  to  be  done  in  all  is  to  get  along 
en  the  smallest  expense  possible.  This  is  not  always  easily  done,  espe- 
cially in  dry  counties,  where  the  election  is  usually  called  by  some  few 
who  think  they  can  'make  wages'  out  of  the  contest."    (S-5736,  H-1543.) 

Excerpt  from  report  of  O.  Paget  for  September,  1909,  addressed 
to  B.  Adoue,  dated  10-4-09: 

"There  never  was  any  hope  for  Shelby  County.  It  was  one  of 
the  first  to  go  dry  and  will  remain  so  just  as  long  as  its  present 
semi-civilized  population  remains.  Darkest  Russia  is  not  more  under 
the  dominion  of  the  Czar  than  is  Shelby  under  the  rule  of  the  Baptist 
and  Methodist  Churches."

Brown  to  withdraw  from  Tyler.  Kindly  return  both  letters  to  us  and 
do  not  let  anyone  know  of  the  lines  we  are  working. 

"With  reference  to  the  saloon  men's  organization  to  fight  local 
option,  this  is  satisfactory  and  a  contribution  from  you  in  the  way  of 
a  regular  weekly  assessment  of  $1  you  may  pay  and  charge  to  us. 

"With  reference  making  bonds  for  liquor  dealers,  we  have  ar- 
ranged with  the  American  Bonding  and  Surety  Company  (R.  L.  Good- 
man, agent),  Dallas,  Texas,  to  make  the  bonds  for  us.  Of  course,  you 
will  make  the  respective  parties  pay  the  expense  thereto  attached, 
vhich  being 

"Five  dollars  for  each  malt  liquor  bond. 

'Twenty-five  dollars  for  each  whiskey  bond."    (A-516.) 

Excerpt  letter  American  Brewing  Association  to  C.  W.  Pool,  Tyler, 
Texas,  August  4,   1902: 

'I  feel  confident  that  all  assistance  required  in  order  to  bring 
about  a  favorable  result  will  not  be  lacking.  I  would  like  to  hear 
from  you  from  time  to  time  as  matters  are  progressing  and  shaping 
themselves.  My  advice  to  the  committee  was  to  the  effect  that  the 
management  of  the  campaign  should  be  left  to  the  local  organization 
a i.«d  that  the  committee  give  you  all  the  financial  aid  that  it  can  possibly 
secure  to  attain  the  object  in  view.

"Enclosed  please  find  letter  just  received  from  Mr.  R.  Beryfield, 
Tyler.  His  suggestions  has  to  have  due  consideration  at  our  hands. 
It  is  necessary  that  Smith  County  should  have  special  care  at  the  hands 
ot  our  committee.  Saloon  men  of  Tyler  are  ready  to  act  and  we 
must  put  our  money  and  energy  to  work  and  prompt  action  is  re- 
quired. Kindly  see  that  the  proper  movement  is  at  once  inaugurated. 
We  cannot  afford  to  be  defeated  at  that  point."  (A-693.) 

Letter  H.  Prince,  Houston,  Texas,  for  company,  to  C.  W.  Pool, 
Tyler,  Texas,  August  8,  1902: 

"We  have  yours  of  the  7th  and  note  what  you  have  to  say  regard- 
ing prohibition  election  ordered  for  your  county.  In  reply  to  your 
suggestions  will  say  that  the  fight  will  not  be  depended  on  what  the 
brewery  representatives  will  be  able  to  do.  The  fight  will  have  to  be 
made  by  the  representative  people  of  your  community.  Financial  aid 
will  be  given  and  all  required  assistance  will  be  rendered  by  the  com- 
mittee who  has  such  matters  in  hand.  We  must  win  the  fight  and  if 
properly  managed  by  your  home  people  you  are  bound  to  win. 

"Have  received  letter  from  Mr.  Bergfield  and  sent  it  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  committee  at  Dallas,  where  it  will  receive  prompt  attention." 
(A-694.) 

1904. 

Excerpt  from  letter  American  Brewing  Association  to  W.  G.  Lock- 
wood,  Saratoga,  Texas,  10-31-04: 

"Regarding  the  Tyler  business,  we  have  this  matter  in  the  hands 
cf  Mr.  Paget,  who  expects  to  visit  Tyler  soon  in  order  to  ascertain 
whether  the  citizens  are  in  the  proper  mood  to  order  an  election. 
Should  they  conclude  to  do  so,  he  most  assuredly  will  avail  himself 
of  your  kind  offer,  and  have  you  go  over  the  field  with  him."  (A-1087.) 

1909. 

Letter  of  O.  Paget,  campaign  manager  for  the  breweries,  Galves- 
ton, to  B.  Adoue,  the  head  of  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  April  1, 
1909,  reporting  on  Smith  County: 

"With  your  permission  on  request  of  Mr.  Autrey,  I  went  to  Tyler 
(Smith  County)  to  investigate  a  rumor  that  a  local  option  election 
was  about  to  be  called  in  that  county. 

"The  last  election  was  held  on  August  29,  1902,  resulting  in  a 
pro  majority  of  1,053. 

"I  found  that  Mr.  Autrey's  information  was  correct — that  a  peti- 
tion was  in  circulation  and  about  to  be  presented  to  the  Commissioners' 
Court  on  the  6th  inst. 

"The  petition  was  circulated  by  one  Abe  Gilbert,  a  tailor,  a  very 
honest,  but  very  ignorant  Israelite,  and  a  most  enthusiastic  anti,  but 
utterly  without  influence  or  common  sense. 


1030  THE  BREWERIES  AND  TEXAS  POLITICS 

"Mr.  Sandelosky  of  the  Magnolia  rendered  valuable  assistance  and 
he  and  Mr.  Bock  of  the  American  Brewery  were  at  the  meeting  of 
business  men,  which  was  held  at  night. 

"Found  one  petition  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Gilbert  containing  750 
names  (on  going  over  these  found  about  fifty  who  were  not  tax 
payers).  These  names  were  obtained  personally  by  Mr.  Gilbert  and 
there  are  41  more  petitions  out,  which  would  bring  in  800  more  names. 
It  is  safe  to  say  1,200  signers  would  be  obtained. 

"There  are  4,500  poll  taxes  paid  in  the  county — 1,200  are  colored. 
There  are  about  500  exempts — 200  of  whom  are  colored.  There  are 
practically  no  colored  persons'  names  on  the  petitions.  I  found  Mr. 
Gilbert  had  no  organization  nor  conception  of  what  such  a  thing 
meant,  simply  an  insane  desire  to  present  a  petition  without  preparation 
or  means  to  forward  it.  I  say  'insane'  idea  and  mean  what  I  say; 
for,  in  view  of  the  political  situation  in  Smith  County,  only  an  insane 
man  or  a  prohibitionist  would  present  a  petition  under  the  circum- 
stances. 

"A  meeting  of  the  leading  anti  business  men  was  called  and  held 
in  the  bank  of  Mr.  John  Durst,  at  which  was  present  Mr.  R.  Bergfield, 
banker  and  richest  man  in  the  county,  and  other  prominent  citizens. 
I  made  them  an  address,  and  went  over  the  political  aspect,  explaining 
that  the  success  or  defeat  of  the  movement  would  largely,  if  not 
solely,  dominate  the  gubernatorial  race  in  the  primaries.  Cone  John- 
son, candidate  for  Governor  on  the  pro  ticket,  lives  there.  If  the 
county  went  dry,  the  election  would  be  used  as  a  lever  to  hoist  him 
into  the  Governor's  chair.  Went  over  the  situation,  showed  necessity 
for  thorough  organization,  etc.,  to  all  of  which  the  meeting,  with  the 
exception  of  Mr.  Gilbert,  agreed. 

"The  final  outcome  was  that  Messrs.  Bergfield,  Durst  and  Greene 
(the  late  editor  of  the  Courier)  were  appointed  a  committee  to  get 
the  views  of  the  merchants  and  business  men  of  Tyler  on  the  subject, 
and  if  they  were  favorable  and  an  organization  could  be  perfected, 
tc  call  the  election  at  a  later  day. 

"It  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  meeting  that  the  time  was 
propitious,  that  the  change  of  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  antis  war- 
ranted a  belief  in  anti  success.  The  names  signed  to  the  Gilbert  peti- 
tion comprised  some  of  the  best  farmers  in  the  county — all  that  is 
needed  is  an  executive  body  to  take  charge  of  the  anti  side  and  raise 
money — if  these  can  be  obtained  the  petition  would  later  be  presented. 

"The  danger  lies  in  Mr.  Gilbert's  eagerness  to  present  the  petition 
and  I  arranged  with  Mr.  Durst  that  he  get  away  from  Mr.  Gilbert  the 
petition  on  the  pretext  of  comparing  it  with  the  poll  tax  list,  and 
hold  it,  so  as  to  prevent  its  being  offered  to  the  Commissioners  till 
such  time  as  an  organization  can  be  perfected. 

"I  believe  it  was  fortunate  that  Mr.  Autrey  got  timely  notification 
because  if  your  association  had  not  interfered  the  election  would  have 
been  called  and  an  overwhelming  defeat  would  have  resulted. 

"This  accentuates  the  necessity  of  having  the  brewery  agents  notify 
their  home  offices  promptly  on  getting  any  knowledge  of  a  local 
option  movement."    (A-2628,  S-5311.) 
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Letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  H.  Prince,  Houston,  April   1,  1909: 

"I  have  just  returned  from  Tyler,  Smith  County,  where  an  elec- 
tion was  threatened  and  send  you  herein  a  report  thereon.  Let  me 
know  what  you  think  of  it,  and  oblige."  (A-2627.) 

Excerpt  O.  Paget,  special  representative  of  Texas  Brewers'  Asso- 
ciation, Galveston,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  April  1,   1909: 

"I  have  just  returned  from  Tyler,  Smith  County,  where  an  election 
was  threatened — succeeded  in  having  it  postponed,  for  the  time,  at 
least,  and  send  you  copy  of  report  thereon.  Let  me  hear  from  you — 
what  you  think  of  it,  etc.,  and  remain."    (S-5313.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  through 
O.  Koehler,  to  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  April  2,  1909: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  1st  inst.,  with 
report,  as  advised,  on  Tyler,  Smith  County,  and  we  thank  you  very 
much  for  kind  submission,  having  noted  carefully  all  that  you  say. 
As  far  as  we  are  concerned,  beg  to  state  we  are  not  doing  any  business 
there,  nor  do  we  expect  to,  but,  of  course,  are  or  would  be  interested 
ill  the  result  for  reasons  which  you  will  appreciate.  We  certainly 
approve  of  your  course,  and  we  do  not  think  the  circumstances  con- 
sidered that  there  is  any  room  for  argument  as  to  what  was  best  to 
be  done."    (S-5318.) 

Telegram  A.  Gilbert,  Tyler,  Texas,  to  Capt.  O.  "Pagitt,"  Galveston, 
April  17,   1909: 

"Come  Monday  sure.     I  will  wait  for  you  at  station."    (S-5333.) 

Extract  letter  "F.  Wonbar,"  an  employe  in  O.  Paget's  office,  Gal- 
veston, to  Otto  Koehler,  San  Antonio,  Texas,  April  20,  1909: 

"Your  valued  favor  of  the  18th  received.  Capt.  Paget  is  in 
Tyler  (Smith  County),  where  he  has  an  appointment  with  a  repre- 
sentative body  of  business  men  to  organize  for  the  pending  election 
in  that  county,  which,  with  a  good  organization  and  headed  by  the  lead- 
ing business  men,  we  have  a  very  good  chance  of  winning,  which  will 
be  a  victory  not  to  be  despised,  as  Smith  is  a  very  important  county." 
(S-5386.) 

O.  Paget  of  Galveston,  on  May  12,  1909,  addressed  a  letter  to  all 
the  breweries,  containing  the  following: 

"Elections  have  been  called  for  the  following  places  and  dates: 
*  *  *  Smith  County  *  *  *  June  5,  1909.  *  *  *  I  may  have 
to  spend  considerable  time  in  Smith  County.  I  am  going  to  Wharton 
County  tonight,  thence  to  Smith.  For  the  good  of  the  association  I 
must  spend  the  18th,  19th  and  20th  in  Galveston."    (S-5425.) 

Letter  O.  Paget  of  Galveston  to  B..  Adoue,  same  city,  May  12,  1909: 

"Herewith  I  respectfully  submit  this,  my  last  report  from  Smith 
County. 
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"As  you  are  aware,  the  lynching  of  the  negro  on  the  last  time  I  was 
there  and  the  arrests  of  the  citizens  following  made  a  largely  attended 
meeting  impossible,  so  I  had  printed  and  issued  invitations  to  a  meet- 
ing to  be  held  Monday  night  (the  10th)  and  requested  that  'Bob'  Staf- 
ford be  invited.  It  was  so  done  and  Mr.  Stafford  came  and  we  went 
over  the  situation  together  and  concluded  that  if  it  were  possible  to 
postpone  it  at  this  time  to  do  so. 

"The  meeting  was  fairly  well  attended — some  of  the  best  citizens 
were  there,  though  many  were  absent,  and  not  a  few  sent  word  that  they 
were  in  favor  of  the  movement  but  for  various  and  sundry  reasons 
could  not  take  an  active  part. 

"Both  Mr.  Stafford  and  myself  made  addresses  to  the  meeting 
urging  organization,  raising  of  money  and  enlisting  men  in  the  cause 
before  calling  the  election — others  spoke  and  the  subject  was  threshed 
out  extensively.  A  vote  was  called  as  to  whether  it  would  be  presented 
at  once  or  wait.  The  vote  was  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  immediate 
action.     In  fact,  there  were  only  five  who  voted  for  delay. 

"The  reason  urged  for  calling  the  election  now  was  that  the 
farmers  were  in  favor  of  it — that  further  postponement  would  alienate 
them  and  that  when  the  revival  season  opened  and  the  preachers  had 
the  crowds,'  there  would  be  no  chance  to  win. 

"Saw  the  County  Judge  and  County  Commissioners  and  they  agreed 
that  when  called  it  would  be  on  a  Staurday,  as  that  day  is  more  favor- 
able to  the  antis.  Mr.  Stafford  and  self  after  another  interview  left, 
as  nothing  more  could  be  done  till  election  was  called,  Mr.  Stafford 
agreeing  to  go  back  if  they  asked  him.  There  was  only  one  of  the  Com- 
missioners present  and  no  knowing  when  they  would  pass  upon  the 
petition. 

"The  election  will  be  held  on  June  5th,  as  that  was  thought  to  be 
the  most  available  time. 

"Now,  as  to  the  situation — Smith  County  is  ripe  for  a  change, 
and  if  it  is  rightly  managed  it  can  be  won — harder  fight  has  been 
made  than  will  be  made  in  Smith.  In  my  monthly  report  I  gave  some 
of  the  reasons.  Cone  Johnson  is  going  to  hold  it  dry  if  he  can  and 
Rankin,  Strong  and  the  entire  galaxy  of  pro  stars  will  get  into  im- 
mediate action.  The  pros  will  spend  money — big  money — while  so  far 
all  the  antis  have  raised  is  $1,000.  It  will  take  $4,000  to  make  a  decent 
fight  and  I  have  informed  these  people  that  not  one  dollar  will  any 
brewery  contribute  except  sanctioned  by  Mr.  Stafford.  Your  associa- 
tion knows  him — he  is  conservative — he  lives  only  twenty-five  miles 
from  Tyler.  He  was  District  Attorney  for  eight  years,  holding  court 
in  Tyler,  and  is  much  respected.  There  is  no  use  going  in  at  all 
except  we  are  prepared  to  spend  some  money — say  $1,500 — they  ought 
1o  raise  from  $2,500  to  $3,000. 

"It  will  require  extra  fine  management.  I  do  not  know  Mr.  Staf- 
ford's ability  as  a  manager,  but  if  I  can  be  spared  for  a  few  days 
I  think  I  ought  to  be  there.  There  is  an  army  of  grafters  in  Tyler 
f«nd  the  other  towns  in  the  county  whose  'touch'  will  neither  be 
delicate  nor  modest.  Capt.  Wiggins,  ex-criminal  District  Clerk,  is 
manager;   Mr.  Gentry  Lawyer,  secretary,  both  to   be  paid    for  their 
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services,  both  are  good  men  and  well  known,  but  entirely  ignorant  of 
organized  management. 

"I  believe  it  would  be  a  good  thing  if  I  could  stay  in  Tyler,  but 
with  elections  in  Goliad,  Nueces  and  Freestone  Counties  and  per- 
sistent calls  from  Lamar,  as  well  as  the  reform  and  routine  work  of 
the  office,  I  found  it  impossible. 

"I  could  go  very  far  into  a  report  from  this  county,  but  it  is 
not  necessary — enough  to  say  that  if  Smith  County  could  be  won  by 
an  expenditure  of  $20,000  it  would  be  cheap,  as  it  would  be  a  setback 
to  prohibition  because  of  its  political  significance — almost  as  great  as 
the  failure  to  carry  the  amendment — also  as  a  simple  business  propo- 
sition, for  a  beer-selling  county  it  would  rank  one  of  the  first  in  the 
State.  But  where  is  the  money?  That  is  the  point.  Under  $4,000  a 
winning  fight  cannot  be  made,  no  matter  where  the  money  comes 
from."    (S-5427.) 

Letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  Otto  Koehler,  president  of  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association,  May  12,  1909: 

"I  send  you  a  report  on  Smith  County.  It  may  not  interest  you. 
If  so,  I  would  like  to  hear  from  you. 

"I  have  not  heard  whether  the  election  will  be  called  in  Alice  or 
not  and  as  soon  as  I  hear  from  Berclair  I  will  get  actively  into  the 
fight  and  if  I  hear  from  Alice  I  will  go  down  and  organize."  (S-5431.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  Otto  Koehler,  above  mentioned,  to  Capt.  O. 
Paget,  Galveston,  May  14,  1909: 

"I  have  both  of  your  favors  of  the  12th  inst.,  with  enclosure  of 
report  of  the  Smith  County  situation,  which  I  have  read  with  much 
interest.  I  believe  that  you  are  right.  We  should  win  that  fight  by 
all  means,  and  I  am  sure  that  it  cannot  be  done  without  a  perfect 
organization,  and  that  means  resultant  feature,  primarily,  funds.  It 
should  be  no  half-hearted  fight.  We  should  go  in  to  win,  if  at  all, 
and  from  your  report  I  believe  that  it  can  be  done.  You  may  be  aware, 
perhaps,  that  it  is  really  not  our  territory,  but  aside  from  that  fact 
we  are  very  much  interested  for  reasons  which  you  will  appreciate. 
This  is  a  matter  that  the  writer  wishes  to  discuss  with  others  in  due 
course."    (S-5441.) 

Letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  H.  Prince,  Esq.,  secretary-treasurer 
of  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  May  15,   1909: 

"The  enclosed  is  the  opening  gun  in  the  Smith  County  campaign. 
Whatever  the  result  it  will  be  a  fight  to  be  remembered. 

"You  will  note  the  new  law  is  their  sheet  anchor."  (A-2667.) 

Letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  Otto  Koehler,  president  of  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association,  May    15,   1909: 

"The  enclosed  is  the  opening  gun  in  one  of  the  most  memorable 
fights  ever  made  in  a  county  in  Texas. 

"I  have  just  organized  them.  Too  early  to  predict  results.  If 
won,  credit  Robertson-Fitzhugh  bill. 
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"I  am  not  neglecting  Alice  or  Berclair.  Wharton  County  will 
need  my  special  care."    (SS-41.) 

Telegram  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  Otto  Koehler,  San  Antonio, 
May  15,  1909: 

"Can  you  have  your  Spanish  speaker  meet  me  in  Galveston  Mon- 
day.    If  so  do.     Rush  answer  here."    (SS-42.) 

Letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  John  Weeden,  an  officer  of  Texas 
Brewing  Company,  Fort  Worth,  May   15,    1909: 

"This  is  the  opening  gun  of  the  Smith  County  campaign.  What- 
ever the  result  the  fight  will  be  a  memorable  one.  They  harp  on 
the  law-regulated  saloon.     It  is  your  only  salvation."  (T-1264.) 

Excerpt  letter  Otto  Wahrmund  of  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion to  O.  Paget,  May  16,  1909: 

"Smith  County,  as  advised  before,  think  we  have  ar  fighting 
chance  there,  and  in  our  opinion  Senator  Stafford  is  the  man  to  take 
hold.  He  knows  everybody  in  the  county,  is  familiar  with  local  option 
conditions;  in  fact,  is  better  posted  as  to  the  situation  there  than  any 
one  we  know  of,  and  if  anything  is  to  be  done  it  should  be  done  through 
him."     (S-5452.) 

Letter  R.  L.  Autrey,  an  officer  of  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Com- 
pany, to  H.  Prince,  an  officer  of  American  Brewing  Association,  both 
of  Houston,  May  18,  1909: 

"Capt.  Paget  put  me  down  for  $500  on  the  subscription  list  at 
Tyler  and  authorized  the  chairman  of  the  executive  committee,  Mr. 
E.  B.  Wiggins,  to  draw  on  me.  Will  you  send  me  your  check  for 
$250?"    (A-2669.) 

Letter  O.  Paget  written  at  Tyler,  Texas,  on  letter-head  of  "Smith 
County  Anti-Prohibition  Committee,"  dated  May  24,  1909: 

"I  send  you  enclosed  a  copy  of  a  synopsis  of  the  new  law.  I  do 
not  lay  any  special  claim  for  its  excellence,  except  this,  that  the  most 
illiterate  can  understand  it  and  that  it  contains  a  general  idea  of  each 
section. 

"I  append  the  endorsement  of  Judge  Ballew,  whom  I  regard  as 
one  of  the  best  lawyers  in  the  State  in  this  branch  of  jurisprudence." 
(S-5471.) 

The  following  is  part  of  a  letter  written  by  Sam  M.  Bock,  travel- 
ing salesman  for  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  Texas,  ad- 
dressed to  said  association,  and  dated  May  27,  1909,  the  same  being 
written  at  Corsicana  after  Bock  had  been  to  Tyler,  in  Smtih  County: 

"In  my  opinion  the  anti-pros  have  a  good  chance  to  win  out  in 
Tyler.     They  are  well  organized  and  working  hard. 
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"Mr.  Wiggins  (the  chairman)  said  Mr.  Autrey  was  here  solely 
to  look  into  the  financial  end  of  campaign  and  gave  Mr.  Bergfield  a 
draft  for  $1,000  to  be  used  in  this  election. 

"The  remarks  were  all  made  to  me  unsolicited,  as  I  did  not 
make  any  inquiry  as  to  Mr.  Autrey's  business  in  Tyler. 

"Mr.  Bergfield  was  the  only  man  that  saw  receipt  from  Houston 
Ice  and  Brewing  Company  to  us  for  $250,  as  he  asked  me  if  we  con- 
tributed, and  after  showing  him  that  we  did,  he  said  he  believed  there 
was  some  mention  made  in  regard  to  us  paying  half  of  Wiggins' 
draft."     (A-2685.) 

O.  Paget  in  his  report  addressed  to  B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  for 
May,  1909,  dated  6-3-09,  said: 

"The    antis    called    elections    in    the    Counties    of    Smith,    Coryell 

and   Comanche — the   pros    in    Freestone   and   Wharton    ,as   well   as   in 

the  folowing  precincts:  Alice,  Nueces  County;  Berclair,  Goliad  County; 

Cotulla,   La  Salle  County;   Dalhart,   Dallam  County,  making   it  in   all 

eleven   elections  to   be  held   between   the  5th   of  June    and   the    12th. 
*     *     * 

"The  battle  is  on  in  Smith — the  other  places  had  to  be  more  or 
less  left  to  their  own  devices,  as  all  the  speakers  on  our  side  were 
at  one  time  or  another  in  Smith  and  all  of  them  for  the  greater  part 
of  the  time.  What  effect  it  will  have  on  the  elections  on  the  5th 
it  is  not  easy  to  determine,  as  the  calls  for  speakers,  which  could  not 
be  supplied,  were  incessant  and  clamorous.  What  effect  it  will  have 
cannot  now  be  said  with  any  degree  of  certainty,  but  one  thing  is  a 
fact,  when  the  pros  do  all  the  talking  and  we  sit  silent  we  are  whipped 
— if  we  could  put  one-fourth  as  many  speakers  in  the  field  in  any 
county  as  do  the  pros,  we  would  soon  silence  them,  as  on  our  side  are 
the  facts,  the  good  sense — on  theirs,  prejudice,  sympathy  and   abuse. 

"Smith  County — the  battle  ground.  At  this  moment  both  sides 
sire  confident  of  victory.  I  made  three  visits  to  Tyler,  perfected  as  good 
an  organization  as  was  ever  perfected  in  a  county,  laid  plans  which 
?.f  followed  out  would  come  as  near  to  success  as  human  ingenuity 
could  devise,  but  found  the  local  people  as  slow  as  ignorant  and  was 
compelled  to  put  one  of  our  people  in  practical  charge— and  who  has 
done  as  well  as  it  is  possible  to  do. 

"All  of  our  association  seems  to  not  understand  the  gravity  of  the 
ejection  in  Smith  County.  It  means  the  political  life  or  death  of  Cone 
Johnson,  the  champion  and  recognized  head  of  the  prohibition  forces 
and  their  logical  candidate  for  Governor  and  who  has  assumed  the 
leadership  of  the  pro  forces  in  this  county — even  his  wife  is  in  the 
arena  in  his  behalf,  but  withal  at  this  writing  it  is  no  man's  race.  I 
confidently  believe  that  if  we  had  not  had  other  elections  on  hand 
and  could  have  devoted  our  whole  work  to  Smith  County  the  result 
would  not  be  doubtful.  The  pros  have  publicly  announced  that  if  they 
lose  in  the  county  they  will  at  once  call  an  election  for  the  Tyler 
precinct — the  only  wet  precinct  in  the  county.  'Rule  or  ruin'  is  their 
notto."  (  T-1270,  S-5502.) 
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O.  Paget's  report  to  B.  Adoue  for  the  month  of  June,  1909,  dated 
7-2-09  contained  the  following: 

"Smith  County — Called  by  the  antis  at  the  inspection,  seemed 
as  though  it  could  have  been  brought  inot  the  wet  column,  but,  as 
my  reports  (three)  show,  it  was  a  life  and  death  fight  for  Cone  John- 
son— an  anti  victory  in  that  county  meant  political  retirement,  and 
for  this  reason  he  is  said  to  have  made  a  trade  with  his  anti  home 
friends  that  if  they  would  stand  by  him  this  time  two  years  hence  he 
would  help  to  make  the  county  wet.  There  was  intimidation  of  the 
negroes  the  hanging  of  the  colored  man  in  Tyler  all  combined  to  render 
an  anti  victory  impossible,  but  cut  down  the  former  pro  majority 
largely.  Your  office  exerted  every  possible  means  to  prevent  the 
election  being  called  and  it  was  finally  called  in  defiance  of  an  agree- 
ment to  hold  it  over.  The  antis  made  a  good  fight.  If  such  a  fight 
had  been  made  in  Lamar  it  might  have  been  made  wet.  If  we  could 
have  had  some  of  the  men  in  Berclair  who  were  in  Smith  we  might 
have  held  that  precinct  wet."    (S-5499.) 

STARR  COUNTY. 

1907. 

On   10-11-07  B.  Adoue  writes  Otto  Wahrmund,  San   Antonio: 

"Please  inform  me  what  steps,  if  any  you  have  taken  relative  to 
defense  of  Falfurrias  and  Van  Home?  By  prompt  action  the  calling 
of  an  election  can  be  prevented  I  think.  Mr.  Moore  has  not  made  a 
good  beginning  but  he  may  have  very  good  reason  for  his  apparent 
indifference.  I  expect  to  have  tomorrow  here  a  conference  with  Moore, 
Luedde  and  Autrey,  from  which  good  should  result."  (S-3644.) 

1909. 

On  11-13-09  Lazano  Bros.  Falfurrias,  Texas  writes  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  as  follows: 

"Today  we  need  your  help  in  this  matter  that  is  that  gone  have  a 
election  against  the  saloons  and  we  been  look  all  this  people  here,  and 
find  out  that  they  are  not  many  that  have  the  poll  tax  and  we  haven't 
anything  else  to  do  but  put  some  lawyers,  and  if  you  can  sent  one 
at  your  expense  we  sure  appreciated,  because  if  we  don't  do  that  way 
we  are  sure  to  lose  the  election.  The  election  is  going  to  be  the  27th 
of  this  month,  and  beg  to  have  your  help  in  this  matter.

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  13th  inst.,  beg  to  state  that  we  have 
matter  in  hand  right  now  and  will  do  all  posible  to  win  out  in  the 
election  to  be  held  there  on  the  27th  inst.,  and  with  that  object  in  view 
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will  have  representative  there   is   next   few   days  to   confer  with  you 
and  others  interested  relative  organization,  etc.,  etc. 

'Trusting  that  this  is  satisfactory,  and  hoping  to  win  out,  we  are, 

etc."    (S-5837.) 

On  November  24,  1909,  Pedro  Flores  of  Falfurrias  submits  his 
expense  account  to  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company  for  expenses 
incurred  in  local  option  election  in  Starr  County,  as  follows:

On  November  29,  1909,  Lazano  Bros.,  by  Y.  Lazano,  Falfurrias, 
writes  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association: 

"We  have  write  you  about  your  help  in  the  election  and  you 
says  that  the  election  was  help  up,  and  we  will  tell  you  now  that  the 
election  they  have  it  here  but  they  couldn't  do  anything  here  and  now 
they  are  gone  and  have  it  in  Rio  Grande,  Texas,  and  we  want  a  know 
if  you  can  help  us  in  the  expenses;  the  Houston  Brewing  they  are 
helping  Mr.  Florez,  and  the  house  of  the  Budweiser  been  help  Mr. 
White  and  why  don't  you  help  us  with  a  part  of  the  expenses?  If 
you  can't  do  it,  we  will  try  to  pay  you  what  we  owe  and  trade  with 
some  other  house,  because  this  is  the  first  time  that  we  are  in  case 
and  couldn't  get  your  help,  and  we  think  we  can  do  business  with 
some  other  house  that  they  can  help  us  whenever  we  need  the  help. 

"Awaiting  your  reply,  we  are,  etc."    (S-5872.) 

On  December  1,  1909,  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  reply 
to  Lazano  Bros,  at  Falfurrias  as  follows: 

"We  have  your  favor  of  the  29th  ult.  and  note  carefully  contents. 
We  cannot  understand  you,  however,  for  we  have  been  at  work, 
through  friends,  to  stave  off  an  election  at  that  place,  and  our  advice  is 
that  this  has  been  done,  and  that  no  election  will  be  held.  You  state 
they  have  had  an  election  there,  which  is  certainly  news  to  us.  You 
speak  about  our  helping  you  with  certain  expenses  that  you  have  had. 
Kindly  go  into  details  and  advise  us  what  they  are.     What  money  have 
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you  paid  out,  to  whom,  and  for  what  purpose?  We  also  note  your 
reference  to  what  other  houses  are  doing  for  their  natrons  and  in 
this  connection  beg  to  state  that  we  are  doing  as  much  if  not  more 
than  any  one  else  in  this  respect.  In  fact,  there  is  not  a  day  passes 
that  we  are  not  fighting  the  battle  of  the  saloon  men,  and  this  means, 
of  course,  very  heavy  expense;  in  fact,  we  feel  that  we  can  reasonably 
state  that  had  it  not  been  for  our  efforts  you  would  have  had  an  elec- 
tion there,  and  in  that  event,  we  question  what  kindly  give  us  the 
information  asked  for,  the  matter  will  have  due  and  prompt  considera- 
tion, for  this  is  really  the  first  intimation  we  have  that  you  have  been 
put  to  any  expense,  especially  as  regards  the  proposed  election." 
iS-5880.) 

To  which  Lazano  Bros.,  Falfurrias,  replied  on  December  3,  1909,  as 
foHows: 

Tour  letter  was  received,  and  beg  to  say  that  we  told  you  that 
you  didn't  help  us  and  for  that  reason  we  told  you  all  that  we  say  in 
your  letter,  and  when  you  promised  us  that  you  will  sent  your  repre- 
sentative we  wrote  you  and  told  you  that  the  election  was  canseled, 
but  those  fellows  didn't  attend  to  the  law  and  they  have  it,  but  they 
didn't  do  anything  but  that  day  they  closed  the  saloon  and  arrest  the 
old  man  and  is  on  a  bond  of  $1,000,  and  tomorrow  all  the  saloon 
keepers  have  to  go  to  Rio  Grande,  Texas,  and  we  don't  understand 
how  is  all  this  matter;  they  are  gone  and  fight  the  election  over  there, 
and  the  old  man,  White  and  Florez  are  getting  Mr.  Taylor,  the  lawyer 
from  Corpus  Christi,  Texas,  and  for  that  reason  we  like  to  have  your 
helping,  and  after  the  old  man  come  we  will  enclose  a  list  of  his 
expenses  and  you  can  help  with  anything  you  want,  and  we  sure  ap- 
preciated. 

"When  all  these  people  from  here  arrest  the  old  man  and  Mr. 
White  and  Florez  he  make  expenses  twice  because  first  he  call  Mr. 
Taylor  and  they  send  for  Mr.  Pope  and  for  both  made  a  small  expenses, 
but  anyhow,  we  will  send  you  a  list  when  he  get  back  and  you  can  pay 
any  part  you  want. 

"Kindly  we  beg  to  enclose  herewith  two  (2)  freight  bills,  etc." 
(S-5883.) 

To  which  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  replied  on  December 
5,  1909: 

"Noting  your  further  remarks,  beg  to  state  that  we  expect  to 
have  representative  call  on  you  in  the  near  future  and  will  have  him 
discuss  matter  with  you,  as  it  cannot  very  well  be  handled  by  means 
of  correspondence."    (S-5891.) 

1910. 

On  July  6,  1910,  Pedro  Flores,  Falfurrias,  writes  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association   as  follows: 

"Without  any  of  your  favors  to  refer  to,  I  am  writing  this  to 
advise   you   that,  having  made   so   many   heavy   expenses   to    keep   up 
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the  saloons  in  Falfurrias,  I  ask  you  to  get  information  in  regard  to 
same,  and  that  Mr.  R.  L.  Autrey,  treasurer  of  the  Houston  Ice  and 
Brewing  Company,  can  also  give  the  information,  as  he  is  the  one 
who  has  aided  me  most  in  this  business,  so  Mr.  Autrey  can  explain 
vho  I  am  and  what  I  can  do. 

"Awaiting  your  answer,  etc."    (S-6263.) 

On  July  11,  1910,  R.  L.  Autrey  of  the  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing 
Company,  Houston,  writes  to  Otto  Wahrmund  of  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association,  San  Antonio,  as  follows: 

"Your  letter  of  July  9th  received.  I  return  herewith  the  cor- 
respondence from  Pedro  Flores  of  Falfurrias,  which  accompanied  it.  I 
am  fully  aware  of  everything  Mr.  Flores  has  done  in  connection  with 
the  local  option  fight  in  Starr  County,  and  I  know  that  he  has  spent 
about  $475.  I  have  agreed  to  allow  him  $175  and  have  sent  him  a 
check  for  the  amount.  I  received  your  letter  saying  you  had  incurred 
some  expenses  in  connection  with  Starr  County,  which,  however,  in 
amount  is  only  about  one-third  of  what  we  have  spent.  I  believe  that 
as  a  matter  of  fairness  that  you  ought  to  send  Mr.  Flores  your  check 
for  $150  or  $175."    (S-6273,  H-1558.) 

SUTTON  COUNTY. 

1909. 

On  August  14,  1909,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  writes  Theo 
Savell,  at  Sonora,  Texas: 

"We  have  your  favor  of  the  11th  inst.  and  note  request.  We  have 
asked  Capt.  Paget  of  Galveston,  Texas,  connected  with  the  Texas 
Brewers'  Association,  to  call  on  you  just  as  soon  as  possible.  He  will 
advise  you  fully  relative  organization,  etc. 

"Just  as  soon  as  we  hear  from  the  captain  we  will  then  advise 
you  definitely  when  to  look  for  him. 

"Wishing  you  success,  and  hoping  that  we  will  win  out,  we  beg 
to  remain,  etc."    (S-5685.) 

On  September  1,  1909,  O.  Paget,  in  his  monthly  report  to  B.  Adoue, 
for  the  month  of  August  of  that  year,  says: 

"It  is  a  pleasure  to  chronicle  that  our  side  of  the  fight  was  very 
encouraging  as  the  following  shows:  We  won  *  *  *  Sonora — 
practically  the  county — Sutton  County."    (S-5736.) 

TARRANT  COUNTY. 
1902. 

In  1902  they  had  an  election  at  Arlington,  in  Tarrant  County.  S.  T. 
Morgan  writes  Otto  Wahrmund  on  7-24-02: 

"Enclosed  find  draft  for  $75,  amount  of  donation  to  the  Arlington 
election.  Arlington  is  in  Tarrant  County  between  this  city  and  Fort 
Worth,  and  Fort  Worth  people  are  very  anxious  to  win  out,  as  it  is 
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getting  too  close  to  home  to  be  comfortable.  They  wanted  more  money 
out  Mr.  Eppstein  and  myself  held  them  down  to  the  amount  that 
was  agreed  should  be  given  in  such  cases.  If  satisfactory  to  you 
please  sign  and  return  draft."    (S-478.) 

1906. 

April  14,  1906,  G.  H.  Luedde,  Waco,  writes  Zane  Cetti,  Fort  Worth: 

"Another  matter  was  brought  up  at  the  meeting  about  which  I 
wrote  you  in  my  other  letter,  about  the  probability  of  an  election  being 
called  in  Dallas  and  Fort  Worth  at  the  same  time.  It  seems  to  be 
the  scheme  of  the  prohibitionists  to  call  elections  for  the  two  places 
simultaneously,  believing  that  they  could  do  better  in  that  way  than 
to  call  an  election  for  the  two  places  at  separate  times.  They  realize 
that  as  long  as  Dallas  County  is  wet  that  Fort  Worth  and  Tarrant 
County  will  also  remain  wet,  because  there  is  such  a  rivalry  between 
the  two  cities  that  one  would  not  vote  dry  while  the  other  is  wet. 
Visa  versa  is  also  the  case.  Now  then,  if  you  find  upon  close  investi- 
gation that  there  is  a  likelihood  of  their  calling  these  elections  like 
they  say  they  intend  to  do,  the  people  present  yesterday  at  the  meet- 
ing thought  it  would  be  a  good  idea  for  you  to  have  this  matter  care- 
fully investigated  by  expert  people,  and  if  possible  get  into  their  ranks 
and  find  out  what  their  intentions  are,  and  if  find  that  they  really 
intend  to  call  these  elections  and  call  them  at  the  same  time,  it  would 
be  best  for  either  Dallas  or  Fort  Worth,  you  can  agree  between  you 
as  to  which  one  (choosing  the  one  best  prepared  with  poll  taxes)  to 
call  an  election  immediately,  and  settle  the  question;  and  it  would 
save  the  expense  in  the  other  county.  This  is  a  matter,  of  course,  that 
would  have  to  be  worked  harmoniously  as  between  Dallas  and  Fort 
Worth. 

"I  am  writing  you  this  for  what  it  is  worth.  I  know,  of  course, 
that  you  are  well  able  to  take  care  of  your  own  camp,  at  the  same 
time  we  thought  it  best  to  let  you  know  the  feeling  of  the  parties 
represented  here."    (T-564.) 

On  April  19,  1906,  O.  Paget  writes  Zane  Cetti,  Fort  Worth,  as 
follows: 

"Your  valued  favor  of  the  17th  to  hand.  I  regret  that  you  lost 
my  last  communication — if  it  should  fall  into  certain  hands  it  might 
be  used  not  in  a  way  to  assist  us  and  put  our  enemies  on  their  guard. 

"There  is  no  movement  taking  place  in  Tarrant  or  Dallas  Counties 
which  I  am  not  familiar  with — when  it  is  in  re  the  prohibition  question. 
I  know  that  our  friend  Morrow,  who  spoke  on  the  streets  during  the 
cattle  convention,  was  paid  $10  per  day  and  expenses  for  his  work, 
rnd  you  will  notice  that  he  never  'passes  the  hat'  after  his  exertions. 
He  is  now  working  in  Dallas  under  the  same  conditions.  I  know 
further  that  the  executive  committee  met  at  the  Granfill  Building  on 
the  second  day  of  this  month  and  determined  that  elections  would  take 
place  in  the  two  counties — not  that  they  expect  to  win,  but  merely 
to   get  more  money   from   outside  sources  and  show  the  Anti-Saloon 
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League  that  there  is  'something  doing'  in  Texas.  I  know  further  of 
the  lamentable  failure  of  the  REACTIONARIES  to  get  up  a  meeting 
in  your  city  in  January,  but  I  also  know  that  overconfidence  on  the 
part  of  the  antis  will  be  the  means  of  their  defeat.  For  this  reason 
I  wrote  you.  I  say  further  that  you  know  that  under  no  circumstances 
would  this  association  interfere  in  any  manner,  shape  or  form  in 
Tarrant  County  except  requested  by  you,  but  I  deemed  it  my  duty 
to  let  you  know  what  was  going  on  and  you  could  act  accordingly. 
I  said  nothing  to  Mr.  Morgan  except  in  a  general  way,  as  he  is,  or 
claims  to  be,  thoroughly  posted,  but  I  do  know  that  the  Dallas  Com- 
mercial Club  is  giving  very  close  attention  to  the  situation. 

"I  will  do  myself  the  honor  of  calling  upon  you  in  a  few  days 
and  if  you  care  to  further  discuss  the  matter  we  will.  I  do  not  believe 
any  radical  movement  could  take  place  without  our  knowledge.  I  will 
t;)ke  care  that  you  are  advised  of  every  phase  of  the  case.  You  know, 
of  course,  that  the  picture  place  closed  promptly."    (T-570.) 

S.  T.  Morgan  of  the  Dallas  Brewery  writes  B.  Adoue,  Galveston, 
en  9-10-06: 

"I  have  your  favor  enclosing  newspaper  clippings  relative  to  the 
proposed  local  option  in  Tarrant  County  and  Dallas  County.  I  don't 
think  the  pros  will  have  any  trouble  to  secure  the  necessary  signatures 
numbering  250,  as  Tarrant  County  has  about  10,000  votes,  and  we 
have  about  15,000  votes.  Out  of  this  number  of  votes  it  is  an  easy 
matter  to  get  250  people  to  do  most  anything  one  might  petition  for, 
and  I  don't  believe  our  Commissioners'  Court  will  lend  themselves  to 
the  scheme  proposed.  That  is,  to  agree  with  the  Commissioners'  Court 
of  Tarrant  County  and  the  pros  to  set  the  date  of  the  elections  in  both 
counties  on  the  same  date.  We  are  satisfied  that  we  can  win  in  this 
county,  but  would  be  glad  to  see  an  election  called,  as  during  the  time" 
that  same  was  pending,  all  lines  of  business  would  be  greatly  disturbed. 
I  believe  the  conservative  pros  will  use  their  best  efforts  to  keep  down 
the  election,  but  in  view  of  the  small  number  of  signatures  necessary 
they  may  not  be  able  to  do  so. 

"I  will  keep  you  advised  as  to  how  this  matter  progresses."  (D-348.) 

On  9-17-06  E.  S.  Clauss,  St.  Louis,  writes  Zane  Cetti,  care  Texas 
Brewing  Company,  Fort  Worth:  . 

"The  agitation  for  a  local  election  is  also  in  Dallas  and  Tarrant, 
and  I  hope  our  friends  there  will  be  equally  successful  in  preventing 
the  election  being  called.  We  would  probably  gain  a  victory  there  also, 
but  this  agitation  in  the  leading  cities  of  your  State  has  a  bad  effect 
on  other  counties,  influencing  them  to  also  call  such  elections. 

"I  have  been  informed  that  this  agitation  in  Dallas  and  Fort  Worth 
is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  saloon  men,  or  at  least  a  number 
of  them,  utterly  disregarded  the  law  in  conducting  their  business,  that 
some  of  the  saloons  are,  so  to  speak,  an  eye-sore.  You  know  Mr.  Busch's 
views  on  that  subject;  he  is  heartily  in  favor  of  eliminating  the  objec- 
tionable saloons,  deeming  this  the  only  course  to  prevent  the  prohibi- 
tionists from  making  further  headway."     (T-687.) 
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Letter  of  date  September  23,  1906,  from  B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  Texas, 
to  Zane  Cetti  of  the  Texas  Brewing  Company,  Fort   Worth: 

"Your  letter  21st  inst.  received.  About  the  anti-prohibition  fight 
in  Tarrant  County,  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  Mr.  Paget  and  the 
Brewers'  Association  must  be  kept  out  of  it  entirely. 

"The  fight  must  be  made  by  Fort  Worth  infuential,  intelligent 
citizens  if  we  expect  to  win;  any  interference  from  our  part  directly 
will  be  disastrous.  Mr.  Paget  is  a  good  organizer,  but  cannot  work  in 
the  dark;  he  must  be  a  leader  or  nothing,  and  if  the  result  of  the 
election  depends  on  the  management  of  the  Brewers'  Association,  we 
are  facing  another  Ellis  County.    I  hope  such  is  not  the  case. 

"On  that  subject  I  send  you  herewith  a  letter  of  Mr.  Morgan  with 
three  clippings  attached.  You  will  notice  his  strong  opposition  to 
Paget's  interference,  and  I  fully  coincide  with  his  views.  Please  return 
letter  after  reading. 

"You  are  on  the  spot  and  the  best  judge  of  local  conditions.  Your 
views  must  prevail,  but  we  must  not  make  a  mistake  which  might 
invite  defeat.  I  am  strongly  against  interference,  and  guided  by 
past  experience,  I  feel  convinced  of  the  correctness  of  Mr.  Morgan's 
position."    (T-691.) 

1907. 

On  3-28-07  O.   Paget,  Galveston,  writes  Zane  Cetti,   Fort    Worth: 

"I  suppose  I  need  hardly  tell  you  that  any  literature  or  anything 
else  which  this  office  has  is  at  your  command. 

"This  is  one  time  that  we  can  be  thankful  for  the  poll  tax  amend- 
ment, because  I  believe  if  the  election  should  come  off  at  this  time 
either  in  Fort  Worth  or  Dallas  and  every  man  of  voting  age  could 
cast  a  vote,  either  county  would  go  dry. 

"I  cannot  understand  the  wave  of  hysterics  which  has  blown  over 
tiie  State  because  of  the  death  of  Mr.  McLean — the  occasion  does  not 
justify  it,  but  it  is  here  and  we  cannot  ignore  it. 

"Looking  at  the  resolution  of  Col.  Wynne,  I  believe  that  if  you 
took  the  'bull  by  the  horns'  now  and  tried  the  same  tactics  in  Fort 
Worth  that  Mr.  Adoue  did  in  Galveston  you  would  make  friends  for 
yourself  and  stop  the  present  agitation.  Of  course,  you  understand, 
Mr.  Cetti,  it  is  a  mere  suggestion  in  all  kindness.  I  enclose  herewith 
copy  of  letter  recently  handed  me  by  Mr.  Adoue  to  copy  for  the  Ohio 
contingent  of  brewers,  etc."    (T-781.) 

•      On  April  2,  1907,  in  his  report  for  March,  O.  Paget  writes  B.  Adoue: 

"Upon  its  (the  Legislature's)  adjournment  elections  may  be  looked 
for  in  Dallas,  Tarrant,  McLennan  and  Travis  Counties.  In  either  and 
all  anti  victories  may  be  looked  for.  Tarrant  and  McLennan  are  better 
prepared  in  the  matter  of  poll  taxes  than  usual  *  *  *  I  would  not 
x  surprised  to  know  that  in  any  and  all  'the  elections  have  been  post- 
poned.'"   (G-97.) 

April  11,  1907,  Walter  Gresham,  Galveston,  writes  Zane  Cetti,  Fort 
Worth: 
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"I  see  that  you  are  at  last  in  the  midst  of  a  local  option  fight 
in  your  county.  While  I  know  you  have  matters  in  pretty  good  shape 
and  will  have  able  assistance  in  managing  the  campaign,  yet  if  I  can 
in  any  way  be  of  any  assistance  to  you,  or  the  cause,  command  me. 

"Wishing  you  success,  and  with  every  confidence  that  you  will 
uhip  this  fight,  I   am,  etc."    (T-786.) 

O.  Paget  offers  his  services  in  a  letter  to  Zane  Cetti,  Fort  Worth, 
dated  April  11,  1907,  written  from  Galveston: 

"Following  up  my  letter  of  the  9th  I  beg  to  say  that  if  my 
services  can  be  made  available  to  you  in  your  present  campaign  I 
am  ready  to  act  under  your  instructions,  and  remain,  etc."    (T-788.) 

B.  Adoue  writes  Otto  Wahrmund,  April   12,  1907: 

"Strenuous  times  will  prevail  during  next  15  days  at  Waco  and 
Fort  Worth;  two  Waco  papers  received  this  morning  contain  several 
anti-pro   articles."    (S-3183.) 

April  27,  1907,  O.  Paget  wires  Zane  Cetti,  Fort  Worth: 

"Will  you  please  oblige  me  by  wiring  result  of  election  the  moment 
it  is  ascertained."  (T-792.) 

On  April  29,  1907,  B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  writes  H.  Prince: 

"The  Texas  Brewers'  Association's  non-interference  in  the  Waco- 
Fort  Worth  elections  has  brought  good  results,  an  anti  success  at  both 
places.  The  citizens  made  the  fight  and  won.  Had  we  entered  the 
field  at  the  start,  as  desired  by  Mr.  Luedde,  the  result  might  have  been 
disastrous."

"With  the  very  kindest  regards  and  assuring  you  that  if  you 
cnly  have  the  courage  to  'stand  up  to  the  rack'  you  will  make  it  dis- 
tinctly lively  for  our  friends  (?)   in  Tarrant  County."

"Your  various  letters  concerning  the  situation  at  Austin,  Tex.,  have 
been  read  with  much  interest,  and  we  quite  concur  with  you  that  no 
time  should  be  lost  to  effect  an  organization  to  check  the  movements 
of  the  prohibitionists,  and  that  fund  is  required  to  defray  the  expense 
which  a  local  option  campaign  involves. 

"We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  fund  should  be  provided  by 
the  State  organization,  but  you  know  Mr.  Adoue  has  always  declined 
to  contribute  to  local  option  campaigns,  taking  the  position  that  there 
is  not  sufficient  money  in  the  treasury  and  that  it  would  be  proper  for 
the  breweries  directly  interested  in  the  matter  to  provide  the  fighting 
fund. 

"We  are  perfectly  willing  to  submit  to  an  assessment  on  our  sales 
in  Austin  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Langermann,  provided  all  the  other 
breweries  doing  business  in  Austin  will  do  likewise,  and  the  basis  of 
assessment  mentioned  in  Mr.  Langermann's  letter  will  be  satisfactory 
to  us."

Letter  A.  B.  Langermann,  dealer  for  Wm.  J.  Lemp  Brewing  Com- 
pany, Galveston,   to   Otto   Koehler,   San  Antonio,    11-24-05: 

"I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  efforts  now  made  by  the 
orohibitionists  in  Austin  preparing  for  a  call  for  a  local  option  election 
after  February  1st  next.  From  the  information  I  have  it  seems  that  it- 
was  their  intention  already  to  call  for  an  election  before  this,  but  it 
seems  that  they  did  not  consider  themselves  strong  enough  to  win, 
and  that  they  now  have  concluded  to  get  all  their  party  together  to 
take  out  poll  tax  receipts,  then  they  will  enter  the  lists  against  us.  They 
have  employed  the  services  of  an  Englishman,  the  Rev.  Tennyson  Smith, 
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as  leader,  who  will  open  the  campaign  next  Sunday  in  several  churches 
until  February  1st. 

"While  in  Austin  some  two  weeks  since  I  met  several  business 
men,  not  engaged  in  the  liquor  traffic,  who  were  very  anxious  to  form 
an  organization.  We  had  a  quiet  meeting  and  it  was  agreed  that  the 
liquor  interests  should  remain  behind  the  scene,  and  that  a  man  should 
be  employed  to  manage  the  campaign  for  us  in  engaging  canvassers  for 
each  precinct  and  ward,  to  get  the  antis  to  take  out  their  poll  tax 
receipts  in  time,  to  prepare  list  of  all  voters  in  the  county,  find  out  who 
are  with  us,  etc.,  etc.  At  this  meeting  the  name  of  Judge  Wm.  von 
Rosenberg  was  suggested  as  a  suitable  party  for  a  manager  of  the  cam- 
paign, who  should  be  paid  a  liberal  compensation  for  his  entire  time 
until  February  1st,  and  who  should  employ  some  20  or  30  assistants 
to  work  the  different  precincts,  etc.,  etc. 

"The  meeting  was  arranged  by  Mr.  H.  Montgomery,  my  present 
manager  in  Austin,  and  the  followign  gentlemen  were  present:  Mr. 
Wroe  of  the  American  National  Bank;  Mr.  Morley,  the  wholesale  drug- 
gist; Mr.  Harrell  of  Smith  &  Harrel;  Messrs.  Seeling  and  Jacoby  of 
the  Driskill  Hotel;  Mr.  Woodward,  a  saloon  keeper  on  the  Avenue; 
Mr.  Montgomery  and  myself.  Mr.  Woodward  and  Mr.  Lon  Martin 
propose  to  canvass  the  saloon  keepers  and  raise  as  much  money  as 
possible  for  the  cause,  but  none  of  the  subscribers  should  know  how 
it  was  to  be  spent,  only  that  Major  Littlefield  would  handle  money  in 
the  interest  of  the  cause.  I  had  to  leave  after  this  meeting  and  Messrs. 
Morley  and  Seeling  were  instructed  to  arrange  with  Judge  Rosenberg 
for  his  fee.  A  few  days  later  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Seeling 
that  Rosenberg  asked  for  his  services  $1,000,  which  I  find  rather  steep, 
but  I  must  say  that  as  far  as  I  know  no  more  suitable  man  can  be  found 
for  the  work.  He  has  been  a  candidate  for  office  several  times,  has 
made  several  canvasses,  and  is  well  known  and  popular  in  the  county 
and  city.  My  man  Montgomery  is  also  very  popular  and  experienced 
in  these  matters,  but  as  he  is  new  in  the  beer  business,  his  open  services 
are  not  available.  Immediately  upon  my  return  here,  on  the  12th  inst., 
I  called  on  Mr.  Adoue  and  asked  him  for  pecuniary  assistance  out  of 
the  fund  in  his  hands,  to  which  all  parties  in  the  beer  business  in 
Austin  contribute.  He  at  first  promised  to  act,  but  a  few  days  later 
he  told  me  that  he  could  not  do  so;  first,  because  the  money  in  his 
hands  was  not  destined  to  encourage  the  taking  out  of  poll  tax  re- 
ceipts, which  was  against  the  law,  and  second,  because  he  had  no  money 
to  spare.  I  then  suggested  that  he  communicate  with  your  good  self 
and  Mr.  Bruhn,  which  he  also  declined  to  do,  stating  that  this  could 
not  be  done  by  him  as  president  of  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association. 
He  stated,  however,  that  he  would  have  no  objection  if  Mr.  Bruhn  acted 
en  his  own  accord. 

"I  communicated  all  this  to  St.  Louis,  and  our  people  agree  with 
me  that  the  parties  directly  interested,  that  is  yourselves,  the  Lone  Star, 
Schlitz  and  myself  should  chip  together  to  raise  a  fund  to  assist  the 
Austin  antis  to  defeat  the  election  by  having  as  many  of  our  friends 
as  possible  take  out  their  poll  tax  receipts  in  time.  I  estimate  the 
annual  sales  of  draught  beer  in  Austin  and  vicinity  to  be  at  least  12,000 
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barrels  per  annum.  My  idea  is  that  we  assess  ourselves  at  so  much  per 
barrel  on  our  respective  sales  for  the  year  ending  October  31st,  1905, 
and  if  I  am  not  mistaken  the  sales  distributed  themselves  about  as 
follows: 

"Your  company  about  40  per  cent,  Lone  Star,  20  per  cent;  An- 
heuser-Busch, 18  1-3  per  cent;  myself,  15  per  cent,  and  Schlitz,  6  2-3 
per  cent  of  the  whole.  My  sales  have  decreased  from  last  year  about 
400  barrels  because  most  of  the  present  Schlitz  trade  came  from  me. 
If  we  should  assess  ourselves  at  121^  cents  per  barrel  we  would  raise 
$1,500  and  if  we  pay  15  cents  per  barrel,  vhich  I  think  we  could  af 
ford,  we  would  raise  $1,800,  which  is  about  what  the  other  parties 
expect  us  to  pay,  besides  what  they  may  raise  themselves. 

"Kindly  think  this  matter  over  and  let  me  have  your  views  at  your 
earliest  convenience.  In  the  meantime  I  will  cause  our  people  to 
communicate  with  the  Anheuser-Busch  and  Schlitz  people  on  the  sub- 
ject. I  expect  to  be  in  Austin  by  about  the  1st  of  December,  and  if 
you  so  wish  I  may  run  over  to  San  Antonio  to  see  you  in  person.  I 
don't  think  it  would  do  to  meet  in  Austin."    (S-2518.) 

Letter  A.  B.  Langermann,  above  mentioned,  Galveston,  to  Otto 
Koehler,  San  Antonio,  11-25-05: 

"Referring  to  my  respects  to  you  of  yesterday  beg  to  enclose  copy 
of  a  letter  of  the  22nd  inst.,  written  by  Mr.  Clauss  of  the  Anheuser- 
Busch  Brewing  Association  to  Mr.  Vahlkamp. 

"You  will,  of  course,  consider  that  in  the  distribution  of  the  sales 
of  your  company  and  the  others  in  the  Austin  market  I  was  guided 
only  by  estimates  and  dim  recollection  of  the  figures  we  took  at  one 
time,  when  we  had  a  meeting  in  San  Antonio  to  buy  out  Mr.  Hamilton 
some  time  in  1900.  I  have  no  hesitancy  in  stating  the  exact  amount 
of  my  sales  in  Austin  for  the  year  ending  October  31st,  1905.  They 
were  1,819  y4  barrels  against  2,284  y2  barrels  the  year  previous,  a  dif- 
ference of  465  barrels,  which  practically  all  went  to  Schlitz.  Kindly 
advise  Mr.  Bruhn  of  the  contents  of  the  letter  of  Mr.  Clauss.

"I  have  your  recent  favor  and  note  carefully  contents.  Inasmuch 
as  Mr.  Wahrmund  is  in  charge  of  that  particular  part  of  the  business 
I  will  refer  same  to  him  on  his  return.  He  is  absent  today,  but  will 
return  from  Mexico  tomorrow,  when  you  will  hear  further  from  him, 
in  all  probability. 

"I  will  state  in  the  meantime,  however,  that  something  will  have 
to  be  done  to  prevent  the  pros  of  Travis  County  from  getting  the  best 
of  us,  and  if  the  Brewers'  Association  pf  Texas,  which  has  its  hands 
full  in  other  directions,  cannot  afford  to  help  us  out,  then  we  will 
have  to  do  so  ourselves."    (S-2523.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  A.  B.  Langermann, 
Galveston,   11-28-05: 
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"In  further  relations  to  your  recent  favor  pertaining  to  the  Travis 
County  situation,  which  Mr.  Koehler  handed  me,  beg  to  state  that  it 
is  my  intention  to  take  a  run  over  to  Austin  next  week,  and  will  be 
there  several  days  during  the  encampment,  and  I  will  discuss  the  ques- 
tion with  Major  Littlefield  and  others.  It  is  my  intention  to  leave 
here  next  Wednesday,  and  if  you  should  have  occasion  to  go  there 
before  that  time,  and  it  would  not  be  too  inconvenient  for  you  to 
drop  by  here  to  permit  of  a  discussion  of  matters,  I  would  appreciate 
the  call  very  much."

Letter  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  through  O.  Paget,  Galveston, 
to  Otto  Koehler,  president  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  San  An- 
tonio,   12-18-05: 

"I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  which  I  sent  to  William  White  of 
Austin,  also  enclose  you  his  letter  to  me;  both  speak  for  themselves. 

"Some  of  the  labor  leaders  are  in  this  city  today.  I  will  have  a 
conference  with  them  and  one  or  more  of  them  will  go  to  Austin  and 
work  upon  tne  labor  element  to  have  them  pay  their  poll  taxes.  You 
can  readily  see  the  importance  of  keeping  the  Capital  City  of  the  State 
wet.  The  conduct  of  some  of  the  saloon  men  of  that  city  has  been 
such  that  many  persons,  otherwise  good  antis,  would  vote  the  pro  ticket 
merely  to  put  them  out  of  business.  Our  efforts  to  stop  gambling 
met  with  success  and  if  the  work  had  been  kept  up  I  do  not  think  there 
would  be  any  talk  of  prohibition  election  in  that  county. 

"The  Corpus  Christi  matter  is  becoming  serious.  It  will  be  neces- 
sary for  us  to  help  our  friends  in  that  county."    (S-2554.)

"Information  has  come  to  this  office  that  petitions  are  ready  for 
presentation,  calling  for  a  prohibition  election  in  the  County  of  Travis. 
Would  you  kindly  give  me  any  information  which  you  have  re  the 
matter,  as  it  is  a  very  important  one  and  admits  of  no  delay. 

"Thanking  you  in  advance  for  a  reply  at  the  earliest  possible  mo- 
ment, I  am."

Letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  Otto  Koehler,  San  Antonio,  1-30-07: 

"This  office  wrote  you  recently  about  the  threatened  local  option 
election  in  Travis  County.  I  have  the  situation  well  in  hand.  John 
Carney,  the  so-called  evangelist,  and  Arthur  Jones,  brother  of  Granville 
Jones  of  delicious  memory,  is  at  the  head  of  the  movement.  If  it 
materializes,  which  I  strongly  doubt,  I  can  kill  it  in  the  COMMISSION- 
ERS' COURT.  Will  Morriss,  chief  of  police,  and  John  W.  Brady, 
County  Attorney,  are  your  friends,  and  will  do  anything  reasonable 
and  lawful  to  suppress  Bro.  Carney.  I  would  not  be  surprised  if  the 
Dallas  contingency  were  not  the  parties  who  brought  Carney  to  Austin. 
He  tried  it  in  Dallas,  but  John  T.  Wheeler  and  myself  'fixed  his  clock,' 
and  we  will  give  him  the  'high  sign'  in  Austin  and  put  him   out   of 

Knci'riooc 
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"Please  let  me  know  by  wire  or  letter  when  you  expect  Mr. 
Wahrmund  back,  and  oblige.   Yours  very  sincerely,  O.  PAGET. 

"Mr.  Morris  is  up  for  re-election,  he  is  your  friend,  and  it  would 
be  well  if  you'd  give  your  people  there  a  'tip.'  A  gambler  is  his

Letter  O.  Koehler,  San  Antonio,  to  O.  Paget,  Galveston,   1-31-07: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  30th  inst.,  and 
glad  to  note  that  you  have  the  Travis  County  situation  well  in  hand. 
Your  work  is  commendable,  and  I  feel  that  in  this  we  have  good  cause 
for  congratulation  and  I  desire  to  thank  you  for  your  efforts. 

"Mr.  Wahrmund  only  left  for  Mexico  this  morning,  and  I  think 
he  will  be  back  about  Wednesday  next,  possibly  Tuesday. 

"I  note  who  our  friends  are  in  Austin,  and  will  have  pleasure  in 
doing  as  you  suggest.

Letter  O.  Paget  to  Otto  Koehler,  2-1-07: 

"Your  valued  favor  of  the  31st  to  hand.  You  may  not  be  interested 
in  this  effort  to  get  labor  unions  to  protest  against  the  passage  of 
a  uniform  high  license  bill,  but  I  beg  to  say  that  I  have,  at  present, 
before  the  House  enough  petitions  to  represent  fully  fifteen  thousand 
men  and  will  make  it  fifty  thousand  before  I  finish. 

"Now  as  to  Austin  and  the  proposed  local  option  election  to  be 
held  in  Travis  County:  Six  months  ago  the  parties  who  are  now  stirring 
up  strife  in  Austin  started  in  Dallas  to  do  the  same.  One  was  R.  T. 
Easley,  the  other  John  Carney.  John  Carney  is  now  in  Austin.  When 
Easley  started  the  work  in  Dallas,  I  was  informed,  and  knowing  the 
man,  we  trapped  him  in  Houston,  had  him  arrested  as  a  gambler  and 
vagrant.  He  pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge  and  certain  confessions 
which  he  made  were  used  against  him  with  the  prohibitionists  in  Dallas 
and  the  project  fell  through.  If  you  ever  read  any  monthly  reports 
you  will  find  the  whole  case  was  given  some  time  last  year,  possibly 
last  September.  Easley  today  is  afraid  to  raise  his  head  or  show  his 
hand,  as  we  hold  over  him  a  charge  of  assault  in  Harris  County. 

"John  Carney,  who  is  at  present  parading  the  streets  of  Austin 
with  his  wagon  flaunting  his  banner,  THE  SALOON  MUST  GO,'  is 
an  ex-saloon  man,  ex-gambler  and  blackguard  generally.  I  have  now  in 
my  possession  on  six  sworn  affidavits  from  Vernon  in  Wilbarger 
County  that  the  day  he  made  a  prohibition  speech  he  bought  two 
bottles  of  whiskey. 

"Here  is  how  far  they  have  gone  in  Austin:  They  have  a  petition 
with  about  five  hundred  names,  George  Rankin,  Arthur  and  Granville 
Jones  and  a  few  others  are  down  there,  working  amongst  dry  counties. 
It  is  safe  to  say  that  forty  of  them  would  go  on  the  stump  and  make 
prohibition  speeches  in  Austin  to  make  capital  with  their  home-folks. 
Rankin  is  banking  upon  this  and  I  do  not  think  that  he  is  far  out 
of  the  way.  There  are  not  five  antis  in  the  House  who  would  make 
an  anti-prohibition  speech  in   Travis  County. 

"This  is  what  I  have  done:    I  am  running  a  quiet  crusade  amongst 
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some  of  the  leading  business  men — merchants,  real  estate  men  and 
otheis,  using  this  argument:  'Austin  is  the  deadest  town  in  the  State 
except  when  the  Legislature  is  in  session,  at  that  time  the  business 
men  have  to  take  in  euough  to  carry  them  for  the  other  twenty  months 
of  dull  times.  Therefore,  it  would  be  the  height  of  folly  to  start  a 
prohibition  election  now,  but  wait  until  the  Legislature  adjourns  and 
then  if  they  want  prohibition  these  men  will  jot  oppose  it.'  If  this 
work  is  effective,  Mr.  Koehler,  and  the  Legislature  does  adjourn,  we 
can  win  in  a  fair  fight,  with  the  usual  forces  which  we  are  able  to 
carry  into  the  field. 

"I  beg  to  ask  how  you  like  the  scheme?  I  will  go  to  Austin 
Monday  or  Tuesday  myself,  but  I  have  at  present  a  couple  of  very 
energetic  men  in  that  city  who  are  acting  as  indicated.  Please  let  me 
know  by  next  mail  what  you  think  of  the  project,  because  if  you  have 
?  better  one  I  will  drop  this  one  and  consult  you.  Awaiting  your 
reply,  I  am."    (S-3017.) 

Letter  O.  Koehler  to  O.  Paget,  2-2-07: 

"I  am  just  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  1st  inst.  and 
note  carefully  contents. 

"Rest  assured  that  the  assistance  of  the  labor  unions  is  highly 
appreciated  and  I  am  interested  to  great  extent  in  the  movement  re- 
ferred to,  and  cannot  understand  how  you  could  for  a  moment  think 
to  the  contrary. 

"I  received  a  phone  message  from  Austin  this  morning  asking 
that  I  come  over  there  immediately  to  attend  to  some  urgent  matters, 
and  as  I  have  but  about  an  hour  left  in  which  to  catch  the  train,  it  will 
be  impossible  for  me  to  write  at  length  touching  on  other  matters  or 
subject,  only  will  state  that  Mr.  Linthicum  was  in  to  see  me  this 
morning  and  I  talked  matters  over  with  him,  also  let  him  have  the 
sum  of  $100,  for  which  we  will  make  draft  on  you.  He  is  getting  up 
everything  in  good  shape  and  expects  to  leave  for  Austin  tomorrow 
afternoon,  and  Chris  Callan  will  leave  for  the  same  place  this  after- 
noon."   (S-3020.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  "Prof."  J.  B.  Rayner 
(a  negro  preacher),  Calvert,  Texas,  2-27-07:

"I  was  at  Austin  last  week,  and  while  there  I  unearthed  the  pur- 
poses and  plans  of  the  pros.  It  is  their  fixed  purpose  to  call  a  local 
option  election,  but  they  have  not  yet  agreed  on  the  time  to  circulate 
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the  petition.  They  have  already  raised  in  cash  three  thousand  dollars 
($3,000)  for  their  campaign  purposes.  Now  for  their  plans,  they  in- 
tend to  do  all  their  campaign  work  before  the  petition  is  circulated, 
or  the  election  ordered,  and  the  petition  will  be  circulated  only  in  the 
country.  After  the  election  is  ordered  a  house  to  house  campaign 
will  be  worked  by  the  ladies,  but  no  white  speakers  will  be  used,  this 
$3,000  fund  will  be  used  to  buy  pro  literature  and  pay  colored  pro 
speakers,  because  the  negro  vote  is  the  balance  of  power  in  Travis 
County.  If  I  had  the  money  I  would  meet  you  at  Austin,  and  we 
cculd  do  some  effective  work,  and  overthrow  the  purpose,  and  thwart 
the  plans  of  the  pros.    Yours  truly,  J.  B.  RAYNER. 

"Do  not  depend  on  the  brewer  agents  and  saloon  men  of  Austin; 
they  do  not  know  what  is  going  on,  nor  do  they  know  what  to  do."

Letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  Col.  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio, 
4-16-07: 

"We  sent  you  in  response  to  call  a  second  man  to  Austin.  Mr. 
Adoue  has  the  telegram.  Report  of  men  will  be  sent  to  you  just  as 
soon  as  received. 

"The  war  is  on  at  Austin,  and  I  believe  I  ought  to  go  there.  I 
might  succeed  in  staving  it  off.  I  have  done  so  many  times  by  getting 
in  touch  with  the  pro  committee,  find  out  what  they  want,  then  if 
the  trouble  lies  in  the  saloon  men's  failure  to  observe  the  Sunday  or 
other  special  laws,  I  would  have  a  meeting  of  them  and  get  them  to 
sign  an  agreement  to  mend  their  ways.     This  is  usually  effective. 

"You  saw,  no  doubt,  the  Austin  Tribune  of  Sunday  last.  We 
ought  to  reply — we  ought  to  get  into  action.  Our  great  mistake 
usually  lies  in  the  fact  that  we  do  not  get  into  action  till  the  fight 
is  on — then  we  are  compelled  to  rally  our  own  forces  before  we  can 
repel  the  enemy.  I  do  not  expect  any  move  will  be  made  till  you  say 
so.  You  are  correct  about  the  condition  of  affairs.  For  the  present 
there  may  be  an  apparent  loss  but,  in  the  end  a  gain  will  result. 

"The  recent  saloon  law  is  very  defective.  It  will  not  stand  the 
test  of  the  courts.  The  property  qualification  in  Section  10  is  in 
opposition  to  the  State  Constitution."    (S-3201.) 

Excerpt  letter  from  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  G.  H. 
Luedde,  Waco,  Texas,  4-16-07: 

"With  reference  to  finances,  beg  to  state  that  we  have,  at  nearly 
all  places  where  we  do  business  and  in  which  elections  have  been  held, 
asked  for  very  little,  if  any,  from  the  Brewers'  Association,  and  will 
state  in  this  connection  that  we  are  threatened,  in  fact,  I  think  that 
it  is  but  a  question  of  time  when  we  will  have  an  election  in  Travis 
County,  and  we  had  already  decided  not  to  ask  the  Brewers'  Association 
for  one  cent,  and  as  far  as  the  money  in  concerned,  will  arrange  to 
get  all  or  part  of  the  amount  that  may  be  necessary  from  the  parties 
that  are  interested  and  doing  business  there. 

"With  the  vast  amount  of  business  that  is  done  there,  and  the 
very  large  interests  which  are  at  stake,  beer  as  well  as  liquor,  I  should 
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think  that  you  would  have  absolutely  no  trouble  in  raising  the  amount 
mentioned  in  your  letter. 

"The  expense  of  this  association  in  this  direction  is  very  large, 
especially  so  taking  into  consideration  and  when  we  know  that  our 
interests  have  been  less  affected  than  those  of  any  one  else! 

"Under  the  circumstances,  I  do  not  think  that  we  should,  and  do 
not  feel  inclined  to  make  a  donation."    (S-3202.) 

Letter  J.  B.  Rayner  of  Calvert,  Texas,  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  San 
Antonio,   4-17-07: 

"You  may  prepare  for  a  battle  in  Travis  County.  Do  you  want 
me  to  manage  the  colored  vote  in  that  county  during  the  coming  cam- 
paign?

Replying,  beg  to  state  that  it  is  my 
intention  to  go  over  to  Austin  tomorrow,  and  I  will  then  have  a  talk 
with  some  friends  there,  and  will  then  let  you  know  either  by  wire 
or  letter  by  about  Friday  as  to  the  conditions,  etc.,  and  how  they 
propose  to  handle  this  election."

"The  colored  leaders  and  preachers  here  are  organized  into  a 
prohibition  campaign  committee,  and  are  shelling  the  woods.  The 
antis  have  done  nothing  yet  to  capture  the  negro  vote,  nor  to  create 
any  enthusiasm  among  the  colored  voters,  and  if  we  do  not  work  and 
change  sentiment  among  the  negroes  and  Swedes  we  will  lose  this 
county.  The  colored  vote  here  in  Austin  do  not  like  the  saloon  men, 
and  they  see  the  Democratic  leaders  in  charge  of  the  anti  cause,  and 
since  no  effort  has  been  made  to  enlist  their  help  they  feel  that  their 
help  is  not  wanted  and  the  majority  of  the  negroes  intend  to  vote  the 
prohibition  ticket.  I  got  Mr.  Walter  Tips  to  advance  me  $50,  and  I 
used  that  money  and  created  a  confusion  and  fight  among  the  colored 
prohibition  leaders.  Major  Littlefield  and  I  can  work  together,  and 
save  this  county.  If  you  think  best,  you  wire  Major  Littlefield  to  pass 
upon  the  wisdom  and  economy  of  my  plans,  and  if  he  thinks  my  plans 
wise  and  economical,  and  will  bring  good  results,  to  finance  them. 
If  you  wish  me  to  remain  here,  and  work,  you  wire  Major  Littlefield 
to  advance  me  some  money.    I  must  live  from  my  work."    (S-3261.) 

Report  J.  B.  Rayner  (a  negro  preacher  of  Calvert,  Texas)  written 
at  Austin,  to  "Gen."  Otto  Wahrmund,  5-17-07: 

"I  beg  to  make  the  folowing  report:  On  my  arrival  here  I  opened 
up  headquarters  with  a  full  supply  of  refreshments  which  was  fur- 
nished me  by  Major  George  W.  Littlefield.  I  managed  to  take  the 
zeal  and  rabid  fanaticism  out  of  the  leaders  of  the  colored  pro  cam- 
paign committee,  and  created  confusion  in  their  campaign  committee; 
this  cost  fifty  dollars  ($50),  and  the  money  was  furnished  me  by  Mr. 
Walter  Tips. 

"Mr.  Tips  has  not  been  able  to  give  any  attention  to  the  cam- 
paign because  of  serious  sickness  in  his  family. 

"My  expenses  are  as  follows:

Board  for  six  days  at  $1  per  day 6.00 

Six  days'  work.  You  can  pay  me  what  you  please 
for  the  time.  I  spent  for  treating  the  boys  down 
in  the  city,  away  from  headquarters 7.10

"I   called  on   our  campaign   chairman   yesterday    and   told   of  my 
work,  and  asked  him  if  he  wanted  me  to^'uo^.any  more  work  and  he 
told  me  no.     The  methods  now  being  wcfrked  by  our  campaign  man- 
agers will  be  sure  to  place  this  county  in  the  dry  column. 

"Address  me  at  Calvert,  Texas.    Respectfully  submitted."  (S-3265.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  "Prof."  J.  B.  Rayner 
(col.),  Austin,  5-17-07: 

"I  received  your  two  (2)  favors  of  the  14th  inst.  and  endeavored 
to  get  you  to  the  phone  yesterday  with  a  view  of  talking  with  you  on 
the  subject,  but  without  success.

"Mr.  Williams  is  in  close  touch  with  Mr.  Shelton,  and  he  says  that 
absolutely  nothing  can  be  done  until  the  day  of  election,  at  which 
time  he  would  like  to  have  a  man  at  each  of  the  voting  places  to  look 
cut  for  our  interests. 

"I  should  think  that  $50  would  be  sufficient,  as  it  has  been  twice 
heretofore. 

"There  are  three  saloons  that  will  be  affected,  viz:  J.  H.  Miller, 
L.  D.  Williams  and  Clinger  Bros. 

"J.  H.  Miller  has  discontinued  business,  so  there  are  only  two  left. 
Williams  is  our  customer  and. Clinger  is  Schlitz's. 

"I  do  not  think  that  any  of  the  other  breweries  are  helping  in  this 
fight;  in  fact,  are  not  interesting  themselves  in  any  manner  at  all, 
letting  things  and  conditions  take  care  of  themselves.  This  is  probably 
due  to  the  fact  that  they  have  no  customers  that  will  be  affected  in 
case  the  precinct  goes  dry,  and  in  my  candid  opinion  I  am  sincere  in 
stating  that  I  think  we  will  lose  this  time,  as  the  whole  community, 
our  friends  and  all,  seem  to  be  heartily  in  favor  of  the  place  voting 
local  option,  some  for  one  reason  and  others  for  another. 

"Assuring  you  that  I  will  always  look  out  for  our  interests,  and 
awaiting  your  further  kind  favors,  I  beg  to  remain."    (S-5703.) 

Letter  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  to  P.  L.  Meyer,  Austin,

"We  have  your  favor  of  the  21st  inst.,  but  again  we  are  com- 
pelled to  ask  for  further  information.

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"In  reply  to  your  kind  favors  of  21st  and  22nd.  inst.  wish  to  say 
that  my  remark,  'the  whole  community,  etc./  was  based  on  information 
received  from  Mr.  Robert  Seeling  during  a  conversation  with  him. 

"Mr.  Seeling  is  a  wealthy  planter  of  Del  Valle,  and  a  good  friend 
of  ours,  and  in  answer  to  my  query,  he  replied  that  the  reason  he  as 
v/ell  as  other  friends  of  ours  were  not  going  to  take  any  interest  in 
the  coming  election  was  as  follows: 

"He  said  we  all  have  from  15  to  20  farm  hands  working  for  us 
tegularly,  and  after  each  pay  day  they  spend  their  money  for  whiskey, 
and  are  then  knocked  out  for  two  or  three  days,  and  we  are  invariably 
obliged  to  then  go  to  the  store  and  stand  good  for  their  provisions, 
as  their  money  has  been  spent  for  something  else. 

"This  is  the  feeling  at  present  in  that  locality. 

"Mr.  Williams  conducts  his  place  of  business  in  first-class  style, 
and  in  a  very  gentlemanly  manner,  and  there  is  absolutely  no  kick  on 
this  score,  but  the  entire  trouble  lies  in  the  behaviour  of  the  farm 
hands.  Mr.  Williams  is  one  of  our  best  customers,  and  I  would  cer- 
tainly dislike  to  lose  him,  for  he  sells  more  bottled  been  than  any  other 
customer  we  have,  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  I  would  suggest  that 
we  help  him,  for  where  'there  is_life  there  is  hope.' 

"If  you  prefer  I  can  have  Mr.  Williams  write  you  personally  in 
this  matter,  as  he  is  better  posted  on  the  situation.

Now  1  want  to  know  just  what  to  do,  or  just  what  you  think  is  best. 
The  court  meets  next  Monday.  You  see  some  of  your  lawyers,  and 
eee  what  they  think,  and  in  the  place  where  they  were,  there  were 
only  two  of  the  judges  there,  while  there  was  some  votes  polled.  They 
refused  to  let  the  antis  have  either  a  judge  or  a  clerk.  And  at  another 
box  I  asked  to  have  one  judge  and  one  clerk,  and  the  official  said  that 
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I  world  have  to  go  back  to  town  and  get  a  petition.     The  pros  said 
they  must  not  let  the  antis  have  anything  to  do  with  it."     (S-529.) 

Letter,  J.  W.  Riggins,  Waco,  Texas,  to  W.  L.  Avery,  Groveton, 
Texas,  Aug.  7,  1902: 

"Your  favor  of  August  6th  received  this  a.  m.  and  I  note  all  you 
say.  I  desire  to  say  that  this  association  has  no  regular  attorney  em- 
ployed and   I  would  make   the  following  suggestions: 

"Quietly  get  all  the  dealers  together  and  send  for  some  good,  re- 
liable attorney  and  present  all  the  facts  to  Him. 

'"Raise  enough  money  among  yourselves  to  employ  him. 

"First  give  him  retainer  fee  as  may  be  agreed,  then  a  conditional 
fee  if  he  mak  s  "he  injunction  stick  for  one  year.  This  is  the  way  it 
is  usually  done  where  injunctions  are  obtained. 

"Our  friends  have  obtained  injunctions  in  several  counties,  and 
while  I  am  nor  an  attorney,  it  does  seem  to  me  that  you  have  good 
grounds,  and  I  believe  you  can  defeat  the  election  on  the  grounds  you 
state;  still,  as  suggested  above,  the  best  thing  to  do  is  to  get  a  few 
of  the  antis  and  all  the  dealers  you  can  together  and  have  a  meeting 
to  discuss  the  facts  and  engage  an  attorney  who  will  take  up  the 
question  and  give  an  opinion  on  this  matter. 

"The  pros  take  every  possible  advantage,  but  they  usually  employ 
some  'cheap  John'  lawyer  who  works  for  nothing  and  they  make  a 
great  many  legal  mistakes,  which  the  courts  will  not  sustain. 

"I  trust  that  you  may  be  able  to  overcome  these  difficulties  and  if 
there  is  anything  we  can  do  we  will  be  glad  to  do  so."     (S-530.)

"Your  letter  of  the  26th  to  Mr.  Goff  was  forwarded  to  us,  but 
owing  to  the  absence  of  the  writer  its  answer  was  delayed.  Before 
leaving  Houston  it  was  arranged  for  our  campaign  manager  to  visit 
Trinity  County  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  for  the  fight,  but  since 
his  return  he  is  unable  to  ascertain  what  has  been  done  on  that  line. 
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We  have  therefore  arranged  with  Mr.  R.  H.  Martin  to  go  to  Trinity 
County  and  visit  you  and  others  and  arrange  for  a  plan  of  action,  and 
trust  that  the  work  outlined  will  be  carried  out  beneficially  to  us  all 
concerned."

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  3rd  and  note  what  you  have 
to  say  with  reference  to  the  coming  prohibition  election  in  Trinity 
County.  In  view  of  the  fact,  from  reports  received,  that  the  antis  are 
not  organized  for  the  fight,  our  campaign  manager  considers  it  a 
useless  job  to  undertake  the  task  without  having  proper  assistance 
from  the  home  people  who  are  interested  and  we  are  therefore  unable 
to  get  any  outside  assistance,  and  it  is  hardly  fair  for  us  to  have  to 
tear  the  burden  of  the  entire  expense,  and  if  successful  others  would 
reap  the  benefit  of  our  labors,  we  have  concluded  to  withdraw  from 
the  contest.  We  feel  satisfied  that  it  will  take  fully  the  amount  that 
you  state  to  cover  the  expense,  but  as  none  of  the  others  are  willing 
to  assist  we  very  reluctantly  have  to  withdraw  from  the  contest  our- 
selves. 

"We  have  several  communications  from  some  of  the  prominent 
antis  of  the  county,  who  report  that  the  contest  is  a  useless  one. 

"We  thank  you  very  much  for  the  interest  you  have  taken  in  this 
matter,  and  remain."

"We  have  lost  two  counties  that  were  wet  and  two  partially  wet. 
The  elections  lost,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  were  those  which  were 
brought  about  by  bootleggers  and  clubhouse  keepers,  as  in  Hill  and 
Trinity;  or  where  they  were  brought  on  against  the  advice  of  the 
office  and  carried  on  by  local  people. 

"When  a  county  has  been  dry  for  two  or  more  years,  it  needs 
large  experience  and  good  work  to  win  it  back — the  effort  of  the  asso- 
ciation should  be  directed  towards  checking  such  elections  or  till  they 
are  properly  prepared  with  poll  tax  receipts. 

"When  you  add  to  this  the  fact  that  this  office  practically  unaided 
has  freed  fifteen  cities  and  towns  from  gambling,  the  social  evil,  and 
other  illegalities,  in  saloons  in  the  space  of  one  year,  where  the  pros, 
preachers,  W.  C.  T.  U.'s  and  other  'moral  informers'  have  been  trying 
for  twenty  years  with  the  churches  to  aid  them  and  failed.    The  Texas

1905. 

In  O.  Paget's  monthly  report  (Paget  was  campaign  manager  for 
the  breweries)  for  January,  1905,  dated  Feb.  1,  1905,  is  contained  the 
following  language: 

».«  *  *  ^he  writer  visited  Tyler  County  and  went  over  same, 
interviewing  prominent  pros  and  antis.  An  election  will  be  held  there 
this  month  with  good  hopes  of  success.     *     *     *"     (T-284.) 

And  in  O.  Paget's  report  dated  March  3,  1905,  addressed  to  the 
members  of  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  the  following  language 
is  found: 

"There  was  considerable  copying  done  which  kept  the  office  busy. 
The  counties  copied  were  some  of  the  largest  in  the  State.  The  office 
directed  as  far  as  it  could,  the  campaign  in  Tyler  County  and  all  the 
expenses  entailed  was  about  $15  (paid  by  Brewers'  Association)  and 
as  no  money  was  spent  by  the  antis  and  considerable  by  the  pros,  to 
win  is  somewhat  beyond  my  hopes. 

"My  time  was  largely  given  up  to  legislative  matters  and  have 
neither  been  deceived  nor  disappointed  by  our  friends.  Thus  far  we 
have  controlled  the  situation,  but  the  two  recent  decisions  of  the 
Court  of  Criminal  Appeals  will  arouse  the  pros  to  more  determined 
Fction,  and  as  they  look  upon  a  high  license  as  the  panacea  for  all  ills, 
my  fear  is  such  a  measure  will  pass. 

"You  will  note  that  the  National  Association  paid  for  the  poll  tax 
lists  and  copying  same — due  credit  is  given  for  same.  * 

"In  my  recent  visit  to  Austin,  many  things  were  made  plain — one 
statement  made  by  Horace  Vaughn  of  Bowie  County  is  worthy  of  at- 
tention, viz:  'That  as  long  as  the  Legislature  was  in  session  no  big 
counties  would  be  attacked,  but  as  soon  as  it  adjourned  they  would 
begin.' 

"Thus  far  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  the  number  of  uncalled  for 
packages  of  whiskey  in  seventeen  towns — showing  a  result  of  about 
1,150  packages  averaging  one  gallon  each  from  houses  within  the  State 
?nd  900  from  outside  the  State.  To  be  exact  there  are  1,157  packages 
intrastate  and  964  interstate — or  1,121  gallons  in  eighteen  towns.  When 
the  figures  are  all  in  so  far  as  I  can  obtain,  I  will  give  your  association 
the  result.     *     *     *"     (T-306.) 
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UPSHUR  COUNTY. 

1907. 

Letter  from  J.  E.  Lowry  to  S.  T.  Morgan,  dated  Big  Sandy,  Texas, 
Oct.   18,   1907: 

"Yours  of  the  17th  inst.  to  hand.  Contents  noted.  In  reply  will 
state  that  my  candid  opinion  is,  now  is  the  time  for  the  antis  to  win, 
:he  quicker  the  better,  that  is,  if  the  proper  work  is  done.  The  antis 
will  have  to  work  to  hold  things  as  they  now  stand  or  the  pros  will 
turn  them.  I  think  the  county  has  a  show  to  win  from  200  to  600 
majority  for  the  antis.  Then  this  precinct  will  be  an  after  considera- 
tion as  it  stood  dry  before  the  county  election.  If  the  county  should 
go  wet,  then  the  probability  is  that  this  precinct  will  go  wet.  This 
place  being  jealous  of  Gilmer,  the  pros  will  not  take  much  interest 
in  the  precinct  election  and  most  of  the  pros  will  stay  away  from  the 
polls. 

"I  have  been  working  on  the  negroes  here  now  for  over  a  year 
and  I  have  the  most  of  the  pro  negroes  promise  to  stay  away  and  not 
vote  and  all  the  antis  that  voted  pro  five  years  to  come  back  and 
\ote  anti,  so  the  unchangeable  anti  negro  is  always  with  us.  Most  of 
tne  white  farmers  are  disgusted  with  this  so-called  prohibition.  So 
this  is  the  way  I  see  things."     (D-621.) 

Letter  from  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas,  dated 
Oct.  19,   1907: 

"Your  favor  of  the  17th  with  enclosures  received.  Re  the  election 
in  Upshur  County.  I  would  like  to  say,  Mr.  Morgan,  that  I  would 
tather  see  Upshur  County  go  wet  than  any  other  county  in  the  State — 
far  rather  than  Grayson,  for  this  reason:  Grayson,  as  you  know,  up 
to  within  the  last  few  weeks,  sold  as  much  beer  when  dry  as  she  did 
when  wet,  of  course,  as  a  shipping  point,  she  fell  off,  and  Grayson 
inside  of  a  few  weeks  will  be  selling  more  beer  than  ever,  so  that 
except  from  a  moral  effect  nothing  was  lost  in  the  last  election.  Con- 
ditions are  totally  different  in  Upshur  County,  and  in  my  opinion  it 
is  pivotal  and  Smith  County  will  follow  should  Upshur  go  wet. 

"Everything  you  say  of  Mr.  Lowry  is  correct.  I  have  known  him 
very  many  years  and  he  is  absolutely  square  with  you  and  all  men 
with  whom  he  does  business,  but  when  it  comes  to  'fixing  the  jury' 
and  working  schemes  to  avoid  trouble  and  indictment  Mr.  Lowry  never 
had  an  equal.  Locally  he  is  very  much  disliked  by  the  people  in  Big 
Sandy  and  if  Mr.  Lowry  would  not  go  into  business  (liquor  business) 
and  such  a  promise  could  be  made  to  the  people  of  that  town  (Big 
Sandy)  that  he  would  not  open  up  in  the  event  of  its  going  wet,  it 
would  add  materially  to  our  chances  of  success.  You  may  not  know 
these  things,  but  I  do.  I  have  known  of  him  for  years  and  years,  he 
owns  more  property  than  any  other  man  in  Upshur  County  and  of 
course  has  considerable  envy  of  men  who  are  not  good  enough  to 
black  his  boots  and  they  knock  him  every  time  they  get  a  chance. 
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"Now,  as  to  Mr.  Briggs:  That  man  is  a  grafter — I  have  in  my 
\  ossession  at  this  moment  his  receipt  duly  signed  on  the  county  letter- 
head, of  which  he  is  judge,  and  duly  signed  as  such,  for  $500  given  for 
his  'interest'  in  the  last  election.  He  was  a  pro  at  the  election  before 
the  last.  He  earned  the  money,  though,  every  cent  of  it,  and  if  it 
had  not  been  for  the  elemental  disturbance  which  flooded  the  streams 
so  thai:  passing  over  them  was  impossible,  we  would  have  won  by  a 
good  majority,  but  as  it  was,  the  voters  could  not  get  to  the  polls. 
After  the  election  was  over  Mr.  Briggs  made  another  demand  for  $500 
which  I  looked  upon  as  a  'hold-up.'  I  discussed  the  matter  with  Mr. 
Adoue  and  also  investigated  the  expenses  in  the  county  and  other  than 
+he  money  paid  him  we  paid  many  expenses  including  speakers  and  a 
thousand  and  one  other  things.  I  considered  that  we  had  paid  out 
enough  in  the  county,  therefore  did  not  let  him  have  the  other  five 
hundred  dollars.  He  may  hold  this  against  us  in  the  pending  contest 
and  if  he  does  not  return  again  to  his  'old  love,'  the  prohibitionists,  we 
would  lose  the  county  if  we  did  not  secure  his  'interest.'  Of  course,  he 
is  in  our  hands  because  should  we  use  the  'matter  in  hand'  against  him 
it  would  place  him  in  a  very  awkward  position  to  say  the  least,  and  if 
he  opposes  us  it  will  be  in  a  secret  and  quiet  manner.  He  is  going 
to  run  for  the  Legislature  or  the  Senate  and  he  may  ask  our  assist- 
ance. If  he  does,  it  would  be  policy  for  us  to  give  it  to  him  or  again 
he  may  take  the  other  side  to  obtain  the  votes. 

"Mr.  Hart  of  Big  Sandy  is  another  of  the  same  stamp  as  Mr. 
Briggs.  He  will  not  do  to  depend  on — any  way  you  take  it,  the  situa- 
tion is  complicated. 

"I  wish  that  you  would  look  upon  this  letter  as  purely  confidential 
and  outside  of  yourself  the  information  contained  herein  is  not  desired 
to  go  any  further.  I  am  now  in  communication  with  these  people  and 
I  will  send  you  their  letters  as  soon  as  received,  and  remain."     (D-622.) 

Letter  from  M.  B.  Briggs,  Gilmer,  Texas,  to  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas, 
dated  October  20th,   1907: 

"Yours  just  received,  and  in  reply  will  s«y  that  I  will  be  in  Dallas 
Monday  and  talk  over  in  person  the  proposition  of  the  election.  I 
have  been  working  to  get  certain  local  help  which  if  I  can  get  will 
almost  insure  success,  I  think.  If  possible,  I  would  be  glad  for  you 
to  have  Paget  on  hand  as  I  would  like  to  talk  with  him  also.  While 
there  I  will  explain  fully  my  opinion  of  the  situation  when  there." 
(D-626.) 

The  following  is  a  petition  from  H.  P.  Gordon,  W.  G.  Vivian,  J.  E. 
Dailey,  John  A.  Pickens,  H.  H.  Morris  of  Gilmer,  Texas,  and  R.  C. 
Tinkle  of  Big  Sandy,  Texas,  and  G.  A.  Rogers,  "treasurer  and  secretary 
of  Anti  Association  of  Upshur  County,"  to  S.  T.  Morgan  and  the 
"Brewery  Association  of  Texas,"  dated  Oct.  20th,  1907: 

"We  whose  names  are  signed  as  anti-prohibitionists  of  Gilmer, 
Upshur  County,  Texas,  hereby  ask  the  Brewery  Association  of  Texas 
to  help  us  as  follows: 

"We  are  making  an  effort  to  employ  Judge  A.  B.  Briggs  and  Judge 
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T.  H.  Briggs,  attorneys  of  Gilmer,  to  conduct  our  coming  campaign 
for  us  and  we  think  it  is  necessary  to  have  them  now  before  the  elec- 
tion is  ordered,  as  we  know  there  is  work  they  could  do  better  now 
than  they  can  after  the  election  is  ordered.  These  men  have  held  the 
test  offices  whenever  they  have  asked  for  it.  They  have  practiced 
law  here  for  —  years  and  have,  a  large  clientage  and  influence  and 
they  have  heretofore  been  local  optionists  and  now  give  g»od  reasons 
as  citizens  why  they  are  now  antis  and  they  have  a  large  prohibition 
xollowing  that  we  believe  they  can  handle.  Besides  other  friends  they 
have  that  will  have  more  confidence  in  winning  if  they  are  with  us. 
There  is  no  doubt  but  what  we  can  win  if  we  can  get  their  services,  but 
without  them  we  cannot  win.  We  can  pay  them  one-half  of  the  fee  if 
you  will  pay  the  other  half.  These  men  are  perfectly  reliable  and  will 
do  what  they  promise  and  we  ask  you  people  to  see  them  at  once  as 
they  ought  to  go  to  work  now  quietly  among  their  friends.  They  are 
high-priced  men,  but  they  are  fine  help,  as  they  have  the  confidence  of 
the  people  in  this  county.  Please  help  us  at  once.  This  employment 
is  yet  private  between  the  antis  who  intend  to  go  in  business  here 
and  these  men  as  we  think  their  work  will  have  more  effect  for  the 
public  to  know  that  they  are  not  hired  by  us  for  the  present  any  way." 

A  notation  by  B.  Adoue  appeared  on  the  bottom  of  letter  next 
above  quoted,  as  follows: 

"The  antis  have  never  carried  an  election  by  such  methods.  Hired 
leaders  have  no  influence.  To  win,  the  antis  must  have  the  support  of 
the  people.  The  Hon.  S.  T.  Morgan  knows  the  value  of  such  assist- 
ance. My  opinion  is  it  is  worth  very  little  if  anything.  (Signed)  B.

We  cannot  hire  them  to  take  up  the 
light  for  less  than  this  amount,  but  they  will  be  worth  more  to  us  than 
all  the  other  help  in  Texas,  as  they  are  a  power  here  in  this  county 
and  they  are  all  the  help  we  want  if  we  can  get  them."     (D-625.)

"I  arrived  in  the  city  this  a.  m.  and  had  some  other  business  and 
before  I  finished  same,  you  was  gone  to  fair  grounds  and  I  must  go  to 
Fort  Worth  tonight  so  I  can  go  to  Electra  tomorrow,  where  I  will  be 
three  days.  I  will  stop  in  Dallas  as  I  return  and  if  you  are  at  leisure 
and  if  I  have  time  I  will  call  to  see  you  and  discuss  the  outlook  for 
success  in  the  election  as  I  promised.

Please  acknowledge  re- 
ceipt. 

"Mr.  Adoue  decided  in  the  Upshur  County  matter  to  offer  $750 
cash,  $750  contingent.

Your 
letter  to  Mr.  Pickens,  copy  of  which  you  enclosed  me,  is  exactly  the 
kind  I  should  have  written  him  and  should  the, election  be  ordered  it 
vould  be  well,  I  think,  to  turn  Brother  Pickens  and  his  gang  over  to 
me  and  I  beg  to  assure  you  that  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association  will 
not  spend  a  dollar  with  them.  I  can  add  nothing  to  the  correspondence 
you  have  received  except  this:  that  if  we  can  get  Judge  Briggs  who  is, 
at  least,  intelligent,  we  can  come  very  near  finding  out  what  is  best  to 
be  done  and  I  have  tried  to  make  an  appointment  with  Mr.  Hart  to 
meet  me  in  Dallas  Saturday — if  he  does,  I  will  telephone  you  and  if 
you  desire  to  make  his  acquaintance,  I  will  give  you  the  opportunity, 
and  if  you  do  not  care  to  meet  him,  it  is  all  right.  I  will  not  trouble 
you  with  him. 

"I  showed  the  whole  correspondence  to  Mr.  Adoue  and  you  see 
his  notations  thereon. 

"Call  up  my  office  (phone  No.  180)  any  time  Saturday  and  make 
an  appointment,  if  you  desire  to  see  me,  and  it  will  be  a  pleasure  to  me 
to  call,  but  I  have  no  wish  to  occupy  your  time  if  you  have  nothing  to 
say  to  me,  however,  I  believe  it  would  be  advisable  for  me  to  meet 
with  Judge  Briggs  and  try  to  have  him  in  Dallas  on  Monday,  if  pos- 
sible, and  if  you,  too,  deem  it  advisable  we  will  meet.  Hoping  to  have 
the  pleasure  of  meeting  you  while  in  Dallas,  I  am."

After  giving  account  credit 
above  stated,  kindly  send  us  a  statement  of  our  account,  and  on  receipt 
cf  same  we  will  remit.  Do  not  include  in  this  statement  purchases 
made  this  month."

Letter  from  H.  C.  Schumacher,  Bloomington,  Texas,  to  Lone  Star 
Brewing  Company,  San  Antonio,  Texas,  dated  October  3,  1914: 

"I  visited  Bloomington,  relative  to  the  proposed  local  option  elec- 
tion ordered  for  Thursday,  the  15th  inst.,  and  from  all  indications  I 
believe  that  with  the  proper  behavior  on  the  part  of  the  saloon  men, 
and  in  addition  the  work  that  is  being  done  by  the  antis  generally,  the 
election  will  be  decided  in  our  favor  by  a  fair  majority.  There  are 
several  causes  leading  up  to  this  election,  the  principal  one  being  the 
opening  of  a  wholesale  business  by  this  man  Kelly,  who  is  very  much 
disliked  by  both  pros  and  antis  alike.  In  addition  to  this  J.  M.  Hanna 
changed  his  beer  license  to  whiskey,  which  caused  a  disturbance  also. 

"A  man  by  the  name  of  Schlekta,  who  was  conducting  his  beer 
saloon  on  what  is  known  as  the  'Levee,'  moved  building  and  all  into 
the  main  road,  which  also  caused  an  objection,  not  alone  by  the  pros, 
but  by  the  antis  also. 

"The  leader  in  the  pros  fight,  a  Mr.  Bartlett,  who  is  president  of 
the  bank  there,  was  actively  engaged  in  circulating  and  having  signed 
a  petition  for  the  election  by  some  80  of  the  supposed  voters,  but  upon 
checking  up  the  list  it  was  found  that  only  about  60  are  actual  voters, 
still  having  the  required  amount  necessary  to  call  the  election.  About 
25  per  cent  of  the  voters  are  negroes  and  Mexicans,  whom  the  antis 
have  lined  up,  and  on  checking  up  the  white  voting  list  they  are  con- 
fident that  30  per  cent  of  them  will  vote  our  way.  The  election  is  not 
desired  by  quite  a  number  of  the  pros  in  business,  for  the  reason  that 
they  feel  Bloomington  is  not  ready  for  a  dry  town. 

"Victoria,  near  by,  is  very  active  in  this  election,  and  in  conference 
with  ex-Judge  Wood  and  County  Attorney  Woodhouse,  I  find  that  the 
leading  business  element  of  Victoria  is  leaving  nothing  undone  look- 
ing towards  the  success  of  our  cause.  Judge  Wood  prevailed  upon  Judge 
Pool,  County  Judge  of  Victoria  County,  and  who  is  a  pro,  to  give  us 
equal  representation  with  the  pros,  and  in  addition  thereto  he  has  agreed 
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tc  go  to  Bloomington  on  the  day  of  the  election,  together  with  the  Coun- 
ty Attorney  and  the  Sheriff  to  see  that  everything  is  carried  on  in  a 
lawful  and  orderly  manner.  Business  also  in  Victoria  will  be  brought 
to  bear  upon  the  cashier  of  the  Victoria  National  Bank,  who  is  behind 
the  First  State  Bank  of  Bloomington,  of  which  this  man  Bartlett  is 
president,  as  well  as  the  people  of  Bloomington  who  have  money  de- 
posited in  the  Bloomington  Bank  are  withdrawing  the  same,  and  I 
believe  from  all  indications  this  man  Bartlett  will  be  removed  from 
office  very  soon. 

"There  is  no  necessity  for  spending  any  money  nor  even  putting 
speakers  into  the  field,  so  long  as  the  pros  do  not  do  so,  which,  from 
present  indications,  is  not  on  their  program.  Judge  Wood  advised 
me  also  not  to  make  any  more  trips  into  the  field,  and  prevailed  upon 
other  liquor  salesmen  not  to  go  there  until  after  the  election  is  over, 
feeling  that  our  visits  would  only  cause  excitement  and  antagonize 
the  pros. 

"It  was  at  first  decided  to  close  the  saloons  on  Saturday  night 
previous  to  the  election,  and  remain  closed  until  after  the  election,  but 
after  a  conference  with  Judge  Wood  and  other  influential  antis 
at  Victoria  it  was  again  decided  to  leave  matters  as  they  are, 
only  taking  extra  precaution  the  day  previous  to  the  election  to  see 
that  no  loading  up  of  booze  will  take  place  by  the  Bloomington 
drinkers. 

"Mr.  Wilden,  our  agent  at  Victoria,  as  well  as  Judge  Wood,  is 
keeping  in  constant  touch  with  Bloomington  and  will  keep  us  advised." 
(L-837.) 

Letter  from  A.  F.  Holmgreen  of  Alice,  Texas,  to  Lone  Star  Brewing 
Company,  San  Antonio,  Texas,  dated  December   17,    1914: 

"As  the  two  years  are  up,  I  am  preparing  to  take  another  chance 
v/ith  the  pros  and  will  circulate  a  petition  asking  for. an  election  to  see 
if  we  can  get  the  dry  precinct  wet  again.  I  have  had  men  out  who 
were  making  a  quiet  canvass  and  have  the  promise  of  voters  to  come 
in  and  vote  the  wet  ticket.  If  they  will  all  keep  their  promise  every- 
thing will  be  all  right,  have  been  wanting  to  come  up  to  San  Antonio 
but  the  way  the  financial  condition  is  and  has  been,  I  could  not  spare 
the  money,  as  I  knew  that  I  would  need  the  money  to  use  in  the  election. 

"In  a  fire  we  had  here  last  night  I  lost  about  $200  worth  of  goods, 
but  none  of  the  fixtures  that  belong  to  you  were  in  the  fire. 

"I  am  hoping  that  we  will  win  in  the  next  election  and  am  doing 
all  I  know  what  to  do.  We  have  quite  a  number  of  new-comers  in 
the  precinct  now  who  were  not  here  at  the  time  of  the  other  election 
and  as  a  number  of  them  have  replaced  pros,  and  they  assure  me  that 
they  are  antis.

Excerpt  from  letter  H.  Prince,  secretary  and  treasurer  American 
Brewing  Association,  Houston,  to  C.  H.  Robinson,  Huntsville,  Texas, 
dated  April  25,  1902: 

"We  are  today  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  23rd  and  in  reply  with 
reference  to  local  option  fight,  the  organization  to  which  we  are  a 
very  large  contributor  to  will  assist  in  the  fighting,  providing  the  local 
people  will  take  up  this  movement.  We  shall  at  once  communicate 
with  headquarters  and  would  be  glad  to  have  you  keep  us  posted  as 
to  when  the  election  has  been  ordered  for.  We  also  beg  to  advise 
that  there  is  a  retail  liquor  dealers'  organization  under  the  name  of  the 
'League  of  Liberty'  and  it  is  very  necessary  for  every  town  to  have 
an  organization.  It  is  for  the  purpose  of  joining  the  saloon  and  liquor 
men  into  an  organization  that  will  be  able  to  cope  with  matters  of  the 
kind.  Without  organizing  little  can  be  accomplished.  We  would, 
therefore,  recommend  that  your  liquor  men  send  in  an  application 
to  the  writer  and  he  will  see  that  the  organizer  will  visit  you  and 
put  your  dealers  in  proper  time.  Upon  being  organized,  the  grand 
lodge  recognizes  its  duty  to  protect  and  assist  you  in  fighting  the 
interest  of  the  trade  by  sending  representatives  and  financial  and  in 
fighting  prohibition.     *     *     *"    (A-542.) 

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  secretary  and  treasurer  American  Brewing 
Association,  Houston,  to  C.  H.  Robinson,  Huntsville,  Texas,  dated  May 
10,    1902: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the  Dallas  executive 
committee  who  are  fighting  prohibition.  To  keep  them  properly  ad- 
vised as  to  the  movements  of  the  prohibitionists  in  your  vicinity  with 
that  object  in  view  you  will  kindly  give  me  a  full  report  on  the  proposed 
election  that  is  to  be  held  in  your  district.  If  your  saloon  men  and 
liquor  dealers  would  organize  I  feel  confident  that  the  executive  com- 
mittee can  give  substantial  financial  aid."   (A-560.) 

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  Houston,  to  C.  H.  Robinson,  Huntsville, 
dated  May   16th,   1902: 

"I  learned  that  the  committee  had  taken  up  the  Huntsville  matter 
and  one  of  their  number  is  to  visit  Huntsville  at  once.  I  regret  that 
the  information  about  the  election  was  not  placed  before  them  earlier. 
The  time  is  short,  and  you  must  have  all  that  are  in  sympathy  with 
our  side  to  work  hard  and  not  let  up  till  the  voting  boxes  are  closed." 
vA-567.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  H.  Prince,  Houston,  to  S.  T.  Morgan  of  the 
Dallas  Brewery,  Dallas,  dated  June  6,  1902: 
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«*  *  *  iVlr.  Brown,  one  of  the  saloon  men  of  Huntsville,  called 
at  our  office  today,  stating  that  if  there  is  good  ground  for  contesting 
the  election  recently  held  in  Huntsville  and  on  being  advised  to  get 
some  good  local  attorney  to  look  into  the  matter,  he  states  that  all 
the  attorneys  there  being  on  the  prohibition  side  and  employ  and  he 
therefore  cannot  procure  the  services  of  an  attorney  there.  We  ad- 
vised him  to  consult  with  an  attorney  in  Houston,  and  if  they  (the 
Huntsville  people)  will  defray  his  expenses  to  go  there  and  examine 
the  records  and  affairs  of  the  election  violations,  should  there  be 
sufficient  ground  for  the  election  to  be  annulled  that  they  could  look 
for  some  aid  from  us  to  contest  it.  I  will  write  you  again  on  the  sub- 
ject as  soon  as  we  learn  that  anything  definite  has  been  done."  (A-583.) 

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  secretary  and  treasurer  American  Brewing 
Association,  to  C.  E.  Heald,  Rivedside,  Texas,  dated  August  30,   1902: 

"In  reply  to  yours  of  the  27th  we  regret  to  state  that  we  are 
unable  to  make  an  engagement  for  Mr.  Goldstein  to  be  with  you  on 
the  2nd  inst.  We  hope  that  the  committee  who  has  the  election  in 
hand  will  be  able  to  secure  enough  home  talent  to  be  able  to  win 
the  election  without  interference  of  outsiders. 

"From  experience  that  has  been  had  at  other  places,  has  proven 
that  unless  the  citizens  themselves  take  a  hand  and  see  that  the  voters 
who  are  in  favor  of  anti-prohibition  will  go  to  the  polls  and  vote,  that 
interference  from  outsiders  will  not  better  the  conditions. 

"There  is  in  every  community  a  sufficient  number  of  voters  who 
believe  in  personal  freedom  to  carry  the  election  if  they  can  be  induced 
to  come  forward  and  vote. 

"It  seems  that  the  prohibitionists  have  clear  sailing  because  of 
antis'  failure  to  vote  on  election  day,  with  the  outside  financial  aid 
that  is  needed  and  has  been  set  aside  for  your  precinct,  we  feel  con- 
fident that  with  the  home  people  themselves  you  will  carry  the  election 
successfully."    (A-716.)

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"In  order  that  we  may  be  in  a  position  to  lend  you  a  helping  hand 
in  fighting  the  cause  for  our  mutual  interest,  we  are  desirous  of 
being  in  possession  of  the  information  as  to  the  first  movement  that 
is  made  in  your  community  by  the  prohibitionists  in  calling  for  a 
local  option  election. 

"Will,  you  kindly  do  two  things  in  your  own  interest  as  well  as 
our  own? 

"1st.  Is  there  any  talk  or  probability  of  a  local  option  or  pro- 
hibition election  being  ordered  in  your  county  in  the  near  future? 
This  you  may  quietly  find  out  from  the  County  Judge  or  the  County 
Commissioners. 

"2nd.  If  there  is,  then  you  will  please  ascertain  what  it  will 
cost  to  secure  a  polling  list,  giving  the  names  and  postoffice  address 
of  each  voter  in  your  county. 

"Before  doing  this,  however,  you  might  confer  with  other  dealers, 
as  well  as  the  County  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector  and  ascertain  whether 
this  has  already  been  done,  and  if  it  has  not  been  done,  then  consult 
with  other  dealers  and  give  us  the  information  at  once.  This  is  very 
IMPORTANT."     (A-680.) 

1903. 

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  to  W.  F. 
Duer,  Hempstead,  Texas,  1-28-03: 

"In  reply  to  yours  of  the  26th  we  beg  to  state  that  we  do  not 
propose  to  inaugurate  the  system  of  assisting  in  procuring  funds 
for  the  payment  of  the  poll  tax. 

"We  have  a  regular  organized  Anti-Prohibition  Club  with  head- 
quarters at  Waco.  Each  of  the  breweries  contribute  towards  that 
fund  very  liberally,  and  all  funds  necessary  for  fighting  prohibition 
elections  is  conducted  from  headquarters,  and  as  it  is  the  general 
opinion  of  all  that  the  .organization  cannot  undertake  to  pay  any  of 
the  present  poll  tax,  and  that  the  matter  is  left  for  the  respective  local 
dealers  or  organizations  to  do  anything  they  see  fit  in  order  to  protect 
their  interest.  Should  local  option  election  be  called  for  Waller  County 
you  may  look  for  substantial  aid  in  fighting  it  when  the  proper  time 
arrives.  In  the  meantime,  though,  you  will  have  to  organize  amongst 
vourselves  and  be  prepared  with  local  managers  to  conduct  the  cam- 
paign."   (A-775.) 

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  Houston,  to  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas,  dated 
2-16-03: 

"A  prohibition  election  has  been  called  for  Waller  County  for 
March  3rd.  This  county  adjoins  Harris  County  and  it  is  very  neces- 
sary that  we  use  every  possible  means  in  defeating  the  prohibitionists 
from  selling  so  close  home. 

"We  are  called  upon,  individually,  to  subscribe  liberally  towards 
the  making  of  a  good  fight,  and  we  are  satisfied  that  they  will  need 
additional  assistance  from  the  society.  Kindly  ascertain  what  amount 
you  can  secure  for  this  fight,  and  trust  that  you  will  be  able  to  obtain 
at  least  $500. 
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"Should  Waller  County  be  carried  by  the  prohibitionists  it  will 
not  be  long  before  war  will  be  waged  on  us  in  this  county.  Kindly 
give  this  matter  your  immediate  attention  and  will  be  glad  to  heir 
from  you  at  your  earliest  convenience. 

"Have  engaged  Judge  R.  E.  Hannay  to  take  charge  of  the  fight 
for  the  antis.  You  will  please  send  to  him  at  Hempstead  all  the 
literature  necessary  for  the  occasion."    (A-793.) 

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  to  S.  T. 
Morgan,  Dallas,  2-18-03: 

"As  previously  advised,  we  have  a  local  option  election  ordered 
for  Waller  County,  March  3rd,  and  as  it  is  very  necessary  that  we 
should  defeat  the  prohibitionists  at  that  election,  we  have  to  do  some- 
thing in  a  general  way  towards  giving  them  all  the  assistance  possible 
in  order  to  attain  that  end. 

"In  conference  had  in  this  office  the  other  day,  it  was  agreed 
that  Mr.  R.  E.  Hannay,  who  is  a  very  prominent  attorney  at  Hemp- 
stead, should  take  charge  of  the  movement  and  stump  the  county  in 
favor  of  the  antis.  It  was  agreed  that  Mr.  Hannay  should  receive 
as  a  compensation  the  sum  of  $200,  and  that  he  furnish  the  conveyance. 

"To  raise  the  amount  it  was  agreed  that  Mr.  Hamilton's  brewery 
should  give  the  sum  of  $50,  the  American  $50  and  Japhet  &  Co.  the 
sum  of  $100.  These  amounts  to  be  deducted  by  each  of  the  respective 
parties  from  the  first  remittance  that  is  made  to  you  under  your  call 
of  the  13th  inst.,  and  herewith  beg  to  enclose  our  check  for  $450. 

"The  parties  in  Waller  County  need  additional  funds.  The  exact 
amount  of  which  can  be  ascertained  by  communication  direct  with 
Mr.  W.  E.  Hannay  of  Hempstead.  We  think  that  about  $250  ad- 
ditional besides  what  they  will  be  able  to  gather  amongst  themselves 
should  be  ample  for  them  to  make  a  good  fight. 

"They  will  also  require  a  liberal  quantity  of  literature,  and  a 
personal  visit  from  Mr.  Paget  would  help  the  cause  greatly  and  would 
suggest  that  Mr.  Paget  put  himself  in  direct  communication  with  Mr. 
Hannay,  so  that  a  meeting  can  be  arranged  with  him. 

"We  congratulate  you  on  the  results  of  yesterday's  labors,  and 
hope  that  you  will  be  successful  in  Grayson  County."  (A-794.) 

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  to  S.  T. 
Morgan,   Dallas,  2-21-03: 

"I  have  your  both  communications  of  the  19th  and  have  also  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  Mr.  Paget,  upon  receipt  of  which  I  had  at  once 
phoned  to  Judge  R.  E.  Hannay  to  not  make  any  arrangements  for 
public  speech-making  and  await  my  letter,  which  I  had  mailed  to  him 
vesterday  morning  enclosing  the  letter  of  Mr.  P.  to  him. 

"The  manner  in  which  to  make  the  fight,  as  outlined  by  Mr.  P.,  is 
a  very  good  one  and  had,  therefore,  written  Judge  Hannay  to  give 
the  matter. due  consideration,  as  the  writer  had  outlined  the  line  of 
action  that  he  thinks  that  will  attain  the  best  results  from  the  vast 
experience  had  in  that  line  of  work. 
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"Regarding  contributions  to  the  Waller  County  fund,  I  beg  to 
advise  in  addition  to  the  $200  previously  advised  you  that  had  been 
contributed  by  the  Magnolia,  American  and  Mr.  Japhet  (a  wholesale 
liquor  dealer  here),  I  had  attended  a  meeting  of  the  local  Liquor 
Dealers'  Association  of  Houston  who  had  donated  $100  towards  the 
Waller  County  fund,  and  besides  which  they  have  contributed  the 
sum  of  $25  towards  the  distribution  of  copies  of  the  German  paper 
that  is  published  here  to  be  distributed  amongst  the  farmers  in  Waller 
County. 

"With  this  assistance  now  rendered  we  think  about  $200  additional 
from  you  ought  to  be  all  that  will  be  required.

"I  would,  therefore,  suggest  that  you  send  to  Judge  R.  E.  Hannay 
of  Hempstead  $200,  as  contribution  from  your  fund."

"Since  writing  you  this  morning,  I  have  yours  of  the  19th,  con- 
tents of  which  being  carefully  noted,  and  agreeable  to  your  suggestion, 
we  herewith  return  our  check  for  $450  and  our  check  for  $50,  making 
our  remittance  in  full  $500,  as  requested. 

"I  have  called  on  Mr.  Japhet,  showed  him  your  last  communication 
and  urged  on  him  the  necessity  of  coming  forward  with  his  contribu- 
tion, to  which  he  stated  that  he  was  mailing  you  his  check  for  $300 
by  tonight's  mail.     *     *     * 

"The  saloon  men  in  Hempstead  had  promised  to  raise  also  a  fund 
and  with  the  assistance  that  you  are  rendering  them  in  the  way  of 
literature  ought  to  be  ample  for  their  needs.  We  have,  however, 
written  Judge  Hannay,  telling  him  of  the  $500,  £>f  which  $200  goes 
to  him  for  his  expenses,  etc.,  being  all  that  he  can  look  to  from  our 
quarters."  (A-797.) 

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  to  W.  F. 
Hannay,  Hempstead,  Texas,  2-21-03: 

"I  herewith  beg  to  enclose  check  on  Merchants'  National  Bank 
for  $100,  same  being  towards  expense  of  the  campaign,  upon  inquiry 
regarding  the  funds  that  can  be  secured  for  the  campaign,  we  can 
now  state  that  $200  more  will  be  sent  you  in  the  next  few  days.  This 
will  be  $300  additional  to  the  amount  that  we  had  agreed  upon  to 
pay  your  expenses.  Mr.  Duer,  when  here  with  you  in  our  office,  lead 
us  to  believe  that  we  would  be  able  to  raise  some  money  amongst  the 
saloon  men  to  assist  in  making  the  canvass. 

"We  are  under  the  impression  that  $300  in  addition  to  what  can 
be*  raised  in  Hempstead  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  carry  the  expenses 
of  the  campaign.  However,  on  that  proposition,  we  would  like  to  have 
your  views. 

"We  would  like  to  hear  from  you  often   as  to  the  prospects  of 
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the  outcome  and  really  hope  that  you  will  be  successful  in  the  under- 
taking."

"I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  23rd  with  the  return  of  Mr. 
Kubena's  letter,  and  acting  on  your  suggestion  have  returned  same 
to  Mr.  Japhet,  to  whom  I  have  written  on  about  the  line  as  you  sug- 
gested. 

"I  am  today  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Paget  from  Waller 
County,  in  which  he  stated  the  prospects  to  win  the  battle  looks  some- 
what favorable.  I  would  suggest  that  if  you  can  possibly  spare  Mr. 
Paget  and  have  him  return  to  Waller  County  to  be  present  at  Hem- 
stead  on  the  day  of  the  election,  it  might  be  the  means  of  winning 
a  greater  number  of  votes  over  to  our  side,  and  at  the  time  can  keep 
many  of  the  saloon  men  in  line,  and  put  them  on  the  right  road  to 
work  on  when  their  work  is  most  necessary.

"I  herewith  beg  to  enclose  check  on  City  National  Bank,  Dallas, 
tor  $400,  same  being  balance  of  amount  of  total  contribution  obtained 
towards  the  local  option  out  of  which  you  retain  $200  as  agreed  for 
your  expenses,  etc.  I  am  glad  to  note  your  report  on  the  prospects, 
and  hope  your  highest  expectations  may  be  realized."    (A-800.) 

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  to  R.  E. 
Hannay,  Hempstead,  3-5-03: 

•'We  regret  to  note  the  defeat  we  sustained  in  Waller  County. 
From  the  reports  it  appears  that  evidently  there  must  have  been  con- 
siderable intimidation  on  the  part  of  the  prohibitionists  in  locking  the 
voters  places,  thereby  preventing  the  antis  having  access  to  the  booths, 
thereby  depriving  them  of  their  rights  of  citizenship  to  vote. 

"From  the  number  of  votes  cast  there  evidently  must  have  been 
a  number  of  voters  that  had  not  paid  their  poll  tax. 

"Both  of  these  subjects  is  properly  looked  into,  and  if  you  think 
there  is  sufficient  grounds  for  a  contest,  we  think  that  one  ought  to 
be  inaugurated. 

"Of  course,  in  taking  up  a  fight  of  that  kind  we  ought  to  be 
in  positive  possession  of  sufficient  proof  in  order  to  win  the  fight; 
otherwise  we  could  not  recommend  taking  any  action,  but  abide  by 
the  results."    (A-809.) 

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  to  S.  T. 
Morgan,  Dallas,  3-5-03: 
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"Your  several  communications  of  recent  date  had  reached  during 
my  absence  and  on  my  return  I  find  that  Waller  County,  where  we 
had  spent  so  much  money  and  energy,  had  proved  so  disastrous  to 
our  cause. 

"We  had  not  as  yet  had  any  report  from  Ma.  Hannay  regarding 
the  election,  and  if  the  report  is  true  that  the  ladies  of  Hempstead 
had  taken  possession  of  the  voting  booths  and  prevented  many  to  avail 
themselves  the  privilege  of  their  rights  of  citizenship  by  voting,  we 
think  that  the  steps  should  be  taken  to  overthrow  an  election  of  that 
kind  if  carried  by  that  means. 

"It  could  hardly  be  possible  that  if  the  election  had  been  carried 
on  fairly  that  we  could  have  been  beaten  with  so  large  a  majority  that 
the  papers  state. 

"I  would  advise  that  Mr.  Paget  take  this  matter  up  directly 
with  Mr.  Hannay,  and  if  there  is  good  grounds  for  a  contest,  I  would 
be  in  favor  of  undertaking  it,  and  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  you 
on  the  subject."    (A-812.) 

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  to  S.  T. 
Morgan,  Dallas,  3-10-03: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  9th  and  in  reply  beg  to  state 
that  in  conversation  with  Mr.  Hannay,  who  handled  the  election  of 
Waller  County  for  us,  seems  now  luke-warm  and  states  that  owing  to 
the  District  Court,  which  opened  its  session  yesterday,  will  occupy  his 
time  on  account  of  having  some  cases  to  take  care  of,  that  he  will 
not  be  able  to  give  our  matter  any  further  consideration. 

"I,  therefore,  took  the  matter  up  with  a  lawyer  by  the  name  of 
W.  Poole  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  evidence  and  affidavits  of  suf- 
ficient in  character  that  will  enable  us  to  contest  the  election  on 
favorable  grounds,  for  which  he  requires  a  fee  of  fifty  dollars   ($50). 

"I  wrote  him  last  night  accepting  his  proposition,  and  when  the 
evidence  and  affidavits  are  presented  to  us,  we  will  submit  them  to 
our  attorneys  here  in  Houston  and  will  then  be  able  to  pass  on  their 
nature,  and  if,  in  their  opinion,  we  have  good  grounds  to  contest  it 
favorably,  we  will  then  arrange  for  the  battle. 

"I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  after  having  spent  so  much  on 
the  election  that  we  might  as  well  throw  away  another  $50  more  and 
see  what  can  be  done.  In  getting  up  the  evidence  and  affidavits 
it  might  be  well,  if  Mr.  Paget  can  possibly  do  so,  to  go  to  Hempstead  on 
a  visit,  as  his  experience  in  that  line  and  knowing  such  strong  points 
that  is  needed  for  our  side  would,  no  doubt,  help  the  cause  consider- 
ably."   (A-818.) 

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  Texas,  to 
O.  Paget,  Galveston,  Texas,  3-11-03: 

"I  have  yours  of  the  10th  and  in  reply  beg  to  state  that  in  so  far

When  they  are  submitted  we  will  lay  them 
before  our  general  attorneys  here  and  if,  in  their  opinion,  we  can 
prove  enough  violations  in  the  election  to  set  it  aside,  we  will  make 
the  effort."

"As  previously  advised,  we  have  engaged  Mr.  J.  W.  Poole,  attorney, 
Hempstead,  Texas,  to  get  up  the  necessary  papers  for  a  contest. 

"Two  saloon  men,  Mr.  A.  B.  Jackson  and  Mr.  Sayles,  just  left  the 
office,  who  state  that  had  there  been  any  one  at  Hempstead  who  was 
clothed  with  sufficient  authority  to  keep  the  ladies  from  interfering 
with  the  election  that  the  results  would  have  been  quite  different. 

"They  seem  to  doubt  whether  Mr.  Poole  will  be  able  to  procure 
affidavits  and  evidence  necessary  to  make  the  contest  on  account  of 
the  people  have  been  so  bull-doozed  that  they  are  afraid  to  take  any 
active  part  in  such  proceedings. 

"I  told  them  that  it  would  be  a  matter  of  necessity  that  they  (the 
saloon  men)  would  have  to  assist  Mr.  Poole  in  procuring  people  who 
will  make  the  affidavits,  and  would  have  to  rely  on  their  evidence  to 
back  up  and  substantiate  the  affidavits. 

"I  shall  keep  this  matter  alive  until  we  have  had  an  opportunity 
to  see  what  we  can  really  do,  and  will  advise  you  promptly  as  to  the 
progress  we  make."    (A-825.) 

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  Houston,  to  S.  T.  Morgan,  Dallas,  dated 
4-3-03: 

"Since  prohibition  election  of  Waller  County  went  against  us 
and  from  general  reports  we  are  satisfied  tnat  undue  and  illegal  means 
were  used  by  the  prohibitionists  in  carrying  the  election,  we  had  em- 
ployed Mr.  J.  W.  Poole,  an  attorney  at  Hempstead,  for  the  purpose 
cf  getting  up  affidavits  and  testimony  with  a  view  of  contesting  the 
election.  Mr.  Poole  presented  the  necessary  papers  to  our  local  at- 
torneys here  who,  upon  examination,  state  that  we  had  good  grounds 
to  sue  out  a  write  of  injunction  restraining  the  authorities  from  put- 
ting the  local  option  election  in  force. 

"We  have  the  promise  of  Mr.  Hamilton,  president  of  the  Houston 
Ice  and  Brewing  Company  to  join  us  in  the  expense  of  carrying  on 
the  injunction  to  that  end. 

"It  is  our  intention  to  prosecute  the  case  to  the  hearing  of  the 
prosecution  of  the  injunction.  The  result  of  which  will  end  the  case 
in  so  far  as  the  knowledge  of  the  present  attorneys. 

"Should  we  be  successful  in  getting  the  injunction  granted  it 
will  hold  the   matter   open   until   the  court   in   Waller  County   meets 
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some  time  in  October,  unless  the  prohibitionists  will  try  to  dissolve 
the  injunction  before  one  of  the  judges  in  their  county. 

"Having  started  this  fight  without  consulting  you,  we  will  ap- 
preciate if  you  will  take  hold  and  manage  the  entire  proceedings.  Mr. 
Paget  has  had  considerable  experience  in  matters  of  this  kind  and 
might  be  best  that  he  should  be  in  consultation  with  our  attorneys  here 
before  the  papers  are  presented  to  the  court. 

"The  expenses  of  the  suit  for  the  part  of  the  work  outlined  will 
be  somewhere  about  $250,  which  we  will  arrange  to  pay  amongst  our- 
selves without  calling  on  you."    (A-854.) 

1905. 

Excerpt   from  letter  from  O.   Paget,  Galveston,  to    L.  W.  Levy, 

Galveston,   4-4-05: 

"As  to  Waller,  the  antis  are  bringing  on  an  election  in  that  county 
and  are  going  to  make  a  hard  fight.  Judge  R.  E.  Hannay  has  the 
matter  in  charge,  and  things  are  looking  favorable.  I  advised  against 
bringing  on  the  election  at  this  time,  but  the  antis  were  determined. 
I  am  sending  in  large  quantities  of  literature  and  the  fight  will  be 
made  by  home  people,  but  there  will  be  no  still  hunts.  The  day  is 
past  for  still  hunts  or  saloon  men  at  the  head  of  affairs.  It  was  tried 
in  McCulloch,  Tyler  and  Hardeman  Counties — in  each  case  the  still 
hunt  was  adopted — the  result  was  to  be  expected — they  remain  dry."

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  to  A.  Wild- 
ing, Hempstead,  Texas,  4-8-05: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  5th  and  beg  to  state  that  all 
your  orders  therein  contained  have  been  carefully  noted  and  same  will 
be  filled  as  required.  The  price  of  the  cork  is  $1  per  gross.  Should 
you  need  five  gross  more  kindly  advise  and  same  will  be  shipped  to 
you  promptly. 

"Regarding  a  speaker,  we  beg  to  advise  that  Mr.  O.  Paget  of 
Galveston  has  full  charge  of  the  prohibition  elections  in  our  interests, 
to  whom  you  will  please  refer  with  reference  to  all  matters  appertain- 
ing to  the  coming  election,  who,  no  doubt,  will  give  it  his  prompt  at- 
tention."   (A-1281.) 

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  Houston,  to  R.  E.  Hannay,  Hempstead, 
4-12-05: 

"We  are  today  informed  that  a  colored  man  by  the  name  of  D.  A. 
Starks  of  Hempstead  has  a  great  influence  with  the  colored  popula- 
tion, but  as  we  have  never  heard  of  the  man  before,  we  would  ask 
that  you  advise  us  as  to  the  extent  of  his  popularity  and  the  probable 
number  of  votes  that  he  could  influence  at  the  coming  election. 

"If  you  think  that  his  absence  from  Hempstead  until  after  the 
election  is  held  would  be  of  a  benefit  to  the  cause  there  is  a  party 
living  at  Conroe  who  says  that  he  has  a  position  that  he  could  fill  for 
him  provided  we  pay  for  the  services  in  having  him  engage  him  for 
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the  next  week  or  ten  days.  Please  let  us  know  if  you  think  he  is  of 
sufficient  importance  to  have  us  treat  with  the  party  on  the  lines 
as  suggested  and  we  would  thank  you  for  an  early   reply."   (A-1286.)

Letter  from  H.  Prince,  Houston,  to  McDade  &  Wagnon,  Hemp- 
stead, Texas,  10-19-06: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  17th  and  in  reply  beg  to  state 
that  we  are  fully  in  accord  with  the  movement,  and  are  willing  to  con- 
tribute our  portion  towards  the  fund  needed  to  carry  out  the  views 
therein  expressed.  As  we  do  not  know  what  your  views  are  on  the 
amount  of  your  expected  contribution  from  us,  we  are,  however,  will- 
ing to  contribute  not  less  than  $25.  If  that  amount  you  consider 
satisfactory  you  may  advance  and  either  charge  it  to  our  account  or 
make  draft  on  us  for  same."    (A-1738.)

Letter  from  R.  L.  Autrey  of  the  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Com- 
pany, Houston,  to  B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  5-24-07: 

"Local  option  matters  in  Waller  County  continue  in  perfect  shape. 
I  have  again  heard  from  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  and  learn  that  they  have 
about  given  up  all  hopes  of  voting  the  county  dry.  I  think  we  may 
safely  go  ahead  and  arrange  our  business  arrangements  to  go  into  the 
market. 

"The  plan  is  to  put  the  American  beer  and  ours  into  the  hands 
of  the  same  party,  the  only  two  markets  in  the  county,  Hempstead 
&nd  Brookshire,  being  too  small  to  have  two  agents,  and  further  than 
that,  to  agree  mutually  not  to  give  any  other  furniture  other  than 
tapping  boxes  and  apparatus,  which  are  necessary  to  keep  the  beer 
and  maintain  its  reputation.  Furniture  may  be  sold  if  security  is 
furnished."    (A-1887.) 

Letter  from  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company,  Houston,  through 
R.  L.  Autrey,  to  B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  5-28-07: 

"I  think  you  are  quite  correct  in  saying  that  disbursing  of  all 
funds  in  Waller  County  fight  should  be  done  through  one  channel, 
and  I  think  it  is  best  for  me  to  continue  disbursing  all  the  funds  and 
make  out  one  account  at  the  close,  and  call  on  the  American  to  pay 
one-half.  Therefore,  I  will  make  no  further  calls  than  the  $125  already 
paid  by  Mr.  Prince.  This  is  in  answer  to  my  request  that  Magnolia 
pay  all  expenses  and  we  will  reimburse  them  half."    (A-1891.)

"Amongst  other  work  of  your  office  done  in  June,  and  com- 
pleted a  few  days  since,  was  the  preventing  of  an  election  in  the 
Point  Boliver  district.

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Brewers'  Association  will  with  the  aid  of  the  Baskin-McGregor  bill, 
guarantee  to  the  citizens  a  decent  saloon  element,  and  if  we  fail  in 
this  promise  then  there  will  be  a  reaction  against  us — it  as  the  battle 
cry  in  Navarro,  Waller  and  Freestone  and  it  is  proclaimed  by  Pendle- 
ton, Stafford  and  Marr,  etc.     *     *     *"   (G-123.)

Letter  from  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  to  O.  Paget, 
Galveston,   1-15-08: 

"We  herewith  beg  to  enclose  a  letter  from  Mr.  Shade  of  Decatur, 
111.,  to  George  P.  Ziess  of  Waller,  Texas,   asking  certain  information. 

"As  Mr.  Ziess  is  a  friend  of  ours,  and  has  done  considerable  to- 
wards bringing  back  Waller  County  to  the  'wet  column,'  we  would 
consider  it  a  special  favor  if  you  will  kindly  give  him  such  information 
in  accordance  with  his  request."    (A-2159.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  B.  Adoue,  Gal-

"Two  elections  were  held  Saturday — one  in  Kaufman  County, 
which  was  dry;  one  in  Waller  county,  a  wet  precinct.

You  used  to 
do  some  business  there.  If  you  are  interested  would  be  glad  to  send 
your  man  any  literature  or  advice  he  could  use,  free,  of  course,  of  all 
expense  to  you  or  him. 

"I  have  no  desire  to  'but  in,'  but  even  a  precinct  won  has  its 
effect."

"I  beg  to  own  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  20th  inst.  Many  thanks 
for  the  courtesy  of  its  contents.  The  writer  does  not^  know  who  is  at 
the  head  of  the  movement,  and  as  soon  as  he  is  informed  as  to  what 
is  required  he  will  take  great  pleasure  in  calling  on  you.  From  in- 
formation had  we  are  inclined  to  believe  that  it  is  best  for  the  present 
dry  precinct  of  Waller  County  to  remain  dry,  as  it  will  be  the  means 
of  avoiding  strife  that  is  likely  to  occur  as  soon  as  the  place  is  voted 
wet.  The  beer  business  of  the  town  is  being  done  within  the  Harris 
County  line.  We  would  prefer  present  conditions  not  disturbed."

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Letter  from  J.  B.  Rayner,  a  negro  preacher  of  Calvert,  to  H.  Prince, 
Houston,   12-29-11: 

"While  Mr.  Adoue  was  alive  I  kept  him  well  informed  of  all  the 
movements  of  the  prohibitionists,  and  we  were  ready  at  all  times  to 
thwart  their  purposes.  Mr.  Adoue  has  passed  to  his  reward,  and  I 
lost  my  most  substantial  friend. 

"I  write  to  inform  you  that  the  pros  will  call  a  local  option  elec- 
tion in  Waller,  Grimes,  Brazos,  Robertson,  Milam,  Burleson  and  Falls 
Counties  after  the  1st  of  February,  1912,  if  the  colored  voters'  fail  to 
pay  their  poll  taxes  in  time.  Ever  since  the  first  of  last  October  I 
have  with  tongue  and  pen  been  at  work  to  induce  my  people  to  pay 
their  poll  taxes  in  time.  I  did  this  upon  my  own  initiative,  and  have 
had  some  very  influential  preachers  helping  me.  If  you  can  send 
me  some  literature  which  will  help  my  people  to  thoroughly  under- 
stand the  great  duty  of  tax  paying,  and  the  weakness  of  prohibition, 
please  send  me  some,  and  I  will  tax  my  own  resources  and  widely 
distribute  it.  If  you  cannot  supply  me  with  some  literature,  you 
need  not  trouble  yourself  to  answer  this  letter.  I  had  a  talk  with 
Mr.  Edel,  the  traveling  salesman  for  Frieberg  &  Kahn,  yesterday,  and 
told  him  of  conditions,  and  he  advised  me  to  write  to  you."  (A-3467.)

Letter  from  J.  W.  McDade,  Hempstead,  Texas,  to  American  Brew- 
ing Association,   Houston,   1-14-13: 

"I  am  writing  this  letter  at  the  solicitation  of  the  representative 
of  the  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company,  and  also  with  the  assurance 
that  the  Schlitz  people  will  meet  their  part  of  this  matter.  I  am  not 
writing  about  and  through  any  personal  motives  of  my  own. 

"This  representative  has  fenced  the  town  in  the  grasp  of  evan- 
gelists holding  prayer  meetings  in  the  business  houses  of  the  town, 
and  it  looks  as  if  the  fight  just  ended  in  Montgomery  County  will 
fall  to  Waller  later  on.  Now  we  want  you  to  help  one-third  of  100 
poll  tax  receipts,  the  100  amounting  to  $175. 

"This  matter  you  can  take  up  among  yourselves.  An  ounce  of 
prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure  any  time.  You  must  realize  that 
this  point  of  the  county  is  the  battle  ground  that  holds  the  county 
wet  and  not  Brookshire.  For  every  dollar  spent  there  is  a  detriment 
to  the  cause,  as  the  pros  will  handle  the  negro  vote  there,  but  Patter- 
son is  a  good  field  to  win  in."    (A-3660.)

Wharton,  and  he  figures  that  with  breakage,  cooling  and  handling 
that  he  makes  about  lc  per  bottle.  He  has  the  exclusive  sale  of  same 
for  the  Magnolia  in  Wharton.  From  what  I  can  see  here  at  present 
local  option  is  pretty  sure  to  carry,  as  the  saloon  men  are  not  a  unit 
on  anything,  for  which  reason  a  good  many  people  otherwise  anti  will 
either  vote  pro  or  not  take  any  part  in  the  controversy  at  all.  *  *  *" 
(S-973.) 

Excerpt  from  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  to  San 
Antonio   Brewing  Association,  San  Antonio,  7-21-03: 

"*  *  *  The  Wharton  delegation  called  on  us.  The  Magnolia 
and  ourselves  contributed  very  liberally  towards  their  funds.  They 
seem  to  speak  very  highly  of  your  Mr.  Kauffmann  as  an  organizer 
and  they  seem  to  be  confident  of  winning  the  battle  and  hope  that 
their  highest  expectations  may  be  realized."

Letter  American  Brewing  Association,  Houston,  to  J.  H.  Herring, 
Wharton,  Tex.,  2-13-04: 

"We  are  just  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  our  traveling  representa- 
tive, Mr.  Goldstein,  stating  that  in  consideration  of  the  service  ren- 
dered by  Mr.  Kauffmann  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewery,  that  the  bottled 
product  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewery  is  now  handled  exclusively  in 
Wharton. 

"If  the  trade  is  given  the  San  Antonio  Brewery  on  the  merits  of 
the  beer,  we  would  most  assuredly  have  no  cause  for  complaint,  but  if 
given  to  that  brewery  on  account  of  services  rendered  by  Mr.  Kauff- 
mann, we  consider  it  all  wrong,  as  Mr.  Kauffmann's  services  and  all 
expenses  included  in  the  prohibition  campaign  was  paid  by  all  the 
breweries  of  the  State.  We  most  assuredly  paid  our  part,  which  was 
equally  as  much  as  the  San  Antonio  Brewery. 

"We,  therefore,  consider  it  unjust  for  Mr.  Kauffmann  to  claim 
credit  for  his  brewery  for  what  he  has  done,  as  his  services  were  fully 
paid,  also  all  expenses  had  in  connection  therewith."     ((A-1030.)^

Letter  W.  L.  Hall,  Wharton,  Texas,  to  H.  F.  Kauffmann,  an  em- 
ploye of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  8-31-05: 

"I  was  away  from  home  last  week  and  upon  my  return  yester- 
day I  was  immediately  beseiged  by  some  interested  parties  as  to  what 
has  been  done  in  regard  to  straightening  up  our  election  matters.  I 
do  not  understand  the  matter,  as  the  only  money  I  spent  was  taken 
out  of  my  own  pocket.  Out  of  my  own  money  I  paid  for  every  item 
of  expense  I  incurred,  but  you  know  what  other  expenses  were  in- 
curred and  which  were  absolutely  necessary  to  insure  success  and  you 
know  what  the  home  people  did  with  reference  to  paying  their  part.

And  you  know  the  condition  of  affairs 
as  well  as.  any  one  here  and  know  that  if  your  people  do  not  come  to 
the  rescue  this  bur.den  will  fall  on  two  or  three  citizens  who  had  put 
little  personal  interest  in  the  result  and  I  therefore,  hope  you  will  not 
'take  the  matter  up'  with  your  people,  but  have  them  to  do  something 
immediately  as  something  must  be  done. 

"Write  to  R.  A.  Rich  or  W.  S.  Brooks,  as  I  may  be  away  from 
home."    (S-1043.) 

B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  to  H.  Hamilton,  president  of  Houston  Ice 
and  Brewing  Company,  Houston,  9-23-08: 

"Please  send  me  check  $1,080  and  oblige.  Local  option  election 
has  been  called  for  Louis,  Wharton  County,  and  for  Leon  County! 
This  office  will  endeavor  to  prevent  the  success  of  the  prohibitionists. '

Excerpt  from  letter  of  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  S.  E.  Lanier,  Mar- 
quez,  Texas,  9-23-08: 

"*  *  *  I  am  at  present  engaged  in  two  elections,  one  in  Lam- 
pasas and  one  in  the  Louise  precinct  in  Wharton  County.  They  will 
keep  me  busy  until  Monday,  therefore,  at  that  time  you  can  call  your 
friends  from  all  over  the  county  and  get  them  in  a  meeting  at  Marquez 
Wednesday  and  I  will  be  there-  and  go  over  the  situation  with  you.

Report  of  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  addressed  to  B.  Adoue,  Galveston, 
9-25-08 : 

f  I  respectfully  report  on  the  election  called  for  the  Louise  precinct 
in  Wharton  County  and  find  conditions  about  as  follows: 

"There  is  only  one  saloon  there.  The  license  is  held  in  the  name 
of  York,  but  the  actual  incense  is  a  Mr.  T.  L.  Haymes,  a  good  man, 
away  above  the  average  retailer.  I  interviewed  several  pros  as  well 
as  antis — no  complaint  from  any  one.  One  real  estate  man,  a  Mr. 
O'Brien,  was  especially  strong  in  his  commendations  of  the  saloon 
man's  conduct.  There  are  no  Sunday  violations  and  no  sales  to  minors 
or  other  offenses,  such  as  are  usually  complained  of. 

"I  examined  the  order  for  election  and  find  it  is  for  'Independent 
School  District  No.  5  of  Wharton  County,'  and,  as  the  case  of  ex  parte 
Haney,  103  S.  W.  R.,  p.  1155,  has  settled  that  question;  in  fact,  it 
was  the  only  question  before  the  court,  I  thought  it  best  to  inform 
Mr.  Haymes  of  the  fact  and  advise  to  not  attempt  to  vote  or  in  any  way 
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recognize  the  order,  but,  either  enjoin  the  Commissioners  from  holding 
the  election  or,  if  held,  enjoin  them  from  putting  same  into  effect. 
My  advice  would  be  to  not  let  the  election  proceed,  as  action  will 
be  quicker  in  the  premises. 

"I  am  reliably  informed  that  if  the  Commissioners  order  an 
election  in  the  Justice  or  Commissioner's  Precinct,  in  which  Independ- 
ent School  District  No.  5  is  situated,  that  prohibition  will  be  defeated 
therein. 

"Mr.  Haymes  told  me  that  all  his  beer  is  purchased  from  the 
American  Brewery  and  Lone  Star.  The  latter,  through  their  agent, 
Mr.  A.  Fahrenthold  at  El  Campo,  and  that  he  bought  many  thousand 
of  dollars  worth. 

"I  asked  Mr.  Clough  of  this  city  what  it  would  cost  to  enjoin. 
He  will  take  up  the  work  for  $50  and  expenses,  say  $75  in  all,  and 
I  advise  that  it  is  far  cheaper  to  go  into  court  than  into  an  election 
and  then  into  court.  Copy  of  this  report  is  going  to  both  breweries 
named  and  a  request  as  to  what  they  desire  to  do  in  the  premises. 
If  they  are  to  act  it  should  be  done  quickly,  in  fact,  it  must  be  done 
quickly  if  at  all."    (A-2438.) 

Letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  H.  Prince,  Houston,  9-25-08: 

"I  herewith  send  you  copy  of  my  reports  on  Louise  and  respect- 
fully request  that  you  read  same  and  either  telephone  or  wire  me 
whether  you  want  Mr.  Clough  to  get  into  that  fight  or  not.  The  man 
is  a  good  customer  and  makes  the  claim  that  if  the  election  is  called 
for  the  Justice  Precinct,  which  they  undoubtedly  will,  after  the  school 
district  is  knocked  out,  they  can  win.  Courts-  move  slowly.  We  have 
no  time  to  waste,  therefore  I  request  that  you  will  act  on  this  matter 
immediately  either  by  wire  or  phone.

$500.  Up  to  this  writing  I  have  paid  out  $400.  This  money  was  paid 
out  to  the  negroes  and  the  Republicans  and  I  believe  that  one  negro 
has  got  almost  all  of  thjs  money,  that  he  hired  his  own  workers  and 
paid  them  himself,  but  I  believe  without  him  and  assistance  of  Hughes, 
the  county  might  have  gone  in  the  dry  column.  This  negro's  name  is 
Taylor  and  I  believe  he  is  just  about  as  honest  and  one  of  the  best  work- 
ers I  ever  saw. 

"Now,  this  makes  quite  a  tax  to  Wharton.  This  makes  $450  apiece 
to  you  and  myself.  The  Miller  Brewing  Company  sells  more  beer  in 
Wharton  than  you  do  and  I  know  they  sell  more  beer  than  we  do.  They 
have  not  put  up  one  cent,  and  in  fact  before  putting  up  any  money  in 
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any  more  of  these  counties,  there  ought  to  be  some  understanding  about 
it,  whether  they  expect  the  local  breweries  to  stand  all  the  expenss  of 
these  elections  and  then  the  outside  brewer  get  the  business.  I  am 
satisfied  we  are  putting  up  all  of  our  profits  that  we  will  make  in 
Wharton  this  year,  and  there  certainly  ought  to  be  more  thinking  done 
before  this  money  is  paid  out  like  we  are  paying  it  out."     (A-2691.)

"I  have  just  returned  home  and  find  your  letter  of  the  14th  inst. 
I  feel  certain  that  the  result  in  your  county  in  the  event  of  an  election 
will  demonstrate  the  wisdom  of  your  committee  in  determining  upon 
an  aggressive  open  and  fighting  campaign.  We  have  all  of  the  argu- 
ment on  our  side  that  can  appeal  to  reason  and  intelligence,  and  when 
this  argument  is  put  up  to  the  good  judgment  of  your  county  your 
people  will  undoubtedly  respond.  There  is  no  need  for  any  fear  what- 
ever. 

"In  the  last  campaign  your  county  was  carried  by  the  antis  by  a 
vote  of  less  than  100,  and  should  the  next  campaign  be  conducted  by 
a  still  hunt  the  result  would  be  in  doubt,  and  unless  an  enormous 
amount  of  money  should  be  expended  the  county  would  in  all  proba- 
bility be  lost. 

"I  understand  that  you  will  not  have  an  election  next  month.  In 
the  event  it  should  be  called  at  all,  our  friends  ought  to  be  fully  pre- 
pared by  having  every  available  man  pay  his  poll  tax. 

"It  will  be  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  render  any  assistance  within 
my  power  at  any  time  you  think  it  important  for  me  to  undertake  to 
uo  anything  in  behalf  of  the  cause,  and  all  you  have  to  do  is  to  indi- 
cate to  me  what  you  would  like  for  me  to  do. 

"I  take  it  for  granted  that  your  letter  was  written  before  it  be- 
came known  that  your  court  would  not  call  an  election  for  January, 
and  that  therefore  the  conference  requested  is  not  desired  at  this  time. 
However,  should  you  desire  a  conference  let  me  know  upon  receipt  of 
this  letter  and  I  will  comply  with  your  request  at  the  very  earliest  pos- 
sible time. 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  pro  friends  have  your  county  slated 
for  a  contest,  notwithstanding  the  payment  of  poll  taxes  may  alter 
their  determination,  it  would  be  well  to  do  some  preliminary  work  any- 
way; in  fact,  any  work  done  in  behalf  of  our  cause  in  your  county  at 
this  time  will  not  be  lost,  for  the  reason  that  the  State-wide  campaign 
is  on  and  there  is  no  reason  why  your  county  should  not  become  the 
Gibraltar  for  the  anti  cause  in  the  great  northwest  section  of  Texas. 

"I  suggest  that  your  sub-committee  at  its  earliest  convenience  pre- 
pare a  list  of  substantial  and  intelligent  citizens  who  would  appreciate 
some  high-class  literature  upon  this  subject.

We  also  have  a  strong 
German  colony  in  this  county  and  the  three  precincts  they  are  in  will 
go  six  to  one  anti.  The  Germans  have  called  on  me  and  want  this  elec- 
tion called.  I  have  talked  with  one  of  their  ministers  and  drank  wine 
and  beer  with  him,  and  he  is  alright.  The  other  one  I  have  not  seen  as 
yet.  The  strongest  fighter  the  pros  have  came  to  me  last  Saturday  and 
wanted  me  to  have  the  election  called  by  December  this  year.  It  will 
take  considerable  money  to  carry  this,  one  part  of  which  we  can  raise 
here.  What  can  you  do  or  have  done  for  us?  Let  me  hear  at  once  from 
you  in  regard  to  this  matter  and  oblige."     (S-6383.)

"Your  favor  received  today.    I  have  been  in  communication  with 
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Capt.  Schramm  for  many  months  on  the  subject  at  issue,  he,  being  a 
personal  friend  of  the  writer,  and  a  splendid  man.  Every  word  you 
say  of  him  is  true  and  we  can  trust  him  absolutely  in  the  matter  of 
the  campaign  now  on  in  Williamson  County. 

"I  expect  to  be  there  next  Monday  and  if  desirable  to  the  citizens, 
take  an  active  part  in  the  campaign  and  will  report  to  you  promptly  the 
exact  conditions  existing  in  the  county.  I  would  answer  no  replies  for 
donations  until  you  hear  from  me,  because  if  it  is  a  useless  fight,  there 
is  no  need  of  spending  money.  Thus  far,  I  have  never  failed  to  tell 
you  the  truth  or  predict  the  result  of  an  election  correctly  and  expect 
to  do  likewise  in  Williamson  County,   and  remain."     (S-3727.) 

Excerpt  from  letter,  B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  San 
Antonio,  dated  November  20th,  1907: 

"Last  Sunday  I  called  on  Mr.  Autrey  to  discuss  his  movements  in 
Williamson  County  and  he  promised  to  write  you  and  define  his  posi- 
tion. My  opinion  is  that  in  future  an  agreement  must  be  made  that 
no  brewery  or  agent  shall  attempt  to,  in  any  manner,  secure  trade  dur- 
ing a  local  option  campaign,  to  say  the  least,  it  is  very  unwise  and 
must  injure  our  cause  in  the  locality.  The  Brewers'  Association  is 
called  upon  to  assert  publicly  its  determination  to  enforce  the  Baskin- 
McGregor  laws  and  make  promises  of  good  behavior  on  the  part  of 
breweries,  and  their  agents  as  well  as  of  the  saloon  keepers  and  said 
promises  make  friends  and  votes  for  our  cause;  there  should  be  no 
scramble  for  securing  contract  of  beer  trade  at  any  time,  but  especially 
not  when  the  election  campaign  is  on."     (S-3759.) 

Letter  from  O.  Koehler,  San  Antonio,  to  A.  E.  Nauwald,  Taylor, 
dated  Nov.  22,  1907: 

"Referring  to  your  request  over  the  phone  this  afternoon,  conver- 
sation had  with  Mr.  Stevens,  beg  to  state  that  we  phoned  to  Judge  Lin- 
den's office,  and  ascertained  that  he  is  not  in  the  city.  They  stated 
fhat  they  thought  he  was  in  Junction,  so  it  is  impossible,  of  course,  to 
send  him. 

"Our  Mr.  Wahrmund  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Schramm  yesterday,  but 
we  have  not  been  advised  just  what,  if  any,  understanding  was  had  in 
regard  to  speakers,  but  will  take  this  matter  up  with  him  the  first 
tning  tomorrow,  and  will  write  you  again,  or  possibly  call  up  by  phone. 
I  am  glad  that  the  prospects  are  looking  bright,  and  sincerely  hope 
that  Williamson  County  will  redeem  herself!"     (S-3752.) 

Excerpt  from  report  of  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  B.  Adoue,  Galves- 
ton, dated  December  7th,   1907: 

"*  *  *  We  carried  in  succession  Cooke,  Tom  Green,  Wichita 
and  Williamson  Counties.  In  each  and  all  the  business  element  were 
put  in  charge;  in  Wichita  it  was  close,  but  decisive,  and  when  it  is  re- 
membered that  in  each,  county  only  (practically)  the  county  seat  (ex- 
cept in  Williamson)  was  involved  in  the  result,  it  cannot  fail  to  impress 
you  in  the  change  of  public  sentiment."

Letter  from  J.  Drozda,  Granger,  Texas,  to  R.  L.  Autrey  of  Houston 
Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  dated  March   18th,  1910: 

"If  possible,  please  answer:  Do  Northern  breweries  help  to  carry 
the  expenses  of  anti-prohibition  campaign?  I  heard  they  do  not  to 
the  extent  as  they  ought  to  according  to  their  business.  Would  you 
please  send  the  balance?  Will  be  thankful  for  your  check,  the  last 
one/'     (H-90.) 

1913. 

Letter  from  G.  H.  Luedde,  Waco,  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio, 
dated  July  11,  1913: 

"I  presume  you  have  heard  the  news  of  an  election  that  will  be 
called  in  Williamson  County  at  an  early  date.  I  have  just  received  a 
letter  from  Mr.  King  in  which  he  states  he  thought  the  election  would 
be  called  next  Monday. 

"As  you  well  know,  our  prohibition  friends  are  always  ready  for  a 
fight;  we  are  not.  It  takes  us  time  to  organize  and  therefore  we  should 
be  ready  to  tell  our  friends  what  we  can  do  for  them.  I  have  taken 
ihis  matter  up  with  Mr.  Autrey  at  Houston  and  also  Mr.  Busch  at  St. 
Louis,  and  they  have  passed  the  matter  up  to  the  interested  parties. 

"The  interested  parties  in  Williamson  County  are  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  and  the  Lone  Star  Brewery  and  August  A.  Busch 
&  Co.,  so  it  seems  the  best  thing  we  can  do  will  be  for  me  to  meet  with 
you  and  Mr.  Bruhn  at  the  very  earliest  date  possible,  and  let.  us  decide 
what  kind  of  a  fight  we  are  going  to  make. 

"We  cannot  afford  to  let  this  go  by  default  as  we  did  Elgin,  be- 
cause you  know  there  are  other  counties  involved,  and  if  they  win  Wil- 
liamson County  they  will  win  about  a  half  dozen  of  the  surrounding 
counties.  The  next  will  be  Bell  and  the  next  Milam,  as  well  as  Falls, 
and  the  chances  are  they  will  go  a  little  farther  south,  Bastrop  and 
Brazos  and  others,  so  this  is  no  matter  to  be  trifled  with;  this  is  a  very 
serious  situation.  If  we  do  not  win  Williamson  County  by  at  least  200 
» otes  you  can  look  for  a  flood  of  prohibition  elections  during  the  next 
ninety  days'  time. 

"Mr.  Wahrmund,  this  is  a  matter  that  you  and  the  Lone  Star 
Brewery  are  both  vitally  interested  in,  possibly  as  much  or  more  so  than 
August  A.  Busch  &  Co.  are  interested.  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  meet 
you  gentlemen  and  talk  this  matter  over  with  you.  I  have  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Clauss  on  the  subject  and  there  is  no  time  to  lose,  as  you  will 
notice  by  the  enclosed  letter  I  am  sending  you  of  Mr.  King's  of  Taylor, 
in  which  he  states  the  petition  will  be  presented  next  Monday.  You  will 
kindly  return  me  this  King  letter  for  my  files. 

"If  upon  receipt  of  this  letter,  you  will  take  the  matter  up  with 
Mr.  Bruhn  of  the  Lone  Star  Brewery,  and  wire  me  I  can  leave  here 
Saturday  night  and  spend  Sunday  with  you  and  talk  this  matter  over, 
and  we  can  then  decide  upon  a  line  of  action."     (S-7513.) 

Letter  from  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio,  to  G.  H.  Luedde,  Waco, 
dated  July  14,  1913: 
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"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  11th  inst.  with  enclosed  letter 
of  Mr.  C.  E.  King  of  Taylor,  Texas,  which  I  return  herewith,  agreeable 
your  request. 

"I  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Bruhn  this  morning  over  the  phone,  he  being 
in  Tarpon  enjoying  few  days  rest.  He  informed  me  that  he  would  be 
oack  here  on  Friday  next,  so  if  you  can  arrange  to  be  here  on  that  day, 
it  will  suit  Mr.  Bruhn  and  I.  I  observe  that  you  again  mentioned  'Elgin 
was  permitted  to  go  by  default,'  which  is  really  not  true.  As  you  well 
know  I  could  not  take  hold  of  the  situation  personally,  but  our  interests 
were  in  the  hands  of  some  very  good  personal  friends,  who  for  a  time 
assured  me  that  we  stood  a  very  good  chance  to  win  out.  Just  why 
we  did  not  win  you  can  easily  ascertain  by  asking  any  of  the  interested 
parties  in   Elgin."     (S-7519.) 

Letter  from  Herbert  M.  Hinzie,  Palestine,  Texas,  to  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association,  dated  July  17th,  1913: 

"I  notice  that  Williamson  County  is  in  line  for  a  whirlwind  pro- 
hibition campaign. 

"It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  successfully  manage  four 
campaigns  in  this  county,  and  the  result  is  largely  due  to  systematic 
work. 

"If  you  think  that  the  people  of  Williamson  County  would  be  bene- 
fited by  our  inside  work  it  will  give  me  pleasure  to  assist  them.  It  is  at 
a  time  of  the  year  that  I  can  devote  time  to  it  and  at  the  same  time 
reap  some  compensation  for  such  work."     (S-7526.) 

Letter  from  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio,  to  E.  S.  Clauss  of  the 
Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  dated  July  17, 
:913: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  14th  inst.  and  will  state  in 
reply  that  I  spoke  to  Mr.  Luedde  over  the  phone  this  morning  in  re- 
gard to  Williamson  County.  We  will  have  conference  or  meeting  in 
this  city  at  an  early  date,  and  will  have  our  local  representative  at 
Taylor,  Messrs.  King  and  Schramm,  with  us. 

"Noting  remarks,  beg  to  state  that  I  fully  agree  with  you.  No 
matter  where  the  election  takes  place,  unless  the  business  men  can  be 
induced  to  take  an  active  interest  in  the  same,  the  result  is  always  in 
doubt. 

"I  think  the  report  which  you  received  in  regard  to  Elgin  is  not 
correct.  Our  defeat  there  could  not  reasonably  be  attributed  to  over- 
confidence  or  lack  of  organization,  but  was  really  due  to  the  treachery 
of  certain  people."

Letter  from  O.  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio,  to  Herbert  H.  Hinzie, 
Palestine,  Texas,  dated  July  18th,  1913: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.  and  will  state 
in  reply  that  the  matter  is  one  that  we  desire  to  take  up  with  and  dis- 
cuss with  our  local  people  at  Taylor,  Texas,  with  whom  we  will  have 
conference  in  few  days  and  in  case  of  necessity,  will  be  glad  to  address 
you  again  on  the  subject."

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Extract  from  letter,  E.  S.  Clauss,  St.  Louis,  to  O.  Wahrmund,  San 
Antonio,  dated  July  21,  1913: 

"Your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.  has  been  carefully  noted,  and  since 
my  last  letter  I  have  received  rather  encouraging  reports  from  Mr. 
Luedde,  who  has  met  with  great  success  in  arousing  the  citizens  in  Wil- 
liamson County  and  forming  organizations  in  the  various  cities.  Every 
effort  will  be  made,  but  the  situation  is  serious  nevertheless,  as  a 
preacher  by  the  name  of  Ham  has  held  protracted  meetings  during  the 
past  six  weeks  at  Taylor.     *     *     * 

«*  *  *  ^he  result  of  the  Williamson  County  election  will  de- 
cide the  fate  of  the  adjoining  counties  and  it  is  needless  to  point  out 
the  effects  on  the  sentiment  of  the  entire  State  if  that  part  of  it  should 
fall  in  the  hands  of  the  prohibitionists.  It  is  not  a  matter  in  which  only 
the  breweries  interested  as  a  trade  proposition,  should  take  part,  but  it 
concerns  the  entire  brewing  industry  of  your  State  and  for  that  reason 
every  brewer  of  your  State  should  materially  co-operate.  I  have  a 
letter  from  Mr.  Bruhn  signifying  his  readiness  to  do  so,  but  this  will 
be  a  rather  expensive  fight  and  while  you,  we  and  others  are  directly

"If  you  can  use  your  good  effort  in  that  direction  (for  I  am  not  so 
closely  in  touch  with  the  other  gentlemen)  it  would  be  well  to  apprise 
sinem  of  the  situation  and  what  is  at  stake."

"Your  recent  letter  at  hand  and  I  regret  exceedingly  your  inability 
io  attend  the  conference  with  Mr.  John  Gardiner  at  Houston,  Texas, 
but  as  you  will  be  duly  advised  of  the  plans  that  may  be  reached,  I  an- 
ticipate that  you  will  co-operate  as  you,  more  than  anyone  else  in  the 
State,  realize  the  necessity  that  we  must  all  stand  together  as  a  matter 
of  self-preservation.

"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  29th  ult.,  which  I  appreciate, 
and  will  state  in  reply  that  I  will  be  glad  to  co-operate  with  our  friends 
to  extent  of  my  ability.  I  am  surprised  that  you  did  not  understand 
to  what  I  referred,  however,  for  it  would  not  have  been  Williamson, 
lor  that  glorious  victory  was  not  pulled  off  prior  to  Tuesday  last.  I 
had  reference  to  Palestine,  Anderson  County."     (S-7548.) 

Letter  from  Peter  Schramm,  Taylor,  to  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation, dated  11-11-13: 

"In  checking  over  my  books  I  find  that  I  overlooked  an  item  of

or  Granger  during  their  late  prohibition  campaign.  As  those  people 
are  buying  a  good  deal  of  bottled  beer  I  trust  that  you  will  approve  of 
mv  action  and  credit  my  account  with  the  above  amount."

1914. 

Letter  from  O.  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio,  to  Peter  Schramm,  Taylor, 
aated  June  2,  1914: 

"We  were  waited  on  this  morning  by  a  young  gentleman  repre- 
senting the  Texasky-Rolnik,  a  newspaper  which  is  being  published  in 
Granger,  Texas,  at  present,  although  he  stated  they  would  move  to 
Houston  in  near  future.  This,  however,  has  no  bearing  on  our  point, 
which  is  that  they  intend  to  issue  a  special  edition  of  their  paper  on  the 
!0th  of  June,  and  they  wanted  us  to  give  them  a  page  ad  to  cost  the 
sum  of  $50.  They  had  Mr.  Luedde  of  Waco,  Texas,  down  for  a  page, 
but  I  do  not  know  if  he  authorized  the  same. 

"They  claim  that  they  have  done  a  great  deal  for  us  in  our  local 
option  fights  in  Taylor  and  vicinity,  and  if  they  are  really  our  friends 
we  should  show  some  appreciation  of  their  efforts  in  our  behalf  and  we 
would  not  be  at  all  averse  to  giving  them  an  ad  (as  we  do  to  others)  in 
their  regular  edition,  but  as  a  business  proposition,  we  are  opposed  to 
advertising  in  those  special  editions,  for  we  do  not  believe  they  return 
value  received  for  the  money  expended,  for,  as  a  rule,  the  advertising 
pages  are  rarely  read  by  the  general  public,  more  often  are  consigned 
to  the  waste  paper  basket. 

"Since  writing  the  foregoing,  we  are  informed  that  the  young  man 
we  met  here  informed  others  that  you  had  promised  him  a  $50  ad,  but 
we  do  not  believe  it.    Please  let  us  hear  from  you  promptly  and  oblige. 

"P.  S. — We  have  so  much  of  this  to  contend  with  and  take  care  of 
that  we  are  compelled  to  address  you  in  regard  to  the  matter,  especially 
so  as  it  is  in  your  territory,  but  please  consider  letter  in  strict  confi- 
dence, for  it  is  not  intended  for  anyone  but  you.  We  are  compelled  to 
•address  you  in  self-defense,  so  to  speak."     (S-7781.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  from  Peter  Schramm,  Taylor,  to  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association,  dated  6-3-14: 
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"With  reference  to  their  claim  that  they  have  done  a  great  deal  in 
our  county  local  option  fight  last  year,  this  is  true,  but  they  were  paid 
handsomely  for  whatever  they  did.  In  strong  contrast  with  this  action 
I  wish  to  point  to  the  local  German  paper,  whose  editor  did  fully  as 
much  and  did  it  without  pay."     (S-7783.) 

Excerpt  from  letter,  E.  S.  Clauss,  St.  Louis,  to  Otto  Wahrmund, 
San  Antonio,  dated  July  14,  1914: 

"You  have  been,  of  course,  informed  that  an  election  will  be  held 
in  Williamson  County  and  as  upon  the  outcome  of  that  election  will 
depend  the  fate  of  a  number  of  counties,  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance 
that  every  effort  be  made  to  win  the  fight.     *     *     * 

«*  *  *  Tne  necessary  funds  must,  of  course,  be  provided  for, 
but  no  amount  of  money  can  be  expended  that  will  bring  to  the  poll 
a  voter  whose  interest  in  our  behalf  has  not  been  aroused,  and  that  in- 
terest can  only  be  awakened  by  the  example  set  by  the  citizens. 

"I  have  been  in  correspondence  with  Mr.  Luedde  who,  you  know, 
has  considerable  experience,  but  we  must  have  a  man  on  the  ground 
who  is  not  only  in  touch  with  the  situation  and  a  man  of  experience, 
but  who  is  also  well  and  favorably  known  in  Williamson  County  who 
can  bring  these  liberal  elements  into  an  organization  and  get  them  ac- 
ti/ely  to  work.  A  smart  attorney  or  a  professional  politician  will  have 
no, such  influence;  they  are  known  to  work  on  either  side  of  the  ques- 
tion in  consideration  of  a  fee,  and  their  work  cannot  be  depended  upon, 
which  is  amply  illustrated  during  your  State-wide  prohibition  cam- 
paign. 

"I  appeal  to  you  to  give  this  matter  your  personal  consideration 
because  you  are  familiar  with  conditions  in  Williamson  County  and 
can  perhaps  suggest  a  man  who  could  undertake  this  work  of  organ- 
ization. I  look  upon  this  campaign  as  being  of  State-wide  interest,  for 
if  we  are  defeated  in  Williamson  County,  the  adjoining  counties,  Bell 
and  others,  will  also  go  dry  and  send  to  your  Legislature  representa- 
tives who  reflect  that  view,  and  you  will  have  so  much  more  trouble 
at  Austin  and  so  much  more  difficulty  in  perfecting  your  organization 
throughout  the  State  with  the  liberal  voter. 

"Our  opponents  are  ever  ready  for  the  fight,  are  thoroughly  or- 
ganized and  they  can  only  be  beaten  through  the  same  weapons. 

"I  have  sent  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  Mr.  H.  Bruhn  as  his  brewery 
:*s  also  interested  in  Williamson  County  and  I  have  suggested  to  Mr. 
Luedde,  who  has  also  a  copy  of  this  letter,  to  take  up  the  matter  by 
further  correspondence,  but  no  time  should  be  lost  in  getting  actively 
to  work."     (S-7839.)

"The  petition  for  the  election  has  gone  in,  but  cannot  be  acted  on 
till  the  Commissioners'  Court  meets,  which  is  on  the  second  Monday 
in  May. 

"Qualified  voters  of  this  precinct,  170,  about  equally  divided,  for 
and  against,  and  in  my  opinion  we  will  have  a  harder  fight  than  we 
first  anticipated. 

"We  will  need  some  election  booze,  but  will  write  you  in  regard 
to  that  matter  later  on. 

"Should  we  need  you  up  here  later  on  will  let  you  know."  (S-4180.) 

Letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  Otto  Koehler,  San  Antonio,  April 
13,   1908: 

"Enclosed  you  will  find  a  letter  from  your  friend  or  client  Mr.  J.  C. 
Wright  of  Pandora,  and  my  reply  to  him.  I  am  afraid  that  in  this 
case  Mr.  Wright  is  not  right,  and  that  the  Pandora  box  will  be  found 
10  have  a  few  more  evils  in  it  if  he  calls  for  a  prohibition  election 
without  being  prepared. 

"The  letter  he  refers  to  as  having  been  received  by  me  and  also 
the  one  you  received   from   my   office  was  not  written  by   me,   as   I 
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have  been  in  the  Parish  of  Acadia  since  I  last  saw  you  at  Galveston, 
but  the  Texas  work  is  not  neglected,  for  my  assistant  in  that  office, 
outside  of  the  law  side  of  it,  is  more  able  than  I  am. 

"I  will  for  the  sake  of  the  interest  of  your  brewery  keep  in  touch 
with  Mr.  Wright  and  try  to  get  him  right  upon  the  matters  of  elections, 
and  I  beg  to  remain."    (S-4184.) 

Letter  of  O.  Paget,  written  from  Crowley,  La.,  to  J.  C.  Wright, 
Pandora,  Texas,  April  13,  1908: 

"Yours  of  recent  date  to  hand,  and  if  you  are  not  sure  of  carrying 
the  election  in  Pandora,  my  advice  to  you  would  be  to  drop  it.  The 
liberal  dispensing  of  booze  does  not  win  elections.  The  booze-fighter 
is  always  a  prohibitionist.  He  will  tell  you,  of  course,  that  he  will 
vote  anti,  but  I  beg  to  assure  you  that  he  bears  watching.  Before 
you  present  the  petition  finally  I  believe  it  would  be  advisable  for  you 
to  consult  Mr.  Koehler  in  San  Antonio,  or  I  will  come  over  to  see 
you  and  go  over  the  whole  matter  with  you  and  the  proceedings  will 
not  cost  you  one  cent. 

"If  there  is  any  reasonable  chance  of  success  the  breweries  and 
the  office  which  I  have  the  honors  to  represent  will  give  you  every 
possible  assistance,  but  we  must  by  all  means   avoid  defeat. 

"Keep  in  touch  with  me  and  whenever  you  tell  me  to  come  out 
I  will  do  so  willingly,  and  remain."     (S-4186.) 

Letter  Otto  Koehler,  San  Antonio,  to  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  April 
14,  1908: 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  13th  inst,  with  correspond- 
ence enclosed,  as  advised,  and  we  thank  you  for  the  kind  submission. 
"This  Mr.  Wright  has  entirely  the  wrong  conception  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  elections  can  be  won,  and  we  are  glad  that  you  wrote  as 
you  did. 

"Will  state  for  your  further  information  that  we  do  not  know 
the  gentleman,  never  met  him,  and  in  this  matter  he  is  acting  entirely 
on  his  own  initiative.  Of  course,  when  he  wrote  us  that  he  would 
submit  petition  we  thought  that  it  would  be  well  to  refer  matters  to 
you,  as  you  are  always  in  a  position  to  give  good  advice,  but  we  did 
not  expect  you  to  go  to  the  expense  of  making  a  trip  down  there." 
(S-4194.) 

Letter  Otto  Koehler,  San  Antonio,  to  M.  C.  Reich,  Lavernia,  Texas, 
May  26,  1908: 

"We  have  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  25th  inst.,  and  assuredly 
appreciate  the  kind  advice.  We  see  that  you  have  the  situation  well 
in  hand,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  it  will  result  in  a  victory  for  our 
cause,  for  we  feel  satisfied  that  if  we  win  at  Pandora  that  it  will  also 
mean  a  victory  at  Stockdale  next. 

"We  also  appreciate  the  kind  interest  taken  by  you  in  matter 
of  circulation  of  the  new  petitions,  and  sincerely  hope  that  you  will 
succeed  in  getting  a  large  number  of  signatures,  at  least  as  many  as 
before,  if  not  more."    (S-4398.) 
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1909. 

Letter  C.  H.  Palm,  Stockdale,  Texas,  to  (among  others)  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association,  January  14,  1909: 

"I  have  just  returned  from  San  Antonio.  Went  to  see  Lone  Star 
Brewery,  telling  them  what  I  could  do  by  the  assistance  of  you  all  now. 
They  have  done  as  I  asked,  so  could  not  get  to  see  you  all,  but  you  all 
can  find  out  from  Lone  Star  Brewery  what  I  want  money  for,  but  I 
want  to  carry  this  place  wet. 

"And  if  you  all  will  do  as  the  Lone  Star  Brewery  I  will  win  out 
beyond  a  doubt.     They  mailed  me  a  check  for  $50. 

"Hoping  you  all  can  help  me  in  this  fight,  I  am. 

"P.  S. — I  propose  to  pay  poll  tax  with  money.  Rush  answer  or 
check."    (S-5143.) 

Letter  C.  H.  Palm,  Stockdale,  to  "City  Brewery"  (meaning  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association),  January  14,   1909: 

"Since  I  wrote  you  that  other  letter  I  thought  I  better  explain 
more,  so  will  now  do  so.  I  got  about  60  people  here  who  I  can  pay 
the  poll  tax  of  and  can  win  this  election.  You  do  not  know,  but  I  tried 
two  elections  on  my  own  hook,  and  lost.  Now  the  last  time  I  only  liked 
17  votes  of  winning,  and  I  am  going  sure  on  this  time. 

"I  can  pay  60  or  70  votes  here  and  the  Lone  Star  has  sent  me 
$50  and  if  you  all  will  I  do  the  work.  Now  I  know  what  I  am  doing. 
I  believe  beyond  a  doubt  I  can  win.  Remember,  I  got  only  a  few 
days  to  do  this  in.  I  am  going  ahead  and  pay  taxes,  and  will  spend 
some  money  myself.  I  hope  to  pay  80  votes,  but  I  may  not  get  that 
much.  Hoping  you  all  will  talk  to  the  manager  of  Lone  Star  and 
decide  to  send  me  a  check  at  once,  I  remain,  etc. 

"P.  S. — This  is  our  time.  Don't  you  all  worry.  I  am  going  to  win. 
I  got  to. 

"Lone  Star  has  promised  me  their  agent  here.  Hope  you  all  will 
do  the  same."    (S-5145.) 

Letter  Otto  Koehler,  for  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  to  C. 
H.  Palm,  Stockdale,  Texas,  January  15,  1909: 

"We  have  your  two  favors  of  the  14th  inst.,  and  note  carefully 
contents.  We  feel  as  though  we  should  win  there  and  no  doubt  we  will, 
especially  considering  your  efforts  and  the  fact  that  neighboring  places 
are  now  in  the  'wet'  column. 

"The  brewery,  being  corporation,  cannot  subscribe  to  the  fund 
in  question,  as  it  would  be  against  the  law  and  would  constitute  a 
criminal  offense,  but  the  writer  and  our  Mr.  Wahrmund,  as  individuals, 
can  do  so,  and  we  hand  you  herewith  our  check  for  the  sum  of  $50; 
wishing  you  good  luck. 

"If  you  think  that  it  would  accomplish  anything  to  mail  out  anti- 
prohibition  literature  to  the  various  voters,  please  let  us  know,  and 
we  will  have  this  done  from  headquarters  in  Galveston,  or  if  you  think 
that  the  advice  or  consultation  with  man  of  experience  in  these  matters 
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would  help  you,  let  us  know  and  we  will  take  question  up  with  Capt. 
Paget  of  Galveston,  Texas,  who  is  in  charge  of  this  particular  bureau." 
(S-5146.) 

Letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  for  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  to 
various  breweries,  March  25,   1909,  follows: 

"I  send  you  my  report  on  Alice,  which  I  hope  you  will  take  the 
trouble  to  read. 

"You  have,  no  doubt,  seen  the  published  declaration  of  our  friends, 
the  pros,  in  which  they  threaten  elections  in  Wilson,  Kerr,  Goliad  and 
Bee  Counties — add  Nueces  to  the  list  and  that  makes  your  section 
complete  for  the  present.  The  first  place  I  am  looking  for  an  election 
is  in  the  County  of  La  Salle  and,  we  will  lose,  as  the  best  man  in  that 
county    (anti)   is  now  engaged  in  business  at  Alice. 

"I  can  handle  Bee  and  Nueces  Counties  and  have  asked  Mr.  Adoue 
to  have  you  send  me  forthwith  the  names  of  the  best  men  in  Goliad, 
Kerr  and  Wilson  Counties  with  whom  I  can  get  into  communication 
and  let  us  get  into  the  field  immediately."    (S-5291.) 

Excerpt  "brewers'  report"  for  the  month  of  March,  1909,  April  3, 
1909,  by  O.   Paget,  Galveston,  to   B.  Adoue,   Galveston: 

"An  election  was  held  in  Stockdale  in  Wilson  County.  It  remains 
dry,  but  this  office  had  no  part  in  its  election;  in  fact,  did  not  hear 
of  it  till  two  days  before  date  set  for  same.  Nothing  was  lost;  it  was 
dry  and  so  remains.  In  neither  of  the  above  contests  were  the  con- 
dition of  the  State  changed."    (T-1234,  S-5321.) 

In  a  letter  from  Otto  Koehler,  San  Antonio,  to  O.  Paget,  Galveston, 
April  4,  1909,  Mr.  Koehler  said: 

"While  advertised,  we  hardly  think  that  elections  will  be  held  in 
Kerr,  Goliad,  Bee  and  Wilson,  and  even  if  ordered,  we  hardly  think 
that  the  pros  would  be  successful;  in  fact,  we  feel  confident  that  we 
cannot  win  after  proper  organization  on  our  part.  Our  opinion  is 
that  they  are  familiar  with  our  strength  in  those  places  and  will  hardly 
order  an  election,  but  in  the  event  that  they  do,  you  may  be  assured 
that  we  will  communicate  with  you  promptly  and  give  you  addresses 
of  the  right  parties  with  whom  to  communicate.  Our  representative 
at  Floresville,  Wilson  County,  Mr.  J.  C.  Houston,  one  of  the  most 
substantial  men  of  that  community,  favored  us  with  call  this  morning 
and  advises  that  he  has  the  situation  well  in  hand,  and  that  we  have 
nothing  to  fear.  He  states  that  they  will  hardly  order  an  election,  and 
if  they  do  they  will  be  beat."    (S-5324.) 

Excerpt  letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  Col.  Otto  Wahrmund,  San 
Antonio,  August  26,  1909: 

"Will  you  please  let  me  know  by  return  mail  whether  you  have 
in  hand  the  pending  election  in  Floresville  on  the  9th  or  not?  Also 
if  you  will  take  charge  of  same  or  do  you  want  this  office  to  do  any- 
thing in  that  direction?"    (S-5723.) 
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Excerpt  letter  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio,  to  Capt.  O.  Paget, 
Galveston,  August  27,  1909: 

"We  will  take  care  of  the  Floresville  election.  It  will  not  be 
necessary  for  you  to  do  anything  there."     (S-5728.) 

Excerpt  from  letter  of  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  B.  Adoue,  Gal- 
veston, September  1,  1909: 

"There  are  pending  elections  in  Liberty  County,  in  Shelby,  Clay 
and  Childress  Counties,  Floresville  in  Wilson  County  and  two  dry 
precincts'  in  Henderson  County.  In  Liberty,  Bell  and  Floresville  (Wil- 
son) I  am  looking  for  a  victory — in  the  others  the  result  is  to  say 
the  least  doubtful.  The  best  thing  to  be  done  in  all  is  to  get  along 
on  the  smallest  expense  possible.  This  is  not  always  easily  done, 
especially  in  dry  counties,  where  the  election  is  usually  called  by  some 
few  who  think  they  can  'make  wages'  out  of  the  contest."    (S-5736.) 

Letter  Monta  J.  Moore,  Cameron,  to  Col.  Otto  Wahrmund,  San 
Antonio,   November  9,    1909: 

"General  Hulen  repeated  to  me  over  the  phone  today  a  letter 
received  by  him  from  Mr.  Cone  of  Floresville,  stating  that  an  elec- 
tion had  been  called  for  Wilson  County  and  calling  upon  him  for  all 
the  assistance  by  way  of  literature,  speakers,  etc.,  that  we  could  furnish 
him.     I  requested  that  a  copy  of  the  letter  be  sent  to  you  forthwith. 

"From  our  conversation  when  I  was  last  in  San  Antonio  I  inferred 
that  you  and  Mr.  Onion  had  that  county  in  hand,  and  desiring  that 
no  conflicts  should  arise,  I  had  this  matter  referred  to  you  directly.^ 
Of  course,  I  stand  ready  to  render  any  assistance  within  my  power, 
and  shall  await  your  suggestions."    (S-5833.) 

1910. 

Letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  B.  Adoue  (styled  "Report  on  La- 
vernia"),   dated  November  4,    1910: 

"I  respectfully  beg  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  threatened  local 
option  election  in  Justice  Precinct  No.  3  of  Wilson  County,  which 
effects  the  voting  boxes  of  Lavernia  and  Carpenter. 

"While  I  am  certain  my  visit  there  will  not  stop  the  election,  I 
believe  it  will  considerably  help  our  anti  friends;  as  I  had  an  interview 
with  the  leading  prohibitionist  in  that  section,  Justice  of  the  Peace 
Lay,  and  after  talking  to  him  I  saw  the  retailers  and  wholesaler  and 
got  from  them  a  promise  that  the  things  which  the  pros  were  com- 
plaining of  would  immediately  cease. 

"I  found  the  retailers  and  also  the  wholesaler  very  nice  men, 
thoroughly  German  and  with  a  poor  knowledge  of  the  English  language, 
and  a  decided  want  of  knowledge  of  American  habits  and  customs. 
It  is  essentially  a  German  community,  and  their  manners  are  like 
those  of  most  German  communities,  absolutely  harmless  but  sometimes 
a  little  noisy.  The  saloon  men  are  more  than  willing  to  obey  the  law, 
and  are  practically  doing  so,  with  the  exception  that  they  do  sell  to 
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minors,  and  to  some  men  who  could  be  classed  as  habitual  drunkards. 
There  is  nothing  else  complained  of;  their  places  are  clean  and  decently 
run  and  they  are  well  liked  in  their  community;  very  well  liked  indeed. 
I  found  Mr.  Grozell,  the  wholesaler,  a  very  intelligent  gentleman,  and 
also  very  well  liked.  The  principal  complaints  were  against  him,  which 
was  that  he  would  deliver  beer  to  certain  negroes  and  others  on  Sun- 
days, and  they  would  go  out  into  the  brush  and  drink  it.  Mr.  Grozell 
does  not  deny  the  fact  of  delivery,  but  he  did  deny  the  fact  of  sales 
on  Sunday,  and  I  am  inclined  to  believe  him.  He  said  that  parties, 
would  come  to  him  and  buy  and  pay  for  beer  on  Saturday  nights  and 
ask  him  to  hold  it  over  night  for  them  in  his  cooler,  which  he  has 
occasionally  done,  but  he  promises  not  to  do  so  in  future,  as  I  told 
him  that  it  would  be  far  better  for  him  to  either  lose  the  sale  or  to 
make  the  parties  a  present  of  enough  ice  to  keep  the  beer  cool  until 
Sunday  than  to  be  the  means  of  bringing  on  a  local  option  election. 
He  thoroughly  agreed  with  me,  and  said  that  no  more  beer  would  be 
delivered  on  Sunday  to  anybody  under  any  circumstances,  and  again 
I  reiterate  I  am  positive  that  he  will  keep  his  word,  as  I  found  his 
reputation  such  as  to  justify  me  in  that  belief. 

"Reverting  back  to  the  cause  of  the  call  for  an  election,  about 
two  months  ago  a  man  by  the  name  of  Tome  attacked  a  man  called 
Lenz  (a  former  saloon  man  of  Lavernia,  and  brother  to  Julius  Lenz, 
who  at  that  time  was  half  owner  of  the  saloon  now  owned  by  Emil 
Keopp),  Lenz  ran  into  the  saloon  and  secured  a  pistol,  but  before  he 
could  do  anything  to  protect  himself  Tome  killed  him.  Tome  was 
himself  killed,  it  is  said,  by  the  brother,  then  proprietor  of  the  saloon. 
Also  about  two  weeks  later  a  negro,  who  was  drunk  at  a  dance  near 
the  town  of  Lavernia,  was  killed  by  another  negro,  who  was  drunk 
at  the  time,  and  the  saloon  men  got  blamed  for  it  for  furnishing  the 
negro  whiskey,  as  he  was  known  to  be  a  pretty  bad  negro. 

"A  man  by  the  name  of  W.  S.  Scull,  living  in  Guadalupe  County, 
right  on  the  border  of  Wilson  County,  in  fact,  the  county  line  runs 
through  his  farm,  has  been  circulating  the  petition  and  he  has  about 
63  names  to  it    (fifty  being  all  that  is  required). 

"Having  obtained  all  this  information  I  had  a  very  long  talk  with 
Justice  of  the  Peace  Lay,  and  I  promised  him  that  I  would  abate  the 
trouble  of  which  he  spoke,  and  he  in  turn  promised  me  that  he  would 
take  no  active  part  in  this  fight,  and  if  the  saloon  men  would  do  as 
they  promised  he  would  not  oppose  them.  That  he  was  a  local  optionist 
but  was  opposed  to  State-wide  prohibition,  and  if  there  was  any  pro- 
tection in  Lavernia  a  Constable  or  any  other  officer  he  would  be 
willing  to  see  the  saloons  remain  there,  and  under  any  circumstances 
if  they  would  obey  the  law  and  quit  selling  to  minors  and  habitual 
drunkards,  he  would  not  raise  a  hand  to  hurt  them. 

"I  am  inclined  to  think  that  my  visit  there  will  be  productive 
of  much  good.  I  advised  the  getting  up  of  a  counter  petition  accentuat- 
ing the  fact  that  the  party  circulating  the  petition  was  not  even  a 
resident  of  the  county,  and  to  get  as  many  signers  as  possible  thereto, 
and  lay  it  before  the  Commissioners  on  the  14th  inst.,  when  they  meet, 
because  although  it  has  no  legal  strength  it  will  just  amount  to  this, 
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that  every  man  who  signs  the  counter  petition  will  vote  against  the 
prohibitionists  very  naturally,  and  it  just  makes  that  many  more  friends 
for  the  antis.  They  have  agreed  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  office  and 
to  let  me  know  every  move  in  the  game.  I  believe  that  if  the  election 
is  called  we  will  have  at  least  a  fighting  chance,  -but  these  men  are  so 
utterly  childish  in  their  conception  as  to  their  legal  status,  that  it  will 
need  somebody  to  carry  on  the  election  for  them.  They  didn't  even 
know  whether  the  election  was  for  a  Justice  Precinct,  a  Commissioner's 
Precinct  or  for  a  School  Precinct  and  did  not  know  the  number  of 
either  in  which  they  lived. 

'There  is  only  one  saloon  in  Carpenter  and  I  did  not  believe  it 
was  necessary  for  me  to  go  there  because  they  have  about  twenty- 
five  voters  in  that  box,  and  it  can  be  handled  later. 

"I  am  impressed  with  the  idea  that  Justice  Lay  will  do  as  much 
as  he  can  to  stop  the  election,  and  I  think  that  if  I  had  gotten  there 
two  or  three  weeks  ago,  so  that  we  could  have  shown  the  Justice  that 
the  saloon  men  were  willing  to  conform  to  his  views  that  he  would  not 
only  be  in  a  position  to  ask  that  no  election  be  called,  but  to  practically 
distate  it.  In  any  event  we  will  not  have  any  active  opposition  from 
that  gentleman. 

"This  is  about  as  brief  as  I  can  put  it.  A  great  many  things  were 
said  and  done  which,  while  they  go  to  make  up  the  whole  matter,  would 
not  interest  you."    (S-6492.) 

Letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio, 
Texas,  November  9,  1910: 

"Your  valued  favor  received. 

"You  are,  no  doubt,  correct  as  to  the  population  in  Lavernia, 
Wilson  County.  Possibly  they  are  Polish  instead  of  German,  but  not 
understanding  either  language,  I  class  them,  as  is  usually  done,  as 
Germans.  Whatever  they  are,  they  seem  to  be  very  nice  people  and 
I  would  be  very  sorry  to  see  them  in  the  dry  column."    (S-6500.) 

Letter  0.  Paget,  Galveston  to  "The  City  Brewery"  (San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association),  December  21,  1910: 

"Copy  of  letter  enclosed  speaks  for  itself.  I  have  no  doubt  but 
that  you  would  be  the  most  interested  parties  in  such  matter,  and  by 
the  request  of  the  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing  Company  I  am  notifying 
you  of  the  possible  calling  of  an  election  at  Stockdale."    (S-6602.) 

Letter  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio,  to  "Capt."  O.  Paget,  Gal- 
veston, Texas,  December  23,  1910: 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  21st  inst.,  and  referring  to  the  enclosed, 
especially  to  the  last  clause  in  letter  of  Mr.  Miller,  beg  to  state  that 
we  do  not  know  the  party,  and  he  has  not  been  in  communication 
with  us,  aside  from  that,  we  question  the  advisability  of  making  a 
fight  there,  as  the  conditions,  with  which  we  are  perfectly  familiar, 
are  very  peculiar.  As  it  is  in  our  territory,  we  would  prefer  that 
you  leave  this  in  our  hands,  and  we  will  explain  more  at  length  when 
next  we  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you  personally."    (S-6606.) 
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Letter  O.  Paget,  Galveston,  to  J.  A.  Miller,  Stockdale,  Texas,  De- 
cember 24,  1910: 

"Your  valued  favor  of  the  23rd  in  re  a  local  option  election  re- 
ceived. You  cannot  legally  call  an  election  until  after  two  years  have 
expired  from  the  date  of  the  last  election  and  if  any  contest  was 
held  in  the  courts  and  the  saloons  remained  open  longer  than  the 
forty  days  from  the  announcement  of  the  result  of  the  election,  then 
the  election  could  not  be  called  until  two  years  from  the  time  the 
saloons  closed  or  the  result  of  the  contest  was  determined.  This  was 
decided  in  the  Navarro  County  case,  tried  before  Judge  Bookout, 
therefore  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  wait  for  two  years  from  date  of 
last  election  or  the  closing  of  the  saloons. 

"The  efforts  of  the  anti-prohibitionists  should  be  directed  at  this 
time  to  encouraging  and  urging  their  friends  to  pay  their  poll  taxes, 
otherwise  Stockdale  will  again  go  dry.  Take  this  phase  of  the  matter 
up  immediately  and  let  me  know  the  result. 

"Keep  me  advised  in  the  premises,  and  oblige,  etc. 

"P.  S. — I  would  like  to  say  in  connection  with  the  above  that  the 
association  which  I  represent  has  never  advanced  one  dollar  for  the 
payment  of  poll  taxes,  but  they  have  by  means  of  educational  literature 
endeavored  to  arouse  the  patriotism  of  the  citizens  to  pay  their  poll 
taxes.  We  are  sending  you  this  day  twenty-five  cards  and  ask  that 
you  see  that  they  are  properly  posted;  we  are  also  sending  you  some 
circulars  showing  who  can  vote."    (S-6608.) 

Letter  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  Antonio,  to  "Capt."  O.  Paget,  Galves- 
ton, Texas,  December  25,  1910: 

"While  I  appreciate  submission  of  the  enclosed,  it  is  hardly  in  line 
with  what  I  desire. 

"What  I  wished  was  that  in  case  it  was  decided  or  agreed  to  hold 
the  election  that  I  be  placed  in  touch  with  parties  at  the  head  of  the 
movement  with  view  of  ascertaining  our  chances  for  success,  and  in 
that  event  what  financial  assistance  would  be  asked  for  at  our  hands. 

"If  the  time  does  not  expire  until  April  next,  I  hardly  think  that 
the  Commissioners'  Court  will  order  election  in   February."    (S-6610.) 

Letter  O.  Paget  of  Galveston  to  Col.  Otto  Wahrmund,  San  An- 
tonio, December  26,  1910: 

"Your  favor  of  the  25th  in  re  the  election  in  the  Stockdale  precinct 
received.  No  action  will  take  place  in  that  section  before  April;  and 
any  movement  that  is  made  there  will  be  made  with  your  full  knowl- 
edge. If  it  is  your  desire  to  conduct  the  election  when  it  is  called  (if 
it  is  called)  you  will  receive  no  interference  from  this  office."  (S-6611.) 

1913. 

Letter  Grover  Sikes,  Pandora,  Texas,  to  San  Antonio  "Brewery" 
(Brewing)  Association,  March  8,  1913:

"We  note  what  you  say  about  assisting  yourself  and  our  other 
good  friends  in  your  prohibition  fight.  Mr.  Griffing  and  the  writer 
will  do  what  they  can  along  the  lines  you  suggest,  but  you  know'  the  old 
saying  is  to  the  effect  that  the  prayers  of  the  wicked  availeth  nothing, 
and  certainly  from  the  standpoint  of  the  prohibitionists  Mr.  Griffing 
and  the  writer  are  some  wicked.     *     *     *"  (D-564.)

"I  had  a  very  pleasant  interview  while  in  Dallas  with  Mr.  Morgan, 
manager  of  the  Dallas  Brewing  Company,  and  got  the  required  informa- 
tion I  wanted.  He  referred  me  to  Col.  R.  N.  Stafford,  but  when  I 
arrived  here  the  colonel  had  left  for  Dallas.  He  is  expected  back 
again  tomorrow,  so  I  deem  it  advisable  to  lay  over  until  he  returns. 

"The  last  returns  show  only  16  votes  in  favor  of  the  antis  and 
a  strong  talk  of  the  pros  holding  a  precinct  election  immediately.  I 
had  a  talk  with  Mr.  W.  D.  Kitchen,  Mr.  Amason  and  Mr.  J.  M.  Amos, 
who  formerly  run  frosty  joints  here.  They  will  undoubtedly  be  the 
proprietors  of  the  saloons  here.  The  town  will  justify  about  four 
saloons.

"Upon  my  return  to  the  office  this  morning  after  a  week's  spell 
of   sickness,   I   find   your  several   favors  awaiting  me. 

"In  regards  to  the  expenses  of  the  Wood  County  election,  will 
state  that  so  far  as  I  know  same  was  paid  by  individual  subscriptions; 
that  is,  I  know  my  company  did  not  make  any  contribution,  and  what 
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contribution  was  made,  was  made  by  myself  personally,  and  this,  as 
I  understand  the  present  law,  is  the  only  way  such  contributions  can 
be  made.  See  Section  5,  Page  312,  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Thirtieth 
Legislature. 

"Furthermore,  it  is  my  understanding  that  in  contributing  to  the 
Texas  Brewers'  Association  that  none  of  such  fund  is  to  be  used  for 
political  purpose  whatever,  and  that  what  we  pay  in  is  to  be  spent 
in  educational  and  literary  work.  The  law,  according  to  the  advice 
I  have  from  our  attorney,  is  entirely  too  drastic  for  corporations  to 
make  contributions  for  any  other  purpose,  and  each  and  every  brewery 
should  appreciate  this  fact,  and  not  embarrass  the  officers  of  the  asso- 
ciation by  making  demands  that  may  hereafter  get  us  all  in  trouble. 

"One  forfeiture  and  fine  of  $7,550  and  the  reorganization  of  our 
company  made  a  'Christian'  of  yours  truly,  and  I  for  one  do  not  want 
to  take  any  more  chances.  Hence,  I  think  future  elections  should  be 
handled  by  the  respective  individuals  interested,  and  in  such  a. manner 
as  to  not  in  any  way  involve  any  of  our  concerns.  This  stand  I  think 
should  be  impressed  on  Mr.  Luedde,  who  seems  to  be  inclined  to  take 
all  kinds  of  chances,  with  perhaps  little  risk  to  himself  or  his  com- 
pany, which,  I  understand,  is  not  a  corporation;  that  is,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  August  A.  Busch  Company  is  not  incorporated,  while  all  of 
the  Texas  breweries  are  operating  under  a  charter  from  the  State, 
and  I  do  not  propose  to  endanger  my  company,  thereby  running  the 
risk  of  being  permanently  discharged. 

"I  do  not  know  what  to  advise  concerning  Mr.  Webster,  as  neither 
myself  or  any  one  else  can  control  him,  but  I  think  if  he  is  left  alone 
he  will  soon  withdraw  of  his  own  accord,  unless,  of  course,  he  is  in  the 
pay  of  the  pros.     *     *     *"    (D-600.)

will  begin  on  the  9th  inst.  I  will  see  the  bottles  are  returned  to  you 
in  good  shape.

We  believe  that  success  depends  largely  upon  every  member  being 
extremelly  guarded,  even  in  talking  to  the  best  friends,  and  that  our 
business  is  ours  strictly,  and  does  not  (at  least  should  not)  concern 
anyone  else.  Unless  this  is  done,  and  strict  secrecy  maintained,  we 
v'ill  have  to  make  an  open  fight,  and  we  are  not  sufficiently  organized 
or  prepared  for  this  at  present. 

We  feel  that  you  will  appreciate  the  situation,  and  we  hope  you 
will  impress  each  and  every  one  interested  with  the  great  importance 
cf  keeping  our  own  counsel. 

We  would  also  suggest  that  you  earnestly  and  emphatically  impress 
upon  your  customers  that  special  organizations  of  saloon  men  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  an  open  and  leading  part  in  the  campaigns 
is  calculated  to  create  a  prejudice  in  the  minds  of  a  great  many  voters 
who  will  either  vote  against  us,  or  remain  away  from  the  polls  on  elec- 
tion day.

My  Dear  Sir:  As  you  have  had  a  great  deal  of  experience  and 
being  possessed  of  rare  intelligence  and  information  upon  the  question 
oi  how  to  handle  the  anti-prohibition  side,  I  would  like  for  you  to 
kindly  answer  for  my  information  the  following: 

1.  I  have  recommended  to  some  friends  who  are  interested  in  this 
movement  there  should  be  a  State  organization  independent  from  those 
engaged  in  the  liquor  traffic.  I  have  recommended  that  there  should 
be  a  good  reliable  and  responsible  party  appointed  from  each  con- 
gressional district.     Do  you  approve  of  this  idea? 

(Answer.)  (By  George  Clark  in  reply.)  "Better  constitute  a  State 
executive  committee  of  one  member  from  each  senatorial  district,  with 
a  State  chairman  at  the  head.  These  members  should  not  be  connected 
with  the  traffic,  and  should  be  men  of  high  local  standing.  These  sena- 
torial chairmen  can  organize  each  county  and  precinct  in  their  respec- 
tive districts." 

2.  If  so,  how  can  we  secure  the  names  of  such  parties? 
(Answer.)      (By   George   Clark.)      "By   correspondence  .with    men 

engaged  in  the  traffic  in  each  county,  and  in  some  cases  by  personal 
visits  to  different  localities  by  trusted  and  reliable  agents." 

3.  What  compensation  would  they  reasonably  expect  other  than 
their  expenses  paid  while  attending  the  meetings? 

(Answer.)  (By  George  Clark.)  "Ordinarily  none,  but  in  excep- 
tional instances  compensation  may  be  demanded.  Of  course,  in  all  in- 
stances expenses  should  be  paid  promptly  The  best  men  to  get  is 
men  who  will  serve  locally  without  pay." 

4.  In  sending  out  literature  to  the  press  or  to  the  public,  ought 
such  literature  be  signed,  and  if  so,  by  whom? 

(Answer.)  (By  George  Clark.)  "No,  except  in  cases  where  the 
names  of  the  writer  or  speaker  carries  weight  with  it.  Don't  send  liter- 
ature everywhere  for  distribution.  Get  chairman  of  counties  and  pre- 
cincts to  furnish  names  of  voters  and  mail  literature  direct  to  voters. 
He  will  take  it  home  and  read  it." 
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5.  In  your  judgment,  is  a  "still  hunt"  campaign  by  sending  litera- 
ture direct  to  the  party,  first  securing  his  name  and  postoffice  address, 
better  than  the  speech-making?  In  your  judgment,  is  the  latter  policy, 
i  e.,  is  the  policy  of  reaching  the  voter  through  the  mails  the  better 
policy? 

(Answer.)  (By  George  Clark.)  "Yes,  decidedly  the  best  policy. 
Occasions  will  arise  demanding  speeches,  but  ordinarily  the  most  effec- 
tive work  is  to  get  the  voter  to  stop,  read  and  think." 

6.  I  notice  in  a  call  for  a  prohibition  meeting  at  Dallas  on  July 
4th  that  they  call  it  a  "prohibition  party."  Do  you  think  it  is  a  good 
policy  to  use  this  as  an  evidence  that  this  whole  movement  is  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  up  a  prohibition  political  party  in  Texas?  And  do 
you  think  it  is  possible  to  get  a  platform  demand  in  the  next  Demo- 
cratic convention  against  the  submission  of  a  constitutional  amendment 
to  our  Constitution  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquors. 

(Answer.)  (By  George  Clark.)  "The  tendency  of  Texas  though 
is  to  hold  that  prohibition  is  non-partisan.  Of  course,  it  is  well  to  call 
attention  to  the  political  significance  of  the  movement.  We  can  hardly 
get  a  platform  demand  against  submission.  Politicians  are  proverbially 
cowards,  especially  on  prohibition."

Dear  Sir:  Your  favor  of  recent  date  also  enclosure  from  Mr.  Epp- 
stein  received  this  a.  m.  I  desire  to  say: 

1.  I  have  had  conference  with  Judge  Clark  and  also  with  Mr. 
Waller  S.  Baker,  both  of  whom  are  very  friendly  to  me  and  our  cause, 
and  they  have  said  to  me  from  time  to  time,  that  anything  they  could 
do  to  assist  me,  in  the  way  of  counsel  advise  or  suggestion,  they  would 
be  glad  to  do  so,  but  every  step  I  have  taken  they  say  is  on  the  right  line. 
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I  have  submitted  some  literature  to  both  of  them,  which  they  ap- 
prove heartily. 

I  am  trying  to  make  as  few  mistakes  as  possible,  and  to  be  as  vig- 
orous and  prudent  as  the  case  will  allow. 

I  have  written  to  224  County  Judges  of  this  State,  and  am  accumu- 
lating a  great  deal  of  valuable  information  to  help  us  in  the  future. 

I  have  written  to  every  member  of  the  Democratic  Executive  Com- 
mittee in  such  a  way  as  to  learn  their  attitude  on  this  question.  On  the 
question  of  the  Democratic  platform,  I  am  cautiously  feeling  my  way. 

While  we  will  make  some  mistakes  undoubtedly,  yet  I  am  pursuing 
the  matter  with  all  the  vigor  I  can,  and  I  assure  you  that  most  vigorous 
and  earnest  efforts  will  be  made  in  anything  that  affects  our  side. 

I  said  to  the  people  at  San  Antonio  that  this  was  my  plan;  I  said 
to  them  that  it  was  going  to  be  difficult  to  get  men  to  serve  on  this 
committee,  and  that  I  must  begin  with  somebody,  and  that  each  member 
there  must  furnish  me  with  the  name  of  some  good  man  from  his  par- 
ticular community,  as  a  starter,  and  to  my  surprise,  not  one  solitary 
name  has  been  furnished  by  an  individual  who  was  at  San  Antonio. 

You  notice  that  Judge  Clark  says:  "This  work  must  be  done  by 
local  interested  dealers,  who,  through  personal  influence  will  get  some- 
one to  act" — and  we  must  have  a  beginning.  If  I  could  write  and  say: 
''The  Honorable  or  Mr.  So-and-So  was  a  member  of  this  executive  com- 
mittee" it  would  have  a  great  deal  to  do  securing  others. 

I  recognize  this  principle:  that  the  personal  magnetic  influence  of 
one  man  in  a  community  is  worth  all  the  speeches  that  can  be  made 
and  next  to  this  is  literature  placed  in  the  homes  of  the  people,  which 
they  will  read,  and  the  third  is,  not  outside,  but  the  influence  of  the 
community  in  an  organic  way,  on  election  day. 

I  have  believed  from  the  first  that  all  this  speaking  business  was 
a  mistake. 

I  do  not  believe' we  should  ever  send  a  man  into  a  community  from 
the  outside,  unless  they  import  a  man,  then  justice  and  the  truth  in  our 
position  demands  that  we  send  a  "big  gun"  to  answer  their  supposed 
"big  gun." 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  have  no  record  as  yet  of  a  definite  date 
named  for  a  county  election. 

A  petition  is  being  circulated  in  Ellis  County,  also  in  Fannin  and 
Limestone  Counties,  but  no  date  has  yet  been  fixed. 

The  Commissioners'  Court  are  a  little  doubtful  as  to  whether  or 
not  they  have  the  right  to  order  such  an  election  at  a  called  session, 
and  this  gives  us  what  we  need — delay. 

I  have  received  in  the  last  few  days  some  literature  from  Mr. 
Turner,  which  contains  much  valuable  information,  but  as  yet  have  not 
received  the  very  thing  I  much  need,  and  that  is  the  data  of  drunken- 
ness, of  crime,  insanity  and  deaths  caused  by  drunkenness,  in  answer 
to  the  oft  repeated  assertion  that  90  per  cent  of  crime  is  traceable  to 
drunkenness. 

Now,  I  desire  to  say  in  conclusion: 

1.  I  am  very  busy,  having  two  or  three  stenographers  all  the  time, 
answering  correspondence,  giving  instructions,  preparing  literature  and 
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trying  to  fill  up  this  executive  committee. 

2.  I  must  depend  upon  the  directors  and  members  of  your  asso- 
ciation to  begin  with  the  names  of  good,  well-known,  reputable  men 
upon  this  committee. 

3.  As  rapidly  as  possible  I  issue  definite  instructions  to  the  or- 
ganizer and  our  people  where  eletcions  are  prospective  to  be  held,  wher- 
ever I  can  get  their  names. 

4.  I  am  inaugurating  a  plan  to  secure  the  polling  list  and  post- 
office  addresses,  where  elections  are  to  be  held,  to  send  to  Mr.  Turner, 
as  well  as  to  keep  in  this  office,  so  that  literature  can  be  mailed  direct. 

5.  I  would  like  to  have  every  letter  directed  to  any  member  of  the 
association  referred  to  me,  so  there  will  be  no  conflict  in  any  answers. 

I  do  not  think  this  association  should  take  up  local  contests,  like 
the  one  in  Leon  County,  except  to  give  them  some  legal  advice  from 
attorneys  employed  by  some  of  our  members  or  this  association,  unless 
that  contest  involves  a  question  of  the  whole  State  or  any  part  of  the 
State. 

The  case  of  Leon  County  is  simply  a  matter  of  a  mistake,  if  any- 
thing, of  the  local  management,  and  cannot  affect  any  other  community 
than  the  one  where  the  mistake  was  made. 

I  do  not  think  there  is  anything  in  the  claim,  yet  Messrs.  Henry  & 
Stribling  have  sent  an  opinion  that  the  misspelling  of  the  word  prohibi- 
tion cannot  effect  the  election. 

The  people  of  Leon  County  must  fight  this  from  start  to  finish, 
and  I  do  not  think  we  ought  to  give  them  any  further  aid. 

I  am  mailing  this  letter  to  each  member,  because  I  think  it  con- 
tain? some  information  that  they  ought  to  have. 

I  want  to  have  in  the  near  future  a  meeting  of  parties  in  Waco, 
outside  of  your  association,  and  I  would  like  to  have  the  members  of 
tht  association  meet  at  that  time  with  us. 

I  want  to  get  a  good  man  from  San  Antonio,  Houston,  Galveston, 
Dallas,  Fort  Worth,  Sherman,  Abilene,  El  Paso  and  two  or  three  from 
Waco,  say  Mr.  Waller  S.  Baker  and  Judge  Clark. 

I  want  this  meeting  to  give  birth  to  an  organization  which  I  will 
explain  at  the  meeting.  In  the  meantime,  everything  that  this  office 
can  do  is  being  done  to  forward  our  interest;  every  letter  is  promptly 
answered,  every  inquiry  taken  care  of,  and  literature  for  distribution  is 
being  prepared  as  rapidly  as  possible.

I  have  asked  for  a  conference  of  a  few  of  our  friends  to  meet  in 
Waco  on  July  4th.  I  wish  you  would  see  that  some  one  or  two  parties — 
one  at  least — attends  from  San  Antonio  and  one  from  the  congressional 
district  in  which  Uvalde  is  situated.  This  conference  is  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  steps  toward  a  permanent  and  business-like  organization.  My 
suggestion  while  in  San  Antonio  and  approved  by  your  committee. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  getting  as 
many  people  as  you  can  to  read  the  "History  of  Prohibition,"  in  the 
San  Antonio  Express  of  Sunday.  I  think  there  is  more  meat  for  thought 
in  this  article  than  in  anything  that  has  been  published.  It  was  pub- 
lished in  the  Dallas  News,  Houston  Post  and  San  Antonio  Express,  both 
daily  and  weekly.  If  I  were  you,  I  would  advise,  by  postal  card  or  other- 
wise, every  customer  to  get  a  copy  of  one  of  these  papers  and  read  it 
and  have  their  friends  to  read  it.

My  Dear  Sir:  On  July  4th,  at  the  anti-prohibition  campaign  office, 
in  Waco,  Texas,  the  following  gentlemen  were  present: 

Hon.  Geo.  Clark,  Waco;  Hon.  G.  C.  Pendleton,  Temple;  Mr.  J.  M. 
Nance,  Palestine;  Judge  Otis  Bowyer,  Baird;  Hon.  R.  B.  Allen,  Dallas; 
Mr.  S.  M.  Nixon,  Luling;  Hon.  A.  H.  O'Neal,  Paris;  Judge  G.  W. 
Walthall,  Bowie;  Hon.  Barry  Miller,  Dallas;  Capt.  Wm.  Kennedy,  Groes- 
beck;  Prof.  H.  S.  Melear,  Corsicana,  and  the  writer. 

The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  give  birth  to  an  anti-prohibition 
movement  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  a  campaign  of  educational 
work  in  our  State.  The  writer  was  made  chairman  and  manager  of  this 
executive  committee. 

The  work  that  the  writer  has  been  doing  since  May  1st  for  your 
association  was  carefully  gone  over  and  its  methods  and  plan  endorsed 
by  this  meeting. 

The  general  plan  outlined  by  your  executive  committee  in  its  meet- 
ing at  San  Antonio  on  June  7th  was  gone  over  and  endorsed  by  this 
meeting. 

It  was  resolved,  first,  that  in  order  to  carry  on  the  anti-prohibition 
work,  it  was  necessary  to  have  an  organization  with  an  executive  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  one  or  more,  as  the  population  might  require,  from 
each  of  the  congressional  districts  of  the  State  of  Texas. 

The  writer,  as  chairman  of  this  executive  committee,  was  instructed 
tc  immediately  secure  a  member  from  the  districts  outlined  above. 

Your  chairman  asked  for  suggestions  and  recommendations  from 
those  gentlemen,  who  spent  the  day  carefully  and  intelligently  going 
over  the  situation,  and  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  those  present: 

First:  That  the  provoking  cause  of  the  prohibition  fight  in  Texas 
was  the  low  dives,  and  the  general  method  in  which  many  saloon  men 
conducted  their  business,  in  defiance  of  law,  decency  and  good  order. 

Second:  That  the  fight  was  really  not  against  the  liquor  traffic, 
nor  the  saloon  kept  in  conformity  with  the  law,  but  in  nearly  every  town 
in  Texas  there  were  joints  of  irresponsible  men,  whose  bonds  were  made 
by  the  wholesale  dealers  and  breweries  and  that  the  people  had  arisen 
to  rebuke  this  method  of  doing  business. 

Third:  That  the  sooner  the  evil  complained  of  was  abolished,  and 
the  wholesale  dealers  and  breweries  refused  to  bond  these  dives  and 
'cut-throat"  places,  the  better  it  would  be  for  the  anti-prohibition  cause. 

Fourth:  That  the  business  men,  the  patriotic  citizen  of  Texas,  op- 
posed, by  a  large  majority,  prohibition,  from  principle,  and  that  these 
joints  or  saloons,  licensed  and  bonded,  run  in  defiance  of  law  and  order, 
were  the  provoking  causes. 

These  questions  were  discussed  by  the  committee  and  it  was  unani- 
mously conceded  that  you,  as  a  wholesale  dealer,  should  at  once  write 
every  customer  you  have  and  withdraw  your  support  and  credit  from 
such  places.  In  the  above  I  most  heartily  concur,  and  no  argument  will 
help  the  anti-prohibition  cause  a*s  much  as  to  abandon  the  methods  out- 
lined above. 

Hon.  George  Clark,  who  led  the  anti-prohibition  fight  in  the  State 
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in  1887,  said  to  the  writer  yesterday:  "I  am  an  anti-prohibitionist  from 
principle,  from  citizenship,  from  patriotism,  but  I  would  vote  prohibition 
in  defense  of  my  family,  and  of  my  neighborhood,  if  one  of  these  low 
joints  should  threaten  the  peace  and  outrage  decency  as  I  know  they 
do  in  some  communities." 

I  would  therefore  recommend: 

First:  That  you,  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Liquor  Dealers'  Association  of  Texas,  write  immediately  to  every  cus- 
tomer you  have  and  make  the  statement  that  you  favor  a  direct  compli- 
ance and  obedience  with  our  laws.  That  you  will  not  tolerate  any  out- 
lages  against  public  morals  or  decency. 

Third:  That  the  liquor  dealers,  wholesalers  and  breweries  decline 
to  go  on  the  bonds  of  all  such  parties,  in  the  interest  of  self-respect  and 
in  the  interest  of  your  business. 

The  gentlemen  referred  to  above,  at  the  request  of  the  chairman, 
recommended  the  list  herewith  enclosed  as  members  of  the  State  execu- 
tive committee.  To  get  the  valuable  services  of  such  men  of  distinction 
must  be  done  by  personal  appeal.  If  you  can  secure,  by  a  personal 
appeal,  the  acceptance  of  any  of  these  gentlemen,  it  will  be  a  valuable 
work.  The  writer,  the  chairman,  the  manager,  agreed  upon  by  your 
executive  committee  and  endorsed  by  the  meeting  held  at  Waco,  is  try- 
ing to  organize  our  fight  upon  a  high,  broad  plane  of  right  and  of  man- 
hood. 

We  are  having  prepared  some  strong  literature  with  which  we  expec1 
tc  supply  you  in  the  near  future.  We  are  having  one  hundred  thousand 
copies  of  four  or  five  articles  carefully  prepared,  to  be  mailed  out  as  an 
educational  work.  On  Sunday,  June  29th,  I  had  published  in  the  Dallas 
News,  Houston  Post  and  San  Antonio  Express  (the  Sunday's  daily  and 
semi-weekly)  an  article  entitled,  "History  of  Prohibition,  from  Colonial 
Days  Down  to  the  Present."  Please,  see  that  this  article  is  read  by  af 
many  people  as  possible. 

We  want  to  get  a  polling  list  of  each  county,  as  early  as  possible, 
where  elections  are  likely  to  be  ordered.  My  plan  is  to  prevent  as  many 
elections  as  possible,  by  an  educational  work,  and  after  the  election  is 
called  then  fight  it  as  vigorously  as  possible  with  all  the  means  available. 

The  next  election  we  have  will  be  in  Houston  County  (county  seat 
Crockett),  called  for  July  29th.  After  that  will  likely  come  Limestone, 
which  will  be  nearly  on  the  same  date,  as  I  understand  it. 

Again  thanking  you  for  your  cordial,  earnest  and  loyal  support  and 
f ssuring  you  that  this  management  will  do  everything  in  its  power  from

My  Dear  Sir:     I  desire  to  advise  with  you  on  the  following  points: 

First:     There  is  oftentimes  questions  referred  to  this  office  which 

require  the  opinion  of  an  attorney,  involving  legal  questions,  that  this 

office  has  not  been  able  to  answer.    I  would  like  to  know  what  to  do  in 
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such  cases,  as  I  have  no  instructions  in  the  premises,  and  have  been  ad- 
vised that  your  association  has  no  regular  attorney  employed. 

Second:  I  have  not  been  advised  whether  or  not  it  is  the  intention 
of  your  executive  committee  to  follow  up  elections,  and  furnish  them 
with  the  aid  of  any  attorney,  where  injunctions  or  other  proceedings  are 
necessary,  to  test  certain  legal  propositions.  For  example,  in  Taylor 
County,  they  want  the  association  to  put  up  $600  for  attorneys,  to  secure 
an  injunction  against  the  prohibitory  law  going  into  effect.  Another 
case  was  an  injunction  asked  for  in  Leon  County,  because  the  commis- 
sion threw  out  eighty  votes  on  account  of  the  word  "prohibition"  being 
misspelled — it  having  been  spelled  "proihbition."  My  position  has  been, 
and  I  have  replied  to  these  parties,  that  I  could  not  advise  the  association 
to  take  up  an  after  fight  unless  it  involved  a  legal  point,  which  would 
affect  any  other  community  in  Texas.  In  that  case  I  believe  we  ought 
to  furnish  some  aid.  I  would  like  to  know  what  your  position  is  in 
regard  to  this  matter.  If,  for  example,  a  legal  point  is  involved,  and  it 
would  apply  to  any  other  county  or  precinct,  I  believe  we  ought  to  assist 
in  the  payment  of  an  attorney  to  take  it  up,  and  it  would  be  better,  in 
my  judgment,  to  have  a  regularly  employed  attorney,  to  whom  we  could 
submit  these  questions,  rather  than  to  depend  upon  attorneys  whose 
opinions  are  not  so  valuable  in  the  local  communities. 

Kindly  advise  me  what  you  think  of  this  matter.  This  letter  is 
addressed  to  each  member  of  the  executive  committee.  Yours  very  truly,

Dear  Sir:  Your  several  letters  of  the  21st  directed  to  a  number 
of  parties  in  Texas  were  referred  to  me  for  reply. 

First,  I  desire  to  say  that  I  am  managing  the  anti-prohibition  side 
of  this  campaign  in  Texas. 

Replying  to  your  suggestions  desire  to  say: 

First,  we  are  engaged  in  a  campaign  of  education  and  I  take  pleas- 
ure in  saying  that  your  suggestions  are  good  and  I  would  be  glad  to 
see  them  carried  out. 

I  have  advocated  all  the  time  that  our  campaign  should  be  on  the 
aggressive  order,  putting  the  pros  on  the  defensive. 

I  enclose  you  herewith  "The  History  of  Prohibition,"  which  we  will 
send  to  anyone  who  desires  information,  and  also  some  other  literature 
vhich  we  are  publishing,  and  under  separate  cover  we  send  a  book 
called  the  "Eye-opener,"  edited  by  an  attorny  in  Kansas. 

I  do  not  quit  understand  how  you  propose  to  get  before  the  public 
without  it  costing  a  great  deal.  There  are  some  700  newspapers  in 
Texas,  and  if  you  could  inaugurate  a  system  by  which  we  can  get  such 
literature  as  you  suggest  into  these  papers  without  it  costing  more 
than  we  can  possibly  afford  this  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

We  have  done  very  little  newspaper  work,  for  the  reason  that  it 
has  been  expensive  and  the  fund  at  command  would  not  justify  it. 

Will  ask  you  the  following  questions: 

First:  Can  you  submit  to  me  your  general  outline? 

Second:  If  we  could  afford  to  pay  for  the  stamps,  stationery  and 
stenographic  work,  can  you  get  these  articles  in  the  various  weekly 
papers  in  Texas? 

If  so,  upon  what  terms? 

Third:  In  what  way  do  you  think  we  could  interest  the  various 
anti-prohibitionists  in  Texas,  so  they  will  take  up  this  fight?  Our 
difficulty  is  that  the  antis  seem  to  be  asleep  until  the  pros  wake  them 
up  and  when  they  awake  they  find  they  are  surrounded  by  a  lot  of 
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shrewd  campaigners  who  have  counted  noses  and  forced  an  election 
upon  them  before  they  are  alive  to  the  conditions  existing.  Prohibition 
is  a  popular  delusion.  A  great  majority  of  men  and  women  want  to  do 
right.  This  popular  delusion  has  caught  a  great  many  of  them,  who 
never  investigate  a  question  further  than  a  thin  shell,  and  are  victims 
cf  a  delusive  fallacy,  but  this  fallacy  cannot  be  discerned  by  a  majority 
of  people  who  are  not  in  the  habit  of  looking  beyond  the  surface. 

The  position  you  take  is  unique  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  has 
much  virtue  in  it. 

Will  be  glad  to  take  this  matter  up  with  you  further  with  such 
co-operation  and  effects  as  you  may  be  pleased  to  give. 

I  assure  you  of  our  hearty  appreciation  of  any  suggestion  which 
will  protect  Texas  and  Texas  people  from  this  invasion  of  prohibition, 
which  has  been  smelling  to  the  heavens  as  a  dead  issue  in  over  eighteen

My  Dear  Sir:  Please  find  herewith  enclosed  an  exact  copy  of  an 
item  together  with  an  editorial  expression  at  the  top,  which  appeared 
m  the  Brownwood  Daily  Bulletin  of  July  23rd. 

I  desire  to  say: 

1st.  This  is  undoubtedly  a  prohibition  trick  perpetrated  upon  the 
newspapers  of  Texas  for  the  sole  purpose  of  prejudicing  them  against 
the  anti-prohibition  side  by  intimating  that  they  could  bribe  or  buy 
educational  expressions. 

2nd.  I  desire  to  say,  so  that  you  can  inform  your  salesman  or 
friends  throughout  Texas,  that  all  literature  sent  out  by  the  anti- 
prohibitionists  is  passed  upon  by  the  chairman  of  the  anti-prohibition 
campaign  committee,  and  that  this  committee  is  composed  of  some  of 
the  very  best  business  men  of  Texas,  not  one  of  whom  are  directly 
or  indirectly  connected  with  the  liquor  business. 

3rd.  The  item  enclosed  was  sent  out  by  one  Johnson  of  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  and  a  copy  was  sent  this  office  by  the  Galveston  News, 
and  as  chairman  I  at  once  begun  to  find  out  from  whence  the  dodger 
came.  Upon  receipt  of  the  letter  from  the  Galveston  News  I  wrote 
Mr.  Johnson  for  the  purpose  of  digging  up  certain  information,  but 
as  yet  have  received  no  reply. 

I  asked  him  two  questions:  1st — Are  you  expecting  pay  for  these 
articles  from  Texas  sources?

I  could  find  out.  I  find  that  at  one  box  votes  were  polled  where  there 
were  only  two  persons  in  the  room,  and  I  find  that  at  another  there 
was  one  of  the  judges  of  the  election  that  had  been  in  the  county  only 
three  or  four  months,  and  another  thing,  the  county  or  the  State 
can't  pay  back  our  money,  so  you  advise  me  at  once  so  I  can  see  just 
what  to  do.  Now  if  you  have  any  blanks,  especially  for  injunction, 
all  I  want  is  to  run  out  my  license,  which  expires  on  December  19th, 
1902.  Now  I  want  to  know  just  what  to  do,  or  just  what  you  think  is 
best.  The  court  meets  next  Monday.  You  see  some  of  your  lawyers, 
and  see  what  they  think,  and  in  the  place  where  they  were,  there  were 
only  two  of  the  judges  there,  while  there  was  some  votes  polled.  They 
refused  to  let  the  antis  have  either  a  judge  or  a  clerk.  And  at  another 
box  I  asked  to  have  one  judge  and  one  clerk  and  the  official  said  that 
I  would  have  to  go  back  to  town  and  get  a  petition.  The  pros  said 
they  must  not  let  the  antis  have  anything  to  do  with  it.

Dear  Sir:  Your  favor  of  August  6th  received  this  A.  M.  and  I 
note  all  you  say.  I  desire  to  say  that  this  association  has  no  regular 
attorney  employed  and  I  would  make  the  following  suggestions: 

Quietly  get  all  the  dealers  together  and  send  for  some  good,  re- 
liable attorney  and  present  all  the  facts  to  him. 

Raise  enough  money  among  yourselves  to  employ  him. 

First  g:ve  him  retainer  fee  as  may  be  agreed,  then  a  conditional 
fee  if  he  makes  the  injunction  stick  for  one  year.  This  is  the  way  it 
is  usually   done  where  injunctions  are  obtained. 

Our    friends   have   obtained   injunctions  in   several   counties,   and 
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while  I  am  not  an  attorney,  it  does  seem  to  me  that  you  have  good 
grounds,  and  I  believe  you  can  defeat  the  election  on  the  grounds 
you  state;  still,  as  suggested  above  the  best  thing  to  do  is  to  get  a 
few  of  the  antis  and  all  the  dealers  you  can  together  and  have  a  meet- 
ing to  discuss  the  facts  and  engage  an  attorney  who  will  take  up  the 
question  and  give  an  opinion  on  this  matter. 

The  pros  take  every  possible  advantage,  but  they  usually  employ 
some  "cheap  John"  lawyer  who  works  for  nothing  and  they  make  a 
great  many  legal  mistakes,  which  the  courts  will  not  sustain. 

I  trust  that  you  may  be  able  to  overcome  these  difficulties  and  if 
there  is  anytihng  we  can  do  we  will  be  glad  to  do  so.

My  Dear  Sir:  I  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  letter  received  by  me 
which  explains  itself,  and  also  a  copy  of  my  reply  to  same. 

Some  time  ago  I  suggested  to  each  member  of  the  committee  the 
propriety  of  this  association  employing  an  attorney,  if  they  had  not 
already  done  so,  to  whom  all  such  questions  could  be  submitted. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  further  to  the  great  importance 
of  perfecting  our  organization. 

This  office  has  been  very  busy  securing  polling  lists,  so  that  we 
can  plant  a  certain  amount  of  educational  work  before  the  voters  as 
long  before  election  as  possible. 

We  are  now  sending  out  into  the  counties  already  received  some- 
thing like  100,000  items  per  week,  which  we  trust  will  do  an  educa- 
tional work  that  we  may  feel  in  the  future. 

While  it  is  very  little  consolation  to  us,  I  have  the  statement  from 
the  leaders  in  the  campaign  in  both  Houston  and  Limestone  Counties 
that  the  continual  downpour  of  rain  simply  kept  the  antis  away  from 
the  polls,  and  the  pros,  always  active,  always  ready,  went  through  the 
rain  and  voted.  It  is  simply  the  old  case  of  zeal  and  delusion  on  one 
side  and  indifference  with  truth  and  principle  on  the  other;  and  the 
only  way,  in  my  judgment,  to  reach  this  proposition  is  by  a  systematic 
educational  work,  which  we  are  doing  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

We  were  fortunate  enough  to  get  into  Lamar  County  about  six 
weeks  before  the  election  and  place  literature,  through  the  mail,  every 
four  or  five  days,  we  believe  that  had  a  more  favorable  effect  in  carry- 
ing that  county  than  any  other  thing  done. 

I  would  further  suggest  that  at  an  early  date  we  have  a  meeting 
of  our  committee  at  Waco  and  go  over  the  situation  carefully. 

I  beg  to  advise  you  that  we  will  likely  have  elections  ordered  on 
the  11th  of  August  the  following  counites,  whose  elections  will  occur 
about  the  1st  of  September,  perhaps  the  first  Saturday  in  September: 
Titus,  Fall,  Navarro,  Ellis,  Fannin,  Grayson  and  perhaps  Gregg. 

Within  a  week  I  expect  to  send  a  letter  to  every  newspaper  in 
Texas  exposing  the  man  Johnson,  referred  to  in  my  former  letters,  as 
a  fraud  and  imposition.     Yours  very  truly,

The  fourth  and  only  charge  made  against  the  Mayor  of  Waco  by 
seven  of  the  Aldermen  of  that  city  in  impeachment  proceedings  against 
him  which  is  worthy  of  public  investigation  or  discussion  is  as  follows: 

"In  the  willful  misappropriation  of  the  public  funds  of  said  city 
in  this:  In  his  paying  and  causing  to  be  paid  to  one  Miss  Ella  Johnson 
a  large  sum  of  money,  to-wit,  the  sum  of  about  $117  out  of  the  moneys 
belonging  to  the  said  city,  and  in  the  hands  of  its  treasurer,  without 
warrant  or  authority  of  law  therefor,  and  contrary  to  the  charter 
and  the  ordinance  of  said  city,  said  sum  having  been  paid  upon 
various  checks  or  drafts  drawn  and  caused  to  be  drawn  from  the 
treasurer  of  said  city,  by  said  Riggins,  acting  as  Mayor  as  aforesaid 
as  follows:  One  dated  May  1st,  1902,  for  the  sum  of  $35;  one  dated 
June  3rd,  1902,  for  the  sum  of  $21;  one  dated  July  1st,  1902,  for  $20; 
one  dated  August  1st,  1902,  for  $20;  one  dated  September  1st,  1902, 
for  $20." 

By  way  of  explanation,  it  should  be  stated  that  Miss  Johnson  was 
employed  by  the  Mayor  and  paid  the  sums  mentioned  for  stenographic 
work  (which  shows  on  the  city  records)  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Waco. 

The  following  explains  itself: 

"Waco,  Texas,  April  24th,  1902.— Honorable  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Waco.  Gentlemen:  We,  your  Water  Committee, 
to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Mayor's  message  referring  to 
the  water  plant  for  the  City  of  Waco,  would  respectfully  report:  We 
recommend  that  the  City  Council  endorse  what  the  Mayor  has  stated 
uopn  this  question,  viz: 

"That  the  City  Council,  through  the  tax  payers  of  Waco,  are 
thoroughly  committed  to  public  ownership  of  a  water  plant. 

"We  would,  therefore,  recommend: 

"That  the  Mayor  be  instructed  to  secure  in  a  definite  way,  at  the 
earliest  possible  date,  a  proposition  for  the  constructions  of  a  water 
plant  for  the  City  of  Waco,  and  that  such  plans  which  may  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  this  proposition  be  put  into  active  operation  at  once, 
and  that  the  Mayor  be  instructed  to  incur  whatever  may  be  neces- 
sary expense  to  secure  data  and  a  financial  plan  and  proposition  for 
this   purpose.      Very   respectfully   submitted,

My  Dear  Sir:    Permit  me  to  suggest  the  following  to  you: 

1st.  It  is  very  important,  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  to  secure 
from  two  to  seven  good,  reliable  anti-prohibition  workers  in  each  voting 
place. 

2nd.  Then  you  should  be  impressed  with  the  fact  that  you  can 
look  for  unscrupulous  methods  practiced  by  the  pros. 

3rd.  The  weakness  of  the  anti-prohibitoinists  has  been  the  failure 
to  get  the  men  who  would  vote  anti-prohibition  to  the  polls  on  election 
clay.  Every  county  in  which  there  has  been  an  election  that  has 
voted  for  prohibition  was  lost  to  us  because  the  antis  did  not  vote. 
I  do  not  believe  that  there  is  a  county  in  Texas  that  would  vote  pro- 
hibition as  a  whole  if  all  the  antis  would  vote.  The  prohibitionists 
know  this,  take  advantage  of  it,  and  get  their  forces  to  the  polls  and 
defeat  us  in  that  way. 

4th.  On  election  day  the  manager  at  each  polling  place  should 
be  furnished  with  a  list  of  the  voters,  and  he  ought  to  know  every 
anti  in  his  community,  so  that  by  1  o'clock  on  that  day,  if  all  the  antis 
have  not  voted,  they  should  be  sent  for  promptly,  with  a  conveyance, 
and  asked  for  a  reason  why  they  did  not  go  to  the  polls.  This  can 
be  done  better  as  a  neighborly  act,  as  one  voter  appealing  to  another 
to  save  his  country. 

5th.  The  best  argument  to  be  used  in  a  community  is  some  local 
fact,  or  something  that  has  occurred  in  an  adjoining  county,  that  shows 
the  fallacy  of  prohibition. 

Your  voters  have  likely  received  literature  supporting  such  argu- 
ment. 

Teach  your  workers  and  voters  the  fact,  which  is  a  fact,  that  if 
you  take  away  the  unsupported  statement  of  the  pros  that  90  per  cent 
cf  the  crime  committed  in  this  country  is  traceable  directly  to  the 
liquor  traffic,  and  then  take  away  the  scenes  they  picture,  of  the  hus- 
band or  father,  drunk  either  in  the  saloon  or  abusing  his  family  at 
home — if  you  take  away  from  the  pros  the  two  above  points  it  is  all 
they  have.  They  have  nothing  left.  In  answer  to  these  two  state- 
ments I  would  say  that  it  is  not  true  that  90  per  cent  of  the  crime 
is  traceable  to  the  liquor  traffic.  Prison  records  reveal  the  fact,  which 
has  been  tested  in  one  of  the  largest  prisons  in  New  York,  that  less 
than  5  per  cent  of  the  inmates  charge  their  misfortune  to  the  liquor 
habit. 

In  the  prison  records  of  Texas  it  is  shown  that  500  out  of  3,000 
were  intemperate,  while  2,500  (from  report  of  October  31st,  1900), 
were  positively  temperate.  The  Texas  prison  records  of  October  31st, 
1900,  also  show  that  there  were  nine  ministers  and  fourteen  bar- 
keepers imprisoned.  We  would  not  undertake  to  say  that  because  of 
this  ministers  are  as  bad  as  barkeepers,  but  in  answer  to  charge  that 
whiskey,  liquor,  produced  that  result.  The  best  answer,  however,  to 
this  is  simply  to  tell  the  voter  to  take  his  own  community  and  ascertain 
how  many  people  have  been  hung  or  imprisoned  in  a  drunken  state  or 
how  many  have  committed  crime  while  they  were  drunk.     This  puts 
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the  voter  to  thinking,  and  he  cannot  locate  5  per  cent  of  the  criminals 
as  drunkards,  and  this  answers  that  argument.  As  to  the  saloon  and 
home  scene,  that  is  overdrawn,  and  every  man  that  repeats  it  or  hears 
it  ought  to  know  better.  Now  I  suggest  that  above,  and  state  that  in 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  (a  record  of  which  you  will  find  in  the  litera- 
ture we  sent)  that  there  were  17,000  more  drunkards  under  five  years 
of  prohibition  than  under  the  license  system  for  the  same  period,  and 
this  disapproves  the  theory  of  increased  drunkenness  under  the  license 
system. 

I  trust  that  you  will  call  upon  us  at  any  time  that  we  can  furnish 
you  any  information  or  suggestions.

My  Dear  Sir:  As  a  member  of  the  directory  of  the  Texas  Associa- 
tion, I  enclose  you  herewith  copy  of  a  letter  which  I  have  sent  to  Mr. 
C.  C.  Turner  (New  York),  a  gentleman  who  has  had  years  of  experience 
in  handling  this  sort  of  literature,  and  in  fighting  the  prohibition 
fallacy.    You  probably  know  his  position. 

I  have  been  in  constant  communication,  both  by  wire  and  by  mail, 
with  him,  and  my  plans  for  campaigns  have  been  submitted  to  him  for 
his  suggestions,  and  up  to  this  time  he  has  approved  every  step  we 
have  taken. 

The  copy  herewith  is  of  the  second  letter  I  have  written  him  con- 
cerning this  matter,  and  I  desire  to  get  his  counsel,  and  I  present  my 
general  plan  to  you  for  you  to  think  over,  before  we  have  another 
meeting. 

In  the  meantime  I  would  like  to  have  your  general  suggestions  in 
regard  to  the  plan. 

My  purpose,  as  outlined  to  Mr.  Turner,  is  to  publish  a  paper,  and 
cover  the  territory  with  its  canvassers,  and  make  these  canvassers  as 
near  self-sustaining  as  possible. 

There  are  two  very  serious  objections  to  the  literature  we  are  now 
circulating.  One  is  that  it  comes  from  the  North  and  New  England 
States,  and  the  other  is  that  there  is  not  enough  of  this  data  collected 
from  Texas,  for  Texas  people. 

I  am  now  trying  to  cover  the  latter  objections  by  collecting  data 
from  prohibition  districts  in  Texas,  for  the  purpose  of  getting  out  some 
literature  from  our  home  counties. 

I  enclose  herewith   a  sample  of  a  letter   already  received  in  this 
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connection.     Such  letters  and  such  testimony  would  be  conservative  as 
not  to  make  it  offensively  anti-prohibition   to  the  pros. 

Kindly  think  over  this  matter  carefully,  and  write  me  candidly 
your  conclusion. 

Of  course,  the  paper  would  have  a  general  circulation,  and  its 
advertising  space  would  become  valuable   as  its  circulation  increased. 

Assuring  you  of  my  hearty  appreciation  of  any  suggestions  from 
vou  that  will  make  our  campaign  stronger  and  more  effective,  I  am,

My  Dear  Sir:  Your  valuable  favor  of  the  26th  received. 

We  do  not  understand  why  you  have  not  received  the  polling  list 
of  Nolan  County.    I  suppose  you  have,  however,  received  it  by  this  time. 

I  desire  to  explain  to  you  more  in  detail  the  question  of  starting 
a  paper. 

Before  I  went  into  this  work  I  had  had  under  consideration  and 
had  written  to  a  great  many  parties  in  Texas  and  to  the  railroads  (re- 
ceiving favorable  replies  from  all)  starting  a  newspaper  called  "The 
Texas  Talker,"  to  be  published  weekly. 

In  a  letter  sent  out  I  stated  that  the  "Texas  Talker"  would  do 
what  its  name  implied — talk  Texas  from  a  railroad,  agricultural,  in- 
dustrial and  investor's  standpoint. 

The  reason  my  idea  was  not  carried  out  was  because  of  a  multi- 
plicity of  matters  which  demanded  my  attention  elsewhere,  and  not 
because  of  lack  of  proper  encouragement. 

The  plan  would  be  to  publish  a  paper  and  immediately  put  out  ten 
cr  more  canvassers  in  the  counties  threatened  with  prohibition  elections. 

The  canvassers  would,  on  a  subscription  plan,  get  the  names  and 
postoffice  addresses,  and  if  the  parties  did  not  have  the  ready  cash 
we  would  send  the  paper  to  them  on  credit. 

If  the  paper  paid  enough,  or  half  enough,  to  pay  the  salaries 
of  these  canvassers  (which  I  believe  it  would),  we  would  have  ac- 
complished a  great  deal. 

I  believe  in  less  than  a  year  the  question  of  literature  would  be 
upon  a  self-sustaining  basis  in  this  State.  The  paper  need  not  be 
offensively  anti-prohibition.  It  could  be  Democratic  in  politics  and 
discuss  Texas  development,  resources,  etc.  Prohibition  could  be  han- 
dled as  a  "State-killer,"  as  a  tax-raiser  and  as  a  crime  producer,  and 
in  such  a  way  as  it  would  appear  only  incidental,  yet  conspicuous 
enough,  so  that  the  information  which  we  desired  to  plant  in  the  minds 
of  the  public  would  be  seen  and  read  by  the  people. 

To   buy  space   in  Texas  papers  would  mean  an  immense  amount 
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of  money.  The  average  county  requires  an  expense  of  from  $50  to 
$75  for  each  polling  list  sent  out. 

Through  my  correspondence  with  County  Clerks  and  Judges,  and 
with  parties  whose  names  they  have  furnished  me,  I  learn  that  there 
?re  perhaps  60  counties  in  Texas  yet  in  which  there  is  some  talk  of 
prohibition  elections. 

As  soon  as  we  learn  that  there  is  talk  of  an  election  we  would 
throw  our  canvassing  forces  there  immediately.  The  prohibitionists 
undoubtedly  accomplish  a  great  deal  of  good  by  this  method.  They 
have  organizers  now  in  Texas,  under  the  employment  of  the  State 
campaign  committee,  who  make  a  canvass  of  a  county  in  advance  of 
an  election  being  ordered,  and  do  two  things;  one  is  to  take  sub- 
scriptions for  "The  New  Voice,"  and  the  other  is  "Count  noses."  When 
they  are  satisfied  by  this  process  that  they  can  carry  a  county  the 
leaders  are  advised  of  the  fact,  and  an  election  is  ordered. 

Knowing  that  we  are  not  well  organized,  and  can  only  put  a  small 
force  into  any  county  at  one  time,  their  policy  is  to  order  as  many 
elections  at  a  time  as  possible.  They  have  the  voters,  as  they  think, 
already  fixed;  they  know  where  every  man  stands,  and  how  he  is 
going  to  vote,  and  they  select  such  counties  as  they  are  satisfied  they 
can  carry,  so  they  are  absolutely  sure,  as  they  think,  of  carrying  a 
county  before  an  election  is  ordered. 

Furthermore,  they  make  the  statement  in  campaigns  that  the  only 
argument  the  antis  have  is  "Prohibition  will  not  prohibit."  They 
quietly  tell  the  people  that  they,  the  prohibitionists,  have  a  fund  to 
employ  informers,  at  their  own  expense,  and  that  they  will  see  that 
prohibition  does  prohibit. 

While  with  some  people  this  argument  is  not  good,  yet,  with  a 
large  majority  it  answers  the  purpose.  As  I  have  often  said  to  our 
people,  we  wait  too  long,  and  the  prohibitionists  gain  an  election  before 
we  begin  fighting.  We  simply  follow  along  in  a  field  already  captured 
by  the  enemy. 

In  some  way  we  must  correct  that  influence. 

As  you  suggest,  I  will  look  into  the  postal  laws  and  see  how  strict 
they  will  be  upon  us  in  sending  out  "sample  copies."  I  note  that 
you  have  tried  this  and  finally  publish  such  a  paper. 

I  would  like  to  know  if  you  still  publish  such  a  paper? 

The  point  I  try  to  make  clear  to  your  mind  is:  Texas  is  an  im- 
pressible field,  where  nearly  everything  is  in  a  formative  state.  We 
have  over  three  millions  of  people,  and  every  scheme  that  is  plausible 
is  tried.  Our  State  is  an  inviting  field  for  a  delusion,  and  because 
this  State  is  attracting  so  much  attention  at  this  time  the  pros  feel 
that  if  they  can  capture  Texas  and  hold  up  its  prosperity  (as  an 
example  under  prohibition),  it  would  have  a  very  fine  effect  in  destroy- 
ing the  anti-prohibition  prosperity  facts  which  we  present  from  other 
States. 

They  hope  to  capture  Texas  before  our  people  are  advised  of  the 
fallacy. 

In  other  words,  Texas  is  needed  as  an  argument,  and  we  here  have 
to  combat  the  combined  funds  and  influence  of  the  prohibitionists  in 
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the  whole  United  States.  They  are  determined  to  capture  Texas  at 
all  hazards. 

I  would  like  very  much  for  you  to  come  down  and  spend  a  month, 
if  possible,  so  we  could  go  over  the  situation  carefully. 

I  believe  with  your  experience,  if  you  were  here  to  spend  that 
much  time,  we  could  decide  upon  some  plan  which  we  could  pursue 
and  defeat  this  movement. 

I  am  convinced  the  more  I  investigate  this  question  that  a  combi- 
nation of  influences  which  are  very  difficult  to  ovrecome  are  before  us. 
We  need  the  advice  and  counsel  as  well  as  material  aid  of  all  friends 
of  the  anti-prohibition  side. 

I  hope  to  have  a  favorable  reply  as  to  your  coming  to  Texas  in 
the  near  future,  and  that  when  you  get  all  the  facts  before  you,  as 
only  a  personal  investigation  will  accomplish,  we  may  together  be 
able  to  adopt  a  plan  which  will  lead  us  to  success. 

My  policy  has  been,  as  you  know,  to  prevent  elections  where  pos- 
sible, and  if  not,  then  to  get  the  polling  list  and  fill  the  minds  of  the 
people  with  facts  upon  this  question  as  early  as  possible. 

We  never  know  where  the  enemy  is  going  to  strike  until  it  is  too 
late  to  fortify  ourselves  in  defense. 

I  have  said  to  our  people  that  I  believe  we  should  become  more 
aggressive  and  put  the  pros  on  the  defensive.  We  ought  to  charge 
them  with  fallacy  and  fraud,  with  being  town  and  country  killers, 
crime-makers  and  in  this  way  give  them  something  to   explain. 

This  is  always  a  good  plan  in  politics,  and  it  often  brings  about 
a  manifestation  of  their  weakness. 

The  pros  have  put  us  on  the  defensive,  but  we  ought  to  have 
the  other  side. 

This  is  my  suggestion  to  our  people  for  the  future.  Yours  very 
truly,  J.   W.   RIGGINS,    Chairman.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  just  returned  from  Austin,  where  the  Court  of 
Civil  Appeals,  composed  of  three  judges,  again  passed  upon  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  City  Council  of  Waco  against  myself. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  while  in  Austin  a  great  many  people  called 
upon  me,  and  also  while  on  the  trains,  en  route  and  returning,  many

I  think  all  my  friends  ought 
to  be  fully  and  correctly  advised  of  the  situation,  and  if  we  will  use 
this  incident  as  we  ought,  it  will  be  the  best  campaign  item  we  have 
vet  had.

My  Dear  Sir:  Herewith  please  find  enclosed  copy  of  contract  cover- 
ing space  with  the  Dallas  and  Galveston  News,  yet  unsigned,  awaiting 
your  opinion,  which  I  ask  you  to  kindly  give  after  reading  my  letter 
and  the  contract  herewith. 

You  will  notice  the  rate  6^4  cents  per  line,  whereas  we  thought  we 
were  going  to  get  it  at  5i]/2  cents.  The  difference  is  this:  We  can 
get  10,000  lines  in  the  Dallas  and  10,000  lines  in  the  Galveston  News 
for  5]/2  cents  per  line  to  be  used  within  twelve  months,  but  5,000  each, 
as  the  contract  proposes,  will  cost  us  6%  cents  per  line,  or  if  we  were 
to  make  a  contract  for  20,000,  to  be  used  within  a  year,  would  be  a 
saving  of  $250. 

The  committee  instructed  me  to  spend  $600  with  the  Dallas-Gal- 
\eston   News,  leaving   me  no   certain   margins. 

Now  what  I  want  to  know  is  this: 

Would  you  advise  the  making  of  a  contract  for  10,000  with  each 
paper,  or  do  you  advise  contracting  as  per  copy  herewith? 

Another  thing — they  want  signed  to  this  the  name  of  our  associa- 
tion. I  believe  they  would  accept  the  contract  signed  in  the  name  of 
the  association  and  by  me,  but  yourself  and  Mr.  Morgan  are  the  proper 
parties  to  sign  the  contract.

I  am  also  writing  the  St.  Louis  and 
Milwaukee  breweries  along  the  same  lines,  except  that  I  urged  them 
to  let  me  have  check  covering  both  of  their  assessments,  the  first 
assessment  not  being  paid  by  them.  Soon  as  I  have  this  second 
assessment  in  hand  I  will  send  you  the  amount  you  think  necessary, 
and  I  ask  that  you  advise  me  on  this  point. 

Messrs.  Levy,  Luedde,  Eppstein  and  myself  met  here  today  and 
discussed  the  Riggins  matter,  and  it  was  thought  best  to  have  the 
committee  meet  with  Mr.  Riggins  soon  as  possible  in  this  city  and  ask 
him  to  resign,  for  the  following  reasons: 

FIRST — That  our  cause  would  be  benefited  by  having  it  go  out 
that  we  had  closed  the  Waco  office,  and  would  be  a  notice  to  the 
public  that  in  the  future  county  elections  would  have  to  be  in  a  large 
measure  taken  care  of  by  the  local  people.

Dear  Sir:  We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  23rd,  and  in  reply 
beg  to  state  that  the  Yi  pint,  or  splits  bottles,  we  can  hardly  furnish 
to  advantage  to  be  sold  at  5c  per  bottle.  The  actual  cost  of  the  beer 
is  2y2  or  30c  per  dozen.  The  bottles  cost  us  25c  per  dozen,  and  we 
can  furnish  same  to  you  put  up  in  barrels  of  18  dozen  and  allow  you 
the  price  of  the  bottles  when  returned  to  Houston,  clear  of  freight  or 
breakage. 

We  regret  to  note  that  you  have  a  prohibition  movement  in  your 
vicinity.  The  breweries  as  a  general  thing  assist  in  every  possible 
manner  in  trying  to  do  whatever  they  can,  but  have  not  been  very 
successful  on  account  of  the  demoralized  condition  of  the  local  liquor 
traffic. 

The  breweries  of  this  State  have  under  contemplation  a  general 
meeting  within  the  next  few  days  for  the  purpose  of  formulating  a 
plan  by  which  the  present  prohibition  movement  can  be  checked.  As 
soon  as  that  meeting  is  held  we  will  have  some  one  to  visit  you  and 
ascertain  the  true  condition  of  affairs  and  will  then  formulate  a  plan, 
after  a  thorough  investigation,  as  to  what  financial  and  other  aid  will 
be  necessary  to  make  a   success.

The  item  of  $125  charged  under  date 
of  February  23rd  is  the  amount  I  paid  Mr.  Eppstein  to  cover  one-half 
of  the  expense  of  the  Hon.  George  W.  Clark  to  Washington  to  argue 
the  local  option  case  of  Granvel  Rippy.  This  case,  you  know,  was 
decided  against  us,  and  the  item  of  $86.70,  paid  on  April  23rd,  was 
half  of  the  costs  and  expenses,  as  you  will  note  from  voucher  attached.

Dear  Sir:  I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  month  of  August 
rnd  excuse  the  delay  from  the  first  inst.  to  this  date  on  the  ground 
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that  I  was  personally  conducting  the  election  in  Crosby,  Harris  County. 

This  has  been  the  busiest  month  since  I  have  had  the  honor  of 
working  for  your  association — a  glance  at  the  itinerary  of  where  days 
were  spent  will  show;  the  report  will  also  show  that  where  this  office 
took  part  in  elections  the  antis  won;  where  they  did  not  have  our 
assistance  they  lost. 

In  this  connection  I  beg  to  say  that  Lamar  County  said  they  were 
sble  to  take  care  of  themselves — the  result  was  what  the  writer  ex- 
pected. Fannin,  Red  River  and  Grayson  Counties  all  knew  how  to 
conduct  their  own  affairs  and  succeeded  so  well  that  the  entire  tier  of 
counties  on  the  Transcontinental  Railway  are  all  prohibition  now. 

We  won  in  Baird  County  by  a  majority  of  about  75  votes,  we  won 
another  victory  in  McLennan  County  in  the  Axtell  district  and  won  a 
MOST  IMPORTANT  victory  in  the  Crosby  precinct  of  Harris  County. 

I  will  now  report  in  detail  and  make  it  as  brief  as  I  possibly  can 
in   every   case. 

First  and  third  were  spent  in  Houston  in  attendance  at  Democratic 
convention,  where  this  office  contributed  considerably  to  success  of 
nomination  for  Attorney  General. 

Fifth  and  Sixth  were  spent  in  Crockett  and  Palestine.  In  former 
city  (County  of  Houston)  there  were  some  antis  who  believed  an 
election  should  be  ordered  for  the  county.  After  a  thorough  investi- 
gation of  the  conditions  existing  your  agent  believed  there  was  no 
possible  victory  for  our  side  and  after  calling  a  meeting  in  Crockett 
cf  our  friends  and  submitting  to  them  the  result  of  inquiries,  they 
decided  that  no  election  should  be  held  till  after  February  1st,  1905. 
(Reported  in  full  at  the  time  to  Mr.  Levy.) 

Palestine,  Anderson  County— The  pros  in  Palestine  demanded  an 
election  for  that  precinct — friendly  counsel  was  given  the  County  Com- 
missioners, who  decided  to  refuse  application  for  election.  They  so 
did  and  defying  a  writ  of  mandamus  no  order  for  election  has  been 
granted — nor  will  be  except  by  mandate  of  court. 

Ninth  and  tenth  spent  in  Lockhart,  Caldwell  County,  where  a 
petition  was  in  circulation  for  an  election — cause  alleged  being  the 
lawlessness  of  saloon  men  in  the  county.  Upon  being  assured  that  the 
Brewers'  Association  would  guarantee  a  strict  compliance  with  law 
the  petition  was  withdrawn.  An  extended  report  was  sent  at  the  time 
to  the  Brewers'  Association. 

On  the  eleventh  your  agent  went  to  Baird  and  mapped  out  with 
cur  friends  there  a  plan  of  campaign,  which  I  am  pleased  to  report  was 
successful.  This  office,  by  direction  of  president  of  Brewers'  Associa- 
tion mailed  to  the  individual  voters  of  that  county  over  30,000  pieces 
of  anti  literature. 

We  have  in  gaining  a  victory  in  that  county  saved  Nolan  County 
from  another  election,  as  well  as  rendering  a  possible  success  in  Taylor 
and  Anson  Counties  should  either,  of  them  desire  to  open  a  campaign. 

Nolan  County — The  association  is,  of  course,  aware  that  the  cam- 
paign conducted  by  your  agent  in  that  county  last  November  was  suc- 
cessful, but  went  into  the  courts  by  the  pros.  The  court  held  the 
election  was  legal  and   anti,  but  the  clerk   failed  to  transmit  the   de- 
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cision  or  mandate  to  the  County  Judge  of  Nolan  County  or  to  any 
parties  at  interest  in  the  case,  consequently  so  far  as  Nolan  County  is 
OFFICIALLY  concerned  it  is  still  pendente  lite,  and  the  Commissioners 
being  informed  that  under  the  circumstances  the  ordering  of  an  elec- 
tion at  this  time  would  be  in  contempt.  They  concluded  to  let  it  go 
by  for  the  present. 

Fourteenth  and  fifteenth  were  spent  in  Houston  in  an  endeavor 
(o  have  election  withdrawn,  which  the  residents  of  Brunner,  a  suburb 
of  Houston,  had  ordered.  Various  meetings  were  held  with  pro  repre- 
sentatives, and  as  agent  of  the  Brewers'  Association  offered  to  have 
them  place  their  own  law  officer  to  enforce  obedience  to  the  statute — 
the  Brewers'  Association  agreeing  to  pay  for  services  of  said  officer 
and  guarantee  to  assist  the  prosecuting  officers,  everything  we  of- 
fered was  declined.  At  a  later  date  your  agent  met  other  influential 
pros,  and  they  are  at  this  writing  endeavoring  to  recall  the  order  for 
election,  having  so  publicly  announced. 

Sixteenth  went  to  Crosby  in  Harris  Countv  and  organized  for 
a  vigorous  fight.  This  was  most  uncommon  state  of  affairs.  This 
precinct  for  years  has  been  "carried  in  the  pocket"  of  a  most  corrupt 
gang  of  politicians,  and  the  saloon  man  at  Crosby  became  objectionable 
to  them  and  they  desired  to  drive  him  out  of  the  county.  He  himself 
was  not  blameless,  and  had  given  offense  to  the  Southern  Pacific 
system  (who  barbed  wire  fenced  his  main  entrance)  and  also  to  many 
of  the  so  called  "best  citizens,"  and  taking  the  situation  as  a  whole, 
it  was  most  unpromising  for  us.  The  precinct  in  itself  did  not  count 
tor  much,  but  it  was  a  part  of  a  well-defined  plan  to  attack  all  and 
every  precinct  in  Harris  County  before  the  main  attack  on  the  City  of 
Houston,  the  usual  pro  tactics,  which  lost  Lamar  for  us  last  month. 

A  campaign  was  conducted  by  your  agent  and  assistant  of  his  own 
choosing.  We  won  by  a  majority  of  ONE.  A  severe  storm  held  back 
six  of  our  friends,  and  while  the  victory  was  close  and  small,  it  will 
have  a  wide  bearing  in  Harris  County. 

Seventeenth — From  Crosby  the  writer  went  to  Centerville,  where 
an  election  has  been  ordered.  This  is  the  county  seat  of  Leon  County, 
18  miles  off  the  railroad  and  difficult  to  reach.  Organized  defense 
there  and  went  on  19th  to  Groesbeck,  Limestone  County,  in  which  the 
antis  had  called  an  election.  On  this  date  went  over  the  situation  and 
laid  plans  for  a  future  meeting  for  purpose  of  organizing. 

Twentieth — In  Houston — took  up  the  Brunner  matter  when  an 
examination  of  the  order  of  the  committee  showed  a  fatal  error  in 
ordering  election;  investigated  complaints  of  the  pros  against  the 
Brunner  Park  Garden  and  found  they  were  not  sustained  by  the  facts. 

Twenty-third — Went  again  to  Limestone  County  and  thoroughly 
organized  the  county  and  from  indications  so  far  as  I  could  see  that 
county  should  go  wet  by  a  small  majority. 

Twenty-fourth — Dallas,  investigating  some  cases  against  dives, 
and  the  most  objectionable  one  in  the  county,  run  by  Ed  Beggs,  who 
sublet  to  a  negro,  directly  opppsite  the  fair  grounds,  long  since  a 
menace  to  the  peace  of  that  section,  was  finally  closed. 

Twenty-ninth — Again  had  to  go  to  Crosby,  as  it  was  necessary  to 
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take  active  part  in  the  fight.    Addressed  a  meeting  of  antis  at  Brunner 
and  an  anti  defense  club  was  formed. 

Thirtieth  and  thirty-first — Bay  City.  An  election  will  be  ordered 
there  within  the  next  few  days.  It  will  include  all  of  Matagorda  Coun- 
ty. The  conduct  of  the  saloon  men  is  so  outrageously  bad  that  out  of 
a  petition  containing  287  names  91  were  leading  antis.  At  this  visit 
only  preliminary  work  could  be  done,  but  the  saloon  men  were  made 
to  see  their  error,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Magnolia  Brewery 
?nd  American  Brewery  of  Houston  and  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation, whose  agents  agreed  that  any  man  who  failed  to  keep  agree- 
ment as  to  Sunday  closing  would  not  be  supplied  with  beer  or  ice  for 
seven  days,  they  all  came  into  the  agreement.  If  they  do  not  live  up 
to  it  prosecutions  will  follow. 

When  election  is  ordered  I  must  return  to  Matagorda  County  to 
organize   for  defense. 

Second  and  third  of  September  spent  looking  after  Crosby  elec- 
tion, which,  as  before  stated,  went  in  our  favor. 

The  foregoing  is  put  in  the  very  briefest  possible  manner.  The 
main  points  were  reported  at  the  time  of  their  occurrence  either  to 
the  liquor  dealers  or  Brewers'  Association,  as  the  operator  operated 
under  the  instructions  of  either. 

The  office  also  secured  a  full  report — 52  pages  long  folio — of  the 
prohibition  convention  held  in  Waco  on  23rd  and  24th  of  August.  If 
desired  a  transcript  can  be  furnished  to  members  of  the  association.

We  are  running  somewhat  short  on  hops,  and  we  ordered  from 
Messrs.  Falk-Wormser  &  Co.  30  bales  on  sample  sent  us  at  39c.  This 
order  I  am  sure  will  not  be  filled  before  this  letter  reaches  you,  and 
you  can  phone  Messrs.  Falk-Wormser  &  Co.  and  make  any  change  you 
may  desire.  We  figure  that  the  stock  on  hand  and  the  30  bales  ordered 
will  run  us  until  November  1st  or  15th. 

Concerning  the  educational  work  that  we  are  doing  onf  the  pro- 
hibition question,  and  in  answer  to  your  inquiry,  will  state  that  we  got 
the  Ladies'  Home  Journal  article  in  something  like  350  of  the  Texas 
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papers.  We  will  also  get  the  articles  of  Bishop  Spalding  and  Bishop 
Fotter  on  the  subject  in  the  same  papers,  these  articles  together  with 
articles  that  we  will  get  along  the  same  lines  from  some  of  our  home 
people  will,  I  believe,  bring  good  results.  The  question  is  still  a  very 
warm  one,  and  it  is  going  to  take  time  to  bring  about  any  material 
change,  as  the  other  side  is  spending  money  also,  and  where  they  get 
vt  from  I  am  not  able  to  say.

Herald  and  this  morning's  Dallas  News,  giving  interviews  with  Mr. 
Lem  Husted,  general  organizer  of  the  Bartenders'  League  of  America. 
Mr.  Husted  is  one  of  the  gentlemen  that  requested  a  meeting  with 
the  brewers  through  Mr.  Cetti.  The  position  taken  by  Mr.  Husted  in 
his  interview  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  very  friendly  to  the  brewing 
interest,  but  in  conversation  with  him  this  morning  he  tells  me  that 
the  interviews  were  given  for  the  purpose  of  getting  ahead  of  the 
prohibitionists,  who  he  understood  intended  to  introduce  at  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature  a  high  license  law.  I  took  this  statement  of 
Mr.  Husted  for  what  it  was  worth,  and  you  will  do  doubt  do  the  same. 

Mr.  Husted  is  very  anxious  to  get  the  brewers  interested,  and 
claims  that  he  is  now  working  for  the  Barkeepers'  Union  independent 
of  Mr.  Woodman,  with  the  purpose  in  view  of  making  a  combination 
with  the  Farmers'  Union,  and  that  he  can  do  us  much  good  with  said 
unions,  who  he  claims  will  in  the  future  work  together.  From  what 
I  could  gather  from  his  conversation  his  plan  is  to  have  men  go  over 
the  State  and  get  interviews  from  the  local  papers.  These  interviews 
will  be  along  the  line  of  doing  away  with  objectionable  saloons,  and

I  am  very  much  grieved  to  note  that  paragraph  of  Mr.  Adoue's 
letter  saying:  "I  have  received  physical  demonstration  of  the  in- 
sincerity of  the  most  of  our  members."  Reflecting,  I  know  that  the 
charge  is  true.  I  well  remember  the  time  when  the  Brewers'  Associa- 
tion was  first  formed,  and  the  resolution  committing  the  brewers  to 
the  purification  of  the  business  and  to  the  aiding  of  officers  in  sup- 
pressing and  prosecuting  crime  was  submitted  by  Mr.  Adoue.  The 
resolution  was  sent  to  Mr.  Hamilton  for  his  consideration,  with  an 
injunction  from  Mr.  Adoue  that  he  must  reflect  on  it  thoroughly  and 
be  prepared  to  attend  a  meeting  at  an  early  date,  when  the  proposed 
resolution  would  be  considered,  and  to  give  his  views  thereon.  Mr. 
Hamilton  and  I  discussed  it.  We  spoke  of  the  sad  fact  that  the  hobo 
saloon  and  the  disreputable  places  are  the  best  customers  of  the  Texas 
brewers,  and  contrasted  it  with  the  patent  fact  that  the  gilded  saloon, 
owned  by  the  independent  saloon  keeper,  who  has  capital  and  influence, 
scorns  the  sale  of  Texas  beer  and  handles,  almost  exclusively,  St.  Louis 
and  Milwaukee  beers.  I  compared  the  signing  of  the  resolution  to 
the  surgeon's  knife,  severing  a  limb  to  save  the  very  existence  of  the 
individual.  I  called  Mr.  Hamilton's  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  man 
who  signed  that  resolution  is  the  same  man  who  cannot  own  the 
,sariety  theater  and  who  cannot  control,  by  ownership  or  lease,  an 
avowed  gambling  resort,  where  banking  games  such  as  faro,  monte, 
roulette  and  craps  are  dealt,  and  called  his  attention  to  the  fact  that 
he  is  vulnerable  personally  in  that  respect.  I  stated  further  that  the 
resolution  would  be  clipped  from  the  papers  and  preserved  for  refer- 
ence by  thinking  men,  who  wear  the  cloth  or  laymen  and  who  interest 
themselves  in  the  welfare  of  society,  and  that  some  day  the  actions 
of  the  brewer,  as  exhibited  in  his  daily  life,  would  be  compared  with 
the  utterances  he  subscribed. 

Today  I  opened  your  letter  just  after  reading  in  the  Galveston  News 
the  reports  upon  returns  of  the  local  option  elections  held  in  Madison- 
\ille  precinct  (Madison  County)  and  Navarro  County,  and  noting  the 
cminous  significance  of  the  Navarro  County  majority  for  the  pros 
compared  with  the  result  favorable  to  the  antis  two  years  ago.  Adding 
thereto  the  result  of  Trinity  County  and  Red  River  County,  the  fore- 
boding of  impending  calamity  cannot  be  suppressed.  If  Hill  County 
and  other  important  counties  now  about  to  vote  go  the  same  way,  it 
s  almost  certain  that  some  Representative  will  get  up  in  the  halls  of 
the  Legislature,  and,  pointing  his  index  finger  to  these  manifestations 
of  the  will  of  the  people,  will  introduce  a  measure  providing  for  a 
constitutional  amendment  to  prohibit  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
liquors,  fermented  or  spirituous,  in  the  State  of  Texas,  and  he  will 
allege  that  the  results  of  these  counties  voted  again  having  all  sustained 
prohibition,  are  equivalent  to  a  mandate  to  the  representatives  of  the 
people  to  submit  the  amendment  to  the  voters  of  Texas. 

I  suggest  that  the  meeting  desired  by  Mr.  Adoue  be  held  as  speedily 
as  possible,  and  that  I  will  attend,  representing  my  company's  interests, 
feeling  sure  that  I  will  voice  Mr.  Hamilton's  views  truthfully  and  that 
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my  acts  will  meet  his  ratification  and  will  commit  him  as  if  he  himself 
were  present.

You 
iealize,  of  course,  that  in  this  we  are  to  blame  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent,  for  it  has  been  only  of  late  that  our  "home"  folks  were  getting 
out  a  bottled  beer  that  compared  favorably  with  that  sent  here  by 
the  Northern  and  Eastern  concerns. 

However,  it  is  a  long  story,  and  there  are  so  many  things  that 
night  be  mentioned  in  this  and  other  respects  pertaining  to  the  welfare 
of  our  business  that  I  will  refrain  at  this  time  from  going  into  details. 
Suffice  it,  however,  to  state  that  the  outlook  is  a  gloomy  one  indeed 
for  us,  especially  so  if  there  is  to  be  dissension  in  our  own  ranks.  1 
have  placed  orders  having  in  contemplation  some  improvements  in  our 
plant,  and  will  state  to  you  in  confidence  and  all  sincerity  that  were 
it  not  too  late  to  countermand  the  same  it  would  certainly  not  be  done. 
While  not  inclined  to  be  pessimistic,  I  cannot  see  matters  in  any  other 
light. 

Something  certainly  will  have  to  be  done,  and  it  remains  to  be 
seen  what  is  the  best  course,  under  the  circumstances,  to  pursue.

To  the  News:  This  is  not  a  reply  to  Rev.  Sexton.  In  the  News 
issue  of  last  Thursday  this  gentleman  makes  the  charge  of  having 
been  misquoted  and  misrepresented,  but  fails  to  say  in  what  part  of 
my  communication    the  misrepresentation   occurred. 

Preaching  an  eloquent  sermon  in  the  church  is  no  doubt  a  very 
good  thing,  but  has  Rev.  Sexton  ever  in  this  city  closed  a  gambling 
house,  ever  prevented  the  illicit  sale  of  whiskey,  ever  stopped  the 
exhibition  of  immoral  variety  shows  and  ever  diminished  the  sale  of 
liquor  to  minors? 

All  of  these  things  have  been  accomplished  by  the  Brewers'  Asso- 
ciation. In  my  last  communication  I  referred  to  gambling  at  League 
City,  and  here  is  the  result  of  our  work. 

We  were  notified  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  we  sent  an  agent  to 
investigate — on  Saturday  the  gambling  room  was  effectively  closed 
and  the  man  in  charge  went  to  earning  a  living  by  delivering  ice  to 
families.  In  support  of  this  statement  I  submit  the  following  affi- 
davits:

Gentlemen:  The  decision  of  the  Court  of  Criminal  Appeals  in  the 
cold  storage  litigation  was  fraught  with  so  many  unpleasant  conse- 
quences to  the  people  here  that  we  have  been  appointed  a  committe 
to  take  some  steps  to  secure  a  reversal  or  annulment  of  that  opinion, 
if  possible.  To  this  end  we  have  employed  counsel  to  co-operate  in  se- 
curing a  rehearing  in  that  case,  but  we  are  advised  by  our  counsel  that, 
although  the  motion  presents  a  proposition  that  was  not  previously 
passed  upon  by  the  court,  it  is  likely  that  a  rehearing  will  be  refused. 

We  have,  however,  employed  the  same  counsel  to  take  up  from 
Grayson  County  a  test  case  which  they  will  present  to  the  Court  of 
Criminal  Appeals  of  the  State  of  Texas,  in  which,  if  we  are  successful, 
the  effect  of  the  cold  storage  decision  and  law  will  be  practically  nulli- 
fied. We  are  asking  assistance  in  this  matter  from  the  breweries  and 
wholesale  liquor  dealers  of  the  State  and  enclose  you  a  copy  of  the 
list  of  subscriptions  made.  We  believe  the  result  of  this  decision  will 
be  of  the  very  greatest  benefit  to  the  wholesale  liquor  dealers  and 
breweries  in  Texas,  and,  therefore,  we  will  be  very  glad  to  have  you 
assist  us  by  contributing  toward  paying  the  expenses  of  this  litigation. 

We  realize  that  you  receive  a  great  many  communications  of  this

My  Dear  Mr.  Keeley:  Sales  last  month  4,108,  divided  as  follows: 
2,328  barrels  in  the  city,  540  barrels  in  the  country  arid  1,240  barrels 
in  the  bottle  department;  increase  421  barrels  in  the  city,  537  barrels 
•n  the  bottle  department,  less  148  barrels  loss  in  the  country.  Bottle 
beer  sales  2,875  casks  as  follows:  289  casks  in  the  city,  2,586  casks  in 
the  country;  increase  11  casks  in  the  city  and  962  casks  in  the  country. 
By  filling  out  with  these  figures,  the  comparison  sheets  given  you 
you  will  have  the  records  of  sales  up  to  date. 

Trade  is  not  opening  up  so  good  this  month,  that  is,  our  increase 
is  not  keeping  up  with  the  last  five  months,  due,  I  think,  to  unfavor- 
able weather,  as  we  have  had  a  great  deal  of  rain  since  you  was  here. 

I  am  sending  you  by  this  mail  under  separate  cover  sketch  of  new 
improvements  made  by  Mr.  Lehle.  I  have  noted  on  the  plans  the 
distance  about  35  feet  from  present  stock  house  to  our  north  line,  and 
unless  we  can  get  the  lot  adjoining  we  could  not  go  as  far  north  with 
new  building  as  talked  over  when  you  was  here.  1  have  been  unable 
thus  far  to  do  anything  with  the  parties  that  own  the  lot  adjoining, 
but  hope  to  do  so  before  a  great  while.  The  title  to  the  property  and 
its  ownership  is  badly  tangled  up,  there  being  two  ci  three  interested 
and  we  may  expect  to  be  held  up  to  some  extent  on  the  price.  I  think 
it  would  be  well  for  you  to  take  up  with  Mr.  Lehle  the  contemplated 
improvements  and  arrange  with  him  to  visit  Dallas  about  the  first  of 
July,  and  look  over  the  ground.

Dear  Sir:  Your  letter  of  yesterday  received;  the  only  way  to 
enforce  the  rules  of  the  Brewers'  Association  is  the  arrest  and  con- 
viction of  the  parties  violating  the  liquor  bond  requirements  and  we 
have  been  very  successful,  but  you  know  that  for  special  reasons  that 
method  cannot  be  applied  to  Houston.  The  Conservative  League's 
remedy,  and  the  only  one,  is  refusal  to  sell  beer  to  the  offenders;  we 
certainly  cannot  enforce  that  but  can  comply  with  the  request  of  the 
league. 

The  next  step  must  be:  if  anyone  sells  beer  during  prohibition 
hours,  9  to  1,  the  league  must  find  from  where  the  beer  comes  from, 
and  after  positively  ascertaining  the  name  of  the  brewery  or  agent 
who  supplied  the  beer,  let  it  be  boycotted.     The  league  can  say  to  all 

its  members:     The  brewery  is  selling  beer  to  saloon  keeper

Esteemed  Sir:  I  have  noted  with  pleasure  the  action  of  the  Texas 
Brewers'  Association,  and  of  the  Conservative  League,  as  to  the  elim- 
inating from  the  retail  liquor  business  those  objectionable  features 
which  have  practically  been  the  cause  of  so  many  of  the  counties  in  the 
State  being  voted  "dry."     If  you  are  sincere  in  your  work,  and  really 
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desire  to  secure  that  condition  which  the  daily  papers  have  so  widely 
reported  you  as  desiring,  then  I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  a 
condition  which  confronts  the  people  of  this  town.

Dear  Sir:     I  have  your  favor  of  the  2nd  inst.  and  note  what  you 
say  in  regard  to  conditions  at  Navasota. 
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I  will  state  the  purpose  of  the  Conservative  League  is  to  elevate 
the  liquor  business  in  the  city  of  Houston,  by  eliminating  gambling 
and  wine  room  features  from  the  saloons,  and  to  observe  the  hours 
on  Sunday  in  which  the  various  denominations  hold  divine  services; 
viz,  from  9  a.  m.  to  1  p.  m.  These  being  observed  to  the  letter  are 
satisfactory  to  the  conservative  people  and  the  business  interests  of 
the  city  in  general.  To  accomplish  this  the  Brewers'  Association  and 
liquor  dealers  have  given  us  their  co-operation  in  refusing  to  accept 
as  customers  anyone  violating  this  rule,  thereby  putting  the  offenders 
entirely  out  of  business,  and  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Texas  Brewers'  Asso- 
ciation to  eliminate  all  such  features  as  named  above  from  the  saloon 
business  throughout  the  State  of  Texas.  You  being  an  anti-prohi- 
bitionist, as  you  state,  I  can  be  plain  with  you  in  making  the  state- 
ment that  it  is  far  better  for  the  Brewers'  Association  to  correct  these 
evils  and  maintain  saloons  according  to  law  than  to  have  prohibition- 
ists or  fanatics  assume  the  regulation  of  same,  not  that  they  do  it 
from  a  moral  standpoint,  and  if  they  had  taken  this  step  a  long  time 
ago  they  would  not  have  the  conditions  which  now  exist  confronting 
them  today.  It  is  solely  a  business  proposition  with  the  brewers  and 
Conservative  League;  so  far  as  Houston  is  concerned,  I  can  truthfully 
say  that  we  have  brought  the  saloon  men  of  Houston  to  understand 
that  they  must  run  a  strictly  legitimate  business  according  to  law,  and 
we  have  a  better  town  for  it. 

The  closing  of  saloons  at  night  from  1  o'clock  to  5  o'clock  in  the 
morning  is  one  of  the  best  ordinances  that  has  ever  been  passed  in 
Houston  and  while  the  saloon  men  in  general  at  first  felt  that  it  would 
be  a  hardship,  they  now  consider  the  Hon.  Mayor  and  City  Commis- 
sion of  our  city  were  wise  in  adopting  the  ordinances. 

You  can  readily  see  that  the  conditions  in  Navasota,  of  which 
you  speak,  do  not  come  within  the  pale  of  the  Texas  Brewers'  Asso- 
ciation, as  Navasota  is  a  prohibition  town  and  under  the  regulation  of 
so-called  prohibition  laws.  The  people  who  run  blind  tigers  and  such 
devices  in  prohibition  towns,  as  they  must  run,  under  cover,  send  to 
the  breweries  for  their  supplies,  and  it  is  only  reasonable  to  suppose 
that  the  breweries  will  sell  them  when  they  get  the  cash  for  them,  and 
if  a  Houston  brewery  did  give  this  party  of  whom  you  speak  an  outfit 
and  beer,  they  certainly  did  it  because  they  were  paid  for  it,  and  it  is 
up  to  the  citizens  of  Navasota,  if  they  do  not  desire  the  place,  of  which 
you  speak,  to  get  rid  of  it  by  regular  process  of  law.  I  do  not  feel  that 
when  you  stop  to  think,  that  you  can  blame  the  breweries  or  any  whole- 
sale liquor  dealer  for  selling  to  these  people  when  they  receive  their 
price  for  the  goods  like  any  other  merchant  selling  his  wares;  but  I 
will  venture  to  say  that  wherever  there  is  a  wet  town,  you  will  not 
find  these  conditions  in  it,  and  in  the  words  of  a  very  prominent  Pres- 
byterian minister,  of  this  city,  I  would  much  rather  deal  with  a  well 
regulated  saloon,  which  we  are  trying  to  maintain,  in  wet  towns,  than 
to  cope  with  the  blind  tiger  in  local  option  towns.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  engaged  Mr.  T.  H.  McGregor,  who  handled  our 
pon-intoxicating  malt  liquor  tax  matter,  and  last  night  I  had  Mr.  Par- 
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ker,  Mr.  Garwood  and  Mr.  Andrews,  all  three  of  the  firm  of  Baker, 
Botts,  Parker  &  Garwood,  and  Mr.  McGregor  and  myself  present,  and 
went  extensively  into  the  discussion  of  the  law,  having  already  agreed 
to  begin  with  its  unconstitutionality,  the  opinion  of  Baker,  Botts, 
Parker  &  Garwood  which  you  saw  being  concurred  in  by  Mr.  McGregor, 
and  went  into  the  discussion  of  the  most  expedient  means  to  handle 
the  matter. 

The  attorneys  concluded  that  there  is  nothing  in  my  idea  of  in- 
junction of  the  Comptroller,  or  of  any  other  officer,  of  the  State.  The 
law  on  the  subject  is  too  plain  and  too  well  known  for  any  District 
Judge  to  grant  the  injunction,  they  say;  therefore,  we  finally  agreed 
to  proceed  by  defending  the  first  customer  of  the  Houston  Ice  and 
Brewing  Company  who  violates  this  law  by  selling  one  bottle  of  Hia- 
watha and  against  whom  an  affidavit  is  made.  I  look  for  such  a  case 
to  arrive  the  first  day  the  law  goes  into  effect,  on  July  12th,  in  Hardin 
County,  taking  the  case  by  habeas  corpus  proceedings  to  the  Court  of 
Criminal  Appeals,  and  if  we  succeed  in  having  the  habeas  corpus  case 
beard  immediately  we  ought  to  get  a  decision  within  five  days,  or  say 
about  July  17th.    Mr.  McGregor  thinks  that  he  will  succeed  in  doing  so. 

Failing  to  get  injunction  against  the  State  officers  I  think  that 
the  next  best  move  to  prevent  a  stampede  of  the  customers  promptly 
on  July  1st,  when  the  revenue  license  must  be  paid,  or  on  July  12th, 
when  the  pretended  law  goes  into  effect,  is  to  inform  all  our  customers 
very  fully  about  the  law  and  about  what  we  expect  to  do,  and  give 
them  in  a  good  substantial  manner  the  ground  upon  which  we  expect 
the  law  to  be  held  invalid.  With  that  end  in  view  I  have  framed  a  letter 
addressed  to  all  our  traveling  representatives,  agents  and  customers, 
which  I  will  mail  in  a  day  or  two  to  each  of  them,  together  with  a  copy 
of  the  law.  Many  customers  have  lawyer  friends  whom  they  consult 
or  to  whom  they  just  talk  about  the  law,  and  it  is  well  that  each  cus- 
tomer have  the  views  of  our  lawyers  as  embodied  in  the  latter,  and  a 
copy  of  the  law  for  their  use  in  talking  the  matter  over  with  their 
iespective  lawyers. 

I  have  aimed  to  cover  the  ground  in  giving  information  to  the 
customers  in  such  a  manner  as  to  accomplish  the  purpose  for  which  I 
wanted  the  injunction — that  is,  to  prevent  a  general  stampede  and 
weather  the  storm  of  the  first  few  days,  which,  coming  in  the  middle 
of  the  very  hottest  weather,  would  cause  a  very  large  loss  in  business 
as  well  as  a  loss  in  bad  accounts  of  balances  being  on  the  books  against 
our  customers  on  July   12th.

To  all  our  agents,  traveling  representatives  and  customers: 

We  are  daily  in  receipt  of  many  letters  from  our  customers 
throughout  the  State  of  Texas,  asking  for  information  about  the  new 
non-intoxicating  malt  liquor  tax  law,  and  deeming  it  our  duty  to  advise 
our  customers  who  are  largely  dependent  on  us  to  keep  them  informed 
upon  this  question,  we  now  say  that  we  have  determined  that  on  the 
12th  day  of  July,  when  this  law  seeking  to  place  a  tax  of  $2,000  on 
dealers  in  non-intoxicating  malt  liquors  for  State  purposes,  $1,000  for 
county  purposes  and  $1,000  for  city  purposes  in  an  incorporated  city, 
total  tax  $4,000,  goes  into  effect,  we  will  take  up  the  case  of  the  first 
customer  of  ours  who  will  be  arrested  for  continuing  the  sale  of  Hia- 
watha (because  he  believes  the  law  to  be  unconstitutional,  like  we  do), 
without  previously  paying  the  tax  and  obtaining  license,  and  will  im- 
mediately endeavor  to  take  him  through  habeas  corpus  proceedings 
before  the  Court  of  Criminal  Appeals  of  the  State  of  Texas,  and  are 
confident  that  through  this  habeas  corpus  we  will  reach  the  Court  of 
Criminal  Appeals,  which  is  the  court  of  last  resort,  within  three  to  five 
days  after  July  12th — that  is,  no  later  than  the  17th  of  July,  being 
fully  advised  by  our  attorneys,  Messrs.  Baker,  Botts,  Parker  &  Gar- 
wood, and  our  special  attorney,  Mr.  T.  H.  McGregor,  who,  by  the  way, 
is  the  framer  of  the  now  famous  Baskin-McGregor  liquor  law  of  this 
State,  which  also  goes  into  effect  on  the  12th  of  July,  that  the  law  is 
unconstitutional,  void,  and  of  no  effect  for  many  reasons,  among  which 
we  may  recite  the  following: 

1.  The  law  deals  with  two  subjects  which  are  entirely  opposite 
to  one  another,  that  is,  deals  with  intoxicating  liquor  and  non-intoxi- 
cating liquor — two  different  matters  to  the  provisions  of  the  Consti- 
tution. 

2.  This  law  is  intended  for  one  of  two  purposes,  as  a  police  regu- 
lation or  as  a  taxation  measure.  If  it  is  a  police  regulation,  then  the 
Legislature  is  without  authority  because  non-intoxicating  beverages 
or  drinks  have  never  been  and  never  can  be  included  within  the  powers 
of  government  to  regulate — although  intoxicating  liquors  have  always 
been  known  as  a  subject  of  regulation  by  law.  The  very  words  used 
by  the  statute,  "non-intoxicating  malt  liquors,"  take  this  article  of  com- 
merce out  of  the  sphere  of  the  police  powers  of  the  State,  as  much  as 
lemonade,  soda  water  or  other  soft  drinks  are  outside  of  its  police 
powers. 

If  it  is  intended  as  a  revenue  measure,  then  it  should  be  in  accord 
wiih  the  constitutional  provision  to  "raise  revenue  only  for  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  the  government,  economically  administered."  We 
hold  that  this  certainly  is  not  a  revenue  measure,  because  of  the  enor- 
mously excessive  tax  it  imposes  on  a  useful  occupation.  Compare  this 
tax  with  the  tax  on  other  occupations  and  it  is  at  once  apparent  that 
it  is  unreasonable.    Compare  it  even  with  the  tax  on  intoxicating  malt 
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liquors  in   wet  counties — $62.50  per  year — and   its  absurdity   is  more 
than  plain. 

3.  This  law  discriminates  in  favor  of  druggists  who  keep  a 
regular  drug  stock,  and  "as  part  of  their  stock  keep  such  proprietary 
medicines  as  Malt  Nutrine,  Malt  Extract  and  Malt  and  Iron,  to  be  sold 
as  a  medicine  and  not  as  a  beverage."  The  law  does  not  provide  that 
druggists  may  keep  Malt  Nutrine,  etc.,  and  no  other  malt  liquors!  And 
therefore  leaves  it  open  to  any  druggist  to  sell  as  much  Hiawatha  or 
any  other  non-intoxicating  malt  liquor  as  he  pleases,  being  qualified  as 
expressly  exempt  in  the  language  of  the  law,  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Constitution  against  class  legislation. 

4.  The  law  provides  that  this  tax  operates  only  in  counties  which, 
at  the  time  that  this  law  goes  into  effect  (on  July  12th,  1907)  are  under 
local  option  law — that  is,  are  dry  counties  on  July  12th;  and  does  not 
say  counties  "that  are  and  may  hereafter  be  dry";  therefore  such 
counties  are  subject  to  the  tax  levied  by  this  law,  and  if  they  should 
hereafter  vote  wet,  the  citizens  of  this  county  would  still  remain  sub- 
ject to  this  law.  Further,  if  any  county  now  wet  should  hereafter  vote 
dry  such  county  would  not  be  subject  to  this  law  but  the  citizens  of 
such  county  could  sell  non-intoxicating  malt  liquor  without  paying 
any  license  whatever  because  such  county  being  wet  on  July  12th,  is 
not  within  the  pale  and  scope  of  the  language  of  this  law,  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  which  says  that  taxation  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  government  shall  be  raised  equally  and  uniformly  upon  all 
citizens  of  the  State  and  not  to  be  raised  from  citizens  of  one  portion 
of  the  State  for  the  support  of  the  government  in  other  portions  of 
the  State. 

5.  This  law  in  its  second  section  provides  for  an  occupation  tax 
from  persons  soliciting  orders  for  intoxicating  liquors  in  territory  now 
under  local  option  law,  of  $4,000  per  annum,  authorizing  the  counties 
to  levy  $2,000  and  the  city  $2,000  or  a  total  of  $8,000  for  the  pursuit  of 
soliciting  orders  for  intoxicating  liquors.  This  part  of  the  law  is  also 
defective  and  unconstitutional  and,  like  the  section  which  provides  that 
this  law  may  be  enforced  by  injunction  proceedings  against  violating 
it  or  threatening  the  violation  of  it,  is  also  void  and  unconstitutional. 
We  in  the  brewery  business  are  not  interested  in  that  part  of  the  law 
because  our  agents  do  not  solicit  orders  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
bquors. 

We  enclose  a  copy  of  the  law  for  your  full  information  or  use  at 
any  time  you  have  the  occasion  to  consult  an  attorney  about  it.  You 
will  note  that  our  reasons  for  concluding  that  the  law  will  be  held  un- 
constitutional and  void  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  are  so  clearly  and  thor- 
oughly well  taken  that  there  is  hardly  any  room  for  doubting  the  result. 

We  may  further  add  that  all  of  the  jbreweries'  attorneys  in  the 
State  of  Texas  are  of  the  same  unanimous  opinion  as  to  the  fatal  de- 
fects and  unconstitutionality  of  the  law,  and  we  have  consulted  them 
all  naturally  having  discussed  this  matter  with  all  our  brother  brewers, 
this  matter  being  of  such  vital  interest  to  all  the  brewers  of  the  State.

Gentlemen:  I  am  today  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Judge  J.  J. 
Eckford,  reading  as  follows:

"Gentlemen:  In  reference  to  testing  the  tax  on  non-intoxicating 
malt  liquors  in  local  option  districts,  it  occurs  to  me  that  it  would  be 
well  for  the  breweries  in  Texas  to  have  prepared  data  which  they  can 
prove  by  competent  evidence  that  the  tax  would  be  prohibitory  by  rea- 
son of  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  sales  in  these  places  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  tax.  I  expect  that  in  a  great  majority  of  instances  the 
gross  sales  are  not  equal  to  the  tax  and  in  none  is  the  profit.  What 
little  experience  I  have  had  with  the  Court  of  Criminal  Appeals  is  that 
they  are  very  liberal  in  habeas  corpus  proceedings  on  agreed  state- 
ments as  to  what  are  the  facts  and  I  am  satisfied  a  County  Attorney 
would  admit  the  data  sufficient  to  show  that  the  tax  is  prohibitory. 
To  raise  the  point  that  it  is  prohibitory,  that  fact  should  appeal  in  the 
agreed  statement  to  be  presented  to  the  court  or  the  judge  and  I  have 
9  great  confidence  in  the  position  that  the  Legislature  cannot,  under 
the  taxing  power,  prohibit  the  sale  of  a  harmless  commodity,  health 
or  safety  of  the  public. 

"I  wish  you  would  take  this  up  with  the  brewers,  so  that  we  could 
have  this  data  ready  by  the  12th  of  July.     Yours  very  truly,

Dear  Sir:  Do  you  think  it  would  pay  us,  and  be  good  policy,  to 
get  some  one  in  this  section  of  the  State  to  act  as,  you  might  say, 
press  agent;  that  is,  a  man  that  is  capable  and  able  to  write  articles 
along  the  lines  of  the  two  articles  that  Mr.  Hamilton  had  with  him  at 
San  Antonio  and  get  some  of  our  papers,  say,  one  here,  one  in  Fort 
Worth,  one  in  Waco  and  some  of  the  country  papers  to  publish  same? 
If  you  are  in  favor  of  getting  such  a  man  I  have  in  mind  Mr.  Walton 
Poteet,  who  assisted  us  all  that  he  could  at  Austin,  and  is  now,  I  under- 
stand, State  organizer  for  the  labor  people  and  resides  at  Mineral 
Wells.  Mr.  Poteet  formerly  lived  in  San  Antonio,  and  was  chairman 
of  the  legislative  committee  at  Austin  during  the  last  session,  and, 
as  above  stated,  assisted  us  all  that  he  could. 

Mr.  Wahrmund  knows  this  party  much  better  than  I  do,  and  it 
might  be  well  to  get  his  views  on  the  suggestion  herein  made. 

I  feel  that  we  should  get  our  side  of  the  question  before  the  people, 
and  especially  the  question  of  suburban  saloons,  which,  in  my  opinion, 
is  greatly  exaggerated  and  misunderstood.  I  know  in  this  city  with 
one  or  two  exceptions  the  people  running  the  suburban   saloons  can 
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get  from  %  to  100  per  cent  of  their  neighbors  living  a  radius  of  300 
feet  of  their  saloon  to  sign  their  petition  to  allow  them  to  remain. 
Now  if  the  immediate  neighbors  have  no  kick  coming,  certainly  people 
living  two  or  three  miles  away  should  not  complain;  that  is,  in  my 
opinion  they  have  no  just  cause  for  complaint,  and  where  they  do 
"butt"  in  and  kick  up  a  row  it  is  a  case  of  trying  to  run  other  people's 
business,  or  to  make  political  capital,  or  give  themselves  a  little  cheap 
notoriety.  This  has  been  one  experience  here,  and  I  believe  if  the 
public  is  intelligently  informed  on  the  subject  that  it  will  greatly 
reduce  future  agitation  against  the  saloon  business,  and  especially 
against  the  suburban  saloon.

A  man  well  enough  informed  on  the  subject  and  capable  of  writing 
the  proper  articles  I  know  is  hard  to  find,  but  if  we  could  get  the 
right  party  I  would  favor  doing  so,  as  I  believe  we  should  push  the 
educational  work.

Although  the  envelope  is  addressed  to  us, 
letter  to  the  Lone  Star,  still  they  have  received  communication  of 
similar  import  addressed  to  us,  so  that  it  is  really  intended  for,  us, 
and  1  have  pleasure  in  handing  you  herewith  copy  of  letter  which  we 
wrote  Mr.  Luedde  recently,  which  will  explain  our  attitude  in  the  mat- 
ter, and  I  will  state  for  your  information  that  I  deem  it  a  very  foolish 
policy  to  pursue,  to  permit  of  the  impression  going  forth  that  the 
breweries  are  so   flush  and   have   that  "big  barrel"  at   their  disposal,

that  we  are,  so  to  speak,  "mints"  and  the  money  can  be  turned  out 
at  will!  I  would  also  suggest  that  you  kindly  disabuse  Mr.  Paget's 
mind  as  well  of  any  such  impression,  and  the  good  people  should  not 
be  made  to  believe  that  we  have  money  ad  libitum  to  take  care  of 
such  expenses.  Anything  in  reason  and  for  legitimate  purposes  is 
all  right,  and  in  this  connection  beg  to  state  that  we,  as  well  as  the 
Lone  Star,  donated  the  sum  of  $250,  which  was  quite  liberal  and 
Mr.  Luedde,  apparently,  did  his  share,  so  in  view  of  this  we  should 
not  be  asked  further  contribution,  for  those  elections  are  not  won  by 
the  "big  barrel,"  on  the  contrary,  there  is  a  principle  involved.  We 
have  done  our  duty  and  all  that  should  reasonably  be  expected  of  us 
and  the  good,  liberal  element  of  Rockdale  and  Cameron,  which  should 
have  the  interest  of  their  respective  towns  at  heart,  should  take  care 
of  the  rest. 

In  addition  to  amount  of  our  contribution  previously  referred 
to,  beg  to  state  that  we  shipped  them  five  (5)  casks  of  beer,  amounting 
in  value  to  approximately  the  sum  of  $50,  this  beer  not  to  be  dished 
out  to  the  various  voters,  but  for  the  use  of  the  better  or  more  fastidious 
element  at  the  head  of  affairs,  who  are  conducting  the  campaign  and 
as  a  sort  of  solace  when  compelled  to  make  long  trips,  speeches,  etc., 
this  explanation  was  vouched  us  after  we  had  at  first  refused  to  make 
the  shipment,  a  fact  which  you  will  better  appreciate  after  reading 
our  letter  to  Mr.  Luedde. 

In  regard  to  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  $1,000  to  Mr.  Luedde's 
attorney,  as  outlined  in  his  letter,  beg  to  state  that  I  deem  that 
ridiculous,  to  say  the  least!  The  liquor  dealers,  repiesented  by  Mr. 
Wolters,  took  it  upon  themselves  to  make  the  fight  in  this  case,  and 
as  we  all  now  know  full  well,  made  a  beautiful  mess  of  it,  just  as 
we  expected  they  would.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  they  insisted 
on  handling  matters  their  way  our  attorney  being  relegated  to  the 
rear,  still,  when  the  case  came  up  in  Dallas  they  worked  just  as  hard 
as  any  of  them,  and  aside  from  their  regular  contract  with  us  charged 
nothing  other  than  the  expense  of  the  trip,  so  that  in  case  Mr.  Luedde's 
attorney  should  make  an  additional  demand  of  him,  then  I  would 
suggest  that  he  be  permitted  to  pay  them,  not  the  association! 

As  to  meeting  on  Sunday  as  suggested,  beg  to  state  that  I  am 
averse  to  so  doing,  as  it  would  not  accomplish  anything  and  if  they 
advised  additional  expense  being  incurred  under  the  promise  that  the 
breweries  interested  would  take  care  of  the  same,  then  it  was  without 
authority,  and  they  should  be  made  to  foot  the  bill,  for  they  had  no 
right  to  make  any  such  promises  in  our  behalf.  I  have  had  a  talk  with 
Mr.  Bruhn  and  agree  with  him  fully  on  the  subject,  and  I  will  state 
further  that  I  have  noted  particularly  that  it  is  almost  invariably  the 
case  that  where  the  breweries  spend  large  amounts  on  these  elections 
that  they  very  rarely  win  them!

Dear  Sir:  In  reference  to  the  meeting  of  the  saloon  men  at  San 
Antonio  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  State  association,  the  Houston 
Conservative  League  is  going  to  send  seventeen  delegates;  that  is, 
one  for  every  twenty-five  licenses  issued  in  Harris  County,  being  the 
full  representation  allowed  in  a  record  with  the  call  issued  from  San 
Antonio. 

I  presume  that  the  temporary  organization  will  have  jurisdiction 
as  to  the  basis  of  representation  and  may  ratify  or  change  the  basis 
suggested  in  the  call.  We  have  a  scheme  on  hand  (hatched  in  the 
Houston  Conservative  League)  to  go  to  San  Antonio  and  upset  the 
plans  that  the  San  Antonio  saloon  men  have,  in  so  far  as  the  language 
of  the  call  discloses. 

The  plan  is  to  draft  a  constitution  and  have  it  passed  by  the  con- 
vention, the  constitution  to  require  strict  obedience  upon  the  part  of 
saloon  men  to  the  laws  upon  the  statute  books  governing  the  liquor 
traffic  and  avow  a  desire  to  obey  and  abide  by  the  law. 

Provision  to  respect  public  sentiment  and  to  be  ever  mindful  of 
the  manifestations  of  public  sentiment  in  relation  to  the  liquor  busi- 
ness. 

Provision  pledging  the  State  association  to  the  advancement  of 
the  moral,  physical  and  financial  welfare  of  the  State,  and  a  desire  to 
be  counted  as  one  of  the  factors  for  the  advancement  of  the  interests 
of  the  State  of  Texas,  and  avow  the  purpose  to  work  in  harmony  with 
such  istitutions  as  the  Texas  Five  Million  Club  and  other  such  institu- 
tions which  seek  the  general  advancement  of  the  material  welfare  of 
the  State. 

I  have  outlined  my  views  to  the  governing  committee  of  the  league, 
and  have  promised  to  draft  a  few  of  the  articles  of  the  constitution, 
but  my  time  is  so  closely  taken  up  that  I  am  really  not  qualified  to 
undertake  the  work,  and  would  like  to  ask  you  to  take  the  matter  up 
yourself,  or  ask  Mr.  Clough,  the  attorney  for  the  Texas  Brewers'  Asso- 
ciation, to  draw  up  a  constitution,  also  to  draw  what  I  may  term  a 
"bill  of  rights"  enunciating  to  the  world  the  position  of  the  saloon 
men  as  a  factor  in  the  economy  of  the  Nation,  and  setting  forth  in 
brief  review  the  rights  which  the  community  ought  to  respect,  and 
an  avowal  upon  the  part  of  the  saloon  man  to  fill  his  place  in  the 
economy  of  commerce  suitably  and  with  due  regard  to  the  rights  of 
the  other  classes  and  callings  of  the  body  politic  in  which  he  is  a  factor. 

Our    scheme   is   to   capture   the    temporary    organization    and    the 
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permanent  organization,  and  appoint  officers  for  the  first  five  years 
and  get  the  president  and  secretaryship  filled  by  Houston  people.  I 
think  Captain  Lawlor  would  like  to  have  the  presidency  of  the  "Texas 
Conservative  League"  (which  we  hope  will  be  the  name  adopted)  and 
Mr.  James  A.  Painter  will  make  a  very  fine  State  secretary,  as  his 
past  work  as  secretary  of  the  Houston  Conservative  League  amply 
justifies  us  in  saying. 

Captain  Lawlor  is  a  candidate  for  the  presidency,  and  at  the  San 
Antonio  meeting  will  make  a  speech  setting  forth  that  he  views  the 
work  of  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association  as  the  most  beneficial  ever 
done  in  behalf  of  the  saloon  business  of  Texas,  and  will  ask  for  an 
endorsement  at  the  hands  of  the  State  meeting,  approving  and  com- 
mending the  work  of  the  Brewers'  Association,  complimenting  the 
association  upon  what  it  has  accomplished  to  purify  the  saloons  in 
Texas.  Captain  Lawlor  will  stand  or  fall  on  such  a  platform,  and  in 
fact  he  says  that  if  he  cannot  succeed  on  such  a  platform  that  he  pre- 
fers not  to  identify  himself  with  the  State  association  at  all  in  any 
capacity. 

Captain  Lawlor,  at  a  meeting  held  last  night  of  the  Conservative 
League,  took  occasion  to  pay  high  econium  to  the  association  in  gen- 
eral and  to  Mr.  Adoue  in  particular  and  his  remarks  met  with  unani- 
mous approval  upon  the  part  of  the  membership  present,  only  one 
half-dissenting  vote  being  heard,  and  that  was  Mr.  Henry  Lahourcade, 
a  man  who  formerly  derived  large  revenue  from  the  operation  of  slot 
machines  and,  of  course,  could  not  reconcile  himself  to  the  elimination 
of  gambling  from  the  saloons.

I  understand  that  our  grand  jury  will  take  some  action  in  regard 
to  what  is  transpiring,  and  if  this  is  so,  the  question  referred  to  will 
soon  be  past  history  as  far  as  San  Antonio  is  concerned. 

At  our  next  meeting  I  will  have  quite  a  lot  of  information  to 
impart  which  I  hope  will  be  of  some  value  to  us  in  the  future.  Yours

My  Dear  Mr.  Wahrmund:  Enclosed  find  copy  of  letter  which  I 
am  today  writing  to  Mr.  Adoue  and  which  in  a  measure  is  self-explana- 
tory. 

I  don't  know  what  open  steps  the  prohibitionists  have  taken  look- 
ing to  the  making  of  a  State  campaign,  but  it  occurs  to  me  that  unless 
they  have  made  some  decided  demonstration  that  it  is  somewhat  un- 
wise and  premature  on  the  part  of  our  friends  to  open  the  fight.  As 
stated  in  my  letter  to  Mr.  Adoue,  I  have  every  confidence  in  Col. 
Gresham  and  Mr.  Stafford  and  Mr.  Onion,  but  I  do  not  believe  in 
commencing  the  agitation,  which  means  that  we  will  be  placed  in  the 
position  of  aggressors.  I  think  we  should  continue  to  act  on  the 
defensive  and  let  the  other  side  bring  on  the  "row."  However,  I 
fully  realize  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  and  know  that  in  order 
to  "stem  the  tide"  it  will  take  considerable  of  the  "needful,"  which 
I  think  you  and  the  other  strong  antis,  together  with  myself,  should 
cheerfully  furnish,  but  strictly  in  a  personal  capacity,  as  under  section 
5,  page  312,  general  laws,  none  of  us  could  afford  to  involve  our 
respective  companies  in  the  controversy  to  the  extent  of  making  dona- 
tions. In  connection  with  donations  necessary,  will  state  further  that 
I  don't  think  same  should  be  confined  to  the  breweries,  but  should  be 
taken  up  and  handled  by  the  antis  over  the  State,  regardless  of  what 
business  they  are  engaged  in.  The  old  adage  of  "A  stitch  in  time 
saves  nine"  seems  to  me  to  be  appropriate  at  this  time,  and  with  your 
long  experience  and  good  judgment  in  handling  such  matters  I  think 
you  should  at  once  commence  looking  over  the  field  and  making  plans 
in  order  that  we  may  be  well  prepared  whenever  the  fight  is  forced 
on  us.

Dear  Sir:  Replying  further  to  your  favor  of  the  10th  inst.,  and 
especially  to  the  last  part  of  your  letter,  in  which  you  say,  "We  are  not 
alarmed  down  here,  but  we  are  preparing  for  the  fight;  remember 
Georgia."  We  might  also  add  remember  Oklahoma  and  the  Indian 
Territory,  which  at  the  constitutional  election  held  a  few  days  ago 
adopted  State-wide  prohibition  by  about  18,000  votes,  and  as  you  will 
note  from  the  tabulated  statement  in  the  Dallas  News  of  the  11th  inst. 
(which  statement  no  doubt  also  appeared  in  the  Galveston  News,  if 
not,  kindly  let  me  know  and  I  will  send  you  a  copy  of  the  Dallas  News). 

An  analysis  of  the  vote  as  given  in  the  Dallas  News  shows  Okla- 
homa gave  a  majority  of  8,676  for  prohibition,  and  the  Indian  Terri- 
tory a  majority  for  prohibition  of  9,604.  This  it  must  be  remembered 
is  what  might  be  termed  a  "Wild  Western  country";  that  is,  a  new 
country  made  up  of  a  class  of  people  inclined  to  be  very  broad  and 
liberal  in  their  views,  and  I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  this  most 
disatrous  and  unlooked  for  result,  especially  in  the  Oklahoma  country 
is  due  largely  to  the  manner  in  which  the  breweries  have,  in  the  past, 
aided  the  saloon  men  to  conduct  their  business  in  the  Territory  of 
Oklahoma,  that  is  to  say,  the  breweries  doing  business  in  the  Territory, 
in  their  greed  for  trade,  put  every  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry,  as  well  as 
many  a  jail  bird,  in  the  business  by  not  only  furnishing  them  fixtures, 
loaning  them  money  for  licenses,  but  even  going  to  the  extent  of  buy- 
ing lots  and  building  houses.  Conducting  the  business  along  such 
lines  could  have  only  one  result;  namely,  that  there  were  from  three 
to  five  saloons  where  there  should  have  only  been  one;  hence,  aside  from 
the  losses  financially  which  fell  largely,  if  not  entirely,  on  the  brew- 
eries, the  saloon  men,  in  order  to  try  to  make  both  ends  meet,  and 
in  the  hopes  of  making  a  little  money,  connected  up  their  business 
and  encouraged  in  every  way  possible  the  many  evils  that  have  brought 
the  saloon  business  in  the  bad  repute  it  is  in  today;  that  is,  I  have 
understood  the  law  was  openly  and  almost  defiantly  violated  by  the 
saloons  by  connecting  same  up  with  gambling,  bad  women  and  many 
other  abuses,  and  that  the  people  were  so  thoroughly  aroused  and 
disgusted  that  a  great  many  strong  antis  voted  the  pro  ticket,  with 
the  result  as  given  in  the  tabulated  statement  in  the  Dallas  News  of 
the   11th  inst. 

I  am  glad  to  say,  however,  that  none  of  the  "small  fry"  Texas 
breweries  had  any  trade  in  Oklahoma,  so  the  result  is  chargeable  to 
the  large  concerns,  who,  I  regret  to  say,  seem  to  be  willing  to  go  any 
length  to  sell  a  few  more  kegs  of  beer.  However,  if  I  preach  too  much, 
and  especially  praise  too  highly  the  good  morals  of  the  Texas  breweries, 
I  may  be  reminded  of  the  fact  that  in  many  cases  we  should  clean 
up  our  own  back  yards  before  jumping  on  others;  that  is  to  say,  some 
oi  the  Texas  breweries  are  following  the  lead  of  the  larger  concerns 
by  furnishing  fixtures,^  making  loans,  etc.,  in  those  towns  that  have 
recently  voted  wet,  with  the  result  that  we  are  not  only  going  to  lose 
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money,  but  are  putting  in  business  undesirable  men  and  establish- 
ing from  three  to  five  saloons  where  there  should  only  be  one.  We 
have  a  like  case  now  in  the  town  of  Winnsboro,  Wood  County,  which 
you  will  remember,  defeated  local  option  a  short  time  ago.  We  have 
had  several  demands  made  on  us  for  fixtures,  which  we  have  refused 
to  furnish  and  in  so  doing  we  were  told  that  if  we  would  not  do  so 
other  breweries  would.  Another  case  at  point  is  Corsicana,  where  I 
will  have  to  plead  guilty,  but  it  was  either  do  this  or  get  no  trade,  as 
my  competitors,  and  especially  Mr.  Luedde,  offered  every  inducement 
along  the  lines  above  mentioned  {  might  also  mention  Limestone 
County,  in  which,  however,  we  have  no  trade,  but  which  I  am  reliably 
informed  that  every  set  of  fixtures  in  use  in  that  county  belongs  to 
either  one  or  the  other  of  the  Houston  breweries,  or  the  Anheuser- 
Busch  Brewing  Association. 

It  is  my  humble  opinion  that  the  evils  above  mentioned,  and  the 
marked  encouragement  given  to  every  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry  by  the 
breweries  to  engage  in  the  saloon  business  will,  sooner  or  later,  have 
to  be  entirely  eliminated,  or  we  will  be  in  the  same  boat  with  Georgia, 
Oklahoma  and  the  Indian  Territory.  Further,  you  have  no  doubt 
noticed  that  the  Governor  of  Alabama  in  his  call  for  an  extra  session 
of  the  Legislature  also  submits  the  State  prohibition  question,  and  that 
Mr.  Carmack,  ex-United  States  Senator  from  Tennessee  and  now  candi- 
date for  Governor  of  that  State,  is  going  to  make  a  very  strenuous 
campaign  and  will  strongly  advocate  Stale  prohibition.  He  claims 
the  saloon  men,  brewery  and  liquor  interests  defeated  him  for  re- 
election. This  is  not  true,  for,  if  I  remember  correctly,  Bob  Taylor, 
his  successful  opponent,  got  his  main  support  from  the  country  dis- 
tricts and  back-woods  counties  in  which  there  was  no  saloon,  and 
that  Carmack's  heavy  vote  came  from  the  cities  of  Memphis,  Nash- 
ville and  Chattanooga,  each  of  which  has  one  or  more  breweries  and 
a  "plenty  of  saloons." 

Florida  is  also  in  line  line  and  it  would  seem  the  South  has  gone 
wild  on  this  question,  and  I  believe  we  will  have  a  fight  on  our  hands 
in  this  State  before  a  great  while. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Col.  Gresham,  Mr.  Stafford,  Mr. 
Onion,  Mr.  Ballew  and  Mr.  Ferman  in  this  city  a  few  days  ago  and 
it  would  seem  the  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  get  together  the  antis 
in  this  city  about  the  26th  of  October.  I  have  every  confidence  in 
the  good  judgment  of  Col.  Gresham,  Mr.  Stafford  and  Mr.  Onion,  but 
it  would  seem  to  me  we  should  be  very  careful  and  not  be  the  first 
to  open  the  fight.  I  did  not  have  an  opportunity  to  go  into  the  matter 
carefully  with  Col.  Gresham,  but  unless  the  State  pros  have  already 
announced  their  intentions  to  make  a  fight  during  the  next  Legis- 
lature, we  should  not  be  the  first  to  open  the  question,  as  the  pros 
would,  no  doubt,  charge  that  we  brought  the  fight  on  and  that  they 
were  only  defending  their  position.  Further,  unless  a  good  number 
of  strong  and  influential  citizens  can  be  prevailed  on  to  attend  the 
meeting  and  take  an  active  part  in  its  proceedings  we  should  let  the 
other  side  open  the  fight.  However,  I  believe  in  the  old  adage  of 
"Preparing  for  war  in  time  of  peace,"  and  if  the  fight  is  on  and  can- 
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not  be  avoided  I  think  we  should  get  busy  and  not  hesitate  a  moment 
about  furnishing  the  "Sinew  of  War,"  but  this,  be  it  understood,  in  a 
strictly  personal  way,  as,  according  to  section  5,  page  312,  general 
laws,  our  respective  companies  are  not  allowed,  under  severe  penalties, 
including  forfeiture  of  charter,  etc.,  to  make  any  donation  whatever 
for  political  purposes.

We  are  going  to  comply  with  Pendleton  and  Hamil  request,  but 
Mr.  Luedde  must  know  that  we  are  watching  him. 

Dallas  meeting — Mr.  Gresham  is  doing  good  work,  and  is  very 
anxious  to  find  a  man  fit  to  take  charge  of  the  bureau  after  the  meet- 
ing adjourns.

I  think 
it  should  be  answered  by  some  of  the  "big  guns  of  National  fame,"  but 
before  being  submitted  for  publication  it  should  be  passed  around  in 
order  to  get  the  true  conditions  and  sentiments  in  the  different  parts 
of  the  county.  Of  course,  I  have  no  proof,  but  reading  the  article  be- 
tween the  lines,  it  seems  to  me  to  be  the  handwork  of  the  whiskey 
trust.     So  long  as  they  can    keep  up  the  manufacture  of  whiskey  in 
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States  like  Kentucky,  Ohio,  Illinois,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland  and  New 
York,  I  don't  think  the  trust  cares  much  if  the  balance  of  the  country 
goes  dry,  especially  when  it  should  be  remembered  the  many  avenues 
through,  which  they  can  reach  the  people;  namely,  on  orders  with  cash 
accompanying  same,  C.  O.  D.  orders,  patent  medicines  and  many  other 
ways,  for  if  I  remember  correctly  the  United  States  Supreme  Court 
has  held  that  Congress  cannot  take  away  the  rights  of  an  individual 
to  order  whiskey  and  other  intoxicating  liquors  for  his  own  use.  This 
being  true,  if  the  prohibitionists  and  Anti-Saloon  League  carry  their 
point,  and  especially  if  they  prevail  on  the  Federal  Government  to  not 
issue  an  internal  revenue  license  to  anyone  that  cannot  show  a  State, 
county  or  city  license,  we  will  instead  of  being  at  the  foot  of  the 
spirit-drinking  nations,  as  we  are  today,  we  will  be  at  the  head,  and 
the  brewing  business  will  be  done  almost  locally.  That  is  to  say,  in  the 
large  cities,  situated  in  those  States  that  have  not  or  will  not  in  the 
future  adopt  State-wide  prohibition. 

I  think  this  move  onvthe  part  of  the  prohibitionists  to  pass  a  law 
prohibiting  the  issuing  of  internal  revenue  license  to  only  those  hold- 
ing State,  county  and  city  license  one  of  the  smoothest  of  all  their 
moves,  and  at  the  same  time  one  of  the  most  unjust,  for  the  reason  that 
anyone  familiar  with  conditions  knows  well  enough  that  the  "boot- 
leggers" through  which  a  great  deal  of  whiskey  is  passed  on  to  the  con- 
sumer in  local  option  towns  do  not  as  a  rule  take  out  internal  revenue 
license,  and  even  where  those  that  are  so  bold  as  to  take  out  internal 
revenue  license,  in  local  option  precincts,  do  so  as  a  blind,  and  prob- 
ably run  a  little  restaurant  and  sell  one  or  two  brands  of  mild  drinks 
like  "Hiawatha,"  "Uno"  and  "Frosty,"  and  when  one  or  two  bills  are 
filed  against  them  they  agree  to  quit  the  business,  which  they  do  so  far 
as  selling  "Frosty,"  etc.,  and  have  by  the  play  secured  internal  revenue 
license  thereby  protecting  themselves  from  the  Federal  Government 
2nd  continue  to  "bootleg"  whiskey.  It  being  easily  concealed  and  can 
be  delivered  in  outhouses,  livery  stables,  etc.,  and  only  in  the  presence 
of  the  purchaser,  thereby  affording  the  seller  the  protection  of  having 
against  him  only  one  witness.  Hence,  I  think  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
National  association  to  take  this  matter  in  hand,  and  not  only  answer 
the  article  in  an  able  and  strong  manner,  but  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  breweries,  should  point  out  the  many  evils  that  will  follow  in  the 
wake  of  the  adoption  of  a  law  so  unjust  to  the  breweries  who  sell  beer 
and  even  milder  drinks,  which  sales  as  everyone  knows  must  be  made 
in  the  open  on  account  of  the  character  of  the  goods,  and  the  further 
fact  that  beer  and  other  mild  goods  are  in  their  nature  perishable 
Our  own  State  had  declared  in  its  effort  to  pass  a  prohibitory  law  rela- 
tive to  the  sale  of  "Frosty"  and  other  such  beverages  same  to  be  non- 
intoxicating;  hence,  same  should  have  just  as  free  a  field  as  "Dr. 
Pepper,"  "Coca-Cola"  and  other  like  drinks,  especially  when  the  brew- 
eries can  prove,  and  everyone  with  any  knowledge  on  the  subject  knows 
same  are  much  purer  than  nine-tenths  of  the  drinks  sold  at  soda  foun- 
tains to  children,  especially  one  of  the  two  drinks  above  mentioned.  It 
must  also  be  taken  into  consideration  that  there  is  a  difference  in  the 
wording  and  construction  of  the  two  licenses  issued  for  the  sale  of  such 
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malt  liquors  by  the  United  States  Government,  and  the  State,  county 
and  city  authorities.  That  is,  the  Federal  Government  demands  a 
license  for  the  sale  of  all  kinds  of  fermented  malt  liquors  regardless  of 
v/hether  same  be  intoxicating  or  not,  or  regardless  of  the  small  amount 
of  alcohol  contained  therein,  while  our  State,  county  and  city  malt 
liquors  license  is  for  sale  of  malt  liquor  capable  of  producing  intoxica- 
tion. With  this  conflict  existing  you  can  readily  see  the  disadvantage 
the  breweries  would  be  placed  at  should  the  Federal  Government  re- 
fuse to  issue  license  unless  the  party  should  show  a  license  from  the 
State,  county  and  city  officials,  which  license  is,  so  far  as  the  State, 
county  and  city  is  concerned,  would  be  for  a  malt  liquor  capable  of 
producing  intoxication,  while  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment it  would  be  for  a  malt  liquor  regardless  of  whether  same  be  in- 
toxicating or  not;  hence,  on  account  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  perfect- 
ing their  organization  in  the  State,  and  that  too  with  some  very  strong 
men,  who  seem  to  have  an  abundance  of  money  at  their  command,  we 
are  in  my  opinion  not  only  up  against  the  hardest  State  fight  we  have 
ever  had  between  now  and  the  adjournment  of  our  next  Legislature, 
but  that  the  National  association  will  be  kept  more  than  busy  protect- 
ing our  interests  at  Washington,  for  it  is  evident  that  the  prohibition- 
ists and  Anti-Saloon  League  are  out  after  the  breweries,  and  I  am 
firmly  of  the  belief  that  they  are  being  financially  assisted  by  the 
whiskey  trust,  who  view  with  much  alarm  the  rapid  increase  in  the  con- 
sumption of  malt  liquors.  That  is,  an  increase  in  the  consumption  of 
malt  liquors  on  a  percentage  basis  far  beyond  the  increase  in  popula- 
tion and  this  will  continue,  especially  as  heretofore  thinly  settled  up 
parts  of  the  country  become  more  populated  thereby  justifying  the 
breweries  to  put  up  ice  houses  and  ice  factories,  and  not  only  furnish 
ice,  but  pure  and  healthy  beer,  which  the  people  will  drink  in  prefer- 
ence to  whiskey  if  it  can  be  had  conveniently. 

If  I  am  possibly  well  enough  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  I  will 
be  there,  but  cannot  say  at  this  time  just  what  progress  I  will  make.

Dear  Sir:  I  am  at  the  office  today  for  the  first  time  since  October 
26th,  and  I  leave  in  the  morning  for  Marlin,  Texas,  in  hopes  that  a 
course  of  the  baths  at  that  resort  will  get  me  straightened  out.  I  had 
the  lagrippe,  together  with  the  yellow  jaundice,  which  came  very  nearly 
putting  me  out  of  the  running.  I  am  feeling  some  better  today,  but 
very  weak,  but  my  physician  tells  me  that  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  a 
course  of  baths  at  the  Marlin  Hot  Wells  will  get  the  balance  of  the 
malaria  out  of  my  system.  At  least  I  will  give  it  a  trial,  and  if  not 
benefited  will  try  Hot  Springs.  Marlin  is  just  below  Waco,  so  I  will 
be  in  close  touch  with  the  business  and  can  keep  fully  posted  concern- 
ing same  over  the  phone. 

I  had  a  talk  with  Judge  Eckford  this  evening  and  he  said  he  would 
look  after  all  legal  matters  and  would  advise  me  of  any  important 
decisions. 

Enclosed  I  hand  you  a  copy  of  letter  that  I  wrote  Mr.  Adoue  under 
date  of  the  4th  inst.  It  would  seem  to  me  that  the  Saturday  Evening 
Post  article  should  have  very  careful  attention  at  the  hands  of  the 
breweries,  and  that  our  publication  committee  should  in  some  way  get 
an  answer  in  the  Post  from  our  standpoint.  A  casual  observer  reading 
the  article  would  look  upon  it  as  a  direct  attack  upon  whiskey,  when 
as  a  matter  of  fact  those  that  are  familiar  with  the  antagonism  between 
the  whiskey  and  beer  interests  below  the  surface  will  readily  see  that 
the  brewing  interest  is  the  main  one  affected  on  account  of  the  many 
and  easy  ways  the  whiskey  people  have  of  reaching  the  consumer; 
hence,  I  am  inclined  to  the  belief  that  the  article  was  inspired  by  what 
is  known  as  the  whiskey  trust,  and  especially  should  we  make  every 
effort  to  defeat  the  bill  whereby  the  Federal  Government  will  not  be 
allowed  to  issue  internal  revenue  license,  except  to  parties  holding  a 
State,  county  and  city  license.  If  such  a  law  was  passed  it  would  put 
the  "bootlegger,"  C.  O.  D.  shipped  and  shippers  on  cash  orders  strictly 
in  the  saddle,  and  knock  out  entirely  those  places  selling  a  non-intoxi- 
cating malt  liquor. 

It  has  always  seemed  to  me  that  our  National  association  acted 
somewhat  in  a  "penny  wise"  and  "pound  foolish"  manner,  and  that 
they  let  the  other  side  get  things  too  much  their  way  before  making 
even  any  protest,  while  on  the  other  hand  I  have  been  informed  from 
a  very   reliable  source  that  the  whiskey  people  maintained  at   Wash- 
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ington  one  of  the  strongest  of  lobbies,  standing  always  ready  and  will- 
ing to  protect  their  interest.  Further,  as  stated  in  my  letter  to  Mr. 
Adoue,  I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  the  whiskey  trust  is  putting  up 
a  large  amount  of  funds  that  are  being  used  by  the  Anti-Saloon 
League;  that  is,  the  whiskey  trust  and  the  patent  medicine  trust,  which 
we  all  know  from  articles  that  have  of  late  appeared  in  Colliers,  is 
about  one  and  the  same.  It  is  true  the  pure  food  law  may  in  a  measure 
reduce  the  whiskey  output  throughout  the  medicine  route,  but  in  my 
opinion  the  reduction  will  be  very  small,  and  will  be  more  than  offset 
by  the  advantage  the  whiskey  people  will  gain  if  they  can  get  a  law 
through  prohibiting  the  issuing  of  internal  revenue  license,  except  to 
parties  holding  a  State,  County  and  city  license. 

If  you  have  not  read  the  article  in  the  Saturday  Evening  Post  of 
October  26th  get  a  copy  of  the  paper  and  read  the  article  carefuully 
and  after  doing  so  I  believe  you  will  agree  that  I  am  taking  the  right 
view  of  the  matter,  and  that  it  stands  the  breweries  in  hand  both  col- 
lectively and  individually  to  get  busy,  otherwise  our  investments  in  a 
few  years  will  be  greatly  depreciated. 

We  have  had  quite  a  flurry  here  in  financial  circles  for  the  last 
week  or  ten  days,  and  several  of  our  banks  and  trust  companies  have 
withstood  a  considerable  run,  but  I  think  the  danger  line  is  now  past, 
and  that  in  a  short  time  business  will  be  running  along  as  smoothly 
as  in  the  past;  furthermore,  with  the  exception  of  one  small  trust  com- 
pany and  one  State  bank,  I  don't  think  any  of  our  financial  institutions 
are  in  any  danger  whatever,  and  could  on  short  notice  by  standing  to- 
gether and  paying  partly  in  New  York  and  Chicago  exchange  satisfy 
everv  depositor.

As  you  know,  an  executive  committee 
was  selected  at  Dallas  with  authority  to  appoint  a  chairman  and  secre- 
tary and  the  committee  as  thus  organized  is  to  map  out  a  plan  of  cam- 
paign to  be  pursued  by  the  antis.  We  should  get  our  friends  to  pay 
their  poll  tax  and  to  organize  in  each  county  for  the  purpose  of  select- 
ing delegates  to  attend  the  State  convention  and  also  to  secure  broad 
and  liberal-minded  men  as  candidates  for  the  Legislature.  As  I  wrote 
you  some  time  ago,  we  desire  your  assistance  in  selecting  a  chairman 
of  the  executive  committee;  he  should  be  a  man  who  will  undertake 
the  task  and  who  is  known  by  and  has  the  confidence  of  the  people  of 
Texas.

Dear  Sir:  I  will  be  busy  in  the  trial  of  a  lawsuit  tomorrow,  and 
unable  to  attend  the  meeting,  hence,  I  write  you  with  the  request 
that  you  put  before  the  meeting  these  remarks: 

In  Sunday's  Chronicle  appears  a  dispatch  emanating  from  Arthur 
Jones  of  Dallas,  giving  an  analysis  of  the  State  vote,  and  forecasting 
that  the  prohibitionists  will  win  at  the  State  election. 

The  writer  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Jeff  Montgomery  and  Mr.  Walton 
Poteet  Sunday,  and  we  discussed  the  Jones  dispatch.  Mr.  Montgomery 
says  that  the  territory  northwest  from  Fort  Worth  has  been  heavily 
populated  in  the  last  few  years  and  that  the  same  is  true  of  the  terri- 
tory west  from  Fort  Worth  along  the  Texas  &  Pacific  and  he  further 
says  that  according  to  the  Galveston  News  statement  recently  published 
29  per  cent  of  the  whole  of  the  State  is  not  in  that  territory.  He 
further  says  that  the  immigration  into  that  has  been  wholly  from 
Iowa,  Illinois  and  Indiana,  and  the  vote  is  a  solid  pro  vote. 

Mr.  Montgomery  is  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  counties  where  we 
have  had  several  fights  on  local  option  the  people  are  much  educated 
on  the  question,  and  we  will  get  a  better  vote  than  in  the  territory 
above  mentioned.  He  says  East  Texas  is  strongly  prohibition,  and  after 
granting  that  South  Texas  will  vote  anti  and  analyzing  the  vote  he 
includes  his  opinion  that  prohibition  will  carry. 

Mr.  Montgomery  explains  that  in  accord  with  the  Terrell  election 
law,  10  per  cent  of  the  vote  of  the  State  cast  at  the  last  general 
election  can  petition  the  State  chairman  of  the  Democratic  party,  Mr. 
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Cardwell,  to  submit  the  prohibition  matter  on  the  ballot,  and  there- 
upon it  is  mandatory  upon  the  chairman  to  comply.  The  effect  of 
this  method  is  to  lay  the  matter  squarely  before  the  people  to  be 
voted  on  at  the  Democratic  primaries  next  June,  and  puts  a  different 
complexion  upon  our  work  for  Legislators  and  Senators.  It  will  not 
bt  a  matter  of  men,  because  they  will  have  no  choice,  being  instructed 
by  the  ballot.  These  facts  should  alter  our  plans  as  outlined  at  the 
last  meeting,  as  I  understand  they  are  not  being  worked  by  our  four 
managers.  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  keep  out  of  making  a  strongly 
open  fight  after  these  developments. 

Mr.  Montmogery  is  still  furthering  the  idea  of  bill  he  introduced 
by  Mr.  McConnell  in  the  Thirtieth  Legislature,  suggesting  that  we 
seek  aggregation  of  the  fermented  and  spirituous  liquors,  also  resort 
to  obtaining  a  petition  signed  by  10  per  cent  of  the  voters  of  the  State 
and  lay  it  before  the  Democratic  party  chairman,  and  ask  that  it  be 
incorporated  in  the  ballot  and  voted  upon  at  the  primary. 

Mr.  Montgomery  says  that  this  addition  would  not  lose  us  a  single 
anti  vote,  because  the  antis  would  vote  against  both  propositions, 
but  that  we  would  split  the  prohibition  vote  wide  open,  and  get  one- 
half  or  more  of  the  prohibitionists  to  vote  for  the  retention  of  fer- 
mented liquor,  and  the  exclusion  of  spirituous  liquors,  which,  of 
course,  would  necessarily  incur  to  us  the  displeasure,  and  most  likely 
the  enmity,  of  all  of  the  retail  liquor  dealers,  and  with  the  exception 
of  the  cities  where  the  retail  malt  dealers  outnumber  the  retail  liquor 
dealers  the  saloon  vote  would  be  against  us. 

The  thing  to  consider  is  the  desirability  of  the  adoption  of  the 
sale  of  fermented  liquor  only  in  this  State,  and  if  it  is  decided  by 
our  association  that  it  is  desirable,  then,  are  the  means  above  sug- 
gested the  proper  means  to  attain  such  a  purpose? 

To  the  proposition  of  the  desirability  to  enact  such  a  provision 
I  am  prepared  to  say  "yes>"  but  as  to  the  method  I  am  not;  I  would 
want  to  consult  and  deliberate  further. 

Montgomery  claims  that  many  of  the  prominent  prohibitionists 
of  the  state — and  names  T.  N.  Jones  of  Tyler  and  A.  T.  D.  Andrews 
of  Fort  Worth  and  Governor  Campbell  as  likely  prohibitionists  who 
pre  in  favor  of  segregation  of  spirituous  from  fermented  liquor. 

The  thing  worthy  of  thought  is  what  will  be  the  attitude  of  the 
Democratic  party  toward  the  prohibition  federation.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  their  managing  committee  is  headed  by  such  men  as  Cranfil, 
hey,  Paige,  Arthur  Jones  and  others  who  have  never  voted  a  Demo- 
cratic ticket,  and  have  at  every  general  election  taken  active  interest 
against  the  Democratic  party. 

Why  should  the  Democratic  party  throw  over  its  long  accepted 
local  option  politics  and  seek  prohibition  at  the  behest  of  those  who 
have  heretofore  been  its  opponents,  and  who  probably  always  will  be? 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  pursuit  of  the  policy  to  make  an  open 
light,  we  go  into  the  press  daily  with  such  articles  on  our  side  as 
Arthur  Jones  (the  press  end  of  the  prohibitionists)  issues  from  Dallas, 
and  as  Mr.  Moore  of  Houston  manages  to  get  into  the  press  under 
the  guise  of  sermons   from  his  pulpit,  which  only  reach   a  very  small 
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congregation,  with  hardly  any  voters  present,  and  which  are  delivered 
for  publication  only  in  the  columns  of  the  Houston  press. 

I  consider  the  time  is  at  hand  for  every  person  whose  personal 
or  financial  interest  is  affected  to  get  out  and  say  what  they  are 
going  to  do  in  the  fight  and  put  up  money,  and  lend  their  ability 
and  influence  to  the  cause. 

I  think  the  brewers  should  publish  articles  over  their  own  signature, 
stating  that  this  fight  is  not  considered  by  them  a  fight  upon  them 
only,  and  that  although  they  will  make  the  largest  loss  of  any  industry 
in  the  State  through  the  effects  of-  prohibition,  that  they  are  by  no 
means  alone  in  facing  the  loss;  that  the  owners  of  real  estate  in  all 
cities — whether  it  is  rented  as  saloons  or  otherwise — and  those  en- 
gaged in  callings  which  depend  a  great  deal  or  are  affiliated  with  the 
liquor  traffic,  such,  for  instance,  as  hotel  men  throughout  the  State, 
who  have  enormous  investments,  should  show  their  concern  -and  get 
out  into  the  fight.  If  the  brewers  are  not  going  to  get  any  help  and 
are  expected  to  carry  all  the  expense,  furnish  all  the  brains  for  the 
fight,  then  the  cause  is  lost,  because  it  is  a  financial  and  physical 
impossibility  to  undertake  the  task. 

We  know  that  the  local  option  campaign  in  Tarrant  County  was 
the  greatest  object  lesson  in  the  fight  against  prohibition  that  has 
ever  been  known  in  the  history  of  local  option,  and  just  such  tactics 
as  were  there  pursued  will  be  the  proper  thing  in  a  State  campaign, 
and  whomsoever  managed  that  campaign  would  be  good  counsel  to 
take  charge  of  this  one.

Dear  Sir:  Since  writing  you  yesterday  I  secured  copy  of  the  Gal- 
veston News,  referred  to,  and  have  carefully  read  the  article  on  the 
subject  of  diversification,  and  will  state  that  it  is  only  too  true,  and 
the  sooner  the  people  of  Texas,  especially  the  farmers,  diversify  their 
crops  and  get  away  from  the  exclusive  production  of  cotton  the 
better  it  will  be,  for  it  is  well-known  fact  that  the  soil  of  Texas  can 
and  does  produce  almost  everything  that  it  is  possible  to  grow,  and 
ultimately  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  establishment  of  vineyards  will 
prove  a  paying  investment,  and  will  also  tend  to  help  the  cause  and 
the  very  work  which  we  now  have  in  hand!  Althought  the  present 
consumption  of  wine  in  this  State  and  country  is  not  great,  still,  if

Friend  Wahrmund:  You  will  see  from  newspaper  clippings  en- 
closed that  the  pros,  are  getting  busy. 

In  addition  to  the  information  given  in  the  press,  I  was  told  by 
Mr.  Walton  Poteet,  and  Mr.  Jeff  Montgomery,  whom  I  met  here  Sat- 
urday, that  the  pros  will  make  a  strong  effort  to  have  the  State  Dem- 
ocratic   Executive    Committee   submit    the    question    at    the    primaries. 
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As  a  feeler,  and  knowing  them  both  to  be  Bailey  men,  1  asked  if  it 
would  not  muddy  up  the  waters  considerably  on  the  Bailey  question 
to  set  such  a  precedent,  and  at  the  same  time  be  very  unfair  to  the 
Senator,  for  admitting  that  a  petition  with  thirty  thousand  signed 
thereto  was  submitted,  who  could  say  how  many  were  legal  voters,  to 
say  nothing  about  their  color  or  political  creed.  They  said  the  com- 
mittee would  get  around  the  Bailey  issue  in  some  way,  and  in  their 
opinion  would  submit  the  prohibition  question  oust  the  initiative,  ref- 
erendum and  recall  idea,  so  dear  to  the  labor  people,  ex-populist,  etc., 
all  of  whom  the  Democratic  party  has  taken  in  after  swiping  the  most 
of  the  planks  in  their  platform.

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much  towards  prohibition.  You  will  also  note  from  the  law  quoted 
that  the  pros  could  hold  back  their  petition  until  five  days  before  the 
tickets  are  printed,  and  then  demand  the  chairman  that  the  issue  be 
submitted.  I  am  very  much  of  the  opinion  that  the  pros  will  make  an 
effort  to  have  the  question  voted  on  at  the  primaries,  and  while  it 
has  been  suggested  to  me  that  we  put  up  a  counter  petition  I  don't 
see  wherein  such  a  petition  would  avail  anything,  as  the  law  makes 
it  mandatory  on  the  committee  to  submit  the  question  when  the  re- 
quired number  of  voters  request  it,  and  one  petition  could  not  be  off- 
set by  another. 

I  had  a  talk  today  with  Mr.  Max  Eppstein,  and  he  thinks  we  should 
get  together,  he  has  some  good  friends  from  Greenville,  Sherman, 
Sulpher  Springs  and  Denison,  all  good-sized  towns,  and  as  follows: 
That  is,  the  pros  get  up  a  petition  to  submit  the  question  at  the  pri- 
maries, for  the  antis  to  also  get  up  petition  requesting  a  constitutional 
amendment  allowing  towns  of  a  certain  size  to  control  within  their 
limits  the  local  option  question  without  interference,  from  county  pre- 
cincts.

Dear  Sir : — 

Your  letter  of  the  15th  received  and  contents  carefully  noted.  I 
find  it  is  always  the  best  policy  not  to  let  people  know  when  our  men 
are  in  town  watching  and  if  they  had  been  there  you  would  not  have 
known  it  until  the  evidence  was  secured.  You  wrote  me  on  several 
occasions  to  send  men  to  Temple  when  the  men  were  there  at  the  time. 
These  things  "slip  out"  and  a  word  or  a  hint  dropped  to  one  man  in 
a  town  and  all  the  others  take  alarm. 

Your  letter  was  sent,  with  a  bundle  of  others,  to  Mr.  Adoue  with 
the  request  that  he  comment  thereon  and  here  is  what  he  has  written 
on  the  bottom  of  the  letter: 

"Mr.  Luedde,  Mr.  Autrey  and  other  wholesale  dealers  have  the 
power  to  regulate  Temple  if  they  will.  Mr.  Adoue  nor  any  one  else 
will  ever  succeed  without  the  honest  support  of  the  wholesale  dealers, 
who  must  get  together  and  adopt  the  Galveston  system,  which  is, — NO 
BEER  TO  THE  LAWLESS  SALOONS." 
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Mr.  Luedde,  there  is  more  sense  and  absolute  truth  in  this  little 
paragraph  than  all  that  has  been  written  on  the  subject  in  the  three 
years  that  I  have  been  with  your  association,  and  it  applies  not  only  to 
Temple,  but  to  every  city  in  the  state  and  if  adopted  would  save  your 
association  thousands  of  dollars  per  year  in  prosecutions  and  give  the 
lie  to  the  prohibition  statement  that  the  brewers  foster  lawlessness  and 
encourage  it.  We  have  solved  the  problem  here  by  its  adoption  and 
when  you  realize  that  Galveston  is  the  most  cosmopolitan  city  in  the 
South — that  the  retail  trade  is  largely  in  the  hands  of  Italians,  Greeks, 
Bulgers  and  other  foreigners,  who  neither  know  or  respect  our  laws  and 
when  I  tell  you  that  in  the  entire  city  yesterday  there  was  not  a  com- 
plaint nor  arrest,  you  can  appreciate  how  effective  it  is.  The  town  was 
as  clean  as  a  female  seminary  during  the  "districted"  hours  and  the 
Chief  of  Police  and  all  concerned  are  more  than  pleased. 

Mr.  Luedde,  if  you  people — all  of  you  who  supply  Bell  County 
would  get  together,  make  an  individual  promise  that  when  the  May  or 
City  Marshall  of  Belton  or  Temple  requests  that  you  refuse  beer  to  a 
law  breaker,  do  so  and  MEAN  IT.    You  will  solve  it. 

Do  not  be  afraid  of  any  suit  for  conspiracy  in  restraint  of  trade  be- 
cause each  individual  dealer  has  a  right  to  refuse  for  HIMSELF  in- 
dependent of  what  others  may  do.  It  all  depends  upon  the  honesty 
of  the  wholesalers  to  keep  their  promise  and  when  a  man,  whose  beer  has 
been  discontinued  comes  before  the  Mayor  or  Marshall,  signs  an  agree- 
ment that  he  will  never  break  the  law  again  and  said  official  is  satisfied 
that  he  will  keep  his  agreement  and  requests  that  beer  be  furnished 
him  again  to  keep  from  going  out  of  business.  This  is  the  solution — can 
you  or  will  you  adopt  it  ¥ 

Our  men  will  furnish  undisputable  evidence  of  the  lawlessness  of 
the  saloon  men  of  Temple.  I  guarantee  that  the  Mayor,  Marshall  or 
Chief  of  Police  of  Temple  or  any  other  city  will  consider  such  a  prop- 
osition carefully  and  be  pleased  to  co-operate  with  you. 

If  you  decide  to  act  upon  this  suggestion  either  Mr.  Adoue  or  I  will 
be  glad  to  advise  you  how  to  proceed. 

I  will  go  to  Hamilton  County  tomorrow  night  and  report  to  you 
promptly  the  result  of  my  investigation,  and  remain,

Dear  Sir: — 

Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  17th,  inst,  beg  to  advise  that  I  am 
having  a  copy  of  the  Texas  Farmer  of  the  date  you  mentioned  mailed 
to  you  today.  Concerning  the  Texas  American  will  state  that  this  paper 
was  started  here  a  short  time  ago  by  Mr.  Cherry,  who  seems  to  be  quite 
an  intelligent  and  energetic  young  man,  but  don't  think  he  has  very 
much  financial  backing,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  paper  was 
started  just  on  the  eve  of  the  Prohibition  agitation,  and  taking  such  a 
pronounced  position  on  the  question,  I  am  afraid  it  will  lose  much  of  its 
weight  as  being  looked  upon  as  a  special  publication  started  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  Antis.     I  am  helping  Mr.  Cherry  out  to  the  extent  of  $10.00 
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an  issue,  and  if  you  feel  inclined  to  help  him  also  I  am  sure  it  will  be 
appreciated.  While  on  the  subject  let  me  say  that  I  think  we  are  losing 
valuable  time  by  not  getting  our  publication  bureau  organized,  as  you 
have  no  doubt  noted  from  the  press  that  the  opposition  is  making  strenu- 
ous efforts  along  this  line,  and  have  been  successful  in  getting  a  great 
deal  of  matter  favorable  to  their  cause  in  the  papers.  One  in  particular 
the  article  enclosed  that  appears  in  the  Times  Herald  of  yesterday,  a 
paper  that  is  our  friend  from  start  to  finish,  and  also  in  the  Morning 
News.  Jn  this  connection  will  state  that  I  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Peteet 
last  Saturday,  and  I  would  judge  from  his  conversation  that  he  is  open 
for  a  proposition.  I  think  he  would  make  a  good  man  to  have  connected 
with  the  Press  Department,  but  doubt  if  he  would  be  strong  enough  to 
have  at  the  head  of  this  work,  but  with  his  acquaintance  and  experience 
in  newspaper  work  I  believe  he  would  be  a  valuable  man  to  send  to  the 
other  Prohibition  States  both  in  the  North  and  the  South,  and  from 
observation  made  on  the  grounds,  write  articles  to  all  the  papers  that 
could  get  to  publish  them.  I  believe  if  the  matter  is  properly  handled 
there  would  be  very  few  papers  that  would  not  be  glad  to  handle  the 
matter,  and  would  publish  it  free  of  cost. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Weeden  and  Mr.  Paul  Waples,  I  was  in  Ft. 
Worth  last  Friday,  and  had  a  talk  with  them  and  Mr.  Wortham  would 
be  the  proper  man  to  handle  the  press  end  of  the  fight,  but  I  gave  them 
no  encouragement,  as  I  did  not  want  to  do  anything  that  might  interfere 
with  your  arrangements.  I  met  Mr.  Onion  here  the  same  day  and  we 
went  to  Ft.  Worth  together,  and  after  my  talking  with  the  parties  above 
mentioned,  I  called  on  him  at  his  Hotel,  and  gave  him  an  outline  of 
what  had  been  said,  and  suggested  that  he  see  you  upon  his  return  home 
and  get  your  views.  Mr.  Waples  as  you  know  is  a  very  level  headed 
gentleman  of  fine  judgment  and  will  assist  us  in  every  way  he  can,  but 
he  is  a  great  friend  of  Wortham  and  Bailey,  and  may  let  this  friendship 
influence  his  better  judgment;  hence,  I  was  not  able  to  have  a  private 
talk  with  Mr.  Waples.  He  suggested  that  Wortham 's  paper  might 
take  up  the  fight  and  by  encouraging  its  circulation  by  mailing  the 
paper  free  throughout  the  State  that  it  would  prove  a  great  benefit. 
I  told  him  that  I  thought  the  better  plan  would  be  to  get  in  with  the 
other  papers  that  already  had  an  established  circulation,  as  otherwise 
the  move  would  be  looked  upon  as  strictly  Anti  advertisement  and  peo- 
ple as  a  rule  do  not  give  the  same  weight  to  reading  matter  sent  them 
free  as  they  do  to  matter  that  appears  in  the  papers  that  they  on  their 
own  volition  subscribe  for 

As  above  stated  Mr.  Waples  is  ready  and  willing  to  help  us  all  he 
can,  and  I  believe  begins  to  realize  that  some  move  looking  to  getting 
the  business  interest  of  the  State  and  especially  of  North  Texas  together 
should  be  made,  but  I  want  your  advice  before  doing  anything  else  in 
the  matter.  I  have  also  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Eppstein  and  he  is  in 
line,  and  asked  if  it  would  be  possible  for  you  to  meet  us,  say,  in  Ft. 
Worth  as  we  could  then  call  Mr.  Waples  into  the  conversation,  if  such 
a  stepvbe  deemed  advisable,  and  could  also  have  Mr.  Archenhold  come 
up  from  Waco.  We  could  get  other  strong  men  to  meet  with  us,  but  I 
doubt  if  this  would  be  deemed  advisable  for  the  first  meeting.  If  you 
wish  to  do  so  you  could  have  Mr.  Onion  and  the  General  come  along 
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with  you,  and  after  going  over  conditions  with  Mr.  Waples  I  don't  be- 
lieve you  would  have  any  trouble  in  getting  to  head  the  movement  in 
North  Texas.  At  least  if  he  would  not  agree  to  take  the  initiative  I 
think  he  could  interest  someone  else  that  would  meet  with  approval. 
I  don't  want  to  appear  over  anxious  but  the  Pros  are  very  busy,  and  I 
think  that  we  should  get  an  organization  among  the  business  people  as 
soon  as  possible.  I  know  that  you  are  very  busy  and  it  may  be  asking 
too  much  of  you  to  come  to  Ft.  Worth  but  feel  that  by  so  doing  you  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  talk  over  the  situation  with  some  of  our  business 
people  who  fully  realize  the  seriousness  of  the  question  in  this  part  of  the 
State,  and  you,  I  believe  can  do  more  than  anyone  else  towards  getting 
them  to  take  up  the  fight.  If  this  suggestion  meets  with  your  approval 
you  can  let  me  know  what  time  it  would  be  in  Ft.  Worth,  and  I  could 
then  see  Mr.  Waples  and  others  and  arrange  for  the  meeting.  It  might 
further  help  out  the  movement  to  have  Mr.  Adoue  along,  as  he  is  well 
and  favorably  known  in  North  Texas  as  a  Banker,  and  few  if  any  know 
him  as  being  connected  with  the  Brewing  interests.  Yours  truly,

My  Dear  Mr.  Keeley:— 

I  have  intended  writing  you  for  some  time  but  have  been  very  busy 
at  work  trying  to  get  our  friends  to  organize  to  fight  the  State-wide 
Prohibition  movement  that  is  now  in  this  State.  I  will  leave  tonight 
for  San  Antonio,  Texas,  where  a  meeting  of  our  inside  committee  will 
be  held  tomorrow  to  be  followed  the  next  day  by  a  meeting  of  the  Brew- 
ers. At  the  meeting  tomorrow  I  am  in  hopes  that  a  plan  can  be  agreed 
on  and  put  in  effect  looking  to  organizing  our  friends  in  every  county 
in  the  state. 

The  plans  of  the  Prohibitionists  at  present  is  to  petition  the  Dem~ 
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ocratic  Executive  Committee,  which  under  the  law  they  have  a  right 
to  do  on  petition,  to  submit  at  the  primary  to  be  held  in  July  the  ques- 
tion of  having  the  Legislature  submit  a  constitutional  amendment  on 
the  Prohibition  question.  This  of  course  would  require  two  thirds  votes 
of  both  houses,  and  we  are  not  particularly  uneasy  on  this  point,  but  it 
is  also  contended  by  good  lawyers  that  a  constitutional  amendment  is 
not  necessary,  and  that  the  Legislature  by  a  majority  vote  has  the  power 
to  enact  a  Prohibition  Law,  there  is  a  considerable  danger  on  this  point. 
Hence,  it  is  our  intention  to  thoroughly  organize  in  every  County  in 
the  State  in  the  hopes  that  we  can  out  vote  them  on  any  proposition  in 
the  coming  primaries.  We  have  hopes  of  so  doing  for  there  is  considera- 
ble friction  among  the  Pros.,  and  especially  among  the  Local  Optionists 
who  I  believe  to  a  great  extent  will  support  the  State-wide  movement. 
The  local  optionists  hold  that  Prohibition  is  not  Democratic  and  takes 
away  from  the  Counties  the  right  of  self  government,  and  that  the  cause 
of  temperance  would  be  greatly  injured  by  taking  it  away  with  our 
present  Local  Option  system  and  adopting  Prohibition.  We  of  course 
are  not  doing  anything  that  will  tend  to  bring  about  harmony  in  the 
ranks  of  the  opposition,  but  on  the  contrary  fully  realize  our  advantage 
and  are  working  up  the  feeling  for  all  it  is  worth.  Aigain  the  Bailey 
question  is  going  to  cut  quite  a  figure  in  the  primary  election,  in  fact 
it  looks  now  that  it  will  be  the  paramount  issue,  and  none  of  us  are  taking 
sides,  as  at  this  time  it  is  hard  to  say  which  end  of  the  poker  will  be  the 
hottest.  I  am  a  little  bit  uneasy  on  this  question  fearing  that  one  side 
or  the  other  in  order  to  either  condemn  or  exonerate  Bailey  will  use  the 
Prohibition  question  for  trading  purposes.  The  Bailey  question  is  a  red 
hot  issue,  and  getting  hotter  every  day,  hence  you  can  readily  see  how 
dangerous  it  is  to  take  up  the  cause  of  either  side. 

I  am  in  hopes  that  by  the  time  you  come  down  we  will  have  our  or- 
ganization at  work,  and  that  I  will  be  in  a  position  to  give  you  more 
definite  information  as  to  the  outlook. 

I  have  finally  succeeded  in  buying  out  the  Ft.  Worth  agent,  whose 
customers  we  took  over  sold  last  year  about  3300  barrels.  We  should 
increase  this  some,  but  I  figured  on  a  basis  of  3000  barrels  in  taking  over 
the  trade.  I  gave  him  for  his  fixtures  on  a  basis  of  about  twenty  sets, 
loans  that  he  had  on  licenses  amounting  to  about  between  $1250.00  and 
$1500.00,  and  the  good  will  of  the  business,  including  a  transfer  of  the 
license,  the  sum  of  $5,000.00.  I  estimate  the  value  of  the  license 
and  fixtures  at  something  like  $3000.00.  In  addition  we  are  to 
pay  him  a  commission  of  $1.00  per  barrel  on  the  sales  made  by  the  cus- 
tomers taken  over  in  the  current  year;  that  is,  from  February  28th, 
1908,  to  February  22nd,  1909.  This  will  figure  something  less  than  $2.00 
per  barrel  bonus  for  the  trade  and  good  will  of  the  business.  I  think 
taking  over  the  trade  of  Ft.  Worth  will  help  local  conditions,  as  he  and 
some  of  his  customers  were  a  little  cross  ways  with  some  of  the  city 
officials,  and  I  believe  by  taking  a  few  chances  the  trade  can  be  increased, 
but  have  all  the  places  conducted  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  offi- 
cials. I  have  already  made  one  change ;  that  is,  had  a  party  buy  out 
a  man  running  one  of  the  places,  this  man  in  particular  was  a  crank 
violator  of  the  law,  and  has  caused  considerable  trouble  in  the  past. 

I  have  also  taken  two  of  the  Pabst  customers  on  account  of  the 
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actions  of  the  local  dealer  who  is  a  man  of  no  character  whatever,  and 
has  been  butting  into  our  customers  considerable;  that  is,  he  has  not 
taken  but  one  or  two,  but  has  been  going  around  raising  rents,  and  I 
believe  the  taking  of  the  two  places  from  him  will  have  the  desired  ef- 
fect. That  is  I  have  given  him  to  understand  that  if  he  does  any  more 
monkey  business  with  our  customers  or  our  lessees,  that  I  propose  to  take 
two  customers  for  every  one  of  ours  that  he  interferes  with,  I  hope  this 
will  have  the  desired  effect,  and  I  will  go  over  the  situation  more  care- 
fully with  you  when  you  come  down.    Yours  very  truly,

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  27th  ult.,  and  closely 
note  contents.  Will  state  in  reply  that  we  are  doing  all  and  everything 
that  humans  can  do  to,  off -set  this  fanatical  wave  that  is  sweeping  this 
country,  more  especially  the  South.  I  returned  from  New  Orleans  on 
Sunday  last,  at  which  place  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Southern  Brew- 
ers' Association,  had  a  conference  with  some  of  our  local  people  here  on 
Monday,  will  have  another  this  morning,  and  there  will  be  meeting  in 
this  city  tomorrow  of  our  Press  and  Campaign  Committees,  as  well  as 
a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association  on  Friday 
next,  this  city  also,  after  which  we  will  have  conference  with  certain 
friends  on  Saturday,  Mr.  Faust  and  certain  others,  and  proceed  with 
them  to  Milwaukee  for  the  purpose  of  having  joint  conference  with  the 
Pabst,  Schlitz  and  Miller  people,  so  that  I  feel  I  can  safely  repeat  in 
the  language  of  your  son-in-law,  Mr.  Faust,  in  his  talk  to  the  members 
of  the  Southern  Brewers'  Association  in  New  Orleans  the  other  day, 
when  he  remarked  that  due  to  the  conditions  which  were  confronting 
us,  the  business  of  the  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association  for  some 
time  past  was  being  conducted  by  the  clerks,  that  the  entire  time  and  at- 
tention of  the  officials  was  being  devoted  in  efforts  to  off-set  the  inroads 
of  Prohibition,  not  alone  in  the  South,  but  throughout  the  United  States, 
for  it  is  bobbing  up  in  some  form  or  other  in  every  state  in  the  Union. 

We  are  in  exactly  the  same  position,  and  I  am  sorry  to  state  that  the 
lines  are  being  drawn  tighter  and  tighter  day  by  day,  certain  things  which 
less  than  two  weeks  ago  did  not  look  so  bad,  have  since  developed  into

Dear  Sir : — 

The  meeting  took  place  in  San  Antonio  as  arranged,  Morgan  and 
I  getting  in  late,  on  account  of  trains,  to  find  assembled  in  the  Old 
Casino — the  German  club  in  San  Antonio — in  a  private  room,  about  a 
long  table,  Mr.  Wahrmund,  Senator  Stafford  of  Mineola,  Judge  Scott 
of  Waco,  J.  F.  Onion  of  San  Antonio,  Gen.  Hulen  of  South  Texas,  John 
Wortham  of  the  state  at  large,  and  Mr.  Luedde. 

As  we  were  several  hours  late,  it  was  evident  that  they  had  been 
having  considerable  discussion  before  our  arrival.     They  immediately 
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plunged  into  the  matter  up  for  discussion,  however ;  first,  as  to  what  they 
called  their  ' '  publicity  campaign, ' '  and  the  man  to  be  put  at  the  head  of 
it.  It  is  very  necessary,  to  my  notion,  that  we  quit  skulking  behind  doors 
pretty  soon  now,  and  get  out  into  the  open  before  the  people,  with  a 
proper  presentation  of  our  just  cause.  While  they  did  not  act  along  the 
lines,  precisely,  of  some  of  my  ideas — nor  did  I  entirely  coincide  with  all 
theirs — at  the  same  time,  I  think  the  proper  action  will  be  taken  along 
this  line/  There  was  considerable  discussion  about  the  right  man  to  take 
charge  of  this  publication  bureau — my  choice,  and  Morgan's  and 
Luedde's,  and  some  of  the  others  was  Louis  Wortham,  but  he  seemed 
to  have  some  enemies  at  the  meeting.  The  South  Texas  campaigners  en- 
thusiastically recommended  one  Tom  Milner,  who  is  now  Secretary  of 
Agriculture — a  henchman  of  Campbell's — must  confess  that  I  never 
heard  of  him.  A  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  select  and  ap- 
proach these  parties,  making  the  final  arrangement. 

They  then  had  in  quite  an  elaborate  lunch,  one  course  of  which  con- 
sisted of  some  really  delicious  strawberries  from  Texas — produced  some- 
where down  in  the  Corpus  Christi — Brownsville  country.  I  enjoyed 
them  immensely.  (Thus  our  misfortunes  bring  us  physical  enjoyments 
in  spots.) 

After  lunch,  with  Luedde  and  Morgan,  I  forced  them  into  a  discus- 
sion of  getting  an  association  of  state-wide-prominent  business  men  be- 
hind our  operations,  similar  to  the  Tarrant  County  campaign  proceed- 
ings. They  after  a-while  agreed  to  this,  but  did  not  seem  inclined  to 
quite  agree  with  our  views.  They  may  be  right  from  one  stand-point; 
that  is  to  say  the  action  of  the  prohibition  committee  here  in  Ft.  Worth 
last  Saturday — explained  in  my  last — was  not  satisfactory  even  to  all 
of  them  and  is  meeting  with  a  great  deal  of  dissatisfaction  from  the  Dem- 
ocrats in  the  state.  Earnest,  sincere,  lifelong  prohibitionists,  and  good 
Democrats,  have  volunteered  their  services  to  our  cause,  to  help  fight 
the  proposition  of  foisting  the  prohibition  party  into  the  Grand  Old 
Democracy  of  Texas.  I  agreed  with  Wahrmund's  "campaign  mana- 
gers," that  one  of  the  strongest  weapons  we  have  so  far  will  be  the  ap- 
peal to  true  democrats  that  a  small  coterie  of  prohibitionists  shall  not 
distort  a  moral  issue  into  a  political  one,  and  browbeat  Democracy,  of 
the  Texas  brand,  pure  and  undefiled.  And,  it  is  true,  in  spite  of  Dr. 
Rankin's  continually  insisting  that  they  do  not  propose  to  make  the  pro- 
hibiton  issue  a  democratic  question,  but  only  wish  to  make  it  possible 
for  the  people  to  have  an  opportunity  to  vote  upon  the  question,  if  they 
so  desire.  In  spite  of  his  efforts,  the  issue  seems  to  appear  to  Texas  peo- 
ple, and  therefore  may  be  checked,  as  an  interference  with  democratic 
perogatives. 

Along  this  line,  in  the  meeting  yesterday,  they  argued  that  this 
convention  call  should  take  upon  it  the  complexion  (for  want  of  a  bet- 
ter expression)  of  politics,  rather  than  solely  to  appear  to  gather  to-  iyv  jf 
gether  the  large  business  interests,  acting  for  the  prosperity  of  the  state 
of  Texas,  entirely  disconnected  with  the  beer  and  liquor  traffic  in  any 
form.  In  other  words  agreeing  that  the  two  propositions  were  equally 
important — and  I  doubt  that  they  consented  with  me  that  mere  busi- 
ness could  be  equal  to  politics — at  the  same  time,  they  listened.  I  advo- 
cate that  business  should  come   first,  with  the  political  phase  of  the 
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thing  following,  or  auxiliary ;  or  that  is  to  say,  admitting  that  the  prop- 
osition could  be  handled  in  three  ways — business  ahead  of  politics;  side 
by  side;  or  politics  ahead  of  business — I  vigorously  clamored  for  the 
first,  with  doubtful  success.  It  was  agreed,  however,  that  they  would 
bring  about  such  a  meeting  as  soon  as  possible,  in  such  fashion  as  they 
ffi        thought  best.     They  had  some  fine  names  to  conjure  with — looked  at 

.        from  political  point  of  view — Judge  Finley,  Roger  Q.  Mills,  etc.  etc. 
-C  Anyhow,  one  thing  is  hoped  for;  that  matters  are  now  in  such 

shape  that  I  will  not  have  to  be  called  to  South  Texas  every  week;  I  can 
occupy  myself  very  nicely  here,  and  I  am  getting  tired  of  it.

My  Dear  Mr.  Cetti : — 

Answering  the  somewhat  intimate  references  in  your  last  several 
letters:  For  instance,  I  see  from  your  letters  that  you  are  tired.  No,  I 
am  not ;  indeed  I  am  agreeably  surprised  at  my  facility  in  meeting  these 
problems,  emergencies,  which  you  know  have  only  come  upon  us  lately. 
Of  course  I  was  ready  and  confident  for  what  might  happen  but  realize 
that  things  could  be  more  difficult  for  me  to  tackle  than  it  has  turned  out 
so  far.    And  as  I  have  written  I  never  did  enjoy  such  excellent  health. 

Perhaps  my  letter  to  Morgan  March  10th,  influences  you.  The  tone 
of  that  was  for  a  purpose.  I  tried  to  make  it  appear  irritated,  disap- 
pointed, and  indicate  somewhat  exasperation — a  possibility  of  my  lack- 
ing over  the  traces.     I  showed  it  to  Paul  and  he  said  it  was  all  right. 
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You  know  it  was  hard  work  to  get  Morgan  into  line  with  Paul's  ideas 
at  the  start.  Not  so  hard  as  the  South  Texas  folks,  of  course,  but  still 
difficult. 

Or  it  may  be  the  fact  I  generally  undertake  your  letters  towards 
closing  time,  after  the  day's  work,  and  a  good  old  dinner  looming  up, 
might  give  them  an  unconscious  "hurry-I-am-tired-impression. " 

I  would  write  of  more  of  the  moves  I  have  made,  the  things  I  have 
worked  out  to  such  satisfaction,  to  myself  at  least,  were  there  not  the 
fears  that  I  would  seem  to  be  throwing  bouquets  at  myself  or  blowing 
my  own  horn.  For  instance  take  ice,  raising  prices,  etc.  At  the  start 
I  would  wonder  how  much  trade  will  I  be  compelled  to;  sacrifice  ?  But  I 
shook  my  big  stick  (Threatened  through  Alford  to  give  away  ice  to  res- 
idences to  introduce  unsteamed  beer  if  there  was  any  monkey  business, 
too  long  a  story  for  a  letter.  Bond  and  I  got  to  work  with  Peddler 
and  in  the  city,  look  at  the  result.  One  would  say,  only  considering  the 
weather,  iee  business  for  this  month  would  be  about  a  third  of  last  year. 
Figures  for  first  twelve  days  of  May  enclosed.  Play  even  in  the  coun- 
try, 50  per  cent  increase  in  City. 

Again  you  say,  ' '  don 't  lose  your  nerve ' ' — little  danger  of  that.  On 
the  contrary,  I  am  more  afraid  of  the  opposite.  See  enclosed,  (just 
between  ourselves,  you  know  we  have  played  poker),  correspondence 
Morgan  and  Adoue.  Remember  me  as  I  was  all  through  the  Tarrant 
County  campaign,  steady,  quiet  and  above  all  determined.  My  nervous 
explosions  only  prevail  in  times  of  ease  and  relaxation,  or  perhaps  meet- 
ing trifles,  in  the  crises,  at  the  stress  of  real  strife  think  of  me,  controlling 
the  situation  as  far  as  anyone  could  control  it,  as  I  was  in  that  campaign. 
'Twas  a  matter  of  some  six  months,  looked  at  from  that  point  of  view, 
what's  the  difference ?  All  of  which  is  leading  to,  I  do  not  believe  I  could 
do  you  any  good  if  I  were  at  home.  I  could  only  advise  and  that  I  can 
do  from  here,  and  the  fact  that  I  am  much  concerned  about  your  lack  of 
physical  benefit.  I  thought  'twould  knock  another  five  years  off  your  age, 
and  as  was  the  case  when  you  were  first  forced,  for  Mrs.  Cetti's  sake 
out  of  that  rotten,  low  ceilinged,  ill-ventilated,  shack  you  lived  in.  By  all 
means,  so  far  as  any  apprehension  about  me  is  concerned,  stay  just  as 
long  as  any  or  all  of  you  are  benefitted  and  enjoy  yourself  by  it. 

Why  could  it  happen  that  our  best  and  largest  interests  would  be 
served  by  your  longer  staying  in  Germany  (this  is  only  a  sugestion, 
perhaps  a  pipe  dream).  Is  not  Mr.  Busch  soon  to  be  in  Maning?  Might 
not  a  conference  or  association  at  his  castle  be  better  than  hurry  calls  in 
St.  Louis.  Just  suppose  you  could  get  his  ear,  (not  for  howdy  do,  quick 
there  si  nabt  waiting,  good  ye)  but  so  you  could  say  what  you  wanted. 
I  quote  what  was  said  at  Galveston  last  week,  as  literally  as  I  can,  and  I 
remember  it  very  well.  Mr.  Busch  writes  very  nice  letters.  Must  be  spend- 
ing a  lot  of  money  for  pamphlets,  etc.,  and  then  they  send  their  man 
Friend  down  in  Texas.  In  Corsicana  he  must  have  spent  $100  or  more 
stirring  things  up,  "Every  son-of-a-bitch  in  the  place  come  and  have  a 
drink ' '  kind  of  foolishness.  Of  course  Luedde  is  about  in  line,  Kiele  and 
Stevens  are  all  right,  but  the  Anheuser  Busch  methods  and  people  in  the 
past  have  done  more  than  all  the  rest  put  to  gether  to  cause  the  trouble 
in  this  state,  (and  elsewhere.)  It  behooves  them  to  make  extraordinary 
efforts  out  of  Tex. 
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And  that  curious  Lemp  correspondence,  I  submitted.  But  this  letter 
is  altogether  too  long,  I'll  choke  it  off,  saying  again,  however,  don't  feel 
at  all  in  the  least  degree  that  you  should  come  home  on  my  account.

We  are  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  17th  inst.,  with  in- 
closed letter  emanating  from  the  pen  of  Ex-Gov.  Peck,  which  you  desire 
us  to  have  published,  and  we  thank  you  for  kind  submission.  We  have 
perused  the  same  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  and  pleasure,  and  it  is  an 
able  document. 

In  regard  to  having  this  service  rendered  to  us  free  of  expense  by 
the  Press,  we  doubt  if  they  would  do  this,  and  we  question  if  we  could 
consistently  go  to  the  expense  that  it  would  involve,  at  the  same  time  we 
very  much  appreciate  the  expression. 

As  you  are  no  doubt  aware,  the  brewers  of  this  state,  .for  the  past 
several  years,  have  been  incurring  enormous  expense  for  the  purpose  of 
purifying,  protection  and  elevation  of  the  saloon  business,  having  it  on 
such  a  plan  as  will  justify  the  efforts  of  those  liberally  inclined  in  ward- 
ing off  this  fanatical  prohibition  wave,  the  fight  against  us  in  this  respect 
coming  in  three  different  shapes,  the  Prohibitionists  making  three  dif- 
ferent fights  on  us,  the  first  of  which  is  in  the  nature  of  State  Wide  Pro- 
hibition, the  second  being  statutory  Prohibition,  and  the  other  Prohibi- 
tion by  high  license. 

The  Press,  especially  of  this  section,  has  taken  a  great  deal  of  in- 
terest in  our  cause,  and  has  ever  shown  us  the  greatest  consideration,  and 
have  never  at  any  time  refused  to  publish  anything  of  a  local  nature,  but 
to  ask  them  to  do  this  without  any  pay,  we  doubt  if  we  could  consistently 
make  the  request,  and  as  far  as  we  are  concerned,  our  expense  for  the 
past  several  years,  for  reasons  given,  has  been  so  very  great  that  we 
cannot  promise  to  spend  more  money  in  this  direction. 

In  our  efforts  at  reform,  we  feel  sure  you  will  appreciate  the  condi- 
tions which  exist  in  Texas,  the  expense  involved  and  our  labors  at  reform 
to  stop  the  inroads  of  the  Prohibition  being  enormously  increased  due  to 
the  influx  of  disreputable  characters  especially  from  Oklahoma,  also 
from  the  State  of  Georgia  and  other  Southern  States,  and  the  opening  of 
so  many  new  saloons,  great  many  of  which  are  not  of  the  character  which 
they  should  be  in  order  to  create  the  proper  impression  with  the  public. 

We  will  see  what  can  be  done  with  the  article  referred  to,  and  as 
previously  stated,  we  thank  you  for  kind  submission.

I  am  very  sorry  to  note  that  you  lost  Acadia  Parish,  especially  so, 
as  your  letters  might  indicate,  somewhat  due  to  the  lack  of  proper  aid 
from  sources  where  it  could  or  should  be  most  expected. 

One  thing  is  sure,  and  while  we  have  all  preached  it,  unfortunately 
it  has  not  been  practiced  to  the  extent  that  it  should,  and  unless  the 
saloon  as  well  as  the  brewery  people  carry  on  the  business  in  a  dignified, 
legitimate  way,  trouble  is  sure  to  come,  and  it  is  very  doubtful  how  long 
they  can  operate. 

In  order  to  obtain  this  result,  first  of  all,  the  brewery  people  will 
have  to  act  in  concert,  and  in  absolutely  good  faith,  and  to  what  extent 
they  will  do  this,  remains  to  be  seen ! 

I  hope,  however,  that  they  will  realize  and  appreciate  the  situation 
and  do  something  before  it  is  too  late !

BREWERS'  REPORT  FOR  THE  MONTH  OF  APRIL,  1908. 

Galveston,  Texas,  May  1,  1908. 
B.  Adoue,  Esq., 

Galveston,  Texas. 
Dear  Sir: — 

I  respectfully  submit  report  for  the  Month  of  April  and  in  so  doing 
will  say  that  it  was  the  quietest  month  in  Texas  since  writer  became  con- 
nected with  your  association — but,  for  the  writer,  personally,  the  most 
strenuous  and  fatiguing,  as  he  spent  almost  the  entire  month  in  Louis- 
iana, making  speeches  in  planting  the  "Texas  Idea"  in  the  "Pelican 
State, ' '  where  it  promises  to  either  ' '  die  a-borning ' '  or  mature  far  more 
rapidly  than  it  did  with  us. 

The  Bailey  fight  has  absorbed  the  entire  public  attention  and  his 
San  Antonio  declaration  anent  the  prohibitionists  not  being  Democrats 
can  be  worked  to  good  advantage.  In  fact,  if  rightly  handled,  if  he  wins 
out  tomorrow  night  postpone  a  state  election,  but,  the  month  of  June 
promises  to  be  a  busy  one,  as  many  counties  are  slated  for  local  option 
elections,  and  once  more  I  would  respectfully  ask  the  members  of  the  as- 
sociation to  let  this  office  know  whenever  their  agents  or  patrons  hear  of 
any  local  option  agitation  in  their  communities. 

The  election  held  in  ' '  Spindle  Top ' '  in  Jefferson  County,  was,  as  the 
writer  indicated  that  it  would  be,  declared  void  by  the  court  of  appeals. 

The  pros  of  Cleveland  have  their  case  in  the  Court  of  Appeals — it 
will  be  tried  this  month,  and,  of  course,  we  will  get  a  decision  in  our 
favor,  as  we  did  in  the  lower  court.  The  saloons  in  the  precinct  are  open, 
have  never  closed,  and  will  not  till  a  county  election  is  held. 

Our  reform  work  this  month  has  produced  splendid  results  and  sev- 
eral of  the  places  where  we  are  working  they  are  not  finished  and,  there- 
fore, will  not  mention  them  in  detail  till  the  conclusion  of  the  work. 

Galveston  gave  us  some  trouble  but  we  have  certainly  kept  it  quiet, 
and  even  the  most  rabid  of  the  pros  admit  that  Galveston  is  the  cleanest 
city  in  the  State.

Yours  of  the  15th  inst.  has  been  received  and  is  noted.  I  really 
should  have  written  you  before  this,  but  there  was  nothing  of  much  im- 
portance to  communicate.  Everything  is  running  smoothly  at  this  end 
of  the  line  in  every  direction,  as  far  as  I  know. 

The  lists  have  been  well  distributed  and  are  being  rapidly  signed, 
and  I  only  regret  to  say  that  I  learned  from  Mr.  Diehl  of  Ft.  Worth, 
who  was  here  about  three  days  ago,  that  at  that  time  there  was  not  a 
single  list  in  any  of  the  saloons  of  Fort  Worth,  and  in  conversation  had 
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with  Senator  Willacy  yesterday,  the  latter  stated  that  Wortham  was 
not  getting  at  it  right;  that  he  was  corresponding  for  agents  to  handle 
the  lists,  with  the  result  that  he  was  some  5  or  6  days  late  in  getting  them 
out,  and  that  being  the  case,  Wortham 's  territory  will  fall  behind,  will 
not  be  so  good  as  Willacy 's  territory.  However,  we  expect  to  get  100,000 
signatures  any  way,  if  Wortham  does  anything  at  all. 

I  hope  that  Judge  Berazaluce  will  straighten  out  the  patent  con- 
troversy. 

Business  is  good,  and  from  all  indications  we  will  have  about  3,000 
barrels  again  this  month  over  the  same  month  last  year.

Gentlemen : 

From  the  enclosed  Newspaper  clipping  and  petition  you  will  note 
the  campaign  is  on.  Our  friends  and  advisers  who  have  the  matter  in 
hand  and  who  are  well  up  in  Political  matters  are  hopeful  of  getting 
the  Democratic  State  Executive  Committee  to  turn  down  both  petitions; 
That  is,  the  petition  asking  for  a  submission  of  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment for  State-wide  Prohibition,  and  our  petition.  Of  course  if  they  do 
this  it  will  in  a  large  measure  settle  the  question  for  the  time  being,  and 
will  likewise  greatly  reduce  the  expenses.  Whether  it  is  a  wise  thing  to 
do  is  hard  to  say,  nevertheless  such  is  the  wish  of  the  business  men  and 
property  owners  throughout  the  State,  and  we  would  of  course  have 
to  rely  on  them  to  make  the  campaign  we  cannot  very  well  go  counter 
to  their  judgment. 

It  is  contended  by  a  great  many  that  if  the  Committee  turns  down 
both  propositions  it  will  delay  the  matter  for  at  least  two  years,  and 
in  that  time  it  is  hoped  the  effect  of  Prohibition  on  Georgia,  Alabama, 
Oklahoma,  and  other  Southern  States  will  prove  so  unsatisfactory  that 
all  will  return  to  the  system  of  local  option,  and  regulation.  Further, 
as  you  know  there  is  considerable  Politics  mixed  up  on  both  sides  of 
the  question,  and  the  Politicians  would  like  to  keep  in  the  background 
in  the  question  as  much  as  possible,  and  while  some  of  us  do  not  agree 
with  our  friends,  nevertheless  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  offer  the  least 
protest,  so  can  only  continue  the  work  of  getting  the  necessary  signatures 
in  order  to  be  prepared  to  ask  for  the  submission  of  a  counter  propo- 
sition should  the  petition  of  the  State-wide  Prohibition  advocates  be 
granted. 

We  believe  that  the  submission  of  the  local  option  question  at  the 
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same  time  will  greatly  reduce  the  Pro  vote ;  That  is,  it  will  at  least  have 
the  effect  of  making  it  almost  an  impossibility  for  the  Pro's  to  get  their 
required  number  of  votes,  which  in  round  figures  is  about  One  Hundred 
and  Fifty  Thousand. 

Outside  of  the  questions  above  referred  to  matters  are  moving  on 
fairly  well,  although  trade  is  very  dull,  and  there  are  a  few  saloons  that 
are  making  expenses. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  a  favorable  change  after  the  first  of 
June,  but  there  will  in  my  opinion  be  no  great  improvement  until  a 
good  crop  is  assured. 

The  Railroads  and  other  large  interests  have  suffered  greatly  on 
account  of  rain  and  high  water,  and  are  cutting  down  expenses  wherever 
they  can  possibly  do  so. 

I  suppose  you  have  read  the  article  in  Collier's  entitled  "The  Clean 
Up  in  Texas."  The  article  is  not  only  poorly  written,  but  does  not  do  us 
justice,  and  contains  statements  that  are  absolutely  untrue,  especially  as 
to  the  Association  furnishing  money  for  the  payment  of  Poll  Taxes.  This 
the  association  has  never  done,  nor  has  there  been  any  money  spent 
illegally.  I  was  of  course  disappointed  in  the  article,  but  it  has  convinced 
me  of  this  fact,  that  such  papers  as  Collier's  do  not  intend  to  give  the 
facts  when  same  are  favorable  to  the  Breweries,  who  in  such  cases  will 
so  mix  matters  so  as  to  create  a  suspicion  in  the  minds  of  the  public  that 
we  are  not  sincere. 

Soon  as  the  committee  acts,  or  anything  of  particular  interest  on 
the  Political  question  comes  up,  I  will  advise  you  promptly.

Dear  Sir: — 

This  has  been  a  very  busy  month  in  this  office,  especially  the  latter 
portion  of  the  same. 

In  getting  signatures  to  the  anti  petitions,  attending  the  police 
Chiefs'  Convention  and  the  State  Democratic  Convention  and  copying 
the  poll  tax  lists  of  eighty  counties  in  the  State,  the  office  was  kept  very 
busy  and  many  people  were  employed. 

Good  work  and  good  results  will  follow  the  attendance  to  the  police 
convention,  if  you  wish  to  keep  up  the  reform  work,  as  now  your  agents 
are  members  of  the  association  and  can  command  the  assistance  of  the 
police  or  marshals  of  any  town  in  the  State;  when  heretofore  they  were 
not  always  well  received. 

The  bringing  of  the  convention  in  a  body  and  their  reception  at  the 
hands  of  the  local  brewery  made  many  friends  for  the  association. 

From  the  actions  of  the  State  Democratic  Convention  at  Fort  Worth, 
it  would  seem  as  tho '  the  State  Committee  are  not  quite  unanimous  upon 
entertaining  the  pro  proposition ;  it  need  not  surprise  any  one  if  there  is 
a  refusal  to  put  same  on  the  ticket — but  in  any  event  the  antis  have  the 
best  of  it  so  far,  and  the  split  in  the  pro  party  is  being  daily  widened  by 
the  leaders,  Cranfill  and  Rankin. 

The  reform  work  is  proceeding  in  good  shape.  Charges  are  made 
but  'til  the  cases  are  called  it  is  just  as  well  not  to  write  too  freely  of  the 
locations.    You  saw  some  of  the  requests. 

The  work  in  Galveston  is  good — could  not  be  better.  The  district 
attorney,  Mr.  Love,  has  spent  many  hours  with  one  or  other  of  our  agents 
looking  over  the  situation  and  expresses  himself  as  well  satisfied  with 
the  outlook.  We  have  had  some  trouble  with  a  few  of  the  beach  people  on 
the  music  question,  but  it  is  now,  I  think,  settled  and  as  long  as  it  is  un- 
der your  surveillance  will  go  well  and  right. 

Two  elections  were  held  Saturday — one  in  Kaufman  County,  which 
was  dry — one  in  Waller  Count}^  a  wet  precinct.  The  dry  county  remains 
dry — the  wet  precinct  remains  wet.  In  Kaufman,  they  waited  until  five 
days  before  the  voting  before  they  did  anything.  My  report  from  there 
indicated  the  result — but,  it  could  have  been  won  easily.  The  result  in 
the  Waller  precinct  will  save  an  election  in  the  whole  county. 

An  election  is  called  for  Pandora,  (Wilson  County,  Floresville 
county  seat,  S.  E.  from  San  Antonio,  about  sixty  miles,)  for  the  12th. 
We  have  things  in  good  shape  and  I  look  for  an  anti  victory  but  it  will 
be  close. 

Bell  county  election  has  been  definitely  postponed;  but,  if  the  saloon 
men  persist,  after  all  the  lessons  they  have  had  in  acting  as  some  are  now 
doing — an  election  will  be  held  in  September. 

Hardin  County  (wet)  is  slated  for  an  election  and  a  petition  is  in 
circulation.  Bosque  County  (dry)  was  going  to  call  one — I  prevailed 
upon  Mr.  Fallis,  a  strong  anti  to  hold  off  for  a  while  and  he  so  promised. 

The  pros  are  active — and  John  Carnet  is  working  in  every  likely 
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.  

county.  He  came  to  Galveston — made  one  street  talk — certain  pressure 
was  brought  to  bear  on  him  and  he  retreated  as  gracefully  as  he  could — 
but — he  went  all  right. 

The  copying  of  the  names  of  the  voters  is  over — eighty  counties  put 
the  office  in  better  shape  it  ever  was  in  this  regard — and  I  have  one  re- 
quest to  make,  which  I  hope  you  will  take  up — it  is  this :  when  the  antis 
present  their  petitions  at  Dallas  on  the  8th  and  they  have  been  examined 
by  the  Committee  that  they  be  returned  to  the  presentor — and  let  him  send 
them  to  this  office — because,  in  the  event  of  a  state  election  (or  a  county) 
we  have  the  names  of  50,000  friends  scattered  over  the  state.  You  can 
readily  see  the  advantage  of  this. 

The  copy  of  the  poll  tax  lists  in  the  office  is  of  great  advantage. 

The  month  has  been  a  busy  one  and  productive  of  good  results.

Referring  to  my  letter  of  the  5th,  inst.,  beg  to  hand  you  herewith 
copy  of  telegram  sent  to  Mr.  Koehler  by  Mr.  Otto  Wahrmund,  which  is 
self-explanatory.  While  I  don't  take  much  stock  in  the  National  Con- 
vention as  a  whole  I  believe  a  great  deal  of  good  can  be  accomplished  if 
yourself,  Mr.  Adoue,  Mr.  Koehler  and  the  representatives  of  the  St.  Louis 
and  Milwaukee  Breweries  will  get  together  in  a  private  meeting.  I  think 
by  so  doing  an  understanding  can  be  reached  that  will  be  of  great  benefit 
to  all  of  us  doing  business  in  this  state.  Further,  will  tend  to  re-enforce 
and  strengthen  the  reform  work  that  we  are  doing,  and  will  result  in 
more  harmonious  feeling  between  all  parties  interested,  and  this  too  with- 
out in  the  least  coming  in  conflict  with  the  Anti-trust  laws  of  this  State. 

The  Democratic  State  Executive  Committee  meets  today  and  will  no 
doubt  pass  on  the  question  of  the  submission  of  the  Prohibition  question 
as  presented  by  the  organization  of  the  other  party,  also  the  question  of 
Local  Option  as  presented  by  our  side. 

I  am  pleased  to  advise  that  our  people  have  finally  come  around  to 
my  way  of  thinking  and  have  decided  to  go  before  the  Committee  and  not 
only  urge  the  submission  of  the  State-wide  Prohibition  question,  but  will 
also  urge  the  submission  of  our  proposition.  I  think  this  is  the  opportune 
time  to  force  the  fight  as  it  is  Presidential  year,  and  as  no  doubt  Bryan 
will  receive  the  nomination,  and  as  he  has  come  out  in  opposition  to  Pro- 
hibition but  in  favor  of  Local  Option  this  should  give  us  quite  an  ad- 
vantage. Furthermore,  as  the  Attorney  General  race  in  this  State 
(Bailey  and  Anti-Bailey)  is  going  to  be  hotly  contested.  We  will  get  out 
a  full  vote  and  both  Candidates  being  Anti-Prohibitionists  we  have  every- 
thing to  gain  and  nothing  to  lose  by  foregoing  the  fight  at  this  time. 
Should  we  win  and  I  think  we  will,  it  will  be  a  direct  expression  by  the 
people,  and  I  think  it  will  settle  the  question  in  this  state  for  many  years 
to  come. 

Our  friends  are  sure  they  could  sidetrack  the  issue  if  they  wanted 
to  do  so,  as  we  have  a  good  working  majority  of  the  Committee,  but  as 
above  stated  they  have  finally  decided  it  will  be  unwise  to  do  so,  as  the 
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opposition  would  accuse  us  of  trickery,  and  it  would  only  be  postponing 
the  fight  for  two  years.

"Very  important  you  and  Adoue,  Busch,  Lemp,  Keeley,  have  con- 
ference Milwaukee  brewers.  Adoue  will  come  immediately,  provided 
you  and  the  others  request  him  to  do  so  by  wire.  Adoue  and  I  are  writ- 
ing ' '  and  in  further  relation  thereto  beg,  to  state  that  I  returned  from 
Galveston  this  morning,  where  we  had  a  meeting  yesterday,  at  which  Mr. 
Adoue  spoke  and  showed  more  feeling  than  he  has  for  a  very  long  time 
past,  caused  principally  by  a  rumor  that  the  Houston  Ice  and  Brewing 
Co.  has  sent  a  man  to  Fort  Worth  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  beer  sold 
by  a  certain  agent  of  the  Miller  Brewing  Co.  in  Fort  Worth  with  a  view 
of  establishing  an  agency  for  Magnolia  beer. 

Mr.  Adoue  remarked  with  a  great  deal  of  feeling  that  he  knew  it 
was  not  so,  but  that  if  it  was,  he  would  go  into  Houston,  regardless  of 
the  consequences.  Fortunately  the  matter  was  explained  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  Mr.  Adoue,  Weeden,  and  the  rest  of  us.  A  fight  among 
ourselves  at  any  time  would  do  a  great  deal  of  harm,  but  right  now  it 
would  not  only  cause  a  great  deal  of  feeling,  but  the  destruction  of  a 
great  deal  of  property  and  the  waste  of  vast  sum  of  money,  not  to  say 
anything  of  the  moral  effect  of  such  a  fight  on  the  people. 

We  are  all  agreed  that  we  have  now  too  many  and  are  getting  more 
saloons  every  day,  and  somethng  should  be  done  at  once  to  not  alone  stop 
the  increase,  but  if  possible  to  have  same  decreased  and  this  Mr.  Adoue 
proposes  to  do  by  having  each  brewery  doing  business  in  Texas,  when  the 
next  licenses  fall  due,  which  would  be  an  opportune  time,  cut  out  10  per 
cent  of  their  customers.  This  is  one  of  the  important  matters  which  he 
is  desirous  of  disscussing  with  you,  Busch,  Lemp,  Keeley,  and  the  Mil- 
waukee brewers. 

I  heard,  and  Weeden  admits  that  it  is  the  truth,  that  Fort  Worth  is 
going  to  have  trouble  on  account  of  having  entirely  too  many  saloons. 
There  will  also  be  trouble  in  Waco,  and  Luedde  also  admits  this,  and  we 
know  that  this  town  is  daily  being  overrun  with  people  who  are  anxious 
to  open  up  saloons.  I  hope  that  something  can  be  done  now  before  the 
next  Legislature  convenes  to  prevent  them  from  cutting  so  keen,  and  to 
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avoid  that  possibility,  something  will  and  must  be  done. 

I  had  a  conference  with  Mr.  Johnston  of  the  Houston  Post  yesterday, 
but  unfortunately  he  was  delayecl  so  that  I  did  not  get  an  opportunity 
to  talk  to  him  as  I  desired,  but  I  am  to  meet  him  in  Dallas  on  Monday. 

In  regard  to  the  submission  of  the  prohibition  plank  to  the  demo- 
cratic state  executive  committee,  beg  to  state  that  there  have  been  no 
new  developments.  I  had  talk  with  young  Terrell  who  is  to  go  there  to 
represent  Morris  as  one  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  committee,  and 
he  will  make  a  determined  fight,  and  our  people  are  to  decide  in  the  next 
day  or  so  how  to  proceed  and  what  is  best  to  be  done,  and  who  is  to 
handle  it.

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I  have  been  trying  to  get  a  copy  of  pamphlet  that  the  Commercial 
Club  of  Mineral  Wells,  Texas,  gets  out  giving  the  analysis  of  the  dif- 
ferent waters  of  that  health  resort.  The  waters  are  said  to  be  very  fine 
for  all  kidney  and  stomach  troubles,  and  it  is  claimed  that  some  won- 
derful cures  have  been  effected  and  by  the  use  of  the  waters.  Soon  as 
I  can  get  copy  of  the  pamphlet  will  send  it  to  you,  as  I  am  inclined  to 
believe  the  water  would  prove  of  great  benefit  to  Mrs.  Lawler. 

My  wife  is  still  suffering  a  good  deal,  but  with  it  all  she  is  cheerful 
and  says  she  is  going  to  get  well.

I  have  suc- 
ceeded in  shutting  him  out  in  two  or  three  places  that  he  was  figuring 
on  opening,  and  from  a  talk  that  I  had  with  our  Police  commissioner 
yesterday  I  believe  that  he  is  going  to  find  it  somewhat  uphill  work 
to  open  up  new  places,  also  in  renewing  the  License  for  several  places 
they  are  now  furnishing  with  Beer.  You  will  understand  that  fully 
25  per  cent  of  their  customers  are  men  the  St.  Louis  people  and  our- 
selves have  not  only  put  out  of  business  in  the  past,  but  none  of  us 
will  have  anything  to  do  with  them  in  any  way;  Hence,  they  are  a  bad 
lot  and  while  neither  the  St.  Louis  people  and  ourselves  will  take  any 
undue  advantage  of  Mr.  Pabst 's  Agent  here,  still  both  the  City  and 
County  authorities  know  the  character  of  their  customers  as  well  if  not 
better  than  we  do,  and  when  the  time  to  renew  license  comes  around 
the  lines  are  going  to  be  drawn  very  tight,  not  only  on  the  Pabst  custo- 
mers but  on  the  customers  of  the  St.  Louis  people  and  ourselves  as  well. 
In  this  I  think  the  officials  are  taking  the  right  step,  and  if  they  will 
only  enforce  to  the  letter  the  Baskin-McGregor  law,  I  feel  that  the  con- 
dition of  the  Saloon  business  in  this  City  in  the  future  will  be  all  that 
reasonable  people  could  ask  for.  Further  I  believe  by  cleaning  out  the 
tough  element  that  is  going  to  help  the  saloon  business  generally  and  at 
the  same  time  the  loss  in  the  way  of  sales  will  amount  to  very  little.  I 
have  reached  the  conclusion  that  clean  Saloons  conducted  strictly  in 
accordance  with  the  law  will  sell  more  Beer  than  the  Dive,  and  con- 
sidering our  large  investments  as  compared  with  the  investments  of  the 
St.  Louis  and  Milwaukee  Breweries,  I  propose  to  see  that  their  customers 
obey  the  law,  as  well  as  our  own,  and  when  they  do  not  do  so,  and  I  am 
advised  of  the  facts,  I  will  not  hesitate  to  give  the  officials  any  assist- 
ance I  can  put  to  them  out  of  business. 

You  are  right  concerning  conditions  in  South  Texas,  and  the  view 
of  the  election  taken  by  Mr.  Koehler  and  our  other  South  Texas  friends. 
They  are  entirely  too  sanguine  and  do  not  appreciate  what  we  are  up 
against  in  North  Texas.  The  manager  of N  the  North  Texas  Business 
Men's  Association  who  is  looking  after  our  end  of  the  fight  also  takes 
a  somewhat  optimistic  view  of  the  fight  and  I  am  using  every  effort  to 
impress  on  him  the  fact  that  the  opposition  is  not  only  better  organized 
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but  are  working  harder  than  he  thinks  they  are,  of  course  I  have  not  the 
time  to  keep  up  with  the  details  of  the  work  the  Business  Men's  Asso- 
ciation is  doing,  but  Mr.  Wortham,  the  Manager  is  an  experienced  Camr 
paigner,  and  taking  a  general  view  of  his  Organization  I  think  he  has 
the  fight  well  in  hand,  and  if  he  can  get  to  the  people  either  through  the 
mail,  or  Country  Press  the  literature  he  has  on  the  question  I  believe 
we  will  carry  North  Texas  by  a  fair  majority  especially  if  the  Democratic 
National  Convention  that  will  soon  meet  in  Denver  will  vote  down  a 
Prohibition  plank  which  I  notice  from  the  Press  Mr.  Weaver  of  Iowa, 
former  candidate  for  President  on  the  Populist  ticket  will  try  and  insert 
in  the  Platform. 

We  have  some  good  campaign  matter  coming  directly  from  Bryan, 
that  we  will  use  for  all  it  is  worth.

Dear  Sir: — 

To  say  that  we  had  a  busy  month  in  July  is  putting  it  mildly  and,  in 
fact,  I  suppose  no  person  connected  with  the  association,  even  remotely, 
was  idle.  The  writer  traveled  considerably  in  the  interest  of  reform  and 
the  results  will  be  seen  next  month  when  the  cases  come  up  in  the  various 
courts. 

The  results  in  the  Submission  matter  are  gratifying.  My  original 
estimate  of  between  three  and  six  thousand  voting  majority  will  come 
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near  being  a  good  guess — and  outside  the  fact  of  the  legal  majority,  the 
pros  are  so  badly  beaten  that  they  will  not  try  again  two  years  hence,  nor 
yet  in  two  years  after.  True,  Mr.  Strong  and  his  aids  are  whistling  to  keep 
their  courage  up,  but,  from  inside  information,  it  is  learned  that  they 
will  accept  the  gage  of  battle  on  the  ' '  local  option ' '  idea  and  have  many 
counties  slated  for  elections.  They  say  they  will  go  through  the  alphabet 
and  take  them  in  rotation.  On  the  other  hand,  their  defeat  on  the  Sub- 
mission question  would  bring  many  dry  counties  into  the  wet  column — 
if  our  people  would  so  desire,  and  do  some  preliminary  work  therein. 

If  my  advice  counts  for  anything  I  would  urge  as  strongly  as  I  know 
how  that  our  people  do  not  bring  on  any  state  wide  conflict  nor  discuss 
it.  It  will  react  against  us  later.  If  a  fight  is  to  be  made,  make  it  at  the 
State  Convention  in  San  Antonio. 

The  office  was  very  busy — we  completed  the  compilation  of  poll 
taxes  of  various  counties  and  all  the  names  signed  to  the  anti-petitions/as 
well  as  sending  out  much  literature  and  receiving  a  large  quantity  from 
the  National  Association. 

Amongst  the  other  work  of  the  office  we  handled  the  local  situation 
politically,  and  the  results,  as  the  figures  show,  are  very  satisfactory  and 
also  organized  and  conducted  successfully  in  Houston — one  of  the  largest 
torch-light  processions  ever  seen  in  the  State  at  a  very  trifling  expense. 

A  review  of  the  months  work  and  the  present  outlook  shows  a  very 
satisfactory  aspect ;  better  than  was  expected  or  hoped  for.

As  far  as  I  know,  the  individual  owners  of  breweries  are  out  of  politics, 
and  as  you  are  aware,  the  people  have  spoken,  have  elected  their  Sen- 
ators and  Representatives,  and  these  latter  will  have  to  be  subservient 
to  the  will  of  their  constituency  or  vote  as  their  conscience  may  dictate.

Yours  of  the  22nd  inst.,  received,  requesting  that  I  send  you  facts 
and  figures  relative  to  the  work  of  "The  Texas  Brewers'  Association"  in 
our  State,  which  I  will  gladly  do,  subject  to  approval  of  its  chairman. 

This,  however,  I  must  say;  if  I  write  the  history  of  the  association 
it  will  make  a  strong  anti-saloon  document,  as  well  as  an  effective  argu- 
ment against  the  fallacy  of  prohibition. 

The  Association  issued  May  20  and  22nd,  1904,  two  circulars,  which 
were  published  in  nearly  all  the  newspapers  in  the  State  (see  copies 
enclosed)  and,  had  the  members  of  the  association  been  sincere,  the  anti- 
saloon  league  would  never  have  made  any  progress  in  Texas,  but,  un- 
fortunately only  the  Chairman  of  the  association  undertook  to  execute 
the  promises  made  to  the  public.  The  members  did  supply  him  reg- 
ularly with  the  necessary  funds  to  carry  on  the  reform  work  and  in- 
variably approved  his  methods,  even  when  it  did  harm  to  their  business, 
but  no  one  ever  did  anything  to  assist  him ;  all  their  energies  appear  to 
be  expended  in  an  effort  to  "sell  one  more  keg  of  beer." 

I  have  in  my  possession  a  large  number  of  documents  from  peace 
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officers,  sheriffs,  county  attorneys,  mayors  and  private  citizens  from  all 
parts  of  the  state,  asking  for  aid  and  commending  the  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  their  respective  localities  .  On  one  occasion  the  leading  prohi- 
tition  paper  in  the  State  (the  Christian  Advocate)  stated  that  the  "Texas 
Brewers'  Associaion  has  accomplished  more  in  one  month  than  all  the 
preachers  had  done  in  twenty  years  in  driving  out  the  dives." 

Up  to  four  years  ago  the  prohibitionists  had  won  all  the  local  option 
elections,  commencing  in  the  North  they  had  reached  the  Southern 
counties  of  the  state.  The  Brewers'  Association  not  only  prevented  the 
going  dry  of  any  more  counties  but  recovered  fourteen  of  the  most  pop- 
ulous, as  well  as  about  thirty  precincts. 

The  success  of  the  Association  was  due  to  the  promise  made  through 
newspapers,  circulars  and  speakers  that — "If  the  citizens  would  vote  in 
favor  of  allowing  saloons  to  open  the  Association  would  see  that  the  laws 
regulating  sale  of  liquors  would  be  enforced."

Numerous  calls  were  made  for  assistance  by  various  officials  and 
the  Association  has  kept  a  regular  corps  of  detectives  for  that  purpose 
and  has  been  able  to  keep  the  promises  made.  That  much  good  has  been 
done  no  one  will  deny.  It  was  very  expensive  but,  as  much  or  more 
could  have  been  done  if  all  the  members  of  the  Association  had  given 
their  moral  support  at  a  cost  exceeding  one- fourth  of  the  amount 
actually  spent. 

Rev.  Geo.  Rankin,  the  head  of  the  Texas  Prohibitionists  has  always 
claimed  to  be  against  State-Wide  prohibition  but  in  an  issue  of  his  paper 
published  in  the  early  portion  of  this  year  admitted  that  local  option 
was  a  failure  that  no  more  counties  could  be  won  and  advocated  state- 
wide prohibition,  tho'  in  press  and  platform  he  had  hitherto  opposed  it.

We  beg  to  own  the  receipt  of  Mr.  Bruhn's  letter  to  you.  In  reply  we 
beg  to  so  state  that  in  so  far  as  the  Bremond  matter  is  concerned,  of  course 
we  do  not  know  anything  about  the  controversy  or  trouble  that  is  ex- 
isting at  that  point.  We  suppose  that  under  Mr.  Hamilton's  promise 
made  you  that  the  differences  that  existed  there  were  to  be  amicably 
adjusted  at  once. 

As  to  Wharton :  It  is  true  that  the  Miller  Brewing  Company  have 
built  an  ice  house  and  are  to  have  their  keg  beer  in  Wharton  next  week. 
This,  we  consider,  would  not  have  occurred  had  Mr.  Bruhn  not  stirred 
up  the  trouble.  It  seems  that  he  had  made  a  contract  with  a  Mr.  Mays 
to  be  his  agent,  and  when,  under  your  instructions,  the  project  was 
abandoned,  this  same  man,  thinking  that  he  had  lost  an  opportunity 
of  making  a  fortune,  applied  and  secured  the  agency  of  the  Miller 
Brewing  Company.  However,  we  would  rather  fight  an  outside  brewery 
than  a  friendly  one,  although  knowing  that  the  Miller  brewery  is  a  bad 
competitor,  we  think  that  we  can  soon  convince  their  agent  that  the  path 
of  his  journey  is  not  strewn  with  roses. 

Regarding  El  Campo:  The  American  had  been  in  peaceable  pos- 
session of  that  trade  for  many  years;  its  trade  is  well  satisfied,  and, 
of  course,  if  the  Miller  Brewery  enters  that  market  also,  we  will  have 
to  do  the  best  we  can.  The  reason  for  fearing  an  outside  competitor  of 
coming  into  a  place  should  not  be  sufficient  cause  for  a  friendly  brewery 
to  enter  the  market. 

Mr.  Paget 's  letter  to  Mr.  Hugh  F.  Fox  covers  the  ground  exactly, 
and  what  has  been  done  by  the  breweries  regarding  the  sale  of  that  keg 
of  beer  in  Texas  years  ago  is  now  pursued  in  the  city  of  New  York. 
So  you  see,  the  only  chance  for  brewers  to  become  real  good  will  be  when 
they  are  in  the  same  condition  as  what  they  say  of  a  good  Indian.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  to  ask  your  pardon  for  not  answering  your  let- 
ter of  August  27  before  now,  but  I  have  been  at  Marlin  with  my  wife 
for  a  part  of  the  time,  from  which  place  I  returned  on  the  5th  inst., 
and  went  direct  to  the  hospital,  and  was  confined  there  until  last 
Sunday.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  I  am  feeling  a  great  deal  better  but 
still  very  weak.  I  left  my  wife  at  Marlin  as  she  is  inclined  to  believe 
that  the  baths  are  doing  her  some  good,  although  she  is  improving 
\ery  slowly,  and  still  suffers  a  great  deal,  and  if  she  does  not  get  any 
better  by  the  time  our  fair  closes  I  think  I  will  take  her  to  your  city 
and  place  her  again  under  the  treatment  of  Dr.  Murphy. 

The  prohibition  situation  with  us  is  in  a  very,  very  bad  muddle, 
as  both  sides  seem  to  be  up  in  the  air,  and  there  is  no  telling  what 
the  outcome  is  going  to  be,  especially  as  our  own  people  are  divided, 
and  undecided  as  to  the  advisability  of  forcing  a  submission  of  the 
oAuestion  when  the  next  Legislature  meets.  I  am  of  the  opinion  this 
would  be  unwise,  and  believe  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  can 
defeat  a  submission  of  the  question  that  we  should  do  so  as  it  would 
at  least  postpone  the  fight  for  two  or  three  years,  and  by  that  time 
I  believe  the  prohibitionists  will  have  lost  much  ground,  and  that  the 
agitation  will  have  greatly  decreased.  At  it  stands  today  the  prohibi- 
tion wave  in  my  opinion  is  at  its  height,  consequently  we  have  all  to 
lose  and  nothing  to  gain  by  forcing  an  election. 
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The  anti's;  that  is,  the  best  element  aside  from  those  interested 
in  the  business,  are  to  have  a  meeting  in  Houston  on  the  12th  of  next 
month  at  which  time  some  definite  conclusion  will  be  reached,  and  I 
am  in  hopes  that  those  favoring  a  postponement  will  be  in  the  ma- 
jority, especially  as  our  friends  who  are  in  a  position  to  know  what 
they  are  talking  about  say  that  we  have  more  than  the  third  of  the 
House,  and  a  majority  of  the  Senate;  hence,  in  my  opinion  it  would 
be  suicidal  to  give  way  to  the  prohibitionists  and  assist  them  in  bring- 
ing on  an  election. 

Both  sides  seem  to  be  badly  rattled  and  more  or  less  disorganized, 
and  until  the  conservative  element  can  get  a  hearing  it  is  hard  to  say 
what  will  be  the  outcome,  especially  is  this  true  as  it  would  seem  to 
me  that  the' grafters  are  in  the  saddle;  that  is,  while  we  have  some 
good  honest,  straight-forward  men  on  our  side,  working  earnestly  in 
our  behalf,  still  we  have  a  lot  of  the  other  kind  also,  the  same  as  the 
pros  and  of  course  such  people  on  both  sides  do  not  want  to  see  a 
settlement  of  the  question,  otherwise  their  occupation  would  be  gone. 
In  this  connection  all  of  us  have  been  very  careful,  but  you  understand 
such  matters  fully  as  well  as  I  do,  and  know  that  it  is  impossible  to 
escape  entirely  the  grafters,  and  they  are  the  people  that  are  making 
trouble  on  both  sides. 

I  am  in  hopes  that  at  the  meeting  to  be  held  at  Houston  that  the 
conservative  element  will  be  largely  in  the  majority,  in  which  case 
I  feel  satisfied  our  people  will  decide  to  contest  every  inch  of  the 
ground  looking  towards  submitting  an  amendment  by  the  next  Leg- 
islature. 

General  conditions  in  this  State  are  good  as  a  good  corn  crop  is 
already  made,  and  estimates  on  the  cotton  crop  go  as  high  as  5,000,000 
bales.  If  this  estimate  is  close  to  the  mark,  this  State  should  be  in 
a  very  prosperous  condition  and  if  we  can  once  get  rid  of  politician  I 
think  the  future  looks  very  bright,  so  long  as  prohibition  agitation 
continues  there  is  not  much  being  done  in  the  way  of  improvements. 

Our  sales  to  the  first  of  this  month  amounted  to  35,562  barrels. 
Being  a  loss  over  the  same  period  of  last  year  of  1,651  barrels.  Di- 
vided as  follows:  Loss  in  bottle  department,  2,156  barrels;  in  the 
country,  402  barrels;  total  2,558  barrels;  less  gain  in  the  city  of  907 
barrels,  making  net  loss  of  1,651.  On  account  of  the  price  being  so 
much  better  in  the  city  than  in  the  country  and  bottling  department, 
the  increase  in  the  city  should  bring  our  profit  in  dollars  and  cents 
up  to  about  the  same  as  last  year.  This  gain  in  the  city  may  be  ac- 
counted 'for  to  a  large  extent  by  the  trade  that  we  got  in  buying  out 
the  Fort  Worth  people,  for  you  will  remember  we  lost  about  twenty 
good  customers  by  reason  of  the  saloon  limits,  and  had  we  not  bought 
out  the  Fort  Worth  people  our  loss  in  sales  in  the  city  would  have 
been  considerable. 

Collections  are  fairly  good,  but  are  not  up  to  what  they  should 
be,  but  I  am  in  hopes  they  will  improve  soon  as  the  cotton  crop  com- 
mences to  move.

Friend  Wahrmund:  Your  favor  of  the  16th  inst.  to  hand  and  con- 
tents noted.  Please  do  not  understand  that  I  feel  that  you  are  any- 
ways dissatisfied  with  the  matter  mentioned  in  my  former  letter,  and 
I  should  have  stated  that  I  had  placed  myself  in  a  position  to  be  justly 
criticised  for  the  reason  that  the  matter  was  left  largely  to  me  and 
I  should  have  from  time  to  time  asked  for  a  report  of  work  that  the 
beneficiary  had  promised  to  do.  In  neglecting  to  do  this  I  feel  that 
I  have  not  exactly  done  my  duty  to  my  associates;  hence,  I  wrote  you 
as  I  did. 

Mr.  Adoue  has  given  the  matter  mentioned  in  my  letter  attention, 
and  I  write  him  by  this  mail  and  enclose  herewith  copy  of  my  letter. 

I  read  with  much  pleasure  copy  of  your  letter  to  Mr.  Adoue,  and 
I  am  glad  to  note  that  the  Governor  is  inclined  to  favor  our  propo- 
sition. 

I  had  a  long  talk  a  few  days  ago  with  our  friend  Wortham,  and 
he  is  somewhat  blue  over  the  outlook  and  disagrees  with  some  of  our 
friends  who  it  would  seem  are  in  favor  of  having  the  next  Legisla- 
ture submit  the  amendment.  I  agree  with  him  on  this  point  and  be- 
lieve that  we  should  contest  every  inch  of  the  ground,  and  if  it  is  pos- 
sible to  defeat  a  submission  of  the  question  that  we  should  do  so,  for 
every  one  admits  that  the  prohibition  wave  is  now  at  its  height;  fur- 
thermore, that  they  believe  that  in  two  or  three  years  the  craze  will 
have  to  a  large  extent  spent  its  force,  and  that  we  would  stand  a 
much  better  chance  of  winning  in  two  or  three  years  than  we  would 
next  year,  which  as  you  know  will  be  politically  speaking  an  off  year, 
and  again  the  people  are  tired  and  disgusted  with  so  much  politics  con- 
sidering what  they  have  had  to  contend  with  since  the  last  Legisla- 
ture. Again,  two  years'  grace  will  give  us  time  to  get  in  some  better 
financial  condition,  and  this  is  also  true  of  the  merchants,  bankers 
and  property  owners,  all  of  whom  have  been  more  or  less  affected 
by  the  panic  of  last  year  and  are  still  in  an  uneasy  frame  of  mind,  and 
do  not  feel  like  helping  out  any  proposition  calling  for  a  donation  for 
work  that  will  bring  them  out  in  the  open.  Your  experience  tells  you 
that  the  prohibitionists  are  uncompromising  and  that  if  you  give  them 
an  inch  they  will  take  a  mile,  so  I  think  we  have  all  to  gain  and  noth- 
ing to  lose  by  scrapping  them  from  start  to  finish,  and  if  we  have 
sufficient  number  of  members — in  both  or  either  houses  to  defeat  the 
submission  of  the  question  I  think  we  should  do  so. 

The  above  you  will  understand  is  only  my  personal  and  individual 
opinion  and  those  holding  contrary  views  may  be  better  posted  on  the 
question  than  I  am,  and  of  course,  if  we  were  sure  of  winning  it 
would  be  better  to  let  the  fight  commence  at  an  early  date  as  possible, 
but  there  is  a  great  uncertainty  as  to  the  results;  hence,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  we  should  not  take  any  chances.  Some  of  our  business 
men  in  this  part  of  the  State  hold  contrary  views  to  mine,  and  they  are 
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men  of  exceptionally  good  judgment,  but   I   don't   think  they   under- 
stand the  situation  or  the  disposition  of  the  pros.

Friend  Wahrmund:  Enclosed  find  letter  from  Mr.  Henry  I.  Moore, 
of  your  city,  together  with  copy  of  my  reply.  The  four  letters  referred 
tc  in  Mr.  Moore's  letter  to  me  read  as  follows: 

"Dear  Sir:  I  am  writing  this  letter  to  you  in  behalf  of  the  State 
Liquor  Dealers'  Association.  There  seems  to  be  a  lack  of  interest 
shown  in  the  work  of  the  organization  by  the  liquor  dealers  of  the 
State  that  is  inconsistent  with  the  aims  and  purposes  of  the  organiza- 
tion. The  only  way  that  the  liquor  dealers  can  accomplish  anything 
for  themselves  is  to  rely  upon  themselves  and  give  their  undivided 
support  and  co-operation  to  this  organization  which  is  made  up  of 
them,  and  which  includes  in  its  ranks  today  no  one  man  that  is  not  a 
liquor  dealer. 

"This  organization  differs  from  the  balance  of  the  so-called  anti- 
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prohibition  organizations  in  that  it  is  composed  of  those  who  are 
v'tally  interested  in  this  association,  and  is  not  backed  and  fanned  by 
a  set  of  politicians  who  have  their  own  gain  and  aggrandizement  first 
at  heart. 

"The  board  of  directors  and  officers  of  this  organization  have  de- 
cided to  call  a  meeting  of  representative  liquor  dealers  from  all  of  the 
larger  places  of  the  State  and  urge  these  men  to  meet  with  them 
whether  they  are  members  of  the  organization  at  present  or  not,  to 
discuss  the  needs  of  the  organization  and  of  the  business  generally 
and  to  make  plans  for  the  furtherance  of  effective  work  by  the  liquor 
dealers  themselves. 

"With  this  end  in  view  they  decided  to  select  the  names  of  a  couple 
of  the  most  prominent  liquor  dealers  in  the  various  places  and  yours 
has  been  selected  as  one  from  your  town.  It  is  the  earnest  request  of 
the  officers  of  the  organization  that  you  meet  with  them  in  San  An- 
tonio, Texas,  on  October  6th,  at  the  Turner  Hall  at  11  a.  m.,  at  which 
time  it  is  hoped  there  will  be  representatives  from  all  over  the  State 
present  and  the  plans  and  outlines  for  some  effective  work  can  be 
formulated. 

"I  would  thank  you,  if  possible,  for  you  to  attend  if  you  would 
urge  some  other  business  man  from  your  city  to  attend  this  meeting, 
and  in  any  event  kindly  address  a  reply  to  this  letter  to  A.  J.  Fues, 
temporary  secretary,  Turner  Hall,  San  Antonio,  Texas.  On  October  6th, 
ax  the  Turner  Hall  at  11  a.  m.  at  which  time  it  is  hoped  there  will  be 
representatives  from  all  over  the  State  present  and  the  plans  outlined 
for  some  effective  work  can  be  formulated. 

"I  would  thank  you,  if  impossible  for  you  to  attend,  if  you  would 
urge  some  other  business  man  from  your  city  to  attend  this  meeting, 
and  in  any  event  kindly  address  a  reply  to  this  letter  to  A.  J.  Fues, 
temporary  secretary,  Turner  Hall,  San  Antonio,  Texas,  stating  whether 
or  not  you  will  be  able  to  attend  and  if  not  who  will  attend  in  your 
stead.

BREWERS'  REPORT  FOR  THE  MONTH  OF  SEPTEMBER,  1908. 
B.  Adoue,  Esq., 

Galveston,  Texas. 

Dear  Sir:  I  respectfully  submit  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
office  for  the  month  of  September — it  was,  as  usual,  very  busy,  as 
our  friends,  the  pros,  cut  out  a  line  of  work  in  which  they  were  fairly 
successful. 

They  carried  Polk  County — already  dry,  except  for  two  places — 
this  county  was  lost  to  us  because  the  saloon  men  were  indifferent;  in 
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fact,  agreed  to  close  up,  without  a  contest,  if  the  pros  would  permit 
them  to  run  till  the  first  of  the  year.  Under  such  circumstances  we 
deemed  it  right  to  do  nothing  and  we  withdrew  from  the  county.  Lam- 
pasas County  (only  the  city  of  Lampasas  was  wet)  went  dry,  not  po- 
litically, but  physiologically.  There  had  been  a  vigorous  and  successful 
fight  made  in  the  county,  and  city  was  known  to  be  safe — it  gave  99 
anti  majority  two  years  ago,  and  we  expected  115  this  time  and  would 
have  gotten  it  if  it  were  not  that  a  keeper  of  a  billiard  hall  beat  up 
one  young  man  and  shot  another,  fatally,  three  days  before  the  elec- 
tion. The  man  killed  had  always  been  connected  with  the  saloon  busi- 
ness. The  shooting  took  place  on  Friday  night — the  man  died  Satur- 
day, the  election  was  held  Monday  and  the  funeral  procession  went  past 
the  voting  place.  Every  church  in  the  county  was  pressed  into  the 
crusade  Sunday;  nothing  was  pleached  but  the  blighting  influences  of 
the  saloon.  There  was  no  time  to  reply.  The  funeral  procession  was 
the  last  straw — the  antis  did  not  come  out  to  vote — in  fact,  kept  off 
the  streets — the  city  gave  112  majority  for  the  pros  and  though  we 
gained  in  the  county  boxes,  the  county  went  88  dry — a  small  majority, 
under   the  circumstances. 

There  was  an  election  in  the  5th  precinct  of  Falls  County  (wet), 
we  won  by  over  100  majority.  Also  an  election  held  in  the  county  seat 
of  Hamilton  County.  We  carried  it  by  73.  Only  a  few  months  ago 
there  was  an  election  for  the  whole  county,  we  carried  it  by  a  hand- 
some majority.     Hamilton  is  the  only  wet  box  in  the  whole  county. 

An  election  was  called  for  Louise,  Wharton  County.  Your  office 
investigated  and  discovered  it  was  illegal — inasmuch  as  an  election  can- 
not be  legally  held  in  an  independent  school  district.  The  Commis- 
sioners met,  were  very  nice,  the  pro  lawyer  and  County  Judge  acknowl- 
edged the  justice  of  the  contention,  and  by  proclamation  called  the 
election  off.  It  is  thought  no  further  election  will  be  called  for  the 
entire  precinct. 

At  this  writing  a  peculiar  condition  of  affairs  exists  in  Leon 
County.  An  election  has  been  called  for  the  22nd  inst.  The  last  elec- 
tion was  held  in  the  county  on  the  15th  of  September,  1906.  The 
Commissioners  met  on  the  27th  of  same  month  (1908)  and  declared 
the  result.  The  pro  County  Attorney  holds  the  election  cannot  be 
legally  held  upon  that  date.  The  act  of  1895  made  it  two  years  from 
day  of  holding  a  prohibition  election  before  another  could  be  held. 
This  was  amended  in  1905,  making  it  from  date  of  last  publication, 
but  if  there  was  no  publication  necessary  then  from  the  date  of  declara- 
tion. There  was  no  publication  necessary  in  this  case,  as  the  county 
was  wet,  therefore  it  dates  from  the  day  the  Commissioners  announced 
the  result.  This  leaves  a  question  which  has  not  yet  been  tried  out  in 
the  courts;  the  pros,  in  their  usual  haste  have  gotten  things  into  a 
pretty  tangle. 

This  office  was  very  busy — we  sent  out  many  thousands  of  pieces 
of  literature  and  advised  and  helped  out  cases  and  matters  in  several 
sections.  All  of  which  you  were  advised  of,  either  orally  or  in  writing, 
as  they  developed. 

The  reform  work  went  on  very  satisfactorily  in  Jefferson,  Leon, 
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Harris,  Tarrant  and  McLennan  Counties.  Many  cases  have  been  car- 
ried over.  At  Waco,  one  Gregory,  "jumped  his  bond"  and  one  Fabian 
got  out  before  arrest.  In  the  Concord  Pit  case  Hunter's  partner  and 
himself  have  been  indicted  and  the  saloon  closed.  In  Fort  Worth  the 
cases  have  been  continued.  In  Beaumont  not  a  case  was  lost — nine 
tried;  in  one  case  the  largest  fine  ever  assessed  by  a  jury  in  this  State 
for  a  like  offense,  was  brought  in — this  was  the  Gleason  case. 

This  report,  if  details  were  entered  into,  would  be  too  long,  and 
the  writer  desires  to  give  in  the  briefest  manner  only  a  synopsis  of  the 
work  done,  and  remain  very  respectfully  yours,  O.  PAGET.

Dear  Colonel:  Replying  to  yours  of  the  12th  inst.  I  would  sug- 
gest that  we  should  get  as  many  strong  and  influential  antis  to  meet 
and  confer  at  Dallas  on  the  30th  inst.  as  possible,  men  who  are  opposed 
to  prohibition  upon  principle.  In  the  deliberations  the  liquor  traffic 
and  brewing  interest  as  such,  should  not  be  made  prominent.  The 
deleterious  effect  that  State  prohibition  would  have  upon  Texas  and 
the  best  way  to  prevent  its  adoption  should  be  the  "paramount  issue." 
It  may  be  decided  at  Dallas  to  call  a  State  convention  of  antis,  to  an- 
nounce a  platform  and  decide  upon  a  plan  of  action,  as  was  done  in 
1887.  The  pro  leaders  are  denouncing  the  Baskin-McGregor  law  as  a 
fraud  and  are  organizing  to  make  prohibition  a  State  issue.  We  should 
meet  them  in  an  open,  bold  and  aggressive  fight  with  a  strong  organi- 
zation. To  accomplish  this  we  must  have  the  co-operation  of  our 
friends  from  all  sections  of  the  State.  The  list  I  sent  you  contains 
only  a  few  of  the  names  of  the  prominent  men  that  should  be  requested 
to  go  to  Dallas.  You,  Onion,  Stafford,  Willacy  and  others  should  write 
to  such  men  as  you  think  would  aid  in  the  deliberations.

The  meeting  at  Houston,  which  was  known  as  a  non-partisan  meet- 
ing, was  fairly  well  attended,  but  as  I  stated  to  you  when  here  and  in 
the  opinion  of  some  of  our  best  friends  the  meeting  was  ill-advised,  as 
the  Republicans  and  mainly  the  leaders  of  that  party  that  attended  the 
meeting  not  only  expected  but  asked  entirely  too  much.  That  is,  that 
the  anti-prohibitionists  endorse  their  candidate  for  Governor,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  in  their  State  platform  they  have  inserted  an  anti- 
prohibition  plank.  Fortunately  for  us,  our  friends  were  largely  in  the 
majority  and  set  down  on  such  a  proposition,  and  so  handled  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  meeting  as  to  cause  as  little  trouble  as  possible  in  the 
future,  but  it  was  then  and  there  decided  that  any  fight  that  might  be 
made  hereafter  must  be  made  within  the  ranks  of  the  Democratic 
party,  which,  of  course,  will  tend  to  make  the  Republicans  somewhat 
'hot  under  the  collar,"  but  it  would  have  been  suicidal  to  have  adopted 
any  other  course,  when  you  take  into  consideration  that  the  Democrats 
have  all  the  way  from  one  to  two  hundred  thousand  majority  to  over- 
come; hence,  when  the  Republicans  demanded  that  the  anti-prohibition- 
ists endorse  their  platform  they  not  only  showed  bad  judgment,  but 
showed  their  hand  as  well,  which  is  plainly  seen  to  mean  that  they  are 
willing  to  go  to  any  extent  towards  creating  a  split  in  the  Democratic 
party,  even  to  the  extent  of  making  Texas  a  prohibition  State;  that  is, 
as  a  great  many  of  our  good  friends  view  the  actions  of  the  Republican 
party  in  placing  in  their  platform  an  anti-prohibition  plank,  and  then 
having  the  State  leaders  of  the  party  attend  the  Houston  meeting,  that 
they  are  not  sincere  in  their  anti-prohibition  plank,  but  some  say  that 
it  was  inserted  to  catch  as  many  votes  as  possible,  regardless  of 
whether  the  next  Legislature  would  submit  a  prohibition  amendment 
or  not;  that  is  to  say,  the  prohibition  question  is  the  secondary  condi- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Republicans  of  Texas,  and  their  main  object  is 
to  be  plainly  seen;  namely,  the  creation  of  a  division  of  the  Democrats 
of  Texas.  One  side  being  known  as  State-wide  prohibitionists  and  the 
other  side  as  the  anti-prohibitionists  and  in  my  opinion  if  such  a  divi- 
sion in  the  Democratic  party  could  be  brought  about  in  this  State  the 
Republicans  would  not  have  any  conscientious  scruples  in  taking  up 
the  fight  of  either  side  that  they  thought  could  win. 

I  had  a  talk  today  with  one  of  our  best  friends  in  the  State,  who, 
I  believe,  is  better  informed  on  the  prohibition  question  than  any  other 
man  in  the  State,  he  assured  me  that  the  question  of  submission  will 
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be  defeated  by  the  next  Legislature.  Also  that  should  the  pros  con- 
tinue the  fight  and  again  ask  for  a  vote  on  the  question  in  the  pri- 
maries in  1910,  that  we  have  enough  friends  who  will  hold  over  for  the 
session  of  1910  to  also  defeat  a  submission  of  the  question  in  that  year. 
That  is,  that  in  his  opinion  even  though  the  pros  keep  up  an  aggressive 
fight,  we  can  defeat  the  submission  of  the  question  for  at  least  four 
years.  If  the  friend  above  referred  to  is  correct  in  his  estimate,  and 
I  will  here  state  that  he  is  very  conservative  in  any  statement  he  may 
make,  and  that  he  has  our  interest  always  first  and  above  any  other 
proposition,  and  I  feel  that  we  can  rely  on  his  judgment,  for  he  is  not 
only  conservative,  but  he  is  sincere  and,  as  above  stated,  is  over  and 
above  every  other  proposition  opposed  to  State-wide  prohibition. 

We  are  having  a  very  good  attendance  at  the  fair,  but  the  weather 
has  been  somewhat  unfavorable  for  the  last  few  days,  but  we  had  a 
very  hard  rain  Wednesday  night  and  Thursday,  followed  by  a  pretty 
stiff  norther.  We  are  in  hopes  that  this  will  settle  the  weather  con- 
ditions in  our  favor  for  at  least  the  next  week  or  ten  days  during  which 
time  we  are  looking  forward  to  a  big  attendance  from  out  of  town.

Dear  Sir:  I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the  month  of 
October,  and  it  was  a  very  busy  month.  The  first  work  was  done  in 
Sour  Lake,  where  an  election  was  being  canvassed  because  a  certain 
Ralph  Durham  had  erected  a  saloon  within  a  hundred  feet  of  a  school- 
house.  We  interviewed  some  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Sour  Lake  and 
intervened  in  the  courts  and  he  was  refused  a  license.  He  made  much 
trouble  and  many  threats,  but  it  saved  an  election.  There  is  still  some 
work  to  do  in  that  county — some  of  your  members  believe  Hardin 
County  is  safe.  The  last  election  it  went  dry,  but  was  set  aside.  There 
have  been  some  changes  since  the  primaries,  which  would  make  an 
election  very  uncertain  in  its  results. 

The  county  of  Leon  called  an  election — it  was  set  for  the  24th.  It 
was  called  because  of  the  conduct  of  certain  saloons.     Notably  one  at 
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Concord  Pit.  Your  agent  agreed  with  certain  citizens  that  if  the  elec- 
tion was  called  off,  that  the  saloons  complained  of  would  mend  their 
ways.  The  man  at  the  "Pit"  was  prosecuted,  fined  and  put  out  of 
business.  There  is  more  work  to  be  done  in  this  county  also.  New 
Commissioners  will  take  their  seats  this  month,  and  it  will  be  hard  to 
avoid  an  election,  if  the  saloons  do  not  observe  the  law. 

An  election  was  called  for  Precinct  No.  7 — Galveston  County — 
Kemah,  is  its  new  name.  Three  saloons  were  running  things  to  suit 
themselves.  The  citizens  revolted.  An  election  was  called  and  set  for 
the  31st.  We  went  into  the  precinct  and  arranged  with  the  citizens  to 
put  the  lawless  saloonists  out  of  business.  They  signed  a  petition  to 
the  County  Court  and  the  election  was  called  off.  The  saloons  are  out 
of  business  permanently.  The  citizens  are  not  objecting  to  a  decent 
saloon,  but  will  not  stand  for  such  as  have  been  there.  In  a  short  time 
a  saloon  will  be  in  operation  that  will  have  the  consent  and  support  of 
the  citizens. 

A  petition  was  in  circulation  in  League  City — Precinct  6  of  Galves- 
ton County.  There  was  complaint  of  the  only  saloon  there,  the  pro- 
prietor of  which  is  a  very  good  man.  He  was  ill  and  away  and  while 
absent  one  of  the  saloon  men  who  was  closed  at  Kemah  went  over,  and 
stopped  at  his  saloon.  The  people  supposed  he  was  to  be  put  in  charge, 
and  seized  upon  that  as  a  pretext  for  calling  the  election.  The  wife 
of  one  of  the  County  Commissioners  was  very  active  in  getting  the 
petition  for  an  election  signed.  We  went  in  and  by  written  agreement 
that  the  saloon  would  be  closed  or  obey  the  law,  induced  the  signers 
to  withdraw  the  petition.  The  saloon  would  be  closed  or  decent.  The 
saloon  man,  as  before  said,  is  an  exceptionally  good  citizen,  and  on 
advice  of  your  representative  a  counter  petition  was  circulated  which 
received  sixty-five  per  cent  of  the  voters  of  League  City — the  man 
agreed  to  comply  with  the  law,  so  he  is  doing  business  and  if  the  pros 
are  not  satisfied  and  demand  an  election  we  can  beat  them  at  the  polls. 
Local  political  affairs  were  largely  to  blame  for  the  circulation  of  the 
petition  at  this  place — but  an  election  could  have  been  called  and  it 
were  best  to  avoid  it. 

The  reform  work  was  very  active  during  the  month.  Notably  in 
Jefferson  County,  where  several  convictions  were  had — one  man  being 
fined  $250,  the  largest  sum  ever  assessed  against  a  saloon  man  for 
Sunday  sales. 

In  McLennan  County  also  work  was  done,  but  it  is  in  Bell  County 
that  we  experienced  the  worst  opposition.  A  plot  was  hatched  to  kill 
the  man  who  obtained  the  evidence.  The  cases  will  come  up  on  the  5th 
instant  and  I  am  very  much  afraid  trouble  will  ensue. 

There  is  work  being  done  in  other  counties  and,  as  it  is  not  com- 
pleted, it  is  not  advisable  to  mention  the  localities. 

There  was  an  election  in  the  dry  county  of  Glasscock.  It  is  prac- 
tically unorganized.  There  were  not  over  150  votes  polled.  The  elec- 
tion was  illegally  called  and  illegally  held.  It  is  still  dry,  and  not  worth 
contesting. 

The  office  was  busy  as  usual  and  considerable  literature  sent  out. 

Just  as  this  report  was  being  written  the  letter  which  appears  below 
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was  received.  I  beg  to  assure  you  that  it  is  totally  "uninspired"  and 
was  as  big  a  surprise  to  me  as  it  is  a  welcome  acknowledgement  of  the 
work  done  by  your  association,  and  remain  very  respectfully  yours,

As  we  told  your  Mr.  Clough  when 
he  was  out  here  that  while  as  manager  of  this  company  we  did  not 
expect  to  take  any  action,  though  as  a  citizen  of  this  community  'we

Dear  Sir:  We  beg  to  own  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  15th,  and 
note  what  you  say  regarding  the  Miller  beer  house  being  constructed 
for  Mr.  J.  S.  Adams.  We  most  assuredly  propose  to  remain  in  the  mar- 
ket, and  will  send  our  carpenter  at  an  early  date  to  overhaul  the  ice 
house  and  have  it  in  good  condition  for  next  summer's  business. 

In  order  to  offset  the  action  of  Mr.  Adams  in  bringing  about  com- 
petition against  us,  we  will  assist  some  good  man  to  open  a  full  saloon 
near  his  place  of  business.  The  whole  trouble  seems  to  have  started  on 
account  of  the  price  of  keg  beer  held  at  $2.50  while  that  being  the  price 
in  many  of  the  places  in  the  States,  yet  there  were  a  great  many  places 
where  sales  were  larger,  that  justified  the  price  to  be  $2.25.  Had  we 
known  that  Mr.  Adams  had  considered  the  price  too  high,  a  reduction 
would  have  been  inaugurated  long  ago,  and  as  we  had  no  complaint 
from  anyone  as  to  the  price,  and  knowing  that  you  did  not  sell  suffi- 
cient to  make  any  big  money  out  of  the  business,  and  the  quantity 
sold  did  not  make  much  material  difference  to  the  brewery  whether 
ii  made  a  reduction  or  not,  we  therefore  did  not  disturb  the  conditions 
as  they  existed,  but  since  opposition  has  started,  we  will  most  assuredly 
give  the  matter  of  local  price  our  due  attention.  We  do  not  propose 
that  a  brewery  situated  a  thousand  miles  or  more  from  our  door  to 
come  and  take  the  trade  from  us  without  making  a  proper  effort  to 
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hold  it.  (When  saloon  men  take  it  into  consideration  that  the  home 
breweries  are  spending  half  of  their  profits  in  fighting  prohibition, 
wherein  the  foreign  breweries,  especially  the  Miller,  who  would  not  con- 
tribute one  dollar  towards  the  expense,  should  be  given  business  at 
the  hands  of  the  saloon  men  that  we  are  protecting.  Had  it  not  been 
for  the  local  breweries  spending  their  money  and  using  every  possible 
means  in  fighting  the  prohibition  movement,  the  States  would  have 
been  dry  long  ago.)  The  saloon  men  ought  to  take  these  matters  into 
consideration  and  support  and  protect  those  who  are  protecting  them. 
We  are  indeed  disappointed  at  the  action  of  Mr.  Adams,  and  while  his 
action  in  bringing  the  Miller  beer  to  Richmond  is  not  going  to  affect 
me  in  a  great  measure,  we,  however,  feel  that  we  have  not  been  prop- 
erly treated  by  such  action,  and  will  therefore  do  everything  we  pos- 
sibly can  in  meeting  the  competition  that  is  brought  right  at  our  door.

Dear  Sir:  We  have  not  heard  from  you  of  late,  and  are  in  hopes 
that  business  with  you  in  all  respects  is  equal  to  our  expectations. 

We  understand  from  general  reports  that  you  are  handling  large 
quantities  of  the  bottled  beer  that  is  sold  under  the  brand  of  "High 
Life."  We  were  surely  in  hopes  that  you  would  give  our  brand,  the 
"Pilsner,"  the  preference  over  outside  beers  that  are  made  in  Milwau- 
kee, as  there  is  not  a  brewery  in  Milwaukee  that  uses  as  high  a  grade 
of  material  in  their  brewing  as  we  do,  and  at  the  same  time  the  brew- 
eries of  Milwaukee  never  contribute  anything  towards  the  prohibition 
campaign  in  the  State  of  Texas,  most  especially  the  Miller  people,  who 
have  been  frequently  appealed  to,  have  never  responded.  We  therefore 
consider  that  institutions  of  that  kind  ought  not  to  be  supported  by 
the  saloon  men  of  this  State,  as  you  are  all  aware  of  the  fact  that  the 
home  breweries  are  making  the  fight  against  the  prohibition  movement 
and  its  stockholders  are  using  its  funds  liberally  for  that  purpose. 

The  breweries  located  abroad  care  very  little  what  the  outcome  of 
the  prohibition  movement  in  Texas  will  result  to,  as  they  have  the 
world  before  them  to  dispose  of  their  product,  and  are  Texas  only  as 
a  dumping  ground  as  long  as  they  can  find  a  market  for  their  stuff.

Dear  Sir:  I  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Max  Eppstein  today  and  he  is 
more  than  ever  anxious  to  have  the  wholesale  liquor  dealers  and  brew- 
ers work  and  pull  together  against  our  common  enemies.  I  am  satisfied 
Mr.  Eppstein  is  sincere,  and  will  together  with  several  other  of  the 
largest  wholesale  dealers  do  whatever  they  can  to  assist  in  the  fight 
both  by  using  their  influence  with  their  acquaintances  in  this  State 
and  also  in  a  financial  way.  While  I  know  some  of  the  brewers  are 
inclined  to  the  belief  that  we  should  work  independently  and  favor  a 
separation  of  the  two  commodities,  but  as  you  know  I  have  always  held 
contrary  views,  believing  that  as  a  business  proposition  beer  cannot  be 
successfully  sold  at  retail  by  itself;  that  is,  the  profits  on  beer  being 
very  close,  the  retailers  cannot  afford  to  pay  high  rent  that  buildings 
in  the  business  part  of  any  city  will  bring  and  sell  only  beer;  hence,  the 
two  commodities;  that  is,  whiskey  and  beer,  must  go  hand  in  hand,  and 
I  can  see  no  reason  why  by  such  connection  the  saloon  business  cannot 
be  just  as  well  elevated  as  by  either  whiskey  or  beer  being  sold  sepa- 
rately, and  the  brewers  and  wholesale  dealers  not  working  in  harmony. 
With  the  chances  for  or  against  us  so  very  close,  it  appears  to  me  that 
especially  at  this  time,  it  would  be  almost  suicidal  for  the  two  interests 
to  not  work  in  perfect  harmony,  and  I  believe  if  we  get  together  with 
a  few  of  the  largest  wholesale  dealers  like  Mr.  Eppstein,  and  let  them 
look  after  the  smaller  houses  in  their  line  that  we  will  get  satisfactory 
results.  Mr.  Eppstein  is  in  communication  with  people  representing 
the  large  distilleries  of  the  North  and  East,  also  with  the  president  of 
the  Model  License  League,  and  as  these  people  have  given  both  the 
pro  and  local  option  question  much  study  and  thought,  I  believe  they 
are  in  a  position  to  give  us  a  great  deal  of  valuable  data  free  of  ex- 
pense to  us,  and  if  we  should  decide,  or  rather  if  the  anti-prohibition 
organization  that  held  its  meeting  in  this  city  on  last  Saturday,  decide 
to  have  in  connection  with  their  organization  a  press  bureau,  and  should 
require  the  services  of  a  good  writer  who  is  thoroughly  familiar  with 
the  pro  question,  that  they  are  in  position  to  send  us  the  right  party. 
The  party  in  question  of  course  would  prepare  the  articles  under  the 
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direction  of  Mr.  Walters,  or  some  of  his  committee,  but  same  would 
be  based  on  facts  and  the  experience  of  other  States.  On  the  question 
of  press  bureau  will  state  further  that  Mr.  Oscar  Guessaz  of  your  city 
called  to  see  me  Saturday  and  I  think  he  has  some  good  practical  ideas, 
and  if  his  plans  can  be  carried  out  without  too  much  expense  I  believe/ 
it  would  be  well  to  confer  with  him,  for  certainly  from  my  observation 
we  are  not  giving  our  side  of  the  question  the  publicity  it  should  have. 
I  think  we  should  not  only  appear  oftener,  say  almost  daily  in  the  metro- 
politan press,  but  connections  should  be  made  with  the  county  press, 
and  that  at  as  early  date  as  possible  in  order  to  get  our  side  of  the  story 
before  the  people  before  the  county  press  gets  lined  up  too  strong  with 
the  other  side. 

I  do  not  think  that  we  should  overlook  the  importance  of  working 
in  harmony  with  Mr.  Eppstein  and  others  in  his  line,  and  if  my  views 
meet  with  your  favorable  consideration  I  can  arrange  a  meeting  at  any 
time  that  will  best  suit  the  convenience  of  yourself,  Mr.  Adoue  and 
the  other  brewers. 

I  have  mentioned  this  matter  to  Mr.  Wortham  and  as  he  tells  me 
that  he  is  going  to  your  city  tonight,  I  give  him  a  copy  of  this  letter  in 
order  that  you  and  he  can  discuss  the  matter  more  at  length.

When  Mr.  Wahrmund  returns  from  Houston  I  think 
it  would  be  a  good  idea  for  you  to  write  me  relative  to  the  meeting,  and 
so  word  your  letter  that  I  can  show  it  to  Mr.  Eppstein.  I  think  a  letter 
of  this  kind  from  you  will  go  long  ways  towards  getting  our  whole- 
sale liquor  friends  in  a  working  spirit,  and  encourage  them  to  do  their 
part  in  a  financial  way  in  the  fight  that  is  before  us. 

I  think  it  would  be  well  to  come  out  strongly  on  the  high  license

Gentlemen:  Replying  to  your  favor  of  June  22nd,  will  state  that 
unless  we  can  make  shipments  of  the  one-half  of  one  per  cent  beer  to 
Oklahoma  labeled  and  branded  in  accordance  with  the  internal  revenue 
law,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  our  customers  in  that  State,  I  don't 
think  it  would  pay  us  to  put  in  a  carbonating  plant,  especially  as 
Jchn  does  not  favor  carbonating  our  regular  beer. 

I  wired  to  Washington  for  a  copy  of  the  law  that  you  refer  to, 
and  I  am  looking  for  it  in  the  next  mail,  as  Senator  Culberson  writes 
me  that  he  had  sent  me  a  copy  of  the  law. 

I  note  what  you  say  about  contesting  the  prohibitory  non-intoxi- 
cating malt  liquor  law.  I  will  see  Autrey  concerning  same,  as  I  will 
leave  for  Galveston  tonight  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Texas  Brewers' 
Association  called  by  Mr.  Adoue,  as  per  letter  reading  as  follows: 

"I  am  now  ready  to  adjust  financial  affairs  of  the  Texas  Brewers' 
Association  from  date  of  the  last  assessment — December,  1908,  to 
July  1st,  1909. 

"For  that  purpose  and  other  more  important  business,  I  call  a 
meeting  of  the  members,  to  take  place  here,  at  the  bank  of  Adoue  & 
Lobit  on  Sunday  and  Monday,  July  4th  and  5th. 

"The  first  day  will  be  entirely  taken  by  discussions  affecting  the 
private  affairs  of  the  brewers.

I  agree  with  you  that  there  is  very  little  business  to  be  had  on 
the  non-intoxicating  beverage  when  not  mixed  with  other  goods,  and 
this  will  not  be  done  in  this  State  in  the  future,  as  the  last  Legislature 
amended  our  local  option  law  by  fixing  the  violation  of  same  as  a 
felony,  and  no  man  is  going  to  take  any  chances  of  going  to  the 
penitentiary  for  the  small  profit  that  could  be  made  out  of  the  busi- 
ness. Even  if  an  absolute  non-intoxicating  malt  liquor  is  made  by  a 
brewery  and  offered  for  sale  in  a  great  many  of  the  local  option  towns 
the  prejudice  is  so  great  that  it  will  be  an  easy  matter  to  find  among 
the  pros  men  who  will  not  only  swear  the  stuff  was  intoxicating, 
but  plenty  of  juries  can  be  found  that  will  convict.  So  I  will  do  what 
I  can  to  try  and  prevail  on  Autrey  to  allow  his  attorneys  and  Judge 
Eckford  to  withdraw  the  case.  Autrey  seemed  so  anxious  for  Judge 
Eckford  to  join  his  attorneys  in  the  case  that  I  finally  wired  Judge 
Eckford  from  Atlantic  City  to  use  his  own  judgment  in  the  matter, 
and  if  he  thought  it  advisable  he  could  join  Autrey's  attorneys  in 
the  case.    He  did  so  only  to  the  extent  of  filing  a  brief  and  he  did  not 
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go  to  Austin  to  argue  the  case  before  the  Supreme  Court,  and  as 
the  court  has  now  adjourned  for  the  summer  without  taking  action  on 
the  case  the  matter  is  tied  up  at  least  until  October,  and  under  the 
circumstances  I  think  the  case  should  be  withdrawn. 

I  note  what  you  say  about  attending  the  Indiana  automobile  races, 
and  I  am  glad  to  note  that  you  had  a  good  time.  You  must  be  care- 
ful for  you  know  that  when  going  at  a  rate  of  sixty  miles  an  hour 
an  accident  when  it  does  happen,  happens  quickly. 

There  is  quite  a  boom  on  here  in  the  automobile  line,  there  being 
something  over  200  put  in  commission  in  the  last  few  days,  even 
Col.  Bill  Sterrett  has  fallen  a  victim,  and  he  says  he  is  liable  to  chip 
off  the  corner  of  some  building,  or  climb  a  telephone  pole  most  any 
time,  and  he  is  so  full  of  sporting  blood  that  he  will  exceed  the  speed 
limit. 

Sales  for  the  first  six  months  of  this  year  ending  June  26th,  was 
as   follows: 

City,  16,138  barrels;  country,  3,952  barrels;  bottling  department, 
2,408  barrels;  total,  22,498  barrels.  Being  a  decrease  of  1,294  barrels, 
compared  with  sales  for  the  same  period  of  1908.  The  decrease  is 
divided  as  follows: 

Bottling  department,  3,336  barrels;  less  increase  in  the  city,  1,542 
barrels;  country  500  barrels;  net  decrease  1,294  barrels. 

I  am  in  hopes  that  our  loss  will  not  increase  during  the  balance 
of  the  year,  but  this  will  be  owing  largely  to  crop  conditions  and 
whether  or  not  we  can  get  into  the  Oklahoma  market  with  our  product. 

I  left  my  wife  at  Atlantic  City  in  care  of  the  nurse  and  a  good 
local  doctor,  one  recommended  by  Dr.  Keeley.  She  is  improving  slowly 
and  I  am  in  hopes  that  the  good  nursing  she  is  getting  and  the  bracing 
climate  will  soon  have  her  well  and  on  the  way  to  good  health.  My 
health  is  better  than  it  has  been  for  several  years,  and  in  order  to 
let  Coburn  take  a  rest  I  will  remain  here  until  after  the  first  of 
August,  about  which  time  I  will  return  to  Atlantic  City.

Dear  Sir:  I  herewith  send  in  my  report  for  the  month  of  August. 
The  first  part  of  the  month  and  up  to  the  holding  of  the  State  con- 
vention, "politics  in  its  various  ramifications"  took  up  the  time  of  the 
office  and  all  connected  therewith.  The  local  situation  was  a  little 
"mixed,"  but  it  got  straightened  out,  and  the  association  is  in  better 
shape  today  to  obtain  anything  it  desires  in  Galveston  than  it  has  ever 
had  heretofore. 

The  result  of  the  State  convention  in  regard  to  submission  need 
not  be  commented  upon  here,  further  than  to  say  the  antis  are  in 
far  better  position  than  is  generally  understood.  You  are  in  place 
to  bring  forces  into  the  field  that  will  in  event  of  election  carry 
the  State  by  not  less  than  65,000  majority. 

I  have  only  one  recommendation  to  make  (and  would  not  do  that 
if  you  were  not  as  well  acquainted  with  the  facts  as  I  am)  and  that  is: 
We  ought  to  be  doing  missionary  work  among  the  colored  brethren 
without  delay,  as  the  enemy  is  not  after  them  at  this  moment.  An- 
other suggestion:  Poll  taxes  for  1909  can  be  paid  after  the  1st  of 
October,  and  all  possible  pressure  should  be  brought  to  bear  upon  the 
antis  to  induce  them  to  pay  same.  There  is  one  thing  to  be  con- 
sidered in  this  connection,  which  is,  next  will  be  an  "off  year."  There 
will  be  no  county  nor  State  officers  to  elect.  The  cities  will  hold  local 
elections,  and  the  city  man  is  usually  careless.  The  farmer  paying 
his  other  taxes  must  pay  his  poll  tax;  the  mechanic  usually  has  but

the  poll  tax  to  pay,  and  not  feeling  kindly  towards  it,  will  not  pay  it 
if  he  can  help  it — therefore,  special  efforts  must  be  directed  towards 
getting  out  the  laborers  to  pay  their  poll  tax. 

In  the  reform  work,  your  men  were  engaged  in  Fort  Worth,  Waco, 
Beaumont,  Concord  Pit  and  limitedly  in  Bell  and  Galveston  Counties. 
In  the  latter  an  election  was  avoided  at  Hitchcock  precinct  due  to 
the  objectionable  features  of  a  saloon  in  that  city  being  removed — due 
to  the  work  of  this  office. 

In  every  case  tried  (9)  in  Beaumont  a  conviction  was  secured 
and  the  work  was  very  satisfactory. 

The  pros  are  active  and  the  same  can  be  said  of  the  antis  in  certain 
localities.  The  latter  bring  on  elections  without  due  preparation  and 
the  result  is  usually  disastrous.  In  Kenedy  (Karnes  County)  and 
Wallis  (Austin  County)  this  condition  exists — in  both  precincts — or- 
ganization and  intelligent  direction  could  win;  but  as  it  is  our  chances 
of  success  in  either  place  is  small. 

The  pros  have  called  an  election  for  Polk  County.  The  county 
seat,  Livingston,  is  dry;  and,  in  fact,  most  of  the  county.  The  towns 
of  Moscow  and  Corrigan  are  wet  and  the  balance  of  the  county 
has  combined  against  them.  The  chances  of  victory  for  the  antis  were 
much  diminished  by  the  saloon  men  making  a  proposition  to  quit 
business  on  the  first  of  January  if  the  pros  would  not  urge  the  elec- 
tion at  this  time.  Of  course,  the  pros  would  not  agree — and  the  fight 
is  on. 

An  election  will  be  ordered  in  the  County  of  Lampasas  within 
the  next  few  days  and  the  pros  are  making  a  hard  pull  to  hold  an 
election  in  Colorado  County,  and  also  in  the  county  seat  of  Hamilton 
County,  in  the  near  future. 

The  pros  have  about  sixty  preachers  in  the  field,  so  it  would  seem 
that  they  are  going  to  make  it  strenuous  as  possible  for  us.  There 
does  not  seem  to  be  much  "rest  for  the  wicked."  Perhaps  we  are 
very  wicked — that,  of  course,  would  count   for  much. 

The  office  has  been  busy — that  goes  without  saying.  It  holds  its 
end  up  invariably.

The  candidates  do  not  discuss  prohibition  per  se  as  a  principle 
in  government  and  a  proven  failure  by  experiment.  They  have  to 
consume  two  or  more  hours  in  their  personal  cause,  and  really  have 
not  time  to  discuss  the  main  question. 

It  seems  to  me  the  people  need  education  upon  the  question,  to 
be  convinced  that  it's  neither  sure,  safe  nor  sane.  Education  in  this 
line  is  required  not  only  in  this  campaign,  but  the  future,  to  finally 
prevent  the  biennial  recurrence  of  this  miserable  campaigning  on  the 
liquor  traffic  to  the  neglect  of  all  important  State  interests.

Dear  Sir:  I  am  at  present  staying  in  Dallas  directing  the  fight 
against  submission.     My  address  is  Oriental  Hotel. 

Permit  me  to  make  the  following  suggestions: 

Confer  with  representatives  of  the  Brewery  Workers'  Union  in 
your  city,  to  the  end  that  they  will  appoint  a  committee  of,  say,  three 
of  their  members;  the  more  intelligent  the  better.  Let  this  committee 
call  upon  the  different  labor  organizations  in  Fort  Worth  and  appeal 
to  them  to  vote  against  submission.  They  ought  to  impress  upon  their 
fellow  laborers  that  the  continued  agitation  of  the  State-wide  prohibi- 
tion question  leaves  their  employment  for  the  future  in  an  unsettled 
state  and  that  they  are  continuously  threatened  with  the  loss  of  posi- 
tions by  means  of  which  they  earn  their  livelihood.  It  might  be  well 
to  have  more  than  one  committee  appointed,  so  as  to  thoroughly  cover 
the  city  of  Fort  Worth.     They  ought  to  make  a  special  effort  to  inter- 
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view  the  railroad  employes,  and  the  employes  in  the  various  packeries 
in  your  city. 

In  addition  to  that,  the  Brewery  Workers'  Union  ought  to,  in 
writing,  petition  the  different  labor  organizations  throughout  the  State, 
find  appeal  to  them  to  vote  against  submission,  setting  forth  in  said 
appeal,  among  other  things,  the  facts  ab^~  .■-+<?  ted. 

I  want  to  say  that  I  am  very  hopeful  that  we  may  defeat  submis- 
sion by  a  majority  throughout  the  State,  and  thus  end  this  agitation. 
The  Brewery  Workers'  Union  ought  to  impress  upon  their  fellow 
laborers  the  fact  that  a  vote  upon  submission  at  this  time  in  the  Demo- 
cratic primary  is  tantamount  to  a  vote  upon  the  State-wide  prohibition 
question,  and  that  if  submission  is  defeated  it  will  end  the  agitation 
for  State-wide  prohibition  for  many  years  to  come,  for  it  goes  without 
saying  that  if  the  prohibitionists  cannot  procure  submission  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  in  the  Democratic  primary,  then  the  most  zealous  advocate 
of  that  doctrine  cannot  hope  to  see  a  constitutional  amendment  upon 
that  subject  ratified  at  the  polls.  In  fact,  the  prohibition  leaders,  not 
publicly,  but  among  politicians,  frankly  admit  that  if  submission  is  de- 
feated in  the  Democratic  primary  it  is  the  end  of  the  fight. 

It  is  important  that  we  roll  up  as  large  a  majority  against  submis- 
sion in  South  Texas  and  in  the  cities  of  North  Texas  as  we  can  to  over- 
come the  majorities  we  may  expect  in  the  rural  counties  of  North 
Texas.  However,  we  have  a  line  of  campaign  organized  in  these  North 
Texas  counties  that  make  it  reasonably  certain  that  the  majorities  given 
two  years  ago  will  be  materially  reduced,  while  it  appears  that  in  South 
Texas  the  majority  against  submission  will  be  increased. 

Trusting  that  you  will  give  this  matter  prompt  attention,  and  there-

Grande  City,  one  Abelardo  Cortez,  is  conducting  a  saloon  in  that  city 
and  is  running,  or  about  to  start,  a  gambling  house  in  connection  there- 
with. Something  over  thirty  days  ago  the  United  States  EJeputy  Mar- 
shal of  this  district  called  my  attention  to  the  same,  saying  that  Rio 
Grande  City  and,  in  fact,  all  the  saloons  in  that  section  were  flagrantly 
violating  the  law.  Of  course,  I  know  Starr  County  and  I  know  its  man- 
ners and  methods — they  are  different  from  the  more  settled  sections 
of  the  State.  At  the  same  time,  Col.  Wahrmund,  having  in  view  the 
complaint  of  the  United  States  Marshal,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that 
something  could  and  should  be  done  about  it.  If  your  agent  in  that 
city  cannot  stop  it,  of  course,  you  know  this  office  has  a  very  effective 
way  of  stopping  it,  and  our  men  would  just  as  soon  go  into  Starr 
County  as  into  Dallas,  San  Antonio  or  any  other  place.

Gentlemen:  I  suppose  you  have  seen  by  the  Texas  papers  that  I 
am  having  mailed  you  that  the  general  result  of  the  primary  held  on 
last  Saturday,  the  23rd  inst.,  is  not  turning  out  as  favorable  as  we 
thought  it  would  on  the  day  after  the  election;  that  is,  we  have  been 
treated  to  several  surprises  in  senatorial  districts,  and  particularly  in 
this  district,  by  the  election  of  Mr.  McNealus,  over  Mr.  Senter,  our 
present  Senator.  Furthermore,  the  majority  for  submission  is  increas- 
ing, although  I  don't  believe  it  will  be  as  great  as  some  thought  it 
would  be,  due  to  the  fact  that  three  of  the  candidates  for  Governor  fa- 
vored submission,  while  only  one,  Mr.  Colquitt,  who  received  the  nom- 
ination opposed  it;  however,  the  results  are  such  that  you  will  note  the 
leading  antis,  also  the  anti  organization,  are  out  in  an  open  letter  agi-

The  committee  cannot  possibly  have 
the  time  at  this  late  date  to  verify  the  petitions  and  to  check  same  for 
duplicate  signatures,  or  to  compare  the  same  with  the  certified  poll 
lists  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  or  not  the  signers  are 
qualified  voters  and  for  greater  reasons  it  would  be  impossible  of 
course  to  contest  the  petition  in  such  a  short  space  of  time  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  or  not  the  signers  were  white  Demo- 
cratic voters. 

This  primary  is  a  white  Democratic  primary,  in  which  only  white 
Democratic  voters  are  entitled  to  participate.  There  is  no  means 
known  to  the  law  or  practical  politics  by  which  the  race,  color  or  quali- 
fications of  the  signers  of  such  petitions  could  be  tested  save  and  ex- 
cept by  a  careful  checking  of  the  same  with  the  certified  poll  lists 
furnished  by  the  Tax  Assessor  of  each  county  in  the  State. 

In  the  recent  case  of  the  city  of  Chicago  it  was  proven  by  a  check- 
ing of  the  petitions  that  out  of  68,000  names  on  the  petitions  35,000 
of  the  same  were  fraudulent.  That  is  to  say  35,000  of  the  68,000  of 
the  petitioners  were  not  qualified  voters,  forgeries,  non-residents  or 
purely  fictitious,  and  it  is  well  known  to  all  persons  who  have  had 
the  handling  of  petitions  that  in  every  instance  persons  signed  peti- 
tions as  often  as  presented,  and  the  matter  of  duplication  of  signatures 
is  one  of  common  occurrence  which  nothing  short  of  careful  checking 
will  disclose. 

The  submission  of  this  question  to  be  voted  upon  in  a  Democratic 
primary  is  of  itself  un-democratic.  It  amounts  to  saying  that  a  minority 
of  voters  may  and  could  control  a  majority.  A  constitutional  amend- 
ment must  be  submitted  to  the  people  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  House  and  Senate  respectively,  and  must  then  be  carried 
by  a  majority  of  all  of  the  voters  participating  in  an  election,  and  the 
votes  of  all  persons,  irrespective  of  party  affiliations,  are  entitled  to 
the  same  consideration  in  determining  the  question  to  be  voted  upon. 
The  vote  of  a  Democrat  is  entitled  to  no  more  weight  or  consideration 
tnan  the  vote  of  a  Republican,  a  Socialist,  a  Populist,  a  prohibitionist 
or  a  member  of  any  other  character  of  political  organization,  or  abso- 
lute independent. 
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The  Democratic  doctrine  that  a  majority  of  all  shall  rule  to  the 
effect  that  the  greatest  good  shall  inure  to  the  greatest  number  is 
stifled  by  such  politics.  Analyzed,  it  is  but  a  cheap  political  trick  of 
the  prohibitionists  to  force  upon  the  Texas  democracy  a  tenet  which 
is  foreign  to  democracy  but  a  paramount  one  in  the  train  of  the  pro- 
hibition party  proper.  If  the  prohibitionists  of  this  State  consider  that 
prohibition  is  paramount  to  all  other  issues  of  the  day,  then  there  is  a 
party  to  which  they  can  turn,  and  such  party  should  nominate  a  Moses 
to  lead  them  out  of  the  wilderness,  but  it  appears  instead  of  nominating 
their  prophet  and  appointing  standard  bearers  to  carry  their  banner  to 
victory  they  would  insist  that  their  banner  should  be  carried  by  the 
standard  bearers  of  democracy.

Dear  Sir:  At  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  B.  Adoue  I  am  sending  you 
this  report  of  the  work  that  is  being  done  in  this  office  in  an  en- 
deavor to  waken  an  interest  in  the  payment  of  poll  taxes  by  the 
citizens  of  this  State,  both  white  and  colored.  If  it  were  possible  to 
reach  only  the  anti  voters  different  measures  would  have  to  be  taken. 
As  it  is,  we  must  reach  the  general  public  and  trust  to  the  other  work 
and  earnest  endeavor  on  their  part  to  get  a  majority  of  the  voters. 

First,  you  will  notice  Exhibit  "A" — Here  is  a  letter  signed  by  the 
president  of  the  Federation  of  Labor  and  over  his  own  signature  a 
request  that  the  address  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  every  labor  man. 
He  is  also  in  the  field  in  the  endeavor  to  waken  an  interest  in  the 
payment  of  poll  taxes.  As  the  labor  organizations  have  strong  reasons 
for  urging  payment  .this  year,  it  being  what  is  known  in  politics  as 
the  off  year,  the  interest  and  desire  of  the  labor  man  are  not  seriously 
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affected  except  in  large  cities  or  local  matters  obtain  their  attention. 
These  letters  speak  for  themselves. 

Second,  Exhibit  "B" — You  will  find  in  this  exhibit,  first,  a  route  f 
list  of  two  of  our  men,  Dr.  G.  S.  Lincoln  and  W.  C.  Hamburg,  a  well-  p^ 
known  citizen  and  politician.  V.  V.  Daniels  is  taking  in  West  Texas 
from  San  Antonio  to  the  Grande.  It  is  impossible  to  give  his  route 
list,  as  he  makes  that  as  exigencies  arise  and  notifies  us  accordingly. 
Each  man  carries  a  bundle  of  cards  printed  in  English.  Mr.  Hamburg 
carries  an  additional  number  printed  in  German  and  Mr.  Daniels  carries 
Spanish  and  English  cards,  samples  of  which  you  will  find  enclosed. 
The  purpose  of  the  white  men  is  to  at  this  time  urge  the  retail  dealers 
of  the  State  to  organize  into  local  associations  for  their  own  defense* 
to  subscribe  money  for  that  purpose  and  to  have  a  treasury  into  which 
the  fund  can  be  placed  to  meet  all  contingencies  which  arise  and 
threaten  their  business,  for  which  purpose  meetings  of  the  retailers 
will  be  held,  associations  formed  and  duly  reported  to  this  office. 
See  blank  report  sheet  enclosed.  They  will  also  carry,  as.  you  will 
notice,  a  circular  in  English  entitled  "Who  Can  Vote."  Now  it  would 
seem  to  the  inteligent  man  that  this  is  unnecessary,  but  I  beg  to  assure 
you  that  there  is  more  ignorance  upon  the  subject  of  who  is  entitled 
to  vote  than  any  other  connected  with  the  franchise,  and  especially 
among  our  friends  engaged  in  the  retail  traffic.  Many  German  Re- 
publicans who  pay  little  attention  to  politics  have  been  led  by  the 
prohibition  speakers  to  believe  that  they  cannot  vote  in  a  local  option 
election  if  they  have  not  participated  in  the  Democratic  primaries.  To 
these  the  last  paragraph  of  the  circular  is  particularly  directed. 

Next,  they  carry  a  power  of  attorney,  by  which  any  man  can 
appoint  another  an  agent  to  pay  his  poll  tax.  This  is  in  due  legal 
form.  Before  printing  same,  I  submitted  it  to  the  judgment  of  some  of 
the  best  attorneys  and  without  an  exception  they  said  it  complied 
with  all  the  requirements  of  the  law,  and  if  properly  filled  in  would 
entitle  any  man  to  pay  another's  poll  tax,  provided,  of  course,  that  the 
party  desiring  to  pay  would  be  otherwise  qualified  voter.  You  are 
aware,  of  course,  that  the  decision  in  the  case  of  Wallace  vs.  Williams, 
110  S.  W.  785,  renders  this  practically  unnecessary,  but  it  is  the  proper 
thing  to  do  if  the  poll  tax  is  to  be  paid  by  any  agent  to  have  it 
done  in  such  shape  that  there  can  be  no  legal  quibble  in  consequence. 

They  carry  envelopes,  telegraph  night  blanks  and  each  man,  col- 
ored and  white,  carries  a  small  book  like  enclosed  in  which  every 
item  of  expense  is  entered.  Three  white  men  are  not  enough  to  cover 
the  field,  but  it  is  the  best  I  can  do  at  present.  Each  of  the  large 
cities  in  which  breweries  are  situated  ought  to  be  and  no  doubt  will 
be  able  to  take  care  of  their  particular  territory.  This  is  a  very  im- 
portant matter,  and  I  feel  sure  it  will  be  attended  to. 

Exhibit  "C" — The  colored  men,  see  route  list  enclosed.  These  four 
men  are  competent  to  handle  the  colored  voters  of  the  State,  but  some 
assistance  will  be  needed  in  the  territory  west  of  Dallas,  and  along  the 
T  &  P.  Railroad,  as  only  one  man,  Stokes,  will  be  working  there. 
Every  man  carried  with  him,  first,  poll  tax  card;  second,  Lincoln 
posters;  third,  "Who  Can  Vote";   fourth,   powers  of   attorney  to   pay 
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-  poll  taxes;  fifth,  package  of  Dr.  Lincoln's  book;  sixth,  Stokes'  circular; 
seventh,  the  address  to  the  colored  voters  with  the  regular  daily  report 
sheet,  envelopes  and  night  telegraph  blanks.  These  men,  I  believe, 
do  the  work  and  do  it  satisfactorily.  The  matter  is  as  well  organized 
as  one  man  can  do  it,  and  am  confidently  looking  for  good  results. 
If  there  is  any  change  which  you  can  suggest  or  if  there  is  anything 
else  that  you  would  like  done  I  would  be  more  than  pleased  if  you 
would  give  me  your  suggestion  at  the  earliest   possible  moment,  and

Dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  two  (2)  favors  of  the  28th 
ult.,  with  enclosures,  all  of  which  I  have  carefully  noted,  and  here- 
by return  the  latter. 

I  am  glad  to  see  that  you  have  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Wolters  in 
regard  to  local  option  fights  so  that  he  will  not  interfere,  for  he  is 
entirely  too  liberal.  While  I  know  and  appreciate  the  fact  that  it  is 
necessary  to  spend  money  to  save  the  various  counties  from  going 
"dry,"  on  the  other  hand,  I  do  not  think  that  the  same  should  be  thrown 
away.  I  also  believe  that  Capt.  Paget  is  pretty  well  up  in  the  art  of 
putting  his  hand  in  the  "big  sack,"  for  the  idea  of  our  spending  the 
sum  of  $3,000  in  Caldwell  County  is  simply  absurd.  We  have  had 
elections  in  that  particular  county  for  the  last  ten  years,  every  two 
years,  and  they  have  never  asked  us  to  contribute  to  exceed  the  sum 
of  $200,  in  some  instances  $300  or  on  the  outside  $400,  i.  e.,  each 
brewery  doing  business  there,  and  if  we  take  into  consideration  the 
amount  contributed  by  the  merchants  and  saloon  men,  the  sum  that 
I  name  would  be  more  than  ample  to  meet  all  requirements.  To  be 
called  on  for  the  sum  of  $3,000  to  be  blown  in  is  something  that  passes 
my  comprehension,  and  I  wish  that  you  would  have  Capt.   Paget  tell 
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us  for  what  purpose  this  immense  sum  of  money  is  to  be  spent?  It 
certainly  cannot  be  question  of  buying  the  negro  votes,  for  as  I 
understand  it,  there  are  none  to  be  bought  in  that  county,  and  the 
only  expense  that  really  should  be  incurred,  as  I  see  things,  wouId* 
be  the  pay  of  speakers  and  a  few  dodgers  and  some  legitimate  news- 
paper advertising.  While  I  realize  the  importance  of  winning  both 
of  the  elections  referred  to,  my  contention  has  been  and  still  is  that 
it  will  require  something  aside  from  money  in  order  to  do  it,  and 
taking  it  for  granted  that  two  of  the  very  best  speakers  should  be 
engaged  for  two  weeks,  if  paid  the  sum  of  $10  per  day  and  expenses, 
that  would  be  more  than  ample,  and  figuring  this  as  well  as  certain 
other  incidentals,  I  still  insist  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  would  be  more 
than  enough  to  defray  everything.  I  admit,  however,  that  if  brought 
in  face  of  the  fact  that  the  breweries  have  lots  of  money  to  spend,  and 
are  lavish  in  dishing  it  out,  that  they  will  not  hesitate  to  ask  for  it, 
for  that  is  a  very  simple  matter.  For  instance,  to  ask  for  so  much 
money  for  Caldwell  County,  where  we  have  had  so  many  elections 
time  and  time  again,  I  repeat  that  it  is  absolutely  ridiculous  for  no 
more  will  be  required  than  for  the  purposes  which  I  have  previously 
set  out,  and  any  money  spent  in  excess  of  that  would  be  of  no  value, 
would  not  accomplish  anything. 

Getting  back  to  my  letter  of  the  10th  ult.,  beg  to  state  that  I 
may  not  have  made  myself  perfectly  clear  to  you.  The  idea  that  I 
intended  to  express  was  not  that  Capt.  Paget  should  not  go  there,  for 
I  realize  that  we  have  to  have  some  one  such  as  he  to  help  perfect 
organization  and  get  things  started,  still,  this  should  be  done  under 
direction  of  the  breweries  doing  business  in  the  place,  and  any  money 
asked  for  or  expended  should  be  under  their  direction  and  control. 
As  matter  of  fact,  the  services  of  Capt.  Paget,  especially  in  place  like 
Lockhart,  where  our  two  local  representatives  were  at  "logger-heads" 
was  imperative,  and  I  feel  that  he  did  good  work  there.  We  cannot 
keep  proper  party  for  this  purpose  in  our  employ  constantly,  and  I 
have  always  inferred  that  that  was  the  reason  Capt.  Paget  was  in 
charge  of  our  Galveston  office,  that  he  might  be  called  on  when  re- 
quired, but  he  should  report  to  us,  for  our  experience  gives  us  a 
knowledge  of  conditions  that  no  outsider  could  have,  and  we  are  in 
better  position  to  outline  plans  for  its  proper,  expenditure.  I  still 
maintain  that  position  taken  in  my  letter  of  the  10th  ult.  is  correct, 
that  the  breweries  interested  in  the  various  sections  should  take  care 
of  the  expense,  but  that  the  fight  and  money  expended  should  be 
under  their  direction. 

I  wrote  you  previously  in  regard  to  Runnels  County,  and  still 
feel  that  we  should  not  be  asked  for  more  than  $1,000  at  the  outside 
there,  but  as  Mr.  Wolters  insists  that  the  balance  or  additional  $1,000 
will  be  required  by  reason  of  the  impending  State-wide  election,  why, 
then,  let  the  latter  take  care  of  it  and  pay  the  amount,  not  ask  us. 

As  stated  before,  I  am  glad  that  you  had  understanding  with 
Wolters  in  regard  to  local  option  affairs,  so  that  he  will  not  interfere, 
and  for  heaven's  sake  please  do  not  let  Paget  make  promise  of  funds

Dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  10th  inst.,  and 
much  as  I  regret  any  controversy,  will  state  now  that  had  you  said  in 
your  letter  of  the  6th  inst.  that  it  was  only  a  question  of  time  and  the 
Texas  Brewers'  Association  was  responsible  for  this  money  and  in- 
terest, all  of  this  correspondence  on  the  subject  would  not  be  necessary. 
Your  letter  of  the  6th  inst.  is  very  plain;  on  the  other  hand,  yours  of 
the  10th  inst.  is  entirely  satisfactory  to  me. 

I  have  at  all  times  and  under  every  circumstance  not  only  preached 
but  practiced  harmony  among  ourselves,  and  I  assure  you  that  I  shall 
continue  to  do  this,  regardless  of  whether  I  am  right  or  wrong,  and  for 
this  reason  alone  I  do  not  think  that  any  one  of  us  should  discuss  fhe 
ability  of  anyone  connected  with  us  in  this  fight  or  make  especial  men- 
tion of  any  newspaper  which  is  fighting  for  us. 

Referring  to  our  financial  matters  as  indicated  in  letter  of  our 
Mr.  Koehler,  written  you  recently,  he  desires  this  feature  to  be  handled 
by  me.  I  thank  him,  appreciate  the  confidence  reposed  in  me  and 
reluctantly  accept  this  new  and  additional  responsibility,  and  in  order 
to  avoid  any  possible  misunderstanding,  permit  me  to  repeat  my  under- 
standing of  how  our  financial  affairs  are  to  be  taken  care  of:  I  un- 
derstand that  each  individual  member  shall  pay  on  a  basis  of  not  to 
exceed  the  sum  of  60  cents  per  barrel  and  all  outsiders  at  the  rate  of 
30  cents  per  barrel  on  last  year's  sales,  and  in  addition  to  this  our 
friend,  Don.  Adolphus,  contributed  the  sum  of  $100,000  personally. 
I  do  not  think  that  the  total  expense  involved  will  be  in  excess  of  the 
sum  of  $400,000,  and  if  this  is  so,  the  expense  to  each  individual  will 
be  comparatively  light,  especially  so  if  we  are  able  to  collect  consider- 
able money  from  other  large  business  interests,  which  I  also  under- 
stand will  apply  as  a  reduction  to  the  amount  which  the  local  brewers 
have  to  pay.  I  do  not  desire  to  be  understood,  nor  would  I  insist  that 
the  amount  to  be  spent  will  not  be  in  excess  of  the  sum  of  $400,000, 
but  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  sum  named  will  be  sufficient,  for  the 
campaign  in  Texas  cannot  be  compared  to  that  of  Missouri  for  the 
following  reasons: 

First:  On  account  of  the  great  game  of  double  high-grade  politics 
which  has  been  pulled  off  in  Austin  for  the  last  two  months. 

Second:  The  work  which  has  been  done  by  individual  members 
of  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association  in  years  gone  by. 

Third:  As  far  as  I  know,  every  daily  newspaper  in  the  State  of 
Texas  of  any  consequence,  as  well  as  a  great  many  of  the  weekly 
papers,  are  on  our  side. 

Fourth:     The  entire  representation   in  our  National  body — Senate 
and  Congress — if  not  for  us,  have  not  spoken  openly  against  us. 

Fifth:  The  increased  vote  in  anti  districts  as  evidenced  by  poll 
tax  payments. 

Sixth:  Last,  but  by  no  means  least,  the  entire  State  administra- 
tion at  Austin  from  Governor  down  is  behind  us,  and  when  the  time 
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comes  will  be  engaged  actively  in  the  fight.  I  may  not  have  given  all 
cf  the  various  reasons  in,  the  order  of  their  importance,  but  if  we  put 
tjiem  all  in  one  great  "melting  pot"  I  feel  that  conditions  in  Missouri 
cannot  be  compared  to  ours.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  your  favor  of  the  27th  inst.,  and  I  thank  you' 
very  much  for  the  nice  sermon  of  Dr.  Lane  submitted,  which  I  have 
taken  great  pains  to  read,  and  after  carefully  perusing  the  same  I  con- 
sider it  one  of  the  lamest  arguments  that  I  have  ever  heard. 

He  seems  to  evade  the  question  of  prohibition;  says  that  he  is 
not  averse  to  people  drinking  intoxicating  liquors,  but  that  they  should 
not  drink  in  saloons,  showing  his  inconsistency,  and  again,  he  only 
refers  to  liquor  and  the  large  amount  of  money  which  is  sent  out  of 
the  State  for  whisky,  and  ignoring  us  poor  brewers  who  would  be  the 
worst  affected  in  case  that  the  people  of  Texas  should  be  guided  by 
his  advice  and  arrange  matters  according  to  his  plans.  Still,  I  realize 
that  there  is  no  use  for  us  to  argue  these  various  points.  Suffice  it 
to  say  that  they  are  the  grandest  set  of  hypocrites  and  liars  that  it  is 
possible  to  produce;  in  fact,  they  are  so  accustomed  to  prevaricating 
that  they  could  not  tell  the  truth,  even  though  it  served  their  purposes 
better. 

Reading  between  the  lines,  I  have  no  doubt  but  what  he  intends 
giving  us  lots  of  trouble  when  the  various  licenses  fall  due  next  July, 
and  I  am  afraid  that  the  saloonmen  who  make  application  and  are 
denied  a  permit,  those  who  consider  that  they  are  justly  entitled  to 
receive  one,  will  do  business  without  it,  and  no  jury  will  be  found  to 
convict  them,  i.  e.,  in  liberal  communities  where  the  people  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  views  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lane.  On  the  other  hand,  his 
declaration  that  there  are  twenty-two  saloons  doing  business  in  the 
city  of  Galveston  without  a  license  looks  very  bad,  and  such  a  thing 
would  only  be  possible  either  in  Houston  or  Galveston,  for  any  other 
city  in  Texas  would  not  tolerate  it.  I  do  not  know  of  one  place  in 
San  Antonio  that  is  conducted  without  a  license,  but  all  of  this,  too, 
is  only  a  weak  argument  at  best.  With  the  advent  of  our  campaign 
we  must  expect  more  of  such  "clap-trap"  arguments  and  should  not 
permit  ourselves  to  take  them  too  much  to  heart. 

I  expect  to  leave  for  North  Texas  the  latter  part  of  this  or  the 
early  part  of  next  week  to  size  up  conditions  in  that  section  and  will 
also  see  Messrs.  Wolters  and  Wortham  and  exchange  views  with  them 
on  all  kinds  of  matters  and  subjects.    Yours  truly,

Dear  Sir:  Your  letter  of  the  29th  inst.  is  to  hand  and  noted,  and 
I  admit  that  I  made  two  (2)  mistakes  in  my  previous  communication, 
the  first  being  that  I  overlooked  the  fact  that  Mr.  Lane  represented 
the  "business"  element  of  Texas,  and  No.  2  being  that  I  had  not 
thought  of  "the  little  girls  at  home."  If  that  had  occurred  to  me,  I 
could  readily  appreciate  his  assertion  in  regard  to  Galveston,  for  we 
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have  the  same  in  San  Antonio  as  is  the  case  in  all  of  the  larger  cities 
of  the  State. 

My  object  in  making  proposed  visit  to  Dallas  was  not  solely  with 
view  of  noting  conditions  in  North  Texas,  but  mainly,  with  a  view  of 
having  conference  with  Messrs.  Wolters  and  Wortham  so  as  to  get 
them  started  off  on  the  right  track  in  inaugurating  campaign,  as  they 
should  be  started  off  in  large  cities,  particularly  to  look  after  collec- 
tion of  funds  at  the  same  time.  Just  as  I  was  perusing  your  letter  I 
was  called  upon  by  the  president,  the  manager  and  the  editing  man- 
ager of  the  Daily  Express  of  this  city,  who  desired  to  confer  with  me 
relative  the  opening  of  the  campaign  in  San  Antonio  through  the  busi- 
ness men  on  the  same  basis  as  I  outlined  to  you  and  Mr.  Hawes  the 
other  day  in  Houston. 

Mr.  Lunsford,  the  managing  editor,  is  an  old  friend  of  mine,  and 
he  was  all  through  the  Missouri  campaign,  having  been  at  that  time 
associate  editor  of  the  St.  Louis  Star  and  was  very  enthusiastic  relative 
the  plans  which  they  inaugurated  and  carried  out  in  St.  Louis.  He 
showed  me  a  letter  which  they  received  from  Mr.  Wolters  inviting  them 
to  meet  with  the  executive  committee  in  Houston  on  Monday  next  for 
the  purpose  of  exchanging  views,  etc.,  and  he  asked  me  if  I  would  not 
accompany  the  representative  which  they  might  send  and  take  up  the 
discussion  further.  As  I  desired  to  see  both  Messrs.  Wolters  and 
Wortham  together,  and  was  informed  that  the  latter  would  not  return 
until  next  week,  I  did  not  deem  it  advisable  to  make  the  trip  to  Dallas, 
thinking  it  preferable  to  meet  the  gentlemen  in  Houston  on  Monday 
next  in  company  with  representative  of  the  Express,  and  as  now  is  the 
time  to  lay  the  foundation  for  a  successful  campaign  and  to  be  sure 
that  no  mistakes  are  made,  I  deem  it  best  for  the  committee  to  obtain 
suggestions  from  some  one  outside  of  the  political  members,  and  with 
that  object  in  view  have  concluded  to  take  a  run  over  to  Houston  on 
Monday  next.  No  doubt  you  will  also  be  present  at  that  time;  in  fact, 
there  will  be  quite  a  gathering,  as  our  friends  from  all  over  the  State 
have  been  invited  to  be  present.  What  we  must  dwell  upon  with  the 
leaders  and  before  the  meeting  is  that  they  must  not  overlook  this 
question  of  funds;  that  the  collection  thereof  is  just  as  important  as 
the  spending  of  same,  for  this  question  seems  to  have  been'  "side- 
tracked" thus  far,  and  I  feel  sure  if  my  views  on  this  subject  are  given 
due  consideration  and  the  proper  support  there  is  no  doubt  in  my 
mind  but  what  we  will  be  able  to  collect  a  very  large  sum  of  money 
in  Texas  with  which  to  defray  expenses. 

I  am  sorry  that  it  was  not  possible  for  me  to  meet  with  Messrs.

My  Dear  Friend:  Your  favor  of  the  7th  inst.  to  hand.  We  brewed 
during  the  last  three  months  about  two  thousand  barrels  more  than  in 
the  same  three  months  of  1910.  We  also  have  on  hand,  including  cars 
in  transit,  about  five  thousand  bushels,  and  with  the  Chilton  Malting 
Company,  on  contract  of  twenty-five  thousand  bushels,  sixteen  thou- 
sand bushels;  this,  with  the  fifteen  thousand  bushels  last  purchased, 
as  stated  in  your  letter,  will,  I  think,  carry  us  over  with  a  few  cars 
from  your  stock,  as  we  used  last  year  from  April  1  to  Nov.  1  35,000 
bushels. 

Sales  for  first  quarter  12,171  barrels,  divided  as  follows:  CITY, 
10,047;- COUNTY,  1,010;  BOTTLE  DEPARTMENT,  1,114;  INCREASE, 
1,380  barrels  as  follows:  CITY,  1,544;  BOTTLE  DEPARTMENT,  503; 
TOTAL,  2,047,  LESS  loss  in  COUNTY  667  NET,   1,580  barrels. 

The  platform  issued  by  the  antis  is  bringing  in  much  favorable 
comment,  and  the  reports  coming  into  headquarters  from  dry  counties 
are  very  encouraging;  in  fact,  too  much  so  this  early  in  the  fight,  as 
same  may  tend  to  make  our  people  overconfident. 

Our  city  election  on  the  4th  inst.  resulted  in  the  selection  of  only 
the  Mayor  and  one  Commissioner  of  the  Citizens'  ticket  (an  organiza- 
tion of  the  bankers,  merchants,  etc.),  making,  under  our  city  charter,  a 
second  election  necessary  for  the  selection  of  three  Commissioners. 
The  second  election  will  be  held  on  next  Tuesday,  the  18th,  and  it  looks 
now  like  a  walkover  for  the  Citizens'  ticket.  The  saloonmen,  I  am 
pleased  to  say,  seem  to  have  lined  up  pretty  strong  behind  the  Citizens' 
ticket,  and  the  same  is  meeting  with  much  favorable  notice  from  many 
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of  our  best  people,  and  especially  from  the  crowd  who  can  and  will 
help  us  in  the  pro  fight.  Brother  Rankin,  on  the  other  hand,  was  lined 
up  with  the  opposition,  among  whom  are  some  pretty  hard  propositions 
in  several  ways  (?).  We  have  not  organized  in  this  county  on  account 
of  the  city  fight,  but  have  the  matter  in  good  shape  and  soon  as  the 
smoke  of  battle  from  our  local  fight  blows  over  will  put  our  forces 
at  work. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Adoue  and  Mr.  Hawes  I  will  go  to  Houston 
tonight.  Will  return  Sunday  or  Monday,  and  will  write  you  concerning 
ihe  system  of  the  organization  and  the  work  that  is  being  done. 

I  note  the  land  proposition  that  you  have  from  Wells  &  Co.  and 
upon  my  return  from  Houston  I  hope  I  can  give  you  full  particulars 
concerning  same,  as  Senator  Willacy  of  Corpus  Christi  and  Wahrmund 
of  San  Antonio  may  both  be  at  the^meeting,  and  if  so,  I  will  get  their 
cpinions  of  the  land.  If  not,  I  will  write  Senator  Willacy,  who,  I  am 
satisfied,  is  posted  as  to  the  condition  and  vaiue  of  the  land,  demand  for 
it,  etc.  The  St.  Louis  &  Brownsville  road  (Yoakum  and  Frisco  interest) 
have  for  several  years  advertised  somewhat  extensively  Southwest 
Texas  and  especially  lands  and  towns  along  their  line,  and  I  understand 
land  values  in  that  section  of  the  State  has  increased  considerable  and 
with  good  results  to  the  purchasers,  but  in  a  general  way  I  have  under- 
stood land  in  Duval  County  was  not  so  desirable,  and  while  I  may  be 
mistaken,  I  am  inclined  to  the  belief  that  your  estimate  of  the  value 
of  the  land  is  about  right.

Friend  Eugene:  I  am  just  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Tom,  dated 
Mullan,  Idaho,  in  which  he  says  he  is  detained  in  that  city  and  will  not 
be  able  to  leave  for  Dallas  for  a  week  or  ten  days,  and  suggested  that 
if  we  intended  paying  a  dividend  about  July  1st,  we  might  just  as  well 
pay  it  now,  or  I  could  send  you  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  demand 
note,  and  you  would  return  check  for  like  amount  about  July  1st.  As 
we  have  the  money  on  hand,  and  to  save  the  trouble  of  sending  the 
money  both  ways  I  am  today  paying  a  dividend  of  fifteen  per  cent  and 
hand  you  herewith  New  York  exchange  for  twenty  thousand  four  hun- 
dred dollars,  amount  of  said  dividend  on  the  stock  held  by  yourself 
and  Tom. 

After  paying  the  dividend  we  will  be  prepared  to  pay  semi-annual 
interest  of  $8,100  on  June  30th,  and  assist  our  customers  in  renewing 
their  license  on  July  10th.  The  license  loans  will  amount  to  about 
$40,000. 

Business  continues  good.  Increase  in  sales  for  last  month  1,129 
barrels,  making  total  increase  for  the  year  2,964  barrels,  2,814  barrels 
of  which  is  in  the  city,  and  for  which  you  know  we  get  nine  dollars  per 
barrel.

I  have  subscribed  for  both  the  Fort  Worth 
Record  and  the  Fort  Worth  Star-Telegram  and  Tuesday's  issues,  which 
give  a  full,  correct  account  of  the  gathering  and  proceedings  had.  The 
Dallas  News  claims  to  be  anti,  but  is  very  "luke-warm"  and  appears  to 
give  the  other  side  the  best  of  it  both  in  amount  of  space  and  location. 

The  fight  is  warming  up  in  good  shape,  and  I  am  looking  forward 
to  a  strenuous  time  from  now  until  the  finish  on  July  22nd,  on  which 
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cay  I  am  in  hopes  we  will  "snow  them  under"  by  a  good  big  majority. 
As  I  notice  you  are  having  some  very  hot  weather  in  your  city  I 
suggest  that  you  pay  us  a  visit  and  cool  off.

My  Dear  Sir:  I  wish  to  make  a  suggestion  with  reference  to  the 
pending  prohibition  campaign.  It  is  this:  The  members  of  Brewers' 
Union  No.  Ill  are  naturally  closely  allied  with  the  other  laboring  peo- 
ple of  Houston,  whether  they  belong  to  laboring  organizations  or  not. 
The  most  effective  way  of  making  the  campaign  is  by  personal  appeals. 
I  suggest  that  your  union  be  divided  into  committees  of  three; 
that  each  one  of  these  committees  take  up  the  certain  line  of  labor  and 
interview  personally  every  member  thereof.  For  instance:  Let  one 
committee  be  appointed  to  visit  individually  every  blacksmith  in  Hous- 
ton; another  every  tin  worker;  another  every  painter;  another  every 
plumber;  another  every  carpenter;  another  every  electrician,  and  so  on, 
including  paperhangers,  bricklayers,  brakemen,  conductors,  engineers, 
shopmen  in  the  employ  of  the  railroads,  and  so  on  clean  down  the  line,

covering  every  branch  of  labor,  and  let  these  interviews  extend  to  each 
individual  member,  whether  he  belongs  to  organized  labor  or  not. 
Also  let  one  committee  especially  take  charge  of  the  clerks  employed 
in  the  different  stores  in  the  city.  Do  not  write  letters,  but  make  per- 
sonal interviews.  You  ought  to  be  able  to  do  this  work  by  starting  at 
cnce  in  the  evenings  when  you  are  through  with  your  labors  in  the 
daytime,  or  when  those  of  you  who  work  at  night  can  find  a  few  hours 
in  the  daytime  to  do  it.  You  ought  to  do  it  systematically  and  care- 
fully. I  know  what  I  am  talking  about  when  I  tell  you  that  you  gen- 
tlemen can  do  more  in  that  direction  to  defeat  State-wide  prohibition 
and  luring  out  a  strong  vote  than  any  other  influence  that  can  be 
brought  to  bear,  and  you  can  do  it  with  practically  no  expenditure  of 
money. 

You  ought  to  get  the  bartenders'  union  and  waiters'  union  to  co- 
operate with  you.  It  might  be  a  good  idea  to  get  all  of  these  together 
and  appoint  the  committees  from  these  organizations.  I  shall  write 
to  the  managers  of  the  American  and  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company 
today,  with  the  suggestion  that  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  perfect  this 
work  that  some  of  you  be  let  off  from  your  work  in  order  to  carry  on 
this  work.  You  ought  to  begin  work  at  once.  We,  of  course,  expect 
to  hold  one  or  more  local  rallies  in  Houston  and  you  ought  to  see  to 
it  that  every  laboring  man  comes  out  to  swell  the  crowd  at  these  rallies. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  sending  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  Mr.  Julius 
Lilienthal  of  the  American  Brewery  and  Mr.  R.  L.  Autrey  of  the  Hous- 
ton Ice  &  Brewing  Company  so  that  they  will  intelligently  understand 
the  matter  when  you  discuss  it  with  them.  I  wish  you  would  send  me 
at  once  the  name  and  address  of  every  president  of  the  different 
brewery  unions  in  the  State  to  the  end  that  I  can  take  this  matter  up 
with  each  of  them. 

One  more  suggestion.  The  members  of  the  barbers'  union  come 
in  daily  contact  with  more  voters  than  any  other  class  of  labor.  While 
they  wait  upon  their  customers  they  usually  engage  them  in  conversa- 
tion. Many  of  their  customers  are  good  friends  of  theirs.  While  they 
may  not  be  able  in  all  instances  to  exercise  the  influence  over  their 
customers,  they  can  at  least  give  us  valuable  information,  and  in  in- 
stances where  they  find  them  against  us  if  they  will  advise  Mr.  Louis 
Crelling,  the  local  secretary  of  the  local  Anti-State-wide  Prohibition 
Organization  it  is  more  than  possible  that  we  can  find  some  influential 
citizen  who  can  bring  some  influences  to  bear.  By  pursuing  a  sys- 
tematic course  of  this  kind  we  will  be  able  to  do  a  great  deal  of  work.

Dear  Sir:  Not  having  heard  from  you  in  regard  to  the  proposi- 
tion I  mentioned  in  my  letter  to  you  some  time  ago,  I  again  desire  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  this  city  we  intend  organizing  a 
Trades  Union  Anti-Prohibition  League  next  week,  and  we  would  be 
pleased  to  hear  an  expression  of  your  views  on  this  subject.  The  rea- 
son I  ask  an  expression  from  you  is  because  I  am  told  that  the  Anti- 
State-wide  Organization,  headed  by  Mr.  Jake  Wolters  of  Houston, 
opposes  such  an  organization,  claiming  that  it  would  be  muddying  the 
waters.  I  can't  for  the  world  of  me  see  how  such  a  league  formed  by 
the  men  actually  engaged  in  the  business  could  injure  his  organization; 
in  fact,  I  am  under  the  impression  that  it  would  assist  the  cause  we  are 
all  striving  for  to  keep  the  State  in  the  wet  column.  We  are  in  a  posi- 
tion to  reach  the  union  people  more  so  than  the  organization  of  which 
Mr.  Wolters  is  the  head,  as  we  can  appeal  to  them  from  a  union  stand- 
point, and  I  believe  much  good  can  be  accomplished  in  this  manner.

We  are  now  trying  to  arrange  in  Tennessee  a 
campaign  similar  to  the  one  this  gentleman  suggests  for  Texas;  that 
is,  a  campaign  of  education  and  organization  outside  of  the  liquor 
trade,  the  purpose  being  to  bring  about  the  passage  of  the  wisest  pos- 
sible excise  laws  under  which  a  law-abiding  saloon  keeper  would  be 
protected  in  all  his  rights  and  under  which  a  law-breaking  saloon 
keeper  would  be  put  out  of  the  business. 

I  believe  that  if  we  can  start  such  a  movement  in  Texas,  and  we 
certainly  can  do  it  if  the  trade  in  that  State  will  support  it,  that  will 
concentrate  the  attention  of  the  people  in  Texas  to  the  idea  of  regula- 
tion rather  than  prohibition  and  I  believe  it  would  result  in  lessening 
very  rapidly  the  influence  of  the  Anti-Saloon    League  in  your  State. 
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I  do  not  believe  that  the  people  generally  want  prohibition  and  if  we 
can  assure  them  regulation  that  will  elevate  the  retail  liquor  business 
and  eliminate  the  objectionable  places  it  will  give  us  the  support  of  the 
large  majority  of  the  people  in  the  cities  and  towns  if  not  out  in  the 
farming  districts.

Both  Mr.  Mensenwerth  and  Mr.  Schmedtje  had  called  on  me  be- 
fore the  arrival  of  your  letter.  Both  gentlemen  were  outspoken  in 
their  praise  of  the  existing  conditions,  which  I  naturally  take  as  a  de- 
served compliment  to  Mr.  Muller.  The  question  of  changes  in  the 
brewing  system  is,  of  course,  reserved  by  Mr.  Mensenwerth  until  the 
results  of  his  inspection  have  been  carefully  analyzed  in  detail.  The 
draught  beer  of  this  company  is  acknowledged  to  be  of  the  very  best 
quality,  and  it  is  extremely  well  liked  by  the  trade.  Of  the  bottle  beer 
the  same  cannot  be  said,  and  I  expect  that  Mr.  Mensenwerth  will  ad- 
vise some  radical  changes,  which  will  then  be  carried  out,  in  order 
to  place  the  bottle  beer  of  Texas  Brewing  Company  in  line  with  the 
well  known  brands  of  Northern  breweries. 

I  am  somewhat  apprehensive,  Mr.  Busch,  that  the  coming  year 
will  equal  1911  as  a  year  of  agitation. 

State  officers  are  to  be  chosen;  Congressional  Representatives 
and  Senators  and  a  new  House  of  Representatives,  based  on  redivision 
of  the  State  into  Representative  districts — the  holdover  in  the  Senate, 
which  will  in  all  likelihood  make  the  Senate  a  prohibition  body— and 
all  this  to  be  faced  with  a  decreasing  business  and  an  enormous  rise 
in  the  price  of  materials.  The  outlook  for  North  Texas  is  gloomy 
indeed.  The  margin  of  votes  favorable  to  anti-prohibition  was  so 
small  that  the  prohibition  leaders  entertain  renewed  hope  of  victory  in 
1913.  The  battle  this  time  will  not  be  on  submission  to  a  vote  of  the 
people,  but  will  be  begun  with  the  primaries  of  next  summer,  when  a 
new  House  of  Representatives  will  be  chosen  for  the  entire  State.  The 
vital  question  will  be  whether  this  new  body  is  prohibition  or  anti- 
prohibition.  Should  it  unfortunately  be  against  us  in  this  respect,  the 
Governor's  veto  only  will  stand  between  us  and  statutory  legislation 
running  every  brewery  out  of  business.  (The  "quart  law"  alone  is 
sufficient  to  close  our  doors.)  In  the  past  Legislature  the  opposition 
lacked  only  a  scant  dozen  of  votes  of  having  a  two-thirds  majority, 
while  in  the  Senate  it  had  a  majority  of  two.  One-half  the  Senate 
holds  over;  all  the  House  Representatives  is  elective  each  time.  Pro- 
hibition will  be  endeavored  to  be  accomplished  by  the  enactment  of 
statutory  provisions  calculated   to  stop  the  manufacture  of  beer,  and 
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no  longer  save  the  question  for  submission  to  the  people  as  a  consti- 
tutional amendment;  at  least  that  is  my  judgment  of  what  they  pro- 
pose to  do.  Our  colleagues,  as  usual,  are  entirely  too  much  inclined 
to  take  an  optimistic  view  of  the  situation  and  have  lost  sight  of,  or 
at  least  awakened  too  late,  to  the  true  intent  and  purpose  of  the  pro- 
hibition organization.  Even  here  in  Fort  Worth,  notwithstanding  the 
lesson  taught  by  prior  struggles,  there  are  plenty  of  men  who  are  will- 
ing to  jeopardize  the  entire  industry. 

I  regret  that  I  am  obliged  to  take  so  serious  a  view  of  the  situa- 
tion, but  I  wish  you  to  know  exactly  what  I  do  think  about  the  situa- 
tion.

I  was  and  am  still 
trying  to  get  a  permit  in  order  that  we  would  not  have  any  trouble  with 
the  Dallas  and  Schlitz  agent,  but  if  I  fail  to  get  a  permit  he  will  have 
to  get  it  through  and  in  Bert  Ramsey's  name,  which  we  were  trying  to 
avoid  if  possible.  I  also  wrote  and  tried  to  explain  Mr.  White's  prop- 
osition. Now,  it  is  an  easy  matter  for  Mr.  White  to  get  that  amount 
of  money  on  his  notes,  but  he  wants  to  sell  them  if  it  is  possible  and 
he  would  like  to  have  them  in  shape  to  sell  when  an  opportunity  pre- 
sents itself.

You  will  recall  that  the 
plan  adopted  at  the  Chicago  meeting  provides  for  the  payment  of  dues 
of  1  cent  per  barrel  annually  and  an  annual  assessment  of  2  cents 
additional  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

The  plan  of  securing  agreements  from  individual  brewing  cor- 
porations, pledging  themselves  to  the  payment  of  3  cents  per  barrel 
annually  for  five  years,  which  is  conditioned  on  a  total  of  25,000,000 
barrels  being  subscribed  has  already  met  with  such  generous  response 
as  to  make  us  feel  assured  of  the  success  of  the  undertaking.  How- 
ever, it  is  impossible  for  some  corporations  to  sign  an  agreement  of 
this  duration,  and  in  such  cases  we  must  necessarily  be  content  with 
an  annual  agreement,  together  with  the  assurance  of  their  officers 
that  they  expect  to  renew  it  from  year  to  year. 

The  president  instructs  me  to  say  to  those  who  have  signed  or 
may  sign  the  five-year  agreement  that  it  will  be  automatically  can- 
celed if  at  the  expiration  of  any  one  year  of  the  term  the  contributions 
should  fall  below  the  minimum  25,000,000  barrels  provided  for  therein.

ness proposition,  affecting  our  pocketbooks,  because  of  the  great  de- 
struction of  property  and  values  that  would  come  to  Bexar  County 
by  reason  of  prohibition. 

The  success  or  failure  of  the  Ferguson  rally  at  Dallas  will  have  a 
strong  effect  on  the  situation  in  the  State,  both  on  the  gubernatorial 
and  on  the  submission  question.  Hence  it  is  important,  and  to  your 
*\nd  my  special  interest,  to  see  a  big  delegation  go  on  the  "Ferguson 
Special  Train"  to   Dallas  Friday  night.

Dear  Sir:  It  was  my  intention  to  be  in  Fort  Worth  tomorrow 
and  to  make  a  special  call  to  see  you,  but  I  find  now  that  it  will  be 
impossible  to  leave  Houston  today,  and  the  matter  being  urgent,  I  am 
writing  you. 

I  consider  it  my  duty  in  administering  the  important  matters 
trusted  into  my  care  to  discharge  the  labor  involved  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  and  for  some  weeks  past,  as  well  as  the  future  remaining  clos- 
ing days  of  this  campaign,  all  my  attention  will  be  engaged  in  the  work. 
I  consider  it  one  of  the  most  important  duties  to  see  that  insofar  as  I 
can  make  it  so,  the  burden  of  providing  the  funds  is  distributed  equit- 
ably among  the  individuals  whose  interest  is  at  stake.  I  urge  to  make 
the  remittance  due  from  you  and  your  associates  as  per  agreement 
heretofore  made  with  Mr.  Weeden.  The  last  call  has  been  made  and 
the  entire  assessment  of  15  cents  per  barrel  is  now  due  from  you. 

I   think    I   have   an   idea   of  the   difficulties   you   have    to   meet   to 
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make  your  payment  and  I  hope  you  will  urge  all  your  associates  to 
recognize  the  justice  of  meeting  the  assessments  due  from  them,  and 
to  do  so  now  promptly.  It  should  not  be  necessary  to  urge  anyone 
interested  in  the  brewery  business  to  treat  his  co-workers  absolutely 
fair  and  not  leave  himself  open  to  the  charge  of  riding  on  the  bounty 
and  generosity  of  others.

Do  you  know, 
friend  John,  that  our  little  "bunch"  is  now  paying  in  local,  State  and 
Federal  taxes  about  $300,000  per  year,  about  all  that  we  can  make? 

As  indicated  above,  have  just  returned  from  Austin,  where  we 
passed  a  very  good  warehouse  bill,  which,  if  adopted  by  the  Senate, 
will  have  tendency  to  give  the  farmers  and  others  some  relief. 

I  thank  you  again  for  your  kindness,  and  if  I  am  ever  in  a  position 
to  reciprocate,  hope  that  you  will  have  no  delicacy  or  hesitance  in  com- 
manding me.

Gentlemen:  Covering  your  favor  of  the  28th  ult.,  in  reference  to 
the  James  Roland  loan  of  $850,  we  beg  to  advise  that  we  expect  to  re- 
ceive payment  on  same  within  the  next  two  or  three  months  of  not 
less  +han  $200.  It  is  with  no  little  regret  that  we  have  to  advise  that 
this  :s  one  of  the  businesses  that  has  been  affected  by  the  recent  moral- 
ity wave,  to  the  extent  that  we  had  to,  in  order  not  to  lose  everything, 
make  a  change  in  the  ownership  and  for  the  following  reason:  The 
main  asset  of  the  business  was  a  large  negro  restaurant  where  congre- 
gated throughout  the  day  and  evening  men  and  women.  Two-thirds  of 
the  saloon's  revenue  came  through  this  restaurant,  but  the  constabulary 
gave  orders  to  the  proprietor  that  women  must  no  longer  enter  the 
restaurant,  with  the  result  that  the  business  was  crippled.  Roland 
threw  up  his  hands  and  we  sold  the  business  to  Andrew  Williams,  who 
has  a.  considerable  following  among  the  mill  workers  and  who  does  a 
shipping  business.  By  this  transaction  we  are  getting  our  license  money 
back,  our  rent  paid  and  are  enjoying  a  considerable  sale  of  beer  and 
will  no  doubt  get  the  aforementioned  $200  as  credit  against  the  $850. 

While  this  matter  is  up,  we  will  mention  another,  to-wit:  When 
the  reservation  was  closed,  the  saloon  of  Jesse  Fields  closed.  This 
saloon,  you  will  remember,  was  formerly  operated  by  W.  H.  Huck,  who 
was  killed  in  an  automobile  wreck  and  was  the  best  all-around  institu- 
tion that  we  possessed.  Now  we  have  $450  tied  up  in  license  money  in 
said  place.  We  have  tried  our  very  best  to  get  another  location  in 
which  to  operate  said  license,  but  to  no  avail,  and  Fields  hasn't  a  dollar 
that  we  can  look  forward  to  getting.  We  have  endeavored  to  find  some 
avenue  of  salvage,  but  unsuccessful.  Possibly  you  can  suggest  some- 
thing.

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PART  EIGHT— ORAL  TESTIMONY  OF  BREWERS 


Much  of  the  oral  testimony  of  the  brewers  was  with  reference  to 
anti-trust  matters,  and  such  testimony  is  not  given  here.  The  following 
testimony,  among  other  things,  gives  some  information  as  to  the  output 
of  beer  of  different  breweries,  which  will  be  of  assistance  in  calculating 
the  amounts  spent  annually  by  the  breweries  in  politics  and  elections, 
the  amount  contributed  per  barrel  being  shown  in  various  places  throug- 
out  this  book.  .    . 

TESTIMONY  OF  ZANE  CETTL 

On  Sept.  15,  1915-  Zane  Cetti,  President  of  Texas  Brewing  Company, 
Ft.  Worth,  Texas,  testified  before  Special  Commissioner  at  Austin  in 
part  as  follows : 

Question:  (By  Luther  Nickels.)  Can  you  give  us  any  idea  as  to 
the  sales  up  to  date  from  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  company  ? 

A.  They  have  steadily  decreased  from  somewhere  about  seventy- 
five  and  eighty  thousand  barrels  of  beer  a  year  to  less  than  twenty-five 
thousands  barrels  of  beer. 

Q.  Has  the  ratio  of  the  decrease  been  constant;  or  was  there  any 
period  of  time  that  marked  a  substantial  decrease? 

A.  There  have  been  two  or  three  occurrences  that  have  disturbed 
any  ratio,  as  they  have  been  sudden  in  their  action. 

Q.  Let's  take  it  up  in  periods  of  years  from  the  beginning,  that 
is  the  beginning  of  the  present  company;  how  long  was  it  until  you 
noticed  the  first  substantial  decrease  ? 

A.     It  would  be  about  1907  or  1908. 

Q.     Do  you  remember  what  the  barrelage  was  about  that  time? 

A.     No,  sir,  but  I  can  easily  refer  to  it. 

Q.     Have  you  got  that  compiled  ? 

A.     No,  sir,  I  have  not  got  that  here ;  I  did  not  expect  that. 

Q.  I  think  I  have  the  1908  sales  here,  maybe.  I  will  read  you  an 
excerpt  from  the  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting  of  January  25th-  1910, 
pages  1683  of  your  file  as  I  have  it  here : 

*  ■  The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  dispensed  with  the 
President  presented  the  annual  report  of  the  past  year's  business,  the 
detailed  statement  showing  a  summary  of  the  sales  of  beer  amounting  to 
52,429  barrels."  Now  that  was  January  25th,  1910;  that  governs  sales 
for  1909,  is  that  right? 

A.     Yes,  sir,  of  course  it  refers  to  the  year  preceding. 
Q.     Had  the  sales  been  less  than  that  prior  to  1909  ? 
A.     I  think  possibly  they  had     *     *     *     *     I  can  get  the  yearly 
sales  for  you  from  Fort  Worth. 

Q.     If  it  will  not  be  too  much  trouble 
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MR.  STONE  :    We  will  furnish  that  information  to  you.     (p.  14-15 ) . 
And  on  Sept.  17,  1915,  Mr.  Cetti  testified  as  follows : 
Q.     Mr.  Cetti,  I  want  to  read  you  a  paragraph  from  what  appears 
to  be  one  of  your  reports  to  the  stockholders,  or  directors  • 

' '  The  business  transacted  during  the  year  1906  by  this  company  has 
been  in  some  respects  gratifying.  For  a  series  of  years,  the  inroads  of 
prohibition  into  our  country  trade  have  been  constantly  increasing,  until 
we  have  been  reduced  to  a  mere  handful  of  the  points  of  sale  representing 
not  more  than  one-third  of  our  former  shipping  trade  ***** 
The  output  of  beer  during  1906  was  somewhat  larger  than  the  year  pre- 
vious due  to  the  causes  above  given.  Our  expenditures  in  the  cause  of 
anti-prohibition  have  not  decreased;  on  the  contrary,  they  have  been 
larger  in  1906  than  heretofore.  This  expense  has  naturally  lessened  our 
earnings,  and  consequently,  our  dividends. 

"There  does  not  seem  to  be  much  prospect  for  the  discontinuance 
of  this  costly  movement,  although  I  am  constrained  to  advise  a  more  rigid 
control  of  expenditures,  and  an  insistence  that  at  least  our  contributing 
to  the  extent  of  four  per  cent  on  our  capital  stock,  to  a  movement  which 
is  general  in  its  nature,  slow  in  its  results,  and  non-apparent,  in  our  trade 
territory.  Excellent  as  this  campaign  of  education  may  be,  it  is  too 
costly  for  us  to  stand  indefinitely,  in  addition  to  our  local  expenditures, 
which  of  course,  we  carry  along     *     #     *     *     *" 

I  want  to  ask  you  about  these  local  expenditures  in  a  general  way 
the  money  that  you  would  put  out  in  these  local  option  elections  in  your 
territory,  is  that  in  addition  to  the  amount  paid  to  the  Texas  Brewers' 
Association? 

A.     What  that  means  there  by  local  is  in  the  town  there. 

Q.     Does  it  exten 

A.  It  merely  is  a  report  on  the  towns ;  it  was  my  custom  to  make 
that  character  of  report  at  every  stock-holder's  meeting. 

Q.  Well  now,  if  you  would  have  some  expenditures  in  a  local  option 
election  in  one  of  the  counties  where  you  had  been  doing  business,  would 
you  handle  that  direct  or  would  you  send  the  funds  to  the  Texas  Brewers' 
Association  and  they  would  look  after  the  election? 

A.     At  that  time  it  had  been  handled  direct. 

Q.  Would  that^be  in  addition  to  the  amount  paid  over  to  the  Texas 
Brewers'  Association,  or  would  you  be  reimbursed  by  the  Texas  Brewers' 
Association  ? 

A.     I  do  not  remember  that  we  were  ever  reimbursed  for  any  of  it. 

Q.  Here  is  a  letter  from  Edward  A.  Faust  to  you  care  of  the 
Texas  Brewing  Company,  dated  October  26th,  1912,  in  which  he  says: 
"We  are  in  receipt  of  your  statement  making  remittance  to  us  of 
$3,152.97,  covering  your  purchase  of  malt.  We  note,  however,  that  a 
deduction  of  $5,000.00  was  made  and  charged  against  the  writer  August 
9th.  I  had  been  under  the  impression  that  this  matter  was  taken  care 
of  by  Mr.  Autrey.  Will  you  please  inform  me  as  to  the  status  of  the 
case,  as  it  was  arranged  that  it  should  be  forthcoming  from  that  gentle- 
man.    Yours  truly,  Edward  A.  Faust." 

What  was  he  talking  about  there  ? 

A.     I  will  try  to  tell  you;  what  was  the  date  of  the  item? 
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Q.  The  letter  is  dated  October  26th,  1912,  and  the  $5,000.00  item 
seems  to  have  been  charged  against  him  August  9,  it  does  not  say  what 
year. 

A.  Some  time  prior  to  August  9,  I  received  a  phone  call  from  Mi*. 
E.  A.  Faust,  at  that  time  in  Dallas.  He  asked  me  to  protect  his  pay- 
ment to  a  party,  if  it  is  necessary  I  will  name  him  afterwards,  as  a  per- 
sonal matter;  that  he  had  promised  that  money,  $5,000.00,  and  would 
not  be  able  to  pay  it  until  he  got  to  St.  Louis  and  for  me  to  protect  it  and 
I  did  so  with  my  personal  check  for  $5,000.00.  That  is  not  the  charge. 
I  expected  a  refund  of  the  money  and  it  did  not  come.  I  addressed  a 
letter  to  Mr.  Faust  concerning  the  matter  and  there  was  no  attention 
paid  to  it.  I  had  no  security  nor  any  other  recourse  except  to  see  that  I 
got  my  five  thousand  dollars  in  some  other  shape.  In  that  year  we  had 
bought  from  the  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association  fifteen  thousand 
bushels  of  malt,  that  was  the  high  malt  year,  the  only  year  in  which 
we  ever  purchased  any  malt  from  any  other  brewery.  That  account 
was  open,  and  I  charged  it  with  the  five  thousand  dollars  which 
had  been  paid  to  Mr.  E.  A.  Faust  in  the  settlement.  Mr.  E.  A. 
Faust  was  at  the  same  time  an  officer  of  the  Anheuser-Busch  Brew- 
ing Association  who  made  the  deal,  all  important  deals  for  mer- 
chandise, and  also  the  general  purchaser  of  all  their  merchandise 
and  he  made  the  trade  with  me  for  the  fifteen  thousand  bushels. 
When  this  payment  and  invoice  came  in  settlement  for  the  fifteen  thous- 
and bushels,  Mr.  Faust  found  a  memorandum  of  E.  A.  F.,  such  and  such 
a  date,  five  thousand  dollars,  and  he  writes  a  letter  inquiring  about 
it,  and  immediately  had  his  attention  called  to  the  fact  that  he  had  used 
me  for  five  thousand  dollars  worth  and  had  failed  to  pay  it. 

MR.  STONE:     That  was  your  five  thousand  dollar  check? 

THE  WITNESS:  Yes,  sir,  that  was  my  individual  check.  I  did 
not  know  what  he  was  using  it  for.  I  do  know  the  name  of  the  man 
he  paid  it  to,  for  the  request  was  to  do  that. 

MR.  NICKELS,  to  the  Witness: 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Faust  learn  that  this  was  in  the  account  as  you  de- 
scribed it? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.  When  was  the  transaction  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  what 
was  it? 

A.     Do  you  mean  the  man's  name  to  whom  it  was  paid? 

Q.     Yes? 

A.     It  was  made  payable  to  Paul  G.  Waples. 

Q.     Do  you  know  what  for? 

A.     No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  connection  Mr.  Autrey  was  supposed  to 
have  with  it  ? 

A.     Mr.  Autrey? 

Q.     Yes,  Mr.  Faust  said  Mr.  Autrey  was  supposed  to  take  care  of  it? 

A.  I  knew  nothing  about  Mr.  Autrey  or  any  connection  that  he 
might  have  with  it.  It  was  simply  a  personal  favor  done  by  me, 
as  is  evident  was  slightly  regretted. 

Q.  Here  is  a  letter  from  Mr.  Otto  Wahrmund  to  you,  Mr.  Cetti, 
of  date  April  19th,  1910,  which  says:     "Since  the  conference  which  we 
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had  in  your  office  several  weeks  ago,  I  have  been  endeavoring  to  arrange 
for  the  additional  amount  of  money  which  our  friend  Waples  requested. 
In  conference  with  Mr.  Wolters  yesterday,  he  told  me  that  it  would  be 
impossible  for  him,  owing  to  his  limited  resources,  and  increased  expense, 
to  help  out.  Although  you  missed  quite  a  number  of  our  meetings,  still, 
I  am  quite  sure  that  the  information  which  we  imparted  at  our  last 
meeting  gave  you  an  idea  of  the  great  expense  which  was  incurred  last 
year,  and  borne  by  a  few  of  us.  If  you  think,  after  a  conference  with 
your  friends,  that  the  sum  of  $5000.00  spent  judiciously  will  accomplish 
the  result  that  you  claim  to  obtain.  I  will  make  the  arrangements,  other- 
wise, you  will  have  to  do  the  best  that  you  can,  for  all  exceptions,  and 
this  holds  good  as  far  as  our  friend  Mr.  Louis  Wortham  and  his  news- 
paper work  is  concerned  have  been  made  in  your  immediate  territory,  and 
the  opinion  prevails  among  our  people,  and  I  am  compelled  to  agree 
with  them,  that  this  is  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  and  no  more  should 
be  asked.  Mr.  Louis  Wortham  is  my  friend,  and  on  every  occasion  when 
opportunity  presented,  I  have  shown  my  appreciation  and  will  continue 
to  do  so,  but  in  this  particular  instance,  as  our  financial  resources  are 
limited,  he  will  have  to  get  along  without  it. 

"Will  state  in  conclusion  that  it  is  a  very  unpleasant  duty  to  dic- 
tate this  letter,  but  I  have  wrestled  with  the  problem  for  several  weeks, 
and  can  not  do  any  better. 
Yours  truly,  Otto  Wahrmund. " 

On  April  22nd,  1910,  Mr.  Wahrmund  writes  you  again  as  follows : 

"Noting  your  favor  of  the  20th  inst.,  and  in  further  relation  to 
my  recent  favor,  beg  to  state  that  owing  to  extraordinary  disbursements, 
Mr.  Adoue  found  it  necessary  to  levy  extra  assessments,  which  we  all 
paid,  and  you  should  do  so  also.  As  stated  in  our  last  meeting,  the' 
expense  for  the  coming  certain  purposes  was  exceptionally  heavy,  to 
cover  immediate  requirements,  but  my  impression  is  that  at  the  end  of 
the  year  it  will  be  on  basis  you  mention. 

■ '  I  will  appreciate  it  if  you  will  kindly  advise  me  as  soon  as  possible 
what  you  decide  to  do,  for  the  $5,000.00  that  I  spoke  to  you  of  was 
based  on  presumption  that  you  would  participate  in  the  same  as  the 
others.  The  Blanton  matter  needs  immediate  attention,  for,  as  you  well 
Imow,  our  future  depends  almost  wholly  on  question  of  representation. 

"You  are  right  in  regard  to  our  labor  contract.  It  expires  on  the 
1st  of  May.  While  there  have  been  rumors  in  regard  to  extraordinary 
demands  on  us,  up  to  the  present,  nothing  tangible  has  been  submitted 
for  our  consideration.  As  requested,  I  have  pleasure  in  handing  you 
herewith  the  present  wage  scale,  and  as  soon  as  new  contract  has  been 
submitted,  will  send  you  copy  of  same.  Yours  very  truly,  Otto  Wahr- 
mund." 

And  on  April  29th,  1910,  the  same  year,  he  wrote  you  again  as  follows : 

"I  have  been  trying  today  since  9  a.  m.  to  reach  you  by  phone  but 
without  success,  so  decided  to  send  you  the  following  telegram,  which 
I  now  confirm  :  'Just  returned  from  Houston.  Can  now  arrange  for  items 
of  five  and  one,  agreeable  my  letter  22nd. '     Which  I  trust  you  received, 
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meaning  $5,000.00  from  here,  and  $1,000.00  from  Mr.  Wolters  of  Hous- 
ton. It  is  a  pleasure  to  impart  this  information,  and  I  hope  same  will 
enable  the  accomplishment  of  our  desires. 

' '  The  amount  will  have  to  be  collected  of  course,  and  as  I  intend  to 
leave  the  city,  to  be  absent  about  three  weeks,  I  wish  you  would  say  to 
Mr.  Waples  that  if  the  money  should  be  required  in  the  interim  he  can 
arrange  for  same,  and  I  will  take  care  of  it  on  my  return  here.  Kindly  sug- 
gest to  Mr.  Waples  also  that  the  Blanton  matter  requires  attention. 
Yours  truly,  O.  Wahrmund." 

A.  I  suppose,  as  near  as  I  can  get  at  it,  that  Mr.  Waples  or  his 
particular  agitation  was  in  need  of  funds  and  I  was  used  as  a  go-between 
in  the  correspondence. 

Q.     What  was  his  particular  agitation? 

A.     Political,     (p.  312-324.) 

Q.  Here  is  a  letter  to  Mr.  W.  J.  Althans  dated  February  7th,  1914, 
addressed  in  care  of  the  Lone  Star  Brewery  Company  at  San  Antonio, 
relating  to  the  Commercial  Secretaries,  and  reads  as  follows:  (The 
letter  is  copied  elsewhere  in  this  book.    See  Index,  "Open  Door  Letter.") 

Q.  Mr.  Althans  says  in  this  letter :  "  I  am  just  in  receipt  of  yours  of 
the  7th,  and  had  already  seen  the  article  in  the  'San  Antonio  Express' 
of  yesterday.  I  considered  it  of  sufficient  importance  to  send  it  at  once 
to  Clauss,  asking  him  to  inform  me  at  once  whether  Andreae  had  sent 
any  of  his  men  into  Texas.  Good  work  can  be  accomplished  along  the 
lines  you  indicate,  and  when  you  attend  the  next  meeting  I  wish  you 
to  impress  upon  Autrey  the  necessity  for  great  circumspection  in  his 
correspondence  and  to  be  absolutely  sure  of  the  loyalty  of  his  stenog- 
rapher. 

"So  as  not  to  write  two  letters  on  the  same  subject,  I  wish  to  add 
here  that  Mr.  Cetti  should  by  all  means  write  to  our  new  director  in  St. 
Louis,  asking  him  to  induce  all  the  members  of  the  family  to  actively 
support  our  cause.  He  will  know  what  I  mean.  Always  glad  to  hear  from 
you,  and  with  kindest  regards,  I  remain  yours,  W.  J.  Althans." 

Who  was  this  new  director  ? 

A.     Our  new  director. 

Q.  Yes,  in  St.  Louis  is  the  way  he  describes  him;  that  was  last 
year  on  February  9th. 

A.     I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  who  he  means  ;  does  he  mean  A.  A.  Busch  ? 

Q.     I  do  not  know. 

A.  Neither  do  I.  Is  any  of  this  correspondence  addressed  to  me, 
or  in  my  name  anyway,  any  of  it  ? 

Q.  This  last  one  mentions  you  the  way  I  read  it  there.  It  says : 
"So  as  not  to  write  two  letters  on  the  same  subject  I  wish  to  add  here 
that  Mr.  Cetti  should  by  all  means  write  to  our  new  director  in  St.  Louis, 
asking  him  to  induce  all  of  the  members  of  the  family  to  actively  support 
our  cause.  He  will  know  who  I  mean.  Always  glad  to  hear  from  you, 
and  with  the  kindest  regards,  etc." 

Q.  I  know  who  he  means  now.  The  new  director  to  which  he 
alludes  is  J.  B.  Clem.  J.  B.  Clem  is  the  representative  of  the  Lemp 
interets  in  the  Texas  Brewing  Company.  Mr.  Wm.  J.  Lemp  had  been 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting  in  January,  1914,  and  he  resigned  and 
Mr.  J.  B.  Clem  was  elected  to  his  place,     (p.  324  et  seq.) 
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S.  T.  MORGAN  TESTIFIES. 

S.  T.  Morgan,  of  the  Dallas  Brewery,  on  Aug.  27,  1915,  testified 
as  follows: 

Q.  Now  Mr.  Morgan,  as  I  understand  it  or  remember  your  testi- 
mony, in  1901,  in  another  proceeding  and  the  records  that  were  kept 
up,  that  were  kept  up  in  your  view,  until  about  1907  ? 

A.     Yes,  sir,  1907,  July  1st  I  believe  it  was. 

Q.     Now  what  was  the  basis  of  these  payments,  was  it  based  on  sales  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  on  sales,  and  it  ranged  I  think  from  10c  a  barrel  to 
something  like  20c  A  BARREL. 

Q.     From  10c  to  20c? 

A.     Yes,  sir,  from  ten  to  twenty  cents. 

Q.     Is  it  a  fact  or  not  that  at  most  of  the  time  it  was  20c ! 

A.     I  am  inclined  to  think  it  was. 

Q.  Can  you  give  us  an  idea  as  to  your  average  sales  during  that 
period  of  time  ? 

A.  From  1903  to  1907  I  should  think  that  we  run  about  35,000, 
(barrels)  maybe,  more,  maybe  about  5,000  more  would  have  been  an 
average.     They  have  been  about  40,000  probably,  I  cannot  say. 

Q.  Did  the  sales  from  year  to  year,  coming  on  up  increase  or 
decrease  ? 

A.  I  would  increase  my  sales  some  years,  some  years  it  would 
be  less. 

Q.     There  was  no  gradual  variation  in  that  way  ? 

A.  Some  years  I  would  show  a  nice  increase  and  then  during  the 
time  we  were  losing  so  many  places  by  local  option,  we  lost  considerable. 

Q.  Have  you  stated  your  sales  now,  your  annual  sales  at  this  time 
or  for  the  last  two  or  three  years  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  can  give  you  about  what  it  was,  I  think  about  1914 
my  sales  was  about  46,000  (barrels,)  something  like  that  but  I  am  not 
sure. 

AUTREY  TESTIFIES. 

R.  L.  Autrey,  of  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Co.,  on  Aug.  31,  1915, 
testified  as  follows : 

Q.  I  do  not  recall  whether  you  testified  that  you — whether  you 
testified  as  to  sales  from  1903  up  until  1907;  did  you  say  that  they 
would  average  about  50,000  (barrels)   a  year? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  think  between  forty  thousand  and  forty-five  thousand 
will  be  about  the  average. 

Q.     Since  that  time  about  the  same  average? 

A.  I  was  figuring  that  average ;  some  years  will  not  run  that  much, 
some  years  are  below  thirty  thousand  dollars  but  forty  or  forty-five 
thousand  (barrels)  would  be  an  average. 

Q.     Do  you  say  it  has  increased  since  then  or  decreased? 

A.     It  has  increased  since  1911  and  then  it  has  been  decreasing. — 

Q.     Have  you  struck  an  average  since  1907  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  have  just  estimated  it  since  1907,  I  suppose  it  has 
been  about  50,000  (barrels),  I  suppose  that  would  be  close  to  an  average 

Q.     Mr.  Morgan  I  believe  testified  his  recollection  of  the  barrelage 
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basis  for  that  year  (1914)  was  15c,  is  that  your  recollection  about  it? 
A.     1914?     Yes,  sir,  that  is  about  correct. 

And  on  Sept.  1,  1915,  Mr.  Autrey  testified : 

Q.  I  don't  believe  I  asked  you  about  the  capacity  of  your  plant 
from  time  to  time ;  what  was  the  capacity  of  the  plant  at  the  time  of  the 
operation  by  the  old  company,  I  mean  prior  to  1902,  do  you  recall  ? 

A.  Well,  we  always  are  in  the  habit  of  figuring  the  capacity  by 
the  sales  we  have;  I  remember  that  our  sales  were  somewhere  about 
90,000  barrels  at  that  time;  I  think  we  considered  that  figure,  we  didn't 
hardly  reach  it  before  1902 ;  that  was  about  the  figure  before  1902  when 
the  company  was  organized. 

Q.  After  it  was  organized  and  as  the  years  passed  did  the  sales 
increase  or  decrease? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  we  have  been  improving  and  increasing  our  plant  and 
enlarging  it. 

Q.  Can  you  give  us  an  idea  of  the  sales  from  year  to  year  since 
the  new  company  was  organized  ? 

A.  It  has  been  gradually  increasing  the  sales,  the  sales  have  in- 
creased gradually  until  I  think  the  highest  figure  we  reached  was  1915 
when  we  sold  about  160,000  barrels  a  year. 

Q.     Gradual  increase  up  to  that  amount? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     About  how  much  was  that  increase  from  1912  ? 

A.     From  1913— from  1912  to  1913? 

Q.     Yes,sir? 

A.     There  was  a  small  difference,  less  than  ten  thousand  barrels. 

Q.     How  about  1911? 

A.  About  the  same  in  1911  and  1912  about  the  same;  there  was 
no  appreciable  increase  about  that  time,  in  that  year.  That  is  my  rec- 
ollection now,  but  I  am  not  sure  without  having  to  figure  for  a  second — 
without  having  the  figures  before  me. 

TESTIMONY  OF  EL  HAMILTON. 

The  following  testimony  of  Mr.  H.  Hamilton  was  given  on  or  about 
Dec.  21,  1915 :

Before  me,  the  undersigned  authority,  on  this  day  personally  ap- 
peared H.  Hamilton,  who  being  called  as  a  witness  by  the  State  of  Texas, 
by  its  attorney  general,  in  the  case  styled  as  above,  after  being  by  me 
duly  sworn,  testified  in  response  to  oral  interrogatories  propounded  to 
him  by  Hon.  Luther  Nickels,  assistant  Attorney  General  for  the  State  of 
Texas,  and  Jesse  Andrews,  Esquire,  Attorney  for  Defendants,  as  follows : 
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DIRECT  EXAMINATION. 

By  Mir.  Nickels: 

Q.  Please  state  your  name,  your  residence,  and  your  occupation 
business,  or  calling. 

A.  My  name  is  H.  Hamilton;  residence,  Houston,  Texas;  occupa- 
tion, Brewer  and  Ice  Manufacturer. 

Q.  Please  state  what  connection,  if  any,  you  had  with  the  Houston 
Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  the  defendants  in  the  above  suit? 

A.     I  have  been  the  President  of  the  company,  since  its  organization. 

Q.     In  what  year  was  it  organized? 

A.     In  1902. 

Q.  Was  the  Houston,  Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  or  those  interested 
in  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  members  of  the  Texas  Brewers' 
Association,  and  if  so,  for  what  time? 

A.  Prior  to  July  1,  1907,  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company 
may  be  said  to  have  been  a  member  of  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association, 
although  it  could  hardly  be  said  that  there  was  an  Association  by  the 
name  of  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  this  name  being  merely  a  name 
under  which  certain  work  wTas  carried  on,  in  which  the  Brewers  were 
interested.  After  July  1st,  1907,  it  was  recognized  that  the  corporations 
could  not  continue  the  work  which  the  Association,  so  called,  was  carry- 
ing on,  and  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  as  such,  never  par- 
ticipated in  the  work.  The  two  principal  stockholders  in  the  Houston 
Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  Mr.  Autrey,  and  myself,  did  as  individuals, 
participate  in  the  work. 

Q.  State  amounts  of  money  contributed  by  the  Houston  Ice  & 
Brewing  Company,  or  those  interested  in  the  Houston  Ice  and  Brew- 
ing Company,  to  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  during  the  years 
of  1908,  1909,  1910,  1911,  1912,  1913,  1914  and  1915  ? 

A.  I  do  not  recollect  the  amounts  contributed  in  any  one  of  these 
years,  and  I  do  not  recall  now  the  basis  upon  which  the  contribution  was 
made  in  any  year.  My  recollection  is  that  this  information  has  been 
given  by  Mr.  Autrey,  or  is  furnished  by  the  documents  which  have  been 
put  in  evidence.  There  was  no  money  contributed  during  any  one  of 
the  years,  by  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company;  such  contributions 
as  were  made  were  made  by  Mr.  Autrey  and  myself,  and  were  made 
under  an  understanding  that  the  other  persons  interested  in  the  Brewery 
by  reason  of  their  ownership  of  stock  in  it,  that  they  would  bear  a  part 
of  this  expense.  There  was  no  money  contributed  in  1915,  either  by  the 
Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  or  by  Mr.  Autrey  or  myself.  As 
stated,  my  recollection  is  that  Mr.  Autrey  has  furnished  the  information 
about  the  other  years. 

Q.  Did  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company  or  those  interested 
in  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company  contribute  directly  or  indirectly 
any  money  other  than  through  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association  for  politi- 
cal purposes  during  any  of  the  years  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding 
interrogatories?  If  so,  give  the  facts  in  regard  to  such  contributions, 
giving  the  amounts  of  the  contributions,  the  purposes  for  which  they 
were  made,  etc. 

A.  The  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company  did  not  contribute 
through  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association  or  otherwise,  any  money  for 
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political  purposes  during  any  of  the  years  mentioned. 

Such  moneys  as  Mr.  Autrey  and  myself,  and  the  other  persons  in- 
terested in  the  Brewery  contributed  for  campaign  purposes,  were  paid 
principally  to  the  so-called  Texas  Brewers'  Association.  I  don't  remem- 
ber any  contributions  that  were  made  to  others,  but  I  think  it  is  pretty 
certain  I  did  make  small  contributions  for  local  purposes  during  some 
time,  or  perhaps  all  of  those  years,  but  if  I  did,  they  were  only  such 
contributions  as  citizens  are  called  on  from  time  to  time  to  make  in 
local  campaigns. 

Q.  Did  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  or  those  interested 
in  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  use  or  contribute  money  other 
than  through  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association,  in  local  option  elections 
during  any  of  the  years  mentioned  in  the  second  proceeding  interrog- 
atory?    If  so,  give  the  facts  and  details. 

A.  The  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company  did  not  contribute  any 
money  either  through  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association  or  otherwise 
during  the  years  mentioned,  or  any  of  them,  to  local  option  elections. 
I  have  no  recollection  of  any  contribution  that  was  made  by  Mr.  Autrey 
or  myself,  or  any  other  person  interested  in  the  Brewery  for  local  option 
elections,  except  such  as  were  made  to  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association. 
Such  as  were  made  by  him  or  myself,  were  made  individually  out  of  our 
own  money,  and  were  not  contributions  made  by  the  Houston  Ice  & 
Brewing  Company. 

Q.  State  the  total  amount  which  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Com- 
pany, or  those  interested  therein,  paid  or  promised  to  pay  for  use  in 
elections  in  1914  ? 

A.  I  have  not  here  in  San  Antonio,  any  papers  which  would  enable 
me  to  state  how  much  was  paid  in  1914.  I  assume  that  this  was  covered 
by  Mr.  Autrey 's  testimony,  and  I  am  sure  that  any  statement  that  he 
made  about  it,  was  correct.  Such  payments  as  were  made,  were  made  by 
Mr.  Autrey  and  myself,  and  the  other  persons  interested  in  the  Brewery 
by  reason  of  their  ownership  of  stock  in  it,  and  were  not  made  by  the 
Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company. 

Q.  State  what  amounts  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Association, 
or  those  interested  therein,  have  paid  to  Louis  Adoue,  or  S.  T.  Morgan, 
during  the  year  1915,  and  state  the  purposes  of  such  payments,  when 
they  were  made,  and  under  what  arrangement  or  agreement  they  were 
made.  State  the  details  as  to  the  raising  of  this  fund  from  its  inception. 
State  the  witness'  knowledge  or  understanding  of  who  was  to,  or  did, 
receive  this  money,  and  why  such  persons  received  it? 

A.  The  amount  which  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Association  paid 
to  Louis  A.  Adoue  during  the  year  1915,  was  about  $11,000.00 ;  payment 
being  made  for  the  purpose  of  paying  and  discharging  the  expenses  in- 
curred during  the  campaign  of  1914.  The  Trustees  of  the  Association 
regarded  themselves  in  a  sense  bound  to  discharge  the  obligation  which 
had  been  incurred  in  this  regard  by  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Com- 
pany. A  portion  of  this  money  was  due  to  me  and  to  Mr.  Autrey,  and 
was  paid  out  of  this  fund  to  us.  I  do  not  know  how  much  of  the  fund 
is  unexpended.  We  paid  it  to  Mr.  Adoue,  because  he  was  the  party 
who  was  selected  to  handle  the  fund.    I  do  not  understand  that  any  fur- 
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ther  calls  are  to  be  made  on  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Association  this 
year,  or  that  any  have  been  determined  on  for  the  year  1916. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  Frank  Sykes,  or  whether  or  not 
you  know  anything  about  an  agreement  to  pay  his  expenses,  amounting 
to  $1650.00  for  withdrawing  from  the  race  for  Comptroler,  in  the  last 
Democratic  Primary? 

A.  I  know  Frank  Sykes,  but  I  do  not  know  anything  about  the 
agreement  to  which  you  refer. 

Q.  Do  you  know  one  White,  who  was  a  candidate  in  the  last  Dem- 
ocratic Primary  for  the  office  of  Comptroller,  and  do  you  know  any- 
thing about  an  agreement  that  was  made  with  him  in  regard  to  his  re- 
maining in  the  race? 

A.  I  do  not  know  the  man,  and  I  do  not  know  anything  about  the 
agreement  to  which  you  refer.

Before  me,  the  undersigned  authority,  on  this  day  personally  ap- 
peared Otto  Wahrmund,  who  being  called  as  a  witness  by  the  State  of 
Texas,  by  its  Attorney-General,  in  the  case  as  styled  above,  after  being  by 
me  duly  sworn,  testified  in  response  to  oral  interrogatories  propounded 
to  him  by  Hon.  Luther  Nichels,  Assistant  Attorney-General  for  the  State 
of  Texas,  and  S.  G.  Newton,  Esq.  Attorney  for  defendant,  as  follows: 

DIRECT  EXAMINATION. 

By  Mr.  Nichels : 

Q.  Please  state  your  name;  your  residence  and  your  occupation, 
business  or  calling? 

A.  My  name  is  Oto  Wahrmund.  I  reside  in  the  City  of  San  An- 
tonio, Bexar  County,  Texas.  Until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1915, 
I  was  Vice  President  and  General  Manager  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association,  and  occupied  such  position  from  the  time  of  its  organization 
in  1901.  Since  January,  1915,  I  have  been  the  President  of  said  Asso- 
ciation. 

Q.  Are  you  familiar  with  the  actions,  doings  and  business  of  said 
corporation  since  its  existence  ? 

A.     I  am. 

Q.  Please  state  whether  or  not  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation during  the  years  1908,  1911,  1912  and  1914,  or  its  stockholders, 
contributed  any  money  towards  elections  held  in  the  State  of  Texas  in 
said  years? 

A.  The  following  sums  of  money  were  sent  by  Otto  Koehler  and 
myself  to  Mr.  B.  Adoue,  as  President  of  the  Texas  Brewers'  Association, 
on  or  about  the  dates  specified  in  the  tabulated  lists,  in  connection  with 
the  items,  to  be  used  for  carrying  on  the  activities  of  said  Association 
with  respect  to  "Educational  Work"  and  "Local  Option"  and  other 
election  work,  in-so-far  as  said  funds  were  used  for  either  of  said  pur- 
poses, and  said  funds  were  so  used  to  said  extent.     These  monys  were 
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derived  by  checks  drawn  by  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  and 
which  checks  were  paid  with  the  funds  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  As- 
sociation, and  were  charged  on  the  books  of  theSan  Antonio  Brewing 
Association  to  the  account  of  "Wahrmund  &  Koehler,  Special,"  when 
the  account  was  kept  in  that  name;  "Wahrmund  &  Koehler,"  when  the 
account  was  kept  in  that  name,  and  "Otto  Koehler  &  Company,"  when 
the  account  was  kept  in  that  name, — being  thereby  charged  to  Otto 
Koehler  and  Otto  Wahrmund  to  be  accounted  for  by  said  Otto  Koehler 
and  Otto  Wahrmund  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  and  were 
so  accounted  for, — the  said  Otto  Koehler  and  Otto  Wahrmund  being 
subsequently  reimbursed  by  the  other  stockholders  of  the  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association, — the  names  under  which  the  accounts  were  kept, 
the  number  of  check  or  voucher,  the  dates  and  amounts  being  as  follows :

Q.  Please  state  whether  or  not  you  know  Frank  Sykes  and  whether 
or  not  you  had  any  conversation  with  him — especially  a  conversation 
with  him  at  the  Driskill  Hotel  or  at  any  other  place ;  state  what  the  con- 
versations were  and  where  they  were  had ;  who  was  present,  and  if  he 
said  anything  about  any  agreement  between  him  and  any  other  person, 
please  state  who  were  the  parties  to  said  agreement;  and  if  any  amount 
of  money  was  to  be  paid  to  the  said  Sykes  for  withdrawing  from  the  race 
for  Comptroller,  please  state  who  were  to  pay  the  money  under  said 
agreement,  and  who  did  pay  the  same,  if  it  was  paid,  and  please  state 
whether  you  talked  with  R.  L.  Autrey  about  the  agreement  or  with  any 
other  person? 

A.  The  first  I  ever  heard  of  any  agreement  with  Mr.  Sykes  was  in 
Austin  prior  to  September  25,  1914, — the  exact  date  I  do  not  remember; 
— T  was  stopping  at  the  Driskill  Hotel.  He  came  to  me  there  and  told  me 
that  he  had  been  induced  to  withdraw  from  the  race  for  Comptroller  with 
the  understanding  that  he  would  be  refunded  what  he  had  expended  in 
his  campaign  prior  to  his  withdrawal,  which  he  estimated  at  $1650.00.  I 
believe  he  stated  $1250.00  had  been  paid  him  and  there  was  $400.00  yet 
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due  him.  I  told  him  I  knew  nothing  about  the  matter,  and  I  state  now  I 
never  heard  of  it  until  my  conversation  with  Mr.  Sykes.  I  never  contrib- 
uted one  single  cent  to  any  fund  that  was  to  be  paid  to  him  for  his  with- 
drawal from  said  race,  and  do  not  know  who,  if  anyone  else,  contributed 
to  said  fund.  I  told  him  that  if  he  had  been  paid  $1250.00  and  such  an 
afreement  had  been  made  by  such  parties  and  there  was  anything  still  due 
him  that  I  was  perfectly  satisfied  that  they  would  pay  him,  and  that  I 
would  take  up  the  question  for  him  with  them.  I  paid  no  attention  to  it 
any  further  until  I  received  a  letter  from  him  about  Sept.  25,  1914,  call- 
ing my  attention  to  the  conversation.  To  this  I  replied  on  November  3, 
1914,  stating  substantially  that  it  was  my  intention  at  the  proper  time  to 
take  up  the  matter  with  the  interested  parties.  I  did  not  do  it,  and  I  re- 
ceived another  letter  from  him  on  December  30,  1914,  calling  my  atten- 
tion to  the  matter,  to  which  I  replied  on  December  31,  1914,  and  that  is 
all  I  know  about  the  Sykes  matter.  I  have  never  talked  with  Mr.  R.  L. 
Autrey  or  anybody  else  about  the  Sykes  matter.  I  received  two  letters 
from  Mr.  Sykes  about  the  matter  and  wrote  two  letters,  copies  of  which 
are  as  follows :

I  would  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you  in  reference  to  our  conversa- 
tion in  the  Driskill  Hotel,  Austin,  sometime  ago  relative  to  my  with- 
drawal from  the  race  of  Comptroller  and  the  amount  of  money  ($400.00) 
still  due  from  Mr.  Terrells,  which  he  refuses  to  pay.

Am  sorry  to  state  that  this,  up  to  present  writing, 
I  have  been  unable  to  do,  for  reasons  entirely  beyond  my  control.

This  is  a  full  explanation  of  the  Sykes  matter  as  far  as  I  understand 
it. 

Q.  State  fully  and  in  detail  the  connection  of  each  of  the  follow- 
ing with  each  of  the  elections  of  1908,  1910,  1911,  1912  and  1914  •  The 
The  United  States  Brewers  Association,  John  Gardiner,  John  Mc- 
Dermott,  Harry  B.  Hawes,  J.  F.  Wolters,  John  A.  Hullen,  John  L. 
Wortham,  Alex  Pope,  B.  Adoue,  S.  T.  Morgan,  R.  L.  Autrey,  L.  A. 
Adoue,  O.  Wahrmund,  Hugh  F.  Fox,  and  Rawlins  Colquitt? 

A.  In  answer  to  this  question  I  will  state  that  I  do  not  know  what 
connection  any  of  the  following  parties  had  with  any  of  the  elections 
mentioned:  The  United  States  Brewers  Association,  John  Gardiner, 
John  McDermott,  Harry  B.  Hawes,  Alex  Pope,  L.  A.  Adoue,  Hugh  F. 
Fox  or  Rawlins  Colquitt.  In  regard  to  the  United  States  Brewers  As- 
sociation, the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  contributed  to  the  funds 
of  said  organization  until  up  to  the  year  1913,  but  has  not  contributed 
since.  In  regard  to  the  United  States  Brewers  Association  and  other 
persons  named, — I  do  not  know  whether  the  United  States  Brewers  As- 
sociation contributed  anything  to  the  Texas  Brewers  Association.  My 
information  is  that  it  did.  I  never  met  John  Gardiner  but  one  time  and 
that  was  sometime  in  the  latter  part  of  1907  or  the  early  part  of  1908, 
and  my  conversation  with  him  was  very  short.  I  discussed  with  him  and 
some  other  gentlemen — among  them  Mr.  E.  S.  Claus  and  Mr.  Vahlkamp 
— the  others  I  do  not  now  remember — the  question  of  how  to  raise  outside 
funds  for  the  purpose  of  defeating  the  submission  question  in  Texas. 
As  stated,  our  meeting  was  of  short  duration  and  nothing  came  of  it,  so 
far  as  I  know.  The  result  was  he  said  that  he  would  take  it  up  with  his 
people  and  report  to  Mr.  Adoue, — whether  he  did  or  not  I  do  not  know. 
I  never  discussed  with  John  McDermott  or  Harry  B.  Hawes  or  Alex 
Pope  any  matters  connected  with  the  political  affairs  in  Texas  or  the 
question  of  raising  any  money  in  connection  with  the  political  affairs  in 
Texas.  In  regard  to  Mr.  L.  A.  Adoue,  I  never  met  him  in  connection 
with  political  affairs;  I  don't  think  he  had  anything  to  do  with 
political  affairs  until  after  the  death  of  his  father,  B.  Adoue.  I  never 
met  Hugh  F.  Fox  in  my  life.    I  never  discussed  any  political  affairs  with 
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Rawlins  Colquitt.  J.  F.  Wolters  was  the  Chairman  of  the  Anti-Prohibi- 
tion League  of  Texas,  and  John  A.  Huelen  was  Secretary  of  said  League 
in  1911.  They  were  elected  in  a  convention  of  Anti-Prohibitionists  which 
assembled  in  Houston.  B.  Adoue  was  president  or  chairman  of  the  Texas 
Brewers'  Association  and  S.  T.  Morgan  was  secretary.  The  funds  that 
were  raised  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  interests  of  the  Anti-Prohi- 
bitionists were  handled  entirely  through  Mr.  B.  Adoue  for  the  Texas 
Brewers'  Association,  composed  of  individual  brewers.  O.  Wahrmund 
— myself  individually — was  active  in  the  campaigns  of  1908,  1910  and 
1911,  and  done  all  within  my  power  to  defeat  the  several  elections  held 
in  those  years.  After  the  death  of  Mr.  Adoue  I  was  not  in  active  charge 
of  any  portion  of  the  work  that  was  done  in  any  other  campaign.  John 
L.  Wortham  had  charge  of  the  Dallas  branch  of  the  submission  cam- 
paign of  1910. 

Q.  State  in  round  numbers  what  each  of  the  state-wide  elections 
of  1908,  1910,  1911,  1912  and  1914  cost  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  As- 
sociation or  those  that  were  stockholders  therein? 

A.  It  did  not  cost  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, — in  fact 
the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  did  not  contribute  to  any  election 
after  the  Act  of  1907  went  into  efefct.  The  stockholders  of  the  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association  individually  did  contribute  for  this  use  the 
sum  of  $ 

Q.  State  the  total  amounts  in  round  numbers  raised  by  the  brew- 
ing interests — -State  and  foreign — themselves  for  use  in  each  of  the  elec- 
tions mentioned  above,  and  also  the  total  raised  by  all  interests  therefor 
on  the  Anti  side  ? 

A.  As  the  amounts  raised  went  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  B.  Adoue,  I 
have  no  means  of  knowing  how  much  the  total  amount  raised  by  the 
brewing  interests  of  the  state  and  foreign  interests  for  use  in  each  of  the 
elections  mentioned,  or  the  total  raised  by  all  interests  on  the  Anti  side 
and  no  means  of  approximately  how  much  was  so  used. 

Q.  How  much  did  the  Busch  interests  contribute  each  time ;  the 
"Philadelphia  parties;"  liquor  dealers  other  than  breweries? 

A.  I  do  not  know  and  have  no  means  of  knowing  how  much  the 
Busch  interests  contributed  at  any  time,  and  I  have  no  means  of  knowing 
how  much  the  Philadelphia  parties  contributed,  or  the  liquor  dealers, 
other  than  brewers,  except  I  remember  that  I  received  from  the  Edge- 
wood  Distilling  Company  one  check  of  $1,000  which  I  endorsed  and  sent 
to  Mr.  Adoue.  I  know  that  a  number  of  persons  from  whom  we  bought 
supplies  also  contributed,  but  as  the  matters  never  went  through  our 
books,  I  cannot  state  how  much  was  contributed,  and  in  fact  the  request 
when  made  of  the  persons  from  whom  we  purchased  supplies  was  that 
they  should  send  the  money  to  Mr.  Adoue  direct.  I  have  read  the  letter 
introduced  in  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Autrey,  dated  September  2,  1910,  to 
be  found  on  page  479  of  Mr.  Autrey 's  testimony.  I  do  not  remember 
asking  $25,000  of  the  Philadelphia  parties  through  or  for  Mr.  Gardiner 
or  Mr.  McDermott.  If  I  did  write  them  it  was  at  the  request  of  Mr. 
Koehler  and  he  gave  me  the  amount  that  he  stated  that  they  had  agreed 
to  contribute.  I  could  not  have  known  of  the  amount  from  any  other 
source  except  Mr.  Koehler  as  I  had  not  seen  or  talked  with  the  gentle- 
men. 
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Q.  Explain  fully  and  in  detail  the  funds  raised  during  1915,  stat- 
ing fully  the  total  fund  and  proportion  of  each  contribution;  when  it 
was  raised  and  for  what  purpose  and  to  whom  it  was  paid? 

A.  Mrs.  Otto  Koehler,  myself,  Oscar  Bergstrom,  John  J.  Stevens, 
C.  T.  Priest,  H.  C.  Koehler  and  S.  G.  Newton,  being  all  the  stockholders 
of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  individually  raised  during 
1915,  $12,500.00,  which  was  paid  to  Mr.  L.  A.  Adoue,  as  trustee  for  the 
fund.  I  do  not  know  upon  what  basis  the  assessment  was  made,  whether 
upon  the  barrelage  or  some  other  standard  or  whether  it  was  arbitrarily 
fixed  by  the  brewers  who  attended  the  meeting,1  which  was  frequently 
done  in  raising  funds.  I  am  quite  certain  it  is  not  contemplated  to  have 
any  further  payments  made  to  this  fund.  The  past  due  accounts,  so  far 
as  I  know,  was  an  acount  of  $4,000  owing  Mrs.  Otto  Koehler,  as  Execut- 
rix of  the  Estate  of  Otto  Koehler,  deceased,  for  moneys  advanced  by 
him  on  account  of  the  election  of  1914,  and  some  amounts  due  me  for  ad- 
vances I  had  made  at  different  times,  and  numerous  other  small  amounts 
that  I  cannot  remember  in  detail,  but  aggregating,  with  the  Koehler 
amount,  about  $7,000.  Mr.  Mr.  Adoue  sent  me  of  this  amount  $32,000 
to  hold  as  trustee  for  the  contributors.  This  is  as  definite  as  I  can  be 
in  answering  the  question  at  the  present  time.  My  understanding  is 
that  several  persons  interested  in  Texas  breweries  contributed  to  this 
fund. 

Q.  There  was  a  meeting  held  in  Chicago  during  June  1914, — about 
June  10th — attended  by  Mr.  Koehler,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bergstrom  and 
others,  at  which  a  fund  of  approximately  $500,000.00  was  pledged  or 
agreed  upon  for  use  in  the  election  of  1914.  Did  you  attend  this  meet- 
ing, and  if  so,  detail  fully  what  was  discussed,  done  or  agreed  upon  there, 
and  who  was  present.  I  you  were  not  present  did  not  Mr.  Koehler,  Mr. 
Bergstrom  or  some  other  person  inform  you  of  the  proceedings,  or  did 
vou  not  learn  thereof  in  some  way;  and  if  so,  what  did  you  learn  about 
it? 

A.  I  know  that  Mr.  Koehler  was  in  Chicago  about  June  10,  1914. 
The  doctor  from  whom  he  had  been  receiving  treatments  lives  in  Chicago, 
and  every  year  prior  to  going  to  Europe  he  generally  went  to  Chicago 
and  spent  a  couple  of  weeks  there  prior  to  going  to  New  York  to  sail  for 
Europe.  I  don't  know  whether  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bergstrom  was  there  or 
not.  I  was  not  there  and  I  do  not  know  of  any  meeting  at  which  a 
fund  of  $500,000  or  any  other  fund  was  agreed  upon  for  use  in  the  elec- 
tion of  1914,  and  never  heard  of  the  same  from  Mr.  Koehler,  Mr.  Berg- 
strom ,or  any  other  source. 

Q.  There  were  meetings  held  at  other  times  during  the  year  1914 
at  Chicago  or  elsewhere,  pertaining  to  the  election  of  1914;  did  you  at- 
tend any  of  them  or  learn  of  what  was  discussed,  done  or  agreed  upon, 
and  if  so,  state  fully  your  knowledge  or  information  with  respect  to  each 
of  said  meetings? 

A.  I  did  not  take  what  might  be  called  an  active  part  in  the  elec- 
tion of  1914.  I  do  not  know  anything  about  any  meetings  held  in 
Chicago  or  elsewhere  pertaining  to  the  election  of  1914,  and  I  did  not 
attend  any  of  these  meetings. 

Q.  The  records  show  that  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association 
some  years  ago  was  selling  its  beers  in  the  towns  of  West  and  Bastrop ; 
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that  August  A.  Busch  &  Company  and  the  Lone  Star  Brewing  Company 
were  also  selling  in  the  same  towns,  and  that  these  parties  reached  and 
carried  out  an  agreement  substantially  as  follows:  The  San  Antonio 
Brewing  Association  was  to  withdraw  from  the  town  of  West  and  not 
to  re-enter  that  market ;  August  A.  Busch  &  Company  was  to  withdraw 
from  the  town  of  Bastrop,  et  cetera,  and  not  to  re-enter  that  market ;  the 
Lone  Star  Brewing  Company  and  August  A.  Busch  &  Company  were  to 
buy  and  pay  for  the  ice-house  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  at 
West,  et  cetera.  Was  not  this  substantially  the  agreement,  and  has  it  not 
been  carried  out  to  date  at  least  with  respect  to  keg  beer,  and  if  not,  ex- 
plain the  transaction  fully? 

A.  We  sold  our  ice-house  at  West,  Texas,  in  1902  to  the  Lone  Star 
Brewing  Company,  and  quit  the  West  market  because  there  was  not  en- 
ough business  there  to  justify  our  remaining  in  that  market.  We  have 
not  re-entered  that  market  for  the  same  reasons.  We  did  not  make  any 
promises  to  either  August  A.  Busch  &  Company  or  the  Lone  Star  Brew- 
in  Company  that  we  would  not  re-enter  that  market.  We  had  no  agree- 
ment with  them  that  we  would  not  re-enter  that  market.  There  was  no 
agreement  between  August  A.  Busch  &  Company  and  ourselves,  or  our- 
selves with  any  one  else,  by  which  August  A.  Busch  &  Company  were  to 
withdraw  from  the  town  of  Bastrop  and  not  re-enter  that  market.  August 
A.  Busch  &  Company  have  been  in  that  market  ever  since  they  com- 
menced selling  beer  there  and  our  travelling  man  reports  they  are  still 
selling  beer  there. 

Q.  Was  not  a  similar  agreement  made  and  carried  out  between  the 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  and  August  A.  Busch  &  Company,  et 
cetera,  with  respect  to  the  town  of  Dublin  ?  If  not,  explain  fully  the  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association 's  withdrawal  from  Dublin  ? 

A.  We  sold  our  ice-house  at  Dublin  in  1903  to  August  A.  Busch  & 
Company.  There  was  no  agreement  by  which  we  withdrew  from  the 
town  of  Dublin.  We  did  withdraw  from  the  town  of  Dublin  about  that 
time  for  the  reason  that  there  was  not  enough  business  there  to  justify 
our  staying  there.  We  have  not  re-entered  it  because  shortly  after  1903 
local  option  was  adopted  in  Dublin. 

Q.  Explain  fully  the  transaction  whereby  the  American  Brewing 
Company  of  St.  Louis  withdrew  from  and  has  since  stayed  out  of  Austin, 
Texas, — was  not  Lemp  a  party  to  the  agreement? 

A.  There  was  no  agreement  between  the  San  Antonio  Brewing 
Association  and  the  American  Brewing  Company  of  St.  Louis  or  Lemp 
by  which  the  American  Brewing  Company  of  St.  Louis  withdrew  from 
Austin.  The  American  Brewing  Company  of  St.  Louis  was  at  that  time 
owned  by  the  Driesedick's,  who  were  our  particular  personal  friends. 
We  learned  that  they  were  about  to  enter  the  Austin  market  and  we  re- 
quested them  to  send  a  man  down  there  and  look  over  the  situation,  and 
that  they  would  find  that  there  was  not  enough  business  there  to  justify 
the  expense  of  entering  the  market.  They  did  send  a  man  down  there 
and  decided  not  to  enter  that  market  with  their  keg  beer,  provided  we 
would  buy  back  what  little  property  they  had  acquired  when  intending 
to  enter  that  market.  They  had  previously  been  selling  their  bottle  beer 
in  Austin  and  continued  to  sell  it  after  they  had  concluded  not  to  enter 
the  market  with  their  keg  beer.     There  was  no  agreement  however  be- 
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tween  us.  It  was  simply  our  persuading  them  that  there  was  not  enough 
business  for  both  of  us. 

Q.  Explain  each  and  every  agreement  or  understanding,  express 
or  implied,  verbal  or  written,  between  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Asso- 
ciation and  any  of  the  following:  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association, 
August  A.  Busch  &  Company,  Berman  &  Zadek,  Lone  Star  Brewing 
Company,  Lemp  Brewing  Company,  Pabst's  Milwaukee  Beer  Company, 
Miller  Brewing  Company,  and  Cook  Brewing  Company,  and  Cook  Brew- 
ing Company,  with  respect  to  trade  or  territory  at  or  surrounding  the 
following  towns:  San  nAtonio,  New  Braunfels,  Austin  and  El  Paso? 

A,  We  had  no  agreement  with  any  of  the  breweries  above  named 
with  respect  to  trade  or  territory  at  or  surrounding  the  towns  named. 

CROSS  EXAMINATION. 

By  Judge  Newton. 

Q.  Please  state  when  Otto  Koehler  died ;  what  position  he  held  with 
the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  and  how  long  he  held  such  po- 
sition ? 

A.  Otto  Koehler  died  on  November  12,  1914.  He  was  President  of 
the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  since  its  organization  in  1901. 

Q.  Please  state  how  long  you  have  been  connected  with  the  San 
Antonio  Brewing  Association,  and  what  positions  you  have  held  with 
said  Association  since  its  organization? 

A.  I  have  been  connected  with  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion as  Vice  President  and  General  Manager  and  President  since  its  or- 
ganization in  1901..  From  1901  until  January  1,  1915,  I  was  Vice  Pre- 
sident and  General  Manager  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association. 
From  January  1,  to  the  present  time  I  have  been  and  a  mstill  President 
of  the  San  nAtonio  Brewing  Association. 

Q.  Please  state  whther  or  not  Otto  Koehler  as  well  as  yourself 
were  engaged  in  enterprises  calling  for  the  expenditure  of  large  sums 
of  money  outside  of  the  business  of  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Associa- 
tion, and  please  state  how  you  conducted  your  financial  affairs,  whether 
through  the  books  of  the  said  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  or  other- 
wise? 

A.  M)r.  Koehler  as  well  as  myself  had  large  interests  in  Mexico 
which  involved  the  expenditure  of  large  sums  of  money.  We  also  had 
large  interests  in  the  United  States  which  involved  the  expenditure  of 
large  sums  of  money, — Mr.  Koehler 's  investments  in  the  United  States 
being  much  more  extensive  than  mine.  The  business  of  all  these  in- 
vestments was  conducted  through  the  books  of  the  San  nAtonio  Brewing 
Association  and  we  used  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  as  our 
bank,  I  might  say,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  out  funds  necessary  to  carry 
on  said  investments,  with  the  consent,  however,  of  the  other  stockholders. 
Checks  were  drawn  by  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  in  amounts 
of  money  that  we  might  need, — sometimes  we  were  greatly  indebted  to 
the  Brewing  Association  and  at  other  times,  by  reasons  of  dividends,  et 
cetera,  our  accounts  were  closed  and  we  had  a  balance  to  our  credit.  The 
amounts  so  drawn  were  charged  to  us  on  the  books  of  the  Association  in- 
dividually at  times;  otherwise  to  Koehler  and  Company  or  Wahrmund 
and  Company. 
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Q.  When  the  Act  of  1907  was  passed  were  you  informed  that  it  was 
unlawful  for  a  corporation  to  contribute  towards  elections  of  any  kind? 

A.  When  said  Act  was  passed  we  were  informed  by  our  attorney 
that  it  would  be  unlawful  after  said  act  took  effect  for  a  corporation  to 
contribute  funds  towards  elections,  and  we  tried  to  comply  with  the  law 
as  best  we  could  by  making  such  contributions  as  we  did  make  the  indi- 
vidual contributions  of  the  stockholders  so  far  as  we  knew  how, — this 
being  done  in  order  to  protect  a  business  that  we  had  been  a  lifetime 
in  building  up. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  letters  taken  from  the  files  of  the  San 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  by  the  Attorney 's  General  Department 
prior  to  and  since  the  institution  of  this  suit,  which  are  letters  purport- 
ing to  be  written  to  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  Otto  Koehler 
and  Otto  Wahrmund  by  divers  and  sundry  parties,  and  letters  pur- 
porting to  be  written  by  the  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  and  by 
Otto  Koehler  and  Otto  Wahrmund,  reflect  all  the  transactions  of  the 
San  Antonio  Brewing  Association  or  yourself  or  Mr.  Koehler  between 
you  and  said  parties  who  wrote  said  letters  or  to  whom  you  wrote,  and 
do  they  not  cover  any  and  all  matters  and  transactions  referred  to  in 
said  letters  that  it  is  claimed  by  the  State  of  Texas  violates  or  tends  to 
violate  the  Anti-trust  laws  of  this  State  ? 

A.  The  letters  referred  to  do  cover  all  matters  and  transactions 
that  I  now  recall  concerning  the  subjects  referred  to  in  those  letters,  and 
they  are  correct  so  far  as  I  can  remember  without  referring  to  the  con- 
tents of  each  letter.  There  are  a  great  many  of  these  letters  and  many 
of  them  require  explanation  to  accurately  reflect  the  circumstances  of  the 
transaction  therein  referred  to  and  under  which  they  were  written. 

Q.  We  find  among  your  letters  a  letter  dated  December  3,  1909, 
addressed  to  Mr.  B.  Adoue,  Galveston,  which  is  as  Mows:  "Dec.  3,  1909. 
Mr.  B.  Adoue,  Galveston.  Dear  Sir : — Am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  2nd  inst.,  and  note  contents.  You  mention  the  sum  of  $35,000,  but 
if  you  will  kindly  permit  the  suggestion  beg  to  state  when  I  spoke  of  the 
amount  something  between  thirty  and  forty  thousand,  the  sum  was  only 
approximated,  and  it  is  possible  that  eventually  the  deal  may  not  be  made 
at  all.  Mr.  Koehler  is  now  at  work  on  this  and  as  soon  as  something 
tangible  will  let  you  know,  and  suggest  hereafter  you  kindly  correspond 
with  him  with  refernece  to  this  particular  deal.  Yours  truly,  O.  W." 
Please  state  what  the  matters  contained  in  said  letter  refer  to  and  the 
purpose  for  which  said  money  was  to  be  used? 

A.  Mr.  Koehler,  myself  and  another  gentleman  in  San  Antonio 
were  thinking  about  buying  a  newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  San 
Antonio,  and  were  endeavoring  to  get  Mr.  Adoue  to  come  in  and  share 
in  the  purchase,  and  as  the  deal  did  not  go  through,  no  money  was  put  up 
by  any  of  us  and  nothing  came  of  the  transaction. 

Q.  We  find  among  your  letters  the  following  letter:  "Mr.  B. 
Adoue,  Galveston.  Dear  Sir :  Noting  your  favor  of  the  28th,  beg  to  state 
that  Mr.  Koehler  was  under  impression  that  it  would  be  on  or  before  the 
first,  whereas  I  thought  that  it  would  be  at  once.  At  any  rate  the  first 
prox.  is  only  a  few  days  off  and  no  doubt  by  the  time  this  reaches  you 
all  interested  will  have  responded  favorably  and  in  that  event  would  ask 
that  you  kindly  mail  me  check  in  care  Driskill  Hotel  Austin,  Texas,  in  the 
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sum  of  $22,000  to  enable  me  to  pay  up  what  we  owe  both  there  and  here. 
Yours  truly,  0.  W."  Will  you  kindly  answer  what  said  letter  refers  to? 
A.  This  was  in  reply  to  a  letter  of  January  28,  1911,  written  by  Mr. 
Adoue  to  Mr.  Otto  Koehler  and  the  funds  that  I  requested  in  this  letter 
was  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  up  past  obligations  that  had 
been  created  for  legitimate  expenses  in  the  effort  to  defeat  submission 
in  the  Democratic  Primary  Election  of  1910  by  the  Dallas  Anti-Prohibi- 
tion Anti  Submission  Headquarters  and  the  Austin  Anti  Prohibition 
Anti-Submission  Headquarters,  and  this  money  was  used  for  no  other 
purpose;  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  my  letter  to  Mr.  B.  Adoue  of 
August  1,  1910,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  all  other  letters  copied  in 
plaintiff's  petition  purporting  to  be  signed  by  me  requesting  Mr.  Adoue 
to  send  me  money.

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PART  NINE— JUDGMENTS  OF  THE  COURT 


Five  of  the  defendants,  to-wit,  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, 
Lone  Star  Brewing  Company,  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  Amer- 
ican Brewing  Association,  and  Galveston  Brewing  Company,  on  Dec.  16, 
1915,  signed  an  agreement  with  the  Attorney  General  acknowledging 
liability,  paying  a  large  fine,  and  the  corporation  defendants  also  accep- 
ting injunctions  preventing  them  or  their  trustees  from  making  political 
contributions.  The  suits  against  these  breweries  were  under  this  agree- 
ment consolidated  to  be  tried  as  one  case.  The  agreement  carried  an  in- 
sistence upon  the  part  of  the  Attorney  General  that  all  the  testimony 
and  documentary  evidence  be  introduced  in  open  court  and  thus  become 
privileged  matter  to  the  public. 

Subsequently  the  other  defendant  breweries,  that  is,  Texas  Brewing 
Company  and  Dallas  Brewery,  separately  signed  similar  agreements 
with  the  Attorney  General. 

Three  judgments  were  entered  in  accordance  with  these  agreements, 
one  covering  the  five  consolidated  cases  and  two  others  with  reference 
to  the  two  remaining  brewery  corporations. 

The  aggregate  amount  in  penalties  assessed  against  all  the  defend- 
ants was  Two  Hundred  and  Eightj^-one  Thousand  Dollars,  defendants 
paying  in  addition  to  this  sum  about  Eight  Thousand  Dollars  for  court 
costs  and  to  reimburse  the  Attorney  General's  Department  for  expenses 
incurred  in  connection  with  the  investigations,  preparation  for  trial,  etc., 
of  the  cases. 

The  judgments  are  here  set  out  in  full,  and  are  as  follows :

On  this  day  came  on  to  be  heard  the  above  entitled  and  numbered 
cause,  and  the  plaintiff  and  defendant  appeared  by  counsel  and  announ- 
ced ready  for  trial.  Thereupon  said  parties  presented  to  the  Court  an 
agreement  of  settlement  of  said  cause  in  words  and  figures  substantially 
as  follows : 

"Now  come  the  partes  to  the  above  styled  and  numbered  cause, 
by  their  respective  counsel,  and  show  to  the  court  that  they  have  agreed 
to  settle  and  dispose  of  said  cause,  The  State  of  Texas  ex  rel  B.  F. 
Looney,  Attorney  General,  vs.  Dallas  Brewery,  Number  5166,  upon  the 
following  terms. 

"I.  The  defendant  waives  its  pleas  of  personal  privilege  and  in 
abatement  and  its  exceptions  and  demurrers,  and  admits  liability  under 
Article  1164,  R.  S.  1911,  for  the  acts  admitted  in  its  answer,  and  there- 
under, 
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"II.     Judgment  shall  be  entered: 

1.  Forfeiting  the  charter  of  the  defendant. 

2.  Against  Defendant,  in  favor  of  plaintiff,  for  the  sum  of  Five 
Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00,)  together  with  all  costs  of  suit. 

3.  Against  the  Defendant,  its  officers  and  agents,  and  the  persons 
who  shall  become  trustees  of  the  properties,  etc.,  of  the  defend- 
ant under  Article  1206,  R.  S.  1911,  their  agents  and  employees, 
enjoining  them  and  each  of  them  during  the  pendency  of  such 
trusteeship,  from,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  manner  whatso- 
ever, using,  or  permitting  the  use  of,  any  of  the  funds  or  assets 
of  the  defendant,  coming  into  the  hands  of  such  trustees,  for 
any  other  purpose  whatever  than  the  accomplishment  of  the 
purposes  for  which  defendant  was  chartered  and  those  per- 
mitted by  law. 

4.  In  said  judgment  the  issues  presented  by  the  plaintiff's  petition' 
involving  alleged  violations  of  the  Anti  Trust  Statutes,  Political 
Contribution  Statutes  and  involving  violations  of  other  statutes 
than  Article  1164,  R.  S.  1911,    shall    be    resolved    against    the 

plaintiff. 

5.  This  agreement  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Court  and 
in  the  consideration  of  this  stipulation  the  evidence  introduced 
in  the  hearing  of  the  case  of  State  vs.  San  Antonio  Brewing  As- 
sociation, and  cases  consolidated  with  it  heretofore,  and  in  this 
case,  may  be  considered  by  the  Court.

And  after  considering  said  agreement  and  examining  the  pleadings, 
and  considering  the  evidence  adduced  upon  this  trial,  and  upon  the  trials 
of  the  cases  named  in  said  agreement, 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Court  that,  the  agreement  be  approved  and  filed, 
and  the  Court  further  finds  that  in  the  sworn  answer  of  the  defendant 
herein  filed,  the  defendant  admits  that  prior  to  July  11,  1907,  at  which 
time  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature  especially  prohibiting  contributions  of 
corporate  assets  to  political  campaigns  and  political  matters  and  fixing 
specific  penalties  therefor,  took  effect,  the  defendant  contributed  out  of 
its  corporate  assets  money  in  prohibition  elections  in  counties  and  subdi- 
visions of  counties,  commonly  known  as  local  option  elections,  and  since 
1907  has  made  contributions  to  the  Texas  Business  Men's  Association. 
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The  Court  finds  that  these  acts  were  beyond  the  charter  powers  of  said 
corporation,  for  which  there  should  be  assessed  against  said  defendant  a 
fine  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  and  a  forfeiture  of  its  charter. 

The  Court  further  finds  that  as  to  all  other  issues  in  plaintiff's  peti- 
tion, including  the  allegation  that  since  July  11,  1907,  defendant  has 
contributed  its  corporate  assets  to  political  campaigns  and  political  mat- 
ters, and  has  violated  the  anti  trust  laws,  it  finds  for  the  defendant. 

It  is  therefore  ordered,  considered  and  adjudged  by  the  Court  that 
plaintiff,  The  State  of  Texas,  do  have  and  recover  of  the  defendant 
Dallas  Brewery  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  ($5,000.00)  Dollars  with  in* 
terest  thereon  from  February  21,  1916,  and  all  costs  of  suit. 

It  is  further  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed  by  the  Court  that  the 
Charter  of  said  Dallas  Brewery  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  forfeited  and 
said  corporation  is  hereby  dissolved. 

It  is  further  ordered  and  decreed  by  the  court  that  the  business  and 
affairs  of  said  defendant  corporation  shall,  from  and  after  the  entry  of 
this  decree  be  conducted, and  wound  up  by  the  directors  of  said  corpora- 
tion as  trustees  thereof,  as  provided  in  Article  1206  of  the  Revised 
Satutes  of  Texas. 

It  is  further  ordered,  considered  and  adjudged  by  the  Court  that 
said  trustees  ,in  winding  up  the  business  and  affairs  of  said  corporation, 
are  enjoined  from  employing  or  using  the  means  and  assets  or  other 
property  of  said  dissolved  corporation,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  any 
other  purpose  whatever  than  for  the  legitimate  purposes  and  objects  for 
which  said  corporation  was  chartered,  and  those  permitted  by  law.

In  order  to  settle  the  matters  in  controversy  in  the  above  styled  and 
numbered  causes,  the  Plaintiff  therein,  the  State  of  Texas,  by  B.  F. 
Looney,  Attorney  General,  and  his  associates,  attorneys  for  the  Plaintiff, 
and  San  Antonio  Brewing  Association,  Lone  Star  Brewing  Company, 
Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company,  American  Brewing  Association,  and 
Galveston  Brewing  Company,  by  their  attorneys  or  agents  thereunto 
duly  authorized,  make  and  execute  the  following  agreement,  to-wit : 

FIRST :  The  Defendants  waive  dilatory  pleas  and  exceptions  inter- 
posed in  said  cases  to  Plaintiff's  petition  therein,  and  said  cases  are  to 
be  consolidated  on  the  plaintiff's  original  petitions  and  trial  amendments 
containing  prayers  appropriate  for  granting  of  injunctions  hereinafter 
mentioned  and  Defendant's  answers  now  on  file  therein,  by  order  of  the 
court;  at  the  next  regular  term  of  said  court,  or  at  an  intermediate 
special  term  thereof,  if  the  same  should  be  called  by  the  court,  said  cases 
are  to  be  called  for  trial  and  the  parties  thereto  are  to  announce  ready 
for  trial ;  all  the  parties  thereto  shall  offer  any  material  and  relevant  evi- 
dence desired  by  them,  respectively;  all  parties  to  have  any  process  for 
procuring  witnesses  or  evidence  in  the  preparation  for  the  trial  of  said 
causes  or  in  the  trial  thereof  as  may  now  be  provided  by  law. 

SECOND :  At  the  close  of  the  evidence  upon  such  trial  a  judgment 
shall  be  entered  therein  in  favor  of  the  Plaintiff  and  against  each  of  the 
following  Defendants  next  named :

2.  Against  said  last  named  corporations  and  H.  Hamilton  et  al  the 
persons  named  in  the  answers  in  cause  No.  5167  in  their  capa- 
city as  Trustees  of  the  Houston  Ice  &  Brewing  Company  under 
Article  1206,  Revised  Statutes,  1911,  for  the  sum  of  Two  Hun- 
dred and  Sixty-two  Thousand  Dollars  ($262,000.00)  against 
said  parties  jointly  and  severally,  the  form  of  the  judgment  in 
so  far  as  consistent  to  be  that  whereof  a  copy  is  hereto  attached. 

3.  Judgment  shall  be  entered  against  the 

San  Antonio  Brewing  Association, 

Lone  Star  Brewing  Company, 

American  Brewing  Association,  and 

Galveston  Brewing  Company, 
and  against  each  and  every  of  the  officers,     agents     and     em- 
ployees of  said  corporations  and  each  of  the  parties  who  shall 
become  Trustees  of  said  corporations  and  the  properties  of  said 
corporations  under  the  terms  of  Article  1206,  R.  S.  1911,  and 
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each  and  every  of  the  agents,  employees  or  representatives  of 
any  of  said  trustees  enjoining  and  prohibiting  them  and  each  of 
them,  during  the  existence  of  such  Trusteeship,  from,  directly 
or  indirectly  in  any  manner  whatsoever  (I)  contributing  or 
paying,  or  offering  or  promising  to  pay  at  any  future  time  any 
part  of  the  assets,  property  or  funds  of  said  corporations,  or 
that  may  come  into  the  hands  of  such  Trustees,  or  any  of  them, 
as  such,  to  any  political  party,  or  to  any  person  whatsoever,  for 
or  on  account  of  such  political  party,  or  to  any  candidate  for 
any  public  office,  before  or  after  nominations  are  made,  or  to 
aid  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  any  candidate  for  public  office, 
or  to  any  person  for  or  on  account  of  aid  in  defraying  the  ex- 
penses of  a  candidate  for  public  office,  or  to  any  person  what- 
soever for,  or  on  account  of  aid  in  maintaining  or  defraying 
the  expenses  of  any  campaign  or  political  headquarters,  or  to 
any  person  whatsoever  for,  or  on  account  of  the  success  or 
defeat  of  any  question  to  be  voted  upon  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  this  State  or  any  subdivision  thereof ;  and  from  employing  or 
using  the  means,  assets  or  other  properties  of  said  corporations

THIRD:  Eighty-seven  and  One  Third  (87  1-3%)  per  cent  of  all 
moneys  expended  by  the  Attorney  General's  Department  or  obligations 
incurred  by  said  Department  in  connection  with  all  of  the  cases  filed  by 
the  State  and  now  pending  shall  be  returned  to  the  State  of  Texas 
through  said  Department  by  said  five  Defendants. 

FOURTH :  The  aforesaid  judgment  shall  be  paid  by  said  Defend- 
ants to  the  Attorney  General  within  ten  days  after  the  entry  of  said 
judgment 

FIFTH :  The  Plaintiff  shall  have  the  right  as  now  provided  by  law 
to  procure  the  testimony  of  any  officer  or  employee  of  any  of  said  De- 
fendants in  any  manner  now  provided  by  law  in  the  preparation  of  said 
cases  for  trial. 

SIXTH:  This  agreement  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
District  Court  upon  the  completion  of  the  hearing  of  testimony,  and  said 
Court  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized,  to  enforce  the  same  and  to 
render  judgment  thereon,  from  which  judgment  there  shall  be  no  appeal 
or  writ  of  error.

FIRST :  The  defendant  waives  dilatory  pleas  and  exceptions  inter- 
posed in  said  case  to  the  plaintiff 's  petition  therein  and  said  case  is  to  be 
called  for  trial  and  the  defendant  therein  is  to  announce  ready  for  trial 
on  the  first  or  any  subsequent  day  of  the  next  regular  term  of  the  Dis- 
trict Court  of  Hopkins  County,  which  convenes  on  January  4th,  1916, 
and  either  party  to  said  suit  may  offer  any  material  and  relevant  evi- 
dence desired  by  either,  respectively,  and  either  party  is  to  have  any 
process  for  procuring  witnesses  or  evidence  in  the  preparation  of  the 
trial  of  said  cause  or  in  the  trial  thereof  as  may  now  be  provided  by  law.

to for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  matters  in  controversy  in  said  suits  and 
among  other  things  it  is  agreed  that  said  cases  are  to  be  consolidated  and 
tried  as  one  case ;  and  it  is  agreed  herein  that  the  evidence  introduced  in 
said  consolidated  cases  shall  be  considered  as  applicable  and  material 
and  relevant  evidence  in  this  case,  and  at  the  close  of  the  evidence  upon 
the  trial  of  said  cases,  a  judgment  shall  be  entered  in  this  cause  in  favor 
of  the  plaintiff,  the  State  of  Texas,  against  this  defendant,  as  follows :
